fpace of well nigh fix years, in which time you got much experience yourfelf, 
and gave fo true and exaét a character of that country, whereof there had been 


before but a confus'd idea amongft the Engli/h, as was very advantageous to 
commerce. 


Thefe, and the refpects of your fuperintendency over the right honourable 
company’s affairs in the South Seas, the honour of your many years acquaint- 
ance, have induc’d me to direé this defcription to your honour, who, as the 
moft capable to judge and difeern the truth thereof, fo I hope will have the 
charity to conftrue with your innate candor my intention therein.

to advance learning, and enrich the publick by new difcoveries, which other-

'Y defign at firft was not to undertake an hiftorical narration of Tongueen, 
but only to note the errors in Monfieur Tavernier’s defeription of that 
country, as it was defired of me by Sir ‘fon Hoskins and Mr. Robert 

Hooke out of England; but having made fome {mall progrefs therein, I was 
quickly tired with finding faults and noting miftakes, alfo thinking I fhould 
thereby give but fmall fatisfaction to the curiofity of thofe worthy gentlemen, 
whofe highly active genius’s penetrate the very effence of the moft occult 
things, and finding it much more eafy for me to compofe a new defcription of 
Tongueen (the country of my nativity, and where I have been converfant with. 
perfons of all qualities and degrees) than to correct the miftakes of others; thefe 
confiderations, together with ambition to do the publick acceptable fervice, and 
efpecially to demonftrate in fome meafure my thankfulnef$ and profound re- 
{pets to my much-honour'd friends Sir 5¥chn Hoskins and Mr. Robert Hooke, 
induced me to undertake and finifh this work, fuch as it is. I can freely de- 
clare, that there is nothing inferted herein but what I thought, to the beft of 
my knowledge, to be exactly true and real. In dubious matters I had my in- 
formations from the moft knowing and credible amongft the natives. As for 
the order and method,I follow’d Monf. Tavernier. The {tile and di€tion thereof, 
fince they are my firft effays, muft needs be very defeétive; therefore I intreat 
my friends to correct and alter what therein they find amifs; and to dedicate

of TONQUEEN. 


COEDS a 


Tayerniere’s Account of Tonqueen animadverted on: 


HE kingdom of Zongueen has 

been difcovered by the Portu- 

guefe above one hundred and 

twenty years fince, and the re- 
lations that Padre Martin and Alexander 
de Rodes, both jefuites, give of it, is in 
general more true than this of averniere ; 
for what contradictions we find in them, 
may be imputed to the alteration of things 
by mutation of time. 

Taverniere talks of eleven or twelve 
voyages his brother made to Zongueen, from 
Acheen, Batavia, and Bantams on the con- 
fidence of whofe relation, together with 
what he inquired of the boxzes, ot priefts, 
that came while he was in Bantam, he has 
compiled his hiftory, as fabulous and full 
of grofs abfurdities as lines. 

For firft, the Tonguceneé have no bonzes 
or priefts, howeyer they came to Bantam 
and Batavia; and then he faith, when the 
Tonqueencfe make voyages, they take their 
wives and families with thems I fuppofe 
he means thofe voyages they make in 
the river of Tongueen, from one village to 
another: but for foreign voyages they are 
altogether Recrenes with them, unlefs 
it be fome few of the poorer fort that go to 
attend ftrangers, or are forced otherwife for 
alivelihood. He notes how the Tonqueens/e 
were ravifhed with admiration, when he 
thewed them his Atlas, and fome particular 
Maps about the compofure and ftruéture of 
the whole world, and its feveral Kingdoms 
and ftates, which they heeded as much asa 
world in the moon. Neither can I hear ofa 
Taverniere that has made eleven or twelve 
voyages to Tongueen on his own account 3 
only thus much J have heard, that there has 
been one Taverniere, a purfer in the Dutch 
fervice, and once in Tonqueen. 
commends his brother for a perfon of 
‘age and cunning, how juftly I cannot 

but this Lam fure, he has ufed but little 
cordiality, and lefs fincerity, notwithftand- 
ing all his proteftations, in his account of 
Tongueen : He magnifies the great fums of 
money his brother carried always with him, 
when he went on that voyage 5 but it is

too well known what a purfer in the Dutch Baron 
fervice can do, and what they are allowed ray 


todos hindring fo ftriétly the private trade, 

He talks of a large prefent he gave the 
King and prince, together with his favour- 
able reception and familiar converfation 
with them; if this be true, I fay the Ton- 
queenefe are much degenerated, yet it can- 
not be denied, but that ftrangérs ac their 
firftentrance into this country, had, in many 
refpeéts, better ufage than at prefent ; but 
not fo, as to permit themfelves to play with 
a foreigner the good companion: at this 
time they keep their diftance to all ftrangers, 
making but {mall account of them. To 
Kifé the king’s hand, is not the Tongueci 
mode, much lefs permitted to ftrangers: 
and when he {poke the Malayan language 
fo fluently, he might as well have fpoken 
French to them, that underftood nota word 
of either. When he played amongit thofe 
lords, I wonder what game it was that he 
loft fo many thoufand crowns at, ashe men- 
tions ; but it is moft to beadmired, thata 
calf and two jars of Zonqueen arrack, the 
ufual largefs and liberality of this king, 
(water diftilled out of tice) fhould fupply 
his great loffes. He farther tells you, that 
by the great familiarity his brother had at 
court, and by the frequent diftourfes he 
had with a great many Tonqueenele, (who 
never ftir out of the country, however he 
met them at Bantam and Batavia) he laid 
the foundation of his work, which is both 
faithful and exaét: Furthermore he faith, 
no other confideration, than the {peaking 
of truth, has invited him to undertake this 
relation ; all which being notorious con- 
tradi¢tions and falfe tales, fhame, indeed, 
the author the more. 

Our author, as all other Ewropeans, 
terms and intitles the general or Chova, 
King ; becaufe he difpoies of the kingdom 
at his pleafure, receiving all foreign am- 
baffadors, except that of China. How- 
€ver, thisisa miftake ; for they have their 
King or Bova, though he fignifies no more 
than a cypher, as will be noted in feveral 
places of this relation.

Of the Situation and Extent of TONQUEEN. 


E have no more reafon to admire 

why our predeceffors had no earlier 
knowledge of this kingdom than they had 
of that of China, becaufe its difcovery was 
fomething pofterior to that; for the Portu- 
guefe had no fooner difcovered the lait, but 
they fent out fhips to vilit this alfo. 

It is truc, this kingdom was a province 
of Chiva formerly, and pays tribute ftill to 
that emperor: But that was not the 
reafon why we had no fooner knowledge 
thereof, confidering thefe people have 
been governed by their native princes for 
above thefe four hundred years without in- 
terruption, which was long before the Por- 
tuguefe came to make their difcoveries in 
India. The true reafon feems to be, that the 
people did never ftir abroad, nor do yet, for 
commerce or other affociation; and they 
fomewhat affeé in this the Chinefe vanity, 
thinking all other people to be barbarous, 
imitating their government, learning, cha- 
raéters, €c. yet hate their perfons. 

I do not know why Taverniere faith moft 
‘people fhould believe this country to be ina 
very hot climate, confidering it is fituated 
under the tropick, and fome part of it more 
to the northward neverthelefs he affirms 
it to be very temperate, by reafon of the 

at number of rivers (andaltogether free 
from thofe fand-hills and barren mountains 
that caufe fuch heat in Commarcon, and 
other places in the gulf of Perfa) that 
water it, together with the rain that falls in 
its feafon; whereas the truth thereof is, 
that the rains, indeed, generally fall in the 
months of May, June, Fuly and Augujt, 
and fometimes fooner, which moiften the 
ground, but caufe no frefh breezes at all; 
on the contrary, the faid two months of 

‘uly and Augujt, make the weather here 
infuBerably hot. Doubrlefs the country 
would be plentiful in fruits, were there 
not fo many inhabitants, who living by 
rice chiefly, find therefore the greater ne- 
Ceffity to cultivate what ground they have 
with that grain, not neglecting the leaft fpot. 

To the north-eaft of this kingdom lies 
the province of Canton; to the welt it is 
bounded by the kingdoms of Laos and the 
Bowes; to the north it borders on two other 


provinces of China, Funam and Quanci, of 
Ai; to the fouth and fouth-eaft on Cochin- 


china. The climate is temperate and whole- Cimate: 


fome, from September till March, fome- 
times very cold in Fanuary and February 5 
though froft and fnow are never feen here 
for the months of April, May and Fune 
are not fo healthful, both becaufe of the 
rains and fogginefs of the air, and the fan’s 
coming to the zenith: but June, Fuly and 
Auguft are exceffive hot months. The winds 
are here divided between the north and 
fouth for fix months and fix months ; the 
country is delightful from May till Auge, 
the trees being then in their verdure, and the 
ficlds all covered with paddy, very pleafant 
to the beholders. 

The great winds that are called amongft 
our feamen the hurricanes, and known her 
by the name of Touffoons, reign on thisand 
the adjacent coafts, and the feas thereof 
are very terrible; but the time of their 
coming is very uncertain, fometimes once 
in five or fix years, and fometimes in cight 
or nine; and though this wind is not known 
in other oriental feas by that name, and 
with that exceffive violence, yet that which 
is called the Elephant in the bay ot Benzail 
and the coaft of Cormandel, is not much 
inferior to this; and the fad effects thereof 
are but too often experienced by the fea- 
men. I cannot find an aftronomer in all 
Tonquecn, to ask from whence thofe winds 
fhould proceed, fo Icannot affirm that they 
are caufed by the exhalations of the mines 
of Fapan. 


As for the extent of the country, which gztene. 


he makes equal to that of France, it is 
a grofs miftake ; for this kingdomis reckon’d 
by men experienced, to be not much bigger 
than Portugal; but may be thought to con- 
tain four times the number of inhabitants. 
Taverniere makes its limits to be unknown, 
forgetting that he had fo lately defcribed the 
borders and extent thereof. 


‘As for iflands belonging to this kingdom, idaais. 


there are feveral in the bay of Tongueen, the 
chief whereof is called by the natives Taxon 
Bene, and by the Dutch, Rovers ifland. 1c 
is firuated in the latitude of 19 degrees 15 


minutes north; islong one anda half, and 
broad,

broad half a league at moft, the better 
part high land, and diftant from the main 
‘one league, between which and the main fea, 
Ships may pais, as the Dutch did formerly 5 
but the navigator mutt obferve to keep the 
ifland fide aboard, within a musket fhot 5 
where you will find fix, feven, and feven 
and a half fathoms, ouzy ground. On the 
fame fide of the ifland, which is its weit 
part, are two {mall bays, the northermoft 
has a fall pearl bank, but not rich, yet 
none dare to fifh here without the king’s 
fpecial granc. In both the bays there is 
fweet water, which we found to be exceed- 
ing good, and efteemed the belt we tafted 
there. Ac the fouth-weft point of thisifland, 
is a ridge of rocks, extending from the faid 
point 100 paces into the fea, and may be 
difcovered at half ebb, by the breach there- 
on; for the reft, a clear coait, 

Towards the north-weft, is a fair bay, 
three fathom and a half and four fathom 
water, clay ground; here refort many fifh- 
ing boats, befides what appertain to this 
village, whofe inhabitants I compute be- 
tween three or four hundred perfons; moft 


_fithermen, 


In this ifland is the watch-houfe general, 
which is a place of the greateft profit in 
the kingdom of Tongueen: for all trading 
boats, either to the province of Tixgway or 
Guian, or from thence to the north, muft 
ftop here and pay cuftom, viz. for a large 
boat about the value of a dollar and half, 
with fome prefents for the waiters, the reft 
proportionable ; fo that the cuftoms of this 
place cannot yield lefs than a million of 
dollars per annum. 

As for the ground, itis ftony and moun- 
tainous, therefore not proper to manure ; cat- 
tle we faw but few(tho’ the inhabitants told 
us of many antelopes that fheltered amongft 
the rocks and fhrubs of the mountains) fo 
that rice and other provifions for fuftenance, 
are brought hither from the adjacent thore. 
Some good regulations would make this 
place plentiful, and with finall expence this 
port might be made a good one. 

For cities and towns, excepting that of

in the whole kingdom of any note. As for 
Aldeas or villages, queftionlefs the number 
isgreat, andmore than I can exaétly affirm, 
orany man elfe that hath not made it his 
bufinefS to inquire after them s neither is ic 
anealy matter to find the truth thereof : the 
city of Ca-cho is the metropolis of Ton- 
queen, licth in the latitude 21 degrees north,

about 40 leagues from the fea, and may, Barow 


for its capacioufnefs, be compared with 
many cities in fa, and fuperior to moft 
for populoufnefs, efpecially on the firft 
and fifteenth of their new moon; being 
their market days, or grand Bazar; when 
the people from the adjacent villages flock 
thither with their trade, in fuch numbers, as 
is almoft incredible; feveral of the ftreets, 
tho’ broad and fpacious, are then fo crowded, 
that one finds enough to do, if he can fome- 
times advance through the multitude a 
hundred paces in halfan hour. Every diffe- 
rent commodity fold in this city, is ap- 
pointed to a particular ftreet, and thefe 
ftreets again allotted to one, two, or more 
villages, the inhabitants whereof are onl: 

privileged to keep fhops in them, much 
in the nature of the feyeral companies or 
corporations in European cities. The courts 
of the king, general, princes, &c. Gran- 
defa, and high courts of juftice, are kept 
here, of which I can only fay, they ftand 
‘on large traéts of ground; the principal 
ftru€ture makes but a mean appearance, be- 
ing built of wood, the reft of their houfes of 
bamboos and clay, not well compaéted 5 few 
of brick except the factories of f{trangers, 
which out-vie the reft. Stupendous, indeed, 
are the triple walls of the old city and 
palace; for by the ruins they appear to have 
been ftrong fabricks with noble large gates, 
paved with a kind of marble; the palace 
to have been about fix or feven miles in 
circumference 5 its gates, courts, apart- 
ments, &c. teftify amply its former pomp 
and glory. In this city is likewife quar- 
tered a formidable militia, to be ready on 
all occafions ; and here alfo ftandeth the 
King’s arfenal or magazine for war, feated 
onthe bank of the river, near a fandy iland, 
on which the Thecadaw is kept, as hereafter 
will be mentioned. This river is called 
by thenatives Songkoy, or the head river : 
it rifes in China, and after it has rolled 
many hundred leagues, it paffes here and 
diigorgeth itfelf in the bay of Aynam, by 
ight or nine mouths, moft of them navi- 
gable for veffels of fmall draught. This 
river is exceeding commodious for the city, 
fince all forts of merchandize are brought 
hither as to the epitome of the kingdom, 
by an infinite number of boats trading up 
and down the country; yet they have 
their houfes in their refpeétive /deas, and 
do not live altogether in their boats, as 
Taverniere reports, but when they are 
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Of the Nature and Produétions of the Kingdom of Tonqueen. 
Baron HIS country is for the moft part 
—_ I 


_ low and flat, not unlike the united 
Provinces, efpecially for its moats and 
banks. The hills make the frontiers to- 
wards the north, weft and fouth: it is 
watered by one fpecial river, which dif- 
gorgeth itfelf into the fea, by many 
branches, moft of them navigable for thips 
of mean burthen. Thefe rivers fwarm 
with boats and large barks, which make 
it very commodious for traders: indeed in 
this country grows neither corn nor wine, 
which is not occafioned by the want of 
rains, for both of them require rather dry 
than wet ground; but by reafon the in- 
habitants do not much care for them,as being 
ignorant of their goodnefs, and therefore 
do not plant them. Rice, indeed, is the 
chief faftenance of thefe people ; and the 
country produces fafficient quantities there- 
of; and if this grain would have grown 
only by the rains of the months of June 
and July, we Should not have experienced 
the fad effeéts of a moft dreadful and cala- 
mitous famine, that fwept away fo many 
millions of fouls, in thefe two preceding 
years. 

From the rice they diftil a liquor called 
arrack, but much inferior to aquavita., 
Their ploughs, and the manner of ufing 
them, are much after the Chine fafhion, 
defcribed in the hiftory of China: the 
paddy they tread out with their feet, where- 
in their practice has made them very ex- 

rt. 

The fruits are equally good in their kinds 
with thofe of other oriental countries, but 
their oranges, far exceed all that I have 
tafted : what Zaverniere calls a palm-tree, 
is, indeed, a cocoa-nut, the pulp within is 
white, and taftes fomething like an almond 5 
this fruit is fo plentiful in Siam, that they 
Jade fhips with the oil that is made of the 
faid pulp, to fupply their neighbours, which 
is ufed to burn in lamps. 

The liquor thereof is very cold, and 
pleafant enough, but reckoned bad for the 
nerves: queftionlefs it is the moft ufeful 
tree thatis found in India, ferving for meat, 
drink, cloathing, firing, building, &. 

The Guava is a fruit much like his de- 
feription; but he is mightily out in the 
effeéts thereof, for whether green or ripe, 
itis always binding, but not ufually eaten 
green. 

The Papay is a fruit indeed refembling 
a melon, and fomewhat of the tafte, nor 
unpleafant. 


The Arreak, called by the Malays, Pez 
nang, grows {trait upright, bearing no 
branch, but at the top, like acrown; che 
fruit of which is in bignefs like a large 
pigeon’s egg, which mott Indians ufe to 
eat with the leaf called Beetle by the Par 
tuguefe, and Sera by the Malays; itis good 
to fweeten the breath, faften the weth, and 
revive the dpirits: in chewing, the juice 
thereof turns reds it is fo much in ufe, 
that they think they do not make their 
friends welcome without prefenting them 
withadith of it. The Torgueenele, Siamel, 
Malays and Favas, had rather lofe a third 
of their diet than be without it. They 
have a fig called by them Hungs, in caffe 
fomething like a carrot, but much more 
pleafant 5 not atall like our European figs. 

The other fort, called Bonana, or plan- 
tans, which he calls 4éam’s figs, fome are 
in length above a fpan, fome lefs. 

The high-ways are here and there be- 
fet with trecs and many fheds, where they 
fell tea and beetle, &c. very commodious 
for travellers: and for thofe exceeding 
great trees, that thade fo many choufands 
of men, called the Banian-tree, I cannot 
contradiét him; but what I have feen at 
Swallow Marreene, at Surrat, far exceed 
any of thele in bignefs. 

In this country we have the fruit Lechea, 
call’d Bejay by the natives, in great plenty s 
which indeed no where elfe comes to ma- 
turity butin the latitude from 20 to 30 de- 
grees north: Ic grows on high trees, the 
leaves refemble fomewhat the laurel; the 
fruits in clufters on the branches, fhew like 
fo many hearts, of the bignefs of a fmail 
hen eggs when ripe of a crimfon colour s 
the fhell thin and rough, yet eafy to be 
pulled off ; the kernel is full of a white 
juice. This fruit is of an excellent taite, 
‘and moft pleafant tothe fight, but it doth 
not laft above forty days in feafon: the 
time of its maturity is April, about when 
the General will caufe his chiaop or eal to 
be fixed on moft trees of the beit Lachea 
in the country, belong they to whom they 
will, which obliges the owner not only 
not to meddle with his own, but alfo to 
watch narrowly that others do not touch 
them, which would be to his peril, fince 
ic is ingroffed by the court, who allow 
him nothing for his fruit or pains. 

The fruic called Fean or Lungung (that 
is, Dragons-eggs) by the Ching, is very 
plentiful here : the tree much as the former, 
the kernel white, but exceeding, Auer 
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the fruit round, and lefs than a fmall 
plumb, the skin not rough, of a pale olive 
colour, and near to a wither’d leaf; This 
fruit, though it pleafes many of the Yon- 
queenefe, yer it is reckon’d hot and un- 
wholfome. ‘The feafon is May, and latts 
eill July. 

The Na, or as the Portuguefe call it; 
Annona, Pompelmoor, and wo or three forts 
of plums, with other kind of Indian fruits, 
(except Durrions, which will only grow in 
hot countries ; that is, from Siam towards 
the South, as Malaya, Mallacam, Fava, 
&c.) are to be found here 5 but what ex- 
ceeds all Ihave tafted in other parts of that 
kind, is the aca or Myte in Tonqueen. 
This is the largeft fruit, I think, in the 
world, and becaufe of its bignefs provident 
nature has placed its growth on the ftock 
or body of the tree, not on the branches, 
left it fhould not be fufficient to bear the 
burthen : The skin, when green, is very 
hard; but ripe, of a yellow colour, and 
eafy to be cut with a knife. There are 
feveral forts of them, but that which eats 
dryeft, without fticking either to the fin- 
gers or lips, is the beft and pleafanteft. 
The greatett part are of a flimy fubftance, 
and, as it were, a yellow pap covers the 
nuts, which lie in little holes. Some of the 
poorer people will boil or roaft the nuts, 
and eat them, which have a kind of tafte 
like our chefnuts, but are reckon’d hurtful 
to the lungs. 

Taverniere tells a long ftory of the rare 
mice that are in this country, of many 
forts, yet I never was at a feaft of any, 
and therefore am no competent judge of 
their daintinefs ; Iknow the Portuguee cat 
them phyfically in feveral diftempers. 

The next thing to be taken notice of, 
is a particular kind of birds-nefts, which 
indeed are in great efteem amongtt all Jn- 
dians, and kept at a great price, being 
taken as great reftoratives, and by fome 
counted ftimulaters to venery 3 but Zaver- 
niere faith, they are not to be found but 
in the four ilands of Cochin-china A. B.C. 
D. which I am fure is a great miftake, 
neither do I know thofe iflands, or of any 
birds-nefts to be found in Cochin-china + 
The birds which make thefe nefts are lefs 
than fwallows. As to the form and figure 
of thefe birds-nefts, they are much as he 
defcribes them, and the greateft quantities 
of them come from Febor, Rebo, Pattany, 
and other Malayan countries; but that they 
are, when boiled, of that exceeding fra- 
grance and odoriferoufnefs, as he pretends, is 
a fi@ion. Thefe nelts are laid to foak in 
warm water two hours, then pulled out in 
firings, the fmaller the better, and {fo 
ftewed with hens, pigeons, or any other 
Hels with iS little water : In ftewing they 
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diffolve almoft to a jelly, without cither Baron: 


tafte or {mell. 

And as M. Taverniere is very erroneous 
in his map, fo I do not know nor have t 
heard of thofe iflands 1, 2, 3, 4, and 53 
that afford, as he fays, fuch infinite num- 
bers of tortoifes. The goodnefs of the faid 
tortoifes is fafficiently known to our Exg- 
lio feamen, in their homeward bound 
voyages but that the Zongueenc/e or Co- 
chin-cbingfe do not believe that they have 
entertain’d their friends at a banquet as 
they ought, *till the tortoife is brought in, 
is altogether fabulous ; for when we were 
at the ifland Tavon Bene, or, according, to 
the Dutch, Rovers Sland, a tortoife of about 
twenty pounds weight was brought to the 
cuftom-houfe, where I lodged, to be fold, 
and the Tongqueenefé not caring to buy it, 
T had it for a fmall matter. Moreovers 
coming from Siam I touch’d at Pulo Uby, 
where my mariners took five or fix very 
large tortoifes, and brought them on board, 
but the Toagueenefé feamen that were with 
me (who were compell’d to take up that 
imploy, becaufe of the great famine that 
ravaged their country) would not touch 
them ; neither do I know, as he afferts, 
that any of thofe corto’ wont to be 
pickled by cither of th ions, or 
that there is any com ry’d on 
therewith amongit them; ¢ I won- 
der how Monficur Taverniere could di 
of a war between them, merely on acc 
of catching them. 

Tonqueen affords no great ftore of Axa- 
nas, ot Pine-apples. "The Citrons he men- 
tions are not altogether fo large as thofé 
of Europe, which look green before they 
are ripe, and being mature look yellow. 
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They make good ftore of filks in the sits. 


kingdom of Zongueen, of which both rich 
and poor make them(felves garments, fince 
they can purchafe them as cheap almoft as 
outlandifh callicoes. 

As for fweet-fmelling flowers, tho’ I do x 
not profefs myfelf a florift, yet I know 
above two forts in Tongueen; but what he 
calls the Bague I cannot fmell out: For, 
firft, there is a beautiful rofe, of a white 
colour mix’d with purple; and another of 
almoft the fame kind, red and yellow ; ic 
grows ona bufh without prickles or thorns, 
but has no feent. 

The flower that is nothing clfe bui 
bud, and refembles a caper, but much Ie 
fer, fmells as fragrant and odori 
any Hower I know, and will retain th 
above a fortnight, tho’ off the trees the 
ladies of the court ufe it amongft their wear- 
ing apparel. ; 

The Indian lilly grows here as in feveral 
other parts of Jndia ; the fhape fomewhat 
refembles the European lilly, bucis a great 
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deal lefs ; it grows on a pretty high tree, 
is of a white colour, and yields a good 
feent, tho” a little faintifh. 

Here is a {mall flower, fnow white, in 
feent like jeflamine, but more vigorous 5 
it grows ona low tree, or rather fhrub: in 
Perfia there are fuch great quantities of it, 
that they load whole fhips with the water 
diftilled from it. Thefe flowers being of 
ho great efteem amongft the natives, I fhall 
pals them by. 

Here are great plenty of fugar-canes, 
but they have no great skill to refine the 
fugar they make from them ; however, 
they do it after their manner, and ufe it, 
but not after meals, as Zaverniere faith, for 
concoétion. 

Tygers and harts here are, but not ma- 
ny 3 apes in great plenty ; of cows, hogs, 
hens, ducks, geefe, &c. there isno wants 
their horfes are {mall, but very mettlefome 
and lively, and were it not that they are 
fo feldom rid, and kept too tender, they 
might be of good ufe, and fit for fervice. 

Their elephants are all trained up for 
war, and are not of that prodigious bignefs 
he would make one believe, for I have feen 
larger in Siam; neither are they nimbler 
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than other elephants that are taught to die 
down for the rider to mount. 

They have many cats, but no great 
moufers, which defect is pretty well fup- 
ply’d by their dogs, which are fit for lice 
tle elfe. 

Birds here are not many, but wild fow! 
in abundance. 

Near the fea-fide and in the city they 
have a great many musketoes, but in the 
country they are not fo much troubled with 
them: Thofe that will be free of them muft 
either fmoak their room, or lie in clofe cur- 
tains, made of thin filks for that purpofe. 
The cold northern wind drives them away; 
and frees the country of thofe tormentors 
for a while. 
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What he faith of the white emmets is 7 


true. This vermin is very mifchievous ; in 
Siam hardly any houfe is free from them, fo 
that merchants are furced to make hearfts, 
and to rub the feet thereof with oil of earth, 
(which feent they cannot endure) in order 
to fecure their merchandize. 

The way of pickling hen or duck eggs, 
as Tavermere defcribes, is true, but dicie 
eggs ferve only for fauces, and not to be 
eaten otherwife.

Of the Riches, Trade, and Money of the Kingdom of TON QUEEN. 


7 HE chief riches, and indeed the on- 

ly ftaple commodity, is filk, raw 
and wrought ; of the raw the Porluguele 
and Cajtilians, in former days; the Hol- 
landers \ately ; and at prefent the Chine, 
export Bob quantities to Fapan, &c. OF 
their wrought filks, the Znglib and Dutch 
expend the moft. 

This kingdom has no lignum aloes at all, 
but what is imported by foreign traders. 

Musk we have here brought from Bowes 
and China annually, fometimes the quan- 
tity of five or fix Peculls, fometimes lefs 5 
neither have they any gold but what comes 
from China. Their filver is brought in by 
Englifs, Ditch, and Chino wading to Fa- 
pan. They have iron and lead mines, which 
afford them juft enough of thofe minerals to 
ferve their occafions. 

Their domeftick trade confifts in rice, 
falt fifh, and other faftenance ; little raw 
and wrought filk for their own wear. They 
likewife drive a commerce with Bowes and 
Ai, though with no great profit, by rea- 
fon of high expences and large prefents to 
the Eunuchs, who command the ayenues 
nor do the Chinefe that pafs thofe ways 
fare better, being often exacted upon, and 
fometimes ftripp’d of all they have, by 
the ravenous Mandareens : And fince it is 


one of the policies of the court not to make 
the fubjeéts rich, left they fhould be proud 
and ambitious, and afpire to greater mat 
ters, the king connives at thoie diforders, 
and opprefles them with heavy taxes and 
impofitions ; and fhould he know that any 
perfons were to exceed the ordinary means 
of a private fubject, they would incurr the 
danger of lofing all, on fome pretence or 
other; which is a great difcouragement to 
the induftrious, and necefficates them to bu- 
ry their wealth, having no means to im- 
prove it. 

As for foreign traders, a new-comer fuf- 
fers, befides hard ufage in his buying and 
felling, a thoufand inconveniencies ; and no. 
certain rates on merchandizes imported or 
exported being impofed, the infatiable Man- 
dareens caufe the thips to be rammaged, 
and take what commodities may: likely 
pee a price at their own rates, ufing the 
king’s name to cloak their griping and vil- 
Jainous extortions ; and for all this there is 
no remedy but patience. 

Yet ftrangers that are experienced here 
are lefs fubject to thofe irregularities and 
oppreffions, efcaping their clutches, tho” 
not without fome trouble and coft ; in a 
word, the Tongueen trade is at prefent the 
moft faftidious in all India, wherefore I 
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wonder our author fhould fay, it is a great 


current, which gtand inconvenience caufes Baron. 
pleafure to deal with them ; for if you bar- 


confiderable loffes to merchants, and fignak W\y~> 


in for any thing, and are likely to lofe 
Howe ses ae fure to bear the lofs: 
Nothing almoft is fold but upon truft for 
three or four months time, and yet then 
you run the hazard to lofe what is fo fold, 
or at leaft to undergo a thoufand troubles 
for the recovery of the debt, and at laft 
are likely to fuffer, either in bad coin or 
unmerchantable goods. This defeét and 
diforder in trade, proceeds more from their 
indigency and poverty than from any thing, 
elfe s for there isnot a Tongueenefe merchant 
that has or ever had the courage and ability 
to buy the value of two thoufand dollars 
at once, and to pay ituponthenail. But 
after all, the Tonqueensle are not altoge- 
ther fo fraudulent, and of that deccittul 
difpofition as the Chineé5 iv may be, by 
reafon they are inferior to them in craft 
or cunning. 

‘There is this further difference between 
thefe two nations ; a Tongueencfe will beg 
inceffantly, and torment your purfe fuffi- 
ciently, if you have bufinefs with him ; 
reas a Cbinee is cruel and bloody, 
maliciouly killing a man, or flinging him 
into the fea for fmall matters. 

Another occafion of hindrance and ftop 
to trade is, that they permit the greater 
part of what filver comes into the country 
(commonly a million of dollars per annum) 
to be carried to Bowes and China, to be ex- 
changed for copper cath, which rifes and 
falls according as the Chova finds it agree 
with hisintereit 5 befides, this cafh will be 
defac’d in few years, and confequently not 


Prejudice to the publick. Thus oes the 
filver out of the country, and no provi- 
fion is made againft it, which is very bad 
policy. 

And tho’ the Chova values foreign trade 
fo little, yet he receives from it, embar- 
rafs’d as it is, confiderable annual incomes 
into his coffers 5 as taxes, head-money, 
impofitions, cuftoms, &%. But tho? thefe 
amount to vaft fums, yet very little re- 
mains in the treafury, by reafon of the 
great army he maintains, together with 
feveral other unneceffary expences. In fine, 
“tis pity fo many conveniencies and oppor- 
tunities to make the kingdom rich, and its 
trade flourifhing, thould be neglected ; for 
if we confider how this kingdom borders 
‘on two of the richeft provinces in China, it 
will appear, that with fmmall difficulty moft 
commodities of that yaft empire might be 
drawn hither, and great ftore of Judian and 
European commodities, efpecially woollen 
manufactures, might be vended there ; nay, 
would they permit ftrangers the freedom of 
this inland trade, *twould be vaftly advan- 
tageous to the kingdom; but the Chova 
(jealous that Europeans fhould difcover too 
much of his frontiers, by which certainly 
he can receive no injury) has, and will pro- 
bably in all time to come, impede this im- 
portant afiair. 

They have no coin but copper cath, 
which ‘comes from China, as aforefaid. 
Gold and filver they caft into bars about 
fourteen dollars weight, and they are cur- 
rent amongft them.

Of the Strength of the Kingdom of TON QUEEN. 


[rate 3] ale HE kingdom of Tongueen might be 


reckon’d very formidable, were the 
ftrength wholly to confift in the number of 
men, for the ftanding force cannot be lefs 
than one hundred and forty thoufind, all 
well trained up, and fic to handle their 
arms, after their mode 3 and they can raife 
twice thar number on occafion. © But fince 
courage in the men is to be likewife attend- 
ed to, we cannot efteem them very formi- 
dable, being of dejedted fpirits and bafe 
difpofitions, and their leaders being for the 
moft part capadoes, and want their man- 
hood. 

The general may mufter up about eight 
Or ten thoufand horfe, and between three 
and four hundred elephants; his {ea force 
confifts in two hundred and twenty gallies, 
reatand fall, more fit for the river than 
the fea, and rather for {port and exercife 


than war. They have but one gun in the 
prow, which will carry a four pound thot ; 
they have no mafts, and are forc’d to do 
all by ftrength of oars; the men that row 
ftand all expofed to great or finall thot, 
and other engines of war. They have 
about five hundred other boats, called Twin- 
aes, which are good and fwift vo fail, but 
too weak for war, being only few'd toge- 
ther with rattans 5 however, they ferve 
well enough for tranfportation of provifions 
and foldiers. 

In one of thefé boats I was fore’d to go 
to Siam, the laft year, with three other 
gentlemen in company with me, we being 
Jett by a Ching (in whofe junk we had 
taken paffage) on an ifle on the weftmoft 
part of che bay of Tongueen, where we were 
forced to this fhifts yet, thanks be to God, 
we got our paffage in twenty-three days,

They are likewife provided with guns 
and cannons of all forts, as alfo calibres, 
fome of them of their own fabrick, but 
the greateft part bought of the Portuguee, 
Dutch, and Englifh, and ttored with other 
ammunition fuitable to their occafions. 

But to return to the condition of the 
foldicry of Tonqueen : Itis avery toilfome 
and laborious fituation, and of little advan- 
tage ; once a foldier and always a fol- 
dier, and hardly one in a thoufand rifeth 
to preferment, unlefs he be very dextrous 
in handling his weapons, or fo fortunate as 
to obtain the friendthip of fome great Man- 
dareen, to prefent him to the king: Mo- 
ney may likewife effe& fomewhat, but to 
think of advancement by mere valour, is 
avery fruitlefs expectation, fince they rare- 
Jy find occafion to mect an enemy in open 
field, and fo have no opportunity to im- 
prove themfelves, or difplay their prowefs s 
not but that fome few have, from mean be- 
ginnings, mounted to high preferment and 
great dignity, by fome bold atchievements 
but this being extraordinary, is not to be 
generally reckon’d upon. 

Their wars confift in much noife and 
great trains ; fo they go to Cochin-china, 
Took on the walls, rivers, €c. and if any 
difeafe or ficknefs happens amongft their 
army, fo as to carry off fome few of their 
men, and they come within hearing of the 
Shouts of the enemy, they begin to cry 
out, A cruel and bloody war, and turn 
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head, running, 7 infeéfa, as faft as they 
can home. ‘This is the game they have 
play’d againft Cochin-china more than three 
times, and will do fo, in all probability, 
as long as they are commanded by thofe 
emafculated captains called Capons. 

They have had amongft themfelves ci- 
vil wars, wherein they contended for fupe- 
riority, and he that has been the cunning- 
eft has prevailed always againft him that 
has been valiant. But in former days, when 
they fought againft the Chine, they have 
fhew’d themfelves bold and courageous, 
but it was neceffity that forced them to it. 
The general will fometimes take delight in 
feeing his foldiers exercife, either in his 
arfenal, or with his gallies on the river, 
and fometimes when he finds a foldier to 
exceed his companions, it may be, he gra- 
tifies him with the value of a dollar in 
cath. 

The foldiers have very final pay, not 

above three dollars in a year, belides rice, 
except thofe of the life-guard, who have 
twice as much; they are free of all taxes, 
and are difperfed among the Mandarcens, 
which Mandareens have certain dldeas a 
fign’d them, which pay an income to them 
for the maintenance of the foldiers. 
Caftles, forts, ftrong-holds, citadels, &c. 
nor do they underftand 
tion, and make but fall 
account of our skill therein; though they 
have fo little reafon to depend, like the 
Lacedemonians, on the bravery of their fol- 
diers, 
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Of the Manners of the People of TONQUEEN. 


HE people of Tongueen are rather of 

a working and turbulent fpirit, (tho? 
cowards) than naturally mild and peace- 
able, fince quiet and concord can hardly be 
maintain’d amongft them, without a heavy 
hand and feyerity ; for they have often 
confpired and broke ou in open rebellion. 
True it is, that fuperftition (to which the 
meaner fort are miferably addicted) did fur- 
ther the evil very much, and drove them 
headlong to the precipice, no lefs thanam- 
bition ; but perfons of great note, or Man- 
dareens of quality, are very feldom found 
to be embark’d in thofe dangerous attempts, 
and rarely aim to make themfelves heads of 
Publick factions, which, queftionlefs, pro- 
ceeds from the little credit they give to thofe 
fidtions and fopperies of their blind fortune- 
tellers, who delude and miflead the igno- 
rant and fuperftitious vulgar, and from this 
their confcioufnefs, thartheir folly and per- 


fidioufnefs will hardly fail to mect with de- 
ferved deftruétion. 

They are not much given to choler, yet 
are addiéted to the far worfe paffions of 
envy and malice, even to an extreme de- 
gree. In former times they had in great 
efteem the manufactures of ftrange coun- 
tries, but now that paffion is almoft worn 
out, and only a few ‘Fapan gold and filver 
pieces, and European broad cloth remain 
at prefent in requeft with them. They are 
not curious to vifit other countries, beliew- 
ing they can fee none fo good as their own, 
and give no credit to thofe who have been 
abroad, when they relate what they have 
{een, 

They are of happy memory and quick 
apprehenfion, and might prove of eminent 
abilities by good and due inftruétions : 
Learning they love, not fo much for its 
own fake, but becaufe it conduéts them to 

publick 
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publick employs and dignities. Their tone 
in reading is much like to finging. Their 
Janguage is full of monofyllables, and 
fometimes twelve or thirteen feveral things 
are meant by one word, and have no other 
diftinétion, but in the tone, either to pro- 
nounce it with a full mouth, heavy accent, 
Ppreffing or retaining voice, &. and there- 
fore it is very difficult for ftrangers to at~ 
tain any perfection therein, 

I do not find any difference between the 
court language and the vulgar, except in 
matter of ceremony and cafes of law, where 
the China characters are ufed as the Greek 
and Latin fentences amongit our learned. 

Both the fexes are well proportioned, ra- 
ther of fmall ftature and weak conftitutions, 
occafioned, perhaps, by their intemperate 
eating and immoderate fleeping. 

They are generally of brown compleéti- 
on, like the Chinefe and Fapanele, but the 
better fort, and women of quality, are 
almott as fair as the Portuguele and Spa- 
wiards. 

Their nofes and faces are not fo flat as 
the Chine/es, their hair black, and if long, 
*tis reckon’d an ornament ; both men and 
women, without diftinétion, wear it down 
as long as it will grows but foldiers, when 
they are in their exercifes, and handicrafts- 
men about their trades, put it up under 
their caps, or tie it in a great roll on the 
top of their heads. Both boys and girls, 
when they are paft fixteen or feventeen 
years of age, black their teeth as the Fa- 
pane do, and let their nails grow as the 
Chinefe, the longelt being accounted the 
fineft, which has place amongtt perfons of 
quality and thofe of wealth only. 

Their habit is long robes, very little 
differing from thofe of China, and notat all 
refembling the Fapan garb, or the picture 
in Taverniere’s defeription, where he makes 
them to wear girdles, a mode that thefe 
people are ftrangers to. 

They are forbidden by an old tradition 
the wear of hofe or fhooes, except the 
literadoes (Literati) and thofe that have 
taken the degree of Zuncy (or Daéfor) 5 
however, at prefent the cultom is not ob- 
ferved fo ftrictly as formerly. 

The condition of the vulgar fort is mi- 
ferable enough, fince they are impofed on 
by heavy taxes, and undergo fore labour ; 
for the males at eighteen, and in fome 
countries and provinces twenty years ofage, 
are liable to pay the value of three, four, 
five, fix, and feven dollars per annum, ac- 
cording to the goodnefsand fertility of the 
foil of their Aldea, or village ; and this 
moncy is gathered in two feveral terms, as 
April and Ofcber, being the harveft of the 
rice. From this tax are exempted the royal 
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blood, the king’s immedigte fervants, all Barow. 
publick miniflers and offiéers of the king- Caw 


dom, together with thé Literadoes, or 
learned men, from a Singdo, upwards, (for 
the latter are obliged to pay half tax), all 
foldiers and military perfons, with a few 
others that have obtained this freedom, 
¢ither gratis, or bought it for money, which 
exemption is granted only fot life, and is 
purchas'd of the Cheva, or General s yet 
thofe that defire the continuation of the 
faid_ privilege, may have their patent re- 
new’d for 2 moderate fum of money, by 
the fucceeding prince, who feldom denies 
to grant them their redemption on fuch an 
account ; but merchants, though they live 
in the city, are rated in the Aldeas or vil- 
lages of their anceftors and parents, and 
are liable befides to the Vecquan, or lords 
fervice, of the city, at their own expences, 
and are obliged to work and drudge them- 
felves, or hire another in their room, to 
perform what the governor orders, whe- 
ther it be to mend the broken walls, re- 
pair the banks and ways of thecity, drag- 
ging timber for the king’s palaces, and 
other publick buildings, &c. 

The handicrafts-men, of what profeffion 
foever, are bound to this Vecquan fix moons 
in the year, and receive nothing, nor dare 
they demand any thing for their labour in 
all that time; it depends on their Matters, 
the Mandarcens, dire€ion and bounty, to 
allow them the charges for their very viétu- 
als; the other half year they are allow’d 
to make ufe of for themfelves and family, 
and it muft be fappos'd to be hard enough 
with them, efpecially if they are burthen’d 
with many children, 

As for the poor Aideans, who inhabit 
barren foils, and therefore are unable to 
pay their taxes in rice or money, they are 
employ’d to cut grafs for the general’s cle- 
phants and horfes, and though their fta- 
tions and villages be often very remote from 
the place where they fetch the grafs, they 
are obliged to bring ic by turns the whole 
year, on their own expences, to the city. 

By what is faid, ic appears, with what 

olitick maxims this prince keeps his fub- 
jects poor and needy ; and in truth, ic 
feems to be neceffary enough, for if their 
proud turbulent fpirits were not kept in 
the bounds of their duty and allegiance 
with a ftrong rein, they would often forget 
themfelves ; however, every one enjoys 
what he gets by his own induftry, and may 
leave his eftate to his heirs and fucceffors 
always provided that the rumour of his 
wealth founds not fo loud as to charm the 
general’s ear. eh 

The eldeft fon’s portion is much larger 
than the-reft of the children of the decea- 
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Sy~ ter allow’d them, yet can claim but little 
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and now heir apparent to the general, and 


by law, if there bean heir male. 

And as the Tougueensfe are ambitious of 
many dependants and opulent kindred, fo 
they have a cuftom among them to adopt 
one another (both fexes indifferently) to be 
their children, and of their family; and 
thofe fo adopted are obliged to the fame 
duty as their own children, viz. 

At feftival times to fombey and prefent 
them; to be ready on every occafion in 
their fervice ; to bring them the firft-fruitsof 
the feafon, and the new rice at harveft; to 
contribute to the facrifice made to fome of 
the family, as the mother, brother, wife, 
&c. or near relations, of the Patroon, that 
are dead, or fhall die. Yo thefe and feveral 
other expences they are obliged, feveral 
times in the year, at their own colt: And 
as this is the obligation of the adopted, fo 
the Patroon takes care to advance or pro- 
mote them, according as occafion and their 
power will permit, defending and proteét- 
ing them as their own children, and when 
the Patroon dies, they have a legacy almoft 
equal to the youngeft children 5 and they 
mourn for the Pafroon as for their own 
father and mother, though they be both 
alive. 

The manner of adopting is thus : He 
that intends to be adopted, fends to ac- 
quaint the perfon of whom he requetts that 
favour, with his intention, who, if con- 
tent therewith, returns a fatisfactory an- 
fwer s upon which the fappliant comes and 
prefents himfelf before him, with a hog 
and two jars of arrack, which the Patroon 
receives of the party, who having made 
four fombeys, and given fatisfatory an- 
fers to fome queftions, he is adopted. 

Strangers who refide here, or ufe the 
trade, have often taken this courfe, to free 
themfelves from thofe vexations and extor- 
tions, which they ufually mect with from 
fome infolent courtiers. I’ myfelf was adopt 
ed by a prince, who then was prefumptive, 


had his Chaop, or Chop, which is his feal. 
Lalways gave him prefents at my. arrival 
from a voyage, which chiefly confifted in 
forcign curiofitics. This prince, tho? he 
be of a generous, noble mind, and had an 
extraordinary kindnefs for me, yet I was 
not the better for him in my troubles; for 
on the deceafe of his grandiither, it pleated 
God to vifit him, in the heighth of his pro- 
fperity with madnefs, which was the over- 
throw of my bufinefs, by incapacitating 
him to proteét me in my greatelt trouble 
and neceffity 5 but lately I underftand he is 
recover'd again. 

The Aldeans or Villagers, for the moft 
part, are fimple people, and fubjeét to be 
mifled by their over-much credulity and 
fuperftition. The charaéter that is given 
of fome other nations is applicable enough 
to them 5 that is, they are either extraor- 
dinary good, or extreme bad. 

*Tis a great miftake, that the people of 
Tongueen live out of pleafare, or choice, in 
their boats upon the rivers, when. mere ne- 
ceffity and indigence drives them to that 
courie of lifes for to run from port to port, 
and from one village to another, with wife 
and children, to look out for a livelihood, 
in a fmall boat, cannot be very pleafant, 
although they do nor know here what a 
crocodile means. 

The largett of the Tongueen rivers hasy 
as I fxid before, its fource in China, and 
the great rains there, in the months of 
March, April, and May, caufe the waters 
to defcend here with that incredible rapi- 
dity. (this country being, without compa 
fon, lower than China) as threatens banks 
and dams with deftruétion ; fometimes the 
waters will rife fo fait, and fwell to that 
degree, as to over-top moft barr 
all human induftry notwithftanding, drown- 
ing thereby whole provinces, which caufes 
Jamentable diforders and great lofts, both 
of men, and beatts. 
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Of the Marriages of the Tonqueencfe. 


[Plate 4} T HE Tonqueenefe cannot marry with- 


out the confent of their father 
and mother, or of the neareft kindred. 
When a young man comes to the age of 
fixteen, eighteen, or twenty, his father and 
mother being refolved to get him a wife, 
make their application to the parents 
of the party they defign for him, carry- 
ing with them an hundred drefled beetles, in 
a decent box; one jar of arrack, or ftrong, 


liquor, and a live hog ; under favour of 
fuch a. prefent only, this is to be propofed. 
‘The friends of the maid feeing, the vifitants 
thus prepar’d, and knowing by, the cuftom 
of the country whereto it tends, give fit- 
ting anfwers to the queftion in hand, ac- 
cording to their inclinations ; for if they 
are unwilling it fhould be a match, they 
find their fubterfuges and excaies, by pre- 
tending their daughter’s youth and inability 
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to take upon her the burthen of a houfe- 
hold, and that, however, they will confi- 
der of the matter further hereafter, and

tion, againft the good-liking of the huf- Barons 
band, unlefs the be of a family thatis able WW 


the like compliments, wherewith they and 
their prefents are fent back again. 

But in cafe they are content to beftow 
their daughter on the young man, the pre- 
fent is readily accepted of, with expreffions 
of their approbation of the bufinefs; and 
then immediately, without any other for- 
mality, they confult and agree about the 
moft aufpicious time (in which they are 
guided by their blind juperftition) for the 
folemnization of the wedding : In the mean 
time the parents of the bridegroom fend 
often prefents of victuals to the bride, and 
vific her now and then, yet the young peo- 
ple are not permitted fo much as co {peak 
to each other. 

Acthe prefix’d time the wedding is kepr, 
with a featt agreeable to the condition and 
abilities of the parents of the young cou- 
ple, which doth not lat abovea day. The 
Ceremony of their marriage is barely thi 
In the aiternoon of the day that prec 
the wedding, the bridegroom comes to the 
bride, and brings with him, according to 
his quality, cither gold, filver, or a quan- 
tity of cath (the more the greater honour), 
and viétuals prepared, all which he leaves 
there, and retires to hisown home. The 
next morning being the wedding day, the 
bride is drefs’d in her fineft robes, with 
bracelets of gold, pendants, &c. her pa- 
rents, acquaintance, and fervants are ready 
to conduct and wait on her to the bride- 
groom’s, whither fhe goes about ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, with all this train attend- 
ing her, whilft all her moveables, houfe- 
hold-ftuff, and whatever elfe her father and 
mother give for her portion, together with 
what fhe had of the bridegroom, is car- 
ried in great flate ; and for a more glori- 
ous fhew, it paffés in a long field before 
her and the whole company, all which en- 
ter the bridegroom’s houfe, who receives 
her and them with kindnefs and courtefy, 
after their mode, and prefents them with 
victuals prepared for the purpofe, whilft mu- 
fick and other expreffionsof joy, are not neg- 
Ieéted: And this is the whole folemnity of 
the wedding, without any further formali- 
ties of either magiftrate or prieft, as our 
author talks, 

Polygamy is here tolerated s however, 
that woman whofe parents are of the great- 
eft quality, is chief amongft them, and has 
the title of wife. 

Rapes, and the like, are not known, 
much lefs praétifed in this country. The 
Jaw of the land permits the man to divorce 
his wife, but the woman has not the fame 
Privilege, and can hardly obtain a fepara~ 


to compel him to it, by mere authority. 
When the husband defigns to repudiate his 
wife, he gives her a note, declaring under 
hishandand feal, that he has no more pre- 
tenfions to her perfon, and that fhe is free 
to difpofe of herfelf, as the finds occafion, 
which liberty capacitates her to marry ano- 
ther ; neither would any perfon dare to 
pretend to her, without being certain of 
the faid note, for fear of her former hus- 
band, who ia that cafe can claim her again, 
and thereby embroil fuch a one in the la- 
byrinths of the law, and recover a good 
fum of moncy from him. 

The woman fo repudiated, when fhe de- 
parts from her husband, may take along 
with her the fame quantity of gold, filver, 
cash, &c. as he brought to her houle, at 
the time of his efpoufing her. The chil- 
dren born during the time of their mutual 
cohabitation, the husband keeps 5 but their 
Mandareens feldom, and only on urgent 
occafions, or for capital offences, will deal 
thus feverely with their wives; yet their 
concubines are thus ferved, on every light 
occafion, when the humour takes them to 
make an exchange, or that they are fa- 
tiated with their perfons, Among the 
meaner fort, when a man and his wife dif- 
agree, and mutually defire a {eparation, 
they are divorced in the prefence of fome 
fmall judge and publick officers, by mu- 
tual difcharges in writing ; but the village 
husband, that cannot write nor read, breaks 
a copper cath, this country money, or a 
flick, in the prefence of his wife, as a 
teftimony of his refolution to difmifs her 5 
the onc half he keeps himfelf, and the other 
he gives to her, which fhe carries to the 
heads. and elders of the didea, or village, 
requefting them to bear witnefs, her huf- 
band hath difcharged her of her duty, to 
be any longer his wife, and that he has 
nothing more to pretend to her, for ever 5 
fo fhe may cither keep or throw away the 
piece of cath, or ftick, and marry again 
as foon as fhe pleafes. 

As for adultery, if a man of quality 
furprizes his wife in the faét, he may free- 
Jy, if he pleafes, kill her and her para- 
mour, with his own hands 3 otherwife the 
woman is fent to be trampled to death by 
an clephant ; the adulterer is delivered co 
the juftice, who proceeds with him to exe- 
cution without any further delay : Buc 
with the meaner fort of people it is not fos 
they muft go to law, where the offenders 
will have fevere punilhment infliéed on 
them, if they are proved guilty of the 
crime. 
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Baron. The ftory that Monfieur Taverniere re- the cuftoms of this people, or congruous 
CA lates to have happened whilft his brother with their difpofitions ; wherefore, in all 
was in Tongueen, is not at all agreeable to probability, *tis only a fiction. 
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CHAP. VII. 


Of the vifits and paftimes of the Tonqueenefe. 


HEIR vifits are generally made in 

the afternoon. It is uncivil to come 
to any great man’s houfe before dinner, 
unlefs neceffitated by urgent bufinefs, or 
exprefily invited, becaufe they then have 
the leaft time to {pare ; for in the morning, 
very carly they go to court, to attend the ge- 
neral ; which attendance takes them up “till 
eight o'clock : when they come home, they 
imploy themfelves a while in ordering their 
domeftick concerns, among their fervants, 
(if more important ftate-affairs will permit 
it); the little fpace that remains between 
that and dinner is referv’d for their retire- 
ment and repofe. 

The princes, or great Mandareens, ride 
either on elephants, or are carried in a bang- 
mack, and followed by moft of their fer- 
vants, foldiers, dependants, &c. that are 
not otherwife occupied in fuch a feafon, 
which is more or lefs numerous, according 
to the degree of the perfon’s dignity 5 
thofe of Jeffer rank ride on horfeback, and 
are followed by as many as they are able 
to maintain, without limitation, which 
ufually is not above ten perfons, but to 
be fure all that can, muft go, for they are 
very ambitious of many attendants. 

Ifhe that gives the vificis of greater qua~ 
lity than the perfon vifited, he dares not 
to offer him any thing of meat or drink, 
no, not fo muchas a beetle, unlefs he calls 
for it: Their water and beetle is always 
carried with them by their fervants. 


In difcourfing with them, efpecially if for 


the perfon be of authority, care mutt be 
had not to move any mournful fubjeét, 
either direétly or indireétly ; but things 
thatare pleafant, in commendation of them, 
are beft approved. But that which is moft 
intolerable in thofe lords is, that they per- 
mit the men of their train (a rude brutifh 
ang) to enter with them into the moft pri- 
vate apartments of other peoples houfes, 
efpecially when they come to vifit Euro- 
peans, where they behave themfelves very 
apifhly, and commit many abfurdities and 
impertinencies in their talk and jeftings ; 
and moreover, often fteal whatever they 
can lay hold on: In all which their ftupi- 
fy’d mafters rather take delight, than check 
them for their faucinefs and mifdemea- 
nours. But if they are invited by their in- 
feriors or equals, then they entertain them

as they find occafion, either with tea or 
meat, &c. not omitting beetle, which is al- 
ways the firft and latt part of the regale, The 
boxes wherein the beetle is prefented, are 
generally plain lacquer’d, either black, red, 
or fome grave colour ; yet the gentry, and 
the princes and princefles of the royal blood, 
have them of mafly gold, filver, tortoife- 
thell, or inlaid with mother of pearl; the 
painted and gaudy ones are only ufed at 
their facrifices in their Pageda’s. But fuch 
rich boxes as M. Taverniere averrs to have 
feen, to the value of four or five hundred 
thoufand livres, at the Great Mogul’s court, 
were certainly no Tongueen ones; for dia- 
monds, rubies, emeralds, and other jewels 
do not grow in this country, neither are 
they in requeft among the natives, nor 
could that have been brought there by any 
Tonqueen ambafiador, fince the king fends 
none thither, nor is there the leaft com- 
merce between the two nations. 

‘They feldom vilic fick perfons, and they 
hardly care to admit any but their kindred 
and relations to put them in mind of death, 
how defperate foever their ftace may be, 
and the leaft admonition to fettle their af- 
fairs and concerns, would be a heinous 
crime and unpardonable offence ; fo that 
thofe that die make no will, which defeét 
often creates vexatious law-fuits among the 
kindred, if the deceafed leaves no children 
behind him, even to the ruin of their own 
eftates, and the lofs of what they contend 


rs 
In the halls of great mens houfes are 
feveral alcoves, where they fit crofs-legg’d 
upon mats, according to their degree, the 
higher the more honourable ; and thefe 
feats are all cover’d with mats, anfwera- 
ble in finenefs to their ftations; except in 
time of mourning, when they are obliged to 
ufe coarfe ones. As for carpets, they have 
none, neither can they afford them 5 where- 
fore I wonder at our author’s faying, that 
the mats are as dear as a fine carpet, which 
at the cheapett, cofts from thirty to fifty ru- 
pees, andupwards, in Per/iaandSurat ;where~ 
as the belt and finet mat may be bought 
here for the value of three or four fhillings ac 
the mofts neither do I believe any Eurc- 
peat, befides himfelf, has ever fen a Ton- 
queen mat nine ells fquare, and as fot as 
velvet: However, this is like the reft of 
his 
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his fables. As for cuthions, thefe people 
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indifpofed, then chey ask, How many cups Baron. 
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ufe none, either to fic or lie on; but they 
have a kind of bolfter made of reeds or 
mats, to fleep or lean on. 

As for their viétuals they are curious 
enough therein, though their diet doth not 
generally pleafe ftrangers. The common 
fort muft be content with green trade, rice, 
and fale fifh, or the like ; the great lords 
may, if they pleafe, feed themfelves with 
the beft in the land. 

Ican make no comparifon for neatnefs, 
between the Evropeans and them, in their 
houfes, wherein they have but little or no 
furniture more thanufual in the meaneft cots, 
fometimes tables and benches, feldom chairs. 
They wfe neither table-cloths nor napkins, 
nor do they want them, fince they do not 
touch their meat with their fingers, but 
ufe two fticks, as the Chineeand Fapancle 
do, All their victuals is ferved in little 
plates and difhes, not made of wood, and 
then varnifh’d and Jacquer’d over, as Mr. 
Taverniere affirms, but of China and Japan 
wares, which are in efteem here. Perfons 
of quality or condition ufe a kind of for- 
mality and decency at their feafts; but as 
for the reft, as foon as they are at the 
bandefes, which are {mall lacquer’d tables, 
they do not fo much as mind any difeour- 
fes; and this not out of good manners or 
reverence to the aged and grave perfons, 
but a greedy defire to fill their guts, they 
being generally great eaters and true epi- 
cures; alfo they may be afraid to lofe 
their Share by prating, whilft others make 
all the filent hatte they can, toempty the 
platters and difhes. I have often {een the 
followers and attendants of Mandareens at 
the like fport, and ufed to admire their 
eating both for quantity and greedinefs, 
in which I believe no nation under the cope 
of heaven can match them. 

As for drinking, though the clowns and 
meaner fort feldom fall under the excefs 
and debauchery of ftrong drink, yet amongft 
the courtiers and foldiers drunkennefs is no 
vice. A fellow that can drink fmartly, is 
a brave blade. It is no cuftom of theirs 
to wath their hands when they go to table, 
only they rince their mouths, becaufe of 
the beetle; yet after meals, they often wath 
both; and having cleanfed their teeth with 
a piece of bamboo, prepared for the pur- 
pofe, they cat beetle, Ata friend’s houfe 
the entertained may freely, if he pleafe, 
call for more boil'd rice, or any thing clfe, 
if he is not fatisfied, which the hott takes 
very kindly. They do not ask one ano- 
ther, how they do, bur compliment them 
with a Where haye you been thus long? 
and, What have you done all this while? 
And if they know or perceive by their 


countenance, that they have been fick or 
Vor. Vi, 


of rice they eat ac a meal? (for they make 
three in a day, befides a collation in the 
afternoon, amongft the rich and wealthy) 
and, Whether he eats wich an appetite or 
no? 

OF all the patimes of the Tongueensfe, 
they affeét moit their balls, ballads, and 
finging, which are, for the moft part, ated 
in the night, and laft *till morning, and 
are what Monficur Taverniere calls come- 
dies : A very improper name, and refem- 
bling them in no refpeét, much lefs are 
they fet our with beautiful decorations and 
machines, ashe fays, very pleafing to be- 
hold ; and they are as skilful to reprefent 
and river water, and marine combats 
thereon, as they are able to deferibe the 
fight in 1588, between the Englijh and the 
Spaniards ; neither have they in the city 
any theatres to aét upon, but every Man- 
dareen’s hall, and the yards of other hou- 
fes mutt ferve turn : Yer in their Aldeas 
they have finging houfes, ereéted at the ex- 
pence of three, four or more Aldeas or villa 
ges, and inthis they celebrate their feftival 
times, finging and banqueting, after their 
mode, The ators of one houfe are fome- 
times three, four, or five -perfons ;. their 
fees are no more than a thoufand cath, to 
the value of about a dollar for a whole 
night’s labour : But the liberal {peétators 
give them prefents, as often as they per- 
form any thing dexteroufly. They are 
ufually habited in country taffeties, palongs, 
fatins, and the like. ‘They have buc few 
fongs, and not above five different tunes, 
and thofe compofed moft in praife of their 
kings and generals, interfpers’d with amo- 
rous interjeétions and poetical elegance. 
The women only dance, and fhe that dan- 
ces muft fing too, and will be, between 
whiles, interrupted by a man that plays 
the part of a jelter, who is generally the 
wittieft mimick they can find, and fuch 
a one asiis able to make the company 
laugh at his inventions and poftures, ‘Their 
mulical inftruments are drums, copper ba= 
fons, hautboys, guittars, with two or three 
forts of violins, &c. Befides this, they 
have another kind of dancing, with a bafon 
filled or piled up with finall lamps lighted, 
which a woman fets on her head, and then 
dances, turning, winding, and bowing her 
body in feveral fhapes and figures, with 
great celerity, without fpilling a dfop of 
oy! in the lamps, to. the admiration’ of 
the fpeétators s thisaét will laft about half 
an hour. 

Dancing on ropes their women are alfo 
expert at, and fome will perform it very 
gracefully. 

Cock-fighting isa mighty game amongit 
them, fo that it is become a Princely f{porr, 
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are as careful obfervers as the others are 
fharpand precife exaétors of this attendance, 
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Baron. and much in fathion with courtiers. They 
~~ lofe much that lay againtt the general, for 


right or wrong he mutt and will win, 
whereby he impoverifhes his grandees, fo 
that they are not able to undertake any 
thing, 

They delight much in fifhing, and have 
the conveniency of many rivers, and infi- 
nite ponds. 

As for hunting, there is fearce a wood 
or foreft proper for this exercife, in all the 
country, neither are they expert in thar 
fport. 

But their grand paftime is their new- 
year’s feaft, which commonly happens 
about the 25th of Famary, and is kept by 
fome thirty days; for then, befides dan- 
cing and the recreations aforefaid, all their 
other forts of games, as playing at foot- 
ball, fiinging onan engine erected of bam- 
boo’s, at moll corners of the ftreets, tricks 
of bodily aétivity, and a kind of hocus- 
poctis, are brought on the ftage, to increafe 
merriment ; neither are they behind-hand to. 
prepare their feafts and banquets plentiful 
and large, ftriving to outdo each other 
therein, for the {pace of three or four days, 
according to their ability s and as this is 
indeed the time to gormandize and debauch 
to excefs, fo he is accounted the moft mi- 
ferable wretch that doth not provide to 
welcome his friends and acquaintance, tho” 
by fo doing he is certain to beg the reft of 
that year for his livelihood. 

The firft day of the year the ordinary 
fort do not ftir abroad (unlefs they are de- 
pendants of fome lords), but keep them- 
felves clofe fhut up in their houfes, admit- 
ting none but their neareft relations and do- 
melticks ; to others they would deny, on 
that day, a draught of water, or a coal 
for fire, and be very angry tooat any one’s 
making fach a requeft, fuperftitiouly be- 
lieving its confequence would be to fubjeét 
them to infallible malediction, and that if 
they thould give any thing that day, it 
would be their bad deftiny to give conti- 
nually, and beggar themfelves thereby at 
Jat. Their reafon for not ftirring abroad 

roceeds from the fame caufe, which is, 

fear to encounter with fome ominous thing 
or other, that might prefage evil to them, 
that day, which would make them unfor- 
tunate all the year; for they obferve fu- 
perltitioufly many frivolous nicities as good 
and bad luck: But the fecond day of the 
new year, they go to vifiteach other, and 
acquit themfelves of their duty and obli- 
gations to their fuperiors, to fombay thems 
as likewife do their foldiers and fervants to 
them. But the Mandareens go the firlt day 
to the king and general, of which they 


Some reckon their new year from the 
25th of their laft moon, but very impro- 
perly ; their ground for iv is, becawle the 
Sup Unn, implying as much as the greaz 
Jeal reverjed, is then put into a box, with 
the face downward, for 2 whole month’s 
time, and in that interval, the law is, as 
it were, laid afleep, and no a&s whatfo- 
ever pafs under the faid feal ; all courts of 
Judicature are fhut up; debtors cannot be 
{eized on 5 finall crimes, as petty larceny, 
fighting, beating one another, &c. ¢ 
with impunity ; only treafon and_murther 
the governors of the city and province take 
account of, and keep the malefaétors pri- 
foners’till the grand feal comes to be active 
again, to bring them to their trial, &. 
But their new year more properly begins 
ac the firft of their new moon, which falls 
out ufually about our 25th of January as 
aforefaid, and lafts, according to the China 
cuftom, one whole month, 

By whacis related it appears how excef- 
fively our author has hyperboliz’d on thefe 
pafliges, efpecially where he commends 
the Tongueene/é for laborious and induftrious 
people, prudently imploying their time to 
the moft advantage, which in fome degree 
may be granted in the women, but the 
men are fo lazy and idle generally, that 
were they not by mere neceffity compell’d 
to work, I verily believe they would be 
glad to fpend their time only in eating and 
flecping ; for many will farfeit themfelves 
by over-gorging their ftomachs, feeding as 
if they were born only to eat, and not to 
cat for the fapport of life chiefly. 

It is alfo a miftake to fay, the Tonquee- 
nefe deem ita difgrace to have their heads 
uncover’d ; for when an inferior comes to 
a Mandareen, cither upon bulinefs or fome 
errand from a Mandareen, he has always 
his black gown and cap on, and the Man- 
dareen receives him bare ; but if the mef- 
fenger comes with an order from the king, 
either verbal or in writing, then they. dare 
not hear the meflage, or perufe the note, 
without putting on their gown and cap. Of 
this more will be faid when I come to {peak 
of the court of Tongucen. 

Asto criminals, they are fhaved as foon 
as they are condemned to die, becaufe they 
may be known and apprehended if they 
fhould chance to out-run their keepers, 
which is a different thing from being unco- 
ver'd, which M. Taverniere talks of. So 
likewife to nail malefaétors on croffes, or 
to difmember them, by four finall gallies 
that row feveral ways, are torments un- 
heard-of in this country. 
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Of the learned men of Tonqueen. 


FPCHE Pongueenefo have a great incli- 

nation for learning, becaufe it is the 
only ftep to acquire dignity and prefer- 
ments, which encourageth them to a ftu- 
dious and diligent application to learning ; 
which is often attended with good or ill 
fuccefs, as in other countries, according to 
their £ and as they are in- 
dued with vivacity, fpirit, and more-efpe- 
cially as they are furnith'd with a good or 
bad memory 5 which is the chief requifite 
for maftering that fort of learning which 
is in repute in this country, which confift- 
ing moftly in hieroglyphick charaéters, 
whereof they have as many as words or 
things, requires a very retentive memory, 
Hence it is, that fome {cholars are fit to 
degrees upon them after twelve or 
fifteen years ftudy, others in twenty-five 
or thirty, many not in their life-time, 

‘They may, as foon as they think them- 
felves able or capable, adventure their trial, 
without either obligation to continue longer 
a fcholar, or limitation of years: Nor have 
they any publick fchools, but every one 
chufes {uch a preceptor for his children as 
he fancies, at his own coft. 

Their learning confifts not in the know- 
Tedge of languages, as among usin Exrope, 
much lef are they acquainted with our phi 
lofophy : but they have one Confucius, a 
Chine, (or, as the people call him, Congin) 
the founder of their arts and fciences, which 
are the fame with thofe of the Chinefe. 
This man compofed himfelf but one book, 
but he compiled four others from the works 
of the ancient Chine philofophers, con- 
taining morals and political precepts, with 
their rites and facrifices, E¥c. Moreover, 
his difeiples have out of his works extracted 
divers rules, fentences, and fimilies, fic for 
the fate in general, and every perfon in 
particular afl which is colleéted into one 
tome, divided into four parts, and enti- 
tled The four Books, which, with the five 
before-mention’d, make nine books, and 
are the ancienteft they have, and of that 
reputation, that they will admit no contra- 
diction whatfoever againft them ; and thefe 
are the fole foundation of the learning, not 
only of the Chine and this nation, butalfo 
of the Fapanele, fome {mall differences ex. 
cepted. 

The faid books comprehend likewife the 
greateft part of their hieroglyphical cha- 
raters, the multitude of which none can 
ealily affirm, yet they commonly reckon 
ninety or an hundred thoufand, becaufe 


their learned have a way of compounding 
and connecting them, to fhrink that num— 
ber ; and as it is not neceflary for the yul- 
gar fort to know fo many, fo very few 
do, and twelve or fourteen thoufand is fuf- 
ficient for ufual writing. 

They are wholly ignorant of natural 
philofophy, and not more skil’d in ma- 
thematicks and aftronomy 5 their poefly T 
do not underftand, and their mufick I do 
not find very delightful or harmonious ; 
and I cannot but wonder by what faculty 
Monfieur Taverniere has difcover'd them to 
be the moft excellent of all the oriental 
people in that art. 

Having thus confufedly mention’d a word 
or two, in general, of their leaning, Tre- 
turn to the f{cholars: They muft, in the 
acquifition of employ and dignity, (Ido not 
fay nobility, for the cuftom is here, that 
all the honours die with the perfon, and 
defeend not to his potterity) pafé through 
three degrees ; the firft of a Singdo, fome- 
thing like the Batcbelors, in Europe 5 the 
fecond a Hung-cong, refembling our Licen- 
tiates ; the third degree is a Tuncy, equal 
to the degree of Deter with us. 

Out of thefe doétors they choofe the 
ableft, and eleé& him Trangiveen, which is 
as much as to fay, a prefident, or profeffor 
of learning, 

And indeed, the cleétion of thefe lite- 
radoes is manag’d with the moft com- 
mendable policy and juftice, that I know 
of, among them 5 for whereas in all other 
things they are fway'd by corruption, par- 
tiality, or private paffions ; in the diftri- 
bution of thefe degrees they refpeét fin- 
gularly the deferts of perfons, fince no man 
can obtain any of them, unlefs he is found 
worthy thereof, by a ftri& and moft exact 
examination. 

The order and method obferved in the 
promotion of Singdo’s, or batchelors, is 
thus: Once in three years it is cuftomary 
for the king and general to nominate two 
or three Tuncies, with fome Wene Quan, 
or juftice of peace, who has the degree of 
Hung-cong, to be examiners of the defign’d 
academy in that province where the election 
is to be made (for in this they proceed from 
one province to another, by turns) whither 
they repair immediately on receiving their 
commiffion; Great care is taken, that none 
fpeak with thofe to be examined on the 
way, or receive any bribes of them. Being 
arrived, they take up their lodgings in hou- 
fes built of bamboo’s and ftraw,  incom- 
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™ leaving a fpacious empty place in the midit

before, and likewife enjoy fome other per- 
ty immunities. 


thercof for a theatre. The Tuncies are pre~ 
fently feparated from the Wene Quan and 
the reft in diftin® aparements, and are nor 
to {peak one with the other, during their 
function, ftriét guards being kepr ac the 
feveral doors, and all comers in or out are 
fearched for papers, writings, e. If any 
is found to have tranfgrefied herein, he is 
rigoroufly punifhed, and lofes his digni 

In the morning of the day preferib’d for 
the commencing of the faid examination, 
all the ftudents refort to this place, where 
they find an officer, who exhibits to them 
five fhore fentences, written in capital ler- 
ters, whereof every one, as many as there 
are, may take copies ; which being done, 
they are all fearched for papers or other 
writings, and then plac’d on the bare ground 
of the yard aforemention’d, at good and 
equal diftance, and many watches are fet, 
that none comes to fpeak with them. 

Thus they fit to wrice their themes, 
which they muft finifh before evening, nei- 
ther muft the frid anfwer contain more 
than twenty-four fides of paper. And as 
every one brings in his, he faftens co it, 
on a particular fheet, his name, the names 
of his parents and village, which the Tuncies 
tear off, and mark the anfwer and paper 
of names with the fame number, which are 
put up feverally, according to their provin- 
ces and aldeas. 

All the papers being thus ferved, the 
Tuncies fend them to the Wene Quan, (the 
names of their authors being Kept in the 
cuftody of another officer) to be examined, 
who throws out all the bad, and fends the 
good ones to the Tuncies again. They, 
upon a ftridt review, put out a great many 
more, fo that fometimes of four or five 
thoufand pretenders, only one thoufand are 
approved of the firft time 5 the fecond, per- 
haps, no more than five hundred 5 and on 
the laft proof, only three hundred are to 
be graduated batchelors. Such as have be- 
haved themfelves well in the firft trial, 
their names come out in publick within 
cight or ten days after, to be prepared for 
the fecond examination ; and thofe whofe 
names are thus thrown out, need not ftay, 
for they cannot be admitted that feffions 
any more. In the fume manner they con- 
tinue the fecond and third trial, only their 
task at the fecond trial is but of three 
fentences, and the anfwer twelve fides; the 
laft of two fentences, and its reply eight 
fides, but more difficult than the former. 
Whofoever pafles thefe trials is declared 
batchelor, and has his name regifter’d 
among, thofe of the fame rank, in the book 
of ftate, and from that time they pay but 
half the taxes which they were rated at 


Now follows their manner of electing 
the Himg-congs, or licentiates. Thefe are 
feleéted out of the barchelors, more or 
lefs, as the king pleafes to order; they 
are examin’d by the fame officers, and 
created alternately in the place aforefaid, 
where the batchelors were. If they can 
overcome but one proof more, which is 
the fourth, including the three preceding 
of the Singdoes, or batchelors, they become 
licentiates. The formality ufed in this pro- 
ceeding is in a manner the fame with the 
former, only they and their examiners are 
ftill more feverely watched, and they are 
not permitted to fee or fpeak with any of 
the competitors ; they are feparated, ‘and 
diftant enough from each other, when they 
write their meditations, &. And all thofe 
Hung-congs of former creation, mutt leave, 
atthat time, the province where the fchool 
is held, by repairing to the capital city, 
and abide there ’till the end of the acts 
many {pies are fet over them, and they are 
numbred every day. The like care is re- 
commended to the governors of the other 
provinces about the laid Hivig-congs, during 
the folemnity, to prevent frauds and de- 
ceits in that behalf. 

The examiners propound three fentences 
out of the book of their prince of philo- 
fophers, Confucixs, and four more out of the 
volume of his difciples ; the arguments of 
fo many orations, which the candidate is 
to anfwer with fo many themes in writing, 
which is to be in an elegantand fententious 
ftyle, and adorned with the beft of their 
rhetorick ; the more concife the better. 

The examiners then rejeét the worft, and 
prefent the beft, who are to proceed to the 
Tuncies, or chict-examiners, and they chufe 
thofe that are to be admitted graduates, 
and expofe their names with much ceremo- 
ny. The privileges and immunities of the 
licentiates are far greater than the batche- 
lors befides, they have the honour to be 
prefented to the king, who gives to each 
of them a thoufind fmall pieces of coin, 
about the value of a dollar in money, and 
a. piece of black callicoe for a gown, worth 
about three dollars more. 

The lait or third degree, called Tuncy, 
anfwerable to our doétors, is conferred 
every four year, at the capital city or court 
of the kingdom, in a particular palace with 
marble gates, formerly the beft in the 
country, but now, through age, much de- 
cay’d. The choiceft and learned{t of the 
Hig-congs, or licentiates, are only admit- 
ted to this trial; of many competitors few 
are fuccefsful. Their examiners are the 
king him(elf, the princes, and moft emi- 
nent doctors of the realm, with other prin- 
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cipal magiftrates. This trial is in moft 
circumftances like the two former, except 
in the queftions propounded, which are both 
of greater number, and more intricate, 
grave, and fpecious, being commonly the 
moft difficule part of their ethicks, poli- 
ticks, and civil law, and fomething of 
poely and rhetorick, all which they are to 
expound and refolve in writing, at four 
feveral times, in the fpace of twenty days, 
and he that doth it, is admitted doétor, 
This is no eafy task, confidering what a 
burthen it is to the memory, to retain all 
the characters of the four lait of the nine 
books of Confucivs, which neceffarily they 
mutt have, word for word, by heart, to 
acquit themfelves well therein. mane 
‘They write their themes and meditations 
‘on the exhibited fentences, in a clofe cage 
made of bamboo’s for that purpofe, and 
cover’d with callicoe, wherein they fit from 
the morning to night, being fearch’d, thac 
they have nothing about them, but pen, 
ink, and clean paper ; and to watch them 
the narrower, two doctors, or Tuncies, fit 
at a good diftance from them, under um- 
brello’s. Thus they are ferved at four 
diftinét times, before they are made Tuacies 
or dogtors. The king and general honour 
this folemnity with their prefence the two 
firft days, as the moft important, and leave 
the compleating thereof to the minifters, 
Thofe thus graduated are congratulated by 
their friends, applauded by the fpectacors, 
and honour’d by their brother doctors, with 
many complimental expreffions ; the king 
prefents each of them with a bar of filver, 
of the value of fourteen dollars, and a piece 
of fillk, befides the revenue of fome aldeas 
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or villages for their maintenance, which is Baron. 


more or lef, according to favour or de. 
fert, and they are feailed at the publick 
expence of their aldeas for fome time. Out 
of thefe the principal magiftrates of the 
Kingdom are chofen, and they are fent Em- 
bafiadors to China, and are permitted to 
wear Chineé boots and caps, with their pro- 
per vet, 

The rejeéted licentiates may, if they 
pleafe, continue their ftudy, and ty for- 
tune agains if not, they are capable of 
fome magiftracy in the country, as juftice 
of peace, head of an aldea, €c. 

The batchelors have the fame privilege ; 
and thofe that are unwilling to make any 
further progrefs in learning, may find like- 
wife imployment, if they have money, 
among the governors of provinces, in the 
courts of juftice, or as clerks, ftewards, 
fecretaries, or follicitors to the Manda. 
reens 5 and in all this an eloquent tongue is 
not fo requifite as a good pen. 

Such fire-works as Monficur Taverniere 
mentions thefe people to be exquifite in 
the making of, Ihave met none all the 
time I frequented this country, nor any 
other forts, unlefs it be fquibs, or the like. 
And as for thofe machines, or change of 
feenes in eyery act of their comedy, they 
may be long enough fought after, but 
will never be found here, where-ever he faw 
them. 

In aftrology, geometry, and other ma- 
thematical fciences, they are but little skil- 
led, but they underftand arichmetick rea= 
fonably well their ethicks are confufedly 
deliver’d, not digefted into formal method; 
as is their logick. 


Tome 


Of the phyficians and difeafes of the Tonqueenefe. 


VERY one that pleafes may be a 
phyfician in Tongucen, and indeed every 
one almott is his owa doétor, whereby this 
noble fcience is become the publick prattice 
of the very dregs of the nation, to the 
difgrace of the publick in tolerating it. 
‘Their principal ftudyin this {cience confifts 
only ofan examination of fome Chine/ebooks, 
that direct them how to boil and compound 
their roots, herbs, and fimples, with fome 
obfeure notions of their feveral qualities, 
nature, and virtue, but generally fo confu- 
fed, that they know little or nothing, un- 
til they add thereto their own experience, 
‘They underftand hardly any thing of ana- 
tomy, or the nature and compofition of 
mens bodies, with the divifions of the fe- 
veral parts thereof, which might lead them 
Vou. VI. 


to form a judgment of the difeafes incident 
to the human fyftem ; but attribute all to 
the blood, as the principal caufe of all the 
diforders that befall the body, and there- 
fore confider no further the Cconftitution or 
temper in the application of their reme- 
dies ; and with them it is enough to fuc- 
ceed well in three or four cures, though by 
mere chance (for they are hardly ever able 
to give a reafon for what they do) to get 
the reputation of an excellent Medicus, 
which oftentimes, as it increafes their prac- 
tice, fo gives them a greater power to kill 
their fellow-creatures, Their patients are 
generally very impatient under the hands 
of their doétors, who if he doth notafford 
them prefent eafe and fpeedy cure, they 
fend for other help, and fo often go from 
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Baron, bad to worle, *till they are cither well or head, and with the bone of a fith tied to 


CW kill’d, for want of patience on one fide, 


and judgment on the other. 

Thele people generally on vifiting a pa- 
tient, feel the pulfe in two places, and that 
upon the wrift, as the Europeans; but they 
muft be the Chine phyficians, whom 
Monfieur Taverniere extolls for their skill 
in the pulfe ; and I own that fome of that 
hation excell in it, but the far greater num- 
ber are mere pretenders to this art, and 
afieét to amufe the patient by oftentatious 
tonjeGtures, and conceited and confufed no- 
tions, to infpire a belief of their skill, in 
difcovering thereby the caufe of difeafes, 
and fo gull the credulous patients of 
their money, and oftentimes their health 
to boot. 

Thefe people have no apothecary among, 
them, every one that profeflech the art of 
phyfick prepares the dofe himfelf, which 
confifts, as I mention’d, in the compofition 
of herbs and roots, boiled in water. 

The peftilence, gravel, and the gout are 
hardly known in thefe countries: Fevers, 
agues, dyfenteries, the jaundice, fmall-pox, 
&ez. reign here mofts to all which they 
adminifter the faid drugs for remedies, 
fometimes with defired fuccefs, wherein 
more is to be afcribed to the patient’s own 
care, {paring diet and abftinence, (in which 
they are molt fingular, occafion’d perhaps 
by their more than common fear of death) 
than the skill and judgment of the phy- 
fician. 

The grandees drink the herb tea, of 
China and Fapan, but *tis not much 
mired; they ufe moft their native tea, cal- 
led by them Chia Bang, the leaf of a 
certain tree, and Ciaway, the buds and 
flowers of another certain tree, which af 
ter they are dry’d and roafted, they boil and 
drink the liquor hot ; the laft is of a good 
pleafant tafte. Befides thefe two forts, they 
have many other forts of liquor, made of 
beans, roots, &c. 

I need not here defcribe the quality and 
virtue of the China and Japan tea, fince 
they are fo well known in England, and 
moft other parts of Eurpe; only I will 
note, how grofly M. Taverniere was mifta- 
ken, to prefer the ¥apan tea before that of 
China, when in the choice of them there is 
above thirty per cent. difference. 

Phlebotomy, or blood-letting, is rarely 
practifed amongft this people, and when 
they do it, *tis not after our way, in the 
arm, and with a lancet, but on the fore- 


a fmall ftick, in form like the horfe= 
fleams in England, which inftrument is 
applied to the vein of the forehead ; then 
they give thereon a fillip with a finger, 
and the blood gufhes out. Their grand 
remedy is fire, in moft diftempers, which 
is ufed as they fee caufe, not regarding 
therein either the time of day or night 
precifély : The matter wherewith they burn 
is the leaf of a tree, well dry’d, and then 
beaten in a mortar until it grows almoft 
like to our beaten hemp, and this they 
take and fix on every place to be burnt 
(for they do it in many places atthe fume 
time) fo much as will lie on a farthing, 
ftriking cach parcel with ink of China at 
the bottom, that it may ftick to the skin, 
then they fire it with a match of paper : 
Many account this a fovercign remedy; 
how true I cannot affirm; however, I am 
certain, that it puts the patient to great 
torment, and that our ufe of letting blood 
is but a flea-bite, in comparifon of it. 

But moft common and frequently amongft 
them cupping is ufed, becaufe cheap and 
cafier. Their way here is much after the 
fame manner as ours in Europe, only that 
they have calabafles inftead of glaffes. 

Of anatomy they underftand nothing, 
as I faid before, and of furgery little, ad 
miring much our Europeans art in that be- 
half. To broken bones they apply certain 
herbs, which, they fay, will heal them in 
the pace of twenty-four days, and cement 
them as ftrong as ever. They have ano- 
ther remedy, which is, to take the raw 
bones of hens, and beat them to powder, 
making thercof a pafte, which applied to 
the part affeéted, is efteemed by them a 
fovercign medicine. 

Their little children are much fubject 
to dangerous obftruétions, which deprive 
them of the benefit of nature, both by 
ftool and urine, caufing their bellies to 
fwell fo, that often their lives are endan- 
gered thereby, Their remedy for this is, 
cock-roches and onions roafted and beaten 
together ; this they apply to the navel of 
the child, which is often attended with 
good fuccels, 

Thefe people affirm, that crabs are turn- 
ed into ftones by the power of the fun, and 
ufe them as phyfick, but not in fevers and 
dyfenteries: Moreover, they take up by 
the fea-fide a kind of cockles, which being 
pean to powder, they drink in the cho- 
ick. 
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confiderations thereon, 


T is without all difpute that the Ton- 
J queenee/e ever were a nation of them- 
felves different from the Chine/2, who call 
them Mano, or Barbarians, and their 
country Gannam, becaufe fituated far to 
the fouth, in reference to them, and the in- 
habitants bearing a great affinity wich other 
Indians, in eating penang, colouring their 
teeth, going barefoor, and that their right 
great toe ftandeth athwart from their foot, 
as is to be fen yer by fome of the Tongucen 
caft, But how this country was govern’d 
before it was made a province of China, is 
hard to know, fince they had in thofe 
days no charaéters; by confequence no 
hiftory of that time can be extant among, 
them : what was afterward compiled thereof 
may be fufpected as fictions, invented at 
pleafure, and indeed, they are moft of 
them fo unaccountable, that they ought 
rather to be look’d upon as dreams and 
chimera’s than hiftorical narrations ; nei- 
ther is there much appearance of verity in 
thofe relations of theirs, which make this 
people fo valiant, that they were not only 
able to contend with, but vanquifh alfo 
the formidable armies of the prodigious 
empire of China, and maintain their liberty 
in fpite thereof for many ages: but ’tis 
moft likely that they have fer the beft 
face in their narrations, upon their aétions, 
that they might not hand themfelves down 
to pofterity and to ftrangers in the bale 
light, which it feems to me, their cowar- 
dice and ill conduét have deferved. 

They pretend they have had the ufe of 
the Cbineé charaéters among{t them before 
the reign of Ding, one of their firlt kings, 
according to their beft hiftorians, which, 
by computation, cannot be lefs than two 
thoufind years; if fo, I infer, they were 
once before either conquer’d, or voluntary 
fubjeéts to that empire, becaufe the China 
laws, rites, cufloms, charaéters, €c, could 
have been neither of that antiquity, or fo 
entirely and all at once introduced among: 
them, as ic was by their own teftimon 
befides, this agrees with the China chroni- 
cles, that mention, about the fame time 
their empire was in great glory, calling it 
2 triumphant one, whofe limits extended 
as far as Siam therefore there is no rea- 
fon to believe this neighbouring kingdom 
could have remained unmolefted, fince it 
lies as a bar juft in the way to hinder and 
obftru&t their progrefs, but rather, that it 
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was immediately incorporated with their 
empire. 

Yet, it may be, the Chine? did not keep 
the country the firft time Jong under fubs 
jection, but left them on the invafion of 
the Tartars, or on fome other motives, fo 
that after their departure Ding was king = 
Now, whether they made him fo, or whe- 
ther he ufurped the regality, by the affi- 
ftance of great numbers of vagabonds, and 
other {cum of the nation, is differently de- 
liver’d. They fay, that king Ding had en= 
joy’d the feepter bur a fimall time before 
the great ones murmured againft him; the 
malcontents finding the common people 
difobedient, whofe affections, whether he 
had loft by cruel and harfh ufage, or thae 
they diflained to be any longer fubjeét to 
their country-man, as it commonly falls 
out with people accuftomed to fervitude, 
to be incapable of ufing well their new~ 
recover’d liberty, (with other occult mo= 
tives and malignant influences that caufed 
the effects of thofe diftraétions,) they fell 
into open rebellion, and took arms againft 
Ding, whom they murdered, whereon en= 
fued bloody civil wars for many years, *till 
being weary, they chofe, by general con 
fent, a puiffint prince of theirs, called 
Leedayhang, for their king. 

In his reign, they fay, the Ching in- 
vaded the country, not mentioning for 
what reafon: Probably they were Chinefe 
rebels, that Red thence, and that this peos 
ple fought many battles againft them with 
good fuccefs. Yet, in the height of this 
war Leedayhang dying, whether in battle 
or otherwife is uncertain, left to his fuc- 
ceffor Libatuie, a politick and valiant 
prince, the profecution thereof, which he 
carry’ on with no lef valour than pro- 
fperity ; for having encounter’d and routed 
the Chinefé in fix or feven battles, he re~ 
ftored peace and tranquillity to the whole 
Kingdom, and built that large and mag- 
nificent palace of marble, which is now, 
through age, fo decay’d, that nothing but 
the gates and fome of the walls of that 
fumptuous ftruéture remain. 

They fay, that after this king, his po- 
fterity poflefféd the crown to the fourth or 
fixth generation, fucceffively, and ruled in 
great profperity ; bur the laft left the fuce 
ceflion toa daughter, having no heir male, 
which princefs coming to the crown, mar= 
ried-a powerfyl lord of the family of 7 as 

who 
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Baron, who ruled with her jointly but few months 5 
~~ for another of their grandees, called Hoe, 


rebelled againft them, and having van- 
quifh’d them in battle, put them to death, 
and afcended the throne himfelf. 

He govern’d not long, for the people 
confpired againft him; for what caule I 
cannot find: it may be fufpeéted, that he 
ufed bad means for the maintaining of his 
unjult pofleffion ; and having cali’d the 
Chinefe to their affiftance, they kill’d the 
ufurper, and withal loft their own freedom, 
for the Chine fhew’d themfelves true auxi- 
liaries, in feizing the whole kingdom for 
a reward of their labour and victory. 

A Chingfe viceroy or general was then 
ordered over this people, to govern them 
as formerly, which continued for the {pace 
of fixteen years, when they began to be 
weary of the Chine opprefions and info- 
lence, and withal, commemorating their 
former condition, they refolved unani- 
moufly to endeavour to free themfelves 
from the Chine yoke, and accordingly 
took arms under the leading of a valiant 
captain, by name Lee, and fought with 
the Chine/e, and routed them in feveral 
battles, Killing many of them, with their 
viceroy or general Luetang ; which difa- 
fter, with the charges of the war abroad 
and civil commotions at home, and the 
fmall profit this country yielded, were 
perhaps the motives why the China empe- 
ror Humvew thought convenient to quit it 
again, which is now about four hundred 
and fifty years ago. Having therefore im- 
pofed on them certain conditions, and taken 
fecurity for their faithful performance, (viz. 
to come every three years, once to the im- 
perial city, Pekin, with feveral prefents, 
which they call tribute, and to do homage 
to the emperor, in acknowledgment that 
they hold this their kingdom and liberty 
of his mere grace and bounty) he with- 
drew his troops from Tougueen 5 and thefe 
conditions are punélually obferved to this 
very day. 

Among the prefents, they are to carry 
images of gold and filver, made in the 
pofture of criminals, denoting that they 
are fuch to the China empire, for the mur- 
ther of Lwetang, the *forefaid general, and 
that they are to remain evermore fuppli- 
ants to that court for the faid offence. 
The kings of Tongueen have likewife their 
chaop, or {eal, from the China emperor, 
as a mark of their dependency. And tho’ 
this formality be a mere piece of Chine/é 
vanity, yet they make no little ado about 
it, This year (1683.) came here an em- 
baffador from the imperial court of Pekin, 
to bring a title for the Bova, that had 
been inaugurated above eight or nine 


years before ; he was received with all the 
pomp and magnificence that the general 
could devifé, or was capable to put in 
practice, and that not out of love, but 
mere oftentation, to fhew the Tartars his 
grandeur and puiffince. They had pre- 
fented to their view a great number of 
foldiers, richly cloathed in Engli/b and 
Dutch manufactures ; moft of their ele: 
phants and cavalry in their beft furniture, 
gilded gallies, &c. But for all this, the 
embaffador did not deign to vifit his high- 
nefS; as indeed no embafladors of that 
empire ever do, making of him no other 
account than as of a plebeian ufurper, ob- 
{cure in comparifon of their emperors, 

But to return: The Chingé having thus 
forfaken the country, Zee was proclaimed 
king, who reigned feveral years, and his 
family enjoy’d the {cepter afterwards un- 
interrupted, for the fpace of above two hun- 
dred years, and then Mack ufurped the 
crown. This man was of a low and vile 
original, born about Bat/haw, a fither vil- 
lage, at che river’s mouth where the Eu- 
ropean {hips enter it ; he was a wrettler by 
profeffion, and fo dextrous therein, that 
he raifed himfelf to the degree of a Man= 
dareen, or lord: But his ambition, that 
afpired higher, could not be fatisfied with 
any other condition but the fovereignty 
itfelf, and accotdingly he confpired againft 
the king, and effeéted his defign, rather 
by crafty practices and ftratagems than 
force. 

Haying thus ufurped the crown, he for- 
tified Bat/baw and other places, becaufe of 
his many enemies, efpecially one Hoa- 
wing, a mighty and powerful prince, in the 
province of Tingwa, of whom he moft 
ftood in fear, fince he was in open defi- 
ance of the ufurper. This Hoawing mar- 
ried his daughter to Hoafrin, a man of 
fingular ftrength and valour, who had 
been formerly a notorious robber, and 
made him general of his forces, and when 
he died, left him the guardianfhip and tui- 
tion of his only fon, at that time about 
fourteen or fifteen years of age. Hoatrin 
having gotten the forces of his deceafed 
father-in-law at his devotion, made open 
war againft Mack, and after many petty 
encounters, with various fuccefs, at lait 
‘overcame him. The ufurper finding him- 
felf reduced to.a nonplus, was necelfitated 
to fly for his fecurity to Cabang, a king- 
dom on the frontier of China, and fubject 
to this king, formerly inhabited by a kind 
of wild people: But Hoatrin came imme- 
diately after the vidtory to Cacho, the me- 
tropolis, and having firft demolifhed the 
fortifications of Mack, he made procla- 
mation, if there was any heir male of the 

houfe

houfe of Lee, he might freely difcover 
himfelf, promifing to place him on the 
throne of his anceftors, and proteited he 
had taken arms for that end ; and accord- 
ingly, when a youth of the houfe of Lee was 
brought to him, he exprefléd much joy, 
placed him on the throne with abundance 
of readinefs, and owned him his fovereign, 
ordering every one to pay obedience to 
Lee, lawful king of Tonqueen, Sc, and for 
himfelf he referved the title of Chova, or 
general of all the forces. This was to the 
infinite difcontentment of his pupil, the 
young Haowing, who did not dream that 
his brother-in-law would have converted 
all the effeéts of his father’s forces and army, 
with the profperous fuccefs thereof, to his 
particular ufe, greatnefs, and advancement, 
by excluding the orphans but he was de- 
ceived in his account, for Hoatrin having 
previoufly made the requifite provifion for 
the fettlement of the government, he fent 
a peremptory letter to his brother-in-law, 
requiring, his obedience to this prince of 
the houfe of Zee, or by default, to de- 
clare him a rebel, and open enemy to the 
ftate: This occafioned a civil war, and a 
rent in the kingdom of Tongucen ; for 
young Hoawing, altho” he was not againft 
Lee, yet could he not endure to think 
that Zring thould make himfelt general, 
efteeming that place more juitly ro belong 
tohim. But finding he was too weak to 
refit the power of Tring, and to remain 
fo near as Tingwa is to the city of Cacho, 
he thought it the fafeft way to retire to Co- 
cbin-china, where he was joyfully received 
by thofe governors and foldiers, who im- 
mediately eleéted him Chova, or general 
to Lee, their lawful Bova, or king, pro- 
claiming Tring a traitor and rebel; fo that 
ever fince, now above two hundred and 
twenty years, this kingdom has remain’d 
divided, under two lieutenant-generals, with 
royal authority both own Lee as king and 
ruler, according to their antient laws, cuf- 
toms, and rights, but are mortal enemies, 
and wage continual wars againft cach 
other. 

Treturn now to Zring, and fee why, as 
victor, he did not afcend the throne, and 
take upon him the name and title of a king. 
Certainly, it was not for want of ambi- 
tion, or altogether out of modefty and 
fenfe of juftice that he did not accept of an 
higher title, than that of general; but it 
‘Was in confideration of two very fpecious 
reafons ; for fhould he affume the crown 
and royal title to himfelf, he would be 
regarded as an ufurper, and expofe him- 
felf to the general hate and envy of the 
natives, and more-efpecially to the perfe- 
cution of Hoawing, who would be able, 
under the moft juft and plaufible pretexts, 
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the Chine/e emperor thould be againft him; 
as knowing he was a ftranger to the royal 
race of the kings of Tongucen, whereby 
Tring would involve himfelf in a torrent 
of troubles, and be, probably; the caufe 
of his own perdition ; therefore he thought 
it was the fecureft way to fet up a prince 
of the houfe of Zee, with only the bare 
name of king, and referve the royal power 
for himfelf; and indeed, all that belongs 
to the fovereign refides in the Chova, for 
he may make war or peace as he thinks 
fit, he makes and abrogates laws, pardons 
and condemns criminals, he creates and de- 
pofes magiftrates and military officers, he 
impofes taxes and orders fines according to 
his pleafure, all ftrangers make their appliz 
cation to him, except the ambaffadors of 
Chinas and, in a word, his authority is not 
only royal, but abfolute and unlimited, 
wherefore the Europeans call him The king, 
and the true king is called, for diftinétion 
fake, The emperor; whillt the Bova, or 
king, is fhut up in his palace, attended by 
hone but fpies of the Cheva, neither is he 
permitted to ftir abroad more than once a 
year, and that on the great folemnity of 
their annual facrifices, &c. As for the reft, 
he ferves only to cry amen to all that the 
general doth, and to confirm, for forma- 
lity fake, with his Chaop, all the aéts and 
decrees of the other to conteft with him 
the leaft matter would not be fafe for him 5 
and though the people refpeét the Bova, 
yet they fear the Chova much more, who 
is moft flatter’d becaufe of his power. 

The general’s place is like the king’s, 
hereditary, the eldeft fon fucceeds the fa- 
thers yet often the ambition of the’bi 
thers has occafioned commotions and civil 
broils, aiming to fupplant each other, 
therefore it is 2 common faying among{t 
them, That the death of a thoufand Bo- 
va’s doth not endanger the country in the 
Teaft; but when the Chova dies, every one’s 
mind is pofiefled with great tremors and 
heavy confternation, expeéting fearful chan- 
ges in ftate and government. 

This kingdom is properly divided into. 
fix provinces, not reckoning the country of 
Cubang, and a {mall part of Bowes, which 
are maintain’d as conquer’d lands, that 
people being of a difiérent language and 
manner from the Tongueenefe; and five of 
the fix provinces are govern’d by their 
particular governors, which at prefent are 
all eunuchs, with ample power; but he 
that rules in Giang, the frontiers of Cochin- 
china, the fixth province, isa kind of vice- 
roy, or lieutenant-general, and the militia 
under him are not lefS in number than 
forty thoufand foldiers, His authority is 
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Baron. in a manner abfolute, from whom there is 
~~ no appeal, except in cafes of high-treafon, 


to the fupream court of the kingdom. 
This viceroy is ufually a perfon of great 
favour, and much confided in by the ge- 
neral, who, to oblige him the more, mar- 
ries cither his daughter or filter to him 5 
for it would be of ill confequence to the 
whole kingdom, efpecially for the general, 
if this man fhould revolt to Cochin-china. 

In former times they had eunuchs to go- 
vern this province too 5 but fince the trick 
the Cochin-chinefe put on one of them, they 
have not placed there any more as gover- 
nors in chief. The jeft was thus: The 
Cochin-chinefe, who hate thefe kind of crea- 
tures, and never imploy any of them in 
bufinefs of importance, efpecially in the 
militia, knowing the capon-viceroy of thar 
province was appointed generaliffimo for 
the expedition in hand againft them, they 
fent him, in contempt, a breaft-piece of 
filk, fuch as is worne by their women, for 
a prefent, defiring him to make ufe of it; 
giving thereby to underftand, that fach a 
drefs and ornament better became him, than 
either to command foldiers or to govern 
provinces, &%c. as approaching fo near the 
female fex. 

The governors of provinces have for their 
feconds a literado Mandareen, ot lawyer, 
to affift them in the civil government and 
adminiftration of their laws, who fit with 
the governors in publick courts of juftice ; 
befides this, each province has its feve- 
tal inferior courts of judicature, and one 
among the reft that is independent of the 
governor’s authority, the judges whereof 
have their characters immediately of the 
fovercign court of the Quan fo Lew at 
Cacho. 

In {mall controverfies of property of 
grounds, houfes, debts, or the like, they 
proceed thus: A man that has an adtion 
againft another gives his complaint into 
Ongfoaw, or the head of his aldea, who 
takes fome cognizance of the matter, and 
brings it before the Wean Quan, head of 
twenty, thirty, or forty aldeas, or villa- 
ges, where the plaintiff and defendant are 
heard, and then fentence is given: But if 
one of the parties be not content to ftand 
to this award, he appeals to the Fee Quan, 
head of eighty, an hundred, or an hundred 
and fifty aldeas, where the matter is exa- 
min’d, with the fentence of the Wean Quan, 
who, as he finds caufe, paffes his fentence : 
And in café this doth not fatisfy them, the 
fuit is brought before the provincial gover- 
nor, where it receives its final determina- 
tion, without further appealing, provided 
the matter be of no great importance, as 

I faid before 5 but if the debt be confider- 
abe, or the pretenfions ample, &%. they 


may appeal from the governor to Inga Hea, 
a court, as is noted above, which the pro- 
vincial governors have no jurifdiétion over. 
In this tribunal a Tuncy of the clais of 
the firft literadoes always prefides, and 
from thence the fuit may be removed to 
the feveral courts of the city, if they aré 
firmly refolved, by profecuting the law, 
to ruin each other ; and altho’ the judges 
cannot hinder the parties appealing from 
one court to another, yet if two different 
courts give the like fentence on one and 
the fame caufe, then the courts from which 
the appeal is made, has the privilege to 
infli& fome corporal punifhment on. the 
appellants, or fine them, as is ordained by 
law. 

Criminal cafes, as theft, or the like mat- 
ters, belong wholly to the governors of 
the province, who punith immediately fmall 
offences ; but fuch as deferve death, theit 
fentences are fent to the general, to have 
his confent for the execution thereof. 

The quarrels of the great ones come ge- 
nerally to the city of Cacho; but the 
names of all the courts, and the precife 
methods of procefS, I cannot exactly affirm. 
However, think they begin with the courts 
called Quan Key Dow, then an appeal lies 

2 Gay Chue, and in cafe of great 
moment, petition being made to the gene- 
ral, he remits the caufe at laft for a revife 
to Quan fo Lew, who hold their affize in 
the general’s palace. The perfons who com- 
pofe this college are moft of them old lite- 
radoes, reputed wife, and fuch as have been 
prefidents of the chief courts of judica- 
ture, and known, or at leaft fappofed to 
be of great integrity and honefty, and ex- 
alted to be principal minifters and coun- 
fellors of ftate, on whofe care and pru- 
dence repofes the whole weight of the civil 
government and laws of the kingdom. 

jarrels indifferent about ground, houfes, 
&, in and about the city, belong to the 
court called Quan fu Devan, where all 
fuch differences are decided 5 but the party 
may appeal to Quan gnue Sew, and thus 
fucceffively to Quon fo Lew, by way of 
petition. 

Rebellion and confpiracy againtt the ge- 
neral, &c. falls under the cognizance of 
the court of Quan fo Lew, and the gover- 
nor of the city puts their fentences or de- 
crees in execution, who are as much as 
prefidents of life and death of the city and 
its jurifdiction : Bur more immediately ap- 
pertain to them all caufes of murther, 
theft, and other like crintes, both to judge 
and punifh the offender without further 
appeal. : 

They are the rebels that come before 
the general with a whifp of ftraw in their 
mouths, after they have made their peace 
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and obtain’d pardon, to shew, that by their 
diforderly lite, they haye made them- 
felves equal to brute beafts ; but not thofe 
guilty of murther, as Zaverniere is pleas’d 
to affert. 

The China laws are in ufe amongtt them, 
which indeed may be confidered as their 
civil and written law; but the temporal 
ediéts, ftatutes, and conftitutions of their 
princes and chiefeft doctors, intermix’d with 
their old cuftoms, are of greateft force, and 
ina manner the whole directory of the go- 
vernment, and the rule of the peoples obe- 
dience ; all which are committed to wri- 
ting, and digefted into feveral books that 
make at prefent their body of law: and 
to give this people their due, they. thew 
much more good nature and honefty than 
the Chinefe, or Arijtotle himfelf in that re- 
{peét, where both their laws tolerate, nay, 
command the expofing of all maimed, de- 
formed, and female children, which are 
maxims that thefe people abhor as unnatu- 
ral and brutith. 

Wich no lefs difdain they reject that law 
of their neighbours which encourageth the 
moft execrable and abominable vice not fit 
to be nam’d : Queftionlefs their primitive 
Jegiflators were wife and good-intentioned 
politicians; but how commendable foever 
thofe inftitutions were, yet the mifery of 
human imperfeétions, degeneracy by length 
of time, multiplicity of lawyers, together 
with the daily increafe of other petty offi- 
cers, has brought juftice now to that cor- 
ruption, that for money moft crimes will 
be abfolved, fince there are few of their 
judges but what are fubject co bribes. 

Juttice thus betray’d and perverted even 
by its officers, has brought the country into 
much diforders, and the people under great 
opprefiions, fo as to be involv’d in a thou- 
fand miferies; and woe be to a ftranger 
thar falls into the labyrinths of their laws, 
efpecially into the clutches of their capon 
Mandarcens to be judges of his particular 
affairs; for co them it commonly happens in 
the like cafes that matters are referred, and 
he mutt look for nothing lefs than the ruin 
of his purfe, and be glad if he efcapes 
without being bereay’d of his fenfes too 3 
whereof I could alledge many examples of 
my own knowledge, to my woful expe- 
rience, were it to the purpofe. 

Having thus amply {poken of th 
and their manner of proceeding th 
remains now to confider the other ftate 
column as it ftands at prefent, their Policy, 
in which is very remarkable, their great 
Veneration for the family of their lawful 
kings, whofe title, tho’ an empty one, is 
ufed in all their writings. The Chova’s 
are exceedingly to be commended for their 
religious obferving their promifes to main-

tain both the royal ftock, and the lawsand Baroy. 
conftitutions of the land, and to. innovate Gay~w 


nothing therein, tho” repugnant to the in- 
tereft of their ufurped power. 

To this is owing chieRy that we fee the 
heir of the crown permitted to live after 
he is ftripped of his rights and royal au- 
thority 5 a thing, I believe, chac has no 
where an example, and is not to be found 
in the hiftories of any other nation, and 
may found like a ftrange paradox in the 
ears of the politicians of other countries, 
Nor is it altogether the fear of China 
that ties the general’s hands fo as not to 
be able to inftigate him againft the king, 
nor ignorance of the power of thofe tem- 
ptations which generally the luftre of a 
diadem infpires in the minds even of fuch 
as have no reafon to pretend toit ; nor are 
they ftrangersto the practices of other orien- 
tal monarchs, who retain their poffeffions 
by what means foever they acquire them, 
tho? it be by the perverfion of juftice and 
honefty, and the fubverfion and violation 
of all laws human and divine. 

But in truth, we may fay, thefe generals 
were moderate, and that of thofe qualities 
Proper to tyrants, as ambition, covetouf- 
nefs and cruelty, this laft was never found 
predominant in them whereof their bro- 
thers, who are often intrufted with impo; 
tant employs, as governors of provin 
the conduét of armies, &. are both co: 
vincing proofs and manifeft arguments, 
They are, in fhort, too generous to fol 
Jow the maxim of killing them for their 
own imaginary fecurity. 

One prince indeed, I knew, who was 
poifon’d by order of his brother the gene- 
ral; but the neceffity (if one may fo fay) 
was fo urgent, that there was no other way 
in that exigency, to preferve his own life, 
aswill be noted in the next chapter. 

Their method of promoting {cholars to 
their feveral degrees, which I have already 
mention’d, is both regular and juft, and 2 
great encouragement to learning, and the 
well-deferving therein, 

The often removing their Mandareens 
from their government, is good prudence 
to prevent plots and confpiracies but as 
there is no government but what has its 
defect as well as its perfection, fo thisis nor 
wanting in both qualities ; and it is cer- 
tainly a great weaknefs in their politicks, 
as itis a needlefs charge to the publick, to 
maintain fuch a great army idle, as they 
do in time of e, and muft needs bea 
mighty burthen to the commonalty, who 
feel the weight mott. 

The general is likewife fhort, in not 
making timely provilion for the great 
numbers of his people, fince their daily 
encreafe will make them too numerous, 

and 
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Their foldiers are good mark{men, and 
in that, I believe, inferior to few ; and fur- 
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fome out-let for thofe fuperfluous humours, 
for fear they might in time caufe fome vio- 
lent convulfion in the ftate, which perhaps 
might irretrievably overturn it. The lait 
famine, in particular, fwept away two- 
thirds of the inhabitants, who, if they 
had been imploy’d againft the Cochin- 
cbinefe, or fome other hoftile Countries, 
they might have deftroy’d it with their 
very hands and teeth. 

The over-great confidence the general 
repofes in the capons, as itis a mean thing, 
fo it is contrary to good policy to tolerate fo 
much evil as they occafion in the ftate, for 
the fmall and unjuft benefits which he re- 
ceives by their means. 

The cuftom of felling moft offices indif- 
ferently to fuch as will pay moft for them, 
not regarding condition or capacity of per- 
fons, is certainly a foul merchandize, and 
a bafenefs unbecoming the publick, efpe- 
cially as to the offices of judicature ; for if 
they buy their places dear, ’tis likely they 
will make the moft advantage thereof, at 
the expence of right and jultice. 

Their militia, as it is alfo much more 
numerous than is required in a defenfive 
war (which is a conduét, that for feveral 
years they have thought it their intereft to 
obferve) or befitting peaceable times, fo it 
may prove of dangerous confequence, if 
they fhould be troublefome. . Some years 
ago thefe foldiers mutined ; and had they 
then found one to head them, it would 
have gone very hard with the general, who 
perhaps might have experiene’d from them 
fome fuch infolences and devaftations as fe- 
veral Roman emperors met with from their 
pretorians, and the Turks from their jani- 
zaries. He doth well to fhift them from 
place to place, and change often their 
commanders, and to keep them in con- 
tinual labour or aétion. But the worft of 
all is, that the captains of his militia are 
eunuchs, who, generally, are cowardly fel- 
lows; and, it isthought, their bafenefs has 
been the grand caufe of the many over- 
throws thisnation has received of the Cochin- 
chinefé, and will be (as long as they are 
thus employ’d) always a hindrance in the 
conqueft of that fpot of ground, which in 
comparifon of them, contains but a hand- 
ful of men. 

They truft more to their infantry, than 
to their cavalry or elephants, by reafon the 
country is low, fwampy, and full of rivers 
and brooks, which renders them of {mall 
fervice. 


pafling moft nations in dexterity of hand- 
ling and quicknefs of firing their mufkets. 

Firelocks are not in ufe amongft them, 
but the bow is mightily in fathion, in which 
they are expert to admiration, 

In fine, they foon learn their exercife of 
arms, and are good proficients therein. 
But to mount the great horfe, is no more 
with them, than the getting aftride on a 
common beaft ; which this country produces 
for the moft part fmall, yet very lively. 

Their elephants are trained up for war, 
and imboldened againft fome fort of fire- 
works and the noife of guns, as far as the 
nature of the creature is capable of : as for 
artificial fire-works, they are rather igno- 
rant than fkilful therein, 

Their finances, or invention to bring in 
money to the general’s coffers, over and 
above his ufual revenue, are, By the fale of 
moft offices in the kingdom ; by the fines 
impofed on Mandareens, and tranfgreffors 5 
the tenths of all contrabands ; confiderable 
fhares out of the eftates of deceafed Man- 
dareens 5 but he is heir-general of the 
eunuchs or eapons, and has in a manner all 
they leave ; add to this, his accidental re- 
venue, which comes in by ftrangers, mer- 
chants, &¢. (which is more or lefs accord- 
ing as fhips and veffels come to trade in this 
port); the poll orhead-money 5 excifes on 
Provifions, and impofitions on inland mer- 
chants commodities, &%¢. fo that the gene- 
ral’s revenues muft needs amount to a very 
confiderable fum. But fince this money, 
for the moft part, is taken from one to feed 
the other, the publick wealth is nothing 
better’d thereby, bur rather the worfe 5 for- 
afmuch as it is the fweat and blood of the 
induftrious, which the lazy and idle often 
{pend moft prodigally and profufely ; alfo 
for that the oppreflive taxes do not fur- 
ceafe thereby: which (together with their 
proceedings in matters of commerce, which 
they hold in fcorn, as much as they defpife 
the traders, negleéting the great conveni- 
ence they have thereby to render their coun- 
try rich and flourithing, which is the ftudy 
of all well-govern'd nations throughout the 
world) renders them, in the main, but a 
mean and miferable people, 

I have noted this more particularly in 
the chapter treating about the trade, &e. 
of the kingdom; fo referring thereto, I 
fhall proceed next to give fome account 
of the general and his grandees and 
court. 
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CHAP, XI. 


Of the general of Yonqueen, his family, officers, and court. 


[ise 10) BR what hath been fiid in che foregoing 


chapter, it may ealily be underftood 
how far the authority of the Bova of Ton- 
queen extends, and that che general has 
really the helm in hand 5 let us then confi- 
der him as the fpiric and life of this ftate. 
His power is, like that of molt Eajtern 
kings, monarchical in excefs, yet not fo 
tyrannical as many of them, fince they 
ever had their laws and old cuftoms in great 
veneration, and comported their actions 
agreeable thereco. 

The prefent general is the fourth of the 
houfe of Tring, in a direétline, that has, as 
one may fay, fway'd the {cepter over this 
people ; his family was eftablifh’d in che 
government as foon as Mack the ufurper 
was fuppreffed, and then laid the founda- 
tion of their prefent greatnefs, He is aged 
fifty-three years, and isa fharp fubtile poli- 
tician, but of an infirm conftitution. He 
fucceeded his father in the year 1682, with 
whom he reigned jointly feveral years. He 
had three fons, and asmany daughters, by 
fundry concubines; but his eldeft and 
youngeft fons dying, the fecond, juft on 
his grandfather’s deceafe, fell mad or di- 
ftraéted, but is now recovered, and has the 
title of Chu-ta, that is, young general (the 
ufual title of the eldeft furviving fon) who 
keeps his court te, and almoft as mag- 
nificent as his father, has his Mandareens, fer- 
vants, and officers of the fame denomi 
tion, only that in precedency they give 
Place to thofe of the father ; but as foon 
as the prince fucceeds the general, then his 
fervants take place of the others, very few 
excepted, who often for their wifdom and 
experience keep their former ftations, 

Tf the gencral marries (which feldom hap- 
pens but in their latter years, when there 
are but little hopes of flue by the perfon) 
this lady, as wife, is chief of all his wo- 
men, and has the name and title of Mother 
of the Land, becaufe of her extraction, 
Which is always royals but concubines he 
takes early, and { 5 before eighteen, 
the number nov d, fometimes three 
hundred, ofte: dred, and! more, if 
he pleafes, for ir is an honour to excel 
therein: and in the choice of them, their 
beauty is not fo much regarded as their arc 
and fill in finging and dancing, and play- 
ing on a mufical infirament, and to have 
the wie vo divert che general with diverfity 
of pleafing fports. “Of thefe, the that 
Proves mother of the firit fon, is honoured 
as foon as her fon is declared heir apparent,

with the name and title of True and Legi- 
timate Wife, and tho” not quite fo much 
refpecied, yet far better beloved than’ the 
former ; the reft of the concubines, that 
have children by him, are called Ducha, or 
excellent women ; his male-children, the 
cldeft excepted, are faluced with the appel- 
lation, Duc-ong, i.e. excellent perfon, or 
an; the daughters are called Batwa, which 
as much as to fay princefs with us; the 
like titles have his brothers and fifters, but 
not their children, nor his grand-children, 
except thole defcending from his eldeft 
fon. 

For his own children, queftionlefs, he pro- 
's well, but his fifters and brothers muft 
becontent with fuch revenues as he is pleas’ 
to allow them out of the publick, which de- 
creafes in their family as it declines and 
grows remote from his blood, fo that thofe 
of the fourth or fifth defcent can expeét no 
fuch provifion. 

The prefent general has many brothers 
and fifters, but he is not over kind to them, 
which I take to proceed from his fufpicious 
temper and weakly confticution. Moft of 
his predeceffors were otherwife inclined ; 
they admitted their brothers to publick 
affairs, and conferred on them the titles 
and power of generals, field-marfhals, and 
provincial governors, with the truft of 
numbers of foldiers, always imploying 
them in honourable charges, and fuch as 
became the general’s brothers. 

As I faid before, I never could hear of 
more than onz example amongft them, of 
Killing a brother in cool blood, and is, 
that of the late deceafed general againft 
prince Chechening which, all circumftances 
confidered, can hardly be termed cruelty. 
The hiftory runs thus. 

This Chechening was fecond brother to the 
dcceafed general, a prince indued with ma- 
ny heroick virtues ; his liberality, genero- 
fi'y, and courteous difpofition, made him 
popular and fo beloved among the foldiers, 
that they wouldcall him their father. A 
prudent captain he was, and no lefs eii- 
nent in valour, for having given the Cocbiz- 
chinefe feveral overthrows, he was fo ex- 
tremely redoubted, that they called him 
the Lightning of Zongueen. His fame thus 
daily increafing both abroad and at home, it 
at length drove him onthe rocks and preci- 
pices of his brother’s envy and jealoufy, 
which the good prince perceiving, cndea- 
voured to remove ; humbly telling him, 
he would do nothing but what he fhould 
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and prudent direétion, protelting, and fo- 
lemnly fwearing, he never did, nor would 
undertake any thing that might in the leaft 
be prejudicial to him ; and, that if the 
foldiers or rabble fhould dare to offer him 
his place, he would not only refufe and ab- 
hor it, but punifh alfo moit feverely the 
movers of fuch propofitions. 

This declaration gave, for the prefent, 
fome feeming content and fatistaction to 
the general, but few years after, whether 
the ground was the envy and jealoufy afore- 
faid, or that he had done fomewhat chat 
could be mifconftrued or fufpeéted, or was 
falfly accufed, or whatfoever elfe the mat- 
ter was, for it is indifferently reported, the 
general fent for him and part of his army 
from the frontiers of Cochin-ebina. Jn obe- 
dience to this command, he came to court, 
where, by order of the general, he was 
immediately clap’d in irons, and confin’d 
to a certain clofe prifon near the palace. 

In this condition he continued feveral 
years, by which it {ems his faults were 
not capital, or at leaft nothing could be 
proved againft him to take away his life s 
bur in the interim, as fate would have it, 
about the year 1672, the foldiers that 
were in the city of Chacho, a great num- 
ber, no lefs than forty thoufand meeting 
all at once, and filling every corner there- 
of with fear and rumultous noifes, and 
driving out thereby its vulgar to their feve- 
ral aldea’s, came with fad exclamations to 
the palace gate, yet had fo much reve- 
rence asnot to enter ; they brought no arms 
but their hands and tongues, rudely bawl- 
ing forth their random thoughts againft the 
general in opprobrious language, reproach- 
ing his ungratefulnefs towards them, and 
prodigality to his women, whom he per- 
mitted to fquander and wafte the treafure 
of the land, while they were ready to pe- 
rifh in want and mifery, as if he purpofely 
defign’d their deftruétion and confufion by 
the moft uneafy and infupportable methods 
of famine and nakednefs; magnifying their 
own deferts in his fervice, threatning to 
take fome fevere courfe, if he did not en- 
large their pay, and diftribute fome mo- 
ney among them, committing the mean 
while a thoufand infolent enormities, ho- 
yering round the palace, and encamping 
at the feveral avenues thereof, as if they 
intended to befiege the general therein ; 
and in effect, none could go out or in with- 
out their commiffion. 

In this extremity and ftreight, the gene- 
ral confulted with the Quan fo Lew, andother 
privy-counfellors, what to do. One of 
them, a great literado, was of opinion, 
*twas beft to grant the foldiers their de- 


fires ; which being moderate, they might 
calily be appeafed, alledging, that to quell 
the country people, when rebellious, *twas 
cuftomary to ufe the foldiers, but to quiet 
the matinous foldiers, money was the only 
expedient ; but another literado, by name 
Ong Trangdame, of great fame for his wif- 
dom, and in high refpeét for his dignity, 
of a violent refolute nature, oppofed the 
firft opinion, faying, it was imprudent, and 
of pernicious confequence to indulge a com- 
pany of mutinous fellows too far; adding, 
thacit was much the better remedy to feize 
fome of the ring-leaders, and put them to 
death, which would amaze and aftonifh the 
reft fo, as to make them fhift for their 
fafety and fecurity. The general, inclin’d 
moft to this laft advice, for love of his mo- 
ney, yet was doubtful in his refolution. 
The foldiers having their fpies in the palace 
(as he had his among them) had prefently 
notice of what paffed, which fo incenfed 
them againft Trargdame, that watching the 
time of his coming forth the palace to go 
home, they immediately feized him, and 
treated him in the moft cruel and barbarous 
manner an enraged multitude could invent 5 
for having inhumanly bruifed and beaten 
him with their fifts, knees, elbows, knobs 
of their fans, &c, they trampled the breath 
out of his body with their feet, and then, 
dead as he was, they drew him ignominioufly 
thro’ the flreet tothe fandy ifland near the 
arfenal, where they tore and cut his body 
into fmall pieces. This audacious cruelty, 
together with other notorious affronts put 
on feveral Mandareens at the fame time, 
plunged the general and his courtiers in di- 
vers deep perplexities, and filled them with 
mortal fears, infomuch, that moft began to 
creep in holes and corners toavoid the rage 
of this terrible tempeft, leaving their maf- 
ter in a manner defolate. 

The difcreeteft among the foldiers find- 
ing that they had pated the Rubicon, 
thought there was no retiring, and there- 
fore advifed their companions to provide 
themfelves with a head who might guide 
and order their irregular and tumultuous pro- 
ceedings, propofing. prince Chechening as Gt 
for the purpote ; to which they unanimouf- 
ly confented, and would have fetch’d him 
out of prifon that inftant, and proclaimed 
him general, but that the night, which 
was’ already come on, hinder’d the en- 
terprize, and caus’d them to defer it to 
next morning 3 but the general having item 
of their inentions, prepared with his own 
hands a dofe for prince Chechening, and 
fent it him in the dead of the night, by a 
trufty eunuch, with order that he fhould 
drink all the potion. The capon, as foonas 
he came to the prince, after he had made 
four fombeys, deliver’d his errand, and the 
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ting off their caps, they fombey four times, Ba zon. 
a way of reverence, or rather adoration, ~~ 


Ty guefs’d to be what it was; but what he 
{aid is not well known, only, that he made 
four fombeys toward the general’s palace, 
and then took off the draught, and in few 
hours after dy’d. This was the end of 
prince Chechening, whofe vertue was his 
greateft crime, the foldiers unfeafonable love 
caufing his untimely death. The next morn- 
ing he ordered a great quantity of filver and 
copper cath to be given to the mutineers, 
quenching thereby in an inftant the fire of 
this popular infurreétion ; but feveral of 
them perith’d afterwards, few knew how. 

Ivis time now to return from our digre- 
fion, to take a view of the lords of the 
blood, Mandaraens, &c. either civil magi- 
itrates or military officers, who at the time 
of their abode inthe city, go every morn- 
ing early to court to wait on the Choa and 
prince, The Bova is complimented on the 
firft and fifteenth of every moon, by them, 
in their violet or blue garb, with caps of 
their own callicoe manufactures, in which 
they are obliged to cloath their retinue. 
The Chova receives them in great ftate, 
fitting ac a great diftance uncovered, for 
the more pomp (unlefs on fome folemnity) 
his numerous life-guard in arms in the pa- 
Tace-yard, furrounded by many capon fer- 
vants, who carry his order and commiffions 
tothe Mandarcens, and bring their anfwers, 
or, according to their method of f{peaking, 
fupplications, which they deliver to him 
on their knees. In fine, at this time, moft 
ftate-matters are here handled and dif- 
patch’d ; the aéts and refolutions of the 
Quan-foliew, or fapream court (whole 
Seffions is in this palace) is prefented to 
him, to have his approbation thereon. The 
prince likewife has his folicitors near the ge- 
neral (for he himfelf comes hardly once in 
a moon to court) who gives him notice of 
all that paffes, that he may regulate his 
proceedings accordingly. No bufinefs of 
requefts or petitions flide in this court, ex- 
cept it be greafed with prefents and gifts 
anfwerable to the import of affairs. 

Iris a goodly fight to {ee fuch a crowd 
of lords, and how every thing is carry’d 
here with that decency and decorum, that 
ftrikes an awe in every beholder, and would 
have really much majefty in it, if they 
would difpenfe with, or abrogate that fla- 
vith cultom of going barefoot. Thegene- 
ral indulges his Mandareens much, treating 
them with refpeét and tendernefs as to their 
lives, which are feldom in danger, but for 
treafon; for other offences they are fined 
or difgraced, by being turned out of em- 
ploy, or banifh’d the court. 

When any Mandareen interceeds for their 
friends or kindred that have offended, they 
come covered before the general, then put- 


which confiits in falling firft on their knees, 
then touching the ground with their bodies, 
after the Chine/e mode, they requeft his high= 
nefS to pardon the crime, and impute the 
fault to the interceffor, who is ready by the 
fign of ftanding bare, which on fuch-like 
occafions, intimates the condition of a cri- 
minal, to undergo fuch punifhment as the 
prince fhall pleafe co infiét on him. 

About eight o’clock the general with- 
draws from the audience place, and the 
lords, &e. retire from court, all but the cap- 
tain of the guards, with fome that have 
offices at court who are capons, of which 
a great number being young, ate menial 
fervants, who, with the domeftick maids, 
are only permitted to enter his privy apart- 
ments and {eraglio of women and concu- 
bines. 

Of thefe capons, a peft of mankind, the 
parafites, fycophants, and perverters of thefé 
princes, there are no lefS than four or five 
hundred belonging to the court, who are 
ufually fo proud, imperious and unreafon- 
able, as makes them not lefs hateful and ab- 
horred, than feared by the whole nation; 
however, the prince confides moft in them, 
both for domeftick and ftate matters; for, 
after they have ferved feven or eight years 
in the inner court, they are raifed gradual- 
ly to publick adminiftrations and dignities, 
fo as to be graced with the moft honour- 
able titles of provincial governors, and mi- 
itary prefeéts, while feveral of the more 
deferving, both of the military officers, and 
the claflés of the literadoes are neglected, 
and fuffer for want: But it is certain, the 
general refpeéts his own prefent profit (what- 
foever the confequence may be) in the ad- 
vancing them 5 for when they die, the riches 
they have accumulated by foul practices, 
rapine and extortion, fall, ina manner, all 
to the general, as next heir; and tho’ their 
parents are living, yet in regard they con~ 
tributed nothing to their well-being in the 
world, but to geld them, to which they 
were prompted by great indigence, and 
hopes of court preferment, therefore the: 
can pretend to no more than a few houfes 
and fimall {pots of ground ; which alfo they 
cannot enjoy bur with the good-liking and 
pleafure of the general. 

However, not to detract from truth, fome 
of thefe capons have been of extraordinary 
merit, and among them more efpecially 
thefe three by name, Ong-fa-Tu-Lea, Ong 
Ja-Ta-Foe-Bay,and Ong-Fa-How-Foe-Tack 5 
thefe were indeed the delight of Tongueen 5 
but they were fuch as loft their genitals by 
chance, having had them bit off cither by a 
hog or dog. Thefé fort of capons are, by 
the fuperftitious Tongueencz, believed to be 
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The laft of theft is yer living, and at pre- 
fent governour of Heit, and the largelt pro- 
vince in the country, admiral of alf the 
forces, and principal minifter for the affairs 
of ftrangers; a prudent captain, a wile go- 
yernour, and an uncorrupted judge, which 
renders him admirable to thefe heathens, 
anda fhame to many chriftians, who, tho” 
they with the light of the gofpel, 
rarely arrive at that heighth of excellence, 
as to know how to be great, good and poor 
at once. 

Remarkable is what they relate of Ong- 
Fa-Tu- Lea, famous for his {harp brain, and 
prodigious parts, and no lefS for his fudden 
rife, as ftrange and tragical fall; whofe 
hiftory take as follows. 

In the minority of the houfe of Tring 
(that is to fay, before it was firmly efta- 
blifh’d in the government) the then reign- 
ing general having great neceflity for fome 
able ftatefman (on whom he mighe difbur- 
den fome part of his weighty affairs) and 
being afflicted with continual perplexities on 
this head, he chanced to dream that he 
fhould meet a man the next morning, whom 
he could truftand employ; and, asit hap- 
pened, the firft man that came to the court 
in the morning, was this Zi-Lea, who 
agrecing exaétly with the imaginary piure 
of his dream, both in proportion, ftature 
and phyfiognomy, the general conferred 
with him ; and, after fome difcourfe, found 
him ofgreacability, and exactly acquainted 
with their avcand imperii; whereupon he 
raifed him immediately, and, ina little 
while, augmented his authority fo greatly, 
that there was hardly any difference beeween 
the mafter and the fervant, but, if any, 
Tu-Lea was more refpeéted, courted and 
feared than the general himfelf, Whether 
this was the caufe of his difpleafure againtt 
him, or that this mufhroom (raifed in a 
night) forgetting his obligation, prompt- 
ed by ambitious ingratitude, and blinded 
by his overmuch profperity, did confpire 
really to deftroy hismafter, and to affume 
the place himfelf (as the common bruit was) 
or that this was merely a pretence to colour 
the general’s jealoufy of his over-grown 
greatmeds, I will nordetermines but, to be 
brief, he was, by the general’s order, torn 
in pieces by four horles, his body and dif. 
membred limbs cut in pieces, and then 
burnt, and the afhes thrown into the river. 

Every year about the latter end of our 
January, which falls out about their laft 
moon, all the mandarcens, officers and mi- 
Jitary men are fworn to be faithful to the 
king and general, and that they hall not 
conceal treafonable machinations againft 
their perfons, on forfeiture of their lives, 
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The mandareens take the like oath of their 
wives, fervants and domefticks. He thac 
reveals high treafon, hasat moft but thirty 
dollars, anda fmall employ for a reward, 
which is far fhort of our author’s multipli- 
cation. 

‘They have annual mufters for the levy of 
foldiers through the whole kingdom; in 
which choice they greatly refpeét the tallnelS 
of perfons: Thofe of extraordinary heighth 
are allotted to be of the general’s life-guard, 
the others are difpofed of according to oc 
fions. All thofe that have any degree in 
ning and handicrafts men are exempt 
from this mufter. How they proceed with 
deferters I cannot affirm; but am certain, 
the Tongueenfé know not what hanging 
means: their way is to behead them; only 
thofe of the royal blood are ftrangled. 1 
mutt needs fay, they are neither cruel nor 
exquilite in thefe inventions. 

Asfor ftrangers,they employnone; think- 
ing none fo wife as themfelves: however, 
when Icame from Siam, 1 was examined 
about the affairs of that kingdom and. Co- 
chin-china, and concerning my voyage in 
the Tengueen Sing Ja, and whether thofe 
boats might be able to tranfport foldiers 
through the high feas; to which Ianfwered 
as I thought At. Then I was queftioned 
how, if the general fhould give me the com- 
mand of two or three hundred foldiers to be 
employed againit Cochin-china? to which I 
replied, I was, by profeffion, a merchant, 
confequently ignorant of martial affiirs, and 
therefore incapable of ferving his highnefs in 
that refpeét. Which excufé and refufal, 
tho it ferved for that time, yet it operated 
againft me when I was accufed by the Chi- 
nef. 

With the nobility of this country, as I 
have hinted elfewhere, and acquainted you, 
that nobility only defends to the pofterity 
of the king and general, and that only to 
the third degree; but the reft, as they ob- 
tained itby arms, leatning, or money, fo it 
is but durante vita. By the firit means few 
are raifed, by the fecond fome, but the 
third is the true loadftone which attraéts 
moft favour. 

The general’s court ftands in Ca-cho, al- 
moftin the midit of thecity s itisvery fp 
cious, and walled about; within and with- 
‘out built full of low {mall houfes for the con- 
veniency of the foldiers: Within they are 
two ftories high, moft open for air. The 
gatesare large and ftately, all of iron-wood, 
as indeed the greateft part of the palace is. 
His own and womens apartments are ftacely 
and coftly edifices, fee forth with carved, 
gilded, and lacquer work. In the firft plain 
of the court are the ftables for his biggeft e- 
lephants, and beit horfes; on the hinder 
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part are many parks, groves, walks, ar- country can afford for his pleafure of recrea- BARom: 


bours, fith-ponds, and whatfoever elfe the

tion, fince he feldom ftirs our, 
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That there is no fich manner of coronation and inthronization of their kings, as 
is related by M. Vayerniere. 


S our authoris moft erroneous through- 
out his book, fo this his thirteenth 
chapter is, in a manner, one intire errors 
for, how diligent foever I was to enquire of 
their learned men, and other perfons of 
quality, I could not find, that they ufed 
the folemnity of inthroning or coronation 
of their kings with fuch pomp and magni- 
ficence, or any thing like it, as he relates 
nay, {carce that they obferve any ceremony 
at all. 

They told me, that fuch external gallan- 
tries, and all oftentations were contrary to 
their cuftoms and praétice; for when their 
king or general dies,all publick fhews what- 
foever that exprefs mirth,ordemonftrate any 
magnificence, or have any fign of glory, 
fo much as the wearing gold, filver, or 
gaudy cloaths, are not only forbidden 
throughout the whole kingdom, but reck- 
oned very feandalous to be ufed. Neither 
muft a courtier, during the time of his 
mourning for his prince, appear in rich far- 
niture himfelf, or in his horfe, elephants, 
palankeens, hammocks, &c. but the wortt, 
coarfeft and meaneft habiliments they: can 
invent, are accounted the propereft, efpe- 
cially for the higheft dignified, and neareft 
of blood, with many other nice obferva- 
tions, whereof more amply in due place. 

All the ceremony they ufe on thefe oc- 
cafions, confifts only to fombey, and pre- 
fent the prince fo fucceeding, who enter- 
tains the complimenters of note with meat, 
yet not with che ufual court-fplendor or 
merriment, by reafon of his mourning for 
his predeceffor. But wasit ufual with them 
to advance their king (who at prefent has 
fo intereft in the ftate) with fo much gran- 
deur and ftate to the throne, queftionlefs 
they would have fome degrees of honour 
likewife for the general when he affumes 
his dignity, fince his power and authority, 
tho’ intruded, controlls all, and that on all 
oceafions he is moft refpeéted and obferyed. 

In 1682. when [arrived here from Siam, 
the old general was newly deceafed: his 
heir made no noife avall when he fucceeded 
nay, he carried himfelf fo private therein, 
thatnone abroad heard of court matters, or 
perceived the leaft alteration of government 
Whatfoever ; neither would he receive the 
ufual honours ftom his own Mandareens, or 
admit ftrangers to audience, cither to con- 
dole his forrow, or to congratulate his ad- 
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vancement ; only their prefents were receiv- 
ed. Thus, without any other formality, 
the general took poffeffion of his office ; and 
undoubtedly he would never condefeend the 
king fhould exceed him in that kind, noc 
only becaufe he is to bear all fuch charges 
and expences, but alfo for fear the other 
thould increafe too much in reputation there-

Our author then is to be admired for re~ 
lating things both unknown, and contrary 
to the cuftoms of this people ; confidently 
affirming, his brother was an eye-witnefs of 
that ingenious invented romance, on this 
occafion: For what are theyelfe than fables, 
to fay, that, in this folemnity, all theartille- 
of the court walls were fired? when there 
is not fo much as a great gun upon the 
walls, nor ever was, by relation; that all 
the foldiers were drawn thither from the 
frontiers; which is to open the gates of the 
kingdom to the Cochin-chingfe, who are al- 
ways upon the watch for fuch an opportuni- 
ty, toincorporate with their dominion, the 
two adjoyning provinces, which were once 
ruled by the predeceflors of their Chova : 
That they fwear fidelity to the king, andthac 
they will defend him and the country againft 
the Ching/e their inveterate enemies; when, 
as we have recounted, they are tributary to 
the China empire, now in poffeffion of the 
Tartars, whom they endeavour by all means 
imaginable not to offend, for fear of lofing 
their country and freedom: That the king’s 
liberality extends that day to one million of 
Paves of gold; which, in filver, amounts at 
Jeaft to one hundred and fifty millions of 
crowns; afum, I am fure, the whole king- 
dom can hardly mutter up both in gold and 
filver, tho’ he aims to perfwade the world, 
that the king of Tongucen poflefies the riches 
of Crafus: That the king makes prefents of 
money to officers of unknown names, and 
offices never heard of in the country : That 
he beftows fo many Paves of gold and filver 
on the conftable, meaning thereby the ge- 
neral, from whom he receives ali he has: 
That the facrifices thould be fo large, as to 
contain that prodigious number of beaits, 
whereby neceflarily the plow muft ftand till, 
and the people be content to feft the whole 
year, as to fiefh. 

After this Epicurean banquet, together 
with what he mentions of the bonzes, fire- 
works, birdsnefts, colts fleth, &c. imper- 
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V~ worthy regards I muft confefs he notes fome 
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kindred, friends and dependents, who at= 
tend them to honour the folemnicy. 


things and paffages here proper to Siam, 
and agreeable to the manners and confti- 
tutions of that people, fo that he is only 
miftaken in the application. What is to 
be faid of the king’s going out, I will note 
in the next chapter. 

The ladies of quality, when they go 
abroad, are carried according to their feve- 
ral degrees, either in clofe fedans, or ham- 
mocks upon the fhoulders of men. Neither 
doth this nation keep their women fo ftrict 
from the fight of others, as the Moors and 
Chine do. 

The celebration of their nativity they ob- 
ferve very punétually, from the prince to 
the meaneft, each to his ability and power, 
with feafting, mufick, and other paitimes, 
fire-works excepted s in which they are very 
deficient, as I hinted before. They are al- 
fo prefented, on the faid occafions, by their

Asto the king’s liberality, who fent his 
fon and fucceflor a donative of a thoufand 
Panes of gold, intrinfick value, an hundred 
and fifty thoufand dollars, and five hundred. 
bars of filver, above fever! thoufand dollars, 
atonce, it isaltogether impoffible; becaule 
the yearly revenue allowed him, comes to 
eight thoufand dollars: He 
in his multiplication, making 
thofe Panes of gold and bars of filver to be 
onlyan hundred and twenty thoufand livres. 

As to the king’s fucceffor, he himfelf is 
often ignorant which of his fons is to fucceed 
him, if he has more than ones and, if but 
‘one, it is not certain that he fhall be king 
after him, fince it lies in the general’s breaft, 
to name fuch an one as he likes beft, pro- 
vided he be of the royal ftock; tho* he feldom 
puts by the next heir, unlefsit be for great 
reafons, and urgent political motives, &e.

[Phter1] Ales E king feldom or never goes out to 


take his pleafure, but once a year he 
fhews himfelf in publick (not reckoning 
when he is carried by the general on particu- 
Jar occafions) on the folemnization of their 
grand ceremony, at the beginning of their 
new year, ona particular chofen day ; for 
they believe fome to be good, others better, 
fome indifferent, others bad ; whereof they 
are fo fuperititioufly obfervant, as to under- 
take nothing of importance, without con- 
fulting frit moft ferioufly, both their China 
almanacks, and blind country diviners. 

The king, general and prince, with moft 
of the Mandareens of the court, on this fo- 
lemn occafion, go, before break of day, fe~ 
verally to a place at the fouth end of the 
city, purpofely built for this occafion, 
with three gates different from their other 
pagodas 5 neither are there any images in the 
houfe. Here they ftay without in fandry 
apartments till day-lights the king, in the 
mean time, is to wafh his body, and put on 
new cloaths, never worn before. 

About eight of the clock a piece of ord- 
nance is fired s on which fignal the general, 
prince and Mandareens repair to the king 
todo homage, tho? it extends, as to the ge~ 
neral and prince, no further than a bare 
point of formality. This compliment paf- 
fes in filenee, yet with much ftate and gra- 
vity on both fides: Then immediately the 
fecond fignal of a gun is heard ; whereupon 
the king is accompanied to the gates of the 
faid houfe, which are all thut, whereat he 


knocks, ands, by the door-keepers, afked 
who he is. He anfwers, The king, and 
they let him ins but none may enter with 
him, that being contrary to their fuperfti- 
tion. ‘Thus he does three feveral times, till 
he comes into the houfe, where he falls to 
his devotion with prayers and fupplications, 
having kept a ftriét fat to his gods, after 
their mode; which done he feats himfelf in 
agilt chair placed in the yard of the faid 
houfes and, having paufeda little, a plow, 
witha buffalo tied to it in the fame manner 
as they ufe them for tilling the ground, is 
prefented him, who holding it by the place 
ufually taken hold of when they work it, he 
bleffes the country, and teaches the people 
by this emblem, that none fhould be afha- 
med tobe a hufbandman, and that the di- 
ligent, induftrious and provident, efpecial- 
ly in the culture of the ground, may cer~ 
tainly expect the enjoyment of their labour 
and pains. 

I am informed by fome, that, at the 
fame time, the ceremony of the cupsis ufed 5 
others again contradict that, and affirm it to 
be on the day of inftalling the new king. 

Beit when it will, the manneris thus: on 
a bandefia, or lacquer’d table, ftand feveral 
cups with prepared viétuals in them; and 
among thereft there is one with boiled white 
rice, another with yellow rice, one with 
water, and one with herbs or greens: All 
thefe cups are neatly covered with fine 
paper, and with ftarch faftned thereon, fo 
that ene cannot be known from sO es 
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One of thefe the king takes at adventure; 
which is immediately opened; and if he 
lights on the yellow rice, there is great re 
joycing, becaufe ic portends (as they believe) 
plenty in the land; if on the white rice, a 
good harvett s if water, an indifferent year 5 
but the herbs or greens isextreme bad, de- 
noting, great mortality, famine and defola- 
tion; and fo the reft of the cups, every one 
hath its'particular fignification and augury, 
according to what their idolatry and fuper- 
tition dictates. 

With this ends this grand ceremony 5 and 
the third gun being fired, the king mounts 
his open chair, covered with many umbrel- 
Joes, and is carried on the fhoulders of eight 
foldiers, as it were int proceffion, thto” feve- 
ral ftreets, to his palace, accompainied by 
many literadoes in their China velts, all on 
foot. He is likewife attended by a hand- 
fome guard of the general’s foldiers, fome 
elephants and horfes under the noife of 
drums, timbrels, fealmay, copper bafons 
and hautboys, &c. ftandards and colours 
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As he pafiés along Ke detnonitiates his Banox: 
liberality to the poor fpeétators and alded NY 


people, by throwing cafh or copper coin 
amongft them. A while after the king, 
the general follows, riding on a ftately ele- 
phant, waited on by many princes of his 
own and royal family, with mott of the 
military officers and civil magiftrates of the 
kingdom, richly attired, and guarded by 
@ detachment of three or four thoufand 
horfe, and about an hundred, or an hun- 
dred and fifty elephants with fumptuous 
furniture, and an infantry of no lefs than 
ten thoufind men, all fine and gallantly 
cloathed, with coats and caps made of Euré- 
pean manufactures, fo that he far exceeds the 
king in pomp and magnificence. He comes 
@ great part of the fame way the king did, 
till he arrives at the ftreet that leads di- 
reétly to his palace, where turning, he leaves 
the other on his march. ‘The prince 
brings up the rear of thiscavaleade; he has 
half the train of his father, comes the fame 
way, but tikes the neareft cut to his own 
palaces 


CHAP. Xv. 


Of the Theckydaw, or purging the country from all malevolent fpirits. 


a HE heckydaw is obferved commonly 
once every year, efpecially if there be 
@ great mortality among{t the men, cle- 
phants, or horfes of the general’s fables, 
or the cattle of the country. The caufe of 
which they attribute to the malicious fpirits 
of fuch men as have been put to death for 
treafon, rebellion, and confpiring the death 
‘of the king, general or princes, and that 
in revenge of the punifhment they have fuf- 
fer’d, they are bent to deftroy every thing, 
and commithorrible violence. To prevent 
which, their fuperftition has fuggetted to 
them the infticution of this Theckydaw, as 
@ proper mean to drive the devil away, and 
purge the country of evil fpirits. For the 
performance of which the general confults 
and eleéts a fit day, which commonly hap- 
pens about the twenty-fifth of our February. 
Juft on the Chaop's re-affuming new life and 
vigour. When the needful ordersare given 
for preparation, and that every thing is 
got inreadinefs, then the general, with moft 
of the princes and other qualified perfons of 
the land, repairs to the arfenal about eight 
o'clock in the morning of the dayappointed; 
he either rides on an elephant or horfe, or 
elfe in a palankeen upon wheels, which is 
Puth’d forward by lufty fellows kept for 
that purpofe, and fhadowed by many um- 
brelloes. The guard that follows him is 
very numerous, not lefs than fixteen or 
eighteen thoufand men, befides elephants, 


and horfes, all fet forth to the beft advan- 
tage. The ftreets thro” which he paffes, 
are adorn’d with ftandards, pendants, and 
armed foldiers, to hinder the people from 
opening either doors or windows, for fear 
of finifter defigns and machinations, tho? 
ftrangers are fometimes permitted to fee 
this ftately proceffion, if they will requeftic. 

Being arrived at the arfenal, the Man- 
dareens go to their feveral pofts (which have 
been kept for them by their foldiers) on 
the fandy ifland near the faid arfenal, which 
is heaped up and increafed yearly by the 
defending waters from China, whofe rapid 
and violent courfes do not only cat away 
much f the'land in fome places, and cait 
itupagain in others, but {poil the river too: 
here, T fay, they build many flight houfes 
with bamboos} and raife infinite tents to 
fhelter them from the injuries of rain and 
fun, and place their foldiers; foot, horfe, 
and elephants, as it were in battle array, 


with fying colours, ftandards and pendants, Sz Plate

their ordnance placed on advantage, the SeUiee 


boats of war along the bank, in good po- ; 
fture, and every thing elfe in the method ¢ 
of an éxaét formidable army, noble and glo- 
rious to behold ; and is indeed a fhew that’ 
would, above all others, fuficiently expref 
the power of the kingdom, were but their 
courage proportionable to their conveni- 
ences, and their leaders, men inftead of ca- 
pons3 for the number of infantry prefent 
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wr~™~ thoufand foldiers wel 


diftiplin’d, expert 
either for fword, pike, mufket, aigenats, 
&e, and the cavalry about five thoufind, 
with rich furniture, armed with bows, ar- 
rows, fwords and guns; then there are 
about two hundred and fifty elephants 
trained up for war, many of them tearlefs 
of fire and the noife of guns, having on their 
backs a box or chair richly gilded and lac- 
quer’d, and two men in them, with a kind 
of carabines and lances; and there are not 
Jef than three hundred pieces of artillery 
ranged in proper order: nor do the lords, 
Mandareens, commanders, &c. in their beft 
garb of fine fearlet, with gold buckles on 
the breaft, in manner as we wear our loops, 
and a cap of the faid cloth on their heads, 
make the leaft part of this glorious thew. 
The foldiers of the general’s life-guard are 
ftout lufty fellows, fome of prodigious 
heighth, with caps and coats of the fame 
fafhion and fabrick as thofe of the Manda- 
reens, the gold loops excepted, and the 
cloth not altogether fo fine. The general’s 
ten horfes and fix clephants of ftate far out- 
fhine the reft in fplendor, their furniture 
being mafly gold and fearlet, with an infi- 
nite number of ftandards, flags, pendants, 
hautboys, drums, copper bafons, and all 
other forts of warlike mufick and gallantry 
ranged promifcuoufly 5 and the whole being 
attended with a vait concourfe of people, 
makes the ifland very glorious and pleafant 
for that time. 

Every thing being thus ready, three 
blows on a large drum are heard, keeping 
good time between every ftroak, which 
founds almoft like the difcharge of a fmall 
piece of ordnance: on this fignal the gene- 
ral comes from the arfenal co the place 
(where the foldiers ftand in order) and enters 
the houfe prepared for him. Ina while 
after, three other ftroaks are given on a 
great copper bafon or gong, in the fame 
manner as on the drum for dittance of time 5 
the general beginneth then to offer meat- 
offerings to the criminal devils and malevo- 
ent fpirits (for it is ufual and cuftomary 
likewife amongft them, to feaft the con- 


demned before theit execution) inviting 
them to eat and drink, when prefently he 
a them in a ftrange languages by cha= 
raters and figures, &c. of many olfences 
and crimes committed by them, as to their 
having difquieted the land, killed his ele- 
phants and horfes, €c, for all which they 
jultly deferve to be chaftifed, and banithed 
the country. Whereupon three great guns 
are fired, as the laft fignal s upon which all 
the artillery and mufkets are difcharg’d, 
that, by their moft terrible noife, the de- 
vils may be driven away s and they are fo 
blind, as to believe for certain, that they 
really and effeétually put them to fight. 

At noon every one may feaft himlelf at 
his own coft; but the foldiers are fed with 
the offered meat. 

In the evening the general retires to his 
palace in the fame ftate with which he went 
forth, much glorying that he has vanquifli= 
ed his enemies on fo eafy terms. 

The Booa or king never appeareth in 
this folemnicy ; perhaps the general fuipects 
that the foldiers, if they fhould be diffatis- 
fy’d with him, might take the opportunity 
to revolt, and confer on the king the real 
and effential power which at prefent refides 
in him, and therefore finds it unfafe thac 
the king thould be then prefene: but on 
Journeys in the country, be they but for 
two or three days (if he makes any), and 
when he goes to war, he never omits to car- 
ry the king along with him, not only to 
cloke all his defigns with the royal name, 
but alfo to prevent any plots which in his 
abfence the king might give into to his ut- 
ter ruin, or by condeicenfion, permit others 
to {eize his royal perfon, whereby they 
would authorize their pretenfions, and gain 
fo much reputation as might fubvert and 
confound both the general’s greatnefs and 
government. 

They imagine our way of firing great 
guns co compliment friends, or the faluting 
therewith cach other’s health, very ftrange 
and barbarous, becaufe contrary to their 
cuftoms, fince they entertain only their ene- 
mies and the malicious devils with fuch a 
noife, as is related.

Of the funerals in general, 


PPOHE Tonqueenefe, as they have a great 

horror at death, fo the conceit they 
have thereof, is not lefs fuperftitious; for 
they believe that only the fpirits of young 
children are tranfmigrated into the bodies 
of other infants who are yet in the mother’s 
womb 5 but all others come to be devils, 
or at leaft fpirits that can do either good or 


harms and that they would wander up and 
down as poor vagabonds ready to perith for 
wantand indigence, if they were not affilted 
by their living kindred, or if they did not 
{teal and commit violence to fubfift; fo that 
death, in their eftimation, is the ultimate 
and greateft mifery that can befal human 
nature. They note, with incredible care

and exadtnefs, the time, hour, and day, 
(all which are diftinguith'd by feveral par 
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They ufe no nails to faften the id to its Baron. 
coffin, but cement it with lacker, fo tight, ~~ 


ticular names, as apes, dogs, cats, mice, 
ec.) wherein a party dies ; which if it hap- 
pen at the like time in which his father, 
mother, or near relations were born, it is 
reckon’d very ominous, and bad for his 
heirs and fucceflors, who therefore permit not 
the corpfe to be inter:’d till their conjurers 
and diviners advife them of a good and 
aufpicious time, for which they wait fome- 
times two or three years, fometimes lefs, 
as their critical rites and blind dogtors fhall 
direé&t ‘them. The body is coffin’d the 
mean while, and kept ina particular place, 
and mutt ftand no other ways than on four 
flakes ereéted for that purpole. 

This nicery is only obferved among, the 
rich, but others who do not die in this 
feruple, are bury’d within cen or fifteen 
days but the longer the corpfe is kept, the 
more expenfive it is, not only to the wife 
and children (who prefent him dailyfthree 
times with viduals, and keep always lamps 
id candles burning in the room, befides 
the offering of incenfe, perfumes, and a 
quantity of gold and filyer paper, fome 
made in the fhape of gold and filver bars, 
others in the likenefs of horfes, elephants, 
tygers, Ge.) but the reft of the kindred 
and relations are alfo obliged to contribute 
their feveral fhares to the funeral feaft, bur 
moft liberally ar this time; befides, it is 
very toilfome and a great deal of trouble, 
both to the children and ali thatare of kin, 
to refort fo often to the corpfe to falute and 
adore it, by proftrating themfelves four 
times on the ground, and lamenting him 
three times a day, at the hours of repaft, 
with endlefs other ceremonies, too tedious 
here to relate. 

All that have means are very careful to 
provide their own coffin, when they are 
well advanced in years, in which they are 
extraordinary choice, both as to the thick- 
nefs and goodnefs of the wood, as well as 
workimanthip, and regard no expences to 
have it to their fancies. 

They obferve this diftinétion in the fexes. 
If a male die, he is cloathed with feven of 
his beft coats; if a female, with nine. In 
the mouth of thofe of quality are put fimall 
pieces of gold and filver, with fome feed 
pearl, This they fancy will not only render 
him honourable in the other world, but pre- 
ventalfo want and indigence ; yet the poorer 
fort ufe the ferapings of their fingers and 
toes, believing that the mouth of the de- 
ceafed being filled with this filth, he cannot 
plague and torment his living relations. 
Likewife fome will place on the coffin a cup 
of rice, which is thifted every meal, and at 
laft bury’d with the corpfe,

asis really admirable, efteeming ita great 
injury to nail up the body of the deceafed, 

hen the fons accompany the corpfe, 
they are clad, for that day, in very coarfe 
robes, made of the refufe of filk, and caps of 
the fame ftuff, which are ty’d with cords on 
their heads; they have ftavesin their hands 
to lean on, for fear grief fhould caufe them 
to fainc. 

The wives and daughters of fafhion have 
acurtain, very large, held over their heads, 
that they may not be feen; yet they are 
eafily heard by their moans and lamenta- 
tions, which aremade viva voce, and very 
loud. As the corpfe is carry’d through the 
frects, the eldeft fon will lie down now and 
then on the ground, for the corpfe to pais 
over him (which, in their opinion, is che 
greateft mark of filial duty); then rifing 
again, he puhes the coffin b: with borh 
his hands, as ’twere to ftop it from going 
further on, which is continued till they come 
to the grave, 

Painted and gilded images, in the thapes 
of menand beaits, all of paper-work, fol- 
low the hearfé in great numbers, with fome 
fi » With the noife of drums, timbrels, 
hautboys, copper bafons, &c. much in the 
nature of a popifh proceffion; which paper 
finery is to be burnt immediately after the 
Interrment. 

More or lef fumptuous is the funeral, 
according to the condition or quality of the 
perfon; for thofe of account are not only 
carried by many men, but have alfo double 
coffins, one in another, and over ita canopy 
of ftate, richly fet forth, attended by fol- 
diers, and honoured with the prefence of 
great Mandareens, 

Their manner is to cut their hair to the 
fhoulders, and to wear afh-coloured cloaths, 
anda particular fort of ftraw hats, for the 
{pace of three years, for either father or mo- 
ther, yet che eldeft fon muft add thereunto 
three months more s for other relations lef, 

Their way of reckoning is very ftrange, 
for if one fhould die, ora child be born, in 
January, be it the lait day of the moon, 
February following being the firt moon of 
their new year, they count him to have been 
dead two years, or the child to be two years 
old, when, in effect, it is no more than one 
day, 

During the time of their mourning, they 
feldom ule their wonted lodgings; they lic 
on {traw mats on the bare ground; their 
diet isnot only mean and fparing, but the 
very bandefia and cups the victuals are ferv’d 
in, are coarfe, and of the worft fort. They 
forbear wine, and go to no fealts or ban- 
quets; they mutt lendno ear to mufick, nor 
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Baron. eye to dancing, not contraét matrimony 5 

A~™ for on thecomplaint of their kindred on this 
head, the law will difinherit them. They 
have a great care not to appear in publick 
anywife fine, but rather aufterely abftain 
from all merriment and finery whatfoever : 
but as the three years grow near an end, 
they gradually decline too in the feverity of 
this difcipline. 

‘Their fepulchres are in the feveral /deas 
of their parents nativity, and unhappy ishe 
deem’d whofe body orbones are notbrought 
home, as they term it; buthow to chufe 
the beft place to interr the dead, is the grand 
myftery, and held to be of that confequence 
that they verily believe, that infallibly there- 
ondepends the happinef or mifery of their 
fucceffors 5 w: fore they ufually confule 
many years with Tay-de-lze, before they 
come toa conclufion in that affair. 

Daring thefe times of mourning, they 
feaft the dead four times a year, in the 

hs of May, June, July, and September, 
{pending in each of them two, three, or four 
days; but the facrifice which is made at 
the expiration of the three years is the gre: 
eftand moft magnificence of all, tho" they 
are in the reft prodigal enough, and will 
fpend not only their whole fabftance there 
in, butrun themfelves in debt too, and yet 
are for fo doing both highly refpected and 
commended of friends and acquaintance. 
‘After thisthey keep their anniverfary offer- 
ing on the day of the party’s deccafe, 
which is punétually obferved from genera- 
tion to generation, to perpetuity. I have, 
in jefting, told fome of them, I fhould not 
like to die a Tonguencefé, were it only be- 
caufe the cuftom of the country, whilft 
living, allowed me three meals a day, but 
when dead they would feed me but oncea 
year; a feverity more then fufficient to ftarve 
thedead, had they need of food. 


It cannot fail of being entertaining to our 
readers, toadd to our author in this place, 
what the learned father Calmet has col- 
lected, in relation to the practice of fecting 
food upon the tombs of the dead; and of 
repafts made at their funerals: whereby it 
will be perceived, that this cuftom is not 
confin’d to Tongueen, or even to China ; but 
that it had obtained almoft univerfally in 
the darker ages of the world. What he 
fays, will be found under the head of R E- 
PAS, and is fo curious, that we thall give 
the tranflation of itintire.

CHAP. XVII 


Of the funeral pomp of the chova or general of Tonqueen. 


HE funeral obfequies of the chova, 

or general of Tonqueen, are performed 
with the fame pomp and magnificence as 
were ufually objerved at the burial of their 
former kings, and in many refpects ex- 
ceed that of their prefent kings. As foon 
then as the general dies, his fucceffors and 
courtiers endeavour, with all imaginable 
art, to conceal his death, for the {pace of 
three or four days 5 for fhould it prefently 
be known abroad, it would unavoidably 
put the country, efpecially the chief city of 
Cacho, in great terror and confternation, 
becaufe it has conftantly happened at the 
deceafe of every one of them (this laft ex- 
cepted); that the ftate was difturbed with 
broils, contentions and civil wars, amongft 
the furviving fons and brethren, who ftrive 
for fuperiority ; wherefore it isno marvel, 
if in this cafe the people are affeéted with 
their contention. 

The firft thing they do to their dead 
general is, to wath his body, and to put 
him on feven of his beft coats, and to pre- 
fent him with viétuals, with which he is 
ferved in the beft manner poffible. Then 
his fucceffor, and all the princes and prin- 
cefles of the blood come to lament his 
departure, proftrating themfelves five times 
before him, weeping aloud, asking him 
Why he would leave them, and what he 
wanted, &c. After them the Mandareens, 
moft in favour, are permitted to perform 
their duty, but their ceremony of condo- 
lence is to be returned them again, by the 
prince fucceffor and eldeft fon, tho? they 
dare not to receive it. Except thofe per 
fons, none are permitted to have a fight of 


thofe related afar off 
cannot have this honour. After which ce- 
remony they put into his mouth fmall pieces 
of gold, filver, and feed pearl. The corpfe 
is laid ina ftately coffin, lacker’d over very 
thick, and of excellent wood 5 at the bot- 
tom of which they ftrew powder of rice 
and carvances, to prevent any noifome 
fimell, over which they fpread fine quiles 
and carpets. The corpfe thus ferved, is 
placed in another room, where lamps and 
candles are continually kept burning ; thi- 
ther all his children, wives, and neareft 
kindred, repair three times a day, when the 
deceafed is prefented with victuals, in 
the morning, between five and fix o’clock, 
twelve at noon, and five in the evening, and 
they pay their adoration tohim. ‘This con- 
tinues allthe time he is above ground. 
There is no fuch thing as embalming the 
body to lie in ftate fixty-five days, and 
liberty for the people to come and fee 
him, as our author pretends; neither do 
the bonfésand poor partake of the victuals 
fet before him 5 nor docs the provincial go- 
vernor receive any order from court how 
long the country is to mourn, fince their 
cuftom direéts them therein fufficiently, 
without fuch particular provifions, ‘The 
whole country is oblig’d to mourn, as well 
for the general as king, the {pace of twenty- 
four days; the prince fucceffor three years 
and three months, his other children and 
wives three years; the other near relations 
one years and thofe further off, fome five 
and others but three months; but all the 
great mandareens three years, equal with the 
children.

The Defcription 


Tcannot imagine in what part of the pa- 
lace thofe towers, he fpeaks of, ftood, or 
what became of thofe bells that never left 
tolling, from the general’s expiring to the 
bringing of the corp{t into the galley, fince 
they were filent at the laftfuneral pomp of 
the general in 1683. 

When the needful preparations are ready, 
then the gallies appointed to tranfport and 
accompany the body, wait near the arfenal, 
which is notdiftant two days journey, as he 
fays, fom the palace, but only fomething 
lefs than half an hour, whither the corpfe is 
conducted in the following manner. 

Several companies of foldiers, all in 
black, with their arms, being led by their 
refpective captains, or mandareens, bring 
up the van of this funeral pomp, marching 
on gtavely and filently then follow two 
fellows of gigantick ftature, carrying a 
kind of partilans, with targets in their 
hands, and a mask or vizard on their 
face, to feare the devil, and open the way 
for the hearfe to pafss next come the 
muticians with their drums, hautboys, cop- 
per bafons, &¢. playing their mournful 
tunes, which really are very doleful. Next 
is carried the funeral elogium and titles, 
which are more illuftrious than what he had 
in his life time ; and he is ftiled, The incom- 
parable greatnefs, moft precious, and noble 
father of his country, of mott fplendid 
fame, and the like; all which is embroi- 
der'd in golden charaéters, on a piece of fine 
fearlet, or crimfon damask, which is fix’d 
ona frame of two or three fathom high, and 
almoit one fathom wide, and erected on a 
pedeftal, and carried on the fhoulders of 
twenty or thirty foldiers of the life-guard. 

‘After this their idol, or pagoda, takes 
place, carried in a fmall gilded houfe, but 
with great reverence; then the two pen- 
nants, follow’d by the maufoleum or ftate 
cabbin, richly gilded, and curioufly carved, 
wherein is the general’s corpfe. The faid 
maufoleum doth not ftand ina chariot, nor 
is it drawn by eight flags, trained to that 
fervice, and led by fo many captains of the 
life-guard, asrelated by our author (for ic 
is a rare thing to fee either deer or ftag in 
this country); but it is carried on the 
fhoulders of a hundred, or a hundred and 
fifty foldiers, in good order and great filence, 
with many fans and umbrelloes round about 
it, as well to fhade it, as for ftate. 

Jult behind the hearfe comes the eldeft 
fon and fucceffor, with his brothers, all clad 
with coats made of refufe filk, not unlike our 
fackcloth, of a brown colour, tied with 
cords to their bodies; their caps are of the 
fame, and faftned in like manners they all 
have flicks in their hands, and only the 

eldeft has ftraw thoes. Thefe are imme- 
diately follow’d by the deceafed’s. wives, 


concubines, and daughters, under a curtain, 
or pavillion, of whitecallicoc, very coarfe, 
their garb of the fame ftuff, howling and 
lamenting, Behind chefe come the fervants 
of the inner court, both damfelsand young 
capadoes; as the front, fo the rear and 
flanks are guarded by armed foldiers, under 
their feveral commanders, fo that in this 
funeral pomp neither elephants, horfes, nor 
chariots, appear, ashe relates, unlefs thofe 
of paper and painted wood, whereof great 
quantities accompany the interrment, to be 
burnt at the grave. 

Being arrived at the gallies, in one of 
them, which is all black, lacker’d plain, 
and without any ornament of carv’d and 
gilded work, the corpfeis placed 5 the reft 
Of the gallies that attend the folemnivy are 
but ordinary, fifty or fixty in number: 
Thus they fet forth from Cacho for Tingeva, 
the aldea and birth-place of his anceftors, a 
journey of five or fix days at leaft, as they 
make its for the galley the corpfe isin, is 
towed leifurely, by five or fix others, and 
muft ufe neither oars, nor make the leatt 
noife by drums or mufick, for fear of difturb- 
ing the dead. ‘The other gallies are alfo to 
keep as much filence as may be. By the 
way they ftop at certain places, in each pro- 
vince, appropriated by the faid governors 
for which fervice they prepare 
large provifions of cows, buffaloes, hogs, 
&c. The new general, however, very 
often ftays ac home, and feldom permits 
any of his brothers to go, for fear of plots 
and innovation, but his fifters are com- 
manded to attend the funeral. The order- 
ing the whole folemnity is intrufted to the 
care and conduct of fome great favourite. 

When they arrive ac the intended aldea, 
there is more than a little todo with their 
obfequies and ceremonies, according to 
their rites: the particular place where he is 
buried few know precifely, and thofe are 
fworn to fecrecys and chis not for fear of 
lofing the treafure that is interred with him, 
as M. Taverniere fancies, (for there isnone 
bue what is put into their mouths, as I 
mention’d before) but out of fuperftitious 
motives, as well as ftate-jealoufy 5 for, as 
they believe, they thall be happy and great 
if they meet with a good fayourable fepul- 
chre for their relations; fo the general is 
always fearful that the place where his 
predeceffor refts being known to their ene- 
mies, it would depend on their malicious 
power to ruin his family, only by taking 
out hisanceftor’s bones, and interring thofe 
of their own family in their place. Indeed 
we have many examples in this country of 
fuch fools, as thought to make way for their 
exaltation, by thus tranfplacing the bones of 
the dead men; but asmanyas haveattempted 
it have fuffer’d for their foolith prefumption.

‘As to thofe lords and ladies that, accord- 
ing to him, will needs be buried alive with 


monkeys, and what other wild creatures Baron: 
they can get, are brought thither from far W~Y 


the king or general; itisa thing fo contrary 
ro their cuftoms, as well as repugnant to 
their natures, that I verily believe, if they 
thought wehad fuch an opinion of them, they 
would-treat us as brutes and favages. Nor 
do I know of any city andits fair caftle, in 
the whole kingdom of Tongueene, that is 
called Bedligo; but indeed thofe banks of the 
river, oppolite to the city of Cacho, are call’d 
Bode; but, however, there is neither king’s 
houfe, palace, or caftle, on or near the fame, 

But it remains to fpeak fomething of their 
third annual facrifices and feaft, for the 
defunét general, which happens about three 
months before the mourning expires. The 
celebration whereof extends not only to his 
family, but all the mandareens that hold 
any office muft appear at this grand folem- 
nity, to pay their offering, intoken of their 
gratitude to their deceafed benefaétor and 
common father. 

The manner is thus: Juft before the 
arfenal, on the fandy ifland, there are builc 
of bamboos and flight timber, many large 
and fpacious houfes, after the manner of 
their palaces, with wide yards and open 
courts, wrought moft curioufly with basket 
work, &c, The apartments thereof, efpe- 
cially that where the altar ftands, are richly 
hanged with gold and filver cloth; the 
poftsand ftands are either covered with the 
fame, or with fine fcarlet or other European. 
manufaétures ; the roof is canopy'd. with 
filk damask, and the floor is covered with 
mats and carpets. The altar itfelf is moft 
curioufly carved, lacker’d, and {plendidly 
daub’d with gold, to profufion of coft, la- 
bour, and diligence. And as this is the 
general and his families fhare, fo the man- 
dareens of quality, according to their abi- 
lities, ftrive to out-do each other in their 
funeral piles, as I may call them, which 
are placed round about the former work, in 
good order, and at an equal diftance and 
height, and of a like fafhion, either four, fix, 
or eight feet fquare, about fifteen or twenty 
feet diameter, refembling much our large 
Janterns, open on all fides, with fhutters 
within the banifters and rails, very neatly 
fet forth with rich, painted, carved, and 
lacker’d work ; and hangings of coftly 
filks and good pieces of broad cloth; the 
ftrudure itfelf of flight timber and boards : 
The great mandareens each build two of 
thefe ; the others one apiece ; fo that this 
barren place is covered in lefs then the fpace 
of fifteen days, with all this finery, which 
makes it refemble another city, or an Antio- 
chian-like camp: in which interim the 
whole country flocks thither to fee this 
soodly and pompous ereétion ; and many: 
f auee Bais as tygers, bears, baboons, 
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places; for which they have been fome- 
times diligently fecking, perhaps days and 
years. From all which the people (who 
gather together in fuch prodigious crowds, 
asgive a great idea of the populoufnels. of 
the country) take occafion to admire. the 
general’s grandeur and love to his deceafed 
father. But for about three days before the 
time prefix’d for this ficrifice, no fpeétators 
are fo much as toapproach this place, be- 
caufe then they are bufy’d in fetting the 
image of the defunét before the altar, richly 
habited with many coats ; and to ferve it 
with viétuals; and to prefent him with 
amber, pearl, and coral necklaces, gold 
and filver tankards, cups, bafons, tables; 
and, in fhort, with all the finery and toys 
thathe delighted in, and made ufe of in his 
life-time; and at the fame inftant they erect, 
in the court-yard, where'this altar ftands, 
amachine; in the making whereof they had 
before employ'd five or fix months, under 
the direétion and overfight of three or four 
great mandarcens, refembling fomewhat 
the maufoleum, which M. Taveriiere de- 
feribes; which they call Anja Tangh. It 
is about three or four ftories, or forty feet 
high, and about thirty feet long, and 
twenty broad, made of thin boards and 
flight timber, to be light and portable ; 
and the different parts of it are fo contriv’d 
as to take off and on; the undermoft part 
ftands on four wheels, whereon the reft are 
placed, one by one, by means and help of 
fuch inftruments and engines as our carpen- 
tersufe to mount their heavy timber. The 
pageant, or fabrick itfelf, is mighty neat, 
handfome, and glorious, adorn’d with 
carved, gilded, painted, and lacker’d work, 
asrich and coftly as poffible can be made 
of that kind, with many pretty little in- 
ventions of galleries, balconies, windows, 
doors, porches, Ge. to adorn it the more. 
On this magnificent throne is placed another 
image of the dead general, in rich cloaths, 
which isafterwards burnt with the reft. 

Matters being brought to this order, the 
general and his family repair thither carly 
in the morning of the laft three fore-men- 
tioned days, the ways being lin’d with fol- 
diers, and he attended by his life-guard, 
follow’d by Mandarcens and grandces, 
where moft of the day is {pent in tears, 
mourning and lamentations, fombeys, facri- 
fices and offerings for his father; but, in 
the evening, the offered viands and other 
victims are divided amongft the affiftants 
and foldiers. 

Of the wild and favage creatures, fome 
are drowned, to fend their ghofts to the 
deceafed prince, to be at his devotion in 
the other world, and others are given away,

nefs. About three hours after mid-night 
fire is fet to all this finery, the general, Ge, 


Baron. About ten o’clock, an infinite number of 
Am images of all forts of fowls, horfes and 


elephants in paper-work, &c. are burnt in 
the open court, jutt before the machine or 
maufoleum, where likewife the general, 
with his relations and Mandareens, fom- 
beys to the image of his predeceffor therein 5 
their magicians, Thay, Phow, Thee, all 
the while finging, reading, jumping, and 
playing fo many antick tricks, and making 
fuch terrible poftures, as would feare fome, 
and perfwade others, they were either really 
demoniacal, or at leaft poffeffed with mad- 


retiring, taking along with him the pearls, 
anes gold Sin lik ds cas Saas 
altar (which are referved for the fervice of 
the defunét, in a peculiar place of his palace). 
The Mandareens alfo fend to their houfes 
again whatfoever gold, filver, &c. they 
brought thither, leaving the reft to be 
confumed by the flames and its afhes the 
wind featters where it pleafes, fo thac but 
very little, if any, comes where it was 
defigned.

Of the fos, idols, wor 


[Piste 15.) Ke HO? there are many feéts amongft 


this people, yet only two are chiclly 
followed. The firftis that of Congfiutw, as 
the Chinefécall him, (the Tongueenefe, Ong- 
Congtu, and the Europeans, Confucius) the 
ancienteft of the Ching philofophers. This 
man they efteemed holy ; and, for wifdom, 
he is reputed not only amongtt them and the 
Chinsfi, bur the Fapane/e too, the Solomon 
of ail mortals: Without fome proficiency 
in whofe learning, none can attain any de- 
gree in their civil government, or beany- 
ways allow'd to know matters of impor- 
tance; tho” the truth thereof, and very 
quinteffence of his doétrine, is nothing elfe 
but what we call moral philofophy, and 
confifts in the following pofition, “ That 
«every one ought to know and’ perfect 
& himéelf, and then, by his good and vir- 
“ tuous example, bring others to the fame 
« degree of goodnefs, fo as they joyntly 
«may attain the fupreme good; that it 
& jg therefore neceflary to apply themfelves 
«to the ftudy of philofophy, without 
« which none can have a proper infight or 
« infpedtion of things, and be able to know 
© what is to be followed or avoided, nor 
rettify their defires according to reafon; ” 
with other the like precepts, wherein con- 
fifts the Chine/e doctrine and wifdom. 

But his difciples, building on his prin- 
ciples, have extracted therefrom many rules 
and precepts, which foon after became the 
main fubject of their fuperftition and reli- 
gion. They acknowledge one fupreme 
deity, and that all terreftrial things are 
direéted, governed and preferved by him: 
that the world was eternal, without either 
beginning or creator. They reject the wor- 
fhip of images; they vencrate and pay a 
kind of adoration to fpirits. They expeét 
reward for good deeds, and punifhment 
for evil. They believe, in a manner, the 
immortality of the foul, and pray for the 
deceafed. Some of them alfo believe, that 


ip, Juperflition, and pagodas or temples of the Tonqueencte, 


the fouls of the juft live after feparation 
from the body 5 and that the fouls of the 
wicked perifh affoon as they leave the body. 
They teach, that the air is full of malig- 
nant fpirits, which is their dwelling place 5 
and that thofe fpirits are continually at va~ 
riance with the living. They particularly 
recommend to their pupils, to honour their’ 
deceafed friends and parents ; and do much 
concern themfelves in performing certain 
ceremonies thereunto belonging, as I have 
mentioned already ; and hold feveral other 
things very rational, and, in my opinion, 
in many things nothing at all inferior to 
either the ancient Greeks or Romans. Nei- 
ther muft we think, that the wifer and better 
fort amongft them are fo fhallow-brained, 
as to believe the dead ftand in need of 
vigtuals, and that therefore they are fo fer- 
ved, as I have mentioned in its due place 5 
no, they know better, and tell us, they do 
it for no other reafon, than to demonttrate 
their love and refpect to their deceafed pa- 
rents; and withal to teach their own chil- 
dren and friends thereby, how to honour 
them when they fhall be no more. 

However, the vulgar fort, and thofé thar 
carry their judgment in their eyes, credie 
that as well as many other impertinent im- 
poflibilities of their fuperitition. Infine, tho? 
this fe& hath no pagodas eredted, nor par- 
ticular place appointed to worthip the king, 
of heaven in, or priefts to preach and pro- 
pagate the faid doétrine, nor a due form 
commanded or obferved, but it is left to 
every one’s diferetion to do as he pleafes in 
thefe refpeéts, fo as he gives thereby no 
feandal, yet it has their kings, princes, 
grandees, and the learned men of the king~ 
dom for its followers. 

Tn former days, the king ofthe land might 
only facrifice to the king of heavens but, 
fince the general has ufurped the royal 
power, he has affumed this fovereign prero- 
gative, and performs the faid ceremony in 

his 
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ordered direétly, that'the (aid fea thould Baron: 
be publickly taught throughout all his do- \W~ 
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his palace himfelf, in cafe of publick cala- 
mity, as want of rain, famine, great mor- =p 
minions, 


tality, &¢. befalling the kingdom, which 
no other may do, on peril of their lives. 

The fecond feét is called Boot, which 
fignifies the worthip of idols or images, and 
is generally followed by the ignorant, vulgar 
and fimple fort of people, and more efpe- 
cially the women and capadoes, the moft 
conftant adherers thereunto. “Their tenets 
are, toworfhip images devoutly, to believe 
tranfmigration. ‘They offer to. the devil, 
that he may not hurtthem. They believe 
a certain deity coming from three united 
gods. They impofe a cloyiter and retired 
life, and think their works can be merito- 
rious, and that the wicked fuffer torments to- 
gether; with many foolifh fuperftitious nice- 
tes, too idle to repeat: however, they have 
no prieft, any more than the former feét, 
to preach and propagate their doétrine; all 
they have, are their Sayes, or Bonzes, as 
M. Tavernier calls them (which, by mi- 
ftake, he terms priefts) which are a kind 
of friers or monks. They have fome nuns 
alfo, whofe dwellingsare about, and fome- 
times in their pagodas, who moft com- 
monly are invited to celebrate their funerals 
with their drams, trumpets, and other mu- 
fick: they fubfitt for the moft pare by alms, 
andthe charity of the people. In brief, this 
is that fect that has {pread its fopperies and 
impertinences very far s and, inetfect, with 
its fchifm and impofture, has overfpread, 
in part or whole, moft of the eaftern coun- 
tries, as this of Tougueen, China, Fapan, 
Correa, Formofa, Cambodia, Siam, the Gen- 
tues of coalt Cormandel and Bengal, Ceylon, 
Indofthan, Sc. From one of thefe two latt 
ae it was firft brought into China, onthe 
following, oceafion. 

One of the Chinelé emperors coming to 
the knowlege of a famous law that was 
taught in the weft, which was vey effica- 
cious for inftruéting and conduéting man- 
kind to wifdom and virtue, and that the 
dostors and expounders thereof were perfons 
extremely celebrated for their exemplary 
lives, and ftupendous and miraculous 
actions, &¥c. he therefore difpatched feveral 
fages to find out this law, and bring it to 
China. Thefe ambaffadors, after they had 
travelled, or rather erred, to and fro the 
fpace of almoft three years, arrived either 
in Indothan or Mallabar; ‘where finding, 
this fect of Boots very rife, and of mighty 
veneration, and being deceived by the devil, 
and weary of travelling any further, they 
thought they had found what they fought 
for; and fo, without more ado, they gor 
feventy-two books of thofe falfe tales, of the 
natives, with fome able interpreters, and 
returned to China, where the emperor recci- 
ved them moft kindly and joyfully; and 


In which miferable blindnefs they 
have ever fince continued, 

J cannot help making an obfervation in 
this place, for the honour of the chriftian 
religion ; and that is, that, in all appear- 
ance, this new law which the Chinefé empe- 
ror at that time had heard of, could be no 
other than the firit promulgation of the 
gofpel in and about ‘fidea ; and its being 
then preached to Yews as well as gentiles, 
by the holy apoftles, which was attended 
with fo many miracles, that ic was no won- 
der the fame thereof fhould extend to the 
remoteft regions, and reach the ears of the 
Chine emperor: and this is ftill the more 
probable, becaufé, by the neareft calcula 
tion that can be made, the time which the 
emperor of China is recorded to have heard 
of the publication of this new doétrine, 
agrees punétually with that of the appear 
ance of our Saviour, and the preaching of 
the apoitles. And had the fages fent by 
that emperor, proceeded as they. ought, 
hot only the great empire of China, but 
all the vaft territories adjacent, that now 
lic immers’d in paganifn, and the dregs 
Of fuperftition, might have been converted, 
and brought to the glorious light of chrifti- 
anity. 

Some other feéts, as that of Lanzo, are 
but fenderly followed, as is faid before, 
tho” their iiagicians and necromancers, as 
Thay-Boo, Thay-Boo-Twe, Thay-de-Lie, are 
the’ profeélytes and followers thereof, and 
in great efteem with the princes, and. re- 
pected’ by the vulgar, fo that they are 
Confulted by both in their moft weighty 
occafions; and they receive their opinions 
and falfe predi€tions as very oraclés, believ- 
ing they {peak by divine infpiration, and 
have the fore-knowledge of future. events - 
wherefore it isnot probable, that they were 
Of this fort that were fent to the frontiers 
for foldicrs, as M. Taverniere has it, 

Iknow indeed,that the general rummages 
fometimes a certain fore of vagabonds that 
haunt every corer of the kingdom, pre- 
tending to be conjurers and fortune-tellers, 
cheating and mifleading thereby the fimple 
and ignorant people, and infecting them 
with notions contrary to the belict of the 
fects publickly tolerated. But as the Ton- 
queemeare really very credulous, and ready 
to embrace almoft every new opinion they 
meet withal, fo are they not lefs tenacious 
in retaining any notions which they are in 
pofieffion of, and obferve carefully times 
and feafons, as good and bad; in which 
they will not undertake any voyages or 
journey, nor build houfes, cultivate grounds, 
nor bargain for any thing confiderable; nor 
even will they attempt, on ominous days, 
to 
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Baron. to cure their fick, bury their dead, nor, 
\“V™ inamanner, tranfaé any thing without the 
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pretend to cure it by the noife of drums, 


advice of their foothfayers and blind 
wizards, who are principally divided into 
three claffes, that is, thofe who are followers 
of Thay-Boo, or Thay-Boo-Texe, or Thay- de- 
Lie, and have not the leaft fenfe of their 
being moft grofly cheated and deluded by 
the fallacious pretenfions of thofe impudent 
fellows, who live wholly by felling their 
direétions to them, at exceffive rates, as the 
moft defirable and current merchandize. 
And, fince thefe pretended conjurers are fo 
much obferved and venerated by the deluded 
people, I will defeend to the particular 
fundtions of every one of them, and fpeak 
firlt of Thay-Boo, and his clafs. 

Thefe pretend to declare all fuch future 
events as concern marriages, building of 
houfes, and, in general, pretend to foretell 
the fuccefs of any bufinefs of confequence. 
All that come to him, or thofe of his clafs, 
are kindly ufed for their money, and receive, 
for anfwvers, what is fuppos'd will fatisfy 
them beft, but always fo ambiguous, as 
will bear a double and doubtful interpre- 
tation. The magicians of this tribe are 
generally blind, cither born fo, or come to 
be fo by fome accident or other. Before 
they pronounce their fentence on the pro- 
poled queftion, they take three pieces of 
copper coin, inferibed with charaéters, which 
they throw on the ground feveral times, 
and feel what fide of it falls uppermoft ; 
then prating and mumbling fome ftrange 
kind of words to themfelves, they deliver 
the refult of the conjuration. 

Secondly, Thay-Boo-Twe, to whom they 
refultin all diftempers. This clafs of pre- 
tended magicians have their books, by 
which they pretend to find out the caufe and 
refult of all ficknefS; and never mifs to tell 
the fick party, that his diltemper proceeds 
from the devil, or fome water gods; and 


bafons and trumpets, The conjurer of this 
tribe is habited very antickly, and fings 
very loud, and makes hideous noifes, pro- 
nouncing many execrations and blafphemous 
words, founding continually a fmall bell, 
which he holds in his hand, jumping and 
fkipping as if the devil were really in him ; 
and all this while there is ftore of viétuals 
prepared for an offering to the devil, but 
iviseaten by himfelf: and he will continue 
this {port fometimes for feveral days, till 
the patient be either dead or recovered, and. 
then he can give an anfwer with fome cer- 
tainty. 

It belongs to them to difpoffefs fuch as 
are poflef’d by the devil, which is the ulti- 
mate of their conjuration, and is commonly 
effected after this manner. They curfe, and 
moft impioufly invoke I do not know what 
demon; and they paine the pigures of 
devils, with horrible faces, on yellow paper, 
which is fixed to the wall of the houfe 3. then 
they fall to bauling fo terribly, and feream 
fo loud, dancing and fkipping, as is moft 
ridiculous, fometimes fearful to fee and hear. 
They alfo blefs and confecrate new houfes; 
and if they be fufpeéted to be haunted, they 
drive the devil out of them by their conju- 
ration, and the firing of mufkets, 

Thay-de-Lie’s bufinefs is, to be confalted, 
which are the fitteft places for burial of the 
dead ; fo that the living relations and kin- 
dred may, by this means, be happy and 
fortunate ; and the like follies, 

I will {peak nothing of Ba-Cote, becaufe 
they are only the pretended witches amongit 
the bafer fore. 

‘As for temples and pagodas, fince the 
Tonqueenefe are not very devout, there are 
neither fo many, nor thofe fo fumptuous, 
as have feen in fome of the neighbouring 
countries sand the preceding plate will give 
you a fufficient idea of them.

ERE my ambition of gaining 
renown, and the proud appetite 
of being an applauded author, 
equal to the affection and refpect 
I defervedly bear you, I fhould now cer- 
tainly forbear giving you any account of 
my journey, as has been often defired by 
you, and as freely promifed by me.

them: and I cannot but forefee, that tho” 
they will then be filent out of refpect to 
you, as is ufual for men when they think ill 
to comply with another, yet they will not 
{pare, in another place, to lay me open: 
and one will allege, that my  expreffions 
are barbarous; another, that the ftyle is in- 
fipid; achird, that the matteris trivial s in 
which they will find feveral particulars not 
mentioned in their books. And in fine, 
fome one will fay, if it were his cafe, he 
would write inanother method. But cnough 
of ¢ it fignifies little, provided you are 
pleafed, for { fhall little regard the reft. 
Thus, without any other introduétion, 
I mutt inform you, that I arriv’d yelter- 
day, an hour after night, in this famous 
city 3 I fay famous, on account of what I 
have been cold of its for I fhould be very, 
vain and extravagant, did I, of mylelf, give 
it fo great an epithet, upon fo fhore a reli- 
dence, and that in the dark. Affoon as. I 
had {ecur’d: my baggage in the inn, I went 
away to the theatre of S. Luke, to fee the 
opera call'd Le Teadera Augufta. 1 am no 
great proficient in point of mufick 5 never= 
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thelef& forafmuch as the harmony pleafed 
me well enough, and many who feem’d to 
be competent judges, did not find faule 
with it, I take the liberty to tell you, it 
was goods yet, in my opinion, inferior to 
that I heard there before my departure. Ic 
is reported, that Cortona, the famous finger, 
will not pear upon the tage this year, 
to avoid the difpleafure of the duke of 
Saxony, whom he refufed to go ferv 
What curious reflections I could now make 
upon this fubjeét !

But it is better to lay thofe fwelling waves, 


That this letter may not be too fhort, 
nor any thing omitted towards affording you 
diverfion, it will be proper to give you an 
account of my journey. The roads in the 
province of Abruzzo, being very bad, by 
your advice, I fet out, in a horfe-litter, for 
Chieti. God forgive you! it is much better 
to be expofed to the waves ina little boat; 
befides the intolerable tedioufnefs of iv: for 
tho’ it be bur eight miles, we were almoft 
ftary’d before we got thither, and at laft 
reach’d Capua with thae F. Pio Operario 
whom you fiw after nights and yetit is bue 
fixteen miles from Naples, and the belt 
road in the world. The next morning, 
our litter-man refolving to keep company 
with the Abruzzo carrier, we were oblig’d 
toget up, and fet out very early, and con 
fequently had not time to go two miles out 
of the way, to the village of Si Mary, 
to view the remains of the a: 
once head of all Campania felix, and haughty 
rival of Rome and Carthage. I cannot, in 
truth, but admire forcigners, who negleét 
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Gemeuur to vifit thofe antiquities, and yet are fo 
™ carious to go to Poxzuolo, where perhaps 


Pefears, 


there is lefsremarkable, tho’ many of them 
on purpofe to take notice of fuch trifles. 

Since we are talking of impertinences, 
you muft needs hear fome of mine; and 
therefore I muft inform you, that we had 
not gone many miles from Capua, before 
the horfe-litter overturn’d, and a pan of 
fire my fellow traveller cerry’d, fo very 
tender was he, fell upon me. However, the 
worft of it was, that at night, after cra- 
velling thirty-three miles, fome mountain, 
and fome bog, we found very bad enter- 
tainment, ata dear rate, at the inn of Tu/i- 
verno, not far from Fena/ris a wretched 
dinner the next day at deguaviva, and no 
better lodging that night at Caflel di San- 
£70. 
This place is twenty-feven miles from 
Tuliverno, feared at the foot of a mountain 
whofe top is always covered with fhow. At 
break of day we enter’d upon the plain that 
is five miles over, where, at this time of 
year, fometimes travellers are cither ftarv’d 
with cold, or buried in fnow, and pro- 
ceeded to Sulmona, whence we have the 
celebrated fweetmeats. It is feated in a 
pleafant plain, inclofed with mountains. 
About the dufk of the evening we had 1 
vell’d thirty miles, and took up our 
ters at Popoli. At length, on Wedne/day, 
after eighteen miles riding, Icame to Chic/i, 
now the metropolis of the hither Abruzzo, 
and formerly of the people call’d Mari 
Gini, as you may well remember. Thus 
ended the toil of the horfe-litter, and of the 
prieft’s tendernefs. 

I defign’d to embark at Pefara, for 
Ancona, and, in order to it, fet out thither 
a horfe-back on Thur/day morning, being 
but feven miles diftant, but was difa 
pointed 5 for the fea was boifterous, and fo 
full of foam, that I concluded matter Nep- 
tune had got cold, and goddy Galatea had 
made a buck to wath his handkerchiefs, 
But jefting afide, Pefcara is a fortrefs of 
note, on the Adriatick fea, furnifh’d with 
good cannon, 2 garifon of an hundred and 
twenty Spani/p foot, anda ditch, into which, 
upon occafion, they can bring the river of 
the fame name. The nextday, having no 
other choice, I rode twenty-eight miles 
along the fhore to Giulia nova, a town 
feated on the top of a hill, belonging to 
the dukes of Atri, and ftill fubjeét to them, 
where I was moft courteoufly entertain’d by 
the Capuchin fathers. On Saturday, having 
pafs’d the borders of the kingdom, near 
Affoli, I got to the Grotts by noon; which 
was owing to the good horfes and even 
road, elfe I could not fo eafily have tra- 
vell’d cighteen miles. Here they fhew a 
church ereéted to the honour of S, Lucy, 


in the place where pope Sixtus Quintus was 
born. Some will have it, that Lraacis 
Sforza, who, after the death of his father- 
in-law Philip Vifeonti, came to be duke of 
Venice, was born in this place. I went to 
lie that night at Ferme, thirteen miles 
diflanc. I mounted aboutbreak of day on 
Sunday 5 and, having rode twenty-four 


miles near the fea, came to Lorette, which Loresso, 


is a little above two miles up the land. 
The firft thing I did, was vifiting the holy 
houfe, partly out of devotion, and partly 
out of curiofity to fee a place fo renowned 
and venerable. The chapels on the fides 
of the high altar, the cupola cover’d with 
lead, the fteeple on the left hand of the 
gate, the rich thops on the left hand of the 
fquare, the ftately arches on the right, fup- 
porting the dwellings of the canons, the 
curious fountain in the middle, the noble 
brafs ftatue of Sixtus Quintus, the work of a 
very great matter, and other fuch things, 
render the outfide profpect extraordinary 
beautiful. Within appears af 
church, with three iNes, and beautiful 
chapels, a curious brafs font, the ftandard 
taken from the Turks by king Yobx II. 
of Poland, at the battle of Barkan; and 
a well contriv’d choir on the left, where 
twenty-two canons perform the divine office, 
each of them having at leait two hundred 
crowns a year, That which is properly 
call’d the holy houfe, and, weare inform’d. 
by tradition, ‘was brought by angels from 
as far as Nazareth, ftands under the cupola, 
with an afcent of feven fteps to it, that is, 
four to the high altar of the church, where 
they thew the window at which the angel 
deliver’d to the blefitd virgin, the meflige 
of the redemption of man; and three more 
to the level of the three gates caufed to be 
opened by pope Clement VIL. for the con- 
veniency of pilgrims, ‘This houfe, or rather 
room, confifts of only four brick walls, on 
the infide whereof appear fome ftrokes, and 
almoft indifcernable figns of ancient paint- 
ing: I am apt to believe, they were fo 
adorn’d by the faithful in following ages, 
The length of it isabout thirty-two fpans, 
the breadth fixtcen, and the heighth twenty. 
When the new roof was made to fuftain 
the prodigious number of rich lamps that 
are always burning there, the materials of 
the old roof were put under the floor, and 
part of them applied tomake up the door 
atwhich it is likely the bleffed virgin came 
in and out. The pavementis faid to have 
remain’d at Nazareth: upon what ground 
this is afferted, I knownot; or whether ir 
be only tradition that requires this belief of 
us. The ftatue of our lady is placed in a 
niche over the chimney. It is of wood, 
and, thro” age, of a fort of olive colour. 
Whether it be the work of St. Like, or no, 
is 
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all the images in our parts, which exceed 
three or four centuries, are attributed to 
this holy evangelift ; this we now fpeak of, 
Lam pioufly apt to believe may be one of 
the true ones. After dinner it was requifite 
to procure the governor’s favour, to fee the 
three wooden porringers, which an uninter- 
rupted report brought down to us, fays 
were ufed by the bleifed virgin and her fon 5 
forafmuch as the canon, who had the keep- 
ing of them, had put me off, alleging they 
could not be fhewn after the ewenty-fecond 
hour, and the more for that two Capuchins 
were {weeping the holy houfe, as they daily 
do. Th conclufion, having feen the chim- 
ney, which is behind the altar, and again 
worshipped the holy image, I’ went away 
to fee the treafure, Withoutany hyperbo- 
ical magnifying, Ican teftify it is ineltima- 
ble, for the infinite quantity, variety, beauty 
and value of the church-ftuff, veffels and 
Jewels, fent thither as prefents, by the de- 
votion of feveral emperors, kings, and other 
princes of Jef§ note, Among the reft is a 
veftment, fent by our queen of Spain ; on 
which there are no lefs than four thoufand 
diamonds embroider’d. I will not {peak 
of any more, left I fhould fivell to a book. 

The armory is well ftor’d, and remark- 
able for the curious and ancientarms, which 
were the gift of the Duke of Uriino; as 
alfo for thofe taken from the Turks, who 
were miraculoufly blinded, when they came 
witha defign to plunder chat place. Bac 
cous’s ftorchoufe is much better furnifh’d 
than that of Mars; for there are ufvally 
three hundred casks, of an extraordinary 
magnitude, in fourteen large hir'd vaults, 
of only the wine growing on the vineyards 
that belong tothe holy houfe. They thew 
one of thefe, which contains four hundred 
and thirty barrels, or quarter casks, and 
another buta little fmaller, yet fo contriv’d 
that they drew three forts of wine at the 
fame cock. In hort, they take more care 
of thofé casks than they do in other places 
of Raphael Urbin’s paintings. I would now 
willingly tell you fomething material con= 
cerning the city, but I know not what, for 
in reality there isnothing, and Iam refolv'd 
hot to pick my fingers and wrong my con- 
felence; therefore, without bubbling to no 
purpofe, I will conclude, acquainting you, 
that Loretto is a fmall, but beautiful city, 
and the fuburb it has towards Recaniti is 
alfo very fine. 

Monday the x4th, fetting forward a horfe- 
back, about half way I met with the new 
Cardinal Mellini, returning from being 
Nuncio in Spain and having travell’d ff. 
teen miles, came about fun-fetting to 4n- 
cona, 2 plentiful and wealthy city, by rea- 


fon of its famous port, tho’ moft of the 
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a caftle on the top of the hill, 
of it reaching down and Joining to the city 
walls. The garifon confifts but of thirty= 
five men, and ten more are quarter’d on 
the ravclin of the mole. I know not of 
what ufe thefe would be, were there any 
{prightly fouls in /taly at this time, like the 
Sforzas. Thenextday I went to Senigas 
twenty-four miles diftant. It ftands in a 
plain, the ftreets beautiful and wide, and, 
what is much more confiderable, the inha- 
bitants are wealthy. The port is form’d 
by the river Penna, and capable of none 
but finall veffels. I fet out from thence 
immediately ina poft-calath, that was re~ 
turning to Fano, travelling fifteen miles in rena 
a fhort time, alonga road by the {ea-fide, 
which is moft delightful, compar’d with 
that curfed way from Loretto to Senigaglia. 
Not farfiom the city we pafs over a pav’d 
woorlen bridge of a prodigious length, on 
the Metaurc, a river of no {mall note, 
among both the Latin and Greck poets, as you 
Know better thanI. As to the number of 
Inhabitants, there are about {even thoufand 
in Fano, few more, or lefethan at Senigaglia + 
but confidering the beautiful ftruétures, the 
many noble families, and. the fplendor they 
live in, it is much preferable to the latter. 
The theatre is one of the beautifulleft, and 
moft magnificent in all Zurape, being one 
hundred ‘and fifty fpans in breadth, and 
four hundred and fifty inlength, two thirds 
whereof are taken up by the ftage, which 
has curious fcenes and artificial machin: 
There are no lefs than five ranks of boxes, 
cach containing twenty-two, and all neatly 
painted. Above this theatre is the prifon 
of St. Martin. The caftle has no garifon 
at all ; and perhaps on this pretence, every 
peafant, paying fifteen Bayonos, which is 
fomewhat better than nine-pence, has leave 
towear arms, that is, fword, dagger, and 
piftols. But the fame being ufed through- 
out all the province, Tam willing to believe, 
as the beft interpretation, that the govern 
ing prelates fufler themfelves to be led away, 
by the good opinion conceiv’d of the peo- 
ple of Marca a} Ancona, who for the moft 
part are mere gulls, and would not hurt a 
worm. Provilions are every where cheap 
and extraordinary good, efpecially fith. 

The next day I firlt travell’d five miles, 
to Pefaro thence ten to Cattolica, and Jaftly 
fixteen to Rimini, where I lay.  Pefaroisa Pefard; 
large city, of fixteen thoufand inhabitants, 
mott of them rich, efpecially the Fews, the 
country being very fruitful ; Lobferved, that 
at this time of the year there were colly- 
flowers as plenty, and perhaps more fo, than 
we ufe to haye at Naples. In the great 
fquare is the palace of the Gonfalonier, or 
chief magiftrate of the city, and that where 
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the legate ufes to refide, being at prefent

tain, anda noble brafs ftatue, ereéted in 
honour of Pope Urban the eighth. ‘The 
callle is guarded by only twelve foldiers. If 
any attempt fhould be made, there is little 
confidence tobe repos’d in chofe few Swi/s 
belonging to the cardinal. Some years ago 
here was a port made by art, with the water 
of the river; burat prefent there is no way 
into it. Without the city are fome very 
curious gardens, belonging to the great 
Duke of Tu/éany, and to the lords of Mofea. 

Gattolica is the laft town in the territory of 
Marca di Ancona, and is {aid to be fo call’d, 
becaufe there the Catbulicks parted from the 
Arians, who were going to the council of 
Rimini, and of this, befides Cardinal Baro- 
nius, an infcription fet up in the midft of the 
town, isan undeniable teftimony. I cannot 
give you any better account of it, but that 
itis thinly inhabited, and poor, tho’ feated 
ava fimail diftance from the fea; and now 
the women walk along the thore picking up 
thofe bits of wood, the ddriatick throws up. 
Rimini {ands upon the coatt, and its port is 
made by the river, that runsclofe by. ‘The 
inhabitants, as I wastold, areabout twelve 
thoufand. Inthe great {quare, or market 
is the place, where they fay St. Anthony 
miraculoufly made the afs adore the bleffed 
facrament; and ata fmall diftance where 
the fifhes came to hear him preach. In an- 
other fquareis a brafs flatue of PopeUrban 
the eighth, the governor’s palace, and other 
things of lefsnote, which I omit, asknow- 
ing you will not care to read them. 

T travell’d fifteen miles after dinner from 
Rimini to Cefenatico, a {mall caftle, inhabited 
by fithermen, where Ilay. Here isa canal, 
which ferves inftead of a port for fmall vef- 
fels. I fet out about break of day, and 
made choice of the Ravenna road, to go to 
Bologna, becaufe the way by Cefina and 
Forliwas fo deep, and full of loughs, that 
none would hire me horfes to ride it, for 
fear they fhould fail in the middle of the 
journey. On this fide the river Savi there 
is nothing but thick and tall pine trees, 
forming green and delightful woods; yet 
not fo delightful, but that the thick fogs, 
rifing from the marfhes and the falepits of 
the city Cerva, almoft continually keep 
the fun beams off them. For my part, I 
am of opinion, that the poets might, with- 
out much wrong to it, have call’d this 
the land of the Cimmerians, the court of 
the god of fleep, and even Pluto's anti- 
chamber. 

I travell’d twenty miles, and enter’d Ra- 
venna at noon. To deal ingenuowfly, we 
feldom can come near the point, when we 
endeavour to form to ourfelves an idea of 
a city from what we read in books, It is 


true, the compaf of the walls is large; bu 
inftead of houfes it is all full of orchards; 
gardens, and farms, with fome few remains 
Of antient ftru@ures feacter’d among them; 
and in reality it requires much force of ima= 
gination, to perfuade one’s-felf, that it was 
the feat or refidence of the exarchs, or 
vicars to the Grek emperors in Italy, for the 
full fpace of one hundred eighty three years, 
and that fo many notable things have been 
done init, as we find in our hiltories. ‘The 
beft to be feen there are the churches, either 
in refpeét of their venerable antiquity, or 
the beauty of the ftruétures. In that of 
Santa Maria in Portico, they thew’ me 
twojars, or pitchers, of weighty porphyry 
ftone, affirming they were fome of thofe, 
in which our Saviour converted the water 
into wine, at the wedding of Cana, in 
Galilee. Many more are Thewn in other 
Parts of Italy; which oblige us to own 
ourfelves much beholden to our anceftors, 
who took care to bring over fuch precious 
rarities from the holy land. Over the high 
altar of the church of the Holy Ghoft they 
shew a little window ; ac which they confi- 
dently affert the Holy Ghoft has come in, 
at leait eleven times, in the fhape of a 
dove, to chufe as many bifhops, alighting 
on a ftone, which is alfo preferved there. 
What can be faid beyond this? In the 
church of St, Benedif# are to be feen the 
tombs of the Gotbi/b kings, excepting that 
of Theadoricus. Heis faid to be bury’d in his 
‘own palace, where now is the monaltery of 
Apollinaris, tho’ it was fome time in the 
round church, under that very ftone which 
his daughter Amalifunta made ule of, to 
cover a cupola. ‘The antient port where 
the Roman Praetorian navy was wont to be 
laid up, isnot now in a condition to ferve. 
Innocent the tenth, caufed a canal of three 
miles in length tobe cut, which brings up 
fmall barks, to carry goods into the city. 
Inthe fquare, ormarket, which is not very 
fpacious, ftands the ftatues of two faints, 
their proteétors, on two pillars; and not 
far from them another of brafs, reprefent- 
ing Pope dlexander the feventh, ‘The brats 
ftatues I have hitherto mention’d, put me 
feveral times in mind of the antient gran- 
deur of Romes and again made me reflect 
on the infinite number of ftatues and co- 
lofflus’s, the cities fubjeét to the empire, 
did in its lourifhing days doubtlef$ ereét in 
honour of the emperors, 

T perceive this letter now begins to grow 
tedious, and to tire your Patience; but 
what remedy ? I am now engag’d in writing 
my journal, and more loth to leave i 
perfect, than to write on; and therefore 
when you have once begun to read, it will be 
proper tohold on, till you come to the end. 
You will tell me, The argument does noz 
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hold ; and T fay, You may make it hold, by 
reading on; and the reward of your trouble 
will be the fatisfaction of knowing my pro- 
ceedings, which isno matter to be flighted. 
T fet out from Ravenna about three in the 
afternoon, on horfeback, and made fuch 
good ule of my fpurs, that I got to Faenza 
an hour after night tell, having rode twenty 
miles, and along the road faw the {prouting 
vines winding about the tall poplars, juit 
as we generally {ee them in the province of 
Terra di Lavoro. The city feem’d to me 
as big as Fax. ‘The gate Tencer’d at was 
between two towers, ftanding on the bridge, 
which joins the city to the other bank of 
the river. Rifing very early, the next 
morning, I rode five miles to Caftet Bolog- 
nefe, and thence as far to Imola, a beautitul 
large city; whence F went twenty miles 
further by the Poft, along a dirty road, to 
Bobgna, ad gov in by day-light. I will 
not here enlarge, or let my tongue run to 
extol the plenty of this city, preferring ic 
before Naples, as perhaps another would 
do, and Iam well enough inclin’d to it; 
but, without making comparifons, which 
are odious, F mutt tell you, it very well 
deferves the epithet of La Graff, the fat; 
for to deal fineerely here is living in clover, 
and any man may indulge himfelf in eata- 
bles. Do but confider what it muft have 
been — Troe dum regna manebant, when 
in its fourifhing days. As for the ftruétures 
of note, the firft place, in my opinion is 
due to that they call La Torre Torta, that 
is, the crooked tower, nothing inferior for 
workmanfhip, to that of Pie, and the 
other nam’d Degli Afinelli, of the affes, 
which tho’ not fo well adorn’d, is not only 
asmuch, but even more to beadmir’d, for 
its excraordinary and prodigious height. In 
the next place are obfervable, the cardinal 
legate’s palace, fome others of noble citi- 
zens, anda few churches, that is, the Duo- 
mo, or cathedral, nov yet finifh’d, that of 
the facrament, where the body of St. Ca- 
therine {till remains entire 5 that of Se. Domi- 
nick, in the right-hand if_le whereof’ hangs 
acrocodile ; thatof St. Petronins, remark- 
able for its magnificent high altar, and the 
pyramid ereéted on four columns, and reach- 
ing tothe roof; and that of St.Stepben, or the 
feven churches, rich in miraculous and’ moft 
Precious relicks. Next, the greateft and 
moft {tately monaftery is that of St. Michael 
of the fathers of mount Olivet. Ic is built 
in the form of a femicircle, on a hill that 
over-looks the whole city, fo. tharno place 
in all the country round about affords a 
finer profpeét. In fhort, all’ the buildings 
are imbellifi’d with curious vaults and 
arches, by help whereof a manimay walle 
two or three miles dry, in. {pight of all 
proud) Funo's malice. “The publick {chaols 
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arealfo a noble ftructure, The arches about Genency. 


their courtare fupported by good columns, 
and the church which ftands oppofite to the 
entrance, is adorn’d with excellent piétures. 
The profeffors of civil and canon law, ufe 
to divert themfelves in a room on the left 
hand, till the hour of reading comes ; and 
in another on the right the profeflors of 
other feiences, They are in all feventy- 
three, the two chief whereof havea fulary 
of three thoufand /talian pounds, which isfix 
hundred Roman crowns ; the others lefs and 
lefS, according to their profeffions and feni- 
ority, fo that the lowelt have but forty du- 
catoons a year. About the upper arches, are 
the fchools orderly difpos’d, in which there 
is not a handful of the wall without fome 
infeription, or memorial, in marble, paint- 
ing, orgilt plaiiter work, ferving to tra 
mit to pofterity the names of the cardinal 
proteétors, of profeftors, and even ot {cho- 
Jars. Wouldto God they couldallas eafily 
obtain the perfeétion of what they ftudy! 
The hall for anatomy is alfo nobly adorn’d 
with ftatues, in the nature of a theatre. In 
thefe {chools they read four hours before din- 
ner, and as many after, according to the 
order fet down in the lift of the proféftors. 
In other refpects Balzgna pleafes me wells 
for it has near ninety thoufand inhabitants, 
all of a good and pleafint difpofition. The 
women wear fome ftraw hats. They are 
not fo referv’d cither in church, or elfe- 
where, as the Neapolitans, who turn away 
their fnouts wherefoever they fee a man; in 
fhort, they are not over-nice in point of 
conyerfation, and thofe of quality are fome- 
what more pere than is decent, and never 
give over chatting and prating when the 
fubjeét pleafes them 5 but their language is 
fo fhort and affected, that a ftranger can- 
not forbear laughing at them. I faw the 
opera call’, The coronation of Darius, atthe 
theatre of the Mu és, and it prov’d in- 
different good ; yet I thought it much infe- 
rior to ours, both for mufick, finging, and 
feen The other company, call’d de For- 
, reprefenced Funins Brutus; bur Thad 
ic before my departure. This 
isall the account Ican give you of Bolugna. 
Thad liketo have forgot, that the cuftom is 
here, when they bury batchelors, to put a 
flower into their hands, as it were to reward 
their conftancy, which never yielded to wo- 
man. I fhould approve of the practice, if 
every batchelor never had any thing to do 
with women ; but the innocence of our fore- 
fathers is not to be found in our days; and 
even boys will be thoughe cack-fparrows, 
Tuefday the 22d, I went into a cover’d 
boat, with thecommon polt for Venice, at 
three in: the afternoon, if I miftake not, 
and having run cwenty miles upon an arma 
of the giver Reno, came about break of 
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a place inhabited by 
where removing into 
fach another boat I went twenty miles far- 
ther, onacanal of ftanding water, to Fer- 
rara. This city is not very wholfome by 
reafon of its flat fituation, and the water 
running round in the ditch, and therefore, 
tho’ the compals of its walls be one half 
greater than that of Bolegna, yet it contains 
not above twenty thoufand inhabitants, In 
the fquare, or market place, ftands a brafs 
ftatuc on horfeback, reprefenting that duke 
Borgia, who faid, he would be Ce/ar or no- 
thing ; and another of the marquels Leoneli,

ight pafling away, whatin fleep, 
and what in thinking of fuch a ftrange 
phofis, we found we had run thirty- 
three hours before day. ‘Then 
taking up my {mall baggage, as the gipfies 
Jo, I'went into another boaton the river 
lige and running along, in fight of good 
» for the fpace of twenty-feven miles, 
about wo in the alter- 
noon. This city is inhabited by, about 
twelve thoufand people, moft of them 
fifhermen and gardeners; nor does its fitua- 
tion. deferve ‘better, for it ftands in a 
marfhy plain, and the water ofa great canal 
Tunning quite round, makes the air unfit 


for lungs that are any thing tender. It is 
beholden for this to the river Adige, from 
which they go to it over two long wooden 
bridges. We held on our courle hence, 
along a piece of land well defended with 
piles againft the violence of the fea; and 
having, in our way, had fight of Palefrina, 
five miles diftant from Chiozza, came thro? 
feveral canals and roundings, into the neigh- 
bourhood of Malamocco, a handfome city 
enough, and of good trade. Here were 
twenty-fix merchant fhips, of feveral nations, 
kept off by the thoals from going up to 
Venices and, among the reft, an Englifb 
veflel, which celebrated its captain’s obfe- 
quies with much firing of cannon. In fhort, 
as was fiid above, I landed an hour after 
night in this city, after nine miles run on 
the water. But now perhaps you'll believe 
I was tir’d with my voyage, a3, beyond all 
controverfy, you are with my letter. Quite 
contrary! there went with us a certain 
tippler, fo very comical, efpecially when 
the wine was got into his head, that he 
could not poffibly fpeak three words to the 
leaft purpofe. Sometimes not knowing 
whether he was in the world in the moon, or 
in anoven, he fell to holding forth, making 
fuch curious fpecches, fo full of barbarifms 
andinfipid babbling, that no learned men 
could poffibly, with ever fo much are, have 
pat them together; and compar’d with 
him, our Auilins would have pafi'd for a 
Demofthenes. To complete our entertain- 
ment, we were honour’d with the conver- 
farion of two damfels of Romagna,

Who bad brought many a man to a morfil 
of breads yet 1 could not forbear withing 
them their hearts full of fuch goods. Now 
indeed I have no more to write, and the pen 
is ready to drop from my weary fingers, and 
therefore Tintreat you, if you are not quite 
tir’d with this long tale, to falute all friends 
in my name, every one in particular, without 
my, making an exaét catalogue of them, 
whilft, expeéting your commands, Iremain, 
with all refpeét, &. 
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Of the greatnefs of Venice, the carnival, the nobility, theatres, &c, 


RAY, Sir, obferve how punétual I 

am in keeping my word, fince I rather 
chufe to be troublefome, than to omit 
acquainting you with all I daily happen 
to fee or hear. I perfuade mytelf, that if 
you have not readall that epiftle, or rather 
the long ftory I fent you four days ago, you

have at leaft caft an eye upon the top of it, 
and confequently are inform?d, that lam in 
Venice, and, if you pleaie, you may add, 
in perfeét health, and found asa roach, at 
your command, which is the main point. 
‘As God thall fave you, lay afide your gra- 
vity, and conform a little to the eens 

of 
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of the carnival feafon, as I did) when 
J came into this city; for I am not able 
to forbear being led away, in writing, 
by the extravagant itch chat poffeffes me, 
and the Bacchanal fury that runs in my veins. 
What do you think on’t? Don’t I write as 
a pedantick fchoolmatter talks? I will now, 
in the firft place, deferibe you the city of 
Venice, fach as 1 have found it in thefe few 
days. Venice is a large, magnificent and 
plentiful city, built for the fecurity, and 
delightful liberty of all forts of perfons; 
and govern’d by all the rules of a moft 
excellent, and, by long experience, approv’d 
policy. Do but obferve what I am about 
to fay, and you will plainly perceive the 
truth of my affertion. As to the firft part 
of it, noman in the world can deny it, if 
he does but reflect, that it contains three 
hundred thoufand inhabitants, all well to 
pafs, thanks to their great trade, efpecially 
into the Levant: befides, there are feventy- 
two parifhes, and fifty-nine monafteries of 
both fexes, a number not at all contempible, 
if we pleafe to call to mind the occafion of 
1, me-the interdi&t of Paul V. above fifteen 


taferity hundred bridges, which join the {eventy- 


two iflands; above two hundred ftatcly 
palaces along the famous canal of Rialto's 
and laftly, that ic is full eight miles in com- 
pafs. My fecond article plainly verifies 
itfelf, forafmuch as the fituation is won- 
derful ftrong, and therefore chofen to be 
the retreat, I know not whether of fither- 
men, or of noble families, flying from the 
cruelty of Avila the Hun, about the year 
422. ‘As for the charming liberty, it is 
duch as pleafes the nobleft, and beft inform’d 
nations in Europe; and, tho’ it be very 
chargeable to them, the Germans, Polan- 
ders, Englifa, and French, never fail coming 


The carni-every year, at this time, to enjoy the 


excellent opera’s, entertainments, balls, and 
all other forts of diverfions; and the more 
for that every perfon is allow’d to go 
mafk’d intoall places, concealing both the 
fex and countenance. Yet I do not think 
the liberty allow’d the women, in this par- 
ticular, altogether commendable ; and it 
is certain, that their going about with other 
masks they meetin the ftreet, at inns, and 
at the Ridstie, cating fweet-meats, and 
drinking muskadine wine, is often the occa- 
fion of diforders. This very day, a huf- 
band had like to have kill’d his wife, they 
not knowing one another before they came 
into the inn, had not the good man of the 
houfe prevented it, However it is, fuch 
accidents daily happen s yet nodoubtit isa 
Great matter, that every one may go about 
where he pleafes, without being difturb’d 
by any body. Since I have mention’d the 


Ridorto, a Ridotto, you mult underftand, that it is 


otherwife called the devil’s houfe, being a 
Vou.

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Palace, in the: feveral rooms whereof there Gexexxe. 


are about an hundred tables for gaming, 
which are worth to the republick at leait 
an hundred thoufand crowns a year. So 
much money is made of the cards and lights 
paid by the nobility, who alone arc allow'd 
tokeepabank, Hitherall the masks retire 
about the dusk of the evening, for at other 
times none but noblemen, and abfolute 
princes may go in, and they generally pla 
aelbatiers2 oA Iie done say leace! ie 
down the quantity of money every one de- 
figns to venture, on what card he pleafes, 
all other particulars being mark’d down 
with bits spared 3 and, in the fame manner, 
he that wins is paid without any hefitation 
or controverfy. It is certainly a pleafant 
fight to behold fo many ftrange fafhions of 
cloaths, and ways of exprefling themfelves; 
and that the gamefters fhould fo little value 
their money, and fometimes their whole 
eftates. I go thither frequently; and am 
the better pleas'd, becaufe I {ce their pleafure 
difturb'd by theirlofings, and my own fatif= 
faétion noway crofs’d; forafmuch as I am 
there only a fpeétator, without intermed- 
ling in what they do: and indeed, were a 
man to write a play, he could no where 
make better remarks on the feveral paffions, 
than at the Ridotto.

There are a thoufand forts of men, and as 
much variety of faftions: Every man bas 
will, without complying with any one. 

As to the point of liberty, it is beyond 
all credibility ; but no man muft prefur 
to look into the government of the com- 
monwealth ; for it is of the nature of the 
cancer, which noné can handle, without 
faring the worfe.. As to other particulars, 
in the day time, itis frequent to fee officers

thers and fons, with extraordinary impu- 44 
nity and freedom. Tho’ the nobility ablo- 
lutely lord it over the common fort, yer, 
in outward appearance, they are not very 
imperious or haughty towards them, but 
very familiarly permit them to be cover’d 
in their prefence; which, I think, is very 
requifite in commonwealths, to preferve 
peace and civil unity. Befides, to avoid 
being thought proud, which would render 
them odious to their inferiors, they walk 
about the ftreets without any attendance, 
and fometimes with a {mall parcel ot bundle 
under their upper garment; and thus, laying 
afide all oftentation and fhew of luxury, 
they exercife a moft abfolute fovercignty. 
They wear a long veft down to their ancles, 
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of black cloth, with great wide leeves’s ix, py.

about four fpans long, and two in breadth, 
to keep them from the rain. To deal inge- 
nuoufly with you, I am of opinion, it is 
the fame as the toga among the ancient 
Romans as the aforcfaid velt, or upper gar- 
ment tho’ long, may be ufed inftead of the 
fenators twica clavata, or laticlavium ; for 
it plainly appears by a certain place in 
Atheneus, that the taga was once {quare. 
Befides that, tho’ this fort of garment be 
alfo common to lawyers and phyficians, 
however, the nobles do not wear it before 
they are twenty-five years of age: and 
whereas the Romans, lefs diferctely, allow’d 
all men the toga virilis, which was the manly 
habit, at feventeen years of age, the Menc- 
tigns do not permitit to be worn till twenty- 
fives excepting thofe thirty-five youths 
which are yearly chofen by lot on St. Bar- 
bara’sday, that they may wear itateighteen. 
On their heads they wear alittle woollen 
cap, with a thicker fur about it than the 
reft. The girdle is of leather, with a 
buckle, and other ornaments of filyer. 

I am now well enter’d upon the matter, 
and have fo far play’d the republican and 
politician, that methinks I have a whole 
Roman fenate in my head, with all the 
families of the Porcii, Fabricii, Sulpicii, 
Calpurnii, and Cecilii, but not the Cornificit 
and Cornelii. It is not at all agreeable to 
the carnival, efpecially for one that is at 
Venice, toenter upon politicks: and I que- 
ftion not but that you think with your felf, 
where is the diverfion I promis’d myfelf, in 
reading the beginning of this letter? and 
when will this good man give over his tedi- 
oufnefs, and writing long letters? If fo, I 
have done ; for Ican grow weary of writing; 
but then you will want the beft, that is, 
what relates to theatres, and is the third 
part of my defcription. Then let my im- 
portunity prevail upon your patience. There 
are feveral theatres in Venice. That of St.

Of the government of Venice, the great council-chamber, the armory, the Doge’s 
attendance to church, and a notable ftory. 


N purfuance of my promife, and at the 

fame time to fatisfy you, I have thefe 
daysapply’d myfelf, with all poffible care, 
to get fome folid information concerning 
the government of this city; but am of. 
opinion, I have wafted my breath and my 
time 5 for their methods are kept wonderful 
fecret, and we can only conjeéture at them 
by the effeéts: and, in fhort, all, I believe 
Thaye been able to difeover, is, thar it is 
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hundred and fifty boxes. St. Angelo, where 
I faw Jugurtha king of Numidia excellently 
aéted, has an hundred and thirty-fix. 
that of Zane, or Fobn of St. Mojes, if 1 
miftake not, I counted an hundred and 
fiftcen, (fmall enough) when I was there on 
Saturday, to fee Clearchus of Negropont. 
The following night I faw Dido reving in 
that of St. Zobn and Paul; and I affure 
you, it was nothing inferior to any of thofe 
we fo much applauded there, ‘either for 
excellent finging, or cutious {cenes: it 
contains an hundred and fifty-four boxes. 
T have not yet {een the theatre of Grimani, 
but am told, itis finer than all the reft, and 
has an hundred and fixty-two boxes richly 
gilt; but there they pay four Italian livres, 
which is better than three fhillings entrance, 
and thirty-two pence for a feat; whereas, 
in the others, they give but thirty-two pence 
entrance, and twenty for a feat, or litde 
more. St. Samuel and St. Caffanus are two 
other noble theaters, but not for opera’s 
in mufick. And, toconclude, the ‘quare 
of St, Mark may be alfo call’d a theatre 5 
for there are abundance of diyerfions, 
volting, dancing on the ropes, and puppet- 

ews, but, above all, variety of pleafint 
fights and converfation. 

Teremains to fpeak fomething to the third 
point, that is, the government; but what 
full Ido now? my paper will hold no 
more, and it is too late to fcribble another 
fheet. Dye think I fhall not write to you 
again the next week? I refer that account 
till then, when perhaps may be able todo 
it better, and upon more folid information 
than at prefent. We have here a mighty 
report of the magnificence of your viceroy, 
both as to masks and opera’s; it would 
grieve meto be fo far from him, were there 
not fo much pleafure in travelling; how- 
ever, I beg you will give me fome 
account of it, as fully as your important 
affairs will permit : thus, with my commen- 
dations to yourfelf and friends, I remain, 


Venice, February 1686, 
this fame concert the Venetians are beholden 
to for the prefervation of their ftate. There 
is no queftion to be made, but that Amelot 
de la Houffaye’s relation is very fine and 
Gintonegemnel notaries en ie not only 
likely, but almoft palpable demonftration 
of what he propofes to lay open yet am 
I of opinion, that the greatett part of it is 
rather the produét of his own brain, than 
any information received from others, the 

men 
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men of quality here being always very re- 
fery’d, and upon their guard, tho” others 
be never fo ingenious in diving into them. 
‘Vo confirm the lait point relating to the 
defeription in’ my former letter, I muft 
again declare to you, thac fince we fee this 
republick fupport itfelf with fo much ho- 
nour and reputation for fo many ages, ir 
muft of neceffity be allow’d’ this commen- 
dation, of being govern’d by the rules of the 
aot refin'd policy. This is che way men 
judge, deducing the caufes from the effeéts, 
And tho” experience fhews us, that all 
things which are excellently contriv’d, do 
not equally fucceed, yet, for the moft part, 
we find, that fortuneis the ‘confequence of 
prudence, and that thofe which are beft 
order’d, have generally the moft profperous 
event. 

Now, as for the magiftrates who govern, 
Iwill not pretend to give you any particular 
or general account of them, becaufe I re- 
member to have often feen the books of 
Contarini and Giannotti in your hands ; fothat 
I might better be inform’d by you in that 
point, than otherwife. But as to the place 
Where they affemble, I muft acquaint you, 
that the chamber of the great council is 
all over mafterly painted, and will eafily 
hold a thoufand men. There are rows of 
benches about fo order’d, that tho* there 
are feats on both fides, no man turns his 
back upon another, but they are all face to 
fece. At one end of this hall, where the 
floor is fomewhat raifed, is the Dege’s (eat, 
fixed in the wall, with benches on both 
fides. On that which is on his right fic 
three counfellors, and one of the heads of 
the Quarantie, or council of forey 5 and on 
his left, a like number of counfellors, and 
the other uwo heads of the Quarantie. Op- 
pofite tothe Dege, that is, atthe other end 
of the hall, fits one of the heads of the 
council of ten, and at a fmall diftance, one 
of the advocates of the commons. In the 
middle are two Cenfrs, fome fteps above 
the floor of the hall: and to conclude, in 
the angles are the old and new. auditors. 

T have taken great pleafure thefe days 
in hearing fome trials before the council of 
twelve, and the Quarantie; for the advo- 
cates did not talk, but roars not argue, but 
feold; and that their way of pleading 
Would make a ftatue burft with Iaughing, 
On the other hand, they have this very 
commendable cuftom, that they only en- 
deavour togain the judges by proper words, 
and arguments drawn from natural reafon, 
and well digefted, according to the rules of 
thetorick, without perplexing chemfelves 
with quotations and precedents: the reafon 
whereof perhaps is, becaufe thofe judges 
are not always) very well read in the civil, 
and mach lefs in the canon law 3 and there- 
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5L 
fore no proofs are at firft ofter'd, but only Gratrrr. . 
a plain bill of what is requir’d.’ Befides, 
the moft famous advocate, in any affair of 
the greateft confequence, 
to fpeak above an hour 
cuftom, as I take it, 
cients, who meafur’d the time allotted for 
that purpofe, by a warer hour-glafs; whence 
they faid dare aquam, and dicere ad horam + 
that is, to allow water, which was the 
meafure of the time, and to fpeak by the 
hour: as I think Ihave read in Quintilian ;

water. That you “may at length fatiate 
Jur voice and your“ thirft, we initreat 
Jot, Cxcilianus, “2 drink ont of the hour- 
glafs. 

But methinks, to repeat fuch things to 
you, who are fo well acquainted with them, 
by continual reading of good authors, is 
like carrying of flowers to Flora, and fruit 
to Alcinous. However it is, the judges 
give their opinions after this manner: ‘To 
denote the affirmative judgment, they put | 
a white ball, made of linen, into a veliel i 
of the fame colour; for the negative, a 
green ball into a green veffel; and in a 
doubtful cafe, a reddith one, which neither 
affirms nor denies, into a red veflels all 
this in open court, and before the: parties 
themfelves. The beft cuftom, in my mind, i 
is, that every one may be there prefent 
with his cap or hat on his head, perhaps 
in token of liberty, or even mask’d, as 
¢very one pleafes. But what a Heinous 
crime this would be in Naples! : 

Adjoining to the grand council, is the 
armory, not furnith’d with any great ftore The army- 
of arms, but with the curioufeft and rareft ry. 
armour in Exrope; for, befides what the 
republick itfelf has bought at feveral times, 
and upon fundry occafions, a great quan- 
tity has been prefented them by the moft 
Potent monarchs, very wonderful both for 
workmanthip and value. Among the reft 
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is remarkable, an engine, which at once 
fires four thoufand muskets, and might be 
of good ufe upon any mutiny of the people, 
‘or fuch other fudden accident. There are 
innumerable Turki/} colours, tho’ there muft 
be more of the Venetians at Conjtantinople. 
Among the greateft rarities, is a cryftal 
fountain, and St. Mark’s head, drawn with 
a pen, in which the ftrokes are not plain 
lines, but contain the whole gofpel of our 
Saviour’s Paffion, almoft invifible to the 
eye, fo that it cannot be read without a very 
convex magnifying glafs. The provott 
marfhal of Venice, call’d the great captain, 
has charge of this place, and when I was 
there I had like to have taken him for a 
bithop, for he had ona long purple robe, 
lin’d with crimfon damask, and edg’d with 
furs, and a cap on his head like thofe the 
noblemen wear. This poft is worth three 
thoufand ducats a year. 

On Candlemas Day in the evening, I went 
to Santa Maria Formofa, becaute the Doge 
was to be there, according to antientcuftom. 
Touching the original of this practice, ic 
is to be obferv’d, that in former ages, the 
moft beautiful maids in Venice, and the ad- 


day? Then, faid they, we will fend you 
hoods to keep you dry, and if you are 
thirfty we will alfo make you drink. In 
purfuance of which promife, the joyners, 
and fruiterers, fend the prince two hoods on 
Candlemas day, with two bottles, the one 
of white the other of red wine, ftopp’d 
with oranges, which are afterwards placed 
on two ftands by the high altar in the faid 
church, Such a fort of ceremony is per~ 
form’d by the fathers of mount Olive? to- 
wards the patriarch, on Afcenfion-day, pre- 
fenting him with a bafon full of pick’d cheft- 
nuts. 

Being come into the church, I faw, in 
the firft place, a canopy of crimfon damask 
fet up for the Doge, on the right fide of the 
altar, al] the wall being hung with the fame. 

‘When it was time to begin the even fong, 
he fat down under it, and the French em- 
baffador at a {mall diftance from him. On 
both fides fat feveral fenatorsandcounfellors, 
fome more fome lef§ raifed up from the 
ground, according to their degree and qua- 
lity, When the Magnificat was begun, he 
took a lighted candle into his hand, and, the: 
folemnity being over, went away to his boat.

marritg: jacent ports on the continent, were given in 
marriage to thofe who offer’d moft money 
for thems and then that money was diftri- 


buted among the uglieft, for them to get 
husbands by their portions. This good 
cuftom having muluiply’d the people, ano- 
ther yet better was introduced, which was, 
that after the betrothing, all the maidens 
were conduéted back to'St. Pietro a Caftello, 
call’d Olivele, carrying their portion with 
them, and there they ftaid all Candlemas 
night. ‘The bridegrooms coming, in the 
morning, withall their kindred, they heard 
the high mafs together, and then the nuptial 
ceremonies being perform’d, they return’d 
home joyfully with their beloved brides. 
The Jirians, who were then enemies to the 
city, knowing this cuftom, laid hold of the 
opportunity, and coming over privately by 
night, in well-rigg’d vellels, carry’d off 
both the maids and their portions, before 
any could refcue them. This accident cau- 
fing a mighty uproar in Venice, abundance 
of vefiels were fitted out in an hour; bur 
particularly by the inhabitants of Santa 
Maria Formofa’s ward, who overtaking the 
ravithers at Caorle, wherethey were dividing 
the booty, made a moft bloody flaughter of 
them, and brought home again the afflited 
Jadies, withall the reft that had been taken 
away. Thefe people being order’d by the 
nobility boldly co ask any reward for their 
bravery, anfwer’d, We defire nothing but 
that you be obliged, in memory of this acti- 
on, tocomeoncea year, with your prince, 
to our church, The Doge reply’d, And 
what if it fhould happen to rain on: that 


according to their rank, clad in crimfon 
damask, and fuch of them as had been em- 
bafladors, by way of diftinétion, had an 
edging of gold-colour cloth embroider’d. 
Next came two of the Dage’s courtiers, he 
on the right carrying a cufhion for him to 
kneel on, and the other a little folding ftool, 
like thofe the bithops ufe upon fome occa- 
fions. Then the Dage himfelf had an under 
garment, or tunick, of a rich white filk, 
and the upper or velt, crimfon lin’d in ermin; 
his cap was alfo of white fil, with the ufual 
ducal point, or horn. He is of ftature low, 
but of a good conttitution, tho’ feventy 
years of age, very pleafant, well fpoken, 
good, and gracious. After him, befides 
the perfon carrying the train, came a no- 
bleman witha naked tuck in his hand, and 
another courtier carrying the umbrello. The 
two Gondolas, or boats, which he and all 
the company wentin, were curioufly glazed 
and adorn’d with a beautiful covering of 
crimfon damask, on which were his arms, 
and thofe of St. Mark. Each of them was 
rowed by four men, clad inred. The great 
captain alfo appear’d that day in his robes, 
his very upper garment being of crimfon 
damask, edg’d with furs of the fame co- 
Jour. In fhort, he looks like fomething: 
more than a mean provoft, in his habit and 
behaviour.

St. Mark, as the others had done before. 
Four canons came twice and bow’d to the 
Doge, and heat theoffertory gave them a piece 


Have been above this hour puzzling my 
if brain, to begin to write handfomely + 
and whether it be my misfortune, or my 
dullnefs that occafions it, I donot fee any 
likelihood of fucceeding ; fo that this bout, 
inftead of patience, you mutt afford me your 
compaflion, looking on me as a man quite 
befide my/felf among fo many opera’s, plays, 
masks, {ports, entertainments, and delights 5 
but now give me leave to acquaint you, in 
fhort, with what I have feen this week. 

The famous arfenal of this city, is a 
place wall’d in, about three miles in com- 
pas. Here about two thoufand men are 
continually at work, upon all things nece 
ry for fhips, cither of war or merchants, 
Here are great numbers of galleys, gale- 
afles, tranfports, and other great hips 
fome of them newly begun, others further 
advanc’d, and others finifhed, under very 
large and fpacious arches befides tho! 
taken from the Turks, which lie about in 
feveral places, as monuments of the Veve- 
4ian valour. In one place you may fee a 
numerous train of artillery, with all things 
belonging to it; in another match, ball, 
bombs, grenadocs, and all fach forts of 
inventions. Here are breaft-plates, belly- 
pieces, helmets, and bucklers ; there pikes, 
fwords, feymitars, fpears, bows, and guns ; 
there fails, rudders, anchors, cables, each 
of them ina feveral ftorehowfe. In fhort, 
this looks like the palace of Mars, fur- 
nifh’d both with armour for defence, and 
weapons for flaughter ; fo that they can in 
an hour fit out fifty galleys, and twenty 
galeaffes, 
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thofe great men, retir’d to his apartment. 

I cannot at prefent acquaint you with any 
thing elf thavis curious, except that yefter- 
day the council of ten fate, on account of a 
barbarous murder, committed on a defign 
of robbing, by one Andina Furna of Torino, 
on the body of his mafter, who was a good 
prieft; and this very day he was beheaded 
between the columns of the Brojo, or the 
publick place for voting, and his body 
quarter’d, a great multitude looking on; 
for no man has been executed thefe four 
years, Iam forry this letter fhould end 
with a doleful relation ; but I ought to be 
much more concern’d for troubling you fo 
long with my fimple tales, fo withing you 
allhappinefs, Gc.

obfervation ; as the {chool where they teach 
Hebrew, and feveral fynagogues.

As for thechurches I have hitherto een, the 
fineft in my opinion are, that of the bare- 
foot Carmelites, remarkable for its famous 
marble frontifpiece, and the fixtcen ftatues 
withinit 5 La /alute,whichis oval,andadorn’d 
both within and without, with incompa- 
fable marble ftatues; that of St. Yohnand 
Paul, which is {pacious enough, and has 
many chapels, embellith’d with many mar- 
ble ftatues, efpecially that of our lady. In 
this church-yard, ona large pedeftal, ftands 
a brafs ftatuea horfeback, reprefenting Bar- 
tholomew Coglione of Bergamo, 2 renowned 
foldier in his time, andas fiach remarkable 
at the famous battle of Lepanto againtt the 
Tur That of St. George, of the fathers 
of Ca/ino, isalfo rich in ftatues, both brafs 
and marble, and valuable for its magnificent 
choir, The library of this place muft be 
allow’d to be one of the beft in the cicy 
well for the number as the va 
choice of books, not to mention th ious 
binding, the fine cafes, all fhut up with the 
cleareft glaffes, and the noble ftatues and 
pictures; for in my opinion, the true orna- 
ment of libraries confilts in the books them- 
felves, and all the reft is the contrivance of 
idle perfons, who donot much apply them- 
felves to reading, > garden alfo de- 
ferves to be taken notice of for its ftately 
walks, moft artfully adorn’d with tall and 
thick cyprefs trees, and odoriferous myrtles, 
and cover’d over with feveral choice vines, 
I fhallnor fay any thing of S. Mark at this 
3 but 
T thall 
now only add, that the cloaths here are 
every where exceffive coftly, and the masks 
wonderful extravagant, thanks to the vatt 
multitude of ftrangers reforting hither this 
year; and many things would have been 
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done, had not the fenate forbid all perfons 
wearing gold or filver, much Tels jewels 5 
as alfo fitting to ralk together under the 
arches of St. Mark. However, no man 
forbears diverting himfelf as he beft likes, 
There is continual revelling and dancing ; 
gaming in all parts ; every where comedies 
and ferenades; and to fay all in a word, 
Venice at thefe timesis the habitation of the 
graces, and of all forts of delight. Yer 
amidit thefe univerfal pleafures, tome things 
happen which provoke tears, or at leait 
compaffion, Yefterday, in the afternoon, 
anew-marry’d man carry’d his wie mask’d 
into the aforefiid place of St. Mark, where 
he ftepping a litle afide upon fome occafion, 
fhe was taken away by two masks, who 
haying feafted with her at at inn, vanifh’d, 
and the poor wretch being left by herfelf, was 
fain to pawn her bracelets to the hoft, for 
the mifchievous entertainment.

ayes come direétly to the point, I do 
not queftion but that the mighty fame 
fpread abroad throughout the world of St, 
Mark's church, has rais’d in you an earneft 
defire to hear fomething of it, as T once had 
myfelf; and therefore I belicve my time 
will not be ill fpent in giving you fucha gene- 
ral idea of itas if you were to fee it drawn 
in perfpedtive. To begin with the place, or 
{quare, reprefent to your felf before the faid 
church, a {pace five hundred foot long, 
and one hundred and thirty in breadth, all 
inclofed with ftately uniform buildings, and 
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extraordinary beautiful, being adorned with 
curious portico’s. They all belong to the 
publick, which referves thofe on the lef 
for the dwellings of the procurators, and lets 
outall the reft. The Braja, being the place 
where the noblemen walk, is another Ipace 
four hundred foot in length, and one hun- 
dred and thirty in breadth, which might be 
call’da part of the aforefaid fquare, begin 
ning at the fteeple and terminating by the 
fhore; and here ftand two columns of an 
extraordinary magnitude, the one bearing 
the ftatue of St. Thecdorus, the other the 

lon 
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lion of St. Murk, and between thefe two, 
criminals are executed: St. Theodorus is on 
the right, becaufe he was patron of Venice, 
before St. Mark’s body was brouglit from 
Mexandria, in 827. The Doge's palace 
ftands nor in the aforefaid fquare, but be- 
hind the church; and there, as I think I 
have writ to you before, all the magiftrates 
meet, in feveral apartments. Before the 
gate of it are two columns, erected as a 
memorial, that there a Doge’s head was 
chopp'd off which was Mario Falerio, in the 
year of our Lord 1355, for having confpir’d 
againft his country. The church is faid to 
have been built in 828, and perhaps not as 
icisat prefent; however it was, it feems to 
bea piece of Greek architeéture, having five 
ifles, wich as many cupola’s on them, the 
outlides of chem cover’d with lead, and 
within adorn’d with exquilite Mo/aick work. 
ithin the church are thirty-fix columns of 
mott curious marble, two foot diameters 
befides the four, on which the moft remark- 
able paffiges of the old and new Teftament 
are excellently carv’d, and which fappore 
the beautiful arch over the high altar; and 
four others of the brighteft tranfparent ala- 
bafter, adorning the tabernacle where the 
bleffed facramencis kept. All the floor of 
the church is alfo adorn’d with Mofaick 
work, of a great value, by reafon of the 
furprifing contextare of many hicroglypicks, 
contriv’d, asis reported, by Gioacchimo /

ture revolutions in Jtaly, or to the fu 
of popes's juft asthe lia, Lelia, Crifpis 
of Bolggna, which every one will have to 
denote fomething of his own profeffion, and 
even the chymilts find their own myfteries 
in it, For my part, Ido not regard thee 
deceitful enigmatical oracles, which may be 
expounded as accidents happen. For in- 
flance, among other things, there are fome 
ions lying on the groand, very lean, and 
others very fat, oppofite to them in the 
midit of the waters importing, that the 
Venetians Mhall be great and potent, as long, 
as they fhall only apply themfelves to mari. 
time affairs. On the walls hang the gilded 
arms of former Degess and in one particular 
place they fhew’d me three figures cut on a 
picce of marble, fix’d in the wall; being 
thofe of our Saviour, the blefed Virgin, 
and St. Jobn Bapti?, which a holy arcitt 
carv’d inftead of Fupiter, Juno, and Mer- 
¢ury, and therefore was put to death by the 
emperor Disclefian, as the ftory tells us, 
They alfo thew another ftone, and fay, it 
is the fame on which Chrijt Rood, when he 
preach’d between Tyre and Sidon on which 
Abrabam would have facrifie’d his fon, and 
Mojfes receiv’d the tables of the law, from 
the hand of God. Befides, another {tone

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Wt was beheaded, whofe afhes. they will 
have to be prefétv’d under the altar, being 
brought with the aforefaid ftones; by che 
Doge Vitalis: Michele, about the year 109 
when he was captain general for the repub- 
lick, in the general league for recovery of 
the holy and s and perhaps thefe worthy 
perfons will fay, certain twifted columns 
brought from Yerwjalem, and taken out of 
the temple of Solomon, as is reported, were 
then alto tranfported ftom Yeru/alzm to St. 

V could here make you a Jong 
differation upon this fore of things, were it 
not for fear of being tedious to my own felf’s 
therefore to proceed, I mutt inform you, 
that the greateft ornament belonging to the 
majeftick portico, before the great gate, 
confifts in two mares as big as the life, and 
moft mafterly cat in Corinthianbrafs. Thofe 
who have little or no Knowledge in antient 
hiftory, invent a thoufand tales and tables 
Concerning them. Scmeaffirm, they were 
made by the people of Rome, in honour of 
Nero, when hetriumph’d over the Parthians; 
remov'd thence by Qonfantine to his New 
Rome, and plac’d in the Hippodrome; and 
aftly, when Conftantingple was taken by the 
Veneliansand French, fent to Veni 
Zen, the firlt podefta, 
kept in the arf 


ch things perfeétly well, fhould 3" 
neglect affigning them a proper place, Not 
far from hence they fhew’d me a flatue, 
holding its finger on its mouth, as enjoyning 
filence, and it reprefents the architeét of this 
noble ftruéture; as if by that dumb lan- 
Guage he denoted, that detraction  itfelf 
could objeé& nothing againft the perfeétion 
of hiswork.

it lies; tho” moft men believe it to be 
plac’d in the high altar, where ftill is to be 
deen the rich gold and filver furniture, taken 
from the altar of St. Sophia at Conflan- 
tinople. 

From the church they lead to the trea- 
fury, over the gate whercof are the images 
of St. Dominick and St. Francis in Mofaick 
work, and faid tobe contriv’d by the afore- 
faid abbot Gisacchimo, feveral years before 
thofe faints were born into the world. How- 
ever that is, I am very well pleafed, that 
T ufed fo many words and intreaties to pre- 
vail with the procurator, whofe bufinels it 
is, to fhew me fuch wonderful wealth the 
like whereof perhaps is not to be fen to- 
gether in all Europe. Should I go about 
To enumerate all the curiofities and rarities 
T faw here, I thould certainly tire myfelf, 
and wear out your patience, and therefore 
it will be proper to take notice only of 
the moft remarkable. In the firft place, 1 
faw twelve regal crowns, and the fame 
number of complete fuits of armour, all 
of pure gold, and fet with precious ftones, 
as rubies, emeralds, topazes, chryfolites, 
and particularly pearls of an extraordinary 
magnitude. Then they fhew’d me fome 
veflels made of agats and emeralds, a plate 
of one intire turquois ftone, a bucket of 
‘one fingle garnet artificially carv’d, a fa- 
phir weighing ten ounces, two great uni- 
corns horns, the one whiter, the other in- 
clining to red, fet in gold, a diamond of 
an immenfe value, prefented by Henry III. 
of France, as he pafied that way to his 
kingdom, in the year 1574. the ducal cap 
or crown, wonderful rich in gold and jewels, 
but particularly for an ineftimable carbuncle 
on the top of it. To pafs by all other 
things, in a cup-board there are feveral 
veflels adorn’d with extraordinary precious 
ftones, formerly belonging to the Grecian 
emperors; and among the reft, one of 
menfevalue, fent the republick, asa prefent, 
by Ufim Caffan king of Perfia. 

The relicks are fhewn in a little chapel 
oppofite to the treafury. ‘Phe chief of 
them are, a phial with fome blood, which, 
they fay, is our Saviour’s; a piece of the 
pillar to which he was bound and {courged ; 
one nail of the crofs, and a thorn of his 
crown: befides, a piece of St. Zobn Baptif’s 
skull, kept ina cup made of agat; two 
croffes, the one of gold, ufed to be worn 
by the emperor Conjlantine; the other of 
eryftal, with fome Greek characters cut on 
it; both which were fent as a prefent to 
Venice, in the year 1240. by Baldwin IL. 
emperor of Confantinople, in return for the 
affiftance given him by the Venetian Fleet. 
Here is alfo a fmall piece of the reed put 
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by way of derifion into our Saviour’s hand, Gestrrx). 
with fome part of his garment, his girdle ~V~ 


of the findon, or winding fheet, and of the 
cloth wherewith he wip’d the apoftles feet 
ar the laft fupper 5 a phial with fome of the 
bleffed virgin’s milk, and a piece of her 
girdle; a finger of St. Fobu Baptif, one of 
St. Mark’s teeth, and many more. Iam 
refolv’d you fhall not laugh at me for 
having nam’d the crofies among the relicks 5 
for whilft | was writing, my thoughts were 
altogether bent upon thofe things I faw in 
that place where the relicks are, without 
reflecting any further. I fancy fome French 
writer would make a long critical differta- 
tion on all the reft I have mention’d ; but 
Thave made a folemn vow, to leave all fuch 
things as I find them, and let thofe it 
belongs to, take care of them. 

Teremains to fay fomething of the fteeple, 
which is generally reported to have its foun- 
dation as deep under ground, as it rifes 
above, tho’ it is forty fect fquareevery way, 
and two hundred and thirty feet high. The 
afcent is cafy enough, up a winding pair of 
ftairs, to the very top; whence is a noble 
profpeét of all the city, anda great part of 
the fea to the eaftward and fouthward. He 
who went up with me, took abundance of 
pains, at every turn, to fhew me, that 
Venice is in the fhape of a boot ; but I who 
have no eyes to fee things that have no 
being, after much ftudy and gazing, could 
only perceive, that it islongith, and broader 
atone end than atthe other. It is nothing 
ftrange, that the other fhould not be con= 
vinc’d, but perfift fix'd in his firft opinion, 
becaufe notions conceiv’d from our infancy, 
are feldom ornever tobe remov’d. _Befides, 
I remember, that fometimes betwixt fleeping 
and waking, I have takena linen cloth for 
a dog, an apple for a head cut offs and 
fuch like metamorphofes, occafioned by the 
rays not ftriking the eye according to the 
natural order and pofition. So children 
fancy they fee clouds like thips, or horfes, 
or cows, or the like. It plainly appears, 
that ancient aftrologers were not free from 
fuch, or grofler follies ; when, of the beau- 
tifal fix'’d ftars, they, according to their 
wild ideas, form’d fuch a confus’d multitude 
of hideous monfters, without the leaft fimi- 
litude or proportion ; infomuch, that ifany 
humorift were but fure to find followers, and. 
would invert the ancient order, placing other 
figures in the firmament, it would bea very 
worthy undertaking, and very eafy in our 
days. Jam acquainted with an able pain- 
ter, who, without any difficulty, from three 
points affigned, provided they be not in a 
ftrait line, forms any figure he pleafes: do 
but confider what curious inventions this 
man might make on a new globe, where 
there are fo many ftars inftead of points.

Farewel Venice, {ay yous to what pur- 
pofe was all this pindarick digreffion?

you are in the right; Iam a thoughtlefs 
fellow, and, like Petrarch, am run out of 
‘one conceit into another, and skip from 
this point to that. Befides, thar I had 
omitted the very beft thing in St. Mark, 
which is, that in the facrifty or veftry, is pre- 


the four gofpels cranferib'd by St. Jobn 
Chryjiftome, Both of them are very care 
fully fecur’d, and fealed with the fe 1 of 
the republick for which reafon the criticks 
will never have the leaft canfe to fufpect 
them. Had manuferipts been fo dealt with 
in all libraries, I am very fure that many 
of them would not have loft their reputa-

which clings together, is called cry{tal, 
and put into the furnace. 

Returning to my inn, I took a more 
exact view than I had done betore, of the 
bridge of Rialto, and indeed it appear'd to 
me the fineft ftructure I had/ever feen. Tt 
ftands over the greateft canal, which is full 
forty paces wide ; and it requir’d no lefs 
than three years to lay it over, as it now is 5 
becaufe great fhips being to pafs under it, 
there was a neceffity of raifing one great 
arch to reach from fide to fide, without 
{topping up the chanel with columns in the 
middle. The breadth and magnificent or- 
naments are anfwerable to its greatnefs ; 
and inftead of a parapet, it is wonderfully 
embellifh’d by twelve fhops on each fide. 
Te was formerly of wood, but fince, made 
of ftone, by order of the fenate, in 1588. 
And this is all the account I can hitherto 
giveof it. 

After dinner I went down to Lido, or the 
fhore, where the foldiers quarters are, and 
found there thirteen hundred foot, and five 
hundred horfe, that were to be foon fent 
over into the Morea, varioufly employ’d. 
Beyond that, on the fame flip of land, is 
a {mall monaftery of Benediéines; and ata 
fimall diftance, I faw they were ftill making 
the canal to carry out two fhips which had 
been launch’d fome days before, the one of 
feventy, the other of fifty guns. 

As for publick fports, you mutt under- 
ftand, that the moft acceptable to the Vene- 
ns, is the bull-feaft, bur not after the 
\oani/b fathion s for they are not fo filly, 
as to fer the dexterity of men in competition 
with the fiercenefs of beafts. All they do, is 
to drag fome oxen tied, about the city, and 
fo kill them leifurely with cudgels, and 
dogs fet at them. Don’t you think this is 
a mighty piece of valour, or at leaft a 
curious diverfion? But on Saturday there 
was fomething pleafint enough done at the 
Brojos it was a thew of the Herculean 
{trength of the men of Ca/tella, who really 
thew’d much valour and aétivity. One of 
thefe, at one ftroak, cut off the heads of 
two bulls: another bull, made faft to fome 
timbers, was mounted from the fea to the 
top of the feeple, with two men on his 
back ; and on the other hand, a man flew 
from the top of the fame fteeple down to 
the fer. Many feaffolds were erected to 
dee this fight; and the Doge himfelf, with 
the fenate, and the ambaffadors of princes, 
were fpectators, being nobly feated in the 
galleries of the palace. 

Asto other particulars, among the fineft 
matks I have feen during my ftay, the firtt 
place, in my opinion, is due to the prince 
of Parma’s, confifting of twelve of his cour- 
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tiers, very handfomly drefs'd after the 
Moorifh fathion, and every now and then 
dancing after the manner of thofe people, 
as naturally as ever Moor did. 

Te will not be proper to amufe you any 
Jonger with fuch trifles; and therefore it 
may be better to find fome other imperti- 
nence that may be more grateful to your 
ears. The fituation of this city is well 
known to you, as is all that belongs to its 
little low iflands. You may have alfo 
Jearned by books of that nature, and maps, 
that the dominion of this republick does 
not extend above eighty mites in length on ¢.,.,, 
the continent, with the fame breadth where she flare 
mott, and thirty miles where narrowelt, Venice. 
The confines of ic are, on the eat, the ddri- 
atick fea, and county of Tirol 3 on the north, 
part of the fame county, and of the country 
of the Grifons; onthe welt, the dutchy of 
Milan; and on the fouth, part of the faid 
Milanefe, of the patrimony of the church, 
and of the Mantuan. Tt 1s no eafy matter 
to find in authors what fore of republick 
this is, as it was formerly with that of 
Sparta; for Contarint will have it to be 
compos’d of monarchy, ariftocracy, and Govern. 
democracy 3 Bodin, lb. 2. de repub. barely mene. 
calls it an ariftocracy s and others fpeak 
otherwife of it. Todeal ingentioufly, I find 
no fhadow of monarchy in the Dee for 
tho’, in exterior ornaments, and point of 
refp.ét, he differ little or nothing from a 
king, and that all laws are promulg’d in 
hisname, yet there is no fort of affair what- 
foever that can be refolv’d on by him, with- 
out the council: and we read, that tho’ the 
Doge Vital Falerio built the caftle of Loretto 
at his own expence, yet he could not, on 
any account, grant leave to fome few per- 
fons to live in it, without the confent of the 
great council ; and what is ftill more, the 
Doge Otho Orfiolo could not, without their 
confent, take a ftranger to wife, that is, 
the fifter to Stephen king of Hugary. What 
authority the people of Venice have, neither 
Tnor any other man will be ever able to find 
out, Is not the grand couneil intirely com- 
pos’d of noblemen? Are not all pofts 
and employments whatfoever, relating to 
the governient, beftow’d upon noblemen? 
excepting the fecretariés places, which have 
fome fort of fervitude, Where then is the 
democracy? That a commonwealth may 
be faid to be compofed of feveral ftates, 
it is requifite thofe ftates have an equal 
fhare in the government of it, or at leatt 
that the difparity be not great, either in 
relation to civil or martial affairs; and 
therefore thofe of Sparta, Rome, Ge. were 
call’d mix’d. Now, if that inconfiderable 
precarious power the Dage has in the fenate, 
and fome empty fhadow left to the people, 
be enough to make a mixt commonwealth, 
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I will call ic fo as well as another: But I 
think myfelf fully convine’d of the contrary 5 
for in every ftate whatfoever, there is fome 
fuch temperament, and yet it is not rec- 
kkoned mix’d, only that being taken no-. 
tice of which is uppermoit, and carries the 
greatelt force. For example, Spain cannot 
be call’d a mixture of monarchy and arifto- 
cracy, becaufé the grandecs have fo much 
authority ; or is Hagland to be reckoned a 
compofition of three eftates, becaufe of che 
two houfes of parliament, the king being 
poflefi'd of all regal prerogative? Thus 
the bare outward refemblance of a king in 
the Doge, is not fufficient to attribute any 
thing monarchical to Venice: and tho? his 
power did extend further, yet that being 
deriv’d to him from the fenate, it would 
appear, thar all the power was in the 
faid fenate. If the acclamations given 
by the people to the Dage, newly clected 
by the fenate, may be faid to denote demo- 
cragy, there will be a democracy in every 
monarchy, becaufe the fame is ufual at the 
coronation of every prince. This I fay in 
relation to the prefent ftate ; for I have no 
mind to enter upon controverties of what is 
paft. I am ape to believe, there was a 
mixture before che prefent form was efta- 
blifh’d, and have good reafons for it; but 
there muft have been fome other before the 
mix’d, and there lies the queftion, whether 
it was democratical, monarchical, or other? 
There is no meddling with that point, 
whether the prefenc liberty is to be call’d 
a grant of the emperor’s, or by any other 
JefS odious name: and doubtlels thofe very 
franchifés they themfelves thew obtain’d 
from emperors, make it plain enough. As 
for their dominions on the continent, it has 
been queftioned fince the time of Maximilian 
the firlt, by what title they hold them, to the 
detriment of the empire. Thefe gentlemen 
will, with good reafon, ridicule this no- 
tion, as well knowing, that the ancient 
- notification, Rem populi Romani redde,, fini 
- bus egredere that is, Reftore what belongs to 
, the people of Rome, and depart their terri- 
tories, may be made to all the princes of 
Europe, not to them alone. 

Bur J find more difficulty as to the domi- 
nion of the Adriatick fea; forafmuch as 
thofé who oppofe ic, affert, that there can 
be no dominion over a thing which cannot 
be poffefs'd, occupy’d, and held, fuch as 
the fea is, and therefore the fame is, by 
the laws of nature and nations, common to 
mankind 5 even asthe air, as has been. de- 
clar’d by many ancienccivilians, as Ulpian, 
Celfus, Marcian, and the emperor 7ujlinian, 
and had, before chem, been obferved by 
Ovid, Metamor. 6. 
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Quid probibetis aguas? ufus communis agua- 
rum ¢ft: 

Nec folem proprium natura, nec acra Secit, 

Nec tenues undas, in publica munera veni. 


That is, Why do you refife us water? the 
ufe of it is common to all; neither the light 
Of the fun, nor the air, nor water, were by 
nature made peculiar to any man: I come for 
‘what is common. 


And f Virgil, 


—litufque regamus 
Tnnocuum, & cwnttisundameue, auramgue 
patentem. 


Thus in Mr. Dryden, 


To beg what you, without your want; 
may fpare, 
‘The common water, and the common air, 


Therefore they fay, the grant of pope 
Alexander WH. is not a fuffictent title; for 
how could he abrogate the law of nations? 
But if they willallege, that there may be a 
dominion over the fea fo far, that every 
prince may have aright to it, as faras his 
lands extend, or an hundred miles before 
them, as fome others have maintain’d, then 
who is there fo blind, asnorto fee, that 2 
Great part of the Adriatick will belong. to 
thofé who are matters of the kingdom of 
Naples, of the Marca di Ancona, and other 
parts? How then could pope Alexander 
grant that to the Venetians, which belonged 
toanother, and that which perhaps he could 
not have been ‘mafter of himfelf? They 
add, That even to pretend to it by pre- 
feription, is a folly becaufe that cannot 
take place of the law of nations, as Papi- 
nian informs us, lib. 45. D. de Uficap. and 
tho? fucha thing might be, it has been {uffi- 
ciently oppofed by the Gensg, and others. 
On the contrary, Yobn Selden, a mott judi- 
cious and accurate writer, whom I have acci- 
dentally lighted on, endeavours to main- 
tain the oppofite opinion, upon no lefs 
plaulible reafons, efpecially thofe he urges 
in the laft chapters of the firft book of his 
Mare claxfim, which fhall not here give 
you any tafte of being well fatisfied you 
have read him before me, and div’d deeper 
into him. But we oughtnot to omic taking 
notice, with how little reafon that molt 
learned man fcofisat thofe who too itriétly 
adhere toU/pian’sopinions, as if, in fuch cafes, 
we had any other guides to follow, but the 
moft famous civilians. Befides, itis to be 
obferv’d, not only that all his arguments 
are not concluding, but that many of them 
are not for the purpofe he defigns them.

For example, when the authors he quotes, 
fay, the Tyriansand dlexandrians were ma. 
fters of the Pheniciax, and Egyptian feas, 
and that other nations fucceffively had the 
fovereignty of the fea, as Ex/ebius and other 
Greek hiltorians difcourfe ; that is nor to be 
underitood of the dominion he means, but 
of a certain power at fea, by reafon of their 
kill in maritime affairs 5 thenumber of their 
fhips of war, which their neighbours ftood 
in awe of, and of their merchants, that 
{pread abroad theirname into remote parts; 
and this is the true meaning of the verb 
Thalaffecratein, to bear the command at fea. 
The fame may be fuppos'd of the laws of 
Antoninus Pius, where he order’d, that the 
Judgment of thipwrecks fhould be according 
to the laws of the Rbodians, then famous 
for navigation ; and yet no man willon this 
account fay, the emperor thought himfelf 
lord of theland, and the Réodians of the {eas 
So when they fay, the Romans gave Pompey 
the command at fea, it implies, they made 
him admiral of a great fleet, to fupprefs the 
pyrates, who, againit the law of nations, 
infefted all the feas, and obftru@ed the 
berty of navigation ; as Florus tells us, 
lices invaferant maria, JSublatifque commerciis, 
tupto faedere generis humani, /ic maria bello, 
quafi tempeftate precluferant. That is, The 
Cilicianshad invaded the Seas, and obfiruding 
commerce, to the breaking of the bonds of hu- 
man race, bad fhut up the fea with war, asit 
‘were with a florm. And yee Selden quotes 
this place, feeming to take no notice that 
it is pofitively againft him. In che fame 
manner, when Florus, or other Roman hifto- 
rians, fay, Mare noftrum, Our fea, they 
mean the Mediterranean, which was enclo- 
“fed by the Roma dominions, to diftinguith 
it from the ocean. As for the articles of 
peace between the Perfians and Athenians, 
and between thefe and the Lacedemanians, ic 
may perhaps be anfwer'd, That they might 
well be fo far matters as to agree, and con. 
traét together, thar they fhould not fail in 
fuch and fuch bays, without being matters 
of the fea; fince, under the fapport of the 
Conquering nation, they might, at pleafure, 
rob oneanother of that, which, by the law 
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‘Aving the opportunity of a Spani/s 
H gentleman, who was going to the 
court of the catholick king’s embaffidor 
at Venice, T'could not omit paying you my 
refpects in this letter ; and themore becaule 
he has very obligingly promis'd to do me 
f% much fervice, as to fend it you imme- 


of nations, was free and common to all. 
For my part, Icannot but admire; that fo 
greata man, finding, in the Notitia ulriufge 
imperiiy the enfigns of the proconful of Aa,

or more unfit for navigation; otherwife even 
this might not be done, as is obfery’d, in 
relation to building on the fhore. _ In thort, 
all theinftances by him alledgd, if there 
be any one convincing among them, will 
never prove, thatany nation did ever right= 
fully aifume to itfelf fuch a dominion over 
the weaker; for, if ithas been fid of king 
doms, which are according to the law of 
nations, that they were only great ufurpa- 
tions, or robberies, do you confider what 
may not be faid in relation to the matter we 
teat of? If you would know my opinion 
in this cafe, Tell you plainly, that Venice 
hasa rightful and lawful dominion over the 
Aldriatick fea, and ten fpans beyond it 5 but 
yet they donot defend itall againft the bar. 
barianss and this is well known to the inha- 
bitants of the coafts of Otranto and Apulia.

And Livy himfelf, the greateft orna- 
ment of Padua, affirms the fame. For 
this reafon the following verfes of Lupato 
were cut upon Antenor’s tomb, which is 
here thewn, without the church of St. Lav- 
rence. 


Inclytus Antenor, patriam vox nifa quietem, 
Tranflulit hue Henetum, Dardanidunque 
fugas. 
Expulit Euganeos, Patavinam condidit urbem,

That is, Tbe renowned Antenor, Jabouring 

Sor the peace of his country, brought to this

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the city Padua, 
marble tomb. 

From the aforeftid words of Virgil, plan 
cida compaftus pace quiejtit, be refs in peace, 
fome good fimple people would infer, that 
the bones of that great man are certainly 
in this place; but this methinks no man of 
fenfe willimagine. Befides, the city being 
remoy’d from its antient fituation fince the 
days of dutila, and the very manner of the 
building, which now fhews nothing of great 
antiquity, are evident demonflrations that 
the tomb, the infcription, and the contri- 
vers themfelves are not of above fix hundred 
years ftanding. 

No man makes any queflion, but that 
Livy's bones were found in the year of our 
Lord 1413, near the church of St. Fut 
with the following infeription,

LIVIAE T.F, 
QUARTAR L. 
HALYS 
CONCORDIALIS 
PATAVI 
SIBI ET SVIS 
OMNIBYS, 


I think it was afterwards well done of the 
Paduans, to ere a half ftatue of brafs in 
the fquare of their courts of juftice, to the 
honour of their countryman, who might 
well deferve one of gold. Yet, to deal 
plainly with you, according to my ufisal 
incredulity, Ido not think the aforefaid in- 
feription isa pofitive argument, that thofe 
were the hiftorian’s bor but rather his 

hter’s, or of Quarta Liderta, to whom 
the infcription is direéted ; and who knows, 
whether our wife king of Aragon, Alpbon/n, 
had not an armus’d to the diftaffand {pindle 
from the Paduavs, inftead of one fo famous 
for handling the pen? And what affurance 
have we, that the faid T. LIVIVS was 
the hiftorian, and not rather fome other of 
the Livian family, which was certainly of 
Padua? What great reafon then is there to 
believe, that the faid infeription belongs to 
that renowned hiftorian, and not rather the 
other, which is alfo at Padua?

But fuppofing it to be that which they 
fay, yet the words SIBI, ET SVIS, on 
it, do not prove his bones that ereCted it, to 
licinits there being more likelihood that 
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he dy’d; and was honourably interr’d at 
However, if it fhould be urg’d, 
that his bones were carry’d back to his own 
country, in that cafe he would not have 
wanted fome relation, or friend, to put a 
more honourable infeription on his tomb. 
‘here is fil another more fubftantial rea- 
fon co doubt, and is, that in the fourth year 
of Cafar, when Lizy is faid to have dy'd, the 
ntient cuftom of burying bodies entire was 
not yet reftor’d ; burthey were all burnt, un- 
Jef ic were fome perfon fo miferably poor, as 
norto leave cnough to buy wood. What 
fupidity then is it to believe, that Livy's 
bones fhould be found fo whole and found, 
asto make a prefent to king Alpbonpa of his 
arm? I am nor ignorant that the bodies 
were never therougily burnt, and therefore, 
when the fire was {pent, the bones were ga- 
therd, theafhes put into the urn, and the 
fagments of the bones laid up in another 
place ; both which our Pontanus judicioully 
mentions in thefe verfes.

is. Yetall this does not prove, that 
» arm can remain fo entire after burning, 
as to know whether it was the right or lett. 
Hence we muft conclude, that fone other 
made ufe of that ftone, howfoever it was 
found fome ages after, to make the fepul- 
chre of any other perfon the more lafting. 
But how could thisbe, fay you? Here is a 
king impos’d upon, and fo many able men 
of his univerfity never thought of thefe rea 
fons you allege. Sir, we eafily believe 
t we defire; therefore how could 

n truth make its way into the heads of 
[phonjo's learned men, before fill’d with 
vanity and flattery? We live in an age, 
when, God be prais’d, all the miftakes and 
overfights of the antients are difcovering by 
degrees; and it will be too much for us, at 
once, to retrieve all the errors they have 
been guilty of. 

To returd to the city, it was formerly en- 
clos'd by three walls, and at prefent by 
two; the outward fix miles about, the in- 
ward three ; but the number of inhabitants 
is not fuirable to its extents and did not the 
wife republick iz is fabje& toy fupport the 
univerfity, ereéted there by Charlemaign, it 
would have been quite unpeopled by this 
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time, and fallen from all its former glory. 
The fchools are built uniform and magnif- 
cent, and, whatis much more confiderable, 
furnifh’d with very able profeffors. 

As for the territory, it extends many 
miles, every where abounding in all that is 
requifite for the fupport of human life; be= 
fides, excellent mineral waters, in theneigh- 
bourhood of Abano, The Inhabitants, tho? 
not numerous, are very well educated from 
their very infancy; the common fort, for 
the moft part, being employ’d in cloathing s 
and the gentry may defervedly value them- 
felyes on all noble virtues. Concerning the 


buildings, both publick and private, there Buillings 


are, in the firft place, no contemptible for- 
tifications about it; then the city is all hand- 
fomely pav’d with pebbles, and adorn’d with 
thirty-eight bridges, over the river Brenta, 
and five moft beautiful and fpacious fquares. 
In fhort, there are every where ately 
palaces, and extraordinary magnificent 
churches, efpecially that of the religious of 
Cafino, that of St. Antony, and the cathe- 
dral, founded by Henry the emperor, whofe 
palace is till to be feen, having been former- 
ly leaded at the top. There are many mo- 
nafteries of both fexes, as alfo hofpitals. 
Here is, as well as at Naples, a monte de 
pieta (chat is, a charitable Jumber) where 
the poor have money lent them upon pawns,’ 
without intereft, to fuch a certain fum. The 
bithop’s revenue is about eleven thoufand 
crowns, if Lam rightly inform’d. could 
not fee, or learn much in the few hours ftay 
Imade; burl think Thave read before, thar 
Valerius Flaccus, who writ the Argonautica, 
Julius Paulus the civilian, fo highly favour’d 
by Alexander Severus, and many other men 
of Iefsnote, were born here. If we would 
talk of the ftate of the city, Padwa has had 
the fame fatewith feveral othercitiesof Italy 5 
for it was reduc’d to athes by Attila, re- 
ftored by Nar/és, and again burne down by 
the Longobards. Being rebuiltand enlarged 
by Charlemaign, through the gencrofity of 
the emperor Otho, it was govern'd asa com= 
monwealth, till the days of Frederick the 
2d 5 after which time it was reduc’d into a 
deplorable condition, by the bloody tyran- 
ny of Ezzelino da Romano, anil rent by the 
factions of the Scaligeri, or Della Scala, of 
Vifconti and Carrarefi, till it fell into the 
power of the Venetians, who having once 
recover’d it from the emperor Afasimilian, 
made it almoft impregnable, with the for- 
Ufications ftill to be feen. 

Notiithftanding all che enquiry I could 
make, no living creature could give me any 
account of the famous infeription fet up by 
Maximus Olibius, which 1 remember I had 
read in the commentaries of Pietra Lyjichio, 
on Petronius's fatire. They tellus, hatin 
the year 1500, an urn was found under 

ground, 
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ground, with fome verfes carv’don it, which, 
if Imiftake not, wereas follow.

The inner infcription, above-mention’d, 
imports, Be gone hence, ye wicked thieves. 
What is tt you look for swith 'your gogling eyes ? 
Begone, with Mercury, that wears a bat and 
wand; for Maximus has dedicated this to 
mighty Plato. 

This dedication to Piuo, the god of riches, 
confirm the chymifts in the conceit of their 
Philofopher’s ftone, to fuch a degree, that 
feveral of them fell to {pending all they had, 
to find out a thing that never was, or ever 
will be in the world; it being impoffible, 
forall the art of man, to gather that pure 
fubftance, which being diffufed in the air, 
fertilizes the earth, and preferves all living 
creatures by breathing. As I told you, no 
man could givemeany tidings of this urn,and 
therefore continuing in my former opinion, 
Tleave it among the Impottures of the firft

‘That I may not wafte my time and paper 
upon idle tales, 1 will continue my jour- 
nal. Tleft Padva after dinner, and riding 
hard came at night to Vicenza, that is, I rode 
cighteen miles. ‘This city was handfomely 
built, atthe foot of the mountains of Pa- 
dua, calld Exganei, perhaps by the people 
of that name. The outward compafs of 
its wallis fall four miles, almoft in the fhape 
of a feorpion, with eight gates in it, and 
two navigable rivers running by, being the 
Brenta and the Bacchilione, producing ex- 
cellent eels. The buildings are beautiful

enough, efpecially the monaftery of St. Grurun 


Co/mo, at prefent belonging to the Domini- 
¢ans, and formerly poffets'd by the Arians, 
‘The theatre of the Olympick academy is alfo 
very noble and magnificent, being capable 
of containing three thoufand perfons § asis 
the bithop’s palace, and others. All its 
territory extending feventy miles in length, 
and twenty-five in breadth, is wonderful 
fertile and ‘pleafant, being water’d by four- 
teen rivers, fome great, fome {mall, befides 
the mineral waters for bathing ; but above 
all, thereisa vaftnumber of white mulberry 
trees, T tell you the truth, after mature deli- 
beration, thatall places, where there are fuch 
mineral waters, have generally an extraor- 
dinary fertility, provided they be in a mo- 
derate quantity, and of an indifferent hear. 
This perhaps may proceed from the won. 
derful fertilizing quality of nitre, which £ 
fometimes ufe tocall che true univerfal fpirits 
for we find by experience, ‘that when once 
taken from the carth it remains for many 
yearsas barren as fand, tillit has recover’d 
fome trom theair and And this is the 
reafon why dung is ufed to fatten land, and 
the herbs growing on fuch ground are betcer 
tafted, and pleafanter than in other places. 
Now, as I was faying, abundance of nitre 
is convey’d in fome forts of mineral waters, 
fo that the adjacent fields have more plenty 
of it than others, and confequently they 
produce better grafs, and fruit as you may 
have found by experience, in thofe about us 
at Pozzuolo, the land of [cbia, and mount 
Somma, This laft hasnone of thofe mineral 
waters we {peak of; but its foil cannot be 
deny’d tobe very fall of feveral falts, which 
rife up, being refin’d or fubtilized by the fub- 
terrancan fire, or elfe fall on it from time to 
time, with thofe fhowers of bituminous and 
nitrous afhes, that gufh out at the top. 
Now thofe places which have too much ful- 
phur and alum on the faperfices, generally 
produce a deep, harfh, and unpleatant wine, 
which is long before it fines; and fuch is 
that of Jcbia, and that which grows about 
Pozzuali worfe; and forafmuch 2s 1 know 
you drink no fort atall, you may tale my 
word ; for itis as Itell you. 

To return to Vicenza; it was fubject 
to the Roman empire till the days of sila 5 
and having fuffer’d much from him, fub- 
mitted to all the barbarians that de(troy’d 
Italy, They being expell’d by Charlemaign, 
it continued free under the proteétion of 
the empire, till the days of Jrederick II. 
who cruelly plunder’d and burnt it. Then. 
it had princes of feveral races, as thofe of 
Carraref, of Scala, and Vifconti. Laftly, in 
1404. it fubmitted to the Venetians; and 
being taken from them by the emperor 
Maximilian, was not long after recover’d 
from him.

The citizens are handy and ingenious, 
living very politeand modeftly. They are 
govern’d by a council of feventy men of 
try’ wifdom. Publick affairs are manag’d 
by ten patricians, or fenators ; and all ju- 
dicial matters, whether civil or criminal, 
are foon decided by twelve confuls ; not to 
mention other inferior judges, who take 
cognizance of things of lefs weight. 


I came thefe thirty miles this morning in 
a calafh, for fifteen livres, and defign to 
ftay in Verona till to-morrow. In my next, 
which I hope to write from Milay, you 
fhall haye a faithful account of all I thall 
fee here to day, or be inform’d by a very 
learned prieft, well vers’d in the affairs of 
his country, with whom I have made Hye 
felfacquainted. Your humble fervant, &c. 
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Of Verona, Pefehicra, Brefcia, and Bergamo, on the road to Milan. 


Mutt declare, that, to me, Milan is the 

fineft and moft agrecable city in the 
world, fince I had the fortune in it to re- 
ceive your letters, and, by them, to be in- 
form’d of your health, &e. 

Affoon as I came to Verona, and had 
left my baggage at the inn, I went away 
to Cajtel Vecchio, the old caftle or citadel, 
to fee the antient amphitheater, to thisday 
call’d Avena, as it was formerly ; becaule 
the ground was ftrew’d with fand, for the 
conveniency of the gladiators. ‘This fru 
ture is {till to be feen ; and none can im: 
gine how it comes to be fill ftanding, after 
fo many barbarous nations have ruin’d Jal. 
The compafs of it is about a thoufand fpans, 
and perhaps more for on the outfide there 
are feventy-two arches of fuch a competent 
bignefs, as to fuftain three other rows of 
arches, and windows in the nature of the 
Goliféum at Rome fo that in one part of 
it, which is ftill intire, the four orders of 
architecture are ftill to be feen, viz. the 
Dorick, the Ionick, the Corinthian, and the 
Compojite. Within there are no lefs than 
forty-three degrees of feats quite round its 
by which you may guefs whata number of 
people it will contain. At prefent the gen- 
try make ufe of it to tilt, run atthe ring, 
and to perform fach other generous ex- 
ercifes. 

Next I went to vific count Francis Ma/- 
cardo’s Mufeum, or cabinet, adorn’d with 
moftexcellent pieces ofantiquity and rarities. 
About a marble oval veffel are thefe ke 
words, ANTAHCATE TO TAQP META 
EY@POCYNHC, OTI ¢QNH KYPIOT 
EMl TQN YTAATON; that is, Reach the 
avater with joy, for the voice of the Lord ison 
the water. I thought at firft it had been a 
font, but confidering the narrownefs of the 
mouth, foon alter’d my opinion ; and the 
more, for that formerly both infants and per- 
fons ofage were baptiz’d after another man- 
ner than they are at prefent, Befides, I took 
notice of two ?s, in a fmall infeription, in- 
ftead of an c, as Valijrivs, for Valerius. 
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‘This different way of writing or fpelling is 
frequently found on marble ftones, which 
were carv’d where the pure Roman language 
was not vulgarly fpoken. 

The city was anciently call’d Brennona, 
becaufe built by Breynus the general of the 
Gauls; tho? others affign its foundation to 
the Tufcans. 


river Adige, all contribute to render it beau- &* 
tiful, and abounding inal! provifions ; nor 
does it want fith from the faid Adige, fi 
other rivers, as alfo from the neighbouring 
lake of Garda, by the ancients call’d Bena- 
cus. The city wallsare {trong ; the build- 
ings fumptuous and beautiful, by reafon of 
the marble found in its territory; the ftreets 
wide, ftrait, and well pav’d; the four 
bridges of the river, magnificent; nor is 
there any thing in it but whacis fine and 
curious. Befides the old caftle before-men- 
tioned, there are two other forts ona high 
ground, call’d St, Peter and St. Felix, built 
by M. Cane della Scala Lord of Verena. 
T had not time to fee the churches, but 
was told there are many, and very ftately, 
particularly the cathedral and that of St. 
Athanafius. 


As to other particulars, the inhabitants Inhadi- 


are about forty thoufand, all of them ready 
witted, and well behav'd. Te formerly un- 
derwent the fame fate with Padua, Vicenza, 
and other neighbouring cities, till fubject 
to the Venetians, who now fend a Podefla, 
or governor, thither. I mutt here tell you 
a very ftrange particular, which is, that 
when the faid Padela enters upon his 
charge, it looks more like the coming of a 


bifhop than a governor; for all the bells va ene 
vernors 


ring, and he goes direétly to vifit the church 
of St. Zeno, and the cathedral. Then 
coming into the fquare, or market place, 
and being feated in the chair of the aflem- 
bly, he makes a fhort fpeech to the people, 
and receives the enfigns of his command. 
Upon matters of moment, he has power 
to affemble the general council of feventy- 

two 


The fituation, the climate, situation, 
the delightful adjacent country, and the uildings, 
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two citizens, or deputies of the commo- 
nalty3 in other cafes he makes ufe of twelve 
of the fame body, who ferve by months 
fucceffively. He has alfo under him a vi- 
car, Who is a doctor, a judge for criminal 
affairs, two for the civit, and a chancellor, 
all of themat the publick charge: 

The next day I hir’d a calath to Brefia, 
for twenty Italian livres, and fet out imme- 
diately. Having rode fourteen miles, I 
came to Pejibiera, a fortrefs ftanding be- 
tween two rivers flowing from the above- 
mentioned lake of Garda, and generally 
kept by a garifon of a thoufand Venetians, 
It is about two miles in compafs, and a 
quarter over, if Lmiltook not when I crofs'd 
it. Thirty miles from thence to the inn 
call’d Offeria delle Bertale, is thirty miles, 
where I was as conveniently lodg’d as I 
could with the worft of my enemies. Good 
God, what a villainous hoft, and what a 
wretched inn! I thought that night I had 
not fallen into the hands of Circe, but of 
the Cyclops, and of the robber Sciron, and 
therefore [ got up betore break of day into 
the calath. There being but feven miles 
of good way to Breleia, Lgot thither be- 
times in the morning, where I ftay’d fo 
Jong, asto buy a cafe of piftols to ride with, 
and {ome other fall things. 

All I can tell you concerning, this city, 
is, that it is feated in a plain between the 
two rivers, Mela and Navilione; che firft on 
the weft, the other on the eaft, and water’d 
by another rivulet call’d J/ Garza. The caflle 
Hands on a hill, and has a garifon of four 
hundred men. The territory is of a great 
extent, but would not be fruitful without 
the help of the two aforefaid rivers, whence 
the water is deriv’d in trenches throughout 
all the fields, and, by that means, it pro- 
duces plenty of all things neceffary for the 
fupport of human life, and for delight. 

The compafs of the city is faid to be 
five miles, well fortify’d, The citizens 
houfes make no great thew, tho’ they are 
rich enough, and afieét greatnels. The moft 
remarkable ftructures, in. my opinion, are 
the bifhop’s and Pode/la’s palaces, and the 
cathedral. ‘The gentry are not fo numerous 
here as at Verona, but on the other hand, 
it is more populous, the inhabi i 
about fifty thoufand, the greater part where- 
of are gun-fmiths, or work in fteel. 

The government is not in the citizens, 
“but in two prefeéts, and therefore juftice 
is better adminiftred, becaufe there is no 
partiality ; which is very requifite, efpeci- 
ally in fuch cities where there are many bul- 
lieSand turbulent fellows. The fovercignty 
of it was by themfelves conferr’d on the 
Venetians, in the year 1426. when they 
Shook off the heavy yoke of Philip Maria

Frances then transferr’d to the emperor 
Maximilian, to Charles V. and to kin; 
Francis 1. ull at lat, with much difficulty, 
they recoverd it in 1512. Our hiftorians 
have inform’d you, that fince then it has 
fuffer’d other calamities, and: {till conti- 
nues fubjeét to that commonwealth. If we 
Jook back to ancienter times, it firft felt 
the fury of the Guths, for it could not ex- 
pect to fare better than the reft, and after 
them, of the Huns; and then rebuile by 
the emperor Marcian. When the Longo- 
bards invaded Italy, it continu’d under their 
dominion from Alboinius, to king Defiderius, 
who was overthrown by Charlemaign. After 
his death it had feveral fovereigns, and, in 
the days of O19, was reckoned among the 
free cities, till Henry VI. who depriv’d it 
of liberty and walls. Next it labour’d un- 
der the faétions of the Guelphs and Gibelli 
names fatal to Italy. M. Maflino della Scala 
found means to poffefs himielf of it; but 
his fovercignty lated not long, being gain’d 
by fraud; for Azzo Vifconti expell’d him 
by force, and then his pofterity held it till 
Philip Maria aforefaid. } 

Having, concluded my. fmall affairs, I 
mounted on, horfeback for Bergamo. At 


the mid-way I faw Palazzwolo, 4 place not Palavenes 


inconfiderable ; and, after thirty miles”. 
riding, arriv’d at that city before night 3 
finding the proverb true, thata good road 
isnever long. I fay itis good to the bottom 
of the hill on which Bergamo ftands, whence 
J afcended with much trouble for a mile, 
which, for the reafon aforefaid, is as bad 
as three. 2 
This city, in thape, is longith, and for aers 
good reafons encompafied with a ftrong 
wall, as being on the frontiers s yet, inclu: 
ding-all the fuburbs, it is but three miles 
in compafs. The number of the inhabi- 
tants is not above twenty-feven thoufind ¢ 
and this perhaps becaufe'the people of Ber 
gamo love wandring, and foon growing rich 
by their ingenuity, they feetle in thote pla~ 
ccs where they have found fortune favour- 
able. ‘The women are beautiful and witty, 
but it is not pleafant t hear them talk, 
their language is fo barbarous, That maid, 
who made choice of death, boldly ftabbing: 
herfelf with a knife rather than to be de- 
bauch’d by the emperor Frederick, will be 
an everlafting, monument of their bravery,, 
I know not whether the ladies of Bergamo 
would at this time cut their throats to ac~ 
quire fuch renown ; or whether that maid, 
did it only to preferve her chaftity. It often, 
happens, that a woman, whois not unkind” 
to another, will prove coy toa prince, for 
fear of being a whore upon record, as was, 
s fa 
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faid by a certain lady. The caftle is ga- 
rifon’d by five hundred foot, as I wastold ; 
for Lhad not time to fee it. 

There are good buildings, both publick 
and private. Among the moft confiderable 
is the church of our lady, where is a cu- 
rious tomb of Bartholomew Cuglione, the ca- 
thedral and the Domsinicans, famous for its 
pulpit of moft curious wood. In the mona- 
ftery is a noble library, founded by dlex- 
ander Martinenghi. ‘This city has been fub- 
jet to as many viciffitudes as the others 
before-mentioned, and therefore it is need- 
Jef to trouble you any more with the Goths, 
Huns, Vandals, Longobards, Charlemaign, 
Otho, Henry, the Scala’s, Vifconti; Maxi- 
milian, and I know not who, 


Yefterday, having hir’d two horfes to 
Canonica, for fix Italian livres, 1 bid adieu 
to Bergamo. The guards ftopt me at going, 
out, becaufe, being a ftranger, I had not 
taken the ufual pais; which great oyver- 
fight was rectify’d by paying twenty-four 
Soldi. Having rode twelve miles, I came 
about eleven to Canonica, a fmall journey, 
and ftay’d there till night. About the dufk 
of the evening I took boat, which brought 
me eighteen miles to this city, paying ten 
Soldi, or pence, for my pafkige, and thus 
enter’d Milan this morning at fix of the 
clock. I defign to ftay here fix days, but 
fhall not fail to write to you before I de- 
part, In the mean while I hope you will 
not fail to love me ashitherto, andam, &c, 


LETTER IX 


A fort account of Milan, 


Wrote to you the day before yefterday, 

thar I fhould ftay here fix days, becaufe 
T really thought I might fee mighty mat- 
ters; but fince things fall out otherwile 5 
and Ihave anearneft defire to be in Hun- 
gary, before the campaign is over, I am 
politively refolved to be gone to-morrow 
to Turin: it is therefore requifite, in pur- 
fuance of my duty and promife, be it well 
or ill done, togive youan account of what 
Icould fee in Milax during fo fhorta ftay. 

‘The governor’s palace is very large, but 
not fo magnificent and lofty as that of 
Naples. On the ground floor, even with 
the court, are the apartments of two ordi- 
nary magiftrates ; and on the left, above 
thofe, of the twelve, with their prefident ; 
and there alfo is the court, or hall for 
trials. On the right are the governor’s 
lodgings, indifferently adorn’d s nor is 
there any thing elfe remarkable. 

The cattle is wellcontriv’d according to 
the manner of fortification in ufe an hun- 
dred years ago. There are in it about an 
hundred and fifty pieces of cannon, and the 
water is letinto the ditch upon occafion. 

‘As for the Domo, or cathedral, I own it 
is as magnificent, and better adorn’d than 
fame reports; yet it does not pleafe me ; 
becaule neither the Gofbick architecture nor 
ornaments fuit with my humour. Thofe 
very fharp little pyramids and foliages, 
without any fymmetry 5 thofe figures hang- 
ing, in the airs thofe arches of fo extrava- 
gantaheighth; thofe many ranks of cor- 
nices upon cornices; thofe little columns 
of no particular order, as flender as poles 5 
thofe windows fo long and intricate ; thofe 
figures fo lame, with: their’ arms clinging 
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to the body ; are things I can have no relifh 
for. I cannot imagine, that thofe barba- 
rians were ignorant of the beauty and per~ 
feétion of ancient ftructures ; butam rather 
inclin’d to believe, they politickly contriv'd 
to introduce their own cuftoms, and blot 
out the very memory of the Roman civility 
and politenefs. However it is, the church 
has five if_es, with fifty-two large pillars 
that fupport the roof and arches. ‘The high 
altar is adorn’d with curious marble, as is 
the chapel of the phyficians ; but the two 
pulpits are adorn’d with mott exquifite brafs- 
work. ‘Not far from that, on the left fide, 
I faw a wonderful ftatue of St. Bartholomew 
flay’d, in which the ingenious workman has 
curioufly carv’d all the mufeles, and the 
fmalleft veins that can be feen in the body 
of man. This alone would not make it 
anextraordinary ftatue, for, as Horace fays, 
Epift. ad Pifones, 


Aimilium circa ludum faber imus & ungues 
Exprimet, & mollesimitabitur eve capillos. 


Thatis, The fratuary will reprefent thenails and 
Jine bair in brafs (meaning the minutett parts 
of the body) inthe ftatwes about Emilius's the 
atre: butit is alfo commendable for good. 
draught, good imitation and proportion, a 
likely reprefentation of motion, and all that 
is requifite to render fuch a piece perfect. 
After viewing that great number of ftatues 
there is about the top of the arch of the 
church, I took a view of all thecity, and 
judged it half as big as Naples, notwith- 
ftanding,fome writers reckon it eight miles 
about, not including the fuburbs,’ which 
look like fo may little citics, I have no- 

thing. 
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thing to fay of any other buildings, for 
en do REE ic, The profefs’d houfe, 
Twas about to fay monaftery, of the Fe/iits, 
is fomething, tolerable, and the church of 
St. Antony, belonging to the Theatins, is 
better. ‘ 

This morning I have diverted myfelf in 
the Ambrofian library, founded by Frederick 
Borromeo, nephew to St. Charles; for I 
had not feen fo many books in many days. 
‘The moft valuable among them are the 
manufcripts, efpecially thofe of the holy 
fathers; thofe who have charge of it taking 
little care to enrich it with thofe good books, 
which are daily printed, and all new editions 
Of the beft authors. 1 rurn’d over a bible, 
to fee that text in the firft epiftle of St. Fobn, 
Tres funt qui teftimonium dant in clo, Be. 
For there are three that bear record in heaven, 
&c. fomuch talk’d of by the criticks ; and 
there wasno fuch thing init. I find this de- 
fect is in all the copies, that are in places 
formerly infected with Arivs’s herefy. Buc 
in two other copies Ihave feen there, in the 
library of the Dominicans, tho? they feem 
not of above four hundred years ftanding, 
I very well remember the faid words are to 
be read. 


Mafzumef From the Ambrofian library I went to the 


Sextala 


Mufeum, or clofet of rarities of Signor Ca- 
nonico Settala, ‘The curiofities in it were 
collected by Lewis Settala, a famous phyfi- 
cian of the aft century, and author of the 
commentaries on Arifictle’s problems. A- 
mong themottremarkable things there, they 
thew’d me fome concave fteel plates, which 
fet fire to wood at fifteen yards diftance, and 
melt metals at two. T did not think fit to 
argue the matter in that place; but, on the 
other hand, am very well fatisfy’d, in the 
firft place, that fuch plates fet fire in the 
precife place, where their refleéted rays meet 5 
that is, ata lefs diftance than the fourth 
part of their diameter, as the catoptricks 
demonftrate ; befides that, where they light 
fire, there they have power to melt; but 
that beyond that point the lucid ray: fe~ 
Pparated from one another ; how then is it 
pofible, that the fame plate fhould mele 
metal at one diftance, and kindle fire at an- 
other. Moreover, fuppofing that the con- 
cave place be a fegment of thirty degrees, 
and the fire take within the fourth partof the 
diameter, it plainly appears, that allowing, 
it to fet fire at fifteen yards diftance, the 
plate muft beat leaft thirteen yards diameter, 
or little above; and this muft be expos’d to 
the rays of the fun, which, by reafon of their 
great diftance, are fuppos'd to fall parallel 
on it; otherwife, if the light be near, and 
fallon the plate obliquely, the fire will take 
not only in the fourth part of the diameter 
of that fphere, whereof the aforefaid plate 
isapart, butinthefixth or eighth, more or 
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Jefs, in proportion to the angle receiving it. Geert. 


Now Seftala’s plates are fmall, that is porti- 
‘ons of a fmall fphere; thendo you judge, 
how I could give credit to that wonderful 
fire they told me of. Hence alfo you may 
infer, by what art was it poffible for 
Archimedes to make fuch valk feel plates at 
Syracufa, as to burn the Reman thips under 
Marcellus, fince fome authors affirm, that 
thofe thips were three furlongs diftant, which 
is three hundred and feventy-five geometri- 
cal paces ; others fay three Ialian miles, and 
others a bow’s thot. F. Kirker, who had 
taken an oath to give out all his dreams for 
certain traths, tells us he was at Syracu/a, 
and thavafterferiousand mature deliberation, 
he found the Roman fhips were one hundred 
and fifty paces from the walls of the befieged 
city; as if chat had happen’d but the other 
day, and people remembered the place 
where the fhips lay, and thence he concludes, 
that Archimedes might very well burn them. 
‘There isno queftion but that the fhips mutt 
ride where they could not be reach’d by the 
arrows, or ftones, thrown by the engines 
call’d Catapult, Scorpiones, Balijie, and the 
Jike; fince the chief care of a good com- 
mander is, wifély to provide for che fafery 
of his men. Now it is evident, that the 
arrows would do execution at as great, if noc 
greater, diftance than our muskets at prefent, 
and therefore Marcellus muft needs be at 
Jeaft one hundred and fifty geometrical paces 
from the walls of Syracuja, which thews 
that the diameter of Archimedes’s plates mult 
be about one hundred and thirty paces to fet 
fire at that diftance. Who knows but he 
might fend to the other angle of Sicily, where 
mount ina ftands, to have them made by 
Vulcan, and all his Cyclops? According to 
thefe principles it is plain, that Kirker is as 
good a logician in deducing fiich a confe- 
quence, as he fhews himfelf elfewhere a 
philofopher, and a philologift; and yet I 
dare not affirm that hiftorian’s falfity; the 
authority of our moft learned Galileo Ga- 
lilei, who I think does not look upon the faét 
as impoflible, being of great force with me. 
Perhaps he fuppofes this might be done by 
meansof fome parabolical plate. 

Signior Settala has alfo a half ftatue of a 
man, who, by the helpoffome wheels, feems 
to move of itfelf; a monftrous child with 
two heads, four arms, and four legs, born 
alive, of a Milanéé woman, and feveral 
things petrify’d ina river; perhaps it may 
be our

Ihave not feen the experi- 
ment made, and am of opinion, there is 
no'danger of being damn’d for not believ- 
ing it. 

What remainsis, that this city is chought 
to have been built by the Gauls, call’d Se- 
zones, Who gave this country the name of 


Cifalpine Gaul. At prefent it contains about 


one hundredand thirty thoufand inhabitants, M#/a4i- 
tants of 


well behav’d; and they have above fixty 
per cent. of the Swi/s {pirit and wit. No 
place can be more plentiful ; for I have fpent 
but feven alian livres in two days, for my 
own and fervant’s dietand lodging, and yet 
Teat the very belt the country affords.

Y7 OUR letters were always moft accep- 
table to mes but they have at this 
time particularly given me much greater 
tisfation, than I thall expeét to meet with 
along time in this world. Perhaps the di- 
ftance may occafion this pleafure sor eli

This is 
the diicourfe of thofe gulls you well know. 
Another gang has a different note; for if 
the talk be of philofophy, they prefently 
fall a railing at the Peripat without 
any diftinétion 5 of the Gajendifs, becaule 
they follow the fenfes; of the Car 
becaufe they blindly follow their mafter ; 
and then they {coff at, undervalue, and con- 
clude all thofe to be dull perfons, who do 
not afient to all they fay; but if the folid 
difeufling of any truth be ferioufly under- 
tmken, one has a pain in his ftomach, ano- 
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ther in hishead ; one hasnot read for fome 
time, and forgets, another mutt vilita friends 
and every one takes his Ieave a feveral way. 
Every book is talk’d of, and cenfur’d in the 
grols buc you will feldom find themdefeend. 
to particulars, that prove the reading of it. 
The fame happens as to divines 5 the one, 
they fay, dots not underftand ecclefiattical 
hiftory; another argues upon nothing ; fuch 
aone takes too much liberty, and fuch a 
one is too precife. In the Belles Lettres, or 
more gentleman-like itudies, one thinks 
himfelf to be well learned, and will prefide, 
becaufe he has got many fag-ends of Baccace, 
Dante, Petrarch, ant fome other of the 
fages ; and will {wear by the foul of Era/inus, 
thatif he knew what fubjeét to write on, he 
would not be out-done by the beft of them. 
Another, fhould Plato, Chry/ippus, Socrates, 
and who you pleafe befides, come to life 
again, would tell you they did nothing to 
the purpofe, unlefs they writ to their minds 
and fhould Homer rife again to compofe an 
heroic poem in our tongue, in other terms 
than thole of Dante, or el Cafa, he would 
not be worth a doit, ‘They yill tell you it 
is needlefS labour to regard any other noble 
language, becaufeall good authors are tron 
lated into our own.

Before I come to the particulars of my 
journey, and forget what Iam about to fay, 
be pleas’d toadd this to the other conjectures, 
I writ to you fome days fince againft Fobx 
Selden; which is, that tho’ Florus fays, the 
pyratesof Ciliciawere overthrown by Pompeys 
yet he does not fay, the fovercign command 
was given him. But other hiftorians inform 
us, that he had the command of thenavy, 
notof the fea, with proconfular power cx- 
tending fifty miles up the land, in all mari- 
time provinces; whence fome medals of his 
havebeen feen, with thisinfcription, Ma cnus 
Prius Imp.

Cas. rt, on Marit. Ex.S. C. As 
concerning the Hellefpont, and that the pro- 
conful of fia had jurifdiétion over the cities, 
as I ftid before, and not over the waters;

judge, whether the names of Region and 
City may be apply’d to the fea. But he is 
none of the firft, that being mifled by par- 
tiality has made fuch miftakes: Nor fhall 
be the laft, for relying too much on my me- 
mory: When I mention’d Bartholomew de 
Bergamo to you from Venice, 1 faid he had 
gain’d honour at the battle of “Lepanto, 
again{t the Turks ; this was no fmall miflake, 
but an extraordinary bull ; for tho’ one of 
the family of Cagliorie, if Ibe not out again, 
had the command of a galley there, yet 
Bartholomew was dead feveral years before, 
thacis, in1475. Thus it is proper that I 
recant myfelf before another hits the blot. 

To come to what is my proper bufinefs. 
Ideparted Milan on Wednefday laft, paying 
ten-pence for going out, and travelling four- 
teen miles, dined at the monaftery of Via 
Grass then pafiing by fome villages, and 
Falcone’s ferry in a boat, L arrived at Novara, 
about four in the afternoon, eighteen miles 
from Milan. This place being on the fron- 
tiers, is garifon’d by thirty companies, 
and troops of horfe and foot. It hasa good 
caftle, and is all encompafs’d with ftrong 
walls; but it is no larger than our Capua. 
There are abundance of noble families in it, 
very well to pafs, fo that there may be about 
fixty coaches kept in it. The beit churches, 
for [ had not leifure to fee any thing elfe, 
are the Domo, or cathedral, St. Gandentins, 
and St. Mark of the Barnabites. 

On Thurfday morning about nine o'clock, 
bidding adicuto Nevara, I enter’ into Pied- 
mont, and after riding twelve miles came to 

Vercelli, fo cal?d, as fome think, tanquam 
Veneris Cellam ; becaufe faid to be built be- 
fore the wars of Tray, by one Venere, and 
his fon Eletio. Wowever, Pliny believes 
it was founded by the Libici, people of that 
fame territory 5 and others ditfer. Its com- 
pals is but fimall, the inhabitants thin, and the 
houfes mean. Viétorius Emanuel, Duke of 
Savoy, inclos’d it with good modern forti- 
fications, and added a confiderable caftle, fo 
that it may be reckon’d one of the ftrongeft 
placesin Taly. Pope Leo the oth, held a 
council there. In 1310, inteftine broils 
broughtit under the marquifs of Montferrat; 
next under the dukes of Milan, and laftly 
it fell to thofe of Savoy, who tho’ they have 
feveral times loft, and recover’d it, yet 
they have held it peaceably ever fince the 
Pyrenean treaty. 

About noon I fet out again, and travell’d 
18 miles, to Seon, in fight of thofe mountains, 
of which Ennius, with good reafon, faid,

the plain, - 

The next morning, having but cighteen 
miles more to this city, I fet out at break 
of day, and had not rede far before I was 
to pals the ferry at Dora Balticas where the 
paffage cofts three-pence. Five miles be- 
yond it I faw the town of Sciras, and to 
conclude, enter’d Turiz about fix in the 
evening. 

T fhould have enough todo, if, according, 
to the cuftom of geographers, I went aboue 
to trace its firft foundation, and original 5 
and perhaps you might be fo tir’d, as never 
to care to read any more of my letters, if 
they exceeded ten lines, Therefore without 
going any further, to fearch out, whether 
it was built by Zridanws, or one of Noab’s 
Grandfons, it is fafficient for you co call to 
mind, that the Romans call’d it dugufta 
Taurinorum, ater Augujtus having fubdu’d 
thencighbouring Sala/fians, made ita colony, 
together with Augujta Pretoria Salafforum, 
now call’d Villafranca, on the maritime bor- 
ders of Provence. The compafs of it isnow 
greater than formerly ; forafmuch as duke 
Vilorius Amadeus fimih’d the new walls and 
royal baftions, begun by his father Charles 
Emanuel; fo that, adding to it the beautiful 
and ftrong citadel, Turia may be reckon’d 
one of the fineft places in alf /taly. {ts fitu- 
ation is plain and delightful, twenty miles 
diftant from the foot of the Alps ; whence 
a fimall river call’d Doretta, runs into the 
city, and paffing under a ftately and well- 
built tower there is in the middle of it, 
glides on to fall into the Po, 

‘The fineft fquare, in my opinion, is that of 
St. Charles; and if my word may be taken, 
you may reckon it next to that of St. Adark 
at Venice 5 cither in regard of its {pacioufnefs, 
‘or of the ftately portico’s and palaces that 
inclofe it. On the contrary, there is no 
ornament worth naming, in that which leads 
to his royal highnefs’s palace, the front 
whereof is of a plain, tho” magnificent 
ftrudture. The gate of it is defended by 
two culverins ftanding in the court; and 
had there been fuch to guard the garden of 
the Hepperides, or the golden fleece, inflead 
of the dragon and the Minotaur, neither 
the Argonauts nor Hercides had fucceeded in 
their encerprizes. The ftairs to go up are 
extraordinary eafy, fpacious, and curioully 
adorn’d with ftatues; among, which is that 
of Vittorius Amadeus, in brafs, ona marble 
horfe ; in fhort, they are anfwerable to the 
majeltick and coftly apartments they lead 
to. It would bea difficult task, and tedious, 
to fet down all the rich furniture here is to 
be {een s. but no wonder, confidering the 
grandeur of fuch a prince. But we muft 
not pals by the gallery, as well in regard 
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of Turin, &e. Ler. 10, 


of the choice pictures of the bei Italian and 
French matters, the excellent flatues, vilua- 
ble armour, and other fuch things, as on 
account of fome extraordinary rare manu- 
feripts. Among the reft, there are twenty- 
fix volumes of our Pirro Ligerio, by iome « 
wrongfully believ’dto bea Romar, wherein 
he very Iearnedly and judicioufly explains 
abundance of valuable ftatues, medals, and 
inferiptions. Would to God, that as duke 
Charles Emanuel gave eighteen thoufand du- 
cats for them, fome other prince of the fame 
houfe would be pleafed to lay otic as much, 
or lite more, to publith them, as they de- 
ferve, to the infinite benefit of thofe who 
delight in fuch ftudies, betore fome difmal 
accident befalls them. I remember to have 
feen a cut of this author, at the end of a 
certain learned ftranger’s works, but cannot 
now call to mind either the works or the 
treatife ; and that among the other faults he 
found in Pirro, he faid, that author had pre~ 
tended to underitand Greek, but in reality 
knew little or nothing of iv. Here is alfo 
the Jfac table, which, whilft at Mantua, 
was fo worthily and learnedly explain’d by 
Lorenzo Pignoria s with other things of great 
value, which at prefent I have no mind to 
treat of. 
Yefterday I went to fee the moft noble citadel, 


citadel, to which they are now adding fome a wellia 


very regular fortifications. Strangers go 
thither, not fo much to obferve the flrength, 
as to fee the wonderful well, into which fe- 
veral horfes can go down an eafy defcent, 
and come up again loaded another way 3 
good, without hindering one another in the 
Teatt. 

I went thence to fee the place where the zanyers 


courts meet, and took notice, that the law- plead co

I muft own our 
cufiom to the contrary would be fomething 
reafonable, were they always to {peak in the 
prefence of the viceroy, at the collate 
council, or of the prefidene in the king’s 
council, who there reprefents his majefty 5 

but in the other courts, for what reafon 
fhould a man of worth for his learning, or 
honourable for hisage, ftand bare, in fight 

of all the people, as if he were fome clerk, 

or fervant? But I tray too far, and fhall 

not fall much fhort of railing. Let us then 

leave thofe matters, and fhut our eyes to be 
thought good. 

The Fefuits have undertook to raife a Zofuir 
mighty ftruéture, fora feminary of gentl 
men, and ivisfuch, that I queftion whether 
they can doit with their own money. Near 
by it is the prince of Carignaz’s palace, 
which is alfo a magnificent pile, nor yet 
finifhed. To fay the truth, all the new city, 
cali?d of the Po, isembellith’d with ftately 
palaces, and beautiful uniform ftreets. 

About 
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‘About half a mile from this city, on the 
valentino, left-hand of the Po, is the Valentino, a plea-

fure houfe, built by Madame Royale, fitter 
to king Lewis the 13th, as appears by the 
following infeription over the gate. 


Hic, ubi fluviorum Rex, ferocitate depofita, 
placide quieftit ; Cbriftiana a Francia, 
Sabaudie Duciffa, Cypri Regina, tran- 
quillum boc faum delicium Regalibus filio- 
‘rum ociis dedicavit, M.DC.LX. 


Thavis, Here, where the king of rivers, lay- 
ing afide his fiercenefs, gently repofes, Chriftian 
of France, dutchefs of Savoy, and queen of 
Cyprus, bas dedicated this her peaceful pleafure- 
houfe to the diverfion of ber royal fons, 1660. 

This palace is not yet finith’d, but adorn’d 
with curious and coftly furniture. There is 
a fpot of ground inclofed with high walls, 
containing abundance of ftags, fallow deer, 
hares, and fuch like creatures. On the op- 
pofite bank of the river ftandsanother ftately 
palace, belonging to thedutchefs now living 5 
but there is nothing in it worth mentioning. 
They go in coaches trom the city, to Valen- 
tino, in fummer, to take the air, all the 
way being fhaded by tall poplars on both 
fides. 

The park is three miles from the city 5 
but for a quarter of a mile fhort of it, I faw 
fo many, and fuch curious pleafure-houfes, 
with two churches to them, that it look’d 
to me more like another fmall city, thana 
place for game. _Itis worth your obierving, 
that tho’ a thoufand dragoons are now quar- 
tered there, moft of thofe houfes are empty 5 
yet they do not all belong to Madame, but 
many of them to private perfons of quality. 
Over the gate of the palace, which gives its 
name to the territory, is a brafs ttag, a 
mafterly piece, denoting the employment 
thatdelightfal place was defign’dfor, About 
the firft court, which you would take for 
the temple of Diana, aré abundance of heads 
of wild beafts, with each an infcription, 
containing the name of the perfon by whom 
flain, and the place where he found that 
prey. Inthe midft of the fecond court is 
a beautiful brafs hind, encompafs'd by a 
number of greyhounds and beagles, very 
pleafant to behold ; nor are four flaves in 
marble, at the foot of the ftairs, lefs re- 
able in other refpeéts, as well as the 
principal apartments for their highnefies, as 
the others for gentlemen belonging to the 
court, are nobly furnifh’d, according to the 
quality of the perfons. 

As for the garden, tho? it has curious 
works in myrtle, fpacious walks, flower 
plats, and other fuch embellifhments, yet 
Ido not think it better than what you have 
feen, unlefs we look upon certain arches 
forming a femicircle, in the firft fquare, and 


the middlemoft, two ftately ftair-cafes lead 
up to a curious fountain, in which is the 
ftatue of Hercules, killing the Hydra, and 
about it agreeable works of hells and other 
‘out-cafts of the fea. On the fide of the faid 
arches are two fimall houfes, delicately 
adorn’d with looking glaffts, ftatucs, and 
all other furniture, to divert the eyes and 
thoughts of a prince, from the heavy cares 
of government. 

They talk of nothing here but the Bar- 
bettes, or Waldenfiaw hereticks, inhabiting, 
the valley of Lucerne, and other uncouth 
places of thefé’dominions. His royal high 
nefs will not allow of any other religion in 
his territories, but that he profeftts himfelf ; 
and tho’ he has formerly granted fome fort 
of toleration, yet at prelent he will admit 
of no peace or truce with them ; but offers 
them two conditions, either to return into 
the bofom of the holy church, or clf to fell 
what they have in Piedmont and Savoy, and 
be gone elfewheres adding, that in cafe 
they cannot find purchafers, hewill pay down 
the money. This is done at the inftigation 
of his moft chriftian majefty, who being 
refolv'd, for the full compleating of his 
glory, utterly to banifh that they call the 
reform’d religion, out of his-kingdom, is 
afraid left his infeéted fubjeéts thould retire 
into thof¢ valleys, and continually feed that 
Small fire of Calvinifm that is ftill kindled 
in France. According to thefe methods 
Geneva ought to be eraz’d out of the world ; 
but he has wifely refolv’d to take this other 
courfe, and fet fire to the ferpents den in 
the woods, before they multiply, and come 
out to flrike a terror in the open country. 
In fhort, there are now at leaft fix hundred 
Hugoncts in only the vale of Lucern, and 
they being withdrawn, with two thoufand 
Barbettes, farther up the Alps, his royal 
highnefs will fend thicher fix thoufand foor, 
under anable commander, and five thoufand 
more are to go by the way of France, to 
extirpate them wholly. Were I duke of 
Savoy, T would not admit fo greata fupply 
from powerful ftrangers, intomy dominions, 
who under colour of friendihip, might be- 
come acquainted with the country, and 
learn the bett ways that lead to ftrong places, 
and then preferibe laws to me in my own 
houfe ; efpecially being in a condition to do 
the work myfelf. On Saturday a party of 
dragoons took two of thofe Barbettes, com- 
ing from Pignerol, with powder, ball, and 
other warlike ammunition, fo that the de- 
puties of the proteftant Swiférs, who came 
hither to divert his royal highnefs from his 
defign, are like co return home without 
any fuccefs, 
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To fay fomething of the city, the holy

body was wrapp’d in the fepulchre, is kept, 
with feveral other notable relicks, in the 
cathedral, which is dedicated to St. Fohn, 
and joynsto the duke’s palace. Being there 
fone of thefe days ata fermon, I faw his 
royal highnefs, in aclofet, oppofite to the 
pulpit, to which hehasa paflage out of his 
‘own apartment. I had feen him before in 
feveral places; for he frequently goes pri- 
vately, where he thinks fit; but at this 
time he was with Madame Royale, his mo- 
ther, and having, often heard her {poken of 
before, I was glad to have a fight of her 
now. She appears to me rather young, than 
advane’d in years, hale, and of a beautiful 
prefence; yet ofa lower ftature than becomes 
a princefs; for you cannot deny, but that 
tallnefsadds much to that grace, we call ma- 
jefty, and chat ie gains men a refpeét, efpe- 
cially among the vulgar fort. She was de- 
liver’dof this prefent duke Vidtorius Amadeus, 
‘on the fourteenth of May, 1666. His 
dutchefs is fifteen years of age, beautiful and 
witty, but extraordinary tender. In other 
galleries clofe by, there were abundance of 
fadies and gentlemen, finely clad. Under 
his royal highnefs flood fome Swviffers, arm’d 
with carabines, and oppofite to them twen- 
ty-two halbardiers ; for the duke enjoys 
all the prerogatives belonging to crown'd 
heads. 

The government is abfolutely in the 
duke; who has a council, confifting of a 
lord chancellor, and feveral privy counfel- 
lors, chofen from among the three eftates 
of clergy, nobility, and commons, or the 
magiftrates; belides the fecretaries, who 
manage the affairs of greatelt weight. ‘The 
adminiftration of juftice is wholly in the 
fenate of each province; that is, the fenate 
of Piedmont, refidesat Turin; that of Savoy 
at Chambery, the metropolis of that pro- 
vince; and the third is at Nizza, for that 
county ; all three independent of one ano- 
ther. Appeals lie to thefe courts from the 
judgments of the judges in every city, and 
thofe appointed by lords in their own lands. 
Befides there are two chambers of accounts, 
or exchequer courts; the one in Piedmont, 
the other in Savvy, with prefidents, whofe 
judgments are definitive in all that relates 
to the duke’s revenues. It is alfo to be ob- 
fery’d, that all governors of provinces 
and towns hold their polts for three years, 
unlefs his royal highnefs renew their com- 
miffions. The forces are under a general of 
the foot, one of the native horfe, another 
of the foreigners, and two of theartillery 5 
thatis, for Savey and Piedmont. 


Orders of — There are two orders of knighthood ; 
fnightheed the firft of the Annunciation, wearing a 


collar of rofes and knots, and in the middle 


the picture of our lady ; the other of St. 
Mauritius, and Lazarus, the two formerly 
call’d by thofe names being reduc’d into one 
by duke Emanuel Philibert; and this now 
grows of no value, becaufe indifferently 
granted without diftinétion. 

All the country produces fuch plenty.of 
all forts of provifions, that the moft tedious 
wars with France, and their numerous armies 
could never make any want. For this rea- 
fon, the natives of thefe countries are never 
very induftrious, exceptonly thofe of Nizza, 
efpecially at mechanick arts; tho? they 
might have the greateft conveniency of fell- 
ing their ware at Milan, and Venire by the 
Po. The mountaniers are rude in behavi- 
our, and language s but this is no wonder, 
for the air, and the foil, heat, and cold, 
and other accidents, have much influence 
oyer the manners of men. The mountains 
of courfe make them fit for fatigue, and 
hardy to endure weather 5 but take notice, 
‘on the other hand, that where there is great 
ftrength of body, that of the mind always 
fails, becaufe the organs of the underftand- 
ing are dull, and che fpirits heavy sas alfo, 
becaufe there is no leifureallow’d for fedate 
contemplation, which is the poetswith'd-for 
{pare time, that the foul being taken off 
from fenfible objeéts, may look into itfelf, 
become fenfible of its own imperfe: 
and difcover the perfection of its 
and thus by degrees cometo comprehend that 
beautiful and incredible harmony, and won- 
derful conneétion there is between the feveral 
parts of theuniverfe. Thus we fee, that the 
morning, when no object diftraéts in the 
dark, and the brain is no longer opprefs'd 
with the fumes of meat, is the propereft 
time for ftudy 3 and Ihave fometimes thought 
Thad a fehool within myfelf, as feeming to 
myfelf to lie yery fill, and be attentive to 
hear a mafter, who was di{courfing philofo~ 
phically on fome fubject. I do not reckon 
myfelf wife, but am of opinion this was. 
the meaning of antient philofophers, when 
they afirm’d, that a wife man had all 
things within him, Ic feems ftranger to me, 
that this fhould have befallen me afleep 5 
butthe mifchief was, that when I awak’d, 
and fome of the fenfes met with any of their 
proper objeéts, I forgot all the reflections I 
thought I had heard, and mades and could 
remember nothing, but that I was well 
pleas'd, with folving of: fome difficulty, 
and then as angry with myfelf for not re- 
taining what Idefir’d, as when we fret, re~ 
membring fomething we have read, but not 
inwhatbook. See what a great hindrance 
the burthen of the body is to the foul ; and 


how much Plato was in the right, under the plat. ix 
ftate of Paganijm, as to the remembrance Phedone, 


ithas of feiences as you have read in his © 
books: and therefore Tilly us'd to fay, that 
the

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the foul at the end of life, being let loofe 
from the clog of the body, becomes more 
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is called underftanding, or thinking, which Grex. 
is the way to underitanding, be but one “W~ 


beautiful and divine. It is certain that 


Cicero qu. Cicero had not been in that condition be- 


Tufcul. 


fore he writ, and therefore he muft draw 
his conclufion from confidering, how 
much further it reaches, and foars higher, 
when it is in a manner feparated by an 
undifturb’d meditation. Hence it isalfo, 
that when we are actentively thinking, we 
take no notice of fenfible things; and 
there are fome fo far from hearing when 
they are call’d, as not to feela blow 5 and 
tho’ there be infinite objects before the 
eyes, yet they fee none. Now find it out, 
how it comes to pafs, that the lucid rays 
continually coming in to reprefent the 
images in the vifual faculty, we fhould 
not feeatthat time; and whence it is, and 
what is the action of the foul, not medi- 
tating, which makes it, as it were, look 
out, if we may fo call it, to fee what is 
reprefented in the eye. But this is no 
place to explain it: and, to return to our 
purpofe; ic is plain, that the foul being 
ftill in the body, does ina manner fepa- 
rate from it, as the amorous poet Petrarch 
often teftifics of himfelf, and particularly 
in that fonnet which begins, Yo mi rivalgo 
in dietroa ciafcun paff. 


Talor maffale in mezzo & triffi pianti 
Un dubbio, come poffon quelle membra 
Da lo pivito lor viver lntane. 


Thatis, Sometimes amidft my fad complaints, 
Thegin to queftion, how thofe members can be 
Separated from their foul.

In Englith profe, At length my foul, let loofe 
bylove, breaks from my heart, to follow you 5 
and is drawn from thence by much thinking. 
By what has been faid, we may eafily 
underftand the occafion of the proverbs 
Anima ficcafapientifima The dry, or bar- 
ren foul is wifefty and the other, Dio ti guardi 
dalettore, & da romito graff, God preferve 
you from afat reader, and anchorite for it 
is evident, that in bodies, which have 
much more moifture than is requifite, the 
nerves are fofter, and damper, and con- 
fequently the fpirits that pafs thro’ them are 
heavier and lefs aétive. Now we plainly 
fee, that the fpirits are the principal inftru- 
ment of many operations of the foul; and 
thefe being the lefs apt, by reafon of their 
Nownefs, it follows of neceffity, that many 
adtions are not perform’d which fhould be 


done. On the other hand, tho’ that which 
Vou. VI. 


fingle action of conceiving, or going about 
to conceive an objeét in the fame manner 
asit is initfelf; neverthelefs there are ma- 
ny other finaller aétions requifite to this 
end 5 efpecially thofe, which help to unite, 
and lay before the mind all the properties of 
the thing, with their oppofition in refpeét 
to fome, and their refemblance to others. 
There is no queftion to be made, but thar 
fome of thefe, if I may fo call them, fab- 
altern aétions, wholly depend on the ani- 
mal fpirits, and are perform’d with more 
or lefs perfeétion, according to their qua 
lity or difpofition ; and therefore it muft 
be alfo allow’d, that when the regular and 
quick motion of the fpirits is obftruéted by 
the grofs and moift matter, the foul is 
depriv’d of the beft means of underftand- 
ing. Thuswe fee, give me leave to make 
ule of this argument @ pofteriori, as they 
fay in the fchools, that the perfection of 
the fenfes, which alfo in a great meafure 
depends on the fpirits, is very often a fign 
of the like perfeétion’ and quicknefs of 
apprehenfion; and we read that fome men, 
very famous for their depth in feiences, 
had extraordinary bright and fparkling 
eyes, were very little addicted to fleep, 
and had other fuch qualities, which doubt- 
lef proceed from abundance of thofe fame 
fpirits. I do not fay this, as believing, 
for inftance, thatthe fight is caus’d by fome 
fabtil things proceeding from the apple of 
theeyes or that any fuch ching is requi- 
fite for hearing, or feelings but becaufe I 
perceive, that where the {pirits are weakeft, 
by reafon of much watery matter, or on 
account that this hinders the generation of 
them ; there all the inftruments of the faid 
fenfes are lefs apt for performing of their 
part, and ill-form’d, or ill-preferv’d 5 as 
it would be, if in theeyes the apple were 
too much dilated, the cryftalline moifture 
too much deprefs’d, the films too thick, 
and not tranfparent enough: in the ears 
the hollow much obftruéted by excrements, 
or ill-thap’d; the drum, by reafon of its 
foftnefs, unfit to receive a found, unlefs 
it were an extraordinary and violent re- 
percuifion of the air; and thus reafoning 
from one thing to another, you will find, 
that I do not bate an ace in any matter 5 
and that thus phyfiognomifts may well 
guefs at the inclinations, and cuftoms of 
men, if they are endow’d with a profound 
and folid judgment. However, I own 
this rule is not univerfal ; and that fome- 
times God is pleafed to adorn the world 
by other means than we would imagine, 
infufing fome great fouls into deform’d and 
fickly bodies, and fuchasare fcarce fit for 
motion and if it be lawful to give our 
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Gewenta. fancies leaye to pry into the operations of 
AA~ that moft wife artificer; perhaps he lodges 


thofe fouls there in fuch manner, that they 
can by meditation liftupand feparate them- 
félves, without any ob{truétion from the 
mean and vile matter. 

I would willingly have concluded this 
Jetter here, but am fo tormented with a 
feruple of confcience, that I muft die un- 
lef eas’d of it. Is your confcience fo 
fquucamith, you will ask me? Ieis really fo, 
Sir. [remember I made fome reflections 


at the beginning upon theperfon you know, 
and am therefore apt to fulpeét, that fome’ 
will be apt to believe, the Neapolitans are 
alllike him, and therefore £ fhall be reck~ 
on’d a moft notorious lyar; but all men’ 
are acquainted with theextraordinary learn- 
ing, and partsof many of our friends too 
tedious to name, and therefore what has 
been faid muft only be underftood of that 
poor animal, whofe knowledge reaches no 
farther than the outward fhell; and fo E 
conclude, &c.

The Author's Fourney to Lions: Account of Savoy: A Story of Haunting, and 


Difco 


FICHIS very morning, God be prais’d, 
if Larriv’d in this city ; and, to fay the 
truth, I have hitherto well lodg’d, atthe 
fign of the Samaritan woman. After din- 
ner I walk’d about a litcle, only that I 
might give you fome account, at leaft of 
its fituati From this time forward, 
that you may have the fatisfaétion of find- 
ing the principal places in the map, I will 
take notice of their latitude and longitude ; 
which I have not done in Jtaly, becaufe it 
may beall view’d on the maps at one care- 
ce of theeye. Lions ies in twenty- 
egrees, and fifteen minutes longi- 
nd forty-five degrees, ten minutes 
of latitude, at the foot of a pl t and 
delightful hill. The river Saove, by the 
antients call’d Araris, and famous for its 
tlenefs, runs through the midit of it. 
The Rhyjze allo palfes by the walls on the 
eaft-fide, running rapidly to joyn the 
Sone, 2 little to the fouthward of the 
city, Tewas built in this place, and ho- 
nour’d with the ttle of a colony by L. 
Munacius Plancus, in the days of Julius 
Cajars and having been confum’d by fire 
about a hundred years after, was ré-buile 
by the fame Romans. In the reign of 
Arcadius, and Honorius, Stilico gave it to 
the Burgundians, who had affifted him 
againft the Goths; and atlaft Gundemarus, 
king, of Burgundy, being fain by che fons 
of Clodoveus, it fell under the dominion of 
the Franks. ‘The compals of it feems to 
me to be three times as much as Turin, 
which it excels in beauty, and very much 
furpafies in wealth, by reafon the trade 
here of all forts may be compar’d to that 
of the moft famous cities in Europe. In 
only the fquare, call’d Bellecourt, which is 
wonderful fpacious, I have feen more 
foods, than any where elf in all my life. 
Buc of thisanother time 3 it will be proper

at prefent, that I give you an account of 
my journey from Yurin hither. 

Having din'’d, and difpacch’d my finall 
affairs at Turin, I fee out thence on Wed 
nefday latt, witha French meflenger, cal? 
M. Pierre, not only tne pleafantctt fellow 
of that fore I ever knew, but the moft 
notable drinker, He had the ftrangeft 
news in the worlds being wonderful ly 
and cunning at prying, into the actions of 
other men, which was a great help to him: 
in his calling. We happening to overtake 
two horfe-litters, on the road, with four 
ladies in them, were inform’d by him, that 
they had waited on the dutchefs of Savoy, 
and were fent back to Paris. 
came to Avigliana, a town ten miles from 
Turin, where we were to lic thatnight, my 
good meflenger, fhewing mea gentleman of 
Turi, who was to lodge in the fame place, 
faid to me, This is the wife and brave gallant 
of one of thofe ladies we left bebind. Objerve 
Low conftant, and genteel, and bow exatf he 
is in the Jervice of the ladies, who world come 
thus far togive proof of bis affeétion. 

The next morning we mounted an hour 
before day, and having rode fearce two 
miles, come toa place called S. Ambrogio, 
or St. Ambrofe. A little farther I faw a 
regiment of Fraich dragoons, then march- 
ing againft the Barberts, in the vale of 
Lucern, and afterwards in the plain of Su/a, 
a company of foot, all chofen men. 


Sufa, now a fortrefs of great confequence, Sul. 


was by theantients call’d Segwfium, and by 
Pompey made a Roman colony. Tt was 
burnt by Contantine the great, and, again 
by Frederick M1. and in this conflagra- 
tion the dukes of Swzzy loft their antienc 
records. Here is ftill anantient triumphal 
arch, being rather a Gothick than a Roman 
fruéture ; for which reafon I cannot think 
their opinionright, whotakeitfor Auguftus's 
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txophy, mention’d by Plixy. Travelling, 
thence leifurely, I took up at the end of 
fourteen miles, and ftay’d! at Novalefi, a 
town at the foot of Maencenis. Here, 
arting with my pleafant M, Peter, 1 
fra, according, to the cuftom of the coun- 
wy, a lie mule, but ftrong, and us'd 
to mount the ftcep hills, notwithftanding, 
the frozen fnow. At the top of this af- 
cent, which is full four miles, isa hand- 
fome plain, and the brook which divides 
Piedmont from Savey. I rodeall the way 
‘over this plain on hard ice 5 but to deftend 
the other fide of the mountain, I got into 
aramazza: A ramazza_in_that country 
is a chair fix’d in the midft of a quarter, 
or large piece of ftrong wood, which two 
peafants cleaw by turns = fometimes it runs 
down violently of itfelf, and then thofe 
honeft countrymen faften an iron chain to 
the timber, to ftop it, and fit on it them- 
felves, like coachmen, without taking any 
pains: Thus I came to the bottom of the 
vale in a moment, where is a town call’d 
Laneburg, and at a finall diftance a lake, 
about two miles in compafs, and frozen 
over the greateft part of the year. It is 
the cuftom here, in order to afcend the 
other no lefs upright mountain, to get 
into a wooden chair, carried on the backs 
of countrymen, who make it their bufi- 
nefs: This mountain was cover’d with 
trees in fome parts, a thing not to be 
forgot in a country that has fo much of 
God’s bleffing. 

Setting out from Laneburg on Thurfilay 
I puffed over feveral mountains as fhowy 
‘as the others, but adorn’d wich thick pine 
trees, and here and there a wretched vil- 
lage, and din’d in a town call’d Modan 5 
whence travelling on the fame fort of road, 
T came in the evening to St. Aygelo, having 
rode that day twenty-one Savay miles, 
which are almoft as good as thirty of ours. 
This country is fo exceffive cold, that the 
women wear great woollen caps. For 
want of fith and oil on fafting days, they 
here eat butter and eggs, which is prac- 
tifed all along thofe mountains. There 
the cuftoms begin to be fomewhat Fren- 
chify’ds for women waitattable, andare 
faluted with a kifs. 

The next morning I travell’d fix miles 
to St. Fobu de Maurien, along a road as 
ftony, ‘but not fo ftcep and frightful, by 
the river fide. This city has a bithop, 
whofe revenues fifteen thoufand livres a 
year, tho’ it be all encompafs'd with the 
Alps. The fteeple of the cathedral is in- 
differently well built, and leaded at the 
top. Having a little refreth’d myfelf, I 
proceeded fourteen miles to digue-belle, 
leaving fame fuch poor villages by the 
way, thatd choughtnot to ask their names.

Leaving Aigue-belle on Saturday early, Genruut. 


I travell’d along a better road, {till along 
the aforefaid river, and at ten miles end 


came to the famous fortrefs of Montmelian, Montme- 


where there is a fine ftone bridge over the !™ 
river. ‘Fhe town is feated in a vale, tho! 
it has another fort built on the chifts of a 
rock, and is therefore commanded by the 
adjacent mountain, fo that, tho” much 
defended from affiults by the fituation, it 
may be very much hurt by battery. Two 


miles thence I came to Chamberi, the me- Chamberi. 


tropolis of Savoy. 

This city lies in the midft of a plain; 
left by provident nature amidft cold buc 
fruitful mountains, not far from the river 
Albena. Tho* feated on the frontiers, ic 
is fo ill-walled, that it could never make 
the leaft refiftance againft invaders: The 
caftle, which is fo in name, rather than 
reality, is inclos’d by apartments, after 
the antient manner, and has nothing good 
in it but a chapel, founded by the holy 
duke Amadéus VIII. who was chofen pope 
at the council of Ba/il, and'took the name 
of Félix. The holy Sindon, or our Saviour’s 
fhroud, which is now at Turin, was for- 
merly kept here ; and therefore the for~ 
mer chapter, confifting of a dean, and 
twenty-two canons, or prebendaries, con- 
tinues to this day. ‘The compafs of the 
City is finall ; the former, which was much 
larger, having been reduc’d, after ie was 
contum'd by fire: However, there are 
two fuburbs fo well inhabited, that they 
may pafs for as many cities. ‘The chief 
parifh bears the name of St. Leger the 
others are St. Peter, Se. Laurence, and St. 
Peter de Lemans, ‘There are ftately_mo= 
nafteries, viz: St. Anthony, St. Dominick, 
Sc. Francis, of the Shod Fryars 5 Mary 
of Ezypt, of the Barefoot ; the Capuchinss 
the Barefoot Auguffinans, and, to crown 
the work, a magnificent college of Fe- 
fits, built by duke Charles Emanuel : Of 
nuns there are thofe of Se. Francis of Sales, 
the Caymelites, and others. As for the 
fquares they are not very regular, except 
that cal’ dw Reclus, and the other dela 
Croix @’Or, from a gilt crofs in it; and 
this, tho’ fmaller, is adorn’d with por- 
tico’s, like that of Bologna. 

I faw no private houfts that were any 
thing remarkable; and even the town- Coursi 
houfe is an ordinary ftructure, as is the 
palace of the fenate: Since J have men- 
tion’d the fenate, thanks to Authony Fabri, 
who has render’d it famoys throughout 
the world ; it will be proper to take no- 
tice, that it is compoled of fifteen fena~ 
tors, and four prefidents, To the cham~ 
ber of accounts, or exchequer court, fpoken 
of in mydaft, belong fourteen. judges, four 
prefidents, fome generals and eee 
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Account of Savoy. 


You being fo well acquainted with the 
beft hiftorians and geographers, I thall 
not ftay to inform you, that the Allobroges 
and the Centrones were the firft inhabi- 
tants of thefe parts; and that che firft time 
we find mention of the name of Sabandia, 
or Sapaudia, is in the Notitia utriufque im- 
perii, without any account whence it was 
deriv’d. Nor fhall I goabout to lay down, 
how Geneva, the capital of that earldom, 
fell off from our religion, and its fub- 
jection to the duke, entering into a league 
in 1536. with the proteftant Swifi of Zu- 
rich, Bafil, and Schaffhaufen, for which 
reafon its bifhop now refides at dnnency 5 
for thofe matters are not the proper fub- 
Jet of letters : however, for the fake of 
Chamberi, 1 will acquaint you with fome 
of the qualities of the country in general. 

The Savoyards are tharp, fober, and fit 
to endure fatigue the peafants rude and 
ftupid ; the citizens lovers of learning 5 
the gentry generous and well bred 5 the 
women ingenious and good houfewives 5 
and tho’ never fo handiome, difagreeable 
to behold, by reafon of their ill drefs. 
‘The wealth of the country confifts in fe- 
veral forts of commodities, but efpecially 
in cattle, whereof there is great plenty, 
becaufe of the abundance of paiture ; and 
in rock cryftal, which is carried rough to 
Milan, and into Germany, from the high 
mountain Fufigni, and the valley of oujt. 
As to other points; the plains enjo 
a temperate air; fome vales in fammer 
are very uneafy to ftrangers, whoare not 
ufed co that heat 5 the higheft mountains 
are exceffive cold, on account of the per- 
petual fhows lying on them, which fome- 
times are frozen into folid rocks of ice: 
In fhort, the beft of them furnith the 
natives with plenty of corn, fruit, and 
wine, befides game. Here are two pecu- 
liar forts of creatures, not known elfe- 
where ; as the Bucchettone, and the Mar- 
motta : The firft is like a ftag, the blood 
and greafe whereof is ufed againft feveral 
diftempers, vulgarly reckon’d cold: The 
other refembles a cat, excepting that it 
has fhorter feet, rough hair, and but four 
very fhort teeth in his mouth : It fleeps 
all the winter, without requiring any fufte- 
nance, as our dormice do ; and the greafe 
of it is alfo reckon’d good for feveral 
diftempers. 

From Chamberi 1 rode fix miles to 
Luiteale, paffing thro’ a mountain cut open 
by duke Charles Emanuel ; and here I 
lodg’d very uneafily. Yefterday morning, 
travelling fix miles farther, I came to the 
bridge of Belvicino, over the river Lifere, 
which divides France from Savoy. In thefe 
parts I faw them plough the land other- 
wife than is ufed with us, for fix oxen were 


yoked to the plough, which had more 
than one fhare, being eafily drawn, by 
the help of two wheels. Laft night, 
having travell’d above fourteen miles, I 
came to Verpigliere, where the cuftom- 
houfe officers fearch’d my baggage very 
narrowly 5 and this morning, after riding 
feven French leagues of good way, came 
to this city, as you know. 

You muft underftand, Sir, that I have 
been in the greateft confufion imaginable: 
laft night I lay very quietly and contentedly 
in my bed ; but no fooner were my weary 
eyes clofed to fleep, than I felt the blan- 
kets violently taken off me: There was no 
light in the room, to fee whether any wag 
defign’d to fright mes and on the other 
fide, I heard no foottteps, nor any body 
breathe. Whatfoever the matter was, 
whether cats, or monftrous rats, or the 
like, or elfe fome contrivance to make a 
jet of me; this morning I have heard 
nothing, all the inn over, but complaints 
of feveral perfons that have fuffer’d laft 
night as well as 1: There are thofe who 
politively affirm this to be the work of 
fome hobgoblin, or the devil, and that 
the place will in a fhort time be aban- 
don’d on this account. Hearing this, I 


have call’d to mind what Pliny, lib. 7. Story off 
epift. 27. writes of Athenodorus the philo- hannsing. 


fopher, who coming to Athens, and under- 
ftanding that one of the nobleft palaces 
had not been inhabited for feveral years, 
becaufe a moft dreadful noife and rattling 
of chains was heard in it at night, and 
fometimes there appear’d a melancholy, 
lean old man, loaded with chains, walk- 
ing flowly thro’ the rooms he refolv'd 
to make trial of it himfelf, and fee whe- 
ther it was not an invention, and fearful 
imagination of filly women, who eafily 
fwallow fuch notions ; or whether in re- 
ality the houfe was haunted by fome fpirit. 
Having hir’d the houfe for a {mall matter, 
he went to live in it; and the firft night, 
having fent his fervants into the inner 
room, he ftay’d himfelf in the outermoft, 
wholly intent on his ftudy, that the ap- 
parition he had heard of might not fill 
his imagination: Some time after the rat- 
ing of chains began by little and little, 
firft Now, then louder, drawing fo near, 
that he thought fit to turn about to fee 
the troublefome ghoft; that made a fign 
to him to follow it, and he beckoning to 
it to ftay, fell to his bufinefs again, and 
writ on more attentively than before ; but 
perceiving it never ceafed making a noife 
clofe by him, he took up the candle and 
follow’d it: When they came into a certain 
part of the court, the fpirit vanifh’d like 
a flath of lightning ; and he pulling up 
a little grafs in that place, to find inagain, 

went 
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went back to his books. He next morn- 
ing, gave the magiftrates an account of 
what had happen’d ; and the place being 
dug up, the bones of a man were found 
rolled in chains, which being decently 
buried, the houfe was never after troubled 
with thofe apparitions. Domus, poftea rite 
conditis, manibus caruit, are the words of 
Pliny, importing, That the boufe, when the 
ghift bad its funeral rites, was deliver'd 
Jrom it. Before I proceed, it is fit to ob- 
ferve, thac fome critick, after the word 
manibus, adds demonibus; but by his good 
leave, I fay, they are fynonymous, and 
the antient reading ought rather to ftand, 
as Gronovius and Barthius declare 5 or elfe 
the word ofibus fhould be inferted before 
manibus, thus, Domus, poftea rite conditis 
offibus, manibus caruit ; Afterwards, when 
the bones were duly buried, the boufe was 
not haunted, But even this is needlefs 5 
for the Latins properly faid, Condere ma- 
nes, condere animam, 5c. 

For the better underftanding of this 
paflage in Pliny, it is requifite to call to 
mind Apuleius’s difcourfe, where he {peaks 
‘of Sccrates’s genius, or demon ; which is, 
< That the antient Romans generally gave 
«¢ the name of Lemures to the fouls fe- 
«© parated from the body, with this dif- 
«* tinétion, that thofe which, having led 
a good life, remain’d quietly in their 
© houfes, were call’d Lares Familiares : 
whereas thofe which, in punifhment of 
their wickednefs, being remov’d from 
every place of blifs, wander’d about, 
frighting good men, and doing mif- 
chief to the reprobate, and ill livers, 


were known by the name of Larve : 
«¢ The third fort, of which it was quef- 
tioned, whether they were Lares, or 
« Larve, they nam’d Manes. Now as 
for the Lemures; 1 find in the frag- 
ments of antient calendars a peculiar 
feftival, if I may fo term it, call’d Le- 
muyalia, which began on the eleventh, 
<< and lafted till the thirteenth of May 
inclufive ; and then there were no wed- 
dings, and for three nights fucceflively 
they drove the evil fpirits out of the 
houfes after this manner : Firft the in- 
<¢ habitantswafh’d their hands, performing 
certain ceremonies; then ftanding bare= 
foot, they held black beans in their 
mouths ; and, laftly, threw them back 
over their fhoulders, making a noife with 
brafs bells 5 and this they repeated three 
times every night, Fe/t. Pomp.verb-Faba, 
The Lares were held in fuch efteem, as 
you well know, being look’d upon as 
guardians of the houfes, as alfo of the 
treafure committed to their charge; where- 
fore Plautus introducing one in the pro- 


logue of his dulwlariay makes him fay, 
Vou, Vi. 
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Ego Lar fim familiaris ex bac familia, 


I am a familiar Lar, or good fpirit of 
this family. 


And lower, 


Sed mibi avus hujus obfecrans concredidi¢ 
Thefaurum auri. 


But this man’s grandfather in fuppliant 
manner entrufted me with bis golden 
treafitre. 


‘Thus nothing is more frequent among 
the poets, than patrii Lares, & domeftict, 
& proprii; Our country, our houfbold, and 
our proper Lares, or good Jpirits + fignifying 
their native country or houfe. Tertullian, 
in his apology, chap.13. jeering the Romans 
for felling the images of their gods, feems 
to make no diftinétion between Penates 
and Lares; perhaps, becaufe all the images 
of falfe gods in private houfes, vy Sueto- 
nius cal’ Dii cubiculares, Chamber gods, 
were plac’d in the Lararium, or chapel of 
the Lares. St. [idorus, orig. lib. 8. writ 
of the Larve, Quarum natura effe dicitur 
terrere parvulas, in angulisgarrire tenebrofiss 
Whofe nature is faid tobe to fright children, 
and prate in dark corners. Apuleius teftifies 
the fame in one of his apologues, withing 
his accufer Emilianus all the frights occa+ 
fion’d by phantoms, or Lares : And hence 
I believe they gave the name of Larve 
to thofe mafks the Romans us’d in their 
plays ; becaufe being very deform’d, they 
frighted children. What the Manes are 
has been lately faid. To come to what 
Pliny fays: The antients pofitiyely be- 
liev’d of thefe, that they remain’d in the 
houfes, and ways, to difturb the people, 
as long as their bodies lay unburied, and 
wanted the fait rites ; and more particu- 
larly thofe of fuch as were kill’d. Hence 
Virgil, who was perfeétly knowing in thofe 
affairs, faid, An. 3. ver. 63. 


Ergo inftauramus Polydoro futius, & 
ingens 

Aegeritur tumulo tellus: Stant manibus 
are, 

Caruleis mefte vittis atrags cupreffo : 

Et circum Iiades, crinem de more folute,

The fame was held by the Greeks, as 
appears by what Antigone did to the body 
of Polynices, in Sophocles ; and byPlutarch’s 
words, when he {peaks of J/s, ‘it is re~ 
ported, That the hawk flying over bodies 
that lie unburied, throws earth on their eyes. 
The words Virgil makes Palinurus fpeak, 
are like thofe of Patroclus’s ghoit to 
Achillis in Homer, which I tranfate thus 3 
Bury me fpeedily, that I may get into Pluto’s 
empire: All shoje black fouls and foades drive 
me away, and will not fuffer me to bear 
them company beyond the river. Ne alfo 
read, That be who omitted this charitable 
duty of throwing earth on the dead, was 
oblig’d afterwards to purify himjalf, by facri~ 
ficing a jow to Ceres, Felt. verb. Pracidanea. 
But Cicero, {peaking of this cuftom, in the 
fecond book de Legibus, adds, That if any 
man was kill’d at fea, and thrown into it, 
tho? bis bones did not lie above ground, yet 
the heir was obliged to offer the aforefaid 
Sacrifice: But he affigns no reafon for 
either.

The Defcription of Lions. 


HAT I may not be oblig’d to write 

you an extravagant long letter from 
Paris, where 1 hope to be in a few days, 
Lwill now give you an account of Lions, 
as briefly as I can. To begin with the 
fervice of God; the beft churches here, 
would be reckon’d very indifferent with 
us ; but then they are better ferv’d, and 
more refpeéted than in Italy 5 fuch is the 
education of the clergy, the zeal of the 
prelates, and the devotion of the people. 
The cathedral, dedicated to St. Fobu by 
aking of Burgundy, is adorn’d with fome 
curiofities: The clock, {tanding on the 
right hand of the choir, is moft remark- 
able; for every time the hour is to ftrike, 
a brafs cock, ftanding on the top of it, 
claps his wings, and ftretching out his 
neck, as if he were alive, crows : then 
four angels ftrike bells of feverai fizes, fo 
that they make a concert, or chime the 
tune of the hymn of St. Job, which be- 
gins, Ut queant laxis refonare fibris : In 
the mean while, another angel opens a 
little door, and comes out to falute the 
blefled virgin 5 and as fhe turns, as it were 


-to hear what he fays, adove, reprefenting, 


the Holy Ghoft, defcends ; and another 
figure, fignitying the Eternal Father, bleffes 


“her three times: which done, the fame 


angel goes in to ftrike the hour. Some- 
what lower is a nich, in which, every 
day of the week, there is a feveral figure 
of thofe faints, whofe office is celebrated 
in the church, when no other folemnity 
occurs 3 as, on Sunday our Saviour’s refur- 
reétion, on Monday his death, on Tue/day 
St. John Baptift, on Wednefilay St. Stephen, 
on Thur/day our Saviour holding a chalice, 
with a hoft over it, on Friday he an infant 
embracing a crofs, and on Saturday our 
blefled Lady. It has alfo an aftrolabe, 
which fhews all the motions of the fun on 
the figns of the zodiack, and the time of 
his rifing, and fecting ; as alfo the twilight 
both morning and evening 5 a divifion of 
the day into twelve equal parts ; the 
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moon’s increafe and wane ; fo principal 
fix’d ftars chat appear in our hemifphere, 
and the motion of the primum mobile, per- 
form’d in twenty-four hours. Below is 
a perpetual calendar, thewing the years 
of the common chriftian Epocha, the gol- 
den number of the prefent year, the do- 
minical letter, the epaét, the moveable 
feafts, the days of every month, and par- 
ticularly the feftivals celebrated by the 
church 3 and this lafts fixty-fix years with- 
out altering. On another oval plate is 2 
hand, aswe call it, which contraéts ictelf, 
and ftretches out five inches in going about, 
to point the minutes of the hour exaétly. 
This church is poffefied of fixty-nine ma- 
nors, to which adding its other revenues 
within the city, it may be reckon’d worth 
near ten thoufand crownsa years. Upon 
a vacancy it is govern’d by’ the bifhop of 
Aubin, call’ Augufodunenfis ; and he of 
Lions does the fame by that of Autun, 
No man can be admitted to the dignity 
of a canon, unlefs he firft prove his gen- 
tility for four defcents. There are alfo 
many prebendaries, twelve whereof are 
perpetual, and feventy other pricfts, to 
attend the divine fervice. The habit of 
thefé canons is difierene from what ours 
wear, for under the ufual {quare caps they 
have one of furs, which covers half their 
forehead 5 befides a very large capouch, 
or hood, which hinders the fecing any 
thing beyond their nofe ; for the reft, they 
wear the long caflock under, and over it 
a furplice, when in the church. The other 
clergymen and priefts ufe the fame habic, 
excepting the aforefiid cap. 


Next ‘to the cathedral, we muft take aie great 
notice of the hofpital for the poor, call’d /x/pisal. 


la Charite, or the charity 5 a place fo 
Jarge; that it looks like a fmall town. 
Here fourteen hundred perfons of both 
fexes are maintain’d; but they are fo 
diftributed, and put to feveral employ- 
ments and trades, that none, tho” lame, 
eat their bread before they have earn’d it. 

” The 
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The girls have portions given them when 
they are marriageable. I leave it to you 
to guefs what abundance of rooms there 
mutt be, for fo many people of fuch diffe- 
rent ages and conditions, to lie, work, 
and do all their affairs. I will only tell you 
that their granary is half as big as ours at 
Waples ; not that fo much corn is {pent in 
the hofpital, but becaufe abundance of 
bread isalfo given tothe other poor about 
the town. Now in the lent-time, many 
maidens of good quality ftand in the 
ftreers, and greateft dealers fhops, begging 
alms for this hofpital ; and they manage 
fo well with fine words and good carriage, 
fometimes humble, and fometimes plea- 
fantly imperious, that they gather about 
five hundred piftoles a year. The church 
is indifferently well adorn’d, and I am 
mightily pleafed with fome figures painted 
on itswindows. The poor here do nothing 
bur pray for their king’s health and pro- 
fperity. 

Ass for the fituation of the city, al- 
moft all encompaffed with mountains, and 
therefore the air is rather thick, than other- 
wife; yet its hills are inferior to none in 
the world for pleafantnefs, and fertility. 
There is a ftately bridge over the Rhgjiz, 
of twenty-fix arches, and eighty paces in 
length, and famous for the death of the 
emperor Gratian, kill’d on it by the tyrant 


Maximus. That over the Saone has but 
nine arches, but isalfo noted for the cruelty 
of Caligula, who is faid to have caufed all 


thofe who were baffled difputing before 
him, to be caft headlong from it. 

There are two finall hills within the in- 
clofure of the city, call’d St. Fu/lus, and 
St. Sebaflian. On the latter a citadel was 
once erected, and fince demolifh’d; fo 
thatat prefent nothing remains buta finall 
caftle. Another ftill fmaller ftands on one 
of the banks of the Saone, and is call’d 
Pierre Ancife, oppofite to the gate of Veyze. 
The fort call’d St. Clair, towards the 
Rbofne, is fmall, and of little or no confe- 
quence. Not far from the above-men- 
tion’d gate, I faw an ancient tomb, on four 
columns. The multitude calls it, of the 
two lovers; and fome other Jgnoramus’s 
have fome ftrange notions of Herod, Pilate, 
and Herodias. 

The town-houfe isa moftnoble ftructure, 
and fuch that there is a cut made of it. 
Not to fpeak of its fine fquare, and the 
fountain in the midft of it a few ftepslead 
up to the firft floor; where there is, as it 
were, a cover’d court, adorn’d with fome 
antient infcriptions; and among the reft, 
‘on two brafs plates, the oration made by 
the emperor Claudius, mention’d by Tacitus, 
Annal. 2. in favour of the people of Lions, 
‘when they fuedtobe made citizens of Rome, 


On the upper Floor, is firft a hall, which 
flill thews the effeéts of the late fire; next 
a large room with the pictures of all the 
Ejehevins, or sheriffs, and beyond it an- 
other, where juttice is adminiftred to trade- 
ing people ; all three well painted, For 
the better underftanding of what I fay, 
you are to be inform’d, that the govern 
ment of the city is in four confuls, and 
Efchevins, reduced to this number from 
twelve, by Henry 1V. two whereof are 
yearly chofen by the citizens. Above 
them isthe Prevojt des Marchands, or lord 
mayor; who is chofen every two years, 
in December, on the day of St. Thomas 
the Apoftle. Thefe Ejchevins have the 
Keeping of the keys of the city, having 
taken an oath to king Henry Ul. in 1570. 
When out of their employment, they are 
enniobled, or become gentlemen, with all 
their pofterity, and are not oblig’d to pub- 
lick duties, They every half year appoint 
the counfellors and judges, who fit in the 
aforefaid houfe to decide controverfies in 
matters of trade; tho’ from them there 
lies an appeal to the Sene/chal of the city. 
They alfo conftitute a follicitor, and a fe- 
cretary, who are alfo ennobled, and have 
each two hundred livres a year penfion, 
for life. At trials, the provoft and coun= 
fellors, or judges, fit on a place rais’d 
high, and the £jéhevins, advocates, and 
follicitors, fomewhat lower, without any 
other diftinétion. 

All thefe privileges and immunities have 
been very providently granted to the Ef 
chevins, to advance the trade of the people 
of Lions, and raife it to the reputation it 
now has, to the great benefit of the king’s 
revenue; and for this fame reafon, they 
obtain’d four free fairs ina year, kept at 
Twelfib-tide, and Eapter, in’ Auguft, and 
in November, on All Saints Day. Among 
the other branches of trade, that of books 
is none of the leaft; both in regard that 
printing is there in perfeétion, and becaufe 
of the quantities brought from the fair, at 
Frankfort, and other parts of Germany, 
and Italy. Yam fatisfy’d a learned man 
cannot fee any thing that will pleafe him 
better, than Annijn’s warehoufes. 


‘As for the manners and cuftoms, 1 do cyfems 


not think my three days ftay here time 
enough, to judge of them but by what 
I could difcover, the people feem to me 
induftrious, and’ pains-taking, coupling 
the French invention to the Italian oecono- 
my. The women are beautiful, and fond 
of finecloathss the gentry are well bred, 
and genteel ; and the peafants more crafty 
and fharp than in other parts. 

Ihave no leifure to add any more, but 
only two particulars. The firft, that the 
day before yefterday, at the inn call’d the

LETTER Xi. 
The Author's Sfourney from Lions to Paris. 


OUR moft obliging letter came to 
my handsmoft conveniently, that is, 
when I was moft eager to hear from you, 
and my friends. This freth obligation being, 
added to all thereft, for which I fhall ever 
be your debtor, that you take upon you, 
notonly to acquaint me with the ill praéti- 
ces of my enemies, but alfo to difappoint 
them. ‘Todeal plainly, I know not how to 
go about at prefent, to return due thanks; 
or how I can hope to deferve it as long as I 
live; butwho knows what may happen? 
To come to my journey : I fet out from 
Lions on Friday the 13th of March, having 
hired two horfes to Roane for fixteen li- 
vres, and diningat Brele, three leagues from 
Lions, wencthree leagues further to Terrara, 
where I lay, with ewo gentlemen of Lions, 
who were travelling the fame way. The 
next morning I advanc’d three leagues to 
St. Sapborin, and after dinner three more 
to Roane, a fmall town. On Sunday I heard 
mafs in the Jefuites church, which is not 
fo well adorn’d as thofe of the Capuchins 
are with us ; and atone in the afternoon we 
imbark’d on the Loire, by the Romans 
call’d Ligeris, to go down the river to 
Orleans, paying, four livres and a half each 
for our paflage. The firft night we lay at 
a {mall village call’d St. Giran, the fecond 
at Gyen, twelve leagues diftant, all the 
way in fight of a pleafant and fruitful 
country ; and the third to Defize, a large 
town, nine leagues from Gyen. The next 
day, having run feven leagues, we din’d 
at Nevers, a city belonging to the duke of 
Maxarine, as wellas the aforefaid town of 
Déiz. Icis, at prefent, about three miles 
in compafs, with a good ditch and walls ; 
butthe ancientcity, then call’d Noviodunum 
Heduorum, enclos’d within the new one, 
was much finaller. The bridge over the 
river Loire, in my opinion, is one of the 
fineft and ftrongeft that may be fen, con- 
fifting of twenty arches, ftanding on pillars 
of fquare ftone. At both ends of it there 
are draw-bridges, with towers to defend 
them; and to conclude, under the lat 


arch, nextthecity, isa battery fufh with 
Vou, VI.

the water, to keep off any large boat of 
enemies. The treafurer of the cathedral 
enjoys this privilege, that he may go into, 
and fitin the choir, when he pleafes, with 
his {word by his fide, and with his boots 
and fpurs on, as if he were going to battle. 
In other refpeéts, the city abounds in all 
forts of provifions, except oil of olives; 
inftead of which they ule nut oil and butter. 
They workcurioufly here in cryttal, as well 
as in Venice, which I could not have be- 
liev’d unlefs I had feen it. 

Imbarking again, and running about 
ten leagues, we came at night to another 
village, call’'d Le puy de Ker, where we te puy de 
{pent the time pleafantly, being fuch a Ferviilage 
company, as if we were juit come from the 
tower of Babel, one {peaking Latin, ano- 
ther Italian, a third French, a fourth E: 
lif, and a fifth Span but fometimes 
every one ftriving to fpeak the other’s lan- 
guage, they fpoke none of them to the 
purpofe; fo that you may imagine how 
comical it was to hear the Frenchman ita- 
licife, the Italian gallicife, and fo of the 
reft, 

On Friday morning we advane’d three 
leagues, toa little city, call’d /e Charite, 
where they alfo work in cryftal; and then « 
fix further to Cofie, a {mall town. I was 
well pleas'd here to feea great forge, where 
the iron is heated by the blowing of an 
extravagant pair of bellows mov’d by 
water. The next morning we proceeded 
three leagues, and din’d at the village of Bria 
Briare; then two more to lie at Bufiere, laze 
where the marquifs of the fame name has "= 
a fine palace, witha mot curious and de- 
lightful garden, and grove. 

‘On Sunday, inftead of holding on to 
Orleans by water, Valter’ my mind, and 
hiring two horfes for five livres, fet out for 
Noyan, to go thence to Montargis. From 
Buffiere to Noyan is but three leagues, fo Noyan. 
that I came thither time enough to hear, 
mafs, It is the cuftom in France to diftri- 
bute holy bread on Sunday to all that are 
prefent at the folemn mais. That night 
I lay at Montargis, three leagues from Montargis

Noydn, there to expect the Diligente, or 
flying-coach, which goés and comies to 
Paris. This city is confiderably large, 
and full of wealthy inhabitants, being feated 
near a navigable river, which occafions a 
gteat trade, efpecially of wine fenc to 
Paris; and being a place that belongs to 
the duke of Orleans, the caftle is a ma- 
jeftick habitation 5 buc will coft very much 
to be put in repair. 

‘The coach coming yefterday I took a 
place in it, paying two French crowns 
for myfelf, and one for a fervant of mine 
to ride behind ; and thus we fet out about 
eight in the morning. Having gone about 
two leagues, there came into the coach a 
lady of quality with her husbands which 
{could not buta little admire, being us’d 
to that unpolitenefs of Laly, call’d by the 
name of refpeét but in reality is diffidence 
and jealoufy. Iam wont to fay, that jea- 
loufy is to be call’da reafonable vice ; for 
it proceeds froma mind that will be folely 
poffefs'd of a thing it thinks good; and 
thus it is not only the lover, who will 
pollefs his fair, without allowing any part 
to another, but the mifer is of the fame 
opinion as to his money, being no 1eff in 
love with it, Befides, he who loves, and 
is belov'd, doesnot only enjoy the poflef 
fion of that good, but alfo the fatisfaction 
of feeing himfelf valu’d above all things 
by his miftrefS, as fe is by him: as he 
thinks himfelf extraordinary happy, who 
knows he is in his prince’s favour, of in 
gteat repute among his neighbours ; there- 
fore he is not much ih the wrong when he 
frets and vexes, bécaufe his lady takes 
much notice of others; becaufe he either 
thinks himfelf undervalu’d, which he looks 
upon with indignation, asa wrong, orelfe 
fancies he is only put upon an equal lay 
with others, when he expected to be the 
firftand only perfonin her favour. More- 
over, love, which isnot brutal, being in- 
divifible, as confifting in the defire of a 
thing look’d upon as the ultimate good, 
which can be but one; it follows, thar 
whatfoever account a woman makes of an- 
other man, is look’d upon, by the lover, 
as contempt, and undetvaluing of him. 
Thus it appears, that only they are bold 
in condemning jealoufy, who never lov'd, 
but have labour’d all their life-time to fa- 
tiate their natural appetite, without any 
diftinétion, like the beaftss as alfo thofe 
women, who, tho’ they feem proud, will 
not be fubjeét to one only man, but to all 
they meet, This plainly gee aot 
thofe French gentlemen, who look upon 
jealoufy as more difhonourable than cuckol- 
dom is among us. They fay, I don’t 
fpeak of marry’d men, that they cannot 
take greater revenge on their ladies, if 


they pal prove Ixind c6 others, than 
by forfaking them and chofing others. 1 
tell thetn they do not love then, and are 
mad to think, that they who have {et their 
minds on otherscanany way reféne being 
forfaken by then. The women, being, 
acquainted with the fathion, donotregard 
the mens words, tho’ they faw them die, 
and therefore it is no wonder that incon- 
ftancy does nottrouble them, and that jea- 
loufy takes no place in their diftracted 
breafts. On the contrary, to return to 
my purpofe, thofe in Italy, who are nei- 
ther husbands, nor lovers, but only rela- 
tions, or guardians, are in reality too nice, 
and rather occafion more harm than good, 
by keeping the women fo much fhut up, 
andin fuch folitude. Their’s is not to be 
call’d jealoufy, but diffidence and miftruft ; 
thus they make their own unhappineis, 
and cherifh the vulture in their own breaft, 
which tears their Very bowels. What won- 
der isi if a maiden, that has never look’a 
a man in the face, prefently falls in love 
with the firft the fees, without confidering, 
whether he isa fit perfon for her, or of 
what condition or nation he is. Do not tell 
me there are fome, who would never think 
of doing any ill thing, were they not 
tempted; and therefore it is requilite to 
keep them fhutup. Thisis the fame T fay 5 
women areall of this temper, they love to 
be courted, and are only chatte when they 
arenot fought after, or when, being forward 
themfelves, they are flighted ; fhall we then 
believe that all our vigilancy, tho? we had 
Argos’s eyes, can keep them from doing 
what they pleafe? Our care only ferves to 
make them fenfible of fome things we 
would not have them know, and the beft 
remedy perhaps in thofe cafes is to take no 
notice of them, Hear a fong much ufed 
here to thar purpof.

The French women preferve a good re- 
putation, becaufe none of them are ever 
taken in a fault; and this by reafon no 
man obfervesthem. They take great care 
to breed them foberly, devoutly, and in 
all virtue ; and this done, allow them fuch 
liberty thatreftraine may not kindle defire 
in them as We covet Indian rarities, and 
breeding women four apples. Familiar 
conyerfation between men and women does 
not always produce immodett effeéts ; nor

Tris ridiculous to fay, Such 2 woman is more 
tuken wich fuch a certain man’s company, 
than with another, therefore fhe muft be 
in Jove with him. Such a man will quit 
any other diverfion to difcourfe with fucha 
Jady, therefore he mutt have fome defiga 
upon her. Town there is more likelihood 
of thefe perfons falling in love, than thofe 
who are not acquainted ; yet it does not 
follow that they muftof neceflity be ena- 
mour’d. Who is there that would not 
rather gaze on a’beautifil than a deform’d 
ftatue? Who is the man that in company 
will not rather chufe to fitby a genteel, 
handfome, and well-bred young gentle- 
man, than by an ill-look’d peevith old 
fellow? Certainly none. hus, not to 
fpeak of beauty, good perfonal behaviour, 
avirtuous deportment, and difcreet plea- 
fant difcourfe, will gain an afcendant over 
others, Why then, if one man loves an- 
other, upon fuch like motives, is it call’d 
a virtuous affection, perfect friendfhip, 
brotherly kindnefs, and a natural fympa- 
thy? and, on the other hand, if a lady 
fhews more inclination to converfe with a 
worthy youth, that is a ftranger, than 
with her own dull kindred, muit it be 
term’d lewdnefs, impudence, immodelty, 
and bare-fac’d whoredom? The confe- 
quence of fuch prepofléffion is, that in Italy 
another’s reputation is blemifh’d upon a 
meer notion, or fancy, efpecially when any 
amorous coxcombs find themfelvesrejeaed, 
and grow jealous of fome man of merit, 
The lady we took into the coach, when 
we went to dine at Nemours, carefs'd me 
more than fhe did herhusband. She would 
have me fit next to her, and carv’d for mes 
and this on no other account but becaufe the 
took me fora ftranger, and not altogether 
ignorant; and her husband, who was a 
very well-bred man, feem’d rather much 
pleafedatit, than otherwile. 

Here I hir’d a poft norfe for two livres, 
to be the fooner at Fontainbleau, four 
Teagues diftant, and thus my whole day’s 
journey was nine leagues. In the morn- 
ing 1 pafs‘d through a forelt, which is 
worth feventeen thoufand livres a year to 
its owner, the duke of Orleans. 

Fontainbleau isa large and populous vil- 
lage, feared ina plain, not over-fertile, 
and encompafi’d with fteep and craggy 
clifts; from which many pure and eryftal- 
line ftreams defeending, render the village 
well deferving that name. It is a mott 
Proper place for fports, both for ics ficua- 
tion, and becaufe abounding, in all forts of 
game; fometimies rifing in little enfy hills, 
and then falling into pleafant, delightful, 
and fhady fmall vales, with fome inter- 
vals, or {pots, noc crouded with mighty 
trees, but coyer’d with low buthes, afford-

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ing, curious open hunting. Hete matiy Gemeun 


kings of France have been pleas’d to refides 
fo that, befides the royal caftle, many of 
the prime nobility have here buile moft 
noble hoftels, or houfes. To confine 
myfelf to the caftle, you mult unders 
ftand, that tho’ it be of a yait compafs, 
that is, two leagues, inculuding the gar- 
dans, yet it is not very fightly on the out- 
fide, becaufe the buildings are low. The 
firft thing they here fhew’d me, was, that 
they call the flag’s gallery, where abun- 
dance of heads of wild beafts, and parti- 
cularly of ftags, are fet up, and fach as 
were kill'd by kings have by them inferip- 
tions, exprefling the time when, and place 
where they fell. About it are curioufly 
painted all the other forefts and ftately pa- 
aces belonging to the king, throughout 
his dominions. There is alfo a billiard- 
table, to divert the court ladies. I was 
then conduéted up a fhort ftair cafe intoan= 
other gallery, call’d the queen’s, which is 
alfo painted, which leads into the anti- 
chamber of Clorinda, and that into another, 
and fo into a curious clofet, and the bed- 
chamber where the Dauphin was born. 
The place where the royal bed then ftood 
is fill rail’d in, the fame being ufed about 
all the beds inthe houfe. Here, with all 
poflible refpeét, I ferioufly view'd a picture 
of that wife king Francis I. drawn by the 
life, and think myfelf happy that I had 
the leifure to obferve ir. Farther on I faw 
the late queen’s clofet, the King’s bed 
chamber, the council-cham whichlooks 
into a court, cali’ the Lowere ; that which 
they call St. Levwis’s, and then the hall, 
nam'd Dela belle chimené, where the plays 
areacted. The greateft ornament in it is 
a ftatue of Henry IV. farnamed the great, 
which for its excellent workmanfhip coft 
nolefs than eighteen choufand crowns, tho’ 
fome fay much more. 

In king Francis the firft’sapartment they 
firft thew’d me a gallery; in which are 
fourteen ftately piGures, containing certain 
emblems, or rather devices.of that king’s 5 
and adjoining to it, a room adorn’d with 
moft excellent pieces of feveral matters. 
Hence isa profpeét into the queen’s garden, 
wonderfully fet out with excellent ftatues in 
marble and bravs, not to mention the cu- 
rious walks; the fine boxes with orange 
and lemon trees; the gréen myrtle on the 
ground, ot the fwect and fightly flowers, 
and moft beautiful dwart trees moft arti- 
ficially diftributed inal parts. The royal 
chapelis alfo matterly paintedy and gilded, 
the floor laid with choice marble, which, 
forits fearcitysis much vaued in thofeparts, 
andithere are two mughificent cribunes for 
the king and queen. The other aparc- 
ment, call’d the queen mother’s, is hit 

le 
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Travelling ona very good road, we had 
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Gesertt. ble to the dignity of the name, and here 


are the Dauphin’s lodgings, and the famous 
gallery of moft exquifite paintings of 
Michael Angelo, Raphael, Titian, Leonardi 
da Vinci, the brothers Caraccius’s, and ma- 
ny others. This gallery looks into the 
Dauphine/i?s garden, where there arc as fine 
ftatues as in any other part of the cattle, 
and particularly thofe reprefenting the four 
feafons of the year, are moft valuable. 
Befides a moft ftatciy fith-pond, full of 
fundry forts of fith, and fo feated, that 
the Dauphine/s, whenfoever fhe pleafes, can 
take the diverfion of angling from a bal- 
cony. Ata fmall diftance from it is a 
curious fountain, adorn’d with ftatues, of 
whofe water the king drinks, when he re- 
fides there, and there are two centinels 
upon it day and night. From this apart 
ment I wentdown a noble ftair-cafe, into 
a vaft court, cald La Cour du Cheval 
Blanch, or the white horfe court. 

Then [went to fee the outward gardens, 
for thofe above-mention’d are {mall, and 
lie between the apartments. The firft thing 
Tmet with was a large lake, on which the 
king ufes to be carry'd ina barge. There 
are two other bafons, or ponds, remarka- 
ble enough for the many fwans on them, 
and the ftatues about. Not far from one 
of them is an artificial water-work, con- 
fifting of three rows of fpouts in a ring, 
being no lef than two hundred ; in my opi- 
nion the mott delightful thing that the wit 
of man could invent, and hard by it are 
four marble mermaids, mafterly carv’d by 
a Spaniard. The fountain in the mid{t of 
the garden is call’d du Tybre, there being 
in it a large brafs figure, reprefenting the 
river Tyber, with the fhe wolf, giving fuck 
to Romulus and Remus, a moft excellent 
piece of work, initskind. I leave you to 
confider the curious ordering of the walks, 
the ranging of the ever-green trees, and 
all other particulars requilite for the per- 
feétion of a royal garden, for I cannot 
write more of it, and could I, we fhould 
not have done fo foon. I muft add, that 
within the inclofure of the caftle, there is 
alfoa palace of the prince of Conde; a 
fine houfe for the governor, and another 
forthe dogsand their keepers. 

This morning we fer out at break of 
day, and gently afeending the mountain, 
which isall cover’d with yew- trees, on the 
plain faw a fpot of about half a league 
in compafs paled in. Iam told there 
are in it vaft numbers of pheafants and 
partridges, which are plentifully fed, by a 
perfon appointed for that purpofe, that 
the king may divert himfelf with fhooting 
when he pleafes. He does not thoot ftags, 
and fuch like beafts, but has them taken 
alive by his dogs, 


fome {mall rain, the frit I have {een this 
month pat. After fix leagues riding we 
ftaid to dine av a village, call’d le Plefis s 
and two leagues further on I faw fa Majfon 
Rouge, ot the red houfe, with a fine gar- 
den to it, and all this way to the city is 
ftrew'd with delightful palaces, and curious 
rows of trees, of a vait length, having 
left Corbeil on the river Seyne. Then hay- 
ing travell’d four leagues from Plefis, 
enter’d Paris, at St. Martin's gate, in fight 
of fuch a multitude of windmills, that I 
was amaz’d, 

This gateis in the nature of 3 triumphal 
arch, having two other finall ones on the 
fides, and adorn’d with feveral forts of 
work in marble, I ftaid there a while to 
read the following, infcriptions 5

T isa very difficulcundertaking to com- 
I ply wich my defire of giving you fatis~ 
faction in this particular, of acquainting 
you with all that is fine and remarkable in 
this city ; however, tho” I know my ca- 
pacity is not fufficient to perform this, I 
will ufe my utmoft endeavours, not to 
omitany thing that may feem worth know- 
ing, in the fame order I have feen them. 
Before we defcend to particulars, itisto 
be obferv’d, that authors differ very much 
about the original of its name. Some 
extravagant perfons, who will never be 
fatisfy’d with thofe things which are like- 
lieft, will have it {6 call’d from Paris, fon 
to king Priam; others not fo unreafona- 
bly, from a certain Paris, king of the 
Gauls, who refiding in this part of the 
country, gave the inhabitants the name of 
Parijis, or Parifiaci; others from the 
Greek word Para, and Tjis, becaufe the 
Goddets [is was here very much honour’d 5 
andithere is a tradition that there was for- 
merly a temple dedicated to her, in the 
fume place where now ftands the abbey of 
St. Germain des Prez, near Paris. Nor is 
there Iefs contention about the name of 
Lutitias Some attributing it to a king 
Lucus; others to the word Lutum, mud; 
from the filthinels of the ftreets, when it 
extended no farther than the ifland, form’d 
by the two rms of the river Seyve, now 
cal?'d LIfe du Palais, the ifland of the 
palace, or La Cité, the city, in a ftriéter 
fenfe. 
As to fituation, it lies in twenty-three 

rees, thirty minutes longitude, and 
forty degrees forty minutes latitude, in a 
delightful plain. “From the hill on the 
fouth of it, flow abundance of whole- 
fome waters. On the north are quarries of 
Time-ftone. All that tract which lies along 
the river, is either cover’d with moft plea- 
fant groves, or produces plenty of all 
forts of grains the curious neighbouring 
little hills furnifhing ftore of excellent wine, 
As for the climate, or temperature of the 
air, I would willingly explain myfelf in 
the very words of Cardinal Bembo’s o¢tave, 
did notthat treat of fome place in the eatt, 
which are to this éffeét, Jn, the bright and 
Srveets-producing éajt, under the ferene and 
temperate climate of Arabia Feelix, which 
never [tes under excels either of beat or 
told, livesa happy and contented. ‘people, whol- 
Vor. VI. 
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ly addiéted to true love, as the Sates decreed 
Sor them, and as pleas’d the courteous goddefi, 
born in the fea. Tris therefore nothing diffi= 
cult to guefs, how it fhould rife to fuch a 
condition and grandeur, if we do but con- 
fider it has been the refidence of its kings 
for fo many ages; and before them of the 
emperors Fulian and Gratian and had it 
not been, for good reafons, forbid to build 


beyond the limits affign’d, it would per- zim, 


haps have been much above feven leagues 
in compafs. Yet what wants in extent is 
made up by the narrownefs of the ftreets 
in many places, and the height of the 
houfes, which makes them very dear, and 
{everal families live in many of them. Do 
but obferve the number Iam going tomen- 
tion 5 which is, that in the year 1681, if 
I was rightly inform’d, there were feven- 
teen thoufand, four hundred and twenty- 
four children chriften’d, and four thoufand 
two hundred and forty-four couples mar- 
ry’d. 

To come to fomething more particular, 
it is to be taken notice of, that Paris is 
continually beautifying, by the king’s 
command, and this is perform’d by the 
fherifls fo pun@ually, that ina fhort time 
it will be another antient Rome. That 
which was formerly call’d Le Fauxbourg de 
St. Germain, or St. Germain’s fuburb, the 
wall which divided it from the city being 
thrown down, is now incorporated in it, 
and the inhabitants there joy all the fame 
privileges of the other citizens, I think 
nothing in the world can be finer than the 


gates newly built, or repair’d, either for Gare 


regular architeéture or magnificence. The 
next to that of St. Martiz, mentioned in 
my laft, is that of St, Denis, the fineft, 
without all doubt, of any hitherto ereéted. 
All aboutit hang trophies of arms, mafter- 
ly cary'd, and abundance of other orna- 
ments, with two baffo-relievo’s, the one 
next the city, and the other on the out-fide, 
reprefenting the pafling of the Rhine, and 
the taking of Mae/tricht. The inferiptions 
are worth tranferibing for their purity 
and brevity.

‘Now to come to the buildings: The 
firft I faw, after my arrival, at leifure, 
was the cathedral call’d Notre Dame, as 
being, dedicated to our lady. The front 
of this church is very fpacious and mag- 
nificent, and on it the ftatue of king 
Philip Augufus, in the laft place, after 
twenty-four of his predeceffors, he being 
thought to have finifh’d this ftructure, 
begun by king Robert, the fon of Hugh 
Capets not that Robert was the firft founder, 
but rather the rebuilder andenlarger: The 
ftatue in the middle, which feems to be 
mounted on a lion, reprefents Pepin, the 
fon of Charlemaign. In the primitive ages 
it bore the name of St. Dewis, its frit 
bifhop 5 but was afterwards rebuilt in the 
reign of Childebert, the fon of Clodoveus, 
about the year of our Lord 522. and de- 
dicated to the bleffed virgin, whofe name 
it has ever fince retain’d. On the fides 
of the faid frontifpiece are two large {quare 
towers, from whofe tops, which are fat, 
like the roofs of the houfes in Naples, 
there is a full profpeét of all Paris, T 
went up that which is on the left of the 
gate, by a fair-cafe of three hundred and 
Cighty-nine ftone fteps, and, among other 
things, faw a bell new c ft, and by the 
king’s order call’d Emanuel, which is full 
nine feet deep, and ten in the diameter 5 
at, with fubmiffion to a better cal- 
jon, it weighs three hundred and ten 
fand pounds of France ; however, the 
found of itis none of the beft. The church 
is all leaded over. 

‘As to the infide, it is a Gothick ftructure, 
but beautiful and majeftick, by reafon of 
its largenefS 5 for it contains one hundred 
and twenty mighty pillars, compofing five 
ftately ifles: All irs thirty-feven chapels 
are neatly kept, and painted, but parti- 
cularly that of our lady near the choir 
gate, is all over adorn’d, and fet out with 
feyeral offerings of devout chiriftians ; and 
among, other rich lamps hanging in it, 
there is one very, curious, made like a 
thip, which was prefented by the city of 
Paris. Obferve now fomeching that is 
pleafane. ‘This chapel was formerly call’d 
des Pareffeux, that is, of the flothful 5 
becaufe in this only there were mafies faid, 
contrary to the cuftom of the primitive 
church, at noon, for the conveniency of 
thofe who could not rife early. Before it 
is the ftatue of king Philip de Valois, arm’d, 
on horfeback, and booted, jult as he came 
into the church, to return thanks for the 
victory he had obtain’d over the He- 
ings, whofe fpoils he alfo confecrated to 
2 bleffed virgin. 
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Behind the high altar, on brafscolumns, Gemextt. 


ftands the ftately monument of St. Mar- 
cellus, one of the firit bifhops of Paris. 
On the left of the faid altar is alfo the 
ftatue of king Philip Auguftus, ona pillar, 
Near another column, juft entering the 
church, on the right hand, is a figure of 
St. Chriftopher, of an extraordinary mag- 
nitude, made in the year 1413. by a cer- 
tain lord of E/farts, lord chamberlain to 
king Charles VI. ButI fhould have enough 
to do to reckon up all particulars, tho” I 
were able, and you had patience to hear 
them. It will fuffice to add two; the 
firft, thatit is all hung with colours and 
ftandards, taken from enemies in battle, 
and plactd here in thankfgiving ; the 
other, that whofocver delights in exqui- 
fite piGtures, may here pleate his eyes, and 
fatisfy his curiofity ; for the goldfmiths 
being oblig’d every year, on the firlt of 
‘May, to prefent one, they employ the ableft 
mafter in France, and he being to ftand 
in competition with thofe that went before, 
takes all poffible care to produce fuc 
piece as may be worthy of that place: The 
fineft are in the choir, the belt whereof 
are two of the famous M. /e Bri, inten- 
dant of the royal academy 5 one being the 
crucifixion of St. Peters the other the 
martyrdom of St. Stephen. The next 
place is due to one of St, Paw/, cauling 
feveral books to be burnt before the por- 
ico of a temple, being the work of 
er, the next great painter to Pau/in, 
in the judgment of the French. 

The chapter confitts of fifty canons, 
who {till preférve the antient cuftom of 
repairing to the church to fing matins at 
midnight, which is an excellent example 
of piety, being all of them lodg’d in the 
adjoining cloyiter: And hence you may 
conclude how well this church is ferv’d in 
other particulars.

believe it was founded by fome holy 
bithops, becaufe in the primitive ages of

Jucundus on the Seyne two bridges laid, 
For which be well may Pontifex be faid. 


Pontifex has here a double meaning, as 
fignifying a bridge-maker ; whereas the 
true acceptation of it isa bithop. 

The reafon of it is, that ic was built 
by a Francifean fryar of Verona, whofe 
name was Yobn Fucundus, about the year 
1507. and fome affirm, he was not only 
exceliently vers’d in polite learning, but 
alfo mater to. the never-fifficiently com- 
mended Julius Cafar della Scala, or Scaliger. 
Lam apt to believe he is the fame we are 


beholden to for the firft correé printed 
copy of Cafar’s Commentaries, according 
to Gerard Voffius de Hiftor. Latin, About 
the middle of this bridge there are two 
machines, which draw up abundance of 
the river water, to convey it to fountains 
in feveral places, at a great diftance. On 
a black marble ftone are carv’d, in letters 
of gold, the following verfes of the famous 
M, Santewil, who, in my opinion, had the 
fpirit of Tibullus in him.

The Pont ai Change, orexchange bridge, 
was formerly of wood; but being unfor- 
tunately burnt in 1622. was nobly rebuilt, 
as it now is, with houfes on it on both 
fides, inhabited by feveral forts of trades. 
At one end of it is the king’s ftatue, re- 
prefenting him about ten years of age, on 
a {mall pedeftal, between thofe of his fa- 
ther Lewis XII. and his mother Anne of 
Aufiria. The bridge of St. Michel, or 
St. Michael, is ata fmmall diftance, with 
houfes on both fides, like the other, and 
that clofe by it call’d le Petit Pont, or 
the little bridge. I will now pafs by 
other finall ones, and only mention the 
incomparable one call’d Pont Neuf, or the 
new bridge, built over that part where 
the two branches of the Saye meeting, 
make the wideft water; It appears to 
have been begun by king Henry III. by the 
infeription on the firft of the arches ;

Lewis XII, the moft dutiful heir of bis empire, valour, and fortune, erested this to 


the memory of bis father. The mot noble cardinal Richelieu, a man above all 
titles, and excelling the counfellors of all former princes, order’d this ccork to be 
frifd. The noble and illuftrious perfons de Bullion and Boutillier, treafurers, 


‘men that anfwer the honour of their places, and the grandeur of the kingdom, em- 
ploy’d their money, wit and care in eretling this, in very difficult times. 


Formerly there was a little houfe or hut 
under the fecond arch of this bridge, with 
a pump in it, to bring up water from the 
river; and a fountain hard by, call’d the 
Samaritan’s, from that woman’s ftatue, 
and our Saviour ftanding by it, well made 
enough. At prefent there is only a copy 
or reprefentation of thofe ftatues, in brafs 5 
and the clock, whofe wheels were mov’d 
by the water, is alfo gone; fo that at 
prefent nothing more remarkable remains, 
befides the keeping up the cuftom of hay- 


ing many lights on it, for the conveniency 
of the people that pafs. 

Among the moft remarkable fquares we 
muft take notice of the Place Royal, in 
the Fauxbourg, or faburb of St. duthany, 
as well on account of the ftately houfes 
and portico’s, as of king Lewis XIII’s 
ftatue on horfeback, ftanding in the midft 
of it: Itis of brafs, and the pedeftal of

As for 
the ambiguous meaning, and various in- 
terpretations, all prophecies are liable to, 
itis true, according to St. Ireneus, and 
other fathers, that even the predi&tions of 
the prophets, in the old teftament, were 
underftood after the mifchiefs fore-told 
were come to pafs. Thofe were always ge- 
neral and figurative expreffions, defigned- 
ly, asI fappofe, utter’d by the prophets, 
to the end the multitude thould not pry 
into God's hidden judgments; and that 
they mightftrike the more terror, being 
thus throuded under thole obfcure words, 
which perhaps were more terrible and ma- 
jeftick. But the abbor’s figures, if they 
are his, all confifting of monfters, fome 
whole and fome cut off; befides that they 
feem to me like thofe hieroglyphicks of 
Orus Apollo, mention’d by Famblicus Cal- 
cidius, and others; and thofe fuperftitious 


reprefentations, which fome Cabalifts will 


world. The inftance I then gave you of 
lions, I may, without any offence, if I 
pleafe, apply to the republick of Genoa, 
or thatof Holland, or any other ftate that 
has a lion for itsarms. Befides, why did 
not this Yoachim rather leave us his pro- 
phecies in writing ? If he forbore, for fear 
of his perfon, then was he not directed by 
any heavenly or divine light, which en- 
courag’d the ancient prophets, and made 
them defpife death ; and if he did not fear, 
why did he rather chufe to be a painter 
than a writer? 

As for Nero’s triumph, which I faid 
never was, I have no caufe to recant; for 
Nero did not overcome the Parthians, mak- 
ing war on them himfelf in perfon, but by 
his general Corbulo, and receiv’d no other 
honours for it, but thofe mention’d by 
Tacitus, lib, 13. Ob bec confalutatus im- 
perator Nero, & S.C. fupplicationes habit, 
fiatuaque, & arcus, & continus confulatus 
principi s utque inter feftos referretur dies, 
quo patrata vigtoria, quo nunciata, quo re- 
latum de ca eff, ec. That is, Hereupon 
Nero was faluted emperor, and there was a 
thankfeiving appointed by decree of the fenate, 
a5 alfo ftatues and triumphal arches to be 
eretted, in bonour of the prince, and that be 
Srould be perpetual confil, as alfo that the 
days on which the vittory was obtain'd, on

As for my denying Venice to be in the 
thape of a boot, I verily believe the inha- 
bitants will rather take it well than ill; for 
they havea good conceit of their own wif 
dom, and would take it as an affront fhould 
any one put them upon the par with boots, 
and fuch like things. Bue the plain ruth 
is, that I had a mind to jeft, knowing ic 
to be an ancient cuftom among geogra- 
phers to refemble the thape of fome places 
to fome certain things; and to the many 
inftances mention’d by youin your learned 
letter, might perhaps be added, that of 
Jordan, bihhop of Ravenna, who fays 
the great ifland, (or rather Peninjula) of 
Scanzia, or Scandinavia, whence the Goths 
deduce their original, is like the leaf of a 
lemon-tree. So Italy was, by Solinus, 
compar’d to an oaken leaf, Similis querno. 
Solio, feilicet, proceritate amplior, quam lati- 
tudine; Like to an oaken-leaf, that is, longer 
than it is broad. Which words he doubt- 
Jefs tranfcrib’d out of Pliny, lib. 5. cap. 5.

took its name from the feveral fchools and 
colleges in it; among which I think the

‘velut inter ignes luna minores 5 Like the 
moon among the leffer lars s and particu- 
larly for divinity, tho’ that is alfo pro- 
fefs’d in the college of Navarre, There 
is no occafion to fay much of it in this 
place, other books being full of it; and 
in the famous library of our Signor Valletta 
there are three whole volumes in folio, in- 
titled, Hiftoria Univerfitatis Parifienfis, T he 
biftory of the univerfily of Paris, where you 
may, at your leifare, learn all particulars 
relating to it. Common fame will have 
it founded by Charlemaign, but that opini- 
on is refuted in a little book, call’d des 
Efeales Epifeopales.

Befides the regular architec 
ture, it isremarkable for its ornaments, the 
floor being laid with moft curious marble, 
and the archesadorn’d with excellentcarv’d 
work; the Cxpolais curioufly painted by 
Mignard, and the high altar compos’d of 
fix columns of black marble, full of white 
veins, and adorn’d with flowers, and fo- 
liage of brafS gilt. On the left hand of this 
altar isa largechapel, hung in mourning, 
and in the midft of it a bier cover’d with 
black velvet, rais’d by fome fteps above 
the floor, where is preferv’d the heart of

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Gemeuut. the queen, who was the foundrefs, and 
of feveral princeffes of the blood royal. 
I went hence to the Incarnation of the 


Carmelite barefoot Carmelite nuns, where I faw a 
mins. 


church fmall and antient, but excellently 
adorn’d: The afcent to the high altar is 
of feveral fteps of the fineft marble, which 
is of the fame ftone 5 and the capitals of 
its columns, which are of the Corinthian 
order, are of brafs gilt: Before the nuns 
choir are two marble ftatues of St. Peter 
and St. Pal, and above them, under an 
arch, St. Michael in theair, driving down 
Lucifer s an excellent piece of workman- 
fhip. All the chapels are well adorn’d, 
particularly with choice pieces of Monf. 
fe Brun, and other mafters. The piéture 
moft valu’d by curious perfons, is that in 
St. Mary Magdalen’s chapel, where the is 
reprefented on a rock weeping, with her 
hair difhevell’d, tearing off all her vain 
womanih drefs. They told me it was the 
lively portraiture of Madame /a Valiere, 
the king’s once moft belov’d miftrefs, who 
now leads @ very holy life in that’ mo- 
naftery. 

The church of St. Genevieve ftands on 
the top of the hill, and no man can que- 
ftion its antiquity ; for in the midft of the 
choir is the tomb of Clodovens, the firft 
chriftian king of France, and at a fmall 
diftance that of Clotildis his wife. Near 
thefe tombs is St: Genevieve’s, the pro- 
teétrefs of Paris, behind the high altar, 
extraordinary rich. That of the famous 
Rene des Cartes, the light and ornament 
of this age, the reftorer of the true philo- 
fophy, and fent by heaven to difpel the 
thick cloud of ignorance, which had long 
Jain on the minds of men, is worth ob- 
ferving, and on it the following infcription,

That is, Rene Defcartes, @ man excelling 
all the antient philofopbers, of a noble fa~ 
mily, born in Britany, of Tourenne Ly 
extraction, fiudied at la Eleche in France, 
fered as a faldier in Hungary, liv’d & 
retir'd philojopher in Holland, and be- 
ing invited into Sweden, died there. Peter 
Chamut, the then French ambaffador, 
could not refufe Chriftina, the moft learned 
queen, and lover of learned men, the 
precious rélicks of fo great a man, or re~ 
Store them to his country, but unwillingly 
committed them to a foreign grave, with 
swhat honour he could, in the year of our 
Lord 1650, February the roth, and the 
54th year of bisage. At length, feventeen 
Jears after, in favour of the maf chriftian 
king Lewis XIV. the admirer and re- 
warder of famous men, by the procurement 
of Peter Dalibert, who, with piety and af- 
festion, broke open bis fepulchre, they were 
reftor'd to bis native country, and placd 
in this bighe/t part of this city, and bigheft 
feat of learning that he, who living fought 
leifure and fame in foreign countries, 
might, after death, ret bonourably in bis 
own, and remain a pattern and example 
to bis own countrymen, and firangers. 
Go now, traveller, and cither believe this 
great and clec tor of the di and 
immortality of the fal, already happy, or 
make him fo by your prayers. 


From the church I went into the cloifter, 
and thence to the library, reckon’d one of 
the beft in Paris, both for the choice of 
books, and the curiofity of the cafes: 
Next I went into the Mufeum, or clofet 
of P. du Molinet, an antiquary of no fmall 
note, where there are excellent medals of 
all the three forts of metal us’d by the an- 
tients. Among the greateft rarities are to 
be reckon’d certain {mall knives, of thofe 
they formerly us’d to cut the throats of 
the facrifices, or victims ; and a Patera, 
or finall plate, in which they mix’d falt, 
flower, oil, and wine, to anoint the faid 
viétims, which, if I forget not, were there- 
fore faid to be, Mola falja afperse, Sprinkled 
with falt dough. Here are alfo antient 
keys, and fome of thofe call’d, Annuli 
Signatorii, Seal rings, to ditinguith them 
from the Honorarii, worn only as marks 
of honours and others: Asalfo iron bod- 
kins, us'd inftead of pens, and tablets 
cover’d with wax, which ferv’d inftead of 
paper, formerly call’d Pugillares; whence, 
among our civilians we read, Ima tabula, 
The bottom of the tablet; Ima cera, The 
bottom of the wax s to cxprefs the Jaft part

of the will or teftament. There is a very 
great number of weeping veflels, and of 
thofe brafs {poons, us’d by the women, 
call'd Prefice, who were hir’d to weep, 
for gathering of their tears; fo eafy and 
indifferent it is to that fex to bedew their 
eyes, and betray their pleafant heart : Se- 
veral other rarities I neither lik’d nor ad- 
mird, and therefore forbear mentioning 
of them. 

Yefterday I walk’d about leifurely, ob- 
ferving, among other publick ftruétures, 
fome moft beautiful fountains. There is 
one in the quarter of St. Honore, near the 
Capuchin nuns, remarkable, ifon no other 
account, fora diftich made by M. Santeiii 
which is this, 


Tot loca facra inter pura eft que labitur unda, 
Hanc ion impuro, quifquis esore bibas.

Thatis, The water gliding between fo many 
Sacred places, is pure: Whofeever thou art 
who haft an impure mouth, drink not of it. 


That they call des Saints Innocents, of 
the holy Innocents, in the Rue St. Denis, 
or St. Denis’s-reet, is highly commendable 
for its carving and ftruéture 5 and beyond 
it another newly built, over which is to 
be read,

In profe, He who opens fountains, and dif: 
tributes rivers into the city, is the fame to 
whom the conquer’d waters of the Rhine 
pay homage. 


Another there is in the Rue Poifton, 
feems to me nothing comparable to that 
in the Rue St. Louis, or St. Lewis's-/ircet, 
on which there are two curious marble 
Tritons, with thefe verfes carv’d by the 
fame author 5

As for other publick ftruétures, worth 
mentioning, I fear I fhall want ink and 
paper, before I can compafs them, and 
therefore muft be content to pafs them by, 
excepting fome few. It isto be obferv'd, 
that the place where the courts fit, call’d 
Ze Palais, the palace, isan antient and {pa- 
cious ftrugture, which was the refidence 
of the kings till Pbilip the Fair. I ver 


much admire the great vaulted hall, for- rie Palais, 
merly us’d for the reception of ambafta-or courts 
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dors, and the nuptials of the princes of 2% &- 


the blood ; and now the lawyers walk in 
it: Between the columns there are final 
fhops, where women, according to the 
cuftom of the country, fell many forts of 
fmall wares; and there are fach in the 
court, on the ftairs, in the galleries, and 
in other rooms. All the men of the law, 
here called Gens de Robe, or gown men, 
wear a long and wide upper garment, but 
the fleeves fhorter than they ought to bes 
witha cap much like thofe of our priett 
but that it has a taffel in the middle ; 
Their greateft vanity confits in having a 
fervant to carry their train; and theré was 
one of them, who walking abroad in the 
hight with only one fervant, who carried 
alighted flambeaux, rather than carry his 
own train, brought ic forwards betwixt his 
legs, and gave it his man, caufing him- 
felf to be led like a beatt, as he really 
was, if the ftory be true. Not only the 
advocates are cover’d here, when the

the fair kept in the Fauxbourg St. Germain, main’ 


fo called from the antient abbey of St. Ger- 
main des Prez, Certainly no place in Paris 
is equal to it for ftately buildings; the air 
is ferene and clear; there are delightful 
gardens, many dwellings of ingenious fo- 
reigners, who here learn all gentlemen-like 
exercifes ; and, in fhort, firait and {pa 
cious ftreets, well pav’d with pebble: 
The fair is-kept in fix cover’d walks, 
croffing one another, and fall of rich fhops 
of feveral forts of goods: Fach of them 
is let from Candlemas-Day till the firft day 
of Lent, for fifty piftoles, and fometimes 
more, when the fair happens to be con- 
tinued till Zafer. Then, paying chre 
pence, I went in to fee a puppet-fhow, which 
had been aéted before the king, by fifty 
little figures, exaétly clad like gentlemen, 
very well worth feeing. At the place 
call’d les Petites Maifons, 1 found a won- 
derful multitude of people, walking in the 
court, I know not to what purpofe, Be

ftrange creatures, as is ufval among us 
before the caftle. 

Returning to my inn, I faw the palace, 
or Hotel de Conde, nothing anfwerable to 
the grandeur of fuch a man, as to the 
ftruéture ; but as for the rich furniture, 
it is impofiible to exprefs the leaft part 
of it. The garden, tho? fall, has all 
the embellifhments that can be contriv’d 
by art, and four good flatues; yet is not 
well look’d after no more than the palace 
itfelf, the prince not refiding there at 
prefent. That is much more to be re- 
garded, where Madamoifelle de Monpenfier 
lives, called of Luxemburg, built by queen 
Mary of Medicis, widow to king Henry IV. 
being the nobleft and moft regular piece 
of architeéture ever built in Paris 5 and 
they fay the model of ic was made by th 
fame man that invented the moft beautiful 
frontilpicce of the church of St. Gervai. 
I was never fo much difpleafed with my- 
felf for not knowing, how to draw, which 
you with good reafon fay is requifice for 
travellers, as now I fee fome things, which 
in my opinion vie with the noblett ftruc- 
tures there are in Rome: and, on the 
other hand, if I upon fome occafions make 
ufe of another, it will notan{wer to do fo 
always, for Iam not the richeft man in 
the world. To come to the point; the 
greateft part of the outlide is of marble, 
Wrought after the manner we call dizmond 
cut. Within three fides of the beautiful 
court are adorn’d with regular arches, 
forming vaults to walk under covert: 
Hence we go into a curious garden, along 
whofe walks the green and {mall myrtle 
ferves inftead of rich carpets, which they 
call Parterre. Then follows a little hower- 
garden, hut up with iron banifters : and 
then another of orange and lemon trees, 
excellently trimm’d. I have not here 
leifure to fpeak of the apartments, either 
as to their fymmetry or the rich furniture, 
and efpecially the noble paintings, repre- 
fenting feveral aétions of queen Mary : 
One, above all the reft, is wonderful, be- 
ing David with the head of Goliah, which 
hhangsin a room on the right of the firft 
antichamber. 

In this fame fuburb is the moft celebra- 
ted hofpital call’d L’Hotel Royal des Inva~ 
Tides, for entertaining of all foldiers difabled 
inwar, Wecome firft intoa large fquare, 
enclofed with a dry ditch, and guards ac 
convenient places; thena great gate leads 
intoa fpacious court, with two rows of ar- 
ches about it, like the cloyfter of a mo- 
naftery, at the end whereof is a beautiful 
church, On the other fides are four vaft 
refectories, or halls to eat in, wherein are 


painted the principal battels and fieges that 

have been honourable to France, that the 

memory of them may awake in the maim- 

ed foldiers fuch fatistaétion as is generally 

occafion’d by the glorious accomplifhment 

of difficult undertakings, unlefs perhaps in 

that condition they curfe the wars, and the 

day they lifted themfelves. They all lie 

in the rooms 3 there are about four little 

courts, on the fides; but the fick are taken 

care of in fome other galleries, feparate 

from the main building. Such as have 

the ufe of their arms, are always fome 

way employ’d to earn the bread they eat ;

Add to this 
in the Parifians an exceftive application to 
profit, tho” without fraud s and their redu- 
cing themfelves fometimes into'a very low 
condition through the extraordinary pro- 
fufenefs of their wives. The peafants about 
the city are fomewhat imperious, relying. 
on the nearnefs of the parliament. I could 
write you many obferyations touching this 
point, bue the letter is ended, and Ihave 
fearce room enough to fubferibe my fell

The Defcription of Veriailles, the Menagerie, and Trianon, 


T would be a great happinefs were one 
always as well able to exprefs the ideas 

f fenfible things in writing as one conceives 
them in the fancy by means of the fenfes. 
If this were fo, I fhould nor perhaps be fo 
much puzzled as Lam to begin to {peak of 
Verfailles, where U have been fince yetter= 
day, and might hope in this letter to give 
you a defcription, if not well colour’d with 
noble expreffions, at leaft well drawn and 
fhadow’d, fo that you might thence con- 
ceive the beauty of the original. But lec 
us now leave thefe ufelefs introductions. 
At other times I have only deferib’d fome 
particular things, that putting them to- 
gether you might conceive fome idea of the 
whole; but it would be now in vain; for 
in the firft place you will never thus com- 
prehend the one half; and befides, I know 
it isan intolerable trouble to difpofe fo m 
ny and fuch fundry conceptions, and to 
prefent to your felf a great extent of la 
full of wonderful chings, all of them regu- 
larly and uniformly diftributed: I thall 
therefore then for this time follow the me=- 
thod of univerfals, tho? retrograde, adding, 
fome few particulars, and thus we fhall 
both of ushave the lefS trouble. Obferve 
then in the firft place, that king Lewis XIII. 
made choice of this {pot to divert himfelf 
with hunting, and after him fo great a king 
as Lewis XIV. has pitch’d upon it for his 
refidence, fo that it mutt needs be as plea- 
fant and of as clear and ferene an air as any 
other in the world, convenient for hunting, 
and fo feated as to afford feveral fine pro- 
fpeéts. You may judge how much art has 
been ufed to embellifh and make ita dwe 
ling worthy of fo great a king, by reflect- 
ing, that France never had one more mag- 
nanimous, more powerful, and a greater 
lover and difcerner of excellency ; for thro” 
his means not only the moft lofty feiences 
and the liberal arts are raifed toa moft ad- 
vantageous degree of perfection; but che 
very Mu/és of the fabulous Helicon feem to 
have remov’d to fettle on the banks of the 
Seytes and France now vies in all particu- 
lars with the moft famous of the ancients, 
whether Romans or Greeks. Hence it fol- 
lows, that the architecture of all the build- 
ings mutt be incomparable, the orraments 
of painting and carving moft excellent, 
and the whole contrivance ftupendous. As 
for moveables, both the matter and the 
workmanthip are wonderful, becaufe the 
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king very well knows the value of what he 
fees, and needs not another to inform him, 
as Verres did in Sicily; for this reafon he 
has the beft and rareft, whether antient or 
modern, brought him from all parts of 
the world, it being well known that the 
reward will anfwer the trouble. Befides, 
the noble inventions of architects and car- 
vers, and all other artifts, are not left to 
pofterity in embryo, but put to the eryal 
without {paring labour or coft; therefore 
tho’ the old cattle was extraordinary rich in 
painting, yet the outward part of it was 
taken down, the king not thinking it an- 
fwerable to his grandeur, when in the year 
1676 he refolv’ 'd to ereét the building as it 
now is, In 1678 he added to it two wings, 
cach terminating in two pavilions,or fquare 
ftruétures, on the road that comes from. 
Paris, to lodge the prime minifters of the 
crown, fo that the interyal between them 
forms the firft court to the royal palaces 
and the prime noblemen of the kingdom, 
excited by his example, have built abun- 
dance of curious and magnificent houfes all 
ut it. The French architects give the 
name of a pavilion to a fquare pile of build- 
is not on a line with the reft of the 
k, and is fomewhat more lofty, as 
that may be among us by the gate of the 
cattle of Capuana. On the fides of the 
id road are alfo qwo ftately ftables, 
containing no lefs than five-hundred horfes, 
of feveral forts, with lodgings over them 
for the officers the interval between them 
is clofed with iron banifters, where horfe- 
men exercife as they think fit. 

You fee 1 am come to particulars, and 
yet it isan undertaking for another fort of 
pen than mine to write the leaft part. Ye- 
iterday, as foon as I arriv’d here, I look’d. 
out for Signor Turol, a Roman, his maje- 
fty’s wardrobe-keeper, that by his afi 
ance I might have the better fight of the 
lodgings, and was by him recommended 
to one of the king’s pages of the bedchatn- 
ber, who very courteoufly thew’d me aill. 
Going up the ftairs in the fecond court E 
met the duke de Maine, brother to the dau- 
phin [ote be is a bafard brother'] by a toun- 
tain,where there isa ftatue reprefenting the 
king. Heis twelve years ofage,well thap’d, 
bu that he limps with his leit leg. Being 
paffed the ftately hall, which terminates 
that part of the reetleite up, in the 
royal gallery I had a fight of Madamoi/e 
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de Bourbon, the duke’s fifter, the moft beau- 
tiful creature I have beheld thefé many 
days,and then the brave Mare/ebal de la Fei- 
illade, the dauphin’s great favourite. As 
for the lodgings, it would be a great pre- 
fumption in me to pretend to defcribe their 
curious and rich furniture, much lefs the 
noble contrivance, and embellifhments in 
marble, fret-work, and gilding; for if all 
the beauty in the world be not here, where 
Mhall we find it? The great room, where 
the balls are kept, I mention it as being a 
thing fingular, which perhaps you cannot 
fancy, has galleries round for the mufick, 
and the floor is of wainfcot, as is that of the 
audience-chamber. We could go no far- 
ther than the gallery, the king being with- 
in, and therefore having by the way feen 
the cribunes of the chapel, which is fmall, 
we return’d the fame way to go to the dau- 
phin’s apartment, which is on the right fide 
of the palace ; we there found him at din- 
ner, With the dauphinefs, abundance of peo- 
ple being prefent, who came out of curio- 
fity. He is very fat, his complexion curious 
white and red, hiseyes blue, his hair fair, 
himfelf chearful, courteous, well behav’d, 
as becomes a young prince, and much ad~ 
dicted to hunting. The dauphinefs, befides 
her other perfeétions,has a wonderful white 
skin, and fair hair, and, which is a great 
rarity, black eyes. ‘They fay the loves her 
pleafure, but who does not? and that fhe 
is too talkative, as if all women were not 
fo. She was fet off with very ftately and 
precious jewels. 

None mutt go in with a cloke where 
thefe princes dine. ‘The cup-bearer takes 
the effay of the wine, as was uled among 
the Romans, by the perfon call’d Pregu/- 
tator Cafaris, or Cafur's tatters and whilft 
they fit ac table the mafter of the houthold 
ftands by with a filver ftaffin his hand; the 
reat difhes are of that metal,but the plates 
of gold. 

‘Then I went to fee the gardens, attend 
ed by one of theking’s footmen. All the 
fabulous tories of the antients, at the fight 
of thefe become credible, and we fearce be- 
lieve our own eyes amidft fo many wonde 
ful things as fill fo greata tract of lands at 
Teaft a thoufand men are here daily at work, 
fome cleanfing the ftately walls, fome roll- 
ing the grafs-plats, fome trimming the high 
green hedges, fome watering the fragrant 
flowers, and other tender plants; fome 
looking to the aqueduéts, fome to the wa- 
ter-works,fome to the beautiful fine veffels, 
barges and galleys on the great canal; and 
fome, in fine, feeding perhaps an hundred 
forts of birds and frange creatures there 
are in the Menagerie, Going firft into a 
banqueting-houfe of twenty-four moft cu- 
rious marble pillars, I found there two 
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fountains nothing magnificent, and two Genres, 
others little better, on the angles of 2 {por <W~7 


fronting that ftruéture. This fquare ison 
three fides encompafied by the palace, and 
within it Ireckon’d fixty-four marble fta- 
tues, of the beft I ever faw, being made by 
the ableft feulptors of the royal academy, 
vying with the ancients themfelves, On 
the twelve columns of the middle front are 
the twelve months, with cheir planets and 
hieroglyphicks; and the like number on 
the other two, with as many ftatues, re- 
prefenting feveral fables of the antients. 
‘There are alfo three moft noble fountains, 
with wonderful fine marble and painted 
lead figures, many pots to contain plants, 
and other fuch ornaments, ‘The wall about 
is ingenioufly cover’d with cyprefs, and a 
plant the French call Ziffe.° The middle 
walk leads firft to that they call Apalls's 
fountain, becaufe there isan Apollo driving 
his chariot, drawn by four horfes; and 
nee to the aforefaid canal, which is alfo 
adorn’d with ftatues about, tho’ the com- 
pals be a large mile. 

Before the right wing of the palace is a 
fmall ower-garden full of marble and brafs 
fatues, and moft curious hower-pots. In 
all the three fount there are Tritons ay 
Syrens nobly carv’d. The middlemott lea 
to a. fort of Ca/eade, or fall of water ; 
beyond that the dragon’s fountain, well 
adorn’d with flatues5 and laftly, a {mall 
pond. 

On the left-hand is a banqueting-houfe 
with marble banifters and {tatues, with 
two fpacious ftair-cafes leading to certain 
vaults, provided to preferve the orange, 
lemon, and fach like trees in winter 5 alfo 
a ftatue of the king’s on horfeback, made 
by our Cavalier Berninis a level place to 
play at mall, and another final pool, with 
two little boats in it. I haye,no more to 
fay of the reft, for they are now levelling 
the ground, and filling up the cavities, and 
ereéting an amphitheatre of fixty-four co- 
lour’d marble colums,which will be fquare, 
or of the tick order without, and round 
within, fo that ina fhort time this will be 
asfine, or rather finer, than the right fide 
already mentioned. 

The footman, next open’d an iron gate, 
which fhuts up the grove,and led me to the 
fountains of the labyrinth, or 42/op"s tables, 
being forty-eight, with all the creatures 
mention’d in them, and thence to another, 
call’d the battel of the birds, confilting of 
a parcel of leaden birds, {pouting water at 
one another from the tops of certain trees 
planted by two fountains. Ata fmall di- 
ftance from thence he fhew’d me the ban- 
queting-houfe, being a place built in the 
nature of a theatre, with marble fteps 
about it,cover’d with the aforefaid Zife,and _ 
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at convenient diftances, moft curious works 
in {mall green myrtle, little fountains, and 
flower-pots handfomely. wrought. ‘Lhe 
ifland of love is that mighty fountain feated 
between two {mall pools, both of them 
fet about with fine ftatues, and delightful 
fpouts of water. In the fea of the oak ftands 
an oak made of tin, with brafs leaves well 
Painted, which fpout water every way, as 
do the Jittle pipes conceal’d among the 
grafs on the ground. Apollos bath is alfo 
moft {urprifing to behold, for within an in- 
clofure of gilt iron banifters is another of 
marble, and in the midft of that the foun- 
tain, with exquifice arues, reprefenting: fix 
nymphs, and deis, Galatea’s lovers by it 
are two little rooms to take the frefh air, 
all lin’d with curious marble, and very 
odd devices and motto’s on it. ‘There is 
another thing vory remarkable , being a 
theatre made of myrtle according to all the 
rules of art, where the front of the {tage is 
beautify’d with fhells of fifhes, and the 
water purls pleafantly from the tops of 
certain low fir and cyprefs tree 

But ‘certainly I know not what Iam 
aout to pretend to fpeak of all the foun- 
tains in fuch a vaft gard

In my return I obferv’d the famous galle- 
ry of the ftatues, among which there are 
near forty truly antiquesjand the finett that 
ever were { 

This morning betimes, joining with 

other firangers, f went to fee another plea- 
fure houfe of the king’s, call’d Ja Mena- 
gerie, about wwo miles from Ver/ailles 5 
Going all the way with extraordinary fatis- 
faction under the fhade of green trees, re- 
gularly difpos'd, on which fac very tame- 
ly,. a wonderful number of pheafants, par- 


tridges, plovers, and ovher birds fit for 
the tables of the greateft princes, ‘he 
ftruéture is really beautiful; and adorn’d 
with all thatis proper for royal apartments; 
but ftrangers go thither only to fee the 
great variety of creatures feverally hut up. 
Here are white ftags, and fallow deer; 
black foxes from Rujia, panthers, porcu- 
pines; wild goats, by the French call’d 
Chamois and among the ftrangeft birds, 
not to {peak of the feveral forts of geefe, 
Swans, ducks, hens, pigeons, and cranes, 
wonderfully beautiful, there are five gry- 
phons, that is, vultures, refembling the 
eagle; one call’d a Gafuelle, of a chefnut 
colour, with fome black, and its feathers are 
like hair, and a long bone upon the head 
feven birds as bigas fheep ; five whereof 
have black wings, tipp’d with white, as 
are their tails; the other two of an afh- 
colour 5 but they areall of the fame fhape, 
having very long necks, and they feed on 
grals. Other birds are as big asia crane, 
with a long beak, and a pouch under the 
throat, for which reafon, in fome parts of 
Italy, they are call’d Cofani, fome of them 
I faw two 
creatures of this {ame colour tamely graz- 
ing by the pond, whofe legs and necks were 
extraordinary long, and on their heads 

they had curious tufts of feathers. 
Proceeding thence along the canal, which 
being of running water never has any ill 
feent, and laving fen a fine fhip on it, 
we came, in lef than an hour, to the other 
houfe, call’d the Triannon, which 
inted without, as if it were made 
ina ware. Iv is divided as it were 
into three little palaces, the middlemoft 
whereof is the biggeft, and the king’s 
dwelling. Clofe by it are two large bird- 
cages 3 that on the right leads to a flower~ 
garden, in which are four {pacious foun= 
fains ; next isa lower garden, near which 
are the dwellings of the gardeners ; and 
laftly another little palace. On the left, 
an eafy ftair-cafe, leads up to two other 
flower-gardens, parted only by a beautcous 
and delightful hall, whence ewo other fpa- 
cious ftair-cafes lead down to the lake, 
adorn’d in like manner with water-works, 
and brafs Is; and all this {pace is fhut 
up with gilt iron banifters. The ftair-cafe 
that fronts the king’s apartment, goes 
down into another fine flower-garden, in 
the midft whereof, not to fpeak of th 
tificial fetting of the plants, isa fountain, 
nothing contemptible. On the right of 
the greateft walk, are two rows of fteps, 
colour’d like China ware, in the nature of 
theatres, with very fine gilt veffels, pour- 
ing out water, and at the end four other 
little houfes, painted without, after the 
fame manners with all their ormunen 
in 


white, others afh-colour’d. 
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In fine, coming out of the grove, I faw 
four fountains, nothing inferior to thofe 
already mention’d, and in one of them a 
fmall boat, handfome enough. 

Having feen all this, I return’d by ten in 
the morning, to the royal palace, which, 
next the gardens, is certainly a moft mag- 
nificent and regular ftructure ; and without 
Jofing any time, went into madame’s 
guard chamber to fee the preparations for 
her wafhing the feet of the poor, and en- 
tertaining them. 1 know not whether 
the fame be done every Maundy Thurfday 5 
but, after long waiting, I faw twelve poor 
boys clad in red, and the dauphin being 
clad in the fame manner, wafh’d all their 
feet and then after dining, where they had 
thirteen difhes each, he gave them fix 
piftoles apiece. The other ceremonies, 
perform’d this day in che royal chapel, 
did not appear to me extraordinary. His 
y was in his tribune; the duke de 
Maine and fome ladies in another; and 
under them the gentlemen of the court. 
What would you have me fay of the mu- 
fick ? The voices were none of the beft in 
the world, and the compofition, not only 
different from the Italian, but fo void of 
artand of invention, as alfo of thofe flights 
and connexions proper to the words of this 
day, that ourlearned and judicious Tomma/o 
Carapella, would have laugh’d heartily at 
ic. The body of our Saviour was laid in 
amoft curious gilt fepulchre, in the cha- 
pel by the pulpit, the Swi guards, with 
mufkets on their fhoulders, keeping the 
door, the halbardiers ftanding without. 
As I went to dinner, one thoufand men 
mounted the guard, being part Swi clad 
in red, and pare French in blue; thefe 
lodging their arms on the right, the others 
‘on the left of the court. 

About three in the afternoon, going to 
walk in thegarden, I faw the king come 
in, attended by a few of his courtiers, and 
marefchal Duras, captain of his Gardes de 
Corps, who, in token of his pott, is always 
allowed to wear a cap edged with furs. 
Whiltt his majefty walk’d along, fome- 
times looking at the work of the Orangerie, 
fometimes at the fountains before the pa- 
lace, and complimenting the dauphinefs, 
who was in one of the galleries, I had all 
the leifure I could with, to obferve his 
perfon. He is tall and ftrongly made ; 
his eyes brisk and fparkling ; his nofe like 
a hawk; and tho’ his face be mark’d with 
the fmall pox, it is neverthelefs amiable, 
and majeftically terrible. It may be faid, 
that every prince’s face appears fuch to 
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without knowing him, it would appear like 
the countenances of other men; even as 
on the contrary fome perfons, who being 
ina low condition, appear meck and hum- 
bles when afterwards rais’d to high pofts, 
tho’ they do notarall grow haughty, yet 
they incline fuchas look on them to refpect ; 
and fo the fouls of the departed appearing 
in a dream, feem more ftately and great 
to fome weak minds, thatareafraid of the 
dead. But Tanfwer, thattho’ this be true 
for the moft part, yet there are fome greater 
minds, which are never abath’d, or lofe 
any thing of their fteadinef$ in the prefence 
of the mightieft men; and on the other 
hand, we fee fome men, who, tho” cait 
down by adverfe fortune, and reduc’d to 
alow condition, {till retain fuch an afpeét 
asisnot to be defcribed, and almoft obliges 
moft people to refpeét and value thems 
and thence it is faid, that they have a fu- 
perior genius. I have no leifure to dif 
courfe concerning the attending Genii, and 
the like opinions of the Stoicks and Pla- 
tonicks ; but tell you in fhort, that fach 
majefty derives its original from a certain 
harmony of the parts confifting, to {peak 
pythagorically, of lef ative numbers 
for the quick incline to mirth, and the 
rapid to anger ; or elfe from a certain com- 
pofition of thofé parts, like that which ufes 
toappearin the countenance of a perfon in 
authority, when he punifhes, or rewards 5 
orof the mafler of a family, who advifes, 
and lovingly rebukes ; which raifes in us 
a fort of refpeét, that borders upon fear. 
Now, as I was faying, this character is fo 
imprinted on the countenance of Lewis 
XIV. that tho’ a mortal, he would by the 
ancients have been reputeda god. He is of 
a martial inclination, as Europe has found 
to its forrow ; addiéted, asmuch asis conve~ 
nient, to hunting, without neglecting the 
great affairs of the government: a lover 
of juftice, generoufly rewarding the good, 
and feverely punifhing the wicked; and at 
the fame time a fharp difcoverer of the 
fecrets of other princes, and concealer of 
hisown. I fay nothing of hisamours, for 
he is fleth and blood as well as others; and 
could a king’s faults be as well conceal’d as 
thofe of private perfons, I am fatisfy’d he 
would be reckoned as modeft in that refpeét 
asany other man in his kingdom. I have 
nothing more at prefent to acquaint you 
with, and, not being fond of modern com- 
pliments, remain, &c. 
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Concludes the Defeription of Verfailles, and proceeds to that of St. Germain, 
the Louvre, and the Tuilleries. 


E that is curious had need of much 

patience; for my part, I have as 
muchas fervesme to {ee and obferve things, 
but I know not whether yours will hold to 
read my frequent and rambling letters. I 
writ to you four days fince, from Ver/ailles, 
andbeing then ina fort of rapture with ad- 
miration, omitted fomething that deferv’d 
taking notice of; which is, that there are 
not only lodgings in the caftle for all the 
court, and officers of the crown, but even 
for all the great men that refort thither. 
Befides moft of the battlements, pinacles, 
andother ornaments, which terminate the 
ftructure, are gilt, asare the iron banifters 
about the courts, Now I will add what I 
faw on Friday, being the machine which 
carries the water from the river Seyve, three 
Teagues diitant, tothe cattle. It were re- 
quilite to fend youa draught of it, becaufe 
fuch things cannot well be explain’d in 
words; but I know not how to have it at 
prefent, and therefore defire you will be 
fatisfy’d with being inform’d, that the very 
rapid ftream of the river drives fourteen 
great wooden wheels, which move thole 
engines: that draw up the water, in the 
nature of a pump. Thence by means of 
another machine agitating the water, it 
rifes a confiderable fpace again, to the top 
of the hill, to the firft pond, where are 
two little houfes, and here many men, by 
the help of certain wheels, move twelve 
iron engines, which fer the aforefxid ma- 
chineat work ; which is wonderful to be- 
hold, fix of thofe engines moving forwards, 
and fix backwards, in the nature of faws. 
A little higher ftands another houfe, to, 
which the water is drawn in the fame man- 
ner from: the other two. Thence it runs 
out through thirteen leffer pipes into feven 
greater, which empty themfélves into 
a leaden bafon, Supported by mighty 
beams, on the top of a lofty ftrong houfe, 
about a mufket fhot from the former, and 
call’d Lego’s tower. From this it falls 
down with a mighty noife through nine 
pipes, conveying it into three large chan- 
nels, which end in another va{t pools 
whence again it pafiés into a curious flone 
aqueduét toanother fuch pond, two miles 
diftant; and thus proceeds to disburden it- 
felf into the five lakes, on the levell’d hill, 
appolite to Verjailles. From the hill.-the 
acer runs into nine fubterrancous paflages,

and being come to the Maijon des Eaux, or 
water-loufe, on which is alfo a large leaden 
ciftern fupported by beams, it falls into 
two ponds, on the right of the caftle, 
whence it is afterwards divided into that 
immenle variety of fountains, One Paul 
Benkin, a Liegois, is faid to have been the 
inventor of all this work, and that ic has 
coft the king forty millions of livres. 
‘Ata {mall diftance from this hill is 
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the dog-kennel, where feveral forts of Jraturen 


dogs are fed, for games asalfo the palace 
of the prince de la Roche fur Yous the 
prince of Conti's, and a ftable for the king’s 
horfes, with abundance of lodgings over 
it; between which and the ftables, I told 
you of in my laft, is che {pot of ground 
on which the dauphin laft year had the 
great revelling; and it is faid, the fame 
will be perform’d by a company of ladies 
buthere the gentry daily ule feveral forts 
of exercife. 

After dinner I went to the king’s cha- 
pel, to hear the divine office, which was 
fung in mufick, much better than T ex- 
peéted, confidering the judgment I made 
in the morning of the mailer of the mufick. 
The dauphin, and dauphinefs were in a tri- 
bune, hung with crimfon damask. That 
evening his majefty walk’d in the garden, 
and then I obferv’d that the officers, to 
diftinguifh themfelves from the foldiers, 
wear gilt corfelets. 

On Holy Saturday, about ten in the 
morning, I firft faw the Sewy/s and German 
guards drawn up in the inner court, hand- 
fomely clad in red and blue, with black 
velvet capsand gorgets, and white feathers, 
after their fafhion; then: in; the fecond. 
court fix companies of French, and two of 
Swifs, with other troops orderly extending 
tothe parith church ; and laftly, the king 
came from his apartment, ina black coat. 
flower’d with gold, and wentin a chair of 
crimfon velvet; embroider’d with gold, to 
his chapel, but the captain of the guard 
went ina black mourning chair. Having 
heard mafs devoutly, he received the blef- 
fed facrament, and then after hearing ano- 
ther, pray’da quarter of an hour. In the 
mean while came fome poor Clares, and 
other maids to beg an alms, and he gave 
them four piftoles. This done, he came. 
into the aforefaid fecond court, whereabout 
fixteen hundred perfons troubled with the

pray 
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king’s-evil made a lane, to be healed by 
him, according to ancient cultom. He 
then touch’d them, one after another, fign- 
ing them with the mark of our falvation, 
and faying, The king touches, God beal thee; 
after which the ‘bithop of St. Omer, who 
follow’d, gave every one half acrown, if 
he were a ftranger, and a fifteen-penny- 
piece if a Frenchman. To fome, who per- 
e for the fake of the money, 
ing faid, Are you fick too? 1 
cannot tell whether they were certainly 
leal’d, or how that virtue comes to be 
intail’d on the crown of Frances but re- 
member I haveread, that this is practis’d 
ever fince the days of St. Lewis. If this 
betrue, there will be no occafion to look 
on it asa fabulous ftory, which they tell 
us, of thofe who are of the race of St. 
Paul, having a virtue again{t the bites of 
venomous creatures; Dav. de l'Europe. 
Tom. 2. pag. 216. 

This act’ of. charity being perform’d, 
the king, retit’d to his apartment, and T 
hafted away to dinner; after which I went 
with fome gentlemen ftrangers to St. Ger- 
main en Laye. Thisis a cattle feated ona 
beautiful and pleafint hill, on the right 
hand of the See, formerly the refidence 
of kings for many years, as now Verfuilles 
is. In this place, Aine of England, wife 
to king Charles VIII. of France, in the year 
1496, gave St. Francis of Paula, then 
come out of Italy, 2 moftcurious farm, to 
found there a monattery of his order, which 
is till ineftimably adorn’d, efpecially with 
painting, and yet it every where infpires 
piety and devotion. 

From St. Germain I went to fee the pa- 
Jace call’d Madrid, built in the forett of 
Bolugne, by king Francis. after the model 
of that where he was kept prifoner in Spain. 
The other houfe call’d St. Denis du Camp, 
is alfo beautiful, but not furnifh’d as it 
fhould be, and only the garden is well 
kept, and worth feeing It takes name 
froma very antient abbey, where,’ in the 
year 1260, Elizabeth fifter to St. Lewis, 
plae’d fome Francifean nuns, 

Yefterday morning early I mounted at 
St. Germain, and having heard mafs at the 
village of Rucle, returned to Ver/ailles be- 
fore noon, where having din’d, I came 
thefe four leagues by coach, in a fhort 
time. At my entrance into Paris I faw 
twelve fervants, fix of them carrying the 
like number of great wax torches, and the 
other as many loaves, a prefent from ‘the 
king to the parithioner of St. Germain 
mohficur the duke of Orleans fending as 
much to the parith of St. Zu/tachius. 


He Lou- Inthe evening I walk’d to take a better 


Me might view of the royal palace, call’d le Chateau 
lesies, dt Lawore, and that of the Tuilleries, The 
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miditof ic built aflrong tower, where he 
afterwards imprifon’d Ferdinand, ‘eacl of 
Flanders, who had rebell’d, and was by 
him overthrown at the famous battle 6f 
Bouvines, together with the emperor Otho, 
and the king of England. The proper ule 
of that tower was formerly to keep the 
king’s treafure, and to receive the fubjeéts 
homage, being an emblem of authority ; 
and for this reafon, all great men, who held 
lordihipswhich had fovercigncy overothers, 
builta very large tower in their caftles, and 
on that another {maller, which was call’d 
the Donjon. That I now {peak of was 
pull’d down by king Francis [. becanfe ic 
darkned and hindred the profpeét of the 
beftapartments, and yet had been falfer’d 
to ftand by many of his predeceffors; par- 
ticularly Charles V. who, in 1364, much 
improv’d the caftle; when enlarging the 
city walls, he inclos’d it within them. 
Francis, aforefaid, before his death, which 
happen’d in 1547, began to build the hall 
for the hundred Swi/s, and the pavilion 
facing the fouth, oppofite to the gate, His 
fon Henryl. finifh’d them both, adding the 
two apartments joining to the aforefaid pa- 
vilion ; the ornaments are of the Cori 
order in that part which fronts the fame 
court, where is often {een his device, being 
a crefcent, with the motto, Donec totum 
impleat orbem, Till fhe be full’ and laftly, 
in the fame hall, a gallery fupported by 
four Cariatides, the cuts whereof are to be 
feen in Mr. Perrault’s tranflation of 
Architeéts give the namic of C 
atides to certain figures of women, ferving 
inftead of columns; and this, becaufe the 
Greeks having, deftroy’d the province of 
Caria, which had fided'with the Perfians, 
and carry’d away the womien captives, 
after putting all the men to the fword ; the 
architects in thofe days, to eternize the 
memory of thataétion, plac’d the effigies 
of thofe women in the publick ftru@ures, 
with the bands they were led captive in, 
to fupport weights, in the nature of co- 
Tumns. Henry TV. built the ftately gal- 
lery, we fee next the river from eaft to 
welt, running to one of the pavilions of 
the palace of the Tuilleries, Lewis XM. 
finifh’d the weft front, and rais'd that great 
pavilion over the ancient gate, whofe fe- 
cond floor is fupported by eight Cariatides. 
The arch of this gate is fuitain’d by nwo 
rows of large columns of the Jonick order, 


each’of one intire piece, ard ftanding two" 


and two together, The prefent king has 
built moft ftately apartments on thice fides: 
of the fpacious fquare court, with three 
ranks of columns of the Corinthian and 
Compofite orders; and has’ beautify’d te 
eal 
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Genwi. eaft front, where the great gate is, with 
AX™ forty columns of the Corinthian order, de- 
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ciatum. No man bore away the reward of 
eloquence, but Crefar was declar’d viétor. 


tach’d from the folid wall, and making a 
noble appearance. This portico is very 
wonderful, on account of its being cover’d 
with only two ftones, each of them fifty 
foot long, and the walk over the apart- 
ment over it is remarkable, for affording a 
view of all Paris. Within this place is 
held, once a week, the affémbly of the 
members of the royal French academy, fo 
call’d from their application to polifh and 
improve their language, according to the 
King’s direétions.. Among other com- 
mendable cuftoms obfery’d here, one is, 
that every two years, on St. Lewis’sday, 
two gold medals are given, one to him 
that gains the preference in eloquence, and 
the other to the perfon excelling in poetry ; 
which as Tacitus, Annal. 14, obferves, is 
a great encouragement to virtue, which of 
itfelf effects renown. Oratorum & vatum 
victorias incitamentum ingentis allaturas 5 
The viktories of orators and poets, which will 
prove incentives to wits; and the Greeks are 
highly to be commended for wifdom, who 
firft infticuted this cuftom. They us’d to 
give the poets an ox, who made the bett 
verfes at the Delpbick games, or elfe a 
tripos, with an infeription in their com- 
mendation ; tho’ the Spartans, as more 
rigid and fparing, gave them no other 
reward than a fingle cake made of flower 
and honey ; or, according to Hefichius, of 
fat and honey, which he calls Syrmea. 
They alfo added a garland; for Suetonius 
tells us, that Nero fang his tragedy of Nidbe 
for ten hours, without intermiffion, and 
that Coronam eam, €& reliquam certaminis 
partem, in annum fequentem difulit. He 
put off the giving of that garland, and 
the reft of the trial till the next year, And 
there is no queftion but that Nero per- 
form’d all this according to the cuftom of 
the Greeks, as Suetonius himfelf affirms. 
Inftituit & quinguennale certamen, primus om- 
zim Rome, more Greco, triplex 5 mufi- 
cum, gymnicum, equeftre; thatis, He was 
the firft that at Rome, after the manner of 
Greece, inftituted three forts of fports, or 
trials of frill, to be perform'd every five year's, 
which were mufick, wreflling, and riding. 
And again, Deinde in orchehram, fenatum- 
que defcendit,  orationis quidem, carminif- 
que Latini coronam, de qua boneftifimus quif- 
que contenderat, ipforum concenfu conceffam 
Sibi, recepit. Then be went down to the 
theatre and fenate, and receiv’d the garland 
conferr’d on him by them, as excelling in 
latin, poetry, and oratory, for which the 
beft of men bad contended. Tacitus alfo 
feems to declare it was given him out of 
mere flattery. Elogquentie primos partes 
nemo tulit, fed vidtorem effe Caefarem pronun- 


To this purpofe I think we may obferve 
a fort of contradiétion in this author, for 
in his fourteenth book, he fays, That the 
Quinguennial, or fpart, celebrated every five 
Jears, were inflituted by Nero, when be was 
conful the fourth time, with Cornelius Coflus; 
and that he bore away the prize; and then 
in the following book, {peaking of the 
confulthip of C. Leccanius Bajfus, and M. 
Licinius Crafies, being av leaft four years 
later; that Nero not daring to prefume to 
fing on the publick cheatre at Rome, _Nea- 
polim quaji Greecam urbem delegit 5 inde ini- 
tium fore, ut tranfgreffis in Achaiam, infig- 
nefque, & antiquitus facras coronas adeptus, 
majore fama fiudia civium eliceret 5 He pitch’ 
upon Naples, as a Greék city, there to begin 
whence pafing into Achaia, and having 
gain'd the renows'd and formerly facred 
garlands, he might, by acquiring greater 
fame, attraét the inclinations of the Romans, 
Now, if he had four years before gain’d 
the prize on the theatre, how can it be 
likely he fhould be afhamed afterwards to 
appear in publick at Rome ? 

The fame difficulty may perhaps be 
found in Suetonius, who fays, Et prodiit 
primum Neapoli, He appear’d firft in publick 
at Naples; whereas fome chapters before 
he had mention’d the inftitution of the faid 
fports; but this author writing loofely, 
without much regarding the order of time, 
I willingly {pare him. 

By what has been faid, it appears to 
have been a _moft ancient cuftom among 
both the Greeks and Latins, to beftow ho- 
nourable rewards on the beft poets and ora- 
tors, upon publick trial made of their abi- 
lities ; and that among other things they 
had garlands given them; which were of 
feveral forts; that is, of oak, of olive, 
of palm, of laurel, of ivy, of myrtle, 
and of fmallage, In the fports inftituted 
by Domitian, we read, they us’d thofe of 
oak, and of laurel, both peculiar to he- 
roick poets, and that the ivy was appro- 
priated to the lyrick; the myrtle to the 
amorous writers of elegies, that plant be- 
ing dedicated to Venus: It is needlef§ to 
fpeak of the reft. 

This digreffion, God knows to what 
purpofe ! made on occalion of the French 


by the prefent Lewis XIV. The mainbo- 
dy of the ftruéture terminates in two great 
pavilions, and there is another in the mid- 

dle 
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dle like a cupola. I faw nothing extraor- 
dinary within, but the theatre, not very 
large, but adorn’d with gilding ; and ehe 
dauphin’s apartment, remarkable for the 
rich and curious furniture, and exquilice 
paintings. {In that partnexc the river are 
the ftables underneath, and the gallery 
over them; both void of what is proper 
“ty to them, A bridge is here building over, 
for conveniency of communication with the 
quarter of St. Germain, All the fpace be- 
tween this palace and the Louvre, which 
ftands on the fame line, is defign’d in pro- 
cefs of time for a garden tothe faid Lowure 5 
to which purpofe they muft pull down the 
hoftels of Longueville and Crequi, andthe 
two little churches of St. Nicholas and St. 
Thomas. As for the garden of the Tuilleries, 
“itisas it were the Po/ilipo of Paris, where 
Jere’ the all the gentry walk morning and evening. 
foplewalk There are moft curious plots of beautiful 
ss, and odoriferous flowers; three large foun- 
tains; ftraitand fpacious walks fet on both 
fides with fir, linden, and fuch like trees, 


curioufly rang’d; hedges of {mall myrtle, 
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fo green, that it almoft looks black; a Geuetu. 
theatre neatly made of dwarf trees, with ~V~ 
ftone feats before it, cover’d with myrtle, 
moft delightful to behold. Near the gate 
call’d de la Conference, I took notice of four 
figures mafterly cutin marble, reprefenting 
time, envy, truth, and a fatyr, which 
may fignify impudence, all four affording 
acurious theme fora moral difcourfe. Ac 
a fmall diftance is a great fountain, from 
which two fpacious walks Jead up to the 
city wall; and thence is a profpedt of the 
race, which is alfo a broad way, without 
the walls, with ftrait rows of trees thick 
fet, to thade it. 
I conclude, rather by compulfion than 
choice, fo great is my itch of writing. I 
am fatisfy’d that you, who are a friend, 
after the fincere manner of former ages, 
will not be offended; for the reft, who bi 


like nothing, I value them not, and there- it 
fore am the lels difturb’d at the knowledge 
of my failing. It only remains to defire 


you will often comfort me with your moit 
agrecable letters, &c. 
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JHE day before yelterday I had the 
T good fortune to get acquainted with 
a Danifh gentleman, who was return’d out 
of Italy, and heard from you when I leaft 
expeéted it, for he brought with him a lift 
of learned Neapolitans, and had, with good 
reafon, plac’d your name among thole of 
the firft rank. Then falling into difcourfe 
we came to talk of the great negligence of 
our countrymen in relation to our antiqui- 
ties. He much blam’d us for that none had 
attempted to write our hiftory, and when 
Tendeavour'd to excufe it, with the want of 
materials for the ancient times, charg’d us 
with fuffering many ancient picces of mar- 
ble to be put tocommon ufes, and to lic 
about in corners, whereas there are many 
notable infcriptions on them unregarded, 
and worn out with ill ufage. I would glad 
ly have anfwer’d him, but that truth was 
too prevalent on his fide, and therefore was 
forc’d, the belt I could, to change the dif- 
courfe, rather than contend where I was 
fure to be worfted. 

To return to Paris, and what I have 
feen there this laft week, which is remark- 
able: The royal garden of plants, in the 
quarter call’d L’ifle nofire Dame, or Our 
Lady's Ifland, is extcaordinary valuable. 
Here fome months in the year borany is 


taught gratis, and in certain rooms on the 
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left of the court feveral chymical operations 
are alfo publickly perform’d, for the in- 
ftruétion of phyficians, that they may be 
taught by experience what it is they fo 
carelefly force into the bodies of their 
wretched patients, In the midit of the gar- 
den is a little mount, with a fmall pach 
winding about it that leads to the top, 
whence is a confiderable profpect along the 
river, and over mot of the Lauxloure, or 
fuburb of St.4iony. In this fuburb is re- 
markable the caftle of Vincenne, the avenue 
to which is between a molt beautiful row of 
trees, beginning at the triumphal arch. 
The building is fquare, with lofty towers 
about it, and adeep ditch, and the court 
having refided there, not long fince cardi- 
nal Mazarine added two wings to it, with rina 
good apartments. The middle tower,call’d ype" 
the Doxjon, is ftrong and beautiful, but 
being a prifon, accefs to it is not eafily 
allow’d. The chapel is faid to have been 
founded by Charles V. and thefe French 
gentlemen puta great value upon the figures 
on the glafs windows. The garden, and 
grove by it, is much frequented in fammer 
by ladies in their coaches, for the fake of the 
fhade and coolnefs,and to fee the many wild 
beafts fhut up in the park. 

Returning into the city, there occurs the us Bok 
famous place of /a Greve, where molt of boufe, 
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the publick fhews are perform’d, and on 
Ville, or town- 
houfe, built by king Francis 1. on the foun- 
dation of the antient hofpital of the Holy 
Ghoft, and here the citizens meet for cleét- 
ing of the Prevy? des Marchands and the 
Lfebevins, or the lord-mayor and fherifis. 
The brafs ftatue on horfeback over the gate 
reprefents king Henry the great, and the 
horfe was taken from that of Marcus Aure- 
Tius in the capitol at Rome. Every body that 
hears fo much mention made in modern 
hiftory of the Bajtile, will certainly con- 
clude it is fome confiderable fortrefs,where- 
as it is only an antient citadel, built by 
Charles VI. in the ycar 1360, with eight 
fine towers about it, where prifoners of 
flate are kept. 

he Hotel de Vendofine, in the quarter of 
St. Honore, fearce deferves to be taken notice 
of. The Hugonot church is a regular ftruc- 
ture, but not magnificent, as I expected, 
fecing it feated in the famous place of 
Buliar s but he who happens to be in this 


painting and fculpture are kept,in the cou 
whereof ftands that incomparable b: 
horfe his majefty caus’d to be brought from 
Nancy, and certainly that alone is more 
worth than all the fpoils brought from 
Lit 

Proceeding hence to the Rue 
come to the king?s lit i 
call’d le Cabinet du Roy 
fifty-thoufand volumes of the choic 
rareft books that can be wifh’d, with a 
wonderful number of excellent manuferipts 
in feveral languages, which is the reafon we 
fo often read among the French Criticks, 
Ita in vet, Cod, Bibliot.

will have enough to fwell the number of 
his mifcellanies. All the books formerly 
belonging to monficur Colber?’s library, are 
now in the king’s, and therefore whofoever 


- finds them quoted among the learned, and 


would produce other teftimonies, muft feek 
them here,and notelfewhere. There is alfo 
an incredible quantity of antient medals, 
and the beft that could be found out by an- 
tiquaries. aillant made feveral voyages 
into Greece to enquire after them, and was 
fo fuccefsful therein as to find enough to 
compleat his hiftory of the kings of the 
race of the Selecide very accurately, and to 
put du Freie in a way to publith the Bi- 
zantine families with fo much ornament. 
‘There are many other rooms full of un- 
bound books, becaufé all perfons whatfo- 


ever who publifh any book throughout the 
dominions of France are oblig’d to fend a 
copy thither. 


Tn this fame palace the royal academy tie ofp, 
of feiences meets, with very good reafons “rey. 


befides which there is another magnificent 
ftruéture, call’d PObfervatoire Royal, in the 
bookfellers ftreet, or Rue de St. Facques, 
where the mathematicians of the academy 
refide, and have their private conferences 5 
and the ftruéture takes its name from the 
obfervations they take on the top of it. OF 
the two oftangular towers or. the extremi- 
ties of it, that on the eaft is not cover’d, 
for the conveniency of making obfervations 
from the bottom of it, without going up 
to the top: I was mightily pleas’d when 
there, to fee fo many globes, {pheres,aftro- 
labes, telefcopes, and innumerable other 
mathematical inftruments, not to fpeak of 
a fteel plate, the fineft and largeft I ever 
faw. Not far off isa wooden tower, with 
a ftair-cafe of two-hundred fteps leading up 
to the top of it, which they fay was built, 
1 know not for what ufe, when the water 
was firlt convey’d to Verjuilles, and coft no 
JefS than ten-thoufand crowns, whence it 
was afterwards remov'd to this place, for 
the ufe of the royal aftronomers, with 
three-thoufand crowns more expence. 

There is another place worth feeing, 
call’d les Gobelins, v a 
dicrafts of feveral forts are employ’d by lias. 
the king, fome about tapittry, which is 
there wove very rich in gold; others m: 
king a fort of casket all of moit beautiful 
and ineftimable jewels fome painting, 
others carving in marble and wood, every 
one apart, with fingular order and conv 
niency. 


'» where 
they keep the fair, is call’d Londis, from 
which the two great ftreets proceed. The 
famous abbey flanding at the caft-end of 
the town, near the palace, to which the 
king with all the court ufes to repair on 
fome folemn days, was formerly only a 
chapel ereéted over St. Denis’s tomb; but 
king Dagobert about the year of our Lord 
641 founded there the ftately church we 
now fee, and would be bury’d in it himfelf, 
whence came the cuftom of interring in it 
almoft all the bodies of the kings his fuc- 
ceffors, and of their queenss fo that in the 
choir there are feventeen tombs; and in a 
chapel on the north fide all thofe of the 
extin&t houfe of Valvis, except Francis 1. 
and Lewis XII. who are without the afore- 
faid choir; and in another place are depo- 
fited the bones of HenrylV. and Lewis XII. 
their coftly monuments not being as yet 

finifh’d.

finifh’d. Among the bodies of private 
noblemen bury’d in this church,as a ipecial 
favour, the moft remarkable are thole of 
Bertrand de Guefilin, conftable of France, 
who dy’d in the year 1380, and of Henry 
dela Tour, marefchal vifcount de Turenne, 
KilPd in 1675, The aforefaid Dagobert 
endow’d the church with many wealthy 
and rich manors, the revenues whereof 
plentifully maintain the Benediéfine monks 
who are poffeis'd of it. Inthe treafury are 
eight cupboards adorn’d wich many noble 
and valuable jewels, and containing many 
royal crowns,both of gold and filver,which 
have been prefented; and what is much 
more, fome relicks of the apoftles, and one 
of the nails which faften’d our Saviour to 
the crofs. Revurning to Paris, by the way 
I went into the devout little church of 
Noire Dame des Vertues, ot Our Lady of 
Vertues. 

rom this time forward, pray, Sir, do not 
pretend to contradic any man that main- 
tains Naples is not {6 populous as Paris. 
The multitude of people is fo very great, 
that, adding the violent running of the 
infinite number of coaches, it feems almoft 
impoffible to advance four fteps without 
Joftling feveral perfons, as I have heard fay 
it was there before the dreadful plague in 
1647. It is true the women here walk 
about as much as the men, but then the 
compafs of the wall, without magnifying, 
is double that of Naples. To avoid this 
trouble I ufually take a chair, as is us’d 
here, or elfea coach, which cofts me twenty 
or twenty-five pence an hour. By reafon of 
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WVcus to God all my friends would 
do by meas you do; and I fhould 
reckon myfelt the moft fortunate man in 
the world; befides that,I fhould now know 
more than I dos but this is rather to be 
wilh’d than hop’d, fo remote are men now 
from the ways of juftice and honefty. How 
genteclly do you thew nie my faults ! how 
modeftly do you reprove me! how wifely 
do you demonftrate the truth! I have this 
Week receiv’d a moft welcome letter of 
Yours of the 28th ofMarch,wherein,among 
other favours, you fweetly, learnedly, and 
mildly inform me that I made a great mif- 
take when I faid Livy dy'd in the fourth 
year of duguftus Cafar, and in all likeli- 
hood rather ac Rome than at Padua; for 
Eufebius in Chron. politively fays iv was at 
Padiia, and in the fourth year of Tiberins. 
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this great extent of the city, it is become a Gewentr e 
fathion to fend about printed bills to invite <Y~ 
people to the funerals of noted perfons, 
Tean give you no manner of intelligence 
as to learning, being intirely difappointed 
in that particular ; for being wholly em- 
ploy’d going about to fee fo many things, 
Ihave had no opportunity to get acquaint. 
ed with men of letters, as L intended. This 
day Thave lighted on a pofthumous piece of 
J. Meurfius, cald Themis Attica, Sive de 
legibus Atticis, publith’d at Utrecht latt year 
by the learned Grevius. ‘The argument was 
worthy the author’s extraordinary erudi- 
tion, but if | may be allow’d to judge of ir, 
Tam of opinion thaceither he did not whol- 
ly apply all his talent to it, or elfe when he 
dy’d there was only a sketch drawn of what 
he defign’d; and in thort, here is no men- 
tion of very many things relating to the 
Athenians, and what there are, three times 
repeated, that is, in the author’s words, 
after the manner of a fummary ; then in 
thofe of the Greek authors he quotes, and 
laftly in the tranflation of them, which is 
certainly the faithfulleft that can be made 
of them. As imperfect as this his work is, 
Treckon it much more valuable than all the 
chimerical ravings of Salmajius and Petit ; 
fo that it would be a commendable task for 
fome perfon of folid judgment to take the 
beft and ufefulleft part of all three,and form 
one compleat body of the Athenian law, 
with the afliftance of Demofthenes, Ejchines, 
Ariffides, and other Greek orators that are 
to be had. It remains, &

Ithought once to have ftay’d a month 
longer in this city, but have been oblig'd i 
on a fudden to alter my refolutiony for i 
feveral {ufficient reafons. ‘To-morrow, 


God willing, I fhall fet out with fome 
French gentlemen for Calais, in order to 
go over into England. If I have been neg- 
ligent in fecing all the rarities of Paris, and 
now repent my lofs of time, it is no more 
than I deferve. However, that you may 
have no juft caufe to complain of me, I will 
not omit acquainting you with fome other 
particulars. In the firft place, the theatre 

for 
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Gransut. for Opera’s is fmall, as containing only 


thirty-three boxes; but on the other hand 
the fcenes, and machines are commonly 
wonderful, as is the dancing, and mufick. 
The mafter of the chapel Yobn Baptijta 
Lulli, a Florentine, who compofes the mu- 
fick, has the charge of them; and the 
theatre being always full, and every place 
half a crown, the advantage he makes is 
incredible; infomuch that I reckon him 
worth half a million, There are two 
other theatres in Paris, befides this, the 
one for French, and the other for Italian 
plays. I have been fometimes at the laft 
gratis, thanks to Yo/eph Barioletti of Me/- 
Jina, an aétor, with whom I pick’d ac- 
quaintance. He was fome years fince in 
England, and hada medal of one hundred 
and fifty crowns value given him by king 
Charles If. The prime aétor in this thea- 
tre is Dominick Bolognofe, who imitates 
Harlequin, and is in fuch efteem at court 
for his wit, that he has no lefs than fix 
thoufind crowns a year penfion. Take 
notice that his comical fayings are pre- 
ferv’d, in order to be printed, under the 
title of Arlequiniana, after the manner of 
the Scaligeriana, Menagiana, and the 
like. 

It remains, that I give you fome account 
of the government. But am Iabout to 
compofe fome book of France, when fo 
many authors treat of that fubject? Tv 
will therefore fuffice to fay, that at Paris, 
the archbifhop governs in fpiricuals, with 
much zeal, and a ftridt difcipline, and 
the king with abfolute authority in tem- 
porals; and, to fay the truth, when a 
monarchy is otherwife manag’d, no good 
comes of it; and it foon degenerates into 
an Ariftocracy; befides that the wretched 
fubjeéts, inftead of one fovercign, have 
as many as there are great men in the 
kingdom, or as thofe are who have the 
curbing of the prince. The Previfts des 
Marchands and four Ejehevins, that is 
lord mayor and fherifis, are chofen eve- 
ry two years, and take care of the pub- 
lick buildings, the markets, and all that 
regards the {plendor and beauty of the 
city; like thofe we among us call the 
deputies of fortification and building : 
They alfo keep the keys, fet the price, 
and look to the weight and meafure of 
all things neceflary for the fupport of lifes 
they licenfe handicrafts, and have the 
command of the captains of the Guet, 
that is, the officers that go the rounds at 
night; which perhaps is in imitation of 
the Prafettus Vigilum, ot caplain of the 
watch, inftituted by Auguflus at Rome, 
who commanded feven {quadrons of fol- 
diers, and was judge in feveral cafes. 
Before the time of Auguflus were the 
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Triumviri incendiis arcendis, that is, the 
three joint officers for preventing of fires, 
who had equal power to punifh thieves, 
robbers, and incendiaries. Livy, lid. 39. 
makes mention of Quinqueviri, thus, Ut- 
que ab incendiis caveretur, adjutores Tri- 
umvires quingueviri, uti cis Tyberim, fuis 
quilque regionis edificiis praefent. ‘Thar 
is, And there were Quinqueviri, five joint 
officers added as helpers to the Triumviri, 
for preventing of fires, that each of them 
‘might take care of the buildings im bis 
ward, on this fide the Tyber. But tha 1 
may not fly from one thing to another; 
thefe Ejchevins, or sheriffs of Paris, ax 
foon as out of their office, are ennobled, 
and have the tide of Chevaliers, that is, 
are knighted. ‘Their original is very 
obfeure; and tho” there be mention of 
the Scabinit in the conftitutions of Char- 
Lemaigns yee thefe were only a. diftinét 
fore of judges in criminal affairs; and if 
we ftand by what Marguardus Freberus 
writes, in his little book, de occultis 
Wefipbalie Fudicis, their authority in 
fome places in Germany was extravagant 
and dreadful. In fome {mall towns 
they are not call’d E/chevins, but Maires, 
and in others Confils, perhaps in imi- 
tation of ancient Roman colonies, the 
Duumvirs whereof are in fome ancient 
infcriptions call’d confuls; as is learned- 
ly difcours’d by Reinefivs in his epiftles, 
and the moft ingenious D. Carlo, your 
nephew in his ntichitudi Grumentine, 
which it is a great fin, that they are not 
publifh’d.

by the Fuge des Marchands, with four frition of 


confuls, who are always to be citizens 
of Paris. The adminiftration of juttice 
is in the Prevoft of Paris, who is a man 
of the thort robe, as among us the Reg- 
gente della Vicaria, and his three deputies, 
or lieutenants under him, that is, the 
civil, the criminal, and the particular, 
with fome counfellors, an advocate, and 
fifcal. To the place of lieutenant of the 
civil affairs is annex’d that of confervator 
of the king’s privileges. From this 
court appeals lie to the parliament, con- 
fifting of the Grand Chambre, and five 
others; and tho’ there be other parlia- 
ments of equal authority throughout the 
kingdom; however, in regard to the 
prefence of the king, caufes are alfo re- 
mov'd hither by appeal from the pro- 
vinces. The great council, confifting of 
a prefident, and twenty-four counfellors, 
handles the moft important affairs of the 
crown. The king’s family has its own 
proper judge, that is, che lieutenant, or 
deputy to the great provoft of the houfe- 
hold, and all thefe minifters above men- 

tion’d 
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arly. 


tion’d meet in a place, not far from 
the palace, oppofite to the parith of 
St. Germain, The reft 1 muft pafs by, 
againt my will, left I become too tedi- 
ous, and becaufe I know you have learnt 
enough out of books, and perhaps know 
more than I; therefore it will be need- 
lefs for me to trouble myfelf in inform- 
ing you of the Chambres des Compts, la 
Cour des Aydes, and many other courts. 

‘As for the monarchy, Inced not fay 
much of that neither, its antiquity being 
well knowns and how the Franks coming 
out of Germany, by degrees expell’d the 
Romans, and fettled their kingdom there, 
in the reign of the emperor Galerius 5 
but that it may be queftion’d, whe- 
ther Pharamond was the firft king, in the 
year 420, or his father Marcomirus fome 
time before, or elfe Mellobaudus, men- 
tion’d by Ammianus Marcellinus, lib. 31. 
Eique Mellobaudem junxit pari poteftate 
Gilieans domefticorum comitem, regemque 
Francorum, virum bellicofum & fortem 5 
that is, And to bim be join’d as a collegue, 
with equal power to Mellobaudus, the earl 
of the houfbold, being mafter of ibe houfe- 
bold, and king of France, a brave and 
warlike man; tho’ the Franks had not 
then fix’d their abode in Gaul. “It is 
alfo doubted; whether Pharamond was 
the true author of the Salick law, which 
enjoin’d, that women fhould not inherit 
the falick land; and the if, who had 
Jong bloody wars with France on ac- 
count of that law, affirm there was no 
fuch thing in nature, but thar it ought 
to be Jook’d upon asa cunning inven- 
tion of Philip de Valois. Be it as it will, 
this is certain, that only three races 
have reign’d fince the firft ereéting of the 
monarchy to this The firft, of the 
fucceffors of Pharamond, or Meraveus, 
call’d Merovingians, which ended in king 
Childerick IV. confin’d to a monaitery 
for his cowardice, in the year of our 
Lord 751. The fecond began in Pepin, 
fon to Charles Martel, and was called 
Carolingian, from Charlemaign, his fuc- 
ceffor. It ended in Lewis V. in the 
year 9873 for Hugh Capet, earl of Pa- 
ris, defcended from Witlebind, duke of 
Saxony, ftripp’d of his dominions by 
Charlemaign, having got as much power 
as the matters of the palace had under 
the firft race, after the death of Lewis, 
made himfelf king of France, having in 
a fhort time fubdu’d the duke of Lor- 
rain, who pretended to be of the Caro- 
lingian race, and to fucceed in the throne. 
The Valoifes were of the race of Hugh 
Capet, which expir’d in Francis the firlt, 
and fo are thofe of Baurhor, now reign- 
ing glorioufly. 
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Tt would be reafonable for me in this Grmectt. 
awd 


placeto write a panegyrick on Lewis XIV. 
but tho? I were capable of the perfor. 
mance; perhaps it would not be well 
taken by all mens and particularly by 
thoft who are prejudic’d by antipathy to 
the lording nations ; it will therefore fuffice 
to make a fhort compendium of his life, 
which will be no {mall commendation. 
He is fon to Lewis XII. and dune of 
Aufiria, Sitter to our mott glorious king 
Philip LV. born in September 1638, and was 
chriften’d Lewis Auguftus Adcodatus. He 
fucceeded in the throne at the age of 
four years and eight months, his father 
dying on the twelfth of May 16433 
from which time till his inauguration at 
Reims, on the feventh of Fuly 1654, the 
Government was manag’d by his mother, 
2 princefs of extraordinary worth. In 
1659 the famous Pyrenean treaty was 
concluded between him and Spain, and 
the next year he took to wife the moft 
ferene princefs Mary Terefe of Auftria, 
by whom he had the dauphin, born on 
the firft of November 1661. In 1664, 
he fent the emperor a powerful fuccour 
into Hungary, which was of fuch confe- 
quence, that it gain’d the memorable 
victory at Raab, over the Turks. Scarce 
three years after he went into Flanders in 
perfon, and haying taken Tournay, and 
other places of note, bent his defigns 
againft the Franche Conte, in Burgundy 3 
and about the end of February 1668, made 
himfelf mafter of it, in fpight of the Spa- 
nifh power, and the {everity of the win- 
ter 5 tho? he afterwards reftored it, upon a 
treaty of peace, concluded at Aix la Cha- 
pelle. pals by the embafly fent him by 
the Grand Seignior in 1668, and will 
only {peak of his magnanimous enterprize 
upon Holland, in the year 1672, when at 
the head of a mott compleat army, he, 
in lefs than three months, reduc’d at leaft 
fifty of the enemies towns. Ie is true, a 
body of Dutch laid ftreight fiege to Woer- 
den, andthe prince of Orange to Charle- 
ray; but to what purpofe? For the for- 
mer immediately fled from the valour of 
the marefchal de Luxembourg s and the 
other loft all hopes, the place being. re- 
liev’d by thecount de Monialt. In 1673, 
the king took Maeftricht, and the next 
year fubdu’d iche Conte again, whilft 
his generals gain’d other victories in Ger- 
many, and the low countries; where on 
the tenth of Augu/t happened the famous 
battle of Senef. The year feventy-five 
was no lefs favourable to France, on ac- 
count of the taking of Limbourg, by the 
duke @ Anguien; but none will be ever 
more glorious than feventy-fix, when the 
king in perfon took the city of Conde, the 
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Genet. duke of Orleans 


Bouchain, maréfchal 
Schomberg reliev’d Masftricht, which had 
been fix months befieg’d by the prince of 
Orange; the marefchal 4” Humieres took 
the city of Arras in Artois, andthe fort 
of Link, in Flanders; and, to conclude, 
the marefchal duke de Vivonne enter’d the 
port of Palermo, after'burning the Spani/b, 
and Dutch fleets. About the latter end of 
the enfuing April the king had taken Cam- 
bray, and Valenciennes, and the duke of 
Orleans St. Omer, and gain’d the battle of 
Montcaffl, over the prince of Orange. 
The latter would have in fome meafure re- 
triev'd his lof& by befieging of Charleray, 
and perhaps he might have compaffed’ his 
defign, as the allies recover’d Philipsburg, 
and Treves, had not Luxembourg come a 
fecond time to difturb him. Friburg alfo 
fell into the king’s hands about the end of 
the year; as did Gant the next, being 
16783 nor could there have been any 
other ftop to his fuccefs but the concluding 
of a peace between him, the Spaniards, 
and the Dutch; and afterwards between 
the emperor, and him; he reftoring fome 
places, and keeping others for a ftrong 
bulwark to hisdominions. To conclude, 
in 1680, and $1 he poffefs’d himfelf of 
the earldom of Ching, in the province of 
Luxemburg, the city of Aremberg, and 
that of Strasburg, by us call’d Argentina, 
as hiftorians fully inform us. 

The king of France’s arms are three 
flower-de-luces, or, in a field azure, be- 
ing reduc’d to that number by Charles VI. 
for before there was no fix’d number. 
Some affign it to Clodoveus, the firft 
chriftian king ; others affirm there was no 
Knowledge of them before Lewis VII. 
and that all the flower-de-luces, we fee 
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on ancienter tombs were added fince that 
time: but on the other‘hand fome main= 
tain they are of mighty antiquity; be- 
caufé the tomb of Childerick 1. being, 
found in this age at Tournay, if I miftake 
not, among other ornaments there were 
gold flower-de-luces in it, which are now 
preferv’d wich all the reft of the tomb, 
in the king’s library; tho? moft under= 
ftanding perfons have judg’d them to be 
bees, and not flower-de-luces. The shield, 
contrary to others, has an imperial clofed 
crown on the top, which terminates in 
two gold flower-de-luces; and about it 
are the collars of the two military orders 
of the Holy Ghof, and St. Michael. 


The firit of thefe was infticuted by miliay 
Henry IIL. inthe year 1579, and hashitherto 47% 


loft nothing of its honour, as has happen- 
ed to others; but is in the greateft efteem 
imaginable; the king himfelf being great 
matter, and the number of them is never 
to exceed an hundred; but the officers be- 
longing to ic alfo wear the badge, and 
collar, The knights are to prove their 
gentility for four defcents, and wear the 
crofs of the order hanging by a blue rib- 
bon, the faid crofs being of gold, and 
fomething like that of Malta; but in the 
middle of it, on the one fide, is enamell’d 
a white dove, and St. Michael on the 
other. The habit or robe is of crimfon 
velvet, with a yellow lining, all thick 
ftrew’d with flames of gold. 

Tam come to the end of my fervice, & 
fim totus in colligendis vafis, am bufy pack- 
ing up my awls; for I fhall fet out to- 
morrow at farthelt, and have already paid 
the half of twenty-five livres, which is 
the price for a place in the coach to Calais. 
Tam yours, &. 
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SET out from Paris, asI told you in 

my laft, on the fecond of this inftant, 
about noon, and had the fortune to fhare in 
at leaft five collations, provided for an Eng- 
lif \ady, of three there were in our com- 
pany, by a gentleman her countryman, 
and gallant, who took the pains to attend 
her fix leagues, to the little village of 
Lufarche, where we lay that night. Moy- 
ing the next morning, at fun-rifing, we 
pafs’d thro’ the little town of Greil, and then 
through Chantilly, where is the much 
celebrated caftle and garden belonging to 
the prince of Conti. There is fuch plen- 
ty of game in thofe parts, that I counted 
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twenty hates in a very fmall compafs of 
ground, tamely feeding near a corn-fields 
and a fight of pigeons paffed by fo clofe 
toour coach, that I fhot one with a piftol, 
which the French gentlemen very much 
admir’d, as not knowing that the Italians 
can fhoot flying. We travell’d on feven 
leagues, and having din’d at Clermont 
went onto the village of St. Zu, where 
we lodg’d that night. Having travell’d 
feven leagues on Saturday, we din’d at 
Berteuily and then riding four leagues 
farther, reach’d Amiens before night. 


Amiens, the metropolis of Picardy, is Am 


a large city, populous, plentiful, has a” 
3 very 
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Calais 


very great trade, and very ‘handfome 
buildings. Both thecity, and its faburbs 
enjoy an ancient privilege never to be 
‘burden’d with taxes; which was con- 
firm’d after it was reduced by the king, 
in the laft troubles of France. In 1597, 
it was taken by the arch-duke Albertus, 
and not long after recover’d by king 
Henry TV. tho’ not without great expence 
of blood and treafure, whence came the 
proverb, Amiens fut prife en Renard, re- 
prije en Lyon; that is, Amiens was taken 
by frauid, and retaken by force. Here was 
afterwards built a ftrong citadel, on the 
higheft ground, with other not conremp- 
tible fortifications about the place. The 
cathedral is one of the fineft in the king- 
dom, both in refpeét of the ftruéture, 
and the painting that adorns ic. 

On Sunday, after travelling feven 
Jeagues we refrefh’d ourfelves, and refted 
awhile at the finall town of Dourlens; and 
then proceeded five leagues farther, along 
a very curious road to St. Paxl. In the 
fame manner the next day we rode feven 
Teagues ro dine at Arras, a city made 
famous by the king’s vitorious arms, who 
pofiefs'd himfelf of it fome years fince. 
{t ftands in the province of Artois, in 
the low countries, on a river, whofe 
‘Waters, run among its out-works, and per- 
haps into the ditch of the adjacent fort. 
By St. Peter’s church I took notice of a 
ftately tower, built with a fort of ftone 
that is eafy to work, like that of Lecce 
in the kingdom of Naples. We went 
thence to lie at St. Omer, a fine and 
ftrong town, three leagues diftant, whofe 
bifhop is fufiagan to him of Cambray, 
It is indifferently populous, but the build- 
ings are too low. 

Tiefday morning, we advanc’d three 
Jeagues, and din’d aca farm-houfe, call’d 
Zoajfi, about a league from the town of 
Ardres, which, tho? fmall, feem’d to me 
inferior to none of its bignefs for good 
fortifications, and plenty of water fur- 
rounding it. In fine, we mov’d four 
Teagues farther, and arrivid at Calais, 
where cafting up my expence, I found I 
had fpent twenty-eight livres’ and four 
fols, fince my departure from Parts, 

Calais isa city in fhape triangular, 
and in fifty-one degrees of Intitudes ex- 
traordinary ftrong in its walls, and on ac- 
count of two citadelsat a fimall diftance; 
befides the tower on the fhore, call’d 
Bel-Banc; and is therefore reckoned one 
of the keys of the kingdom. It remaintd 
in the pofféffion of the Engl, at the 
conclufion of the treaty which put an 
end to the bloody wars becween King Fob 
of France, and king Edward of England, 
in the year 1360. But in the reign of 
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‘king Charles VII. they loft that, and aij Gants 


‘the ‘territories about ic5 fo ‘that ‘to this 
day it bears. the name of The ‘country re- 
gumn’d, Te is true ‘the arch-duke Alber 
tus pomlets'd himfaf of ivafterwards; ‘bur 
was foon expell’d by the fuperior genitisof 
king Henry IV. Befidesthegarifon, there 
are fomewhat above three choufand inhabi- 
tants; few of the buildings being confi- 
erable befides the great church: Here 
is a wonderful clock, for whilft it Rrikes 
the hours, two figures on horfeback fight, 
which is very odd, and pleafant to be- 
hold. The country women wear long 
mantles, woolly like rigs, which make 
them look welier to ftrangers, than they 
really ate. “Here ate two harbours for 
Ships, both of them fhucup like our Dar/e: 
7a, where, upon every'ebb, the velléls 
are leftupon the dry finds which; like a 
child, I ipent much time in beholding, 
during my fhort flay in the place; for 
T took much delight in objerving the 
water by degrees fall of above a musket 
thot from the port. I could here willing- 
ly play the philofopher upon this mighty 
fecret in natures but fhould find too 
muich to do to refute the ignorant opiz 
nions of thofe, that have hitherto writ of 
its and particularly thofe who affigning, 
the moon for the oceafion; pretend the 
caufes I know not what waters to fer- 
ment under the water; as if a fix’d, and 
regular motion could proceed from furch 
a fermentations not to mention, the no 
TefS fenfelefs conceit of the compreffion 
made by the moon on the air, and by 
that on the wacer. Nor is much ac 
count to be made, ih my judgment, of 
the great des Carter's opinion; for then 
we mutt in che firft place pofitively grant 
his Portices or Whirlpools; then the mo= 
tion of the earth; antl laftly fome other 
mott uncertain hypothelts, which he pre- 
fiippofes as certain, for making one this 
matter, Were I to trace the occafion of 
it, I thould find no other but the figure 
and fluidity of the waters themfélves ; thé 
Fepercuffion of the folids that encompals 
thems and a motion affign'’d them from 
the beginning of the world by the infinite 
providence of the Creator; for I queftion 
not but that feveral reafons might be af: 
fign’d for the other itregular motions, 

Oh Sunday I embark’d aboard the pac- 
quet-bokt, a finall veffel that carties over 
letters, and paffengers to Dover, paying 
five fhillings for my paffige ; and having 
Jain at anchor all night for want of wind, 
did not reach Drver, till thé next day, 
the paffzge being bur feven leagues. 


This town has a convénient, and pever: 


fafe little harbour, between two high 
ills; on thar to the right, which is in- 
elos’d 
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clos’d by fteep craggy rocks, flands a 
very antient and fpacious caftle, better 
fortify’d by nature than by art. Some 
authors pretend it was founded by Fulius 
Cafar ; howfoever that was, it is now rec- 
kon’d_ one of the keys of Great Britain, 
and there are between forty and fifty 
Pieces of heavy brafs cannon in it. This 
fort was in fuch efteem formerly, that 
Philip Auguftus, king of France, who 
had a pofitive conceit he fhould fubdue 
England, talking of his fon Lewis, let 
flip thefe words, May my fon have no place 
to fet bis foot on in England, if be bas not 
‘ith made himfelf mafter of Dover. 

On the other hill appear the remains of 
an anticnt light-houfe. King Henry VIL. 
defign’d to have made a harbour under 
it, caufing mighty piles faft link’d coge- 
ther, to be drove down into the fand, with 
a prodigious expences then laying over 
them ftones of an immenfe bignefs, fand, 
and trees, with all things elfe proper for 
that end; bur the boifterous fea foon 
overthrew it; and it was afterwards 
reckoned a great happinefs that queen 
Elizabeth could repair it; towards which 
epxence fhe for feven years exacted a dury 
from every merchant fhip, that put in 
there. 

Here I hir’d a horfe for five fhillings 
to carry me fixteen miles to Canterbury 5 
and having rode about ten miles over a 
well cultivated and pleafant country, came 
upon a hill, on which ftands a beacon, 
to give notice of the approach of any 
enemy 3 and looking down thence on the 
plains below, obferv’d feveral marshes, 
made by the over-flowing of the fea. 

About noon I reach’d Canterbury, an 
indifferent city as to magnitude, ftanding 
in fifty-one degrees, twenty-five minutes 
Tatitude, call'd formerly by the Romans 
Cantuaria, or Cantium, and Durovernium 
in Antoninus’s itinerary. In the time of 
the Saxon heptarchy it was che metropo- 
lis of a kingdom, and the king’s feat, 
till Ethelbert beltow'd it on St. Auguftin 
the archbifhop, who the proteftants fay 
was the firft chat brought the church of 
England under the fabjection of the pope, 
about the year 598. For this reafon the 
archbifhop of Canterbury hath the title 
given him of primate, and metropolitan 
of all England, and always refided there 
as legate of the holy fee of Romes but at 
the national fal{e council, held in 1534, 
it was decreed that the title of archbifhop 
and primate fhould be retain’d, without 
any mention of that of legate apoftolick, 
as prejudicial to the pretended liberty of 
their church. 

After the Norman conquelt, William 
the conqueror confirm’d the donation 
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made by Ethelbert to the bifhops, by 
whom the city walls were afterwards re~ 
pair’d, and enlarg’d, and it was adorn’d 
with notable ftructures, inferior to none 
in the land. A fufficient teftimony here- 
of is the cathedral, call’d Curisr 
church, formerly burne down, and after- 
wards rebuile by Lanfranc, and William 
Corboyl, and their fuccefforss tho” king 
Henry VIII. befides expelling the priefts, 
factilegioufly robb’d it of all the rich fur- 
niture, and particularly. the treafure con- 
ferr’d by the devotion of the faithful on 
the comb of the holy martyr, and arch- 
bithop Thomas of Becket, otherwife call’d 
of Canterbury. There was once on the 
eaft-fide another famous church, dedicated 
to St. Augujlin, and founded by king 
Ethelbert, and the aforefaid archbifhop 
Auguftin, and plentifully endow'd 5 but it 
is now moft gone to ruin, and fallen to 
the crown. Over the portico is ftill the 
following infeription. 


Hic requiefcit Dominus Auguftinus Doro- 
vernenfis <Archiepifeopus primus, qui olim 
hac a B. Gregorio, Romane urbis Ponti- 
fice, diretius, © a Deo operatione miracu- 
lorum fuffultus; € Ethelbertum Regem, 
& gentem illius ab idolorum cultu ad fdem 
Chrifti perduxit: €F completis in pace diebus 
ofjcii, defunttus eff feptimo Kalendas Junii, 


codem Rege Regnante. 


That is, Here refs the lord Auguitin, 
Sirf archbifbop of Canterbury, who being 
formerly fent hither by St. Gregory, pope of 
Rome, and affited by God with working 
of mircales; converted both king Ethelbert 
and bis nation from the worfip of idals to 
the faith of Cunist, and having ended 
the days of bis funttion in peace, dy'd on the 
Jfesenth day before the kalends of June, (which 
is the teventy-fourth of May) in the reign of 
the fame king. 


This city at prefentis, as has been faid, 
indifferent large, well-built, and has rich 
inhabitants 5 and the archbifhop has eigh- 
teen fuftragan bifhops. 

To return to my journey ; I hir’d ano- 
ther horfe at Canterbury for tour fhillings 
and fix-pence, on which I rode fixteen 
miles, amidft curious fields, to the town 
of Sittenburn and then changing horfe, 
nine miles farther to Rochefter, a {mall 
city, but noted for its famous bridge over 
the Medway, which is there fale as the 
fea, and lock’d to me like it, by reafon 
of the many fhips, and particularly forty 
men of war. 

At Rochefler 1 took a fret horfe to 
Gravefend, a {mall town, on the river of 
Thames, which has two forts, ‘That on 

the 
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the top of the hill, commanding the road burnt, being the fifth Part of the city in- Gesters.

but che other on the oppofite bank, call’d 
Tiliwry, befides the good°cannon, has a 
garifon of four hundred men. Here P 
took boat, and hoifing fail, we made for 
London, in fight of an infinite number of 
fhips: We pafs’d by 7eolaicb, on the 
left, and Blackwall on the right, whence 
all the banks on both fides are embel- 
Sith’ with abundance oficurious houfes, as 
fanas Londons and nov far from thence, is 
a fine houfe of the king’s av Greenwich, 
not of brick, as 'moft ftructures in Byg- 
land are, but of folid, and well hew’d 
ftone, In fine, yeilerday towards night we 
got to London, where paying four fhillings 
for the boat, I found Thad travell’d fe- 
venty-two miles in one day, from Dover, 
with the expence of thirty-four hhillings, 
amounting to two Spavifh piftoles. ‘The 
inn T took up my lodging at, was fo difa- 
grecable tome, that I have this morning 
contriv’d to remove, with’ the affiftance of 
Signor Frantefeo' Brunetti, an Malian, to 
whom Ihave been recommended; andT am 
now at my eafe, becaufe of the neighbour- 
hood of the faid Brunetti; belides that we 
arein York-Buildings, which is not far from 
the king’s palace. 

Tcan fay no more to you at prefent con- 
cerning this city, but that, as you know 
itis feated on the Thames, ina fandy plain, 
about fixty miles from the fea, and in 
fifty-one degrees, thirty minutes latitude. 
The figure of ivis very irregular, for being 
about eight miles in length, the greatelt 
breadth is not above two miles.  Moft 
of the houfes are of brick, and built after 
the fame manner, and there being much 
timber in them, are very fubjeét to fires and 
therefore in 1666, fifteen thoufand were 


mistortunes, they have now invented 3 
portable engine, “which throws the water 
fo highas to quench fire, when it has hold 
on the tops of the houfes. Few cities in 
Great Britain being wall’d, London has 
hone but fuch as are imaginary 5 for, baz 
ting fome part on the north-fide, all the 
reft are entirely gone to ruin. However, 
there are feven principal gates, which are 
Ludgate, Newgate, Alder|gate, Cripplegate, 
Morcgate, Bifbopfgate, and Aldgate. “The 
number of inhabitants is faid to amount to 
a million, and by computation there are 
between fifteen and fixteen thoufand infants 
chriften’d every year; yet others affirm 
here are not above three hundred thoufind 
fouls; but they muft needs miftake. In 
other refpedts, ‘the ftreets are always dirty, 
and pav’d with fharp ftones, which are 
troublefome to ftrangers; for which however 
there is a remedy at hand, being abun- 
dance of coaches, and chairs, which may 
be hir’d by the hour. The name of Lo- 
don, whence the Romans made Londinium, 
comes from the word Longdin, which in 
the Britifb language, fill fpoken in Wales, 
fignifies a city of thips; and with very 
good reafon, confidering the multitude of 
thips riding in fafety on the Tames. 1 
will not fpeak a word of its firft founder, 
becaufe I fhould be fure to run into fables, 
fo that all we can affirm is, that itis very 
antient, and the more for that we know 
not its original. 

Give me leave now to conclude, that I 
may at another time give you 2 better 
account of London, and all T {hall happen 
to fee worth obferving 5 till when, I kifs 
your hands, &c, 
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INCE fhaveundertakenin thefe letters, 
to play the hiftorian, and even the 
and you inftead of reproving, or 
correcting me, feem rather to be pleas’d 
than otherwife s you muft make ule of your 
patience, andread what Iam about to fay 
of Englands for tho’ they be things well 
known to you, perhaps you don’tremember 
them all alike, and confequently may find 
fome fatistaction amidft the tedioufnets. I 
muttthen briefly inform you, that this 
country was bythe Romans call’d Britannia, 
from tise word Prydain, deriv’d from Pryd, 
Ageityneinsiia antient tongue beauty 5 or 
ox. VI.

elfe from Brith, thatispainted; becaufethe 
antient Brifonscolour’d and paintedall cheir 
bodies with ftrange figures, asderiving their 
original from the Scyfbians, who fuperftiti- 
oufly obferv’d that cuftom; for as to the 
opinion of one Brute, the fon of Aeanius, 
and grandfon of neas, fubduing thefe 
Parts, and giving his name to them, I con- 
clude itto bean abfolute fable. Why it 
was alfocall’d Albion, isnot fo eafy to be 
difcover’d, as fome hallow brains imagine; 
for as to the whitenefs of the cliffs, who told 
them that white was in the antient Briti/o 
Janguage call'd album, as it isin the La- 
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Gemeuut. sia? However that was, it came after- 
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wards to be call’d England, in the reign 
of king Egbert, who having about’ the 
year 819 fubdu’d the feven Saxon king- 
doms, whould have all that tract of land 
call’d Angleland, that is, the country of 
the Angles, a people of the little province 
calPd Angel, bordering on AVace, in the 
country of Saxony, who were reckon’d the 
principal conquerors. The reafon of this 
was, becaufe che inhabitants of the fouth- 
ern part of the ifland being implacable 
enemies to thofe we now call Scots, and 
not being able to fubdue them by force; 
they inthe year 428, call’d in the Saxons 
to their affiitance, or rather deftruétion ; 
a misfortune frequently befulling thofe, 
who to vent fome private malice, make 
ufé of the more powerful, which fore of 
fuccour help’d very much to enlarge the 
Roman dominions. Thefe Saxons not only 
repell’d the Scofs, but ereéted feven king- 
doms, afterwardscall’d theSaxonHeptarchy, 
tothe eternal fhame and infamy of the 
Britons. YWach of thete little kingdoms is 
faid to have been divided into feveral di- 
{lriéts, and cach of themintofo many Hides; 
every one of thefe containing as much land, 
asa yoke of oxen can plow ina year. 

At prefent, under the denomination of 
Great Britain are comprehended two large 
iflands, that of England, with Scotland an- 
nex’d to it, and that of Ireland, befides 
about forty finaller, lying in the northern 

ean, towards Norway, Denmark, the 
low countries, and France. As to metals, 
it produces copper, tin, lead, and iron, 
all of them excellent in their kind; as alfo 


fome filver and gold; and abundance of 
pit-coal. For neceffaries to life, it wants 
wine, whichis fupply’d by excellent beer, 


of feveral forts, and by importation from 
other countries. Mott parts abound in all 
forts of corn, efpecially wheats butabove 
all, its pafture is moft valuable, which 
makes the fheep bear avery long and white 
wooll, ‘hey fay there are no wolves 
throughout all Evgland, and that if they 
arebroughtfromother parts, they foon dies 
as if provident nature had only allow’d 
man to live, where he pleafess but perhaps 
they had never been without thofe crea- 
tures, were it not for the great induftry al- 
waysufed by the Englifh to deftroy them, 
afligning rewards to thofe that kill’d them, 
and cyen forgiving them the offences they 
had committed ; or elfeadjudgingcriminals 
to deftroy fuch a number of them; as alfo 
the caretaken, that none fhould come out 
of Scotland, where they fay they have many 
ftill. The maftivesare incredibly fierce, and 
ftrang, as iswell known. It would be im- 
pertinent in me here to {peak of the feveral 
Jorts of fea, and frefh-water fith; and yet 


perhaps, this would not be fo prepofterous, 
as the ftory fome tell us, that the pikes 
in this country, being ripp’d open by the 
filhmongers, to fhew how fat they are, it 
the gath be few’d upagain, and they laid 
down one filhmongers ftall, where there are 
tenches, recover, and live, only by virtue 
of that flimy or glutinous moifture there is 
onthe tenches, to which the pikes, by in- 
itinét of nature, cling clofe: This isa tale 
not fit to be impos’d upon. the meereft ig- 
noramus, Pray how is it poffible, thata: 
fith fhould live out of the water, on the 
fillhmongers ftalls? And tho? they might 
for fome time, as the eels do, how could 
it be after ripping open their bellies? How 
can that fliminefs of the tench cling fo 
clofe to the wound, notwithftanding the 
water that ftill runs from them ? 

ButIthink my brainsare a wooll-gather- 
ing, that I go about to difcourfe of fuch 
nonfenfe. Let us proceed, and obferve 
that this great iMland is fix hundred miles 
in lengths bur that parc of it, properly 
call'd England, is but three hundred and 
twenty, that is, from Port/mouth to Ber- 
wick, on the borders of Scotlands the 

cadth is two hundred and feventy from 
to the land’s-end ; and it is fo feated, 
bewween fifty and fifty-feven degrees of 
latitude, that the longeft day, in the moft 
northern parts, is of feventeen hours and 
thirty minutes, and the fhorteft in the 
fouthern of about ight. 

The Romans divided it into three parts, 
which were Britannia prima, Britannia fe- 
cunda, now the principality of Wales, and 
Buc thefe names 


Having invaded the 
Britons, before unknown, and defeated them, 
he order’d them to pay a fum of money, and 
deliver hofages. So that this was rather a 
difcovery than conqueft; and Tacitus in the 
lite of Agricola {peaking of the fame Julius 
Cafar, with good reafon writes, Potet 
videri oftendiffe pofteris, non tradsdiffe + He 
may feem to bave difcovered, not to have 
deliver’d them down to pofterity. As for 
Augufius and Tiberius, they meddled not 
there ; the firft of them intending to aflign 
certain bounds to theempire, and then for- 
bear infefting of foreign nations; and the 
other refolv’d to make the life of the other 
his pattern and guide. ‘This was certainly 
the worft of policy; for experience has 
Jong fince demonftated, that whenfoever 
the 
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the motion, and aétion of enlarging ceafes, 
it is extraordinary difficult to keep at the 
fame ftand, without lofing fomething of 
what has been gain’d; it being no fafe 
method of fecuring ones’-felf by expecting 
to be invaded by enemiesat homes but ra~ 
ther to keep them employ’d in the defence 
of their own. On the other hand, allow- 
ing of their maxim, why fhould Britain be 
left at liberty, which lay convenient at all 
times to favour the revolts of Germany and 
Gaul, both of them impatient enough of 
their yoke s and then to march againit the 
Parthians and the Armenians, who, tho? 
they had been reduc’d into the form of a 
province, yet could not be kept under, 
withoutimmenlecoft and induftry ? Under 
the emperor Clawdixs, as has been obferv’d, 
aconfiderable part of it was conquer’d, 
and all the reft fubdu’d by Domitian; but 
to what purpofe, fince the Britains fup- 
ported by their own fiercenefs, and the 
nepueence of the Romans, in a fhort time 
aft off their dominion, and gain’d fuch 
reputation of valour, that the emperor 
Aariar, as Spartian, Dio, and others in- 
form us, having recover’d fome parc of 
thatcountry, builta wall eighty-five miles 
in length, tho” others fay but thirty-five, 
the better to reftrain the Barbarians within 
their own bounds? 

To pafs by that, the Saxons being van- 
quith’d by the Daves in 1028, and thele 
again in 1066, by the Normans, under the 
conduct of William the baitard, as was 
faid above 5 it is not now to be admir’d, 
that the Engli/h fhould {till retain fome 
cuftoms of all thofe nations, from whom 
they are defcended. The gentry are cour- 
teous and generous to ftrangers; and to 
fay the truth, vie with the French in this 
particular, but they are not fo open-hearted, 
nor their countenances fo affable and affecti- 
onate to others; for they rather appear 
proud and haughty than otherwife. What 
¥ much admire is, that if a man converfes 
with them modettly and humbly, they do 
not look upon itas civility and good breed- 
ing, but as meannefg of fpirit, and there- 
fore they undervalue him, tho* they would 
have all to fubmit to them, They are 
fond of titles and other marks of honour 5 
oblige their many fervants to attend them 
in very fervile manner; and feldom in their 
Tetters ufe any terms of fubmiffion. On 
the other hand the commonalty are rude 
and cruel, addiéted to thieving and rob- 
bing, faithlefS, headftrong, inclin’d to 
fe and mutiny 5 gluttonous, andfuper- 
ftitiouly addiéted to the predictions of 
foolith aftrologers ; in fhort, of a very ex- 
travagant temper, delighting in the noife 
of guns, drums, and bells, as if it were 
fome fweet harmony. To fpeak without 
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forts, there is not much truth in the great 
Scaliger’s opinion, that the Englih are, 
Inflati, & contemptores, Proud and con~ 
temners of others; asalfo Immanes & inbof 
pitales, Savage and inbofpitable, however, 
without lying, they may be allow’d forty 
per cent. ot thofe faults. They are cou- 
rageous in battle, rather as men madly 
defpifing death, than out of true valour ; 
attended by prudence; or indeed we muft 
fay, they have no good notion of the im- 
mortality of the foul, the knowledge 
whereof, caufes a ftrong apprchenfion of 
death, even in the braveft fouls. It is 
now among us become a proverb, that 
thefé people will rather burn themfelves 
with their fhipsand goods, than fall into the 
hands of their enemies. Iremember I have 
read an action of an Engli/h foldier, worthy 
to be ever remember’d forthe rafhnefs of it: 
which is, that the united provinces of the 
low countries having revolted again‘t their 
lawful foyereign, it happened that twenty- 
four foldiers of the Spanifh camp fell into 
their enemies hands; who thinking it hard 
toput them all to death, order’d thateight 
ferolls of paper, with death wric upon 
them, fhould be put intoa helmet, among 
as many more white ones, as made up their 
number, whence every man drawing fhould 
take his lot, either to live or die, having 
the halters about their necks. An Exglifb- 
man of that difconfolate gang, ftepping up 
to thehelmet, drew fuch a lot as he could 
with, and then taking notice of a poor 
Spaniard, who ftood quaking at the danger 
he was torun, offer’d coundergo the hazard 
himfelf for ten ducats, defiring the com- 
manding officers to difcharge the Spaniard. 
They confented, feeing the man make fo 
little account of his life, and he efcap’d 
again. Non bac gemina modo, fed fimplici 
Salute indignus, quam adeo vilem fecerat. 
Being not only unworthy to efeape tewice, but 
even once, fince he valu’d itfolittle. Barclay 
in Icon. animorum. 

Thus you will fee, not without aftonifh- 
ment, aman condemn’d to be hang’d, go 
to the gallows, as if it were to a wedding, 
and his neareft kindred pull him by the 
heels, with the greateft indifference in the 
world, fo that itis very ftrange that they 
should be fo cautious of fighting duels. All 
their valour in warconfifting in the firft hear, 
asnot able to endure much martial fatigue, 
they are fitcer to conquer, than to preferve 
what they have gain’ds whence itis, that 
having formerly fubdu’d a confiderable 
part of the kingdom of France, infomuch 
that Henry V. was crown’d at Paris, in 
1348, they hayenot at prefent one foot of 
land there, to teftify their a€tions there to 
pofterity. How brave they are at feaplainly 
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Gestextr. appears by that great Spanifh Armada, 
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cal?’dinvineible, which they, with a finall 
number of fhipsrnin’d in the reign of queen 
Elizabeth, in the year 15885 and by the 
attions of Sir Francis Drake, Greenville, 
Oxenham, and many others, too tedious 
to repeat. They trade in al] parts of the 
world, but in fuch manner, that it may 
well be faid of theit hips, thac they are 
‘one half furnifh’d for war, and the other 
half fortrade ; for there arenone of them 
but what will Bo) the pyrates at the Ca- 
naries, Brajil, Cabo Verde, and the Weft- 
Indies; and they are fo fond of this infa- 
mous gain, that many fell all they have 
to purchafe a fhip, and {et outa robbing. 

As for drunkennefs, they delight in it 
fo much, that tho” they own it to be a 
great fault in their nation, yet they never 
endeavour to refrain; and as the Tijéan 
poet faid of himfelf, 


Nofira natura vinta dal coftume = 
Cuftom prevails above our nature 5 


The Englifs might, without lying, fay of 
themfelves, 


Nostra natura fefi reo costume : 
Thisbafe custom proceeds from our nature. 


The commoneft, and moft acceptable 
meats beef, and they eat fo much of it, that 
it is wonderful, or rather a pity sand what is 
worle, they reckon themfelves now abftemi- 
ous, becaife they eat but one meal a day, 
whereas formerly they made four at leaft. 
They killat leaft feven hundred oxen, or 
cows, and ten thousand fheep every week, 
befides the daily confumption of tame and 
wild fowl. Then they fill themfelves ex- 
tiavagantly with feveral forts of liquors, 
as beer, andale, aqua-vite, perry, mead, 
eyder, mum, and ufquebaugh, a violent 
burning drink; and it would be worfe did 
not the ufe of coffee, tea, and tobacco 
fomewhat correct it. In fhort, they eat 
more than the /talians, drink like the Ger- 
mans, and live like the Mu/covites. Before 
I proceed any further itis to be obferv’d, 
thi when they drink to one, he fays, I 
will pledge you; the original of which 
euftom they fay is, that in the time of the 
Dawes, the Englifo could not drink with 
fafery, becaufe whillt they were in that 
aétion the others bafely murder’d thems 
to prevent thewhich, every man defir’d his 
next neighbour, or the perfon he drank to, 
to defend and fecure him during thac time, 
againft the malice of others. 

From what has been faid of the exceflive 
eating and drinking, every man of found 
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judgment will infer, that the Exglifh are 
ftupid and dull; butit is quite otherwife, 
for befides their being extraordinary fharp 
traders, they improve wonderfully in all 
feiences whatfoever, as alfo in all liberal 
arts, as well as mechanicks, as plainly ap- 
pears by their books, reckoned extraordi- 
nary learned all over Europe; fo that na- 
ture feems to have allow’d them this vo 
balance all their vices. They affect a La~ 
conick file, mortally hating all figurative 
and rhetorical difcourfes, tho” their own 
language is very copious, and enrich’d with 
the moft fignificant words of all European, 
or other languages. Hence follows a de~ 
feét, which is common to all great wits, 
which is, that thinking they have fuffici- 
ently explain’d their notions, it often hap- 
pens that indifferent capacities can fcarce 
comprehend them without much ftudy. 
‘The Englifh, asto their perfons, are ex- 
traordinary handfome, and very neat in 
their drefs, fair of compleétion, and many 
black ey’d. ‘The women are very beautiful 
and genteel, and courteous of behaviour, 
being in fhort look’d upon as one of the 
valuable things Zxgland affords, which are, 


Jia mons, pons, foxs,ecclofia, femina, lana. 


That is, he famous things of England, 
are bills, bridges, fountains, churches, 
women and wool. 


Add to their commendation, that they 
do whatfoever they pleafe; and do fo ge- 
nerally wear the breeches, as we ule to fay, 
that it is now become a proverb, Tat 
England is the bell of horfis, and paradife of 
womens and that if therewerea bridge from 
the if'and to the continent, all the women 
in Europe would run thither. Here they 
ufe the falute, or kifs, not on the cheek, 
asin France, but on the mouth. For wo- 
men to go abroad every where, and leave 
their husbands at home, isno great matter, 
and us’d in other countries ; but what part 
of the world did you ever hear of, where 
a poor man is oblig’d toacknowledge a fon 
got on his wife, during his abfence, as his 
own? And yet the law of England obliges 
all husbands to it, who are not without the 
Englifh feas, cho’ they have been never fo 
Jong abfent. 

This liberty, as well as the temper of 
the air, 1 believe, is the occafion that fome 
young maidens, not above twelve or thir 
teen years of age, have fuch fwollen breafts, 
as if they had two or three children ; and 
doubtiefs it is the virtue of valentinefhip 
that makes them thrivefo. You muft un- 
derftand, that, on St. Valentine's day, 
which is on the fourteenth of February, 
when the fun! begins to beftow a certain 

warmth 
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warmth upon the earth, which afterwards ferent {ets in England,which daily occafion Geaeuts. 
caulés animals to multiply sequal numbers troubles in the ftate, yet the chief of them, <Y~ 


of young men and women meet together, 
and writing their names on {erolls of paper, 
draw them by way of lots, and then call 
one another Valentines, the men wearing 
thofe papers in their hats, and the women 
on their breaft; and thus making love, not 
by choice, but by chance, they prefent, 
and carels one another, and very often 
are drawn into matrimony ; but this does 
not always happen. 

The French tathion is us’d in cloathing, 
bating that fome women of the meaner 
fort wear fugar-loaf hats; but the worlt 
is, that no woman will yield to another in 
extravagancy, and there is no difference 
between a lady of quality and the meaneft 
tradefman’s wife, or between her and her 
maid. 

As to the religion in Exgland, you mutt 
underftand, that our holy faithwas preach’d 
there in the apoftles days, and fome will 
have St. Paul bicnfelt to haye been the 
founder of this church, contrary to the 
opinion of thofe who afcribe it, without 
any good ground, to Yo/eph of Arimathea. 
However chriftianity began to flourith in 
the reign of Lucius, the firft chriftian king, 
conyerted in the year 180, by Elvauusand 
Edicinus ; and itis to be obferv’d, againft 
the feétaries, thac this king would not re- 
ceive the faith till he had heard from Ele- 
therins, the tweltth pope, if I miftake nor, 
after St, Peter, that the faith of the chriftians 
in Britain was agreeable to that of Rome; 
and confequently he look’d upon it asc 
tain, thacthe Reman church was to be the 
rule of what all others ought to believe. 
The heathen Sexcus coming in afterwards, 
paganilm preyail’d again, and continu’d 
till che year 596, when St. Gregory {ent 
over Ayguflin the archbifhop, who con- 
yerted the Saxons, and their king. 

Ifwe would {peak of the prefent rel 
you very well know upon what occati 
king Henry VII. withdrew himfelf and all 
his kingdom from their fubjection to the 
Pope, and how he united the ecclefiattical 
and regal power, confounding heaven and 
carth to pleafe his humour. However, it 
muft be own’d, that not only he, but his 
fonEdward,and afterwards queen Llizabeth, 
who again fet up the reformation after the 
death of queen Mary, who had abolifh’d it, 
us'd another fort of moderation in this p: 
ticular chan the Lutherans and Caluinifts 
have done; for notwithftanding all their 
hatred to the Roman church, they ftill re- 
tain’d fome outward ceremonies, according 
to the gofpyel and the difcipline of the pri- 
mitive chriftians. Some other proteftants, 
lefs blinded by prejudice, were of this opi- 


nion at firft. Now tho’ there be many dif- 
Vor. VI. 


call’d the church of Hngland, is that of the 
epifcopal party, that is, who admit of fome 
fort of hierarchy, contrary to the noncon- 
formifts,call’ddifénters,and agree with other 
proteftanc churches in fundamentals, bating, 
the way of worfhip, as is {aid above; but 
the latter will not hear of bifhops, alledg- 
ing that the primitive chyrch was not go- 
vern’d by them,but by elders,or presbyters, 
and therefore a confiderable part of them 
are call'd Presbyterians. They exclaim 
againit the luxury of bithops, againtt cheir 
great revenues, and againit the authority 
they haye engrofs’d; but, as I have been 
told, they do this out of prejudice, becaufe 
the epifcopal party have been Joyal to their 
kings,whereas chey hate monarchy; befides, 
the Presbyterians ob{erveno liturgy,or form 
of prayer, and look upon even the Lords 
prayer as indifierent 5 and they look upon 
it as a heingus fin to make che fign of the 
crofs, to bow at the holy name of Felis, 
and to kneel ar the communion ; and in 
fhort, they are faid to ferve God foldierly, 
and withour ceremony ; however, their 
hypocrify is fo great, that their numbers 
and power are much increafed, 

The nexg among the diffenters are the 
Independents, or affembly-men, fo call’d 
becaufe every one of them would maki 
particular congregation fubject to no other 
Jaws but their will, and thefe by way of 
contempt call the churches fteeple-houfes. 
Then follow the dzabaptifts, who are not 
now altogether fo profane and blafphemous 
as formerly thole of Muijter in Germany 
under Fobx of Leyden were, but maintain 
that thofe who come over to their fect 
ought to be baptiz’d again, and thar lay- 
men may preach the word of God. 

The Millenaries are otherwife call’d 
Fifib-monarchy-men, who grounding. their 
opinion on feveral literal texts of {eripture, 
fondly believe that Jesus Curis will 
haye a temporal reign of a thoufand years 
upon earch. 

The Quakers condemn all ecclefiattical 
ceremonies,and all miniftry,rejeét all facra- 
ments, laugh at ftudy’d fermons, and will 
not allow the {cripture itfelf as an infallible 
rule of life; and what is till worfe, not- 
withftanding all thefe abfurdities, pretend 
to live like the primitive chriftians. They 
boaft of having no guide but the Holy 
Ghoft, which, tho’ a fpirit of peace and 
tranquillity, yet they tremble expecting 
their infpirations, and thence have their 
name. Upon this belief both men and 
women, fill’d with a different rapture from 
that of the Sybi/s, preach at their meetings 
after the moft extravagant manner in the 
world, and utter all that comes next, whe- 
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~ ther good or bad, One of their maxims 


is, that all men are equal, and therefore the 
meaneft {eoundrel gives a prince no other 
title but ¢how, and keeps his hat on before 
the king himfelf. They affeé an extraor- 
dinary fimplicity in outward appearance, 
infomuch that they reckon it 2 heinous 
crime to wear ribbons, or fuch like orna- 
ments; a thing commendable, did it pro- 
ceed from a real contempt of worldly 
things, and were not attended with a 
counterfeit humility. 

Ammidit all this diverfity of opinions and 
liberty of confcience, the catholick religion 
begins again to profper, thro” the extraor- 
dinary piety and zeal of the king, who per- 
forms all the duties of a good chriftian 
openly and barefac’d; he often goes to 
mafs to the chapel of the Benediétine monks 
in St. fames’s park, near which alfo lives 
Monf. Dada, the firft Nuncio from Rome 
that has been feen thefe many years in 
London, and is befides building a chapel 
within his own palace. Some days fince I 
faw a prelate in his coach wearing the long, 
black robe, and am told he is a catholick 
bithop newly come. To fay the truth, T 
much admire fuch hafty proceeding in a 
matter of fuch confequence. Such is the 
hatred of the commonalty, and efpecially 
the Scots, that the epifeopal party and the 
Presbyterians will certainly unite to oppofe 
the king’s defigns, as being both equally 
concern'd in oppofing the catholicks, what- 
foever their private quarrels are, There 
begins already to appear a difpofition to 
mutiny, which my friends and I call the 
{moke of a great fire thatis kindling, The 
envoy of Lunenburg has open’d a chapel in 
his houfe, which the proteftants will not 
faffer on any account, infomuch that for 
three Sundays {ucceftively above two thou- 
fand apprentices have affembled there, 
throwing ftones, and committing the great- 
eft villanies in the world. The king, as 
Lam inform’d by Signior Rive,the queen’s 
wardrobe-keeper, is much concern’d, and 
has order’d the Lord-mayor of London to 
make the envoy fatisfaétion,and punifh the 
infolency of that rabble. They fay there 
are an hundred thrown into gaol, but no 
man knows what will be the end. Iam 
not of opinion that changes from one ex- 
treme to another can be brought about all 
at once, and king ames II. ought to have 
known the extravagant genius of his fub- 
jeéts, and remember’d the difmal tragedy 
fo lately aéted in his kingdom. The kings 
of England were never abfolute, as become 
Kings, but more particularly fince the 
reformation, by reafon of the multiplicity 
of feéts, proceeding from liberty of con- 
feience,which I call the forerunner of Atheifin. 
The diverlity of religions is much more 
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powerful than we imagine to breed diff 
tection between the neareft relations; and 
Tam of opinion it is impoffible that all the 
members of 2 commonwealth fhould con- 
cur toaét orderly, for the publick good of 
the ftate, where there is fuch difagreement, 
which difturbs the nobleft and divine part 
of man; Imean, he can never be a real 
monarch whofe fubjeéts do not all agree in 
opinion as to fpiritual affairs; and this was 
plainly demonttrated under king Charles I. 
by the faétions of the Presbyterians, and 
other nonconformifts againft the bithops. 
It would have been proper for king ‘James 
to declare himfelf a catholick, had he any 
hopes of being follow’d by all his fubjects, 
for then he might expeét one day to have 
the abfolute difpofal of thems; bur when 
there is no likelihood that this will fucceed, 
what elfe is the confequence of publifhing 
himfelf of a religion that is odious to the 
fubjeéts, but purchafing ata dear rate, firft 
their averfion, then open hatred, and laftly 
barefac’d contempt and difobedience ? 
Féjtina lente, fays the old proverb, Fair 
and foftly goes far s and were it falfe in all 
other refpeéts, yet ought it to be obferv'd 
in things of this nature. Had this been 
done in a country where the prince’s will 
were the fovereign law, there were no 
fpeaking againtt ic, the zeal would be com- 
mendable, and might perhaps prove ve 
fuccefsful ; but hes ats blood of a Eine. 
shamefully thed by an executioner, and to 
the everlafting infamy of the nation, is {till 
recking, and cries for vengeance. Succeed- 
ing ages will be told, and perhaps will not 
believe, thata parliament affembled by the 
King’s authority fhould have the infolence 
to judge that fame king, If we rightly 
conlider it, the Turkifo government is cer~ 
tainly much better than chis of Zygland 5 
for tho? both be faulty, yet the firlt is fo 
in the unlimited power of the monarch, the 
other in laying too many burdens on him; 
yet in my opinion that ftace ought always 
to be moft preferable which is leaft fubject 
to degenerate into a worfe,and lefs expos’d 
to civil broils. Hygland, as far as man can 
pretend to forefee, according to its prefent 
difpofition, muft of neceffity fall from a 
monarchy into a ftrange mixture of arifto- 
cracy and democracy, or rather an oligar- 
chy and anarchy, till one of the two pre- 
vail, with the utter deftruétion of the coun- 
try. The Turk, as Ihave faid, takes more 
upon him than belongs toa lawful monarch, 
and is properly a tyrant according to our 
laws and cuftoms, but perhaps the Afiaticks, 
having been long us’d to theabfolute power 
of a fingle perfon, may think that heavy 
yoke plealant and agreeable; however it is, 
1 am of opinion that the difeafes of that 
monarchy are eafier to cure than the Engli/b. 
Every 
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Every government ought to be perfect in 
its kind, but the monarchical above them 
all, for the fame reafons which prove that 
government to be more perfeét than any 
other 5 it was the firft, according to Futin, 
that was infticuted, that the perfon reigning. 
might be as follicitous for the advantage of 
his people as mafters of families are in their 
private houfes, and this with more real 
Tiberty than isto be found in any other ftate 
for as the greatett liberty confifts in obeying, 
no man, fo ought it to be reckon’d lefs fer- 
vitude to be obedient to one than to many. 
T could bring abundance of inftances for 
what I alledge both out of the facred and 
profane writers, but left I grow tedious, 
fhall reft fatisty’d with putting you in mind 
firft of what Tacitus {ays, Aunal. 1. Eam 
conditionem effe imperandi, ut non aliter ratio 
conftet, quam fi uni reddatur: The nature of 
government is fiuch, that it cannot be confiftent 
unle/s put inta the power of one perfon. Then 
of Martial’s words, Qui Rex ef Regem, 
Maxime, non Babeat : He who is a king, 
Maximus, muff not have another to reign over 
him. And Homer, Iliad 2. verf. 204, tells 
us, The dominion of many is not good. There 
mit be but one prince,one king, on whom Jove 
has beftow'd the fcepter,and the right of reign- 
ing. “You yourfelf will be able to judge 
whether thefe conditions can be found in 
the rule of the Exglifh monarchs, by exa- 
mining their cuftoms and laws. 

The parliament is compofed of two 
houfes, the upper and the lower, or lords 
and commons, only the king can call, dif 
folve, and prorogie it, or elfe the perfons 
by him deputed in his abfence, or govern- 
ing in his minority. When it is to meet, 
circular letters, call’d writs, are fent forty 
days before the appointed time to all peers, 
both fpiricual and temporal, who compofe 
the upper houfe; and fo to the counties, 
Cities, and boroughs, each to choofe one or 
two reprefentatives, according to their 
charter, for the lower houfe, that they 
may thus all be affembled together, to 
confillt upon fome important afiair for the 
advantage and fafety of the realm. The 
houfé of lords confifts of dukes, marquiffes, 
earls, vifcounts, barons, archbifhops and 
bithops ; the lower of knights of the feveral 
fhires, citizens and burgeffes, and the 
barons ofthe cinque-ports. At the opening 
of the parliament the king goes to the 
houfe of lords in his robes, and the crown 
on his head, where, being feated on the 
throne, he makes a fhore fpeech, declaring, 
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the occafion of their meeting, which the Geet. 


chancellor enlarges upon, the houfe of 
commons ftanding all the while bareheaded 
at the bar. Then they are order’d to 
choofe a fpeaker, which they do when 
return’d to their houfe, and prefent him 
to the king a day or two after. Then the 
fpeaker asks three things of the king, viz, 
accefs to his majefty, liberty of fpeech, and 
freedom from all arrefts. Tfany tax is to 
be laid, itis firft debated in the houfe of 
commons, becaufe the commonalty bearing 
the greateft burden are moft concern’d in 
it They have alfo liberty of carrying up 
impeachments againft the greateft men in 
the kingdom, whereupon fometimes the 
commons appear bare-headed, and ftand- 
ing at the lords bar, proceed againtt peers, 
whilft they fic upon the cryal of their 
own brethren. Every member of parli 
ment may offer whatfoever he thinks for 
the publick good to either houfe, and this 
they call a bill, which the clerk reads to 
them, and then the examination of it is 
referr’d to a certain number appointed, 
call’d a committee ; whence twice read, 
committed, and ingrofi’d, itis read a third 
time, and then if carry’d by the majority, 
the clerk writes under it in French, Scit 
baillé aux communes, or aux feigneurs, that 
is, Let it be fent to the commons, ox to the 
lords, according to the houfe itis pafi'd in, 
The votes are not given by balloting, but 
crying out confufedly yea or no; fo that 
if there is no difcerning the majority, the 
one part goes out, and the other ftays 
within, and fo are counted. In the houfe 
of lords it is order’d otherwife, for the lait 
baron gives his vote firft, and then the reft 
in courfe anfwer content, or not content. In 
cafe one houfe pafs a bill, and the other 
hefitate, they appoint a conference between 
perfons appointed by both houfes, and if 
they agree, it paffes, if not, tis rejedted. 
Tcould write you a thoufand more parti- 
culars touching this affair, bue my letter 
fwells into a book, and therefore I think fit 
to conclude, informing you, that when the 
parliament is to be prorogu’d or diffolv'd, 
the king fends the ufher of the black rod to 
call up the commons to the bar of the lords 
houfe, where either the king or the chan- 
cellor declares his will. The aforefaid 
officer is call’d uther of the black rod from 
a black rod about three fpans long, tipp’d 
with filver, he carries in hishand. Iam 
your, &. 
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LETTER XxXIl. 
Of what the Author faw in London, and at Windlor. 


I Am upon departing to crofs the fea, 
and might very well fend you this letter 
from the continent ;_but fince love thinks 
every inconfiderable delay an age, and the 
pol will be there before me, I think fit to 
write to you now ; and the rather, becaufe 
my defign being to acquaint you with fome 
particulars concerning this city, I may 
perhaps forget fomething you will be glad 
toknow. To trifle away no more time, 1 
am of opinion that one great argument of 
the populoufnels of this place is, its con- 
taining one hundred and thirteen parifhes 
in all its three parts, which are London, 
Southwark, beyond the river, and W¢t- 
minfter, tho? this laft bea diftinét city, in- 
dependent of the other, and only fubject 
to the kings courts. 

The magnificent cathedral, dedicated 
to St. Paul, was firft founded by king 
Sigebert, in the year 6103 then being con 
fum’d by fire, was begun to be rebuilt by 
bithop Maurice, about 1083, and not 
finifh’d till1221. In the dreadful fire in 
1666, it was again reduc’d toafhes; and 
king Charles Il. in 1673, with much fo- 
Jemnity, laid the firlt ftone of the ftructure 
now eredting, God knows when to be per- 
feéted, by an impofition laid on fea coal. 
Te will have three ifles, in the nature of a 
cathedral, with a large cupola, all of Part~ 
Zand ftone, being not much inferior to mar- 
ble. The old church is faid co have been 
one hundred and two foot high, one hun- 
dred and thirty in breadth, and fix hundred 
and ninety in length, that is twenty foot 
more than St. Peter’s at Rome. On the 
crofs ftood a tower two hundred and fixty 
foot high, inftead of a cupolas and on 
the tower a wooden fpire, cover’d with 
lead, two hundred and fixty foot higher 5 
on the top whereof was a ball of gilt cop- 
Be nine foor diameter, with acrofson it, 
four foot and half high, and on the crofsa 
gilt eagle. 

In Wefminfter is another church and ab- 
bey, dedicated toSt. Peter, formerly be- 
longing to the Benediffines, and afterwards 
by queen Elizabeth made collegiate, and 
given to twelve prebends and a dean. It is 
a2 magnificent ftructure, with three ifles, 
and the ftone very good. In it are the 
tombs of moft of the kings of England, 
and-other great men, In the cloifter isa 
good publick library, free co all people, 
open'd (in Term-time) morning and after- 
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noon. Clofe by was formerly a royal pa- 
Jace, much of which being burnt down in 
the reign of Henry VILL. was never rebuilt 5 
bur there is ftilla part kept up, where the 
parliament meets, and is not to be lightly 
pafled by. When I was there, the parlia~ 
ment had been juft prorogu’d to the twen- 
ty-fecond of November, and confequently the 
houfes were empty. In the lower I fawmany 
benches fet about, cover’d with blue cloth, 
in the nature of a theatre, and the {peaker’s 
chairattheend. The upper houfe is much 
finaller; and in it isthe king’s throne, all 
of fcarlet and purple brocade. The order 
of fitting here is as follows; none can be 
under the king’s canopy, but his children 
by his fide s on the upper bench, which is 
by the wall on the king’s right hand, fic 
the two archbifhops; a little lower the 
bilhops of London, Durham, and Win- 
chefter ; and then the other bifhops, ac 
cording to their feniority, On the left are 
alfo benches for the chancellor, the trea- 
furer, the prefident of the council, and 
lord privy feals yet fo that if they are 
barons, of any blood but the royal, they 
take place of the dukes; if not, they fit 
above the bench on wool-facks, cover’d 
with yellow cloth. On this fame fide fic 
the dukes, marquiffes, and earls, accord- 
ing to feniority of their titles. ‘The vif- 
counts, fit on the firft of the benches 
that are acrofs the houfe, behind wool- 
facks; and the barons on the reft. On 
the aforefaid wool-facks fit the judges, the 
privy-counfellors, the king’s officers, and 
matters of chancery, who have no vote, 
if they be not barons, but are admitted 
to give their opinion, if ask’d, The 
cuftom of fitting on wool-facks was infli- 
tuted by the ancients, as may be fuppos’d, 
to put them in mind of the great advantage 
the ifland reaps by the trade of wool, that 
they may therefore endeavour to promete 
it. The chancellor, or keeper of the 
greatfeal, who isthe ufual fpeaker of the 
houfe of lords, ftands behind the king, 
when he is prefent, or elie fits on the firtt 
bench, having his giltmace, and thegreat 
feal by him. The Jaft wool-fack is for the 
clerks of the crown and of the parliament. 
‘The firft of them takes care of the records, 
and the other enters down all that is done, 
and therefore has two other clerks under 
him, who write kneeling. The ufher of 
the black rod fits without the bar. It is 
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farther to be obferv’d, that when the king 
is on his throne, the lords are bare; and 
fo are even in his abfénce the king's officers, 
the mafters in chancery, and the judges 
aforefaid; and thefe may not fit down till 
leave had of the king and the lords. 

Jn the lower houfe there isnot fo much 
ceremony us’d, but they all fit as they 
come, without diftinétion, except the 
fpeaker, who is in the middle, and the 
clerk by him. All the membersare clad 
asthey pleafe, whereas the lords wear long, 
fearlet robes, like fenators. 

‘As to the other courts in the royal hall 
at Wefminfier, on the right hand coming 
in is the court of Common Pleas, where 
all fuits between man and man are try’d. 
There are four judges belonging to its 
who, withgood reafon, are not perpetual, 
but during the king’s pleafure, [This is 
Since alter’@\ as are all the other judges in 
England, and the firft of them is call'd 
Jord chief juftice. Some days they wear 
Jong purple robes, others black, and others 
fearlet, lin’d with ermin, according to the 
trials they ficon, and the days; and over 
thofe robes, when they are in court, they 
have a purple mantle, or rochet, putting 
a {mall cap on their heads, which covers 
their ears, like the popes, and then a large 
{quare one, after the manner of the ancient 
Swifs. From this court appeals lie to 
the King’s-Bench, confifting of four other 
judges, who try criminal caufes. The 
court of chancery, otherwife call’d of 
equity, isabove them all; where they de- 
cide controverfies two feveral ways, cither 
according to the cuftom of the eaters 
and then the proceedings are in Latin 5 ot 
elf according to equity and con{cience, 
mitigating the rigour of the law, accord- 
ing to the frit words whereof the other 
judges often pronounce fentence ; and then 
the other proceedings arein Englif. From 
this fame court are iffu'd fafe conduéts ; and 
here treaties and leagues with foreign 
Princes are regifter’d. _Ivis true, the chan- 
cellor alone is judge, but when the confe- 
quence of the matter in hand requires, he 
advifes with the other judges, or with his 
twelve coadjutors, call’d mafters in chan- 
cery, every one of whom is intrufted with 
fome particular matter relating to chan- 
cery. This court is open all the year 
about, whereas the others fic but four times 
@ year; at the four terms. The firft is 
Michaelmas term, beginning the twenty- 
third of Offober, and lafts till the twenty- 
ninth of November; the fecond is Hilary 
term, commencing the twenty-third of 
Tanuary, and ending the thirteenth of 
february, the third, Eajter term, begins 
the Monday after Eafter week, and lafts 
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four weeks ; the fourth, Trinity term, be- 
gins in thar week, and lafts three weeks. 

The Exchequer court attends all things 
relating to the king’s revenue, and confifts 
of four judges, call’d barons, It would 
be tedious to fpeak in particular of all that 
relatesto thiscourt ; butit is worth obferv- 
ing, that among the records is kept an 
ancient book, on which every foot of land 
throughout Exgland, is fet down and va- 
lu’d, with the tax laid on the owners by 
King William the conqueror; as alfo the 
names of all the cities, towns, caftles, and 
villages, in the realm, the number of fa- 
milies, foldiers, peafants, fervants, and 
cattle; and the rent of every farm, and 
how paid. — So that all fuits about thofe 
affairs being then decided by the faid book, 
it was with good reafon call’ doomftay- 
book, as deciding all controverfies. 

The affairs relating to the dutchy of 
Lancafter, are manig’d in a feparace court, 
in the fame palace at eftminjter. 
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In this fame city is the royal palace, Whitehall. 


calld Whiteball, where the king now re- 
fides, built by che famous Cardinal Wol/ey, 
ona pleafint {pot of ground, between the 
Thames and the park; but the ftructure 
very irregular, and difagreeable to the 
Mtalian tatte; fo thatto tell you the truth, 
I thought nothing handfome but a fine hall, 
much Jater built, and the place for recep- 
tion of embaffadors, painted by the famous. 
Paul Rubens. As for the furniture, the 
workmanthip, and the materials fem ¢o 
vie with one another ; and what wonder, 
fince it is the palace of {o rich and powerful 
aking? There are feveral pieces of cannon 
belowmounted, defign’d perhaps toferve in 
cafe of any mutiny, confidering the nature of 
this people. ‘The garden is pleafantenough, 
and adorn’d with feveral good brafs and 
marble ftatues; tho” the trees and plants 
bear nothing but leaves, and fome choicg 
flowers, by reafon of the coldnefs of the 
climate, and moiltnefs of the foil, which 
does notanfwer the labour of the gardeners. 
The park has a fine collection of ftrange 
creatures, but has nothing elfe delightful, 
befides a long canal, into which the Thames 
runs, and on itisa wonderful multitude of 
Fae ducks, and fuch like fowl ; and as 
for the many thick and full-headed trees, 
it is hard to decide, whether their fhade 
is more pleafing, than the continu’d noife 
of the numerous grafhoppers is difagreca- 
ble. Onone fide of this canal is the palace 
of St. Fames’s, the ufual refidence of the 
duke of ork; and before it is the mall. 
I went into the proteftant chapel in this 
palace, and faw St. ohn Bapti over the 
altar, with two candles never lighted, and 


two books on it: a minifter then preaching 
Ti in 
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in Exglifh, and not underflanding that lan- 
guage, I went out again immediately. 

Let us now fay fomething of the fo 
much celebrated merchant's Exchange. It 
was firft built, in the year 1566, by 
Thomas Grefham, a valt rich merchant in 


“thofe days; but being burnt down juft an 


hundred years after, was rebuilt by the 
chamber of Loudon, and the mercers com- 
pany. The firit founder was fo great an 
encourager of learning, that he left the 
one half of the revenue arifing from the 
thopsto thecity, and the other half to the 
mercers, obliging them always to maintain 
and repair that noble ftruéture; and that 
hefides, that the city fhould choofe four 
learned profeffors in divinity, aftronomy, 
geometry, and mufick, to teach thofe fci- 
encesin the college founded by him. Befides 
that, the mercers company fhould appoint 
profeffors of civil law, phylick, and 
thetorick, to read before dinner in Latin, 
and afternoon in Englifs. The prefent fa- 
brick is fquare, and of good ftone. All 
the great court is inclos’d with arches, 
forming a mott ftately portico, for the 
merchants to be fhelter’d from the rain, 
\d above are two hundred fhops, furnith’d 
with the richeft commodities, with many 
others below. It is very wonderful, that 
‘a piece of ground which does not extend 
above one hundred and feventy feet from 
north to fouth, and two hundred and three 
from eaft to weft, can raife four thoufand 
jpounds a year rent. Among, the fineft 
ornaments of this place, are to be reckoned 
theniches above the arches containing the 
ftatues of the kings of England; but for 
fatisfuetion, it is very pleafant to fee fo 
greatanumber of merchants, and to hear 
fome newfmongers, make extravagant 
judgments of the affairs of the world, and 
impofe wild chimeras on the ignorant. 

In the way from the Exchange towards 
Weftminfter,, ax Stock’s-market, is a feurvy 
ftatue of king Charles II. on horfeback, near 
a fountain; whereas that of king Charles I. 
at Charing-Crofi, is extraordinary fine. 

Guildball is alfo a fine ftruéture within. 
Tn the hall below are the piétures of the 
former lord-mayors; within on the right- 
hand isarcom, where the court of con- 
feience fits, with the king’sarms, and his 
piéture. Going up about ten fteps from 
thence, isa {mall court, where the judges 
of the king’s-bench, inthe afternoon, try 
caufes between citizens, and farther on, 
other courts for the commonalty, which I 
omit for brevity. It is to be obferv’d that 
appeals lie from the judges on the bench, 
which in matters of great concern are fome- 
times remov’d into the houfe of lords. 
The power of the city courts does not ex- 
tend to Weftminfer, or Southwark, where 


and in the parts adjacent the juftices of the 
peace handle fuch matters as occur daily, 
and have their quarterly feflions. 

The lord-mayor, tho’ chofen from 
among fhop-Keepers, and even retailers, 
is much refpeéted, and therefore bears the 
tide of lordfhip, only given to peers, 
judges, and great officers of the crown. 
‘The king generally knightshim, ifhe had 
not that honour before, and goes to the 
feaft of his inftallment. His attendance is 
very great, four gentlemen always follow- 
ing, and another carrying the fword before 
him, when he rides on horfeback, as he 
often does, ina fearlet robe, richly lin’d 5 
butina coach the fword is held atthe door 
of ic. He hasalfo a mafter of the hunt, 
a fteward, and feveral other officers, who 
have good falaries. Upon theking’sdeath, 
he is prime magiftrate in the nation, and at 
thecoronation is cup-bearer, the bowl the 
king hasdrank out of being his fee. He 
is chofen at Michaelmas, by the livery- 
men of the feveral companies, from among, 
the twenty-fix aldermen, who are as it 
were the fenators of the city, wealthy men, 
and mutt be free of one of the twelve com- 
panies, of Mercers, Grocers, Drapers, Tifh- 
mongers, Goldjmiths, Skinners, Merchant~ 
Taylors, Haberdafbers, Salters, Ironmongers, 
Vintners, and Clothworkers. Upon the for- 
feiture of the city charter, the choice was in 
theking, whottill took him out of the fame 
number, and he mufthave ferv'd feven years 
apprenticethip, as muft every fhop-keeper. 

In memory of the fire in 1666, a 
monument or column is ereéted, near the 
place where it began, two hundred and two 
feet highs whereof forty goto the pede- 
ftal, whofe diameter is twenty-one foot,and 
that of the column fifteen, there being 
withina handfome winding black marble 
ftair-caft, of three hundred fifty fteps, 
leading to the top, where there is an iron 
balcony round it, which affords a profpeét 
of all the city. 


On one fide of the pedeftal is the follow- 
ing infeription.

Not far from the monument is one of 
the fineft bridges in Europe, over the 
Thames, confitting of nineteen arches, 
twenty foot diftant from one another, which 
triake eight hundred foot in lengch, the 
breadth being thirty. In the middle is the 
draw-bridge, and fine fhops on both fides, 
with theill profpeét of many traitors heads 
on poles to tettify offenders. This bridge 
leads from London to Southwark, but to 
vilely impertinent is the rabble about it, 
thata French gentleman and I intending to 
have gone over, we were oblig’d to turn 
back, and I was fain to go another time 
with fome Englifomen. Here ftood for- 
merly a brothel-houfe, which was put 
down by king Henry VIII. and now I am 
much afraid the whole city is no better. 

‘At a fimall diftance from the bridge is 
the cuftom-houfe, built by king Charles II. 
with the expence of ten thoufand pounds ; 
and that leads to the tower, a fortrefs fo 
call’d from a great fquare tower in the 
middle of it. Before it is an efplanade 
where traitors are fometimes beheaded, as 
the duke of Monmouth. The tide flows 
into theditch. ‘The caftle itfelf isan irre- 
gular pentagon, with round towers at the 
angles, after the antient manner. On the 
walls, which are near a mile about, is abun- 
dance of good cannon, and within many 
houfes for the garifon, officers and mint, 
all the money in the kingdom being coin’d 
here, and is, in my opinion the fineft in 
Europe. Thereisalfoa moft noble armory, 
fufficient, as they told me, to furnifh fixty 
thoufand men, and therefore the mafter of 
the ordnance has his court here. In that 
part next the river, they thew'd me feveral 
wild beafts fhut up in cages, as tigers, 
lions and the like. The fquare tower in 
the middle has a wet ditch aboutit, and on 
every angle of it is a very fmall turret for 
ornament, This fortrefs was formerly the 
refidence of fome kings, and now ferves 
toconfine prifoners of ftate, and in it the 
records of the crown, and enfigns of royal- 
tyarekept. The crown among the reft is 
reckoned one of thericheftin Hurope, by 
reafon of the exquifite jewels fer on ics 


viz. on the top where it clofes, two eme- 
ralds, almoft as big as an egg, and on the 
Circle a ruby of the bignels of a {mall 
nut, a pearl little fmaller, and many 
very fine diamonds. 

For the reft of the city, there are few 
fqtares that deferve being taken notice of 
except Leicefter-fields, St. James's-/quare, 
Lincoln-inn-fields, Southampton, and Golden- 
Squares, and the ftreets leading to Hide- 
Park, a {pacious place, where reviews 
are made. 

Thave feen no rarities but a Rhincceros, 
anda beautiful Jr girl, all hairy from 
the waift upwards, like a bears and on her 
fhoulders the had natural bags full of a 
watery fubftance, and the like about her 
privinies. The Rhinoceros is a tame crea- 
ture about as big asan ox, with large hard 
feales onit, the eyes fmall, the fhout long, 
and only two teeth in its mouth, and over 
the fhout, along bone, like a horn, form- 
ing an acute angle with the nofe, and the 
back bowing, hkea faddle. 

Twas atthe plays ina fmall theatre, but 
underftood not one words yet I thought 
the players pleafant, but too full of aétion. 
The beft of itis, that the intervals between 
dancing, conclude in eating. Don Pedro 
Ronquillo, the Spanifo embaflador, has 
treated me ina very obliging manner 3 but 
the truth of it is, that, Jaying afide his 
good breeding, all the reft is not tobe re- 
ly’don. Laft Sunday I went in a ftage- 
coach to Windjor, a {mall town where the 
king often {pends the fummer, twenty 
miles from London, After the firft fix 
miles I faw the village of Richmond, on the 
left-hand, feated on a hill, and continuing 
our journey between pleafant pafture lands, 
came to Windjor, Manding on a delightful 
hill, whence it ishard to defcribe what a 
curious profpect there is of beautiful fink- 
ing vales, water’d by the Thames, and 
other cryftal ftreams ; and of eafy rifing 
pleafant’ hills, all fhaded with groves. 
Edward WL. wasborn in this caftle, who 
having afterwards fortify’d it witha ditch, 
and ftrong walls, made it a prifon to fecure 
his conquer’d kings, ‘Joon of France, and 
David of Scotland. In the outward part is 
the church of our lady and St. George, with 
many houfes ; within, paffing over a bridge, 
is the king’s palace. In the midit 
of the court here is a noble brafs 
ftatue, reprefenting king Charles II. with 
feveral apartments about it, and fome 
handfome towers, in the greateft of which 
isa fine armory, fufficient to furnifh a 
thoufand men, and thence they go to the 
duke of Yorks lodgings. In the king's 
apartment is another armory for about 
two thoufand foldiers; whence on the left 
follows an anti-chamber, with a canopy of 

3 crimfon. 
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crimfon velvet, and gold fringes ;_ the 
next has a blue canopy, with the fame 
garniture, and then other rooms all hung 
with rich tapiftry, and other ornaments 
becoming a royal-palace, On the right- 
hand of the armory [that is the guard- 
chamber] isa large hall (St. George’s} where 
the chapter of the order of the garter 
meets, and then the chapel buile by king 
Charles II. and painted, as isall the palace, 
by Signor Antonio Vario, our Neopolitan, 
The fame hall leads to prince George of 
Denmark's apartment.

LETTER XxX. 


The Royal Society, the Julian Kalendar, and Voyage to Newport and Bruges. 


HEN Ileft London the other day, 

T had refolv’d to fay no more to 

you concerning England, thinking I had 
writ enough, and perhaps more than was 
proper by way of letter 5 but having reflect- 
ed on what I faid before, I think it conve- 
nient to give you an account of fome other 
particulars, which I then happen’d not to 
think of. In the firft place I mutt {peak of 
the royal fociety, fo famous throughout all 
Ewope. Ycis grown from a very inconfi- 
derable beginning to this height of honour 
and efteem for fome learned men of the 
univerfity of Oxford having, fertled in London 
about the year 1656, began to have meet- 
ings about literature in Gre/bam college,and 
the fame of their learning foon fpread fo 
much, that it did not only confiderably 
increafe their numbers, but king Charles II. 
being reftor’d after hisexile, granted that 
noble aflembly many confiderable privi- 
leges on the 22d of April 1663, would be 
himfelf call’d the founder, and gave it the 
title of The Royal Scciely, The prefident 
calls, puts off, and diffolves the aflemblies, 
diftributes the matters thought fit to be 
handled among them, and admits new 
members into the fociety, with the confent 
of the plurality, or rather of twenty-one 
above the one half,at which time the perfon 
admitted is to pay in to the treafurer forty 
fhillings, and thirteen every quarter, as 
Jong.as he continues a member. The meet- 
ing is held in Gream college every Wed~ 
nefday at three in the afternoon, where they 
chiefly difeourfe upon mechanick inven- 
tions and experimental philofophy, which 
is thus advanc’d to a high degree of perfec- 
tion. The two fecretaries commit all things 
to writing, asalfo enter and anfwer all lec 
ters from the abfent and ftrangers. I fup- 
pofe you have feen thofe books in 129 
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printed yearly in Englifh, and tranflated 
into Latin, under the title of Asta Philofo- 
phica Societatis Regie Londinenfis, and thus 
Tneed trouble you no more with it. 


In the next place I mutt inform you that Jutisa 
inglifo {till follow the Julian kalendar, Kaleudar 


wl in the year 1582, when pope Gre- 
corrected it, they had caft off the obe- 
dience to the church, and would rather be 
fubjeét co all the errors the moveable feaits 
are liable to by thatcomputation, than be 
beholden to the pope for ferting them 
rights fo that very often their Lajter falls 
two full moons aftcr the equinox, contrary 
to the primitive inftitution, which direéts 
it to be kept on the firlt Suzday after the 
fir(t full moon following the equinox 5 
befides, they have fometimes two Eajfers 
within the fpace of a year, as happen’d in 
1667, and then none the next, as in 1668. 
‘A certain Exglifh dostor has judicioufly 
obferv’d, that all the paft errors proceed 
ing from affigning to the three hun- 
dred fixty-five days and fix hours (whereas 
itreally confifts of three-hundred fixty-five 
days, five hours, forty-fix minutes, and 
fixteen feconds, which difference of almoft 
eleven minutes, every hundred thirty-four 
years makes up a whole day) it would be 
requifite in the firft place to place the con- 
ception of our Lord, that is, Lady-day, in 
March, on the vernal equinox, Chrijimas- 
day on the winter folftice, and St. Fobn 
Baptif?’s on the fummer folftice, and fo 
a perfeét computation of the year 
from Chriftmas-day forward, according to 
the aforefaid true courfe of the fun; and 
thus having examin’d how many exact 
years the time elaps’d amounts to, invent 

good and nice rules for the future, 
‘As for the continuation of my journey, 
having taken leave of the ambaffador and 
Kk Signor 
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Geseutt. Signor Brunelti, who was extraordinary

civil during all the time of my ftay, I de- 
parted London in a boat for Greenwich, 
where count Salazar expected me in the 
yacht. Coming to it, when the infolent

ftirring, the yacht was tow'd down the 
fiver, “Which is full of windings as far as 
Blackwall, tor near three Jeagues, where 
we caft anchor, and were entertain’d by 
the count with a moft noble Tupper, and 
after fome difcourfe retired to reft.

To conclude, 
having fail’d all the night, we arriv’d half 
an hour afcer ght in the morning at the 
port of Newport i in Flanders, the governor 
whereof, D. Diego Covarrubias, who came 
with us, carry’d all the company to dine 
at his houfe, where we were treated with 
unfpeakable magnificence and plenty. The 
cullom was, for him that was next to the 
perfon that drank, to uncover the glafs, 
and fo it went round. After dinner the 


count thew’d me the prefent he receiv'd 
from his Bri 


nick majelty, being his pic- 
y painted, and fee round with 
and fmall diamonds, valu’d at 
nd crowns; fo that it is no 
wonder that the count fhould requite him 
that brought it with fixty piftoles. 

An hour after I took leave, the beft I 
could, of the company, and went to fee

Of Ghent, 


Ignor Brunetti convey’d to me your 
CY moft acceptable letter, direéted to Lon- 
don, for which I fhall be ever oblig’d to 
him. I cannot expres the fatisfaétion I re- 
eciv’d with it. ‘To proceed where I left 
offin my lafts On Swiday Left Bruges, and 
came to Ghent by water, in fight of iruitful 
and pleafant plains, and the count refolv- 
ing to be gone immediately, I was forc'd 
to take ee of them to have leifure to 
view the city. 

Ghent is the metropolis of the earldom 
of Flanders, having, as fome think, been 
firt call Wanda, from the Vandals, 
or Ganda, whence the Latins made 
Gandavum, iv is full ten Italian miles in 
compafs, butall that fpace is not taken up 


from Ypres, reckon’d one of the ftrongeft 
places in the Spanifh Flanders, and of the 
fafeft harbours on the German ocean; but 
there is nothing remarkable among the 
private buildings. Nor far from it the arch- 
duke Albertus was wounded, fighting with 
prince Maurice of Orange, on the fecond of 
Fuly 1600, in which battle 6000 of the 
Auifirians were kill’d upon the fpot. 
‘About cight this morning I went into 
the boat with the count, and came to this 


city of Bruges, along the canal. Itis feated Bruges, 


in a plain, three leagues from the fea, to 
which the inhabitants have carry’d the ca- 
nal, capable of hips of good burden, an 
incredible quantity of water running into 
it out of the neighbouring rivers. In the 
year 1561 pope Pius LV, rais'd it to the 
cieniey of a bifhoprick, at the requeft of 
our monarch king Philip I. the church of 
St. Donacianus, vulgarly call’d Donatus, 
being made a cathedral. Here, befides 
many other beautiful ornaments of fine 
marble, there are four ftately combs of as 
many dukes of Burgundy in the choir. In 
other refpeéts, no city in the low countries 
has Bner ftruétures, wider and ftraighter 
ftrects, anda finer exchange for merchants. 
The women wear on their heads a fharp 
pointed fort of hood, made falt to the 
of their mantle, which for its fhortnefs is 
alfo very remarkable. 

Tam very foon to depart for Ghent, eight 
leagues diftant, and to fay the truth, have 
had enough to do to write you thefe few 
feraps. You will pardon my unufual bre- 
vity, and I remain, Ge, 
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with houfes,which would make it too great 
a city. The finett thing init, in my opi-

ings that of St.Alexius is fmall, but ex- 
traordinary beautiful and rich in marble 5 
and in the monaftery there is a room full 
of pictures of the greateft mafters 5 and to 


conclude ina word, almoft all the churches 


are wonderfully fine. 

‘There are thirteen fquares, all worth ob- 
ferving, but chiefly that they call Vrydaghs- 
markt, or Friday-market, where the princels 
Tfabel, or Elizabeth, countel’s of Handes 
plac’da ftacue in honour of the molt invin- 
Gible emperor Charles V. The palaces are 
uniform ftruétures, tho” lows. the inns very 
convenient, and the {hops decent enough, 
and furnifh’d with rich commodities.

The moft 
general habit is after the French fathion,

affords convenient lodgings for the gover- 
nour. 

Tcan give you no account of the manners 
of the inhabitants, by reafon my ftay was 
fo fhort, but in licu of it will inform you, 
thac ata fmall diftance fouthward from the 
town there are fome antient ruins of walls, 
‘which the learned fuppof to have been 
fome ftrong cattle of the Romans, which 
they infer from fome medals found there 
with the effigies of Nero, Gordian, and other 
emperors down to Conflantine. If it be law- 
ful to guefs, I would fay here ftood the an- 
tient Gandavum; and as for the medals, 
that it does hor follow from them that 
there was a Roman caftle, for thofe may 
be found in any place where their army en- 
camp’d or fought a battel. 

d I thould now fay 
thing in general of the earldom of 
lers, but then I fhould never have 
and only entertain you with what 
abundance of authors write, yet I muft nor 
omit to tell you, that the Flemings and 
people of Brabant are much beholden to 
our monarch, fince he, whether to fupport 
the dignity of his crown, or out of affec- 
tion to them, or elfe that he may have a 
martial {chool for his Spaniards, is pleas'd 
to lay out upon their defence, not only the 
whole revenue of the provinces, but even 


menfe effufion of the blood of his fubjeéts. 

Monday morning I got up very carly, 
and took a place in the Bru/féls coach for 
nine fchellings. By noon we had travell’d 
about five leagues, when we ftopp’d to bait, 
which coft me four {chellings, but I would 
freely haye given five or fix that the meat 
might not have had butter fauce, according 
to the fathion of the country, to which I 
cannot conform. We travell’d as far after 
dinner among green and fertil plains, and 
came into Brujféls betimes. 

This city, as geographers inform us, 
took its name from a cattle the people 
call’d Senones built here, asa place of arms 
for the war they intended againft the 
French 5 it is now the capital of Brabant, 
and befides the court of chancery for that 
dukedom, the refidence of the governor- 
general of the Spavifo provinces. The 
country about it is moft delightful, and 
abounding in all forts of provilions, info- 
much chat the inhabitants never knew what 
want was, not even then when the emperor 
Charles V. was here with fix crown’d heads, 
and many other princes, attended by the 
greateft retinues in the world, and a won- 
derful number of horfe and foot. The cli- 
mate feems to be here more favourable 
than in any of the adjacent parts, and as 
for the inhabitants, "here are many noble 
families, out of which the prince choofes 
the magiftracy, adding to thema procon- 
ful, and fix trading citizens, whofe induf- 
try cannot be outdone in curious arms and 
rich tapiftry. ‘The women are beautiful 
and freth colour’d, as are all the Fle- 
mings; but I could not forbear laughing 
to fee the ftrange habit of the Beguins, or 
devotees, for fome of them wear a fort of 
hood on their heads, with a thing like a 
wooden difh on it, cover’d with a black 
cloth; others a cap, witha great taffel on 
it, and both of them a curled mantle. 

The city has good bulwarks about it, 
with other fortifications, which in my opi- 
nion fignity nothing, becaufe the place is 
commanded by feveral higher grounds, 
The river Sive runs thro’ it, whofe waters 
run into two deep canals, made with great 
charge by the ingenious inhabitants, and 
running to the Rupel and Schelde; and thus 
Jarge veffels laden with all forts of com- 
modities pals down to the fea, and from 
the fea to the city. The citizens houfes 
are very handfome; thole of the gentry 
magnificent; the town-houfe worth taking 
notice of, and adorn’d with a fine fteeple; 
and here the burgomafter hearscaufes, with 
one of the fherifis, whence an appeal lies 
to the court of the feven fheriffs, and from 
that to the coancil of Brabant.

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‘The governor’s palace is in the higheft 
part of the city ; tho” an irregular ftructure, 
is beautiful, and, what is {till better, con- 
venient. There is firft a {quare, inclos’d 
with ftone banifters, where the guard is 
kept$ then a fpacious court, with a fine 
fountain, and going up a few fteps from 
thence we come into the hall of the Ger- 
man guard, about which there are many 
fhops. Onthe left hand isa well-contriv’d 
chapel, fupported by two ranks of won- 
derful columns, that are hollow within, un- 
lefS they put upon me, fo that a man 
might go up to the top; which, if true, 
as is faid, he wasa very ridiculous perfon, 
thacwould caftaway fo much labour. Nort 
far from the chapel five fteps lead up to 
the fecond guard chamber, which is {mall, 
whence follows a well furnifh’d anti-cham- 
ber, and then the audience room. 

The way to the park is up a few fteps, 
terminating in a delightful fat, with a foun- 
tain, and feveral marble ftatues along the 
wall thac fhuts it up. On the right hand 
is the little grove, with perhaps ahundred 
forts of full-headed trees, ftanding thick 
together, under which there is a pleafing 
and very cool fhade, not only in the even- 
ing, but even when the fun is in his me~ 
ridian altitude. The well-order’d walks 
are no lefg pleafant, tho” being difpos'd 
in the nature of a labyrinth, they accept- 
ably delude the feet, and more when a 
rabbit runs one way, a hare ftarts out in 
another place, anda ftag appears frifking, 
or tamely grazing ina third. But there 
is nothing fo agreeable as to obferve the 
large fith-ponds, and in their cryftalline 
waters perhaps thirty forts of fith gliding 
about and fporting, or elfe fwimming 
about in fhoals from one hole to another 
to feek for food. 

In the midit of the grove is a curious 
pond, with twenty folid columns in it, 
and on them a little houfe, or room, in- 
clos’d on all fides with tranfparent cry{tal 
windows, Nearit is a pretty fountain, 
and little fower garden, fpreading a fweet 
odour for many paces about, In fhort, I 
who am none of thofé that admire every 
thing, wasa confiderable time in a fort of 
rapture, andalmoft befide myfelf in this 
real and not fabulous garden. 

If we would fpeak of the churches in 
Bruffls, they are very numerous, their 
ftruéture magnificent, and well adorn’d 
by the piety of the inhabitants, efpecially 
the cathedral, where are good marble co- 
Jumns, and ftatues; and among the moft 
remarkable things, three confecrated hotts, 
which there isan undoubted tradition thed 
much blood, being ftruck through by 
hereticks, 


seer: 
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‘There/are many publick {quares, all extra- Syuare, 


ordinary fpaciousand beautiful ; but the firft 
place is due to that call’d desSablons, where 
the publick fhews are perform’d ; and per- 
haps it may have retain’d that name from 
the antient cuftom of ftrewing fand in the 
amphitheatre, as antiquaries inform us. 

Thurfday1 went to the palace, and faw 
thegovernor, Don Antonio Francijeo Agurto, 
in the council of ftate, who fits in a room 
on the left hand of thefirft hall. In the 
evening he went to the theatre to the 
opera, call’d Bellerophon, which was tole~ 
rably well perform’d, Only Chorus’s were 
fung in Italian, all the reft being in French, 
which is moft usd here by the gentry. 
The theatre is very fmall, having but two 
rows of boxes, and I paid three {chellings 
for my place. 

Friday, which was before yelterday, the 
feventh inftant, bidding Brufels adicu, I 
went into the Vilvord boat, paying four- 
pence; and the diftance being but two 
Teagues, was fooner there than I expetted. 
Thence I went two leagues further to 
Méechlin, which coft two ichellings in the 
coach, and having din’d, proceeded on. 
This city is feated on the river Dyle, in 
fifty-one degrees of latitude, and is not 
inferior for beauty to any other in Brabant, 
notwithftanding the fire that confum’d it 
in the year 1556. The firectsare wide, as 
ftrait as an arrow, and well pav’d with 
pebbles; the palaces beautiful, and the 
markers plentifully farnifh’d with all things 
neceffiry for human life. I could fee no 
church buc the cathedral, and was fatisfy’d. 
In it is honour’d the body of their firft 
archbithop St. Rumoldus, lying, in a fine 
filver fhrine on the high altar. 

About one in the afternoon I took coach 
again, with fome ladies, for the ufual price 
of two fchellings, and having rode four 
leagues came into this city, at that they 
call the Mechlin, or St. George’s gate, 
laughing all the way at the fharp-pointed 
ftraw hats the country women wi

Antwerp, by the country people call’d Antwerp 


Antwerpen, is capital of a marquifate, 
ereéted, as fome fay, by the emperor Orba 
the fecond, and therefore call’d of the 
facred Roman empire. Opinions vary 
about the original of its name, which I 
do not care to enquire into ; but will only 
tell you it ftands on the right hand fhore of 
the Scheld, and following the windings of 
thatriver, feventecen leagues from the fea. 
Thefe waters furround its ftrong baftions 
and moft famous citadel ; and running into 
eight large canals, carry up Jaden veffels 
to thecity. On the ramparts of the walls 
are long rows of trees, making pleafant 
walks for the inhabitants; which was an 

invention 
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Thecitadel above-mention’d, was buile Gexert. 
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inyention of Charles V. when he enlarg’d 


ft fixecten hundred paces in length, and 
two hundred forty-four in breadth. Iris 
faid ro contain thirteen thoufind five hun- 
dred handfome and convenient houfess bur 
the number of inhabitants cannot be ealily 
afcertain’ds being a place of great trade, 
there are always many ftrangers. Take 
notice, that fometimes there have been 
two thoufind five hundred laden yeffels on 
the river, and I havebeen told, thatabour 
‘an hundred millions are here tranfaéted in 
buying and felling of commodities in a 
year. [bis mu be of Floris.) The 
Htreetsare long, ftrait, and well pay’d with 
pebbles, and the market places fpacious, 
and beautiful; efpecially rhe merchants 
{quare call’dthe New Exchange. Thisex- 
changes to fpeak the truth, is bigger than 
thatof London, and moreitately, by rea- 
fon of the magnificent arches, fupported 
by forty-three marble pillars. In theupper 
walks there are many rich fhops, and par- 
ticulgrly chereisa confiderable fale of good 
pidtures, occafion’d by the Flemings hay- 
ing a {pecial geniys and inclination for 
painting, as well as the alians. ‘The 
merchants have another houfe, call’d On/- 
erling, the circumference whereof they fay 
is three hundred cubits. 

The town-houfe, of courts, is one of the 
belt ftrudtures, all adorn’d with curious 
worksin marble, according to the itricteft 
Tt re. There are init two 
principal apartments; the firft where the 
council and other inferior judges meet; the 
other for chambers call’d of peace, where 
the publick affairs are handled. To this 
purpole, you muftunderftand, thar Ant- 
qwerpis govern’d by cighteen {enators, com- 
poling the aforefsid council, among whom 
are the two confuls ; the one internal, who 
js alfo call’d Princeps Senatus, or chief of 
the fenate; and the other external, who 
takes care of fome things, which, among 
the Romans, belong’d to the Edi, or city 
Prejor, and to this council appeals lic from 
the inferior courts. There are alfo two 
prefects of the city ; the one a gentleman, 
the other a citizens of whom I faynomore, 
to ayoid my ufval fault of tedioufhets. 


by king Pdilip IL in the year 1567, hay- 
ing five regular baftions, and the curtains 
with ramparts. The garifon confifts of 
eight companies, conveniently quarter’d ; 
the artillery is good and numerous; and 
there iseyery thing requifite fora thorough 
defence. I’ was there this very morning, 
and, among other rarities they fhew’d me, 
were fome leather boats, in which the 
Dutch once came to furpriz: it. 

Tt remains to fay fomethin; 
churches, among which the fire place is 
due to that of Our Lady, formerly only 
collegiate, but made cathedral in 1559, 
by pope Paul IV. at the inftance of king 
Philip U1, All parts of it are well order’d 
and adorn’d ; but the ftceple is wonderful, 
for befides the extraordinary height of 
four hundred and eighty-four cubits, there 
is moft excellent work on it every way. 
‘The nextis that belonging to the profefs'd 
houfe of the Ze/iits, all finely cas’d with 
marble, adorn’d with choice paintings, 
and ferof with much gilding; not to en- 
large upon two ranks of fkitely marble 
columns, one upon another, to the number 
of thirty-fix, which fupport the great 
middle ifle. The church of the Carm 
is mott beautiful, as well for architecture 
as ornaments and painting; but the moft 
remarkable thing in itisa very fine battle, 
with a Jandskip carv’d in marble, than 
which I shall never fee one better defign’d 
and reprefented. ‘The beauty of this piece 
did fo wholly poffefs my mind, that I af- 
terwards made no account of the ftatues 
that embellith the famous churches of St. 
James, St. George, St. Michael, and others, 
tho’ fo fine, that it would be too tedious 
to deferibe all their perfestions. 

The citizens are very handfomeand well Tée 
behav'd, fo fprightly and brave, that in 
1585» they gave the great Alexander Far 
nee, dukeot Parma, who befieg’d them, 
enough to lo, and invented fome warlike 
engines for their defence, which had never 
been known before. Methinks I_ have 
writ too much fora fhort letter, and there- 
fore ought not to trouble you any more 
with my unpolifh’d ftile; bucam, &e.

you fhould havea letter about it. T'o ob- 
ferve my former method, I left that city 
onthe the tenth of this inftant month, in 
a boat, and the wind prov’d fo favourable, 
that we had been very foon here, had nor 
we been ftopp'd at Lilla, a fort belonging 
tothe ftates general. We firlt left on the 
right hand Bergenopzome,a town in Brabant, 
and then Yorfolin Zealand on the left, and 
on Tiefilay the eleventh in the morning 
found we had run twenty-one leagues, when 
wecame to Dort, or Dordrecht. 

Some think it takes name from a river 
calPd alfo Dort; but feeing it feated near 
four rivers, viz. the Mace, the Wael, 
the Linze, and the Merwei, I cannot 
think them to be altogether in the right, 
even tho? one of thefe were in Dutch calPd 
Dort. Te was formerly on the continent, 
and was made an ifland by the dreadful 
inundation in the year 1471, when feventy- 
two towns were fwallow’d up by the water, 
and one hundred choufand- men drown’d.

From Dortwe proceeded to William/tadt, 
where quitting the fea we enter’d the Mae/e, 
and holding on our courfe four leagues, 
with afair wind, came to Roiterdam {oon 
after eleven, where I gave four fchellings 
and two ftivers for my paflage. 

It is generally believ’d that Rotterdam 
takes its name froma canal nearit, call’d 
Rotler 5 tho? othersdifier in opinion. How- 
ever that is, it may now be reckoned one 
of the mofttrading cities in Europe, thanks 
to the Maz and the fea, which is but five 
leagues from it; or rather to the induftry 
of the inhabitants, who had rather have 
rich hops and warehoinfes than ftately pa- 
laces; and this is the reafon why there are 
none but wooden bridges on the branches of 
the canal, cthac run through the feverai 
parts of the city; and the exchange ill 
built, and without any embellifhmenc. 
The greateft ornament of it is a brafs 
ftatue, creéted in the greateft market-place, 
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in honour of its famous native Eva/mus, 
the glory of his age, and reftorer of lite- 
rature on this fide the “ps. Could Ihope 
toreach the dignity of the fubje@, I would 
fay fomething in praife of him; buc that 
isnoeafy task, and my letter would grow 
incolerably Jong. 1 fhall only fay, chat 
all the ill opinion, wrongfully conceiv’d 
of him, among moft catholicks, proceeds 
from the too much freedom he took in 
writing wittily, in his colloquies, and other 
places; and his condemning the vain and 
ufelefs fubtilties of modern Peripateticks ; 
efpecially thofe, who without having ever 
read driftotle, put off their followers with 
a few whimfical diflinétions, that fignify 
nothing, and only ferve to confound the 
poorftudents. Theft fabtilizing dottors, 
who in the upthot will never be able to give 
any good account of what they fo dearly 
fellin the {chools, have always taken much 
pains to make Lra/mus be look’d upon as 
a Lutheran, or worfe 5 that fo his learning 
might be equally under-valu’d with his 
perfon; and the more for that in his days, 
the world was fo darkned by the clouds of 
ignorance, that the afitonting of Arijtotle 
was look’dupon asamatter wherein religion 
was concern’d ; whereas St. duguftin, in his 


City of God, chap. 23, plainly tells us, 
That it is the divines, and not the pbilofo- 
phers, that muft be circum/pett in their words. 
Yet the uniy 
banifh’d 


fity of Parishad long before 
Arifitlés do&trine, perceiving 
errors of Almain had proceeded 
from thence in the fehools, And it plainly 
appears, how far rajmus was averfe to 
the pretended reformation, and the re- 
formers, by feveral of his epiftles to Cor- 
rardus Pellicanus, Melantthon, and others of 
that party ; as alfo by the efteem the catho- 
Jick princesand the pope himfelf had for him. 
Before I proceed, you mutt hear a fory Ridiulon 
they tell in this his native country, ton-/°7: 
cerning the occafion that mov’d him to 
run away from the monaftery of Tergous. 
They fay, there wasa moft ftately pear- 
tree, in the garden of that monaitery, 
which bore the fineft pears in all che country 
abouts which being fo extraordinary, the 
good fuperior had laid a moft fevere in- 
junétion, with grievous threats, forbidding, 
any fryar to prefume to touch them, upon. 
pain of his higheft difpleafure, becaufe he 
defign’d them all for himfelf. But Era/us, 
who lik’d them as well as the fuperior, 
got up feveral times very carly, and with 
much fatisfation eat his belly-full of that 
fruit; fo that the fuperior finding they 
daily grew thin, refolv’d to find out the 
thief, and to make him undergo a moft 
fevere penance; fo that having lain fome 
mornings upon the watch at the window of 
his cell, he at length, one of them, ae 
im: 
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him on the pear-tree. He keeping clofe

to wait for the day-light, the better to 
difeern the perfon, was at length obferv’d 
by the cunning and watchful Zra/inws, who 
fliding down from the tree, fo perfectly 
counterfeited lamenefs as he went away, 
that the fuperior was fully perfuaded it was 
nothe, butanotherlamefryar,thathad eaten 
his beloved pears. ‘Thus when it was day, 
having call’d together all the religious, he 
told them many fine things concerning the 
virtue of holy obedience, and then turning, 
in a paffion to the lame man, feverely re~ 
buk’d him for his contumacy and liquorith- 
nef, laying the ftolen fruit to his charge. 
He feveral timesdeny’d the fact, alledging, 
his innocence in that cafe; yet the other 
thinking he had feen figns enough to be 
fully convine’d that he was the man, « 
joyn’d him a moft fevere penance, which 
made thereal thief laugh in hisfeeve, and 
refolv’d to withdraw himfelf from his in- 
juttice. 1 have writ this filly novel to 
make you laugh aswell as him for I can- 
nor entertain fuch an ill opinion of Erafmus 
as to believe he fhould defift from his good 
purpofe upon fo frivolous an oceafion. 

Having feen Rotterdam 1 pur my bag- 
gige into a boat, that goes and comes to 
and from Delft, and return’d into the city 
tochange a piftole; buvin the mean while 
the boat was gone without me, and I was 
fore?d to take Coach either to overtake, or 
get thither before it. All the way was 
in fight of fine pleafant gardens; and hav- 
ing rode a good pace abouta league, pafs'd 
by 2 village, I think they call Acersti, 
and coming to Deft found the boat and 
my goods. 

Delft city, built by Godfrey of Lorrain, 
farnam’d the Crook-back, is now reftor’d 
in a beautiful manners after its former 
misfortunes, butis not ftrong, for being 
almofta mile in length, the breadth is not 
anfwerable, and the river Delft running 
thro’ the midft of it, makes it appear the 
more difagreeable, as feeming to be but 
thin of houfts. The harbour is in the 
Macft, being capacious, and convenient 
enough, which enriches the citizens, moft 
of whom trade in beer, and linnen. There 
are many fine buildings featter’d about the 
city, which Thad not leifure particularly 
toobferve, during thofe few hours I ftaid 
there. I fhall only tell you, tha the 
church call’d Vechin @ ode Kerken, is fine 
enough, having five ifles, and in it are three 
ftately tombs of curious marble, being 
thole of Marinus Harpret, Peter Heinfius, 
and Elizabeth Tegor. In that they call 
Dinivin Kerken, are the tombs of four for- 
mer princes of Orange: The chict where- 
of is that of William, the prime inftru- 
ment of the Dutch liberty. The ftatues 


adorning it reprefent his principal good Gras. 
qualities and heroick a@ionss as for in- ~~ 


ftance, one with ahaton, and this motto, 
Aurea Libertas; a device taken from the 
medal of C. Caffius, it 1 miftake not, an- 
other holds a ballance, with thefe words, 
Jovis tranquillitas in undis, 8c. The in- 
feription is as follows,

Then going into another boat, which 
carry’ fome gentlemen, and ladies, I 
came in lef than an hour to the Hague, 
about a league diftant. In thefe parts the 
boats are the greateft conveniency in the 
world; for they are wide enough, and 
havea deck, with long neat benches on the 
fides to ficon; and what is more, all this 
conveniency at a cheaper rate than you 
will imagine. By the way we fell into 
difcourfe about our city of Naples, and fo 
from one thing to another, of the antient 
Bajz, fo much extoll’d by the Romans. 
‘A German gentleman of our company, was 
of opinion that all thofe ruins of mighty 
ftructures, which he had feen under water, 
all along under the fort, were formerly 
along the fea fhore, which afterwards in- 
croaching upon the land, as in other places 
it withdraws farther off, they came to be 
over-flow'd, as they noware. But I foon 
undeceiv’dhim, plainly demonftrating ¢ 
the fea had only recover’d what was 
wrongfully taken from it, and happened 
toremember the words of Cajffiodorus, va- 
riar. lib. 9. Epi. 6. who fays, Quantis 
ibi- molibus marini termini decenter invafs 
fit 2 Quantisin vifceribus equoris terra pr 
‘mota oft? Thatis, How great piles are there 
rais'd to invade the borders of the fea? How 
Sar is the land extended into the bowels of 
the fea? 

Difcourfing onthisand fuch like matters, 
noway pleafing, to the ladies, we came to 
the Hague, a village much preferable to 
many famous cities; not only onan account 
of its plenty of all things, ftately buildings, 

fpacious 
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Gewettt. fpacious markets, and well pav’d ftreets 
but as being the refidence of the Staves 
General, and of William prince of Orange, 
their perpetual ftadtholder, as it formerly 
was the court of the earls of Holland. The 
prince lives in the famous caftle call’d Te 
Hof van Holland, Signifying, the court of 
Holland, {o call’d from haying been the 
habitation of the faid earls; and therefore 
in the chapel {till remaining are to be feen 
the tombs of Albertus of Bavaria, and his 
wife Margaret. The prince lives more 
like an abfolute prince than a governor 3 
for two companies of Dutch foot mount 
his guard every days one of Swoi/i halbar- 
diers, and a troop of horfe, or dragoons, 
by turns. They are all well clad in blues 
buc the Swi have alfo gold and filver lace. 
The pikes among the foot march before the 
musketiers, contrary to what the Spaniards 
ule. 

Goingto feetheprinceatdinner,I thought 
the apartments majeitically adorn’ds_ bu 
muft {pare being particular as to the furni- 
ture to avoid tedioufnefS. He being abroad 
to fee a tryal of carcaffes, I only faw the 

me alone, above. You know 
Mary Stuart, daughter to the 
ees King of England; and I will not wrong 
my confeience in {peaking of her form, by

His countenance 
is uglier than his wife’s, and his crooked 
hawk’s nofe, according to the rules of phy- 
fiognomy, fhews him to be a rapacious 
cruel man. Butwhat trifles do I talk of? 
He has been bred to arms from his infancy, 
and confequently has much improv'd his 
judgment by experience in martial affairs 5 
which makes fome reckon him among the 
eft generals of thisage, and perhaps they 

may have reafon. 

Tn this fame palace is held the prince’s 
fiypreme court, as he is fladcholders as 
alfo the provincial, confifting of twelve 
fenators, and a prefident; the council of 
Brabant, which rules the affairs of fo much 
of that dukedom as is fubject to the ftates; 
the Exchequer-Court, compos'd of four 
deputiess the council of wars the juttice 


the 
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court, call’d Hogghen-Raed, from which no 
appeal lies, and, to conclude, the aflembly 
of the Sates General, confifting of eighty 
deputies of the united provinces. I could 
not go into this laft chamber, they then 
actually ficting to confult about fome im- 
portant matter; bur in the firlt room I faw 
abundance of colours and arms, taken from. 
enemies; and then went into the juftice 
hall, and Excheguer-Court. In the firft of 
themare feveral fhops, of fundry forts of 
goods, particularly choice books. Nexe 
T went along a clofe gallery to the room 
appointed for the reception of embaflidors, 
all hung with very rich tapiltry, and about 
the bench there were twenty-four feats, 
coyer’d with green-cloth, all equal, ex- 
cept the prefident’s, which was fomewhat 
higher; oppofite co whom fits the embaf- 
fador that has audience. The dignity of 
prefidenc goes round all the twenty-four by 
weeks; but when the embaffador is to 
treatabout any particular bufinefs, he does 
ic with only the deputies, in another {mall 
room adjoining. To conclude, I faw a 
greatlibrary, very full of excellent manu- 
{cripts, and the choiceft books that can be 
found. 

Aca fmall diftance from the town is 
delicious grove, with curious walks among 
very tall, and full-headed trees, where 
thofe often walk, who delight in fome 
quict folitude, to divert the cares of the 
world and che pleafiare is here the greater, 
becaufe there being no fierce creatures, the 
fearful Rabbits, the iwift Hares, the nimble 
Deer, and the fleet Stags are wonderfully 
numerous; fothat fhould all other fatis- 
faction fail, there is always game enough. 

Half a league from the town, is the an- 
tientabbey of Lagfdunen, whereof nothing 
now ftands but the church; and here the 
princefs Margaret, daughter to Florentius 
earl of Holland, lies buried with all her 
children 5 having, as a judgment from hea- 
yen, been deliver’d of three hundred and 
fixty-five at one birth, for reproaching a 
poor woman that had two wins with dif- 
honefty, who therefore wifh’d her fo many, 
and her prayers were heard. The ftory is 
well known, and no more needs be faid 
of it. 

Thurfday 13th, after hearing maf in the 
catholick embaffador’s chapel, I took 
boat, paying a fchelling s and paffing on a 
league in fight of well-till’d lands, came 
to Leyden, by theantients call’d Lugdunum Leyes 
Batavorum, and now very famous, not 
only for its great trade of woollen and 
linnen-cloth made by the inhabitants, buc 
for being the metropolis of Rdinland, and 
one of the famoufett univerfities on this fide 
the Alps. Icis feated in fifty degrees forty 
minuteslatitude, if I miftake not, ina plain, 

delightul 
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delightful country, water’ with feveral 
canals, infomuch that they are oblig’d to 
join the feveral ilands form’d by them, 
with one hundred and fifty bridges, fome of 
swood, and others of ftone; and in other 
places to crofs the broad canals in boats. 
The fhape of it is almoft circular, enclos’d 
onall fides with good fortifications. The 
principal ftreetswithin are adorn’d with tong, 
rows of trees, and pav’d with good ftones 
and bricks, moreneatly than are the very 
floors of lower rooms in fome cities. 

fixy being fo fhort, Lhad only leifure to 
fee a ftately antient church of St. Peter, 
which has five ifles; and that of the Hrench 
Refugees, where a minifter was then preach- 
ing, endeavouring with many examples 
out of holy writ, to comfort his congrega- 
tion, then concern’d for the perfecution 
of their brethren in France. 

Ithen went to the univerfity, and giving 
the beadles a {mall fee, was conducted to 
the phyfick-garden, which is adorn’d with 
the rareft plants that either India or 
Afvick produce, and full of fundry ftrange 
creatures; of all which they give ftrangers 
the figures, printed on two fheets of royal 
paper. There are abundance of rarities 
proper for that art in the anatomy-hall, 
belidesotherthingsworth obferving, among, 
which we muftnot forget a dead {ea-horfe, 
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To conclude, I left Leyden yellerday, Geverst 


and proceeded five leagues to Huerlem.

paying two {chellings for my paffage in the “7” 


boat; which is drawn by one horfe, and 
advances about four align miles an hour, 
Thiscicy, capital of welt Frigland, otherwife 
call’d Kennemerland, is five leagues from 
the fea, and has the fecond vote among the 
States General, as inferior to few others for 
goodnefs of fituation, and fortifications, 
greatnefs of compafs, and fuitable num- 
ber of inhabitants: The natives of it pre- 
tend that che invention of printing is theirs; 
alledging that the firft contriver of it was 
Laurence Cofter, or according to others 
Fanfon was born here ; and that his {cholar 
Sohn Fauptusatterwardscarry’d itto Anfter- 
dam, thence to Cologn, and laftly to Mun- 
fiers where being more employ’d than in 
other places, thence came the miftake, that 
the Germans were the inventors; whereas 
they are men more likely to follow the 
inventions of othersheavily, than to find 
any of their own. 

Ideparted Haerlem ina boat, which for 
a fchelling carry’d me two leagues to this 
famous city. The little time I have been 
here would make it unreafonable to pretend 
to give you any account of it, and there- 
fore [remain, &c. 


LETTER XXvVI- 
Of Amfterdam, and Utrecht. 


HO" itfeldom happens, that he who 
talks much upon any fubject, has 
always the good fortune to fay the bett, 
and {peak to the purpofé ; yet Lam fo de- 
firos to pleafe and divert you, by giving 
an account of all that occurs in my travels, 
thap tho” my reputation were concern’d, I 
could not forbear writing to, and acquaint- 
ing youwith all myadventures. To obferve 
the fame method as hitherto, the city of 
Amjierdam, whence | writ to you on Satur- 
day lait, is in fifty degrees twenty-four 
minutes latitude, on the river Am/tel, which 
running, thro’ gives name to it, and falls 
into its harbour thro’ four channels. The 
faid port is a fall bay of that they call 
the Zuyder See, or South-Sea. Its firft be- 
ginning, was in the thirteenth century by 
fome poor fithermen, fettling there, for the 
conyeniency of fifhing, and building fome 
fall huts of mud and ftoness but the 
conyeniency of its fituation caufing it to be 
much frequented by all fhips trading into 
thenorth, has brought it to that greatnefs 
itis now arriv’dto, not without the envy 
Vou V ‘

of its neighbours. The compafs of it is 
about thirteen thoufand nine hundred and 
forty-five paces; the fhape femicirculars 
fo that the length of the harbour makes the 
firing tothe bow. The walls and all its 
other fortifications are fingular,and it would 
bea difficult task to reprefent the beauty 
and uniformity of the buildings; tho? the 
outfides be almoft all of brick, and the reft 
of timber. The ftreets are long, {pacious, 
well-pav'd, and ftrait, with large canals 
in them full of the fea, and river water, 
over which are many good ftone bridges, 
and along their fideslong rows of fpreading 
trees. Between thefe trees, at convenient 
diftances, there are lights at night, at the 
charge of the inhabitants, for the con- 
veniency and fafety of people paffing to 
and fro; but at fome diftance from the 
houfes, for fear of fires and for the fame 
reafon, the inhabitants are warn’d by found 
of trumpet, to take heed of every {park of 
fire; to prevent misfortunes. The excef- 
five care of the ftreets degenerates into ex- 
travagancy; for to preferve them, they

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Geatu. allow of no coaches upon wheels, but 


drawn on fledges. The main canal in 
Amfterdamiscalld Dam-Rack, and divides 
the city into the eaftern, and weftern, The 
firft contains the new city, and part of the 
old ; and here ftands the Ha/-Jndia houfe, 
where there is alwaysan immenfe quantity 
of cloves, cinnamon, pepper, and other 
commodities, brought from thofe oriental 
parts, Here is alfo the We/-India houfe, 
andin it vaft rich American goods; as alfo 
the Exchange, builton fuch a lofty bridge, 
thar ships fail under it; and in its fhops is 
fold all that men can imagine. Francis 
Stryker fhew’d me many rare and valuable 
things in his houfe, and among the reft, a. 
litele cafket, or box fo ingenious for work- 
manfhip, and fo rich in painting, medals, 
and jewels, that it coft the owner feventy 
thoufand crowns. 

In the weft town is the Stadthuyé, or 
town-houfe, with fome churches and ho- 
fpitals, as well antientas modern ; and two 
arfenals, fo well furnifh’d with cannon and 
all other warlike ftores, that itis amazing. 
In other refpects Amjterdam may be call’d 
a fecond Venice, as being alfo built in the 
water and upon piles; but the difference 
is, thavits ftreetsare regular, {pacious, and 
adorn’d with trees, as hasbeen faid. Be- 
fides, when were there ever two thoufand 
thips of all nations feen together at Venice, 
as I myfelt have beheld at Amjlerdam ? 
not reckoning, forty men of war, of the 
navy of the United Provinces: Yet there is 
this inconveniency, that by reafon of the 
thallownefs, the greateft {hips mutt put 
out part of their lading before they come 
y 


Ei will not talk of the manners of the 
citizens; for traders are always the fame, 
and therefore I cannot conceive why they 
hate, and have an ill opinion of the Jtalians; 
for there is no wonder they fhould have an 
averfion to the Spaniards, on accountof their 
old grudges. All ftrangers are to be cau~ 
tious of being abroad at night. for there 
are difmal jelts put upon them 5 and par- 
ticularly they muft avoid lewd women, 
who conceal their Bullies in their houfes, to 
rob, and abufe thofe that fall into, their 
hands, 

( There is a great number of learned men, 
but after the Dutch fafhion; that is, 
authors of Varie Leéiones, and wretched 
criticifms; and in fhort good correétors of 
the Prefs. I do not condemn criticifm, 
which I rather admire, but it ceafes to 
be criticifm, when made without the moft 
profound judgment; whereas when it 
only confifts in abundance of {craps of lite- 
rature, tome itlooks more like the work 
of a gazetteer, than ofa man of found 
Iearning. I haye met with none according 


to my heart but /e Clerc, and without fay- 
ing any more, Iam fure you will be of the 
fame mind, when you begin to read his 
Bibliotheque Univerfelle, (& Historique in 
twelves, which is a fort of journal of the 
works of the learned, containing excellent 
and learned extracts of books, with ex- 
traordinary remarks and obfervations on 
them. 

Before we leave Holland it is convenient 
to put you in mind, that this earldom, on 
the eaft, borders upon Guelderland, has the 
ocean on the north, and weit, and Brabant, 
onthe fouth, fo thatall its compafs is not 
above fixty leagues. It was formerly 
cal?’d Batavia, and contain’d all that tract 
of land which lies between the Réine and 
theocean 5 and if we carefully examine the 
antient maps fhall find it was never entirely 
fubdu’d by the Romans, but only tributary, 
and much valu’d by them, for the valour 
of the natives. It is now call’d Holland, 
as fome think from its hollownefs, becaufe 
every foot a horie fers, founds asif it were 
hollow underneath, perhaps like the ful- 
phurous grounds at Pozzwoli. ‘The chief 
rivers that water it are the Mae/e and the 
Rhine, befides abundance of navigable 
canals cut by art, and fome lakes and 
pools, whofe {pare water is artificially con- 
vey'd into thofe Jong canals; which ren- 
ders the wholefome, makes plenty of 
patture, and occafions great ftore of game. 

The Dutch are large of body, well 
enough fhap'd, and {harp 5 given tochange, 
whence the proverb of Fides Batava, and 
being traders, not only know how toavoid 
being impos'd upon by others, but how to 
trick all mankind. They are inclin’d to 
all commendable arts, and particularly the 
north Hollanders are much addiéted to trade 
and navigation; whereas the fouthern love 
tillage and war 5 but they are all equally 
induftrious, and as it were naturally form’d 
to acquire wealth ; for tho’ their country: 
yields very little wooll, yet they make 
fome of the beft cloth in Europe; they have 
no woods, and yet build fo many good 
fhips; they want vines, and yet there is no 
fort of rich wine but they have plenty of 
its and, toconclude, they fupply the want 
of trees to burn, with turf, enduring the 
ftink of it in the fire. In their houfes they 
are neat to excefs, wafhing not only the 
floors, but the walls; and by this you may 

judge of the reft. 

As to their government, you know that 
being much molefted by the Normans, they 
chofe themfélves a governor, whom they 
call’d Grave, retaining all the power among, 
the ftates; but the fucceffors of the faid 
Grave, about the ninth century, took the 
ftile of Earls, without any dependance on 
the empire, as the meaning of the name

imported. In procefs of time, the earldom 
fell to the invincible emperor Charles V. 
and his fon Philip I. king of Spains but 
whether the feverity of the duke of va, 
‘on account of religion, or their natural 
afledtion to liberty, was the occafion, the 
Duich withdrew their obedience from their 
Jawfal fovereign, rebelling in 1572, and 
formed their republick nine years after, 
by the advice and fupport of the enemies 
of Spain, and thro’ the valour of William 
of Naflix prince of Oranges who from 
thence-forward wasappointed captain gene- 
ral of the republick, to be continu’d to his 
fucceflors. 

Tonly mention’d Hollands thaking of 
the yoke, all the United Provinces being 
commonly compriz’d under this name, 
tho’ they are feven, viz. Groningen, Frie/- 
land, Zutphen, Gueldres, which two make 
‘one province, Overy/fel, Utrecht, Holland, 
and Zealand, all which in 1519, made the 
famous league of Utrecht, from which they 
were afterwards call’d United Provinces, 
or Proteftant Low Countries, to diftinguith 
them from the catholick, fubjeét to the 
houfe of Aufria, being the dukedoms of 
Brabant, Limburg, and Luxemburg, the 
counties of Namur, Haynault, Artois, and 
Flanders, the lordthip of Mechlin, the mar- 
gui of the holy empire, and part of the 

lutchy of Gueldres. Av prefent Spain re~ 
tains but afmall part, if we confider what 
has been taken from it by the French and 
Dutch; and now it feems to have loft its 
right over the rebels, firft by the truce 
granted them by king Pdilip THI. and then 
by the peace Philip 1V. concluded in the 
year 1648. 

Tbur/day the twentieth I took boat, and 
having gone feven leagues in fight of cu- 
rious gardens and pleafure-houfes, came 
to Utrecht, paying two fehellings for my 
paflage. There are fo many and fo various 
opinions concerning its name, and fo un- 
certain are the conjectures of feveral au- 
thors who have undertaken to treat of it, 
that ic would be a difficult, and perhaps 
impoffible task to find out the truth. Some 
will have it fo call'd a trajefta Rheni, from 
the paflage of the Rhine; others from the 
legion Iricefime Ulpia viétrix; and others 
will have it to be Ultricefium, or the Tri- 
cefima of Ammianus Marcellinus; but how- 
ever that is, it is now capital of the pro- 
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vince of the fame name, and echjoys a Geman 


wholfome and temperate air, as being 
feated in the Jeaft marthy ground in the 
low countries. Two canals run thro? it, 
the one call’d Vaert, if I miftake not, the 
other, Niewe-Gracht, over cach of which 
there are thirty-five bridges; and thefe 
canals bring large boats laden with goods, 
which they alfo convey to the neighbour- 
ing towns. The molt valuable conveni- 
ency in my opinion is, that there are fifty 
cities within a day’s journey of Utrecht's 
and twenty-fix of them ftand fo, that a 
man may go dine there, and return home 
at night. The fortifications are good, 
and the buildings handfome ; among which 
the moft worthy to be mention’d, are, the 
church of St. Martin, formerly a cathe- 
dral founded by bithop Willebrod, St. 
Saviour’s, St.Peter’s, St. Fobn’s, and Our 
Lady’s magnificently built by the empe- 
ror Fredzrick BarbarofJa, as it were in {a- 
tisfaction for the damage done to the 
churchesat Milan, The citizens are cour~ 
teous and induttrious; nor have they ever 
wanted men of learning: pope Adrian VI. 
‘once tutor to Charles V. was one of them 5 
and I fhall never forget his epitaph, which 
is this, 


ADRIANUS VI. HEIC SITUS EST, QUI 
NIHIL IN ACIUS IN VITA DUXIT, 
QUAM QUOD IMPERARET. 


That is, Here lies Adrian VI. who thought 
bis being in Authority the greatet Unbappi- 
nefi of this Life. 


Were I to play the hiftorian, I would 
obferve how great the authority of the an- 
tient bifhops here was, and what remedy 
was apply’d by Charles the Bald, king of 
France, and how in procefs of time the fo- 
vereignty devolv’d to the Aufirian empe- 
rors, and was from thence transferr’d to 
the fates of Holland; but my defign is 
only to acquaint you with what I {ee, not 
with what I read or hear, and therefore 
only tell you, that having paid three fehel- 
lings and a half for my fupper and bed at 
night, I fet out on Saturday morning in a 
coach, paying ten fehellings for my place, 
and having travell’d feven leagues and a 
half, before night came to this city, where 
Tremain your, Se, 
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Ler. 27, 


LETTER XxXvu. 


Of Nimeguen, Cleves, and Cologn. 


YAving ftay’d fearce two days at 
Nimeguen, alll can tell you of it is, 
that it ftands on the left fide of the Wael, 
which is deeper here than elfewhere, and 
therefore the inhabitants have with great 
induftry made it capable of large thips 
down to the fea, which has convey’d much 
wealth to them, which is much forwarded 
by the fafety of the harbour, and the citi- 
zens inclination to trade. The fortifica~ 
tions are many and regular. As for ftruc- 
tures, there is {till the ancient cattle of Val- 
kenboff, formerly ruin’d by the Normans, 
and finee rebuilt by the emperor Frederick 
Barbarofja, together with Charlemaign’s 
palace. The cathedral is dedicated to 
St. Stephen, and is reckon’d one of the no- 
bleft in thefe parts, as well for magnificence 
of ftrudture, as largenefs, and beauty of 
ornaments. In the choir is the chapel of 
Catharine of Bourbon, wife to Adolphus 
duke of Gueldres. 

Not far from this church is the free 
fchool, extraordinary well adorn’d with 
good ftatues,and farther on, the court,with 
many ftatues of emperors on the frontif- 
piece, and this is all I can tell you as to the 
buildings. As to other particulars, you 
know it is an imperial free city, with the 
privilege of coining, and capital of the 
dutchy of Gueldres, and that its liberty

reaches northward to the aforefaid river, 
eaftward to the dutchy of Cleves, fouth- 
ward and weftward by Holland, tho” it was 
formerly comprehended within the king- 
dom of Friefland, on which it ftill borders. 
This appears by an antient piece of marble 
found on the neighbouring mountain, with 
this infcription, H UCUSQUE JUS 
STAURIAE, Thus far the Liberties of 
Stauria; and Stauria, or Stavera, as Hornius 
gueffés, was the metropolis of Friefland. 
As for the other ftone, with the infcription, 
HIC PES ROMANI IMPERII, This 
is the extent or foot of the Roman Empire, 
perhaps it ought rather to be underftood of 
the German Roman empire than of the an- 
tient Romam, as others have lefs properly 
fancy’d. 

Laft Monday I took a place in the coach 
for five German Florins, being about four 
Neapolitan ducats, and fet out with a gen- 
tleman of Vienna ‘eall’d Signor Varena. 


We din’d at Cleves, three leagues diftant, Cleves. 


and capital of the dutchy of that name, 
feated in 52 degrees latitude, on an eafy 
and pleafane hill, on which is a fquare 
tower, formerly the refidence of the dukes, 
which, tho’ no very antient fabrick to ap- 
pearance, is believ’d to have been built by 
Julius Cafar, becaufe of the infcription {till 
on it. 


ANNO AB URBE CON. DCXCII. C. JULIUS DICTATOR, HIS 
PARTIBUS SUBACTIS, ARCEM CLIVENSEM FUNDAVIT. 


That is, In the Year 692, after the building of Rome, Julius Cwfur the Diffator 
having fubdu'd thefe Parts, founded the Cale of Cleves. 


The faid dutchy of Cleves borders eaft- 
ward on that of Berg, Wefipbalia, and the 
county of Mark, northward on Zutpben 
and Overy/fel, weftward on Guelders and the 
county of Liege, and fouthward on that of 
Coles and Fulicrs. Many rivers run thro? 
it, fome fmall, others great, particularly 
the Rhine, which, befides fertilizing the 
land, affords the advantage of navigation, 
very beneficial to feveral places. 

Dake Yobn William dying in the year 
1609 without iflue,the fucceffion was ftifly 
contended for between the marquis elector 
of Brandenburg, the duke of Newburg, the 
duke of Deux-Ponts, and the marquis of 
Burgaw, all pretending by wives of the 
houle of Cleves; but, as you well know, 


only the two firft divided it between them 
by force of arms, fo that the dutchy we 
ipeak of now belongs to the Branden- 
burgers. The city is fmall, but has many 
beautiful and remarkable ftruétures, and 
good churches belonging to the catholicks. 

We proceeded five leagues from Cleves 
to Guelders, where we lay, and on Tue/day 
went on feven leagues to Nuys, and lattly, 
yelterday morning, after riding four 
leagues, we came to thiscity, where lam 
at your fervice, ready to depart this very 
day as foon as I have din’d. 


Cologn, by the Germans call’d Coeln, lies Cologs. 


in fifty-one degrees of latitude, and twenty- 
feven and forty minutes of longitude. It is 
generally thought to have been built by 

the 
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the Ubii, a people of Germany; who at the 
time when Agrippa, fon-in-law to duguftus, 
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now mens tafté is extraordinary nice. The Geseres, 
cathedral is a very large and ancient church ~N™ 


commanded the Romar army in thefe parts, 
pat'd the Rhine, flying from the fuperior 
power of their enemies the Suevians, and 
being admitted to his friendfhip, obtain’d 
fo good a place to fix their habitation ; 
but it is not cafy to find what name they 
gave their new city. Afterwards; in the 
days of the emperor Claudius, it was made 
acolony, and call’d Agrippina, in honour 
of Fulia Agrippina, mother to Nero, who 
was born there, It was alfo call’d Colonia 
Claudia Augufta Agrippinenjium, in fome 
antient inferiptions. 

About the year 462 it was taken by the 
French under the conduct of Childerick, 
and in 949 it was taken from them by the 
emperor O/ho, who made ita free city 5 it 
was then call’d the new German Rome, for 
its magnificence, wealth, beauty, and mul- 
titude of inhabitants; but at prefent am 
of opinion no fuch great account can be 
made of it; for tho? rich, and driving a 
confiderable trade by means of the rivers 
yet if we look to its extent, itis but an 
Talian mile and a half long, anda quarter 
in breadth, in the form of a half-moon, 
‘on the left bank of the Rbine, for which 
reafon there is never a fine ftraic ftreet 
throughout the city; but, excepting one, 
indifferently feated, and lefs than half a 
mile in length, all the reft are narrow, 
crooked, and mif-thapen. As to the forti- 
fications, there is a double wall, but weak, 
and moft of it antient; the houfes about 
the Eigelfiein-gate may be call’d conve- 
hient, and indifferent uniform, the reft 
towards St.Severin’s gate the moft wretched 
and barbarous in the world, and in fhort 
there is fearce any thing init worth taking 
notice of. 

‘The town-houfe was formerly a good 
firusture in the days of the Sicambri, for 
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of five ifles, but fo void of ornament, that 
ir would look ‘hideous were it not for the 
fine tombs in it of feveral archbifhops and 
princes both in marble and brafs; and bet 
hind the high altar, in a fmall chapel, are 
kept the heads of the three holy kings, 
Gajpar, Melchior, and Balihafars and on 
the altar itfelf is the body of St. Hngelbertus, 
and other confiderable relicks. St. Mater- 
nus, difciple to St. Peter, who dy’d in the 
year 134, is faid to have been the firft-bi- 
hop of Cologn. The churches of the Ma- 
chabees and of the eleven thoufand virgins 
are handfome, but much inferior to the 
moft indifferent in Italy you may guefs 
what the reft are, being very many, and 
yetofno note, In the palace isa famous 
tower, adorn’d with fome ftatues, and ata 
fmall diftance the Fews fynagogue, calla 
Ferufalem, where they thew a picture of the 
hand of Apelles ; lev them anfwer for the 
truth of it, 

On the oppofite bank of the river ftood, 
formerly a tort, built by the Romans, to 
which there was a bridge built by Conftan- 
tine the Great, according to the tradition 
of this country 5 but it was afterwards de- 
ftroy’d by bithop Bruno in the year 1124, 
and at prefent there are only a few cottages, 
inhabited by Lutherans. This archbitho- 
prick, which is divided into the upper and 
the lower diocefes, borders northward on 
the country of Cleves and Mark, caftward 
on the dutchy of Bergs, fouthward on the 
archbithoprick of Zreves, and weftward on 
Guelders and Fuliers. 

I know you are acquainted with much 
better things than I can write you, but 
thefe may ferve to clear any doubts, that 
you may know how things really are, and 
not fuppofe them to be better; and fo 
Tremain, &c.

Mentz, Frankfort, Nuremberg, Ratisbon, Paflaw, and Lintz. 


Hx ftay’d but two days at Colzgn, 
and feen what was moft remarkable, 
as near as I could, I took boat on the 
twenty-feventh of the laft month, about 
noon, for /rankfort, the watermen working, 
fo well, thar we came to the village of 
Witrich by the time it was dusk, where we 
{pent the night very pleafantly ; bur as 
foon as it was day proceeding on our way, 
foon came to Bor, four German leagues 
from Colon.

This city,the ufual refidence of the arch- 
bithop elector of Cologn, is feated in fifty 
degrees forty minutes latitude, on the lefc 
fide of the Rhize, {aid to have been built 
by Drujus, in the reign of the emperor 
Augufius, tofecure that pafs on the river 
yet there are fome long-fighted wits who 
place the foundation of it 1 know not how 
many ages before the deftruction of Tray. 
Tt is now a ftrong place, yet very {mall for 
a city, withouc any handfome ftreets or 
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fightly ftructures, tho? the eleétoral palace 
were a thoufand times more ftately than 
it is. 

After dinner we return’d to the boat, 
and as we advane’d I was pleas’d to ob- 
ferve the fun gilding the tops of the hills, 
curioufly cover’d with vines and fruit-trees. 
Paffing by the little village of Nowncourt, 
and obferving a fine monaftery of Bernar- 
dine nuns there is ina {mall ifland, we pro- 
ceeded in fight of many noble houfes on 
both fides of the river to the yillage of 
Latriftorf, which is on the right, oppofite 
to the town of Andernach, and belonging 
to the archbifhop of T7eves, where we lay 
that night. As foon as it was day we went 
on, pals’d by the village of Lans, and then 
the archbifhop’s palace, abandon’d, as the 
people fay, on account of being haunted, 
the evil fpirits taking delight in that cu- 
Fious place; and having run fix leagues, 
eame to the fort of Evenbretftein, on the 
rightof the river, and fubject to the fame 
archbifhop. On the top of the hill is a 
ftrong and regular citadel, with a conve- 
nient dwelling for the governor, and on 
the fide of the hill a great caftle for the 
aforefaid archbifhop to refide in when he 
thinks fit, to which end there isa fine fpa- 
cious and well order’d garden; and both 
thef¢ places are well furnifh’d with cannon. 

On the oppofite bank, over to which 
there isa fine ftone bridge, ftands the city 
of Coblentz, by the Latins call’d Confluen- 
tia, becaufe near by it the waters of the 
Rhine and the Mae/e join; and by another 
name, Colonia Augufa Ulpia Vidirix. Ic is of 
an indifferent magnitude,and the belt of the 
arehbifhoprick, next to Zreves, full of rich 
fhops, and a numerous garifon, yet the 
ftreets are too crooked and narrow. It 
abounds in all forts of provifions, and par- 
ticularly the German Neéar, that is, wine, 
by reafon of many pleafant cryftal ftreams, 
which running down from the fruitful hills 
to the river, curioufly water the well cul- 
tivated gardens and fertil vineyards. 

Since we are {peaking of the archbi- 
fhoprick of Treves, it is proper before we 
leave it to obférve, that it borders north- 
ward on the county of Naffaz, the dutchy 
of Mons, and the archbifhoprick of Co- 
logn eaftward on the Landigraviate of 
Heffis fouthward on Lorrain, and wett- 
ward on the dukedom of Lusembung. 

To return to my journey, the firft thing 
E faw after dinner was the fimall\ city of 
Lantzren, two German miles. from Eren- 
bretfiein, andon the right fide of theRdine, 

belonging to the elector of Mentz 5 thence 
we advane’d fix leagues, as the watermen 
faid, between pleafanc hills, cover’d with 
thick vines, and lay at Pupert, a {mall 
village of the diocefe of Treves, where the 


houtes, as in moft parts of Germany, are 
fram’d with timber, and the reft isa thin 
wall of mud, and ftones ill laid, by which 
you may guefs at the ftructure. 

Sunday morning, we firlt pafs’d by the 
village of Sangil, belonging to the prince 
of Rhinfeldt, who has there a beautiful and 
ftately houfe on the top of the hill. Tn that 
village I left my heart, for there we parted 
with a young maid that came with us from 
Cologn, and’ had perfeétly charm’d me 
with her wit, beauty, carriage, and mo- 
defty, But this is a fuperfluous obferva- 
tion, and I have not now leifure to talk of 
love. From Sangil we went a league on 
foot to the town of Yefél, on the left of 
the Rbine, belonging to the ftate of Treves, 
where we heard mafs. A German mile far- 
ther on the right-hand is the village of 
Guffi, with a tower call’d Palz, built in 
the midft of the water, well provided with 
men and all warlike ftores... Two leagues 
farther is Babaraba, a village, where the 
eleétor palatine keeps fmall garrifon, and 
here we din’d merrily, thanks to the good 
wine that country abounds in. 

Half a league from thence we paf'd by 
Lark, belonging to the elector of Ment, 
and two leagues farther by the city Pingen, 
on the left, feated on a hill, with a fine 
eaftle, near which the river Nab falls into 
the Rhine, and laftly, lay that night ina 
village on the right call’d Ruitefum, a 
league from the aforeftid city. The nexe 
morning we heard mafs in the neighbour 
ing village of Vinckel, and having, {een that 
of Ziff, paffing by,with many others which 
adorn thae fame right fide for the fpace of 
feven leagues, came late to dine at Mentz. 
F mutt obferve, that if I happen to err in 
the diftances, the fault is not mine, but 
theirs who impofe upon me, for I could 
not meafure them with my eyes, efpecially 
going by water. 


Mentz, by the Latins call’d Maguntia- Meotx 


cum, is feated in fifty degrees thirty minutes 
latitude, and twenty-feven degrees thirty 
minutes of longitude, on the left of the 
Rhine, which not far from thence is join’d 
by the waters of the Miz. sJts territory, 
being water’d by many pleafant brooks 
flowing from the hills, produces plenty of 
all things neceflary for the fupport of hu- 
man life, and panticularly rich wine, as the 
river and: hills furnifh abundance of fifh 
and game. | Part of the, city lies in: the 
plain, the other part rifing, along the fide 
of the hill, but the upper houfes are, mafk 
forfaken.- On the hill ftands a caftle, with 
a great tower, ill provided with men and 
cannon ;, nor does the eieétoral palace: on 
the bank of the river appear to: me any: 
thing confiderable ; for, not to. fpeak: of 
the outfide and fymmetry, having gone 
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over a bridge into a great court, and thence 
jnto the lodgings, the moft retnarkable 
thing I faw was fome tapiltry of foreft 
work, and the gates without any porters. 
Tho’ the city is {mall, ill wall’d, and the 
ftreets winding and uneven, yet there are 
fome good churches in it, among which 
the firit place is due to the cathedral, for- 
merly dedicated to St. Stephen, and now 
bearing the name of St. Martin. Befides 
the conveniency of the aforefaid rivers, 
there isa canal cut, which conveys the wa- 
ter of the little river Omback into the city, 
and the two banks of that canal are join’d 
by a bridge of boats. 

Tuefday the fecond of this month I fet 
out in the common Frankfort boat, which 
at lefs than half a league’s diftance turn’d 
into the river Mein, and began to be drawn 
by horfes, whereas on the Rhine that was 
done by men. «We firtt found on the left 
a finall fore furnifh’d with a few iron guns, 
and the village of Hlierckem on the right, 
then that of Rifel/um on the lefes and laitly, 
having gone feven leagues, din’d at ano- 
ther nam’d Heck/t, whence we advanc’d 
four German leagues more, being as good 
as eight of Flanders, to Frankfort. 

This city is in fifty-one degrees of lati- 
tide, and thirty-one of longitade, on the 
borders of Wetleravia and Franconia, and 
is thought to have been fo call’d as it were 
Francorum tranfitus, the paflage of the 
Franks, for there Charlemaign pats'd his 
army over the ford againft the rebellious 
Saxows. The city is divided into two parts, 
whereof that on the left is call’d little 
Frankfort, or Saxen-baufen, that is, Saxon- 
oujes, and that on the right great Frank- 
(fort, aswell on accoue of the great num- 
ber of flately houfes, broad ftreets, and 
other remarkable ftrnétares, as for che 
ftrong walls and baftions that encompafs 
it, being in figure almoft oval. Here is a 
mighty trade, not only of Germany, but 
many other parts, at the two fairs fo fa- 
mouis throughout all Evrope, kept at Eater, 
and in. September, when there is a mighty 
fale’ of books. Tho’ the Lutherans are 
more numerous tian’ the catholicks, and 
have the government in their hands, yet 
the latter have the free exercife of their 
religion, anc Several fine churches, the 
chief of which is dedicated to St.Bartholo- 
mew,. and has an extraordinary clock, 
which fhews the motions ofall the planets 5 
bur this freedom of the catholicks is no 
extraordinary favour, for the Fews enjoy 
the fame. The liberty of this imperial 
city doth not extend above a league about 
cover fome villages, bordering, eaitward on 
Hanover, fouthward on Heffe Darmjtadt, 
weftward on the archbifhoprick of Wentz, 
and northward on /Petteravia; fo thar the 
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belt it has to boaft of is, that the king of G 


the Romans is elected in it, whete it is to —V 


be obferv’d, that if two princes fhould 
happen to be chofen at the fame time, 
neither of them may enter the city till he 
has vanquith’d his competitor in the field, 
and prevail’d on him amicably co quit his 
title, as we read has happen’d several 
times. The houfe where the election is 
miade is call’d Remer, and before it is & 
curious fountain; and here the Scheffen or 
fheriffs mect, with the Suit, to decide 
caufes, as do the burghermatters, for fuch 
matters as relate to them; and for publick 
affairs the fenate, compos’d of forty-two 
elders, among which there are always two 
butchers, two fhoemakers, two bakers, 
two fimiths, and one fkinher; but taylors 
are not now admitted, perhaps for fear left 
they fhould cut coo large Nips of cabbage 
from the publick. 

The next morning 1 fet our in a coach; 
paying four tallers for my place, to Nu- 
remberg, and paling over ihco the lefler 
Frankfort on a handfome ftone bridge, 
took notice it was very well fortify’d, and 
inhabited by rich merchants. Then tra- 
velling thro’ a delicious wood of antient 
pine and fir-trees, at two in the afternoon 
found we had travell’d four leagites to the 
village of Siargfaf, where having eaten a 
bit, and refted a while in the coach, we 
proceeded half a league to the town of 
Afchemburg, belonging to the elector of 
Mentz,shere is a iquare caflle, well enough 
built; chen palling by fome villages and 
delightful plains, all cover’d with green 
viltes, we came to lie at Reinfeld, where 
we had'a fupper and bed fit for Anchorites: 

Fhurflay morning, having gone two 
Teagues in the coach, we were fain to walle 
up a high fteép hill, and then leaving, be- 
hind us a’ good town call’d Milder 
din’dat the village of Ky/ 
ritory of Mentz ends, whence w 
through mountain and woody gr 
the city of Pichigcbian, it Iname it right, 
and lay thac night, uneafily enough, at the 
village of Semiringhen. The next morn- 
ing we travell’d two leagues to Nab, 
longing to the bithop of Winzhirg, then 
three farther to Kiffoly, a village of the 
Gle&tor of Brandenburg, where we din'd, 
After which we went on, thro? fome plains 
and fome hills, to Windjen, & city fubject 
to the emperor; and ther two farther, to 
the village of Linden, where we Tay with 
as little conveniency as the night before. 

Saturday the fixth, after riding, fous, 
Teagues, the on¢ half of the way oyer moun 
tains cover'd with tall fpreading pine-trees, 
we came to a greac village call’d Fure, 
anda league thence to Nuremberg,fonarm’d 
from che antitne Norici, who pafs’d over 

from. 
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Gemexut. from the other fide of the Danube to dwell 
<“W~ in the Hercynian foreft, for fear of the 


Nurem- 
berg. 


Huns. The city is feated on a fandy foil, 
infifty degrees of latitude, and thirty-four 
of longitude, the river Regnitz paffing near 
by, and thatof Pegnits through it, which 
daft there forms two iflands, Trade has 
increas’d and enlarg’d it to near feven miles 
in compafs; the broadeft part fronting to 
the fouth, where icis fartheft from the 
Regnitz. Both the ftreets and {quares are 
Tpacious, and well pav’d; and two of them 
arevery remarkable for being adorn’d with 
soft curious fountains, not to mention the 
fine palaces, and feveral markets, taking 
their names from the feveral commodities 
fold in them ; in fome whereof there are 
ftatues no way contemptible. ‘The town- 
houfe, which they call Vocans, hasa ftately 
front, and over its great gate are the city 
arms, being aneagle witha woman’s head. 
Along the walls of the hall there are 
benches rais’d three {teps from the ground, 
with a fmall chair on the left hand, and a 
fpace in the middle, fhutup with brafs ba- 
nifters; and thro’ this hall is the way into 
the court, where the fenators meet to try 
caufes. Ever fince the days of Charles IV. 
when the government of the city was 
chang’d from a Demecracy almoft into an 
Arifiocracy, there are twenty-fix of thefe 
fenators, whereof thirteen are call’d matters 
of the city, and the reft theriffs, being al- 
ways chofen of twenty-cight noble fami- 
lies; and it is to be obferv’d, that by their 
antient conftitution, no doétor of the civil 
Jaw can be made a fenator; and therefore 
in difficult cafes they only confult three 
lawyers. When any extraordinary bufinels 
requires, two hundred citizens meet in 
council, and are chofen out of the three de- 
grees of fenators, merchants and commons. 

On the top of the hill are two caftles, 
‘one of which was built by the emperors 
for a dwelling, and the way up to it from 
the city isa path cut in the rock; the 
other at this time is a publick granary. 
Moft of the fabrick is of a fort of ftone, 
dug out of the neighbouring hills, which 
isatfirft very foft, and afterwards hardens 
by degrees ; and the walls and towers of 
the city areof the fame. The river isalfo 
of great ufe for corn and powder mills ; 
asalfo for the iron and brafs works, and 
cafting of cannon. Where it is to be ob- 
ferv’d that the people of Nuremberg have 
been very longmuchdelighted infire-arms ; 
and therefore there is a place appointed, 
where on holydays, befides fencing, with 
German aGtivity, they practife thooting 
with musket and cannon. In this city 
is alfo ftill preferv’d the antient cuftom 
of burying the dead without the walls, 
and therefore there isa large piece of land 


call’ St. Fobn’s church-yard, whither they 
carry all the bodies both of hereticks, 
and of the few catholicks there are, As 
the Mabometans fet up two ftones, the one 
at the head, and the other at the foot of 
the grave, with the perfon’s name and 
country, the time of his death, and 
any aétion of his lite ; f the people of 
Nuremberg hang, over their country graves 
a brafs tablet, contait ing the arms, and 
fome infcription in praife of the deceafed, 
But if a man would make the very {tones 
burft with laughing, he need only thew 
them the caps the meaner fort of women 
wear, and fome other things I know not 
what to compare to, us'd by thole of 
better quality. 

Sunday the feventh, I fet out for Ratisbon, 
Paying three florins for a place in the coach, 
and having travell’d four leagues, din’d 
in the village of Pojpaw, where, much 
againft my will, I was forc’d to {peak 
Latin ; becaufe I underftood not the feveral 
languages of any of my company. Con- 
tinuing our journey we pafs’d through the 
city of Newen-Marcbt, and when the fun 
began to decline reach’d a village, call’d 
Deyningen, belonging to the duke of Ba- 
varia, as does the aforefaid city. Here 
we pafs'd the night merrily, thanks to 
about thirty peafants, who had features 
likefatyrs, and play’d on their ruftick in 
ftruments, like Bacchanals, dancing, and 
every now and then toffing off their extra- 
vagant goblets, not much inferior in bignefs 
to Minerva’s thield, made by the emperor 
Vitellius, 

The next morning we took coach, the 
weather being fomewhat rainy, and riding 
four leagues came to the village of Hemaut, 
in the dominions of the elector Palatine: 
where ina ftove we foon eas’d ourfelves of 
cold and hunger. Here I made a good 
obfervation of the need we have of fpittle 
towards digeftion; that is, I confider’d 
the mighty providence of nature, which 
has fo plac’d ic in certain vefféls, and par- 
Ucularly on the tongue, that the very fcent 
and nearnefs of meat, or even the thought 
of it, is fuficient to provoke and draw it 
whence to exprefs an earneftnefs fora thing, 
it is ufual to fay, ic makes one’s mouth 
water; by which it plainly appears noc 
to be barely an excrement. After dinner 
we travell’d three leagues along a very bafe 
road, and aboutevening came to Ratishort, 
or, asthe Germans call it, Regen/purg, a 
name taken from the river Regen, which 
lofes itfelf not far off in the Danube, tho? 
by the Romans it was call’d Colonia Augufts 
Tiberi.

of the Danube, and forty-eight degr 
forty minutes latitude, inthe lower Bavaria, 
and 
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and to me feems much longer than it is 

broad. The walls are after the anticnt 

manner, fo that a man may eafily walk 

round on them, under fhelter from the 

rain; but they arc fo weak they'd fearce 

keep out an enemy one day ; nor do the 

houies, ftreets, or churches, deferve to 

have much faid of them. 1 faw nothing 

good in the cathedral but a brafS_ftatue, 

reprefenting Philip William, cardinal of 
Bavaria, bifhop of the city, kneeling 

before a crucifix; but the palace is magni- 

ficent, and worth feeing. They pretend, 

that the body of St. Denis the dreopa~ 

gile, lies in the church of St. Emerentia- 

nus, being brought thither out of France 

by the emperor Arnulfus, which the French 

deny, affirming they ftill have it; but a 

certain author make a jeft of them both, 

faying, that St. Denis never came into 

France. 1 faw the church of St. Auguftin, 

an indifferent ftruéture, and che nuns offi- 

ing within an iron grate, near the high 

altar, with the affiftance of the facriftan ; 

a thing utterly new tome. There are two 

bridges, the one over the Regen, and the 

other over the Danube; this laft built by 

the emperor Henry V. may be reckoned 2 

good ftruéture, confifting of eleven arches, - 
four hundred and feventy paces in length. 

The habit, both of men and women, 

would among us be thought a pretty in- 

vention for a mask in carnival time ; for the 

men among other things wear coarfe wool- 

en fteeple-crown hats, and long beards, 

as rough as pilgrims I mean the meaner 

fort : the women wear a little black mantle, 

with the fame fort of hat on their heads, 

or elf a great cap, made of feveral furs, 

with an hundred forts of hair. It isa free 

imperial city, tho’ the dukes of Bavaria 

refent it fhould be fo in the heart of their 

dominions; and here are alfo held thofe 

diets of the empire, where when the princ 
of Germany were truly free, matters of. 
confequence and general advantage to the 
publick were handled; not as is practis’d 
at prefent, when nothing of confideration 
is mention’d there, befides the fupplies for 
the war againft the Turks in Hungary 3 
and tho’ the great men of the empire are 
at fuch charge in affembling, as foon as 
the tax, or impofition requir’d, is once 
fettled, the reft is always put off from one 
diet to another for ever ; a mighty griev- 
ance, connived at, and perhaps contriv’d 
by the prefent reigning family 5 obferv’d 
inhis time, by M2. Paulus Fovius. 

Taking another coach at Ratisbon, I 
came at night to the village of Maurin, 
diftant from the city five leagues of excel- 
Jent road, on the right fide of the Danube. 
Setting out thence again on Wedne/day 
morning, after a league’s riding, I came to 
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the city of Straubing, belonging to the duke Genet. 


of Bavarias which tho’ fmall, has one 
handfome fquare, anda church indifferent 
flately. Here I took boat, and running 
down the river took mighty pleafure in 
viewing both the banks adorn’d with fine 
houfes, and villages, and well cultivated 
gardens, for the {pace of eight leagues, 
at the end whereof we took up our 
lodging in the city of Filtz-Owwen, fo call’d 
from the river Hiltz, which falls not far 
fromitinto the Danube. 


The next morning, having travell’d four Paflaw. 


leagues, between hills, we came before 
noon to Paffaw, a city, by the Latins 
calld Patavium, and Batavium, giving 
its name to a great diocefs, whofe bifhop 
isalfoa temporal prince. Ieisin the lower 
Bavaria, upon the very fpot where the 
river Jn falls into the Danube on the 
fouth fide, and the Z//s on the north, fo 
that the J» pafles on its right, and the 
Danube on the left. Thefe three rivers 
haveas it were three cities oppofite to one 
another, viz. Paflawon the Danube In- 
ftadt on the Jn, and Ilifadt on the Ills 5 fo 
that it might with good reafon be call’d one 
city, divided into three parts, and joyn’d 
by wooden bridges. The bifhop has a 
good palace on the hill over Injéadt, and 
on thatof Paffawa fort, more remarkable 
for its fituation, than for fortification, or 
cannon. The faid rivers obftruct this 
ity’s extending itfelf in breadth s but in 
length it ftretches about half a German 
Teague, which is the meafure of its only 
great ftreet. The houfes and palaces are 
all uniform ftruétures, efpecially thofe buile 
fince the fire, among which the bifhop’s is 
moft remarkable, The cathedral will be 
extraordinary beautiful, when the painting 
now in hand is finith’d ; and were there 
nothing elfe it deferves to be feen for the 
fake of a moft beautiful iron gate, of 
terly workmanthip. So in the 7g 
church, the fineft and moft curious thing 
in my opinion is, the ornament of the 
chapels delicately wrought in ebony. 
Holding on our courte along the Danube, 
which being {wollen here with the waters 
of feveral rivers, is now ten fathom deep, 
running fierce and {welling s we ran ina 
fhort ume ten leagues to the city of 
formerly call’d Colonia Aureliana, 
onthe right of the Danube, in forty-eight 
degrees, thirty-four minutes latitude, and 


thirty-two of longitudes bue there are 


many houfes on the other fide of the river, 
‘over which there is a good ftone bridge. 
Some reckon it the capital of the upper 
Aufiria, others not; however that is, no 
place is more pleafant and delightful, and 
affords fo much fport of fifhing and hunt- 
ing. Onthetopof the hillis a large and 
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Geet. ftately caftle, built there by the archdukes, 
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Yefterday we ran full feven leagues be- 


and at a finall diftance a monaftery of 
Gapuchins ; nor do the other parts of the 
city want for good churches, markets and 
palaces, being full of rich citizens, by 
reafon of its two fairs, held every year, 
one at Eafterand the other on the twenty- 
fourth of Auygu/t, not to mention the beau- 
tiful fuburb leading to Paffaw. Lintz was 
formerly very famous, on account of the 
emperor Frederick Il’s being befieg’d in it, 
after his return from his mighty enterprizes 
in Jtaly ; but it afterwards became much 
more renowned in the year 1532, by the 
flaughter of almoft fifteen thonfand Turks, 
who came to attack it. 

The next day continuing our journey 
along a mountainous way, very pleafantly 
fhaded by very tall, thick, and fpreading 
pine-trees wefirft, after a league’sriding, 
pafied by the thetownof Stayfok, lying at 
the foot of a hill; and three leagues fur- 
ther the city Zns, ftanding alfo on a hill, 
but much decay'd from its formergrandeur, 
At about fifteen leagues diftance, we faw 
on another hill the famous monaftery of 
Melick, the nuns whereof have the fove- 
reignty of the town of the fame name; 
and we were told the revenue of the mo- 
naftery amounted to one hundred thoufand 
florins. ‘We ran {till down the fame river 
five leagues, in fight of good vineyards, 
and lay thatnightat Sur/tain, on the left 
fide of the Danube, not far diftant from 
the city of Krembs, near which there is an- 
other mighty wealthy monaftery of nuns, 
call’d Ketovia. 


fore dinner, to the town of Dulim, where 
the river fpreads very much, becaufe the 
country is plainer, and is a place remark- 
able, for that there the king of Poland, 
with his army, joyn’d the duke of Lorrain, 
in order torelieve Vienna, then befieg’d by 
the Turks, Two leagues beyond it we 
faw the third rich monaftery, call’d Cloften- 
nimberg, and a little further, the hill Ka- 
lemberg, from which the chriflian army 
march’d down, in order of battle; and, to 
conclude, having gone another league,came 
to this glorious and imperial city, about 
fun-fetting. Intending to fet out in the 
morning, for the camp at Buda, and hav- 
ing hitherto feen but little of this place, 
ir will not be pradlicable to give you any 
account of it till my return. It therefore 
Only remains, that I beg the continuance 
of your favour, and that you will remem- 
ber me in your prayers, efpecially if ic 
fhall pleafe God to take me out of this 
world, fighting forhisglory, Dear friend, 
perhaps I fhall fee you again, but if hea- 
ven has decreed otherwife, affure yourfelf, 
that, asfar as may be, I fhall always pre- 
ferve the fame affection for you in another 
life, and am,

being the time I engag’d to meet 
my two comrades, Major Francis 
‘Morrifon, and Major Richard Fox, 

at London, in order to a full accomplith- 
ment of our purpofe to feck our fortunes 
in Virginia, (purfuant to our agreement 
the year before in Holland) all parties very 
punctually appear'd at the time and place 
affign’d, and were all {till in the fame 
mind, fully bent to put in. practice what 
we had fo folemnly agreed upon, our in- 
clinations that way being nothing abated, 
but were rather quicken’d, by the new 
changes that we faw in the ftate of things, 
and that very much for the worfe : For 
if our fpirits were fomewhat deprefs'd in 
contemplation of a barbarous reftraint 
upon the perfon of our king in the J/e 
of Wight s to what horrors and defpairs 
muft our minds be reduc’d at the bloody 
and bitter ftroke of his affaflination, at 
his palace of Whitehall ? 

This unparallel’d butchery made the 
rebels caft away the feabbards of their 
fwords with both their hands, in full re- 
folution never to let them meet again, 
either by fabmiffion or capitulation 5 fo 
that the fad profpeét of affairs in, this 
jun@ture, gave fuch a damp to all the 
royal party who had refolved to perfevere 
in the principle which engaged them in 
the war, that a very confiderable number 
of nobility, clergy, and gentry, fo cir- 
cumftanc’d, did Ay from their native 
country, as from a place infeéted with 
the plague, and did betake themfelves 
to travel any where to fhun fo hot a 
contagion, there being no point on 
the compafs that would not fuic with 
fome of our tempers and circumftances, 
for tranfportation into foreign lands. 
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Of the number who chofe to fteer their Noxwoon. 
courfe for America, fuch of them as in-“W™ 


clin’d to try their fortunes at Surinam, 
Barbados, Antigua, and the Leeward Mflands, 
were to be men of the firft rate, who 
wanted not money or credit to balance 
the expence neceflary to the carrying on 
the fugar works : And this confideration 
alone was enough to determine our choice 
for Virginia, had we wanted other argu- 
ments to engage us in the voyage. ‘The 
honour Thad of being nearly related to 
Sir William Barkeley the governor, was no 
fmall incitation to encourage me with 2 
Tittle ftock to this adventure : Major 
Morrifin had the king’s commiffion to be 
captain of the fort ; and Mr. Fox was to 
fhare in our good or bad fuccefs: But 
my beft cargaroon was his majefty’s gra- 
cioug letter in my favour, which took 
effedt beyond my expectation, becaule it 
recommended me (above whatever I had 
or could deferve) to the governor’s par- 
ticular care. 


To proceed then, without any farther 
exoraium, to the fubject of this narrative 
It fell out to be about the firft day of 
September, Anvio 1649, that we grew ac- 
quainted on the Royal- Exchange with Capt 
‘john Locker, whofe bills upon the pofts 
made us know he was maiter of a good 
fhip, (untruly fo call’d) The Varginia Mer- 
¢hant, burden three hundred tons, of foree 
thirty guns, or more: We were not long, 
in treaty with the captain, but agreed 
with him for ourfelves and fervants at fix 
pounds a head, to be tranfported into 
ames River ; our goods to be paid for at 
the current price. 
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A Voyage to Virginia. 


About the fifteenth day, we were or- 


“V™ dered to meet the fhip at Gravefind, where 


the captain was to clear with his mer- 
chants, and we to make our feveral 
payments; which when we had perfor- 
ined, we ftaid not for the fhip, but took 
poft for the Downs, where, with fome 
impatience, we expeéted her coming there. 
About the fixteenth ditto, we could fee 
the whole fleet under fail, with a fouth- 
weft wind ; which having brought them 
to that road, kept them there at anchor, 
until our money wasalmoft Spent at Deal. 
September 23. the wind veered to the 
eaft, and we were fummoned by figns and 
guns to repair on board. We had a frefh 
large gale three days, which cleared us of 
the channel, and put us out of foundings. 
With this propitious beginning we pur- 
fued our courfe for about twenty days, 
defiring to make the weftern iflands ; at 
which time the cooper began to com 
that our water-cask was almoft empty, 
alledging, that there was not enough in 
hold, for our great family (about three 
Hundred and thirty fouls) to ferve a 
month. 


Scarcity of Our early want of water gave the ma- 


abaser. 


fter an alarm, and an occafion to confult 
with his officers for a remedy to fo impor- 
tant an evil as that might be, if not 
timely helped. We were now, by all 
accounts, very near the weftern iflands: 
Fyall was that we were likely firft to fee, 
and our captain refolved to touch there 
to fupply this defeét, as the moft commo- 
dious port for our purpofe ; and this was 
good news to the paflengers, who are 
always glad at fight of land. 

The day-break of O@ober 14th, fhewed 
us the peck of that if_and, the higheft 
and moft con{picuous land of any T have 
heard the feamen mention for land-marks, 
except that of Teneriff, We food direétly 
for the harbour, which is alfo a good 
road, land-lock’d by the peek, which 
ftands eafterly about a mile diftant from 
the town. 

Affoon as we had faluted the caftle, 
and returned thanks for being civilly an- 
fwered, captain John Tatam, our country- 
man, did the fame from aboard his goodly 
Ship the Yobx. He was newly returned 
from Bra/il, in the kingdom of Portugal’s 
fervice, and now bound for Lifton, with a 
rich freight, and fome lady of great nove, 
who with her family took paffage’ with 
him. 

The Engl/> merchants from the town 
came foon on board our fhip, and gave 
us a very civil welcome. Of them, one 
Mr. Andrews invited me, with my two 
comrades, to refreth our felves with fruit 
and meat fuch as the ifland produced, 


Our captain dined with us at his houfe, 
and fo did captain Tatam, who in like 
courteous manner engaged us all to dine 
on board his fhip the next day. e vi- 
fited the peach-trees for our defert, of 
which I took at leaft adouble fhare, and 
did not fail to vifit and revific them in 
the dead of night, to fatisfy a ravenous 
appetite nature has too prodigally given 
me for that fpecies, } 

The next morning we furveyed ‘the 
ifland, and thought the caftle well for- 
tified, efpecially on the fea-barr’d parts. 
The governor very civilly declared, he 
had lately received command from his 
majefty the king of Portugal, to treat all 
fhips thar belonged and were faithful to 
the king of Grea? Britain, with more than 
common courtefy, ashe, forhis part, did 
in all we could defire. 

A little before the time of dinner cap- 
tain Tatam had fent his boats to bring us 
on board his hip; and it was well for us 
he did fo, our fhip’s long-boat haying 
been ftavedin pieces the night before, by 
the feamens negleét, who had all tafted 
fo liberally of new wine, by the commo- 
dioufnelS of the vintage, that they lay up 
and down dead drunk in all quarters, in a 
fad pickle. 

‘The lofs of our long-boat, as it was 
likely to make our watering tedious, and 
chargeable to the owners, fo did it expofe 
us to the hazard of many inconveniencies 
and perils in the whole courfe of our 
voyage, wherein frequent occafions occur 
that render that boat neceflary to pre- 
ferve the whole fabrick and lives of the 
fhip and company; but co this breach 
no other reparation was applicable, but 
by recourfe to that great ftock of patience 
we were to be farnifhed withal for our 
fupport in the mighty ftraights we muft 
encounter before we come to fafe port. 

@ur captain difabled hereby to take 
the beft courfe for our difpatch, made 
choice of the next beft way to effect it, 
by the ifland boats; and having ordered 
his officers to ufe all’ diligence, and 
greater care than before, he led the van 
into Tatam’s boat, which brought us fafe 
on board the Fob. 

‘At our arrival we were welcomed with 
a whole tyre of guns, and'with a very 
Kind afpeét in the captain. He gave us 
excellent wines to drink before dinner, 
and at our meat as good of other forts 
for conceétion. There was a handfome 
plenty of fth and fowl, feveral ways 
cooked, to relith the Portriguese’s and the 
Englifo palates; and, which made ovr 
entertainment more complete, he had 
prevailed with that great lady, with her 
pretty fon of about twelve years old (tho* 
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contrary to the cuftom even of the meaner 
fort at land) to fic av the table with us. 
She was taller than the ordinary ftacure of 
thac nation, finely fhap’d, had a very 
clear fkin; her eyes and hair vying for 
the blacknefs and beauty of the jets her 
modefty ferved, without any other art, 
to put a tinéture of red upon her face 5 
for when the faw herfelf eavironed with 
a company of ftrange faces, that had or 
might have had beards upon them, her 
blufhes raifed in her face a delicate com 
plexion of red and white, 

‘The captain was our interpreter to tell 
her how much we efteemed our felves 
honoured with her prefence, which (for 
her better juftification) fhe was in a man- 
ner forced to grant us, the fhip affording 
her no other place fit for her retreat whilft 
we were there. Her young fon fat by 
her, on whom all our eyes were fx’d 5 
and our minds united with one opinion, 
that the air and lineaments of his face, full 
of fweetnefs, made him fo like our king 
when he was of that age, that, every one 
whifpering his thoughts to his neighbour, 
we all broke out at length in an open ad- 
miration of {0 great refemblance. 

The healths of the two kings were 
paffing about with thundering peals of 
cannon ; the youth was permitted by 
his mother to kifs the cup, and drink a 
fmall portion to that of our kings and 
the was in fo pleafant an humour at this 
honour done to her fon, that, to clofe 
our feaft, fhe ordered the table to be co- 
vered anew, and a handfome banquet 
placed upon it, which we muft partake 
of before we parted. To conclude this 
rare treat, fhe repeated the health of our 
king in a fort of choice rich wine that 
they make in Brajil, and drank the pro- 
portion the would take, without the allay 
of water, which till then fhe drank with 
Jittle or no wine. 

The approaching night made us take 
leave fooner than our inclinations would 
have led us afhore, the merchants having 
told us, there was no fafe walking the 
fireets in the night, for fear the Pycarces 
(afortof land-pyrates) thould fnatchaway 
our hats and loofer garments, as they ule 
to treat ftrangers, 

When we had paid our thanks to the 
captain, we defired his beft language to 
make our compliments to the lady and 
her fon, which fhe returned with her 
withes for our happy voyage. 

Whilft we were carefs’d in this manner 
on fhipboard, the feamen on fhore con- 
tinued in their debauchery, with very 
little advance of our difparch’s the getting 
water was fo tedious in itfelf for lack of 
our boat, and fo full of delays by drunken 
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with themfelves, that, after fome days 
ftay upon the ifland, when our captain 
refolved to fail away, he found the fhip 
in worfe condition for liquors, than when. 
we came on fhore; for if we gota new 
fupply of water, the proportion was hard- 
ly enough to balance the expence of beer 
that was fpent in the time we got it, 

Some days before we parted, we faw 
the Yobn under fail, bound for Lifton; 
where the captain no fooner arrived and 
difcharged his fhip, but he lifted himfelf 
as a man of war in a fquadron of fhips 
then there, under command of the prince 
Rupert: which I mention for his honour, 
becaufe I have heard the prince acknow- 
ledge in his favour, that he did his duty 
very well when there was like to be an 
occafion of trying his valour, 


It was about the 22d of Offeber that Oster 2> 


we took leave of our landlord and Fyal. 
We had tore of black pigs for frefh 
meat, and I carry’d peaches without num- 
ber. We parted with an cafterly wind 
a topfail gate, which foon brought us in 
to a trade-wind that fayoured us at fifty 
or fixty leagues in twenty-four hours, till 
we came to the height of Bermudas. In 
that latitude it is the general obfervation 
of feamen, that the feas are rough, and 
the weather ftormy. It was my fortune 
to have a curiofity to look out, when the 
officer on the watch fhewed me a more 
than ordinary agitation of the fea in one 
particular place above the refts which 
was the effect of what they call a fpout, 
a raging in the bowels of the fea (like a 
violent birth) ftriving to break out, and 
at laft fprings up like a mine at land, with 
weight and force enough to have hoifed 
our thip out of her proper element, into 
the air (had the helm been for it) and 
to have made her do the fuperfales but 
God’s providence fecured us from that 
danger. 

‘The fight of the ifland was welcome to 
all: the mariners learned thereby our 
true diftance from cape Hasteras; and 
the paffengers were relieved with hopes 
to befoon at fhore from a hungry pefter’d 
fhip and company. 

The gale continued fair till November 8 
then we obferved the water changed; 
and having the lead, we had thirty-five 
fathom of water, which was joyful news ; 
our want of all things necefiary for hu- 
man life, made it fo. 

Towards break of day, weary of my 
lodging, I vifited mate Pusts on the watch, 
and would have treated him with brandy, 
but he refufed that offer, unlefs I could 
alfo give him tobacco, which I had not. 
He faid, it was near break of day, a 

he 
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Noxwoor he would look out to fee what change 


there was in the water. No fooner were 
his feet upon the deck, but with ftamps 
and noife he calls vp the feamen, crying 
out, All hands aloft! Breaches, breaches on 
both fides! All hands aloft! 

‘The feamen were foon on deck with 
this difmal alarm, and faw the caufe 
thereof; but inftead of applying their 
hands for their prefervation (through a 

neral defpondency ) they fell on their 
Bees commending their fouls as at the 
Saft _gafp. The captain came out at the 
noife to rectify what was amifs; but 
feeing how the cafe flood, his courage 
failed. Mate Putts (a ftout feaman) took 
heart again, and cryed out, Is there no 
good fellow that will ftand to the helm, 
and loofe a fail? But of all the fhip’s 
crew there were but two foremaft men 
that would be perfwaded to obey com- 
mands, namely, Thomas Reajin and ‘Fobn 
Smith, men of innate courage, who, for 
their good refolution on that and divers 
other occafions in the various traverfes 
of this voyage, deferve to have their 
names kept in lafting remembrance. 

One of them got up and loofed the 
fore top-fail, to put the {hip (if poffible) 
in ftecrage way, and under command 3 
the other ftood to the helm, and he fhifted 
it in a nick of times for the thip was 
at the point of dafhing on the ftarboard 
breach: and altho’, in the reft of the 
voyage, fhe was wont to be blamed for 
the ill quality of not feeling the helm, 
ihe did, in this important inftance, re- 
deem her credit, and fell round off for 
our refeue from that danger. But the 
fenfe of this efcape lafted but a moment; 
for no fooner was fhe fallen from chat 
breach, but another on the larboard-bow 
was ready to receive her. The fhip’s 
crew, by this time (reproached by the 
courage of Reafin and Smith) were all at 
work and the helm thifting opportunely, 
the fell off again as before. The light 
of the day (which now broke forth) did 
difcover our condition to be altogether as 
perilous as poffible; for we now faw 
our felyes furrounded with breaches ; 
fearce any water like a channel ap- 
peared for a way to fhun them. In this 
fad condition the fhip ftruck ground, 
and raifed fuch a war of water and fand 
together, which fell on the main-chains, 
that now all hopes of fafety were laid 
afide; but the hip being ftill afloat, and 
the feamen all of them now under com- 
mand, nothing was omitted for our pre- 
fervation that was in their power, 

Tom Reajin, fecing the hip go a-head 
‘in the likelieft water for a channel, and 
ordering the helm accordingly, heaved 


the lead; and after a little further ad- 
vance into that new channel, wholly 
againft his hopes, he had a good deal of 
water more than the fhip drew, which 
foon mended upon us, the next caft of 
the lead affording eighteen or twenty 
foot. We ftood to this channel, and the 
light of the morning enabling the quarter- 
mafters to con the fhip, we were by this 
miraculous mercy of God, foon clear of 
the breaches at cape Hatteras, and got 
out to fea, 

No fooner was the fhip freed of this 
danger, and gotten a little into the offing, 
but the feamen (like fo many fpirits) fur- 
veyed each other, as if they doubted the 
reality of the thing, and fhook hands 
like ftrangers, or men rifen from the 
other world, and did fearce believe they 
were, what they feemed to be, men of 
ficth and blood. As they recovered force, 
they made what fail they could to ftand 
to fea-ward, 

‘The gale came frefh atnorth-weft, and 4 
this frefh gale did foon grow up to a vi- 
olent ftorm, which increafed to fo great 
a rigour, feparating us from the land at 
the rate of eight leagues a watch, merely 
with our fore-courfes, infomuch that the 
matter thought it neceflary to ftop that 
career; and, in order thereunto, he did 
advife with his officers to bring the fhip 
about, to furl all fails, and to try with 
the mizzen, 

The mountainous towring north-welt 
feas that this ftorm made, were fo unruly, 
that the feamen knew not how to work 
the thip about. We were already ata 
great diftance from land, and fomething 
mutt be done to hinder our running off 
at that exceffive rate. The firft thing 
they did, was to lower the main-yard, to 
give fome eafe to that maft, by laying it 
on the fhip’s wafte. Our great difficulty 
was, how to deal fo with the fore-fails, 
that the thip might work about with f 
ty, or at leaft with as little hazard as 
poflible. All hands were too little to 


noife ic made by difcharging itfelf in thac 
manner, was like the report of 2 great 
un, and did put us all into a horrible 
tight, which we could not foon fhake 
off. This thock being paft, the {hip about, 
and our fore-fail handled, we now lay 
trying with our mizzen, 
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T cannot forget the prodigious number 


smb of of porpols that did that evening appear 


about the ship, co the aftonifhment of the 
oldeft feamen inher. They feemed to 
cover the furtace of the fea as far as our 
eyes could difcern; infomuch that a muf- 
ket bullet, fhot at random, could hardly 
fail to do execution on fome of them. 
‘This the feamen would look upon as of 
had portent, prediéting ill weather s but 
in our cafe, who were in prefene poffer 
fion of a ftorm, they appeared too late 
to gain the credit of foretelling what 
fhould come upon us in that kind. 

The feas thus enraged, and all in foam, 
the gale ftill increafing upon us, the offi- 
cers on the watch made frequent vilits to 
the round-houfe, to prepare the captain 
for fome evil encounter which this mighty 
tempeft mutt bring forth: and thee 
fears proved reafonable; for, about the 
hours of ten or eleven, our new difafters 
did begin with a crafh from aloft, All 
hands were fummon’d up with loud cries, 
that the fore-topmaft was come by the 
board, not alone, but in conjunétion 
with the fore-maft head broken fhort off, 
juft under the cap, 

This was a fore bufinefs, and put all 
to their wits end to recover to any com- 
petent condition; what could be done 
was done to prevent further mifchiefs ; 
but the whole trim and rigging of a fhip 
depending much upon ftays and tackle 
fixed to that mait, we had reafon to ex- 
pect greater ruins to follow, than what 
had already befallen us. Mate Putt was 
then on the watch, and did not want his 
apprehenfion of what did foon enfue, 
which in all likelihood was to end in our 
utter perditions for about the hours of 
twelve or one at night, we heard and felc 
a mighty fea break on our fore-thip, 
which made fuch an inundation on the 
deck where the mate was walking, that 
he retired back with all diligence up to 
his knees inwater, with hort ejaculations 
of prayers in his mouth, fuppofing the 
fhip was foundering, and at the laft gafp. 
This looked like a ftroke of death in 
every feaman’s opinion: the thip ftood 
flock ftill, with her head under water, 
feeming to bore her way into the fea. 
My two comrades and myfelf lay on our 
platform, fharing liberally in the general 
confternation, We took a fhort leave of 
ach other, men, women, and children. 
All affeulted with the freth terror of 
death, made a moft dolorous outcry 
throughout the fhip, whilft mate Pulls 
perceiving the Rice alone Ted'ot wee 
ter, called out aloud for hands to pump. 
This we thoughta lightning before leathe 
but gave me occafion (as having the beft 
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fea legs) to look out and learn the fub- Noawooo. 
ject of this aftonifhing alarm, which pro “™. 


ved co arife from no lefs caufe than the 
lofs of our forecaftle, with fix guns, and 
our anchors (all but one that was faftened 
toa cable) together with our two cooks; 
whereof one was recovered by a ftrange 
providence. 

This great gap, made by want of our 
forecaftle, did open a paflage into the 
hold for other feas that fhould break 
there before a remedy was found out to 
carry them off, and this made our danger 
almoft infuperable; but it fell out pro- 
pitioufly, that there were divers land- 
Carpenter paffengers, who were very hel 
ful in this diftrels; and, ina ita 
a flight platform of deal was tack’d to the 
timbers, to carry off any ordinary fea in 
the prefent ftraight we were in; every mo- 
ment of this growing tempeft cutting out 
new work to employ all hands to labour. 

The bowfprit, too top-heavy in itlelf, 
having loft all ftays and rigging that 
fhould keep it fteady, fway’d to and fro 
with fuch bangs on the bows, that at no 
lefg rate than the cutting it clofe off, could 
the fhip fubfitt. 

All things were in miferable diforder, 
and it was evident our danger increas’d 
upon us: the ftays of all the malts were 
gone, the fhrouds that remained were loofe 
and ufelefs, and it was eafy to foretel, 
our main-topmaatt would foon come by 
the board. Tom Reajin (who was always 
ready to expofe himfelf) with an ax in 
his hand, ran up with {peed to prevent 
that evil, hoping thereby to eafe the 
main-maft, and preferve it; but the dan 
ger of his perfon in the enterprize, was 
fo manifett, that he was called down 
amains and no fooner was his foot upon 
the deck, but what was feared came to 
pafs with a witnefs, both main and top- 
matt all came down together, and, inone 
thock, fell all to the windward clear into 
the fea, without hurt to any man’s per- 
fon, 

Our main-maft thus fallen to the broad- 
fide, was like to incommode us more 
in the fea, than in her proper ftation; 
for the fhrouds and rigging not lofing 
the hold they had of the thip, every furge 
did fo check the maft (whofe but-end lay 
charg’d to fall perpendicular on the fhip’s 
fide) that it became a ram to batter and 
force the plank, and was doing, the lait 
execution upon us, if not prevented in 
time by edge-tools, which freed the fhip 
from that unexpected affaulcand eaaeie 

Abandon’d in this manner to the fury 
of the raging fea, tofled up and down 
without any rigging to keep the thip 
fteady, our feamen frequently fell over- 
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Noxwoon. board, without any one regarding the 
W™ lofs of another, every man expedting the 


Nov. 17. 


fame fate, tho’ in a different manner. 
The ceilings of this hulk (for it was no 
better) were for the fame caufe fo uneafy, 
that, in many tumbles, the deck would 
touch the fea, and there ftand ftill as if 
fhe would never make another. Our 
mizzen matt only remained, by which 
we hoped to bring the ship about in pro- 
per feafon, which now lay ftemming to 
the eaft, 

In this pofture did we pafs the tenth 
and eleventh days of November the 
twelfth in the morning we faw an Englifh 
merchant, who fhewed his enfign, but 
would not fpeak with us, tho’ the ftorm 
was abated, and the feafon more fit for 
communication. We imagined the reafon 
was, becaufe he would not be compelled 
to be civil to us: he thought our condi- 
tion defperate, and we had more guns 
than he could refift, which might enable 
us to take what he would not fell or give. 
He fhot a gun to leeward, ftood his 
courfe, and turn’d his poop upon us. 

Before we attempted to bring the fhip 
about, it was neceflary to refrefh the fea- 
men, who were almoft worn out with 
toil and want of reft, having had no lei- 
fure of eating fet meals for many days. 
‘The paffengers, overcharged with excef- 
five fears, had no appetite to eat; and 
(which was worft of all) both feamen and 
pafiengers were in a deplorable ftate as to 
the remaining victuals, all like to fall 
under extreme want; for the ftorm, by 
taking away the forecaftle, having thrown 
much water into the hold, our ftock of 
bread (the ftaff of life) was greatly dam- 
nified; and there remained no way to 
drefs our meat, now that the cook-room 
was gone: the inceffant tumbling of the 
thip (as has been obferv’d) made all fuch 
cookery wholly impracticable. The only 
expedient to make fire betwixt decks, 
was, by fawing a cafk in the middle, and 
filling it with ballaft, which made a 
hearth to parch peafe, and broil fale 
beef; nor could this be done but with 
great attendance, which was many times 
fruftrated by being thrown topfy-turvy 
in fpite of all circumfpeétion, to the 
great defeat of empty ftomachs, 

‘The feas were much appeas’d the feyen- 
teenth day, and divers Engli/h thips faw, 
and were feen by us, but would not {peak 
with us; only one, who kept the pump 
always going, for having tafted too libe- 
rally of the ftorm, he was fo kind as to 
accoft us. He lay by tillourwherry (the 
only furviving boat that was left us) made 
himavifit. “The matter fhewed our men 
his leaks, and propofed, that ours would 


fpare him hands to pump in lieu of any 
thing he could fpare for our relief. He 
promifed however to keep us company, 
and give us a tow to help to weather the 
cape, if occafion offered; but that was 
only a copy of his countenance; for in 
the night we loft cach other, and we never 
heard more of him, tho’ he was bound to 
our port. 


The weather now invited us to get the yoy, ,, 


fhip about with our mizzen ; and having 
done fo, the next confideration was, how 
to make fail. The fore matt, all this 
while (as much as was of it) itood its 
ground: and as it was without difpute, 
that a yard muft in the firft place be fixed 
to it, fo was it a matter of no fmall difi- 
culty how to advance to the top of that 
greafy flippery ftump, fince he that 
would attempt it, could take no hold 
himfelf, nor receive any help for his rife, 
by other hands, This was a cafe that 
put all the fhip’s crew to a nonplus; but 
Tom Reafin (a conftant friend at need, 
that would not be baffled by any diffi- 
culty) thewed by his countenance, he had 
a mind to try his skill to bring us out of 
this unhappy crifis. To enceurage him 
the more, all paffengers did promife and 
fubferibe to reward his fervice, in Vir- 
ginia, by tobacco, when God fhould 
enable us fo to do. The proportions 
being fet down, many were the more 
generous, becaufé they never thought to 
fee the place of payment, but expected 
to anticipate that by the payment of a 
greater debt to nature, which was like to 
be exacted every hour by an arreft of the 
mercilefs fea, which made fmall thew of 
taking bail for our appearance in Vir~ 
ginia. 

The manner of Tom Rea/in’s afcent to 
this important work, was thus. Among 
the featter’d parcels of the fhip’s ftores 
he had the luck to find about half a dozen 
iron {pikes fit for his purpofe. His firft 
onfet was to drive one of them into the 
mait, almoft to the head, as high as he 
could reach; which being done, he took 
a rope of about ten foot long, and ha~ 
ving threaded the fame in a block or 
pulleys fo as to divide it in the middle, 

ie made both ends meet in a knot upon 
the fpike, on both fides of the maft; fo 
that the block falling on the contrary 
fide, became a ftirrup to mount upon for 
driving another fpike in the fame m: 
ner: and thus from ftep to ftep, obferv- 
ing the beft advantage of ftriking with 
his hammer in the fmootheft fea, he got 
aloft, drove cleats for fhrouds, to reft 
upon, and was foon in a pofture of re- 
ceiving help from his comrades, who got 
a yard and fails (with other accommo- 
dation) 
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dation) fuch as could be had, and thus 
we were enabled, in few hours time, to 
make fome fail for our port. 

The main-yard, that in the ftorm had 
been lowered to the waft to lie out of 
harm’s way, was now preferred to the 
place of a main maft, and was accord- 
ingly fitted and accoutred, and grafted 
into the ftump of what was left in the 
ftorm, fome eight or ten foot from the 
deck. It was a hard matter to find out 
rigging, anfwerable to that new-fathioned 
mattand yard 5 top-gallant fails and yards 
were moft agreeable to this equipage, 
and was the belt part of our remaining 
ftores, The feas grew every moment 
fmoother, and the weather more com- 
fortable ; fo that for a while we began to 
thake off the vifage of utter defpair, as 
hoping ere long to fee our felves in fome 
capacity co fetch the cape. We difco- 
vered another fhip bound to Virginia, who 
as frankly promifed to ftand by us, the 
wind at N. N. W. We did what could 
be done by a hip fo mangled, to get the 
weather-gage of the cape Henry, conceiy- 
ing our felves to the fouthward of cape 
Hatteras: but by taking an obfervation 
ona fun-fhine day, we found our felves 
carryed by a current we knew not of, to 
the windward, much beyond all our dead 
reckonings and allowances for failing, in- 
fomuch that when we thought we had 
been to the fouthward of the cape, we 
found our felves confiderably fhot to the 
north of Achomat, and that in the opi- 
nion of mate Puits, who was as our north 
ftar. 

We pafted this night with greater ala- 
crity than we had done any other fince 
we had left Fyall; for mate Puits, our 
trufty pilot, did confidently affirm, that, 
if the gale ftood, there would be no que: 
flion of our dining the next day within 
the capes. This was feafonable news, 
our water being long fince fpent, our 
meat fpoiled (or ufelefs) no kind of vic- 
tuals remaining to fuftain life, but a bif- 
ket cake a day for a man; at which al- 
lowance there was not a quantity to hold 
out many days, In the dark time of the 
night, in tacking about, we loft our new 
comrade, and with much impatience we 
expeéted the approaching day 5 the wind 
N. W. 

The morning appeared foggy, as the 
wind veered to the eaft, and that did cover 
and conceal the land from our clearer 
fight; howbeit we concluded by mate 
Putt?’s computation, we were well to the 
northward of the capes. Many times he 
would mount the mizzen top for difco- 
very, as the weather feemed to clear up, 
and would efpy and point at certain hum- 
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ages he had made to that plantation. Un- 
der this confidence he made more fail, the 
day-light confirming him in what he 
thought was right, 

All the forenoon we loft the fight of 
land and marks by trees, by reafon of the 
dark fogs and mifts that were nov yer 
difpelled ; but affoon as the fun, with a 
north-weft gale, had cleared all the coaft 
(which was about the hours of twoor thre: 
o'clock) mate Putts perceived his error 
from the deck, and was convinced, that 
the hum-works of trees he had feen and 
relied on for fure land-marks, had coun- 
ter points to the fouth cape, which had 
mifguided him; and that it was the open- 
ing of the bay which made the land at 
diftance out of fight. 

This fatal difappointment (which was 
now pait human help) might have met 
an eafy remedy, had our fails and rig- 
ging been in any tolerable condition to 
Keep the windward gage (for we had 
both the capes in our fight) but under our 
circumftances it was vain to endeavour 
fach a thing; all our equipage, from 
ftem to ftern, being no better than that 
of a weltern barge, and we could not 
lie within eleven or twelve points of the 
wind. 

Defeated thus of lively hopes we had 
the night before entertain’d to fleep in 
warm beds with our friends in Vi 
it was a heavy fpectacle to fee our felves 
running ata round rate from it, notwith- 
ftanding all that could be done to the 
contrary, Nothing was now to be heard 
but fighs and groans thro’ all that 
wretched family, which muft be foon 
reduced to fo fhort allowance, as would 
juft keep life and foul together. Half a 
biskee cake a day to each (of which five 
whole ones made a pound) was all we 
had to truft to, Of liquors there re- 
mained none to quench thirft: Malaga 
fack was given plentifully to every one, 
which ferved rather to inflame and in- 
creafe thirft, than to extinguifh it. 

The gale blew freth (as it ufes to do) 
towards night, and made a weitern fea 
that carry’d us off ata great rate. Mate 
Putts, extremely abafh’d to fee his confi- 
dence fo miferably deluded, grew fad 
and contemplative, even to the moving 
compaffion in thofe whom his unhappy 
miftake had reduc’d to this milery. We 
cherifh’d him the beft we could, and 
would not have him {o profoundly fad, 
for what was rather his misfortune than 
his faule. 

The wind continued many days and 
nights to fend us out into the ocean, in- 
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“v~ at lJeaft an hundred leagues from the 
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capes, the north-welt gale gave us no truce 
to confider what was beft to do. All little 
helps were ufed by top-gallant fails, and 
maits placed where they could be fixed, 
to keep the windward gage; but, for 
lack of borolins and other tackle to keep 
them {tiff to draw, every great head- 
fea would check them in the wind, and 
rend and tear them in pieces; fo that 
it was an ordinary exercife with us to lie 
tumbling in the fea.a watch or two to- 
gether, driving to leeward, whillt the 
broken fails were in hand to be repaired. 

It would be too great a trial of the 
reader’s patience to be entertain’d with 
every circumftance of our fufferings in 
the remaining part of this voyage, which 
continued in great extremity for at leaft 
forty days from the time we left the land, 
our miferies increafing every hour: I 
fhall therefore omit the greateft number 
of our ill encounters, which were fre- 
quently repeated on us, and remember 
only whaz has in my thoughts been moft 
remarkable, and have made the deepeft 
imprefiion in my memory. 

To give us a little breathing, about 
the nineteenth day the wind fhifted to the 
eaft, but fo little to our avail (the gale 
fo gentle, and the feas made againft us 
like a ftrong current) that, with the fail 
we were able to make, we could hardly 
reckon the fhip thortened the way, but 
that fhe rather loft ground. In lefs than 
two watches the gale faced about; and if 
we faved our own by the change, it was 
all we could pretend unto. 

Our mortal enemy, the north-weft gale, 
began afrefh to fend us out to fea, and 
to raife our terrors to ahigher pitch. One 
of our pumps grew fo unfix’d, that it 
could not be repair’d; the other was 
kept in perpetual motion ; no man was 
excus'd to take his turn that had ftrength 
to perform it. Amongft the manifold 
perils that threatened every hour to be 
our laft, we were in mortal apprehenfion, 
that the guns which were all aloft, would 
fhew us a flippery trick, and fome of 
them break loofe, the tackle that held 
them being grown very rotten: and it 
was another providence they held fo long, 
conlidering how immoderately the hip 
rolled, elpecially when the fails were 
mending that fhould keep them fteady, 
which was very near a third part of our 
time, whilft we plyed to the windward 
with a contrary gale. 

To prevent this danger which mutt be- 
fal when any one gun fhould get loofe, 
mate Puits found an expedient by a more 
than ordinary fmooth water ; and by 
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placing timber on the hatch-way, to 
fupply the place of fhrouds, he gor then 
fafe in hold; which tended much to 
our good, not only in Temoving the pre- 
fent danger, but by making the thip (as 
feamen fay) more wholefome, by have- 
ing fo great weight removed from her 
upper works into her centre, where bal- 
Init was much wanted, 

But the intolerable want of all provi- 
fions, both of meat and drink, joftled 
the fenfe of this happinefs foon out of 
our minds. And to aggravate our mi- 
fery yetthe more, it was now our intereft 
to pray, that the contra ale might 
ftand's for whilit the vere era held, 
we had rain water to drink, whereas at 
eaft the wind blew dry. 

In this miferable pofture of thip and 
provifion, we reckoned our felves driven 
to the eaft, in lefs than a week’s time, at 
leaft two hundred leagues, which we de- 
{paired ever to recover without a miracle 
of divine mercy. The ftorm continued 
fo freth againft us, that it confounded 
the moft knowing of our fhip’s company 
in advifing what courfe to take. Some 
reckoned the fhip had made her way 
mott foutherly, and therefore counfelled 
we fhould put our felves in queft of the 
Bermudas iflands, as to the neareft land 
we could hope to make: but that motion 
had greatoppofition in regard of the win- 
ter feafon, which would daily produce 
infuperable difficulties, and give greater 
puzzle in the difcovery of it, than our 
circumftances would admit. Others would 
fay, The furtheft way about, in our cafe, 
would prove the neareft way home; and 
judged it beft to take advantage of the 
welterly winds, and impetuous feas made 
to our hands, to attempt returning back 
to the weftern iflands, as a thing more 
likely to fucceed (tho”at a great diftance) 
than thus to ftrive againit the ftream 
without any hopeful profpeét of gaining 
the capes. But that motion met witha 
more general averfion, becaufe the run 
was along, that, tho’ the gale had been 
in our own power to continue it, we 
could not have fubfifted. Backwards we 
could not go, nor forwards we could not 
go in the courfe we defired: it followed 
then of confequence, that we muft take 
the middle way; and it was refolved, 
that, without further perfifting in endea- 
vouring to gain our port by aclofe hale, 
we fhould raife our tackle, and fail tardy 
for the firft American landwe could fetch, 
tho’ we ran to the leeward as far as the 
coaft of New England. 

Whilft this determination was agreed 
and put in practice, the famine grew 
fharp upon us, Women and children made 
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difmal cries and grievous complaints. 
The infinite number of rats that all the 
voyage had been our plague, we now 
were glad to make our prey to feed on; 
and as they were infpared and taken, a 
well grown rat was fold for fixteen fhil- 
lings asa market rate. Nay, before the 
voyage did end (as I was credibly in- 
form’d ) a woman great with child offered 
twenty fhillings for a rat, which the pro- 
prietor refufing,. the woman died. 

Many forrowful days and nights we 
fpun out in this manner, till the bleffed 
feaft of Chrilmas came upon us, which 
began with a very melancholy folem- 
nity; and yet, to make fome diftinétion 
of times, the ferapings of the meal-tubs 
were all amafied together to compofe a 
pudding. Malaga fack, fea water, with 
fruicand fpice, all well fryed in oyl, were 
the ingredients of this regale, which rai- 
fed fome envy in the Spectators; but al- 
lowing fome privilege to the captain’s 
mefs, we met no obftruétion, but did 
bly enjoy our Cbriffmas pudding. 

My greavelt impatience was of thirft, 
and my dreams were all of cellars, and 
taps running down my throat, which 
made my waking much the worfe by 
that tantalizing fancy. Some relief I 
found very real by the captain's favour 
in allowing me a fhare of fome butts of 
fall claret he had concealed in a private 
cellar for a dead lift. It wanted a mix- 
ture of water for qualifying it to quench 
thinft; however, it was @ prefent remedy, 
and a great refrefhment to me. 

I cannot forget another inftance of the 
captain’s kindnefs to me, of a like obliga. 
tion. He fingled me out one day to go 
with him into the hold to feek frefh water 
in the bottoms of the empty cafks. With 
much ado we got a quantity to fatisty 
our longing, tho’ for the thicknefs thereof 
it was not palatable. We were now each 
of us aftride on a bute of Malaga, whic! 
gave the captain occafion to talte of thei 
contents. We tafted and tafted it again ; 
and tho? the total we drank was not con- 
fiderable, yet it had an effeét on our 
heads that made us fufpend (tho? we 
could not forget) our wants of water, The 
operation this little debauch had upon 
the captain, was very different from what 
it wrought on me, who felt myfelf re- 
fref’d as with a cordial; but the poor 
captain fell to contemplate (as it betcer 
became him) our fad condition; and be- 
ing troubled in mind for having brought 
fo many wretched fouls into milery, by a 
falfe confidence he gave them of his ha- 
ving @ good hip, which he now thought 
would prove their ruin; and being con- 
{eious, thar their lofs would lie afl at his 
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door, it was no eafy matter to aj 

his troubled Citak FTelinagereet 4 
Particular compliment for having engaged 
me and my friends in the fame bottom, 
and upon tha burft into tears. Icom. 
forted him the beft I could, andtold him, 
We mutt all fubmit to the hand of God, 
and rely on his goodnefs, hoping, that 
the fame providence which had hitherto 
fo miraculoufly preferved us, would ftill 
be continued in our favour till we were 
in fafety. We retired obfcurely to our 
friends, who had been wondering at our 
abfence, 

The welterly wind continued to fhorten 
our way to the fhore, tho" very diftant 
from our ports but this did not at all in- 
cline us to change our refolution of fail- 
ing large for the firft land ; it did rather 
animate and fupport us in our prefent 
difafters of hunger and thirft, toil and 


fatigue. “The hopes of touching land was 
food and raiment to us. 


In this wearifome expectation we pafs'd 
our time for cightor nine days and nights, 
and then we faw the water change colour, 
and had foundings. We approach’d the 
fhore the night of Fanuary 3d. with lictle 
fail; and, as the morning of the fourth 
day gave us light, we faw the land; but 
in whac latitude we could not tell, for 
that the officers, whofe duty it was to 
keep the reckoning of the thip, had for 
many days patt totally omitted that part 5 
nor had we feen the fun a great while, to 
take obfervations, which (tho? a lame 
excufe ) was all they had to fay’for that 
omiffion. Bur in truth ic was evident, 
that the defperate eftate of the thip, and 
hourly jeopardy of life did make them 
carelefs of keeping either log or journal ; 
the thoughts of another account they 
feared to be at hand, did make them ne- 
glect that of the thip as inconfiderable, 

About the hours of three or four in 
the afternoon of the twelfth eve, we were 
thot in fair to the fhore. The evening 
was clear and calm, the water fmooth ; the 
land we faw neareft was fome fix or feven 
Englfo miles diftant from us, our found- 
ings twenty-five fathoms in good ground 
for anchor-hold. 

Thefe invitations were all attra@ive to 
encourage the generality (efpecially the 
paffengers) ro execute what we had refol- 
ved on for the fhore: bur one old officer 
who was husband for the fhip’s ftores 
whilft there were any, would not confent 
on any terms to truft the only anchor that 
was lefe us for prefervation, out of his 
fight at fea. His arguments to back his 
opinion were plaufible ; as, fir/t, The ha- 
d of lofing that only anchor by any 
fudden ftorm, bringing with ita neceffity 
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2dly. The fhortnefs of the cable, 
very unfit for anchorage in the ocean : 
And 3dly, The weaknefs of the fhip’s crew, 
many dead and fallen over board, and 
the paffengers weakened by hunger, as 
ing every day on the decks, or at the 
pump, which with great difficulty was 
kept going, but muft not ref. 

‘Againfe the old man’s reafonings was 
urged the very finall remains of bisket, 
at our fhort allowance, which would 
hardly hold a week ; the affurance of 
our lofs by famine if we fhould be forced 
to fea again by a north-weft ftorm, and 
the great poflibility of finding a harbour 
to fave our fhip, with ourlivesand goods, 
in fome creek on the coaft. Thefe laft 
reafons prevailed upon the majority 
againft all negatives: and when the 
anchor was let loofe, mate Putts was or- 
dered to make the firft difcovery of what 
we might expeét from the neareft land. 
He took with him twelve fickly paffen- 
gers, who fancied the thore would cure 
thems and he carry’d major Morrifox on 
fhore with him in purfuit of fuch adven- 
tures as are next in courfe to be related 5 
for according to the intelligence that 
could be got from land, we were to take 
our meafures at fea, either to proceed on 
in our voyage in that fad condition that 
has been in fome proportion fet forth, or 
to land our felves, and unload the fhip, 
and try our fortunes amongtt the Indians, 

In four or five hours time we could 
difover the boat returning with mate 
Putis alone for a fewer, which we look’d 
upon asa fignal of happy fuccefs.. When 
he came on board his mouth was full of 
good tidings, as namely, That he difco- 
vered a creck that would harbour our 
thip, and that there was a depth of water 
on the bar, fufficient for her draught 
when fhe was light. That there was ex- 
cellent frefh water, (a tafte whereof major 
Morrifn bad fent me ina bottle.) That 
the fhore fwarm’d with fowl, and that ma- 
jor Morrifen ftayed behind in expectation 
of the whole fhip’s company to follow. 

J opened mine ears wide to the motion, 
and promoted the defign of our landing 
there with all the rhetorick and intereft I 
had. The captain was no lefs forward for 
it, hoping thereby to fave the lives of the 
pallengers that remained: and that he 
might not wholly rely on mate Puits’s 
judgment in a matter wherein he was 
moft concern’d, he embark’d with me 
in the wherry, with a kinfman of his, 
and fome others; and the feamen were 
glad of my help to put the boat to fhore, 
my hands having been very well feafon'’d 
at the pump, by taking my turn for 


many weeks at the rate of three hours in 
twenty four. My paffionate defires to 
be on shore at the fountain head to drink 
without ftint, did not a little quicken me, 
infomuch that the fix or feven miles 1 
rowed on this occafion, were no more 
than the breadth of the Thames at London, 
atanother time, would have been toilfome 
to me. 

In our paffage to the fhore, the dark- 
nefs of the evening made us glad to fee 
the fires of our friends at land, which 
were not only our beacons to direét us 
to their company, but were alfo a com- 
fortable relief to our chill bodies when 
we came near them, the weather being 
very cold (as it ever is) the wind north- 
weft on that coatt. 


Affoon as I had fet my foot on land, ra, 


and had rendred thanks to almighty God 
for opening this door of deliverance to us, 
after fo many refcues even from the jaws 
of death at fea, major Morrifon was 
pleafed to oblige me beyond all requital, 
in conduéting me to the running ftream 
of water, where, without any limitation 
of fhort allowance, I might drink my fill. 
Iwas glad of fo great liberty, and made 
ufe of it accordingly, by proftrating my- 
felf on my belly, and fetting my mouth 
againft the ftream, that it might run into 
my thirfty ftomach without ftop. The 
reft of the company were at liberty to ufe 
their own methods to quench their thirft 5 
bur this I thought the greateft pleafure I 
ever enjoyed on earth. 

After this feet refrefhment, the cap- 
tain, myfelf, and his kinfman croffed the 
creek in our wherry, invited thither by 
the cackling of wild-fowl. The captain 
had a gun charged, and the moon fhining 
bright in his favour, he killed one duck 
of the flock that flew over us, which 
was roafted on a ftick out of hand by the 
feamen, whilft we walk’d on the fhore of 
the creek for further difcovery. 

Tn paffing a fmall gullet we trod on 
an oyfter bank that did happily furnith 
us with a good addition to our duck. 
When the cooks had done their parts, 
we were not long about ours, but fell on 
without ufing the ceremony of calling the 
reft of our company, which would have 
been no entertainment to fo many, the 
proverb telling us, The fewer the better 
chear. The bones, head, legs, and 
wards were agreed to be the cook’s fees + 
fowe gave God thanks, and return’d to 
our friends, without making boaft of our 
good fortunes. 

Fortify’d with this repaft, we inform’d 
our felyes of the depth of water at the bar 
of the creek, in which the captain feem’d 
fatisfy’d, and made fhews in all his de- 
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confultation what courfe to take; 
faving, in the firft place, 
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wards break of day he ask’d me in my 
ear, If I would go back with him on 
board the thip? I told him, No, becaufe 
it would be labour loft, in cafe he would 
perfift in his refolution to do what he pre- 
tended, which he ratify’d again by pro- 
teftations, and fo went off with his kinf 
man, whohad a large coarfe cloth gown 
I borrow’d of him to thelter me from the 
tharpeft cold I ever felt. That which 
had fometimes been a paradox to me, 
was by this experience made demon. 
ftrable, (viz.) That the land on the con- 
tinent is much colder than that of iflands, 
tho’ in the fame latitude ; and the reafon 
is evident to any who fhall confider the 
many accidents on the continent that 
cool the air by winds that come from the 
lands as in thofe parts of America, the 
mighty towring mountains to the north. 
weft, ‘covered’ all the year with {now, 
which does refrigerate the air even in the 
heat of fummer 5 whereas winds coming 
from the fea are generally warm: and 
this hath proved a fatal truth to the inha- 
bitants of Virginia, who, in the fouth- 
eaft winds, have gone to bed in fulery 
heat and fweat, without any covering, and 
have awaked in the “night {tiff and be- 
numb’d with cold, without the ufe of 
their limbs, occafion’d by a hhifting of 
the wind in the night from fea to land. 

No fooner had the captain cleared him- 
felf of the fhore bur the day-break made 
me fee my error in not’ clofing with 
his motion in my ear. The firft object 
we faw at fea was the fhip under { 
ftanding for the capes with what canvafe 
could be made to ferve the turn, It was 
a very heavy profpe&t to us who re- 
mained (we knew not where) on fhore, 
to fee our felves thus abandon’d by the 
fhip, and more, to be forfaken by the 
boat, fo contrary to our mutual agree- 
meat. Many hours of hard labour and 
toil were fpent before the boat could 
fetch the hip: and the feamen (whofe 
act it was to fet fail without the captain’s 
order, as we were told after) car’d not 
for the boat whilit the wind was large to 
carry them to the capes. But mate Putts, 
who was more fober and better natur’d, 
difcovering the boat from the mizzen-top, 
lay by till the came with the captain on 
board. 

Tn this amazement and confufion of 
mind that no words can exprefs, did our 
miferable diftrefs'd party condole with 
each other our being {0 cruelly aban- 
don’d and left tothe lat defpairs of hu- 
man help, or indeed of ever feeing more 
the face of man. We entred into a fad 


ets, implored the protection of Almighty 
God, and recommended our miferable 
eftate to the fame providence which, in 
fo many inftances of mercy, had been 
Propitious to us at fea ; the whole party 
defired me to be as it were the father of 
this diftreffed family, to advife and con- 
duét them in all things I chought might 
moft tend to our prefervation, ‘This way 
of government we agreed mutt neceffa- 
ily refide in one, to avoid difputes, and 
variety of contradiétory humours, which 
‘would render our deliverance the more 
impracticable ; and it was thought moit 
reafonable to be placed in me, for the 
health and ftrength it had pleafed God to 
preferve unto me above my fellows, more 
than for any other qualification. 

At the time I quitted the fhip my fer- 
vant Thomas Harman, a Dutchman, did, 
at parting, advertife me (for I left him 
on board to look to my goods) that, in 
the bundle I ordered to be carry’d with 
me on fhore, I fhould find about thircy 
bisket cakes which he, by unparaile?’d 
frugality, had faved out of his own belly 
in the great dearth and fc ity we lived 
in. ‘The thoughts of thefe biskets en- 
tring upon me at the time I was prefe'd 
to accept this charge, I thought myfelf 
obliged, in chriftian equity, to let every 
one partake of what Thad; and fo divi- 
ding the bread into nineteen parts (which 
was our number) perhaps I added the 
fraction to my own fhare. 


Tt was, to the belt of my remembrance, 7a. 5, 


upon the fifth day of January thac we 
entred into this method of life, or rather 
into an orderly way unto our graves, 
fince nothing but the image of death was 
reprefented to us: but that we might ufe 
our outmoft endeavours to extract all the 
good we could out of thofe evil fymp- 
toms that did every way feem to con- 
found us, I made a mutter of the moft 
able bodies for arms and labour; and, in 
the firft place, I put a fowling-piece into 
every man’s hand that could tell how to 
ufe it. Amongft the reft, a young gentle- 
man, Mr. Francis Cary by name, was 
very helpful to me in the fatigue and ac- 
tive part of this undertaking, He was 
ftrong and healthy, and was very ready 
for any employment I could put upon 
him. “He came recommended to me by 
Sir rd Thurlan, his genius leading 
him rather to a planter’s life abroad, than 
to any courfe his friends could propofe to 
him in England; and this rough entrance 
waslike to let him know the worft at firft. 
All our woodmen and fowlers had pow. 
der and thot given them, and fome geefe 
were 
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ing was annexed to it, wherein, if I was 


on apace, and our refolution being taken 
to ftay one night more in thefe quarters, 
I fent my coulin Cary to head the creek, 
and make what difcovery he could as he 
pafled along the thore, whether of Indians 
or any other living creatures that were 
likely to relieve our wants, or end our 
days. ‘Vo prepare like men for the lat- 
ter, we refolved to die fighting, if that 
fhould be the cafe; or if, on the contrary, 
the Zudians fhould accoft us in a mein 
of amity, then to meet them with all ima- 
ginable courtefy, and pleafe them with 
fuch trivial prefents as they leve to deal 
in, and fo engage them into a friendfhip 
with us, 

My coufin Cary was not abfent much 
above an hour, when we faw him return 
in a contrary point co that he fallied out 
upon. His face was clouded with ill news 
he had to tell us, namely, that we were 
now refiding on an ifland without any 
inhabitant, and that he had feen its whole 
extent, ‘ounded (as he believed) with 
water deeper than his head; that he had 
not feen any native, or any thing in hu- 
man fhape, in all his round, nor any 
other creature befides the fowls of the air, 
which he would, but could not, bring 

ALO Us. 

This difmal fuccefs of fo unexpected a 
nature, did ftartle us more than any fingle 
misfortune that had befallen us, and was 
like to plunge us into utter defpair. We 
beheld each other as miferable wretches 
fentenc’d to a lingering death, no man 
knowing, what to propofe for prolonging 
life any longer than he was able to falt. 
My coufin Cary was gone from us with- 
out notice, and we had reafon (for what 
followed) to believe he was under the 
conduét of an angel; for we foon faw 
him return with a chearful look, his hands 
carrying fomething we could not diftin 
guith by any name ata diflance; but by 
hearer approach we were able to defery 
they were a parcel of oyfters, which, in 
crofling the ifland, as he ftept over a fmall 
current of wacer, he trode upon to his 
hure; but laying hands on what he felt 
with his feet, and pulling ic wich all his 
force, he found himfelf poffeffed of this 
booty of oyfters, which grew in clufters, 
and were Contiguous to a large bank of 
he fume fpecies, that was our itaple fub- 
fiftance whiilt we remained there. 

very cold feafon continued, 


Whiltt thi 
great flights of fowl frequented the ifland, 
gecfe, ducks, curlicus, and fome of every 
fore we killed and roafted on flicks, eat- 
ing all but the feathers. It was the only 
perquilite belonging to my place of pre- 
ference to the reft, that the right of carv- 


partial to my own intereft, it was in cur- 
ting the wing as large and full of meatas 
poflible ; whereas the reft was meafured 
out as it were with feale and compats. 

But as the wind veered to the fouths 
ward, we had greater warmeh and fewer 
fowl, for they would then be gone to 
colder climates. In their abfence we were 
confined to the oyfter bank, and a fort of 
weed fome four inches long, as thick as 
houfeleck, and the only green (except 
pines) that the ifland afforded. It was 
very inlipid on the palate; but being 
boiled with a little pepper (of which one 
had broughta poundon fhore) and hel- 
ped with five or fix oyfters, it became 
a regale for every one in turn, 

In quartering our family we did ob- 
ferve the decency of diftinguithing fexes: 
we made a fmall hut for the poor weak 
women to be by them/elves; our cabin 
for men was of the fame fafhion, but 
much more fpacious, as our numbers 
were. One morning, in walking on the 
thore by the fea fide, with a long gun in 
my hand Joaden with {mall thot, I fired 
ata great flight of fmall birds called Ox- 
“yes, and made great flaughter among 
them, which gave refrefhment to all our 
company. 

But this harveft hada fhort end; and 
as the weather by its warmth, chefed the 
fowl to the north, our hunger grew fhar- 
per upon us. And in fine, all the frength 
that remained unto us was employed in a 
heartlefs ftruggling to fpin out life a little 
longer; for we itill deemed our felves 
doom’d to die by famine, from whofe 
fharpeft and moft immediate darts tho’ we 
feemed to be refcued for a fmall time, by 
meeting thefe contingent helps on fhore, 
yet {till we apprehended (and that on too 

probability) they only ferved to re- 
prieve us for a little longer day of execu- 
tion, with all the dreadful circumftances of 
a lingering death. 

For the fouth-weft winds that had car- 
ty’daway the fowl, brought {tore of rains 
which meeting with a fpring-tide, our 
chicf magazine, the oylter bank, was 
oyerflown; and as they became more 
acceffible, our bodies alfo decayed fo 
fenfibly, that we could hardly pull them 
out of their muddy beds they grew on. 
And from this time forward we rarely 
faw the fowl; they now grew fhy and 
kept aloof when they faw us contriving 
againft their lives. 

Add to this, our guns moft of them 
unfix’d and out of order, and our pow- 
der much decayed, infomuch that no- 
thing did now remain to prolong life, but 
what is counted rather fauce to whet, than 

fubftance 
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fubftance to fatisfy the appetite ; I mean 
the oyfters, which were not eafily gotten 
by our crazy bodies after the quantity 
was fpent that lay moft commodious to 
be reach’d, and which had fed us for the 
firft fix days we had been on the ifland. 
And thus we with’d every day to be the 
laft of our lives (if God had fo pleafed) 
fo hopelefs and defperate was our condi- 
tion, all expedtation of human fuccour 
being vanifhed and gone. 

Or the three weak women before-men- 
tioned, one had the envied happinefs to 
die about this time; and icwas my advice 
to the furvivors, who were following her 
apace, to endeavour their own preferva- 
tion by converting her dead carcafe into 
food, as they did to good effect, The 
fame counfel was embrac’d by thofe of 
our fex: the living fed upon the dead 5 
four of our company having the happinels 
to end their miferable lives on Sunday 
night the day ‘ot January, Their 
chief. diftemper, ’tis true, was hunger 5 
but it pleafed God to haften their exit by 
an immoderate accefs of cold, caufed by 
a moft terrible ftorm of hail and fnow at 
north-welt, on the Sunday aforefaid, which 
did not only difpatch thofe four to their 
long homes, but did forely threaten all that 
remained alive, to perifh by the fame fate. 

Great was the toil that Jay on my hands 
(as the ftrongeft to labour) to get fuel 
together fulficient for our’ prefervation. 
In the firlt place I divetted myfelf of my 
great gown, which I fpread atlarge, and 
extended again{t the wind in nature of a 
fereen, having firlt fhifted our quarters 
to the moft calm commodious place that 
could be found to keep us, as much as 
poflible, from the inclemency of that pro- 
digious ftorm, 

Under the thelter of this traverfe I took 
as many of my comradesas could be com- 
prehended in fo {mall a {pace ; whereas 
thofe who could not partake of thataccom- 
modation, and were enabled to make pro- 
vilion for themfelves, were forced to fuf- 
fer for it. And it was remarkable, that 
notwithftanding all the provifion that 
could poflibly be made againft the fharp- 
nefs of this cold, either by a well-burning 
fire confifting of two or three loads of 
wood, or fhelter of this great gown to 
the windward, we could not be warm, 
That fide of our wearing cloaths was 
finged and burnt which lay towards the 
flames, whilf the other fide that was 
trom the fire, became frozen and con- 
geal’. Thofe who lay to the leeward of 
the fame, could not flay long to enjoy 
the warmth fo neceffary to life, but were 
forced to quit and be gone to avoid fulfo- 
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When the day appeared, and the fun Norwooo. 
got up to diffipate the clouds, with down- “W~ 


caft looks and dejeéted, the furvivors of 
us entred into a final deliberation of 
what remained to be done on our parts 
(belides our prayers to Almighty God) 
to {pin out a little longer time of lifes 
and wait a further providence from 
heaven for our better relief. There were 
Mill fome hands that retained vigour, tho* 
not in proportion to thofe difficulties we 
were to encounter, which humanly did 
feem infuperable, “The unhappy circum- 
ftance of our being coop’d up in an 
ifland, was that which took from us all 
probable hopes of efcaping this terrible 
death that did threaten us every hour. 
Major Morrifon, on whofe counfel I had 
reafon to rely moft, was extremely de- 
cayed in his ftrength, his legs not being 
able to fupport him, It was.a wonderful 
mercy that mine remained in competent 
ftrength, for our common good, which 
I retolved, by God’s help, to employ for 
thar end to the latt gafp. 

In this Iaft refolution we had to make, 
I could not think on any thing worthy 
my propofal, but by an attempt to crofs 
the creek, and fwim to the main (which 
was not above an hundred yards over) 
and being there to coaft along the woods 
to the fouth-weft (which was the bearing 
of Virginia) until I fhould meet Indians, 
who would either relieve or deftroy us. 
I fancied the former would be our lot 
when they fhould fee our conditions, and 
that no hurt was intended to them; or if 
they fhould prove inhuman, and of a 
bloody nature, and would not give us 
quarter, why even in that cafe it would 
be worth this labour of mine to procure 
a fudden period to all our miferies. 

I open’d my thoughts to this purpofe 
to the company, who were fadly fur- 
prized at the motion ; bur being fully 
convine’d in their judgment, that this 
was the only courfe that could be depen- 
ded on (humanly fpeaking) for our re~ 
lief, they all agreed it mutt be done. 

To fortify me for this expedition, it 
was neceffary that fome provifion thould 
be made for a daily fupport to me in 
this my peregrination. Our choice was 
fmall; our only friend the oyfter bank 
was all we had to rely on; which being 
well ftew’d in their own liquor, and puc 
up into bottles, I made no doubr, by 
God’s bleffing, but that two of them well 
filled, would fuffice to prolong my life 
in. moderate ftrength, until Thad ob- 
tain’d my end. To accomplifh this de- 
fign, my. coufin Cary laboured hard for 
oyfters, hoping to make one in the ac- 
venture. 


About 
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About the ninth day of our being in 
the ifland, I fell to my oyfter-cookery, 
and madea good progrefs that very day 5 
when in the heat of my Jabour my coufin 
Cary brought me word, That he had juft 
in that inftanc feen Indians walking on 
the main. I fulpended my cookery out of 
hand, and haftened with all poffible fpeed 
to be an eye-witnefs of that happy intel- 
ligence; but with all the hafte I could 
make I could fee no fuch thing, but 
judg’d it a chimera that proceeded from 
fome operation in my coufin’s fancy, who 
was more than ordinary of a fanguine 
nature, which made him fee (as it were 
by inchantment) things that were not, 
having many times been deluded (as I 
judg’d) by the fame deception. 

Defeated in this manner of my hopes 
to {ee Indians without the pains of feeking 
them, Treturned to my work, and con= 
tinued at it till one bottle was full, and 
myfelf tired: wherefore, that I might be 
a little recreated, I took a gun in my 
hands and hearing the noife of geefe on 
our fhore, I approach’d them privately, 
and had the good hap to be the death of 
one. This goofe, now in my pofieffion 
without witnefies, I refolved to cat alone 
(deduding the head, bones, guts, ec. 
which were the cook’s fees) hoping 
thereby to be much the better enabled 
to fim the creek, and perform the work 
Thad upon my hand. I hung my goofe 
upon the twift of a tree ina fhrubby part 
of the wood, whilit I went to call afide 
our cook with his broach, and a coal of 
fire to begin the roaft. But when we 
came to the place of execution, my goofe 
Was gone all but the head, the body ftol- 
Jen by wolves, which the Indians told us 
after, do abound greatly in that iNland. 

‘The lofs of this goofe, which my empty 
fomach look’d for with no {mall hopes 
of fatisfation, did vex me heartily. I 
with'd I could have taken the thief of my 
goofe to have ferv’d him in the fame 
Kind, and to haye taken my revenge in 
the Jaw of retaliation, But that which 
troubled me more, was an apprehenfion 
that camé into my mind, that this lofs 
had been the effect of divine juftice on 
me, for defigning to deal unequally with 
the reft of my fellow-fufferers ; which I 
thought, at firft bluth, look’d like a 
breach of truft: but then again when I 
confider’d the equity of the thing, that I 
did it merely to enable myfelf to attain 
their prefervation, and which otherwife 
I could not have done, I found I could 
abfolye myfelf from any guile of that 
ki Whatever I fulfer’d inthis difap- 
Pointment, the cook loft norall his fees; 
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the head and neck remained for him on 
the tree. 

Being thus over-reach’d by the wolf, 
it was time to return to my cookery, in 
order to my fally out of the ifland for 
I had little confidence in the notice fre- 
quently brought me of more and more 
Indians {een on the other fide, fince my 
own eyes could never bear witnefs of their 
being there, 

The next morning, being the ninth 
or tenth of our being there, I fell to 
work afreth, hoping to be ready to be- 
gin my journey that day ; and being very 
bufy, intelligence was brought, thar a 
canoe was feen to lie on the broken 
ground to the fouth of our ifland, which 
was not difcovered till now, fince our 
being there: but this I thought might 
be a miftake caft in the fame mould of 
many others that had deceived thofe dif- 
coverers, who fancy'dall things real ac- 
cording to their own withes. 
it was told me, That Zndians had been at 
the poor womens cabbin in the night, 
and had given them fhell-fith to eat, that 
was a demonttration of reality beyond 
all fafpicion. I went immediately to be 
inform’d from themfelves, and they both 
avowed it for truth, fhewing the fhells 
(the like whereof I'ne’er had feen) and 
this I took for proof of what they faid, 

‘The further account thefe women gave 
of the Indians, was, that they pointed to 
the fouth-eaft with their hands, which they 
knew not how to interpret, but did ima- 
gine by their feveral geftures, they would 
be with them again to morrow. Their 
pointing to the fouth-eaft was like to be 
the time they would come, mi 
nine o’clock to be their hour, where the 
fun will be at that time, Tad the wo- 
men underftood their language, they 
could not have learned the time of the 
day by any other computation than point- 
ing at the fun. It is all the clock th 
have for the day, as the coming 
going of the Cabuncks (the geefe) is their 
almanack or prognoftick for the winter 
and fummer feafons. 

This news gave us all new life, almoft 
working miracles amongit us, by making 
thofe who defponded, and totally yielded 
themfelves up to the weight of defpair, 
and lay down with an intent never more 
to rife again, to take up their beds and 
walk. This friendly charitable vific of 
the Indians did alfo put a ftop to my pre- 
parations to feek them, who had fo hu- 
manely prevented me, by their fecking 
ways. to preferve and fave our lives, 

Inftead of thofe Preparations for my 
march which had coft me fo much pains, 

T pafied 
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J paffed my time now in contriving the 
ficteft pofture our prefent condition would 
allow us to put on when thefe angels of 
light fhould» appear again with the glad 
tidings of our reliefs and) the refule was, 
that every able man fhould have his gun 
lying by his fide, laden with fhot, and as 
fir for ufe as poffible, bur not to be hand- 
led unlefS the Zidians came to us like ene- 
mies (which was very unlikely, the pre- 
mifes confidered ) and then to fell our 
lives at as dear @ rate as we could ; but if 
diry came in an amicable pofture, then 
would we meet them unarm’d, chearfully, 
which the» Judiags like, and hate to fee a 
melancholy face. 

In thefe joyful hopes of unexpected de- 
liverance by thele Indians, did we pala 
the interval of their abfence. Every eye 
Jook’d tharply oue when the fun was at 
fouth-caft, to peep thro the avenues of 
the wood to difcover the approaches of 
our new friends, . When the fun came to 
the fouth we thought our felves forgotten 
by them, and began co doube the worft, 
a§ lofing gamefters, at play for their laft 
eflate, fulpect fome ftabcatt to defeat the 
hopes of the faire game, , We. feared 
fome mifcarriage, cither from their in- 
gonftaney by change of their mind, or 
that fome unlock’d-for misfortune that 
our evil fates referved for us, had inter- 
pofed for our rui 

Scouts were feat out to the right, and 
left hands, without difcovery of any bo- 
dy all the forenoon: and then, confider- 
ing our cafe admitted novdelay, I began 
to relume my. former refolution of fwim- 
ing to them that would not come to us. 
Buc how, wholefome foever this counfel 
might feem in itfelf, it was moft difficult 
to be put in practice, in. regard of the 
cold time. 

The northerly wind that in thefe cli 
mates does blow very cold in the heat of 
fummer, does much more diftemper the 
air in the winter feafon (as our poor com: 
rades felt that Sunday night to their coft) 
and did fend fo cold a gale upon the fur- 
face of the water in the creek I was to 
pals, that, in the general opinion of all 
the concern’d, it was not a thing to be 
attempted; and that if I did, I muft 
furely perith in the at. I was eafily per- 
faded to forbear an action fo dangerous, 
and the rather, becaufe I verily believed, 
the Zidians would bring us off, if our pa- 
tienes would hold out. 

About the hours of two or three 
o'clock it pleafed God to change the face 
of our condition for the belt, for whilft 
Twas buly at the fire in preparations 
to wait on them, the Indians, who had 
placed themfelyes behind a very great 
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aris, or appeatance of evil defign; the 
whole number of them (perhaps twenty 
or thirty in all) confifting of men, wo- 
men and childrens all that could fpeak 
accofting us with joyful countenances, 
fhaking hands with every one they met. 
The words Ny Top, often repeated by 
them, made us believe they bore a 
friendly fignification, as they were foon 
interpreted to fignify my friend, 

Aiter many falutations and Ny Taps 
interchang’d, the night approaching, we 
fell to parley with each others but per- 
form’d it in figns more confounded and 
unintelligible than any other conyerfation 
T ever met_withal; as hard to be inter- 
preted as if they had exprefe'd their 
thoughts in the Hebrew or Chaldean 
tongues. 

They did me the honour to make all 
applications to me, as being of largett 
dimenfions, and equip’d in a camlet coat 
glittering with galoon lace of gold and 
filyer, it being generally true, thatwhere 
Knowledge informs not, the habit qua- 
lifes, 

The ears of Indian corn they gave us 
for prefent fuflenance, needed no other 
interpreter to Jet them know how much 
more acceptable it was.to us chan the 
fight of dead and living corpfes, which 
railed great compaifion in them, elpeci= 
ally in the women,, who are obferved to 
be of a foft tender natur 

One of them made me a prefent of the 
leg of a fwan, which I cat as privately as 
it was given me, and thought it fo much 
the more excellent, by how much it was 
larger than the greatelt limb of any fowl 
T ever faw. 

The Indians ftayed with us about two 
hours, and parted not without a new ap- 
pointment to fee us again the next day : 
and the hour we were to expect them by 
their pointing to the fun, was to be at 
two o'clock in the afternoon. I made 
the chief of them prefents of ribbon and 
other flight trade, which they lov'd, de- 
figning, by mutual endearment, to let 
them fee, it would gratify their intereft 
as well as their charity, to treat us well. 
Ha-na Haw was their parting word, 
which is farewel, pointing again at the 
place where the fun would be at our next 
meeting. We took leave in their own 
words Ha-na Haw, 

The going away of the Indians, and 
leaving us behind, was a feparation hard 
to be born by our hungry company, who 
neyerthelefs had received a competent 
quantity of corn and bread to keep us till 
they returned to do better things for our 
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Noxwoon. relief ; we did not fail to give glory to 
\N™ God for our approaching deliverance, and 


the joy we conceiv’d in our minds in the 
fenfe of fo great a mercy, kept us awake 
all the night, and was a cordial to the fick 
and weak to recover their health and 
ftrength. 

The delay of the Indians coming next 
day, beyond their fet time, we thought 
an age of tedious years: At two o'clock 
no news of them, but by attending 
their own time with a little patience, we 
might {ce a confiderable number of them, 
men, women, and children, all about our 
huts, with recruits of bread and corn to 
ftop every mouth. Many of them defir’d 
beads and little truck they ufe to deal in, 
as exchange for what they gave us; and 
we as freely gave themwhat wehad brought 
on fhore ; but to fuch of us as gave them 
nothing, the Indians failed not however to 
give them bread for nothing. 

One old man of their company, who 

feem’d, by the preference they gave him, 
tobe the moft confiderable of the party, 
apply’d himfelf to me by geftures and 
figns, to learn fomething (if poflible) of 
our country, and occafion of the fad pofture 
he faw us in, to the end that he might in- 
form his matter, the king of Kickotamk, (on 
whofe territories we ftood) and difpofe 
him to fuccour us, as we had need. 
T made return to him in many vain 
rds, and in as many infignificane figns 
as himfelf had made to me, and neither of 
us one jot the wifer. The feveral nonplus’s 
we both were at in ftriving to be better un- 
derftood, afforded fo little of edification 
to either party, that our time was almoft 
{pent in vain. It came at Jatt into my 
head, that I had long fince read Mr. Smith’s 
travels thro” thole parts of America, and 
that the word erowance(a word frequently 
pronounced by the old man) was in Exgli/h 
the king. That word, fpoken by me, 
with ftrong emphafis, together with the 
motions of my body, fpeaking my defire 
of going to him, was very pleafing to the 
old man, who thereupon embrac’d me 
with more than common kindnefs, and by 
all demonttrations of fatisfaction, did thew 
that he underftood my meaning. This 
one word was all the Indian 1 could fpeak, 
which (likea litele armour well plac’d) con 
tributed to the faving of our lives. 

In order to what was next to be done, 
he took me by the hand and Jed me to 
the fea fide, where I embark’d with him- 
felf and one more Indian in a canoe, that 
had bronght him there, which the third 
man rowed over to that broken ground, 
where, not long before, we made difcovery 
of a canoe newly laid there, and (as they 
told us) was lodg’d there on purpofe to be 


ready for our cranfport, at fuch time as 
they thought fit to fetch us off; and the 
reafon of their taking me with them was 
to help launch this weighty embarkation, 
which was very heavy for its proportion, 
as being made of the body of an oak or 
ine, fome twenty-two foot in length, hol- 
lowed like a pig-trough, which is the true 
defcription of a canoe, The manner of 
its being put into motion is very particular ; 
the labourers with long booms place their 
feet on the ftarboard and larboard fides of 
the boat, and with this fickle footing do 
they heave it forward. 

T cannot omit a paffige of one major 
Stephens, who had been an officer in the 
late civil war, under Sir William Waller, 
and was now one of our fellow-fufferers. 
He could not be perfuaded by any means 
to give his vote for profecuting the way 
we were in for our relief, but differ’d as 
much in judgment with us, in this our de- 
fign of going to the king of this coun- 
try, ashe had done in England, by engag- 
ing againtt his natural fovercign 5 he cry*d 
out thefe rogues would draw us into their 
power, and takeaway our lives, advifing, 
rather than to put our truft in this king, 
we fhould put ourfelves into one of thefe 
canoes, and taking advantage of the calm 
time, we fhould try to get the north cape. 

His fears and objections were fo unrea- 
fonable, that they were not worth an an- 
fier, and his project of going thus by fea 
was fo ridiculous, that it did exceed all 
chimera’s of knight-errantry, and_ his 
apprehending the king would enfnare us, 
we all efteemed vain, as nothing could be 
more childifh: We had been in the king’s 
power (though we knew it not) ever fince 
we fet foot on that ground, fo that had his 
mind been that way bent, he need ufe no 
other ftratagem to end our lives, than to 
have forborn the fending usrelief; every 
one diffented to th in project, and Idid 
unfeignedly profefs, for my own part, that 
T would much rather expofe my life to the 
honour of a king (tho’ never fo mean) than 
to the billows of the fea, in fuch a bottom 5 
which would be to tempt God to deftroy 
us, and punifh our prefumption by his 
juftice, at the fame time thache was faving 
usbya miracle of his mercy. 

Tfhould not have remembred thispaflage 
of major Stephens, had he only fhew’d his 
antipathy in this fingle inftance, but be- 
caufe he repeated the rancor of his mind, 
in two other very fmall occafions, which 
will follow, *tis juft that the malignity of fo 
illan humour fhould fuffer fome reprimand. 

The canoes being fitted to take us in and 
waft us to the main, I made a fair mufter 
of the remnant we had to carry off, and 
found we wanted fix of the number we 
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brought on fhore (viz.) four men and 
two women: five of thofe fix we knew 
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were dead, but miffing one of our living 
women, we made the /ndians underftand 
the fame, who as readily made us know 
that fhe was in their thoughts, and fhould 
be cared for affoon as we were fettled in 
our quarters. 

Tn paffing the creek that was to lead us 
to an honeft fifherman’s houfe, we entred 
a branch of it to the fouthward, that was 
the road-way to it. The tide was going 
out, and the water very fhoal, which 
gave occafion to any onethathad a knife, 
to treat himfelf with oyfters all the way. 
At the head of that branch we were able 
in a fhort time to difcover that heaven of 
happinefs where our moft courteous hoft 
did, with a chearful countenance, receive 
and entertain us. Several fres were kind- 
Jed out of hand, our arms and powder 
were Jaid up in fafety, and divers earthen 
pipkins were put to boil with fuch vari- 
eties as the feafon would afford, Every 
body had fomething or other to defend 
and fave them from the cold; and my 
obligation to him, bya peculiar care that 
id of me, exceededall the reft. I had 
intire fide of the fire, with a large 
platform to repofe on, to myfelf; furrs 
and deer skins to cover my body, and 
fupport my head, with a priority of re- 
fpect and friendly ufige, which, to my 
Great trouble, 1 was not able to deferve 
at his hands, by any requital then in my 
power to return, 

Oor kind entertainment in the houfe 
of this poor fitherman, had fo many cir- 
cumftances of hearty compaffion and ten- 
dernefs in every part of it, that as it 
ought to bea perpetual motive to engage 
all of us who enjoyed the benefit of it, 
toa daily acknowledgement of the Al- 
mighty’s goodnefs for conduéting us in 
this manner by his immediate hand, out 
of our afflictions, fo may it ever be 
fook*d upon as a juft reproach .to chri- 
fians, who, on all our fea-coafts, are fo 
far from alfording fuccour to thofe who, 
by thipwreck and misfortunes of the fea, 
do fall into their power, that they treat 
with all inhuman. favage barbarity, thofe 
unhappy fouls whom God hath thus af- 
fliGed, feizing on their goods as their 
Proper perquifites, which the waves of 
the fea (by divine providence ) would 
caft upon the fhore for the true propri- 
etors ; and many times difpatching chem 
Out of the world to filence complaints, 
and to prevent all after-reckonings, And 
the better to intitle themfelves to what 
they get in this way of rapine, they wick- 
edly call fuch devilith acquefts by the fa- 
cred name of God’s good, prophaning 
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hofpitalicy and human fociety : whereas, 
‘on the contrary, our charitable hoft, in. 
fluenced only by natural law, without 
the leat thew of coveting any thing we 
had, or profpect of requital in the future, 
did not only creat in this manner our per- 
fons, but did alfo, with as much honefty, 
fecure for us our fimall ftores of guns, 
powder, &c, as if he had read and un- 
derftood the duty of the gofpel, or had 
given his only child as a holtage to fecure 
his dealing juftly with us; fo that I can 
never fufficiently applaud the humanity 
of this Indian, nor exprefs the high con- 
tentment that I enjoyed in this poor man’s 
cottage, which was made of nothing but 
mat and reeds, and bark of trees fix'd 
topoles. Ir had a lovelinefs and {ymmetry 
in the air of it, fo pleafing to the eye, 
and refrething to the mind, that neither 
the fplendor of the Ejwrial, nor the glo- 
rious appearance of Verfailles were able to 
ftand in competition with it. We had a 
boiled fwan for fupper, which gave plen- 
tiful repafts to all our upper mefs, 

Our bodies thus refreth’d with meatand 
fleep, comforted with fires, and fecured 
from all the changes and inclemenoies of 
that fharp piercingcold feafon, we thought 
the morniag (tho? clad in funfhine) did 
come too iat upon us. Breakfatt was 
liberally provided and fet before us, our 
arms faithfully delivered up to my ordet 
for carriage; and thus in readinefs to fet 
forward, we put our felves in a pofture 
to proceed to the place where the king 
tefided. The woman left behind at the 
ifland, had been well look’d to, and was 
now broughtioff to the care of her com- 
rade that came with us; neither of them 
in a condition to take a journey, but they 
were carcfully attended and nourifhed in 
this poor man’s houfe, till fach time as 
boats came to fetch them to Virginia, 
where they did foon arrive in perfect 
health, and lived (one or both of them) 
to be well married, and to bear children, 
and to fubfift in as plentiful a condition 
as they could with, 

In beginning our journey thro? the 
woods, we had not advanced half a mile 
ullwe heard a greatnoife of mens voices, 
direéted to meet and ftop our farther paf- 
fage. Thefe were feveral Jndians fent by 
the king to order us back to our quarters. 
Major Stephens (not cured of shis jealous 
humour by the experience of what he felt 
the night before) took this alarm ia ja 
very bad fenfe, and as much different 
from the reft of the company as in-his 
former fit, He was.again-deluded witha 
ftrong fancy, that thefe violent motions 
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Noxwoov. in the Jndians who approach’d us, were 
\/V™ the effeét of fome fudden change in their 


counfels to our detriment, and that no- 
thing lefs than our perdition could be the 
confequence thereof, which he feared 
would immediately be put in practice by 
the clamorous men that made fuch hafte 
to meet us, and (ashe would apprehend) 
to kill and deftroy us. 

This paffion of major Stephens, caft in 
the fame mould with that other he dif- 
covered in the ifland, had not (as we all 
thought and told him) whereon to raife 
the leaft foundation of terror to affright 
a child; for befides the earnelt we had 
received of their good intentions the 
night before, thefemen who came fo fait 
upon us, were all unarm’d; nor was it 
likely, that king would now poffibly im- 
brew his hands in our blood, and pro- 
voke he knew not how powerful a nation 
to deftroy him, after fuch kind careffes, 
and voluntary expreffions of a teinper 
very contrary to fuch cruelty. In fine, 
we faw nocaufe in all the carriage of the 
Indians on which I could ground any 
fear, and therefore I long’d with all im- 
patience to fee this king, and to enjoy 
the plenty of his table, as we quickly 
did. 

When thefe Indians came up to us, this 
doubt was foon cleared, The good-na- 
turd king being inform’d of our bodily 
weaknefs, and inability to walk thro’ the 
woods to his houfe, on foot (which might 
be about four miles diftant from our fec- 
ting out) had a real cendernefs for us, 
and fent canoes to carry us to the place 
neareft his houfe, by the favour of ano- 
ther branch of the fame creek ; and to 
the end we might take no vain {teps (as 
we were going to do) and exhauit our 
ftrength to no purpofe, thefe Indians 
made this noife to ftop us. 

We entred the canoes that were mann’d, 
and lay ready to receive us. We hada 
pleafant paffagein the thallow water, eat 
oyfters all the way : for altho” the break- 
faft we had newly made, might well ex- 
cufe a longer abftinence than we were 
like to be put to, our arrear to our fto- 
machs was fo great, that all we fwallowed 
was foon conco¢ted, and our appetite {till 
freth and craving more. 

Having pafs’d this new courfe for fome 
three Englifh miles in another branch of 
the creek, our landing place was contriv’d 
tobe near the houfe of the queen then in 


Be cowry waiting, She was a very plain lady to 
#faibd. fee to, not young, nor yet ill-favour’d, 


Her complexion was of a fad white: but 
the meafures of beauty in thofe parts 
where they are expofed to the fcorching 
fun ftom their infancy, are not taken 


from red and white, but from colours 
that will better lie upon their tawny skins, 
as hereafter will be fen. 

The beauty of this queen’s mind (which 
is more permanent than that of colour) 
was confpicuous in her charity and gene~ 
rofity to us poor ftarved weather-beaten 
creatures, who were the object of it. A 
mat was fpread without the houle, upon 
the ground, furnifh’d with Pone, 
mini, oyfters, and other things. 
queen made us fic down and eat, with 
geftures that fhewed more of courtefy 
than majefty, but did fpeak as hearty 
welcome as could in filence be expected : 
and thefe were the graces that, in our 
opinion, tranfcended all other beauties in 
the world, and did abundantly fapply 
all defeéts of outward appearance in the 
perfon and garb of the queen. The 
foutherly wind made the feafon tolerable ; 
but that laited but litde, the north-wett 
gale coming violently on us again. 

When this collation of the queen was 
at an end, we took leave of her majeity 
with all the fhews of gratitude that filence 
knew how to utter, We were now with- 
in half an hour’s walk of the king’s man- 
fion, which we foon difcovered by the 
fmoak, and faw it was made of the fame 
ftuff with the other houfes from which we 
had newly parted, namely, of mat and 
reed. Locutt ports funk in the ground 
at corners and partitions, was the flrength 
of the whole fabrick. The roof was tied 
fat to the body with a fort of ftrong 
rufhes that grow there, which fupply’d 
the place of nails and pins, mortifes and 
tenants, 

The breadth of this palace was about 
eighteen or twenty foot, the length about 
twenty yards. The only furniture was 
feveral platforms for lodging, each about 
two yards long and more, plac’d on both 
fides of the houfe, diftant from each other 
about five foot; the fpace in the middle 
was the chimney, which had a hole in 
the roof over it, to receive as much of 
the fmoak as would naturally repair to its 
the reft we fhared amongft us, which 
was the greateft part; and the fitters di- 
vided to each fide, as our foldiers do in 
their corps de guarde, 

Fourteen great fires, thus fituated, were 
burning all at once. ‘The king’s apact- 
ment had a diftinétion from the reft; it 
was twice aslong, and the bank he far on 
was adorn’d with deer fkins finely drefs'd, 
and the beft furrs of otterand beaver that 
the country did produce. 

The fire affign’d to us was fuitable to 
ournumber, to which we were conduéted, 
without intermixture of any Jndian but 
fuch as came to do us offices One aS 
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thip. There we were permitted to take 
our reft until the king pleafed to enter 
into communication with us. Previous. 
to which he fent his daughter, a well- 
favour’d young girl of about ten or twelve 
years old, with a great wooden bow! full 
of homini (which is the corn of that 
country, beat and boiled to math). She 
did ina moft obliging manner give me 
the firft tafte of ir, which I would have 
handed to my next neighbour after I had 
eaten, but the young princefs interpofed 
her hand, and taking the bowl out of 
mine, delivered it to the fame party I 
aimed to give it, and fo to all the reft in 
order, Initead of a fpoon there was a 
well-fhap’d mufele-fhell that accompanied 
the bowl. 

The linen of that country grows ready 
made on the branches of oak trees (or 
pine) the Englifb call it mofs. Iv is like 
the threads of unwhited cotton-yarn ra- 
velled, and hangs in parcels on the lower 
boughs, divine providence having fo or- 
dered it for the conveniency and fufte- 
nance of the deer, which is all the food 
they can get in times of fnow. Iti very 
foft, fweet and cleanly, and fit for the 
purpofe of wiping clean the hands, and 
doing the duty of napkins. 

About three hours after this meal was 
ended, the king fent to have me come 
tohim. He called me Ny a Mutt, which 
istofay, My brother, and compelled me 
to fit down on the fame bank with him- 
felf, which I had reafon to look upon as 
a mighty favour. After I had fat there 
about half an hour, and had taken no- 
tice of many earneft difcourfes and repar- 
tees betwixt the king and his crosemen 
(fo the Indians call the king’s council) I 
could plainly difcover, that the debate 
they held was concerning our adventure 
and coming there. To make it more 
clear, the king addrefs’d himfelf to me 
with many geftures of his body, his arms 
difplay’d in various poftures, to explain 
what he had in his mind to utter for my 
better underftanding. By all which mo- 
tions I was not edify’d in the leaft, nor 
could imagine what return to make by 
voice or fign, to fatisfy the king’s de- 
mands in any thing that related to the 
prefent ftraights of our condition. In fine, 
1 admir’d their patient fufferance of my 
dulnefS to comprehend what they meant, 
and fhew’d myfelf to be troubled at it; 
which being perceiv’d by the king, he 
turn’d all into mirth and jollity, and ne- 
ver left till he made me laugh with him, 
tho’ I knew not why. 

Ttook that oceafion to prefent the king 
with a fword and long fhoulder-bele, 
which he received very kindly; and to 
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witnefs his gracious acceptance, he threw Noswoon. 


off his Mach coat (or upper covering of 
skin) ftood upright on his bank, and, 
with my aid, did accoutre his naked bo- 
dy with his new harnefs, which had no 
other apparel to adorn it, befides a few 
skins about his loyns to cover his naked- 
nefs. In this drefs he feem’d to be much 
delighted ; but to me he appear’d a 
figure of fuch extraordinary fhape, with 
{wordand belt to fet it off, that he needed 
now no other art to ftir me up to laugh- 
ter and mirth, than the fight of his own 
proper perfon. 

Having made this fhore acquaintance 
with the king, I took leave, and returned 
tomy comrades. In paffing the fpaces be- 
twixt fire and fire, one {pace amongtt the 
reft was blinded with a traverfe of mat; 
and by the noife I heard from thence, 
like the beating of hemp, I took it to be 
fome kind of laboratory. To fatisfy a 
curiofity I had to be more particularly 
inform’d, I edg’d clofe to the mat; and, 
by ftanding on tiptoe for a full difcovery, 
I faw a fight that gave me no fmall 
trouble. The fame fpecifical queen (whofe 
courtely for our kind ufage the other day, 
can never be enough applauded) was now 
employed in the hard fervile labour of 
beating corn for the king’s dinner, which 
raifed the noife that made me thus inqui- 
fitive. I wifh’d myfelf in her place for 
her eafe: but the queens of that country 
do efteem it a privilege to ferve their 
husbands in all kind of cookery, which 
they would be as loth to lofe, as any 
chriftian queen would be to take it from 
them. 

Several Indians of the firft rank fol- 
lowed me to our quarters, and ufed their 
beft endeavours to fift fomething from us 
that might give them light into knowing 
what we were. They fought many ways 
to make their thoughts intelligible to us, 
bur ftill we parted without knowing what 
to fix upon, or how to fteer our courle 
in advance of our way to Virginia. 

Tn this doubtful condition we thought it 
reafonable to fall upon a fpeedy refolu- 
tion what was next to be done on our 
parts, in order to the accomplifhment of 
our voyage by land, which we hop'd (by 
the divine aid) we might be able to 
effeé& after a little more refrefhment by 
the plenty of victuals allowed us by the 
king, who was no lefs indulgent and care- 
ful to feed and carefs us, than if we had 
been his children, 

Towards morning we were treated 
with a_new regale brought to us by the 
fame fair hand again. It was a fort of 
{poon-meat, in colour and tafte not un- 
like to almond-milk temperd and mix’d 
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Nonwoop. with boiléd rice. The ground ftill was 
“VW™ Indian corn boiled to a pap, which they 


call Homini, but the ingredient which per- 
formed the milky part, was nothing but 
dry pokickery nuts, beaten fhells and 
all to powder, and they are like our wal- 
nuts, but thicker fhell’d, and the kernel 
fweeter ; but being beaten in a mortar, 
and put into a tray, hollow’d in the mid- 
dle to make place for fair water, no fooner 
is the water poured into the powder, but 
it rifes again white and creamifh ; and af- 
ter a little ferment it does partake fo much 
of the delicate tafte of the kernel of that 
nut, that it becomes a ratity toa miracle. 

Major Morrifon, who had been almoft 
atdeath’s door, found himflf abundantl 
réfrefhed and comforted with this deli- 
cacy; he withed the bowl had been a 
fathom deep, and would fay, when his 
ftomach called on him for freth fupplie 
that if this princefs royal would give hir 
his fill of that food, he fhould foon recover 
his ttrength. 

Our bodies growing vigorous with this 
plenty, we took new courage, and refolv’d 
(as many as were able) to attempt the And- 
ing out of Virginia. We guels'd the diftance 
could not be great, and thatit bore from 
usS. by W. toS. W. Our ignorance of the 
latitude we were in, was fome difcourage- 
ment tous; but we were confident, from 
what the feamen difcourféd, we were to 
the fouthward of the Menados, the: 
Ditch plantation, now New York 
weather and fall ftomachs m: 
tobegone. To thatend we li 
quantity of pone; and for our furer con- 
duét we refolyed to procure an Indian to 
be our pilot through the wildernefs, for 
we Wete to expeét many remora’s in our 
way, by fwamps and creeks, with which 
all thofe fea-coafts\do abound. 

The king remarking our more than or- 
dinary care to procure more bread than 
amounted to our ufual expence, gathered 
thence our defign to leave him, and hhift 
for ourfélyes. To prevent the rathnefs 
ahd folly of fuch attempt, he made ufe of 
all his filentrhetorick to put us out of con- 
ceit of fuch defign, and made us under- 
fand the peril and difficulty of it by many 
obftacles we muft meet with. He thew’d 
us the danger we fhould expofe ourfelves 
unto, ‘by rain and cold, fwamps and 
darknefs, unlefS we were conducted by 
other skill than we could pretend to: He 
pointed to his fires and fhocks of corn, of 
which he had enough, and made it legible 
tous in his countenance, that we were wel- 
come to it. All the figns the king made 
upon this occafion, we were content to un- 
derftand in the beft fenfe; and taking for 


ranted our fojourning there was renewed 
to another day, we retired to our quarters, 

About midnight following, the king 
fent to invite me to his fire. He placed me 
near him as before, and in the firft place 
fhewing me quarters of a lean doe, new 
brought in. He gave mea knife to cut what 
part of it I pleafed, and then pointing to 
the fire, I interr’d, I was left to my own 
diferetion for the drefting of it. I could 
not readily tell how to fhew my skill in 
the cookety of ir, with no better ingre- 
diénts then appear’d in fight ; and fo did 
no more but cut a collop and caftit on the 
coals. His majefty Jaugh’d at my igno- 
rance,and to inftruét me better, he broach’d 
the collop on a long feewer, thruft the 
fharp end into the ground (for there was no 
hearth but what nature made) and turning 
fometimes one fide, fometimes the other, 
to the fire, it became fit in hort time to 
be ferved up, had there been a dining- 
room of ftate fuch as that excellent king 
deferved. 

Imade tender of ir firft to the king, and 
then to his nobles, but all refufed, and 
leftall to me, who gave God and the king 
thanks for that great meal. The reft of 
the doe was cut in pieces, ftewed in a piy 
Kin, and then pat into my hands to difpote 
of amongft my company. 

Afioon as Thad difpatch’d this midnight 
venifon feaft, and fent the reft to my com- 
rades, the king was greatly defirous to 
make me comprehend, by our common 
dialeét of figns and motions, the ingenious 
ftratagem by which they ufe to take their 
deer in the winter feafon, efpecially when 
the furface of the earth is cover’d with 
fhow. He thewed me in the firft place a 
{mall leather thong, in which (faid he) any 
Kind of deer fhould be invited to hamper 
himfelf and lie faft ty’d on his back, until 
the engineer (or fome body elf for him) 
fhould take quict poffeffion of him. I 
could not conceive the particular ftrudure 
of thismachine, fo as to direét the making 
Of it elfewhere; but thus much in the ge- 
neralI did underftand ; they would fatten 
a pine green branch at the end of a pole 
(fuch as hops grow upon) which fhould lic 
achwart an oak, like the pole of a turner’s 
lath, and the green hanging dingle-dangle 
at the pole end, faftened by a ftring; it 
fhould be fet ata heighith for a deer to 
reach, but not without mounting and reft- 
ing on his hinder legs, chat fo in pulling 
the branch, as at a trigger, the machine 
difcharging, his heels are ftruck up to fly 
in the air, and there he remains on his back 
fo ftraitly hamper’d, that the leait child 
may approach to touchand take him.

A Voyage to Virginia. 


Before 1 parted, the king attack’d me 
again, with reiterated attempts to be un- 
deritood, and I thought by thefe three or 
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having fo frank a welcome where we were, Norwoos. 
we refolved to ftay till the king fhould “W~ 


four days conyerfation, I had the air of his 
expreffion much more clearand intelligible 
thanat firft. His chief drift for the firft 
eflay feemed to be a defire to know which 
way we were bound, whether north or 
fouth ; to which I pointed to the fouth. 
This gave him much fatisfaction, and there- 
upon fteps in the little grotman before de- 
feribed, who by the motion of his hand 
feemed to crave my regard to what he was 
going about. He took up a ftick, with 
which he made divers circles by the fire- 
fide, and then holding up his finger to pro- 
cure my attention, he gave to every hole 
a name 5 and it was not hard to conceive 
that the feveral holes were to fupply the 
place of a fea-chart, fhewing the fituation 
of all the moft noted Indian territories that 
lay tothe fouthward of Kickotank. 

That circle that was moft foutherly, he 
called Achomack, which, tho’ he pronoune’d 
with a different accent from us, I laid hold 
‘on that word with all demonftrations of 
fatisfadtion I could exprefs, giving them 
to underftand, that was the place to which 
Thada defire tobe conduéted. 

The poor king was in a ftrange tranfport 
of joy to fee me receive fatistaétion, and 
did forthwith caufé a lufty young man to 
becalled tohim, towhom, by the earneft- 
nels of his motions, he feemed to give 
ample inftructions to do fomething for our 
fervice, but what it was we were not yet 
ableto refolve. In twoor three days time, 
fecing no effect of what he had fo feriouly 
faid, we began again to defpond, and did 
therefore refume our former thoughts of 
putting ourfelves in pofture to be gone ; 
but the king feeing us thus ready atevery 
turn to leave him, fhewed in his looks a 
more than ordinary refentment 5 ftill de- 
feribing (as he could) the care he had taken 
forus, and impoflibility of accomplifhing 
our ends by ourfelves, and that we fhould 
furely faint in the way and die withouthelp, 
if we would not be ruled by him. 

He fhewed me again his ftores of corn, 
and made fuch reiterated figns, by the 
chearfulnefS of his countenance, that we 
fhould not want, whilft he had fuch a 
plenty, as made us lay afide all thoughts 
of ftirring till he faid the word, Butas 
oft as he look’d or pointed to the coaft of 
Athomack, he would fhake his head, with 
abundance of grimaces, in diflike of our 
defign to go that way till he faw it good 
we thould do fo. I was abundantly con- 
vinced of our folly in the refolution we 
were ready to take of going away without 
better information of the diftance from 
Achomack, and way that led to it; and 
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approve of our departure, which he was 
not able to determine till the meffenger 
came back, that he had fent to Achomack, 
who, it now feemed more plainly, was 
difpatch’d upon my owning that place to 
be our home, tho” we knew it not from 
any caufe we could rely upon, before we 
faw the effeét. 

While we liv’d in this fufpenfe, the king 
had a great mind to fee our fire-arms, and 
to be acquainted with the ufe and nature 
of them. That which beft did pleafe his 
eye I prefented to him, and fhew’d him 
how to load and difcharge it. He was 
very hy at firft effay, fearing it might 
hurt him, but I made him ftand upon his 
lodging place, and putting him in a pofture 
to give fire, he prefented the mouth of his 
gun to the chimney hole, and fo let fly. 
The combuttible nature of the king’s pa~ 
Jace not well confider’d, the fabrick was 
endangered by the king's own hand, for 
the flathing of the powder having taken 
hold of the roof at the fmoke-hole, all 
was in a flame; but a nimble lad or two 
ran upto quench it, and did fon extinguifh 
it without confiderable damage to. the 
building, which was of mat and boughs 
of oak as aforefaid. 

The king’s eldeft fon, of about eighteen 
years of age, was hugely enamour’d with 
our guns, and look’d fo wiftfully on me, 
when he faw what wonders they would do, 
that I could not forbear prefenting him 
with a birding-piece. Some of our com- 
pany, who knew that by the laws of 
Virginia, it was criminal to furnifh the 
Indians with fire-arms, gave me caution 
in this cafe, but I refolved, for once, 
to borrow a point of that law for tho? it 
might be of excellent ufe in the general, 
yet as our condition was, I efteemed it a 
much greater crime to deny thofe Indians 
any thing that was in our power, than the 
penalty of that law could amount to. 

Father and fon abundantly gratify’d 
in this manner, the king thought himfelf 
largely requited for the coft we put him to 
in our entertainment. I taught his fon to 
fhoot at fowls, to charge his gun and clean 
it, infomuch that in a few minutes, he 
went among the flocksof geefe, and firing 
atrandom he did execution on one of them 
to his great joy, and returned to his father 
with the game in his hand, with fuch cele- 
rity, as if he had borrowed wings of the 
wind. 


About three o'clock this afternoon, the fan. 24 


king was pleafed in great condefcenfion to 
honour me with a vifit, 2 favour which I 
may (without vanity) aflume to myfelf, 
and my better habit, from the many par- 
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Noxwéo. ticular applications that he made to me, 


VV~ exclufive of the reft of the company. He 


thought I was too melancholy, (for the 
Indians, as has been obferv’d, are great 
enemies to that temper) and fhew’d me by 
his own chearful looks, what humour he 
would have put meon; he would nothave 
me in the leaft apprehenfive of wanting 
any thing his counwy afforded, as his mien 
and gefture witnefled ; and for the higher 
proof of his reality, he found me out a di- 
vertifement, that was very extraordinary. 
He came at this time attended by his young 
daughter, who had done us the good 
offices before-mention’d, and having firft 
by kind wordsand pleafanegeftures given us 
renewed aflurance of hearty welcome, he 
fingled me out, and pointed with his hand 
to a way he would have me take, but 
whither, or to what end, I was at liberty 
to guefs; upon that he produced his little 
daughter for my conduétrix to the place to 
which I thould go, and fhewed his defire 
that I fhould follow her where-ever fhe 
thould lead me. 

Major Stephens, notyet enough convine’d 
of the Jidians fidelity, would have difcou- 
raged me from leaving the company in 
that manner, unreafonably fincying that 
this was a contrivance in the king co take 
away my life in private way 5 but this I 
thought did fo much out-ftrip all his other 
fenfelefs jealoufies, that after I had acknow- 
ledg’d the obligation I had to his care of 
my perfon, his needlefs caution had no 
other effeét on me than to turn it into ridi- 
cule, TPhefe inordinate fears of this major 
in three foregoing inftances, might (I con- 
fefs) have been very well omitted, as not 
worthy the’ mention, and fo they fhould 
have been, had his humour and conftitu- 
tion in profperous times been any wa 
fuitable to this wary temper ; but becaufe 
hishabits on fhore were fcandalonfly vicious 
his mouth always belching oaths, and his 
tongue proving him the vainelt hector I 
had feen, I thought it was pity to lofe 
fucha ftrong confirmation of that known 
truth, (viz.) That true innate courage 
does feldem refide in the heart of a quar- 
relling and talking heétor. 

‘The weather (as I have faid) was excef- 
five cold, with froft, and the winds blow- 
ing very frefh upon my face, italmoft ftopt 
my breath, The late condition I had 
been in, under a roof, with great fires, 
and much fmoke, did conduce to make 
me the more fenfible of the coldair: but 
in lefs than half an hour that pain was 
overs we were now in fight of the houfe 
whereto we were bound, and the lady of 
the place was ready to receive us, (who 
proved to be the mother of my conduétrix) 
andto thew me my apartment in the mid- 


dle of her houfe, which had the fame ac- 
commodation to fit and reft upon, as before 
has been defcribed in other inftances. 

The lufty roufing fire, prepared to 
warm me, would have been noble enter- 
tainment of itfelf, but attended (as it was 
quickly) with good food for the belly, 
made it to be that compleat good chear, 
J only aimed at ; a wild turkey boiled, 
with oyfters, was preparing for my fupper, 
which, when it was ready, was ferved up 
in the fame pot that boiled it. It was a 
very favoury mefs, ftew’d with mufcles, 
and I believe would have paffed for a deli- 
cacy at any great table in England, by 
palates more competent to make a judg- 
ment than mine, which was now more 
gratify’d with the quantity than the quality 
of what was before me. 

This queen was alfo of the fame mould 
of her majefty whom we firft met at our 
landing place, fomewhat antient (in pro- 
portion to the king’s age) but fo gentle 
and compaffionate, as did very bountifully 
requite all defects of nature; fhe pafled 
fome hours at my fire, and was very defi- 
rous to know the occafion that brought us 
there (as her motion and the emphafis of 
her words did thew) but I had fmall hopes 
to fatisfy her curiofity therein,after fo many 
vain attempts to inform the king in that 
matter. Infine, I grew fleepy, andabour 
nine o'clock every one retired to their quar- 
ters, feparated from) each other by tra- 
verfes of mat, which (belides their proper 
vertue) Kept the ladies from any im- 
modeft attempts, as fecureas if they had 
been bars of iron. 

Affoon as the day peeped in, I went out 
and felt the fame ‘cold as yefterday, with 
the fame wind, N. W. I was not forward 
to quit a warm quarter, and a frank enter- 
tainment, but my young governefs, who 
had her father’s orders for direétion, knew 
better than myfelf what I was to do: the 
put herfelf in a pofture to lead the way 
back from whence we came, after a very 
good repaft of ftew’d muftles, together 
with a very hearty welcome plainly ap- 
pearing in the queen’s looks. 

My nimble pilot led me away with great 
fwiftnefs, and it was neceffary fo to dos 
the weather ftill continuing in that violent 
fharpnefs, nothing but a yiolent motion 
could make our limbs ufeful. No fooner 
had I fet my foot in the king’s houfe co 
vifit my comrades, but a wonderful fur- 
prize appeared to me in the change of every 
countenance, and as every face did plainly 
fpeak a general fatisfaétion, fo did they 
with one voice explain the caufe thereof, 
in telling me the meffengers of our delivery 
were arriv’d, and now with the king. 
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By better acquaintance with thefe our Norwoou. 
deliverers, we learn’d that we were about “VY 


Thaftened to fee thofe angels, and ad- 
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habit, ask’d him the occafion of his com- 
ing there? He toldime his bufinefs was to 
trade for furs, and no mores but affoon 
as Thad told him my name, and the acci- 
dents of our being there, he acknowledg’d 
hecame under the guidance of the Kickotank 
Indian (which Timagin’d, but was not fure 
the king had ent) in queft of me and thofe 
that were left on thore, fent by the gover- 
nor’s order of Virginia to enquire after us, 
but knew not where to find us till that 
Indian came to his houfe; he gave me a 
large account of the fhip’sarrival, and the 
many dangers and difficulties fhe encoun- 
tred before the could come into Fames river, 
where fhe ran afhore, refolving there to 
Jay her bones. His name was Fenkin Price, 
he had brought an Jndian of his neighbour- 
hood with him that was very well ac- 
quainted in thofe parts, for our conduét 
back to Achomack, which Indian was called 
Fack. 

The king was very glad of this happy 
faccefS to us, and was impatient to learn 
fomething more of our hiftory than hither- 
tohe had been able to extraét from figns 
and grimaces. Yenkin Price, with his bro- 
ken Indian, could make a thift to inftrué 
Jack to fay any ching he pleafed, and Fack 
was the more capable to underftand his 
meaning by fome {prinklings of Exglifh, 
that he had learntat our plantations. Be- 
twixt them both they were able to fatisfy 
the king in what he pleafed to know. 
Yack told them of himfelf what a mighty 
nation we were in that country, and gave 
them caution not to imbezzle any goods 
we had brought with us, for fear of an 
after-reckoning, I wondered, upon this 
ferious diftourfe he had with the king, to 
fee guns and ftockings, and whatever trifles 
we had given, offer’d to be return’d, and 
being told the reafon of it by Fenkin Price, 
T was very much afhamed of Jack’s too 
great zeal in our fervice, which, tho? it 
did proceed from a principle of honefty, 
and_good morality in him, we were to 
confider that our deareft lives, and all we 
could enjoy in this world, was (next to 
divine providence) owing to the virtue and 
charity of this king, and therefore not 
only whatthey had in pofleffion, but what- 
ever elfe he fhould defire that was in my 
power, would be too mean an acknowledg- 
ment for fo high obligations. I took care 
to let them know that I had no hand in the 
menace by which Yack brought them to 
refund what they had got of uss the right 
underftanding whereof increafed our good 
intelligence, and became a new endear- 
ment of affeétion betwixt us. 


fifty Englifo miles from Virginia: ‘That 
part of it where Fenkin did govern, was 
call’d Littleton’s Plantation, and was the 
firkt Exglifh ground we did expec to fee. 
He gave me great encouragement to en- 
dure the length of the way, by affuring 
me I fhould not find either {tone or thrub 
to hurt my feet thorow my thin-foaled 
boots, for the whole colony had neither 
ftone nor underwood ; and having thus 
fatisfy’d my curiofity in the knowledge of 
what Fenkin Price could communicate, we 
deferred no longer to refolve how and 
when to begin our journey to Achomack, 

The Indian he brought with him (who 
afterwards lived and died my fervant) was 
very expert, and a moft incomparable 
guide in the woods we were co pafs, being 
a native of thofé parts, fo that he was as 
our theet-anchor in this our peregrination. 
The king was loth tolet us go till the wea~ 
ther was better-temper’d for our bodies 5 
but when: he faw we were fully refolved, 
and had piteli'd upon the next morning to 
begin ourjourney, he found himfelf much 
defeated in a purpofe he’ had taken to call 
together all the flower of his kingdom to 
entertain us with a dance, to the end that 
nothing might be omitted on his part for 
our divertifement, as wells our nourifh- 
ment, which his {mall territory could pro- 
duce. Mott of our company would gladly 
have deferred our march a day longer, to 
thismafquerade, but I was wholly bent 
for Achomack, to which place I was to 
dance almoft on my bare feet, the thoughts 
of which took off the edge I might other- 
wife have had to novelties of that kind. 

When the good old king faw we were 
fully determined to be gone the next day, 
he defired as a pledge of my affection to 
him, that I would give him’ my camblee 
coat, which he vowed to wear whilft he 
lived for my fake ; I fhook hands to thew 
my willingnefS to pleafe him in that or in 
any other thing he would command, and 
was the more willing todo myfelf the ho- 
nourof compliance in this particular, be- 
caufe he was the firft king 1 could call to 
mind that had ever fhew’d any inclinations 
towear my old cloaths. 

To the young princefs, that had fo fig- 
nally obliged me, I prefented a piece of 
two-penny fearlet ribbon, and a French 
tweezer, that I had in my pocket, which 
made her skip for joy, and to thew how 
little the fancy’d our way of carrying them 
concealed, fhe retired apart for fome time, 
and taking out every individual piece of 
which ic was furnifh’d, the tied a fhip of 
ribbon to each, and fo came back with 
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{ciffars, knives and bodkins hanging at 
her ears, neck and hair, The cafe itfelf 
was not excus’d, but bore a part in this 
new drefs: and to the end we might not 
part without leaving deep impreflions of 
her beauty in our minds, fhe had prepa- 
red on her forefingers, a lick of paint on 
each, the colours (to my beft remem- 
brance) green and yellow, which at one 
motion fhe difcharg’d on her face, be- 
ginning upon her temples, and continu- 
ing it in an oval line downwards as far as 
it would hold out. I could have wifh’d 
this young princefs would have contented 
herfelf with what nature had done for 
her, without this addition of paint (which, 
I thought, made her more fulfome than 
handfome) ; but I had reafon to imagine 
the royal fantily were only to ufe this or- 
nament exclufive of all others, for that I 
Jaw none other of her fex fo fet off; and 
this conceit made it turn again, and ap- 
pear lovely, asall things fhould do that 
are honour'd with the royal ftamp. 

I was not furnith’d with any thing upon 
the place, fitto make a return to the two 
qucens for the great charity they ufed to 
feed and warm me; but when I came 
into a place where I could be fupply’d, I 
was not wanting that way, according to 
my power. 

Early next morning we put our felves 
in pofture to be gone, (viz.) major Ste- 
phens, myfelf, and three or four more, 
whofe names are worn out of my mind. 
Major Morrifon was fo far recovered as to 
be heart-whole, but he wanted ftrength 
to go thro’ fo great a labour as this was 
like to prove. We left him with fome 
others to be brought in boats that the 
governor had order’d for their accommo- 
dation ; and with them the two weak wo- 
men, who were much recover’d by the 
good care and nourifhment they receiv’d 
in the poor fifherman’s houfe. 

Breakfaft being done, and our pilot 
Jack ready to fet out, we took a folemn 
leave of the good king. He inclofed me 
in his arms with kind embraces, not with- 
‘out expreflions of forrow to part, beyond 
the common rate of new acquaintance. 
I made Yack pump up his beft compli- 
ments, which at prefent was all I was 
capable to return to the king’s kindnefs 5 
and fo, after many Hana baes, we parted. 

We were not gone far till the fatigue 
and tedioufnefs of the journey difcovered 
idelf in the many creeks we were fore’d 
to head, and fwamps to pals (like Dri 
bogs) which made the way at leaft double 
to what it would have amounted to in a 
ftrait line: and it was our wonder to 
fee our guide Yack lead on the way with 
the fame confidence of going right, as if 


he had had a London road to keep him 
from ftraying. Howbeit he would many 
times ftand {till and look about for land- 
marks; and when on onc hand and the 
other his marks bore right for his dire- 
ction, he would thew himfelf greatly fa~ 
tisfied. As to the purpofe, an old de- 
form’d tree that lay north-weft, oppofice 
toa {mall hammock of pines to the fouth- 
eaft, would evidence his going right in 
all weathers. It is true, they know not 
the compafs by the loadftone, but, which 
is equivalent, they never are ignorant of 
the north-weft point, which gives them 


the reft; and that they know by the Northeneg 
weather-beaten mofs that grows on that pix ¢- 
fide of every oak, different from the rett exiled 


of the tree, which is their compafs. To- 
wards evening we faw fmoak (an infal- 
lible fign of an Indian town) which Jack 
knew to arife from Gingo Teague. “We 
went boldly into the king’s houfe (by ad- 
vice of his brother of Kickotank) who 
was alfo a very humane prince. What 
the place and feafon produc’d was fet be- 
fore us with all convenient {peed, which 
was enough to fatisfy hunger, and to fit 
us for repofe. 

I was extremely tir’d with this tedious 
journey ; and it was the more irkfome to 
me, becaufe I perform’d it in boots (my 
thoes being worn out) which at that time 
were commonly worn to walk in; fo that 
I was much more fleepy than I had been 
hungry. The alliance I had newly made 
at Kickotank did already ftand me in fome 
ftead, for that it qualified me to a lodg 
ing apart, and gave me a firft tafte of 
all we had to eat, tho’ the variety was 
not fo great as I had feen in other courts. 

And yet (as we fee in all worldly ho- 
nours) this grandeur of mine was not with- 
out its allay; for as it gave me ‘accom- 
modation of eating and fleeping in pre- 
ference to my comrades, fo did it raife 
the hopes of the royal progeny of gifts 
and prefents, beyond what I was either 
able or willing to afford them: for when 
I would have taken my reft, I was trou- 
bled beyond meafure with their vifits, 
and faw by their carriage what they 
would be at; wherefore, to free myfelf 
of further difturbance, and to put myfelf 
out of the pain of denials, I refoly’d to 
comply vith the neceffities of nature, 
which prefs’d me hard to fleep; and to 
that end I took the freedom by Jack, to 
defire they would all withdraw until I 
found myfelf refrefh’d. 

I pafs’d the night till almoft day-break 
in one intire eep; and when I did 
awake (not fuddenly able to collect who, 
or where I was) I found myfelf ftrangely 
confounded, co fee a damfel plac’d clofe 
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to my fide, of no meaner extract than the 
king’s eldeft daughter, who had com- 
pletely finifh’d the rape of all the gold 
and filver buttons that adorn’d the king 
of Kickotank’s coat, yet on my back. 
When I was broad awake, and faw this 
was no enchantment (like thofe tances 
knights-errant ufe to be in) but that I 
was really defpoiled of what was not in 
my power to difpenfe withal, I called 
for Jack, and made him declare my re= 
fentment and mach diflike of this prin- 
cefs’s too great liberty upon fo fall ac- 
quaintance, which made me have a mean 
opinion of her. ‘ack fhew’d more anger 
than myfelf co fee fuch ufage by any of 
his country, and much more was he {ean- 
daliz’d, that one of the blood royal 
fhould purloin, 

But the king, upon notice of the fact 
and party concerned in it, immediately 
caufed the buttons to be found ourand 
returned, with no flight reprimand to his 
daughter, and then all was well, and fo 
much the better by the gift of fuch fimall 
prefents as I was able to make to the king 
and princes. Breakfatt was given us, and 
we haften’d to proceed in our journey to 
Achomack, 

The uneafinefs of boots to travel in, 
made me by much the more weary of 
the former day’s journey, and caus‘d me 
to enter very unwillingly upon this fecond 
day’s work. We reckon’d our felves 
about twenty-five miles diftant from Fen- 
Kin’s houfe. It pleafed God: to fend us 
dry weather, and not exceflive cold. We 
had made provifion of Pone to bait on 
by the way, and we found good water 
to refrefh us; but all this did not hinder 
my being ted and fpent almoft to the 
laft degree. Yack very kindly offerd his 
fervice to carry me on his thoulders (for 
I was brought to a moderate weight by 
the ftrié& diet I had been in) but thac 
would have been more uncaly to me, ia 
contemplation of his more than double 
pains, and fo I refolved to try my ut 
moit ftrength, without placing fo great 
@ weight on his fhoulders, 

The hopes of feeing Engl/b ground in 
America, and that in fo fhort a time as 
they made us expeét, did animate my 
{pirits to the utmoft point, Yack fearing 
the worft, was of opinion, that we fhonld 
call at his aunt’s town, the queen of Ps- 
mumkin, not far out of the way: but Fen- 
kin Price oppofed that motion, and did 
affure me our journey’s end was at hand. 
His words and my own inclination carried 
the queftion, and I refolved, by God's 
help, that night to fleep at Fenkin’s houfe. 

But the diftance proving yet greacer 
than had been deferibed, and my boots 
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trafhing me almoft beyond all fufferance, Noswoov. 
and ready to fink “WY 


I became defperate, 
and lie down. Jenkin lul'd me on {till 
with words that fpurr’d me to the quick 5 
and would demonitrate the little diltance 
betwixt us and his plantation, by the 
fight of hogs and cattle, of which Species 
the Indians were not matters. I was fully 
convine’d. of what he faid, but would 
however have confented to a motion of 
lying without doors on the ground, with- 
in two or three flights thot of the place, 
to fave the labour of fo {mall a remain- 
der. 

The clofe of the evening, and a litle 
more patience (thro’ the infinite goodnefs 
of the Almighty) did put a happy period 
to our crofs adventure, A large bed of 
feet ftraw was fpread ready in Jenkin’s 
houfe for our reception, upon which I 
did haften. to extend and ftretch my wea- 
ried limbs. And being thus brought into 
fafe hargour by the many miracles of di- 
yine mercy, trom all the ftorms and fa- 
tigues, perils and neceflities to which we 
had been expofed by Jea and land for al- 
moft the fpace of four months, I cannot 
conclude this yoyage ia more proper 
terms, than the words that are the bur- 
then of that Im of providence, O that 
men soaild therefore praife the Lard for bis 
goodnefi, and for bis wondrous works unto 
the children of men 

Our landlord Zenkin Price, and con- 
dugtor Fack took great care to provide 
meat for us; and there being adairy and 
hens, we could not want. As for our 
ftomachs, they were.epen at all hours to 
eat whate’er was fet before us, affoon as 
as our wearied bodies were refrefh’d with 
fleep. It was on Saturday the day 
of fanuary, that we ended this our weari- 
fome pilgrimage, and catred into our 
King’s dominions ac Achemat, called by 
the Engl, Northampton county, which 
is the only county on that fide of the bay 
belonging to the colony of Virginia, and 
is the bett of the whole forall forts of ne- 
ceflaries for human life. 

Having been thus refreth'd in Yenkin’s 
houte this night with all our hearts could 
wilh, onthe next moraing, being Swiday, 
we would have been glad to haye found 
a church for the performance.of our duty 
to God, and to haye rendred our hearty 
thai to him in the publick aflembly, 
for his unfpeakable mercies vouchfafed to 
us; but we were not yet arrived to the 
heartof the country where there were 
churches, and miniftry perform’d as our 
laws direét, but were glad to continue 
our own chaplains, as form As we 
advanced into the plantations that lay 
thicker together, we had our choice of

begin any novelty, for there are no inns 
in the colony; nor do they take other 
payment for what they furnifh to coafters, 
but by requital of fuch courtefies in the 
fame way, as occafions offer. 

When I came to the houfe of one 
Stephen Chariton, he did not only outdo 
all that [had vifited before him, in vari- 
ety of difhes at his table, which was very 
well order’d in the kitchen, but would 
alfo oblige me to put on a good farmer- 
like fait of his own wearing cloaths, for 
exchange of my dirty habit and this gave 
me opportunity to deliver my camlet coat 
to Jack, for the ule of my brother of 
Kickotank, with other things to make it 
worth his acceptance. 

Having been thus frankly entertain’d 
at Mr, Charlton’s, our company were in 
condition to take care for themfelves. 
‘We took leave of cach other, and my 
next ftage was to efquire Yardy, a gentle- 
man of good name, whofe father had 
fometimes been governor of Virgi 
There I was received and treated as if I 
had in truth and reality been that man of 
honour my brother of Kictotank had cre- 
ated me. It fell out very luckily for my 
better welcome, that he had not long be- 
fore brought over a wife from Rotterdam, 
thatI had known almoft from a child. 
Her father (Cutis by name) kept a vic- 
twalling houfe in that town, liv’d in good 
repute, and was the general hoft of our 
nation there. The efquire knowing I had 
the honour to be the governor’s kinfman, 
and his wife knowing my converfation in 
Holland, 1 was receiv’d and carefs’d more 
like a domeftick and near relation, than 
a manin mifery, anda ftranger. I ftay’d 
there for a paflage over the bay, about 
ten days, welcomed and feafted not only 
by the efquire and his wife, bue by many 
neighbours that were not too remote. 

About the midft of February Thad an 
opportunity to crofs the bay in a floop, 
and with much ado landed in York river, 
at efquire Ludlow’s plantation, a moft 
pleafant ficuation. I was civilly receiv’d 
by him, who prefently order’d an accom- 
modation for me ina moft obliging man- 
ner. But it fell out at that time, that 
captain Wormly (of his majelty’s council) 
had guefts in his houfe (not a furlong di- 
flant from Mr. Liedloso’s) feafting and ca- 
roufing, that were lately come from Lyg- 
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Jand, and moft of them my intimate ac. 
quaintance. I took a) fudden leave of 
Mr. Ludlow, thank’d him for his kind in- 
tentions to me, and ufing the common 
freedom of the country, I thruft myfelf 
amongtt captain Wormly’s guelts in crofiing 
the creek, and hada kind reception from 
them all, which anfwered (if not exceed- 
ed) my expectation. 

Sir Thomas Lundsford, Six Henry Chickly, 
Sir Philip Honywood, and colonel Hamond 
were the perfons I met there, and en- 
joy’d thae night with very good chear, 
but left them early the next morning, out 
of a paffionate defire I had to fee the go- 
vernor, whofe care for my prefervation 
had been fo full of kindnefs. 

Captain /ormly mounted me for James 
Town, where the governor was pleafed to 
receive and take me to hishoufe at Green- 
Spring, and there I pafs’d my hours (as at 
mine own houfe) until May following ; 
at which time he fent me for Holland to 
find out the king, and to follicite his ma 
jelty for the treafurer’s place of Virginia, 
which the governor took to be void 
by the delinquency of Claybourne, who 
had long enjoy’d it. He furnith’d me 
with a {um of money to bear the charge 
of this follicitation; which took effect, 
tho” the king was then in Scotland. He 
was not only thus kind to me (who had a 
more than ordinary pretence to his fa- 
your by our near affinity in blood) bue, 
on many occafions, he fhew’d great re- 
fpeét to all the royal party, who made 
that colony their refuge. His houfe and 
purfe were open to all that were fo qua- 
lify’d. To one of my comrades (major 
Fox) who had no friend at all to fubfift 
on, he fhew’d a generofity that was like 
himfelf; and to my other (major Mor- 
rijon) he was more kind, for he did not 
only place him in the command of the 
fort, which was profitable to him whilft 
it held under the king, but did advance 
him after to the government of the coun- 
try, wherein he gota competent eftate. 

And thus (by the good providence of 
a gracious God, who helpeth us in our 
low eftate, and caufech his angels to pitch 
tents round about them that croft in him) 
have I given as faithful an account of this 
fignal inftance of his goodnels to the mi- 
ferable objeéts of his mercy in this voy- 
age, as Ihave been able to call toa clear 
remembrance. 
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T was my misfortune, as well as many 
others this laft war with France, in 
my voyage home from Venice and 
{' Zant, in the William of two hundred 
tons, and twenty guns, to fall into the 
clutches of three great French men of war, 
of feventy guns cach, in the foundings, 
about fixty leagues S. W. from Cape Clear 
in Ireland. There being fo great an ine- 
quality in our ftrength, and no hopes of 
cfeaping, I thoughtit prudence to fubmit 
without any refiftance, and not have my 
men kill’d and wounded to no purpofes 
for they had five hundred men each, and I 
but thirty in all; therefore I was fore’d to 
let might overcome right, and upon fum- 
mons by a fhot athwart our fore foot, from 
the Crown of feventy brafs guns, which 
came firft up with us, to ftrike our enfign, 
and become their prize. We were treated 
very civilly by Chevalier de Monbroun on 
board the Crown, who convey’d us care~ 
fally to Bre, and oblig’d me to vilita 
country which ac chat time T had a perfect 
saverfion to. After my return to England, 
I was for fome time deftitute of employ- 
ment, until my ever honoured patron and 
benefactor, Sir Jeffrey Jeffreys, Knt. out 
of his extraordinary generofity and good 
will to me, underftanding that the thip 
Hannibal of four hundred and fifty tons, 
and thirty-fix guns, was to be fold, gave 
me orders tobuy her. Having done this 
he was pleas’d to depofite the money for 
her prefently out of his own pocket ; and 
- after, by his intereft, to bring in his 
worthy brother, ‘Fobn ‘Jeffreys, Elgs Sam. 
Stanyer, F.fg; then fub-governor of the 
African company, and fome other eminent 
merchants, to be part-owners with me, and 
then to recommend me and the fhip to 
the royal African company of England; 
om whom, upon his account, I found ac- 
Af. Ceptance: Being enter’d into their fervice, 
e=- on a trading voyage to Guiney, for ele- 
phantsteeth, gold, and Negroflaves; and

being compleated at London, £ took boat 

for Gravefend the fifth of September in the Septemb. 
evening, and got on board about eleven 1693: 
atnight, with money to pay my men their 
river-pay, and one month’s pay advance- 
money, as per agreement. 

Tuifday the sth, 1 cleared the thip at 
Gravefind, the wind at N.E. dirty wea- 
ther, 

The 6th, 7th, 8th, and gth, I had the 
wind at N.E. freth gale, paid my men 
their wages to the fifth inflane. 

Sunday the roth in the morning, we 
broke ground from Grevelend, and drove 
with the ebb to the upper end of the Hope, 
where we chop’d to ananchor, and in.the 
evening I went up to Graveend. 

Monday the 11th. This day having paid 
my debts, and finifh’d my bufinefs, I 
took my leave of agent Niv/e, and fome 
other friends, and in the evening came on 
board, wind from W. N. W. to W.S. W. 
eafy gales, 

Tuefday thér2th. This morning about 
three o’clock we got under fail, with a 
brave gale at W. At nine we were 
patt the Nore, where we drove till one 
in the evening, waiting for water, at which 
time we bore away for the red fand, and 
about four gor through the Narrow, and at 
fix anchor’d off the North Foreland, in 
nine fathom water, it bearing S. by W. of 
us. 


Wednefday the 13th. At four this morn- 
ing we got up our anchors, with the wind 
at S. ‘W. and after feveral tacks, abour 
eleven we came to an anchor in the Downs, 
in eight fathom water, the South Foreland 
bearing S. by E. Here rid admiral Nevil 
with the union-fag at miffen top-maft head, 
whom J faluted with eleven guns, and was 
anfwer'd with nine. In the afternoon he and 
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Capt. Cole, in another third rate man of 
war, fet fail on fome important affairs, for 
Copenhagen, in Denmark, and lett Capt. 
Wifbart in the Swififtire, admiral of the 
Downs, where we lay with our yards and 
top-mafts lower’d, having very ftormy 
weather, and the wind conitantly between 
the S.and W.. Until the fifth of Oéfober, 
in the morning, we had fair weather, 
fmooth fea, and a fimall gale of wind at 
S. S. W.-which towards evening veer’d 
about to the S. E. and E. and invited us, 
and the reft of the outward bound thips, 
in the Downs, to goto {eas of which thofe 
for Guiney were, the Eajt-India Merchant, 
of thirty guns, Capt. Thomas Shurley com- 
mander 5 the Hannibal of thirty-fix guns, 
Thomas Phillips, for the gold coaft; the 
Mediterranean of wwenty-four guns, Capt. 
Daniel, tor Angola; the Feffrey of twelve 
guns, Capt. Somes, for the Biles the For- 
June of twelve guns, Capt. Hereford, for 
Angola, and the Eagle packet boat, Capt. 
Perry, for Gambo and the coaft, We hav- 
ing agreed among ourfelves, that Capt. 
Thomas Shurley, who had been long ac- 
quainted with the Guiney trade, fhould 
give fuiling orders, fhape the courfe, and 
carry the lights we came on board to 
unmoor our fhips, and about eight were 
under fail, and ftood out of the Dowys, 
witha fmall galeat E. S. E. till ten, when 
the gale dullering, and the flood being 
made, we came to an anchor in ten fathom, 
under the South Foreland, where we rid till 
four in the morning, then with the tide of 
ebb, we weigh’d, having a freth gale at 
S.S. E. which about eight veer’d to S, and 
S. by E. increafing, fo as Capt Shurley 
lying by, to fpeak with me, we agree: 
thar perceiving no probability of a fair 
wind, but greatlikelihood of bad weather, 
it was not prudence to beat the fea, in re- 
gard as well of the danger of the enemy, 
as of the ftormy feafon of the year 5 where- 
upon we refolved to ftand into the Downs 
again; accordingly Capt. Sburley having 
given the fignal, bore up, and the reft of 
our Guiney Aeet after him, while I lay 
muzled to bring up the rear, When all 
the fleet were paft me I fill’d my fails and 
ftood after them 3 the South Foreland then 
bearing N. by E. but we had not gone a 
quarter of an hour large, ere we were 
envelop’d in the thickeft fog I ever knew, 
fo that we could not fee the fhip’s length 
before us. I fteer’d away N.N.E. for 
moft part, but was often forc’d to edge 
into the fhore, to keep clear of fome fhips 
that were on my off-fide, and prefs’d hard 
upon me, fothat I fhoal’d my water to fix 
fathom; but then haling off to nine fa- 
thom, I refoly’d to run no more rifques, 
ull I could fee my way better, therefore I 


came to an anchor, ordering our trumpets 
tofound, and drum to beat, to give notice 
toany shes that might be coming into the 
Downs, \eft they fhould run on board us 
in the fog unawares, we lying in the fair 
trade way our anchor was fcarcely down 
ere we heard a gun fired, which was foon 
follow’d by four more ata fimall inter- 
miffion of time ; whereupon reading our 
failing orders, I found it tobe the fignal 
appointed to be given, in cafe any of us 
fhould ran-afhore; but whofe mistortune 
it was at this time I could not determine, 
tillabout an hourafter, the fog difpelling, 
Iperceiv’dit to be the Haft-India Merchant, 
Capt. Shurley, who had runa-ground two 
miles to the S. E. of the South Foreland, 
and was a {pectacle I was not a little griev- 
ed to fee, my beft friend Sir Feffrey 
Feffries, Knt. and fome others of my wor- 
thy owners, as well as the royal African 
company, being deeply. concern’d in her 5 
therefore I thought it no feafonable time 
only to look on and bemoan his ill luck, 
but forthwith, with all the application I 
could, to fend him fome timely affiftance ; 
in order to this, our long boat being hal’d 
up, I fent my three mates, boatfwain, gun- 
ner, and carpenter, with twenty of the 
beft men Thad, to carry out an anchor for 
him to heave off by upon the flood, for he 
happen’d to run afhorealmoft at low water, 
fo as be had the whole tide of flood to 
friend. Iwas extremely pleas’d that Icame 
to ananchor fo fortunately as I did, and 
did not ftand into the Downs ; for had not 
my boat come to his relief, I queftion if 
he hadever floated again, for Capt. Sburley 
himfelf was likea dittraéted man, and his 
feamen were grown wilful, and would 
not obey his officers, cach taking care 


of his own little concern only, and neg- 
leGting their common interclt in faving 


the fhip. Whether he had given his men 
occafion for this untimely frowardnefs, 
T will not pretend to determine, but can- 
not forbear here to give my own opi- 
nion freely, that it is the greateft prudence, 
as well as intereft of a commander, of a 
merchant thip efpecially, to gain his mens 
good-will and affections, by being humane 
to them, and giving them their due and 
full allowance, according to the ufance of 
the fea, of good and wholfome provifions, 
for nothing, grates upon feamen more than 
pinching their bellies, or treating them 
with cruelty or reproachful words, fuch as 
whereas they are fuch a fort of 
people, that if they have juftice done them, 
a good word now and then, and be per- 
mitted their little forecaftle jefts and fongs 
with freedom, they will ran thro’ fire and 
water for their commander, and do their 
work with the utmoft futisfaction an 
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crity; but on the other fide, as they fhould 
not want their juft dues in any kind, fo 
they should not want work, as long as there 
were any to be done for the fhip’s fervice 
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Keep a-head of them, making them row Patuirse 
five or fix hours after him, anda little be- 


fore night lic by and take them up, Such O22 


perverle Np 


and benefits tho’ at the fame time Iam far 
from approving the morofe and cynick 
temper of fome commanders, who hate to 
fee a poor failor haye a minute’s time of 
quiet, to enjoy himfelf, and indulge his 
humour with a fong or an old tale, but will 
keep them doing out of perfect ill nature, 
and rather than let them be the leaft at 
eafe, will put them at work to the thip 
and owners prejudice. I remember a cou- 
ple of mafters that I knew in the Streights, 
trading before the war, whom I fhall for- 
bear to name, the one of them would often 
make his men coil one of his cables upon 
deck, then pafs the end without board into 
the gun-room port, and roufe it in again, 
and coil it where it was before, and this he 
faid was to plague the dogs, tho? to the 
great damage of his cable, by rubbing and 
galling it, and no doubt but ic plagutd 
them fufficiently, making them curfe and 
damn him all the time, and wih for an 
occafion to be among rocks, finds, or a 
Iee-thore, where there was but any pofti- 
bility of faving their lives, that they might 
return his favoursyand thew him how ready 
they would be to obey his command and 
fave his thip 5 then I fear they would ferve 
him as the feamen ferv’d the collier mafter 
coming from Newca/ile,who having lock’d 
up the firkin of butter from them,contrary 
tocuftom, and plying to windward with 
the tideamong the fands, ftanding on one 
tack as near a fand as he thought proper, 
order’d the helm a-lee, to go about; when 
the fhip was well ftay’d, he call’d to hale 
the main-fail, but his men anfwer’d unani- 
moutly, that not one of them would touch a 
rope till the firkin of butter was brought to 
ibe maft. He began to expoftulate with 
them, but to no purpofe, and feeing the 
Ship drive near the fand with all fails aback, 
he promis’d them they fhould have it as 
foon as the fails were trimm’d, and the 
thip had gather’d way 5 the men reply’, 
that Jeeing was believing, whereupon, find- 
ing there was no other remedy, he run 
down to his cabin to fetch the butter, and 
laid ic ac the maft; then the men went to 
work, but too late, for e’er the fails could 
be hal’d about and fill’d, the thip ftruck 
upon the fand, and never came off again 5 
fo that as the fea proverb is, be loft a Hog 
Sor a halfpenny-coorth of Tar. 

he other ter I knew in the Streights, 
would in a fit of the fpleen fling a chip, ot 
any other infignificant trifle, over-board, 
and make his men hoift out the boat and 
row half a mile after it; in the mean time 
he would make what fail he could, and 


ufage as this is a fure fign of an ill 
temper in the commanders, and nothing 
can alienate the efteem and affeétions of 
their men more from them. After this 
long digreffion *tis time to return to the 
Laft-India. merchant, who about four in 
the evening floated and fwung to her an- 
chor,haying lain three hours aground with- 
out any damage; about five we weigh’d, 
and ftood into the Dewzs, and anchor’d in 
fix fathom, the South Foreland: bearing, 
S.S. W. and Deal-Cajtle W.S.W. This 
untoward beginning of our voyage gave 
me fome troublefome reflections, but was 
too far engag’d to refolve upon any thing 
but to proceed, and endeavour to go tho- 
rough itas well as I could. 

We were detain’d in the Downs with 
very bluftering weather and contrary winds 
until the twenty-fifth of O:fober the wind 
veering about to the north, we got up our 
anchors, and about feven in the evening 
were under fail, and about ¢ight were off 
the South Foreland, where we lay by about 
an hour, to give time for the reft of our 
fleet to join us, which when they had done, 
we fill’d and fteer’d away S. W. for the 
Nef; 

Thurfday the 26th. Lalt night ac eleven 
a-clock we were a-brealt the Nefi-light : 
then hal’d up W. S. W. and W. by S. 
for Beachy, had a brave {tiff gale all night 
atnorth, going away with courfes and top- 
fails till {even this morning: I fet all fails, 
and fhot a-head the reft of the fleet, in 
order to get in my boats, which having 
done, about ten join’d the fect again, of 
which we found none mifing but Capt. He- 
reford in the Fortune, whom we could not 
defery. At noon this day we faw the ifle 
of Wight, bearing north-welt diftance by 
eftimation feven leagues: we ftcer’d for 
moft part welt, with cloudy dark weather, 
and fome fmall drifling rains we got cur 
anchors up, and our fhip clear for the fea, 
and removed two of our guns that were 
‘open in the waift into the after ports in the 
great cabin. 

Friday the 27th. From yefterday noon 
till twelve this day we have had a brave 
topfail gale from north to north- 
fleering away weft. At four in the ¢ 


ing yefterday the welt end of the Wht xh 


bore N. by W. diftance feven leagues, 
from whence I take my departure, we 
not coming in fight of any other land in 
Englands at which time Capt. Somes in 
the Feffrey was far a-ftern, not being able 
to bear his topfails for the extremity of 
the gales but Capt. Shurley not ealing fail, 
we were fore’d to croud with him all mshe 
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Pmnexrs. fo that we loft poor Somes. We run from 
sw 
O&ober, 


four in the evening yefterday 112/ weft,by 
the beft computation I could make, for 
our log-line breaking in the night, we loft 
our log, and were fore’d to make guefs- 
work. We faw many thips of all fides, 
but fpoke with none, except one Portu- 
gu#exe of two-hundred tons, bound from 
Oporto to London, laden with wine, for 
fome quantities of which commodity we 
had a great defire to traffick wich him ; 
but it bioaihe fo hard, and night being 
come on, hinder’d our defign, fo that we 
bid him farewel, and left him to proceed 
on his voyage, as we did on ours, unbent 
our cables, and clapt on haufe-boards, 
clear’d our fhip, and appointed my men 
their quarters in cafe of engaging an ene- 
my, having feventy men belonging to the 
fhip, and thirty-three of the African com- 
pany’s paffengers, for their caftlesin Guiney, 
fo that we made in all, men and boys, a 
hundred and three. At four in the even- 
ing yefterday the eaft end of the ifle of 
Wight, being in latitude 50° 24/ N. bore 
N. by W. diftance feven leagues, from 
which take my departure, We hiad a great 
north fea, for which I allow one point lee- 
way, fo that'fince four in the evening yef- 
terday have run 112 W. by S. and at noon 
this day have made from the eaft end of 
the ile of Wight 8° 42’, and wetting 108 
(lat. 49° 42/0) 

Saturday the 28th. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we have had a clofe fky, with fome 
fmall fhowers of rain, anda brave gale of 
wind at N.N.E. and N.E, running from 
fix to eight miles an hour. This morning 
at nine we faw a fhip to the fouthwar 
ftanding with us; about ten fhe fhew’d a 
blue Exglif enfign, by which we guefs’d 
it to be Capt. Hereford in the Fortune, as 
he prov’d ; about twelve he join’d us: the 
true courfe fteer’d, allowing all impedi- 
ments, is S. 75° 56 W. or W.S. W.2 W. 
diftance run 1783 the latitude by reckon- 
ing 49° and wefting in all made 280 miles, 
being S. 42, and W. 172 miles. 

Sunday the 29th. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we have had a brave ftiff gale from 
N.E. to E. NE. fiecring away W. by S. 
and W. S. W. diftance run per log is 167 
miles; decreas’d our latitude forty-feven 
miles, made weit departure 160/. At noon 
this day we had indifferent good obferva- 
tion of the latitude ih 47° 58’ N. total 
welting 440 miles. 

Monday the 30th. From noon yefter- 
day we had a fine topfail galeat NN. E. 
‘Keeping our courfe W. S. W. till eight laft 
hight, at which time it veer’d to the N. by 
W. and at twelve to the N. W. and at 
noon this day to W. dark cloudy weather, 
with fome rain, but fmooth water. This 


day we fold at the maft our boatfwain 
Robert Fabin's and Fobx Harding’s cloaths, 
being two of our men that run away from 
the thip while we lay in the Dowzs, the 
firft having embezzled and convey’d away 
a great deal of our cargo, as well as the 
thip’s flores, while we lay fitting out in 
the river, as we found when we came to 
examine them. Diftance run per log is 
116/, difference of latitude made is 67’, 
W, Departure made is $85 the prefent faz 
titude by reckoning is 46° 51’, and total 
departure W. 528 miles. 

Tufday 3xft. Thefe twenty-four hours 
we have had a brisk gale of wind, veering 
from W. N. W. to W. by S. with frequent 
hard fqualls and gufts. Laft night at four 
mott of our fleet being to leeward far, we 
bore down to them, and it looking like 
dirty weather we took up both reefs in our 
toplails, and joge’d under them and our 
two courfes clofe hal’d all night. ‘This 
morning, our foreopfail being in fome 
Places feam-rent, we unbent it, and brought 
to another, and furl’d it, by reafon we 
fore-reach’d and weather’d much upon all 
the reft of the feet, Diftance run fince ye- 
fterday noon is 112’, courfe various, from 
S. W. to S. by W: but the direct courfe 
made (allowing one point and half lee-way, 
by reafon of the fmall fail we made, and. 
the great weftern fea) is S. 11° 15/ W. or 
S. by W: difference of latitude made is 
108’ S. departure 20’ W. the prefent 
latitude 45° 3’, by reckoning ; and toral 
departure W. 548 miles, 

Wednefday the rf. From noon yefter- Nore. 
day we had the wind at W. by S. until four ber. 
in the evening, when it veering to the S. W. 
by W. we tack’d, lying up with larboard 
tacks aboard N. W. by W. and N. W. 
until three this morning; the mate that 
had the watch came to acquaint me that 
they difcover’d four ftrange fhips with 
lights to windward of us; when I came 
upon deck I perceiv’d one with a light 
ftanding as we did, upon which we got our 
half ports off, chefts and hammocks up, 
and order’d every man to their feveral 
quarters, to get them clear for an engage- 
ment. About feven, being clear day, we 
had all things in order, and ready for a 
fight, at which time I plainly faw four tall 
hips with all fails fer ftanding direétly 
with us. Tam fure they were men of war 
of fixty and feventy guns each, as near 
as I could difcover thro’ my glafs, ‘but 
of what nation I could not tell, tho” we 
‘had great reafon to believe them French, 
our frigots feldom or ‘never cruifing fo far 
to the S.and W. They ftood towards us 
with all fail fet in a line, upon which I 
made a fignal, by hoifting and lowering 
my cnfign four times, to give notice to 
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Capt. Shurley of our new companions, and 
crouded with all fails to fpeak with him, 
he being about a mile diftant upon my lee 
bow, and the only one of our fleet then 
in company, we having loft the reft laft 
night and the night before: when I came 
up with him it blew fo hard that we could 
not hear cach other, tho’ we had good 
fpeaking-crampets, therefore we were for- 
ced to endeayour to underftand one ano- 
ther by figns, by which I perceiv’d that 
he was of my opinion, that fince they 
were fo many, not to ftand the brunt with 
them, two to one being oddsat foot-ball, 
we being deep loaden’ merchants. hips, 
and they frigots, buile and fitted only for 
fight, but rather to go away large, and 
endeavour, by often varying, our courfe, 
to lofe them, it blowing very hard at S. 
and being thick dirty weather, which was 
likely to continue and increafe, which I 
was not forry for, fince I do verily belicve 
it fav’d us a French voyages therefore we 
hal’dup our mainfails, clape the helm a- 
weather, and bore away under forefail and 
maintopfail, with two reefs in, upon the 
cap, ftecring W. N. W. and N. W. till 
nine, handed maintopfail, and went away 
N. W. till ten, having loft fight of the 
fhips that purfa’d us cer fince we went 
large. At eleven it blowing a hard ftorm, 
having very thick weather and grown fea, 
Jeft we fhould lofe each other,capt. Shurley 
brought to under a mizzen; my forefail 
being, up I went to do the like, but in 
haling out our mizzen the ftrap of the 
fheet-block broke, fo that eer we could 
brail him up he was by the violence of 
the gale fplit to pieces, which occafion’d 
us to lower the yard down and unbend 
him, upon which the fhip labouring mach 
for want of fil, found it convenient to 
fet the mainfail, and having got the tack 
aboard, eer we could gather the theet aft 
we Iplit the mainfail, and were forc’d to 
hale down the yard and furl him, and 
bear away before the wind N. and N. by 
W. with only the bunt of our forefail 
Toofe. In furling our mainfail one of our 
feamen, Fobn Southern, being cirelefs of 
himfelf, fell off the yard-arm and was 
drown’d, which I was extreamly forry 
for, but it was beyond human power to 
fave him, it blowing a mere fret of wind, 
and a very great fea, and having no {ails 
to command the thip. The difference of 
latitude and departure thefe twenty-four 
hours,by the belt computation I can make, 
is, N. 21/, W. 40/5 fo that our prefent 
Jatitude is 45° 24/ N. and total welting 
588 miles, 

Tuefday the 2d. From twelve yefterday 
until two in the evening, we went away 
N. with our bare poles, running four miles 
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anhours at which time, having brought Pio: 
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to anew mizen and reef'd him, we hoifted ~~ 


the yard and fethim, and brought her to 
under a mizen, then unbent our main-fail 
that was fplit, and with much pains and 
trouble we bent another 5 and having reef’d 
him we furl’d him: About four we furl’d 
our fore-fail fhug, and hoifted the mizen 
flay-fail, to keep the hip to, and her 
head upon the the labouring moft 
dreadfully. At twelve laft night the vio- 
lence of the ftorm being abated, we fer 
the main-fail, and lay under it and mizen 
till day-light; when, having righted up the 
fhipa little, tomy great trouble and fur- 
prize, we found that our forematt was 
{prung about three foot above the partners 
in the forecaftle; the crack being very 
large, and opening above an inch upon 
every rent of the thip, which, to fee, 
made my heartake ; we found it likewife 
upon fearching, to be almoft rotten to the 
heart in that place, whereupon I fene for 
my officers, to confult what was mot pro- 
pet to be done upon this unexpeéted acci- 
dent, and how beft to fecure him, but 
finding fome of them begin to urge that 
there was no proceeding on fo longa 
voyage with fuch a malt, and thae ic was 
convenient to bear up for Plymouth, while 
we were fo near it, to furnith ourfelves 
with another. I thought it convenient to 
quath this motion in the bud, and declar’d T 
was refolv'’d to proceed on my voyage, tho” 


T thould be fore’d to go with a jury-maft, 
rather than return agin to ; and 
forthwith order’d my carpenters to go to 


work to fecure him, by paying four new 
capiton bars of good oak, and nine foot 
long each, round him, where he was fprung, 
and {pike them very well, and af 

clapt four good wooldingsuponhim, 
I was in hopes would fufficiently 
him, we every day approaching nea 
fair weather country ; and when our car- 
penters had done what I had order’d them, 
it feem’d very firm, and did not complain 
all the voyage after. In crowding yetter- 
day morning with maintop-fail to {peak 
with Capt. Shurley, upon fight of the four 
ftrange fhips, we wrench’d the head of 
our main-maft 5 and this morning fec fome 
men to woold the heel of the maintop- 
maft, to the head of the main-malt, to 


wrung. We had the win 
four hours at S. and 5. S. 
very fevere ftorm, wecaping all night W. 
and W, N. W. drove N. two milean hour. 
‘Atnoon this day the wind came about to 
W. N. W. but being buly about our matt 
could make no fail; the direét courfe made 
is N. forty-fix miles, latitude, by reckon- 
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ing yefterday, our carpenters having com- 
pleated what they could do to the fore- 
maft, we fet the forefail and wear’d the 
thip, and laid her head to the S. lying up 
S. by W. and S.S, W. wind at W. and 
W. byS. ftiff gale. At nine o'clock we 
handed our maintop-fail, and went under 
courfesall night, until noon this day, hav- 
ing the weather very cloudy and fqually 
formoft part; Tallow three points lee-way, 
fo that judge we made our way good, but 
S.E.byS. — Ditt, per log fifty-feven miles: 
At uwvelve we had good obfervation of the 
latitude, and found it to be 45° 5/ N. 
Departure madeis thirty-one mileseaiterly. 
Total wefting is 557 miles. 

Saturday the 4th. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we have had dull fqually weather, 
and fome heavy fhowers of rain; wind 
from S. W. by W.to W. by N. lying up 
from S. by E. to S. W. by $. until fix this 
morning, when the wind came about to the 
N. W. by W. and fo to N. we fteering 
away S. W. witha freth gale till noon this 
day, when ircleared up, fo that we had 
a good obfervation of the latitude, and 
found itto be 43° 50’ N. Departure made 
is 20 W. Total wefting 577’. 

Sunday the sth.  Thefe twenty-four 
hours we have had clofe cloudy weather, 
wind between the N. N. W, and N.N.E. 
a fine top-fail gale, fteering till fix in the 
evening yefterday, S. W.. 41 miles, then 
S. S. W. 100 miles till noon this day. 
Difference of latitude madeis §. 121 mile 
Departure W. 67 miles, the prefent lati 
tude reckon’d 41° 49/N. Total wefting 
644 miles. 

Monday the 6th. From noon yelterday 
until twelve thisday, we have had but a 
finall gale of wind, thuffling from N.N.E. 
to E.S. E. our courfe tteer’d being S.S, W. 
Dittance per log is 54’, the weather clofe 
and cloudy, fo that we could have no ob- 
fervation: This morning beginnning to 
draw near a fair weather-country, we got up 
our top-gallant-maftand yards, and dry’d 
our fails, which were fplit in the late ftorm. 
Difference of latitude made, is 49’ S. De- 
parture 21 W. Latitude, by reckoning, 
41° N. and toral welling 665 miles, 

Tuefday the 7th. Thefe twenty-four hours 
we have had clofe sky and dark weather,

I perceiv’d he was re- 
folv’d to pluck a crow with me; therefore, 
after drinking a dram, and encouraging 
all, order’d all my mento their guns, to 


behave themfelves courageoufly, and ex. 
pected his broad-fide, which when within 
piftol-thot he gave us, and his volley of 
fimall thot, We return’d his civility very 
heartily with ours; after which he thor a 
head of us, and brought to, and fell 
along our larboard fide, and gave us his 
other broad-fide, as we did him then each 
of us loaded and fired as faft as we could 
until ten o’clock atnight, when his fore top 
maft came by the board; then he fell a 
ftern of us, and made the beft of his way 
to leeward, with his boat towing a head, 
and took his leave of us. We gave him 
a levet with our trumpets, and whatguns, 
we had loaded, to bid him farewell, being 
heartily glad to be rid of fuch a trouble- 
fome gueft, and ftood to our former 
courfe W. by S._ I was extreamly glad 
that, by God’s affiftance, we defended the 
fhip, tho” the was moft miferably thatter’d 
and torn in her maft and rigging, having 
had eleven fhot in our main matt, three 
quite thro” him, and feverai lodg’d in him 
and gaul’d him flanting three’ or four 
inches deep, eight fhot in our fore matt, two 
quite thro’ s our main top thot to piecess 
our main top matt fplinter’d half a way 3 
our mizen yard thot in two pi 
fprit fail cop matt jack and j 
away ; our antientitaff thot by the board, 
fo that had no colours Aying moft part of 
the engagement, but the king’s pendant, 
which by authority of my letter of mart, 
T fought under s we had feveral thot thro® 
our yards, with much more too. long to 
inert. As to the rigging, I know not 
how to begin or end with it, *twas fo tore 
by long barsof iron they fired; our main 
fhrouds we were forc’d to knot in fourteen 
places, and had but one fhroud ftanding of 
the larboard fide, when Monfieur towed 
off. Weknotted our fore fhrouds in nine 
places; our main top chain and main tie 
were thot to pieces, fothat the yard hung 
wholly by the parrel and pudding : our 
flayes, fheets, and tacks, were thor in 
feveral places ; and of the running rigging 
few or none efcap’d their fmall thot, which 
flew very thick ; we had not above thirty 
fhot placed in our hull, four of which were 
under water: He fired very high for the 
moft part, at our maft, yards, and rig- 
ging, to bring our mait by the board, 
and had we had a top fil gale, they mult 
have all gone away, butit was our good 
fortune to have fniooth water, (a thing 
not common in that place) and little wind, 
until we had opportunity, by ftoppers, 
Preventers, knotting, and fplicing, to fe- 
cure them indifferently : We fired low all 
into his hull, and loaded our low guns 
(which were all demiculverin) conftantly 
with both double and round fhot, and our 
quarter

cafes full of musket bullets, fo that we

We had five men 
kill'd out-right, and about thirty-two 
wounded; among the laftwasmy brother, 
my gunner, carpenter, and boatfwains 
the carpenter had his arm fhot off, and 
three others their legs; five or Gx of my 
beft men were dreadfully blown up by their 
carelefsnels, in laying the lighted matches 
among fomé cartridges of powder 3 our 
harper had his {cull fraétur’d by a finall 
thot; the reft are bur flight fmall thor, 
and fplinter wounds, and bruifes, and hope 
will do all well our furgeon, Mr. William 
Gordon, being a diligent man, and an ex- 
cellent. artift in his proféffion. The fight 
Jafted fix hours, from four till ten o’clock, 
being all that while within piftol-fhot, little 
wind, and {mall water, and firing as fattas 
both fidescould load our guns. We often 
Save them huzza’s during the engagement, 
and they would anfwer with Vive le TOYS 5 
but when he towed away under our {tern 
his note was chang’d, for Incyer heard fuch 
dreadful fereeching and howling as was on 
board of him, fo thac he mutt needs have 
a great many men wounded. J judg’d him 
to be about 48 guns, and a man of war. 
After he left us we fteer’d W. by S, with a 
fall galeat N.E. and fpene all the night in 
fixing our rigging.as well as we could, to be 
in fome pofture to receive him, if he fhould 
incline to have another bout with us in the 
morning s but our men being tired all day, 
and the beft of them kill’d or wounded, we 
could do but little, tho? they had all the 
encouragement that I could give them, and 
asmuch punch as they would drink: This 
morning, when it was light, we faw the 
enemy about three leagues diftance, ftand- 
ing to the northward from us, having, I 
prefume, had his belly-full the night be- 
fore, and which, without fallacy, I was very 
glad of, not defiring to have any more to 
do with fuch a quarrelfome fellow. 

Since my arrival in England from Gziney 
Thave been intorm’d by capt. Peter Wall, 
who had been taken by the thip we fought 
with fome thort time before I met wich 
her, and was on board her with his men 
priloners at the time of my engaging with 


damag’d; thav the Canary merchants {aw 
the engagement while light, and heard the 
guns when dark; that they intended to 
make me a prefent had I put into Oratava 
road; bur I knowing nothing of their de- 
fign, thought myfelt very happy in having 
fav'd my ship, and fo proceeded on my 
voyage for the coat of Guiney, 

Friday the 24th. “Thefe “twenty-four 
hours we have {pent in knotting our 
fhrouds, and fixing our other rigging as 
well as we could; knotted our main fhrouds 
in fourteen places, and the fore-throuds in 
nine, and after fet them up very tort, to 
fecure our poor thatver’d’ matt; we were 
fore’d to keep our chain-pamp and both 
hand-pumps conftantly going, to keep the 
thip frve, the making a great deal of water, 
through the four fhot-holes receiv’d under 
water, which we could not comeat to ftop 
cfie€tually by reafon of the fea, This day 
we liv’d on bread and cheefe and punch, 
not being able to dref.any meat, by reafon 
our hearth and furnaces were thot thro’, 
which our armourer was about mending. 
We had a hogthead of brandy thot in our 
Iazaretta, whofe lofs we much regretted. 
We had a fine gale of wind at N. E. byE. 
with which fleer'd away W.S.W. the poor 
thip looking miferably with her thot rig= 
ging dangling about, and as full of {plin- 
ters as a carpenters yard of chips. 

Saturday the 25th. From noon yefter= 
day we have had a fine gale of wind at 
N.E.and E.N.E. fte ing S. W. wit 
topfails low fer, for fear of fu 
fhatter’d maft. At fix in 
fterday the iland of Fero (in the latitude 
27° 30’ N.) bore S. S. E. diftance feven 
Jeagues. At nine this morning bracing our 
main-yard, about ten foot of the ftarboard 
yard-arm broke, being thot above half 
thro? in that place. At ten this morning 
the ifland of Fero being juft difcernible, 
bore of us N. E. diftance by eftimation 
twelve leagues, trom which I take my de- 
parture for St, Yarosthere to ftop my leaks, 
fit my matt and yards, and get fome frefh 
provifions for my wounded poor men, 
which are a moft difmal fpeétacle.

up and fet him; we unbent our fo: 
(which had thirty large fhot-holes thro” 
him, fome half-yard wide, done with the 
Jong bars of iron they fired, and innume- 
rable musket-fhot holes) and brought to 
anothers we woolded three large crows to 
the foremait, to fuccour a great gaul about 
eight inches deep which he had receiv’d ia 
the engagement, about ten foot above the 
forecattle; fet our carpenters to work about 
mending the fhot-holes in our bolts . Lait 
night took up both reefs in cach of our 
topfails, and were forc’d to go with them 
about two foot above the caps, for fear of 
carrying our maft away. Now having be- 
gun to come into the trade-winds way, had 
fine fteady gales at E. S. E. fteering away 
S.S. W. At noon this day we had good 
obfervation. Diltance run per log 146/s 
welting before 29; now 575 total welting 
from Fro, 86 miles. 

Monday the 27th. Yefterday’s evening, 
our carpenters {pent in mending the bot- 
tom of our yaul, fo that now we have one 
boat that will fwim, ready to be hoifted 
‘out upon any fudden accident, of a man 
falling over-board, or the like. We kept 
‘our pumps conttantly plying, to free the 
thip, in which the royal 4frican company’s 
foldiers did us good fervice in the day- 
time. We had a fine curious gale, veer- 
ing from E. N. E. to E. by 5. fteering 
all night S. S. W. for St. Fags, one of the 
cape de Verd ifands. ‘This morning as 
foon as it was clear light we faw a thip 
upon our weather-bow, bearing of us 
S. by W. diftance about a league, ftanding 
as we did; immediately we call’d up all 
hands to put the fhip in a fighting pot- 
ture, and in truth our men were very dex- 
trous at it, fo that we were clear for a 
fight in lefs than an hour’s time (being 
improv’d by the laft engagement ;) in 
about half an hour after we were every 
way ready, we perceiv’d her to hale clofe 
upon a wind, crouding with all the fail 
the could towards the Barbary coalt s the 
feem’d to usa good fhip, and I do believe 
it might be capt. Daziell in the Mediterra- 
nean, bound to Angola; when we faw him 
fhun us we kept on our own courfe S.S. W. 
being not very defirous to force a quarrel, 
having fo lately been well bang’d,, tho’ all 
our men that were unwounded were very 
refolute to give him a rough falute, had he 
had any thing to fay to uss he keeping {till 
clofé hal’d,. about twelve a-clock was out 
of fight, We then put our half ports on 
again, unflung our yards, and got off our 
clofe quarters, and fet our carpenters about 


mending the reft of our boats. This fale 
alarm hinder’d the paying of our tropick 
bottles. Atnoon this day we had good obs 
fervation, diltance run per log 1603 courfe 
S.S, W. latitude 22° 31/5 welting: before 
865 now 6x5 total 147.

bearing W.S, W. diftant fix leagues, the 
body of the ifle of May S.E. by E. fix 
leagues, feeming, as underneath is pour- 
tray’d.

you have for moft part fmall breezes off 
the land: we rid here as in a mill-pond, 
and the ground is very clean and fandy. 
The ifland of St. Fago lies in the latitude 
15° 25/ N. being full of barren high moun- 
tains, on which are bred vaft numbers of 
jackanapes, the leaft I ever met with ; they 
are fold tora trifle, but the leaft cold kills 
them, The ifland extends about twenty 
Ieagues in length, S. E, and N. W. its 
greatelt breadth is aboat ten leagues, E. N. 
E. and W. S. W. The beft road in the 
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ifland is port de Praya, where there is good (se Place 
fandy ground, and fafe riding with a fmall © 


feope of cable, Near the cod of the bay 
isa very large cocoa-nut orchard, with 
plenty of fruit, in which near the fea-fide 
isa large hole, where they told me there 
us'd to be firefh water to fupply thipping ; 
but at my being there I faw not one drop, 
fo that we were forc’d to fill what we did 
at a well, inclos’d witha ftone wall, which, 
reach’d from the bottom about two foor 
above the grounds the water therein was 
about a foot and half deep, which, being 
oblig?d to hand up in buckets, occafion’d. 
a tedioufnefs in filling our casks, and dif- 
turb’d the water to that degree, that it was 
as thick as puddle, fo that it ferv’d us for 
no other ufe but to boil our provifions 
with 5 the well is three good cables length 
diftane from the fea, which occafion’d us 
great trouble, as well as damage to our 
casks, in rolling them fo far over tharp 
rocky fragments, which the way along the 
orchard-wall to the well is full of, they 
dropping from the impending hill, As 
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foon as we came to an anchor we faluted 
the ifland with Give guns, but were anfer'd 
only with three, which diftinétion I did 
not well relifh, having the king’s jack and 
pendant fying; but not knowing how to 
help it, we went about getting our boats 
out, which when we were bufy about, there 
was a gun fired from the little fore on the 
brow of the hill, to command us afhore, 
which we regarded not, but purfu’d’ our 
bufinefs; ina fhort time there was another 
fired, and foon after a third, witha hot, 
which dropt half way between the fort 
and our fhip: being loth to make them 
wafte more of their powder and ball, our 
pinnace being ready, myfelf and one of 
the African company’s factors, my doctor 
and purfer, went in her afhore, where 
when we arriv’d we found a dozen of half- 
itarv’d foldiers attending our landing ; 
they had each a long fword and a lance, 
but they look’d more like skeletons than 
men, and fo very ragged, that, if the pro- 
verb be true, they were all heathen philo- 
fophers. Being landed, we were receiv’d 
by thofe lank gentlemen with a fort of 
civil ftatelinefs, and conducted towards 
the hill where their commanding officer 
expected us 5 we accompany’d them up 
acraggy, fteep, uncouth way, till ac length, 
halt out of breath, we reach’d the fum- 
mit, where we were receiv’d by a well- 
Jook’d old man, who, after the civility 
of our hats, and bidding us welcome, de- 
fired us to walk on with him, which we 
did, and in our paflage the firft fight I 
met with was a cow kill’d and skinn’d, 


_and cut into divers fmall meffes, mott 


naufeoufly mangled in the butchering, and 
as lean as the guard. I was forry to fee 
fuch a fample of their provilions, fince I 
had occafion for fome quantities, to nou- 
rifh and apport our poor wounded men, 
of which we had above thirty. The of- 
ficer feeing me eye the meat, offer'd to 
prefent me with fome of it to fend aboard 5 
J civilly thank’d him, and declin’d_ his 
proffer, well knowing the Portugueze don’t 
ufé to make prefents but with expecta- 
tion of ten times the value in return, but 
told him, Jf be could provide me Jome cows 
inft the morning I could buy them, if not 

: he reply’d, That none but the 
governor, who liv'd at St. Jago town, the 
metropolis of the ifland, three leagues to the 
W. of us, durft fell any cattle, but for other 
provifions, that the country people would: 
bring down fume to the fea-fide in the morn- 
ing to trade with us, By this time he had 
led us to.an old houfe, which we afcend- 
ed by a crazy pair of ftairs into a large 
open room, where being feated, he began 
to interrogate us, who'we were? whence 
we came? and whither bound? in which 


having, fully fitisfy’d him, 7 demandeg 
the reajon of bis firing fo eagerly and often 
to command us afbore : we reply'd, That 
Pyrates frequently came in there under Eno= 
Tith colours, and that in truth be binjay 
being upon the outward fleep point, clofe io 
which swe fieer’d coming ing and feeing oup 
Sails full of oot-boles, concluded us to be one, 
which zvas the reafon of bis earnefine for 
our coming. afbore: therefore, for his bet- 
ter fatisfadtion, T thew’d him my letter of 
Mart, which he receiv’d with much reipeét, 
Afterwards we fell into a general tlk 
of the flate of affairs in Europe, then of 
navigation, the coaft and trade of Guiney, 
which he had been all over, and gave a 
very good account of and indeed thro? 
all our difeourfe I found him to be a 
man of general knowledge and experience, 
and of a more civil and condefeending 
temper than is ufually found among the 
Portuguezey which prompted me to 
him, If be was of that nation? He alfurd 
me, be was nothing a-kin to them, but was 
a Flanderkin, born in Oftend, who had, 
by great promifes from the Governor at Lis- 
bon, been perfuaded to accompany him 10 
this place, where, when he arid, he found 
Sa little performance, that be would be glad 
any manner of way to retura into bis own 
country. 1 offer’d: him -his paflage with 
me gratis, and aflurd him of a hearty 
welcome, and to fend my boat any where 
for him the night before f fhould fail, and 
to put him athore in Guiney, Barbadges, or 
England, as he thould choofe ; he thank- 
fully acknowledg’d my kindnefs, but told 
me, be was fo narrowly watch’d when any 
Sripping lay there, that it was impo) 
him to get aboard. By this time one of the 
guard came in great bafte to acquaint him 
he faw the lieatenant-governor coming, 
whereupon we all walk?d to the gate to 
attend him, whence we faw him riding, 
without any attefidance, as faft as his mule 
could carry him, which ran up and down 
the craggy fteep hills as freely and firmly 
as our horfes can do in a fmooth road, 
As foon ashe arriv’d and alighted, the old 
officer paid his refpeéts to him in a molt 
cringing, fervile manner, he not taking the 
leaft notice of him, which troubled me, 
to fee that age, experience, and worth, 
fhould be fo undervalued and trampled 
upon by a young boy that had noth 
in him but power, pride, and empuneiss 
for I am certain he could not be twenty 
years old, and had the moft abject m 
prefence thacI have fen. We gave him 
the civility of our hats, he hardly vou 
fafing to touch his, but gave us many dif- 
daintul looks: and glances, and teltity’d 
fo much fuperciliousn all his carriage 
to us, that it began to ftir the old man 
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in me, and made me put ona refolution 
to return him his civilities in his own 
way, hardly giving him an anfwer to any 
thing he afk’d me, but wholly applying 
my difcourfe to the firft old officer, and 
eying him with as little regard as he had 
done us. By which ufage I perceiv’d he 
began to be fenfible of his error, and a 
little more civil: but in truth I could 
not {mother my refentmenct fo foon ; 
therefore in brief I reply’d to him, who 
and whence we were, and whither bound, 
and that we had put in here only to fill 
water, and purchafé provifions if we might 
have it. Then he enquir’d of me about 
our engagement with the Frenchman, de- 
firing a relation of it? Itold him, We 
had met, fought, and got clear of a 
French man of war, but that my bufi- 
nefs aboard was fo preffing, that I could 
not then fpare time to give him a parti- 
cular account of the action, bur that I 
would fhortly come to St. ‘fago to wait 
upon, and pay my refpeéts to the gover- 
nor; and fo left him with as little cere- 
mony as he met us, and went direétly 
aboard. 

Sunday the 3d. After we came aboard 
yelterday we unbent the main-fails and 
having lower’d the yard, got it fore and 
aft, in order to fplice a piece ten foot long 
to the ftarboard yard arm, where it was 
broke, About three o’clock this morn- 
ing got our guns over, and gave the fhip 
a heel to port, in order to flop our leaks 
on the ftarboard fide, where we receiv’d 
three fhots under water afore the cheftree. 
Our carpenters {pent till two in the evening 
in ftopping them, our men in the mean 
time giving the fhip a ferub as low as 
they could: then we heel’d the thip the 
other way, and found a very large fhot- 
hole in the larboard-bow, abouta foot un- 
der water. Our carpenters {pent'the reft 
of the day in {topping that, and righted 
the thip before night. About nine this 
morning I went with fome of my officers 
to pay my refpects to the governor at St. 
Fago town, having our trumpets in che 
Pinnace’s head. After we had row’d about 
feven miles, we came about a point into 
the bay near che town. We run our boat 
afhore right againft the gate; where being 
landed, “and feeing only a few negroes 
and children, our trumpets founded a le- 
vet, which foon brought an officer down 
to us, who conducted us to the governor’s 
palace at the upper part of the town; 
where we faw no body but negroe women, 
who talk’d to us many fmutty English 
words, making lafcivious undecent ge- 
ftures with their bodies, which were all 
naked, excepting a little clout about their 
wafte, hanging down to the middle of the 
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thigh, which they would often take up Purtirs. 
to thew us their merchandize. We were VW 
inform’d that the governor was at church ; Dees zal 
but our trumpets had alarm’d him fo, “> 
that we had noc waited Jong ere he ap- 
pear’d, advancing towards ugar the head 
Of the congregation. ‘There were two 
young captains and the prieft accom- Vif to she 
Panied him, his horfe being led after $°*«7%r- 
him in pretty good equipage. When he 
was come where we were, we falated him 
with our hats, which he and his company 
return’d very courteoufly, Then he de- 
fired us to walk in, and led us thro’ a 
court into a Jarge hut, with an iron bal- 
cony facing the fea, towards which it had 
a fine prolpeét. After we were feated I 
acquainted him we were come to pay our 
relpeéts to him, and gave him an account 
ot our voyage, and what induced us to 
put into his port, defiring he would per~ 
mit us to furnifh our felves with what 
freth water and provifions we had occa- 
fion for. He reply’d, ‘That fince he was 
perfivaded we were upon an honeft account, 
we might furnith our felves with what eer 
the ifland afforded: which favour I thank- 
fully acknowledged. Then he afk’d me 
for news from Europe. I gave him an 
account of what I could recollect, efpe- 
ly of our fucceffés at fea, and chav the 
French did not dare appear fince we burnt 
their thips at Cherburg and La Hoge, ex- 
cepting fome finall privateers and picke- 
roons to moleft our trade; that our fleet 
Jay all the fummer before their ports, and 
upon their coaft, deftroying ic and bom- 
barding their towns, but no French feet 
would appear to defend them. He feem’d 
very unwilling to believe me, being, as I 
found, in the French intereft, in praife of 
whofe bravery and ftrength he did much 
enlarge. Next he enquir’d about our en- 
gagement. 1 acquainted him with the 
whole matter of fa; and having an- 
fwer’d his queftions about the enemies 
force and our own, he fhook his head, and 
told me, He could not tell how to per- 
fade himfelf it was poffible I could efcape 
from a man of war of fifty guns. I re- 
ply’d, That Iwas very glad of my good 
fortune, but that it was certainly fos and 
that if he would fend any one aboard to 
fee my wounded men, and the pofture 
my fhip was in, he would be convine’d ic 
was no jet. I further affur’d him, thac, 
were he in Europe, he would underftand 
and find by frequent inftances, that it was 
no improbable nor uncommon thing. for 
our Englifo merchant thips to clear and 
defend themfelves from the French men 
of warand privateers, by plain downright 
fighting, if they were not out-number'd. 
After which he faid no more about that, 
Bobb but 
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but congratulated my good luck in faving 
my hip. I fancy’d him all this time'a 
little uneafy by reafon he faw fo many of 
my officers and pafiéngers with me, and 
that he had an inclination to give me fome 
treat, but that he was afraid they would 
devour him} ‘therefore calling one of 
themto me, I whifper’d him to go with 
the reft and take a walk for an hours 
which they foon'did, making their excufe 
tothe governor, that they had a defire to 
fee the town, which he wasnot backward 
to grant them, none remaining with me 
but my brother. . Soon after they were 
gone, we hada napkin laid, and a loaf 
of good white bread; then he went into 
the next room and brought out a box of 
marmalad, and a fquare cafe bottle half 
full of Madeira wine in which he drank 
tomes; but had it not been out of per- 
feét civility, 1 had rather have pledg’d 
him in waters for it was fo thick, foul 
and hot, that it had like to have made 
me commit an indecency in his excel- 
lency’s prefences but having laid a foun- 
dation of good punch in the morning 
aboard, iv tortify’d ry ftomach fo as 
that Thad power to contain myfelf, When 
our collation was over he began to enquire 
of me what provifions I wanted, acquaint 
ing; me that che cattle were feveral miles 
within land, that he had fent for fome, 
and that none were allow’d to fell them 
but himfelf’; which I cold him I was v 
of, becaufe I fhould have to do 
with none but his excellency, and that 
pleas’d I would take half a dozen 
s of him, and pay him in any goods 
that we had on board. Then he de- 


with 

them; which tho’ I knew to be rhodo- 
mantado, I only anfwer’d, That he was 
excellently well provided. Then I nam’d 
him other goods, fuch as linen, painted 
callicoes, fayes, perpetuanoes, iron, brafs, 


ifland, 


pewter, &c. all which he flighted, de- 
clating he would difpofe of none of his 
cattle but for ready money. I gave him 
to underftand that I had none of that, 
nor was ie cuftomary for merchants fhips 
to catry monies with them to purchafe 
neceflaries, having either credit where they 
come, or effects to raife: money with: 
more efpecially in my voyage to Guiney, 
where we had many good faétories, and 
where our Exropean coins were not paf- 
fable. But noewithftanding what I urg’d, 
I found him perfift in his refolution to 
difpofe of none but for ready cath. Buc 
whatever he pretended, I fancy the chief 
reafon was, that he had few or none to 


difpofe of, elf he would not have Nlighted 
fuch commodities as I offer’d in exchange, 
moft of which I knew to bevery eftimable 
at Lifbon, much more at fuch a diftanc 
ifland as his: however, he gave me per- 
miffion to buy what goats, fheep, Se. [ 
could of the inhabitants in truck, and fo 
ended our difcourfe upon that topick, 
Next he ask’d me for fome of our Eaj 
India commanders, whom he nam’d 5 and 
going into the next room, brought out 
two or three Lnglifh walking canes, which, 
he told me, they had prefented him when 
here, which he efteem’d fo much, that he 
would highly value and keep them while 
he liv’d, in refpeét to them that gave 
them, {till having an eye upon that in my 
hand, which was a pretty clouded cane 
with an engrav’d filver head. I foon 
guefs’d what he drove at ; and notknow- 
ing how handfomely to come off (for now 
he began to handle and commend my cane) 
and perceiving no other remedy, I told 
him, That fince my firft arrival in the 
ifland, I had intended to make his ex- 
cellency fome prefent, and had been often 
confidering what might be moft accept- 
able to him, and was very glad now to 
find that he had fuch a value for cancs, 
and begg’d that he would be pleas'd to 
accept that which I had, as a token of 
my refpeéts, that thereby I might have 
the honour of fome place in his remem- 
brance, as well as my. brethren the Eaf 
Tndia captains, He receiv’d the cane and 
compliment with abundance of pleafire 
and fatisfaction, as was manifeft by his 
countenance as well as his words, afluring 
me, that he fhould never fee that cane 
but he fhould remember me with efteem, 
and fo immediately conyey’d it and the 
reft out of my fight. Afterwards I gave 
him an invitation to come and dine aboard 
our fhip, where he fhould find a cordial 
ome, 23 well asall due refpet. He 
receiv’d the invitation kindly, but affur’d 
me, that he had not been on board any 
thip fince he had been governor there, and 
that if he were inclin’d to go, the inha- 
bitants would lofe their lives ere they 
would permit him, left any harm fhould 
befil him, or tricks be put upon him, as 
there have been on fome governors of thefe 
iflands, by pirates and privateers, who, 
when they have got them aboard, have 
carry’d them away, if they did not forth- 
with give orders to bring them fuch a 
quantity of provifions as they demanded, 
for which they would pretend to give @ 
bill of exchange payable at London, but 
drawn upon John a=Nokes, or the pump 
at Algate, as Avery’s bill was to the g0- 
vernor of St. Thomas's ifle. Being in the 
balcony with hisexcellency, 1 enquir’d if 
there 
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there were any good Madeira wine to’ be 
bought there? He told me, There was 5 
and a Portugue/e, in a handfome garb, juft 
then walking in the ftreet under us, ‘the 
governor call’d tohim, and ask’d, If he 
had any wine to truck for merchandize ? 
Affoon as he heard and faw the governor, 
he took off his hat, made a profound 
bow, and fell upon his knee in the ftreet, 
and then anfwer’d, That he had a barrel 
of wine to. difpofe of, but thac he muft 
have money for it; but the governor ac- 
quainting him that I hadnone, and thar 
he had no more to fay to him, he rofe 5 
and having made another humble cringe, 
walk’d with his hat in his hand till oue of 
fight. By this time my officers return’d, 
and I took my leave of the governor. 
We parted very kindly, with a promife 
of fending him a Ghefbire cheefe next day. 
‘This governor was of a very fmall ttature, 
about fifty years of age, of a noble fa- 
mily in’ Portugal. His complection was 
fwarthy, his afpeét mean, and his cloaths 
very ordinary. He had’a long black wig 
which reach’d to his middle, but fome- 
body had pluck’d out all’the curls. He 
feeni'd to me to be a man of good parts, 
experience and fubtlety. The foundation 
of his houft is as high as the tops of moft 
of the other houfes in the town, which 
lies in @ bottom under it, and may con- 
tain about two hundred houfes in all, 
ainong which there is a convent,a nunnery, 
and a good large church neir the caftle, 
which lies on a hill on the vaft fide of the 
town. It makes a pretty good fhew at 
fea, and is mounted with twelve guns. 
Here is a bifhop fen from Lifhon: and 
in the town the majority of the inhabitants 
are Portugue/e, bat in the reft of the ifland 
there are twenty blacks to one Portugue/e 
Thro? the middle of the town'there runs a 
final brook, which paffes thro? the foot of 
the town wall, and empties itfelf into the 
fea. Tis about eight yards broad, and 
about a foot deep. The road here of 
St. Fago is fmaller and more open than 
Pravda, and the ground fouland rocky. 
We had an alfefes to wait upon us to the 
boat; which having enter’d and put off, 
we gave them a farewel with our trumpets, 
and row'd away for our fhip, and got 
aboard abou four in the evening. 

onday the 4th. This day our carpen- 
ters fplic*d’a piece to the main-yard, and 
clap’d’ two good iron hoops and. two 
wooldings up it. We unbent our fhot top- 
fails, and brought others to the yards 5 
fitted our fhatter’d main-ftay, {ent the 
longboat for water, of which fhe fll’d 
fixteen punchions. We had fine weather, 
ahd a curious eafy galeat N. E. In the 
morning I went afhore at the cod of the 


ee 


merchants ;- fome with oranges, lemons 


one with a couple of {mall hens in his 
hand, there another with a litele monkey. 
upon-his knee ; a little farther, one with 
a goat betwixt his legs, another near him 
witha hog ty’d to his arm, and our fea~ 
men fo bufy trafficking with them for old 
ragged fhirts, drawers, or any other moye- 
ables (for nothing came amifs) that the 
trade was very brisk and diverting... Af 
ter we had pleas’d our elves fome time 
with this tag market, we walk’d up the 
hill to deliver the cheefe I had promis’d 
the governor, which I intrufted with ‘the 
before-nam’d old officer, prefenting him- 
felf with another. Here I met with a 
gentleman of the ifland who was come on 
purpofe to offer to fupply me with what 
provifions I wanted, and to take what 
money I could mutter, and the reft in 
goods for it. I gave him orders tor fif- 
teen goats, ten theep, four hogs, fixty 
hens, ‘five hundred oranges, and five hun- 
dred lemons, which he promis’d fhould 
beiready at the fea fide in the morning. 
Thad this time more leifure to furvey the 
livele garrifon on the hill, where there are 
about cight finall houfes, moft of them 
ready totumble down. ‘Their church is 
the beit, and next the corps de guard, .,On 
the weft brow of the hill is a little breaft- 
work, thro? which peep fix {mall iron mi- 
nion guns, fo much out of kelter, that 
they were ready to tumble out of their 
carriages. Except a crofs or two I faw 
nothing more worth notice there. I would 
have had the old officer gone off to dine 
with me, but he refus’d, telling me, Ic 
was as much as his life was worth to ar 
tempt it. And indeed they are fo jealous 
of the inhabitants going off with thips 
that call here, that they do not keep a 
boat in the ifland, at Ieaft I faw none here 
nor at St. Jago town; anda guard is kept 
conftantly along the marine while any 
fhips are in port, to prevent it. There 
are vaft numbers of goats, I having feen 
three or four flocks nearthe fhip, in each 
of which there could not be lefs than 500. 
Their fheep are but ordinary, their hogs 
indifferent, and fo are their poultry. Their 
lemonsand limes are good 5 but their Cbi- 
ya oranges are the beft I ever met with, 
I think exceeding thofe of Lifdon, and fo 
common, that for an old rag you may 
buy an hundred. ‘There is in this bay great 
plenty of fith, and very good. With our 
hooks we catch’d them as fi 
hale them in bue with our fayne, which 
we hal’d two or three times in the little 
fandy bay near the calt point coming: in 
(as appears in the preceding, draught) we 

caught. 
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bay, which I found cover’d with ragged Puitiirs. 


Cocoa-nuts, pine apples, bananas, &c. Here, Peccm! 
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Purceirs. caught fuch quantities, that our men not 
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able to eat themall, they dried and 
falted abundance. 

This ifland of St. Fago is the largeft of 
the Cape de Verdes, or, as they were an- 
tiently call’d, the Gorgades; the reft of 
the iflands, which are nine, being fubor- 
dinate to this governor. They were dif- 
cover’d, according to Dr. Heylin, in the 
year 1440. by a Genoe/e whofe name was 
Antonio de Noli, employ’d thereto by 
and at the charge of duke Henry, a 
younger fon of Yobn the I. king of Por- 
dugal. The town of St. Fago was taken 
firit by Sir Francis Drake in 1585, and 
by Sir Anthony Shirley in 1596. The 
main trade of thefe iflands is in falt, and 
that chiefly at Santa Mayo, where our 
fhips bound to Newfoundland generally go 
to load it for curing their fifh. Alfo 
fome fhips call, in their way to our Ame- 
rican plantations, at this ifland, Boxavifta, 
St. Nicolas, St. Vincents, &c, where they 
purchafe afles very cheap, and come to 
a good market for them at Barbadses, 
where all forts of brutes go off well. 
They lie very convenient for the refrefh- 
ment of hipping in their way to Guiney or 
the Eaft Indies, and few Englifh, Dutch, or 
French Eajt Indiamen but call here outward- 
bound. Their own Bra/il feet never fails. 
Thenegroes here go naked, excepta cloth 
about their middles, and a roll of linen 
the women wear about their heads, The 
cloaths they wear are of cotton, and che- 
quer’d or ftrip’d with blue. Ihave been 
told they make great quantities of thefe 
cloaths to fell, being much efteem’d, and 
a very good commodity upon the gold 
coaft in Guiney; but for my part I faw 
none but what the women wore; neither 
did any body mention or offer any fuch 
to me for fale. 

Tuefday the fifth, This morning, ac- 
cording to promife, I found the provi- 
fion we had befpoke at the water-fide, 
which we bought very reafonably, and 
paid for them three pounds in Spanifh 
money which I had pick’d up among my 
officers, and the reft in muskets, coral, 
and painted linen. I went and took 
leave of the old officer, intending to go 
no more afhore, and about noon return’d 
aboard, where our men were bufy fet- 
ting our fhrouds well up fore and aft, 
Our carpenters had faw'd a {pare main- 
topmaft we had into two halves, with 
which this morning they fith’d the fore- 
maft, which was very crazy. After hav- 
ing fay’d and fpik’d the fithes, they 
clap’d four good wooldings upon them. 
We got up our Jow yards, and made all 
clear to fail next morning. We had this 
day a fine eafy gale at N, E. with fome 


fmall fhowers of rain, Laft night Tho- 
mas Cronow, an honelt ftoat Wl/bman, 
one of our failors, died of his wounds 
received in the late engagement; one of 
his legs being carry’d off about the ancle, 
and half his other foot by the fame thor. 
He was row’d fome diftance from the 
fhip, and his body committed to the 
deep. 

Wednofilay the 6th, This morning at 7 
four we got our ftream anchor and haufer sr, J. 
aboard; then having loos’d and hoifted 
our top-fails, hove up our {mall bower, 
and ftood out to fea with the wind at 
N. E. a fine frefh gale: at five were 
without the point of the harbour; then 
fet fore-fail, main-fail, and {prit-fail, and 
ftood away S. E. by E. for the coaft of 
Guiney, with the wind a point large. At 
noon this day we had good obfervation of 
thelatitude in 14° 45/ N.5 $.23/5 W. 4/5 
the S. E. point of Sc. ‘Fago bearing N. W. 
by N. diftant fix leagues, and the S, 
end of the ifle of May N. by E. diftan: 
eight leagues, from which I take my de- 
parture, As we lay in the port of Prays 
we faw the ifland Fuego over the welt 1p 
point of the harbour. It fmoak’d all day, 
and all night we perceiv’d it belch {parkles 
of fire very thick, 

Thurfday the 7th. At noon yefterday 
the S. end of the ifle of May bore N, 
by E. diftane twenty-four miles: fron 
which time till noon this day we fteer’d 
away S, E. by E, having run ger log an 
hundred and fourteen miles; had good 
obfervation this day, latitude 13° 33/, 
eafting go’. Yefterday in the evening we 
clean’d all fore and aft between decks; 
andhaving cover’d the gratings clofe with 
tarpaulins, we burnt three buckets of 
tar to keep the fhip wholfome, and pre- 
vent infeétion and diftempers, We hoi- 
fted in our pinnace and yaul; and having 
clap’d the boat rope and a haufer upon 
the longboat, cow’d her aftern. We un- 
bent our cables, got up our anchors, 
clap’d on haufe-boards, and took up one 
reef in our top-fails. 

Friday the 8th, From noon yelterday 
we fieer’d S. E. by E. 112/, with a fine 
frefh gale at N. E. which towards noon 
this day began to falter ; had good clear 
weather, and obfervation of the latitude 
in 12°30’ N. Eaft departure made was 
before 90/, now 93, total 183/. 

Saturday the gth. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we had a {mall gale of wind from 
N.E, to E.by N. Diftance run per log 
54/, latitude 12° 1/5 eafting before 183’, 
now 43, total 226. This morning 
fold at the maft the cloaths of Gablier L 
lers and Thomas Cronows, wwo of our mcr 
that were kill’d in the late eneseement

Tornado, 
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‘Swiday the 10th. From noon yefter- 
day «ill eight in the evening we had very 
faint {mall gales fhufling from E. by N. 
tos. with extraordinary flathes of light- 
ning, and dreadful cracks of thunder, 
and a difmal black sky 5 wherefore we, 
with expedition, handed all fails except 
our fore-fail, and expeéted fome violent 
fquall. About ten we hada very hard 
guilt of wind at S, W. accompany’d with 
heavy fhowers of rain, and moft terrify- 
ing thunder and lightning. It lafted un- 
til twelve, at which time we had fine 
clear weather, and a moderate gale at 
S. S. E. veering to S. W. and fo to 
W..N. W. we keeping our courfe S. E. 
by E. The fimall tempeft we had was a 
tornado, very frequent on the coat of 
Africa; which being the firft T ever was 
in, did a little furprize me; for J never 
heard fuch thunder, nor faw fo dreadful 
a sky before, nor fuch flahhes of light- 
ning, which I was fearful would fire the 
hip, it leaving a fulphureous fmell be- 
hind ic: but afterwards we had them fo 
frequently, that we little regarded them, 
having always timely notice of their com- 
ing, to hale our fails up ; which when 
done we let them blow their fury over, 
which was foon done, they feldom latt. 
ing an hour, and near the coaft of Gui- 
ney blowing, generally off the thore, fo 
that there is but little danger. Thefe 
and the extraordinary thunder and light- 
ning are a fure fign of approaching the 
coatt of Guiney for on the fouth fide of 
the line I fail’d four hundred leagues be- 
tween two and three degrees fouth lati 
tude, in my paffage from the ifland St, 
Thomas to Barbadoes, and met with none 
of them, nor thunder or lightning, but 
fine fteady brisk gales between S. 8. E. 
and E. S.E. They fhift all round the 
afs in half an hour. Diftance run 
fe twenty-four hours is 24, courfe va- 
rious 5 latitude, deducting 5/'S, 119 56's 
cating before 226, now 20, total 246. 

Manday the 1th. From noon yefter= 
day until eight at night we fteer'd S. E. by 
E, 29/3 then S. E. until noon this day, 
when we had an obfervation in 10° 40/5 
wind at N. and N. N.E. freth gale; eatt- 
ing before 246, now 95, total 341. 

Tueflay the 12th. From noon yefterday 
until noon this day we fteer’d S. E. 124/ 
by the log, with a fine gale of wind at 
N.E, and N. N. E. and fmooth water. 
At twelve had good obfervation in 9° 12/ 
Ni latitude; and eaft departure, before 
341, now 87, total 428. 

Wedveflay the 13th. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we have had but a fmall gale of 
wind at N. and N.E. fleering S. E.

now 243 total 452. This morning we 
catch’d a great fhark eight foot long, 

Thurfday the 14th. From noon yelter- 
day until four we had a fmall top-gallane 
gale at N.E. courfe fteer’d S,E. then 
calm till fix, when we had a faint breefe 
ac S.E. till ten; then becalm’d again ull 
cight this morning, when a gale fprung 
up at W. S. W. frethning till owelve, 
We lying up S, E. had good obfervation 
in 8° 34/5 eafting before 452, now 6 3 
total 458. 

Friday the 15th. Between one and 
two inthe evening yefterday we had 
heavy fhowers of rain, with an eafy gale 
of wind at N. W. by W. fteering S. E, 
by E. Diftance run per log 54’. By 
noon this day the wind veerd to S. W. 
a fine gale, but clofe cloudy weather, 
Latitude, by reckoning, 8° 4/ N. eaft- 
ing before 458, now 455 total 503. 

aturday the 16th, ‘Thefe twenty-four 
hours we fteer’d S. E. by E. with a fine 
top-gallant gale from W. S. W. to W. 
N.W. Weather clofe and cloudy, with 
great thunder and lightning all round, 
This morning we had a moft hideous 
black sky, which occafion’d us to hand 
all our fails except the fprit-fail, expect- 
ing a ftrong tornado ; but it all ended in 
moft fevere fhowers of rain, which con- 
tinu’d from nine till twelve o'clock. Di- 
ftance run per log is 53/5 latitude, by 
reckoning, 7° 37/5 ealting before 503, 
now 405 total 543. 

Swiday the 17th, From noon yefter- 
day we have had a very black fky, with 
much rain, thunder and lightning, until 
eight this morning, when we hada fine 
gale ac E,N.E. and E. but at twelve 
were becalm’d, when we had good ob- 
fervation in 7° 7/ N. eafting before 543, 
now 413 total 584. 

Monday the 18th. Yefterday from 
twelve we lay becalm’d until fix in the 
evening, when we had a fmall gale at N. 
fteering S. E. by E. till twelve; then 
E. S. E. till ten this morning, at which 
time the gale died away. Diftance run 
per log 533 laticude, by reckoning, 6° 
44/5 ealting, before 584, now 475 total 
631. This day had feveral fhoals of 
filh about the thip, 

Twefday the rth, Thefe twenty-four 
hours we have had but fmall breefes from 
W. to S. W. fteering E. SE. and E. 
by S. until four this morning ; at which 
time it fell ftark calm, and continued fo 
until noon, with moft exceffive hear. 
Diftance run per log 19/3 latitude by rec- 
koning 6° 39/; ealting before 631, now 
185 total 649,

Wednefday the 20th. We lay becalm’d 
from noon yelterday till fix; then had a 
fmall breefe ac N, W. till five in the 
morning, when it fell calm again, and 
continued fo till noon; at which time 
we had good obfervation in 6° 40/ N. 
eafting before 649, now 123 total 661. 

Thiurfday the 21. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we have had fmall faint gales from 
N. W. to N. by E. we fteering due E. 
Diftance run per log 28; had good ob- 
fervation ; latitude 6° 42/5 ealting be- 
fore 661, now 28 ; total 689. 

Friday the 22d. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we have had a fine gale of wind 
between the W. and N, we fteering due 
E. for cape Mount, we having been thefe 
three days in the latitude of it; having 
run 60! by the log at eight o’clock this 
morning ; at which time we deferied cape 
Mount, bearing E. by N. diftant by efti- 
mation feven leagues, fhewing as in the 


fabfequent figure. At noom this day we 
had good obfervation in latitude 6° 367 
N. the cape bearing then N. E. by N, 
diftant four leagues; fo that I was off the 
cape 12/ S. W. by S. which work’d gives 
10/ S. and 6/ W. fo that by my obferya- 


tion, which I judge to be very good, cape ¢,,, 


Mount lies in latitude 6° 46’ N. which is Mos, 


more northerly than tis generally laid 
down in the books and charts. At the 
fame time heaving the lead, we had for. 
ty-four fathom water, and dark fand: 
oozy ground. I made E. departure from 
Santa Mayo to cape Mount, exadtly 754 
miles, or 251 leagues, as follows ;

Thus thews cape Mount feven leagues off, and at the bearings fet down. 


Saturday the 23d. From noon yefter- 
day we fteerd along Shore S. E. by E. 
for cape Mounferadse, with a tmall gale 
of wind. In the night hove the lead fre- 
quently, having cighteen and twenty fa- 
thoms; in which depths we kept till day- 
light, when we faw the cape, and foon 
after deferied three veffels riding at anchor 
under it; one of which feem’d a large 
thip. We notknowing what they might 
be, made our hhip clear, and order’d all 
things ready for a battle, when we per- 
ceiv’d a boat rowing off towards us, who 
having difcover’d what we were, came 
aboard us, being the pinnace of the Zaft 
India merchant, captain Shurley, my con- 
fort, who had fent her to intreat me to 
put in there to his affiftance, he having, 
off the cape, had his fore-maft and fore- 
yard fplit to pieces with a thunder-bolt, 
and his fore-topgallant-fail fet on fire by 
the precedent flahh of lightning. I in- 


tended to wood and water at fxnco, about 
twelve leagues more to the E. where is 
a good river, and plenty of woods but 
underftanding this difafter that had be- 
fallen captain Shurley, I alter’d my re- 
folution, and made all the way I could 


to get into Moun/iradve road, which, with ce 


the fea breeze, 
the evening let go my anchor in cight" 
fathom water, cape Moun/eradze bearing 

then S. by W. diftant two miles, the 

mouth of the river S. E. diftanta mile 

andan half, We found the other two 

veffels to be one Gubbins an interloper 

come from Barbadzes, chiefly laden with 

rum, to trade for gold and flaves, of 
which I bought about 500 gallons of him 

cheap, and fold it to good advantage; the 

other veffel was the Stanier loop, with 

Mr. Colker on board her, who was agent 

of Cherborough, and came thence to trade 

along the coaft for teeth, &c. 


Thus thews cape Mounferadee bearing N. four leagues off. 


Cape Mounferadse is about fixteen 
leagues diftant from cape Mount, there 


being no high land between them. Cape 
Maunferadoe is a round mountain, not 
near 


Idids and about four in Movs 


Jor. 
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near fo high as cape Mouzt. Within it 
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more delightful, profpeét to the eye than Pasues: 


to the N. N. E..is good riding in twelve, 
ten, or eight fathom water. The beft 
anchoring is in nine fathom, bringing 
the cape to bear S.4 W. of you, two 
miles off. About a mile within the cape 
is a fand on the fhore; and juft ac the 
beginning of the fandis a fine {mall th 
vulet of curious clear cool water, which 
diftils thro’ the woods and rocks, and 
there empties itfelf into the fea, About 
a cable’s length from which to the eatt 
there are two pools of frefh water un- 
der two great ftones. The people here 
are civil and courteous, but great beg- 
gars, the king and cappathiers éontinu- 
ally haunting us for dafhes (which is their 
word for prefents,) Here is ftore of good 
rice, and cheap, which they broughe us 
in abundance: and for our better conve- 
niency of trading with them, aswell as to 
Jodgé our carpenters that lay alhore in the 
nights to cut wood, we erected two tents 
with old fails, upon the fpit of fand at 
the mouth of the river. The chief com- 
modity we traded for was rice, of which 
I bought about five tuns, paying mottly 
for it in booges or cawries, which are 
the goods they chiefly efteem, for a pint 
of which we could buy 30 Jb. of rice. 
‘The other goods they approved of were 
iron bars and red Wel plains; but they 
had nothing confiderable to trade with 
us for them, We bought fome fowls of 
them which they call Cocadecoes, being 
not bigger than our Englifh chickens, and 
eat dry. We alfo purchas’d fome limes, 
wild oranges, pine apples, and two or 
three fmall goats, They hada few fmall 
elephants teeth, but not worth our regard, 
About two miles E.S. E, and E. within 
the cape, is a fine large river call’d in 
the Platts, Rio de St. Paulos the name, I 
prefiime, given it by the Portugues, who 
were formerly the fole matters, ag well 
as firlt difcoverers of this coatt, About 
+, Of a mile without the mouth of the 
river is a bar, which, at high water, has 
upon it four foot, and at low water two 
and 4, or three foot, The fea breaks 
igh upon it, efpecially when the fea 
breefe blows frefh, which commonly be- 
gins at nine or ten o'clock, and con- 
tinues till towards the fame in the even- 
ing. The deepeft water is near each 
thore. Going in our Jong-boat which 
drew three foot water, we always paft the 
bar very well, 
_ The river of St. Paul is a very pleafant 
Fiver, in fome places as broad as the 
Thames at London, and fring’d’ on each 
fide with thick groves of mangrove trees, 
Which are always green s fo that, in my 
pinion, nothing can be painted to givea 


this naturally does. “About three miles up 
this river we had good frefh water at low 
water and about five miles up at high 
Water 5 our long boat always bringing down 
it five tons of good, without grounding any 
where: One morning myfelf, and fome 
officers, went in our pinnace about eight 
miles up the river to vilit 
at his town. 
monkeys on the tre 
to the other; at fome of which we thot, 
but kill’d none. King dndrew*s town lies 
on the latboard fide of the river going up, 
and about a quarter of a mile from the 
river fides the landing to it being between 
two high trees, where being arriv’d, we 
were met by Roy Andreo, and his nobility, 
who conduéted us thro® the woods to an 
open place, where the town lay, it being 
the only piece of ground I faw free from 
woods in thefe 
Where the 
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ground, and of a circular 
figures over it, fupported by polts, is a 
fhed, or pent-houfe, thatch'd with palm 
branches, to fhelter them from the fun or 
rain 5 between the fhed and foundation *tis 
open on all fides, for the conveniency of 
light and air, and is about twelve yards 
diameter. Here, when we arriv’d and had 
climb’d up, wehad fome blocks of divers 
figures broughtustofiton, ashad king, n- 
drewand twoor three of hisgrandees,thereft 
fitting behind crofs-legg’d on the ground s 
thefe ftools are about half a foot high, and 
none of the better fort of negroes go abroad 
but have one carried with them, which 
they efteem a piece of ftate s being, feated, 
we had fome punch made, and opened our 
knap-facks to eava bit of neats-tongue, and 
what other cold provifions we had brought 
along with us; and having invited his 
majelty and lords to our collation, and 
diftributed fome amongft them, we were 
farprized to fee each of them, inftead of 
falling to, go to a hole in the floor we eat 
upon, and the king firlt, and the refl fol- 
lowing, with great devotion and fymp- 
toms of forrow, dropt fome part of each 
fort of meat we had given them into ic, 
and the fame of the punch, beer, brandy, 
and rum we gave them, and after recarn’d 
and eat and drank moft voracioufly, his 
majefty and court being very glad of the 
Toots and parings of the tongues, and 
whatelfe we could noteat. I aad of 

them 
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Parirs. them what they meant by putting fome of 


each meat and drink into the hole; and 
they inform’d us, that their laft dead king 
was there bury’d, and that the hole reach’d 
his corpfe; and that the meat and drink 
they put into it, was togive him fome of 
all forts of our varieties, ere they touch’d 
any themfelves. I was pleas'd with their 
refpeét to their deceas’d monarch, tho” I 
could not but pity their folly and fuperfti- 
tion, After our repait was over, I order’d 
our boats crew, €c. to exercife their guns 
before the king, with which he was much 
farprized, as wellas pleas’d, efpecially at 
our regular volleys; and to return our ci- 
vility he commanded his men to fhew us 
their way of fighting, which was after a 
confus’d manner, with lances about five 
foot long, with pointed iron heads 5. fmall 
bowsand arrows, as flender as a reed, of 
which moft were poifon’d at the end with 
fome black ingredient, which if it touches 
theblood, kills inevitably, if the part af- 
fected be not immediately cut off: Their 
arrows have no iron heads nor feathers, nei- 
ther do they ever hoot them point blank, 
but at random, as we doroyers; and yet 
they will come very near the mark they 
aimat: They carry {quare targets of thin 
board, about four foot long, and two 
broad, with conveniences on the infide to 
hang them on their left arms, but fo as 
their hand is free to manage their bow. 
Here were fome foldiers come from the 
river of Yuco, to affit king Andrew i 
his wars, two of them had old fufees, 
with which they march’d behind two that 
carried targets, the muzle of their pieces 
peeping out between two targets; in this 
polture they crept on very filently to dif- 
cover the enemy, which as foon as they 
pretended they had, the two guns gave 
fire, their lances were flung, and arrows 
fhot, with a mott difmal horrible f{cream- 
ing noife ; and then they ran in confufion 
back to their firft poft, where having re- 
Joaden their guns, and put themfelves in 
fuch orderly diforder as they ufe, they 
renew the attack again as before. This 
town is about a quarter of a mile from the 
river fide, furrounded with woods, fo that 
it isnotto be {een till you enter it 5 
fifts of about forty houfes, or rather dog- 
kennels, 5 the walls are built of clay, or 
twifted twigs plaifter’d over; the doors 
or holes to enter them are not above two 
foot high, fo that we were forc’d to creep 
in, where we found a bank of earth rais’d 
about two foot from the floor, which hav- 
ing a mat laid thereon ferves them for a 
bed; fires they feldom make, except in 
the rainy time, and chen ’tis in the middle 
of the houfe; the mats they make here 
are yery fine, and prettily wrought in 


divers figures, red and white; they are 
much in efteem at Barbadoes, €c, to lay 
on the chamber floors under beds, inftead 
of Turkey carpets. As to their drefS here, 
the king and his cappahhiers, or lords, 
wear a cotton fort of frock, ftrip’d or 
checker’d with white and black, or blue, 
which reaches to their knee, having a hole 
in it juit big enough to put their heads 
through, and which they puton as we do 
Shirts. If they can get an old hat they are 
very proud of it, elfe they wear a party- 
colour’d ozier bag upon their heads ; the 
common fort wear cither a long piece of 
cotton cloth, about a foot wide, which 
they pafte about their middles, and then 
between their legs, letting both ends hang 
down before and behind ; or elfe a piece of 
cloth about a foot fquare, tied to a ftring 
thatis about their middles, and juft ferves 
to cover their privities: ‘he womens garb 
is the fame as at St. Fago. 
here cannot be a better place forcur- 
ting wood than thisis, it reaching clofe to 
water-fide, and very fmooth loading 
its here are trees of that fize as will ferve 
to matta fhip of 7ootons. Capt. Shurley 
cut here a fore-maft, fore-yard, and two 
beams; and Icut a main-top maft, fome 
fithes for my maft, and ten long boats of 
excellent fire wood : the mafts here are fo 
extream folid and heavy, that to prevent 
their finking we were oblig’d to float them 
off by our boats, but they are very flrong 
fticks. We had good diverfion here in 
fhooting finall birds, much of the fize 
and refembiance of a fhipe, which were 
very plenty along the find, and in fuch 
flocks that we kill’d feven or cight at a 
fhot; and they eat indifferently, though 
fome were lean, At the mouth of the 
river we hal'd the fayne often, and catch’d 
good fifh in plenty: we had no want of 
venifon, for Mr. Golker, the agent of 
Cherborough, would {end his grumito’s, or 
blacks, a hunting in a morning into the 
woods, and they would affuredly bring us 
a fmall hedge deer or wo before night. 
One of his blacks was our interpreter, for 
here they could fpeak neither Englifh nor 
Portugueze, as they do on the gold coat, 
by reafon of the {mall refort of shipping 
to this place ; the aforefaid black fpake 
their language very well, and I have ob- 
ferv’d that from hence along the coaft to 
cape Tres Puntas, they have a different 
dialeét every twenty leagues. 1 took no- 
tice here of their way of difcovering any 
perfon fafpected of thievery, or other vil- 
lainy; which is by making, the perfon 
charg’d with the crime, for his juftification,. 
to drink a fmall quantity of the juice of 
a certain tree, which is reddifh, and by 
them call’d red-water 5 and if the Haid ice 
makes 
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guilty s asonthecontrary, if they appear 
no ways difturb’d therewith, ey are ac- 
quiteed, and the party that challeng’d 
them and put them to the trial of the red- 
water, is oblig’d to make large reparation 
for the fcandal and wound given their repu- 
tation; of which we had one inftance, for 
one of the meaner negroes that came to 
our tents to trade, pretended that fome of 
our feamen belonging to the boats, had 
foll’n from him a large bag of rice, where- 
of he made his complaint to king Andrer, 
and he came and acquainted us therewith, 
requiring refticution with much earneftnefS 
and diflatisfaction ; we immediately call’d 
all our feamen that were afhore together, 
charg’d them with the theft, and requir’d 
them upon their peril to bring back the 
rice, ufing fevere threats to {uch as we 
fhould, upon fearch, find guilty, and 
which we were firmly refolv’d to execute, 
and to have made the criminal a publick 

example before the negroes, to fhew them 
how much we abhorr’d fuch practices; but 
all our men abfolutely and firmly declar’d 
their innocence as to the thievery, which 
we did acquaint the king with, but he b 
gan to be angry, telling us that his fubjects 
fhould not be robb’d, and requiring {ati 
fadtion of uss at length finding that the 
more we endeavour’d to appeafe and con- 
vince him, the more infolent he grew, 
made us refolve to mask ourfelves in his 
humour, and to thew him we knew how to 
huff as well as his majefty ; wherefore 
immediately ordering our men to take their 
gunsinhand, agent Colker (who knew the 
cuftom of the country) fhook his cane at 
him,and requir’d him inftantly to bring red- 
water, and that weand all our men would 
drink it for proof of our innocency, and 
that if we thereby were found fo, that he 
upon his peril fiould provide to make us 
large amends for the injury done us. No 
fooner he heard this, and faw usall fo refo- 
lute to drink it, (as he thought) but the 
feene was chang’d, and he became very 
humble and fubmifiive, telling us the man 
that charg’d our men with it was a villain, 
and that he would have him punifh’d, and 
banifh’d him immediately from our tents ; 
fo much did the apprehenfion of our being 
Clear’ by the red-water, and the repara- 
tion he muft then make, work upon king 
Andreo, tho? in reality had he had the cou- 
tage and conftancy to put us to the teft, 
none of us did intend to experiment the 
virtues and qualities of his red juices. While 
Iwas avking Andreo’s town, there came 
oneof theinland kings to the fide of the 
council room where we were; he was of a 
large ftature, and hada manly look and 
Sood features, and indeed was the moft 
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old, and his hair and beard as grey as a 
rat, His head was cover’d with above-a 
hundred little horns, about an inch in 
length, tied to his hair, and fitted with 
fomered compofition, or pafte, which was 
his fati/h or god to proteét him from evil, 
of which fort of fatifo 1 fhall write more 
at large hereafter. I eyed him fiom the 
beginning, being much pleas'd with his 
venerable countenance, but little thought 
him of that quality, by reafon Andveo, 
and his nobles took no notice of him; 
about an hour after he came, I enquir’d 
who he was, and being told he wasa great 
inland king, 1 was much furpriz’d at the 
ill manners of his brother king Andrco, to 
Jet him ftand fo long without, unregarded, 
and defir’d him to invite him in; but find- 
ing him backward in doing ir, I went my 
felf, tho’ I could not perfwade him to 
come up tous, therefore I had a bowl of 
punch brought where he was, of which he 
drank very freely, till he faw the bottom 5 
T would have had another made for him, 
but could not perfuade 
ing along way home 
with a good leopard’s skin, worth 3 or 4.7, 
in England, and I him with 3 or 4 bottles 
of rum, and as many handfuls of cowries, 
and fo we parted very friendly 5 but there 
was not the leaft ceremony between king 
Andrea and him, being, as I fince under- 
ftoodl, on no good terms with each other 
We found a Scotchman among the nati 
here, who could give us no account of 
himfelf, but that he was fhipwreck’d near 
the cape, and the only man efeap'd drown- 
ing, tho’ I fufpeéted then he wasa rogue, 
and pyrate; and fince I have underftood 
he belong’d to a pyrate, a fmall brigan- 
tine, commanded by one Herbert, which 
they had runaway with'from fome of the 
plantations in the We?-Indies, and were 
Juft arriv’d upon this coaft to look for pur- 
chafe, when there fell a diffention and 
quarrel among the crew, which prov’d fo 
bloody, that in the conflict fo many of the 
men were flain and defperately wounded, 
that there were none left but this fellow 
that could any ways manage the vefiel, 
fo herun her afhore to theS. F, of the cape, 
and faved his life, the reft dying of their 
wounds: he hada long flaxen wig, and 
white beaver hat, and other good cloaths 
on; he offer’d me’ his fervice asa failor, 
but he had fo much of a villain in his face, 
thatCapt. Sburley nor myfelf ditt not care 
to meddle with him, fo that agent Calker 
took him with him in the Stavier floop to 
Sherborow. We kept Chrifimas day as 
merrily as we could; in honour to which 
each fhip fr’d albher guns round The 
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28th came in here Capt, Fobn Soans, in the 
‘Feffrey, and having fupply’d himfelf with 


* fome wood, water, and rice, fer fail again 


for the Bight, on Thurjday the 3d of Fan. 
having left with me a packet of letters 
directed for Sir Feffrey Jeffreys, to be for- 
warded to Europe, with the firft conve- 
niency. AgentColker, {et fail for Sherberow, 
on the 5th, and Gubbins in the Barbadoes 
interloper, the fame morning for the gold 
coaft, by whom I fent letters to the 
African companies three chief merchants 
‘at Cabo Corce cattle, fignifying my agree- 
ment with the company to flave upon the 
gold coaft, and befpeaking their diligence 
in procuring what numbers they could for 
me againft my arrival there, with what 
elfe was needful: I was forced to ftay here 
ten days after I had compleated my bufinefs 
for Capt. Shurlzy to refit his thip, which 
at length being done, we both fet fail wich 
the morning breeze, on the gth of 
1693 for the coaft: The negroes of this 
place, exprefs’d a great affection for the 
Exglifh, and as much hatred to the French 5 
two of them took Capt. Shurley’s and my 
name, afluring us their next fons fhould 
be call'd fo. 

Wednefday the roth. This _morning 
about 3 o’clock we got under fail, with 
the morning breeze, ftecring S. W. till we 
got well without the cape; then S. and fo 
toS. E. At noon this day cape Monferadoe 
bore off us N. + W. diftant five leagues. 
Latt night Capt. Thomas Shurley was taken 
ill of a fever and ague. 

Thurfday the 11th. From noon yefter- 
day, until 4 in the evening, had a freth fea 
breeze at S. W. fteering S. E. along fhore ; 
at 4 cape Monjeradoe being, jut difcernable 
and feeming like an ifland, bore off us 
N.N. W. + W. diftant 8 leagues; at 
which time heaving the lead, had 32 fathom 
water, fandy ground; the high hills over 
theriver of Zunco bearing thenE.N.E. The 
river of ‘Funco is about 14 leagues from 
cape Monferadoe, and lies in the latitude 
5° 55’ N.; there are three great high 
trees near the mouth of it, and feveral high 
hills up in the inland; the river is large, 
as I have been told, anda very convenient 
place to wood and water: Having lain by 
fome time for the Eaft-India Merchant, 
which was aftern, we fteer’d both S, E. by 
E. allnight, witha very fimall gale: Ac 
this morning had 25 fathom water, being 
about 3 leagues off the fhore, which is 
pretty high and level, and full of trees, 
only far in the inland 5 when we were about 
20 leagues from cape Monjeradoe, we faw 
ahigh mountain, making in the formof a 
Saddle, and bearing then off us N. E. 
This morning had many heavy showers of 
rain, and my poor brother and feveral of 


my men fell fick of fevers. Since noon 
yelterday we fail’d S. E. + E. 20 leagues, 

Friday the 12th. From noon yetterday 
we fteer'd S. E. by E. and E.S. E. along 
fhore, keeping about 2 leagues off till 6 
in the evening it falling calm, we came to 
an anchor in 13 fathom water, off of Picinini 
Setre, or little Sefos; the round hill right ris) ¢. 
over the river Grand Sejtos, about a mile tio: ~ 
within the point, and the 3 rocks about 4, 
miles to the weft of the faid point, being 
inone, bore offus E.S. E. 3 leagues off 5 
the outer point of Seftos SE. 4 E, 
leagues off. The coaft along is full of trees 
and pretty high, till you come towards 
Seftos, then it flopes away lower towards 
the point: feveral canoes came aboard us 
Jaft night to invite us to anchor at Seffos, 
promifing us 2 good trade of teeth, &e. 
we hoifted their canoes in, and they ftaid 
all night with us; at 6 this morning we 
weigh’d and ftood out into 20 fathom, 
then along fhore with a faint little gale; 
feveral canoes. with 2 negroes coming 
aboard us, but brought nothing with them 
but a few fowls, oranges, bananas, and 
fome little elephants teeth, which they 
would not fell without having more for 
them than they were worth. 

Saturday the 13th. From noon yetter- 

day we made ealy fail along thore till 4 
in the evening, when being off the river 
of Seftos, we came to an anchor in g fathom 
water, the three rocks, which are about a 
mile off fhore to the W. of the river, bear- 
ing off us N. N, W. dittance 2 miles 5 cape 
Baxos, or the eaft point of Sefles, which 
is very low and rocky, bearing S. E. by E 
3 miles off; the mouth of the river, ant 
the hill above it being in one, bore E. by 
S. 4 miles diftance ; the outer point of land 
which I could fee to the W. bore N. W. 
6 leagues off. This morning I went athore 
in my pinnace with fome goods to trade, 
and Capt. Shurley fene his with his purfer 
in her, being fo ill that he could not go 
himfelf. 

The going into the river is between the pices 
pointon the itarboard or E. fhore, and the Sco 
rock in the middle of the river; the en- 
trance is about half a cable’s length wide, 
and thereare 6, 7, and 8 fathom going in: 
when you are enter’d, you'll find it a fine 
large river, where a vefiel of 100 tons 
may ride very fafe, as I have been told 
there often have brigantines and floops. 
About gun-fhot from the aforefaid point, 
upon the fame fhore, clofe to the river fide, 
is a well of good trefh water, where for 
a few cowries, and giving them buckets, 
the negro women will bring water and fill 
your cask in the boat, as they did ourss 
and if you give the negro men hatchets, 


fora fmall quantity of the aforefaid fhells, 
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they will cut you fire-wood enough, and 
bring it to the boats ; but they muft have 
a bottle of brandy now and then among 
them to encourage them: fo that for ex- 
pedition this is the beft place along the 
whole coaft to wood and water at. On 
the point going into the river, about a 
cable’s length from it, is a negroe town 
of about 30 or 40 houfes, the captain of 
which is Dick Lumley, as he calls himfelf, 
Jhaving taken that name from captain 
Lumley, an old commander that us’d the 
Guiney trade formerly. 

‘About eight miles up the river is the 
town where king Peter their monarch 
lives; but I could not foare time to go 
and vific him, and in cruth had no great 
inclination to venture fo far in a boat, 
having been inform’d that the negroes 
here are very treacherous and bloody, as 
fome of our European traders have found 
to their coft. The goods in demand here 
are brafs kettles, pewter bafons of feve- 
ral fizes, booges or cowries, fuzees, 
Welfa plains red and blue, knives, Ge. 
fome of each of which we carried afhore 5 
but they had nothing to craffick with us 
for them, except a few little calves teeth 
(for fo they call the young elephants) 
which were not worth our notice, and 
which they held very dear, We bought 
fome hens, limes, and oranges; were 
offer’d fome rice, bur much dearer than 
we bought at Mounferadse where we had 
fupply’d our felves. While I was look- 
ing for trade in the town, our men hal’d 
the fayne in the river, and caught a great 
many good fih. ‘Their way of welcom- 
ing and faluting here as well as at Mous- 
feradoe, is by taking one’s thumb and 
fore-finger between their thumb and fore- 
finger, and making them fnap, in themean 
time crying Acky O! Acky O! The people 
here are very furly, and look like vil- 
lains, fo that I was foon weary of their 
company, and went aboard about four 
o'clock in the evening, we ftanding all 
to our guns till we were got out of the 
river, and fome diftance from the fhore 5 
for they came down, a little before we 
wentoff, in fuch numbers with bows and 
Jances, that we were in apprehenfion of 
fome villainy intended us, which haften’d 
our departure, contrary to their earneft 
intreaties; but they offer’d nothing of 
harm to us. I founded the road all over, 
which I found to be good and clean 
ground, and gradual foundings, fo that 
you may anchor any where therein; but 
the belt anchoringis in 9 fathom water,the 
mouth of the river bearing E. by $. ‘The 
diftance between cape Mounferadse and 
the river of Seftas is about 36 leagues. 
The hill upon the eaft point above the 
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river of Se/fos is very remarkable to know Pinus. 
it by, there being no other fuch hill in jaa 


fifteen leagues of ic. 

Sunday the 14th. Finding no trade to 
encourage our ftay at Ses, we got up 
our ftream-anchor this morning, and fet 
fail with a fmall gale at W. we ftanding 
out S. to give a birth to cape Baxos; off 
which lies a ledge of rocks two leagues 
or more into the fea; but we met with 
fo ftrong a current fetting to the S. E. 
that by noon this day it put us three 
leagues to the E. of cape Baxos, which at 
that time bore N. of us, diftant three 
leagues, and the point of Bafa E. S. B. 
five leauges, and then were in twenty-fix 
fathom water, About three leagues from 
Seftos point we faw a great white rock 
making like a fail, and about two leagues 
from that, another rock, from which to 
Sanguin is about five leagues. Sanguin 
makes in a heap of high trees, there be- 
ing, no doubt, land between Sefosand 
its; bu the coaft between them is all 
rocky under twenty fathom water, fo 
that there is no anchoring in lefs than 
twenty-five fathom water, inwhich depth 
there is oozy ground. 

Monday the 15th, From noon yetter- 
day we fteer’d along fhore S. E. and S. E. 
by E. till two in the evening, at which 
time came feveral canoes aboard us from 
Sanguin river, where the Grain or Mala- 
gelta coaft begins, but they brought no- 
thing with thems wherefore we continued 
on our courfe along fhore till fix: we let 
go our anchor in thirty-fix fachom water 
off of Battowa, where the land grows 
higher than between it and Savguin. Here. 
trying the current, found ic fet three 
milesin an hour to the foutheaftward. Ac 
fix in the morning we weigh’d, having 
much rain for above an hour. At ten 
we were off the river Sino, about twelve 
leagues from Sangin, which is eafily 
known by a tree making like a thip with 
a top-fiil loofe ; from whence came fe- 
veral canoes aboard us with pepper, or, 
as they call it, Malagetta, which is much 
like our Judian pepper, and, for ought I 
know, as good. It was brought in ozier 
bafkets, T bought 1000 weight of it at 
one iron bar (value in England three 
fhillings and fixpence) and a dafhy of a 
knife or two to the broker. The reafon 
of our buying this pepper is to give our 
negroes in their meiles to keep them 
from the flux and dry belly-ach, which 
they are very incident to, About noon 
this day were off Cro, fering away 
S. E. by E. for cape Palas. 

Tuefitay the 16th. From noon yelter- 
day we have had but little wind, fteer- 
ing S.E, by E. At noon this day we 
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were off of Wappo, whence came off to 
us more canoes with Malagelia to fell, of 
which I bought three hundred weight for 
three two-pound pewter bafons. We 
might have bought-much more, but 
having enough for our purpofe, we 
turn’d them afhore, and purfu’d our 
courfe. 

Wednefday the 17th. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we had a fine moderate gale of 
wind, anda very ftrong current fetting 
to the S. E. which about noon this day 
carry’d us to the E. of cape Palmas, to 
which we gave a large birth by reafon of 
rocks that lie far out from it. It is the 
Jatt place of the Grain coaft, there being 
no more Malagetta to be had when paft 
it. Yefterday my poor brother grew ve- 
xy ill and delirious; and notwithftanding 
all the endeavours us'd by my own and 
captain Shurley’s doctor for his reeovery, 
about three in the evening this day he 
took his leave of this troublefome world, 
and left me full of affliction for the lofs 
of him. . He had been fick of a malig- 
nant fever about ¢ight days, and many 
of my men lay ill of the fame diftemper. 

Thurfday, ‘January the 18th, Having 
yelterday doubled cape Palmas, about 
five in the evening) we came to an anchor 
in nineteen fathom water, where we rode 
till fix this morning. We got under fail, 
when the coffin being ready, the deceas’d 
was nail’d up therein; and our pinnace 
being hoifted out, he was lower’d into 
her, and myfelf, my doctor and parler 
went in her to bury him, the colours of 
our own fhip and aft India merchant 
being Jower’d haif-matt down, our wum- 
pets and drums founding and beating, 
as is cuftomary upon fuch melancholy 
occafions, We row’d the corpfe about 3 
of a mile from the ship to feaward ; an 
the prayers of the church being read, I 
help’d to commit his body to the deep, 
which was the laft office lay in my power 
to do for my dear brother. Then the 
Hannibal fired fixteen guns at + minute 
diftance of time, which was the number 
of years he had liv’d in this uncertain 
world; and the Zajt India merchant fird 
ten guns. He was buried in twenty-five 
fathom water, off of Growa, which then 
bore N. W. diftant three leagues, and 
about ten leagues to the E. of cape des 
Palmas: near which cape the Jand is high 
and hummocky ; and you may eafily dif 
cern when you are about the cape, by the 
Jand’s falling away tothe northward, 

Friday the 19th. From noon yelter- 
day we kept under fail till five in the 
evening, when we let go our anchor in 
twenty-three fathom foft ground; then 
had a yery hard tornado which lafted 


about an hour. About fix this morning; 
we weigh’d, and ftood along fhore till 
noon. Yelterday in the evening came 
two canoes off near our fhip with feveral 
teeth; but no perfuafion we could ufe 
could prevail upon them to come aboard 
and trade with us, tho’ we fhew’d them 
divers forts of commodities, and offerd 
them brandy; but all would not do, fo 
that they return’d afhore again. As we 
fail’d along about twenty leagues from 
cape Palmas, we faw feveral points of 
land like the going in of rivers; no 
fooner we open’d one point, but we fhur 
in another, 

Saturday the 20th. Fromtwelve o’clock 
yefterday we fteer’d along fhore till fix in 
the evening, when we had a hard torna- 
do, with dreadful lightning and thunder, 
which lafted till feven; at which time 
we came to an anchor in fixteen fathom 
water off of Drwin, which is about thirty 
leagues from cape Palmas, and about ten 
leagues to the eaft of the afore-mentioned 
points. It may be eafily known by great 
bufhy trees, there being none fuch be- 
tween itand cape Palmas. In the night 
we faw two fires made afhore, which are 
common along this coaft where they have 
goods to trade, being figns for fhips thac 
pals along to flop to tralfique with them, 
Druin may alfo be known by a high long 
tract of land in the inland, the land near 
the fea thore being low and white fand, 
About fix in the morning we got under 
fail, fteering E. and E. by N. with final 
gales ac W. S.W. At ten this morn- 
ing we faw the red cliffs, being about 
eight leagues from Druins and ae noon 
this day were abreaft the firft, They are 
eafily known by their colour. They are 
eleven in number, not very high, and 
moft about a cable’s length afunder. We 
have had no canoes come aboard of us 
fince we have come about cape Palmas, 
tho? we anchor’d every night that we 
might not pafs by unfeen ; and fteer’d 
clole along thore with a fore-top{ail in the 
day. 

Sunday the 21.. From noon yefterday 
we fteer’d E. and E. by N. along fhore, 
with an ealy galeat W.S. W. until cwelve 
ts we anchor’d in fixteen fathom 
good foft ground. At fix we weigh’d 
anchor, and ftood along to the eaft. At 
eight were abreaft a very low fwamp in 
the land, thatis Coetre ; anda little further 
is a parting in the land like the 
of a river; a league from wh 
labo, there being no other fvamp be- 
tween it and the red clifls. About ten 
came two canoes aboard us from Caba- 
la-bo, and were follow’d by feveral others 


with ftore of good teeth, which invited 
us 
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tis to come to\an anchor; but ere the 
negroes in the canoes would come aboard, 
they requir’d that the captain of the thip 
fhould come down the out fide of the 
fhip, and drop three drops of the fea wa- 
ter into his eye, as a pledge of friendthip, 
and of fafety for them to come aboard ; 
which I very readily confented to and 
perform’d, in hopes of a good marker 
for their large fair teeth, which I had a 
longing defire to purchafe. Then they 
came aboard, but feeing fo many men 
on deck, were miftruftful, and went into 
their canoes again. I was much concern’d 
at their fearfulnefs, and with much per~ 
fwafion prevail’d on them to return, which 
they did; and having given each that 
came in a good coge of brandy, I fhew’d 
them fome of my commodities, and they 
brought in fome teeth: and while we 
were bufy on both fides a bartering, a 
great maltiff dog we had aboard, hear- 
ing a noife upon deck, run open mouth’d 
barking out of the ftecrage. Affoon as 
they heard and faw the dog, to my great 
furprize, they in an inftant leapt off the 
quarter deck into the fea, and fwam a 
diflance off, their canoes following them, 
and left their elephants teeth behind them. 
We intreaced them to come aboard, hold- 
ing their teeth over the fhip’s fide to 
them, but they would not return. FE 
went down and dropt {ome more water 
into. my eyes, but to as little purpofe 5 
then I made the maftiff dog be brought 
in their fight, and pretended to beat him 
ftoutly ; upon which they came aboard 
again, but we might read their jealoufy 
and fear in their faces; for there could 
nothing ftir but they were ready to take 
their {pring into the fea, and had their 
eyes in every corner: however, in their 
traffique they were fubtile enough, hold~ 
ing their teeth fo high, that we could 
not afford to buy many, without giving 
more than the value for them. They 
moft hideoufly deform themfelves with a 
fort of dark reddith paint, with which 
they daub their bodies in fandry places. 
They pleatfome fax to their hair, and fo 
make a fort of fmall finnet from each 
Jock, which hangs down to their thoul- 
ders ; and fome tic them up in a roll be- 
hind, as our women do their hair ; and 
others on the top of their heads. I was 
aftonith’d when firft they came near. the 
fhip, to hear no other {peech come from 
them but Qya, Qua, Qua, Qua, like a 
parcel of ducks; from which I prefume 
this teeth coaft hath had the appellation 
of Quaquaa coatt, it teaching from cape 
Palmas to Baffam Picolo, where was the 
firft gold I met with. The negroes of 


thefe parts are call'd the Man-caters, and 
Voor. VI, 


that they cat their enemies they take pri- Pa 
foners, and their own friends when dead, 
as I was told by my old mate captain J 
Robfon, who had long ufed this Guiney 
voyage. How true that is I know not; 
but in truth their looks are very favage 
and voracious; and all their teeth, I ob- 
fetved, are pointed at the ends as fharp 
as bodkins, which looks very terrible: 
and without doubt they reduce them fo 
by art and filing them; for ’tis impo 
fible they fhould be fo naturally more 
than their neighbour negroes. Theyare 
well limb'd, and ftrong men, but the 
moft hideous in their afpect of any ne~ 
groes I have met with. Each canoe 
brought a broker with him, who, affoon 
as he enters the fhip, demands a dafhy 
of a knife or ovo, for he pretends to 
bring the trade to you; and every bar- 
gain we concluded he expedts a dathy, 
it being, I fuppofe, his brokerage, the 
merchane allowing” him nothing: and 
about thefe dathies they are fo importu- 
nate, that, for our quiet, we are forc’d 
to give them, I have no where upon 
the coaft met the negroes fo fhy as 
here, which makes me fancy they have 
had tricks play’d them by fuch blades as 
Long Ben, alias Avery, who have feiz'd 
them and carry’d them away. The goods 
they moft cover are pewter batons, the 
larger the better, iron bars, knives, and 
large ferew’d pewter jugs, which they did 
much affect, 

Monday the 22d. About three in the 
evening yefterday our merchants went 
athore, affuring us, if we would ftay till 
next day, we fhould have abundance of 
teeth off cheap. Upon which encourage- 
ment we ftaid here all night at anchor in 
fiftcen fathom water ; but at eleven this 
morning, fecing no canoes come off, we 
weigh’d and ftood along fhore till noon, 

Thurfay the 234. Yelterday about one 
in the evening, ftanding along thore, we. 
defcried three canoes making off to us 
from Pikinini-la-bo, which is about fix 
leagues to the E. of Caba la-ho. We laid 
our fore-topfails to. the maft to wait for 
them. One went aboard captain Shurley, 
and the other two came to us with divers 
good teeth, of which we bought fonie, 
but very dear, they coveting the fame 
fort of goods as at Caba-la-ho. We lay 
by trafficking with them till four in the 
evening; then they went away, and we 
made fail till feven, when we let go our 
anchors in thirty-fix fathom water, it 
deepning much fuddenly. Ac fix in che 
morning we weigh’d, and ftood along 
fhore to the E. This was the lait place 
I faw any teeth; and I obferv’d every 
where they brought teeth to us, that they 
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would fell none but the fmall ones and 
middling ones, tho’ they brought very. 
noble large ones with them for thew 5 
but no price would tempt them to difpole 
of them, 

Wrednefday the 24th. From twelve ye- 
fterday we made an eafy fail along thore 
till feven in the evening, when we an- 
chord in thirty-fix fathom water, and 
lay there becalm’d till noon this day. 

Thurfday the 25th. Thefe twenty-four 
hours we lay at the fame place becalm’d. 
‘At two in the evening yelterday came off 
to us two canoes from Ba/fam Picolo to 
trade with gold; of which we took thirty 
achies for iron bars, two bars for three 
achies, cach achy being about five fhil- 
lings value. But of the weights, &¢. on 
the gold coaft, I thall write hereafter. 
The gold we took here was all in fati- 
fhes, which are fmall pieces wrought in 
many pretty figures, which the bl 
tie to their hair, necks, arms, legs, & 
for ornament, and are generally very 
good gold. Dutt nor rock I faw none 
here nor at Baffam. 

Friday the 26th. About two in the 
evening yelterday, having the tea breefe, 
we weigh’d and ftood to the E. About 
foura canoe came aboard captain Shurley, 
promifing, if we anchor’d where we were 
until the morning, they would bring off 
divers flaves to fell; fo that at five we 
came to an anchor again in ewenty-nine 
fathom water, where we rode till noon 
this day ; but no canoes came off, 

Saturday the 27th. Attwo in the even- 
ing yefterday we got up our anchors, 
and fail’d along fhore until fix, when 
came a four-hand canoe aboard us from 
Bafiim, affuring us of good trade of gold 
and flaves in the morning, if we would 
anchor, and that they would ftay with us 
all night, which we permitted them, 
hoifting up their canoe in the tackles, 
and let go our anchors in fourteen fa- 
thom water, In the morning thofe aboard 
fell co trade, of whom I took thirty-fix 
achies of gold in fatifhes for pewter and 
iron bars. 

Sunday the 28th. The negroes yefter- 
day promis’d usa good trade this day if 
we ftay’d. Accordingly this morning 
came aboard of me two canoes, of which 
I took fixteen ounces of gold in fatifhes, 
for iron bars, pewter, and knives, viz. 
for one iron bar 1 + achy, for a dozen 
of knives one achy, for a four-pound 
pewter bafon one achy, with feveral 

nives for dafhes to thofe that traded 
brifkly. Here the negroes are not fo 
well fkill’d in trade as upon the gold 
coaft; for we could put the bank- weights 
upon them; but to leeward on the gold 


coaft, they know our Troy-weights as well 
as our felves, and have weights of their 
own, which they compare ours with. Like- 
wife at this place goods yield.a better price 
than among our factories to leeward, by 
reafon that here they can’t fupply them. 
felves.at all times as they can there; there- 
fore when they have an opportunity of 
{hips paffing by, they.buy whac they want, 
tho’ they give a better price for it; but 
they have but fmall quantities of gold to 
trade with. 

Monday the 28th. Yefterday about two 
in the afternoon, the negroes having no 
more gold to trade with, took their leave 
and went afhore; then we got under fail, 
and ftood to the E, till feven, then came 
to an anchor in thirteen fathom water, 
where we lay till fix this morning ; then 
weigh’d and ftood along fhore till tens the 
wind dying away, and the fea heaving us 
too near the fhore, we were forc’d to an- 
chor in twelve fathom. My men are moft 
on the recovery, having loft none by fick- 
nefs, except my poor brother; but Capt. 
Sburley has had eight dead, and himfelf 
with moft of his remaining men are very 
ill. We have a ftrong current now fetting 
to the W. which is very unufual on this 
coaft. The land all along is full of trees. 

Tuefday the 29th. At ewo in the evening 
yefterday we weigh’d, and it proving litcle 
wind, the fea hove us into 11 fathom water, 
fo that were forc’d to anchor again, where 
lay till mornings then having {mall land 
breezes, got under fail, and itood off into 
15 fathom, and then along fhore till 105 
ic falling calm we anchor’d again. 

Wednefaay the 30th. At noon yefterday 
we had the fea-breeze, with which we ftood 
along thore S. E. and S. E. by E. till 65 
it fell calm, and we anchor’d in 14 fathom 
till morning, when weigh’d again, and 
ftood along fhore. Laft night I was ta- 
ken with a violence racking pain the right 
fide of my heads and Capt. Shurley being 
very ill of a fever, fent tor Mr. Gordon, my 
doétor, to have his advice. 


From Wednefday to Monday the 4th of Feoruy- 


February. At noon yelterday we anchor’d 
in 15 fathom, being becalm’d; ac night 
came over usa very thick fog, which con- 
tinu’d increafing all this day, and fo till 
the 4th of February without intermiffion, 
the weather being moft intenfély hot, with- 
outa breach of wind fearcely, and the cur- 
rent fetting above two miles an hour t0 
windward, and has continu’d to fer fo to 
the W. thefe ten days, and what final 
faint breezes we had were at E.S. E. and 
S.S.E. The thick fog of fo long conti- 
nuance, the violent heat, and eaftern bree- 
zes, made us very much concern’d, left 
it Should occafion malignant diftempers 
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upon the coaft. About one a-clock on 
‘Saturday in the afternoon came a ee with 
the currenc and fmall gale at E. clofe upon 
us ere we fpy’d her; but at firft fight we 
faluted her with a fhot thwart her fore 
foot to come toan anchor, which he not 
taking notice of, we fired two more into 
him, upon which he let run his top-fails 
upon the caps, and let go his anchor, and 
fo efcap’d the reft of our broadfide, which 
were ready planted for him, with our top- 
fails loofe, ready to cut our cable, had he 
provid a Frenchman (as we by his white 
paint and built took him to be.) A-ftern 
of us lay the Ea/t-India Merchant, ready 
to fire what they could at him, but fo 
many of her men were fick, that they 
could not have manag’d four guns. Being 
anchor’d he fent his boat aboard us, with 
a private commifiion from king William, 
whereby he appear’d to be a Dutch pri- 
vateer, tho’ a trader upon the coaft, where 
he had been above nine months up and 
down without being able to difpofe of all 
his cargo; he was lately come from /n- 
gola; the Captain’s name was William Fle- 
‘ming, the matter’s name Stephen Waterman, 
the fhip’s name Yacob Hendrick; the had 
16 guns and 42 men ; the Capt. was fick 5 
they advis'd us, that Capt. Gubbins and 
his dottor in the Barbadoes-Interloper were 
dead ; that the country was all in wars ; 
that there was little gold upon the coaft, 
by reafon the negro-traders could not 
bring, ic down in fafety, the paffages and 
roads being ftopt; and that the negroes 
had taken the Danes tort at Accra, kill’d 
one of the factors, and much wounded the 
other. Having lain about two hours with 
us, hefet fail, and ftood to the W. faluting 
each of us with three guns, which com- 
pliment we return’d. On Simday the pain 
in my head increas’d, and I was taken 
with @ dimnefs in my eyes, that I could 
not fee ten yards off, and a dizzinefs in 
my head, that I could not ftand nor walk 
without affiftance. 

From Monday the 4th to Wednefday the 
6th we lay at anchor in the fame place, 
with the uncomfortable fog, {till continu- 
ing, but the windward current much aba- 
ted, and the breezes began to reaflume 
their old place at S.W. and to blow pretty 
freth, which prompted us to hope for clear 
weather to proceed upon our voyage. 
About eight a-clock on Wedneflay morn- 
ing we heard feveral guns fired, where- 
upon order’d good look-outs to windward. 
The fog being much difpell’d at that time, 
about ten we fpy’d a thip with all fails 
fet coming upon us before the wind, of 
which gave notice to Capt. Shurley,by firing 
a gun, and immediately got our thip clear 


being every way ready, gor under fail and “VW 
ftood towards him ; he flanding righe with ae 


me, I laid my fore-top-fail to the matt to 
ftay for him ; when he came within gun- 
fhot I fired one at him, whereupon he 
hoifted Dutch colours, on view of which 
we forbore firing any more; he ftood clofe 
under our fterns and gave each of us five 
guns and three huzzas, which we return’d ; 
J fent my boat and a mate on board him, 
to whom he gave an account that he be- 
Jong’d to the We?-India company of the 
Dutch ar Amfterdam, and was bound to the 
Mine that he had been ftopt five months 
at Plymouth, and had been in his paflige 
thence nine weeks; that he had fought a 
French privatect 50 leagues from: Scilly 5 
and that the carl of Torrington was fled 
from England. The lait we did not doubt 
but was Dutch news, who have no great 
Kindnefs for that old experienc’d and gal- 
lant fea-officer, fince thro’ their own rath- 
nefs and ftupidity they were fo roughly 
handled by the French fleet off of Beachy in 
1690. This fhip had 24 guns and $0 men, 
feamen and foldiers ; he made all the way 
he could to the eaftward, and we ftood fo 
till fix in the evening, when judging our 
felves olf of Afthany, we handed our fails 
and anchor’d in 12 fathom water. The 
guns we heard in the morning were fired 
by this laft thip at the Dutch interloper 
that parted from us before, who he fell in 
with and gave chace to, but the interlo- 
per fail’d too hard for him. Here were 
above a dozen Dutch interlopers at this 
time trading upon the coaft, nowwithfand- 
ing all the Dutch are prohibited chat ti 
except the fhips belonging to their Gui 
company, who have orders to fight and 
take by force of arms the faid interlopers 
where-ever they meet them upon thecoaft, 
who upon fuch capture become as much 
prize as any declar’d enemy, the thip and 
goods being confifcated to the ule of the 
faid company, and the men made prifoners 
in the dungeon at the Mines and, if I mil- 
take not, the captain and other p: 
officers condemn'd to die, the general of 
the Mine being commiffion’d and impow- 
er’d to try, condemn, and put to death 
any criminals of that nation, which by a 
court-martial fhall be thought to deferve 
it, without any appeal to Europ. 
authority he alfo extends to the neighbour- 
ing negroes, efpecially thofe of the Md 
town, that are under the cover of its gu 
which creates a great reverence and terror 
in thems whereas our agents can only fe- 
cure the moft heinous malefactor, and fend 
him in irons home to Lugland to be ery’d, 
and receive the reward of his villany. The 
Ditch caftles have frequently by frarigem 
iz’ 
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feiz’d fome of thefe interlopers, and us’d 
them with the utmoft rigour, yet it does 
no whit deter them, they providing them- 
felves with nimble fhips, which out-fail the 
company’s, and go well mann’d and arm’d, 
fo that if at any time they be furpriz’d or 
overtaken, they will fight it out to the laft 
man rather than yield, and both under 
Dutch colours; I have {een 3 or 4.ata time 
of them lying before the Mine-caftle for a 
week together a trading, as it were in de- 
fiance of it. 

Thurfday the 7th we lay of of Afthany, 
expecting trade, till the roth, and faw 
many canoes pafling along fhore under a 
mat-fail, but none came off to us. From 
Baffam to Atbanyis about 12 leagues; the 
bet failing is in 17 to 18 fathom, and an- 
chor in 13 or 14 fathom, oozy ground : 
there appears no double land between thefe 
two places till you are about five leagues 
to the E. of Baffam, then you will fee 3 
or 4 parcels, which fhew themfelves as you 
fail in the above depth a little higher than 
the other land. 

The town of Afhany ftands in a fwamp 
or bog, there being no other fwamp be- 
tween Ba/fam and it. Here haying no en- 
Couragement to ftay longer, we got up 
our anchors, and ftood for cape Apallonia 
the roth in the evening, which is about 
16 leagues from Afthany, and makes, in 
three finall hills; where we arriv’d the 
xath, and anchor’d in 15 fathom oozy 
ground, about 3 miles fhort of the cape; 
thereby intending to have the benefit of 
trading, with two or three towns which lie 
a little to the W. of it; but our expec- 
tations were difippointed,. for not one c: 
noe came off to us here more than at / 
thany, which fomewhat furprized us, thofe 
two places being formerly noted for plenty 
of gold, very good, and a quick and 
beneficial market. 

Wednefday the 13th in the mortiing we 
got under fail, and having doubled cape 
Apollonia, in the evening we came to an 
anchor at Axem in 8 fathom water, about 
2 miles from the Dutch fort. This place 
is about 10 leagues from the cape. The 
14th the Dutch fadtor Mr. Rawlifjon came 
aboard us to enquire news from Europe, 
and having told him all we could remem- 
ber, he ftay’d to dine with us» and after 
dinner we found him to be a boon compa- 
nion, taking his glafs off fmartly, and fing- 
ing and dancing by himfelf feveral jiggs, 
Capt. Sburley and I being indifpos'd, and 
in no dancing humour 5 T was glad to fee 
he could be fo cheerful that had liv’d fo 
many years in fuch a difmal country ; but 
his mirth was fuddenly dampt, upon fight 
of a great twelve-hand canoe with a flag 
in it making from the eaftwafd towards 


our fhips: I was much furpriz’d to fee fo 
fudden and extraordinary a change in him, 
his countenance appearing full of terror 
and confufion ; I often ask’d him what 
was the caufe of his concern, and offer’d 
to fire upon the canoe, and command her 
aboard, if he apprehended any thing amifs 
from her, and to that end prefently gave 
the word for the gunner; but he earneftly 
intreated me to forbear, and immediately 
Jeap’d into a fmall canoe that was felling 
fifh by the {hip’s fide to our feamen (his 
own being gone afhore with butter and 
other fmall matters he had purchas’d 
aboard us) and {quatting himfelf down in 
her flat upon his belly, made the canoe 
men row away to the weft with all the 
force they could; and: having taken a 
large compafs, landed about a quarter of 
a mile from the cattle. I could not then 
conceive the reafon of his confternation and 
abrupt departure, bur after I underftood 
it proceeded from his fear that the great 
canoe was from the Mine-caftle, with the 
fifeal in her, who is a very confiderable 
officer in the Dutch faétories, whofe bus 
finefS is to fupervife and infpeét all the 
caftles the Dutch have upon this coat; 
to obferve what government is kept in 
them, and how the Ditch company’s af- 
fairs are manag’d, and to-fearch if there 
be any goods or merchandize in them be- 
fides what belongs to the company, which 
the factors or governors often clandeftinely 
buy of interlope lifh hips, and 
trade with upon their own account, to the 
great prejudice of the company their maf- 
ters, whofe goods in the mean time lie on 
hand for want of fale, while they carry on 
their own private traffick, contrary to their 
oath and covenant; therefore this fifeal 
ufes all the ftratagems he can devife to 
furprize the caftles unawares, and when he 
is leaft expeéted, that the factors may not 
have time to fettle and put things in order, 
or convey their goods where they may lie 
conceal’d; therefore he moft commonly 
makes ufe of the night-time, and lands by 
break of day, and immediately plants his 
men at the gates, and other convenient 
Potts, to watch that nothing be convey’d 
away or hidden ; then he fearches all the 
caftle over with as much fubtlety and ri- 
gour as the fevereft old fearcher belonging 
to our cuftom-houfe in London, that will 
not be brib’d (if there be any fuch) does a 
rich Eaft-India hip, taking account of all 
the goods in his way; and if he finds any 
more in quantity or quality than by che 
fagtor’s invoice and account of fales there 
thould be of the company’s, he takes them: 
away with him, and poffibly feizes upon 
all the gold the faétor has for the compa- 
ny’s ufe, and carries himfelf to the Mine, 

where 
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where he is imprifon’d ; and the gentleft 
ufige the faétors meet with upon fuch dif- 
covery, isto be well muléted or fined, and 
be fore’d to carry a musket in the Mine- 
cattle like a common centinel, another be- 
ing fubitituted in his government; and 
the fame in cafe of being found remifs in 
the duties of their poit, and negligent in 
the governments of their caftles, fuch as 
lying a-nights out of them, or letting black 
women lic a-nights in thems the laft of 
which, tho’ it be a common praétice in 
cour caftles, yet the Dutch feldom or ne- 
ver do it, though they all have black or 
Malatto wives as well as ours, which they 
change at plealure. For the above reafons 
the fifcal is fo dreadful to them; and 
’cwas the panick fear of him that fo dif- 
tarb'd poor Rawlifjn. ‘The great canoe 
foon came aboard us, in which was Frank, 
the butler of Cape-Coaft caftle, fent by our 
agents there to fetch from us the company?s 
letters and packets, together with the fac- 
tors we had on board for the caftles: In 
their way they call’d on Mr. Buckerige, 
who was chict of Dicky’s cove, and came 
along with them to us. By this canoe I 
receiv’d a letter from our agents, advifing 
me to difpofe of as much as { could of my 
cargo before I came there, where there was 
no trade nor gold, by reafon the country 
was all in wars and that chere was no pro- 
bability of procuring any number of flaves 
upon the gold coalt. 

The Dutch factor Rawlifon, fome time 
after he got afhore, fent out a canoe a feout- 
ing, by which underftanding his miftake, 
he banifh’d his fear, and refolv’d to have 
Vother jigg with us; and accordingly we 
foon had him aboard, where he continu’d 
till late at night, and was carry’d afhore 
well ballafted with wine and punch ; butbe 
fore lie would part, engag’d Mr. Buckeri 
Cape. Shurleyand me to dine with him next 
day at his fort, which we promis’d, more 
out of an inclination we had to fee the cattle, 
town, landing, &c. than any defire of his 
feaft, which we knew mutt be very indiffe- 
rent. Accordingly in the morning we went 
afhore to wait on mynheer Rawliffon, and 
were met at our landing by his fecond, a 
young man, and a Frenchman that was his 
dogtor,who condusted us to the caftle-gate, 
where we were receiv’d by himfelf with a 
falute ofnine guns. We took a walk before 
dinner about the caftle, which is old, and 
built upon a rock after the Portuguexe fa- 
thion, from whom the Dutch plunder'’d its 
it has 4 flankers, and about 18 gunsinall, 
thofe towards the fea good and Jong, and 
fome of them brafss the walls are pretty 

igh, and the gate {trong which faces the 
continent.

fallen down ; we had fome Muficay ducks, 
kid, fith, and ftore of other provifions for 
dinner; but what I lik’d molt ‘was 2 pud- 
ding made of a certain large root call’d a 
yam, which eat very gratefully, manag’d 
as it was by the Freich doctor, with fugar 
and orange-juice ; we had plenty of punch 
and ftumm’d Rheni/h wine; but a drink 
they had call’d Cacoro, looking like thin 
whey, and isa fort of Palm-wine, was pre~ 
ferr’d by me before any other: it was ex- 
tream pleafant, and in my thought drank 
like mead, or rather Verdy, or white Flo- 
rence wine, as they callit at Livorno, Din- 
ner being over, and the king’shealth, the 
African company’s, and our own being 
drank, each with a falvo of feven guns, we 
¢ invited by Mr. Rawlifjon to take a 

k where the negroes ufe to dance, which 
was about a quarter of a mile from the fore, 
under two or three very large cotton-trees, 
of which their canoes are made ; and here 
note, that this is the beft and cheapeft 
place for thips that are bound to Whidaw 
to flave, to furnifh themfelves with canoes, 
they being very f{carce and dear to leeward. 
We had feats and liquor brought us, and 
foon after came the mufick, being 3 black 
fellows, with the like number of hollow 
elephants teeth, thro’ which they made a 
hideous bellowing, another in the mean 
time beating a hollow piece of brafs with 
a ftick; then came Mrs. Ravwlifjin, the 
factor’s wife, who was a pretty young 
Malatio, with a rich ilk cloth about her 
middle, anda fill cap upon her head flow- 
er’d with gold and filver, under which her 
hair was comb’d out at length, for the 
Malatto’s covet to wear it fo, in imitation 
of the whites, never curling itup, or letting 
it frizzle, as the blacks do; fhe was ac- 
company’d, or rather attended, with the 
fecond’s and doétor’s wives, who were 
young blacks, about 13 years of age, as 
near as I could guefs ; after we had faluted 
them, they went to dance by turns, ina ri- 
diculous manner, making antick geftures 
with their arms, fhoulders, and heads, 
their feet having the leaft fhare in the ac- 
tion: they began the dance moderately, 
but as they continu’d ic, they by degrees 
quicken’d their motion fo, that at the lat- 
ter end they appear’d perfeély furious and 
diftraéted. There came feveral other wo- 
men and men to dance, among the laft 
were two that had each a jaw-bone of a 
man ty’d to the wooden handle of their 
fword, which was ftuck into their girdle, 
and was about half a yard long and three 
inches broad, in fhape refembling a chop- 
ping-knife ot pruning-bill; the bones they 
fate told 
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turn’d to the fort, and, after a g] 
wine, we gave Mr. Rawlifjon thanks for 
our entertainment, and took our leaves 
and went aboard. The town is on the eaft 
fide of the cattle, containing about 100 
houfes or huts, ftrait along the banks of 
a river which empties itfelf into the fea 
near the caftle, at the mouth of which is 
the landing-place : I faw above 100 negro 
men and women with pails on the fide of 
this river, which they told me were wafh- 
ing of fand and dirt, in fearch of gold duft. 
Here we had bur little trade, therefore af- 
ter we got aboard we weigh’d, and ftood 
along fhore till night, when anchor’d in 
18 fathom water, a-breaft the Brandenburg 
fort, near cape Tres Puntas. 

The 16th in the morning we fet fail, and 
got aboutcape Tres Putas, keeping off in 
22 fathom water, to avoid a ledge of rocks 
that lie a good diftance out from the mid- 
About 12 we were off another 
Gory, and about 3 in the 
ing came to an anchor in Dicky’s cove 
in 14 fathom water, the town bearing 
N. W. Dicky’s cove is about 3 Icagues to 
the E. of cape Tres Puntas; here Mr. Buc- 
Kerige was building a fmall fort upon a 
bout half a mile to the E. 
finifh’d at 


is pretty large; we went afhore one day 
and din’d with Mr: Buckerige; we fill’d 
fome water here, got a little wood, and 
fome cancy-flones, for our aves to grind 
their corn upon; and no trade prefenting, 

ed thence the 19th for Succandy, 
ky’s cove is the beft and fmootheft 
landing’ of any of our factories upon this 
coaft. We ftood away to leeward,andabout 
11 in the morning were a-breatt Tagaratha, 
which is diftant about feven leagues from 
Dicky’s cove, and makes ina heap of high 
trees, Off Tagaratha point there lies a ledge 
of rocks, for which reafon we gave it a 
good birth, keeping in 14 fathom water. 
This was the laft place upon the gold coaft 
aflign’d us by the Royal African Company 
in our charter-parties to difpofe of our 
windward cargoes; which article had we 
obferv’d, we mutt have brought moft of 
it home again, for each of us had 3000 
pounds windward cargoes, and had not 
fold to the value of 200 pounds apiece at 
our arrival here ; fo that we were oblig’d 
to feck a market elfewhere, tho? contrary 
to our inftruétions, About 2 we hal’d in, 
and about 4 came to an anchor in Suecandy 


road in 7 fathom water, about 2 miles of 
fhore. On the point of Succandy ftands a Saccay:, 
{mall Dutch fort, much higher, and in gun-¥r:, 
fhot of ours, and commands the landing- 
place. 

The 2oth in the morning Capt. Shurley 
and I went athore to our caitle at Succandy, 
where we found the factor Mr. Yobnfon in 
his bed raving mad, curfing, and fwearing 
moft wretchedly at us, not in the leait 
knowing Capt. Shurley, tho? he had a long 
former acquaintance with him. T pity’d 
from my foul this poor man, who had plun- 
ged himfelf into this condition thro” refent- 
ment of an affront put upon him by one 
Vanbukeline, the copeman or merchant of 
the Mine-caftle, which, as we were inform’d. 
by his fecond (who was a young lad, and 
had been a bluecoat-hofpital-boy) was as 
follows. One Taguda, a noted negro wo- 
man in Cape Corce town, being gor with 
child by fome of the foldicrs of our caftle 
there, was brought to-bed of a malatto 
girl, who growing to be about 11 years 
old, Mr. Yohnfon a factor, then at Calo 
Corce, had a great fancy for her, and pur- 
pos’d to take her for his wife (as they take 
wives in Guiney) and about that time he 
being removed to Succandy, to be chief 
factor, to make fure of the girl, took her 
there to live with him till the was of age 
fit for matrimonial functions, ufing much 
tendernefs and kindnefS to her, and taking 
great pleafure and fatisfaétion in her com- 
Peny for two or three yearss when fhe 
Was grown man’s meat, and a pretty girl, 
Vanbukeline by bribes and prefents cor 
rupted her mother Taguba, and prevail’d 
with her to go to Succandy, and under pre- 
tence of making a vifit to her daughter, 
to fteal her away and bring her to him, he 
having order’d a {wift canoe to lie ready 
under the Dutch fort at Succandy for that 
end. The mother accordingly came, and 
having been kindly treated by Mr. Fobnfor, 
who fufpeéted nothing, went with her 
daughter to take a walk, and being come 
near the canoe that lay perdue, the canoe- 
men took hold of her and put her per force 
into it, her mother following, and carry’d 
them both away to the Mine-caltle 
deliver’d the young one to Vanbukeline, 
foon crack’d that nut which Mr. Foba/on 
had been fo long preparing for his own 
tooth. When I din’d with the Dutch ge- 
neral at the Mine I faw her there, being 
brought in to dance before us, very fine, 
bearing the title of madam Vanbukeline. 
This, and fome other old differences be- 
tween that Dutchman and he, did fo difturb 
and vex him, that it threw him into diftem- 
pers, and quite curn’d his brain. We were 
entertain’d by the young fecond as well as 
he could; and about 3 in the evening we 

went 
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went aboard, where we had not been an 
hour before we fpieda fall thip coming 
away with us afore the wind. About 5

prefumption I know not) and treating SS

fhe ipake with us, and came to an anchor, 
being the Eagle pacquet-boat that failed 
with us out of the Downs, bound with 
letters for Gambo, Sherborow, and cape 
Coajt. Captain Perry that commanded her 
then, was dead at Gambo, with feveral of 
his men, and his mate Mr. Brown fuc- 
ceeded him, who came aboard and gave 
us an account of his voyage, and that 
agent Colker who parted with us in the 
Stanier loop at Monferadoe for Sherborow, 
was refus’d admittance by his fecond 
when he arriv’d there; whereupon a 
feuffle enfued, wherein feveral were 
wounded, but at length he got poffeffion 
again. He foon return’d aboard, and 
made the belt of his way to Cape Coa/t, 
we defigning to call at feveral places in 
our way to look for trade, ‘he fort of 
Suceandy was built by captain Henry Nurfe 
when he was agent for the royal African 
company in Guiney, as an infcription uy 
on the wall inform’d us. ’Tis a fmall 
white fquare houfe, in a large yard, of no 
great defence. On the cerras a-top of it 
are mounted eight or ten {mall pop iron 
guns, good for nothing butto waite pow- 
der, being all honey-comb’d within, and 
the carriages rotten and out of order. I 
have been inform’d fince my being, here, 
that the adjacent negroes, inftigated by 
Van nd the Ditch general, had in 
the night furpriz’d and fciz’d the fort, 
cut Fobufon the faétor to pieces, and 
plunder’d all the goodsand merchandize. 
The 21ft in the morning we left Suc- 
candy, and fteer’d along by Abady point, 
which is 2 leagues diftant from it; be- 
tween which and Shuma we anchored, and 
lay all night. In the morning fome ca- 
noes came aboard, with whom we had a 
good trade for gold; but the negroe 
merchants were in great pain and fear 
left the Dutch thould difcover them, 
and feize their goods for trading with us, 
as they have had the impudence todo 
often, as I haye been inform’d, not only 
to fuch as bought of our fhips, but alfo 
out of our caftle ac Succandy, of which 
there was a late inftance; and the ne- 
groes making complaint thereof to our 
chief merchants at Cape Corce, they fent 
to the general of the Mine to demand re- 
ftitution, affuring him that the goods be- 
Jong’d to the royal African company of 
England. But all they have been able to 
obtain hitherto, was fair promifes with- 
out the leaft performance. Indeed the 
Ditch are very infolent upon this coaft, 
efpecially fince the revolution, endea- 
vouring by all methods to undermine 


the negroes with great feverity which they 

catch trading with us, tho? we never mo= 
left their trade. They have wrefted 
Comendo out of our hands (a place that 
lies the moft convenient for the gold 
trade of any upon the coaft) and {till 
keep it, tho’ our agents have writings 
under the kings of the countries hands, 
which fhew an undoubted title to it, as 
well as our long poffeftion of it formerly. 
‘Therefore of late years our agents de- 
figning to repofiefs it, and fettle a fa 
tory there, and paffing by the Mine cattle 
with materials for that purpole, the Dutch 
from the Mine had the impudence to fire 
feveral cannon fhot at the canoe in which 
one of our agents was, notwithftanding 
he had the King’s jack Aag flying in the 
head of hers but he purfued his defign, 
landed men and materials, and fell to in- 
trenching and fortifying ; but ere they 
could raife works fufficient to fhelter and 
fecure them, they were fo continually at- 
tack’d and difturb’d by the adjacent ne- 
groes, hir’d and inftigated by the Dutch, 
who had fapply’d them with arms and 
ammunition for that end, that they were 
fore'd to give over the thoughts of fettle- 
ing there, and retire, not without the lols 
of fome men, 

The 22d in the evening we got up 
our anchors and ftood along fhore; and 
paffing by Shuma, came to the high bluff 
red clifis, abreaft of which we anchor’d, 
and lay all night between Shuma and Co- 
mendo ; from both which places we had a 
pretty good trade in the morning: but 
the blacks were in great fear of the Dutch 
ftill; for tho’ fome of them would buy 
two or three bales of perpetuanoes, yet 
they would never take them whole, but 
would open them and put them in bags 
they brought with them, fo many in 
each as was an eafy burden for one man 
to run away with, which they did for 
their better difpatch in landing, and fe- 
curing them from the Hollanders. Having 
taken what gold we could in this place, 
we left it the 23d in the afternoon; and 
failing by Comendo, came to Ampeny point, 
which is 2 leagues from the Mine; be- 
tween which places we anchor’d, and 
lay fair for the trade both of Comendo 
and the Mine town. Here we had a 
good trade, and took above thirty marks 
of gold, cach mark being eight ounces 
troy. The 25th we fet fail, pafs’d the 
Mine caftle, which we faluted with 7 
guns, and anchor’d in the middle be- 
tween it and Cape Graf, being about a 
Teague diftant from each. Here we met 
with the beft trade, the negrocs coming 
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up to us from all the towns to leeward 
as far as Cormantine. Having made the 
beft of our market here, we fet fail the 
27th in the afternoon, and before night 
came to an anchor in Cape Corce road in 
$ fathom water, and faluted’ our caftle 
with 15 guns, which they return’d, it bear- 
ing N. N. W. 

The caftle of Cabo Corce is the chief of 
all thofe our African company have upon 
this coaft, and where their agents or 
chiéf factors always refide ; to which 
all the other faétories are fubordinate. 
This caftle has a handfome profpedt from 
the fea, and isa very regular and well- 
contriv'd fortification, and as ftrong as 
it can be well made, confidering its fitu- 
ation, being encompat'd with a ftrong 
and high brick wall, thro” which you 
enter by a well-fecur’d and large gate 
facing the town, and come into a fine 
fpacious fquare wherein 4 or 500 men 
may very conveniently be drawn up and 
exercis’d. It has four flankers which have 
acover’d communication with each other, 
and are mounted with good gunss and 
over the ta noble battery of fifteen 
whole culverin and demy cannon, lying 
low, and pointing upon the road, where 
they would do good execution upon any 
thips that fhould pretend to attack the 
caftle, if there were a fufficient number 
of men to ply them briskly, that un- 
derftood the fport. Under this battery 
is a curious tank or ciftern which will 
contain 400 tons of water, being with 
great labour cut ina long fquare out of 
arock, and terra(i'd over, having a con- 
venient pair of ftairs to defcend into it to 
fetchthe water. This tank is fill’d every 
rain time, and not only fupplies the cattle 
with water all the year (which no enemy 
can cut off from them or poifon) but 
frequently the company’s agents permit 
their fhips to fill much of their water 
there. The method of filling it is chus. 
There are divers channels contriv’d in the 
large {quare conyeniently to receive the 
rain water that pours down from the 
Alankers, and tops of the other buildings 
in the caftle; each of which channels 
have two conveyances, one out of the 
caftle, and the other into the tank, Af 
foon as it begins to rain, the Bumbay (an 
officer fo cal’d, whofe charge it is) makes 
the negroe flaves belonging to the caftle, 
ftop all the conveyances of the water to 
the tank, then fweep the caftle very clean 
all over; and after it has rain’d about 
an hour, and wafh’d the caftle well, the 
water for that {pace running out, and 
carrying the filth and dirt with it, he 
opens the channels into the tank, where 
it runs very clear, and in great quantities, 


the rains here being generally in long and 
heavy fhowers. This tank is ftrongly 
arch’d over, upon which, by the afore. 
faid battery, there isa moft pleafant walk, 
Of thefe tanks every caftle upon the coaft 
has one, but very imall, and in propor- 
tion to the number of foldiers they are al- 
low’d to man them. 

Tn this caiftle the agents and factors have 
genteel convenient lodgings; and as to 
the foldiers, I believe there are not bet- 
ter barracks any where than here, each 
two having a handfome room allow’d 
them, and receive their pay duly and 
juftly in gold duft once a week for their 
fubfiftence. The caftle has in all about 
forty guns mounted, fome of them brats, 
and commonly 100 white men in garri- 
fon, with a military land officer to di 
cipline and command them under the 
agents. Heis the lieutenant of the caftle, 
buc is call’d by the title of captain, 
Every night at eight o'clock the gate is 
fhut, where he appoints a good guard, 
and comes to the agent or chief merchant 
for the word, Mr. Platt, the chief at 
that time, us’d fometimes to compliment 
captain Shurley and me to give it, and 
at other times would give our fhips, our 
owners, or our own names; which the 
lieutenant having communicated to the 
reft of the company, after drinking the 
king’s health in a bowl of punch, would 
take his leave. Captain Freeman had this 
poit now, and was a very good officer, 
The three chief merchants who had the 
government of all the company’s affairs 
on this coaft, were Mr. Youa Plait, a 
gentleman of good parts and courage, 
and had been long accuftomed to thefe 
countries. He was gold-taker, receiving 
and paying all the company’s gold. The 
next to him was Mr. /Villiam Ronan, an 
Tri gentleman, who had liv’d long in 
France, and fpake that language fluently, 
as well as the baftard Portugueze the ne- 
groes ufe upon this coaft. He was a 
brisk aétive daring man, a skilful mer- 
chant, and of a moft obliging tempers 
and tho a Roman catholick by religion, 
yet I believe the African company could 
not employ any that was more real and 
zealous for their intereft, or would ex- 
pofe himfelf more to ferve them. He 
was warchoufe-keeper, receiving and de- 
livering all the company’s goods. ‘The 
third was Mr. Willian: Melraji a Scotfnan, 
a very fober quiet honeft man, and un- 
derftood accounts to perfection. He was 
Book-keeper. One Smith an Trifhman 
was chaplain, who, every morning at 
nine o’clock, read the church prayers to 
the garrifon, and preach’d every Sunday. 


The furgeon was a Scot, whofe name I 
have 
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have forgot. He had a mate and barber 
under him, and was fupply’d with good 
medicines from the company in England 
by moft of their hips. 

In the caftle there is one {pacious ware- 
houfe, and feveral fmaller ones; a con- 
venient trunk or place for the flaves to 
live in by themfelves ; a good forge with 
fmiths to make what iron-work is wanted 5 
a large kitchen for dreffing the provifions, 
the fadtors keeping, a very plentiful table, 
but cat only twice a day, atten in the 
morning and four in the evening ; which 
is a very prudent method, the midt of 
the day being here fo intenfely hot, that 
the very feent of the meat is enough to 

all one’s ftomach, There are feldom 
lefs chan fixteen dine at their table, which 
is always well cover’d, and, I have been 
affur’d, fands the African company fome 
years from 12 to 1400 /, tho’ moft 
provifions are very reafonable, there be- 
ing ftore of excellent large filh caught of 
feveral forts, and fold for little; plenty 
of {mall poultry, and abundance of fine 
Targe Mufeovy ducks at low rates. Mut- 
ton and goats are not fearce, but very 
lean and infipid meat; but beef is a ra- 
rity feldom to be met with. The cattle 
is well ftock’d with tame pigeons, which 
have convenient lodgings, and. thrive 
very well. When the tank is low, that 
ships cannot be fapply’d with water thence, 
they are forc’d to fill it at a ftanding 
pool call’d Dominc’s hole, a good diz 
ftance from the caftle, and roll it thence 
over craggy ftones to the landing place, 
where negroes, who make it their pro- 
feffion and bufinefs, attend to fwim the 
water-cask off to the long-boat, which 
lies about a cable’s length off thore at an 
anchor, not daring to come nearer for 
the great fwell that conftantly rolls upon 
this whole coaft from the vaft tlantick 
ocean, The negroz fwimmers watch a 
fmooth, then roll the punchions of water 
into the fea till they float; then each 
takes his cask and fwims after it, fome- 
times above water, fometimes under wa- 
ter, ftill puthing it forward before him 
ull it comes to the Jongboat, who hoift 
it in; for the further off fhore the 
Smoother the water: and for this fervice 
we pay the blacks fo much a cask when 
we go away. The merchandize and ftores 
we bring for the caftle, we fend in our 
longboat as near the fhore as fhe dare 
go, and the canoes come and unlade her 5 
which being flat bottom’d, play upon the 
fea until they perceive a fmooth, then 
with violence run themfelves afhore, take 
out the goods, and launch off again. 

There are two gardens belong to the 
caftle, one of which is large, full of 
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Jime and orange trees, but little pot- 
herbs or falletting, I prefume, for want 
of induftry and care; for I faw great va- 
riety of both in the garden of the Mine 
caftle, which is very fpacious and plea 
fant; and indeed (which I am forry I 
have occafion to fay) the Dutch excel 
and out-do us in every thing (except ho- 
nefty) on this coaft, their caftles being 
much ftronger and better than ours, lie 
more conveniently, and are better mann’d 
and govern’d, they {paring no coft upon 
them to make them ftrong and delight- 
ful, and add to them all the conveniencies 
that is poflible. In the middle of our 
caftle garden is a fquare fummer-houfe 
built, where the agents fometimes enjoy 
themfelves. In this garden captain Sbur- 
Iey and I entertain’d the agents, factors, 
and other officers of the caftle at dinner 
before our departure (for they would not 
venture to come aboard our ships, left 
any cafualty might happen in their ab- 
fence) where we enjoy'd our felves plen- 
tifully, having each of us fix of our quar 
ter-deck guns brought athore, with pow- 
der, @, and our gunners to ply thems 
which they did to purpofe, and made 
them roar merrily, firing eleven at every 
health. The other is nearer the caftle, 
and is call’d Black Fack’s garden, having 
nothing therein but cocoa-nut trees. This 
is the burying place of our factors and 
white men that die there, except the 
agents and fome others, who, for fome 
xtraordinary refpeéts, are buried in by- 
places in the caltle. Mr. Klayton, the 
chief of Fredericksburg, or the Danes 
hill fort, a ftrong healthy man, ficken’d 
while I’ was here, and in three days died 
ofa fever, and was buried in that garden 
with all the ceremony ufual upon fuch 
occafions. ‘The agents with moft of the 
factors, anda detachment of the gari- 
fon, with their arms revers’d, attending 
the corps. Affoon as it was in the grave 
they fired a volley ; which being 2 ignal 
to the caftle, it fired 10 guns, as did 
each of our fhips. The ceremony being 
ended, Mr. Yobn Root/ey, a Barbadian, 
who came over with our fhips, was ap- 
pointed by the agents as fucceffor to the 
deceas’d in his government of the Danes 
hill; which he that night took poffeffion 
of, and treated us next day with a hand- 
fome dinner there. 

We landed out of the Hannibal at this 
place thirty foldiers for the company, in 
as good health as we receiv’d them aboard. 
in England; but in two months time that 
we lay here to complete our bufinefs, they 
were near half dead, and fearce enough 
of the furvivors able to carry their fellows 
to the grave. 
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The way of receiving the gold upon 
this whole coaft, is by weight, of which 
the feveral kinds thac are us’d, and in 


rhe min. which we keep our accounts, are marks, 
wer of the ounces, achies, and taccooes, A taccoo 


gold trade. 


is a fmall berry as big asa pea, 12 of 
which make an achy, viz. 


1 achy, 
1 ounce troy, 
1 markgold; 


12 Taccooes are 
16 Achies are 
8 ounces troy are 


Value about 32 /, Sterling. They have 
other denominations for weights, as a 
bendy is 2 ounces; a peefe, which is 4 
achies; a damby, which is a little black 
berry, two of which make a taccoo. If 
they are to purchafea thing of {mall va- 
ue that they have no weight little enough 
for it, they give a grain of gold which 
they call a Cracra, We keep our ac- 
counts in marks, ounces, achies, and 
taccooes only. The gold is moft in duft, 
with fome pieces of rock among its and 
fometimes in wire, and wedges, and 
broken fatithes. We firft fift and blow 
the duft gold in copper fifters and pens 
we carty for that purpofe, until ic be 
well clear of dirt (which will blow away, 
being lefs weighty than the gold) then it 
is carefully pick’d, and all the bad or 
fufpicious taken from it by a negroe that 
underftands gold well, and we entertain 
aboard for that purpofe, giving him a 
atuity when we have done trading. 
We likewife carry touchftones to try the 
gold; and indeed we had need of ail the 
caution imaginable to avoid being cheated 
by the negroes, which they often endea- 
your by mixing flings of brafs with the 
gold duft, and filling the middle of their 
€aft ingots with lead; fo that we never 
take any of them without cutting them 
with a chizel into fmall pieces, to fee 
that they be the fame throughout. The 
rock gold is generally good, being in 
fuch Tamps and fhape as cannot be ealily 
counterfeited ; only thereis much dirt in 
holes and crevices of it, which muft be 
pick’d out ere tis weigh'd. 

‘Lhe commodities that are moft in de- 
mand upon the gold coalt, are blue and 
red perpetuanoes, pewter bafons of feve- 
ral fizes, from one to four pound 
weight, old theets, large Flemifh knives, 
iron bars, cafes of fpirits, blue fayes, if 
well dyed, and coral, if large and of a 
good colour, Thefe goods will feldom 
or never fail of a good market. J allo 
carried there on account of the African 
company, muskets, niconees, tapfeals, 
bayfadoes, brafs kettles, Engli/h carpets, 
Welfp plains, lead bars, firkins of tallow, 
powder, &c, None of which did an- 


fwer expectation, being forc'd to bring 
back to England a great part of them; 
and thofe we fold were at a very low rate, 
In the mornings early the blacks came 
aboard to trade, bringing their gold in 
divers little rags, according to the num- 
ber of thofe who employ them to trade 
for them; which when we have blown 
and pick’d clean, we return what we dif. 
like, and weigh the ret; for which we 
deliver them fuch commodities as they 
require to the value, which they will cait 
up by head to admiration. We are al- 
ways very kind to good traders, giving 
them ftore of good punch and brandy ; 
but fuch as bring very bad gold, we 
fometimes chaftize; and to deter them 
fromthe like practice, we pour fome 
aqua fortis upon it, which immediately 
turns all the brafs that is amongft it, 
green, to the great admiration and con- 
fufion of the cheats, whom we turn away 
with fevere threats, and fometimes put 
them in irons. Captain Sburley, at Ani- 
mabo, threw two ounces of a negroc’s 
gold over board, becaufe it was very full 
of brafs, and never made the black a 
farthing fatisfaction. Often fome of the 
beft traders will come and defire us to 
give them credit for the value in goods of 
2 or 3 marks of gold, promifing payment 
in a certain number of days, when their 
fervants or boys (as they call them tho? 
they be fixty years old) return from the 
inland countries, with the produce in 
gold of fuch merchandize as they fent by 
them there to difpofe of. Commonly 
they will leave fome pledge in our hands 
till payment, as great collars of gold, and 
other large fatifhes of exquifite workman- 
fhip, which their great men wear, and 
which they will be fure to redeem: but 
if we take their words, and they do not 
come and pay us according to promife, 
the method we take for fatisfaction, is, 
to piniar or feize upon as many of the 
negroes of that town where our debtor 
lives, as_we can, or as will come to the 
value of the debt, which we fecure 
aboard, and threaten to carry away with 
us if they be not redeem’d; where- 
upon they fend word to their friends and 
relations where they are, and upon what 
account they are piniard, and how much 
the debt is. Prefently their friends de- 
mand a palavera before the king or great 
capafhiers of the town, who oblige the 
aceror and his friends to provide the fum. 
they owe, to releafe thofe that were pi- 
niar'd on their account, or elfe to deliver 
us themfelves in their ftead : but this is 
feldom done, we being very cautious in 
trufting them for any confiderable value.

The negroes are fo little apprehenfive 


of the *- of danger, that when we have fold them 


es with 
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two or three barrels of powder, and they, 
have got it into their canoe, they have 
bought a cafe of {pirits and fallen to 
drinking and {moaking tobacco till they 
were drunk, all the while fitting a top of 
the barrels of powder, and letting the 
fparks from their pipes fall upon them 
without any concern, which created a 
terror in us to fee, and by which means 
they are frequently blown up; fo that it 
is our cuftom, affoon as we have fold 
them any powder, to make them take it 
into their canoe, and put off, and lie 
about 200 yards from the fhip till the 
reft of their bufinefs be completed, left 
we might be injur’d by their ftupid care- 
lefnefs. 

About too yards from the caftle is a 
redoubr built upon an afcent with two or 
three {mall guns mounted thereon, where 
in wwo foldiers always keep watch, to 
give notice to the caftle if they perceive 
any enemy or danger approaching. They 
get up into it by a ladder which they 
Riale up after them, and keep therein till 
they defcend again, being built after the 
fame manner as the towers that lie along 
the coaft of Spain, to give notice of the 
approach of any Moors or Turtifh pirates 5 
only thofe do it by beacons, whereas 
thefe fire their guns, 

In the cattle is kept a {chool to teach 
the little black children of the town to 
read and write, and fo prepare them to 
be made chriftians. But fuch is the delu- 
fion and obftinacy of the negroes in their 
own fuperftitious paganifm, that they are 
neither willing. to be baptiz’d themfelves, 
nor will be prevail’d upon to let their 
children partake of that great and inelti- 
mable blefling of being lifted under the 
banners of the great captain of our fal- 
vation, but bring, them up to be the de- 
vil’s flaves, whom they worlhip under 
the difguife of their fatifhes. 

Near the great gate is adungeon for the 
confinement of heinous maletactors, fuch 
asmurderers, traitors, €c. till an oppor- 
tunity prefents to fend them into England 
to be tried, and receive the rewards of 
their villainy. Which dark apartment 
‘one of my trumpeters whofe name was 
William Lord, hanteld; for being afhore 
drinking panch with fome of the inferior 
Officers of the caftle, there happened a 
difference between him and one of the 
ferjeants, who gave him a challenge 
to meet him with his fword near the re- 
doubt, which the trumpeter promis’d, and 
was as good as his word; and both lug- 
gidg out, it was the ferjeant’s chance to 
be thruft into the belly ; upon which he 
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refign’d his fword, begg’d his life, and 
funk down, Upon knowledge whereof 
ac the caftle, the trumpeter was {eiz’d and 
clap’d into the dungeon, which affoon as 
I underftood, I defir’d the agents that 
their furgeon and mine might vifit the 
ferjeant, fearch his wound, and confule 
the confequence thereof, if mortal or not, 
which they freely agreed to; and in 
about an hour after the furgeons return’d, 
and made their report, both concurring 
that ir was not mortal nor dangerous, 
the fword having only pafg’d about five 
inches glancing into the abdomen, without 
going thro’ the belly, or injuring any of 
the entrails, Whereupon the trumpeter 
was releas'd; who, after thanks given 
the agents, immediately repair’d aboard 
the thip, as his bett ajjlium, where he was 
out of the reach of their power, But 
tho” he was fo lucky this time, yet I fa 
pect a halter will be his fates for, tho” 
a ftout fellow, he was a moft diffolute 
wicked wretch; and for his villainies and 
irregularities aboard, I was forc’d, at 
St. Thomas's Mand, to clap him in irons, 
hands and feet, and keep him fo, upon 
my poop eight weeks til] my arrival at 
Barbadves, where I purpos'd to put him 
on board one of his majelty’s men of war 
that knew how to handle fuch refraétory 
fparks; but upon his feeming repentance 
and earneft intreazy. I was prevail’d upon 
to forbear, to my great vexation after- 
wards; for he foon got athore there, and 
run away from my fhip, concealing him- 
felf in fome of the idle houfes in Bridge- 
town, till, by his extravagancies, he had 
not only fpent all his wages, but ran fo 
far in debt, that he could have no longer 
entertainment or credit; whereupon he 
enter’d himfelf on board a fmall Nex 
England frigat of twenty guns, and an 
excellent failer, which fome Barbadoes 
merchants bought and mann’d, and fitted 
out warlikely, and brought colonel ‘Ru/- 
fell the governor to be part-owner with 
them, who gave her his commiftion. The 
pretence of her voyage was for Madaga/~ 
car to purchafe negroes; but as I pri- 
vately underftood then, and fince have 
been well affured, her defign was for che 
Red Sea, to make the bett of her market 
with the Mbgul’s fhips, which having 
done, and bought a few negroes for a 
colour, the might boldly and fafely re- 
turn to Barbadses with her treafure, as 
long as the governor was interefted, and 
a party concerned, and fo near of kin to 
the Englifo admiral. [folda certain judge 
and merchant there then, a large parcel 
of fire-arms for her ule, more than was 
cuftomary or neceffary for fuch a fmall 
veffel to carry only for her defence on a 
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trading voyage, What became of her 
ince I know not. My trumpeter’s entring, 


her; who being entertain’d in the gover- 
nor’s fervice, I found it was in vain to 
have him and feveral others of my men 
reftor’d, who were tempted to defert me. 
The relt of the merchant hips there 
then, heavily felt the effects of fitting out 
that fhip, by the lofs of their men 5 
which, together with the plague that vio- 
Jently reign’d there, the preffing for the 
King’s fervice to complete the men of 
wars numbers, &c. were grown fo fearce, 
that an ordinary fellow would demand 
thirty pounds pay for the voyage thence 
to England, which is generally made in 
fix weeks, and to be difcharg’d at the 
firft port in England we put into. Cap- 
tain Sinclair, commander of the Leere fri- 
gate, in my hearing, offer’d to pay cap- 
tain Thomas Sheirman, commander of his 
majetty’s fhip Tyger, under whofe convoy 
he was to come home, the fum of one 
hundred pounds down prefently, upon 
condition he would lend him ten of the 
worlt men he had to help to fail his thip 
home, and likewife pey the men what 
wages they fhould demand ; which cap- 
tain Sheirman abfolurely refus’d upon any 
terms whatfoever. 

At Cabo Corce we took in part of the 
Pifian corn order’d us for the provifion 
of our negroes to Barbadses, the allow- 
ance being a cheft which contains about 
four buthels for every negroe. It is 
charg’d the company at two achies per 
cheft, and bare meafure ; but we could 
buy better of the blacksat an achy and , 
and heap'd meafure. Here is fome palm 
oil, bur it is cheaper at Whidaw, tho’ the 
Mand of St. Thomas is the cheapett place, 
and where there is moft plenty of it. 

The company had here a {mall brigan- 
tine, commanded by one Bradfbaw, for 
the ule of the caftle, the being chiefly em- 
loy’d to carry ftores and merchandize, 
to the other factories upon this coaft. 

While we lay at this place, the king 
of Sabo, and Nimpha the general of the 
Arcanys arrived here, with about 20000 
blacks, in their return from the wars 
againft the king of Futtoo, whom they 
had routed out of his country, and forc’d 
to feek proteétion at the Mine-caftle, and 
made his brother king, who foon follow’d 
them to Cape Corce cattle, where he 
took the fatifh to be at conftant enmity 
with his brother, to be ever true to the 
Englifp incereft, and not to moleft the 
Arcanys in their trade, which was the 
oceafion of the war with his brother. 
But of this I fhall fay more when T come 
to give an account of their fatifhes, 


While we were here there happened a 
wedding, as follows. ‘The gunner of the 
caftle, either tir’d with, or difliking his 
prefent wife, curn’d her away, and, while 
we were here, took to him another, 
being daughter to captain Amo one of 
the caftle capafhiers ; the wedding be- 
ing concluded with only giving a treat 
to the caftle officers, and fome of her 
jetty relations, and a cloth to herfelf, 
they were man and wife; but when 
they came to the point of confummation, 
the girl being nor above twelve years 
old, found it fo painful that fhe could 
not bear its which fretted the gunner to 
that degree, that he grew angry with his 
new wife; but finding that prevail’d but 
little, he bought three or four yards of 
red flower’d filk from our fhips; which 
fhewing his wife, promis’d togiveit her for 
a cloth, upon her paffive obedience, and 
not otherwife. The beauty of the filk fo 
dazzled the eyes of the girl, and fo footh’d 
her pride, as that night it feems the gun- 
ner made a breach with his cannon; for 
the next morning the lady was in her 
filks, and both good friends. 

The gold coaft is more healthy and 
hilly, and lefs woody than any other pare 
of Guiney, being cover’d with thick 
fhrubs and furzes, fo that I could not 
go halfa mile into the inland, and there- 
fore can give no account of it. 

When a faétor fends a black upon an 
errand to another factor, tho’ forty miles 
diftant, his paffport is only the faétor's 
cane, which he delivers him 5 upon fhew- 
ing of which he is permitted to pafs any 
where unmolefted, and has credence given 
him, and confidence repos’d in him by 
the perfon he is fent to, The kings and 
great capathiers here are very fond of 
canes, and “tis the greateft prefent the 
African company can make them, each 
of our caftle capathiers having one as 
a badge of his office ; and the king of 
Sabo had one given him about fix foot 
long, thick, and with a large filver head, 
which he much efteem’d, and carried al- 
ways with him. 

Having landed all the caftle cargo, 
which took us up a great deal of time, 
the Eaft-India Merchant and our thip hav- 
ing each 300 tons of goods, and no 
boats to load it in but our own long- 
boats, which could not work both at 
the fame time ; and fometimes the fea fo 
high, that we could do nothing for fix 
or feven days together, the canoes not 
being able to come off to fetch the goods, 
which occafion’d our long ftay here, t- 
gether with filling our water, difpofing 
of our windward cargo as much as We 


could, the caftle refuling to take the re- 
mainder 
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mainder afhore on any terms, fettling ac- 
‘counts with the company?s chief merchants, 
taking corn aboard, &c. All which hav- 
ing at length effected, on the 24th of 
April about 5 in the evening I took my 
Jeave of the company’s worthy factors 
here, who had heap’d upon me abundance 
of civilities during my ftay with them, 
and whofe candour I thall always grate- 
fully remember, as well as that of all the 
honeft gentlemen of our nation upon this 
whole coaft, who endeavour’d to outvie 
each other in their favours and kind en- 
tertainments of us in their feveral factories, 
being overjoy’d at our arrival, and no lefs 
troubled and concern’d for our departure. 
But go we muft; and accordingly, after a 
greac_many reciprocal endearments, 1 
wifh’d them alla merry Chriftmas, and 
took boat, having two chefts of gold for 
the African company in London with me 
in ker. I had order’d the thip tobe got 
under fail, and ftand off and on in the 
road to expect us; but before we could 
reach her, we were overtaken bya very 
fevere tornado, which, for fear of finking 
the boat, the fea running very high, made 
us row right afore it, blowing extreme- 
ly hard till ro o'clock at night, by which 
time we were drove half way between 
Cape Corceand the Mine-caftle ; ‘but then 
having lefs wind, we turn’d the boat’s 
head, and rowed to the eaft to look for 
the fhip, which, about one in the morn- 
ing, we found at anchor off of the Danes- 
hill fort, which is about gun-fhot from 
Cape Corce cafile, to the eaft, on the top 
of a round fteep hill. Jr has ten guns, 
and is impregnable by its fituation, if it 
has men and provifions fufficient. We 
got it from the Dancs, and now Mr. Fobn 
Rootfey was faktor there for the company, 
‘with about twelve foldiers in garrifon. It 
has a very good garden belonging to ic 
at the foot of the hill, which produces a 
vatt quantity of limes and oranges, 

When we came aboard we got in the 
chefts of gold; and hoifted our’ pinnace 
upon the booms, but was acquainted by 
my-mate, that when he came toan anchor 
‘with the fmall-bower in the turnado, bring- 
ing up the fhip, the cable broke, fo that he 
was forc’d to let go the beft-bower, by 
which we rid all night. 

April the 25th. “This morning we took 
our leave of the caftle, paying our refpeéts 
in 15 guns, which they return’d, it being 
too late to falute them laft night: About 
8 o'clock fent our long-boat on the buoy 
to weigh the finall-bower anchor, and get 
him aboard, but he was fo fettled in the 
ground wich the tornado, that in heaving a 
{train the buoy-rope broke, and the boat 


drove to leeward; we after fent our boats 
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to {weep for him, but to no purpofe, for 
they could not find him all day, ‘therefore 
were fore’d to leave him behind ; Caprain 
Shurley gor into Animabo this day, but 
the feeking for our anchor hinder'd « 
The 26th at 6 in the morning we hove 
up our beft-bower, and ftood to the Eait 
for Animabo; we pals'd by Maury, or fort 
Naffew, poflefs’d by the Ditch; *tis about 
a league trom cape Corces it lies high, and 
looks like a handfomé {mall modern forti- 
fication, of about 16 or 20 guns 3 but] was 
notathore there, therefore can fay no more 
of it. About g o'clock we were abreaft 


Anifeen, which is a thatch’d-houfe, where 4 


our African company havea {mall factory, 
and lies about a league fhore of Anima- 
bo, where about 10 a-clock we arrivid, 
and anchor’d in 7 fathom water, about a 
mile and half off fhore, the caftle bearing 
N. W. which we faluted with 7 guns, and 
were return’d the fame. We mocr’diour 
fhip with ketch-anchor and haufer ; and 
after dinner I went afhore to Mr. Searle 
the factor here, to know where and when 
we fhould fend for che corn aflign’d us 
here by the chief merchants at cape Corce, 
there being novenough to fapply us there, 
and therefore were to call for the reft at 
this place, and Aeva, to compleat our 
quantity of 700 chefts each. Mr. Searle 
immediately order’d what quantity he hadl 
to ibe delivered us whenever our ‘boats 
came for it, and entertain’d us very lov- 
ingly till night, when Capt. Séurley andl 
went aboard. Aitimabo lies in the king- 
dom of Fantine, is a pretty large towns 
the negro inhabitants are accounted very 
bold and ‘ftout fellows, ‘but the moftide- 
fperate treacherous villains, and greateft 
cheats upon the whole coaft, for the gold 
here is accounted the worft,.and moft 
mix’d with brals, of any in Guiney 5 ivilies 
about 4 leagues to the Hatt of Cabo Corce. 
Our icaftle is pretty ftrong, of about 18 
uns, where we were very kindly enter- 
tained by ‘Mr. Searle fome days, and by 
Mr. Cooper at Ava on other days. Aga is 
a’ fall thateh’d houfe, about half a mil 
to the eaft from Azimabo, on the 
having little or no defence except a few 
mufkets, It has a large yard and fine 
pond for ducks. Mr. Cooper the factor, 
who isa very ingenious young, gentleman, 
gave us a cordial reception, having the 
Company of his wife (as he call’d:her) to 
dine with us, as we had of Mrs. Searle's 
at dnimabo, being both Miulatios, as was 
Mr. Ronons’s av Cabo Corce. This isa 
pleafant way of marrying, for they can 
turn them off and take others at pleafure, 
which makes them yery careful'to humour 
their -hufbands in washing -their linen, 
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Purcuirs. cleaning their chambers, &c, and the 


charge of keeping them is little or no- 
thing. 

We lay at Avimabo until the 2d day of 
May, when captain Shurley and I having, 
each of us got off 180 chefts of corn, fill’d 
two boats of water, and difpos’d of what 
we could of the remainder of our wind- 
ward cargo, we took leave of Mr. Searle 
and Mr. Cooper, and got up our anchors, 
and ftood to the E. along fhore about 2 
leagues diftant ; and at night came to an 
anchor in 15 fathom water. While we 
lay at Animabo we had frequently the com- 
pany of Mr. Fafleman, the Dutch gover- 
nor of Cormantine caitle, to dine with us, 
and were handfomely treated at dinner 
one day by him at his caftle of Cor- 
mantine, and the next day he and our 
faétors favour’d me with their company 
aboard the Hannibal. Cormantine is a 
pretty neat fort of about twenty guns, 
lying much higher than ours, and about 
a league to the eaft of it. During our 
ftay here, Mr. Henry Nurje, eldeft ton to 
agent Nurje, a very hopeful young gentle- 
man, departed this life aboard the La/- 
India Merchant, where he was third mate. 
Out of refpect to him captain Shurley and I 
fent our boats and officers to attend the 
corpfe to Cape Coa/t caftle to be buried. 
When it put off from our Ships we fired 
each 20 guns at half a minute’s diftance, 
as ufual in fuch cafes. He was interr’d 
in a by place in the caftle very decently, 
as we were inform’d by our officers that 
return’d at night, and had all rings given 
them, as had all the factors of the caftle. 
Thad two little negroe boys prefented me 
here by our honeft faétors, and two be- 
fore at Cape Corce, with good ftore of 
Mufeowy ducks, and other freth provifions. 

May the 3d. This morning we got un- 
der fail, and ftood along fhore for Winiba. 
We had feveral canoes come off, which 
occafion’d our lying by often in hopes of 
trade, bur found little, they wanting gold. 
At 8 in the evening we anchor’d Teft we 
fhould out-fhoot our port. 

May the 4th. This morning at $ made 
fail, and at 11 came to an anchor at 
Winiba in 9 fathom good ground; and 
having moord fhip after dinner, went 
afhore to fee for our canoes, which Mr. 
Nicolas Buckrige, the factor here, had 
promis’d to procure us for our ufe at 
Whidaw. 

Here we got each of us one five-hand 
canoe, and fet our canoe-men and carpen- 
ters to work to fit them with knees and 
timbers to ftrengthen them. We hal’d 
our Jong-boatafhore and trim’d her, being, 
Jeaky, and much worm-eaten. We fill’d 
fome water and cut good ftore of fire- 
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wood by the qucen’s permiffion, ‘This 
queen is about fifty years old, as black 
as jet, butvery corpulent. We went with 
Mr. Buckrige to pay our refpedts to her 
under a greac tree where the fit. She re- 
ceiv’d us very kindly, and made her at- 
tendants dance after their manner before 
us. She was very free of her kiffes to 
Mr. Buckrige, whom fhe feem’d much to 
efteem ; and truly he deferv’d it from all 
that knew him, being an extraordinary 
good-humour’d and ingenious gentleman, 
and underftood this country and language 
very well. We prefented her with sn 
anchor of brandy each, and fome hands 
of tobacco, which fhe receiv’d with abun- 
dance of thanks and fatisfaétion, and fo 
bid her goodnight. She was fo extremely 
civil betore we parted, to offer each of us 
a bed-fellow of her young maids of honour 
while we continued there, but we modeftly 
declin’d her majefty’s profler, and that 
night lay afhore with Mr. Buckrige. Next 
day we were fore’d to keepa falt; for the 
cook being dreffing of dinner, among 
which there was a young pig roafting 
ata quick fire, the flame of it reach’d 
the dry palm branches that thatch’d the 
kitchen, which immediately took fire, and 
fpread foin an inftant, that, in lefs than a 
quarter of an hour, our dinner and kitchen 
were converted to afhes, Mr. Buckrige 
liv’d here in a little thatch’d houfe with 
mud walls, without any defence, and was 
often in great fear and hazard of being 
deftroy’d and plunder’d by the Quamboers, 
who arean inland people, and frequently 
make ravages towards the feafide for 
booty, and had fent him fome threatning 
mefliges, tho? the queen affur’d him, thae 
fhe would lofe her own life before he 
fhould receive any injury; but he little de- 
pended upon that, but was very glad our 
thips were there for a fafe retreat upon 
occafion. And one night being alarm’d 
with a rumour that the Qvamboers were 
upon their march towards the town, he 
pack’d up all the company’s goods ready 
to come aboard us, but that he was in- 
form’d foon that it was a caufelefs report. 
He was building of a fort for his fecurity 
about a mufket fhot from the fea-fide, 
upon an eminence, and had raifed the 
walls about eight foot high, fquare, and 
dug a tank within ; but not having work- 
men nor other neceffaries from Cape Corce, 
as he expected and wanted, the building 
went on but lowly, tohis great vexation, 
who had now coverd the tops of the walls 
with palm branches, againft the rainy fea- 
fon, to keep the water from foaking in 
to decay them. Fe made bricks here, 
but fad crumbling unferviceable trath: 
and, as he told me, necefficy had forc’d 

him

vifit to Mr. Bloome the factor there. Capt. Panarrs: 
Sburlzy has been long fick of a flux and ~V~ 


him to pound oyfter-fhells into powder, 
to ferve for lime to make mortar, there 
being ftore of oyfters on this coaft, and the 
fiid oyfter lime would faften and cement 
very well; there was not above 20 houfes 
in this town: round it are pleafant fields 
inclos’d with good hedges, and full of 
Indian corn and good grafs, this country 
Iying low ; about a mile from the cown 
towards the inland are divers large lakes 
or ponds of water on the fides of which we 
faw many Guineyhens, and great diverfity 
of other fowls, butthe beft fight was the vait 
herds of wilddeer, which rang’ the plains 
about thefelakes ; of which Ican modeftly 
affirm, that I have feen 500 at once, but 
fo very wild that they would not fuffer us 
to come within fhot of them, being inform’d 
by Mr. Buckrige, that the negroes method 
of killing them, was to lie perdue near the 
fountain where they came to drink in the 
night, and fo take their conveniency of 
thooting them ; and we being defirous co 
regale ourfelves witha haunch of venifon, 
Jeft my gunner and the gunner of the Za/- 
India Merchant, with guns and ammuni- 
tionnear the lakes to make wars with them 
in the night, at their own inftance, who 
promis’d to victual our fhips with venifon 
by next day, having both been old deer- 
ftealers in England, and underftood the 
5 but they were now it feems out of 
their element, for next day they return’d 
to usloaden with excufes, but no venifon. 

Here area vaft number of over-grown 
large baboons, fomeas big asa large maf- 
tiff dog, which go in droves of 50 and 
100 together, and are very dangerous to 
be met with, efpecially by women ; who 
I have been credibly affured they have 
often feiz’d upon, ravifh’d, and in that 
kind abus’d one after another, till they 
have kill'd them. Here is plenty of wood, 
and good watering, but both abouta mile 
to the eaft of the town. 

Mr. Buckrige had a good trade here for 
gold, and were the fort thatis begun com- 
pleated and arm’d, for the defence of the 
company’s goods and faétors, as well as 
the town and traders from free-booters, it 
inly turn to the Afr 
Pany’s great advantage, there being no 
other nation near to moleft or interfere in 
the trade, nor will the queen permit any 
other nation to fettle here, tho’ fhe com- 
plain’d that our agents at Cape Coaft did 
hegleét her in not fending her acane, and 
a piece of filk for a cloth, according to 
promife, the fame goods are in demand 
hereas to windward on the gold coatt. 

Our bufinefs being compleated at Wi- 
by the gth inftant, we went aboard and 
got our fhips under fail for Acra, Mr. 
Buckrige going my paflenger, to pay 2 


fever, and is now very ill, and I troubled 
with violent convulfions in my head, that 
Tcan get no Meep without opiates, and fo 
giddy thacI cannot walk withoutaffiftances 
we ftood along fhore all day with an cafy 
fail to the eait, and at night came to an 
anchor in 14 fathom water, with our ftream- 
anchor and cable, which we have chiefly 
ufed along the whole coaft for the eafinels 
of weighing him. 

Maythe roth. This day had a fine gale 
at S. W. fteering within two leagues of 
the fhore along to theeaft till night, when 
chopt to an anchor in 11 fathom clay 
ground. 

May the ruth. This day we lay be- 
calm’d. 

‘May the 12th. We weigh’d early this 
morning, with a fmall breefeat W.S. W. 
and at ro faw cra fort ; and at 12 let go 
our anchor in eight fathom water, about 
two mile off fhore: Here Mr. Yohn Bloome 
the factor order’d us the remainder of our: 
corn, to compleat 700 chelts apiece, which 
we got aboard, fill’d fome water, and had 
pretty good trade, which encourag’d us 
to ftay will the 17th, in which time we 
took 14 marks of gold, and 13 more in 
our way from Cape Corce here, having 
taken in all upon the coalt for produce of 
as much of my windward cargo as I could 
difpofe of, 113 marks gold, for account 
of the royal African company, and the 
owners of the fhip. 
canoe here of the black general, who had 
furpriz’d and feiz’d the Danes fort here, #1 
forced the Daves general to fly to the 
Dutch to fave his life, murder’d his fecond 
and feveral of the foldiers, and now trades 
with the Dutch interlopers, and fupplies 
them with water and other necefiaries, 
which they can get nowhereelfe, except 
the iflands of St. Thomas and Princes. 
When the caftle was furpriz’d there was 
ftore of merchandize of all kinds therein, 
and above so marks of gold, as I was in- 
form’d by the Danes general, who foon 
left the Dutch and came to Cape Corce cattle, 
where he was very kindly receiv’d and 
entertain’d by our agents; but finding no 
fhipsof hisown nation arrive, he accepted 
of the offer I made him of his paflage, 
gratis, with usto Europe, tho’ he own’d he 
was in great fear of being call’d to an ac- 
count in Denmark, for the lof of the caftle, 
it being furpriz’d by a parcel of negroes 
that were admitted in, under pretence to 
trade, but were privately arm’d, and 
while his fecond was fhewing them goods, 
‘oneof them ftabb’d him behind, and then 
difperfed co fecure all the others in the 
caftle, having a party lying conceal’d with- 
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heral hearing, diforder in the caitle, came 
outof hischamber with his fwordlin hishand 
to fee what wasthe matter, and wasimmedi- 
atclyafaulced by twoblacks, againft whom 
he made good his ground for fome time, 
calling to his fecond and foldiers for affitt- 
ance; but finding none come, but in their 
ftead more arm/’d blacks, he betook him 
toa window, whence he flung himfelf out, 
and fled to the Dutch as before, but not 
without receiving feveral wounds, one of 
Which had disabled his left arm ; he was a 
young man about 26 years of age, which 
poflibly may occafion the more reflections 
ugon him for-what accidents happen to 
old men are paf¥d over, and look’d upon 
as not to be avoided, whereas the fame 
happening to a young man, are generally 
imputed to hiis ignorance, carelelsnels, or 
intemperance, tho’ he may have more 
fenfe, care, and fobriety, chan many of 
the formal long-beards. 

This bl: general fent two of his 


fervants to invite\Mr. Bloorne, Mr. Buckrige, 


and myfelf, to dine with him, which we 
accepted, and were carried there in ham- 
mocks he had fentito attend us ; when we 
came to enter the cattle the guard demand- 
ed our f{words, which Mr. Bloome and 
Buckrige, and the rett deliver’d, but I re- 
fus'd, at which they feem’d concern’d, 
and went to acquaint the general, who 
him{elt came to receive us, and told me 
it was always the cuftom, ‘thatall who en- 
ter’d there loft their fwords ar the gate, 
T reply’d that might be, but that it was 
never ‘the cuftom of Engli/h commanders 
to. pare with their fwords, upon’ any ac- 
count whatfoevers in which finding me 
réfolute, *he feem’difitisfy’d andiled us in; 
re thew’d us the way:into the dining room, 
which was by climbing upa ladder, and 
entring thro’ a/hole, or feutcle: when we 
were aicended he drink to usin a glafs of 
brandy, ‘and all the guns ih’the fore were 
difeharg’d ; ‘after we had ‘walk’d sabotit 
aquartér of an hour in thecaftle,. I pull’d 
oft’ my fivord of my own accord, and gave 
ity own boy tohold, which'T perceiv’d 
hetook very kindly. 

We were treated at dinner with plenty 
of ‘punch and viétuals, and indeed pretty 
well drefs’d, confidering the fwinifh’ man- 
ner “tis the cultom of the negroes to eat ; 
buewewere oblig’d for it to the experience 
the black general got'in oneof our faéto- 
ries, where he had ferved:fome time in 
quality of cook, and now went very often 
into the kitchen to give the neceffury or- 
ders, tho’ ac dinner he was in great ftate, 
having a negroe boy with a pittol on each 
fide: him fora gaard : He drank the king 
of England's, the African company’s, and 
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our own healths frequently, with vollies 
of cannon, of which he fired above 200, 
during our flay there: The flag he had 
fying, was white, wich a black man painted 
in the middle brandifhing a feymiter: The 
caftle is old and much out of repair it 
has about 16 guns, butmuch oucof kel- 
ter; it lies about four miles to the eaft of 
our caltle; in our return from thence we 
kill’d four hares with clubs, of which 
vermin here are vaft numbers, in the fedge 
and furzes, which are hereabouts very 
thick: Mr. Bloome, with a little fpaniel 
he had, would in half an hour’s time take 
three or four of them when he pleas’d ; 
but I thought them very infipid meav: 
The next day after our being with the 
black general, arrived at dora two Danifh 
Shipsof 26 guns apiece 5 as they pafs'd by 
our thips they faluved us with 9 guns each, 
which we return’d, and they came to an an- 
chorabouta mile to theeaft of uss they were 
fent on purpofe from Denmark tocompound 
with the black general for the furrendering 
of their fort, and to fettle it again, for 
which end they had brought with them a 
governor, foldicrs, provifions, ammunition, 
merchandize, &c. They made fome propo 
fitions to the black general while we were 
here, ‘but ‘his demands were fo exorbitant, 
thac they wouldnot comply with thems tho? 
fince Iunderftood that the fort wasdeliver'd 
to them, upon figning an inftrument, to 
itall pretenfions of reparation, or fatis- 
faction, from the black general and his 
accomplices, for feizing the caftle, and 
for the merchandize and 50 marks of gold 
that werejin it, at the time of feizure, and 
pay down somarks of gold more upon de- 
livery of the caftles all which they per- 
form’d, and having refettled it, went for 
Whidaw to purchate faves, and in their 
voyage thence to the W2/t-Indies,, put into 
theifland of Pririces for water, where Avery 
the pyrate fell in with them, fought, took, 
plunder’d, and burnt them, which was the 
unhappy'end of their voyage. ‘The poor 
Danie ‘general went from us aboard his 
country-men, but not without reluétancy, 
and fear of being harihly treated in Den- 
mark; buvit feems:Long Ben (as they call’d 
thatrogue Avery) prevented that. 5 
Capt. Thomas Shurley, commander of ¢; 
the Eaft-India Merchant, my conforr, de- 3! 
parted this Jife here, having been long fick “** 
of a fever and flux; he was handfomely 
bury’d in Acra caftle, @ la Soldado, his 
own thip firing gunsat half a minute dift- 
ance, during the time the corpfe was row- 
ing afhore: Mr. Bloome, myfelf, Mr. 
Buckrige, and the chief of the Dutch fac- 
tory, held up the pall; after he was bury’d,_ 
according to the fervice of the church of 
England, his own thip fired 30 guns, the 
‘Hannibal 
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and blacks fort 16 each: He was very 
averfe to making a will, and took ic amifs 
when { urg’d him to ic he left the com- 
mand of his fhip to his firft mate, Mr. 
Clay, and as to his own concerns, faid his 
purfer, Mr. Price, knew how all lay. 
Aera fort has about 20 guns, but a 
thin garrifon, not confifting of above 12 
white men it is in form fquare, having 
abaftion or flanker at each angle, on which 
the cannon are mounted 5 the fouth flanker 
fell down while we were here, the rain 
having foak’d in, and wath’d away. the 
clay and mortar from theftones, for want 
of lime therein, and were now building ic 
upatter the old carelefS rate. The Dutch 
fort of 16 guns, lies about mufket-fhor 
from ours, much higher, fo that it looks 
into our fort, and would be able to do 
ic a great deal of mifchief, in cafe of a 
war; for there could no men ply our guns 
bur they could pick off with their {mall 
thot: The town here is very fmall, not 
confifting of 2ohoufes, but in the inland. 
is grand dcra, and other large towns, 
whence we have 2 good trade for gold, 
which is perfeétly good and pure 5 herea- 
bouts there are more lions, tigers, Jeo- 
pards, mufcats, and other ravenous crea~ 
tures, chan in any other parts of Guiney, 
as | was inform’d by Mr. Bioome, who had 
fent hence a young tiger to Mr. Ronan at 
Cape Corce, which was very tame, and he 
prefented me with, and I kepe him in a 
wooden cage aboard, feeding him with 
gutsof fowls, and other garbage, for he 
would eat nothing but flefh; he was fo 
very gentle, that any of our white men 
might play with him thro” the cage with 
their hands, butat the fight of the blacks 
he would be outragious ; I have fre- 
quently put my hand in his mouth, taken 
him by che tongueand paw, without ofier- 
ing me the leaft injury, but wantonly play- 
ing, and permitting himfelf to be ftroak’d 
likea cat, which hedid inall kinds refemble, 
butthat he was finely fpotted likea leopard, 
andabout thefize ofanordinary greyhound, 
and as lender in his limbs and body, but he 
at length difcover’d himfelf to be a true 
tiger, and that there was no changing of 
nature, as by the fequel will appear. I 
had purchas’d two civet-cats, which ex- 
atly refembled one of our foxes, except 
that their colour was a light grey, being 
about the fame fize; they were kept in 
wood coops, and fed with flower and wa- 
ter boil’d, but the civetty fcent they fo 
ftrongly emitted, was fo offenfive tome, 
that Inever car’d to come near them, We 
bought feveral monkeys, baboons, and 
parrots, for a piece of eight each of a 
Dutch incerloper, who wascome from Ax- 
Vou. VI. 


parrots. 

May the 16th. We had a very extra- 
ordinary fierce tornado, when riding only tur 
by our ftream anchor, and being near the 
Eaft-India Merchant, and in her haufe, 
leit we fhould drive aboard her, if the 
ftream cable gave way, my mate let go 
the beft bower anchor, by which he rid 
till the ftorm was over; then going to heave 
it up again, the cable broke; the longboat 
then was fenc upon the buoy, but in heay- 
inga ftrain, the new buoy-rope, of eight 
inches, broke alfo; we then fwept him 
with a new fhroud haufer of feven inches, 
but that broke as the reft ; we fwepthim 
again with the new end of our ftream 
cable of 12 inches, and brought it to the 
capftern, and hove the fhip apeak, then 
heaving a mighty ftrain to weigh him, the 
ftream cable broke likewife, then, as our 
lait effort, we refolved to try what could 
be done with the fheet cable, the end of 
which by the help of negroe divers, we 
got paft under the thank, then clapt a 
hitch upon it, which being well fiz’d we 
brought the cable to the geer capftern, 
and hove rightup and down a great ftrain, 
then clapt on ftoppers, and refolv’d to let 
the fhip bob at him ac all night, to waken 
and loofe the anchor in the ground ; having 
good flat fervicein the haufe, we gotaboard 

am anchor, being now well fatt, 
and refolving to venture no more anchors 
aground here, if wecould not get up our 
belt bower, having only the sheet and 
ftreamanchors to truft to. 

May the 17th. In the morning we 
went to work, having the Eaf-/n 
Merchants men and boatfwain to aftift 
us. We brought the theet-cable to the 
geer-capftern 5 a violl, with runners and 
tackles, to our main-capftern, and had the 
greatett {train with both that ever faw, 
fteeving, in Turkey being nothing to it. I 
expeéted every minute when fomething 
would give way ; and immediately the 
cable broke within three feet of the haufe- 
hold, being a new cable of fixteen inches, 
and never wet before, This is the moft 
holding ground thatever lknew : Webe- 
ing oblig’d to weigh our ftream-anchor 
every night and morning, left it fhould 
fectle fo far into the clay asnot to be able 
to get it up. Few fhips come here but 
leave their anchors behind ’em, as we 
were forc’d now s for having compleated 
all my bufinefs on hore, I fet fail, and 
ftood off and on all night, to wait for 
the Eaf-India Merchant, which join’d me 
next morning : by which time, the cur- 
rent had drove me above four leagues to 
the eaft of dcra, notwithitanding I did 
my beft to keep up to windward 5 fo that 
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I was fore’d to part from cra without 
taking leave of honeft Mr. Buckrige and 
Bloome. The Eaft-India Merchant lett 
her beft bower-anchor behind as well as I, 
their cable breaking in weighing it, and 
not having time toendeavour its recovery, 

May the 18th, We fteer’d all day 
within two leagues along thore, (which is 
low and very woody) with a brave top- 
gallant gale ac W. S. W. 5 at twelve av 
nighe were off the river of Volta, where our 
water fhoal’d very much, which occafion’d 
us to fteer off and keep the lead going 
every glafs; but when we were over the 
bank of fand, (which the violent ftream of 
that vait river has carry’d with it above 
three leagues into the fea) we deepen’d 
our water again. I was told, that the 
ftrength of the current of this river, where 
it exonerates itlelf, occafions the water to 
be frefh at fea for wo or three leagues, 
and for fatisiaétion, when we were upon 
the bank againft the boak of it. I had 
fome fea-water taken up and tafted it, buc 
found it as falt as any where elie. 
May the 19th. — Steering along fhore 
within three leagues, with Bne ealy gale, 
we fpy’d a canoe making off towards us, 
whereupon we lay by and ftaid for her: 
when fhe came aboard the matter of her 
brought in three women and four children 
to fell, but they ask’d very dear for them, 
d they were almoft dead for want of 
igtuals, looking like meer fkeletons, and. 
fo weak that they could not ftand, fo thar 
they were not worth buying s he promistd 
to procure us 2 or 300 flaves if we would 
anchor, come afhore, and ftay three or 
four days, but judging what the others 
might be, by. the fample he brought us, 
and being loth to venture afhore upon his 
bare word, where we did not ufe to trade, 
and, had no factory, we fenthim away, 
and purfu’d our voyage ; befides that we 
were upon the lampo coaft, which negroes 
are efteem’d the worft and moftwafhy. of 
ny that are brought to the Wet-Indies, 
and yield che leat price ; why: I know not, 
for they feem as well limb’d and lufty as 
any other negroes, and the only difference 
I perceiv’d in them, was, that they are 
not fo black asthe others, and are all cir- 
cumcis'd, which, no negroes elf upon the 
whole coalt (as I obferv’d) are: The ne- 
groes moft indemand at Barbadaes, are the 
gold coalt, or, as they call them, Cor- 
mantines, which will yield 3 or 4 1. a head 
more then the W¥bidaw, or, as they, call 
them, Paya negroes; bur thefe are pre- 
ferr'd before the Angola, as they. are. be- 
fore the dlampo, which are accounted the 
wort of all. 

May the zoth. This morning about 
9 o'clock we arriv’d at H/bidaw, being 


about 60 leagues from cra to the eatt, 
and Jet go our anchor in cight fathom wa 
ter, about two miles off fhore, and moor’d 
with our ftream anchor right againit the 
landing place, a little to the weit of the 
great thick vuft of trees that looks likea 
abarn, and other trees at the eaft end of 
it, making like a tower. This day got 
our canoes and all things clfe ready, in, 
order to go afhore to-morrow to purchafe 
our flaves. 

May the 21ft. This morning I went 
afhore at Woidaw, accompany'd by my 
doétor and purfer, Mr. Clay, the prefen 
Capt. of the Eaf-India Merchant, his 
dostor and purfer, and about a dozen of 
our feamen for our guard, arm’d, in or- 
der here to refide till we could purchafe 
1300 negroe flaves, which was the number 
we both wanted, tocompleat 700 for the 
Hannibal, and 650 for the Ea/t-India Mer- 
chant, according, to our agreement in our 
charter-parties with the royal African 
company ; in_procuring which quantity 
of flaves we fpencabout nine weeks, du- 
ring which time what obfervations my in- 
difpofition with convulfions in my head, 
&c. would permit me to make on this 
country, it’s trade, manners, &e, are as 
follow, viz. 

Whidaw, or Quedaw, lies in the latitude 
of 6°xi0/N. latitude, being the pleafant- 
efcountry { have feen in Guiney, confilting 
of champaigns and fmall aféending hills, 
beautify’d with always green fhady groves 
of lime, wild orange, and other trees, 
and irrigated with divers broad freth rivers, 
which yield plenty of good fith 5 towards 
the fea-fhore it is very marthy, and has 
divers large fwamps. 

Our faétory lies about three miles fron 7i 
the fea-fide, where we were carry’d in 
hamocks, which the faétor Mr. Fo/eph 
Peinjin, fent to attend our landing, with 
feveral arm’d blacks. that belong’d to him 
for our guards we were foon trufs'd in 2 
bag, tofs’d upon negroes heads, and con- 
vey'd to our faétory ; and this way of tra- 
yelling being rarely ufed any where except 
in Africa, 1 think it may not be amifs to 
give fome defeription of it. 

The hamock is a large cloth made of 
cotton generally, butthe factors have them #”# 
very fine of filk, or broad-cloth; it’s about ”” 
nine foot long, and Gx or feven broad, 
Mung at both ends wich feveral {mall cords 
or ribbands, which draw up the ends of 
the hamock like a purfe; at the end of 
which is2 noofe fitted to flip over the ends 
of a pole, about nine foor Jong, which 
cloth or hamock the traveller gets into, 
and either lies along: or fits as he is difpos’d, 
then: he is mounted’ on the! heads of two 
negroes, which have finall: rolls of linnen 

betwixt 
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betwixt the énds of the pole and their heads, 
and away they will walk and ron as fatt 
as moft horfes can trot, chearfully finging 
in parts to cach other till they are quite 
tyr’d, when, upon notice given, they are 
reliev’d by two freth, and they in courfe 
by two more, there always being fix ne- 

roes to attend the hamock, which are 
itil’d hamock-men 3 and of thefe there are 
feveral fets, like our hackney’s, to be lett 
at caly rates, tofuch as arenot able to keep 
fets of their own, as the cappafhiers and 
great men do, who ufe often to compliment 
us with their hamocks, to carry us from 
the king’s town vo our factory, which ule 
to coft us more than if they were hir’d, 
their flaves inceflintly imporeuning and 
dunning us for brandy and other dathes, 
which for our quiet’s fake we were fore’d to 
give them, tho” chey reap'd but finall be- 
nefit thereby, their patroons taking all 
from them at their return. This country 
admits of no other kind of travelling for 
Europeans, by reaton of the extraordinary 
and violent heat of the fun, in whichan 
Englifsman can fearcely walk half a mile 
without fainting ; but the hamock travell- 
ing relieves us much ; for as we fit or lie in 
that, there isa thin cloth thrown over the 
pole, which keeps the fun heat of, “and 
lying down hollow on each fide thehamock, 
with the motion of thenegroes, attraéts a 
fine cooling air; Ihave often taken plea- 
fant naps in them travelling, and the ge- 
nerality of people in the Weft-Indies Neep 
inthem of nights. 

When any cappathier or man of punéto 
travels, he hasten ora dozen blacks, with 
guns, toattend his hamock, making great 
huzaaings according to theit way, and 
firingalong the road ; and when arriv’d at 
his journey’send they fire a volley, which 
isthe wemoft of his grandeur. 

Here are fome horfes, but very fmall, 
wild, and of no wfebut toeat, which the 
negroes do greedily, as well as dog’s flefh, 
efleeming the laft their greateft dainty. 

Our factory, buile by Cape. Wiiurne, 
Sir Fobm Wiburne’s brother, ftands low 
near the marfhes, which renders it a very 
unhealthy place to liveins the white men 
the African company fend there, feldom 
returning to tellitheir tale: ’tis compafs'd 
round with’ a mud-wall, about fix foot 
high, and on the fouth-fide is the gates 
within) is a large yard, a mud’ thatch’d 
houfe, where the faétor lives, with the 
white men ; alfora ftore-houfe, a trunk for 
flaves, and a place where they bury theit 
dead white men, cali’d, very improperly, 
the hog-yard 5. thiere is alfo a good forge, 
and fome other {mall houfes: To the eaft 
are two fmall Rankers of mud, with a few 
Pop-guns and harquebuffes, which ferve 
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more to terrify the poor ignorant negroes Piet 


than to do any execution; while we were “~~ 


here the faétor made a Wide deep ditch, 
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round the faétory, and had my carpenters “°° 


to makea draw-bridge over it, which has 
render’d it now pretty {ecures for before 
it was enterable every rainy time, the walls 
being wath’d down, and when the rains 
were over, built up again. And here I 
muft obferve that the rtiny feafon begins p 


Tawhol- 


about the middle of May, and ends the fomnefs of 


beginning of ugu/?, in which fpace it was 
my misfortune to be there, which created 
ficknefles among my negroes aboard, it 
being noted for the moft malignant feafon 
by the blacks themfelves, who while the 
rains Inft, will hardly be prevail’d upon to 
ftir out of their huts, and myfelf and poot 
men found it fo by dear experience, the 
rains that fall down then being more like 
fountains then drops, and as hot as if 
warm’d over a fire. 

The faétory is about 200 yards in cir- 
cumference, anda moft wretched plice to 
livein, by reafon of the fivamps adjacent, 
whence proceed noifome ftinks, and vatt 
fwarms of litele flies, call’d mufkctoes, 
which are fo intolerably troublefome, that 
if one does not take opium, landantim, or 
fome other foporifick, *tis impoffible to 
get any fleepin the night} and that one I 
lay there was the moft uncafy that I ever 
felt, for I had'notlain down above an hour 
in the faétor’s bed, ‘but F was fo vex’d and 
tormented by thofe little malicious ani- 
mals, that Iwas forced to get up again, 
and drefsmyfelf, put gloves on my hands, 
and tie a handkerchief over my face till 
day-ight, which notwithftanding thee 
troublefome devils would fling thro’; and 
the place fo ftung would be much inflam’d, 
and rife into aknob, much provoking the 
exercifé of a man’s nails; and had king 
Yams the firfk been there fome time, he 
would have been convine’d chat fcratching 
where it itches was not the greateft pleafure 
in the world, as ’tis faid was his opinion. 
The belt means I could find to allay the 
inflammation, was to rab the partsafte@ed 
with lime juice, or vinegar, which tho? 
for the prefent it produced a finart, the eafe 
it gave, in a fhort time, made abundant 
recompence ; therefore to’ fhun the fpight 
of this curfed Tittle fleas much as we can, 
as well as to give usfome cool air, (that 
which is confin’d in a clot place in this 
country, appearing as inrenfely hot oan 
European, asif he tack’d in the heatatthe 
mouth of an oven in England) we have 
negro boys to fan us all night with large 
fms made of skins. This factory feated 
as ’tis, proved very’ bencficial to us, by 
houfing our goods which came afhore late, 
and could not arrive at the king’s town 
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Parcrie> (where I kept my warehoufe) cre it was 


dark, when they would be very incident 
to be pilfer’d by the negro porters which 
carry them, ac which they are moft exqui- 
fice ; for in the day-time they would {teal 
the cowries, altho’ our white men that 
attended thegoods from the marine watched 
them, they having inftruments like wedges, 
made on purpofé to force afunder the 
ftayes of the barrels, that contain’d the cow- 
ries, whereby the fhells dropt out; and 
when any of our feamen that watch’d the 
goods came near fuch porters, they would 
take out their machine, and the ftaves 
would infenfibly clofe again, fo that no 
hole did appear, having always their wives 
and children running by them to carry off 
the plunder, which with all our threats and 
complaints made to the king, we could 
not prevent, tho” we often beat them 
craclly, and piniar’d fome, but ic was 
all one, what was bred in the bone, &c, 
whatever we could do would not make 
them forbear. 

The factory prov’d beneficial to us in 
another kind for after we had procured 
a parcel of flaves, and fene chem down to 
the fea-fide to be carry’d off, it fometimes 
proved bad weather, and fo great a fea, 
that che canoes could not come afhore to 
ferch them, fo that they returned to the 
factory, where they werefecured and pro- 
vided for till good weather prefented, and 
then were near to emb: the opportunity, 
we fometimes shipping off a hundred of 
both fexes at a time. 

The factor, Mr. Peirfon, was a brisk 
man, and had good intereft with the king, 
and credit with the fubjeéts, who knowing 
their tempers, which is very daftard, had 
good skillin treating them both civil and 
rough, as occafion requir’d moft of his 
flaves belonging to the factory, being gold 
coaft negroes, whoare very bold, brave, 
and fenfible, ten of which would beat the 
beftforty men theking of Wbidaw had in 
his kingdom; befides their true love, re- 
fpectand fidelity to their mafter, for whofe 
intereft or perfon they will moft freely ex- 
pofe their own lives, 

From the faétory to the king’s town is 
about four miles, thro? very pleafant fields, 
full of India and Guiney corn, potatoes, 
yams, in great plenty, of which they haye 
two harvetts yearly. 

On the road to the king’s town are feve- 
ral liccle villages, or parcels of houtes, 
which the negroes call crooms, and have 
each of themacaptain, few of the houfes 
being above five yards high, having no 
light but at the door, except the chief 
houfes, which may havea hole bor’d thro” 
the walls; they are much like our fheep- 
houfes in ales, having for moft part but 


one room, where they eat and fleep toge- 
ther, the generality on the bare ground; 
the cappafheirs may have a mat fpread un. 
der them, anda ftone or hard bundle for a 
pillow. As foon as the king underftood 
of our landing, he fent two of his cappa- 
theirs, or noblemen, to compliment us at 
our fa@tory, where we defign’d to continue 
thacnight, and pay our devoirs to his ma. 
jefty nextday, which we fignify*d to them, 
and they, bya foot-exprefs,to their monarch; 
whereupon he fent two more of his gran- 
dees to invite us there that night, faying 
he waited for us, and that all former cap. 
tains ufed to attend him the firft night: 
whereupon, being unwilling to infringe 
the cuftom, or give his majefly any offence, 
we took our hamocks, and Mr. Peirjon, 
myfelf, Capt. Clay, ourfurgeons, purlers, 
and about 12 men arm’d for our guard, 
were carry’d to the king’s town, which con- 
tains about 50 houfes. When we came to¥) 
the palace (which was the meaneft I ever !s. 
faw, being low mud walls, the roof 
thatch’d, the Aoor the bare ground, with 
fome pools of water and dirt in it) we 
were met at the entrance by feveral capp 
fheirs, with the ufual ceremony of clay 
ping their hands, and taking and thaking 
us by ours, with great demonttration of 
affection: when we enter’d the palace- 
yard they all fell on their knees near the 
door of the room where the king was, 
clapping their hands, knocking the ground 
with their foreheads, and kifling it, which 
they repeated three times, being. their 
ufual ceremony when they approach’d his 
majefty, we ftanding and obferving till 
they had done; then rifing, they led usto 
the'room where the king was, which we 
found cover’d with his nobility upon their 
Knees, and thofe that introduced us fell 
on theirs, and crawl’d to their feyeral fta- 
tions, and fo they continued all the time 
we were with the king then, and all other 
times when we faw him. 

When we were enter’d, the king peep’d 
upon us from behind a curtain, and 
beckon’d us to him; whereupon we ap- 
proach’d clofe to his throne, which was of 
clay, rais’d about two foot from the 
ground, and about fix foot fquare, fur- 
rounded with old dirty curtains, always 
drawn *twixt him and his cappafheirs, 
whom he will not allow the fight of his 
handfome phiz. He had two or three 
Title black children with him, and was 
{moaking tobacco in a long; wooden pipe, 
the bole of which, Idare fay, would hold 
anounce, and refted upon his throne, with 
a bottle of brandy and a little dirty filver 
cup by his fide; his head was tied about 
witha roll of coarfe callicoe, and he had 
a loofe gown of red damask to cover pin ; 

he 
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he has gowns and mantles of rich filver and 

old brocaded filks, trimm’d with flowers 
of finall parcy-colour’d beads, which were 
prefents made him, ashe toldus, by white 
captains, who traded there, and his va- 
riety of which he often fhew’d us; but he 
never wore fhirt, fhoe, nor ftocking, in 
his 

We faluted him with our hats, and he 
took us by the hands, fnapt our fingers, 
and told us we were very welcome, that he 
was glad to fee us, that he long’d for it, 
and that he lov’d Zvglifomen dearly, that 
we were his brothers, and that he would 
do us all the good offices he could; we 
returned him thanks by his interpreter, 
and affur’d him how great affection our 
mafters, the royal African company of 
England,bore to him, for hiscivility and fair 
and jutt dealing with their captains 5 and 
that notwithftanding there were many other 
places, more plenty of negroe flaves that 
begg'd their cuftom, yet they had rejeéted 
all the advantageous offers made them out 
of their good will to him, and therefore 
had {ent us to trade with him, to fupply 
his country with neceflaries, and that we 
hop’d he would endeavour to continue their 
fayour by his kind ufage and fair dealing 
with us in our trade, thac we may have 
our flaves with all expedition, which was 
the making of our voyage s that he would 
oblige his cappatheirs to do us juftice, 
and not impofe upon us in their prices 
all which we fhould faithfully relate to our 
matters, the royal African company, when 
wecame to ngland. Heantwer’d, that the 
African company was a very good brave 
man; that he lov’d him ; that we fhould 
be fairly dealt with, and not impos’dupon: 
But hedid not prove as good ashis word 5 
nor indeed (tho his cappatheirs thew him 
fo much refpect) dare he doany thing but 
what they pleat. 

He defir’d us to fit down upon a bench 
clofe by him, which we did; then he drank 
to us his brother the king of Hygland’s 
health, the African company’s, our wel- 
come, €&c. in brandy, and pitto, which 
is a pleafane liquor made of Indian corn, 
foak’d in water, fome fo ftrong that it 
will keep three months, and two quarts 
will fuddle a many it drinks much like 
new ale. We had not ftaid long before 
there came a repaft.on a little fquare table, 
with an old fheet for cloth, old batter’d 
peweer plates and fpoons, with a large 
Pewrer bafon of the fime hue with his 
majefty’s complegtion, fill'd with ftew'd 
fowls and broth, and a wooden bowl of 
boil’d potatoes to ferve inftead of bread 5 
wehadino napkins, knives, nor forks, laid 
us, nor do they ever wie any, but always 
tear their meat; andiindeed we had no oc- 
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cafion for any, for our fowls were boil’d 


to fuch mafh, that they would not bear “~~ 


carving, We had no great ftomach to our 
dainties, however, incomplaifance to his 
majefty, we fapp’d two or chree fpoonfuls 
of the broth, which was very well relify’d 
with malagetea and red pepper s we often 
drank to the king out of a cup made of 
a cocoa-nut fhell, which wasall the plate 
I faw he had, except a litele filyer ae 
cup. He would bow to us, kifs his hand, 
and burft out often in loud fcreaming 
laughter. When we had fignify’d to. hi 
majefty that we had fatisfy’d our {tomachs 
with his dainties, he gave fome of the 
fowlsout of the broth, with his own hands, 
to the little children that were with him; 
and the reftamong his nobles, who {eram- 
bled for ic on their bellies like fo many 
dogs, making f{poons of their hands, 
which they would dip into the broth, and 
then lick’d them, which fight did allect 
my ftomach fo much, (tho” it is not very 
nice) that I had much ado to refrain m 
ing theman addition of what I had ¢ 
When they had done, the king as 
for Capt. Shurley, and we acq 
that he died upon the gold coaftat dera, 
when of a fudden his note was chang’d 
from laughing toa loud howling and cry- 
ing, wringing his hands and often wiping 
hiseyes, (tho’ no tears came out) faying 
thar Shurley was his great friend; that he 
was exceedingly troubled for his deach, 
and that the gold coaft negroes had given 
him fomething to drink which kill’d him ; 
then he told us of mortar pieces, piste 
filks, and many other things, Cape. Shar 
promis'd to bring him for prefents ; when 
Mr. Clay told him there were no {ach 
things on board, he feem’d to be ang) 
and told Clay that he was fure they wi 
brought, but becaufe Shirley 
would keep them for his 
peate him we promis'd to pre 
blunderbufies, filks, &c. 
from the royal African company for thar 
purpofe; fo after having examin’d us 
about our cargoe, what fort of goods 
had, and what quantity of fl 
wanted, &c, we took our leas 
turn’d to the 
come in the morning, to make our p 
oragreement, with nim about prices, how 
much of each fort of our goods for 2 


ing to promife we attended his 


majefly with famples of our goods, and 
made our agreement about the prices, tho 
not without much difficulty; he and his 


cappafheirs exaéted very high, but ac 
Jength we concluded as per the latter end 5 
then we had warehoufes, a kitchen, and 
lodgings affign’d us, but none of our rooms 
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Piutirs. had doors till we made them, and put on’

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locks and keys; next day we paid our 
cuitoms to the king and cappatheirs, as 
will appear hereafter ; then the bell was 
order’d to go about to give notice to all 
people to bring their aves to the trunk to 
fell us: this bell is a hollow piece of iron 
in thape of a fagar loaf, the cavity of 
which would contain about 50 Ib. of cow- 
ries: This a man carry’d aboutand beat 
with a ftick, which made a finall dead 
found. 

We were every morning, during our 
ftay here, invited to breakfaft with the 
ing, where we always found the fame 
ith of ftew'd fowls and potatoes ; he alfo 
would fend usahog, goat, fheep, or pot

tofit three or four hours ata time, quite 
ruin’d my health, but there wasno hel 
Capt. Clay and I had agreed to go to the 
trunk to buy the flaves by turns, each 
day, that we might have-no diftraétion or 
difgreement in our trade, as often hap- 
pens when there are here more fhips than 
‘one, and the commanders can’t fet their 


ean old houle 
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horles together, and go hand in hand in 
their eraffick, whereby they havea check 


upon the blacks, whereas their difagree- 
ments create animofities, underminings, 
and out-bidding cach other, whereby they 
enhance the prices to their general lofs and 
detriment, the blacks well knowing how 
tomake the beft ule of fach opportunities, 
and as we found make it their bufinefs, 
and endeavour to create and foment mif- 
underftandings and jealoufies between com- 
manders, it turning to their great account 
in the difpofal of their faves. 

When we were at the trunk, the king’s 
flaves, if he hadany, were the firftoffer’d 
to fale, which the cappatheirs would be 
very urgent with us to buy, and would in 
a manner force ws to itere they would fhew 
us any other, faying they were the Rejs 
Cofa, and we mutt not refufe them, tho? as 
Toblery’d they were generally the worft 
flavesin the trunk, and we paid more for 
them than any others, which we could not 
remedy, it being one of his majefty’s pre- 


rogatives ; then the cappatheirs each. 
brought out his flaves according to his 
degree and quality, the greateft firft, 
Gc. and our furgeon examin’d them 
well in all kinds, to fee that they were 
found wind and limb, making them jump, 
ftretch out their arms fwiftly, looking in 
their mouths to judge of theirages for the 
cappatheirs are fo cunning, thatthey fhave 
them all clofe before we fee them, fo that 
let chem be never fo old we can fee no grey 
hairs in their heads or beards ; and then 
having liquor’d them well and fleek with 
palm oil, ’tis no eafy matter to know an 
old one from a middle-age one, but by the 
teeths decay ; but our greateft care of all 
is to buy none that are pox’d, left they 
fhould infeét the reft aboard ; for tho’ we 
feparate the men and women aboard by 
partitions and bulk-heads, to prevent quar- 
rels and wranglings among them, yet do 
what we can they will come together, and 
that diftemper which they call the yaws, 
is very common here, and difcovers itfelf 
by almott the fame fymptoms as the Lues 
Venerea ot clap does withus s therefore our 
furgeon is forc’d to examine the privities of 
both men and women, with the niceft feru- 
tiny, which is a great flavery, but what 
can’t be omitted: When we had feleéted 
from the reft fuch as we liked, we agreed 
in what goods to pay for them, the prices 
being already ftated before the king, how 
much of each fort of merchandize we were 
to give for a man, woman, and child, 
which gave us much eafe, and faved abun- 
dance of difputes and wranglings, and 
gave the owner a note, fignifying our 
agreement of the forts of goods; upon 
delivery of which the next day he receiv’d 
them then we mark’d the flaves we had 
bought in the breaft, or fhoulder, with a 
hot iron, having the letter of the thip’s 
name on it, the place being before anointed 
with a little palm oil, which caus’d but 
little pain, the mark being ufually well in 
four or five days, appearing very plain 
and white after. 

When we had purchas?d to the number 
of 50 or 60 we would fend them aboard, 
there being a cappatheir, intitled the cap- 
in of the flaves, whofe care it was to 
fecure them to the water-fide, and fee them 
all off and if in carrying to the marine 
any were loft, he-wasbound to make them 
good, tous, the caprain of the trunk being 
‘oblig’d to do the like, if any run away 
while under his care, tor after we buy. 
them we give him charge of them till the 
captain of the Mayes comes to carry them 
away: Thefe are two officers appointed 
by the'king for this purpofe, to each of 
which every fhip pays the value of a flave 
in what goods they like beft for their Ss

ble, when they have done trading ; and 
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to appoint them. I can’t think there isPinur 


indeed they difcharg’d their duty to us 
very faithfully, we not having loft one 
flave thro’ their neglect in 1300 we bought 
here. 

‘There is likewife a captain of the fand, 
who isappointed to take care of the mer- 
chandize we have come afhore to trade 
with, thac the negrocs do not plunder 
them, we being often forced to leave goods 
a whole night on the fea fhore, for want 
of porters to bring them ups but notwith- 
ftanding, his care and authority, we often 
came by the lof, and could have no re- 
drefs. 

When our flaves were come to the fea- 
fide, our canoes were ready to carry them 
off to the longboat, if the fea permitted, 
and fheconvey’d them aboard fhip, where 
the men were all put in irons, two and 
two fhackled together, to prevent their 
mutiny, or fvimming.athore. 

The negroes are fo wilful and loth to 
leave their own country, that they have 
often leap’d out of the canoes, boat and 
fhip, into the fea, and kept under water 
till they were drowned, to avoid being ta- 
ken up and faved by our boats, which pur- 
fued them; they having a more) dreadful 
apprehenfion of Barbadaes than we can 
have of hell, tho” in realiry they live 
much better there than in their own coun- 
trys but home is home, &c: wehave like- 
wife feen divers of them eaten by the 

s, of which a prodigious number kept 
about the fhips in this place, and T have 
been told will follow her hence to Barba- 
does, for the dead negroes that are thrown 
over-board in the paflige. Tam certain in 
our voyage there we did not want the fight 
of fomeevery day, but that they were the 
fame I can’t affirm. 

We had about 12 negroes did wilfully 
drown themfelves, and others ftarv’d 
themfelves to death; for *tis their belief 
that when they die they return home to 
their own country and friendsagain. 

I have been inform’d that fome com- 
manders have cut off the legs or arms of 
the moft wilful, to terrify the reft, for 
they believe if they lofea member, they 
cannot return home again: 1 wasadvis'd 
by fome of my officers to do the fame, 
but I could not be perfwaded to entertain 
the leaft thoughts of it, much lefs to put 
in praétice fuch barbarity and cruelty. co 
Poor creatures, who, excepting their want 
of chriftianity and true religion, (their mis- 
fortune more than fault) areas much the 
works of God’s hands, and no doubt as 
dear tohim as ourfelves; nor can I imagine 
why they fhould be defpis'd for their'co- 
Jour, being what they cannot help, and 
the effeét of the climate ivhas pleas’d God 


any intrinfick value in onecolour more than “¥~ 


another, nor that white is, better than 
black, only we think it fo becaufe we are 
fo, and are prone to judge favourably in 
our own cafe, as well as the blacks, who 
in odium of the colour, fay, the devil is 
white, and fo paint him. 

Near the king’s palace on one fide is a 
town, confifting of about 40 houfes wall’d 
round, in which are kept the king’s wives, 
to whom none are admitted but an old cap- 
patheir, who is captain of them and the 
ing, himfelf, I have been affur’d by the 
interpreter here, Capt. Tom, (who is 2 
fenfible gold-coaft negroe, and Jiv’d along 
time with one of our factors, as his boy, 
and thereby learnt the Englifh language, 
and is now one of the greateft men in the 
king of #bidawo’s court) that the number 
of the king’s wives are near 3000; and 
confidering the cuftom of that country, it 
very probable, for each cappatheir has 
from 10 to 20 wives, more or lefs, as he 
pleafes, and.can maintain; all which, to- 
gether with his goods, fall ro the king at 
hisdeath, there being no regard had to his 
children, they having nothing bur what i 
privately convey'd away by ftealeh during 
their father’s ficknefs, nor do the king’s 
fons after grown to any ftature come near 
him but in private, for fear of giving um- 
brage tothe great cappatheirs, who expect 
next to be elected king, and to them the 
King’s fons give as much refpeét as the 
meaneft fubject: When the king dies all 
his. wives and eftate fall to the next king 
by election, The prefent king often, 
When fhips are ina great flrait for aves, 
and cannot be {upply’d otherwife, will fell 
3, or 400 of his wives to compleat their 
number, butwe always pay dearer for his 
faves than thofe bought of the cappafheirs, 
his meafure for booges being much larger 
than theirs, and he was allow’d accordingly 
inall other goods we had. 

For every flave the cappafheirs fold us 
publickly, they were oblig’d to pay part 
of the goods they receiv’d for it to the 
king, as toll or cuftom, efpecially the 
booges, of which he would take a finall 
difh-full out of each meafure ; to avoid 
this they would privately fend for us co 
their houfes in the night, and difpote of 
two or three flaves ata time, and we as 
privately would fend them the goods agreed 
upon for'them s but this they did nor much 
pradtife for fear of offending the king, 
Should he come to know it, who enjoyns 
them to carry all their flaves to be fold 
publickly at the crunk with his own 5 
fometimes after he had fold one of his 
wives or fubjeéts, he would relent, and 
defire us to exchange for another, which 

we 
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My, "Their marriages are as in the primi- 
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of blacks. 


When a man fancies a young, 
woman he applies himfelf co her father, 
and defires her for wife, which is feldom 
refusd; then he gives her a fine cloth, 
and bracelets and necklaces of rangoes 
mix’d with coral for her arms and neck 5 
invites her friends and his to a treat of 
pitto, and the ceremony is over, never 
haying a farthing, portion with her, 

‘Their women are moft employ’d in 
making Wbidaw cloths, mats, baskets, 
cancliy, pitto, and in planting and faw- 
ing their corn, yams, potatoes, &. ‘The 
Whidaw cloth is about two yards long, 
nd about a quarter of a yard broad, 
three fach being commonly joyn’d to- 
gether. It is of divers colouis, but ge- 
erally white and blue. Fora pound of 
Jeaf tobacco, be it néver fo rotten and 
bad, we could buy one of thefe cloths, 
which would yield a crown in Barbadoes 
alfo one for eight knives, value prime 
coft eighteen pence. To make thele 
cloths, efbecially the blue ftreaks, they 
unravel moft of the fiyes and perpetua- 
noes we fell them. 

Clofe by the king’s palace is an old 
rotten houfe he calls his armory, where- 
jn are fix old iron minion guns, about 
five hundred weight each, molt difmoun- 
ted and much out of kelter. Thefe he 
values himfelf much upon, tho? they are 
fit for no fervice, but to createan elteem 
and dread in his poor ignorant fubjects, 
by firing them fometimes as they lie up- 
‘on the ground, which was done to wel- 
come us upon our firit arrival. His phy- 
fician and gunner is a Portugueze negroe, 
‘and pretends to be a chriftian, and is 
called ‘Yobn Fernands. He can neither 
write nor read; however, he makes thefe 
poor people think him a brave fellow. 
When we firft came here, he accofted us, 
and, in broken Engli/h, defir’d us to tell 
the king, ‘That he was a good gunner, 
and he would ferve us in all kinds, which 
(he pretending to be a chriftian) we pro- 
mifed s and it was not unpleafant to fee 
with what impudence he would brag of 
his fkillto the king, having had our pro- 
mife not to detect him, which he would, 
by awink, often putus in mind of, 

The Whidawers are conftantly at wars 
with the Arda and Allampo men, the 
Quambooers and Achims, and all the plun= 
der is men and women'to fell for flaves. 
Thave feen nine or ten bags full of men, 
women, and childrens heads at a time 
brought to the king’s town, when the 
foldiers return’d from ravaging, which 
they ingreacfeorn and diftain would fling 


and kick about, with fhoutings for joy 
of their fuccefs againft their enemies ; 
and there are few of them but have a jaw- 
bone or piece of feull of fome great man 
they fay they have kill’d, hanging at the 
handle of their fwords, which much re- 
fembles one of our pruning bills. 

‘About the year 1692. the king of 
W bidazw was in great dread of one Ajferry, 
aneighbouring prince, and a brave bold 
warrior, who us’d to trade with the Euro- 
geans on the Allampo coalt for flaves, and 
Thave been told was in great efteem with 
them, being of a more generous and noble 
difpofition than is ufual among the ne- 
gtocs. Upon fome difgutt this Afferry 
made wars with the Whidawers, gain’d 
many battles ‘over them, and deciar'd, 
before he would fheath his fword, he 
would have the old Wbidaw king’s head 
and country, which put the old monarch 
in great terror sand finding his forces 
notable to withftand this furious invader, 
refoly’d to piece out the lion’s fin with 
the fox’s tail, and what he could not el- 
feét by ftrength, to accomplith by trea- 
chery : to which purpofe he fet all his en- 
gines at work; and at length, by fre- 
quentand large prefents, and larger pro- 
mifes, corrupted two negroes in Afferry’ 


s 
army to poifon their gallant leader 5 who 
being ignorant of fuch bafe degenerate 
practices himfelf, was the lefS fufpicious 
of others and without any apprehenfion 
fwallow’d the fatal dofe, which put a pe 
riod to all his conquefts, and he died by 
the villainy of two mercenary traitors of 
his own, who flighted the appearance of 
the greatelt Wbidaw army’ in open field, 
and thereby the old trembling /sidawer 
was fecur’d on his throne; tho’, when I 
was there, I obfery’d, he could not hear 
his name mention’d without fome confter- 
nation upon his fpirits. And, fince *tis 
come in my way, I fhall infert all that, 
by the ftridteft inquiry, I could learn 
concerning their poifoning, {0 much 
dreaded and talk’d of in the world. 

T have taken one cappatheir at at 
privately to my warehoule, where, alter 
1 had well warm’d him with brandy and 
other ftrong liquors (the key of moft fe- 
crets) exprefs’d abundance of kindnefs 
to him, and made him fome prefents, I 
havedefirdhim tobe very ingenuous and 
fice with me, and give me a full account 
how, in what manner, and with what 
they ule to poilon the white men that 
were not good, asil term’d them, to in- 
duce them to the greater freedom if it 
was a common practice in their country, 
and what antidore they knew moit pre- 
valent to difpel the malignity. All that 


Icould fcrew from them, was, thac there 
was 
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was poifon to be bought far up in the in- 
Jand countries, but that it was fo dear, 
that as much as would ferve to poifon a 
man would coft che value of three or four 
flaves; that it was their common way, 
as they were inform’d, to do it in water 
or other liquor the party drank ; that 
generally the fmall ball of poifon was 
ftuck under the nail of their little finger 
(which indeed they wear at a great 
Jength) and infenfibly drop’d into the 
callibafh or cup drunk out of, and ic 
would inftantly diffolve, and was of that 
prodigious ftrength, that nothing would 
prevail againft the venom if ic was right 
made. They added, ‘That they never 
knew it pradtifed in that country, and 
believ’d the chief reafon was the fearcity 
and dearnefs of it. When I was firft with 
the king, I defir’d he would order and 
take care that we fhould have no foul 
play offer’d us by poifon; at which he 
Thugh’d, and faid there was no fuch thing 
in his dominions ; tho’ we could obferve, 
that he was fo cautious himfelf, that he 
would not drink out of the fame cup as 
we and his cappathcirs did all the time we 
were there, butkepta little filver one by 
his fide on purpofe nor would he tafte of 
our brandy out of the boitle till we drank 
firft; but his cappatheirs were not {fo 
{queamifh, but would drink out of any 
cup, or any liquor we would give thems 
and we feldom fail’d of their cuftom three 
or four times a day, when they mutt 
each have a large glais of brandy, which 
they drank as freely as we do claret. 
When we went to the trunk we were 
oblig’d always to carry three or four 
bottles of brandy to drink at our bar- 
gains; and they would often beg brandy 
of us under pretence they had married a 
new wife, and muft make merry, which 
we always gave them to keep them in 
good temper. And here I cannot for- 
get a ftory of the uxorious old king of 
Whidaw, who fent for me one night to 
come privately to him; which having 
done, he told me that he had married a 
pretty young girl that he had a great 
Kindaefs for, and was that night to bed 
her, and therefore defir’d me to prefent 
him with a rundlet of brandy to give her 
friends, to be merry with, and to order 
my doétor to prefcribe him fomething to 
make him lofty, and perform his tak 
vigoroufly ; but to be fure that what 
he gave him fhould do him no harm. 
Being willing to indulge him in his hu- 
mour, I promis'd the brandy, and that 
T would order my doétor to attend him s 
and if he gave him any thing, he would 
pawn his life it fhould not damage him ; 
whereupon I took leave, and with’d him 
Mor. Vi 
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a merry chriftmas. I fent the brandy and Pururs. 


my furgeon to 
dofe of Spanifh flies, which fo heated the 
old man’s reins, that next morning he 
bragg’d to us, that he never had a plea- 
fae night, nor behaved himfelf more 
gallantly, making large harangues upon 
Cie Chala Of hie milttea) andi orien me 
pertinences relating to his laft night’s ad~ 
venture, He gave the doctor many 
thanks, and prefented him wich two good 
cloths. 

In the ifland of St. Thomas, lying under 
the equator, fubjed&t to Portugal, the in 
habitants are fo exquifite at poifoning, 
that ic has been affirm’d to me, they 
will cut meat from the fame joynt, with 
the fame knife; that piece they carve 
their enemy fhall be poifon’d, the reft 
not, one fide of the knife only being 
poifon’d. How true this is I know nots 
but I verily believe the Portuguze in thefe 
iflands to be greater rogues and villains 
than the negroes are, being moft of them 
banditti, banith'd Portugal for murders 
and other heinous crimes; but when I 
touch’d there in my paffage to Barbadses, 
I cannot fay that either myfelf or men re- 
ceiv’d any injury in that kind, 

Provifions at Whidaw are good and 
plenty, ziz. cows and hogs; the firlt 
very’ fmall, fold for five, fix, or feven 
bars of iron each, value about ewenty 
fhillings in England. ‘The hogs are large, 
and make cxcellent pork, it cating 
fweeter and whiter chan ours in England. 
And indeed it cannot but be good, for 
the poorer fort of negroes have more 
regard to their hogs than to themfelves, 
and feed them better, For a well-grown 
well-fed hog we ule to give feven bars, 
which went as far in victualling our men 
aboard, as two kine of five and fix bars 
each. Here are goats and theep, but 
very {mall and poor; alfo fome tame 
fowl of the bignefs of our chickens, of 
which we could buy three or four for a 
gullina of cowries, or one for a knife. 
Flere are fome Mujfcovia ducks, but not 
in that plenty they are upon the gold 
coaft. The frefh rivers afford ftore of 
good fifh; fome very large, of which 
the king would often prefent us. The 
negroes admire dog fiefh before any 
other, of which I have feen many very 
fat brought to marker to be fold. Their 
bread is made of Indian or Guiney corm 
ground, which they do between two 
ftones call’d the Cancy ftones, and Rubber, 
and is made as follows. Firft they place 
the cancy ftone, which is fmooth and 
broad, fhelving in a frames then put on 
ic thirty or forty grains of Indian corn 
after it has Jain fome time foaking in wa-

ter; then with the rubber (which is a 
fmall ftone big enough for one to grafp 
in hishand) they bruilfe the corn, and 
continue rubbing it till it is reduc’d toa 
meal (much as our painters grind their 
paint, often fprinkting water thereon to 
moiften it, Of the faid meal temper’d 
with water they make round lumps like 
domplins, which they boil in an earthen 
crock, or bake o’er the fire on an iron 
or ftone s and this they call .cancy, 
which, with alittle palm oil, and a calli- 
bath of pitto, a few yams or potatoes, is 
the dict of the generality. 

At Whidaw are feveral fairs or markets, 
but the largeft is about a mile from the 
King’stown, tothe N.E. in the fields, un- 
der a tuft of trees, where twice a-week, I 
think on Wedzefdaysand Saturdays, there is 
a great congrefs of men, women, and chil- 
dren. Their chief wares to fell are H7hi- 
daze cloths, mats, bafkets, jars for pitto, 
callibafhes of all kinds, wooden bowls 
and cups, red and blue pepper, mala- 
geita, falt, palm oil, cancy and fuch 
fluff. In this country the women go ftark 
naked/as they were born till they are mar- 
ried; then they cover their pudenda as a 
token of it 5 but *tis the fign of a virgin 
to be bare; and they go fo without any 
apprehenfion of thame or immodefty, of 
which I have feen above 200 at a time fo. 
The young mendo the fame; fo that of 
both fides they may fee how they like 
their tackle before they go to work, and 
not, as we are forc’d to do, take wives 
at all adventures, without knowing their 
bodily defeéts and infirmities, which are 
cover'd and conceal’d by their cloaths, 

The king’s wives have liberty to come 
to this fairto fell their cloaths, €c. in 
making of which they employ moft of 
their time, When they appear, all other 
negroes relinquith the path; and if any 
of us happen’d to be walking in their 
way, they would ftop, call to us, and 
make figns with their hands for us to go 
afide, which we always readily did : and 
as they paf'd, they would falute us by 
bowing their heads and kiffing their 
hands, Jaughing often very loud, and 
faring on ‘us as if we were fo many 
montters. 

Myfelf, dogor and purfer once taking 
a walk with the French factor here, came 
tothe king’s wives town, and look’d over 
the wall, and faw many of them at work, 
and {pake to them, and they in their dia- 
Je& tous. Then the Frenchman (being 
too forward, as moft of his countrymen 
are) went to open the gate, which was 
faften’d with withs ; whereupon all the wo- 
men ran fereaming away, and immediate- 
Jy came fome cappafheirs from the king, 


and defir’d us to forbear and come away 
thence, which we willingly did, but the 
‘Frenchman could hardly be perfwaded, 

Next morning when we came to break- 
faft with the King, he took occafion to 
tell us mildly of our mifcarriage, and 
that it was againft the laws and cuftom 
of his country for any to go near his 
wives town, but that he excus’d it in us 
being ftrangers, and confequently igno. 
Hacand Renal Welronteniron ike fae 
ture, which we promis’d, and exprefs'd 
a concern for having unknowingly difo- 
blig’d him; but he refented it highly 
from the Frenchman, who, he faid, knew 
the law, and might have inform’d us, 
and not led us there, and that he fhould 
fuffer for it. Toexcufe-the poor French 
nan 1 took all the blame upon myfelf, 
and affur’d the king it was I led him 
there accidentally ; that the Frenchman 
was againit it, and that I had no other 
end in looking over the wall, but to fee 
what a brave town he had for his wives, 
that I might give an account of it when 
Icame to England ; but that none of us 
would come nearit more. ‘Then he took 
me by the hand, and faid, If was 
all, he was forry he had mention’d it, 
and would not be angry with the French. 
man. 

This poor French fa&tor and a fecond 
live in a little mud houfe near the King’s, 
There had not been a French thip there 
in three or four years, fo that they were 
much dejeéted and poor, having no live- 
lihood but from the king’s bounty, and 
flo opportunity to gothence. They din’d 
with us almoft every day, and I gave 
them fome provifions, and offer’d them 
their paffage gratis to Barbadoes, whence 
they might foon get paflage to Martinico 5 
but fearing the ufage they might meet 
with at Barbadoes, being enemies, they 
would not venture, 

Near the king’s town are thirty or for- 
ty large trees planted in fome order and 
line; and there is the pleafanteft walk in 
that country, the branches being fo thick 
that they keep the fun off, and attract a 
fine cooling air. Under thefe trees 1 
fpent moft of my time while I ftaid, 
where there was a fmall market kept 5 
and, among other things in it, Tobferv’d 
an ordinary, which, for the novelty of

Accordingly about mid-night they 
came, 
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Putirs. came, and I went withthem; but, for 
he fear of tricks, took four of my men with 
all me, wellarm’d with piftols and cutlaffes. 
‘When we arrived at the image they made 
abundance of profound bows and other 
reverences to it, while I did nothing but 
Jook on, expecting the voice. After I 
had waited half an hour, I ask’d them 
why it did not peak? They reply’d, Ic 
would fpeak prefently. I ftay’d two 
hours longer, but not a word from the 
ftock ; at which the blacks feem’d to be 
much. farpriz’d, faying, They never 
knew it fo long without ipeaking before. 
I began to grow impatient of waiting fo 
Jong, therefore ran the ferrel of my cane 
into the mouth of it, and cturn’d it thercin 
feveral times, which they wifh’d me to 
forbear for fear it fhould do me harm. 
T told them, That I faw nothing to be 
afraid of but a piece of wood, and that 
if it could fpeak, I was refolved to make 
it. Whereupon I took out one of my 
Jittle piftols (I always carried loaden in 
my pockets in this country for fear of fur- 
prize) and fir'd at the ill-favour'd image, 
and the bullet went in under its left eye. 
When the negroes faw me going to thoot, 
they all run away and left me and my 
men there, where we ftay’d about half 
an hour after, but not a fyllable of com- 
plaine of the wound or any thing elfe 
could we hear: fo we'e’en left the image 
with the bullet in his buggilog, and went 
to bed. But next morning thofe that 
were with me, and others thatheard what 
I had done, were aftonifh’d to fee me 
alive. When next I faw the king I told 
him of it, who affur’d me it fpake every 
night to the blacks, but would not to 
‘the white men. I anfwer’d, That if it 
could have fpoke, ic certainly would 
when I fhot it; but that he knew it was 
a piece of wood, and it was impoftible 
for it to fpeak, He reply’d, That he 
knew the figure was wood, but that it was 
moft true, that the Fati/ or god us’d to 
fpeak out of it; that himfelf had often 
heard it, and wifh’d it might do me no 
mifchief for abufing it. I told him, If 
his fubjeéts did nor do me harm by poi- 
fon, I did not fear the Fatif at all; and 
he affur'd me I need not fear the other. 
T have often feen little figures of clay 
about their houfes, with oil, rice, corn, 
and other offerings before them; alfo 
goats ript open, fpread and hung on trees, 
as facrifices to the Fat}. And in truth 
they have fo many things they call Fatifbes, 
that I could never underftand the true 
meaning of the word. On the gold coaft 
when they make any folemn promife or 
oath, they take about fix fpoonfuls of 
water mix'd with fome powders of divers 


colours, which the Fati/bman puts into it; 
which potion is to kill them the very mi- 
nute that they break or violate the oath or 
promife they took it on, and which they 
firmly believe. Captain Shurley us’d to 
make his negroes aboard take the Fasif,, 
thar they would not {wim afhore and 
run away, and. then would ler them ouc 
of irons. His potion was a cup of Englifb 
beer, with a little aloes in it to imbitter 
it, which operated upon their faith as 
much as if it had been made by the beft 
Fatifhes in Guiney: for my pare I put 
more dependance upon my fhackles than 
any Fatih I could give them, When I 
was at Cape Corce caltle, as U hinted be- 
fore, I faw the Fatih, in all its circum- 
ftances, given to the new king of Futto, 
by Meft: Platt, Ronan, and Melrofi, the 
African company’s three chief merchants 
there, the king of Sabo, and Nimpba the 
general of the Arcanys. The occafion of 
which, as well as I could learn it, is as 
follows, 


The Arcanys, who are the beft traders Arcany. 


to our fhips and caftles, and have the 
pureft gold, are an inland peoples fo 
that to come to the fea-fide to our facto. 
ries and thipping, they were oblig’d to 
pafs thro’ the territories of other princes 
with their gold to buy, and back with 
the commodities purchas’d ; which tho’ 
very troublefome becaufe of the diftance, 
yet they underwent it with great alacrity. 
Among others they were to pafs thro’ 
the king of Futfo’s country, which they 
did for fome time without interruption 5 
but at length the Fudioers defigning to 
make a prey of the drcanys (inttigated 
by our no-friends the Dutch at the Mine- 
caftle, refus’d them paffage thro’ their 
country to our caftles and fhips, but 
would force them to buy the goods from 
them at their own rates, which they had 
bought from the Duich, and which the 
Arcanys could buy cheaper and better at 
our caftles; fo thac both they and we 
fuffer’d by this obftruétion: andthe Fut- 
teers would, upon refufal of the drca- 
nys to deal with them, abufe the traders, 
and plunder them of theirgold. 

This treatment the Arcanys fo far fto- 
mach’d and refented, that fome of their 
principal merchants refolv’d to unite to- 
gether with lives and fortunes to reduce 
the king of Futto to juftice. To effect 
which they made war againft him, and 
chofe one Nimpba, the moft eminent of 
their traders, and for fortune, experi- 
ence, and courage the beft qualified, for 
their general. And having communica- 
ted their refolutions to our chief mer- 
chants at Cape Corce, they receiy’d from 


them all due encouragement to formate 
their 
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their generous defign, with a promife to 
fupply them with arms, ammunition, and 
other neceffaries of war for their expedi- 
tion, The Arcanys purfued their refolu- 
tions to raife an army ; and, to render it 
the more formidable, hired the king of 
Sabo and his fubjeéts into their fervice. 
And indeed that prince is one ofthe moft 
majeftick and warlike negroes that I have 
feen; and I have been affur’d his a¢tions 
in the field do well anfwer his afpeét and 
port, The Arcanys joyn’d by the Sabo- 
eri, and feveral Cape Corce negroes our 
chief merchants fent to affift them, under 
the command of captain Havyico, captain 
Am, and others of the caftle cappa- 
theirs, made an army up of 20000 blacks, 
and march’d direétly againft the king of 
Futta, who, for defence of his country, had 
raifed much fuch another army. They 
had many {mall fkirmithes, pickecring 
with cach other, the negroes not caring 
for a fair fet battle, but watch to get ad- 
vantages by ambufeades and furprizes, 
in which the Arsanys and Sabsers were fo 
fuccefsful, that they reduc’d the king of 
Fitio to great ftreights, and at length 
forc’d him to abandon his chief town, 
and flee to the Dutch general at the Mine 
for protection, who gave him fanétuary. 
In the interim Nimphaand the king of 
Sabo entred his town triumphantly, plun- 
der’d and burn’d’ moft of it, and con- 
ftituted his brother king in his ftead ; 
and having oblig’d all the great cappa- 
theirs in Futto to tke the Fulifh to.be 
truc to their new king, they brought him 
along with them to Cape Corce caitle, 
there to take the Fatih to be a true 
friend to the Znglifs, and promote their 
intereft in all kinds; to be at eternal en- 
mity with his brother the late king to 
prefetve an inviolable friendfhip with the 
Arcanys and to fuffer them to pafs thro” 
hiscountry to and from our factories with 
their gold and goods, without any mole- 
ftation, Which articles ingraved on parch- 
ment in the name of the royal African 
company of England, Nimpha, and the 
King of Sabo, theking of FPutto figned 
by making his mark, and captain Shur 
ky, myfelf and divers of our faétors and 
the caftle cappatheirs witneffed them. 
‘Then the king of Futlo took the Fati/> 
onhis bare knees to keep them inviolably, 
which was fix fpoonfuls of water, in which 
the Fati/ker had put about a dozen forts 
of powders, which none but himfelf knew 
what they were; and having ftirr’d them 
well, gave the king of Sabo his potion, 
affuring him, that, upon the leaft infringe 
ment of the articles he took it upon, he 
would in the twinkling of an eye drop 
down as dead as a door-nail, which he 
Vou. VI. 


feem’d firmly to believe. This new ki 
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of Futto hada very dull dronifh ifpedt OES 


and mien, and was carry’d every where 
upon a negroc’s back, his foot being 
fore with a worm. 

When the king of Sabo and Nimpha 
came to our caftle firft in their return 
from the war, it and our fhips faluted 
them with nine guns each, and they us 
with their fmall hor. They walk’d un- 
der canopies with feveral horfe-tails tied 
to them, having conftant fhooting before 
them till they came to the cattle gate, 
where having flourith’d their Gwords an- 
tickly, they entred, and with great re- 
pete kifs'd all our hands, we taking and 

aking them by theirs, and bidding them 
welcome. Our agents order’d a hogthead 
of brandy to be fet on end without the 
cattle, and the head knock'd out, for all 
the army todrink the African company’s 
healths. 

The king of Sabo had two wives al- 
ways accompanied him to the wars, and 
were with him now, often picking his 
head publickly, and eating the lice, which 
is a common cuftom heres nor is it any 
fhame to be loufy among them. Ihave 
the beft account J can of this fore 
if, and the accafion of it. They 
have little pieces of gold exquifitely made 
in divers figures, which, for ornament, 
the blacks wear tied to their hair, and 
about their necks, wrifts, and finall’ of 
the leg, and thefe they call Fati/hes: alfo 
every negroe has fome creature or other 
he pays his devotions to, and admits and 
fappoles to be his guardian, to take care 
of him and keep him from all harm, 
which he calls his Patio. That of gene- 
ral Nimpba was a cows and our factors 
having kill’d one to entertain us before 
our departure, which, by the way, is the 
greatelt token of refpect and welcome 
that can be fhewn a friend in this coun- 
try (and which the Ditch general at the 
Mine-caftle fhew’d Mr. Ronan, captain 
Shurley, captain Freeman, and myfelf, 
when he invited us to dine there, a cow 
being kill’d and drefs'd all at once) when 
we came to dinner at Cape Corce, we 
could not perfwade Nimpha (who, toge- 
ther witn the kings of Sabo and Futto, 
us’d to have the favour to fit actable with 
us) to touch a bit, ner fo much as come 
tolook on the meat; and his reafon was, 
becaufe it was his Fatih, which he was 
forry we had kill’d, and would nor eat 
of. Others’haye a dog, fheep, Jeopard, 
or what elfe they fancy for their Fati/> to 
keep them from harm. So ignorant and 
fuperftitious are thefe poor creatures, that 
when I was at cape Mounjeradae, obferv- 
ing a negroe of fome quality wear a flip 
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Finuuws. of leopard skin about his arm, I enquir’d 


of him the reafon of it? and he inform’d 
me that it was his Fatih to keep him 
from the thunder, which indeed is very 
dreadful there, captain Shurley having loft 
his fore-matt thereby, as I before noted. 
Others wear tigers teeth, goats horns full 
of a reddifh pafte, bones of fithes, Se. 
all which have their peculiar virtues to 
defend them from fome imminent dan- 
ger or other ; and this is all I could learn 
of their Fati/bes during my fhort flay on 
this coaft. 

The Whidawers much admire white 
men, and fay, That God lovesthem, be- 
caufe they have fuch plenty of all forts of 
commodities; and are much puzzled to 
think how we find the way thro? the fea 
into their country. The king’s Fati/b- 
man here pretends to great power and 
skill; as for inftance, we happening to be 
there in the rain feafons, when the fea is 
moft turbulent, itchanc’d to be one time 
fo grown and exceeding boifterous, that 
‘our canoes were not able to bring us any 
goods afhore for 18 days, which made the 
Cappafheirs backward in felling us flaves, 
by reafon we had no goods afhore to pay 
for them ; whereupon we made our com- 
plaine to the king, that ic was a great 
hinderance to our bufinefs that they would 
not give us credit till our goods could 
be brought us, of which we had great 
plenty of all kinds, and) that the violent 
raging of the fea was the reafon we had 
not them afhore; that, if they would 
trade with us, we would give them our 
notes for what we bought, and honeftly 
pay them affoon as the fea was calmer. 
‘The old king defir’d me to be eafy, and 

he would make the fea quiet next day. 
Accordingly he fent his Fatifoman with a 
jar of palm-oil, a bag of rice and corn, 
a jar of pitto, a bottle of brandy, and a 
piece of painted callicoes, and feveral 
other things to prefent the fea to appeafe 
it, When the Fati/bman came to the fea- 
fide (as I was inform’d by my men that 
were there and faw the ceremony) he 
made a fpecch to it, affuring the fea that 
his king was its friend, and lov’d the 
white men; that we were honett fellows, 
and come to trade with him to fapply his 
country with what he wanted, and that 
he requefted the fea not to be angry, nor 
hinder us to land our goods and told it, 
‘That if it wanted palm oil, his king had 
fent it fome; and fo threw the jar with 
the oil into the fea, as he did with the 
fame compliment the rice, corn, pitto, 
brandy, callicoc, &. It happen’d the 
next day that the fea was fomewhat 
fmoother, and we gotaihore fome goods, 
which the old king was very proud of, 


and appropriated to his Fati/bman, tho? 
it really proceeded from the moon’s be- 
ing near the wain, at which time, in all 
thefe fouthern countries, the gales are 
more faint, and the fea calmer, than at 
full and change. However, we let him 
indulge himfelf with the fancy, being 
glad we had our goods to trade. This 
Fatifbman told me he could make it rain 
corn or falt if he pleas’d. I promis’ him 
large gratuities if he would fhewmeonein- 
ftance of his skill in that kind ; but he was 
too confcious of his inability and deceit to 
accep them, or attempt it. The follow- 
ing ftory I had from Mr. Pierjon, faétor 
here for the African company, who was 
fenthere from Cape Corce to be fecond to 
Mr. Smith then chief faétor. Soon after 
his arrival Mr. Smith fell very ill of the 
country malignant fever ; and having 
little profpest of recovery, refign’d his 
charge of the company’s affairs to Pier- 
jm, This Mr. Smith had the character 
of an obliging ingenious young gentle- 
man, and was much citeem’d by the 
king, who hearing of his defperate illnefs, 
fent his Fati/bman to hinder him from 
dying ; who coming to the factory, went 
to Mr. Smith's bed-fide, and told him, 
That his king had fuch a kindnefs for 
him, that he had fent him to keep him 
alive, and that he fhould not die. Mr. 
Smith was in fuch a languishing condition, 
that he little regarded him. Then the 
Fatifoman went from him to the hog-yard, 
where they bury the white mens and 
having carry’d with him fome brandy, 
rums oil, rice, &. he cry’d out aloud, 
O you dead white men that lie bere, yon 
have a mind to have this fattor that is fi 
to you, but he is our king’s friend, and be 
loves bim, and will not part with him as yet. 
Then he went to captain Wiburn’s grave 
who built the factory, and cry’d, O yo 
captain of all the dead white men that lie 
here, this is your d you would bave 
this man from us to bear you company, be- 
caufe be is a good man, but our k vill nok 


not hav 

went to Smith, and affur’d him he fhould 
not die; but growing troublefome (0 
the fick man, Pierjon turn’d him out of 
the fa€tory, and in’ two days after poor 
Smith made his exit. 

After we are come to an agreement 
for the prices of our flaves, ere the bell 
goes round to order all people co bring 
their flaves to the trunk to be fold, we 

are 
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are oblig’d to py our cuftoms to the 

king and cappatheirs for leave to trade, 
rotection and juftice ; which for every 
ip are as follow, viz. 

To the king fix faves yalue in cow- 
ries, or what other goods we can per- 
fwade him to take, but cowries are moft 
efteem’d and defir’d 5 all which are mea- 
fur'd in his prefence, and he would 
wrangle with us ftoutly about heaping up 
the meafure. 

To the cappafheirs in all two flaves 
value, as above. 

The ufual charges here which we pay 
at our departure when we have finith’d 
our trade, in any goods that remain, 
are 

One flave value to the captain of the 
trunk for his care of our Mayes while 
there. 

One flaye value to the captain of the 
fand for his care of our goods. 

One ditto to the captain of the flaves 
who conduéts them fafe to the fea- 
fide. 

One ditlo to captain Tom the interpre- 
for his trouble. 
lit for filling water. 

Half aflave, or as much cowries as the 
cavity of the bell can contain, to 
the bell-man. 

Befides all which our factory charges, 
vidtualling the negroes after bought till 
they get aboard, and hire of porters. to 
bring up the goods from the fea-fide, 
which is feven miles at leaft, and the 
ftouteft fellow would not bring above two 
bars of iron at a time, and make but one 
trip in a day, took up great quantities of 
our cowries, we paying thefe laft char- 
ges in nothing elfe but thefe thells, 

The bett goods to purchafe faves here 
are cowries, the imaller the more 
efteem’d ; for they pay them all by tale, 
the fmalleft being as valuable as the big- 
gett, but take them from us by meafure 
or weight, of which about 160 pounds 
for a good man-flave. 

The next in demand are brafs neptunes 
or bafons, very large, thin, and flac; 
for after they have beught them they cu 
them in pieces to make anilias or brace- 
Jets, and collars for their arms legs and 
necks, 

The other preferable goods are blue 
paper fletias, cambricks or lawns, caddy 
chints, broad ditto, coral, large, fmooth, 
and ofa deep red, rangoes large and red, 
iron bars, powder, and brandy. 

With the above goods a fhip cannot 
want flaves here, and may purchafe them 
for about three pounds fifteen fhillings a 
head, but near half the cargo value muft 
be cowries or booges, and brafs bafons,

per, as coral, rangoes, iron, &c. elfe 
they will not take them; for if a cappa~ 
their fells five ayes, he will have two of 
them paid for in cowries, and one in 
brafs, which are dear flaves; for a flave 
in cowries cofts us above four pounds in 
England; whereas a flaye in coral, ran- 
g0€s, or iron, does not coft fifty fhillings ; 
but without the cowries and brafs they 
will take none of the laft goods, and but 
finall quantities at belt, elpecially if they. 
can dilcover that you have good ftore of 
cowries and brafs aboard, then no other 
goods will ferve their turn, till they have 
got as much as you have; and after, for 
the reft of the goods they will be indiffe- 
rent, and make you come to their own 
terms, or elfe lie a long time for your 
flaves, fo that thofe you have on board 
are dying while you are buying others 
afhore; therefore every man'that comes 
here, ought to be very cautious in mak- 
ing his report to the king at fir, of 
what forts and quantities of goods he has, 
and be fure to fay his cargo confifts moft- 
ly in iron, coral, rangoes, chints, &c, 
fo that he may difpofe of thofe goods as 
foon as he can, and at laft his cowries 
and brafs will bring him flaves as faft as 
he can buy them: but this is co be un- 
derftood of a fingle thip: or more, if 
the captains agree, which feldom hap- 
penss for where there are divers thips, 
and of feparate interefts, abou: baying 
the fame commodity they commonly un= 
dermine, betray, and out-bid one the 
other; and the Guiney commanders words 
and promifes are the leaft to be depended 
upon of any I know ufe the fea; for they 
would deceive their fathers in their trade 
if they could, 

Sayes, perpetuanoes, knives, old theets, 
pewter bafons, muskets, Gc. which are 
the beft goods on. the gold coaft for 
gold, are in no efteem heres for they 
Would have four perpetuanoes for a lave, 
which, at prime coft in Evgland, came 
to 4415 s. fo of the reft, efpecially 
falempores or fine callicoes, of which 
they would have four for a flave, which 
were charged to us by the rican com- 
pany 2t fix pounds firit coft; fo that it 
was great lofs to fend fuch goods ; for 
we could buy for ten ounces of good co- 
ral, 300 in number of good red rangoes, 
or fourteen bars of iron, which did not 
come to above forty-five fhillings, as 
good a fave as for four pieces of calli- 
‘coes that coft fix pounds Sterling. 

The only money they have here are 
thefe cowries or fhells we carry them, be- 
ing brought from the Ha/t-Indies, and were 
charg'd to us at four pounds per cent. of 
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which we gave 100 /b. for a flave; as foon 
as the negroes have them, they bore holes 
in the backs of them, and ftring them on 
rufhes, 40 fhells on each, which they call 
a foggy 5 and five of fuch fogys being 
tied together, is call’d a galina, being 
200 fhells, which is their way of account 
ing their fhell-money. When they go to 
marker to buy any thing they bargain for 
fo many cowries, foggys, or fo many gali- 
nas, and without thele shells they can pur- 
chafe nothing. 

Theking of Wbidaw is about 60 years 
of age, as near as I could guefs 5 for none 
of the negroes know their own age, nor 
do, or can they keep any account of time: 
He is of a middle flature, and fpare, his 
hair and beard grey, his afpect but very 
ordinary and mean, and I believe fo is his 
heart ; he feems of a good tree temper, and 
full of mirth and kindnefs, efpecially when 
he intends tobega boon: He never went 
out of his palace while we were there, 
but in his palace-yard would walk bare- 
foot thro’ the mud and water, withas little 
concern as any of his poor fubjeéts; of 
which I have been told he can raife 40,000 
in 24 hou 

His chief cappatheirs were Capt. 5) 
gatha, 1 judge about 80 years old, anda 
politick blade s he expeéts to be king next, 
and governs the king now as he pleates. 
We found more difficulty, oppofition, and 
quirking from him in fettling ourtrade,than 
from the king and all the other cappafheirs. 

The next is Capt- Charter, the king’s 

great confident, who formerly was a boy 
to Mr. Charter, one of the African com- 
pany’s faétors that was here, whofe name 
he took, and isnow very proud of, Heisa 
very handfome fenfible black, about 30 
years old, and a generous trader, He 
fold us mote flaves than all the other cap- 
paheirs put together all the blacks have 
their eyes on him, Springgatha being very 
old. Next Charti ‘apt. Tom, the inter- 
preter, Capt. Biby, Capt. gwa, king Tom, 
who is brother to the king of great rda, 
(and for fome crimes banifh’d his country, 
takes fanétuary here) and divers others, 
that attended the king when we were with 
him. About half a mile from our factory 
is a croom of negroes, which call them- 
felves Minc-men, and affift the Dutch thips 
that come here in their bufinefs, but the 
Dutch Weft-India company feldom order 
their fhips for flaves, but chiefly mind their 
trade on the gold coaft, where they have 
more and better caftles than we, and more 
advantageoufly feated, the Mine and Com- 
mendo being in the very direct path of the 
gold trade. 


Except theafore-mention’d negroes, the 


Dutch have no factory at Whidaw,-nor any 
houfe: Some Dutch interlopers, when they 
have goods lying on their hands, thee 
will not vend for gold, haye orders to fall 
down here and difpofe of them for negroe 
flaves, which they any for Surinam and 
Gurifoa, in the Weft-Indies. 

At the ifland of St. Tomas I met with 
one that had 200 negroes aboard for Su 
vinam, but had themisfortune, as well as 
we, to havea great ficknefs and mortality 
among them, which, together with their 
ftink and naftinefs, fo fretted Claw/é the 
Dutch tkipper, that he fwore facrament, 
that notwithftanding his owners were brave 
and generous merchants, yeif he liv’d to 
come to /olland again, he would deliver 
them their ship; and if they would give 
him r00/, pay per month to go and carry 
negroes again, he would not take it, but 
would fooner go elfewhere a common failor 
for 20 guilders a month. 


The road where our fhips ride is very 


good and clean ground, and gradual found- 
ings the beft anchoring is in eight fathom 
water, again{t a great tuft of trees that 
make like a barn, about a 


re 
drowning every time we go afhore and 
come off, the canoes frequently over-fet- 
ting, but the canoe-men are fuch excellent 
divers and fwimmers, that they preferve 
the lives of thofe they have any kindnels 
for, but fuch as they have any difpleati 
to they will let thift for themfelves, there- 
fore ’tis very prudent for all commanders 
to be kind and obliging to them, their 
lives lying in their hands, which they can 
make them lofe at pleafure, and impute 
all to accident, and they could not help it; 
and there are noamends to be had: The 
canoes we buy on the gold coaft, and 
ftrengthen them with knees and weather- 
boards fore and aft, to keep the fea out, 
they plunging very deep when they go 
againfta fea: They are madeof the trunk 
of the cotton tree hollow’d, from a two 
hand toa 12 hand canoe, the largeft being 
not above four foot broad, but 28 or 30 
foot long ; thofe that are moft fit for the 
ule at Whidaw, are five hand or feven hand 
canoes; of which each fhip that buys ma- 
ny faves ought to carry two, for they are 
very incident to be ftaved by the great fea 
when they overfet, and here is none for 
fupply, and without them there isno land- 
ing or coming off for goods or men: 
The canoe-men we bring from Cape Corce 
being feven in number, of which one is 
boatfwain, and is commonly one of the 
moft fkillful canoe-men in Guiney; he 
commands the reft, and always fteers the 
canoe; 
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canoe, and gives his orders to the reft, 
when to row or when to lie’on their paddles, 
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pofe; and after mix’d with Water, and Patina. 
boil’d well in a large copper furnace, til] Ns 


to watch a fmooth or fhun a great fea, 
they feecoming ; their pay is certain and 
ftated, half of which we pay them in gold 
at Cape Corce, and the reft in goods when. 
we have done with them at Whidaw ; *tis 
alfo cuftomary to give them a canoe to 
carry them back, and cut up the other for 
fire-wood, unlefs an opportunity offers to 
fell it, which is very rare. They loftus 
fix or feven barrels of cowries, above 100 
bars of iron, and other goods, by the 
over-ferting of the canoes in landing them, 
which we could never recover, or have 
the leaft fatisfaction for, but were forced 
to give them good words, left they 
fhould, in revenge, play us more fuch 
tricks ; we kept two men afhore here con- 
ftantly to fill water, which lay and eatat 
the faétory, which fil’d our fmall hog- 
fheads in the night, and roll’d them over 
the fand to the fea-fide, ready to raft off 
in the morning, before the fea breeze came 
in, which is the only time, we having no 
other way togetitoff but by rafting, and 
in halling off co the longboat the great fea 
would often break our raft, and fave our 
cafk, whereby we lofta great many. The 
Jongboat was chiefly employ’d in bringing 
water aboard, which we ftarted into our 
butts in the hold, and fent the finall cafk 
afhore again next morning, of which we 
had two gangs on purpofe; we hada little 
deal yaul which did us great fervice in 
bringing off cows, hogs, flaves, letters, 
Gc, from the canoes, with only two boys 
in her: When our flaves are aboard we 
Shackle the men two and two, while we lie 
in port, and in fight of their own country, 
for °tis then they attempt to make thcir 
efcape, and mutiny ; to prevent which 
we always keep centinels upon the hatch- 
ways, and have a cheft of fmall arms, 
ready loaden and prim’d, conftantly lying 
at hand upon the quarter-deck, together 
with fome granada fhells; and two of our 
quarter-deck guns, pointing on the deck 
thence, and two more out of the fteerage, 
the door of which is always kept fhut, and 
well barr’d they are fed twice aday, at 
ro in the morning and 4 in the evening, 
whichis the time they are apteft to mutiny, 
being all upon deck ; therefore all that 
time, what of our men are not employ’d 
in diftributing their viétuals to them, and 
fettling them, ftand to their arms; and 
fome with lighted matches at the grear 
guns that yaun upon them, loaden with 
Partridge, ‘till they have done and gone 
down to their kennels between decks : 
Their Chief dietiscall’d dabbadabb, being 
Indian corn ground as {mall as oat-meal, 
intron mills, which we carry for that pur- 
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*tisas thick asa pudding ; about a peckful 
of which in veffels, call’d crews, is al- 
low’d to 10 men, witha little falt, mala- 
getta, and palm oil, to reliths they are 
divided into meffes of ten each, for the 
eafier and better order in ferving them : 
Three days a week they have horfe-beans 
boil’d for their dinner and fupper, great 
quantities of which the African company do 
end aboard us for that purpofe; thefe 
beans the negroes extremely love and de- 
fire, beating their breaft, eating them, 
and crying Pram! Pram! which is, Very 
good!” they are indeed the belt diet for 
them, having a binding quality, and con- 
fequently good to prevent the flux, which 
is the inveterate diftemper that moft affeéts 
them, and ruins our voyages by their mor- 
tality: The men are all fed upon the 
main deck and forecaftle, that we may 
have them all under command of our 
ms from the quarter-deck, in cafe of 
any difturbance; the women eat upon the 
quarter-deck with us, and the boys and 
girls upon the poop; after they are once 
divided into meffes, and appointed their 
places, they will readily run there in good 
order of themielves afterwards; when 
they have eaten their viduals clean up, 
(which we force them to for to thrive the 
better) they are order'd down between 
decks, and every one as he paftes has a 
pint of water to drink after his meat, 
which is ferv’d them by the cooper out of a 
large tub, fill’ before-hand ready for 
them. When they have occafion to 
nawure, they are permitted by the centi- 
nels to come up, and go to conveniency 
which are provided for that purpofe, on 
each fide the fhip, each of which will con- 
tain a dozen of them at once, and have 
broad ladders to afcend them with the 
greater cafe: When we come to fea we 
Tet them all out of irons, they never at- 
tempting then to rebel, confidering that 
fhould they kill or mafter us, they could 
not tell how to manage the fhip, or muft 
truft us, who would carry them where we 
pleas’d ; therefore the only danger is while 
weare in fight of their own country, which 
they are loth to part with; but once out 
of fight outof mind: Ineyer heard that 
they mutiny’d in any fhips of confequence, 
that had a good number of men, and the 
leaft care; butin fmall tools where they 
had but few men, and thofe negligent or 
drunk, then they farpriz’d and butcher’d 
them, cut the cables, and let the veffel 
drive afhore, and every one fhift for him- 
felf. However, we have fome 30 or 40 
gold coaft negroes, which we buy, and are 
procur’d.us there by our factors, to make 
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guardians and overfeers of the Wbidaw 
negroes, and fleep among them to keep 
them from quarreling and in order, as 
well as to give us notice, if they can dif- 
cover any caballing or plotting among 
them, which trutt they will difcharge with 
great diligence: they alfo take care to 
make the negroes fcrape the decks where 
they lodge every morning very clean, 
to efchew any diftempers that may ¢n- 
gender from filth and naftinefS 5 when 
‘we conftitute a guardian, we give him a 
cat of nine tails as a badge of his office, 
which he is nota little proud of, and will 
exercife with great authority. We often 
at fea in the evenings would let the Mayes 
come up into the fun to air themielves, 
and make them jump and dance for an 
hour or two to our bag-pipes, harp, and 
fiddle, by which exercife to preferve them 
in health; but notwithftanding all our 
endeavour, *twas my hard fortune to have 
great ficknefs and mortality among them. 

Having bought my compliment of 700 
flaves, viz. 480 men and 220 women, and 
finifh’d all my bufinels ac /7bidaw, I took 
my leave of the old king and his cappa- 
fheirs, and pareed, with many affeétionare 
expreffions on both fides, being forced to 
promife him that I would return again the 
next year, with feveral things he defired 
me to bring from Evglands and having 
i 


aboard, I fet fail the 27th 
morning, accompany’d. wich 

Merchant, who had bought 
and of St. Thomas, 
with the wind ar W.S. W. At noon we 
had good obfervation in lat. 6° 18/ N. the 
teesof /bidaw that fem like a barn, then 
bearing N.by W. about fix leagues off 
being jut difcernable s from which take 


wart sy departure 5 we got in our longboat and 


bent a new fore top-fail. 

Saturday the 28th. We have had the 
winds conitantly between the S. and W. 
we making ule of all opportunities to get 
as much as we could to the fouchward, 
tho’ were often fore’d to bear down and lie 
by, for the Hajt-India Merchant, which 
fail’d ill, and was very leewardly. 

Thurfiday the 2d of Auguft. We fpy’d 
the iMland of Princes, bearing S. eight 
Teagues off, and at noon were in latitude 
1°50' N. thefouth end of Princes bearing; 
then S. S. W, fix leagues offand the N. W. 
end S. W. by S. being a very high moun- 
tainous ifland; we made eafting to this 
day noon from Whidaw, 297 miles, or 
99 leagues. 

Friday the 34. We paft by the ifland 
of Princes with the wind at S.S. W. and 
S. W.andat 6 o’clock on Saturday morn- 
ing fell in with the land, it bearing E. S. E. 


1 bills of lading to Mr. Peirfon, for 
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three leagues off, having then 12 fathom 
water, we tack’d off and lay W. and W. 
by S. the other way till noon, when we 
had good obfervation of the latitude, inlat. 
00°57’ N. The land we fell in with was « 
Jow even tract full of trees, with a {mall 
ifland at the fouth end of it; I took jc 
to becape St. Fobu's in the Bight, 

Sunday the 5th. We ply’d along thore 
to windward, ftanding in to 14 fathom 
water, then olf again; but our thip being 
very light would often refufe to ftay or 
keep to; therefore this day we fll'd all 
the empty buts we had in the hold with 
filt water, and brought her fomewhat 
more by thehead, Today I hada feiton 
madein my neck, for the cafe of my head, 
having oftenus’d blifters and other remedies 
tonopurpote, We loft fight of the Za/- 
India Merchant \aft night, the having 
tack’d in the night, by reafon of two gram- 
pus’s, the men that look’d out faw a 
head of the thip, which they took to be two 
rocks, as we underftood fince. OF thefe 
grampus’s thereare great numbers in this 
fea, being as big as {mall whales, and are 
much enamour’d with the fhips, which 
they will follow and wantonly play about, 
fuppoling it, I prefume, fome great gi- 
gantick brother of their watry element, 
We ule to have good diverfion in fecing a 
fifh, call’da thrafher, combat thefe gram- 
pus’s s for where-ever they meet they quar- 
rel; asnearasIcan guels ’tis about four 
yards long, but very flender: When iten- 
Gages it raifés itfelt an end, quite out of 
the water, and falls upon the grampus 
with fuch violence, that we could hear 
the noift, and fee the breach in the fea the 
blow made, above a mile; we obferved 
the latitude this day, in.oo® 25/ N. 

Monday the 6th. Plying to windward 
along fhore in the morning, we fpy’d a 
fhip at an anchor under the Jand, and in 
Jefs than an hour fhe got under fail, and 
ftood off tous; we made a clear fhip for 
her, but it proving hazey weather we loft 
fight of her. This morning we crof&’d 
the line, being by our obfervation at noon 
in 10 minutes S. latitude 3 at which time 
our negroes being all upon deck at their 
dinners, a young tiger I hadaboard, which 
was given me by Mr. Ronan, at Cape Corce 
caftle, and which I kept ina wooden cage 
upon the quarter-deck, broke out of ity 
feiz’d upona negroe woman’s leg, and in 
an inftant, before any of us could come 
to her refeue, tore the calf quite off, 
which as foon as one of our quarter-matters 
perceiv’d, he ran to him, and giving, him 
a little blow with the flat of a cutlafs, the 
tiger couch'd down likea fpaniel dog, and 
the man took him up in his arms, drage’d 
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him along, and without any refiftance, 
or harm, pent him up in hiscoop again. 
»Twas ftrange to me to obferve this 
ravenous wild creature, that he would be 
as familiar with our white men as a fpaniel, 
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along this coaft withoutany danger, We Prussins 
were at noon this day in laticude 00% 24 ~V~ 
fouth. ‘Augult 

Wednefdaythe 8th; Yefterday atewelve °° 
we tack’d to the fouth, and layup S. by B. 


Jetting them play with him, ftroak him, 
take him by the tongue or paw, and would 
wantonly lick theirhands, pac chem with his 
foorlike a cat, without offering the leaft 
injury + but when he faw a black, tho” at 
2 diftance, he would grow raving mad, 
bounce and leap in his cageas if he would 
break it to pieces, and his yes would look 
like perfeét fire, fo that I was forced to 
get a larger and ftronger coop made for 
him: andalways hang an old {ail before 
it to blind him, while the flaves were at 
vigtuals, elfe there was no appealing of 
him; bucaclatthe thew’d himfelf a true 
tiger to us, and that nature is not to be 
chang’, as I fhall obferve hereafter, 
Tuefday the 7th. This Day we ply’d 
along, fhore to the fouth, taking the oppor- 
tunity of the land breeze to {tand off with, 
and the fea breeze to ftandin 5 which we 
boldly did into 12 fathom in the day-time, 
and 15 in the night, as may be done all 


with a fine freth gale ar S. W, by W. till 
four in the evening, when heaving the lead 
we had but 10 fathom water, tho’ we were 
above four leagues off thore, the pitch of 
cape Lopus being then. jut difeernables 
bearing §. W. by W. fix leagues off: We 
were then abreatt of a great white find 
upon the fhore, which reach’d far up on 
the land,. which I judge to be about the 
river of Gabon, and which the Dutch wag- 
goner takes notice of, and calls the Grote 
White Pleken, of which there runs.a fand a 
great way into the fea, which made us have 
fuch fhoal water at that diftance ; but 
there is nodanger, being gradual foundings 
all along into the fhore. We made feveral 
trips to windward till noon this day : we 
were by our obfervation in latitude 00° 35/ 
S.3 cape de Lopo Gonzales, bearing then due 
fouth five leagues off, beinga low land, and 
feeming as underneath, 


Thurfday the 9th. From noon yetter- 
day we ftood off shore, lying up W. by S. 
and W.S. W. till four; then in again, 
lying S.S, by S. till fix; when reflecting 
on the time it might coft me to endeavour 
to get into cape Lepus, (where I defign’d 
to wood and water) by reafon of the uncer- 
tainty of the winds, and the current fetting 
us to leeward which together with my 
negroes dying very faft, and the want of 
fome provifionsI was in, made me refolve 
to ftand over for the iland of St. Thomas, 
about 40 leagues diftant, not doubting 
fetching of it, being fo far to the fouth of 
the line: Accordingly at fix tack’d to the 
W. cape Lopus then bearing S. S. E. di- 
flant feven leagues. We lay up well, W. by 
S. and W.S. W. at night, cill fix this 
Morning ; when the wind feanted to S. W. 
by S. and $. W. fo that we could lie but 
W. by N. and W.N. W. till noon this 
day, when had good obfervation in the 
latitude 00? 19/ S. 

Friday the roth. Thefe 24 hours we 
have had the windsat S. by W. and S.S.W.. 
We lying up for moft part W. by S. until 
12 this day ; when I much admired we 
could not fee the ifland, having by our 
reckonings run the length of it; but the 
weather was very dark and hazey, fo that 
we had no obferyation. 


Saturday the 11th. From noon yefter- 
day we lay up W. by S. and W. S. W. till 
two in the evening, when our men from 
the top-maft head, faw the ifland to the 
N.W. ofus: At three I faw it off the deck, 
the fouth point bearing W. by N. the 
north point N. W. by W. and the Cabras 
N. W. diftantabout fix leagues. At four 
had but little wind till eight, then {mall 
bre: S. by W. we lying up W. by S. 
till 12, when being near the iflandwe tack’d 
of, lying S. E. till four; then in again, 
and lay by till feven, when being clear day- 
light we bore up along the ifland for the 
town, having, gradual foundings from 14 
to feven fathom water; but a little to 
windward of the town, ona fudden we had 
but five fathoms upon which I edg’d off, 
and as I went off flill fhoal’d my water to 
four fathom and half, which fo frighted 
me that I let go my anchor in four fathom 
and a quarter, right abreatt the caltle s 
but here is no danger, it being no lefs 
water in two mile round, but deeper into 
the fhore, as I found afterward by found- 

ing. 
nas, the rath. Yefterday at noon, 
after having anchor’d, I went afhore to 
vifit the general, buthebeing dead, I was 
conduéted to the governor, who receiv’d 
me civilly; and after having afk’d me 
fome 
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that I wanted only wood and water, and 
fome provifions, gave me free liberty to 
fupply myfelf: He exprefs’d an admi- 
ration at my lying, fo far off at an anchor, 
hinting as tho” he believed I was unwilling 
to come under the command of the caftle 
guns, as other fhips did, affuring me there 
was the ufual and beft road; wherefore 
to remove his jealouly, this morning I got 
under fail, and ftood in till I came within 
mufket-fhot of thecaftle, and there let go 
my anchor in five fathom, moor’d my thip, 
faluted the cattle with five guns, and put 
all the negroe men into irons, left they 
fhould fwim away, being fo near the fhore : 
the caftle bore off us S.by E. About four 
days after my arrival, ‘came in here the 
Eaft-India Merchant, having pafs'd by the 
ifland to the fouth without feeing it, there- 
fore when they found their error, were 
forced to ftand back again in queft of it, and 
at laft found ic. 


eof The ifland of St. Thomas, inhabited by 


the Portuguefe, lies under the equator, 
the middle of it being in 00° 10’ N. about 
45 leagues W. N. W. from cape Lopus, 
and 40 due W. from the river of Gabon: Ic 
is full of high mountains, which arecover’d 
over with thick groves of tall trees; and 
during the time I was afhore I don’t re- 
member that I ever faw the tops of them 
free from great heavy clouds, which occa- 
fions a continual mitt or drifling rain upon 
themsand from their conftantdroppingsare 
derived fine {mall rivulets of water, which 
irrigate and moiften the valliesunderneath. 

The town lies on the north-eaft fide of 
the ifland, in the bottom of a fine bay ; 
may contain about 200 houfes, large and 
well built, but moft of boards and rafters 
only, with galleries and great opsn win- 
dows round about them, for conveniency 
of air, &c, There be fome houfes buile 
‘of good fquare ftone, but very few. Thro’ 
the town there runsa fmall frefh brook into 
the fea, over which is built a little bridge 
of one arch, which they fay lies direétly 
under the equinoétial ; and that in paffing 
from one end of the bridge to the other, 
you crofs the line: In this little river we 
fill’d all our water, which to my tafte and 
apprehenfion feem’d very good, tho’ the 
diftempers and mortality that afterwards 
happen’d among my men and flaves, made 
me fufpect it did partake of fome of the 
malignity of the, ifland thro’ which ic 
runs. 

The moft convenient time to fill it is 
in the night, by reafon the women of the 
town are wafhing cloaths, and otherwife 
dirtying and defiling the water all the day- 
time, along the river above the place where 
we fill: therefore we left our cooper and 


two feamen every night with our cafk 
afhore to fill them, and roll them to the 
fea-fide, ready for the longboat to hoift in 
in the morning and carry aboard; the 
cooper and other men, when they had 
done their bufinels, for the reft of the 
night were lodg’d in the houfe of Signior 
Lorena de Sox, a native of Tercera, 
‘one of the weftern iflands, and now mar. 
ry’d here, and captain of a finall Porty- 
guefe vellel belonging to this ifland, with 
which he ufés to goand trade upon the coaft 
of Guiney, for gold and aves, and fome- 
times to Brazil for fugars, Gc. He was 
very obliging and affiftant to us in our 
bufinefs, and teftify’d a great deal of af. 
fection to us and defire to ferve us, for 
which we gratefully requited him: One 
of our men arm’d was conftantly oblig’d 
to watch the cafk in the night, elfe the 
Portuguefe, who are the greateft thieves in 
the world, would fteal all their iron hoops 
off, Fire-wood is here plenty, and very 
good round wood, of which for 11 dollars 
Lbought my longboat, that would ealily 
carry 12 tons, as full and deep as I durit 
load her: Iwas fupply’d with it by Ena- 
nuel Fernando, who was a negroe Ports. 
§ucJéy but one of the greateft men for qua- 
lity and riches in the iMland, being chief 
fecretary to the king of Portugal here : 
His negroes cut it, and his canoes brought 
it to our longboat, fo chatwe had no trou- 
blein the leatt, but to load her as deep as 
the could fwim aboard, 

This ifland affords the beft pork that 
ever I tafted, it being impoffible for any 
ficth to be more palatable, or eat fiveeter 5 
and here is fuch plenty of it, that for three 
dollars we could buy a fine large young 
hog, fit for falting, which ata crown per 
dollar is but 15s. Here are all other pro- 
vifions in great plenty 5 their kine are but 
{mall, which we could buy for five dollars 
per head: They have fine large poultry, 
10 of which we could buy for a dollars 
and the market is daily ftock’d with good 
freth fifh. We fupply’d ourfelves with 
fome Indian corn, figolas, or kidney- 
beans, plantins, yams, potatoes, cocoa- 
nuts, limes, oranges, &c. for the ufe and 
refrefhment of ournegroes, at the follow- 
ing rates, viz. 

Indian corn at two alears per dollar. 

Figolas, or kidneybeans, at dollars three 
per cheft, which would contain near four 
buthels. 

Plantins at dollars two and a half per 
thoufand, by tale, 

Yams, which are great large roots, and 
eat very fweet, much like a potato in tafte, 
at dollars 25 per thoufand, by tale. 

Cocoa-nuts at dollars 10 per thoufand 
nuts. 


Limes, 
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they meet daily to truck with each other, Pinesrs. 


Limes, oranges, limons, bananas, &c, 
for little or nothing; fo that this ifland 
is well fapply’d with all things for the 
ufe of man in great abundance : but the 
unhealthinefs of it, lying under the tor- 
rid zone, palls the delights of the inhabi- 
tants, and imbitcers all their plenty ; for 
the climate is fo fickly, efpecially in De- 
cember, Fanuary, and February, that moft 
of the white people feverely feel the ef 
feats of it, being feldom free from agues, 
fevers, and fluxes ten days together ; the 
lat of which is the moft reigning and dan- 
gerous diftemper. To prevent which, 
when I was enquiring of the governor 
and fome other gentlemen of the ifland, 
the propereft method, they very kindly 
advifed me, asa fecret, every night, be- 
fore Lwent to fleep, to wath clean, and 
dabble my fundamentwith luke-warm wa- 
ter for half a quarter of an hour, and af 
fur’d me, it was their own con{tanc cuftom 
every night. I gave them thanks, and 
pucitin practice ; buttho’ it preferv’d me 
poffibly from the flux, yet it could not 
guard me from a fever, which foon feiz’d 
me, and of which I had a moft violent 
fit; bat by the bleffing of God, and care 
of my honeft doétor Mr. Gordon, who 
continually ply’d me with vomits, bleed- 
ings, lifters, glifters, and what elfe he 
thought proper, I at length recover'd. 

‘The town may contain about 200 white 
inhabitants, who all look like fhadows, 
and feldom any of them arrive at the 
age of fifty years, tho” thenegroes which 
are here in great numbers, agree well 
enough with the climate, which is fo 
very malignant, that few or none of the 
Portugueze would come to live here but 
fuch as are forc’d to fice, or are banifh’d 
their country for fome villanies. They 
told me that Thappen'd to come here in 
the healthieft time of the year, tho’ my 
poor men and negroes, by their ficknefs 
and mortality, made it appear unhealthy 
enough; and if that was their beft, the 
Lord deliver every body from their worft 
feafons. 

The fugar that is made here is very 
coarfe and dirty, and feldom well cured 5 
but they have often fupplies of very good 
from Brajil; tho? at this time the ifland 
was fo bare, that I could not furnifh my- 
felf with an hundred weight that was fit 
for man’s ufe, at any price. 

They make ftore of rum here, but ’tis 
fad ftinking raw ftuff. There are a great 
many plantations and houfes well built, 
which, as we failed along the ifland, 
look’d very delightful. This ifland, as 
well as St. Jago, breeds great quantities 
of monkies and baboons, which, I have 
been told, have a certain place where 
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one bringing a plaintain, another a yam, 
another an orange, banana, potatoe, or 
fome other merchandize, and fo each ex- 
changes what he has with fome other ba. 
boon for what he wants or likes better, 
and after repair home to their quarters 
Thave nothing to fay to the truth of this, 
having never been upon their exchange, 
nor feen their traffick ; but I have feen 
fuch aétions from thefe creatures, aping 
mankind, that were very furprizing, Pa- 
rakets or green birds are here in fuch 
numbers, that for half a dollar we could 
buy a cane cage with forty of them in it. 
I purchas’d near 500 of them, but could 
not bring above a dozen alive to Barba- 
does, the leaft cold killing them, 
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The caftle lies about a quarter of a The cafle. 


mile from the town upon a neck of land 
at the entrance of the bay. It may have 
about twenty old guns, fome mounted, 
and fome difmounted, the walls being 
very ruinous and weakly mann’d, fo that 
it ferves more for a fearecrow than any 
thing elfe ; for I would have undertaken 
to have brought off, burnt or funk every 
velfel they had in the port, with my 
own thip and boats only, in fpite of what 
refiftance the caftle or town could make. 
And I believe the reafon why the town 
isnot more molefted or taken from them, 
is the poverty of it, there being nothing 
to be got but provifions, together with 
the unhealthinefs of it. Here are great 
quantities of palm-oil made, of which we 
could buy a barrel containing twenty odd 
gallons for fix dollars, which in Barba 
does would yield three pounds. The road 
where the thips lie 1s good and clean 
ground: about a league to the N. E. of 
which lie two large rocks or little ilands, 
about a mile off thore, call’d the Cabras 5 
a litle to leeward of which is good riding, 
clofe to the fhore, near a fine river to 
fill water, and there you may cut your 
wood your felf for little or nothing, and 
the country people will bring you down 
all neceflaries that you want, belides, 
that you fave the cuftoms that you are 
oblig’d to pay if you lie at the town, 
which for every fhip, little or greac, is 
one negroe flave to the general, or who 
is deputed by him, for leave to wood, 
water, @c. cight dollars to the captain 
of the caftle, and one dollar to the ar- 
gulite, who comes aboard you, none of 
the inhabitants daring to come, or to 
trade with you in the leaft, withour per- 
miffion from the governor. The ifland 
is about twelve leagues long, N. and S. 
and about ten leagues broad. 


Having completed all my bufinefs Aug. 25, 


afhore in fourteen days that I lay here, 
Ooo yefter- 
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yefterday in the afternoon I came off with 
a refolution to goto fea, Accordingly 
about fix in the evening we got up our 
anchors, and fet fail for Barbadoes, being, 
forc'd to leave the Eajt-lndia merchant 
behind, who could not get ready to fail 
in nine or ten days ; which time { could 
not afford to ftay, in refpedt of the mor- 
tality of my: negroes, of which two or 
three died every. day, alfo the fmall quan- 
tity of provifions I had to ferve for my 
paffage to Barbadoes. We ttood off E. 
and E. by N. with a fimall breeze at 
S. W. till’8, when we had a fine freth 
gale at/S, fteering off N.E, N.N.E. 
and N, till 10 o’clock, when we were 
abreaft the Cabras, then hal’d up N. N. 
W. and N, W. till 12, at which time 
it fell ftark calm, and continued fo ull 
noon this day, We were forc’d to go 
away to leeward of the ifland, becaufe the 
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winds here are between the S. and W, 
S$, W. conftantly, and the current’ fers 
ftrong to the N, fo that there was no 
plying againft wind and tide. 

‘Sunday the 26th. Yefterday attwoiin the 
evening {prung upa fine breeze atS.S. W, 
but foon veerd to W. S. W. we keeping 
up W.N. W. and N. W. the wind often 
shifting a point or two. At noon this day 
the ifland of St. Thomas being in latitude 
00° 10! N. bore off us S. E. + E, diftant 
14 leagues, from which take my depar« 
ture for Barbadoes, we being then 27 miles 
to the N. and 33 miles to the weft of ir, 
as appears by the following table, which 
T have rather chofe to annex, fhewing 
the courfe of our failing every day, than 
write every 24 hours work down at large, 
which had been tedious, fince nothing ex- 
traordinary occurr’d tous in our voyage 
but what I fhall briefly recount afterwards.

From Sunday the 26th of Augu? we 
us'd all our diligence to get to the fouth- 
ward of the equator, for the fteady S, E. 
winds that conftantly blow that fide, but 
were fo held by the nofe with S. $, W. 
and S. W. winds, that we could not crofs 
the line till Sunday the 2d of September, 
having then made W. departure from the 
iland of St. Thomas 492 miles, or leagues 
164. 

We continued creeping to the fouth- 
ward for frefher gales till Monday the

I obferv’d, that 
the more we went to the fouthward, the 
flronger we had the winds, and the more 
they veer'd to the eattward ; bue efteem- 
ing our felves foutherly enough, and hav- 
ing as much wind, and as fair as we did 
delire, we fteer’d away W. keeping about 
the fame latitude, with the winds always

y occurr’d to us in our voyage, exclufive of 
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Punurs. between the S. by E. and E. by S. till 
SAY Sunday the 16th, when. judging that we 
Toon, had run a fufictent diftance weft to the 
fouthward of the line, we alter’d our 

courfe to N. W.and N. N. W. to crofs it 

again to the northward 5 which we did 

upon the 18th, finding our felves at noon 

% that day by our oblervation in 00° 8 north 
latitude, having then made meridian di- 
ftance in all from the ifland of St. Thomas 
to the weltward 30° 40’, or leagues 613, 
of which we ran 449 leagues, or twenty- 
two degrees and an hal f, on the fouth 
fide of the line. . 

We now made it our care to get to the 
N. for the other trade-wind, keeping our 
courfe N. N. W.and N. W. having our old 
wind ftill attending us at. S. E.andS. E. 
but blowing fainter every day ull Mon- 
day the 24th, when we being in latitude 
99° 20! N. it took its final leave of us, 
7 having then made welting in all from St. 
=f Thomas 37° 9, or leagues 743. The 
winds came about to W. N. W. and W. 
with many fhowers of rain, and dirty 
fqually weather; from which time we 
had fainc whiflling various winds, and 
tedious troublefome calms, till the 4th of 
Offober, being in 12° 44/ north latitude, 
p it fettled at W. and S. W. with dirty 
ftormy weather; therefore being appre- 
henfive of a long paffage, I put our men 
to fhort allowance of provifions, and to 
: two quarts of water a man per day, boil- 
ing our provifions in falc water. 

‘We continued perplexed with calms 
4 (in which the heats were moft intenfe and 
unfupportable) finall gales, between the 
W. and S. W. till the eleventh, we were 
fF, in 14° 28/, being then to the W. of St. 
Thomas 42° 21/, or leagues 847, much 
admiring that we did not fall in with the 
i N.E. trade wind, being we were fo far 

north ; but thet evening fprung up a 
fmall gale at N. E. which continued 
fhuffing between the N. E. and S. E. 
blowing gently till the 20th, when it be- 
gan to frefhen, continuing between the 
aforefaid points, we ftcering W. by S. 
and W. for Barbadees, and keeping, as 
near as we could in 13° 12/ N, the al- 
lowed latitude of that ifland, till the 4th 
Novemb. of November at noon we difcried it, bear- 
ing off us W. by N. diftant 7 leagues, 
I had then very good obfervation in 13° 
4/.N. fo that I make the ifland to lie in 
13° 8/, and 68° 49’ meridian diftance 
weft of St, Thomas: and whatever fome 
pretend, that ‘tis but 60 or 62 degrees 
weft longitude from Cape Lopus, 1 mutt 
beg their excufe, if I believe they are 
miftaken, notwithftanding their pofitive- 
nefs and magifterialnefs in afferting its 
for Lam fure we kept our reckoning with 


all the care and art that navigation could 
furnifh us with. Wedtood in tills, when 
being within 3 leagues of the ifland, we 
laid the fhip’s head off, and lay by till 
morning, when we fill’d our fails, and 
bore away along the ifland for Carlie bay, 
‘About § in the evening we got about 
Needbam’s point, and foon let go our 
anchor in 20 fathom water, having not 
time to birth our felyes that night; but 
next morning we warp’d into 8 fathom, 
and moor’d our fhip fecure ;_ for which 
mercy God be prais’d. 

We fpent in our paffage from St. Tho- 
mas to Barbadoes two months eleven days, 
from the 25th of Auguj? to the 4th of 
November following : in which time there 
happen’d fuch ficknefs and mortality 
among my poor men and negroes, that 
of the firft we buried 14, and of the lait 
320, which wasa great detriment to our 
voyage, the royal African company lo- 
fing ten pounds by every flave that died, 
and the owners of the fhip ten pounds 
ten fhillings, being the freight agreed on 
to be paid them. by the charter-party for 
every negroe deliver’d alive afhore to the 
African company’s agents at Barbadoes 5 
whereby the lofs in all amounted to near 
6560 pounds fterling ‘The: diftemper 
which my menas wellas the blacks moftly 
died of, was the white flux, which was 
fo violent and inveterate, that no medi- 
cine would in the leaft check it; fo that 
when any of our men were feiz’d with ic, 
we efteem’d him a dead man, as he ge- 
nerally proved. I cannot imagine what 
fhould caufe it in them fo fuddenly, they 
being free from it till about a week after 
we left the ifland of St. Tomas. And 
next to the malignity of the climate, I 
can attribute it co nothing elfe but the 
unpurg’d black fagar, and raw unwhole- 
fome rum they bought there, of which 
they drank in punch to great excels, and 
which it was notin my power to hinder, 
having chaftis’d feveral of them, and 
flung over-board what rum and fugar I 
could find; and was forced to clap one 
Lord, our trumpeter, in irons, for his 
being the promoter of their unfeafonable 
caroufing bouts, and going in one of his 
drunken fits with his knife co kill the 
boatfwain in his bed, and committing 
other enormities: but tho’ he remained 
upon the poop day and night in irons for 
two months, without any other fhelter 
than the canopy of heaven, he was never 
troubled with any ficknefs, but made 
good the proverb, That naught’s never in 
danger, or that be who is born to be bang’dy 
&c. I have given fome account of him 
elfewhere, therefore fhall fay no more 
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The negroes are fo incident to the 
fmall-pox, that few fhips that carry them 
efcape without it, and fometimes it makes 
yait havock and deftruétion among them : 
but tho’ we had roo at a time fick of it, 
and that it went thro? the fhip, yet we 
Joft not above a dozen by it. All the 
affiftance we gave the difeafed was only 
as much water as they defir’d to drink, 
and fome palm-oil to anoint their fores, 
and they would generally recover with= 
out any other helps but what kind nature 
gave them, 

One thing is very furprizing in this 
diftemper among the blacks, that tho? it 
immediately infects thofe of their own 
colour, yet it will never feize a white 
man; for I had feveral white men and 
boys aboard that had never had that dif 
temper, and were conftantly among the 
blacks that were fick of it, yet none of 
them in the Jeaft catch’d it, tho? it be 
the very fame malady in its effedts, as 
well as fymptoms, among the blacks, as 
among us in England, beginning, with the 
pain in the head, back, thivering, vo- 
miting, fever, c. But what the fmall- 
pox fpar'd, the flux fwept off, to our 
great regret, after all our pains and care 
to give them their meffes in due order 
and feafon, keeping their lodgings as 
clean and fweet as poffible, and enduring 
fo much mifery and ftench fo long among 
a parcel of creatures naftier than fwines 
and after all our expedtations to be de- 
feated by their mortality. No gold-finders 
can endure fo much noifome Mavery as 
they do who carry negroes; for thofe 
have fome refpite and fatisfaétion, but 
we endure twice the mifery; and yet by 
their mortality our voyages are ruin’d, 
and we pine and fret our felves to death, 
to think that we fhould undergo fo much 
mifery, and take fo much pains to fo 
little purpofe. 

Ideliver’d alive at Barbadoes to the 
company’s factors 372, which being fold, 
came out at about nineteen pounds per 
head one with another. 

About three weeks ere I arriv’d at 
Barbadoes there happen’d a very fevere 
hurricane, which had put moft of the 
thips in the road afhore, of which I faw 
about $ or 9 beat to pieces among the 
rocks. The Brijtol man of war captain 
Gurney flipt his cables, and got out to 
fea ere the violence of it came, and re- 
turn’d after it was over. The Play-Prize, 
captain Bowls, with two or three more 
fhips, rid it out ; and the Tiger captain 
Sherman, who had parted hence with col. 
Kendal, the late governor, for England, 
met with fuch violent ftorms, that he loft 
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his maft, and was forced to put back for Pacts. 


thisiland to refit. 

I fhall pretend to give no account of % 
thisifland, which is fo well known, being 
one of our own plantations, but only ob 
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ferve, chat tho’ it be a pretty pleafant Plague. 


fpot, and inhabited by a great many wor- 
thy hofpitable gentlemen, yet it was it’s 
fate now to be violently infeéted with the 
plague, fo that in the late war it proved 
a perfect grave to moft that came there, 
all new-comers being generally feiz’d with 
the peftilenee 5 of which very few recover’d. 
Capt. Thomas Sherman, in his majelty’s 
thip Tiger, intwo years that he lay there, 
bury’d out of her 600 men, as he told me, 
tho’ his complement was but 220, but 
fill preffing new out of the merchant 
thips that came in, to recruit his number 
in the room of thofe that died daily. I 
loft about 18 of my men by it, and, in 
truth, did not expeét to efcape myfelf, 
and therefore was fo indiferenc, that there 
was not a friend or acquaintance of mine 
feiz’d with the diftemper, but I freely and 
frequently went to vilit him, which poflibly 
was the reafon that lefeaped it, by having 
accuftom’d myfelf to the town, and molt 
infectious air, from the beginning, which 
Idid by advice of the ever h 
worthy Col. Kendal to whof 
and affection I was beholden for a great 
many benefits and good offices here (being 
myfelf a ftranger to the ifland,) whi 
thofe thar kept in the country, in better 
air, for fear of it, were commonly infedted 
when they came on any bufinefs to town. 
Here died about 20 mafters of thips du- 
ring my ftay here of which number were 
poor Capt. Gurney and Bowls, that com- 
manded his majefty’s fhips Bri/fol and 
Play-prize. Iwas lodg'd in Bridgtown, at 
the hoafe of Mr. William Shaller, from 
whom I receiv’d a great deal of civility 
and affiftance in my bufinefs, upon the 
account and recommendation of my honeft 
old friend, Mr. Roger Shaller of London, 
his brother; and indeed I receiv’da great 
deal of refpeét and kind treatment from 
all the honeft gentlemen in the ifland, who 
are very generous, and for whom I fhall 
ever entertain an honourable eftecm. 
Having gotaboard near 700 hogtheads 
of fugars, atnine and ten fhillings per hun- 
dred freight for Mujcevadaes, and 11 for 
Clay'd; fome cotton at 2d. per Ib. and ginger 
at$ s.per cent. we govall clear to fail againft 
the ad of April, the Tiger man of war be- 
ing then ready to carry Col. Kendal to 
England, and to take under her convoy 
fuch fhips as were ready to fail at that time, 
of which there were {mall and great about 
30, 7 of which were merchant-men of 28 
Ppp guns 
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by Capt. Sherman to make the line of bar- 
tle, in cafe we met an enemy, he being 
pleas’d to appoint me, in the Havinibal, to 
Jead on the ftarboard tack, and Capt. 
Buttrom, in the Faulkenberg, on the Jar- 
board tack, in cafe of engaging, while 
himfelf_ kept the centre; and the other 
thips of the line were difpos’d for feconds. 
Col. Kendal having difengaged himfelf from 
the multitude of gentlemen that came to 
attend him, and wifh hima good voyage, 
the 2d of April in the evening got aboard 
the Tiger, with adifcharge of all the can- 
non round the town; and the 3d in the 
evening we fer fail for England, with the 
Chefier man of war in our company, which 
Col. Cothrington, the general of the lee- 
ward iflands, had fent from Antigua to Bar- 
badoes, to flrengthen out convoy, till we 
were patt Dijeada, upon advice hd had re- 
ceiv’d, that there was a fquadron of ch 
men of war ftom Murtinico, waiting for us 
thereabouts. 

Wednefday the 3d. Yefterday about 4 
in the evening we got under fail, and ftood 
out of Carlijle bay, and then laid our fore- 
top-isil to the maft, and drove to leeward 
to wait for the reft of the feet: Ac feven 
were abreaft thehole, We had great pop- 
ling fea, but litle wind at night, till this 
day atnoon. 

surjay the 4th. From noon yefterday 
but little wind till fix in the eve 
which time had afmall gale 
nd of Barbadoes then beari 
diftanc feven leagues. 

From Thurjday the 4th, until Sunday the 
7th, the Chofer kept us company, when 
efteeming ourfelves: clear of all danger, 
fhe food away for dutigua. We have had 
the winds at E, and E, by N. lying up 
N.N. E, and N, by E. until “day the 
12th of April, the wind veer’d to S. 
E. and S.E. fine gales and Mond: 
rsth toS. S.S, W. and S. W. we fteer- 
ing N.N.E. and N. E. by N. with good 
weather, till Thurfday the 18th. At noon 
we were in latitude 29° 24/ N. having then 
made from Barbadoes $0 miles eafling, the 
fea being cover’d over witha yellowith fort 
of weed, like rufhes, drove from, the 
gulph of /orida with the violent current 
there, 

Friday the 19th. _ In the morning ’twas 
my unhappinels to be feized with violent 
convullions in my head, together with a 
vertigo, fo that I could not ftand, and 
all things Ilook’d on turn’d round; the 
vertigo was much allay’d foon,but the con- 
vulfions continued fo fevere upon me, that 
I was forced for moft part to keep my bed, 
till we made the ifland of Scilly, which 
was upon the 22d of May, in which time 


a 


the hearing of my left ear was much im- 
pair’d, I having loft the hearing of my 
right car upon the coalt'of’ Giiiney, by a 
former fic: And now having none to look 
after me, (my doétor having died of the 
plague in Barbadoes) my deatnefs increas’ 
daily. ‘There was nothing remarkable in 
our paflage, but the death of madam 
North, Col. Ruffél’s daughter-in-law ; 
the misfortune befell one of my ca 
boys, who playing with the tiger in his 
cage, with his hand, along time withour 
any offence; at length he feratch’d his 
hand againft the point of a nail, fo thar ir 
bled a little; as foon as the tiger faw the 
blood, he feiz’d upon his hand, andin an 
inftant tore it to pieces, almoft as far as 
the wrilt ere we could difengage him, the 
ends of the nerves and torn finews hang- 
ing about like firings, mott difmal to be- 
hold. [fired a gun for the man of war to 
lie by, and fene for his furgeon, who 
drefs'd it, till with a north-eaft wind we 
putinto Falmouth, on the 24th of 
where I left him afhore with the beit 
geon in the town for cure, and’ parted 
thence the 28th, with the wind at N. W. 
but coming out of the harbour, my mate 
run the {hip aground, asan earneft or omen 
of what follow’da! With the affiftance 
of my friend Capt. Sherman’s boat, fhe was 
foon gotafloatagain, withoutany damage, 
and join’d the reft of the fleet. The 2gth in 
the morning we were off of Plymouth found, 
and in the evening that day off the Sy 
we join’d the homeward bound Bilboa 
under convoy of Capr. Hugzs, in the Ro- 
chefler, and Capt. Guyin the Crown men 
of war, with whom we continu’d dll we 
came to the eaft of Beachybead, when the 
wind taking usthore ac E.N. E. we thought 
to tide it into the Dawns ; accordingly the 
firft of ‘Fune, plying to windward with the 
tide of flood, and my mace, who was 
drunk, ftanding with the fhip off fhore, 
and Capt. Gillum, a New England man, ot 
28 guns, ftanding in, the two thips draw- 
ing nigh, and both, thro? obftinacy and 
folly, refufing tobear up, or tack in time, 
they run aboard each other, our ftemlings 
in her midfhips, and beat her fide in fo, 
that he was fore’d to bring his fhip upon 
the heel with his guns, to keep her from 
finking, but he carry’d away our ship's 
head and boltfprit, foremaft and foretop- 
matt, funk our three boats that were a- 
ftern, and had not the Hannibal been & 
ftrong well-built old fhip, "twas enough to 
havefunk her too: Iwasin my bedextreme- 
ly fick, and knew nothing of the acci- 
dent, till my fteward came running, into 
my round-houfe, with his hands lifted up, 
tearsin his eyes, and terror and confufion 


imhis face: I could not hear what he faid, 
ner

nor imagine what was the matter, but full 
of conflernation, twenty milchiefs pre- 
fented themfelves to my thoughtsat once, 
as fire, running aground, the enemy, 
foundring, &c. but getting out of bed as 
fut as Icould, and crawling to the cuddy 
door, I faw the fad difafter, and the poor 
fhip like a wreck floating in the fea, with 
her mat and rigging dangling about her 
cars. I caus’d them immediately to make 
a wef with our enfign, and fire guns for 
helps and the Rochejter and Crown men of 
war very kindly bore down to usyand my old 
acquaintance Capt. Guy (who had formerly 
been lieutenant of the Hannibal, when the 
was employ’d as a 4ch rate in his majelty’s 
fervice) took the end of our ftream-cable 
into his gun-room-port, and tow’dus after 
him for Spithead, where all the fhips were 
now crouding for, the wind being contrary, 
and lookinglike dirty weather: He likewile 
fent his lieutenant, boatfwain, and 3oable 
feamen to help rightup my hip, and fix 
fome jury malts; we were forced to cut 
away and loofe our boats, and moft of our 
broken mafts and rigging, my old drunken 
beaft of a mate Robjon, that was the oc 
fion of it, lying dead drunk afleep upon che 
forecaftle, while oursand the men of wars 
men got down the maintop-maft, and fit- 
ted him for a jury forematt, and the main- 
top-gallant-maft for a foretop-maft, mak- 
ing a boltfprit of an old boom we had 
we fet our mainfail, and with that and 
our final fails afore, together with the 
Crown's tugging of us, we got fafe to 
Spithead, where all the reft of the hips 
were come before, 

This laft unexpeéted accident, fo near 
home, did fo grieve and affliét me, that 
my convulfions grew more violent’ than 
ever, whereby before we reach'd Spithead, 
my hearing was quite gone: When our 
Ship was anchor’d, I fent an account to Sir 
Feffrey Feffreys, and other owners, of our 
difatter, and of the fhip’s and my own 
condition, requefting they would pleafe 
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to fend down a commander, mate, and Putexirs. 


boatfwain, totake care of their 
refit her for her paffige to London, Ubeing 
render’d incapable to do it, thro’ my 
deafnefs and indifpofition, and had dif. 
charg’d my mate as foon as we came to 
Spithead. “Accordingly Capt. Yobn Here- 
ford was difpatch’d with proper officers 
down to Paortfnouths to whom by my 
owners direétion I refign’d the command 
of their thips and after having deliver'd 
two chefts of gold I had aboard, to the 
royal African company’s fervants, who 


came with a guard for it, I went along 
with them in the coach up for London, in 


order to recover my health and hearing, 
having taken fome phyfick and let blood 
in thearm and forchead, for my giddinefs 
at Portfmouth. 

When I came to Loxdon, thro’ the kind- 
nefS and good-will of my friends and ac- 
quaintance, who were forry to fee me re- 
turn in that condition, I was advifed to a 
great many applauded phyficians, who all 
pretended they would cure my deafnefs : 
1 went under the care of feveral of them, 
who were the moft celebrated in that fa- 
mous city, by whole orders I was tor- 
mented by the apothecaries, with dofes of 
nalty phyfick every day, for four or fiv 
months time, and butcher’d by the fu 
geons with blifters, iffues, fetons, 
and fpent about 100 guineas among them, 
without receiving afarthir 
fore I did conceive it more prudence to bea 
my deafhefs as contentedly as I could, than 
any longer toundergo fo much mifery and 
charge, to no purpofe ; accordingly I 
fhook hands with the dostors, and being, 
render’d unfit for my employment, by my 
deafnefs, I fertled my affairs in London, 
took my leave of it, and came down to 
Wales, among my relations in Brecknock, 
my native town, there to fpend the reft of 
my life as eafily as Ecan, under my hard 
misfortune,

A VOYAGE into the North-Weft Paflage, 


Undertaken in the Year 1612, 


By the Merchants Adventurers of London, Sir George Lancafter 
Sir Thomas Smith, Mv. Ball, Mr. Cocken, and Mr. James 
Hall being Venturer with them, and Geneval of both the Ships. 


HE 10th of April, being Good- 
Friday, we haled both our thips 
into. Hull road, the one being 
of the burden of 140 tons, cal- 

led’ the Patience, we being 40 men and 
boys in hers the other of 60 tons, called 
the Heart’s-Ea/e, containing 20 men and 
boys, This day we crofs’d both our 
yards, and entred into pay, making fit 
to take the firft wind to fail withal, 

Monday, April 20, we fet failin Hull 
road, the wind at. S. E. and bore down 
to Cleene/i; and anchor’d; and towards 
night the wind came to the N. E, and fo 
we return’d into Pau! road again this 
nights being much wind.

6. Fames Pulley departed this life to the 
mercy of God, at three o'clock in the 
morning, and we bury’d him at noon upon 
one of the.jflands we rode by: Thisday alfo 
we cary’d the quarters‘of Mr. Barker’s 
all fhallop to be fer together by the car- 
pentérs afhore, that we might have our 
fhallops ready to go with us along to the 
northwards. 

7, 8, 9. Rainy weathery otherwife our 
fhallophad been done, and we gone from 
hence to the northwards; 

10. ‘he fhallop was done and Jaunch’d 
this day., Mr. Hall being gencrakof both 
the fhipsy did hold a parley with all the 
company of both fhips, ftrictly command- 
ing that none of us fhould barter for any 
thing, but Mr. Wilkinjon, who was mer- 
chant for the venturers, and them that 
were appointed by the merchant, in pain 
of forfeiting their wages; which articles 
were wifely anfwer'd by the officers of the 
thips. 

11. We crofs'd our yards, and got an 
anchor home, but the wind camecontrary, 
{pending our time in rowing from ifland to 
ifland, and the falvages came to and fro to 
our fhips, bringing, us freth fifh, which we 
bought for iron nails. 

13. One of the falvages brought two 
young feals, which he had kilPd at fea, 
and ourmafter bought them, and we haul’d 
them into the fhip, we wondering he could 
kill them at fea, it blowing fo much wind 
atS. W. 

14. This day, being Sunday, we came 
out with the wind N. N.E, and the falvages 
rowed to us, being 6 leagues off the land 
into the fea’ and for that our captain gave 
bne of them a knife. This day we ob- 
ferved the fun, and found the pole’s alti- 
tude to be 64 degrees, being the height of 
the place'we ‘came out of, being the har- 
bour Hope ; Wilkinfon's iMands and mount 


Hatcliff we rowed under, they bearing off 
us E, 

15. The wind at E. S. E. we failing 
along the land to the northward, N. by: 
FE. being fair weather. 

16. The windat N. by W. we failing 
into the fhore N. E.by E. This day Mr. 
Hall and Mr. Barker took their fhallops, 
being well mann’d, and rowed into the 
land to difcover the country, and to fee 
what traffick they couldhaye with falvages, 
This day lying off and on with our thips, 
they being afhore with the fhallops, the 
wind came out of the fea, and we ftocd of, 
failing N.N.W. The wind being come 
to welt, and the vice-admiral following of 
us, ftruck on a blind rock, and took no 
harm, praifed be God! our fhallops not 
coming tous till we were 5 or 6 leagues off 
the land. 

17. The wind at S. we failing along 
the land tothe northward N. by E. This 
day, being Wednofilay, we row'd with both 
our fhallops into the land, and founded 
the harbour we anchor’d in, being»the fe- 
cond harbour we came in. 

18. At8 o'clock at night we hada fore 
florm off the Jand at $. E. with fuch 
mighty whirl-winds, which came from the 
mountains, that all our cables we had, be- 
ing new ones, we bent to our great anchor, 
and Terit fall, to keep us from the rocks. 

19. In the morning we broke one of our 
cables, and we rode by our great anchor, 
having much wind and fain. 

20. The weather faired, and our ge- 
neral caufed our great pinnace to be made 
ready, and co row along the coaft, he going, 
with us himfelf, we being in her 22 men and 
boys. This day we rowed fome 4 leagues, 
and came toa greatiflandandanchor’d there 
3 hours; and from thence we went intoa 
river lying up E. by N. up the riv 

21. We rowed up the river ftill, and 
we found nothing in it for any profit, row- 
ing fome 3 leagues into it, the ice topping 
that we could get no further. 

22. Webeing lett by ice return’d and 
rowed outagain, and the falvages follow’d 
and row’d after us, and fo along with us, 
intending to do us fome harm; for when 
We came near any ifland they did throw 
ftones at us with their flings. 

23. The wind at N. N. W. and we 
row’d amongft the iflands to the north- 
ward, and focame toa greatriver, which 
troubled us to row over, there went fuch 
a forceable tide of flood, it being within 2 
league of Queen Anne Cape, and came to an 
ifland and refted us there till the flood was 
done, and then werowed about the cape and 
came toan ifland, whereon was.a warlock, 
and rowed into it and found ita good har- 
bour for thips. This day we rowed into a 

river, 
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us. This ifland our mafter call’d by the Garoxse. 


river, as we fuppofed, but found it to be 
a bay, we being 3 leagues to the north- 
ward of the cape. This day our men 
went afhore and kill’d 6 partridges, and 
fpy’d in a valley 7 wild deer, yet as foon 
as they did fee us, they did run away as 
faftas their feet could carry them. 

24. We row’d out again, and fo along 
the land. This day we came toa moun- 
tain, where we rowed to it amongft the 
ifands, taking it fora river our matter had 
been atafore, yet it was not: The mount 
we call’d Gabriel mount. 

25. Werow’d from thence toan ifland 
which lieth two leagues off the land, with 
many broken rocks about’it, that flretch 
from the main, and fo to the fea-board; 
and there we refted all that day, the wind 
blowing very much at N. it being againft

27. We rowed over to the north-fide of 
the river, and fought for a road{tead for 
our fhips, and found one, having 12 fa- 
thom deep, meaning to bring our Ships 
thither, with God’s help. 

28. We rowed to our hips again, hay- 
ing but two days victuals; none could we 
get, being from our fhips, the falvages eat- 
ing raw meat do kill with their darts, both 
fowl, fifth, and flefh, fo that there was 
Jittle to get but that they broughtus. 

29. We came to our fhipsagain, being 
from themninedays, having had much te- 
dious weather, with thicks and fnow, as 
we rowed along the coatt, itbeing fome 25 
Jeagues betwixt the thips and theKing’s-ford. 
The vice-admiral welcoméd us to our fhips 
with a volley of fmall fhot, being all in 
health, God be thanked. 

30. We made ready to fail to the river 
we had been at with our pinnace 5 fetching 
home an anchor, and getting our yards 
acrofs.

‘9, Being calm we towed with our boats 
and fhallops the vice-admiral to fea, our 
great pinnace going with them, our gene- 
ral and 12 of our men being alfo with them, 
they towing her aftern of them, he leaving 
his two mates and the quarter-mafters in 
the admiral, and chey to come after him 
in her to the King’s-ford.

13. At night we turned to the fea, fee- 
ing in the offing the other thip, our Vice 
Admiral, which had been put to the lee- 
ward of the place with contrary winds. 
That night we had much rain. 

14. Much wind foutherly, fo that we 
were forc’d to lie toand fro, fhort of our 
place, being hazey weather, and rain. 


This day one of our fmall fhallops broke 
loofe from our ftern, and we had much ado 
toget her again. Alfo at afternoon it be. 
came fair weather, fo that itclear’dup, and 
we got fightof land, and of the King?s-ford, 
and went in that night and anchor’d in the 
roaditead, where we founded afore with our 
pinnace, there being 12 fathom, and oozy 
ground; and we call’d the roadftead, 
Grampus-road, for many times grampus’s 
came into it. 


us our fmall fhallop bein; 
chief mafter-mate, Wi 
rowed to herand met them, and fp 
growing betwixt our general and him, he 
caus’d Mr, Barker to anchor in a little 
found, on the fouth-fide of the river, be- 
ing from us fome 3 leagues. Our general 
being angry would not come aboard of us, 
but was in the vice-admiral.

to, which put us in hopes that we fhould 
be rich men by it, yet it proved other- 
wife.

17, 18. The wind {till northerly, yet 
the vice-admiral turn’dout to the fea, go- 
ing toa river which he call’d Romblaesford, 
diftant from us 18 Jeagues to the north- 
wards. 

19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24. We rowed 
toand froin this greatriver, fecking if we 
could find any whales, to have kill’d one 
or two, that wemight have got fomething 


for the profit of the voyage, for Mr. 


ourgeneral, told us that the times he had 
been there afore, he had feen great abun- 
dance in this river of whales; and now we 


could fee none, Alfo we walk’d up the 
mountains to fecif we could kill any wild 
beafts, as bears, or deers, or wolves, but 
we fawnone. The caufe is, the people of 
the country kill them for meat, as 
wrote afore, fo that it is rare to fee any 
wild beatt in Greenland, more ftrange to 
catch them of us, yet we fee many times 
their footing. 

25. We wondered that thefalvages came 
not to us, but now one, and then one, 
thinking they had follow’d our vice-admi- 
ral, which was too true; for this day ac 
night came our vice-admiral, with our 
great pinnace at her ftern, her flag hanging 
down, and her ancient hanging down over 
her poop, which was a fign of death: we 
being moft of us afleep bue the watch, 
were foon awake, for our pinnace came 
aboard of us and told us of the death of 
our mafter and general, Fames Halls and 7 
how witha dart he was flain of one of the” 
falvages, and died the 23d of July s for 
being inthe thip’s boat,and his man/Villiam 
Huntriff, and two more, one of the fal- 
vages offer’d to fell him a dart, he taking 
up apiece of iron, in the mean time he 
threw his dart at him, and ftruck him 
through his cloaths into his body 4 inches 


upon 
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\ipomhis right fide, which gave his deach’s 
wound. Mr. Barker and 20 men more 
were in the great pinnace, on the other fide 
of the fhip; the which, if the filvages 
would, they might have kill’d) moft of 
them in the pinnace, ‘there being about 
them more than 150 boats of then, our 
men having no mufkers ready, nor any 
other provilion to prevent them from hurt- 
ing thems for our men did think they had 
come ina friendly manner to bargain with 
them yetiv proved otherwif, to thedan- 
ger of them all, and the lofs of our ge- 
neral.  Thisnews coming, contrary to our 
expectation, made us nota little forrowful. 
26. Mr. Barker, matter’ of the vice- 
admiral, being by our general, Mr. Hall, 
lying upon hisdeath-bed, authorized to be 
matter and general of? che fhips, and to dif- 
poft of all things according:to his likingy 
for the goodiof the voyage and’ fitety of 
the men, yet by thefe controverfics grow- 
ing amongftthe men, in that’ Mr, Wilkin 
Jon, doer for the venturers, and William 
Gordon, and Fobn Hemflay, mafter'mates, 
being vex’d, and ftomaching that he fhould 
be mafter of the admiral, and general of 
both the fhips, would not confent nor 
agree to it, they thinking to place.one 
of themfelves, but they falling to hard 
words, Mir. Barker leaving them, came 
afore the malt, and calling the reft of the 
company together, difcourfed from point 
to point the will and command of our 
general, late deceas’d, fhewing us with 
all the writings and full confents which he 
gave, with the confent of all the company 
in the vice-admiral, and fome of the chief 
officers who were there, in the admiral, 
asthe goldfmith, the furgeon, two quar- 
ter maiters, the cockfwain, and mafter of 
the pinnace, and 10 men more of the ad- 
miral’s company, who fet their hands to 
it, being his laft will and command, the: 
belonging all to theadmirals yet many of 
our company refpeéting neither writing, 
counfel, nor the confent of our late general 
deceas’d, cry’dout John Hemflay thall be 
our matter; which voice being heard in the 
fhip amongit all, we quartermatters, with 
the gunner, boatfwain, fargeon, trum- 
peter, and cooper, and other officers of 
the admiral and vice-admiral, ended the: 
uproar of the reft of the company, wich 
this conclufion, that Mr. Barker was 
better, wifer, more ancient, and more 
worthy of the place than theyshaving taken 
charge 20 years before, knowing by expe= 
rience many inconveniences which might 
befall us; befides having been ruler and 
overfecr of many good men in great thipsin 
this town of /ul, befides other places of 
this realm and having been one of the chief 
matters and wardens of the Trinity-boufe 
NAT MAG 
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one that was wife, and onethat would fpeak Garone. 
for usamong{t our merchants, and other AYN 


great men, if necd did require. ‘Thus we 
coming amongft the company, perfuading 
them that none had more right than he, 
they prefently confented, giving their 
hearty good will. 

27, 28, 29, 30. Having put in William 
Huntriffe, mater of the vice-admiral in his 
own place, he went himfelf mafter in the 
admiral, and head commander of both the 
Ships, caufing them to be made ready for 
returning homeward with as much hafte a 
we could make them, taking in ballaft into 
both the fhips, for to make them bear fail, 
finding in the thips two months viétuals, 
which well confider’d, was little enough 
to fupply our wanthomeward, fo that by 
the laft of this month of Yuly we were fit 
to fet fail with both our thips homeward. 

31. Yobn Gatonbe, one of the quarter 
mailers of the admiral, by intreaty of Mr. 
Barker, and the reft of the company of the 
vice-admiral, went for mafter-mate of her 5 
alfo two of our men more went aboard of 
the/Jeari’s-ea/e withour cloaths,in the room. 
of Mr. Barker and two men more that 
went home in the admiral. 

2. This day, the rt of Agni, our 
general Mr. Barker, Mr. Wilkinjon, Fobn 
Henjiay, and Mr. Warinder, being’ one 
of the merchants deputies for them, came 
aboard, thinking to have taken 17 pound 
of unicorn horn, which was in the vice- 
admiral, and to have carry’d it aboard 
the admirals which the company of us 
anfwered, that it fhould not go out of the 
fhip, for we were, to carry it home in our 
fhip, as able as they ; which, when no per- 
fualion would ferve, they did few it up in 
canvafs, and deliver’d it to our matter, 
William Huntriffe, before usall, to be de- 
liver’d by him to our merchants, when God 
fent us to Landon, with their letters, if we 
thould be parted. 

2. Our matter and I was fent for aboard 
the admiral to dinner ; where, after din- 
ner, Mr. Barker gave us articles which 
Mhould be kept betwixt us, till God fent 
us to London, in our way homeward : Alfo 
if we were parted by any ftorm, then we 
fhould not come into any harbour till we 
arrived at London, except on fome great 
occafion, : 

3. Riding with our yardsttill acrofs,being 
ready to take the firft wind, for the falvage 
people would not comenearus, being afraid 
we fhould kill fome of them for the death 
of our mafter Hall; for werowed up this 
river, the King’s-ford, and found it but 20 
milesup, no falvages coming near us. 

4. We came out of the Aing’s-ford, the 
wind being at E. S. E, and fo came to tle 
fea, we turning homeward, committing 
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all-fafficient, who having been our guider 
hitherto, fo he would continue his loving 
mercy to us {till. This day we had much 
rain and calm weather, with a great fea, 
that came from the fouthern-board. 

5, The Wind at E.N.E. we being 8 
leagues off the land andmount Cunningham, 
the place we came out of bearing caft of 
uss it falling calm, and little wind, and 
came foutherly ; yet at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon we had much wind and rain.

This day at afternoon 
little wind, and fometimes calm. This 
day we founded with our lead and line, 
and had an hundred fathom of line out 
before we had ground. 

6. Allo we obferv'd the fun, and found 
the altitude of the pole to be 59° 30’. 


7. The wind at. E. we failing E, N. 
E. fometimes N. E. and by E. having 


fair weather; and at noon we had fight 
of a fail which came right with us, and 
would have fpoke with us, but we bore 
up from her, thinking him to be a falfe 
knave, and we not provided with our 
ordnance nor our fmall pieces for him 5 
and feeing that we did thun him, he left 
us, and went his courfe for St. George’s 
channel, or for the Lewes, or fome part 
in Ireland, This day, by our obfervation, 
we found the pole’s heighth to be 60° 7/. 


at afternoon, wending to the fouthward, 
S.and by E. being fome 12 leagues off 
the land. 
8. The wind at E. N. E. we failing S. 
E. This day we had fight of 
6 o'clock in the morning, it bearing from 
us Bvand by N. 5 leagues off, we failing 
ftill SE. Ac2 o'clock in the afternoon 
we had fight of Fair-[fe, it bearing off 
us 
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Gsrosse. us E. Thefe2 iflands were them we parted 
SAQY from when we fail’d to Greenland. ‘This

9. This day thick weather and calm ; 
and at 4 o’clock in the morning the 
wind came up to S. S. W. we failing for 
e moft part W.S. W. being fair wea- 

tat afternoon, the wind foutherly. 

10. The wind foutherly, we failing 
E.S.E. to the ealtward, being little wind, 
and fometimes calm, with fhowers of 
rain: yet at noon it came up to N.N.W. 
we failing our courfe S. and by*E. 

11. The wind at N. N. W. we failing 
S._At4o’clock in the morning we {pied 
a fail that flood in with the land. This © 

day fair weather, and little-wind. This 
did obferve the fun, and found 
ude of the pole to be 57° 13/, 
This day the wind foutherly, we 
failing W. S. W, in with the Jand, and had 
fight of the coaft of Scotland, being fome 
5 keagues off at 4 o'clock in the morning. 
This day we fail’d clofe aboard the fhore, 
cinga league from St. Andrew’s bay 5 and 
2 o’clock in the afternoon we tack’d 
bout to the fea. ‘This day we fpoke with 
told us the harbour we 
in withal, was St. dndrew’s. This 
day we had fight of many fmall fails, 
fome filing to the northward, fome turn- 
ing to the fouthward, we being fome 9 
leagues to the N, of Scots Forth. 

13. This day, being Swiday, the wind 
at S.S. E. we failing to the land S, W. 
being, fmall rainy weather: and at five 

lock in the morning we had fight of 
land, being, open of the Scots Forth, 
ing the Bafsand the May, two iflands 
lie in the mouth of the river of the 
th; and at noon we had fight of 
Stab’s head, being in the S. fide of the 
Forth. This day the wind came to the 
S. W. at4 o’clock in the afternoon, blow- 
ing very! hard, fo that we took in our 
top-fails and fprit-fail; and at night we 
did lie in try with our main-fail, it being 
increas’d toa forceable ftorm. 

14, This day the wind came to W. 
being much wind all night; yet at four 
o'clock in the morning we fet our fore- 
fail, having fight of Cheviot hills over 


us joyful, giving praife to God for our good 


Berwick, it bearing W. of vs; and at 
noon we had fight of Tinmeuth cattle, 
Alfo this day at 6 o’clock at night, we 
were quart of Hunclife 2 leagues off, we 
failing along the land S.E. the wind 
being come to N. W. 

15. The wind at N. W. and much 
wind, we failing S. B., andat 10 o'clock 
at noon we met with a fhoal, fo that we 
went S. in with the land: and at three 
o'clock at afternoon we had fight of the 
land called the Shield or Cramer, filing 
along the land §,S.E. ‘This day at 8 
o'clock we came into Yarmouth roads, and 
anchored. 

16. This day the wind at W. we 
weigh’d and fet fail, and went through 
Stanforth, and fo to Orford-Nefi, the tide 
being done. 

17. The wind at W.and by $._ This 
day we turn about the Nz. This day 
we fpoke with our neighbours William 
Rabinfon matter of the Frances, and Wil- 
liam Hallay mafter of a bark called the 
Chriftopher. 

18. This day, being Friday, the wind 
at W. we turn over the Spits, being in 
company with Carviels and Hollanders 
come out of theeaft land. This day the 
tide being done, we anchor’d, having 
fight of the buoy of the Red-/and, 

19. This day, being Saturday, we fail’d 
up the river of Thames, the wind being 
cafterly; and fo before London, in St. 
Kathariné’s pool we anchor’d, having our 
flag and ancient hanging, down, in token 
and fign of the death of Mr. Hall our ge- 
neal; giving thanks to our good 
for our fafe arrival in our own country, 
who had deliver’d us from the cruelty of 
the falvages, the dangers of the blind 
rocks in this unknown country, and the 
noifome cold weather in this watte wil- 
dernef, where there are huge mountains 
without wood, valleys without corn or 
grafs, and the fea with fmall ftore of fifhs 
yet fhow and ice there are good ftore in 
the fea and in the land. 
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A RELATION Of three Years Sufferings 
of Robert Everard upon the Ifland of Aflada 
near Madagafcar, in a Voyage to India, in 


the Year 1686. 


Y father, Mr. William Eve- 

rard, put me an apprentice to 

Capt. Yobn Crib, by my con- 

fent, in the thip Banden, bound 
for Bombay in India, and from thence to 
Madagajear for blacks to Achin, back 
to India. 

I departed from London Augu(t the 5th, 
1686. and we fail’d out of the Downs 
the fame month for the Madeira. In the 
channel we met with a fmall pink, from 
which we receiv’d aboard M. Salway a 
merchant, and then we proceeded on 
our voyage, till we arrived and anchor'd 
in Madeira road ; and from thence fail’d 
for the ifle of May, where wetook in falr, 
and bought five or fix beafls. The blacks 
told us there had been there a pirate, 
who had taken away fome of their cattle. 

Sailing from the ifle of May to St. Fa- 
& jut as we got into port, the pirate 
Yollow’d us. Bucit happened at the fame 
time, that the wind blew rizhe off fhore, 
fo that he could not get ins fo he was 
forc’d to bear away, and came to an 
anchor on the other fide of the ifle. 

Two or three days after, he came out 
again, trying to get in, our fore-matt 
being unrigg’d atthe fame time: and 
had he got in (as pleated’ God he could 
not) he had certainly taken us; but was 
forc'd to bear away again for the town. 

On the Lord’s day following, there 
came aboard two men in habit like pas 
dres, and the capt, made them very. wel- 
come. They defird of him to thew 
them the fhip, which he order’d the gun- 
ner todo. By fome of their queftions 
and behaviour we fappos’d them to be 
the pirate’s men 5 but our capt. order'd 
the boat co be mann’d to put them on 
thore. 

Thenext morning the fhip came about, 
and flrove to get to us, buc could not : 

ell 


yet they haled us, but we could not 
wh 


the faid; fo he fell toleeward again. 

‘our or five days after, we fail’d out 
of St. Fagos and the next day we efpy'd 
a thip towindward carly in the morning, 
about two or three leagues diltant, and a 
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fmall breeze of wind, \but it prefently gyerano. 
prov’d:quite calm; and we faw him row ~~~ 


with about twelve oars on a fide toward 
us. Our capt. prefently orderd the boat- 
fwain to call up all hands to be ready for 
him. His boat made toward us, and hal’d 
us, and afked, Where we were bound? 
Our capr. aniwer'd, To Whiteball.. We 
alfohal’d him, and afked him, Where he 
was bound? He anfwered, To Brafil. 
Then bid us hoift out our boat; but 
our capt. told him, If he had any bufi- 
nefs, his boat being out, might as well 
come onboardus. But it returned, and 
went on board his own thip, which rowed 
up with uss and about eight or nine in 
the morning fhe came under our ftern, 
ranging up our ftarboard quarter. Then 
ourcapt.afk’d, Where he was bound? He 
anfwer’d, Aboardus, the drummer beat- 
ing a point of war. The captain told him, 
Win her, and have her. He thereu 
boarded us for four or five hours, 
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ting our poop and enfign-ftaff' 5 and his a pirate. 


thot cut many of our fhrouds. Our fhip 
being very much pefter'd, we play'd 
but three or four of our guns; yet we 
beat his gunnel in, and made him put off 
and lie upon the careen. 

Affoon as fhe was gone we came out 
of our clofe quarters, and found one of 
his men almoft dead upon our poop, with 
an axe, acartouch-box, a ftink- 
por, apittol, anda cutlafs. In the fight, 
our captain chief mate, and four men more 
were kill’d, and fixteen wounded, where- 
of one was myfelf. So by the brave 
courage of our captain and men the pirate 
was fore’d to leave us. 

After this great engagement we fail’d 
to a place cali'd D. 
and it provingcalm, our merchant fent the 
boat athore, and a French boy; bur we 
never faw the boat after. Our fhip {tood 
in and off five or fix days and nights, 
firing of guns, but could hear nothing 
of them. 

We fail’d to the place where we were’ 
bound, thar was to Deligo: and about a 
month after, we got in our fhip, having, 

a floop 
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EyexarD. a floop aboard to be put together there: 


and this merchant aboard of us was to 
buy elephants teeth, and other things 
that he could get; and he bought two 
tons, but could buy no more, when the 
floop was launch’d. 

‘There came a boat about a week after, 
which we thought might be ours which 
we loft. Wemann’d our boat, and row’d 
to her, and faw fome white men in her 5 
fo we pull’d aboard her, and found three 
Engen inher. They told us there were 
nomore there ; they were fent afhore for 
trading, as our boat was: at point St. 
Mary the fea broke into their boat, and 
fill’d her half full at once ; and prefently 
there broke another fea, and diva her, 
and put them all a fwiming, and the 
boat ftaved all to pieces, and one of 
them was drowned : the weather being fo 
bad, the captain could not fend the other 
boat, becaufe he had but one more; but 
hove a {mall rundlet over-board, with a 
letter init; and it drove afhore, and 
they took it up, andin it found dire- 
tions for them to travel to Deligo; and 
as they went thither, by the way, the 
blacks took away their cloaths from them, 
which caufed the fun to burn their backs 
extremely ; and they were forc’d to eat 
monkies when they could get them, and 
potatoes in the night where they could 
meet with them. At laft they came to 
Deligo, where we were, and the blacks 
were fo kind to let us have them. 

At that time came aboard fix or feven 
of their captains to fee the fhip, and eight 
or ten more of their men. Our merchant 
order’d our men to put them all in the 
bilboes, becaufe they would not fell him 
teeth; and he fent the floop for the capt, 
that let us have the five Englifomen, and 
put him in irons alfo; fo that they were 
forc’d to bring down fome more before 
they were releas’d. 

We lay there three months in all: 
from thence we fail’d to St. Lawrence. 
By the way we loft our oop; but our 
merchant had order’d thofe aboard the 
floop, in cafe they fhould lofe us, to ftay 
at St. Lawrence, whither we were bound. 
But when we came to St. Lawrence, ata 
pubes called Augufline’s bay, we could 

ear nothing of the loop, tho? we ftay’d 
about a week for her. Whereupon our 
merchant left word with the blacks, in 
cafe the loop fhould come, to follow us 
to a place called Taller, about fifteen 
Jeagues from thence. There we lay about 
three weeks or a month, and bought fix- 
teen or feventeen blacks, and a great 
many cattle to fale up, and four or five 
tun of rice, befides tamerinds, oranges, 
and fome other things. 


Hearing nothing of our floop, we 
made the beft of our way to Fobanna, 
month after we came to Mayotto, abour 
feven or eight leagues thort of Fobaing, 
The nextday we came to Fohanna, about Yard 
four or five leagues off fhore. There Joka, 
came a canoe aboard us with fome cocoa 
nuts and plantains co fell for clouts, We 
enquired of them, if our floop had been 
there? They toldus, No. 

After the blacks had fold all their co. 
coa-nuts and other things, they were Boing 
afhores but it being calm and very hor, 
they came back again, and made thei- 
canoe faft aboard of us. The wind after. 
wards blowing hard off fhore, drove us 
to leeward as farback as Mayotto 5 but ic 
proving calm in the night, we were like 
to have been upon Mayotto in the morn. 
ing ; buta gale fpringing up in the after. 
noon, we ftood for Johanna again; and 
by the turning of the fhip the canoe was 
funk and loft. The Fobanna men faid, 
They did not matter their canoe, fo that 
they could get afhore themfelves: we 
therefore put them athore in our long- 
boat. 

We ftrove to get into the harbour for 
a week or more, with our long-boat and 
yaul a-head towing; but as fatt as we 
came up with the black rock, we drove 
back again: wherefore we fent our yaul 
to town with fix or feven men inher, 
armed with mufkets, and did not fee them 
in four or five days after, our thip being 
driven off again: but the king of ‘fobanna 
gave them an heifer and other things to 
eat till the fhip return’d again. 

In four or five days after, they came 
aboard us, and two or three of them faid 
they were not well. Not being able to 
get in, we anchor’d on one fide, where 
the blacks told us, there was but one thip 
had ever anchor’d there before us. It 
was dufkifh when we got in, and we 
founded the depth of water: to the belt 
of my remembrance our belt bower lay in 
36 fathom water, and the fmall in 48 fa- 
thom. 

In the morning when we came to look 
out, our fhip was drove a little out, with 
both anchors hanging at her buoys; {0 
all hands were called up to heave up out 
anchors again, and we ftood in again with 
a fmall breeze, and got in again about 
an hour after, and there anchor’d. Thea 
the blacks came aboard in their canoes, 
with toddy, cocoa-nuts, and other things 
to fell; and our fupercargo went on 
fhore to buy provifions for the fhips com 
pany ; and he bought ten or twelve oxen, 
and other things. There we fill’d our 
water, and the king of the place came 
aboard three or four days before we ite 
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Our merchant made him fome prefents ; the merchant put the gunner and maté Evenazn, 
into irons, becaufe the gunner and he Y~ 


and the king feeing a little Madaga/ear 
fheep on our deck, gave the merchant 
four goats for it, becaufe they had none 
on that and; and he was very much 
pleasid with it. We defir'd the Fobanna 
men, if our loop fhould come in there, 
to tell them, Thac we ftay’d there for 
them near three weeks, and to make the 
belt of theit way to Bombay. 

Sailing then from ‘obanna towards 
Bombay, in the night we efpy’d three fail 
of fhips. Our merchant on board had a 
mind to cut off the hindermoft of them 5 
but his mind altering, we fteer’d on our 
courfe, About a fourtnight after, there 
of dolphins follow’d us for 
three weeks: our fhip’s company caught 
many of them withhooks, and lines, and 
fizzigigs. 

‘A month after, we fpy’d a {mall fhip 
to windward of us, and kept our tufts 
he edg’d away a little; fo we brought 
him right a-head of us ; then we spread 
the king’s colours, but he would not ftay 
for us. We prefs’d on all the fail we 
could make to come up with him, but 
could not. 

‘About five or fix days after, we came 
in with the land, which was brave level 
Jand, we fteering along thore three or four 
days, and then came right againft Bgn- 
bay, being very calm, and five or Gx 
Jeagues diftant from the fhores there 
came two Moors hips between the land 
and us, with a finall gale of wind: our 
merchant bid the gunner fire a gun-thor, 
and all athwart his ftem, for to make 
him bring to, to tell us what news; but 
he would not tay, buekepton his courte, 

That day, about ten of the clock, 
fprung up a {mall gale sit being large, 
we ftood in for Bombay. When we got 
pretty near in with the land, fome of 
our folks that had been there before, 
fhew'd us the place to go in. Juft as we 
were in, our merchant order’d the gun- 
ner to unfhot the guns in order to falute 
the fort; but as we were coming to an 
anchor, they hois'd up Portugueze co- 
lours; whereupon the merchant bid the 
gunner fhot the guns again, becaufe we 
did not know whether we had wars or 
peace with that place, which was Heevar. 

When we came to an anchor, Mr. 
Salway our merchant and fecond mate 
went afhore, and asked the Portugueze, 
how far off we were from Bombay? They 
told us, fix or eight leagues, The mate 
in the mean time went up to. the gover- 
nor’s houfe, and got a little in drink; 
but our fupercargo brought him aboard 
in the boat. The mate’s name was Mr. 
Baker, After fome words between them, 
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were conforts together, and carried them 
both to Bombay in the boat, and putthem 
into prifon. 

Sailing out of Feffvar, our pilot run 
us upon the rocks, and had like to have 
beaten the fhip to pieces; but at latt we 
got her off, with the lofs of fome of our 
theathing, and made the belt of our way 
to Bombay: but not getting in quite, we 
chor'’da little off, and fene the boat in, 
and went on board the Ce/ar the gene- 
ral being there, our merchant fent him 
an account of the behaviour of the mate 
and gunner.

The next day our thip got in; but in Bom!sy 


her way the pilot run her again upon the 
rocks in Bombay, and was likely to have 
broke her back; and we lay till the next 
tide, then got her off, and fo anchor 
in the middle of the road, and there 
moor'd our fhip, and fent our foldiers, 
powder, andiron afhore, Then the mer= 
chant faid, He could do what he would 
with the mate and the gunner; and 
call'da council of waron board the Ruby, 
a flag being out in the mizen throuds 3 
and fome of our men being fent for on 
board for witnefles, they were try’d, and 
condemned to be whip'd from’ fhip to 
fhip, and to receive ten lafhes aboard of 
each fhip, and twenty on board ours 5 
and under the fort-wall ten more, and 
then to be turn’d out of the thip. 

After that was over, we had our fhip 
afhore to clean, and then our men went 
to the merchant for money to buy cloaths 
and otherthings; buthe would pay them 
none. 

About a fortnight after, the governor 
of Bombay came aboard of us, with the 
merchantand the captain of the Ruby with 
him and the Ruby being a fmaller thip 
than ours, the governor made the caprain 
of her the captain of our thip. 

About a fortnight after, our merchant 
told the thip's company, That our voyage 
was to Madaga/car. Then I told the mer- 
chant, I had a mind to go home to my 
own country, my malter being kill'd 
but he told me, I fhould not gohome till 
the hip went home. 

Aboutthree weeks after, we fail'd from 
Bombay, bound to Madagafear. In the 
way ourmerchant and captain hada mind 
to put into Gea; and two or three days 
before we got in, ic blew a freth gale of 
wind, and fo hard, that we tow’d our 
Jong-boat under water. We brought our 
fhip prefently to, and hoifed out our pin- 
nace, and rowed after her, and fo far 
from us, that we could not fee her; and 
it being very dark, we expedted the had 
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Fyesaeo. been loft; but at feven or eight of the 
WW™ clock the boat’s crew efpy’d a light upon

our yeas and at nine fhe came on 
board, and told the captain they could noc 
fee her; and the captain commanded the 
pinnace to be hois’d up. 

About three or four days after, we 
came into Goa to buy rack: our captain 
bought a boat’s load or two, and order’d 
four men to row our purfer afhore to buy 
more; which he having done, was com- 
ing off; but wwo of the men of the boat 
being run away, he was forc’d to return 
with two men only. 

About a day or two after, the fhip 
being ready to fail, the wind blew right 
in very hard, fo that we could not get 
out, but were forc’d to veize our beft 
bower cable to the better end, and ride 
forecattle in; and juft before night, the 
rid her fore-maft and bowfprit by the 
board: then it blew harder and harder, 
which caufed us to drop our fheet-anchor, 
and afterwards we got in the rigging of 
our fore-maft and bowfprit, and quilled 
them up together. The next morning 
we got a jury-malt and bowfpric; our 
jury fore-maft was our fore-topmalt, and 
our bow/prit was our fpritfail-yard. 

But proving more fair, about two days 
after, we put out of Goa, and fail’d to 
Carwar; and juftas we got into Carwar, 
there came abourd us the London's boat. 
‘Phey told us there was the Jofiab in the 
cove fora main-maft, and it was the beft 
place to get a bowfprit anda fore-matt. 
Then the captain went afhore to the 
chief of the factory, to get leave; and 
he bought two very good pieces to make 
them: and coming back, he order’d the 
carpenter and his mate to go afhore to 
fit them, which was done in ten days 
time. 

In towing them aboard, there being a 
bar co come over, they ftruck, and fill’d 
fo, that the men’ were pat to fwiming ; 
but, thank God, there was none of them 
drowned, nor was the boat or oars loft 5 
but the fore-maft and bow/prit they were 
fore’d to leave till another time, and to 
come round about in their fhirts to the 
fhip, with che oars on their backs. 

About two or three days after, it be- 
ing a pretty fmooth bar, they went again, 
and brought them over very well, and 
got them fafe aboard, and the next day 
fer them. 

About a week after, the fhip failed 
from Carwar to Madagafcar ; the mer- 
chant aboard fold two or three cafes of 
ftrong waters, being pint and half bottles, 
twelve in a cafe, to the fhip’s company, 
and every one had fome ; but one of the 

~=> drank fo much, that he in the night 


tumbled over-board and was drowned, 
and wwvo or three days after, his cloaths 
were fold at the matt. 

Four days after, we fell in with feveral 
fmall iflands, and fent our boat afhore, 
but finding nothing for our turns, they 
came aboard again; and having a fine 
breeze of wind, it carried us thro” all the 
iflands at once. 

About ten days after, we faw Mada- 
gafear (it being the Lord’s day, when we 
were at prayers.) 

By night we were about five miles off; 
fo we fteer’d along fhore for two or three 
days and nights: and at midnight we had 
but very little wind ; and our fhip fngo’d 
to the fhore fo near, that we could hear 
the furf: about an hour after, we per- 
ceiv’d breakings ; then all hands were 
call’d up, and one appointed to heave the 
lead, who found fix or feven fathom wa- 
ter. Heaving the third time, it fhoal’d 
apace ; and heaving quickly again, we 
found but four fathom : the captain there: 
fore commanded the helm hard a-wea 
ther. The fhip bore round, or elfe the 
had been certainly athore. 

The next day we fent our boat afhore, 
but could find no inhabicants. There 
our men walking about, efpy’d an old 
fort ; and going onva little further, they 
found freth water running round it, di- 
(Kine from Madagafear about a quarter of 
a mile. On this {mall ifland our carpenter 
went afhore, and cut timbers for a long 
boat that was building on our deck. 

The next day our captain, the mate, 
and five blacks went to cut wood; four 
of them we put on the fame ifland where 
we bought them outward-bound ; and 
the other was a Portugueze which we 
brought from Bombay: and that day they 
were put afhore they ran away. The 
next morning we fawa boat, and we hoi- 
fed up our enfign; they hollowed and 
fired a musket, and we hollowed at them 
again, but they would not come on 
board us: our captain therefore order’d 
the boat to be mann’d, and to row after 
them; and they followed them to the 
town, where our men alfo went afhore, 
to fee if there were any trading, and 
fpake with the king of the place, who 
faid, If the captain would comeon fhore 
where all the Englifo thips ufe to trade, 
he would tradewith him ; whereupon the 
captain fent the king a pair of pittols 
for a prefent, and the king return’d a 
bullock for a prefent to the captain. 

About two or three days after, we 
had a fair wind to carry us in. We came 
to an anchor with our fmall bower in the 
place where the king faid all Engli/s ule 


to ride; and a while after we hove nearer 
to

to the fhore, and moor’d her with our 
beft bower and fmall bower. 
Here a canoe came to us, having in ic 
a fellow who could fpeak Arabick and 
Portugueze, which our cockfwain alfo 
could talk; and he told him, That, if 
the captain would come on fhore, the 
king would trade with him for negroes 
and rice : fo our fupercargo went aihore 
with beads, knives, feilfars, dollars, 
and fome looking-glaffes, and other 
things, and the natives brought rice, hens, 
plantains, and bananas to exchange for 
them. The king alfo came into the houfe 
where we traded, and fent to his houfe 
for boil’d potatoes, fowls, and fome of 
their country liquor which they call Toke, 
being made of honey and the leaves of 
a callayance bufh. The callavances are 
like a fmall horfe-bean; and this toke 
would make the natives drunk ; yet it did 
not make any of us fo. Our fupercargo 
drinking fome of his own rack, the king 
tafted a little of it in his hand, becauie 
we had drank out of the bottle; and 
liking, of it defired a bottle of it for him- 
felf, which he carry’d to his houfe the 
next morning, and receiv’d his thanks for 
Three or four days after, he liking 
of it, defird the fupercargo to give him 
another bottle of it; and was fo earneft to 
have it, that he would not be fatisfy’d 
ull I was fent in one of his canoes to 
fetch it from the thip, which I did, and 
deliver'd it to the fupercargo, and he pre- 
fently gave it to the king, who thank’d 
him for its and, upon his enquiry for 
the five blacks that were loft, the king 
fent eight or nine of his blacks to fearch 
for them, who found them, but could 
not take them, by teafon they had got 
arms to defend themfelves; and his men 
were afraid of them, as he declar’d: but 
the week after, they took one, whom, 
er fome days, they let us fee; but the 
fellow. would not anfwer any of our que- 
ftions, nor would the king let us have 
himtill the reft were taken ; and then, he 
faid, we thould have them all together, 
Some days afters the boat’s crew were 
fent with blunderbuffes, muskets, pi- 
tols, and cartouch-boxes; and landing, 
walked round the ‘king’s houfe, andithe 
men. ftay’d whilft the captain was in it, 
which affrighted all the town, and they 
would not come near us, leaving only 
women and children, and the king and 
five men behind. Then our captain 
flay’d two hours with the king, and ask’d 
him when he would trade for negroes? 
He anfwer'd, In about a month he would 
furnith us with as many as we defired. 
This fatisfy’d the captain, who going 
back, Fo two canoes coming from the 
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fhip, which our boat followed to affright Evexanp. 
them, but they were too nimble for us. “Y™~ 


This the king was acquainted with, who 
thereupon came to the fupercargo, and 
asked the reafon of it? who anfwered, Ic 
was only to aright them. 

Some days after, we hove our ballatt 
over-board, and clear’d our fhip, and 
ballafted her afrefh with two or three 
boat’s load of fand. 

‘The Lord’s day following, the captain 
went afhore, and all the fhip’s company, 
to throw the fayn; only I and two or three 
men, and two black boys ftay’d behind: 
then hearing the captain was athore, they 
fent a fmall kid to him for a prefent. 
About a quarter of an hour after, our 
captain and all the fhip’s company re- 
turn’d aboard, and were immediately 
followed by acanoe to tell him, they had 
fome negroes to fell; but he fent back 
word, he could not come to fhore thar 
day: however, the fupercargo, with the 
cockfwain, with five men more and my- 
felf, went afhore, carrying, by the blacks 
direétions, guns, piftols, powder, thot, 
dollars, knives, fciffars, and with us our 
dog went alfo. We landed, and carry’d 
up our cheft of goods to ahoufe for trade, 
and the natives brought to us rice, poul- 
try, plantains, honey and yams to ex- 
change. 

Prefently after, we hearing a great 
noife, many flocking about us, we thought 
the king was coming to uss buticprov’d 
to be the people of the town, who had 
rifen up againft uss ten or twelve of 
which broke in upon us with their lances, 
and kill’d five of the 
the 
‘The fupercargo running out of the houfe 4 
to get to the king, was by one of the na- 
tives wounded in the belly by a lance, 
and died immediately. ‘They kill’d alfo 
the man that took care of the boat. 

When they took up the dead, they faw 
Iwas alive, but did not kill me, as God 
would have it, in cold blood, but car- 
ried me to the other fide of the town for 
half an hour, and then brought me to 
the town again, and carry’d me to the 
king’s houfe, which was juit by the houfe 
where they kill’d the men. Looking out 
at the king’s door, I faw the blacks haul- 
ing our dead men down to the water 
fide, with ropes faft about their legs, 
which they hove upon the rocks in the 
fea: 

The king bid me fit down, and or- 
der’d the women to bring me fome vic- 
tuals, which was boil’d rice on a plan- 
tain leaf; bat my condition fill’d my 
ftomach fo, that I could not cat. At 
night the king’s men fhew’d me my 

lodging 
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boat’s crew, and The bear's 
fall of them ftrack me down likewife. cre» kil?'d 
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Evexano. lodging in a fmall huramongtt the flaves, 


where I remain’d till the morning, but 
was then thruft our. 

That morning the fhip fail'd, and wo 
or three of the king’s men went down 
with me to fee the hip, becaufe the was 
going away. 

That night fhe lay there, fhe kept 
firing her great guns; and one great 
thot came into the middle of the king’s 
houfe, and went thro’ it. 

‘That day that the fhip departed, I faw 
the blacks returning with fome of the 
bulkhead of the great cabin, and four 
gallon bottles of Madeira wine, taken 
out of the great cabin, which I fill’d 
that morning I went afhore. They had 
alfo the captain’s fword, which they took 
out of the roundhoufe, and the fea-com- 
paffes they had taken out of the binacle, 
and fome great pieces of the enfign about 
their middles. 

Juft before night all the king's army 
was gathered together ; then the king 
gave them toke, which m 
them drunk. There were alfo the four 
negroes that ran away from our fhip, 
who could fpeak a little Engl: where- 
fore I asked them why they kill’d our 
men? They ask’d them what I faid; 
which they told the king, who anfwer'd, 
Becaufe there had been an Engli/h thip 
there before, and play’d the rogue with 
them, and had kill'd fome of their men, 
and taken things off the ifland by force 5 
and that was ic which made them take 
their revenge on us. 

Tasked our negroes again, what made 
our fhip drive down upon the rocks? 
They told me, They had cut one of the 
cables; but affoon as they had the blacks 
clearoff the thip, they hove off the rocks 
by their other cable and anchor ; and 
jut as they had hove clear off the rocks, 
they were forc’d to let go their kedge- 
anchor, becaufe they could not heave u 
their other two anchors and cables, but 
were forc’d to cut both their cables, and 
leave them behind them. 

Then I asked our negroes, if they had 
kill'd any on board? They faid, Yes, 
and told me, That all the men of the ca- 
noe that went on board in the morning 
to bid us come on fhore, had fhort lan- 
ces underneath their arfe-clouts; and 
when they were all upon the quarter-deck, 
with the captain, the mate, the dottor, 
the purfer, the carpenter, and many of 
the fore-maft men, the captain having 
victuals brought him, asked if they would 
eat, but they refusd's and before he had 


Tee done eating, they drew out their lances 
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from underneath their clouts, and cut his 


nit, ~ throat from one ear to the other, and 


Je many of 


kill’d the mate and the purfer with theiy 
lances; but the doéor jump’d off the 
quarter-deck : they follow’d him, but he 
ran into the gun-room, and thut the door 
againft them, that they could not get in, 
Some of our men ran up the fhrouds, 
and fome into the fteerage, and go:down 
the skuttles, and went into the gun-room, 
fo that they got to their arms, and kept 
them out; but fome of the blacks were 
going to get down, but feeing the Engl), 
were ready with their arms, they would 
not venture, 

One of our men jump’d over-board, 
and got into the gun-room port; but 
one boy on the houle of office was kill’d: 
fo they kill’d nine orten. They faid they 
heard guns go off, but knew not whence 
the fhot came a great while; bur th 
knew afterwards. The natives told o: 
negroes we were very cunning and they 
ask’d what the holes in the thip’s fide 
were for? who anlwer'd they were for 
fighting at fea, if any fhip came to meddle 
with us, 

About four or five daysafter, the ki 
went to another town about five miles of 
in their boats, and he carry’d with 
him to thew me to the reft of his men, 
He flay’d at that cown about three days, 
and the captain of it kill’d a bullock for 
the king and his men, and boiled rice to 
eat with it. He had a great many calla- 
bafhes of toke for the king and his men 
to drink ; and after they had drank, 
they had them all exercifed. Some had 
guns, and fome had lances and targets, 
Tuning about, and thaking their lances 
one at the other; and drummersitanding 
and beating their drums, and one man 
witha brafs pans and they run along with 
the muzzle of their guns down to che 
ground, ftamping and making a noile, 
and jumping about, bowing under their 
targets, making offers one atthe other. 

The next day the king went to another 
of his towns, He had a great thell in 
his boat, which one of the boatmen blew 
jult as they faw the town, which gave 
warning to the town sand affoon as the 
women faw the king’s boat, they all got 
fticks in their hands; fome had pieces of 
cows tails upon their flicks, and they 
came down to the water-fide dancing, 
becaufe the king was come; and danc’d 
after him till he came to the houfe where 
he was to lie, and thofe that lived in that 
houfe came out with white ftuff upon 
tile, and dipped their finger in ic, and 
put one fpot upon the king’s forehead, 
and one upon each cheek, and one on 
his chin then they got fome victuals for 
him and his two wives who went with 


him, and fome forall the reft of his men. 
The 
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‘The king, bid his wife give me fome, and 
fhe gave me fome upon a plantain leaf. 
The king bid me go along with him; I 
went with him, firft co one cown and then 
to another to fhew me to the people; then 
he carry’d me alfo firft to one houfe and 
then toanother, and they gave me plantains 
toeat, and heney ; and the womenas foon 
as they fw me would Iqueak and ranaway 
from me, as afitightéd, and faid I was a 
fpirit: Here likewife the king exercifed 
all the men of the town, as he did the 
others; from thence he went the next 
day to hisown town again, and there the 
women got up their fticks and danced for 
joy that the king was come home well. 

About two months after an Arabian 
grab came to buy faves, and took a houfe 
to trade with them, and then I went to the 
Arabians and afked them if they would 
carry me away with them; but they faid 
they could nots I afked them why they 
could not? they told me the king would 
be very angry with thems and befides, 
it would {poil their trading with them 5 
then I told them I would {wim on board 
that night they fail’d, if they would con- 
fent, but they cold me they would not 
carry me away, becaule of their coming 
again. They boughteight or cen negtoes, 
and alittle rice, and went away to another 
place to buy more, becaufe they could not 
Set enough there. 

About fix weeks after this thip failed 
away, the king and his army went to the 
other fide, and carry’d me along with him, 
and our dog 5 and there he multered up his 
army 5 and *twas near fix weeks before he 
approach’d his enemies, tho? he and his 
atmy marched to a town every day, and 
took more men out of every town all the 
way he went 5 whereas foon as the women 
faw the king and his army comting, they 
got their iticks and came dancing for joy 
of his arrival. 

As foon as the king was come into the 
town, he had a mat laid for him on the 
ground to ficons and as foon as he was fat 
down the captain’s wife of the town came 
out with fome white {tuff upon a ftone, and 
fhe dipther finger in it, and put one fpot 
upon the king’s forchead, and one upon 
each cheek, and one upon his chin, and fo 
they did to his four wives that went with 
him; and when the women had done {pot- 
ting of them, then the captain of the 
town, and all his men, came before the 
King, fome with great callabathes full of 
their country liquor ; he bid the captain 
alfo to gethis men ready to go along with 
him, which he did ina day’s time and 
they did the fime that was done av the 
other town; fo the king took the captain 
and his men along with him : ‘Thus he went 
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that he was at he took provilions enough 
with him, to ferve all his army for chat 
expedition: The dog, that our captain gave 
went with them 5 who when he faw an) 
hogs would ran and bark at them, till the 
negtoes came and kill’d them with their 
lances; and fometimes h¢ would fetch a 
young, pig and bring itto me. 

Te was fix or feven weeks after they left 
the king?stown, before they arrived at the 
enemies town: here they got all ready and 
rafhed into it, firing their mufkets, and 
ftriking with their lances and targets, that 
the enemy, or town’s people, were forc’d to 
run away, bue fuch as could not run away 
they took; one of the women they took 
was the captain’s wife of che town, and 
two or three of che other were fome great 
mens wives of the town, befides other 
women and children ; and they ttarched 
the houfes, where they found fome ftrip'd 
pieces of cloth, of theit own making, and 
it was made with grafs ftriped 5 there they 
got provifion enough for them all, and 
the next day they proceeded further up 
the country, where they met with all their 
army, and there they engaged their ene- 
my: that fide I was on took four et five 
the firftday, and kill’d fome of them be- 
fides; and the other fide kill’d fome of our 
men, and would have kill’d more, had 
they had mufkets as we had; fo they were 
forc’d to doas well they could with their 
lances and targets they fight brif ly in 
their way of fighting: A little before night 
they left off, and began the next morning 
betimes, 

‘They foughtabout a month in this man- 
ner, and ftill our fide got the better of ic. 
‘They took none of our fide prifoners, but 
they kill’d about 205) but our fide took 
about 100 prifoners from the enemy, men, 
women, and children fo when they faw 
they had taken enough flavess but fach 
children as were nocable to go, they threw 
them in amongft che rice and burn them 5 
then gesting fome rice and other provifion 
for themfelves and their flaves, the king 
and his army return’d home; in which 
march he was about fix or feven days be- 
forehe got to his town, becaufe the flaves 
were a little troublefome, efpecially the 
women with their young children at cheir 
backs; and the men were Jaden with rice 
and other provifions for all the army, on 
their backs, till they got to the firft town 
of their owns and when the cown’s wo- 
men heard that the king and his army were 
acoming, they all got up their fticks, met 
him about half a quarter of a mile, dance~ 
ing 4 the captain’s wife of the town went 
alfo with them, and when they came up 
with the king they all bowed, and fome 
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“V™ they danced after him till he came quite 


into the town; and there was a mat laid 
before the door of the houfe that the king, 
was tohave, and he far down at the door 
with all his army about him; and the 
flaves he had taken fat on one fide of him, 
and then thofe few men that were left be- 
hind them, and had not accompany’d 
them in their expedition, made fome of 
their country liquor and prefented it to the 
king, kiffing hisgreat toe; then the cap- 
tain’s wife of the town brought fome 
white ftuff upon a flac ftone, and put on 
the king’s face in the manner before re- 
cited; and after that the town’s folks 
brought out, as I could guefs, 2 or 300 
great parcels of rice, made up in plantain 
leaves, and a great many pots of boil’d 
fith for them to eat with their rice, in fach 
quantities, that there was enough for them 
all, and they fat four, and fix, and eight, 
togethers they alfo gave me fome by my- 
felf, on a plantain leaf. 

Thus they did at every town where the 
king came, till he arriv’d at his own 
town, where the women and his wives all 
got their fticks and came down to the wa- 
ter-fide for joy’ the king was come home, 
and he broughtfome pieces of a wild bul 
Jock with him, «that they kill’d for his own 
eating, and'the men that ftay’d in the town 
brought great callabathes of toke and 
prefented it to the king, and kiffed his 
great toes; then the women that belonged 
to the town brought out a great parcel of 
rice, made up in plantain leaves, for all 
the army, which when they had eat, the 
king order’d the drummers to beat their 
drums to call the men together, to drink 
their country liquor. Their drums were 
made of a piece of an hollow tree, and 
headed with goats-fkins. 

As I was returning back with them, I 
was taken light-headed, fo that fometimes 
Ifell down, and all the fkin of my back 
was burnt off asraw asa piece of beef, fo 
that I could fcarce travel nor ftir myfelf, 
but with much difficulty, and extream 
pain. 

When they wanted fire they took two 
pieces of fticks, and in the’ piece. they 
rubbed the fire in they cut a little notch, 
and laid a piece of rag, or a piece of 
touch-wood under it, then they took the 
other piece of ftick and rubb’d them be- 
tween their hands together, and what fell 
from them was fire to kindle any thing 
with.

After thar, all the men on the ifland 
were exercifed, and one of the men took 
one of the king’s children that w; 
cumcifed upon his back, and run about 
dancing with hislancein one hand, and his 
target in the other, making offers at che 
people that ftood bys and afterwards did 
the like to the other of the king’schildren 
and after both thefé children were fo cur. 
ry’d at the man’s back, that fame man 
did the like with the captain’s three chil. 
dren the reft that were fo dane’d about, 
their own fathers did the like for them; 
and after they had done all, the king had 
a bullock, and 2 or 300 parcels of” rice 
boil’d for them to ear with it, and about 
20 great callabathes of their own country 
liquor to drink. i 

After they hadalfeat, they came to the 
king’s houfe, and there they all fat down, 
and the king {ent for the country liquor, 
and the men got plantain leaves to drink 
our of, and poured out of the great calla- 
bathes into the little ones, and there were 
four or five men to ferve it, and the king 
fat on one fide of them, and had one of his 
wives to ferve him; and after they had 
drank two or three times about, the king 
bid them all fing, which they did, and 
beat their drums, anda brafs pan, which 
made great noife ; they alio play’d upon 
a hollowed bamboo, and upon a piece of 
ftick, with a ftring faftened to it, and a 
piece of callabath faftened to one end, 
and they played on it with their fingers s 
it feemed to be a pretty fore of mutick, 
and the men kept drinking ill night, 
by which time a great many of them 
were drunk, but the reft went home. 

Ttmay not be amifs in this place to relate 
in what manner the natives of this ifland 
perform feveral forts of work.

the lower end of the ftick are pieces of jnu 
rags made faft to it; they pull this ftick sw 
up and down, as we do with our hand 
pumps aboard a fhip, or elfewhere. 


Aamer of — About five or fix days after there were 
sirewrii'= near 20 children circumcifed, and two of 
ba them were the kking’s children, and three 
or four of them were the captain’s children, 
and the reft were the towns mens children, 


Their main anvil is a great ftone, but 
they make no other things than hatchets 
lances, and knives. 

Their women make their pots of clays 
from a pint to four or five gallons: When 

+ they 
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took no more notice of me as he did be- Everano. 
fore, bur turn’d me out of his houfe, «and “~V~ 


they have made them, they let them ftand 
in the fun todry a litle; then they take 
them and lay them on the ground, and 
cover them up, with the ftulF they bear 
off therice, al! over; then they fet it on 
fire, and leit burn fora nightand aday, 
or a day and half, ill they chink they 
are baked enough; then they tkeall the 
fluff off, and carry them home for their 
ufe, asfoon as they pleafe. 

For making their country cloth they 
take two forked fticks, they ftake two at 
one endand two at the other, as far diftant 
as they think fitto make the length of their 
cloths then takinga fhort piece and laying 
acrofs at each end, they take the thread 
that they have, and turn round the two 
end pieces; after they have taken their turns 
then they takeevery other thread up: They 
have a piece of ftick with their thread 
wrapped round it, then they put ic thro” 
every other thread; and this is the way 
they make theircloth. 

Their thread is made of ftrippings of 
grafs, which, according to its length, 
they make into hanks, and hang it ups 
then they have a piece of hollow tree in 
each hand, and fo comb it out, but they 
firft dry it inthe fun, whereby they make 
iv fine and fit for their ufe. 

‘They make a dye for their cloth, with 
the bar of a tree which they peel off for 
that purpofe, and in which they boil cheir 
cloth when made. 

About two or three days after the king 
afked me, whether I could make powder? 
Itold him No: Again | d me, if I 
could make fhot? I anfwered Yes 
the king bid fome of his men to fetch fome 
lead, and fome clay to make the moulds 5 
alfo I fpake to fome of the men to fetch 
apiece of one of their earthen pots to mele 
thelead in, fo they brought all the things 
Iwanted. When I made the moulds, I 
took a piece of clay and put the fhot about 
half way in, then I put another piece upon 
that, and with that I covered the thor, 
and then I took a little piece of ftick, and 
put the piece till I had made the thor, and 
then I opened it and took the fhot out : 
I put a little greafein, thatthe hot lead 
fhould not fplit the mould, and under- 
neath where the crack was, I put a little 
foftclay, becaufe the lead fhould not run 
out; andI made the king about 3 or 400 
fhot; and the while I was making of 
them the king gave me fome victuals, and 
fome of their beft drink, and was very 
well pleas’d with the fhot. 

‘Then the king afked me, if I knew flint- 
ftones? Itold him Yes; then the king bid 
me go with one of his men to look for 
fome about the ifland, but I could find 
none; and a month after that che king 


would not lee me come into it any more. 
Then I was fore’d to feck our for my own 
provifion, to prevent being ftarv’d, ‘and ic 
pleafed God I got fome fuch vidtuals as the 
natives eat, which were yams and pota- 
toes, which I digged out of the earth 
with a piece of fharp ftone, having nei- 
ther knife nor any other tool for that pur- 
pofe, by which God did fuppore me, 
(bleffed be his name !) the which I did roaft 
upon coals, by a fire kindled as before re- 
lated befides, I gor plantains, bananas, 
oranges, and pine-apples, wich other fore 
of fruit ; and fometimes when I wanted 
fomething to eat with my yams and po- 
tatoes, chen I wene down to the water- 
fide, with a {mall ftick about five or fix 
foot long, with a fharp point to ic, harden- 
ed in thefire, for to {tick fome fifh to eat, 
and fometimes made fmall dams at high 
water, to keep themin at low water; by 
which way I got many of them, and fome- 
times I went to catch crabs, which are of 
a great bignefs, with a ftick about three 
foot long, and I ufed to go up to my 
knees to catch them, and when I faw them, 
Tus’d to put one end of the ftick into the 
ground, right over the two great claws, 
then I would bring the other end down 
to the ground, fo thacI kepr the crab fatt, 
and then I put my foot upon the ftick, 
till I took hold of both the great claws, 
which I pull’d of, to prevent their biting 
of me and in rainy weather I always went 
down to the water-fide to fee if I could find 
any turtle, and fometimes I faw one, and 
fomerimes two or three coming afhore 
and if they were {mall ones 1 would keep 
them tocat, and the great ones I always 
let go, becaufe I could not carry them to 
the place where I lay 5 Lalfo fometimes got 
fome of their eggs, which were very good 
meat. 

When I kill’d my turtles, I took a fharp 
rock ftone, for want of a knife, and with it 
punch’d itround the belly, and fo broke 
it open, and by fuch hard thifts I got out 
the meats. then took as much as I could 
eat, and laid it upon coals, which I kindled 
for that purpofe, and the reft 1 hang’d'up 
on fome tree for another time. The cal+ 
Jowpatch and callowpea were my difhes to 
ear out off, and I us’d to keep yams and 
potatoes by me to ferye me five or fix 
days; and when they were all gone, then 
Iwentagain to get more yams and pota~ 
toes, and I was to dig.as deep as my arm’s 
length for the yams, and about ten inches 
deep for the potatoes; and when my fifth 
and turtle was gone, then I was forc’d to 
look out for fome more, and Ialways kept 
good ftore by me.

AsI lay upon the ground, the negroes 


“~~ fometimes would come:and chrow couhage 


upon me, my lodging being under a tree 
quite naked upon the hard ground, where 
T always flept and lay for two years and 
nine months ; and fometimes in the year it 
wouldrain for three months together ; and 
it would hardly hold up atall, if it did ic 
would be but about an hour or fo; yet I 
lay under the tree for all chat ftill. 1 al- 
ways kepta fire on each fideof me, to keep 
me warm, becaufe I was naked as ever I 
was born, lying under the water which 
came down upon me, for I could not help 
it, having no other covering but the 
branchesand leaves of the tree; and fome- 
timesin the night would creep under the 
outfide of their cottages, but I was fore’d 
to be gonc to my own place again before 
they were up, for fear they would do me 
harm. 

When I wanted water I went almofta 
mile for it, and I had nothing to bring a 
little water to fet by me to drink when 1 
wasadry, but was always fore’d togo fo 
far for more as I wanted it. It was alfo 
neceflary for me to fee there were no blacks 
near the water, for fear they thoulddo me 
a mifchief; and when I did drink at che 
well I was fore’d to lie down upon my 
belly todrink. In two years after I was 
there Thad the country diftemper the 
firft breaking out of it was {mall pimples, 
very thick about my whole body, and ina 
week’s time they grew to be great fores; 
one of them was as big as a crown-piece 
that was upon my leg, and the reft were 
very bad; and that great one on my leg 
¢at in fo farthat I could {ee the bone, and 
Thad nothing to put on them to cure them, 
only by going into the falt water fome- 
times, which made them fart excceding- 
ly ; and when Icame out of the water the 
flies got upon me and tormented me very 
forcly, fo that 1 could not be quiet for 
them all the day long. 

About two months after I had the dif- 
temper, I got fome honey, with the honey- 
comb, which I found ina rock by the fea- 
fide; and happily meeting witha piece of 
their earthen pots, I melted the honey and 
wax in it, which falve I laid upon my 


_ fores, which did thema licele good. 


A little after I had fome more breakings 
out on my face and hands, which itched 
fo that Icould not tell what to do; fome- 
times again I went down to the water-fide, 
and wafhed them, which caufed my fores 
to fmart extremely ; a thort fpace after I 
was taken light-headed, that I could not 
ftand, but thanks be to God in two or 
three days time I was pretty well again of 
that diftemper; but the other diftemper 
Kept on me ttill ; but if I had been light- 


headed two or three days longer I hag 
been ftarved to deaths but, thanks be 1p 
God, Thad viétualsenough, yet I could Rot 
get clear of the diftemper. 

About half a year after there came an 
Arabian grab v0 bay negroes: when they 
came athore I defired them to carry me 
away with them; they afked me, who | 
belong’d to? I told theman Bygiif thip, 
that came about three years fince : then 
they alked, how I came to be left behind? 
I told them all the particulars as 1 have 
already related; then the drabsatked me, 
what we had done to them? J told them 
nothing: then Lafked them again, if they 
would carry me away with them, when 
they went away? the chief merchant of 
the drab veffel faid, he could not carry me 
away without the King’s leave, becaufe it 
would fpoil their trade; but the merchant 
told me he wouldtry toget me clear, and 
as long as the Arabian veffel lay there the 
merchant bid me come to his houfe, and 
he would always give me fome viétuals and 
drink, fuch as they eat and drank thems 
felves. He would allo fometimes give me 
a handful of candy’d dates; alfo they gave 
me ftuff to cure my fores, which-was a blue 
ftone. 

About fix weeks after the merchant fat 
‘one of his men for me to come to hishout 
When I came, he bid me fit down, 
gave mea new palampore to wrap about 
me, to keep me warm, and told me he 


had bought me of the king for 20 dollars, ”%%;' 


and that the king would not have fold me, 
only he thought I fhould have dy’d by the 
way: He told me alfo he would carry me 
to my own country people again. 

All the while 1 was with them I had 
victuals and drink enough to go to when I 
would, and they let me have what I would 
of their goods ‘to buy eatables with, and 
fometimes I bought plantains, bananas, 
pine-apples, or fugar-canes, of the coun- 
try blacks; fometimes thefe country peo 
ple would afk me to give them beads, 
which I always refufed, upon which they 
call’d me all the names they could think 
on, and I anfwer’d them again in their 
own language ; ‘then they would threaten 
me, butI told them I cared nov for them 
now. a 

About three weeks after the Arabs 
bought me, there were fome of the other- 
fide blacks came to fee the king, and the 
day they came over in their canoes, they 
got drunk, and lay firing their mufketss 
and in one of them was a fhot which pais’d 
through the Arabians houfe, and {hot one 
of them in the arm, Hereupon one of 
the Arabians went immediately tothe wa- 
ter-fide, and called all their men from on 
board, but three or four, and bid them 
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bring their mufkets, fwords, and targets 5 
the merchant gave me alfo oneof the mus- 
kets, and bid me come along with them: 
and we went all before the king to know 
what was the reafon they fired their mus- 
kets through the houfe, which fhot and 
wounded our men 5 the king told the Ara- 
bians it was a drunken man, who thought 
there had been no fhot inthe mufket, and 
defired the Arabs not to beangry, becaufe 
jt was one of the men that belong’d to the 
other fide, in another king’s dominion. 
Thefe were tawny’ colour’d, and he gave 
the Arabs two flaves to be friends again, fo 
then the 4rabs traded with them again as 
they did before, and bought 120 men, 
women, and children flaves. 

The fhip Jay there about ten weeks: 
When they had govall their negroes, with 
the reft of their neceffaries on board, we 
failed from Madaga/ear to Commoro. We 
were about a month in our paffige, and it 
was an open ve(lél, with only one matt s 
the places for the flaves to lie on were made 
with long fpars acrofs, and fo they lay 
together, and I with them 3 and we were 
all forc’d to fit each one in his own place, 
becaufe there was no room to ftir: where 
we fat, there we flept. 

When the Arabs put the negroes afhore 
at Cammoro, they could not ftand, becaufe 
their limbs were benumb’d by theirill pofture 
of fitting in the vefftl, and this was alfo 
my own cafe; but getting pretty well, I 
went to the houfe which they had hired for 
themfelves and their flaves to abide in. 

About a fortnight after they hauled their 
yeffel afhore and mended her, and pay’d 
all her bottom with the lammer, which is 
their country pitch. She lay afhore about 
a fortnight, during which time the dra- 
bian merchant let me have the keys to take 
what things I wanted, to buy me toddy, 
thatis, drink that comes out of a cocoa nut 
tree, oranges, lemons, cocoa nuts, fifh, 
plantains, bananas, &¢, Here they bought 
12 flaves. 

One morning alfo a black told me there 
was. piece of an Englifb hip newly come 
afhore ; I went to fee it, and found it was 
fome great thip’s mait, but burnt in feveral 
places; there came afhore alfo many pieces 
‘of carved work, and fome casks, which 
were drove afhore on the other fide of the 
iand; the natives faid alfo they had heard 
fome guns about fixteen days before we 
came. 

As foonas the fhip was ready the Arabs 
got all their faves, and other things on 
board, and failed for Palla, a place inha- 
bited by people of their own religion. We 
were fix weeks before we got there, and 
had very bad weather for fuch an open 
veffel as ours was 5 which if fhe had fhipped

any feas, (having no deck to keep the Everar. 


water out of her hold) would have been 
in greatdanger: butit pleafed God we got 


well to Patia, whither we were bounds carries te 
and lay off fhore about three leagues from Parts, 


the town, where many 4rabs came on 
board in boats, and welcomed us in. 

The next day after we came the gover~ 
nor of the place fent two great boats to 
fetch our negroes afhore, and I paffed in 
the firft, and went with one of the Arabs 
before the governor, who caufed his wife 
to fetch me fome dates, and bid me fic 
down and eat them, telling me alfo that 
fhe had mutton and rice a boiling for me; 
and all the negroes, which when boiled fhe 
broughtme, witha fpoon to eacit: It was 
very fat mutton. 

When Thad done I went down ftairs to 
the governor again, who afked me if my 
belly was full; but I underftood him not, 
till one of his men that fpake Portugue/e, 
which I underftood a little alfo, told me 
what he faid, Lanfwered yes, and thank’d 
him; thereupon he bid me fit, and gave 
meared cap andacurbant to wear, which 
he himfelf put on mes he gave me alfo 
a pair of their country fhoes; they have 
burone fole, no upper leather, but at the 
top a hole made to put my great toe in, 
and at the heel a ftrap to come over my 
ancle to keep my fhoe faft on my foot ; he 
caufed alfo a taylor tomake mea coarand 
breeches, which I had the next day, and 
wore them whilft I wafhed my other cloaths 
Thad put off. 

Soon after a Portugue/e thip, not ac- 
quainted with the place, ran afhores the 
Arabs haying, wars with them,mann’d fome: 
of their great boats with arms and am- 
munition, and went aboard of the thip; 
and in two or three hours took her, where 
they found about 300 flaves, befides the 
fhip’s crew, fo that the Arabs of the town 
were allup in arms, for fear they would 
rife up againft them : when they had them 
afhore they put them in prifon 5 then the 
men from the inland parts of the country 
came down with their bows and arrows: 
they werea tawny fore of men, with long 
black hair, and traded with the 4rabs for 
theircloth, for which they gave elephants 
teeth, rice, anda fort of fmall round 
corn, and feveral other things. 

‘HereThad the tooth-ach, and the Arabs 
took a piece of paperand writ upon it, and 
bid me putit to my pain’d tooth, which I 
did, and it ceas’d aking for two years, 

Here we lay about two months, then 
the governor bid me goaboard of a {mail 
grab loaden with elephants teeth, and 
about roo flaves, bound for Mu/cat, tell~ 
ing me there I fhould meet with Engli/b- 
men, We met with very bad blowing 
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Eyeraxp. weather for fuch an open veffel as that

Relieved 
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was, which took in feas over her ftern, 
and ran into her hold, having no deck. 
When the weather was bad, we could 
not boil our rice or other victuals, but 
eat all raw. By the way one of our 
tancks of water was leaked our, and we 
were put tohalfa pint of water a-day, 
which was given us about three o’clock 
in the afternoon. Thus we continued 
till we arrived at Mu/cat, which was for 
above a month. 

When we got to Miujcat, at the mouth 
of the harbour, we were becalm’d, being 
about a mile and an half off, towing 
a-head with our boat. The governor 
feeing we could not get in, fent us one 
of his great boats to help to tow us in, 
by reafon of a great current; in which 
we fpent about four hours: and when 
‘we were afhore, there were a great many. 
Arabs and Banyans looking on us ; and 
one of the Banyan boys ran up to the 
heufe where the Engli/h dwelt, and told 
them, there was a little Zvglioman come 
afhore with the blacks; then there came 
down three Englifbmen and met me, and 
took hold of me, and the man that look’d 
to the blacks asked them what they 
wanted with me? So they made a ftand, 
and asked me if I was an Engli/b boy? 
and of what fhip? I told them I did be- 
long to the Banden. They fhewed me a 
ftick, and asked me if I knew it? Then 
they defired the man thac look’d to the 
blacks, to let me go home with them. 
He bid me go. 

When I came to their home, they 
boiled mutton and porridge full of oni- 
ons. After I had fil’d my belly, they 
carry’d me to their houfe top, and made 
a great bowl of punch; but I being weak, 
the punch was too {trong for my head. 
After we had drank the punch, they 
took me with them into the market, and 
bought me a good red cap, with a fore 
of fur round it, and made me leave off 
my old cap. We went home to bed, 
and Thad a very good coat, fheets, and 
quilt, which wasa great alteration to the 
lodging I had in Madaga/ear upon the 
hard ground for three years together. 

Soon after this, the Zngli/hmen, one 
of whofe names is Mr. King, went with 
me before the governor, who bid them 
ask me how I was ufed aboard; but I 
could not fpeak to them again in Exglih, 
having forgot my native tongue; but I 
anfwered in the Madaga/ear language, 
that I was ufed very civilly. So the 
Englifmen prefent asked the governor to 
Tet me live with them as long as they 
ftay’d there, which was granted, 
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By that time I was there about fix or 
feven days, my Engli/> tongue began to 
come to me pretty well; then I could 
fpeak to them, and inform them, as | 
did, of all that had happened to me. 
Hereupon they told me, That they did 
belong to the Bauden about three weeks 
before, but had left her, and fail’d wich 
the Arabs. Two of them were made 
gunners of the country fhips, the other 
was furgeon of all the great fhips thar 
went out, and the fhip fail’d alfo that he 
belong’d to: likewife he fitted final} 
boxes of medicines for all the other thips, 
Alfo there was one of the Royal James 
and Mary’s men that left her, was madea 
gunner. 

They told me, the Banden fail’d from 
that place about a week before I came in, 
in which were divers of the men that 
came in her from England, 

I remained with thefe Engli/b about a 
fortnight. They bought me filk, and 
one piece of chints to make me neck- 
cloths, and gave me alfo a_new pair of 
breeches, anda piece of alligar to make 
me two fhirts. 

The next morning after, I went with 
my countrymen to the governor to know 
what he gave forme. He told them, 20 
dollars. They thereupon proffered to give 
the fame money for me again. He told 
them, he could do nothing until he heard 
from the king, to whom he had fent 
about the Engli/b being there to redeem 
me. The king refus’d to let them have 
me, but faid he would fend me to Surat 
to the Englifh there. 

About a month after I came to Mu/- 
cat; there came another Englifoman, He 
had been mafter of a country veffel that 
was caft away on the Arabian fhore. It 
was avery leaky thip; when at fea it was 
{wifted together with cables to keep her 
from finking; and the men were always 
bayling of her with buckets, and it was 
as much as they could do to keep her 
free. 

This man underftanding my circum- 
ftances, gave me fhirts and breeches, and 
endeavoured to getme clear of the Arabs 5 
but they told him, They would fend me 
tothe Engli/h again. He asked me after- 
ward, if he fhould write to the agent of 
Persia for me? which, on my deliring, 
he did, and fentit, and had an anfwer to 
it by a Dutch Banyan, whom he gave allo 
bond to redeem me from the governor 5 
he having firft acquainted the fine, faid 
the king would have no more than what 
he gave for me, which was 20 dollars. 
This the Banyan paid, and 20 more to 
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my countrymen for cloaths and diet, 
which they took. 

They bought me fome bread, cheefe, 
rice, falt-beet, and two gallons of liquor 
almoft as ftrong as brandy ; and they 
bought me a very good quilt and pillow, 
and two earthen pots to boil my victuals. 
‘They gave mea litde fugar, and a dollar 
and halfin money for to buy me fome- 
thing, becaufe the boat was to touch at 
fome places before we got there. They pro- 
vided a place in one of their boats : and juft 
before they had orders to get ready to put 
to fea, becaufe the fhips were going to 
Surat, the Arabians would not let the boats 
gos for the drabs and the Portugueze had 
wars with one another ; but the boats 
went to the fame place where the Portu- 
guexe had a great town full of inhabitants, 
and a fort with five guns in it. The name 
ofthe place was called Conge. The Arabs 
being afraid, would not let the boats go 
in before it was day: and when the 
Englifbmen were in with their thips, then 
they bid me go aboard of the boat that I 
was to go over in. I wentaboard, and 
Jay aboard till the fail’d; only I went 
afhore in the day-time to buy me fome 
freth viétuals, and cucumbers, and other 
green trade. 

About three or four days after the 
fhips fail’d away, the mafters of the boats 
had orders to fail, which they did; and 
in the afternoon we fail’d from Muj/cat, 
bound for Perfia. We ftop’d by the way 
at two or three places, and there they fill’d 
water, becaufe they carry’d but one jar, 
and that did not hold above 25 gallons : 
likewife we bought fale fith and dates for 
‘our eating. 

About a day or two before we came 
into Perfia, we went between the main 
and an ifland; and juft as we were thro’, 
one of the Arabs took two handfuls of 
dates, and heaved one of his handfuls at 
the ifland, and the other at the main; 
and then hollowed, and was glad they 
got well thro’. 

Affoon as they got a little further, the 
tide run very ftrong, and fometimes the 
water run round; and it made round fo 
faft, that the oars fhe had in her could 
not keep her head to the tide; and as 
faft as they got her head to the tide, the 
water ran round about, and carry’d the 
boat round about for all their oars, and 
they could not anchor becaufe of the 
depth of water. At laft we had a ftour 
gale of wind, then we went right away 
before it; yet for all that, we could 
hardly keep her head to it; and if the 
took a yaw any way, fhe would run round 
about, and it would be a great while 
before we could bring her head about, 
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laft we got a good way off, and ftood 


over for Perfiz, and the wind run us spices at 
over to the Perfiax fhore in fix hours Perfia. 


time. 

However, we lay by all night with 
our boat till morning, then we got nearer 
in to the fhore ; and about four or five 
miles off fhore we efpy’d two or three 
fithing-boats; fo our boat having a {mall 
boat, went to them to buy fome fith. 1 
asked the fifher-man what hip that was 
that lay in co the hore? They told me 
it was a Dutchman, 

About three or four of the clock in the 
afternoon, we came to an anchor about 
half a mile off fhore, and the boat lay 
over againtt our faétory ; and affoon as 
the boat was well come to an anchor, 
they landed, and I went along with them. 
What things [had I carry’d to the cuftom- 
houfe to let them fee them; where a 
Banyan belonging to the Englifs, Seeing 
me, wentand told the agent, who there- 
upon fent for me, and I went to him, 
where I met two Englifh boys, who bid 
me ftay till the agent came down, When 
he came, he asked about my travels and 
gave me a bottle of wine and fome water, 
and drank to me, andat his defire I gave 
him an account of my travels and hard- 
thips. Then he asked me if I hada mind 
to go for England, or to ftay with him? I 
told him, I defir’d to go home, which 
he told me I fhould in the next thip. 

During my ftay here, I rode with 
another boy about three miles to a place 
called Banyan-tree, We had a man to 
ran before us and attend us. When we 
return’d, I told the agent I liked the 
country very well; whereupon he bid 
the young man to give me the keys of 
the Wine, oil, butter, fugar, and many 
other things that were in the rooms; fo 
wanted for nothing. 

Soon after came in an Exglifp thip cal- 
led the Diana. ‘The captain’s name was 
Majters, who was very fick 3 whereupon 
the agent invited him afhore, and got 
two rooms for his entertainment. 

Two or three days after, the captain 
was brought afhore, continuing very 
fick; and the wind being very high, the 
furf of the water made him dropping 
wet; and not long after he died, and 
was buried, and the officers and myfelf 
attended on horfes, and the fore-maft 
men on affhegoess then a finall brals 
gun on thore was fired co give notice the 
Burial was a going. They fired aboard 
all the fhip’s guns, giving a minute’s 
diftance between each firing. 
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‘After that the chief mate was made

months. After which, one morning, the 
new captain told me, I mult go aboard 
with him whereupon I acquainted the 
agent, who told me, I was to go with 
thac thip for Bygland. So I wentaboard, 
and was taken careof by him. Abouta 
fortnight after, 1 went afhore with fome 
of the officers, and at the factory I met 
with the two young men that were writers. 
‘The agent hearing me talking with them, 
he called me, and told me, He would 
have me go to Buffro to fee how I liked, 
which accordingly I did, and was em- 
ploy’d, asthe other feamen, in the com- 
mon fervice and duties of the reft of the 
men. 

Two months after I was aboard, there 
came in the Kemthorn from Surat, loaden 
with Armenians goods, bound for Buféro. 
When fhe came into the road, we ftruck our 
St. George’s fag, becaufe the Kemthorn had 
the king’s penant flying; and the captain 
of the Kemthorn went on fhore, and told 
the agent, That his fhip was leaky, and 
not fit to go to Bu/fero, and too big, and 
her bowfprit was broke off by the head 5 
foour captain {pared him a piece of timber 
to fifh and mend their bowfpric: but the 
Kemthorn being fo leaky, the agent order’d 
our captain to load our fhip out of her, 
and another country veffél of our bignefs, 
that was there, with an Exgli/o captain 
aboard of her, and the chief mate and gun- 
ner but all the reft were Lafears, being 
the fore-maft men. So we took in as 
much goodsas loaded us both, which was 
donein four or five days, and then receiv’d 
orders to fail for Buffero. 

By the way, inthe night, the Rebecca’s 
boat came aboard us, being at an anchor 
in Cong road. It blew very hard, with 
great thundering and lightning ; and there 
fell a great clap of thunder aboard of 
the Revecca, which fplit their fore-maft 
into feveral pieces, and kill’d one man in 
the cook-room, and did another man fome 
harm, and ftruck moft of the men down, 
and fome were in the main-top; buta 
little while after, they came to themfelves 
again. 

We heard the thundering two or three 
days before we came near them ; and aday 
or two after, their boat went away, and 
we got into Cong. Likewife we heard 
firing of guns in Cong road 5 but the morn- 
ing before we made’ Cong the wind blew 
fo hard, that we were forc’d to reef our 
top-fails, but got in that fame day, and 
fired feveral guns; and the Rebecca fired 
‘again to falute us, 

The following night, or the nightafter, 
we efpy’da thip a great diftance at fea. 
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‘As fhe made nearer in we faw her penane, 
and made her to be the Kemthorn anda 
litle before night they fent their yaw! 
afhore, but the fhip could not getin thar 
night. The next morning we got all 
things ready to fail by break of day; and 
fo did the other fhip that was with us, that 
had the pare of the Kenthorn’s goods, and 
we were both under fail all day; and if 
we had ftay’d two or three hours the Ker 
thorn would have ftop’d us, and have 
caufed us to have delivered our goods 
there ; but having our anchorsup, and a 
frefh gale , we made all the fail we could, 
and we got out of fight in three or four 
hours time. 

We {ail’d all along the fhore; and 
about a week after we fail’d out of Gonz, 
we got in with fome iflands: not knowing 
what the people were, the captain fent the 
boat afhore to buy fome provifions, and 
the boat brought ten or twelve goats, and 
fome fowls ; but we did not anchor there, 
but fent our boat afhore the fecond time, 
having but little wind. 

We had afterward a little breeze of 
wind, and fome fmall time after, we efpy’d 
four or five ships, which we took to be 
Portugneze s and it was very calm without, 
but we had fometimes a fmall breeze of 
wind off fhore, but it would come and be 
gone whilft one could tell twenty or thirty 5 
fo we got our guns ready, and our {mall 
arms, with all other things requifite for a 
fight; but they came no nearer us. At 
laft we had a wind which carry’d us away 
from them, and we kept our courfe, and 
never faw them afterwards. 

About three weeks or a month after we 
loft fight of the thips, we came to an ifland 
inhabited by Arabs; and the captain fene 
the Jong-boat afhore, a little before the 
fhip came to an anchor, full of casks to 
fill water. The name of the ifland is 


Corask; but there was but little water to Com 


be got there. 

We took in a pilot to pilot us over a 
fhoal place that was before Bufféra river, 
and likewife up the river; there being fo 
liccle water, that we touch’d for three or 
four miles together, which caus’d the mud 
to rife after us very thick, and the lay 
a-ground one tide almoft dry ; but float- 
ing again with the tide, we got between 
two iflands, one of which was called Gar- 
‘us, but the other’s name I know not ; but 
they lay at the river’s mouth, one on the 
ftarboard fide, the other on the larboard 
fide, and we muft go in between them, 
for itis not above a quarter of a mile from 
one ifland to the other. 

When we came into the river, we be- 
held a great many cows and buffaloes, 
and a great many fheep which were os 
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by the water-fide; and we work’d up the 
river tide by tide. Andone time the boat’s 
crew went athore when the tide was againft 
us, the fhip being at anchor, and broughe 
aboard bags full of dates, and might have 
had as many more if they would have ga- 
thered them. 

‘The next tide of food, we weigh’d and 
tided it up, being abouc twenty or thirty 
miles before we got to the town; and when 
we were up, there came one of their coun- 
try boats, with two or three Armenians in 
her, being fome that had part of the fhip’s 
foading, and the Armenians that were 
aboard were their partners, and owned all 
the two fhips loading between them, 

The Armenians that came aboard told 
their partners, That there were wars be- 
tween the Turks and the wild Arabs, and 
defir’d the captain to carry the goods back 
again ; but the captain would not, unlefS 
they would give as much for carrying 
them back, as they did for bringing them 
thither 5 but they were not willing to give 
fo much: fo we went further up the next 
tide; and about ten miles before we got 
tothe town, there lay a little iMland in the 
middle of the river; and having, but little 
wind, and the tide running ftrong, it drove 
us upon it broad-fide to the tide upon the 
tideof flood, and it being very foft ground, 
the thip was forc’d on a great way. 

We carry’d out an anchor to heave her 
offs but the tide ran fo ftrong, that we 
could not get the anchor out in the place 
where we defign’d. Then we carry’d a 
tow-line to haul the anchor out by, but 
all would notdo ; fo that when it came to 
be ebb water, the fhip lay fat, and we 
could not heave her off, becaufe the tide 
had fo much hold of her broad-fide. This 
oblig’d us to keep the anchors and cables 
taut, doubting the tide would heave the 
hip farther on. 

We lay there three or four tides; at 
Saft the fpring-tides coming on, we heav’d 
her of but it was by mere ftrain and 
ftrength by the cables and anchors, During 
the time we lay aground, and the water 
was gone from the thip, fome of the 
fhip’s company went athore, and were 
not higher than their middles, and it was 
foftmuddy ground. 

Being thus got off, the next tide of 
flood, we gor up to the town of Buffer, 
and came to an anchor over again{t the 
town, and moor’d our hip the firft night, 
Afterwards two Dutch faétors who liv’d 
there, came on board, and the captain and 
they had fome difcourfe, and drank healths 
with firing of guns. ‘They ask’d the cap- 
tain if he would take in fome of their 
goods? but he told them he could not : 
then they invited him afhore; and he 
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and they made a great feaft for him, and 
the boat's crew had it after they had done 5 
and we had good wine and. brandy with our 
victuals. 

The Turks made great offers to our men 
to engage them as gunners; and we hav- 
ing two Dutchmenaboard, they got afhore 
oneday, and went to the Zurks, who made 
them gunners to fire their great guns, and 
paid them daily wages, and the chief of 
the place gave them filk coats with hang- 
ing Neves. The chief of the place here 
borrowed nine patereroes of our captain, 
and likewifé fome more of the Moors fhip 
that was in our company from Per/ia, 

Whillt we were there came in a Mor’s 
thip of about 1000 tons, and 60 guns, 
call'd the Muffénbee. She alfo lent them 
fome guns, and our captain let them have 
three Dutchmen out of our fhip to fire 
them, who afterwards were very unwilling 
to come aboard again, being well paid, 
and faring very well: at Init, coming 
aboard for their cloaths, the captain would. 
have ftop’d them, but all three jump'd 
over-board, and one was drowned, 

Our captain fent the bathaw a prefent s 
and the bathaw, in return, prefented him 
with a red coat lin’d witha very fine fur, 
and filver buttons. The captain was very 
defirous to put the Armenians goods 
afhore; but they defired him not, until 
they could fee it they could make peace. 
with the Arabs whereupon he told them, 
He would flay a day or two longer for 
that purpofe ; but feeing then there was 
no peace made, he told them, he would 
fend the long-boat afhore loaden with 
their goods, and if they would not look 
after them they might let them alone. 
Hereupon they gave him a confideration 
for further patience. 

While we were here, the bafhaw defired 
the captain to pafs further up the river, 
and to fire at them afhore, who were his 
enemies ; accordingly we went aboard a 
mile further up, and we fired feveral great 
guns and fmall thot at them. They fir'd 
again at us wich their fmall thot; fome of 
which fell fhort, others flew over us, and 
fome hit our thip’s fide. 

We lay there till next day, and then 
went back to the town; and having an- 
chored there, our captain, for our going, 
gave the men five dollars apiece for what 
they had done. 

Two Dutchmen, who runaway froma 
Dutch thip to us, going afhore, ran to 
the Turks and helped them againft the 
Arabs, and the Turks gave them good 
wages, and each of them a filk coat with 
hanging fleeves. They alfo got much 
money, and were paid moft in gold. 
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Afterwards the Armenians fent boats 


A aboard for their goods, and we were feven 


or eight days unloading our fhip 5 which 
being finifh’d, the two Dutchmen came 
aboard again, and brought with them the 
patereroes and pouch-barrel, that_ had 
been borrowed of us 5 and being feemingly 
willing to flay aboard, the capeain 
pt them theres but they had not been 
aboard above a week, but one night when 
je was their watch, they endeavoured to 
{wim afhores and we heard abouta day or 
two after, one of them was drowned, but 
the other got well off, but never came 
aboard of us again. 

‘Phe loading we took in there was 
dates, Our captain had a houfe athore at 

place to put his things in and one 
ight about eight or nine of the clock, 
aereat alarm being given that the Arabs 
were gotten into the city, the captain 
order’ theboarto be mann’d, and every 
one was arm’d with a mufket, @ cutlafs, 
and a cartouch-box, and the cockfwain 
had two piltolss and then we put off, and 
with great dificulty got afhore, it being 
Three miles up the creek, which was very 
narrow, and crouded fo with the country 
oats, ehac we could hardly get bys and 
we heard great noife of firing of guns of 
cach fide the creek, but knew not whether 
of friends or enemies. 

‘At laft we got to the place where the 
captain’s houfe was, and the men were 
commanded to fetch the captain’s goods to 
the boat, and brought off a great many 
bagsof money of the Armenians, that were 
ina manner open, but yet, I believe, not 
‘one farthing value was lefftned by the 
boat's crews for the Armenians told the 
money when they came aboard, and put 
it into great bags that would hold two or 
three thoufand pounds apiece; for it was 
as much as four or five men could well 
carry, a great deal of it being, in dollars, 
a great deal in mummoods, and a great 
deal of it in fmall bars of gold, which 
mutt be all together of a very great value. 

‘After this the Arabs made peace with 
the Turks, which coft the latter a great 
many thoufind pounds. And after we 
had got our loading aboard, the greateft 
part of which was dates, and all the reft 
‘of our things, and receiv’d on board one 
of that country horfés, which the bafhaw 
fent asa prefent to the chief at Surat, we 
fail’d from Buferotown, leaving the other 
fhip there taking in her loading: and as 
we were working out of the river, we 
efpy’d a great many buffaloes afhores 
‘whereupon fome of the crew got the cap- 
tain’s leave to go afhore with their pieces, 
and kill’d two of them, and brought them 
aboard in quarters, with the fkin on; and 


the captain had the beft pieces falted up, 
and the reft was eatat no allowance. They 
wounded one or two more, but they ran 
away. 

‘The tide of ebb having done running, 
we came to an anchor; and the pilot’s 
father living almoft againft where the thip 
lay, he ask’d the captain leave to go 
athore, telling him he would come off 
again before the tide ofebb. He had four 
of our Laj/cars to row him afhore in our 
fimall boat; and after fome time the boat 
return’d with only one of the La/ears in 
her, and told us, That the people afhore 
kept and beat them, becaufe we kill'd 
two of their buffaloes, and would not 
part with them cill the captain had paid 
for the buffaloes. 

Hereupon the captain fent the boat 
afhore with Brglifhmen in her with fmall 
arms, and a Moor we had aboard; but 
we could not find the people agreat while. 
‘At laft our men faw them, and the Moor 
afked them, What made them detain our 
men? They told us, That they kept 
them becaufe we kill’d two of their buf- 
faloes, and wounded two more, and that 
we fhould pay 300 mummoods, which 
is 300 and 8 pence, before they would let 
them gos which the captain was fore’d to 
comply with, and then they fent us our 
men; bue the pilot would not come 
aboard again for fear fomething should be 
done to him; fo we were forc’d to lie 
there till the next morning, and then came 
three or four boats of rabs by, and we 
mann’d our boat and wentaboard of them, 
and got one of them to confent to be our 
pilot to carry us outs but we were torc’d 
to lie there for five or fix days, the wind 
blowing hard right into the river. 

‘At laft we had a fair wind, and got 
clear of the river’s mouth; but the fhip 
ran aground upon the fathoms that lay 
juit without the river’s mouth, which 
caufed us to get an anchor out, and a 
hawfer in the boat to heave the hip off 
again: and we founded about to find the 
deepeft water, which was three fathoms s 
fo we brought the hawfer to the capftane, 
and heav’d her off into three fathom wa- 
ter; and affoon as we had heav’d up our 
anchor again, the pilotcarry’d usover the 
fathoms very well. 

Then we fet fail, and touch’d at an 
iMandcall’d Corack, in order to put that 
pilot afhore, and to take in another to 
carry us toa place called Percay 5 by the 
way, lying off Congee, to put two or three 
menafhorewe had aboard of our fhip; then 
we made the beft of our way to Gamba- 
roon road, and fail’d in between the main 
and an ifland call’d Kifbmis 5 and whilit 
we ftay’d there we tool in fome water. ; 
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A day or wwo before we got into Gam-. 


bayoon road, one of the Armenians died 
aboard, and the others got leave of the 
captain for fome of our men to carry 
him afhore in our boat, -and to dig a 
grave and bury him ; which we did, and 
what they gave us came to about fixteen 
pence apiece. 

Affoon as the boat return'd aboard, 
we had a fall gale of wind fair for us 5 
and before night we got into Gambaroon 
road in Perfia: bur a little before we 
eime to an anchor, our captain gave 
command for the boat to be mann’d to 
carry him athore, but refus'd to let me 
be one of thofe who row’d him: where- 
upon I wrote to.the two young men who 
were afhore, with whom, when I was 
there before, I had contraéted a ftrict 
friendthip, and they were fo kind as to 
fend me a good red cap, and wwo pair of 
breeches, one of them filk. 

I fuppofe the captain had heard I had 
2 mind to make an agreement with the 
agent, and believ’d I would leave him ; 


‘for he wanted men, and would have 


Shipped as many Dutchmen as he could 
gets for we fail’d with eleven Lajfears at 
that time, whom we were not to carry 
out of the country, not being able to 
get any Dutchmen at Perfia. 

We lay here but four days, being bound 
for Surat; and in our paffage thither we 
faw a grab very near us on the Jarboard 
bow; fo calling all hands up, we made 
what hafte we could to be clear of her, 
and fired a gunat her, loaden with thot, 
which flew over her, and being but a 
liule breeze, the crept from us3 and a 
litle after, we fired another gun, and 
then they heay’d out their colours, which, 
I think, were white. 

About fix or feven weeks after, we 
were pretty near the land it was very 
thick and hazy weather ; but efpying a 
thip about three leagues to leeward of us, 
we bore down to her right before the 
wind. Some of our men made her to be 
the Ruby, and others faid, It was the 
Emerald, Sill bearing down, thinking, it 
was one of thefe thips. We being fo 
fure, we got nothing ready, fhe having 
Jack, enfign and penant: and as we were 
bearing under her ftern, there was a man 
upon her poop, and our gunner was up- 
on our poop. They hal’d us, and faid, 
They had letters for us fo they. asked 
us to fend our boat aboard; but our 
captain told them, If they had any bu- 
finefS with us, they might fend their boat 
aboard ; but we kept bearing away till 
we had made ready for a fight, becaufe 
We Were very much pelter’d with the 
mmchiaus goods and cloaths in the fteerage 
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ftood both one way. ‘The Armenians 
that were aboard of us, were but tagged 
fellows, but were refolved to fights and 
fhe had a tire of guns fore and aft, feeme 
ingly to be brafs. She had likewite waft 
cloaths fpread, and the head of her fores 
topmaft lean’d very much backward; fo 
flanding one way a little while, I think, 
we went about and fired a'gun to leeward, 
and they fired another to leeward, and 
ftood into the fhore. 

A day or two after, we faw the land, 
and fell to leeward of Surat near forty 
leagues ; and when we were pretty near 


in, we faw Bombay. ‘Our captain carty’d pombsy: 


the fhip in there, and we lay off the 
funken rock, and took in fome water, 
and learned what news we could. 

There was at that time a captain’s wi- 
dow that lived there, and her black 
flave ; our captain being acquainted with 
her, fhe bronght fome of her things 
aboard, having a mind to go for Eres 
land, and our captain made his addrefles 
to her. 

We lay at Bomlay above two days be- 
fore we fail’d for Surat, but were fore’d 
to come to ananchor, the wind and tide 
being againft us; and it was juit without 
Bombay. Before night it blew harder, fo 
that we broke our cables then we let go 
another anchor. We lay there till the 
morning; but before it was light the 
wind dulled, and by that time it was 
light it was ftark calm; then. we went 
with our long-boat to the buoy that be- 
long’d to our broken cable, to weigh 
the anchor by the buoy-rope 5 but when 
the anchor was a quarter up, the buoy- 
rope broke, and run down amain: then 
they let the long-boat’s grappling go, be- 
caufe the long-boat fhould not drive away 
from the anchor 3 and the men that were 
in the long-boat called to the fhipto fend 
the pinnace and the creeper to creep for 
the cable and anchor; and in two or 
three creeps we had hold of the cable, 
and heav’d them both up, and carry’d 
them aboard, and next tide we fail’d 5 
but were fore’d to come to an anchor 
every tide when the wind was not fairs 
nor could we ftem the tide to make the 
beft of our way to Surat, but were eight 
or ten days in pafling thither. 

When we came to an anchor at Surat’s 
river’s mouth, we found there the Kem- 
thorn, captain Kemthorn commander, tak- 
ing in goods for England, having the beft 
partof her loading in. There lay another 
fimall fhip call’d the Jonas. 

A day or two after, we came to an an- 
chor, and our captain married the captain’s 
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Evexaev. widow whom we brought from Bombay, 


and we fired our guns two or three times 
round, and fo did the Kemthorn and the 
Fonas. 

‘About two or three days after, the cap- 
tain of the afiab came aboard to carry us 
into Swallow-bole; and when we came 
there, aman came down to the water-fide, 
and called to the fhip to bid the boat come 
afhore; which being done, the man that 
call’d to us, who was a Mzor, and talk’d 
indifferent Engli/o, told us, Wemuft go 
up to the faétory. There was a hackery 
came down to the boat, drawn by two 
oxen; with whofe driver we agreed to 
carry us in it for a mammood, which is 
a groat, to the factory. 

When we came to the factory, we told 
them our fhip’s name, and what our load- 
ing was; then the faétors fent fome re- 
frelhmentsto the boat’s crew, and to invite 
the captain afhore. 

‘About four or five days after we came 
in, we began to unload our fhip, and 
finith’d that work in eight or nine days. 
Then the captain and his wife went and 
lay athore, and we heav’d our fhipathore 
to clean her; then we broom’d her, and 
procur’d the Indian builder to view her 
to feeif the was fit to load goods for Eng- 
land; and he looked quite round the thip, 
but could find nothing amifs, ill coming 
toher ftern, he found fault with the pintle 
and gudgeon, faying, They were too 
fhort. Our carpenter told him, They 
were fo fhort at firft; but they would 
have willingly caft the thip to have her 
abide in the country to trade. 

In four or five days after, we got the 
fhip off, and our captain hired about ten 
or twelve country carpenters and calkers 
to work upon her when fhe was afloat; 
neither did he take in any goods till the 
was calked all over. The calkers were 
Gentuje and Bannyans; and every time 
hey went to victuals, or to do any ne- 
ceflary occafions, we were oblig’d to carry 
them afhore, or elfe they, would lofe their 
cafts and if they loft their caft, the reft 
of their country folks would not love 
them, nor keep them company 3 for they 
faye They go to the devil if they lofe their 
caft. 

Affoon as the fhip was calked, we had 
an order to take in goods for England ; 
but the factors told us, They were afraid 
to venture for fear of the Mallabars taking 
of them, and requefted the captain to let 
fix of our fhip’s company goas a. guard, 
every one arm’d with a mufket and a 
cartouch-box. They return’d next morn- 
ing by break of day, in the fhallop loaden 
with feveral forts of goods; and we firft 
took in about 40 bales of cowries, which 


are what children in Zvigland call Black= 
moors-teeth, becaufe they were the heaviett 
goods. Next we took in bales of pallam- 
pores, chinces, and callicoes, and were 
about ten or twelve days before we were 
Joaden. m 

‘After we were loaden, and had got in 
our provifions and water, we were vilited 
by fome of the captains and factors, who 
came on board us to be merry 5 and in 
the heightof their jollitry, our chief mate 
telling them of my hardfhips, they each 
of them drank a glafs of wine of my fill- 
ing, and put a rupee into the glafs, and 
the laft drinking to me, Igot by thatm 
15 rupees, containing 2 5. 3d. each. 

About a week or ten days after we fail’d 
out of Swallow-bole, and came. to an. anchor 
at Surat river’s mouth 3 but being bound 
to Bombay to take in pepper, the 
and the Benjamin came from Surat 
mouth with us, and we had a fair wind all 
the way to Bombay, and we were about 
three days failing thither. 

When we came there we faluted the « 
fort, which they return’d. We lay right 8» 
againftan ifland, call’d the #omansifand, 
and being pretty dark we did not venture 
in till the next morning, when we went 
in and lay within a quarter of a mile of 
the fore. 

In a few days after came in two thips, 
call’d the Rubyand the Emerald, from a 
place call’d Callicut, loaden with pepper, 
which had an order to let us have as much 
as we could take in; they weighed ir and 
fent it aboard in bags, but we fhot it loofe 
into our fhip’s hold, amongft the bale 
goods, having filPd her fore and aft with 
bale goods, which we heaved in fo clofe 
with hand-ferews that we could not ftow 
one more. Then we calked up our 
hatches clofe ; but we loft our paffage, 
which made us to be a winter thip. 

Awhile after there came in the Baxdert, 
the fhip which I went ourin. ‘The gunner 
being acquainted with our captain, came 
aboard of us; and Jafked him if there 
was not one Lewis Fames aboard of the 
Bauden? hetold me yes; 1 defir’d him to 
remember my love to him; and foon after 
the Bauden’s boat coming afhore juft as our 
boat was going off, he called to me and 
afked me if Iwould not come ashore again 
prefently, telling me what houfe he fhould 
beat; and I found him there accordingly, 
and we greatly rejoyced to fee one another. 
He treated me very Kindly, and there being, 
an outery of cloaths at the fort, belong- 
ing to a factor that died there, he bought 
four filk coatsand gave me,and would have 
given me other things, if I had wanted 
them; but I would not be too trouble- 
fome. He afterwards took me to the 
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for the fhips that come in here, he fent us Everanp- 


punch-houfe and treated me with a very 
good dinner and ar his invitation I went 
afterwards to fee him aboard, and was 
treaced very handfomely by him. 

Here we fhipt feveral men, at 50s. and 
3/.a month wages, and a doétor’s mate 
hir'’d himfelf, finding we had no occa- 
fion for him in that quality, as a foremaft 
man tor 305. per month; but was quite 
ulelefS to us, Knowing nothing of a fhip’s 
bufinefs, or even of a boat's, 

When we fail’d out of Bombay we kept 
very near the fhore for that day 5 and the 
day after we fired a few guns to give 
notice for two of the Ruby's men, who had 
agreed to come aboard us, in our fervice ; 
but feeing no boat, nor any thing like it, 
we kept on our courfe to the place we were 
bound to, and in chree or four days after 
we made the land, and we took that fora 
place called Carwar ; and about 7 weeks 
after we made the ifland of Mooru/hes,where 
we winter’d: It was very high land, and 
the water was fo clear we could fee the 
ground 16 fathom deep; and prefently 
after we came toan anchor, we heard fome 
body hale our thip, right over againft 
where we lay; fo manning the boat we 
went afhore, but could fee no body, and 
tho’ we hollowed, receiv’d no anfwer ; then 
we rowed up into the bay, and there flood 
aflag-ftaff, and not finding any body we 
pull’d aboard again. 

The captain afterwards fent us again on 
fhore into the bay where we were bound, 
and we rowed a large mile from the thip, 
and went afhore, and prefently after there 
came down to ustwo men, who were thole 
thathal’d us at the other place, and told 
us, that they belong’d to the Shrewsbury, 
but the was loft, and they were caftaway 
upon a fand about 80 or 100 leagues from 
that iNand, but all the men faved their 
lives in their long-boatand pinnace, and 
they made for that ifland, where they had 
been 18 months; and that our fhip was 
the firft in all that time that had couch’d 
there. 

Thefe two men, one of which was the 
boatfwain of the Shrewsbury, went to the 
other fide of the bay with our captain, and 
caught a goat or two prefently, which they 
brought down to the boat, and then we 
went all aboard to the fhip. 

The next day we got into the bay, call’d 
Northweft Bay, where we moor’d our fhip, 
and took all our cables, fails, cafks, and 
dumber that was in her, and clear’d as much 
as we could, to careen her, that the car- 
Penter might find her leaks; and the car- 
penter of the Shrewsbury and his mate 
affifted our carpenter in the work. 

Tt being the cuftom of this place tor the 
Sovemon to fend two huntimen to hune 

ou, VI. 


two accordingly, who hunted for us two 
or three days, and took fome goats and a 
wild hog or two, and brought them oa 
board, demanding half a dollar for a 
oat, anda whole dollar for a hog ; upon 
which fome of the Shrewsbury’s men on 
board of us, told the captain they would 
goa hunting for us for nothing; fo he 
pay’d the Dutchmen for what they had 
caught, and difcharg’d them, which they 
thought very hardly of, but they could 
not help themfelves ; and the Shrewsbury 
men went a hunting for us, and brought 
aboard of us 14 or 16 goats at a time, 
anda wild hog or ovo, and now and then 
a fat deer, 

When we had done almoft all the work 
which belong’d to our fhip, and got moft 
of the things from the fhore, the captain 
commanded the cockfwain to make ready 
the pinnace in the morning betimes, for he 
Was minded to goa {mall voyage, and I 
was one of the boat’s crew, and the captain 
carry’d his wife with him, and we row’d 


to a place call’d Black River, where we Black Ri- 


ftay’d two or three days, and haul’d the “** 
pinnaceon the fhore dry, becaufe the water 
fhould not carry her off; and then we 
went all up to the houfe where the captain 
and his wife were, and were plentifully 
treated for three or four days. The day 
before we went, the men where the captain 
and his wife lay, kill?’d an ox for us to 
carry on board, and the captain left his 
wife there, and went on board with us, 
where we falted our beef, and made what 
hatte we could to get our water, but was 
able to fetch but one boat of water ina day, 
it being at leaft feven or eight miles off, to 
a place call’d Carpenters Bay, 

We then got our cables, fails, and 
lumber aboard, and were fupply’d with 
two oxen, which we falted, and a great 
hog, of which we made bacon ; and being 
all ready to fail, having lain at this place 
near three months, the captain went down 
to Black River, to fetch his wife on board, 
in the pinnace, and returned in three or 
four days; and in about a week or fort 
night after, we fet fail for the cape of Guod 
Hope, having a fair wind, which carry’d 
us clear off the land before morning. 

Tc continu’d fair about a week or two, 
with our long-boat towing aftern of us all 
the way; but then the wind began to blow 
harder, and harder, veering forward, 
which fore’d us to get our tacks on board, 
and having the Shrez/bury’s men on board 
we became fhort of victuals, as well as wa- 
ter ; befides our hip was very leaky, which 
caus’d us all to be at the pump, to free 
her, two and two every hour, and begun 
to have very bad weather, with our long- 
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Everago. boat and a black fellow towing aftern in 
WA™ her all the while, whom: we changed by 


cape of 
Good 
Hope. 


turns with another black for their relief 5 
and one time we had a very fair frefh gale 
of wind, which caufed our thip to run fix 
or feven knots, making very quick way, 
which made the long-boat run up under 
the thip’s ftern, which caufed the guefs- 
rope to be foul of the Jong-boat’s keel, and 
the long-boat’s broadfide to, which made 
the blick fellow to cry out moft fadly, 
and we did not hear him a pretty while, 
but when we did, we made all the hafte we 
could to ftop the fhip’s way, but before we 
could bring the fhip to, the long-boat 
clear'’d herfelf, and we failed on our way. 
‘About a week after we had hard blowing 
weather, and fometimes we were under a 
forefail, and fometimes under a forefail 
reef, and other times under a {pritfail reef, 
and fometimes under our miffen ballaft, 


* and fometimes we could not carry any fail 


atall, and the wind blew very hard for 
ten or eleven days, and the decks were fo 
full of water when the fhip was a pumping, 
that we could not ftand dry-fhod 5 and the 
feas broke in at the rudder-coat, ‘which 
cauled all the thingsin the gun-room almott 
tofwim, fo there was hardly a dry cabin 
in the fhip to lic in; the feas likewife broke 
all her head away, but the lion, and we 
were forc’d to fhoar that, elf it had been 
gone alfo; and there being no towing the 
ong-boat any longer, the captain order’d 
hands aft for to haul it up, fo the black 
fellow was bid to heave the water out 
clean, and come aboard, and the captain 
commanded the boat to be veer’d aftern 
again, without any body in hers but in 
the morning when we looked aftern we 
found her full of water, but the wind be- 
ing not half fo high as it was in the night, 
the watch was order’d to haul her up, 
which they did, for to cut the boat-rope 
and guefs-rope, and fo turn’d her adrift. 

‘About a fortnight after we got in fight 
of the table land, where we were to go, 
and had fuch bad weather, that we thought 
we fhould have beaten away the lion off our 
fhip’s head, with the tree thereof, having 
loft all the rails of it before. 

About four days after we had fight of 
Tand, it being the cape of Good Hopes and 
juftas we were coming about the point, be- 
fore we enter’d the harbour, a gun or two 
was fir'd froma houfe on the top of a hill, 
to give the town notice that there wasa thip 
coming in; we anfwered them to leeward 
with another, as a fignal of friendthip. 
‘As foon as we came to an anchor, there 
came aboard a Dutch thip’s boat, to know 
from whence we came, and what fhip we 
were? Then we afk’d them what news in 
England, and what Dutch thips were there, 


and whither bound ?) They anfwered our 
queftions, as we did theirs, and’ told ‘us 
likewife thar there was, befides merchant 
men, a French man Of war of '50 ‘guns, 
which they took from the French, and'that 
fhe wore the Dutch flag, and rid admiral. 
Then we afk’d, what Lvglifh were there 
lat? they told us, the Charles the fecond, 
the Modena, and the Sampfon, with ‘one 
or two more, whofe names I have for- 
gots all which fail'd out from’ the cape 
about a fortnight ‘before we came in. 
They alfo told us that the Orange was caft 
away there, ‘by a hurricane, being loaden 
from the Baft-Indies, ‘for England, “with 
muflins, and many other commodities, be- 
fides great quantities of canes and that 
there wasa homeward bound Ditch Eajt- 
India fhip caft away at the fame time, of 
about 800 tons ; and that the captain of 
the Orange, mate and purfer, were on 
Shore. 

Next morning by break of day, we 
fired fome guns, and the fort faluted us 
again, as alfo the admiral ; and the" day 
after the captain went afhorein the pirinace, 
to vilic the governor, but he was gone up 
into the country; then he went to the houfe 
where the captain of the Orange liv’d, and 
the mate and purfer were there likewife, 
and they difcours’d about the trade of the 
country. 

The nextday when the boat wentathore, to: 
Jwent one of the boat’s crew, and faw the tots 
natives of the country, call’d Hottentots. 
They wore about their necks fheeps: guts, 
with the dung in them, as they are taken 
out of the fheep; and the fame about 
their legs, from their ankles to their knees, 
fo that they ftink like carrion, yet they 
would eat them in that filthy condition. 
They could be finelt a great’ way before 
‘one came near them. 

Here we had three of’ the boat's crew 
run away from us, who were all Shrews- 
bury’s men, that we fhipt at Mooru/hes 5 
and I fappofe they deferted us becaule we 
were feanty of viétuals. 

Within two or three days after we were 
in, our captain, and the captain of the 
Orange, went up into the country to the 
governor of the place, to get fome ne- 
Ceffaries for the fhip’s ufé, which he did, 
being half a barrel of pitch, and a pump 
can of tar, and two or three coils of ropes s 
and the captain of the admiral granted us 
his long-boat to moor our fhip, and to 
fetch our water for us, for which kindnefs 
our captain allow’d them victuals; and 
gave them a cafe-bottle of arrack to drink, 
and fo they had for every boat of water 
they brought aboard; and our captain 
gave the Dutch admiral a piece of Eaj- 
India filk, flower’d with gold, for his 
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kindnefs, and invited him aboard, where 
we welcomed him with firing of guns, 
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into the boat with the hatping iron, and Everanv. 
the Sun Fifh coming juft under the boat's WY 
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Sun Fifh, 


at his coming on board and departure, 
having been treated very” handfomely by 
our captain, whom he invited in return on 
board his fhip, and treated him alfo with 
great civility. 

We lay atthe cape about fix weeks to 
repair our fhip, for we carcen’d her on 
both fides, and caulked her under water, 
and gave her, as they call it, a pair of 
boot-hofe tops; we likewife had the head 
of the fhip mended, and the lion fhoar’d 
falter. The provifions we got there were 
mutton and fott bread. 

Then we fuil’d for St. Helena, where we 
arrived in 18 days, after we had fail’d from 
the capes and when we came right over 
againtt the fort, we let our anchor down, 
and faluted it, which the fore returned 5 
and our captain fent the boatafhore, which 
return’d with fome of the iflanders in her 
to fee what we had to fell ; and the gover= 
nor foon after coming down to the water- 
fide to meet our captain, ‘as’ well he and 
his wife, as the «captain and purfer of the 
Orange, went afhore; ‘and our captain 
bought there a great quantity of gally- 
vances fora fea ftore, and took a houfe on 
thore for his better accommodation. 

Whilft we were there, we tarr’d our thip, 
mafts, yards, and rigging, and opened 
our hatches to fee if our goods were da- 
maged: We hoifted up about 30 bales, 
and found fome of them very wet, which 
we carry’dafhore, and wathed ; and then 
we made more room in the hold to put 
down feveral bales of cloth, which we 
brought from the cape, belonging to the 
Orange, that they faved; and then the 
damag’d cloth was ail brought on board 
again, and put down into the hold, except 
two bales, which were leftafhore, becaufe 
the ifland was in want of them. Then we 
proceeded to get fome oxen on board, 
which we kill’ and falted, and frefh wa- 
ter, and wood; the latter we fetch’d 
from fome fmall iflands adjacent, which 
were fo full of birds, that they feemed to 
cover the place, and there they laid their 
eggs in fuch plenty, that every other day, 
a boat belonging to the ifland went to fetch 
fome of them for the governor's table, and 
they would bring a thoufand or two at a 
time; fome of which he gave to his neigh- 
bours, and fome, while we were there, he 
fent aboard to the captain, and to our men. 
Some of thefe eggs were full of black 
fpots, and eat very much like hen eggs. 

One morning the boat belonging to the 
town coming aboard, when we were ftrike- 
ing ata fifth, call’d a Sun with a 
harping iron, which we could not ftrike 
out of the thip ; one of our men went 


bow the man ftruck the harping iron into 
her back; but could nov hold hers and 
upon his miffing hera fecond time, one of 
the black fellows, that belong’d to ‘the 
townsboat’s crew, took the harping iron, 
and as the Sun Hifb came’ juft: under the 
boat’s bow, he ftruck the harping iron 
in her with all his force, and jumpt out of 
the boat as foon as the harping iron was 
outof hishand, having ftruck it through 
her, ‘and fwam to the boatagain, and got 
into her: The Sun Fifh vowed the boat 
about the road a prettty while, but at laft 
fteering clofe to our thip, we hove a rope 
tothe menin the boat, which they caught 
hold of, and faftened to the boat; then we 
haul’d the boat to the fhip’s fide, and with 
our tackle hoifted the Saw Fifh in, and’ ic 
was as much as15 or 20'men could well 
do: We then opened her; and took the 
liver ouv'to make oil, and cait the reft over 
board. 

It isvery troublefome’ to get water at 
this place, becatife the furfruns fo very 
high, that we were forc’d to lie with our 
boat about two ftones throw from the 
fhore, and: with a long rope, reaching 
from the’ boat to the fhore, one end of 
which we faftened to the-cafk afhore, we 
in the boat haul’d the cafk tous. The 
like we'did with the cattle, which when 
we had gorto the boat, we made one faft 
on each fide, with their heads above 
water, and fo towed them to the thip’s 
fide, when we hoifted them in with our 
tackle, and placed them upon deck till 
we kill’d them. 

Our captain having bought a cafk of 
flower of the gunner, and every thing we 
wanted being aboard, we left St. Helena, 
where we had been juft fix weeks, and fer 
fail tor Barbadoes. In our way we touch’d 
atan ifland call’d Afcenfion, which fhews 
itfelf like a burnt cinder. Here we ftopt 
to take in fome turtles, “as moit Eygli/h 
fhips do that come that way. 

When we had anchor’d, our captain 
wentafhore in the pinnace, to fee if there 
was a letter left ina bottle ina hole in a 
rock near the landing-place, which every 
thip thatcomes to that place, leaves there, 
the ifland being uninhabited: we took the 
bottle outof thehole, and found thereby, 
that the Kemthorne was the laft thip that 
was there. 

About a ftone’s throw from this place, 
our men found about 100 weight of turtle, 
newly kilPd; and they faw fome wood 
by the place, where a fire had been made: 
Having carry’d the turtle aboard, our 
men fuppofing, by the dead turtles, that 
fome Frenchmen might be on the ifland, 
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Eyerano, and that their fhip might lieon the other 
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Barbadoes. 


fide of it, ten of them got leave to go 
afhore, well arm’d, to try to find them; 
and accordingly they took a furvey from 
thetop of a hill, where they founda crofs, 
and named it Cro/i-bill; {0 looking, but 
feeing nothing like a fhip or man, they 
return’d on board again. 

‘Afterwards fix or eight hands were put 
afhore to turn turtle, which was brought 
aboard at twice and then the captain fent 
the boat afhore with a letter in a bottle, to 
be put in the fame place where the other 
was taken out; and having remain’d here 
about 30 hours, we got up our anchor, and 
made the bet of our way for Barbadoes. 

‘This ifland of Afen/ion affords no freth 
water but rain water, and thac will not 
lie there long. Ivis very full of fea fowl 5 
and it was remarkable, that if any body 
wentafhore witha red cap on, they would 
be ready almoft to peck it off of hishead. 

We were about fix weeks before we got 
fight of Barbadoes, and fore’d to ftand off 
and on for about two days before we could 
get about the Devils Points where are 
breakers a great way offs but then we 
fail’'d away larger with the wind upon our 
quarter, and at laft right before the winds 
then we faw a fhip coming towards us, 
which hal’d us, and afk’d us from whence 
we came? We told them from India: So 
they came along our fide, and we afked 
them what men of war were there? They 
told us there was a fleet of men of war, 
and Sir Francis Wheeler was commodore 
in the Refolulion, wearing a jack flag ac the 
miffen topmaft head: then we made all the 
fail we could, fo that within two hours we 
faw the fhips in the road, and the admiral 
lay the off fide of the leet. 

‘There were then five or fix men of wars 
boats made out towards us, we being 
fome few leagues diftant from the road, in 
order to prefs our men when we came toan 
anchor. We faluted Needbam’s fort as 
we failed by, with nine or eleven guns, 
and lower’d our topfails; and were an- 
fwer'd with as many then we fired again 
for thanks; and as foon as we came into 
the road we faluted the admiral, who an- 
fwvered us again, and we fired again for 
thanks alfo. 

As foon as we were at an anchor, our 
captain obtain’d of the officers of the 
Dunkirk, to lend us their long-boat, and 
fome of their men to moor our hip. They 
did not prefs any of our men: Our captain 
made friend{hip with Sir Francis Wheeler, 
who was bound with the fleet to Martinico, 
a French ifland. 

Abouta fortnight after we weighed our 
anchors and warped our fhip nearer into 
the bay, where we rid far better 5 for with- 


outit was rocky ground, which would cuc 
ourcables. About 14 days after the Do~ 
rothy from the Ea/t-Indies, came in for a 
convoy, as we did. 

Abouta fortnight after, having got our 
fhip into the bay, one morning about one 
or twoo'clock, when our men were faft 
afleep, there came aboard well arm’d, a 
man of war’s boat’screw, witha lanthorn 
andcandle lighted, and making a noife by 
taking fome menin the fteerage, it awaked 
the reft chat lay in other places, whereby 
they got away and hid themfelves; and 
for my part I hid myfelf in the hen-coop, 
which being pretty full of oakum, they 
mifs’d me. However, they carry’d off 
eight or ten of our men, and our captain 
being then fick and like to die, in the 
morning as foon as it was light, his wife 
went aboard of Sir Francis Wheeler to ac- 
quaint him with what had pafs’d, and got 
an order for their being fent back to us 
again, which was accordingly done. 

‘About a fortnight or three weeks after, 
tothe beft of my remembrance, the fleet, 
confifting of about 18 or 20 fail of men 
of war, fet fail for Martinico, among 
which were two third rates, viz. the Refo- 
lution, and the Dunkirk; many fourth 
rates, the Experiment galley, and Pem- 
broke, befides fire-fhips, and two bomb 
ketches. They carry’d off many men 
from the ifland of Barbadoes, and being 
arriv’d at Martinico, they landed their 
men, and beat the French out of their 
trenches, and burnt many of their planta- 
tions, and made them fly into their fort, 
but could not take the ifland; fo they 
eame off again and went for New England, 
but moft of the merchant fhips came back 
to Barbadees, together with the men they 
carry’d off. 

The Diamond frigate foon after came 
into Barbadoes road, being detach’d by 
Sir Francis Wheeler, as we fuppos'd, be- 
caufe the had the ordering the men of war 
there, and the Tiger being appointed ad- 
miral, and the Diamond for our convoy, 
being about 30 fail of us in all; we all 
prepar’d to fail for England, We had 
Jain at Barbadoes about three months, in 
all which time we had bury’d but two 
men, whereas the Dorothy in ten weeks 
bury’d 14 or 15. 

The morning we fail’d, the Diamond 
fir’da gun, asa warning for all the fhips 
thatwere ready, to fail; and as foonas fhe 
was under fail they fired another, to give 
us notice to follow her ; but we being far 
into the bay, and having but little wind, 
our fhip would not ware, but at laft drove 
afhore, and beat fomething hard, which 
made us apprehend that fhe might have 
receiv’d fome confiderable damages an 
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being told that there was a gentleman on 
fhore that had negroes who could dive un- 
der the thip, and fee if there was a damage 
done to the bottom of the fhip; the ne- 
groes were fent for on board, and as foon as 
they came they ftript themfelves, and 
div’d under the fhip, and cam up again, 
and told us there was no defect ; fo having 
got the fhip off, we made what hafte we 
could after the Acer. 

The Diamond convoy'd us, about five 
or fix days fail from Barbadves, and then 
the captain went on board of the Faulken- 
burgh, and gave orders for that fhip to 
wear the pennant at topmaft, being the 
largeft fhip in the fleet, and the Diamond 
return’d back again to Barbadoes5 after 
which it was confulted by fome to go 
north about Jreland and Scotland, for our 
better fecurity, from the danger of the 
French; but Capt. Bartram in the Faulken- 
burghy was for iteering the channel courfes 
notwithftanding which, we in the Diana, 
as alfo the Dorothy, who carrying the 
pennant, we look’d upon her as our ad- 
miral, a hagboat of 15 guns, and a fmall 
pink with four guns, fail’d north about, 
and fo left the reft, and had fair weather 
for four or five days, after which the wind 
frethen’d upon us, fo that we were torc’d 
to reef our topfails; but a little time after 
our forefail and mainfail were fufficient, 
and at laft only with our forefail, or any 
failatall; butas foon as the wind flacken’d 
we made more fail. This wind held us 
about ten days, in which time our captain, 
in the pinnace, vifited the other fhips that 
kept us company, and in the mean time 
fome of our folks efpy’d land, but being 
very hazey they were not fure; but the 
day after we made the land very plain to 
leeward of us, but could not make what 
land it was, being feveral iNands; but 
in a day or two after we made one of 
them to be Shetland. Soon after we dif- 
cover'd making up to us five {ail of hips, 
which gave us the alarm, and we made 
every thing ready to give them a warm 
reception, if they fhould prove to be ene- 
mies; but when they came up with us, 
they prov’d to be Dutch privateers ; and 
they fent their boat aboard us, as they had 
done aboard the Dorothy + and acquainted 
us that the King’s Fiber man of war was 
cruizing about an ifland to the northward 
of us, in order to look out for us; and we 
being very fhort of bread our captain went 
aboard of the Dutch admiral to buy fome. 
They kept us company two days, and 
then left us. 

‘There were two or three of the Shetland 
boats came aboard of us, while we were 
upon that coaft, and brought fome codfifh 
and eggs, fowls, gloves, and ftockings ; 
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and our fhip's company bought all they Bvenaro. 


brought aboard, and the poor creatures 
were for old cloaths, or new cloaths, for 
they told us, that the Frexch had plun- 
der’d them of their cloaths and cattle, fo 
that they were almoft naked, being com- 
pell’d to make them fhoes of the hide of 
an ox, with holes to lace them on. 

Then a ftrong gale fpringing up we 
were forc’d to reef our topfails, and made 
our way for Newcaftle, if poffible to meet 
with a convoy there, but after two or three 
days failing, being inform’d by a boat 
that came off tous, that we were 20 miles 
to leeward of Newca/tle, we made the beft 
of our way for Yarmouth ; and the next 
day, or the day after, we efpy’d a fail, 
and having a large wind fhe was up with 
us prefently ;_ and when fhe was pretty 
near us, we difeern’d the had a pennant Ay 
ing, and Exglifh colours, They feeing us 
to be an Engl thip, hal’d us, andatk’d 
us from whence we came? we told them 
from the Ea/t-Indies. We afk’d them their 
fhip’s name? they told us the Centurion, 
being a fourth rate man of war, lately 
come from the Canaries: the captain of 
her faid he would convoy us into Yarmouth 
road, 

About two days after we met with the 
Soldada Prize, another man of war, whofe 
captain coming aboard us, and being 
friendly entertain’d by our captain, offer’d 
alfo co fee us into Yarmouth road, but we 
feeing a fifherman ftanding along fhore, 
madea fign for him to come aboard, which 
he did, and our captain finding he was 
bound into Yarmouth road, procur’d him 
to undertake to pilot us in, through the 
gunfieet; but the wind being againft us, 
we were forc’d to curnit through, but the 
two men of war, the Dorothy, and the 
hagboat went round about to get into the 
road, but the pink that was with us tail’d. 
upon a fand,and there lay faft, but we kept 
on ourway as long as the tide lafted, and 
then came toan anchor ; and thenext tide, 
or the tide after, got into the road, and I 
think we faluted the town, but we were in 
one or two days before the men of wat 
and the Dorothy, 

‘Then our captain commanded the pin- 
nace to be mann’d, and he himfelf went 
afhore to get fome frefh provifions, which 
he fent down to the boat, to be carry’d on 
board. 

About three or four days after we were 
there, the Sweepfakes man of war’s boat 
came on board of us @ prefling, and find- 
ing all our men afleep but the watchs the 
licurenant was for carrying them all away, 
but our chief mate defir’d the lieutenant to 
walk aftupon the quarter deck, to flay a 
little, for he would call the captain, which 
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Evesano. he did and the captain came to the lieu- 
AA tenant, but che lieutenant told the captain 


he had an order to pref our mens then our 
captain defired the lieutenant to flay alittle, 
and to Jend him his pinnace, and four or 
five of his hands, to go aboard of the 
man of war to get our men clear, which 
was granted him, fo our captain took as 
many of his own men’ as were enough to 
man the pinnace, and went aboard of the 
man of war, and told the captain of her 
how it was with him, and prefented him 
witha piece of filk, and fome other fmall 
things; and to the lieutenant a few corne- 
Jian rings, with two or three pair ofagates 
for knives, whereupon the lieutenant went 
aboard again, and took not one man 
away. 

We flay’d there till we had had a pilot, 
and the wind blew very hard, fo that we 
were forc’d to let go our fheet-anchor, and 


ic continu’d fo four or five days 5 after 
which having fairer weather, the pilot 
gave orders to weigh our anchors, and to 
make for the river of Thames; but the 
wind being againft us we were forc’d to 
turn it tide by tide, with the colliers that 
were in our company; and we were three 
or four days from Yarmouth to the Buay in 
the Nore, where another man of war lay 
to prefs, but our pilot faid he would weigh 
in the night and run by hers but his mind 
altered, I fuppofe being afraid co venture, 
becaufe the thip was of a great charge, 
But in two or three tides more, with a fair 
wind, we happily came to an anchor at 
Blackwall, where 1 met with my father, 
to the great joy of us both. And thus I 
conclude, with humble acknowledgments 
to Almighty God for his wondertul pre- 
fervation of me, thro’ fo many hardthips 
and dangers, 
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A familiar. DESCRIPTION of the Mot 
queto Kingdom in America, with a Relation 
of the flrange Cuftoms, Religion, Wars, &e. 
of thofe heathenifh People. 


WO years and an half fince, 
three French men of war, a ketch, 
and another fmall veffel, came 


near to the mouth of the river 
Mififippi, on the north fide of the bay of 
0, in 2g, or thereabouts, N. lat: 
Two Sparif> mall thips of the Barle: 
1, hearing of their coming, were got 
in before them, and rais’d a fmall fort with 
150 foldiers, Ge. 

They fent word out to the French, 
That they had orders to oppofé their 
coming in, with an offer to fupply them 
with all neceffaries gratis, if thar they 
would depart the coalt, 

The French commander (as captain 
Young, one of that company, told me 
when on the fhoals of Florida) anfwer’d 
them, ‘fhat his mafter’s orders were, to 
come in and fettle there, which he would 
do. But finding his fhips drew too much 
water for the bar of fand that lay acrofs 
the river’s mouth, and that it was im- 
poflible to get them over, ‘he ftood away 
30 leagues to the fouthward, and an- 
chord there in a very convenient bay, 
Janded his men, and rais’d a fort; which 
when the Spaniards perceived, they made 
away for La Vera Crux, and the foldiers 
they left in the fort, deferted, thro’ fear, 
tothe French. 

By that time the French had been two 
ths fettled, 600 Indian natives of the 
) plantations in Canada, joyned with 

They came all the way from Ca- 
a by water, thro’ the midland pa 
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is difcovery has been aim’d at by 
the French king ‘many years fince, when 
he fent M, De le Salle thither ; who mif- 
fing the river, was murther’d by his own 
men. 

This fettlement of the French may in 
time be a very great advantage to them, 
and a means of rooting the Eygli/) out of 
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the’ Terra firma of Amerita, if due precatt- 
Uions are not taken. 

The Spaniards have three great plate 
mines, from whence a brook runs down 
into the river of Mififippi, not far above 
its mouth ; from whence arofe the antient 
fiction of the Engl feamen in America, 
Of the filver bridge, Ge. 

The defignsand workings of the French 
at the Sambloes, part of Darien, counte- 
nanced by M. De Caffe governor of Petty 
Guavers, before the late peace, or the 
Scottie Settlement in Terreto bay and 
Galden ifland, may not be unworthy of 
regard. In 1699. 200 French went down 
to Bogo Tauro, to leeward of Porto Bello, 
to Capt. Fouas, and are now fcatter’d, 
fome at Boccho Taureau, fome at Sam- 
bloes, fome as near Boccho Drago as they 
dare go for fear of thofe natives there 
(who, ever fince Capt. Drake was in thofe 
parts, will not have commerce with any 
European); but we hall leave thefe re- 
flexions to the confideration of thofe who 
are more concern’d to look into thefe 
matters, and proceed to our intended 
fubjeet. 


The Mo/queto country or kingdom lies 
along on the eaftermoft thore of Hondu~ 
ras, on the Ifthmus of South America, 
or Peruana. The length thereof, from 
north to fouth along the feathore, is 
about 285 miles, notin a ftrait line, but 
lies much after this manner; from Cape 
Cameron (which is the moft northerly 
part) to Cape Grace a Diss, is 40 leagues 
S. E. by E. from the laft mentioned 
cape to Sandy bay, 18 leagues S. from 
thence toa great river call’d the Brang- 
mans 18 leagues S. by W. and S.S. W. 
and from thence continues 19 leagues 
further to the) S. W. and by S. where 
another nation of wild Indians claim their 
country to begin, who are continually 
enemies to the Mo/queto Indians, which 
laft are as bratithly negligent in their 
ways of living as the other, yet, in re- 
gard that they have had fome {mall com- 
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merce with the Engli/h, they efteem them- 
felves to be a very notable fort of people, 
affecting much to be call’d Mofqucto-men, 
and diftinguifhing their meiStbours by 
the’names of wild Indians and Alboawin- 
neys, But before thall divert the reader 
with the very ftrange manners and cu- 
ftoms of either, Iwill lead him thro” every 
‘creek and corner of the inhabitable parts 
of their country, that he may take as 
plain a view thereof, as if himfelf had 
made a trip thither on purpofe. 

From ‘about three leagues to the weft- 
ward of Cape Cameron, is a ridge of very 
high mountains to the S. W. and by S. 
more than 80 leagues, towards a Spanifb 
inland town call’d Segovia ; which town 
one Capt. Wright an Englifbman, many 
years paft, plunder’d in his paflage from 
the Sowth-feas, as I have been inform’d 
by fome of his company, who ever fince 
have lived among the Majqueto Indians. 
Thefe mountains are not inhabited, ex- 
cept by wild-beafts, and are fufpected to 
have gold mines in them, by the thin 
golden particles or {pangles which the 
Fivulets, in feveral places, wath down 
from them, as fhall be more fully fpoken 
of when I come to the great river of Cape 
Grace a Dios, which runs down on the 
fouth-fide of thefe mountains. 

‘Along, to the weltward of Cape Came- 
von, the fhore is in moft places bold, and 
the land mountainous clofe down to the 
fea-fide, until you come to Truxilla bay, 
where the Spaniards have a fettlement 
which yields great fore of farfaparilla, 
and other drugs, cocoa-nuts, bees-wax, 
&c. There the Jamaica loops, and like- 
wife French and Dutch do privately trade, 
being in their ready way to the bay of 
Honduras. 

In the inland parts between the moun- 
tains near Truxilla, and the head of a 
river call’d Potucke (which runs down 
from the faid ridge of mountains, thro’ 
the Mofjucto country into the fea between 
Cape Cameron and that of Grace a Dios, 
the mouth whereof is known to the Eng- 
lifh by the name of Brewes Bougue, or 
Boccho) two different nations of Indians 
inhabit on the fides of the rivulets which 
fall from the faid mountains, who live 
on the wild game of the country, and 
are deadly enemies to the Ma/queto-men. 
‘They have no trade or acquaintance with 
any Europeans, except a {mall company 
of them who live near the head of Po- 
tucke, who, more thro’ fear than good- 
will, have fome commerce with a {mall 
party of Spaniards who live at the head of 
that river ; two of which are friars that 
were fent thither from Guatemala for the 
conyerfion of thofe people to chriftianity, 


and to chriften their children; but, by 
thofe very Indians complaints, it feems 
thefe religious men put fo exceflive a 
price on their fpiritual labours, that there- 
by they drain from the Indians all the 
profitable products of the country, as 
moneloes, filkgrafs, wild-honey, wax, and 
cocoa-nuts, befides the great fervitude 
they impofe on thefe people, who are 
naturally averfe to all labour, tho’ never 
fo profitable, except hunting, fifhing, &c. 

Jt was upon this fore, that the Mébo/- 
queto-men, about 60 years paft, murder’d 
above 50 Spaniards, among{t whom were 
feveral friars who liv’d amongft them, 
fome near Cape Grace a Dios, other fome 
at Guana-found, which is four leagues to 
the South of it, and the reft by the Brang- 
mans before {poken of. 

From the Cape of Cameron to that of 
Grace a Dios, the Mofqueto-men inhabit 
along the fea-fhore, pretty clofe to the 
fea-fide, or on the fides of fome lakes or la- 
gunes hard by: and for more exact infor- 
mation, I will fet down the names of all 
fuch as are diftinguifh’d by any, together 
with the numbers of their tribes or fami- 
lies throughout all the country, as near 
as I can. The firlt of them from this 
north cape, is one who fpeaks a little 
Englifp, and calls himfelf Capt, Mr. 1? 
Tiam, has about 30 in his family, who 
live on a lagune about cight leagues to 
windward of the faid cape; and about 
fuch a diftance further to the S.caftward 
live about 50 more, the molt of which 
are Mulatioes, between Indiax and ne- 
groes. 

‘Ac Brewes Bougue, and between that 
and Cape Grace a Dios, clofe to the { 
fhore, are many fmall fcatter’d fami 
Mulattoes, and fome Indians, efpecially 
about Black-river, which lies not above 
four leagues from the laft cape, an whofe 
banks above an hundred of thefe people 
inhabit, and many more on the fide of a 
great Iagune lying near, and running 
into this river by a very obfcure way, by 
which they go with boats on the waterun- 
der the trees. The chief captains of thofe 
Indians there, are called Le Rouch, Brem- 
min, Old Brewer, and Gaugh ; which laft 
has the firft place in thefe peoples efteem, 
being, as they term him, a Succhea, or 
is rather a conjuring quack-doctor. But 
of that feét more hereafter, I intending. 
now to hold out thro’ the coaft from the 
N. to the fouthmoft part of the country s 
and after that to makea trip up the great 
river of Wanks, or the Golden River, fo 
call’d from the bright fhining yellow 
fpangles that gild the fhore on each 
fide, and wath down intermix’d with the 
waters thereof ; and then vifit the people

of the Mofqueto Kingdom. 


at home in their houfes, and tell of their 
manners, drinking-bouts, conjurations, 
Se. 

The cape of Grace a Dios lies in 15° 
and 10/ N, lat., which is near the middle 
of their coaft, is made by a little iland 
full of trees, which has likewife another 
little ifle call’d Sandy-key on the fouth- 
fide of it, parted from it about musket- 
fhot. This makes the eaftermott point 
of land on the Mo/queto coatt. 

Thefe iflands are within musket fhot of 
the fhore on either fide, lying acrofs the 
mouth of that great river of Wanks, or, 
the Golden River, fo much of late years 
talked of in Europe, where Englifh and 
French have loft their labours in their 
fruiclefs fearch of gold in and about that 
river ; of which fhining matter I will 
prefently give the exaéteft account that I 
can, having feen them all the way for 
above 330 miles up that river from its 
mouth or entrance, 

At this cape no Indians conftantly re- 
fide, buc in dry feafons great numbers of 
them flock down to Sandy-key, and there 
live perhaps a month or two on fifh; in 
the catching of which neceffity has taught 
them an exquifite dexterity, they ufing 
only a {mall lance or harpoon, which they 
throw 20 or 30 yards from them ata 
fingle fith, which they cannot fee, thro’ 
the thicknefs of the water, faving only a 
little curling wave, which they call the 
fifh’s wake, and by that they guels how 
deep he fwims under water, it may. be 
two or three foot; in which exercife they 
very feldom mifs their game. 

This great river emptics itfelf into the 
fea by two channels: the one, which is 
on the north-fide of the ifland, not above 
piftol-thot over, by reafon of a bar of 
fand which the daily eafterly wind, call’d 
the fea-breeze, throws up againft it, hath 
not generally above four or five foot 
water over it; and that other on the fouth- 
ward of Sandy-key is above twice as wide, 
as it hath about twice its depth of water 
over its bar. 

Four leagues to the fouthward of this 
cape is the mouth of a great lagune or 
lake, running up into the country ten 
Jeagues to the S. W. and further to the 
weitward, Theoutlet to the fea is fome- 
what narrow, yet navigable for fimall 
fhips, and would be a very convenient 
harbour, if a fettlement fhould at any 
time be made in that country by any Eu- 
ropeans. This lake the Indians call Guana- 
found. AN this part of the coaft, from 
the laft cape to Sandy-bay, being eighteen 
leagues to the fouthward, is not inhabited, 
by reafon of the abundance of flies call’d, 
in other parts of America, Mo/quetoes, from 


this country, where they do fo much 
abound. 

A fimall number of Frenchmen, fome 
years fince, feated themfelves on the 
banks of this lagune, but were foon 
driven from thence by thofe troublefome 
infeéts, and thro’ the want of provifions, 

On the north end of Sandy-bay dwells 
another Indian family under Capt. Facob, 
on the bank of a river call’d Baccho-Stinko 
which runs into the fea from another 
great lagune which lies along N, and S. 
above 13 leagues, the thore lying like a 
walk of a mile or two wide between this 
lagune and the fea. 

On the middle of this bay lives one 
Pickaree, an Indian captain, and his fami- 
ly, of great efteem amongtt his neigh- 
bours, forhis courage, and fuccefsin their 
wars againft the other wild Indians, which 
they call Alboawinneys. This fellow keeps 
the look-out to feaward, left the Spani- 
ards or pirates fhould furprize them; but 
the laft, I believe, are welcome enough 
to thefe Indians, 

About three leagues from the fea-fide, 
rightagainft the middle of Sandy-bay, on 
the infide of the lagune, is the chief 
town of thefe people, confifting of about 
owelve ftraggling houfes, and inhabited 
by 400 people in all or thereabouts 5. ’tis 
fituate on the fide of a vaft barren plain, 
which they call the Savanna; of which 
Savanna 1 fhall give a further defeription 
when I come to the great river of Wanks, 
which bounds the northermoft part there- 
of. The moft famous of this town are 
Capts. Franck, Kitt, Morgan, Antonio, 
Labrin, 8c. which few have lately been 
named by fome Englifh and French pri- 
vateers whom neceffity has driven on this 
coaft, and have been relieved by thefe 
natives, who otherwife never were diftin- 
guifh’d by any names, not fo much as in 
their own tongue. 

Three leagues further weftward on the 
Savanna, by the fide of a very pleafant 
river, tho? fmall, which runs into the la- 
gune call’d in Englifh the King’s River, 
is the palace of the old king Jeremy, 
which indeed is but an old thatch’d houfe 
like the reft, open onall fides, fapported 
on fticks about 16 foot afunder, the caves 
about four foot from the ground, tho? the 
roof is pretty high to the ridge, cover’d 
with leaves, and, for want of good hut 
bandry in the laying them, keeps dryer in 
fair weather, 

His court or family confifts chiefly of 
himfelf, his two old fickly wives, his fon 
and three daughters ; two of which are 
very handfome, fetting alide their nut- 
meg complexion, and their unbecoming 
gait. ‘The prince is a lutty {trong-made 
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fellow, of about 36, hath'two wives, one 
concubine, and three children (hinifelf 
efteem’d a Sycchea) belides about fifty 
moré men, women, and childrens to 
which are added a few wild Jndian faves. 

‘This old king, as. they call him, efteems 
hinvfelf asa fubjeét to the King of Englands 
and can fpeak fome Engl, which “he 
Jearn’d -at anit when the duke of /- 
bemarle was governor there, to whom he 
Went to pay a, vifit, and afforded much 
diverfion to the duke: He fays, That 
his father Oldnean, king of the Mo/jacto- 
men, wis carty’d over to England foon 
after the conqueft of Famaica, and there 
receiv’d from his brother king 2 crown 
and commiffion, which the prefent Old 
Yeremy Mill keeps fafely by him, which is 
but a lac’d hat, anda ridiculous 'piece of 
writing, purporting, That be fhould kindly 
fe and relieve fuch raggling Englifhmen as 
foould chance to come that say, with plan- 
tains, ff, and turtle. And indeed they 
are extremely courteous to all Exglifbmen, 
efteeming themfelves to be fuch, altho” 
fome Famaica-men have very much abufed 
them. 

This Mo/queto King feems to be about 
Go years old, is of a dark brown com- 
plexion, with fomewhat of yellow, 2 
Tittle round-fhoulder’d, which fomething 
fhortens his ftature from fix foot. He 
has a Jatge rough vifige, very long, his 
éyes large and ftaring, furrow’d deep in 
the cheeks, and round! his very wide 
mouth. His black hair hangs long down 
upon his fhoulders, his afpect fomewhat 
terrible, and with a harth voice like a 
bear. His limbs are very large and 
of a ftrong make; andhis skin very rough 
and feabby. When He walks he turns in- 
ward his toes, asmoft Indians do. Stran- 
gers always find him very good-natur’d, 
and officious to ferve them, as I myfelt 
have experimented, when, having pafs’d 
a great ftreight, I arriv’d at his houfe. 

‘About 40 leagues to the fouthward of 
this place, along the fhore, is another 
call’d Dorca, where about 50 more Jn- 
dians inhabit, the chief whereof is call’d 
Annaby 5 and about five leagues further, 
two or three families who live on the 
banks of a river cald Howey, and two 
or three more families inhabit between 
that and the Brangmans river s near which 
three Englifhmen have many*Vears lived, 
With about 12 families of Indians in their 
neighbourhood on the Savanna. 

Thefe Englifimen live together as 
partners. Theantienteft is a Brifl-man, 
of 103 years of age by his own reckoning, 
is call’d old Nicholas, About 62 years 
fince he kill’d a man at St. Chri y 
and'to fave his neck, put to fea ina fmall 
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@atide, ‘content to drive where the winds 
fhoultl guide him, and chanced 6 ‘fall in 
with this coaft, whichis above 300 leagues 
‘Kits; here he was kindly recery’d 
Indians, and remain’ with them 
evér fine, and is {till able, in that hor. 
country, to walk out'20 Or 30"'miles a 
hunting, and bring Home a deer on his 
back,’ as well as many men of 20 years 
of age, which argues *much the health- 
fulnels of that country, and cominendg 
the plainnels of their food, 

The other two, Thomas Arkesand Foht 
Thomas, were of Capt. Wrigh!’s crew, Who, 
with! 150 French and’ Englifb Buckanecrs, 
about 24 years fince, fack’d Segovia (a 
Sparijb\ inland city) in travelling from 
the’ fouthfea fide over land to Wanks 
rivér. ‘They chofe rather to live’ here 
than ‘return home, and venture to take'a 
trial’ for ‘piracy, and’ have now 40 wild 
Indian Qaves and harlots to attend them, 
leading there a flothful heathenifh courfe 
of life ever fince. 

To the fouthward and weftward of 
them live not above 20 more families 
of Mofqueto-men in alll and they live in 
continual danger and fear of their neigh- 
bours the Ajoawinney, who, indry times, 
come down to the fea-fide to make falt, 
which'they do after this manner. They 
make a great fire clofe to the fea-fide, 
which when it has well burn’d the fticks 
afunder, they take them fingly, and 
dip the brand in the fea, {hatching it out 
again, not too foon, nor toolate; for, 
by the firft, the drops of falt-water which 
remain boiling on the coal, would be 
quite confum’d thro’ too much heat, the 
coal not being fafticienly quenched, and, 
by the latter mifmanagement, would be 
quite extinguithed, and want heat to cura 
thofe drops of water into corns of falr, 
which, as fatt as made, they Nlightly wipe 
off with their hand into a leaf; then pat 
that brand’s end into the fire again, and 
take out the frefh ones fucceflively, that 
in half an hour’stimea man makes about 
a pound of grey fale. 


A Jitele to the fouthward of thefe Judi- 


men often rob them of, by furpri 
in the night, and killing fuch of the 
Spaniards as oppofe them, and many times 
carry away many of their Indians, of 
which they kill the men, but the women 
and boys they referve to trade with to 
the Famaica-men, who take off their hands 
all their cocoa-nuts, moneloes, turtle-fhell, 
ambergrecfe, plate, flaves, and what elle 
they get by fuchrapines, which with them 
isa fair war. 

Capt. 
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Capt. Coxfen who formerly travell’d 
over land to the South-feas, with Capt. 
Sharp and their crews, thro’ the country 
of Darien, to rob the Spaniards, under a 
pretended commiflion from Diego the 
king of Darien, whom I have known 
very well to be a poor naked ignorant 
fellow, that knows not the meaning of 
letters, but had given to him a black 
flick with a filver head, which he calls a 
Spanifo commiffion ; ic being the cuftom 
of the Spaniards to fend fuch a ftaff to 
thofe whom they would have bear rule 
over the reft, as a badge of their autho- 
rity, without further power. This Cox- 
‘for hath, for many years paft, encourag’d 
thefe Indians to fuch practices, who other- 
wile are of a very peaceable difpofition ; 
he having long traded with them in a 
floop of his own, until 1698. when he 
died here among them. 

Two other Jamaica loops have for 
fome years paft traded with thefe people s 
and fometimes a pirate comes on the coait, 
who are reckon’d honeft men enough by 
thefe people, unlefs purfued by the go- 
vernment, and then they will deliver him 
up, as they lately did Capt. Banifter to 
Capt. Sprag, who came thither after him 
ina frigate. 

But left I fhould too much digrefs 
from my firft purpofe and frame of this 
account, I will return to the great river 
of Cape Grace a Dios, or the great Golden 
River of late talked of in England, of 
which fome difcoveries have lately been 
endeavour'd, with great charge, to no 
purpofe: which river the Indians call 
Wanks (having already difplay’d the 
fea-coaft from N. to S.) I fhall fhew you 
up this river into the inward parts of 
their country, and then divert you with 
the true account of their manners, and 
prodiicts of their land. 

The entrance or mouth of this great 
river is about 150 fathoms wide, and 
about three or four deep; and fo the 
river continues with very little gradual 
difference, inclining narrower near 100 
leagues up into the country, and then 
grows narrower and fhallow in fome pla- 
ces where its courfe is obftructed by 
great rocks. It has its rife from fome 
mountains on the Soxth-/ea fide, and from 
thence runs thro” a great level plain into 
the Mo/queto country, acccunted in length 
foe miles at leaft, tho’ not 3o0in a ftrait 
ine. 

Two leagues up within the mouth of 
this river, clofe by the water-fide, on 
the larboard fide going up, is the fea- 
port of thefe Indians, where one Capt. 
Kit, a Mullatto, rules the roaft, having 
feveral Indians with him, who here look 
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out for the fecurity of the river againft 
furprize. 

On the other fide over againft him, 
on a damp favanna, lives one Garret a 
Guiney negroe (who efcap’d thither from 
a Guiney thip that was loft 60 years fince) 
with feveral Mulla/toes, and people of 
another mix’d breed with him, all reve- 
rencing Kitas their chief. 

From this place the banks of the river 
are uninhabited until you come up 20 
leagues higher, to the houfe of one Pa- 
trick a Mullatto, brother to Kit. This 
laft houfe lies wefterly from the former 
place, and the river is extremely crooked, 
there being no lef than 30 points or turn 
ings, and as many bights from hence to 
the river’s mouth. 

The land, from the fea-fhore unto Pa- 
trick’s houfe, on both fides the river, is 
over-grown with large trees, and many. 
fmaller fhrubs, wild prickly canes and 
briers many miles wide, infomuch that 
thefe woods would be altogether impaf- 
fible, did not travellers carry long Knives 
or mofcheets with them, wherewith, in 
many places, to cut them away, as I 
have often done in the Indians company 
when on hunting for pickaree. Sloughs 
and bogs are not wanting here, fo that 
the beft way of travelling is co go almoft 
naked ro prevent the impediment of canes 
and buthes hanging you by the cloaths as 
you pafs, In the wet and rainy feafons thefe 
lands are fubjeét ro conftant inundations 5 
during which times the beafts retire to 
the higher lands, and too many of them are 
overtaken by the foods, and perith, 

Alll this way up from the river’s mouth 
on the fandy banks of the river (efpeci- 
ally in the eddies under the points of the 
turnings) lie infinite numbers of {mall 
fhining particles, feeming to be.of metal 
(which, from their glittering thew and 
thin fubftance, I call fpangles) appeari 
to the eye like clean gold in its finelt 
laftre and higheft colour, when they lie in 
the water, but taken out, grow paler. 
They are fo very thin and light, that they 
arecarry’d to and fro, and intermix’din the 
water fo thick in all parts of this river, 
that a difh-full of water cannot be n 
up but many of thefe fpangles fhall be 
in it, which foon fink to the bottom if 
you fuffer the water to ftand ftill; but 
the river féldom or never wanting, mo- 
tion, they are perpetually agicated there- 
in, 


Two leagues from the houfe of Patrick, 
the woods being pafs'd, begins the great 
favanna or barren plain (bearing a few 
flraggling wild tar and pine trees) which 
plain lies away to the fouthward all along 
the coaft, at a pretty diftance from the 
ece fea- 
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fea-fide, in fome places very near; is of 
avery greatextent to the weftward, reach- 
ing, as the Indians fay, to the Seuth-ea 
fide, being fomewhat above 150 leagues 
ina {trait line 5 is generally not habitable, 
unlefs on the very borders thereof, neat 
fome gteat river-fides. The foil is fo 
batren and parch’d with the fun, that no 
plantation of fruits or com can be made 


thereon. : 
Yer a mix’d breed of tigers, leopards, 


&c. and fome lions haunt and breed on 
thefe plains, who prey on deer that graze 
on the edges thereof, ‘The grals here is 
very full of fcorpions, and fome few 
lizards, no other creature befides fre- 
quenting thefe barren waftes, except 2 
large fowl likea parrot (as big almolt as 
a goofe in hisfeathers) which in the even- 
ings comes to rooft on thefe pineé-trees, 
thereby to avoid falling into the hands of 
the apes, who, in the night-time, catch 
fome of thofe birds that ftay behind in 
the woods by the river-fides, where they 
ufually feed all day. 

On the firft-mention’d fide or begin- 
ning, of the favanna, is alittle Indian town 
of feven houfes, of Patrick's neighbour- 
hood, or rather family, being all akin, 
and under his direction. ‘There are 
amongtt them about 52 men able to bear 
arms, fome being Indians, fome dark 
Mullattocs. ‘The chief of them are old 
Glover, Patrick’s father, his brother Pe- 
ter a Succhea, Febrin, Rowland, Greenvill, 
who ina conceit were named by privateers 
accidentally meeting with them, of whom 
they always require a name of each man. 
They think one man cannot well give 
names to two Indians. In dry times they 
all defert the favanna, and go to Patrick's 
hotife on the river-fide. This laft place 
they call Ackwhi Wanks, that is, lower 
Wanks. 

‘About 18 or 20 leagues higher up this 
river to the fouthweltward, is another 
place calld upper Wanks, where the fame 
great favanna comes very near the fouth- 
fide of theriver. This laft isthe refidence 
of the king’s brother, who living fo 
obfeurely and high up in the country, 
never met with any to give him a name. 
He has but eight men befides women and 
children; one of which firtt is called Ben. 
He lately before our coming thither loft 
his wife, who was an Alboawinney flave, 
‘and at that time he made ufe of his fitter, 
the being as it were a widow. 

This is the weftermoft party of Indians 
up the river, except one more of about 
the fame number, without names, who 
fometimes live a little higher ups but 
commonly lower down towards Patrick's, 


They, like the reft, travel to and fro 
after the wild game of the country. 

The reafon why I have fet down par- 
ticularly the names of all thefe people 
that are lately diftinguifhed by any, with 
their numbers, houfes, @e. sehich feems 
to be more tedious than pertinent, is, 
that I think it may be of great ufe to fuch 
whofe occafions, on any account, may 
Jead them into this country, thereby to 
ferape the better acquaintance, and gain 
the affitance of thefe people; by this 
way a pretty fafe and private actels may 
eafily be gain’d to the Sourb-fea fide, thro” 
this river. Before the peace was made 
on that fide the tropick with the Spaniards, 
feveral Engli/b and French privateers came 
this way after they had done the Spani- 
ards much damage, two of which I have 
been in company with there. 

About 45 leagues higher up this great 
river of Wanks, lying fouthwetterly from 
the king’s brother’s houfe, is a pretty 
large branch or rivulet running into the 
fouth fide of it, and which has its rife in 
the fore-mentioned great favanna, the 
banks whereof are inhabited by another 
party of Indians who are flat-headed 5 
many of which I have feen, to their no 
little amazement at an European com- 
plexion. They are of the fame colour 
with the other Jndians, and, like the reft, 
go naked: the difference is only in 
their heads, which, in their infancy af 
foon as born, are prefs’d flat between a 
ftone and a fmall block of wood made 
for that purpofe. 

Thefe people are extremely terrified 
at the firing of a gun, out of which, 
they fay, an evil fpirit iffues. 

They wear about their necks a few shells 
and teeth of their captives, on a ftring 
like a necklace, and fome few beads 
which they buy of the Ma/gueto-men, with 
whom they have commerce at certain 
times of the year, in which they civilly 
intreat one another, meeting in equal 
numbers on fome {mall ifland in the great 
river between both theirhomes: but when 
their fair or mart is over, they hold it 
allowable to rob and murder each other 
as much as they can, which they do by 
furprize, and private incurfions into each 
other’s country, and again keep touch at 
the feafon appointed for a civil com- 
merce. 

The great river continues, all this way 
up, almoft as wide and deep as below, 
excepting that, in fome few places, it 
is pefter’d with rocks which lie fhallow, 
and make fome fmall falls. 

The cece {panglesare all this way 
very plentiful, increafing {till the higher 
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up, and appear fomewhat larger, which 
fhews, that chey break by the way. ‘They 
Jic in’ all the eddies by the river-fides, un- 
der the points of the turnings, in pretty 
Jong heaps together; which looks as if 
the fand was cover’d over with plates of 
beaten gold moft curioufly burnith’d, and 
fet off co the moft advantage, which, in 
Augufiand September 1699. palt, [daily Saw. 

The land on both fides this river here- 
abouts, grows fomewhatdrier than below 5 
bur it is covered with thick woods on 
both fides for fome miles, and on the north 
fide is full of muddy plathes, fwamps, and 
morafles, fo that none inhabit near the 
river on that fide. 

About 20 leagues higher up this river, 
above the laft creek or branch inhabited by 
the flat-headed Jndians, are the great falls, 
lying up S. Wefterly and by S. There 
many rocks ftanding in and on both fides of 
the river, caufe the ftream which runs down 
between, over, and under fome of them, 
to be very troublefome and dangerous to 
paflengers in boats, there being no hopes 
for a man to fave himfelf by fwimming if a 
canoe fhould overfet here in the rainy 
feafons (which are very frequent there- 
abouts) becaufe of the violent falls of the 
ftreams, making eddies, boilers, whirl- 
pools, and fuch like. The rocks pefter 
up the river in the place of its greateft 
defcent, about two leagues together, and 
in fome places are more dangerous than 
in others. The multitude of thefe cata- 
raéts, like letting water down a pair of 
ftairs, renders the individual to be but 
finall,and of a fhort fall, which has tempted 
fome travellers to their deftruétion in ad- 
venturing to pafs them in their boats. 

At thefe falls the river is fomewhat nar- 
rower than in any place below ; the land, 
on both fides, very rocky, and yet full of 
trees. 

Tothe N. W. and the weftward of this 
Place, are very high mountains, raifed far 
above the iain flight of the clouds, 
as the ifland of Madeira is. The top of 
the neareft feems to be five or fix leagues 
off, in a ftrait line, rifing all the way 
from thefé falls; beyond which, when the 
fy isnot clouded, appears another, which 
one may guefs to be ten ora dozen leagues 
off. 

On the flat ground above thefe falls, 
the woods grow thin on the fides of the 
tiver which runs into the afore-mentioned 


fivanna. ‘The banks there are inhabited 
by a populous nation of Judians which the 
Mofyitcto-men call Aboawinneys and Oldwa- 


the firft name they give toall their 
Indian enemies. Thele people are con- 
tinually, in dry feafons, invaded by the 
Mojqueta-men, who take away their young 


wives and children for flaves, either killing 
‘or putting to flight the men and old wo 
men. They many times pay the Mofgue- 
to-men in their own coin, neither of them 
ever fighting fairly in the day-time in an 
open field like Europeans, but fteal upon 
one the other in the night-time, which is 
the way of all American Indians that have 
been amongit. 

IT have heard many of thefe Oldwazw 
flaves, to the Majgueto-men, confels, That, 
when their countrymen took any of their 
enemies, they would never give quarter 
to any except young women, who ferve 
them for wives, of which each keeps as 
many ashe can maintain (like the Mz/que- 
to-men) that the men and children whom 
they take, they tie, and throw upon a 
barbicue, as they call ic (which is a rack 
of flakes doing the office of a grid-iron) 
and make a good fire underneath, which, 
with the help of the fun over-head at noon, 
foon dreflés their bodies fit for their teeth 5 
which food they efteem beft of any, and 
fay, “tis fweetelt, which revenge may con- 
tribute fomewhat to. But before this 
cookery, whilft the prifoner lives, they 
draw out his finger and toe nails, and 
knock out his teeth with ftones; which 
teeth and nails they wear about their necks 
on 2 firing like a necklace: and this they 
efteem as an honourable mark and token 
of their valour. 

On the N.E. fide of the great moun- 
tains laft fpoken of, about ten leagues from 
the great falls of Hanks river, is the head 
of Potucke river, on the banks of which 
fome few Spaniards have a fettlement, as1 
have faid before. 1 have heard, that fome 
few of thefe fpangles have driven down 
that river, as if the mines were in thofe 
great mountains, to which that river is a 
drain. 

What farther account I’can give of the 
length of this great river of Wanks (having 
been no higher than the falls myfelf) 1 
had from the Indians, and the mouths of 
fome Englijp privatcering people ftill lurk- 
ing in thofe parts to efcape from juftice, 
who were with Capt. Wright and Capt. 
Lane when he firft return’d from robbing 
the Spaniards on the South-fea fide, over 
the land, direéted by Indian pilots which 
they had taken from the Spaniards. They, 
in their way to this river, came to the 
Spanifh town Segovia, which they plun- 
der’d; and from it, in one day’s travel to 
the eaftward, they came to a little creck 
or rivulet, down which they camein ca- 
noes about 50 miles, thro” barren plains, 
into the great river of Wanks, about 50 
Ieagues above its great falls; coming 
adventuroufly over which, two of their 
foremoft canoes were broken againft the 
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rocks, and 15 of their men bruifed to 
death againft the rocks, or drowned s 
the reft of the company faved themfelves 
by climbing over the rocks; and Jetting 
their canoes along with withs, ropes, and 
filk-grafs, pafs'd the falls. 

One Indian flave whom Capt. Wright 
took from Segovia, lives at this time with 
the Mofqueto king’s brother at upper 
Wanks, and has gained a great efteem 
among thofe people, by pretending him- 
felf to be a Succhea, which, he told me, 
he did firft do to better his condition 
when Capt. Wright left him a flave to 
thefe heathens. This fellow calls him- 
felf a chriftian, and can fay his Pater nojber 
and Ave Maria very diftinétly, which he 
Jearn’d of the Spaniards, tho’ he knows 
not the meaning thereof ; and can like- 
wife name many faints, which, among 
other feigned words, he ufes to fing as 
charms over fick people. 

‘The doétor’s way of handling the pa- 
tient is after this manner. Some friend 
of the fick perfon comes to the Succhea, 
and tells him, That fuch an one cannot 
eat well, and he fears he is in danger of 
going to fleep, that is, to die, and afks 
the doctor’s opinion, whether he will or 
not? who always anfwers prophetically, 
that he will, or willnot dic, before he 
goes to fee the patient. At night when 
the fun is down, he vilits his patient ; 
and fitting down, like a taylor, on the 
ground, takes him acrofs his lap, with his 
Tegs drawn in clofe, covers himielf and 
his patient all over with a piece of bark 
like a cloak, and fings ftrange unintelli- 
gible tunes or fongs over the difeafed, 
until the doétor is quite out of breath ; 
fo that, if the patientbe never the better 
for it, the doétor takes a great deal of 
pains fucceffively every night, undil the 
fick recover or dic. If the patient be 
feverith, he fucks the ferum of his blood, 
thro’ his skin, with his mouth, and makes 
him eat green turtle; which fort of meat 
is their beft phyfick, 

They generally provoke their fick 
(which are very fcarce) to eat continu- 
ally, and much more than they do when 
they are well, which they efteem to be 
the moft forceable way to withftand a 
diffolution. 

This laft-mention’d Indian dottor faid, 
That, beyond thefe mountains, to the 
weftward, there was another, much more 
high, and picked at the top, which was 
feldom difcernable, and that only in very 
fair weather, and at a great diftance 
from the foot of it; but he was of the 
opinion, that thefe glittering {pangles did 
not come from thele, or any of the moun- 
tains before fpoken of, buc from another 


ridge of mountains lying more foutherly, 
Age on the fouth fide, inhabited by 
wild Indians, fome of which have had 
fome commerce with the Spaniards, tho? 
none of the latter ever inhabited with 
them, from whence the great river of 
Wanks has its rife, and runs thro’ great 
favannas to the falls, or elfe from a {malt 
river which falls down from near Seg 
into this greatone, where, at Wanks, the 
fame Capt. Wright and one Capt. Lane 
gathered upfome quantities, and carry’d 
them away with them to Jamaica, or 
elfewhere, to be tried. 

Buc this opinion of the Indian I per- 
ceiv’d to be feign’d on purpofe to prevent 
any further progrefs in the difcovery, he 
being in company as a pilot to Capt. 
Long, and weary of the fatigues of the 
journey, as well asafraid to pals the dan- 
gerous falls, and the ambulfcades of the 
Alboawinness and Oldwawes, their coun- 
try next adjoyning to the fame. He well 
perceiv’d, that the Englifo arms would 
be but of little defence to him when the 
rains had damag’d the powder. 

But, contrary to this Indian, the moft 
probable, if not certain, feat or bed of 
thefe golden particles, mult needs be in 
fome of the mountains neareft the north~ 
fea fide, runaing from the faid great falls 
towards Cape Cameron; becauie feveral 
little brooks about the laft cape, carry 
the fame down that way in very {mall 
quantities, and likewile fome more are 
wafl’d down the river of Potucke, which 
alfo helps to drain the fame ridge of 
mountains, and which hath its chiefeft 
fpring not far from the falls of Wa 
river, into which, a little above the 
falls, in all likelihood, the fame fpangles 
iffue from the mountains in very great 
abundance beyond al! computation, and 
are generally reckoned to be the furf 
or feales of the wall of Royal Mines, and 
not unlikely (by its fymptoms) of the 
greatelt gold-mine ever heard of, tho” 
out of this fcaly matter itfelf the refiners 
cannot find the meaning, it haying been 
tried in Jamaica, and now lately in 
London. 

From thefe falls down to the river's 
mouth are about 230 turnings or reaches, 
about 321 miles down to its mouth, lying 
mottly S. W. and by W. and N. 
by E. tho’, ina ftrait line, not 50 Tea; 
afunder. 

Having thus pafs'd thro? all the ny 
queto country, and fomewhat further, 
high time to vifit themar their houfes, in 
which they are not very curious, tho’ many 
of their buildings are fomewhat lofty, like 
an Englifothacch'd barn,but open all round, 
haying no walls, only, at a good diftance 
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afunder, fome fhort poles which fupport 
the roof, which is cover’d with leaves 
and the tops of cane, flags laid on fticks 
or poles lying rafter-wife, and tied co- 
gether with withs. They are commonly 
very leaky in rainy weather, and want 
continual repairs. 

The rains are here extremely cold, 
efpecially in the night-time, and the air 
as much too hot up in the country in the 
dry weather, faving on the plains and 
the fea-fhore, where the conftant breezes 
moderate the fame, and make it very 
pleafant. 

The plain diétates of natural or moral 
honefty,are thelaw of thefe peopleamongft 
themfelves, without having any courts of 
judicature, or office of juftice. ‘They 
Jive peaceably together in feveral fami- 
lies, yet accounting all Indians of one 
tongue, to be the fame people and 
friends, and are ih quality all equal, 
neither king nor captains of families 
bearing any more command than the 
meaneft, unlefS it be at fich times when 
they make any expeditions againft the 
Alboawinneys at that time they fubmit 
to the conduct, and obey the orders of 
their king and captains; yet on no ac- 
count do they pay any taxes, rents, or 
do any fort of fervices, but have all the 
country in common (excepting their dwel- 
ling-houfe and fmall plantations.) They 
mutt all hunt and fih alike, or ftarve, 
unlefs fick. 

They generally go quite naked, both 
men and women, excepting that they 
both wear about their waifts a thing like 
afath, they calla Purproy, made of cot- 
ton, which the women {pin, and weave 
by hand; or elfe the bark of a tree which 
they call a Tono, which wears like a piece 
of cloth. 

‘They are all of a dark yellow or brown 
complexion, having long black lank hair, 
excepting the Mullattoes, whofe black 
hair curls; and their bodies are nearer 
to the colour of negroes, from whofe 
mixture with the Indians they firft fprung, 
occafion’d 50 years fince by a Guiney 
merchant fhip which was driven to lee- 
ward, having loft her way, and perifh’d 
‘on this coaft. 

Thefe Indians are moft of them of a 
middling ftature, of a juft and {trong con- 
nexion of their members, with good fym- 
metry. Amongft them all I could not 
perceive the leaft deformity or crooked- 
neff in any of their limbs, face, or body, 
nor ever heard of any; nay, have heard 
them wonder to fee an European who was 
bandy-legg’d, asking, If he was not an 
Alboawinney Englifoman, and artificially 
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made fo in his infancy, a8 the flat-headed 
Indians do by their childrens heads, 

Thefe people lead a very idle life, not 
taking any pains, except in hunting, and 
going to fith in their doreas or boats made 
out of a whole piece of wood, and in 
keeping the fame in repair. 

Jt is in the morning that they go out 
to fifh or hunt, and what they get they 
bring home to their wives to drefs for 
thems which viduals may ferve them 
perhaps for two days, with fome fruits 5 
during which time the men have no more 
work to do, but to fwing in their hum- 
mackies, unlefs fome extraordinary m: 
ters of ftate intervene, as great drinking- 
bouts, or confultations with cheir Succheas 
about invading the Alboawinneys, or rob- 
bing the Spaniards, or on the notice of 
being invaded by either of them, and 
fuch like, 

Their drinking-bouts, which is a ce- 
remony of thé greateft importance 
amongtt them, is perform’d much after 
this manner, 

He who has the greateft influence over 
the reft, or is the firft author of any pro- 
Jeét to be fet on foot, either to invade their 
neighbouring Indians, or rob the Spavi- 
ards, or for any fuch like purpofes, hath 
the honour always of giving the treat at 
his own houfe, to which he invites old 
king Jeremy, and, it may be, 100 more 
of his neighbours, but, above all, the 
Suecheas, of which the king’s fon is ac- 
counted one. 

The hoft with his houfhold takes care 
two or three days before-hand, to pro- 
vide himfelf with a good ftock of fruits, 
wherewith to make drinks, as plantains, 
bananas, hone-berries, pine-aples, cocoa- 
nuts, and fome wild-honey ; which good 
ftuff he ftows in binns in his houfe, made 
up with frefh leaves for the purpofe, 
againit his guefts coming ; and after that, 
*tis the duty of the women to make up 
the liquors, and ferve them out, during 
the entertainment, to all the guefts as 
faft as they call: the fame that ferves for 
drink, being mingled up a little thicker, 
does as well for meat, 

Their plantain drink they call Muj/be- 
law, and make it after this manner. 
They cither roaft or boil ripe plantains 
or bananas, or both together (both which 
are a very delicious fruit in this count 
tho’ not fo good in the Englifh iflands) 
and with their fingers mafh it together in 
a fhell almoft full of water, which has 
fometimesftrength enough to fuddle them. 

Their hone-berries they grind or brvife 
in a hollow piece of wood like a morter, 
and put the fame into a Shell of water, 
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taking out the ftones and hufk with their 
fingers. This liquor is efteem’d to be 
very wholefome and fatning, and hath a 
very grateful cafte in*the heat of the day, 
and is the very fame fort of berry from 
whence comes the palm-oil which the apo- 
thecaries in Landon ufe. 

‘Their pine-apples (by Europeans ac- 
counted the moft delicious fraic in the 
world) they firft roaft on the embers, 
then pound them in a wooden morter, 
mixing therewith fome fair water, which 
they put together into great ourd-fhells 
of five or fix gallons apiece, for want of 
other cafks, wherein it will ferment and 
work like new ale. After three or four 
days it becomes clear and fit to drink, 
and taftes almoft like new Canary, or 
hath rather a variety of rich taftes and 
‘odours together, nomore to be deferibed 
than that of the fruit itfelf, A‘foon as it 
ig drank it leaves fomewhat of a cool 
edge on the palate. Tis very {trong, 
and commoily too potent for thefe Ja- 
dians to deal largely with s wherefore 
they drink it the more fparingly, that they 
may hold out the longer in a good mo- 
deft drunken trim. 

Their cocoa-nuts or Indian corn they 
grind between two ftones, and then mix 
itup with water jutt before they drink i, 
and mix with the former fome plantains 
or wild honey to fweeten it. 

In the morning betimes, before the 
drinking-bout begins, the men drefsthem- 
felves as fine as they can after their own 
mode, tying fome cotton-threads, with 
feathets, round the fmall of their legs, 
their wrifts, and above the calf, like 
garters, and their tonoes and purproys 
in very good order about their wailts 
like fathes; fome of them having Spanifo 
dollars and royals of plate beat out very 
thinand flat, hanging at their breafts on 
Mtrings that go round their necks (which 
is all the ufe they have of money) and a 
fhin-bone pipe dref’d up with feathers, 
hanging down their back. ‘Their bodies 
are painted all over black with the burnt 
coal of pine-wood, or at leaft their faces, 
and afterwards fleek’d over with the 
turpentine of the fame tree. They wear 
a brafs plate or hell hanging at cheir 
chin on a hook made of tortoife-fhell, 
which goes thro’ their under-lip, having, 
it may be, a bone or piece of cane acrofs 
like a yoke, thro” their nofe, in which 
they all have holes for that purpofe, and 
a fhell or fomething elfe hanging at each 
ear, 

‘The women weara piece of bark round 
their waifts, which covers down half- 
way their thighs, and paint their faces, 
hair, ‘and bodies red with otter-berries, 


and do, all the time of the drinking- 
bout, prepare the drinks, and wait on the 
men, without interrupting or talking to 
them. 

‘The guefts ufe no falutation or greet- 
ing at the firft meeting, tho’ they have 
not feen one another in a twelvemonth 
before, but come directly into the houfe, 
fit down on the ground or on fome grafs 
‘or canes laid for the purpofe, and call for 
fome liquor, and, after drinking, fpeak 
to one another, and then continue tip- 
ling and bragging of former exploits, un- 
til the liquor begins an elevation toa 
defire of further aétion; which when 
agreed on, the Succheas are advifed with, 
and every one intermixes his difcourfe 
wich foolifh fongs (containing no manner 
of fenfe or meaning in their own tongues 
or any other) of their own making, 
whereby they pretend to call up Walla 
foe, as they call the devil, amongit them; 
who, notwithitanding their endeavours, 
makes them wait two days at leaft before 
his feigned appearance, which, them- 
felves fay, is feldom at laft to any except 
to the Succheas, whomihe kiffes, tho’ they 
ficall the time in the midft of the throng. 

For my part, I apprehend it to bea 
mere cheat; for, being prefent at a great 
drinking-bout at Patrick's in Wanks river 
in September 1699. the Succheas told me, 
That Wallafoe was come to them, and in 
their arms; and tho’ J fat next to them 
in the midft of the people, I could fee 
no fuch thing, buc faw the fame quacks 
talking madly to themfelves, and finging 
themfelves violently into fuch an agony, 
that they foamed atthemouth, whilft the 
people round about them fat ftaring on 
them with great figns of admiration, all 
finging with them, and looking as if they 
expeéted fome mighty events, but no 
fign of their Wallajoe could I fee, further 
than in the deluding of thefe poor 
wretches. 

When thefe dottors are quite wearied, 
and, as they fay, Walla/oe is gone, they 
leave off finging, and refreth with more 
tipple ; then deliver the oracle to the 
impatient herd, who ftand on thorns un- 
til they hear what fuccefs they fhall have 
in their undertaking; nay, they mutt 
know how many days they thall be out, 
and every thing that fhall befal thems 
and from the Succheas prediGtion they 
either purfue or decline their intended 
expeditions, voyages, &c. 

T have known them to foretel feveral 
accidents to admiration, which fhould be 
the leaft looked for, and at other times 
miftake, tho’ they have always an excufe = 
and why may not thefe doctors do the 
trick as well as the learned tubman in 
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Moorfields, or the reft of that notable 
gang? fince they may haveas good a ftock 
of confidence, and the lucky knack of 
conjecturing and {peaking betwixt truth 
and lyes. 

They, moft of them, believe the im- 
mortality of the foul, that, when they 
fleep or die, their fpiric goes to another 
place or world ; but they fay they do 
not know what fort of a place they fhall 
find of it, but believe they. fhall be al- 
ways amongft the Englif there, and 
not the Spamards nor <lboawinneys; for 
they think each muft have a feparate 
country in the other world as well as in 
this, left they fhould fall out and quarrel. 
They make themlelves no gods, nor con- 
fequently have no fuperftitious rites or 
ceremonies at all, but laugh at the Spa- 
niards idolatry, which fome among them 
have feen, and not at all underftanding 
any thing of religion, render it to the 
reft the much more ridiculous and ab- 
furd. 

They have a notion of the fun’s affitt- 
ance to them in their paflage to the other 
world, and believe, that he goes thither 
every night to fee thofe that have died 
already, not comprehending the form of 
the earth. 

They feem very willing to believe any 
matters of religion, and thank you for 
telling them, unlefS that they will not 
believe there can be any hell or future 
place of punifhment, unlels they should 
fall into the hands of Spaniards ; for they 
apprehend whom we call God Almighty 
to be the great king of the next world, 
and pofitively affirm, that he will not 
punith a poor Indian for nothing (as they 
ufe to fay) for that they can do him no 
harm. If a man fhould affirm the con- 
trary to them, they afk you the queftion, 
For what he fhoulddo fo? without liften- 
ing to any further anfwer, looking on 
you as a fool or madman, or one that 
defigns purpofely to mock them. 

hen they die, they are buried in their 
houfes, and the very {pot they lay over 
when alive, and have their hatchet, har- 
poon-lances, with muthelaw and other 
neceffaries buried with them: but if the 
defané leaves behind him a gun, fome 
friend preferves that from the earth, that 
would foon damnify the powder, and fo 
render it unferviceable in that ftrange jour- 
ney. His boat or dorea they cut in pieces, 
and lay over his grave with all the reft of 
his houfhold goods, if he hath any more. 
Tf the deceafed leave behind him no chil- 
dren, brothers, or parents, the coufins 
or other his relations cut up and deftroy 
his plantations, left any living fhould, 
as they efteem it, rob the dead. 


If a man dies, and leaves behind him 
a wife, or two daughters that are grown 
up and not difpofed of, as it were in 
marriage, thefe creatures, to fhew their 
affection to their departed husband or 
parent, muft cry and howl three days to- 
gether without eating (unlels by ftealch 
in the night) and, at the end thereof, 
they tell the reft of the family, That now 
they have no body to hunt and fith for 
them whereby to keep them alive, and 
that they love the deceafed fo well, that 
they will go into the woods, and there: 
hang themlelves, and fo go to him again. 
Ic may be they commonly hope that tome 
men in the family will ftop and reftrain 
them by offering to take them for wives, 
which often is done, and the offer gladly 
catch’d at; but if not, the difconfolace 
women furely enough ran into the woods, 
and are fen no more, unle& it be hang- 
ing on atree. Such a paflage happen’d 
when I was there, by one who was wife 
to Peter the Succhea, upon the news of 
her father’s being dead, her husband not 
being in the way at the fame time to com- 
fort or reftrain her, and this is more than 
is expe€ted from the married women 
there, or fuch as are agreed to liye to- 
gether, 

‘They are not very hafty in their ways 
of marriage to tie an indiffoluble knot, 
but make a fufficient trial before-hand, 
fo that neither fide be cheated. The 
man has time enough to prove the wo- 
man’s affection to him, and fhe to find 
out how well he can maintain her and 
her children, if any; for when firft a 
young man meets with a miftrefs that he 
likes, and gets her in the humour, which 
is done without any more courtfhip than 
the bare telling his mind, he takes her 
home to be his bedfellow (without afking 
her parents confent) for a year or two, 
and perhaps hath children by her ; then 
finding her to be very good, that is, 
obedient, and handy in dreffing his vic 
tuals and getting children, which they all 
covet to have; left any other fhould get 
her away from him, which fometimes is 
with her confent, he, to fecure her, goes 
to her father or other relation, and makes 
fome fimall prefent to him of what he 
hath ;-which if it procure the confent, 2 
fmall drinking-boutis made by the fuitor 
and the girl’s parents, and the marriage 
thereby irrevocably confummated. After 
this ceremony they do not ufe on any ac- 
count, neither does this wife fo married 
ever repine or find fault if her husband 
takes another wife or miftrefs, both which 
is very frequently done, fo long as he 
provides for them both. 

That 
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‘That which looks like adultery amongft 
them, they are feldemn suey of I believe, 
every one having enough : ifa man abfents 
him(elf fome long time from his wife, any 
one who feeds and maintains her in her 
hufband’s abfence, may make ufe of her, 
without being blamed on any fide. 

“The inner parts of the Mo/queto country, 
are very barren, as hath been faid before, 
but in the woods near the river fides, and 
by the great lagunes are many forts of 
fruits, wild beatts and fowls, in plenty, 
fufficient for the natives (which bring up 
nothing tame, unlefs in fome few places a 
hog or two, and fome poultry, for their 
delight, and not to eat); with which Iwill 
now treat the readers curiofity ; and firft, 
with their fruits. 

Plantains, and bananas, (which are 2 
fmaller fort of plantain,) they have plen- 
tifully, in fmall plantations, in obfcure 
parts of the woods, near the river fides, 
at a good diftance from their dwelling- 
houfes, to which plantations they retire, 
and are not fo eafily found out by an 
enemy, as at their houfes. This fore of 
fruit is fo well known to Europeans, that it 
needs not be further defcrib’d. 

Pine apples too (which are well known) 
they have enough of, and mammo, which 
laft is a very fweet fruit; and upon a jour- 
ney ferves them for food as well as plan- 
tains; it’s fomething bigger than a man’s 
fift, having a great ftone in the middle 5 
grows on middling low trees like apple 

Saffadilla trees, which bear berries as 
bigas floes, of a yellowifh colour, which 
are very pleafant to the tafteand wholfome, 
of extraordinary virtue, anda good com- 
modity to be brought into Europe, are 
very frequent in their woods ; asare like- 
wifea fortof a pleafing plumb tree, which 
grows very large, and is of a moft delici- 
‘ous odour, which fometimes a man may 
fmell at half a mile’s diftance from the 
tree and more. The wild hogs watch the 
dropping of the fruit, which is very fatten- 
ing to them. In this country here isno 
fall of the leaf, all plants and trees fpring 
forth, bloom, bear, decay, and perith 
fucceffively atall feafons of the year alike, 
excepting that in the cold rainy feafons, 
the fruits do not ripen fo faft. 

Locuft trees grow pretty big and plen- 
tifully, by the river-fides, hanging over, 
and many times into the water ;_ the fruit 
hangs down like fhort pods of garden- 
beans, which you open, and find in the in- 
fide, three or four black feeds, as big as 
hazel-nuts, cover’d over with a white fort 
of flime, which you fuck from off the 
ftone, and then throw itaway. This white 
ftuff melts ina man’s mouth, is fweet as 
honey : a little of this meat thorowly fa- 
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tisfies craving hunger, for a confiderable 
time, and is efteemed very wholfome and 
cordial. 

They have likewife a fruit, growing on 
fmall trees guarded all over with long 
prickles, like needles; which fruit hang 
in clufters, or bunches, like grapes, but 
areas big as walnuts, ofa black and bluifh 
colour, having each a great ftone in the 
middle. The Englid call them perk and 
dowboys, or dumpling-trees, from the 
tafte, which much refembles them. 

Great Indian wheat, or mais, they plane 
a little of to make drink with ; and like- 
wife fome cocoa trees, which flourifh here 
exceedingly well, buc their lazinefS will 
not permit them to plant much of the laft, 
becaufe they can fteal it ready gather’d from 
the Spaniards, who have large plantations 
thereof ac Carpenters river, not many 
leagues from them. 4 

Sugar-canes I have feen growing in old 
king Yeremy’s plantation, much larger 
than Lever faw in Famaica, butthe Indians 
not knowing how to make fugar or rum, 
negleét them. 

Cabbage-trees of a great height, anda 
fort of permeto-trees, they have plenty 
of; the tops of both which being boil’d, 
are very, good green meat, efpecially the 
Jatter, which taftes like to afparagus well 
butter’d. 

They have woods which dyea very good 
purple and yellow, and without doube 
their lagunes would furnifh logwoodenough 
and camwood, if any would labour to 
cyt it. 

Pappaw trees which bear a fweet fruit, 
almoit like a mufk-melon in fhape and 
tafte, and wild pod pepper trees, are very 
plentiful. 

Cocoa-nut trees, cocoa-plumbs, and 
large grapes, growing on great trees, with 
large ftones in them, not like wine-grapes, 
(tho? a pleafant fruit) grow up and down 
near the water-fides. 

Monelo trees, whofe fruithangs down like 
french-beans, andare avery rich perfume 
when dried, and the beft for chocolate, grow 
very plentiful on the banks of Black River, 
in this country, and fome quantities in 
Wanks; where there is likewife much filk- 
graf$, which herb bears fome refemblance 
with the Semper Vivum, but exceeds their 
leaf in length to two yards. 

Sweet potatoes, yams, which are fome- 
whatlike turnips, and {weet caffader they 
plantenough of. The root of the laftis to 
the eye like that which is planted in the 
Englifh colonies, the juice whereof is a 
moft deadly poifon, of which the Englifb 
make their common bread, after having 
well dry’d and fqueez’dit, but this is very 
wholfomeand innocent, eaten any Cae 
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‘Allthe flefh that thefe people eat(which 
they boil in earthen pots, or barbicue, 
thatis, broil between the fun and fire) they 
get by hunting, and have plenty enough 
for themfelves; tho’ a fmall number of 
ftrangers to ftay fome time with them, 
would foon make a fearcity. 

They have a {mall fort of fallow deer, 
like our Engl, with fhorter horns, which 
haunt the inner fides of the woods, clofe 
to the Savanna, which are often purfu’d 
by lyons of two forts, the firft black and 
large, the latter red and fmall, neither of 
which will feize on a mans and by 
leopards and tigers alfo, of two forts, the 
Jarger of which very much terrify the 
Judians, who commonly go many toge- 
ther, for fear of them, and ac laft make 
their efcape while he kills fome one of their 
dogs; they report him to be of an irre- 
fitable ftrength and fury, and fay, that he 
many times carries away a mountain cow, 
which is rather bigger than himfelf, from 
the woods about 40 miles into the Savanna, 
before he eats them, 

This creature when he is on the hunt 
makes a continual grumbling, to be heard 
agreat way, fo that they commonly reach 
fome river, or place of fecuricy, before 
he comes up with them, tho’ he ranges 
very {wiftly, and has a quick feent. 

The mountain cow, which the natives 
call Tilbu, is of the bignefs of an Englif 
calf of a year old, havinga fnout like an 
elephant, and not horned; they hide all 
day in muddy plathes, to efcape the tigers, 
and in the night fwim acrofs the river to 
get food; they are very good mear, but 
fearce or hard to find. 

Baboons, and long-tail’d apes; of the 
former they have not very many, but of 
the latter great multitudes, which they 
look on to be very good meat ; it taftes 
and looks fomewhat like mutton. 

Warree and pickaree abound in great 
herds, and are two forts of Indian wild 
hogs, having both their navels on their 
backs; the firft fort is twice as Jarge as the 
latter, and better meat, the pickaree eating 
fomewhat rank: When a beaft of prey 
meets with them, they draw up immedi- 
ately in a body together in acircle, with 
their heads outermoft, armed with very 
tharp tufhes. 

Tndian coneysand mufquathes they have 
efough of, and great mountain cats; 
which laft eat like their venifon, or rather 
better, are extremely plump and flefhy in 
their hinder parts, and again as lean 
before. 

Foxes are plentiful there, which, like 
otters, prey on fifh, and are themfelves 
good white meat. 
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Crocodiles and alligators, which crea- 
tures are amphibious, are numerous in 
that country, lurking as well in the woods 
as in the water; they are fo much alike 
that they feem to be one and the fame 
fpecies, tho? iv is commonly faid that the 
alligator’s two foremoft teeth are longer 
than thofe of the crocodile, and that his 
mufk ftones are fomewhat the fweeter; 
and that he is likewife che better meats but 
I could not perceive the difference, tho” I 
have eaten and gather’d the mufk of both. 

‘Thefe creatures are not fo fierce in thefe 
countries, as is commonly reported of 
them, for men, women, and children, do 
daily fwim and wath themfélves in the 
rivers that fwarm with them, yet if a dead 
body was thrown in, they would prefently 
devour it, 

Another creature, which the Exglifb call 
a guana, they have plentifully enough, 
which is likewife amphibious 5 it burrows. 
in the fand, climbsup trees, and dives in 
the water ; is like a thick fhake, with four 
legs, and to each five long claws like fingers 
atthe ends; the body is of various bright 
colours, feal’d like a fnake ; it hath all 
down the back and long tail a ridge of long, 
fiat briftles; it is almoftasbig in the body 
asa cat, and is reckon’d to be very good 
meat; it taftes like a young rabbit, but 
is fomewhat flimy under the fkins is held 
to be very good againft the confimption. 

Some partsof this country are pretty well 
ftock’d with fowls; the river of H7anks is 
frequented with a large fort of ducks, like 
thole of Mu/cewy, and in the times of the 
north winds with great flocks of a fmaller 
kind, which at hae time refort likewife 
tothe lagunes. 

A large fowl they have (whether exglé 
or vulture I could not diftinguifh) which is 
a great terror to the apess for as foon as 
they perceive her defeending they leave the 
high trees and betake themfelves to the. 
ground and bufhes, and fo become the 
prey of beafts fometimes, which otherwile 
could not come at them. 

Parrots and macaws, which are the 
larger fort, and moft glorioufly painted, 
are the moft common birdsin the country, 
with fmall parrokeets, which fly in flocks 
like fparrows. They all taftemufky. 

A pretty large fort of fowl haunt their 
plantain walks, which the natives call 
quawmoes, and the Englifb corafaoes: they 
are a fmall fort of Indian turkey, witha 
pretty crown on their heads; they are a 
very welcome game to a hungry traveller, 
who may fhoot all that he meets with, one 
after another: They are fo tame they will 
hardly fly away in fome places they keep 
fometimes ten or a dozen together; they

are excellent meat, as likewife a leffer fort 
of fowl ufing the fame places, like Guiney 
hens, 

Wood pigeons that light on high trees 
and rocks; anda fort of fat doves creep- 
ing commonly on the ground, are plenti- 
fal enough; andon thefea-fide are many 
Pellicans and femingoes, thelatter, fhaped 
between a heron anda goofe, feeds on the 
conchoes, and may be feen a great way, 
looking ata diftance like a flame of fire. 

The woods are ftock’d with variety of 
other fowls, moft curioufly painted, which 
are good for food, but wanting names 
would be too tedious to deferibe. 

The rivers, lagunes, and above all the 
fea-waftes are plentifully ftock’d with fith 
of many forts. 

In the freth water rivers they have a fort 
of tortoife, call’d cufhwaw, is good meat, 
and found in few parts of America befides 
and on the coaft abundance of large fea- 
tortoifes of three forts, viz. the hawksbill, 
loggerhead, and green turtle, which laft 
is the beft meat ; the firft has the beft fhell 
the other for his oil, or fat; bur thefe be- 
ing well known to the Englifi need no fur- 
ther defeription. 

Tarpooms and fhukes are thick on the 
fewahe and rivers; the firftis a curious 
large fith, almoft like a falmon, the-latter 
more like a carp, with a long bill or 
mouth, and both very good to be eaten. 

They have great fhoals of mullets, 
filver-fith,cat-fith, cavallies, fharks, nurfes, 
{happers, growpers, fome feal, ftingrays, 
whiprays, and fea-devils; which laft 
three ee are fomewhat in fhape like 
thorn-backs, tho” many times bigger, 

Their beft fith is manatee, or fea cow, 
which fhall bring up the rear: moft tra- 


vellers in thofe parts that I have met with 
call it the befl fith, if not fleth, in the 
world ; they are fometimes found ftra: ggling 
inthe lagunes in this country, but are nor 
fuffer’d to increafe, thro’ ‘the greedinefs of 
the Indian, who {pares no pains when he 
hatha profpect of getting any. 

This fith is, in fhade and colour, fome- 
what likea feal, but is not fo full of hair; 
ithas the vifage of a cow without horns; 
ithath two fins before, ferving inftead of 
feet, on which in the evenings they craw) 
afhore to eat grafs ; its bones are not like 
thofe of other great fith, but like thofe in 
the body of anox. The meat thereof is 
very white, and of a pleafant tafte, and 
fo cleanfing to the body, that it’s common- 
ly faid to cure fuch as feed on it fome time, 
of all foul diftempers in the blood, as an 
old pox, fcurvy, and their relations 5 and 
that many fhip’s companies have often ex- 
perimented the vertues of it, to the reco- 
very of their healths. 

Thefe fith are very large, fome I have 
feen of five or fix hundred pound, and 
have heard of thofe of a thoufand in clear 
ficth, befides bones. They yield the 
fporter no fmall diverfion at the taking of 
them ; for after having a dart or harpoon 
ftruck into their fide, witha long line and 
buoy fattened to it, they hold fome time 
in play, and won't leave the fhoals, by 
which means they receive more lances and 
arrows from the Indian, before they will 
be taken ; many times they overfeta boat 
in ftruggling. 

Dolphins, flying-fith, porpoifes, bo- 
netoes, feals, bottlenofes, and fuch like, 
keep a good diftance from the fhore, and 
are as frequent in other parts as on this 
coaft, wherefore we will quite leave it,

The INTRODUCTION. 


AVING by God's prouidence 
(who fwayeth vs as it pleafeth 
him to our feuerall places of 
being) gaineda charge of fouls 

in the aduenture of the honourable com- 

pany of merchants trading to the Ha/- 

Undies ; it happened that I was transfer- 

red from my charge aboard the fhippe, 

to refide in their prime factorie in Guzza- 
rat, in a place called Surrat, with the 
refident ouer their affaires in that place, 

Mr. Thomas Kerridge + where, according 

to the bufie obferuance of trauailers, in- 

quiring what noneltie the place might 
produce, a people prefented themfelues 
to mine eyes, cloathed in linnen garments, 
fomewhat low defcending, of a gefture 
and garbe, as Imay fay, maydenly and 
well nigh effeminate ; of a countenance 
fhy and fomewhat eftranged, yet filing 
out a glofed and bafhfull familiarity, 
whofe vie in the companies affaires oc- 
cafioned their prefence there. : 

ruth to fay, mine eyes, vnacquainted 
with fuch obieéts, tooke vp their wonder 
and gazed; and this admiration, the 
badge of a frefh trauailer, bred in mee 
the importunity of a queltioner. Iasked 
what manner of people thofe were, fo 
ftrangely notable, and notably ftrange? 

Reply was made, They were Bavians, a 

people forraigne to the knowledge of the 

chriftian world; their religion, rites, and 
cuftoms, {paringly treated of by any, and 
they no leffe referued in the publication 
of them: but fome opinions they deriued 
from the philofopher Pyzhagoras, touch- 
ing tranfanimation of foules. It was 
thought the nouelty would make the dif: 
couery thereof gratefull and acceptable 
to fome of our countrymen: that fome 
of my predeceffors had beene fcrutinous 
to bring this religion to light; but whe- 
ther deterred with the fictions and Chyme- 
racs, wherewith Banian writings abound, 
Vou. VI. 
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that might make it vnworthy of accepta- Lorn. 
tion, or the fhyneffe of the Bramanes, C~rwd 


who will {carce admit a flranger conuer- 
fation, the worke was left to him that 
would make a path through thefe impe- 
diments, 

The prefident, Mr. Thomas Kerri 
Was vrgent with me to redeeme th 
omiffions, and to fee if I could worke 
fomewhat out of this forfak 
The truth was, I was willing to carnett 
his loue to mee by this iniunétion, who, 
to give this vndertaking. the better prow 
motion, interefted himfelfe in the worke, 
by mediating my acquaintance with the 
Bramanes, whofe eminence of place was 
an attraétiue to draw on this difcouery 
and manifeftation. 

I that thought my obferuance would 
bee well tooke, if I could prefent my 
countrymen with any thing new from 
thefe forraigne parts, begun my worke, 
and effayed to fetch materials for the 
fame out of their manufcripts, and by 
renewed acceffe, with the helpe of inter- 

reters, made my: collections out of a 

ooke of theirs called the Shafer, which 
is to them as their bible, containing the 
grounds of their religion in a written 
word. 

If any therefore bee affected to perufe 
or reuife the religion, rites, and cuftoms 
of the faid Banians, leaving out for the 
moft part fuch prodigious figtions as 
feeme independent on fenfe and reafon, 
here they fhall meete with the beft effence 
and ground of this feet, digefted into fuch 
a forme as fhall beft cleare the knowledge 
thereof, and fuch, as I prefume, neuer 
had a like difcovery by any yet in the 
preffe. So handfefting the reader with 
as good hopes as may bee expected from 
a fubiect of this nature, [referre them to 
the proofe of the following chapters.

Of God, the Creation of the World, the Creation of the firft Man and Woman, 
dnd the Progeny from them defiending, as it is by the Banians delivered. 


a hee great God (fay the Bavians) 
being alone, bethoughe himfelfe how 
hee might make his excellency and power 
cmanifelt to others; for his great vertue 
had beene obfcured and hid, if it had not 
beene communicated to his creatures. 
What meanes might then bee better to 
give euidence of both thefe, than the 
creation of a world, and creatures there- 
in? 

For this caufe the Almighty confulted 
with himfelfe, about the making of this 
great worke, which men call the world 
oruniyerfe ; and as theancients (fay they) 
haue deliuered, the Lord made foure 
elements as the ground-worke of this 
mighty frame, to wit, Earth, Aire, Fire, 
and Water; which foure elements were 
at firft all mingled together in a confufion, 
but the Almighty feparated them in man- 
ner following. 

Firft, it is delivered, that, by fome 
great cane or like inftrument, hee blew 
vpon the waters, which arofe into a 
bubble of a round forme like an egge, 
which {preading it felfe further and far- 
ther, made the firmament fo cleare and 
tranfparent, which now eompaffeth the 
world about. 

After this, there remaining the earth, 
as the fediment of the waters, and fome 
liguid fubftance with the fame; the Lord 
made of both thefe together, a thing 
round like a ball, which hee called the 
lower world, the more folid part where- 
of became the earth, the more liquid the 
feas; both which making one globe, he, 
by a great noyfe or humming found, 
placed them in the middeft of the firma- 
ment, which became xqui-diftant from 
it on euery fide. 

Then he created a funne and moone in 
the firmament, to diftinguifh the times 
and feafons; and thus thefe foure ele- 
ments that were at firft mixt together, 
became feparate and affigned to their 
feuerall places; the air to his place, the 
earth to his, the water to his place, and 
the fire to his place. 

Thefe elements thus difpofed, each of 
them difcharged his feuerall parts; the 
aire filled up whatfoeuer was emptie, the 
fire began to nourifh with his heate, the 
earth brought forth his lining creatures, 
and the feahis. And the Lord conueyed 
to thefe a feminall vertue, that they 
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might be fruitful in their feuerall ope- 
rations, and thus the great world was 
created. 

This world, as it had his beginning 
from foure elements, fo it was meafured 
by foure maine points of the compaffe, 
Eaft, Weft, North, and South ; and was 
to be continued for foure ages, and to 
be peopled by foure Ca/ts or forts of 
men, which were maried to foure women 
appointed for them, of which wee fhall 
fpeake as order may give occafion. 


God having thus made the world, and 19 mes, 


the creatures thereto belonging, then 
God created man, as a creature more 
worthy than the reft, and one that might 
be moft capable of the workes of God. 
The earth then did, at God’s voyce and 
command, render this creature from his 
bowels, his head firft appearing, and 
after that his body, with all the partsand 
members of the fame, into whom God 
conueyed life, which as foone as he had 
receiued, witneffed it felfe; for, colour 
began to thew it felfe red in his lippes, 
his eye liddes began to difclofe the two 
lights of nature, the parts of his body 
bewrayed their motion, and his vnder- 
ftanding being informed, hee acknow- 
ledged his maker, and gaue him wor- 
hip. 


That this creature might not be alone, Fir! »- 


who was made by nature fociable, God ™? 
feconded him with a companion, which 
was woman, to whom not fo much the 
outward fhape, as the likeneffe of the 
mind and difpofition feemed agreeing : 
and the firft man’s name was Pourous, 
and the woman’s name was Parcoutee, and 
they lived conioyned together as man and 
wife, feeding on the fruites of the earth, 
without the deftruétion of any living 
creature. 


Thefe two living in this'coniunction, Dicir four 


had foure fonnes ; the firft was called J 
Brammon, the fecond Cuttery, the third 
Shuddery, the fourth Wy/e. “Thefe foure 
brethren were of natures diftiné& each 
from the other, the foure elements claim- 
ing in each of them a different predo- 
minance : for Brammon was of an earthly 
conttitution, and therefore melancholly 5 
and Cuttery was of a fiery conftitution, 
and therefore of a martial fpirit. Shud- 
dery was of a flegmaticke conftitution, 


and therefore of a peaceable or conver- 
fable

fable difpofition ; 14yé was of an ayery 
temper, and therefore full of contrine- 
ments and inuentions. 

And becaufe Brammon was of a me- 
Jancholly conftitution, and ingenious, 
God indued him with knowledge, and 
appointed him to impart his precepts and 
lawes voto the people, his graue and fe- 
rious look beft fiting him’ for fuch a 
purpofe: for which caufe hee gaue hima 
booke, containing the forme of divine 
worhhippe and religion. 

And becaufe Cuttery was of a martial 
temper, God gaue him power to fway 
kingdomes with the fcepter, and to bring 
men into order, that the weale-publicke 
might thriue by ynited indeauours for 
the common goode: as an embleme of 
which the Almighty puta fivord into his 
hand, the inftrument of victory and do- 
mination. 

And becaufe Shuddery was of a nature 
mild and conuerfeable, it was thought 
meete, that he fhould be a merchant, 
to inrich the common-wealth by trafficke, 
that fo euery place might abound with 
all things, by the vfe of fhipping and 
nauigation. As a monitor to put him in 
minde of which courfe of life, he hada 
paire of ballances put into his hand, and 
a bagge of waights hung at his girdle, 
inftruments moft accommadate to his pro- 
feffion. 

Lattly, becaufe Wye was of an ayery 
temper, whofe conceipts vie to bee more 
fubtle and apprehenfiue, he was indued 
with admirable inuentions, and was able 
by his firft thoughts, to forme any thing 
that belonged to the mechanicke or 
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handy-crafts man: for which purpofe hee 
had a bagge of tooles or iv aRHeRTE, 
confifting of fuch variety, as were ne. 
ceflary to effedtuate the workes of his 
fancy or conceipt. 

Thus you have the firft man and wo- 
man, and the progeny from them de- 
fending, according to Bavians tradition 5 
and a world to be raifed of fo few, the 
perfons (as they thinke) could not be 
better fitted to ihe fame, the whole world 
being well confidered, confifting of, and 
fubliting by fuch foure kindes of men. 

The world being in this mayden pu- 
titie, that the generations of men might 
not be deriued from a polluted beginning 
of mankinde, the Almighty gaue not 
Pourous and Parcoutee any daughters, leaft 
fome of thefe foure fonnes, preferring 
the needes of propagation before piety 
and religion, fhould haue defloured their 
fifters, and have blemifhed the world 
with impurity; but prouiding better for 
the holineffe and fanétity of our anceftors, 
that the work of generation might be 
agreeable to the worke of creation, God 
made foure women for thefe foure men, 
and placed them at the foure windes, 
one at the eaft, another at the weft, a 
third at the north, and a fourth at the 
fouths that thus being divided, there 
might be a better meanes for the fpread- 
ing of their generations ouer the face of 
the earth, with which foure women, how 
the foure fonnes of the firt man met, 
fhall be vnderftood in the fequeale of 
their feuerall ftories in the chapters fol« 
lowing.

Of Brammon the eldeft Sonne of Pourous, his Trauaile towards the Eaft; 
he meeteth with the Woman appointed for him; the Paffages that happened 
in their Accoaft, their Marriage, and peopling of the Eaf. 


HIS eldeft fonne of the firft man, 
called Brammon, grewe in ftature, 
and had the preheminence of his birth, 
both in place, and in refpeét aboue the 
reft of his brethren 5 as alfo in regard of 
his neere relations to God in religious 
fervices, was highly honoured of his bre- 
thren, and was an inftruétor vnto them ; 
and the Almighty communicated him- 
felfe to him in prefence and vilion, He 
gaue himfelfe therefore much to reading, 
and conuerfed with the booke that God 
gaue him, containing the platforme of 
diuine worfhippe. 
Being therefore growne to man’s age, 
and (as it fhould appeare by circumftan- 


ces) man being created in the middeft of , 


the earth, in fome pleafant place, where 
the funne at high noone depriued fub- 
ftances of their fthadowes, (for it was fit 
that man fhould be produced out of fuch 
a place as might be the nauell of the 
world) God who would now difperfe the 
brethren from the center, as it were, to 
the circumference, for propagation, com- 
manded Brammon to take his booke in 
his hand, wherein was written the diuine 
law, and to direé his iourney towards 
the rifing of the funne in the eaft. 

As foone as that glorious light of 
heauen had difcouered his fplendor from 
the toppes of the mountaines, he tooke 
his iourney that way (for the eaft being 
the moft noble part of the world, it was

which there appeared a woman fatisfying 
her thirft from the ftreames of the riuers 
and they were both naked, innocence 
not being then afhamed to publith her 
retyrements and priuacies ; nor hauin; 
faulted fo much with thofe immode! 
parts, as to neede a fhrowd to'veile them 
from the fight. This woman was of 
haire blacke, of complexion yealowith 
or faffrony, as on whofe face the funne 
had too freely caft his beames, the re- 
membrance of whofe heate was too furely 
conferued in her countenance. She was 
indifferently fized, whofe pitch could 
neither challenge the name. of lowneffe 
or high ftature;_modeft were her afpect, 
and her eyes indices of fo melancholy fo- 
berneffe, and compofed -lookes, as if 
fhe feemed to be fampled for him that 
met her. 

But her eyes vnaceuftomed to view 
fuch an obieét as was before her, hauing 
never feene a creature of proportion like 
her felfe, betwixt wonder and fhame thee 
was yncertaine whether fhe fhould flye, 
or pleafe her fight with fuch a vifion. 
But Brammon, no leffe abathed at fuch 
intrufion, which by retyring he could 
not well fhunne, with a downe-caft coun- 
tenance {upprefied with fhame, they both 
aboad oneanother’s prefence, with tongue- 
tyed filence; whofe backwardneffe gaue 
incouragement to the woman to queftion 
the caufe of his coming thither; who 
anfwered, That, by the command of him 
who had made the world, him, her, and

all creatures vifible, together with’ the 
Tight that gaue them the comfort of their 
meeting, he was fent thither. The wo- 
man to whom God had giuen that vnder- 
ftanding, to be capable of the properneffe 
of his fpeéchy and inquiring further into 
this accident, faid, That there was an 
agreement in their likeneffe and compo- 
fition, that declared they had one Maker ; 
thatit may be, he that had made them, 
and had. his ends’ in their difpofall, had 
thus brought them together, that fome 
neerer bond might make them infeparable 
from each other’s fociety : and cafting her 
eye vpon the booke that Brammon bare 
in his hand, asked what it was? who ac- 
quainting her with the contents thereof, 
was defired to fit down, and communi- 
cate the religious counfels of the fame 
unto her, whereunto hee condefcended ; 
and being both perfwaded that God had 
ahand in this their meeting, they tooke 
counfell together from this booke, to 
bind themfelues together in the inuiolable 
bond of marriage, and with the courte- 
fies interceding betwixt man and wife, 
were lodged in one another’s bofom : for 
ioy whereof the funne put on his nuptial 
luftre, and looked brighter than ordinary, 
caufing the feafon to fhine on them with 
golden joy and the filver moone wel- 
commed the evening of their repofe, 
whilft muficke from heauen (as if Gods 
purpofe in them had been determinate) 
fent forth a pleafing found, fuch as vfeth 
to fleete from the loud tramper, together 
with the noyfe of the triumphant drumme, 
Thus proouing the effects of generation 
together, they had fruitful iffue, and fo 7, 
peopled the eaft, and the woman’s name th: 
was Sauatree.

UCCESSIVELY the fecond bro- 

ther Cuttery was by the Almighty 
configned to the weft, about the charge 
of making men; fo taking the fword in 
his hand, that God had giuen him, the 
inftrument, on whofe edge lay the hopes 
of a kingdome, rowfing vp his courage, 
which hitherto wanted occafion of exer- 
cife, from the heart and bofom of the earth, 
in which his youth had conuerfed, he 
turned his backe on the rifing funne euery 
morning, whofe fwifter courfe ouertooke 
him, and euery day in his decline pre- 
Sented himfelfe in his fetting glory before 
him. As he thus trauailed towards the 


weft, he chafed with himfelfe as he paf- 
fed along, that no aduenture prefented 
itfelfe that might prouoke him to giue a 
probate of his courage, wifhing that an 
army of men, or a troope of wild beafts, 
would oppofe him, that he might ftrewe 
the furface of the earth with dead car- 
keyfes, and giue the fowles of heauen 
flefh to feede on. And not knowing 0 
what purpofe God had direéted him to 
bend his courfe that way, as onely fen- 
fible of his owne heroick ftomacke, hee 
faid, To what end hath God infufed fuch 
magnanimity into my breft, if ic shal 
want a fubieét whereon to worke my

‘Thus carried on with the hopes of fome 
aduenture, hee intended that whatfoeuer 
Should firft cope with him, fhould haue 
the fenfe of his fury ; when being come to 
a mountaine, whofe height might make 
things farre vifible to the eye, he might 
perceiue a creature of goodly perfonage, 

catey Jike himfelfe, {talking forward with a mar- 
retin? Gall fteppe, no leffe Nowe then maietticke 
‘aie inpaces which two approaching, as de- 
firous to make experiment of each other’s 
fortitude vpon their meeting together, it 
appeared to bee a woman, whofe trefles in 
a comely fertility hung downe by her 
thoulders, which, by motion of the ayre, 
turned into a careleffe diforder; cuery 
blaft that made an alteration in the fame, 
gaue a new grace to her excellent perfon, 
nd made her prefence more full of ma~ 
iefly. In her right hand fhee bare a 
Chuckerey, which is an inftrument of a 
round forme, and fharp-edged in the fu- 
perficies thereof, fo accomodate for of- 
tence, that by a hole in the middeft thereof, 
being whirled about the finger, and flung 
off, in the quickneffe of his motion, itis 
able to deliver or conuey death to a farre 
remote enemy. Courage difplayed_ his 
banner in her countenance, and maieflicke 
fury fparkled in her eyes, bearing wit- 
neflé how much the thirfted after conqueft 5 
and the woman's name was Toddicajtree. 
rier eve- Inthe firftencounter fhee made her Chuc- 
kevey beare the meflage of her difpleafure, 
giving entertainement with the inftramenc 
of battell, which was fuch as Cutlery ex- 
pected; and no kinder behauiour did hee 
entend to profier, as preferring the harfh 
effeéts of violence, before the mollifying 
power of beauty: With this hard greet- 
ing did th the frit day, giving 
wounds on each fide, fhee with her Chuc- 
kerey, hee with his fword; both being 
much fpent in the confliét, and often 
breathing, when extreamity of exercife had 
languithed their powers, they renewed 
their battell by freth aggreffion and onfer, 
ull darknefle did prohibit the ve of armes, 
Teauing the firft day as an indifferent arbi- 
ter of the battell, neither of them able to 
boat of aduantage.

‘The light being the beft herauld they 
had, to call them to battell, a third time 
they met, hopeful toconclude this ftrange 
duello or fingle combat, which vrged on 
her fide by her new-inuented inftrument, 
and on his by the thought of former ad- 
uantage gained, made the affaule more 
vehement; making therefore her enemy 
the butte into whom fhe meante to trans- 
fixe her pointed fhafts, fhee frefhly en- 
countered him. But hee percsiuing her ad- 
uantage, whofe power was to wound farre 
off, and his iniuries were moft forceable in 
little diftance, expofing himfelfe to greater 
perill, chat he might be owner of a better 
aduantage, drew neerer, and in acloze, ex- 
changing the loffe of weapons for hand 
violence, they thus proued their forces to- 
gether, wearinefe having abated their 
Vigours fo equally, that neither of them

ciety. Why fhould one excellent creature 
feeke the ruine of another? Will there not 
be one the leffe? And thy being will b: 
nothing augmented by my difanulment. 
Did God to this end conferre boldnefte o: 
vs to make it the caufe of one another's 
perdition, who are both worthy of pre- 
feruation? Surely courage in thee fhall bee 
nothing impaired by my friendihippe and 
ayde, but vnited vertues make molt power- 
full affaules, and are beft muniments 
againit iniurie. Befides, the world, now 
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Lorp. an infant, and of fhort ftanding, ought 
A™ rather by all meanes to haue her iffte

fhort time of defifting might permit; 
affirming, that thee was fo farre content to

multiplyed, then impayred or diminifhed. 
Efpecially felfe-loue bindes vs to ftudy 
our owne preferuations ; to which fince 
vnity did beft conferre, hee would not 
follow the humour of his high {pirit to 
feeke glory fo wickedly and vaworthily, 
if hee might purchafe that peace hee 
fought by any reafonable conceffion. 
The woman, attentive to the motion, 
profecuted with fo faire a carriage, after 
fome paufe of filence, and deieétion of 
countenance, that gaue confent to bafh- 
falneffe, replyed, That though the markes 
of his violence were before her eyes,

HE third fonne Shuddery, which 

which was the merchant man, ac- 
cording to his time and age, was fent to 
the North, who taking his ballance and 
waights with him, the inftruments by 
whole iuftice hee was to buy and fell, 
tended thither whither the Almighty had 
direéted him.

Cuttery alfo, the next that had accom- 
plifh’d the end of his trauaile, began to 
Jong after the fight of the place thar 
brought him forth, thathe might there, to 
his father, mother, and brethren, thew 
the bleffings of God, in his wife and pro- 
geny, and acquaint them with the ftory of 
his occurrencies, and leaue a race of foldiers

importunate a difturber of our ioyes. 

But ioy is never of long lafting, but 
after the paflage of litle time hath his 
abatement : this the brethren being fen- 
fible of, laid afide the thoughts of their 
trauailes, and the remembrance of th 
late comforts; and as men newly tranf- 
planted to bring forth the fruites of their 
being in that place, begetting new gene- 
rations there, that the world might be 
compleately populous, and inflruéted in 
their feuerall qualities; by Brammon in 
matters of religion, by Cutlery in mat- 
ters of rule and domination, by Shuddery 
in matters of trafficke and merchandizings 
and by 4/2 in the inuention of the han- 
dycrafts: of which foure cafts the world 
confifted, euery one of them liuing in 
his feuerall qualitie, keeping his tribe 
free from confufion or enterfeering ; and 
thus the world became peopled. 

But multitude and concourfe that vfeth 
to be the nurfe of mifchiefe, for where 
there are many men there will be many 
euils, and profperity that makes vs for- 
getfull of our felues, and length of time 
that renders to ys the worft at our latter 
endings, bégan to confound all good- 
neff, and turne every thing out of order : 
for Brammon grew negleétiue of his piety 5 
and Cuifery grew cruell and full of ufur- 
pation and Sbuddery' grew deceiptfull 
in the weights and ballances, and _prac- 
tifed cofenage amongit his brethren 5 
and Wye loft his confcience in his deal- 


ings, and became afpend-thrift, making 
the profits that came by his inuentions, 
but the furtherers of ryot and exceffe. 
And as they were thus euill in themfclues, 
fo they were euill one towards another 3, . 

> Their 
for Brammon ftomached Cuttery’s great fe, 
neffe, and Cuttery forgat to give Bram. 
mon the preheminence of his birth; and, 
as if his might had beene fufficient to 
giue him the right of priority, placing 
all excellency in rule and authority, con- 
demned the ftill and folitary {pirit of his 
brother, as ynworthy of refpeét and cmi- 
ence; yea, prized_his owne lawes and 
gouernment before God’s lawes, becaufe 
they came from Brammon whom hee dif- 
efteemed. On the other fide, hee plea- 
fed himfelfe with the flaughter of thofe 
that difpleafed him, layd taxations vpon 
Shuddery, and dreyned the profit of 
Wyyfe's labours, and, like a great tide, 
made all runne along with his owne cur- 
rent, whilft they requite his iniuries in 
cofenage and griping vpon their brethren, 
in fraud and circumuention. Thefe euils 
of example were feedes of wickednefie 
that no doubt would grow in their po- 
fteritie. And this diffention among them- - 
felves did boade a breach of that fweete 
harmonie that concurred to the world’s 
firft conftitution. 

Wyfe likewife feeing Brammon to lofe 
his refpeét, the more to make him defpi- 
fed, fought to bring in a new forme of 
religion, communicated to him in vifion, 
concerning the worfhippe of images, and 
bowing to pagods vnder greene trees, with 
other new ceremonies, which fince Bram- 
mon’s booke contained not, the difpute 
was greate whether they fhould be re- 
ceiued as canonicall; but vpon Wy’ 
affeueration that they were receiued from 
God, they were receiued as part of the 


ceremonial Jaw. 
Thus every day prefenting new plat. rie deluge 


formes of wickedneffe, and finnes that 
made a noyfe, God grew angry, and 
the heauens were cloathed with blacknefle 
and terror; the feas began to fwell as if 
they meant to ioyne with the cloudes in 
man’s deftruétion ; great noyfe was heard 
aloft, fuch as vfeth to difmay mortal 
wretches; and thunder and lightning 
fiathed from the poles, fuch as feemed to 
threaten a finall wracke to the earth 5 
but as if the world needed cleanfing of 
his defilement and pollution, there came 
a flood that couered all nations in the 
depths. Thus the bodies had their iudge- 
ment, but the foules were lodged in the 
bofome of the Almighty: And fo conclu- 
ded the firlt age of the world, according: 


to the tradition of the Banians- 
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Of the fecond Age of the World, begunne by Bremaw, Vyftney, and Ruddery ; 


of their Creation, Affignation to their feuerall Workes, their Time of 


Con- 


tinuation upon Earth, and the Meanes wfed for the Reftauration of the 


World againe. 


T had now (faith the Banian) beene 
to little ‘end for God to difanull his 
owne creatures, for now his wifedome 
and power muft haue againe layne obfcu- 
red but though his iuitice were fo great, 
that hee would not let wickedneffe goe vn- 
punifhed, yet hee would againe haue a 
world of new creatures, to whom his 
wifedome, power, and mercy might be 
declared. 

Seeing therefore the firft age mifcar- 
ried by their finfulneffe (for whofe purity 
God had fo well prouided) the Almighty 
determined to beginne the fecond age 
by three perfons of greater perfection and 


* excellency then the other, called Bremaw, 


Vijiney, and Ruddery. 

“The Almighty therefore defcending 
from heaven vpon a great mountaine 
called Moropurbatee ; vpon the top of the 
fame the Lord pronounced his word, and 
faid, Rife vp, Bremawe, the firlt of liv- 
ing creatures in the fecond age. The 
earth then did render from her wombe 
Bremaw at the voyce of God, who did 


might haue power to make the creatures, 
hee indued him with the abilities of cre- 
ation and produétion. Secondly, that 
Vyfiney might preferue the creature, the 
Lord gaue all things into his power, that 
might tend to the preferuation of thofe 
that Bremaw fhould make; therefore hee 
made him lord of the funne and moone, 
of the cloudes, fhowers, and dewes that 
fall vpon the earth, lord of the hills and 
vallies, difpofer of the changes of the 
yeere, the conferrer of riches, health, 
and honour, and whatfoeuer tended to 
the well-being of man, and the reft of 
the creatures. Laftly, that Ruddery might 
be a fit executioner of God's iuftice, God 
gaue into his poffeffion whatfoeuer might 
tend to the deftruétion of liuing crea- 
tures; therefore Ruddery was made the 
lord of death and iudgement, and what- 
focuer might tend to the punifhment of 
man, whether it were fickneffe, famine, 
warre, or peftilence, or any thing elfe 
that might be a plague for finne. 


_ According alfo to the feuerall affigna- their cop. 
tions of thefe perfons to their particular riixatin 


acknowledge and worthippe his Maker : 
charges, they were alloted a determinate %% #¢ 


and by a fecond and third command a 


from the fame place, raifed H4/?ney and 
Ruddery, who with no leffe reuerence ado- 
red their Maker likewife. 

But God, that maketh nothing with- 
out his vfe or end, did not make thefe 
to liue idle, but to be feruiceable in 
the world’s reftoring to the firft there- 
fore, which was Bremaw, hee gave the 
power to make the creatures, becaufe 


* (fay the Banians) as great perfons do not

their worke but by deputies, fo neither 
was it fic God fhould be feruile to the 
creatures, but giue them their being by 
inftruments. To the fecond, which 
was Vyfizey, he gaue the charge to pre- 
ferue the creatures, for that as it was his 
mercy to caufe them to bee, fo it was 
his prouidence to keepe them in their 
being. But to the third, which was 
Ruddery, hee gaue power to deftroy his 
creatures, becaufe hee knew they would 
be wicked, and deferue a judgement 
amongft them, 

Now, as God had giuen to thefe per- 
fons power to do thele great workes, fo 
it was mecte they fhould be fitted with 
meanes capable for the difcharge of their 
feuerall charges, That Bremaw therefore 


time of abiding vpon earth. Becaufe 
the worke of the creation was concluded 
in the fecond of their ages (which was 
a worke affign’d to Bremaw) therefore 
Bremaw was to be taken vp to the Al- 
mighty in the conclufion of the fecond 
age. And becaufe the other ages were 
multiplied with people by fome that were 
referued from deftruétion, therefore //i- 
ney Was kept on earth till he had doubled 
Bremaw’s tearme of time, as of whole 
preferuation there was longer neede, And 
becaufe the world fhould end in deftru- 
tion, therefore the continuance of Rud- 
dery was three times fo long, that when 
the great day of iudgement ihould come, 
hee might deftroy all the bodies, and 
carry the foules with him to the place of 
glory. 

Nought wanted now, but that they 
fhould euery one in their feuerall curnes 
thew the powers conferred vpon them. 
So Bremaw confulting with himfelfe, how 
he might fulfill the charge impofed vpon 
him, grew extraordinarily afflicted in his 
body ; the ftrangenefle of which anguifh 
vexing him in every part, boaded fome 
alteration or ynexpected euent ; wie

Lorp. ‘oe fuch trauaile as happeneth to women 
Ww in labour feazed him, and a certaine tu- 
mour and fwelling of his body withall, 
according to the fuddaine ripeneffe of the 
burthen within, diftended his bowels 
more and more, and gaue newer and 
greater extremities to him in this agony, 
till the burthen (though Bremaw farre 
exceeded the ftature of common men) 
made two ruptures, the one on the right 
fide, the other on the left; when 
behold two twinnes, the one male, the 
other female, to wit, man and woman 
did betray themfelues to the world in 
full growth and perfeét ftature; who 
thus produced and informed concerning 
God by the initructions of Bremaw, the 
man was by him named Manow, and the 
woman Ceteroupa. So giuing worfhippe 
to God the Creator, and reuerence to 
Bremaw their producer, with a blefling 
of multiplication pronounced vpon them, 
they were fent to the Eaft, toa moun- 
taine called Munderpurvool, thence to 
difpread their generations to the Welt, 
North, and South; fo they departed, 
and Cetercupa brought forth three fonnes 
and three daughters; the eldeft fonne 
was called Priauretta, the fecond Oxtana- 
pautha, the third Soomeraut: the eldeft 
daughter’s name was called Cammab, the

fecond Sconerettaw, the third Sumboo, 
As thefe grew in yeeres, they were in 
their feuerall orders difperfed feueral} 
wayes, viz. Priauretia and Cammab to the 
Welt, to the mountaine called Segund ; 
Outanapautha and Soonerettaw to the North 
tothe mountaine Bipala 5 Soomeraut and 
Sumboo to the mountaine Supars, all 
which brought forth plentiful generations. 
Thus Bremaw made man and woman, and 
replenifhed the earth with the reft of the 
liuing creatures. 

Vyjiney Nikewife did prouide all things 
neceffary that might be to the fuftenta- 
tion and preferuation of the liuing 
tures that Bremaw had made, giving 
them in enioyment fuch bleffings as were 
needfull to a wel-being. 

To conclude, Ruddery did difperfe af. 
fli€tions, fickneffe, death, and iudge 
ment, according as the fonnes of men 
did by their wickedneffé inuoke this {marc 
vpon themfelues. And this was the orde 
God tooke for reftoring of people to in- 
habit the earth in the fecond age of the 
world, Now how God prouided for the 
eftablithment of religion in this fecond 
age, that thefe that liued might feare and 
worthippe him, fhall be declared in the 
chapter next following, as itis vnfolded 
by the tradition of the Banians.

How God communicated Religion to the World by a Booke de i 
the particular Traéts of the fame: the 
morall Law laid drwne, with the Appropri

OD knowing that there would be 
ST be but euill government where 
there was not the eftablifhment of his 
worfhippe and feare; after the world 
was replenifhed anew, bethought him- 
felfe of giuing them lawes to reftraine 
that euill in them that was the caufe of 
the deftruction of the former age. 
Reveatd _ Defcending therefore on the mountaine 
religion, Meropurbatee, hee called Bremaw to him, 
and out of a dark and dufkie cloude, 
‘with certaine glimpfes of his glory, hee 
magnified himfelfe to Bremaw, telling 
him that the caufe why hee brought de- 
ftruction on the former age, was becaufe 
they did not obferue the inftructions con- 
tained in the booke deliuered to Bram. 
mon. So deliuering a booke out of the 
cloude into the hand of Bremaw, com- 
manded him to acquaing the people with 
thofe things contained therein. So Bre- 
maw made known the fanétions and lawes 
nto thedifperfed generations. 


Of the contents thereof if any defire to 
be informed, the Bavians deliuer, that 
this booke, by them called the SuastTER, 
or the booke of their written word, con- 
fifted of thefe three tracts. The firlt 
whereof contained their morall lawe, or 
their booke of precepts, together with an 
explication vpon euery precept, and an 
appropriation of the precepts to their fe- 
uerall trybes or cafts. ‘The fecond tract 
vnfolded their ceremonial lawe, fhewing 
what ceremonies they were to vie in their 
worthippe. ‘The third traét diftinguithed 
them into certaine cafts or trybes, 
peculiar obferuations meete to cach calt 
or trybe: fuch was the famme of this 
booke delivered to Bremaw; of which 
particulars, if any defire more diftinét 
knowledge, we fhall propofe the pith and 
fabftance of this in that which followes- 

Firft then the traét that containeth the 
morall lawe, and was by Bremaw pud- 
lifhed to the nations, comprifed ee 
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propriating to each two commandements Lorp. 


Chap. 8. 


fame eight commandements ; which are 


thefe following. 


Toe firft commandement, Tha foalt not kill 
any living creature whatfoever it be, hane- 
ing life in the fame for thou art a creature 
of mine, and fo isit thou are indued with 
a foule, and it is indued with the fame s 
thou foalt not therefore Jpill the life of any 
thing that is mine. 


Thefecond, Thou fhalt make a couenant with 
all thy fiue fenjes. Firft, with thine eyes 
that they behold not things that be euill. 
Secondly, with thine cares that they heare 
not things that be euill. Thirdly, with 
thy tongue, that it peake not things that be 
euill. Fourthly, with thy pallate that it 
tafte not things that be euill, as wine or 
the flefh of liuing creatures. Fifthly, with 
thy hands, that they touch not things de- 
filed. 


The third, Thou foalt duely obferue the times 
of deuotion, thy wafbings, worfhipping, 
and prayers to the Lord thy God, with 
@ pure and upright heart. 


The fourth, Thou foalt tell no falfe tales, or 
utter things that be untrue, by which thou 
mighteft defraud thy brother in dealings, 
bargains, or contraés, by this cofenage to 
worke thine owne peculiar aduantage, 


The fift, Thou fbalt be charitable to the 
‘poore, and adinifter to bis need, meate 
drinke, and money, as bis neceffty re- 
quireth, and. thine owne ability inableth 
thee to giue. 


The fixt, Thou foalt not oppref[e, iniure, or 
doe violence to the poore, vfing thy power 
wninfily to the ruine and ouerthrow of 
iby brother. 


The feuenth, Thou fhalt celebrate certaine 
Seftiuals, yet not pampering thy body with 
exceffe of any thing, but fhalt obferue cer- 
laine leafins for fafting, and breake off 
Some boures of fleepe for watching, that 
thou mayeft be fitter for deuction and ha- 
lineffes 


The eight, Thou foalt not fteale from thy 
brother any thing how little Joeuer it be, of 
things committed to thy trujt in thy pro- 
Felon, or calling, but fhalt content thy 
Jefe with that which hee feall freely gine 
thea as thy byre, conjidering that thou baft 
amt right to that which another man calleth 

is. 


‘Thefe eight commandementsare beftow- 
ed amongft the foure tribes, or cafts, ap- 
Vor. VI. 


in feuerall. 

Firft, Brammon and Shuddery, the prieft 
and the merchant-man, are bound in the 
greateft ftridtneffe of religious obferuance, 
and hold the greateft agreement in their 
worfhippe; and Cutlery and Wye, the 
tuler and the handycrafts-man, do moft 
correfpond in theirs. 

Tothe Bramanes, which are the priefts, 
they giue the firft and fecond commande- 
ments, as placing the ftridteft parts of 
religion in thefe two things: Firft, in 
the preferuation of living creatures from 
deftruétion, Next, in abftinence from 
things forbidden, as in the eating of flefh, 
or drinking of wine, to which obferuance 
they doe alfo ftriétly enioyne the merchant- 
men. 

Next, more particularly they apportion 
to Shuddery, as molt proper to his pro- 
feffion, the third and fourth commande- 
ments 5 which two precepts inioyne to d 
uotion, and binde from cofenage in their 
dealings, a finne too incident to thofe that 
are conuerfant in the ballance and waights, 
who are fo myfterious in that particular, 
as may well neede an ad of religion to 
reftraine them from fuch fraudulency, 

To Cuttery, their rulers or magiftrates, 
they attribute the fift and fixt commande- 
ments, as knowing oppreffion to be @ 
finne moft common to the mighty, and 
inioyning them to charity, who are belt 
able to relicue the neceffiies of the poore. 

To Wye, the handycrafts man, they r 
ferre thé feuenth and eight commande- 
ments, who haue neede of fome free times 
of enioyment, yet giuen to lauithment of 
their gettings, if they were novadmonifhed 
by their laws as alfo binding them from 
theft, a finne to which they may be inuited 
by opportunity, as they difcharge t 
duties of their callings in other mens 
houfes. 

In fine, to all thefe they owe a gentrall 
obferuance, but are more particularly cau- 
tious in keeping the commandements ap- 
Ppropriated to their owne peculiar tribe, 
or caft, 

Since then the lawes or precepts of any 
religion, are no further to be allowed, 
than they feeme to be well grounded, and 
tocarry truth and good reafon with them 5 
methinks, by the way, here is fomething 
tobe excepted againft, in this Banian law, 
which diftinguithing them from men of 
otherreligions, may be examined, whether 
it may haue allowance or no. 

The principall part of their law, ad- 
mitting nothing prodigious toopinion, we 
paffe ouer, onely that which cometh into 
exception, is chat which is laid downe in 
the firft and fecond commandement, and 
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Lorp. isenioyned the Bramanes and Banians to 
A~ obferue, viz. Firft, that no living crea- 


ture fhould be killed. Next, that they 
fhould not tafte wine, or the flefh of living 
creatures. 

Concerning the firft, that they fhould 
not kill any living creatures the reafon by 
which they confirme this precept, is be- 
caufe it is endued with the fame foule that 
manis. 

This we deny, for the Banians here 
feeme to halt in their philofophy, and the 
learning of the ancients, who haue de- 
Jiuered, that there is a threefold kinde of 
foule. Firft, a vegetant foule, fuch as is 
in hearbes and plants. Secondly, a fen- 
tient foule, fuch asis in beafts. Thirdly, 
a reafonable foule, fuch as is in man; which 
foule hath more noble aéts to diftinguifh it 
felfe from the other two; asalfothac when 
the other doe interire cum corpore, perith 
with the body ; this furuiueth, and there- 
fore is not the fame foule, as fhall here- 
after be prooued 

But that this tenent of theirs denying the 
Aaughter of liuing creatures for man’s vie 
is nothing foueraigne, may appeare by 
feripture, which after the flood declareth 
God’s allowance in this particular, Ger. ix. 
3. Eucry moouing thing that liueth fhall be 
meate for you, een asthe greene bearbe baue 
Iginenyou all things. Nextby the cuftome 
of nations, who differenced in other points 
of religion, yet hold confent in this augh- 
ter of liuing creatures: adde vnto this the 
pragtice of Pythagoras, one whofe name 
they adore, and who did lay the ground 
whereon this feéte leaneth, he killed an 
oxe, as Athenaus euitteth, lib. 1. Dipnofoph. 
in this diftichon. 


Inclyta Pythagore cum primum inuenta fig 
rag 
Tnclyta, propterquam vidtima bos cecidit. 


Neither haue they beene abhorrent to 
this practice themfelues, if the report of 
hittory may be credited, tor Ca/. Rbodigin. 
reporteth, that the ancient Jydians (which 
are the people now in mention) when Liber 
Pater difcouered thofe parts, were cloathed 
with the fkinnes of wild beafts, which were 
before by them flaughtered. Neither is 
this obferued by the Cutteries now, and 
therefore may feeme to be a tradition of 
their owne deuifing, neither from the be- 
ginning by them praétifed, nor by au- 
thenticke law inioined, thatit fhould bean 
effentiall partof their religion 

‘And fo we come to their fecond com- 
mandement, which containeth in it two 
prohibitions to be excepted againft. The 


firft, forbidding to drinke of wine. “ The 
next, the eating of flefh. 

To the firft, whereas the Bramanes and 
the Banians abftaine from wine by a reli- 
gious kinde of forbearance, av all times 
and feafons, without the abfolute ufe of 
the creature; we anfwer, that chis is a 
tradition voyde of ground or reafon. 

Firft,. it is againit the common end and 
vfeof thecreature, which God hath made 
to comfort the heart of man, obferuing 
thefe cautions. Firft, chat men drinke not 
too much for the quantity. Secondly, for 
the manner, not in boatting or oftentation. 
Thirdly, for the time, that it benot when 
religious fatts require forbearance. Fourth- 
ly, for the place, that it benot where the 
vie of the creature may bring feandall. 

Next, thofe that haue abftained from 
wine, haue abftained for divers endes, but 
not precifely obferuing the points of this 
Banian iniunétion. The Romans did for- 
bid their feruants the drinking of wine, but 
it was becaufe they might not forget the 
bonds of duty towards their mafters. They 
did-alfo inioyne their women to abftaine 
from wine, but it was as Valer. Max. re- 
ports, Lib. 2. Cap. 1. Ne in aliquod dede- 
cus prolaberentur, quia proximus a libero pa~ 
treintemperentie gradus ad inconceffam vene- 
rem effe confueuit. Left they fhould fall 
into defame, for that the next neighbour 
to intemperancie is vnbridled luft. The 
Carthaginians forbad their fouldiers the 
iuyce of the grape, but it was left drow- 
fineffe fhould oppreffe them in their watch 
toa publique perill. ‘The Heyptian prietts 
called Sarabaite, did for temperate endsab- 
ftaine from wine, but it was not for euer. That 
falfe prophet, Mahomet, by his law for- 
bad the drinking of wine, but it was a 
tradition and impofture of hisowne, and 
the very Mullaes and priefts do not obferue 
it alwayes at prefent, as I -myfelfe haue 
beheld. The Lewites were forbid todrinke 
wine, Leuit. x.9. but it was only before 
their enterance into the fanétuary ; thatas 
Tremelius obferueth, they they might not 
deliver the counfels of the Lord with a 
troubled minde, but know what was fit 
for their adminiftration : This was no per- 
petual prohibition. “The Nazarifes vowe 
was to drinke no wine, buc this was not 
cuer, butin the dayes of feparation, Nin. 
via, 3. The Rechabites vowed to drinke 
no wine, but this was arbitrary, and not 
by religious obligation, and not for eucr, 
butfor 30 yeeres, the fpace betweene Tel 
and Joachim the latter, and Zedekiab king 
of Iudab. The ciuill abftinence neuer- 
theleffe is not to be condemned, bue this 
abfolute difanulment of the vie of God’s 
creature. 


Againe; 
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Againe, the confirmations of men moft a people ancient, yet mayitnot be thought, Lorn, 
that this opinion began firft amongft them. ~~ 


temperate, doe condemne this interdiction 
of wine. Gallencalled it the nurfe of old 
age: Mnefytheus allowed men laxare ba- 
Jenas, to loofe the reynes in merry and 
harmeleffe potations. Rigid Seneca faid, 
though a man ought not by drinking to 
drowne hisfence, yet hee mightby drink 
ing drown his cares. Plato, that leaned to 
fomeot. the opinions that this people hold, 
faid chat wine wasa remedy of Godagainft 
oldage, that a manmight haue fur libe- 
raliorem vini, a more liberal vfe of wine 5 
and others thinke, that Pythagoras did not 
altogether abitaine from the Greeke wines. 
To conclude, hiftorie reporteth of thefe 
ancient Indians, that they Were #naras, i.e. 
vini amatores, louers of wine. Cal. Rhadigin. 
lib, 18. cap. 31. reporteth, that at the 
death or funerall of one Calanus, there 
was a ftrife or contention mannaged dcra- 
topofia, of healths drinking, and he that 
gained the victory, who was called Pro- 
machi emptied foure great drinking 
bowles. So that this law prohibiting che 
vic of this creature, was not from the be- 
ginning, neither is obferued of all, and 
therefore feemes no prohibition worthy-of 
obferuance or iniunétion. 

To the fecond prohibition, laid downe 
in their fecond commandement, concern- 
ing the eating of flefh, we thus make our 
entrance. 

Firft, itis certaine, that thefe Bramanes 
or Banians, will not eate the flefh of lining 
creatures, that haue either had life in them, 
or the likeneffé thereof: egges therefore 
come within the precinéts of their abiti- 
nence, becaufe they fuppofe the life to be 
in the hell, by which they become hatched 
or animate: Roots alfo that are red are 
abftained from, becaufe they hold confan- 
guinity with the colour of blood. Nei- 
ther will they cure their feauers by Phle- 
botomy, but by falting, becaufe they fup- 
pole fome of the life iffueth with the blood. 
‘The reafon why they would deterre men 
from eating of Aefh, is becaufe they fup- 
pofe there is a kinde of Metempfycbo/is, or 
paflage of foules, from one creature to. 
another, that the foules of men did enter 
into other liuing creatures, which fhould 
make men to abitaine from tafting of them. 
Which opinion of theirs, chat it may ap- 
Ppeare to be vaine, we will fhew firft who 
the authors of this opinion, concern- 
ing fach Metemphichofis, and how it hath 
had his fucceffion of maintainers. Secondly, 
what is the effect and fubftance of this opi- 
nion. Thirdly, thew the reafonsby which 
it is maintained. And laftly, proceed to 
the refutation of the fame. 

_ Firft, then, for the originall of this opi- 
nion, though certainely thele Indians are 


Firft, becaufe hiftory that is the light of 
times, affirmeth them to be flaughterers of 
liuing creatures. Next, becaufe Plato and 
Pythagoras that haue name for defending 
this Metemp/ychofis,or Metemp/omatofis,haue 
an honoured mention amongtt the people. 
Te is likely therefore that they haue met 
with fome of their writings, in this par- 
ticular, by which they haue become knowne 
to them. Thirdly, becaufe Jamblichus 
with Cheremon the Stoicke, thinke it to be 
firft maintained amongft the Zeyptians: 
That from the Egyptians then it came to 
the Grecians; thatafter ithad beene rife 
amongft them, itwas made more tenable 
by the wits and learnings of Pythago- 
ras, Plato, Empedocles, Apolonius, Tya- 
nius, and Proclus, and might in Liber Pa- 
ter’s difcoueries of thofe parts, be difperfed 
amongtt this people, aswellas by a {chol- 
lerof Pyskagoras, who {pread it in Italy, 
where it found favour with Numa Pompi- 
fins, that fuperftitious emperor, and was 
maintained by the dlbanienjes, and <lbi- 
enfes, confuted by Athanafius. 

Secondly; touching the fubftance of 
this opinioa that gained the patronage of 
fo great {chollers ; they did hold, that 
there wasa paflige of foules of one crea~ 
ture into another, that this tranfmeation 
was of the foules of men into beafts, and 
of beafts into men: Hence Pythagoras 
auerred himfelfe to be Euphorbus, and Em- 
pedocles in his verfe affirmed himfelfe to be 
afith. This made it an abominable crime 
to cate fiefh, left, as faith Tertullian in 
apologet. cont. gent. cap. 48. bubulam de ali- 
quo proauo, quilpiam obfonaret, fome fhould 
eate vp the oxe-flefh, that had fwallowed 
up his great grandtather’s foule. ‘This 
opinion gayned propugnation and defence 
by Pythagoras, and Plato, by this meanes 5 
becaufe that beleeuing the foule’s immor- 
tality, it might gaineaffent with others by 
this thought of its furuiuing in other bo- 
dies, after its relinquifhment of the de- 
ceafed, as Greg. Tholoff. affirmeth in his 

Syntax. Art. Mirab. lib. 8. cap. 12. 
Thirdly, thereafons by which they doc 
induceaffént to this tranfanimation of foules, 
were thefe, becaufe the foule was impure 
by the finnes and corruptions of the body, 
therefore it was needfull it fhould be fubli- 
med from this corruption, by fuch tranf- 
meation out of one body into another, as 
chymicall Spirits gaine a purer effence by 
paifing through the ftill or limbecke, diuers 
times; cuery diftillation taking away fome 
of his grofte part, and leauing it more re- 
fined. Againe, becaufe it was meet the 
foule fhould make a fatisfaction for the fil- 
thinefie it had contracted, by remaining a 
the 
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\~ fednefe a longer time, till this paflage 


from one body toanother had fo purified 
them, that they might be fit to enter into 
the Ely/ium, or place of bliffe. 

Laftly; in confutation of this opinion 
for prohibition of eating of flefh from fup- 
polall of a Metempfychofis; we maintaine 
that there is no fuch Metemp/ycho/is, or 
tranfanimation of foules. 

Firft, the immortality of the foule we 
euince without this Chymera of the fancy, 
by an argument drawne from man’s diffo- 
lution: This is the nature of all things 
that are compounded ; chat they fhould be 
refoluedinto that whichthey were atfirft be- 
foretheir coniunétion, Man is compounded 
of foule and bodys the very diffolation 
of thefe two in death declareth this, for that 
cannot be feparated that was not before 
conioyned. This compofition was by life, 
and a creature without life, being in the 
foulealone, it is manifeft that the foulehad 
it beforceuer itcame to the body,or elfe that 
which was dead could neuer haue liued by 
the meanes of that which was likewife dead. 
If the foule had this life before the body, it 
muft needs haue the fame after in his fepa- 
ration, and by confequence is immortall. 

Next, in confutation of their reafons 
for this opinion s we anfwer: Firft, that 
the foule is norcleanfed by fuch tranfmea- 
tion from body to body, but rather defiled 
by that filthineffé thofe bodies contract, 
as water becommeth defiled by infufion 
into an vyneleane veffell. Much more, 
fince they affirme the foules of men enter 
into beafts, which are creatures of greater 
impurity. Befides, thofe fpirits that are 
fubtiliated by ftilsand lymbeckes, the fire 
is effectual] to their fubliming, but the bo- 
dies haue not the goodneffe in them that 
may tend to the foule’s greater purity in 
fuch tranfmeation. To conclude, it is 
improbable the foule fhould be enioyned to 
fuch a fatisfaction for finne, as tendeth to 
its greaterdefilement. ‘Thefe reafons there- 
fore auaile little to confirme the foule’s 
tranfmeation in the manner premifed. 

We in the laft place fhall prooue this 
Metempfychofis, to beno other thena vaine 
imagination by the reafons following. 

1. Then, that the foules are not de- 
riued from one another per traducem, by 
way of traduétion, appeareth by dams 


fpeech to Eve, Gen. ii. 23. Thisis bone of 
my bone, and flef> of my flefe: He doth nor 
fay, foule of my foule, and fpirit of my 
fpirit. It appeareth then, that though 
thee receiued her body from Adam, yer 
fhe had her foule from God. And this is 
that which Zachery affirmeth, Zach, xii. 1. 
The Lerd formeth the fpirit of a man within 
him: whence Augu/tine faith, Ean: infun- 
dendo creari, © creando infundi, That the 
foule being put into man was created, and) 
by creating was into man infufed;, if there~ 
fore God created fome, why not all? 

2. Of fpiritual things and corporal, 
there fhould feeme the fame manner of in- 
creafe; but the bodies haue new beings, 
therefore the foules, 

3. If the foules were purified by their 
palfage from one body to another, then 
that man that had the foule Jaft, fhould 
be capable of all that knowledge that was 
enioyed by them that had ic before, and 
fo the infant fhould be an experienced crea- 
ture in paft occurrences: but we difcerne 
no fuch extraordinary ripenefié of know- 
ledge in one more than another, but that 
all our habits are gained by  induftry s 
which whilft Plato would excufe, faying, 
thatthe wandering foules did receiug from: 
the diuella draught of the cuppe of Oti:- 
uion, and fo were forgetful of that which 
is paft; Jreneus thus taunteth him: If 
Plato had tryall that his foule was ob- 
tufed with fuch adraught: 1 wonder that 
he could remember, that his foule had loft 
her remembrance. 

Laftly, If this were true, it would fol- 
Jow, that the foules of beafts fhould be 
immortall, which would be abfurd to 
thinke in thefe better knowing times. 
Hauing therefore prooued this opinion of 
paffage of foules out of one body into an- 
other to be a fancy, and nothing reall; 
this may be no juft caufe to detaine them 
from eating the flefh of creatures, that 
haue had life in them. ‘Neither would 
they, if there were great reafon to the 
contrary, permicit as they doe in the cafts 
of Cuttery and Ie, whom, if they pleated, 
they might reftraine by the like iniunétion. 
All which thus euidenced, this already de- 
liuered may be fufficient to publith con- 
cerning the firft traé in the booke de- 
pees to Bremaw, touching the morall 
law, 
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Of the Second Tra® of the Boske deliucred to Bremaw, containing the Ceremo- 
niall Lawe, in their Woafhings, Annointings, Offerings onder greene Trees, 
Prayers, Pilgrimages, Inuocations, Adorations, together with the Formes of 
their Baptizings, Marriages, and Burials cuftomary among} them. 


HE fecond traé of the booke deli- 

uered to Bremaw, comprized cer- 
taine ceremonial iniunétions by them to 
be obferued in the particulars following, 
the knowledge of which being fomething, 
materiall to fet forth the religion of this 
people, thall be the furbieét of this pre- 
fent chapter. 

Firft, then, they are enioyned to fre- 
quent wathings of their bodies in riuerss 
the original of which cuftome, they fay, 
began with this fecond age of the world, 
and. was made a parc of their worhhippe, 
to keep in memory the deftruétion that 
was brought vpon the world for their 
defilement and finne. The ceremony 
obferued in their wafhings is this; firft, 
to befmeare their bodies in the mudde of 
the riuer, the embleme of man’s filthi- 
neff and corruption by natures then 
walking into the riuer, and turning their 
faces towards the funne, the Bramane 
veters this prayer; Ob Lord, this man is 
foule and polluted as the clay or mudde of 
this viuer, but the water thereof can purge 
off the defilement ; doe thot in like manner 
cleanfe away bis finnes, fodiuing, and plung- 
ing himfelfe three times in the river, whillt 
the Bramane iterateth the name of the 
riuer wherein he wafheth, called Tappec, 
with the names of other riuers in. India, 
celebrated for thefe cuftomary wafhings, 
as Ganga and Nerboda, with other like 
rivers, the party fhaking in his hand 
certaine graines of ‘rice, as his offering 
on the water, receiuing abfolution for 
finnes paft, is there difmiffed. 

Secondly, they  vf{e a certaine vnétion 
in the forehead, of red’ painting, that, 
hauirig certaine graines ftucke in the gla. 
tinous matter, is as their teftimony that 
God hath marked them for his people : 
this is no other then to keepe in minde 
the memory of their baptifme, which 
accordingly as the marke vanifheth, is 
daily by them renewed, according to 
their wathings, with the vtterance of cer- 
taine words accompanying the aétion, 
to put them in minde to be fuch as be- 
commeth God's marke. 

Thirdly, they are enioyned to tender 
certaine offerings and prayers! vader 
greene trees ; the originall of which cu- 


ftome they deriue from Wye, co whom, 
Vou. VI. 


they fay, God appeared by vifion vnder 
a tree, as is formerly mentioned, with 
iniunétion of worlhippe in thofe places; 
fo that the Bramanes, under fuch greene 
tree, ereét temples to pagods, in which 
they giue attendance to perforin religious 
rites and ceremonies, to fach as repaire 
thither. The tree peculiarized for this 
worthippe, is called by fome, as by 
Pliny and others, Hicus Indica, the Indian 
fig-tree ; and by Goropius Becanus, affir- 
med to be the tree of life that grew in 
the garden of Eden s how farre forth to be 
beleeued, I referre to Sir Walter Raleigh's 
firft booke of the hitory of the world, 
Part 1. Chap. 4. Parag. 1, 2, 3. where 
the more probable opinion is giuen. 
Certaine it is, that to this tree much is 
attributed by them, and they fuppofe 
fome notable mifchance: fhall happen to 
that party thac violareth or iniureth the 
leaft bough or branch of the fame. Itis a 
tree of fertill growth, whofe branches be 
fpreading, ample and fpacious ; from 
whofe boughes fo difpred, do defend 
certaine ftemmes, that, rooting them- 
felues anew in the earth, propagate an 
ofspring, and (o dilate it, that it feemeth 
beyond: the cuftome of other trees to be 
capacious. To this tree when they re- 


paire, they thither bring offerings; there 
they receiue vnétions, and there are 
{prinklings of feuerall coloured powders ; 
there they pay their adorations, which 
they number by the clapper of a litle 
bells there they pray for health, for 
for 


riches, for fruitfulnefié of iffue, 
fucceffe in affaires ; there they often 
lebrate their feftiuals with great con- 
courfe. In which may-game of fuperfti- 
tion to make further inquiry, would be 
but vaine and fruitleffe. 

Fourthly, they are enioyned to certaine 
prayers in their temples, which may hold 
fome refemblance of common feruice, 
were it purged off fuperftitious ceremo- 
nie; the fumme of which deuotion, is 
the repetition of certaine names of God, 
dilated and explained; ‘where alfo they 
vie proceffions, with finging, and loud 
tinckling of bulls; which chaunting is of 
their commandements, with offerings to 
images, and fuch like -impertinent fer- 
vices. 
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riuer Ganges, there to wafh their bodies, 
and to pay their offerings, that the con- 
courfe of people repairing thither is great, 
and the golden aici of treafure and 
iewels throwne into his filuer waues, vn- 
ualuable, Hee is likewife efteemed blef- 
fed and purified from finne, that can 
dye with a pallate moyftened with that 
water. 

Sixcly, another portion of their wor- 
fhippe they beftowe in inuocation of 
faints, to whom they attribute the powers 
of giuing fucceffe to feuerall attaires s 
they therefore that would be happy in 
marriage, inuoke Hurmount ; they that 
are to begin the workes of architecture, 
Gunmex; they that want health, Vegenaut 5 
the foldier in his affaultin feates of armes, 
cryes, Bimobem; the miferable inuoke 
Syers and they that are in profperity, 
give their orifons to Mycaffer. 

Seuenthly, their lawe bindes them co 
giue worfhippe to God, vpon fight of 
any of his creatures firft prefented to the 
eye after the rifing funne : efpecially they 
pay their deuotion to the funne and 
moone, which they call the two eyes of 
God; as alfo to fome beaits which they 
hold more cleane then others, they give 
extraordinary kinde ufage; as to kine 
and buffalaes, to whom they attribute fo 
much innocence and goodnefie by the 
foules of men entring into them, that 
they befmeare the floores of their houfes 
with their dung, and thinke the ground 
fan@tified by fach pollution. 

In the eighth place, touching their 
baptizings or naming of their children, 
the ceremony thereof is different in the 
caft of the Bramanes, and other calts: 
for thofe that are of the other cafts, are 
onely watht in water then fome of the 
kindred of the party delivered, menaceth 
the point of a writing penne againft the 
forehead of the child, with this Short 
prayer, That God would write good 
things in the front of that child. All 
thofe then that are prefent, faying, Amen 
to that prayer, they giue to the child the 
name by which hee fhall be called; and 
fo putting an vnétion of red oyntment in 
the middeft of his forehead, as a figne 
that the infant is receiued into their 
church, and marked for one of God's 
children, the ceremony is abfolued. But 
then the children that are of the caft of 
the Bramanes, are not onely wafhed with 
water, but annointed with oyle, with cer- 
taine words of confecration, in this man- 
ner: Ob Lord, we prefent unto thee this 
child, borne of a boly tr'ybe, annointed with 
oyle, and cleanfed with water ; vnto which 


adding the former ceremonies, they all 
pray that hee may live a righteous ob- 
feruer of the lawe of the Bramanes: {fo 
enquiring out the exact time of the child’s 
birth, they calculate his nativity, gather- 
ing by the pofition of the twelue fignes 
of heauen, the chances or mifchances thar 
may happen nto him; all which they 
conceale, and at the day of the child’s 
marriage (which they accoumpt one of 
the happieft dayes in his life) publitheth 
the dangers paft, and the conieéturall 
euils co come in the fequeale of his life. 


In the ninth place, concerning their Mérriazs, 


marriages. It is confiderable, that the 
time is different from the cuftome of other 
nations; for they marry about the feuenth 
yeere of their age, becaufe they accoumpt 
marriage one of the moft bleffed aétions 
of man’s life ; to dye without which they 
accoumpt ita great vahappineffe, which 
often happeneth by protractation and 
delay of time; as alfo that the parents 
might, before their death, fee their chil- 
dren difpofed, which commeth to pafie 
by thefe early coniunétions, Next for 
their contract in marriage, the parents of 
the children do prepare the way by pri- 
uate conference; the intention and pur- 
pole being made knowne, and betwixt 
them agreed vpon, then there are meffen- 
gers and prefents fent to the parents of the 
mayden to be married, with the noyfe of 
trumpet and drumme, and the finging 
of fongs in the praife of the perfections of 
the bride, which may truly giue her the 
merite of one worthy to coueted and 
fought vnto: which prefents being ac- 
cepted, then there are gifts fent backe to 
the bridegroome, in token of their ac~ 
ceprance of the nuptiall proffer, with like 
finging of encomiafticks in praife of the 
bridegroome, fetting him forth to be fo 
well compofed, as may well deferuc ac- 
ceptation. So the Bramanes appointing a 
day for the folemnization of the marriage, 
then there is a certaine fhow, to publith 
to the whole towne this marriage intended. 
This fhow is firft by the bridegroome, 
who, in nuptiall pompe, attended with 
all che mens children in the towne, of the 
fame trybe, fome® on horfebacke, fome 
in pallankins, fome in coaches, all ador- 
ned with iewels, fcarfes, and pageant- 
like habiliments, make their curftation 
round about the moft publicke fireets in 
the towne, with trumpets and kettle- 
drummes, and guilded pageants. The 
bridegroome is diftinguifhed from the 
reft by a crowne on his head, decked 
with iewels very rich. And hauing thus 
publifhed himfelfe, the next day fllov- 
eth the bride in like pompe crowned, at- 
tended with all the girles of the fame 
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trybe, in no Ieffe brauery and trium- 
hant accommodation, expofed to view of 
the fpectators. The day drawing to his 
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time he ftandeth moft in need, His ~~ 
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decline, they repaire home to accomplifh 
the full rites of marriage. The ceremony 
obferued in their marriage, is, that they 
neuer are conioyned together but at the 
going downe of the funne, at which time 
2 fire is made, and interpoled betweene 
the married couple, to intimate the ar- 
dency that ought to be in their affections 5 
then there is a filken ftring that inclofeth 
both their bodies, to witnefle the info- 
Iuble bond of wedlocke, that in mar- 
riage there ought. to be no defertion or 
forfaking one another. After this bond 
there is a cloath interpofed betwixt them, 
fhewing, that before marriage they ought 
not to make their nakednefle knowne 
oneto another. This cuftome, they fay, 
was taken from the meeting of Brammon 
with Sauatree, who, becaufe they were 
naked, couered their immodeft parts till 
the words of matrimony were uttered, 
So the Bramanes pronouncing certaine 
words enioyning the man to afford all 
things conuenient co the woman, and 
charging the woman to loyalty in the 
marriage vowe, with pronunciation of a 
blefling of fruitfull iffue to them both ; 
the fpeeches concluded, the cloath inter- 
pofed, reft away; the bend by which 
they were engirt, vnloofed, and after 
that, full freedome to communicate them- 
felues to each other. Dowry there is 
none giuen, that the drifts of marriage 
might not be mercenary, faue the iewels 
worne on the bridall day; and to the 
feaft none repaire but thofe of the fame 
caft. To conclude, in marriage they 
haue fome particular legall iniunétions, 
by. which the trybes are differenced; as 
firft, that no woman may be admitted to 
fecond marriage, except in the trybe of 
Wyfe, which are in the handycrafts men. 
Secondly, that men in all trybes are admit- 
ted to fecond marriages, except in the Bra- 
manes. Thirdly, that euery trybe do marry 
of fuch as are of his owne caft: there- 
fore the Bramanes muft marry with fach 
as are defcended from the Bramanes; and 
the Cufteryes with fuch as are defcended 
from the Cutteryes ; fo likewife the Shud- 
deryes. Buc the Wy/és are not only en- 
joyned to match into their owne trybe, 
but into fuch as be of their owne trade ; 
as a barber’s fonne to a barber’s daugh- 
ter, and fo of others, to keepe their 
trybes and trades from commixtion. 
Laftly, as for their burials, this is their 
cuftome; when any man is defperately 
ficke, and paft hope of recouery, they 
enioyn him to vtter Narraune, which is 
one of the names of God, importing 


fpirits languithing, they ftretch out his 
hande, pouring faire water into it, as the 
offering of his life, praying to Kinerup- 
pon the god of the water, to prefent him 
pure to God, with this offering of his 
hand. His life being departed, they 
wath his body as a teftimony of his clean- 
nefie and purity; this is the ceremony 
obferued in the vifitation of their ficke. 
After this, for the buriall of their dead; 
ic is after this manner. Firft, they beare 
the dead body to a riuer’s fide appropri- 
ate to fuch purpofe, where, fetting the 
corps downe on the ground, the Bra- 
mane vttereth thefe words ; Ob earth, we 
commend onto thee this our brother; whilft 
he lined thou hadjt an intereft in him: o 
the earth bee was made, by the blefing of 
the earth bee was fed, and therefore now bee 
is dead, we furrender bim unto thee. After 
this, putting combuitible matter to. the 
body, accended and lighted by the helpe 
of {weete oyle, and aromaticall odours 
ftrewed thereon, the Bramane faith, Ob 
Sire, whilft hee lived, thou badjt a claime in 
him, by wobofe naturall beate bee fubjifted, 
we return therefore his bady to thee, that 
thou foouldft purge it. Then the fonne of 
the deceafed taketh a pot of water, and 
fetteth it on the ground, vpon which hee 
fetteth a pot of milke, when throwing a 
ftone at the lower pot, hee breaketh it to 
fheards, which rendereth the water to 
loffe, and perifhings the veliell of milke 
aboue, defrauded of his fupport, powr- 
eth forth his humidity on the ground 
likewife ; upon which the fonne thus mo- 
ralizeth the action, that, as the ftone by 
his violence cavfed the vellels to yeeld 
forth their humour, fo did the aflaule of 
fickneffe ruine his father’s body, and 
bring it to loffe, as milke or water that is 
fpilton the ground, neuer to be re- 
deemed. The body then being incine- 
rated or burnt to afhes, they diiperle the 
afhes abroad into the ayre, the Bramave 
vetering thefe words, Ob ayre, whil/t he 
Tiued by thee bee breathed 5 and now baving 
breathed his laf, we yecld bim to thee. The 
afhes falling on the water, the Bramane 
faith, Ob water, bee lined iby moy- 
fiure did fuftaine bims and now his body is 
difperfed, take thy part in him. So giuc 
they cuery clement his ownes for as they 
affirme man to haue his life continued by 
the foure elements, fo they fay hee ought 
to be diftributed amongit them at his 
death. After this funerall folemnicy, 
the Bramane prefenteth to the fonne or 
neereft kindred of the deceafed, a regi- 
fter of the deceafes of his anceflors, as 
alfo readeth to him the lawe of manne 5 
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Lorp. that for tenne days hee muft eate no 
~~ beetle, nor oyle his head, nor put on 
cleane cloathes, but once every month 
throughout the whole yeere, on the day 
of themonth in which his father deceafed, 
muft make a feaft, and pay a vifitation 
to that river that drunke vp his father’s 
Wiees — afhes. Since thefe lawes and iniunétions, 
ours mith there hath fprung yp @ cuftome amongtt 
‘per Par hem, that the women that furuiue their 
husbands, fhould offer themfelues vp. 
aliue to be facrificed in the flames with 
them, which to this day is obferued in 
fome places, and for fome perfons of 
greater worth, though the examples be 
more rare now than in former times; of 
which cuftome Propertius thus fpeaketh ; 


Felix Enis lex funeris una maritis, 
Quos Aurora fis rubra colorat aguis: 
Namq; «bi mortifero iatia eft fax ultima 
lefto, 
Veorum fuis flat pia turba comis, 
Et certamen babent lethi, que vita fe- 
quatur 
Coniugium pudor oft non licuiffe mori. 
Ardent vifirices B flamme peélora pre- 
bent, 
Tmponuntgs fuis ora perufta viris, 
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A happy funerall law thofe Jidians hold, 

Where bright Aurora fhines with 
beames of gold 5 

For when in fiery brands the husbands 
lye, 

The women ftand with hanging treffes 


bys 

And firive who to their husbands firft 
may turne 

A body chat into the flaming ume; 

Whillt to the fire they yeeld a conftant 
brett, 

And with parcht mouthes do kiffe their 
loues to reft, 
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But tho’ Propertins maketh this to be 
a witneffe of their coniugall chaftity, yer 
Strabo maketh the ground thereof to be 
the Zndian womens difloyalty to their 
husbands ; who, in formertimes, by fe- 
cret_meanes, vatimely poifoned them, 
to enioy their paramours. The Raia: 
therefore to reftraine this practice, did 
procure the Bramanes to make it an aé& 
of religion to interdié& fecond marriages 
to the women ; and thet after the deceafe 
of the husband, the woman fhould no 
longer furuiue, that fo they might be- 
come more carefull of their preferuation, 
The chafter fort, to gaine an honour 
out of the infamy cait vpon their fexe, 
did, by voluntary fufferance, remooue 
all fufpition of fuch machination of euill, 
fince they were fo ready to cope with 
the terror of death, to confirme their 
Joue ; the ceremony whereof is this, 
When their husbands dye, they array 
themfelves in their beft ornaments and 
iewels, and accompany’ the body to the 
funerall pit, finging all the way encomi- 
afticke fongs in praife of their deceafed 
husbands, exprefiing a defire to be with 
them. The body then being layd in the 
graue, the woman with a chearefull 
countenance imparteth her iewels’ to her 
deareft friends, leapeth in to the corps, 
whofe head fhee layeth in her lappe; 
the muficke founding aloud, the pile is 
kindled by the fire, and fer on a Hame, 
whilft fhee maketh herfelfe a martyr to 
approoue her loue. 

Thefe obferuances, partly inidyned by 
their lawe, and by themfelues inftanced 
in their’ prefent practice, may have beene 
fufficient to giue you information what 
might be the fubftance of the fecond 
tract of the booke delivered to Brematw. 
What the third traé&t imported, and how 
it is confirmed by their prefent manners 
and cuftomes, we fhall glance at in the 
following chapters.

Of the third Tra delivered to Bremaw, concerning the foure Trybes or Ca/ls; 
their Iniunétion to follow that Order of Gauernment, and fo touching the 
Sirft of thofe Trybes called the Bramanes; the Deriuation of the Name, their 


Kindes, the Number of their Gafis, their Mi 


and fchoole Difeipline. 


FTER the confideration of the 

ceremonies enioyned and obferued 
by them in matters of their worfhippe, 
as it was the fubiect of the fecond tract of 
the booke deliuered to Bremaw, now 
followeth the third traét, declaring in 
what manner of order or diftinétion they 
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fhould liue, and» what was meete for 
euery one to obferue in his owne parti- 
cular Trybe. 

‘And becaufe there could bee no inuen- 
tion more comimodious for the gouern- 
ment of - the world, ‘then was vied by the 


foure trybes in the firftiage, as to have 
Bramanes 
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Bramanes to inftruct the people in matters 
of religions tohaue Culteryes that fhould 
fway the fcepter, and keepe men in obe- 
diences; to haue merchant men that 
fhould vfe trafficke and trade, as did 
Shuddery; to haue feruile and manufac- 
tory men that fhould ferue the vies of 
the world in the handicrafts, as did ye: 
therefore they were by this traét bound 
to keepe their owne peculiar trybe or 
cat, and to obferue what was pro- 
perto the faculties of each in feuerall; 
which accordingly was done, and is yet 
continued fo farre as it lyeth in their 
power to conferue this ancient forme of 
gouernment and policies wherein if I 
ihall fomewhat digreffe from their in- 
junétions, which for the moft part pre- 
fent things leffe pertinent co be knowne, 
to a more particular difplay of their 
manners, I fhall better difcharge the parts 
required in this cract. 

The Bramanes then being the firt of 
thefe trybes, fomething fhall be noted in 
particular touching them; and firft of 
the name Bramane. Suidas is of opinion, 
that they are called Bramanes of one 
Brachman that was the firft prefcriber of 
their rites. Pojtellus, lb. d, Or Cap. 
13. & 15. affirmeth them to be defcended 
from Abrabam by Cheturah, who feated 
themfelues in India, and that fo they 
were called Abrabmanes; the word fuf- 
fering a Syncope, they, in the tract of 
time, for breuity of pronunciation, be- 
came called by the name of Bramanes. 
But they neither know of any fuch as 
Brachman, neither haue they heard of 
Abraham, but affirme they receiue this 
name of Bramanes from Brammon, which 
was the firft that euer exercifed their 
prieftly funétion, as they finde by record 5 
or elfe from Bremaw, by adieGtion of this 
particle (es) who was the firft of the fecond 
age, towhom the lawe was delivered. 

Touching the kindes of thefe Bramanes, 
taking them for fuch as difcharge the 
pricftly office amongtt the people, they 
are of two forts; firft, the more com- 
mon Bramanes, of which there are a 
great number in Indias or the more 
fpeciall, of which there be fewer; and 
thele be called by the Banians, Verteas, 
by the Moores, Scvrabs. 

The common Bramane hath eighty- 
two cafts or trybes, afluming to them- 
felues the names of that trybe; which 
were fo many wife menor {chollers famed 
for their learning amongft them, called 
Augurs, or fouthfayers, of fuch a place 
of dwelling. Thus the prime of them 
was called Fifanagranauger, that is, the 
augur of Vifalnagra; the fecond Valnagra- 
nauger, that is, the augur of Vulnagra, a 
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a towne fo called; and fo of the reft ac- Lorn. 
cording to thefe eighty-two cafls to be Ary 


diftinguifhed, being Bramanes of the dif 
cipline of fuch an augur. 

Thefe Bramanes, as they difcharge 
their minitteriall function in praying with 
the people, or reading their lawe, have 
fome peculiar iniunétions; as firft, that 
they thould ftraine their bodies into cer- 
taine mimicall geftures, fo as may mot 
face the people to gaze vpon them and 
liften to them; that they pray with both 
their hands open to heauen, as ready to 
receiue the things they pray for; that 
they pray with demiffiue eyclids, and 
fitting with their knees defleéted vnder 
them, to thew their feare and reverence. 
Next, that they muft neuer reade of the 
booke deliuered to Bremaw, but it mult 
be by a kinde of finging, and quaucring 
of the voyce, which, they fay, was not 
onely praétifed by Bremaw when it was 
publithed, but was allo inioyned by God, 
that they might make his lawe as the 
matter of their reioycing, 

The Bramanes are likewife the femi- 
naries of difcipline amongit the younger 
fort of that caft, whofe orders, both in 
their initiation and entrance into that 
manner of learning, is obferuable sas 
alfo no leffe in their confirmation, and 
ordination to the priefthood: for firft, 
about the feuenth ycere of their age, they 
are receiued to difcipline, being cleane 
wathed, to intimate the puriy of that 
cafts then they are receiued naked, to 
thew that they haue ftript off all other 
cares, to apply themfelues to ftudy s then 
their heads are fhauen, a long locke 
being onely left on the hinder part of the 
head, to fhew that they muft not forfake 
their ftudy; if they doc, by that locke 
they hall be drawne backe againe. They 
are bound to a Pythagorean filence and 
attention, and prohibited haulking, {pic- 
ting, or coughing s wearing about their 
loynes a girdle of an antilope’s skinne, and 
another thong of the fame about their 
necke, defcending vnder the left arme. 
About the fourteenth yeere of their age 
(if they be capable) they are admitted 
to be Bramanes, exchanging thole leather 
thongs for foure fealing threds that come 
ouer the right fhoulder, and ynder the 
right arme, which they fleepe withall, 
and neuer put off, but weare them in ho- 
nour of God, and the three perfons, Bre- 
maw, Vafiney, and Rudder, and as the 
badge of their profeffion. In which or- 
Gination they are inioyned, firft, not to 
alter their caft or trybe ; next, to obferue 
all things inioyned in the Bramancs lawe s 
la(tly, not to communicate the myfteries 
of their lawes to any of a different reli-

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Now for the more fpeciall Bramane, by 
them called the Vertea s he is fome man 
of thecaft of the Shudderies, or merchant 
men, who for deuotion taketh this condi- 
tion onhim: Hee is one, that for his ha- 
bit weareth a woollen garment of white, 
defcended to the middle of his thigh, leau- 
ing the lower partsnaked : His head is al- 
wayes vncouered, asa witneffe of his per- 
petuall reuerence of God aboue. They 
doe not fhaue, but plucke off all the hayre 
on their heads, faue fome fmall remainder 
on the crowne: The like they do from their 
chinne alfo. 

OF this fort of Bramane there be feue- 
rall cafts likewife; one iscalled the Soncaes, 
and thefe go not to church, but performe 
diuine rites at home. Another is of the 
Tuppaes, thefe go to church to pray. A 
thirdis of the Curthurs, and thefe pray by 
themfelues, without fociety. A fourth 
called the Onkeleaus ; and thefe indure not 
images. A fift called the Pujbaleaus, the 
mott ftriét of them all. 

Thefe kinde of Bramanes haue a feftiuall 
called Putchefon, which is kept once euery 


month, by fiue dayes folemnization, bur 
betwixt each day of the fiue they keepe a 
faft: This teaft is kept at-the ableft mens 
houfés; and commonly at thofé times a 
penfion is giuen, to reftraine the death of 
cattell, or other lining creatures. 

More ftriét they feeme to be in many a, 
things then the common Bramanes, for the i'r 
other are not forbidden marriage, as thefe 
are; moreabftinentthey are in dyet, for our 
of the former feafts they eate nothing, bur 
what is giuen them, and referue nothing 
for another meale. More cautelous they 
are for the preferuation of things animate, 
for they will drinke no water but boyl’d, 
that fo the vapour which they fuppofe the 
life of the water, may goe out, They 
difperfe their very dung and ordure with a 
beafome, left ic fhould generate worms 
that be fubjeé& to deftruétions and they 
keep an hofpital of lame and maimed fly- 
ing fowle, redeemed by a price, which 
they feeke to reftore: They haue all things 
common, but place no faith in outward 
wathings, but rather embrace a carelefle 
and fordid naftinefle. And this is fuffi- 
cient to note concerning this kinde of 
Bramane. 
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Concerning the fecond Tribe or Caft, called the Cutteryes, prefenting them in 
their flourifing Bflate, their declining Hftate, and their prefent Ejtate. 


HE fecond caft or tribe being the 
Cutteryes, had their denomination 
from Cuttery, the fecond fonne of Pourous, 
who becaufe domination and rule was com- 
mitted ynto him, therefore all foldiers and 
kings are faid to be of this tribe. That 
particular of Bremaw's booke that con- 
cerned this caft or tribe, contained certaine 
precepts of gouernment and policie the 
knowledge of which being but of common 
import, I rather chufe to omit, and pro- 
ceede to fhew fome other things notable 
concerning this tribe, touching their ftate or 
condition. Thefe Cutteryes may then be 
confider’d, either according as they were 
in their fourithing eftate, or elfe in theirde- 
clining eftate, or in their prefent eftate. 
‘As they were in their flourifhing eftate, 


kingsofl0- they were the ancient kings and rulers of 


India, efpecially of that part called Guz- 
zarat, and were called by the name of 
Raiabs, which fignifieth a king, whereof 
fome were of greater dominion than other, 
according as they were of greater force. 
Thefe Raiabs had principally four men 
about them of eminency. The firft of which 
were the Bramanes, who by footh-faying 
andaugury did fhew the kings whac time 
was moft meete to. beginne their defignes 


to profecute them with fucceffe. The {e- 
cond was one called the Pardon, which was 
a man of policy in the carriage of ftate 
bufinefle, and difpatched all matters of 
judicature, hauing reference to the king 
for iuftice. The third was one that was 
called the Moldar, or the king’s chamber- 
laine, who was moft commonly prefent 
with the king, as the companion of his 
conuerfation. The fourth was the generall 
of the king’s armies in the field, called 
Difnacke, who was fent abroad about all 
expeditions of warre. Thefe were the 
foure that had chiefe eminency about the 
king. Furthermore, thefe Raiabsare faid 
to haue thirty-fixe tribes, as the noble 
families whence they were defcended 5 
fome were of the caft or tribe of Chaurabs 
fome of the Solenkees; fome of the tribe 
of Vaggelas fome of the Dadepuchaes; 
fomeof the Payamars; that fo no man of 
obfcure birth might preffe to dignity, but 
being defcended from fome of the thirty- 
fixe families: Thus the Raiabs lived in 
their flourifhing eftate. 

Now touching their declining ftate: Ic 
is recorded in their hiftory, that one Ranve- 
devil], avertuous woman, did at her death 
prophecy the decline of the Bavian ftarc, 
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Banian 


jn the time of Ravifaldee, chiete Raiab; 
the beginning of which decline fhould be 
inhis next fucceflor’sdaies, which they fiy 
accordingly happened, as thall appeare by 
the ftory following. 

Ic is then delivered in their hiftory, that 
there was a Raiab called Rauifaldee, who 
hada fonne called Syderaiyfaldee: Rauifalde 
faffering the common change of mortalitie, 
his fonne was careful to expreffe his duty 
to his deceafed father, in a coftly monu- 
ment, ata place called Syrbepolalpore, which 
being finifhed with great curiofitie of art, 
and colt correfpondent to that curiofity, 
being pleafed with the worke, and defiring 
tokeep his father’s memory andhis owne 
lafting by that monument, hee confulted 
with the Bramanes, to know whether that 
temple fhould long abides or if that pile 
of goodly workemanthippe fhould fuffer 
ruine, by whom it fhould be defaced, It 
was diuined to him by one Madewnanger, 
one famous in the difciplineof the Bramanes, 
that one Sultan dlaudin, a Patan, king of 
Delee, fhould deface the fame; asalfo gaine 
fome great conqueft in Guazarat. Syderaij- 
faldce hopeful) to preuent the defacement of 
this temple, by fome timely compofition, 
difpeeded his Bramane Madewnauger, and 
his pardon, to Delee, to inquire out the faid 
Alaudin, and.by afamme of money to pro- 
cure the peace of his father’s bones; and 
the {paring of the temple. But comming 
thither they could finde no fuch man of 
any eminency, but another in the gouern- 
ment: onely by ftridt inquifition they met 
with a wood-gatherer there, who had a 
fonne fo called; thither they repaire to 
theamazement of Alaudin’s poore parents ; 
they make knowne the reaion of their com- 
ming, and finde the boy adminiftring food 
toa young kid in his father’s backefide. The 
Bramane propoling to him the high fortunes 
that fhould betyde him in being king of 
Delee, and in the conquett of Guzxarat 5 
asalfo theend of their meflage, that Syde- 
raijfaldee did grect him, and did defire him 
that when thofe things thould happen, and 
hee fhouldinuade Guzzarat, thathee would 
forbeare to deface the temple and monu- 
thent of his father ereéted at Sythepolalpore 5 
as a motive to which fiuour Syderaijfal- 
dee did freely prefent him witha fumme 
of money, which fumme they tendered 
to dlaudin. Aladin boldly anfwered, 
that hee was not in appearance capable 
of any fuch fortunes, but if the heavens 
had fo fet it downe in their great volume, 
he could not alter it, but muft lay waite 
the temple 5 and in the majefty of ‘his na 
ture refufed the gift and treafure brought 
him. His parents, better inftruéted by their 
owne neceffitie what was meete for him to 
doe, then his heroicke difpofition would

be taught, imporcuned hini to take the Lorn. 
and yw 


treafure, vrging their owne needes, 
howconuenienta helpe it might be to raife 
him to thote fortunes that were to him di- 
uined. So apprehending the counfell to 
be but reafonable, hee tooke the treafure, 
and gaue an Heript, or writing, that albeiz 
the heauens had decreed thache fhould {cats 
ter fome ftones of that building, yet hee 
would picke them out of the corners thereof" 
in fach manner as fhould fulfill his fortunes 
and make good his promifed fauour to 
Sjderaijfaldee, in the {paring of that tem= 
pleand tombe of his father. By this mo- 
ney of compofition, dlaudin gathered 
fouldiers, and betooke himfelfe to armes; 
wherein he proued himfelfe forefolute, that 
hee gained great fame, whercunto his 
uining fortunes became fuch a fparre, that 
he was made king of Delee, and after that 


made inuafiue conquelts on Guzzarat, ful- 
filled his promile to Syderaij/aldce in treaties 
on the fore mention’d bufinefle, In which 


conqueft hee ouerthrew many Raiabs, to 
the great ruine and decline of the Banian 
flatc. Buc growing weary of this long 
warre, and many Raiabs flying to places 
inacceflible, led with a defire to rewurne to 
Dele, hisnatiue place, hee committed the 
further managing of thefe warres to one 
Futtercon, that was his cupbearer, in this 
manner: For laudin confidering how 
great hee was grown from nothing (and 
that accidentally) he determined as acci- 
dentally to heape this fortune vpon another s 
purpofing ouer night with himfelfe, that 
whofocuer did firft prefent him the nexe 
with any gift, on him to confirme the go- 
uernmentof that part of Guzzaret hee had 
conquered. It fo fell out, that whilft this 
fecret was lodged vp in the king’s breaft, 
that the fore-mention’d Futtercon, theking’s 
wine-keeper, by the rifing funne tender’d 
a cuppe of wine to the king’s hand, who 
filed and ‘look’d fauourably vpon hims 
and in the prefence of his army, confirmed 
him his fucceffor in the government of that 
he had wonne, inioyning them all fo to 
acknowledge him, and to doe whatfocuet 
he fhould command in the further profecu- 
tion of that conqueft: So Sultan Alaudin 
departed to Dele, and the faid Futrercon 
did further inuade #, and fo did 
the reftof the Maboometans that fucceeded 
him, tothe decline of the Bava ftate and 
regiment. 


Now fot their prefent eftate, fome of ticir pie 
the Raiabs yeelded, others flying to retyre- /em fave 


ments impregnable, lay in the mawe of 
thecountrey, and could not be conquered 
euen to this day; but making outroades, 
prey on the Caffalves paffing by the way ; 
and fometimes come to the fkirts of their 
ftrongeft and moft populous townes, haue= 
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ing many refolute fouldiers to go _on in 
thefe attempts of rapine, called Rajbpoots, 
which implyeth as much as the fonnes of 
kings; for being of the caft of the Cut- 
teryés, it is like they were nobly defcended, 
and fome of the progeny of thofe that 
were. ouerrune in the Guzzarat conqueft. 
Of thofe that live vnconquered at this 


day, fucha oneis Raiah Surmulgee, living 
at Rajpeeplaw ; Raiab Berumfhaw, at Mo- 
eres Raiab Ramnager  Raiab Barmulgee, 
and the great Rannab, who hath foughe 
many fet bactels with the Mogul’s forces. 
This may be obferuable concerning the 
caft of the Cutteryes. 


CHAP. XIL 


Of the third Tribe or Caft called the Shudderyes; of the Meaning of the Name 
Banian; of their Gafls, and the forme of their Contraéts, in buying and felling, 


HE third fonne of Pourous being 
called Shuddery, and the profeftion 
appointed him to follow being merchan- 
dize, ali fuch as liue in the nature of 
merchants are comprized vnder this name, 
and belong to this caft: that which the 
booke deliuered to Bremaw contained 
concerning this tribe, was no other then 
a fummary of religious aduertifements, 
proper to the carriage of this profeffion, 
enioining them to truth in their words 
and dealings, and to auoyd all practifes 
of circumuention in buying and felling. 
What may be further worthy of note 
concerning this tribe (being thofe that 
are molt properly called Bazians) at pre- 
fent is either concerning the name Banian, 
the number of their cafts, or the forme of 
their contraéts of buying and felling. 
Firft, vnder the name of Bamians is 
comprized either fuch as are merchants 
onely, ot brokers for the merchant, for 
nothing is bought but by the meditation 
of thele, who are called Banians, which 
importeth as much in the Bramanes Jan- 
guage wherein their law is written, as a 
people innocent and harmeleffe, becaufe 
they will not indure to feea fly or worme, 
or any thing liuing iniuryed, and being 


ftrucken, beare it patiently without re- 
filting againe. 

Next for the number of their cafts, 
they are equall to the Bramanes, being 
the felf fame cafts, chufing cither to be 
ynder their difcipline, that are Vifalna- 
granaugers, or Vulnagranaugers, from the 
peculiar inftruétion of which Bramanes 
they are guided in matters belonging to 
religious worthippe s for being moft like 
ynto the Bramanes in their law, they 
more ftri@tly follow their iniunctions then 
the other tribes. 

Laftly, their forme of contraét in buy- 
ing and felling is fomething notable, and 
diftiné from the cuftome of other nations 5 
for the broaker that beateth the price 
with him that felleth, loofeth his Pame- 
rin, that is folded about his wafte, and 
difpreading it vpon his knee, with hands 
folded vnderneath, by their finger-ends 
the price of pounds, fhillings, or pence 
is pitched, as the chapman is intended to 
giue; the feller in like manner intimateth 
how much hee purpofeth to haue, which 
filent kinde of compofition they fay their 
law enioyneth as the forme of their con- 
tract, 
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Of the fourth Caft called the Wyles, the meaning of the Name, their Kin 


ndes 


and fiuerall Caffs; Bremaw's time is expired, he is tooke up to Heauen; 
the fecond Age is concluded by the deftruction of Winde and Tempeft. 


AST LY, as the fourth fonne of 

Pourous was called H/z, and was 
the mafter of the mechanicks or handy- 
crafts, fo all manufaétory men were to 
belong to the catt of the Wyés. Thofe 
direétions that were in Bremaw’s booke 
for thefe, were in precepts touching their 
behauiours in their callings. 

This name He implyes as much as 
one that is feruile or inftrumentary, for 
this caufe as it may be fuppofed, becaufe 
they are feruile or helpefull to fuch as 


neede their arts as was 13/2, and thofe 
defcended from him, who were indued 
with diuers inuentions; thefe people are 
at this prefent moft ordinarily called by 
the name of Gentiles. 

Which Gentiles are of two forts or 
kindes: firft, the purer Gentile, fuch as 
liveth obferuant of the dyct of the Bavi- 
ans, abftaining from flefh and wine, or 
vfing both very feldome or elfe the Gen- 
tile Vifceraun, called the impure or va- 
cleane Gentile, which taketh a greater

tribes, 


liberty in dyet, eating Aefh or fifh, or 
things animate; fuch are the husband- 
men or inferior fort of people called the 
Coulees. 
The purer fort of Gentile, as they hold 
reateft relation in their religious liberty, 
with Cusleryes, fo they agree in the num- 
ber of their cafts, hauing fixe and thirty, 
according to the number of the trades or 
profeffions practifed amongft them. In 
the particular of their handycrafts this is 
obferuable, that they make as few inftru- 
ments ferue for the effectuating of diuers 
workes as may be 5 and whatfoeuer they 
do, is contrary to the Chriftian forme of 
working, for the moft part. Such is the 
fubftance of the third traé of the booke 
delivered to Bremaw, concerning the 
foure trybes or cafts, fomewhat accom- 
modate to their prefent manners. 

This booke comprizing in it the plat- 
forme of religion and gouernment thus 
deliuered to Bremaw, was by him com- 
municated to the Bramanes of thofe times, 
and by them publifhed to the people, 
fhewing what religion they fhould ob- 
ferue, and how they fhould live in their 
feuerall trybes or cats. After which, 
according to the prefcriptions therein, the 
rulers did keepe the people in the order 
of gouernment 3 the priefts or Bramanes 
did giue aduife in matters of religion 5 
the merchants did follow traffique and 
merchandizing ; and the handycraftsmen 
did follow their feuerall profeffions, ferue- 
ing the needes of all men that had vie of 
them. All things having a good begin- 
ning in this fecond age, religion was em- 
braced, prayers were made to God, and 
the three perfons Bremaw, Vifiney and 
Ruddery ; the bankés of the rivers were 
frequented, and daily wafhings were not 
neglected. 

But after the people were multiplyed, 
the fucceeding generations were not of 
the primitive integrity, but the lower the 
times grewe, the worfe they were at the 
bottome. The Bramanes grewe hypo- 
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criticall and Jip-laborious ; the Cutteryes Lorn. 
or rulers, fwelled with pride and ambi- AW 
tion, cryed out for larger territories, 
meditating, vniult amplications of go- 
uernment; the merchants grew full of 
fraudulency in their dealings; and the 
handycrafts grew idle and ouervaluing 

their labours. : 

Tn this vproare of vngodlineffe, the Bremaw 
Lord grewe angry and full of indigna- /*#» "2 
tion, and defcended on mount Meropur- °°" 
batee,acquainting Bremaw with the wicked- 
nefle of the world, who defcended and 
premonifhed them of the iudgment to. 
come, which a while hufht the cry of 
their wickedneffe; but they fell to their 
old euils againe. Bremaw then inter- 
ceeded for them, but the Almighty 
would not be pacified, but tooke Bre- 
maw vp into his bofonie, the time of his 
aboad on earth being expired, that hee 
might not behold the euils of the time to 
come. 

Then the Lord made knowne his pur- Viltney 
pofe of deftroying the world to Viney, oman 
whofe nature and office being to pre- fry man. 
ferue the people, did intercede for them 5 tin! 4y 
but the Lord would not be pacified, but mpd? 
gaue charge to Ruddery, whole office was 
to bring iudgement and deftruétion on 
finners, to caufe the bowels of the earth 
to fend out a winde to fweepe the nations 
as the duft from the face of the earth, 

So Ruddery enraged the windes in the 
bowels of the earth, which braft forth 
into eruptions, and the great body of the

Now becaule thefe foure cafts were fo 
neceffary to the world’s gouernment, that 
jt could not fabfift without them, though 
the caft of the Cutteryes perifhed intyre- 
ly, for their wickedneffe 5 yet that they 
might be renewed againe from a holier 
beginning, the Lord appointed that from 
the Bramanes the line of the kings fhould 
be renewed. So the chiefe of the Bra- 
manes that was then preferued by Witney, 
was called Ducerat ; the next child that 
was borne after this deftruétion, and which 
was the youngeft of foure, was chofen to 
propagate the race of their kings and 
rulers, who being religioufly educated, 
might as well fauour piety as policy, and 
with holineffe and prudence gouerne men 
in their {euerall tribes. 

So he did many worthy aéts, and ex- 
ceedingly maintained religion, was a pa- 
tron to. the Bramanes and churchmen, 
and his name was Ram; who became fo 


memorable for his worthy deedes, that 
his name is made honorable in the men- 
tion amongft rhem euen to this day, that 
whenfocuer they meete and falute one 
another, they cry Ram, Ram, as a word 
importing the wifhes of all good. 

Te is like that after him there ruled 
many worthy kings; but tract of time 
rendering euery thing worfe at the latter 
ending then at the beginning, brought 
forth fuch as followed the courfe of the 
ancient wickedneffe, and new ambitions, 
and new hypocrifies, and new frauds and 
circumuentions, and daily breaches of the 
Jaw delivered in Bremaw’s booke, began 
afrefh to make intrufion amongft them. 

So the Almighty was againe angry, 
that after fo many iudgments, the people 
would not be warned to his feare, therefore 
by God’s appointment, Ruddery caufed 
the earth to open and fwallow them vp 
aliue, referuing onely fome few of the 
foure tribes, as a laft tryall for the new 
peopling of the world againe.

A FT ER this, the Almighty againe 
commanded, that the world fhould 
bee peopled by thofe that were referued, 
amongft whom. there was one Ky/tney, a 
famous ruler and: pious king, of whofe 
vertues they haue ample record, as being 
one moft notable in the laftage, which they 
thinke now by the courfe of time to be 
dewolued vpon vs3 hee did wonderfully 
promote religion, vpon which there was 
a reformed beginning of goodnefic. 

By this, Vifiney’s time (as they fay) be-

mortality ; the Lord took him a) to 
heauen, there being no further. necde of 
his preferuation, for when this age is 
concluded, there fhall be a final end of 
all things. 

But the Bramanes though they fuppofe 
time to be running on the fourth age of 
the world, yet they fuppofe this age thall 
be longer than any of thereft, in theend 
whereof they fay Ruddery fhall be rapt vp 
jnto heauen. ‘Thefe ages they call by 
foure names: the firft, Curtains the fe- 
cond, Duaper; the third, Tetraigo the 
fourth Kolee. 

_ Gonceming the manner of this final 
judgement, they hold it Mmll be more 


dreadfull than any of the reft, and that it 
fhall be by fire; that Ruddery then fhall 
fummon vp all the power of deftruction 5 
that the moone fhall looke red that the 
funne fhall fhed his purling light like flame- 
ing brimftone ; that the lightening, fhall 
flath with terrours, the skies hall change 
into all coulours; but efpecially fiery red- 
nefs fhall ouerfpread the face of heauen s 
that the foure elements of which the world 
‘at firft was conftituted, fhall be at oppo- 
fition and variance, till by this agony thee 
be turned to her firft confufion. 

‘And that the final confummation of 
the world fhall be by fire, they gather 
hence of fuch as was the beginning of 
the world, of fuch fhall be her diffolu- 
tion ; bu the principles of the world’s con- 
ftitution, were thefe foure; Earth, Ayres 
Water, and Fire; therefore by them fhall 
fhee be deftroyed, which alfo they gather 
by. the deftruétion of the feuerall ages: 
for the people of the firft age were de- 
ftroyed by waters the people of the fe- 
cond.age were deftroyed by winde, which 
they accoumpt the ayres the people of 
the third age were deftroyed by earths 
and the people of the lait age fhall be 
deftroyed by fire.

HUS, worthy reader, thou haft 
the fumme of the Banian religion, 
fuchasit is; not voyd of vaine fuperfti- 
tions, and compofed forgery, as well may 
be indged by the precedent difcourle, 
wherein, as inall other herefies, may bee 
gathered, how fathan leadeth thofe that 
are out of the pale of the church, around, 
in the maze of errour and gentilifme. 
I might leaue the particulars to thy cen- 
fare, aswell as to thy reading 5 but fince 
Thaue devected fuch groffe opinions in this 
feet, I cannot let them paffe without a 
rod truft at their backes, as a deferued 
pennance for heir crime. . 
Yo helpe thy memory therefore in a 
fhort reuife of their forementioned vani- 
ties; what feemeth their firftage to pre- 
fent, but a figment of their owne deui- 
fing, to confirm them to be the moft an- 
cient of all people? as if, like the Zeyp- 
tians, in the fecond booke of inftine, they 
onely would boait of antiquity; and wo 
lay the firft ground of religion and gouern- 
ment, when the Scythians had better ar- 
guments to pleade than they.

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The INTRODUCTION. 


AUING declared the reli- 
gion, rites, cuftomes and cere- 
monies of a people living in 
the Eat Indies called the Ba- 
nians, a fee not throughly publifht by 
any heretofore, whilft my obferuation was 
beftowed in fuch inquiry, I obferued in 
the towne of Surrat the place where I 
refided, another feét called the Perjéess 
who becaufe I did difcerne them to differ 
both from the Moore and Banian in the 
courfe of their liuing, and in the forme 
of their religion, as alfo that the fcrip- 
ture, Dan. vi. 15. fpeaketh of the law of 
the Medes and Perfians that might not 
alter, finding thefe to be that fame peo- 
ple that arc linked with the Medes, I 
thought it would not be vnworthy of 
my labour to bring to the eyes of my 
country-men this religion alfo, efpecially 
fince I neuer read of any that had fully 
publithed the fame, but that it hath re- 
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mained obfcure and hidd from common 
knowledge. For this caufe, defirous to 
add any thing to the ingenious, that the 
oportunities of my trauayle might con- 
ferre ypon mee, I ioyned my felfe with 
one of their church-men called their Da- 
roo, and by the interpretation of a Per- 
Jee, whofe long imployment, in the com- 
panies feruice, had brought him to a me- 
diocrity in the Englifh tongue, and whofe 
familiarity with me, inclined him to fur- 
ther my inquirie: I gained the know- 
ledge of what hereafter I fhall deliver, 
as it was compiled in a booke writ in 
the Perfian charaéter, containing their 
feripture, and in their owne language, 
called their Zundavaflaw. But becaufe 
wee fhould be better informed concern- 
ing the people fpoken of, before wee lay 
downe their religion, we will firft declare 
who thefe Per/ées are, and then proceed 
to their worfhippe.

Declaring who thefe Perfees are, their Ancient Place of Abcad, the Caufe of 
relinguifhing their owne Countrey, their Arriuall in Balt India, and their 


Aboad there. 


HESE Perfians, or Perfees, of 
whofe religion we are now to 
fpeake 5 are a people defeend- 
cd fi 


ed from the ancient Perjians, in 
times not long after the food, who then 
had their native kings and gouernours 3 
but warre, that caufeth an alteration in 
ftates and empires, brought vpon them 
a forraigne fcepter. 
‘About nine hundred ninety-fix yeeres 
clapfed, one Ye/degerd, was natiue king 


‘of Perfia, who had his refidence in the 
city of 2e/d, neere ynto the old city of 
Spabaun, which is fomewhat remote from 
the new city known by that name; this 
city of 22d was a goodly city in thofe 
times, (as thofe vfe to be where kings 
keepe their courts) fpacious for circuit, 
fumptuous for buildings, and populous 
for inhabitants, where this people lived 
in flourifhing profperity. 


3 What 
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What time the Arabian captaines of 
the fect of Mabomet, made inuafion into 
his country, about the nineteenth yeere 
of his reigne, who hauing, before beene 
newly aflaulted by a great multitude of 
Turks, that came. from Turqueftan, ‘hee 
was forced to hye to Karajon, where hee 
dyed fodainly in the twentieth yeere of 
his reigne, being the fiue and fortith 
king that defcended from the race of 
Guiomaras, and the laft in whom the 
ancient Perfian monarchie concluded, 

The Mabometans vpon the death of 
Ma Yofdegerd, carried 2ll in conqueft before 
them, and fubieéted the natiues of the 

countrey as vaflals vnto thems and as 
new lords bring, in, new lawes, they con- 
tented not themfelues to bring them to 
their forme of gouernment in ftate fub- 
ieétion, but alfo in matters of religion, 
to live according to Mahomet’s conititu- 
tions, compelling them to be circumci- 
fed according to the Mabometan cuftome, 
contrary to the forme of their owne reli- 
gion and worfhip. 

Thefe Per/ees, not enduring to live 
contrary to the prefcript of their owne 
Jawe, and lefle able to reiect their yoake, 
many of them by priuie cfcape, and as 
clofe conueyance as they might of their 
goods and fubftance, determined a voy- 
age for the Indies, purpofing to prooue 
the mildnefle of the Banian Raiahs, if 
there, though they liued in fubiection for 
matter of gouernment, they might ob- 
taine liberty of confcience in courfe of 
religion. 


HE So repairing to Tafjues, a place in the 


Perfian gulph, they obtained a fleete of 
feauien iuncks, to conuey them and theirs, 
as merchantmen bound for the fhoares of 
India, in courfe of trade and merchandize. 
Ic happened that in fafety they made to 
the land of St. Jobrs on the fhoares of In- 
dia, and arriued together, at or necre the 
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\ Perfees. 


port of Sewaley, the vfual receptacle of Loxy. 
Treaty was WY 


fch thippes as arriue there. 
made fome “of them, with\ al Raiab, lining 
at Nuncery, publithing, their aggreeuan- 
ces, and the caufe of their comming, thi- 
ther, asalfo their fuite to be admitted as 
foiournours with them, ving their owne 
Jaw and. religion, but. yeelding them- 
felues in fubieétion to their gouernment ; 
ypon payment of homage and. tribute, 
they were admitted to land the paffengers 
contained in fiue of their iuncks. 

The other two inncks remaining one 
of them put into the roade of Swaley, and 
treated with a Rajah that then refided at 
Baryaw, neere ynto Surrat, who enter- 
tained them on like conditions to the for- 
mers butthe Raiab of that place, hauing 
warres with,a neighbouring Raiab, who 
got the conqueft, the Perjées that refided 
with the conquered, were all put to the 
fword, as adherents to the enemie. 

The laft iuncke coafted along the 
fhoares, and arriued at Cambaya, where 
they were receiued vpon the premention- 
ed conditions, fo that howfocuer this peo- 
ple haue beene difperfed in India fince 
their arriual, it hath beene from fome of 
thefe places. Thus they liued in India, 
till tract of time wore out the memory 
of their originall, and the records of their 
religion being perithed, they became ig- 
norant whence they were, being affigned 
to the profeffion of hufbandry, or the 
dreffing of the palmitoes or toddy trees, 
till being known by the nameof Perfecs, 
they were agnized by the remnant of their 
feétabiding in Pevfia, who acquainted them 
with the ftory of theiranceftors, and com- 
municated to them both their law, and 
inflruétors in the worthippe according to 
which they, were to liue. And thefe be 
the Perjes, of whofe religion, we are to 
treate in the chapters following.

O W atter the confideration of thefe 
AN Perfees, of whofe religion we are to 
fpeake, we proceede more particularly to 
the fubieé&t of this booke, which is their 
Worlhippe and religien 5 wherein firft com- 
meth to be rendred their opinion touch- 
ing the creation. 
Touching this, the Perjees affirme, that 


th eye before any thing was, there was a God, 


that was the Maker of all things, who 


when hee did determine to make himfelfe

knowne by his workes in the creation of 
the vniver(e, and the creatures therein, did 
diuide this great worke of the creation, 
into a fixfold labour. 


Firft then, they fay, hee made the hea- Heawen. 


uens with their orbes, a place moft glori- 
ous and pleafant, which hee adorned with 
great lights and Jeffer; as the funne, 
moone, and flarss as alfo hee did make 
the angels, which according to their fe- 
uerall dignities, hee placed in their feuerall 
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orders one aboué another, which place 


Aw hee made a habitation of blefiednefie, for

Earth, 


Animals. 


fuch as fhould live holily in this life, and 
hauing thus done, that hee, might teach 
vs to doe great defignes with confidera- 
tion and aduife, he refted fiue days from 
the worke of further creation. 

Next hee made hell,-in the lower parts 
of the world, from which hee banifhed 
alllight and comfort; thatas heaven might 
be a place of happineflé to thofé that 
are good and pleafe the Almighty, fo this 
might bé a place of horrour and punifh- 
ment, to fuch as offend his maiefty 
wherein as in heauen, fo God had made 
feuerall manfions that exceeded each other 
in dolour, which were proportioned ac- 
cording to the degrees of offenders 5 
about which time Lwucifér, the chiefe of 
angels, with other of his order, confpi- 
ring againft God, to gain the foueraigne- 
ty and command ouer all, God threw 
him from the orbe of his happinefe, 
together with his confederates and accom- 
plices, damn’d him to hell, the place 
that was made for offenders, and turned 
them from their glorious fhapes, into 
fhapes blacke, vgly, and deformed; till 
the times of the world fhould be con- 
fummate, when all offenders in general 
fhould receiue their fentence of punifh- 
ment and condemnation. So God hauing 
accomplifhed this fecond labour, defifted 
from the worke of the creation fiue dayes 
more. 

After this, the Almighty begunne the 
third labour of the creation, which was 
to make the earth, which together with 
the waters called feas, make this lower 
world like a globe or ball, fo agreeing 
together, that the fea’s humidity maketh 
the earth fruitfull, and the earth’s folidicie 
boundeth the waters in their due confine ; 
which worke thus finifhed, God fufpend- 
ed the worke of the creation for fiue dayes 
more, and refted. 

The fourth labour was to make the 
trees, plants, and hearbes, that fo the earth 
might bring forth fruites pleafant to the 
eye, and tafte, and for the comfort of 
the creatures living in the earth; this 
alfo done, God refted and gaue the for- 
mer refpite to his labours. 

The fift worke was to make creatures 
fit to abide in the places forementioned, 
as beafts of all forts, to forrage in the 
greene paftures ; fowles to cleaue the ayre 
with their nimble pencions; fifhes to 
fwimme in the vnknowne depths of the 
watery ocean. The world thus reple- 
rea with creatures, God refumed his 
wonted reft and intermiffion from this 
Jabour. 
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And laftly vndertook his fixt labour, are 


which was the forming of man and wo. lin 


man, to whom the reft of the creatures 
were made miniftratory and feruile, whofe 
name their records deliuer to be Adamah, 
and Lual, who being the firft wo by 
whom the multitudes of mankinde thould 
be propagated, God, as they affirme, did 
caufe Evab to bring forth two twinnes 
every day : for a thoufand yeeres to- 
gether, death did diminifh none of the 
numbers of mankinde by mortality. 

But Lucifer thus depofed with the ret 
of his order, grew malignant both to 
God and man; and as God did good, 
fo hee laboured to doe euill, and to per- 
turbe his ations, and tempt men to finne 
and wickedneffe, labouring to make man 
odious to his Maker, as alfo making 
himfelfe an enemy to all goodnefte, 
which God yet did not fully reuenge, as 
knowing nothing but euill’ to be in him 
and his confederates. 

But the better to prevent his milchiefe; 
fet certain fuperuifors ouer his creatures 
to preferue them in that ftate wherein 
they were at firft created. ‘Thus to one 
Hamull was committed the charge of the 
heauens; to Acrob the ouerfight of the 
angels, that they relapfed not as Lucifer 
had done; to Joder the overfight of the 
funne, moone, and ftarres; to Soreh the 
care of the earth 3 to Jo/ab the command 
of the waters; Sumbolab had the charge 
of the beaits of the field; Daloo of the 
fith of the fea; Rocan of the trees; Cooz 
of man and womans and Sertan and jid, 
to whom God had giuen ftrength and 
power, were made the guardians of Zu- 
cifer, and the euill fpirits, to matter and 
coniure them from mifchiefe to God’s 
creatures, who yet notwithftanding the 
watch of Sertan and Ajid, did much mif= 
chiefé in the world by fuggeftion and 
temptation to wickedneffé; which made 
God offended with mankinde for their 
wickednefle. 

The finnes of men growing great, they Dlvs* 
fay it appeareth in their records, that 
there came a flood or inundation, which 
ouerflowed the earth and the inhabitants 
thereof, fome few onely God preferued 
to propagate the generations of the times 
following ; that fo there might not bean 
ytterruine of mankinde. Thefe genera- 
tions were difperfed to people the earth 
againe, from which all nations haue had 
their deftent. And as their hiftoriographer 
Mircond reporteth, in times not long di- 
ftant from the flood, thefe Peryjées had a 
race of kings that were their proper go- 
uernours, continued for aboue a thoufand 


yeeres by the fucceffion of fiue Esa forty 
kings. 
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kings. The firft whereof was Guiomaras, 
who as Mircond reports, was the fonne of 
Aram, the fonne of Sem, the fonne of 
‘Noah, by the Perjées called Adam Affeny, 
that is, the fecond Adam; the lat, in 
whom the monarchie of this people con- 
cluded (as is before thewed) was Ye/de- 
gerd. The abridgement of which chroni- 
cle I would haue gathered from them, 
but that I found it to agree punctually 
both in matter, and order, with that 
tranflation of Mr. Grimftone’s, called 
Eftates and Empires, &c. in the chronicle 
of the kings of Per/ia, to whom I referre 
thofe that defire information therein. 
What religion this people had in the 
riegnes of Guiomaras, Syameck, Ouchang, 
Thamull, Timfhed, Zoack, Traydbun, and 
Manoucher, vnto Lorafpb, which was their 
fifteenth king, is not the fcope of this 
prefent worke, though then they had a 
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peculiar kinde of worfhippe. But the Lozo. 
religion that is the fubic& of thisbooke, ~~ 


is a religion that was receiued in the 
reigne ot Gufla/pb, the fonne of Lorafph, 
their fixteenth king in fucceffion, con- 
cerning, the worfhippe of fire: in the 
defence of which religion Guftalph was fo 
zealous, that hee made warre againft 
Arialeph, king of Turron, for that hee 
reprehended him in a letter about this 
worthippe. 

Hauing then limited this ‘booke to his 
proper fubiet, three things in generall 
are to be treated of in this worke ; Firft, 
to declare who was their law-giuer, how 
their law was deliuered, and came to be 
receiued of Guftalph king of Perfia. Next 
to shew the fubftance of their law. Laft- 
ly, to proceede to other ceremonies ob- 
ferued by them, not improper to this 
prefent crac.

ONCERNING the law-giuer of 

this people, itis lett recorded in their 
old writings, that there liued in Chyna, 
two poore people, of honett fame and re- 
putation, married together as man and 
wife, the man was called Ejpintaman, 
the woman Dodoo thefe two hauing 
Jong liued in the ftate of marriage with- 
out iffue, the woman earneftly prayed 
that God would giue her a fonne; her 
fequeft was heard, and much time paf- 
fed not ere the conceiued and grew preg- 
nant, 

About the time of this woman’s con- 
ception, fhee faw a vifion prefented to 
her inadreame, that filled her with great 
feare and terrour, for fhee conceived that 
the heauens were of a light fire over her 
head, and that a flaming redneflé had ouer- 
fpread the firmament, which droue her 
into a great agony, when on a fodaine 
there rathed into her fight foure griffins, 
of grimme and horrid appearance, who 
feazing on her body, did from her wombe 
feeme cruelly to tear out the child thee 
had concciued, to her great feare and de- 
ipaire of life: when on a fodaine ftept in 
aman, of perfon goodly, and of warlike 
afpeét, with a truncheon in his hand in 
relcue of her, who with fury and refolu- 
tion vindicated and recouered the child 
from the griffins, thar would haue torne 
itin peeces, and with gentle hand putt- 
ing the child into the wombe of his mo- 
ther, did by foueraigne art clofe vp the 


rupture, that was by the griffins torne and 
dilacerate; whofe agony thus mitigated 
by this worthy perfon, the griffins were 
driuen away, the fiyerynefie of the heauens 
altered, and Dodoo awaked out of her 
dreame and flumber. 

Butthe paffion fhee fuffered in this vi- 
fion, fixing the forepaft occurrences more 
ftrongly inher phantafine, phe related to 
her hufband the particulars of her dreame, 
whofe paflages being fo remarkable, thee 
conceiued it to be an omen, either for 
good or cuill touching the child in her 
wombe s whereof being defirous to be fa- 
tisfied, thee with her hufband repaired to 
one that wasafoothfayer, to be informed 
touching the fignificance of this vifion. 
The diviner informed them, that thi: 
fion partly foretold good, partly cuill, 
that fhould happen to the child that was 
in her wombe; that by the fire which 
gaue light wss imported fome ftrange 
reuelation, that fliould be fhowed to the 
child, cuen to the enlightning of the 
whole world, which in that it did fhine in 
heauen, the reuelation fhould be touch- 
ing fome heauenly bufineffe 5 by the gri 
fins was fet out enemies that fhould 1 
danger the life of the mother, but prin- 
cipally endeauour the deftruction of the 
child by the man was fignificd God 
aboue, who fhould repreffe the might of 
thofe enemies, that they fhould neither 
effeét their cruelties on the mother or child, 
but alfo thofe dangers fhould be driuen 

aways 
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“VY the heavens to their wonted eftate, and

torn, 


the driuing away of the griffins from the 
woman: with which interpretation 2/- 
pintaman and Dodoo being, highly fatisfied, 
they returned home, awayting the hopes 
that lay folded vp in this child. 

Time having his accomplifhmenc, 
played the midwife and brought forth this 
child, who was no fooner brought from 
the darke wombe to open light, but be- 
wrayed the ioyes he was to bring to the 
world in open laughter; fo the time 
comming when hee fhould receiue his 
name, they calld him Zertoa, which 
importeth as much as a friend to the 
fire, becaufe the foothfayer had progno- 
fticated fuch good to him by the fire his 
mother beheld in the vifion. But thefe 
notable things concerning this child, 
could not fo be concealed, but that they 
were bruited to the cares of the king of 
Chyna, who fearing left hee was borne 
to depriue him of his kingdome, or 
fome of his fucceffors, did vnderhand 
fend the griffins dreamed of, that is, cer- 
taine conipirators, to betray Zertooft to 
deftruétion ;_ who attempting euill againft 
him, had their finnewes fhrunke vp, and 
came to vntimely end; fo that cuery 
‘one was difcomfitted in attempting euill 
againft one whom God had fo miracu~ 
loufly preferued. But about twelve or 
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Shewing Zertoolt’s Meditation of the World's Wickedn 


thirceene yeers of age, a great ficknefte 
tooke him ; which the king hearing of, 
hee wrought fecretly by a certaine ob. 
feure phylitian, to adminitter to him poy- 
foned phyficke, if by fuch meanes hee 
might ridde away his life: but Zertoo?, 
fenfible of their euill practifes towards 
him, refafed both the intruding phyfician 
and his banefull medicines ; and weary 
of the wickedneffe of the place, folicited 
his parents to flye into Perfia, by which 
meanes they fhould auoyd thofe mit. 
chiefs that the king intended towards 
them, which would, at fome time or 
other, cither bereaue them of him, or 
him of them. They, chary of their 
hopes in him, harkened to his aduife, 
and did, by the ryfing of the next funne, 
betake themfelves to efcape away. The 
various accidents that befell them by the 
way, weomit, onely it is deliuered, that 
meeting with deepe rivers that impedi- 
mented his paffage, hee congealed them 
with hard frofts, and fo paft ouer; and 
after long trauaile arriued at the king of 
Perfia’s court, in the reigne of Gu/ta/pb 
lately mentioned, his parents applying 
themfelues to fuch courfesas might beit 
procure the fupplyes of liuing ; and Zer- 
toot wholly dedicating himfelfe to the 
feruice of God and religious deuotions, 
as to which from his infancy hee feemed 
inclined.

5 bee goeth out to en- 


quire of God fome Reuelation for the World's better Gouernment; bee meets 
an Angell, is rapt to beauen; bis Requeft of the Almighty, bis Vifion; hee 
receiueth a Booke from the Lord, and returneth backe from Heauen againe. 


Vj ROUSE thus arriued in Perjia, 
and there making his aboade, vpon 
atime wentinto the fieldes, and reuolue- 
ing in his minde the world’s wickedneffe, 
how one followed his lufts, another his 
pride, another his belly and epicurifme, 
another his cruelty ; that one fought the 
depopulation of countries, another the 
oppreffion of inferiours, and none ob- 
ferued good gouernment, or had a good 
religion or worfhippe amongft them, hee 
beganne to examine the caules of all 
this wickedneffe that thus reigned among{t 
men belowe, and found it partly becaufe 
Lucifer had laboured to corrupt and make 
naught that which God had made good ; 
next, becaufe men had receiued no lawes 
‘or good inftitutions, in thofe parts, to 
reftraine them from finne, but euery 
man lived according to his owne deuife, 


liberty, and liking, whether it were euill 
or good, 

Hereof Zertooft more ferioufly confi- 
dering, defired God to giue him fome 
reuelation for the world’s better gouern- 
ment, and the eftablifhment of religion 
amongft men; and conceiving the pub- 
lique place where hee was, not fit for fo 
excellent communications, hee went out 
further till hee came to the point of a 
valley where two mountaines ioyned to- 
gether, when fodainly there defcended be- 
fore him, as his face was bent towards the 
earth, an angell, whofe wings had glo- 
rious pennons, and whofe face g/i 
as the beames of the funne, faying, 
Hayle, Zertooft, beloued of God, whar 
is it thou requirett? Zertaa_replyed, 
‘That hee defired to enter into God’s pre- 


fence to receiue fome diuine lawes to de- 
liver

phesvet co him to cleanfe and purife his body, 


Mae to make it capable of entrance into fo

Jiuer to the nations; that fo they might 
live in a better obferuance of his feare. 
So the angell adminittring fomething 


pure a place, bade him clofe his eyes, 
and he would tranfume and rappehim yp 
into that place of glory, where hee fhould 
come into God’s prefence; whither be- 
ing carried by the angell, hee beheld 
fuch ioyes as were too. mighty for his 
feeble fenfes; fo that vnable to: fuftain 
them, hee fell into a trance, till God 
gauc him power to endure the height of 
thofe pleafures; and. being returned to 
himfelfe, beheld the glory thereof, and 
heard the Almighty {peaking as one en- 
compafied wich flames of fire, reucaling 
to him the fecret workes of the creation, 
in what order hee made his creatures; 
and reuealed to him things to come, 
thewing him that hee fhould receiue lawes 
for the world’s better gouerament, and 
the eftablifhment of religion, with many 
other things not fit to be vttered, neither 
by Zertog euer publifhed, 

Then Zertooft, ready and willing to 
publith to all people, what might be 
needfull to bring them to God’s better 
worlhippe, did defire of God that hee 
might liue fo long as the world fhould 
endure, a publifher of that religion which 
the Lord had promifed to divulge by 
him, till hee fliould make all nations be- 
leeue the contents of that booke. But 
the Lord anfwered, That if hee fhould 
liue neuer fo long, Lucifer would do 
more harme then euer hee fhould doe 
good; but if vpon better confiderati 
hee would defire to liue fo long, his re- 
queft fhould be granted. 

So the Lord prefented to Zertoo/t in a 
vifion, the ftace of all things paft, pre- 
fent, and to come, where hee faw the 
troubles, fickneffes, and afflictions of 
man, more particularly the ftate of the 
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Perfian monarchy, how Ouchang was flaine Lo rp: 
bya ftones how Thamull dyed of a pe- WY 


ftilence;, how. Tim/ted was Maine by one 
of his ownecaptaines; how men followed 
diuers religions, and moft their owne 
wayes, ouerlabouring themfelues in the 
workes of vanity. Over and aboue, God 
prefented to his eyes the feuen ages, or 
times of the Perfian monarchy ; the firit 
was the golden age, that was in the dayes 
of Guiomaras ; the fecond the filuer age, 
that was in the dayes of Hyaydhun 5 the 
third the brazen age, in the time of Kay- 
Aobads the fourth the tynne age, in the 
time of Lora/ph; the fift the leaden age, 
in the time of Babaman; the fixt. the 
fteele age, in the dayes of Darah Signer 5 
the feauenth the iron age, in the reigne of 
Tefdegerd, So Zertooft perceiuing time to 
render euery thing worfe and worfe, de- 
fired to liue no longer then till hee fhould 
difcharge the meffage about which the 
Lord fhould fend him, and that then hee 
might be tranflaced to that fame place of 
glory againe. So God reduced him to 
his owne proper fenfe, from which hee 
was rauifhed to godlike {peculations. 
Being thus, as hee was before, of hu- 
mane capacity, after hee had remained 
in heauen many dayes, the Lord deli- 
uered to: him the booke before men- 
tioned, containing in itthe forme of good 
gouernment, and the lawes of religion 
that the Perfians fhould follow; confer- 
ring likewife on Zertooft the heauenly 
fire, and other gifts that were neuer be- 
ftowed vypon any man before or fince. 
So Zertooft taking the heauenly fire into 
his right hand, and the booke that God 
gaue him, in his left, hee was deliuered 
to the conduét of the angell that brought 
him thither, who: was called Babaman 
Vmnfpaujpan, who taking up Zertooft, did 
cleaue the ayre with his golden wings, 
till hee had furrendered him to the place 
where hee found him, and fo left him.

Zenon GFERTOOST was no fooner left by him in heauen ftill, and not have fent 
timed by £4 his heavenly guardian, but Lucifer, him away; or elfe hee would haue grant- 


an enemy to all goodnes, met him, and 

called him a feeker after nouelties and 

delufions, and told him, that God did 

not loue him in fuch a manner as hee 

beleeued, otherwife he would haue kept 
Vou. VI. 


ed him to liue to the end of the world, 
when hee defired it; that that booke 
which hee had was ftuft with falfehoods 5 
that hee thould come to trouble, danger, 
and fhame about the publishing of it; as

by one whofe eyes had beheld the things 
auerred, got paflage, and were carried 
to the eares of Gufta/ph, then king of sexe jr 
Perfia, who therefore fent for Zertoo/, Gullah 
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A fire, as being a creature of deflruction, 
and a confumer of the workes of man, 
and that there was no neede thereof in 


hot climates ; but that if hee would de- 
pend on him, hee could giue him a booke 
of better inftruétions, and prefent to 
him obieéts of better delight, could giue 
him Jong life and honour, and power to 
worke great miracles; that if hee ‘did 
not beleeue him, hee was a fenfeleffe 
man, and depriued of his wits by his late 
Vifions. 

But Zertoo/t hauing plac’d hisconfidence 
better, told Lucifer, That hauing loft 
that glory thachis eyes beheld, hee could 
not fpeake well of his Maker, nor be 
pleafed with that great fauour God had 
fhewne him; but enuying at ic, foughe 
not onely to difanull his, buc euery man’s 
happineffe ; charged Lucifer by the great 
name of his Creator, that put him into 
the darke dungeon of hell, vnder the 
cuftody of Sertan and Afud, and by the 
truth of that booke, by which hee fhould 
in the end of the world be arraigned and 
condemned, and by that fire in his right 
hand, by which hee fhould be burned 
and tortured, to auoyd his prefence asa 
blacke-mouthed defamer of God an 
goodneffe ; at which Lucifer vanifhed with 
great horror and feare from him. 

Lucifer thus coniured from Zertooft’s 
prefence, hee proceeded’ on his way to 
the city where Gufta/pb had his refidence, 
and fo to the place where his parents had 
their aboad, who with no fmall forrow 
had bewayled the abfence of their fonne, 
and with vaine inqueft had fought him, 
but could not find him, in whom their 
hopes were repofited ; who now, to 
their ftrange ioy and admiration, told 
them of his enthufiafmes and raptures, 
wherein hee had receiued that booke and 
heauenly fire that was fo long before 
prognofticated by his mother’s vifion, 
and fo truely interpreted by the augur 
and foothfayer. His parents bleffed him, 
and became inftruéted in this new reli- 
gion how to worthippe, as God had re- 
uealed to Zertoo/t. 

Thefe things could not be long hid; 
for the ioyes of mothers are not filent, 
but in cuery eare did Dodoo powre forth 
her vifions in her fonne’s conception, and 
the foothfayers interpretation of them; 
how true the particulars had fallen out 5 
the late raptures her fonne Zertooft had 
in heauen; his reuelations there, whereof 
a booke written by God’s owne hand, 
and the ftrange fire hee brought from 
thence, were liuely euidences. Thefe 
rumours being ftrange to all eares, and 
not teltified by hearefay, but confirmed 


of whom hee inquired the further trath f 


of this matter, who affirmed the fame to 
be fuch as it was reported, that God had 
deliuered him a booke concerning his 
worthippe, and other fecret knowledge 
inducing the worhhippe of fire, whereof 
hee gate fome’ touches in particular to 
the king. The king admiring thefe 
things, and yet fo certainely informed 
in the circumftances, grew wauering in 
his former worthippe and religion, and 
fomewhat enclined to Zertooft, fo thar 
hee divers times fent for him, and had 
much conference with him.

Guftafph’s churchman then perceiving opty 


his foueraigne to harken to this new reli- 
gion, wherein hee had no knowledge, 
and that by degrees hee loft that grace 
hee had wontedly from him, did feeke 
to put fome infamy on Zertoo/?, by which 
the king might become alienated from 
him, ,and thatnewfprung religion, where- 
in hee had no knowledge, and that by 
degrees'began, as hee thought, to fincke 
too faft into the breft of the king; for 
this caufe he fuborned the porter that 
kept the doore of Zerto/?shoufe, which 
was a Perfian, to conuey vnder the bed 
of Zertooft, the bones of dead men, and 
the dead carkeyfes of dogs, a creature 
loathfome to the Perfiaxs; of which whiltt 
Zertooft was veterly ignorant, the king’s 
churchman put himfelfe into the prefence 
of Gufta/ph, with fome other of his nobles 
that did not fauour Zertogf’s innouation, 
faying, Oh king, what new religion is 
this to which thou ftandeft fo much in- 
clined? or what is this new and ftrange 
Jawgiuer Zertooft whom thou fo fauourelt? 
who the other day came in poore manner 
into this land, as a fugitiue from his na- 
tiue country, who, as I heare alfo, was 
hatefull to his prince and the king of his 
people, that hee fhould finde fuch grace 
in bringing vp anew religion, falfe and 
fidtious, and not of that authority it is 
pretended to be, being, as I am alfo in- 
formed, a man of uncleane and beaftly 
liuing, in whofe houfe, at this time, and 
ynder whofe bed whereon hee hourely 
lyeth, thou fhalt find the boncs of hu- 
mane bodies, the carkeyfes and limmes 
of dead doges, and filthy caryon, an 
abhomination to the eyes of any cleane 
perfon ; continue thou then, oh king, 
in the lawe of thy fathers, and liften not 
to this nouelift. This fpeech being fe- 
conded with fome of the great ones, an 

the aét reported being fo odious and abho- 


minable, Gu/ta/ph commanded Cee 
abi- 
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fent, and in time to come. The third Lor. 
was, that hee might neuer dye. The Www

this being told the: iaylor that had Zer= 
tooft in cuftody, and the'king publithing 
great rewards to him that could reftore 
him, Zertoo? came to the knowledge of 
it, who told the'keeper, That if the 
king pleafed, hee would: cure the horfe, 
or elfe be liable to the king’s difpleafure. 
The keeper fo fauoured Zertoof, that hee 
made knowne his words to the. king s 
fo Guftafpb fent for Zertooft, who, ac- 
cording to his promife, did reftore the 
beaft ; which feruice was fo acceptable to 
Gufiajpby that hee was had into new 
eftimation againe; and’ maintaining his 
innocency touching that fame plot that 
was layd vpon him, the king gaue him 
liberty and great rewards, and by often 
conferences became neerely in refpect 
with the king, fo that a way was againe 
afforded to publifh this religion of Zer- 
tooft’ss who working ftrange miracles 
amongit them, gained credence to be a 
man come from God. 

This booke of Zertoofs gaining enery 
day a better opinion then other, and his 
great workes really demonttrated, fhew- 
ing him to be a man of more diuine en- 
dowments then was found in ordinary 
mens vpona time the king fent for him, 
and told him, That if hee would grant 
him foure demands which hee would pro- 
pound to him, hee would beleeve his 
Jaw, and be euer a profeffor of that reli- 
gion contained in the booke hee brought 
with him. Zertoo/t then bade him pro- 
pofehisdemands, and, if they were fuch 
as were reafonable, they thould be grant- 
ed. The king then propofed them. The 
firft whereof was, that hee might afcend 
to heauen, and defcend from thence 
when hee lift. The fecond was, that hee 
might know what God would doe at pre- 


fourth was, that no inftrument whatfo- © 


euer might haue the power to wound him 
or hurt him. 

Zertooft thus replyed, that thefe were 
difficult and high demands, neither did 
fo great power reft in him as to grant 
them neither was it meete that any one 
man fhould haue them all, for that thete~ 
in hee fhould’ rather-feeme to be a God 
then man ; yet difficulethough they were, 
that the booke of lawes hee had brought, 
might be knowne to proceed from God, 
hee would: procure that thefe requefts 
might be ‘granted to feuerall perfons, 
but not allto one. So the firft, which was 
toafcend to heauen and defcend thence 
at pleafare, was obtained for Gu/ta/ph, 
who, they fay, had this power granted 
him, The fecond, which was to know 
what would fall out at prefent or here- 
after, was granted to the king’s church- 
man, that fo hee might direét the king 
in his defignes, what fhould be vnder- 
taken, what fhould be left vndone. The 
third, which was to live for euer, was 
granted to Gu/fa/phs eldeft fonne, called 
Pifchiton, who yet liveth (as they fay) 
ifwe will beleeue them, at a place in 
Perfia called Demawando Coho, in a high 
mountaine, with a guard confifting of 
thirty men, to which place all living 
creatures elfe are forbidden to approach, 
left they fhould line for euer, as they 
doe that abide there, who neuer fuffer 
mortality. The laft, which was neuer to 
be wounded with inftrumenc or weapon, 
was granted to the youngeft fonne of 
Guftajph, called Efpandiar, who, they 
fay, by Zertoofs prayers, was made in- 
vulnerable, that hee might put himfelfe 
into the danger of battel, without feare 
or hazard, 

So Guftaph and the other three men 
tioned, prouing the power of thefe feue- 
ral gifts, they all determined to liue ac- 
cording to the precepts in Zertooj’s 
booke; wherein that they might be in- 
formed, Zertoojt vnfolded to them the 
contents thereof, The matter or fubiect 
of which booke, of what nature it was, 
fhall be declared in the chapter following. 
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Wherein is fhewed the maine Contents of the Booke delivered to Zertookt, and by 
him publifhed to the Perfians or Perfees, 


AVING thewed who Zertoo/ was, 
H that was the lawgiuer of thefe Per- 
fees, in what manner, according to their 
affertion, hee receiued the booke by 
ftrange revelation, with what wonders, 
as they affirm, hee wrought affent there~ 
unto, and beleefe thereon, by Gu/ta/ph 
and his nobles; after this, it will per- 
haps be defired to know, what this booke 
contained, that this fec& deliuer to be 
receiued after fo wondrous a manner, 
which will be the drift of that which 
followeth. 

They affirme then that this booke 
contained in it three feuerall tracts. The 
firft whereof treated of that which we 
call iudicial aftrologie, foretelling the 
euents of things to come, by iudgement 
of the ftarres, which by them is called 
Alkoodeger. 

The fecond did treate concerning phy- 
ficke or the natural knowledge of things, 
with their caufes, and the cures of the 
difeafes incident to man, 

The third was called Zertooft, becaufe 
Zertooft was the bringer thereof, and this. 
contained their Jaw and matters that con- 
cerned religion; which bookes, accord- 
ing as their matter was diuers, fo they 
were deliuered to men of feucrall ftudies 
and learning. 

The firft of thefe bookes called A(too- 
deger, which treated of iudiciall aftrolo- 
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Containing the Particulars of the Booke of their Law, 


gie, was committed to their Je/opps, or 
wife men, which are knowne by the name 
of Magies. 

The fecond, which treated of phyficke, 
was given to their phyfitians to inftrug 
them in that fcience. 

The third, which contained their Jaw, 
and matters of religion, called Zertoof, 
was delivered to their Darooes or church- 
men, that they might know how to wor- 
thippe God themfelues, and alfo inftruct 
others in the knowledge of the fame 
worlhippe ; of fuch three traéts did this 
booke or volume confift, 

Thefe traéts were likewife diuided into 
certaine chapters, whereof feauen were 
contained in the wifeman’s, or Je/opp’s 
booke, feauen in the phyfitian’s booke, 
and feauen in the Daroo’s or churchman’s 
booke, 

But becaufe that which was giuen to 
the augur or foothfayer, as alfo that which 
was giuen to the phyfitian, containeth 
nothing concerning the religion to be de- 
clared, the vfes of the former whereof 
are vnlawfull, and the knowledge of the 
Jatter in thefe experient times, feemeth 
ynneceflary, we make addrefiment to 
the third tract, called Zertoof, which 
layeth down their law or religion, as 
moft appertinent to our prefent drift, in 
that which followeth,

Sift to the Behedin or Layman; Secondly, to the Herbood, which is the ordi- 
nary Churchman: And laftly, to the Diftoore, which is their Arch-Bifhop. 


apes common divifion of men be- 
ing of fuch as are of the layetie, 
or fuch as are of the clergie and thole 
Of the clergie being either firch as are 
ordinarie, or fuch as are extraordinarie, 
it pleafed God, fay the Perfees, to ap- 
Portion and diuide his law amongft thefe 
three forts of men. 

Firft, then, unto the layman or Bebedin 
God gaue fiue commandments; who 
being by fecular occafions drawne from 
the feruices of religion, had therefore a 
leffe difficult iniunétion laid ypon him, 


Firft, to have foame euer with them, as a 
remedy againft all finne s for aman would 


neuer oppreffe his inferiors if hee had any 
Soames aman would neuer fteale if bee 
had any fame ; aman would neuer beare 
Salle witnelfe if bee had any fame aman 
would neuer be ouercome aith drink if hee 
had any foame; but becaufe this is layd 
afide, men are ready to commit any of 
thefe, and therefore the Behedin or layman 
mugft thinke of fame. 


Secondly, to haue feare alwayes prefent 
them, and that euery time the eye t 
Ted or clofed his leddes together, they frould 
Stand in feare at thofe times of their prayers, 
left they fhould not goe to heauen, the 
thoughi of which foould make them feare 
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to commilt finne, for that God fees what 
manner of ones they are that loake vp to- 
wards him. 


Thirdly, that whenfoeuer they are to doe any 
thing, to thinke whether the thing be good 
or badd that they goe about, whether com- 
mannded or forbidden in the Zundava- 
flaw 5 if probibited they muft not doe it 5 
if allowed by the booke of religion, they may 
embrace and profecute the fame. 


Fourthly, that whofoeuer of God?s creatures 
they fhould firfb bebold in the morning, it 
fold be a monitour to put them in minde 
of their thankefgiuings to God, that had 
giuen fuch good things for mens vfe and 
fernice. 


Ffily, that whenfoeuer they pray by day, 
they foould turne their faces towards the 
fuine 5 and whenfoeuer they prayed by 
night, they fhould inclyne towards the 
mone, for that they are the two great 
lights of beauen, and Gods two witneffes, 
moft contrarie to Lucipher, who loueth 
aarkneffe more than light. 


‘Thefe be the five precepts enioyned 
to the Jayman or Behedin; now follow 
thofe that are to be obferued by the or- 


}yeine- dinary or common churchman, called 
17 durch= their Daroo or Herbood, who as his place 


required a greater holineffe chen the lay- 
man’s, fo hischarge was greater 5 for not 
onely is hee, by the booke of their law, 
inioyned to keepe the Bebedin’s precepts 
without violation, but alfo co fulfill thefe 
eleuen precepts more, as particular to 
himfelfe, 


Firft, to know in what manner to pray to 
God, obleruing the rites preferibed in the 
Zundavaftaw 3 for God is bef pleafed 
with that forme of prayer that bee bath 
given in bis owne booke. 


The fecond, to keepe bis exes from coueting or 
defiring any thing that 13 another’s, for 
God bath giuen enery man what bee thinkes 
meete for bim 5 and to defire that which is 
anothers, is not onely to diflike of God's 
Aifpofure of bis owne gifts, but t0 challenge 
to bimfelfe that which God bath denied 
him, and whereof bee feeth him unworthie, 


The third, to baue a care euer to fpeake the 
druth, for all truth commeth from God, and 
sit is mot communicated to men of God, 

So they foould moft foew it in their swords 
‘and aétions but Lucipher isthe father of 
Gilfbood, and cwhofoeuer vetb it, it may 
bea Signe that the euill {pirit is powerfull 
with fuch an ones the Herbood therefore 
Vou, VI. 
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Spall F frew Dimfelfe to be contrarie to him, Loxp, 
by his {peaking the truth, for all men mut 


gine credite to bis words, 


The fourth, to be knowne onely in his owne 
bufyneffe, and not to enquire after the 
things of the world it belonging onely to 
him to teach others what God would have 
them doe. Therefore the Behedin or lay- 
man foall fee that hee want nothing need- 
full,” but foal affoord it him, and hee 
“Pall feeke nothing fuperfluons. 


The fift, to learn the Zundavattaw by heart, 
that hee may be ready to teach i to the 
Behedin or layman wherefoeuer hee mecteth 
him; for from him muft the people fetch 
their Knowledge concerning God. 


The fixt, to keepe bimfelfe pure and unde- 
JSiled from things polluting, as from the 
carkeyfes of the dead, or touching meates 
ncleane, for God is pure, whofe Jeruant 
heeiis, andit is expetted hee fbould bee fuch, 
abborring the fight of all things that are 
foule and loathjome, and flopping the paf- 
Sages of his breath, left their corrupted 
aire foould enter into bim to defile bim. 


The feauenth, 10 forgive all iniuries, foewing 
himfelfe the patterne of meekneffe, that 
hee may be thought one that cometh from 
Gods for we offend God euery day, yet 
hee giteth vs things that are good, when 
we deferue that bee should recompence exi 
for euill 


The eight, to teach the common people to 
pray according to the direttions in the 
booke of their law, to goe and pray with 
them for any good they defire to obtayne 5 
andwhen they come to the place of worfh 
ping, to ioyne in common prayer together. 


Ninth, to gine lycenfe for marriage, and to 
ioyne the man and cwoman together, and 
that no parents match their children with- 
cut the confent and approbation of the 
Herbood. 


The tenth, to Jpend the greateft part of their 
time in the temple, that hee may be ready 
for all that come to him, for to that God 
hath appointed him, and to that bee muft 
binde himfelfe. 


The eleauenth and laft iniunéion is, upon 
paine of damnation, 10 beleewe no other 
Taw then that which sas brought by 
Zertookt; to add nothing to it, to take 
nothing from it, for therefore was it fo 
smiractloufly delivered, and juch gifts given 
to Zertooft, shat it might be beleeued to 
come from God. 
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Thefe are the precepts that are to be 
obferued by the Herbood or ordinary 
churchman, contained in the booke of 
their law. Now their Diffoore or high 
prieft, whereof they have neuer but one, 
to which all the Herboods pay their ob- 
feruance, as hee is aboue the reft in dig- 
nity, fo hee is enioyned to be aboue the 
reft in fanctity ; his iniunétions therefore 
are tranfcending ; for not onely is hee 
bound by their Zundauaftaw or booke of 
religion, to obferue all that is commanded 
the Bebedin or layman in his fiue pre- 
cepts, and all thac is commanded the 
Herbood in his eleauen precepts, but alfo 
to fulfill thirteene precepts more as pecu- 
liar to him{felfe. 


The firft is, that be muft neuer touch any of 
a frrange cat or feet, of what religion 
Jocuer, nor any layman of bis owne reli- 
‘gion, but he muft wal bimfelfe, becaufe 
God bath made him efpecially holy to hin- 
falfe, for which caufe bee muft not approach 
to God in prayer, with the touch of others 
uncleannelfe. 


The fecond is, that hee muft doe euery thing 
that belongeth to himjelfe with his owne 
hand, both, to witnelfe bis better humilit 
as alfo the. better 10 preferue bis purity 
viz. tofet the bearbes in bis owne garden, 
10 fow the graine of bis owne field; to 
Greffe the meate that hee eateth, valeffe hee 
haue his wife to adminifter to him in that, 
which is not ener vjuall. 


The third is, that be take the tythe, or tenth 
of all. things from the Behedin, as the 
Lard’s dues, and imploy it to fuch yfes as 
hee thinketh meete, Jince the Lord bath 
made bins as bis Alnaner, and dipenfer of 
charity. 


The fourth is, that ashe muft vfe no pompe 
or fuperfinity ; fo of that great reuennue 
that commeth yeerely to him, hee mufi 
leaue nothing ouer-plus at the yeeres end, 
that muft not bee beftowed in good ves, 
either in charitable contributions to the 
pore s or in building of the temples of God. 


The fift, that his bouje be neere adioyning 
to the church, where he mut keepe and 
make bis abiding, continuing in prayer 
and abjtinence, not oftentating bimJelfe to 
publike view, but lining reclufe and re. 
tyred from the world, as aman wholy de- 
dicate to God. 


The fixt, that hee mut binde himfelfe to 
Sreater purity then others, both in bis fre~ 
quent wafbings, and alfo in his dyet, in 
Seeding on meates accoumpted more pure by 


the law, as alfo that be line fequeftred fron, 
his. wife in time of her pollutions. 


The feauenth is, that whereas the Herbood 
is eniayned only to be knowne in the law, oy 
booke called Zertoott, that the Diftoore 
be acquainted with all the learning con. 
tayned in the Zundauattaw, both in sha 
part which treateth of judiciall aftrologie, 
committed to the Iefopp, or wife nian, 
asalfoin that which concerneth the phyj- 
tian, and moft efpecially in the bocke of the 
lacw for itis expeéted that hee foould in. 
forme all men, and none flould be found 
like him therein, before hee be admitted to 
be bigh prieft. 


The cight, that hee muft neuer eate or drinke 
excefiuely, for thefe are enemies 10 the 
high (peculations required in.a high prieh 


Theninth, tbat be fand in feare of xo body 
but God, nor feare any thing but finnes for 
hee is lo to truft in God, that bee mujt not 
feare what Lucipher can do vnto bi, 


The tenth, that God hath ginen him power 
ouer all men in matters of the foule, that 
therefore when any man finneth bee may 
tell him of it, be hee neuer fo great, and 
euery maitis to obey him, as one that fpeak- 
eth not in. bis ovorte caufey, but Gods. 


The cleauenth, that according to the wifdome 
that God bath given him, hee be able to 
difcerne in what manner God cometh to 
reueale himfelfe; in what manner Luci- 
pher, and howto defcide betweene falfhood 
and truth. 


Thetzwelfth,that when God manifefteth bim/elfe 
to him in vifions of the night, and fheweth 
him in what manner hee made his workes 
in the creation; he foould not reueale God's 
Secretts, but keeping them to bimjelfe foould 
admire bis power, for God doth nat publifb 
himlelfe to any as hee doth to bis Dittoore, 
or igh priefi. 


The thirteenth, that hee keepean ener lining 
Ser, that newer may go out, which being 
Kindled by that fier that Zertoolt brought 
from beauen, may indure for all ages, till 
fier fall come to deftray all the world, and 
that hefay bis prayers ouer it, according as 
isenordered by the booke of the law. 


This isa fummary of thofe precepts 
contayned in the booke of their law, that 
Zerlot by them is affirmed to bring from 
heauen, and that religion which Guflafph 
with his followers embraced, perfwaded 
by the fore-mention’d miracles by Zertooft 
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Declaring other Ceremonies amongft thefe Peres, in their Feafts and Fafts, in 


their idolatrous Worfbippe of Fier, Baptifines, Marriages, and Burials, 


ape, third particular concluding this 
traét, confifteth in the difplay of 
certaine rites and ceremonies, obferued by 
this fect, differencing them from others in 
the contents aboue mentioned; the par- 
ticulars follow in their order, 

Firft then, touching their liberty in 
meates and drinkes, and their cuftomes 
obferued in their feafts and fafts. Their 
Jaw alloweth them great liberty in meates 
and drinks, but becaufé they will not giue 
offence to the Bawians, among whom 
they liue, nor difpleafe the Moores, vnder 
whofe gouernment they are; they, efpe- 
cially abftaine from eating of kine and 
hogs-flefh, meates prohibited by the lawes 
‘of the two former. It is obferuable alfo 
amongit them, that they eate alone, asa 
meanes for greater purity and cleanneffe 5 
for they fuppofe they participate of ano- 
ther’s yncleanneffe by eating with him ; 

cy likewife drinke euery one in feuerall 
cuppes, proper and peculiar to their owne 
vies, for the fame caufe; and if any chance 
to drinke in another man’s cuppe they wath 
it three times, and abftaine from the vie 
thereof fora certaine feafon after. 

Secondly, for their feftiualls inioyned 
by their lawes, they obferue fixe in the 
yeere ; and thefe featts are celebrated for 
ue dayes together, each of them accord- 
ing to the fixe workes of the creation. 
The firit is called Meduferum, which is 
nthe fifteenth of their moncth called 
, Which is our February, for ioy that 
the Lord made the heauens to be a place 
of glory, to entertaine fuch as feare him. 
The fecond is called Petufaban, which is 
ypon their moneth Sheruar, our Aprill, the 
fixe and twentieth 5 for that the Lord had 
made hell to be a place for thediuell and 
hisangels. That feaft therefore is a me- 
moriall to putthem in minde that they take 
heed of thac euill, that may bring them 
thither, The third is Yatrum, celebrated 
vpon the fixe and twentieth of their moneth 
Mahar, which is our May, in memory 
that the Lord made the earth and feas, 
to bring forth creatures for the vfe of man. 
The fourth is Medearum, kept vpon the 
fixeteenth of their moneth Deb, which is 
our Augu, in memory that God made th: 
plants and trees, by whofe fi man is 
fuftained and nourifhed. The fift is Ho- 
mefpetamadum,vpon the moneth Spindamud, 
which is our Offeber, beginning on the 
thirtyeth day, in remembrance that God 


made the beatts, fithe, and foule, creatures 
ordained for the fuftenance of man. The 
fixt is called Medu/an, falling in the clea- 
uenth of their moneth Ardebef, which is 
December, for ioy thatthen the Lord made 
man andwoman, from whence all mankind 
had their original. 

Tn the third place, touching their fafts, Fafs. 
After cuery one of their feaits, they ob- 
feruc a fiue dayes abftinence, eating but 
onemealeaday, in memory that the Lord 
after cuery one of thefe labours, refted fiue 
dayes, and whenfoeuer they cate of any 
foule or flefh, they cary fome part of it 
to the Eggaree or temple, as an offering to 
appeafe God, that for the fuftenance of 
man they are forced to take away the life 
of his creatures, and thefe are the rites 
moft notable touching their meates and 
drinkes. 


Now in the fecond place for their wor- Hérphip of 


thippe of fier, becaufe this is an idolatry fre. 
moit notably diftinguithing their worfhippe 
from the worfhippe of other feéts,  Firlt, 
for the ground of this their worfhippe of 
fier, itis fetched from the lawgiuer Zertool, 
who as they affirme, being rapt vp to hea~ 
uen, had fier deliuered vnto him from God, 
and brought it thence, together with the 
booke of their law, as the worfhippe by 
them to be-embraced, and by their law 
enioyned. Moreouer they affirme that 
Zertooft being in the foremention’d rapture 
in the place of glory, did not fee God, 
but heard him {peaking to him out of che 
fier ; and when the fier was deliuered, re- 
1 itas the vertue of God, and his firft- 
borne of excellencie ; and for thefe caufes 
tobe worfhipped and reuerenced, 

Next for the nature or qualitie of thi 
fier. The firft fier thus worhhipped and 
idolized, was that Zertoot brought from 
heauen with him, which was a living fier, 
that nothing could extinguith ; but whe- 
ther this haue ainly bin preferued in 
the fucceffion of time, to be communica- 
ble to all, is vnknowne; vpon defect 
hereof they are licenced to compofe a fier 
of diuers mixtures, tobe kept liuing from 
time to time, to which they are to performe 
their inioyned worfhippe. Such is thac 
which is idolized in India, where this fect 
remaineth, ina place called Nencery, tha 
hath not beene extinguifhed for the fpace 
of two hundred yeares, as they affirme. 
Firft then, This fier confifteth of that fer 
that is made by the {parks fying from the 
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flint, by the fmiting of a fteele. Second- 


A™ ly, of that fier that is made by the rub- 


Baptifm. 


bing, of two peeces of wood together, 2 
cuftome much vied amongft the heathens 
of ruder manners, by which they kindle 
their fiers in all places where they neede. 
Thirdly, of fuch fier as is occafioned by 
lightning falling on fome tree or thing ac- 
cendible. Fourthly, of fuch fier as is 
called wild-fier, which flying from place 
to place and lighting on matter combufti- 
ble, confumeth it. Fiftly, of artificial 
fier, made by coles or wood, moft ordi- 
narie in vie. Sixtly, of the fier where- 
with the Banians vie to burne the bodies of 
their dead. Seauenthly, of the fier that 
ismade by burning glaffes, and the beames 
of the funne: Of all thefe ingrediences 
they compofe their idolatrous fier, which 
they call their Antisbeberaun, or religious 
fier. 

Laftly, for their ceremonie or rite be- 
ftowed about this fier fo varioufly com- 
pofed, and by their Difoore, or high prieft 
fo tended, that it may not exunguifh: 
‘Whenfocuer the Per/zesaffemble themfelues 
together, to this worfhippe, the Diftoore, 
or inhisabfence the Herbood, together with 
the affembly, encompaffe the her about, 
and ftanding cleauen or nwelue foote dift- 
ant thereftom, (for they hold it fo holy 
that they feare to approach too neare) the 
Diftoore or Herbood vetereth this fpeech : 
That forajnuch as fier was delivered to Zer- 
toolt, their lawgiver, from God Almighty, 
who pronounced it to be his vertue and his ex- 
cellencie, and that there was a law delivered 
for the worfbippe of this fier, confirmed by 
‘fo many miracles, that therefore they fhould 
hold it boly, reverence and worfbippe it asa 
part of God, who is of the fame Jubftance s 
and that they ould loue all things that refem- 
ble it, or were like unto it, as the funne and 
moone which proceeded from it, and are Gods 
two witnelfes againft them, if they fhould 
neglett that religion and worbippe fainiayned : 
As alfa to pray to God that hee would forgiue 
them, if in the ordinary of this element, 
foferiiceable to man’s ncede, they foould either 
‘pill. cater, which might in” fome manner 
quench it, or {pitt in it unawares, or put fuch 
Sewell to it to keepeit burning, as was impure 
‘and unworthy of that bolyneffe that was in 
that element, or whatfocuer abufes els they 
Should do, as they ufed it in the neceffary fer- 
uices of their life. And this is the fumme 
of their worfhippe touching the fier. 

In the third place for their baptifme or 
naming of children, when they enter them 
into the church; this is their forme: As 
foone as euer the child is borne, the Daroo, 
or churchman, is fent for to the partie’s 
houfe, who obferuing the punétuall time 
of his birth, calculateth hisnatiuitie ; after 


that, confidering about the name of the 
child, at laft the parents and friends ap. 
prouing the fame name that the church- 
man giueth, the mother in the prefence of 
them all giueth the name to the child, 
there being no ceremonie but the naming 
of the infancas then vfed. After this the 
kindred of the child, together with the 
infant, accompany che churchman to the 
Eggaree or temple, where he taketh faire 
water, and putting it into the barke or 
rynd of a tree called Holme, which grow- 
eth at Ye/d in Perfia, and is admired in 
this one particular, as they affirme, for 
that the funne of heaven giucth it no fha- 
dowe: Hee thence powreth the water into 
the infant, yttering this prayer, That God 
swould cleanfe it from the vncleanneffe of bis 
father, and the menftrnous pollutions of bis 
smother; which done, it departeth. About 
the feauenth yeare of the child’s age, when 
the fame is more capable of his entrance 
into their church, hee is led thither by his 
parents, to haue a further confirmation, 
where hee is taught by the churchman to 
fay fome prayers, and to be inftruéted in 
religion: wherein when hee is prompt, hee 
vetereth his prayers ouer the fier, having a 
cloath fattened about his head, and ouer 
his mouth and noftrils, according to their 
generall cuftome in that worfhippe, left 
their breath yffuing out of their finfull 
bodies, fhould taint that holy fier. Then 
after prayers be concluded, the Daroo 
giueth him water to drink, and a pome- 
granate leafe to chewe in his mouth, to 
cleanfe him from inward vncleaneffe; fo 
wafhing his body in a tanck with cleane 
‘water, and putting on hima linnen caffock, 
which hee weareth next his fkinne, called 
Shuddero, which defcendeth to his waifte, 
asalfo a girdle of cammell’s haire called 
Cujfbee, which hee ever weareth about him, 
and is wouen like inckle by the preacher’s 
owne hand, hee vttereth thefe prayers ouer 
him, That God would make him a true fol- 
lower of the religion of the Perfees all’ the 
dayes of bis life, of which thofe arments are 
the badge or fign that bee might newer be- 
Teeue in any latwe but that which was brought 
by Zertookt ; that hee might continue a wor- 
Shipper of their fier s that bee might eate of 
ino man’s meate, nor drinke of any man's 
cuppe, but in all things might obferue the 
rites and cuftomes of the Perfees. All which 
tranfaéted, hee is helda confirmed Per/ét» 
and one of their owne fect. 


Fourthly, touching their mariage and Marit® 


the rites in them obferued. They havea 
fiuefold kinde of mariage diftinguifhed by 
feueral names. The firft they call Shau- 
far, which is the mariage of a man’s 
fonne and a man’s daughter together in the 


time of their youth, where the parents 
agree 
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agree without the knowledge of the chil- 
dren; to this they attribute much, and 
fuppofe them to goe to heauen that are 
maryed in this tate. The fecond is called 
Chockerfon, when the party once widowed, 
is maryed againe. The third Cod-fberaba- 
fan when a woman enquireth outa hufband 
for herfelie, according to her owne free 
choyce. The fourth Eck/an, when a young 
man or mayd dying before they be mary- 
ed, then they hauea cuftome to procure 
fome man’s fon or daughter to be matched 
to the party deceafed, attributing the ftate 
of mariage to be a meanes to bring peo- 
ple to happineffe eternall in another world. 
Thofe that commonly vie this, are the 
richer fort, who by a price hyre the par- 
ties to fuch a contrac with a fumme of 
money. The fift is called Ceter/on, when 
the father hauing no fon, a daughter of 
his owne hauing fonnes, he adopreth fome 
of them to be his, and maryeth them 
as if they were his owne childrens for 
they account chat man vnhappie that hath 
not a male or female, a fon or a daughter 
to ioyne inthe ftate of mariage. 

Now for the rite or ceremony obferued 
in their maryages, ic is this; the parties 
being agreed and mete together for the 
purpofe of contracting, about the time of 
midnight, the parties to be maryed are 
fet vpon a bed together (for they are not 
maryed in their churches) oppofite to the 
parties to be maryed, ftand two church- 
men, the onein the behalf of the man, the 
other in behalf of the woman, with the 
kindred of each by the Herbood or church- 
man to either deputed s holding ryce in 
their hands, an embleme of that fruitful- 
neffe, they with to them in their genera- 
tions. Then the churchman that ftand- 
eth in the man’s behalf, moueth the que- 
ftion to the woman, laying his foure- 
finger on her forehead, faying, Will you 
haue this man to be your wedded hufband? 
who giuing confent, the churchman de- 
puted in the woman’s behalfe, laying his 
forefinger on the man’s forehead, moueth 
a like queftion, of which receiuing an- 
fwer, they ioyne their hands together: 
the man making a promife to her, that hee 
will giue her fo many Dinaes of gold, 
which isa peece worth thirtie fhillings, to 
binde her to him, implying by that pro- 
mife to maintaine her with all things ne- 
ceffarie; the woman againe promifeth 
that all fhee hath is his: fo the Herboods 
or churchmen feattering the ryce vpon 
them, pray God to make them fruit- 
full and fend them many fonnes and daugh- 
ters, that may multiply as the feede in 
the ears of harueft, that they may live 
in vnity of minde, and many yeeres to- 


gether in the ftate of wedlock. Thus the 
Wotenyis 


of the Perfees. 
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ceremony being done, the woman's pa- Lorp. 
rents giue the dowry, for the men giue vw 


none, and the mariage feaftis celebrated 
for eight dayes afters when fuch time is 
expired, they are all difmiffed, And this 
is all that may be obferuable about their 
mariages or matrimoniall ceremonie. 

In the lait place for the buriall of their 
dead, two things are notable: firft, the 
place of their buriall; fecondly, the cere- 
monie vied therein, differing them from 
others. Firft, for the place of their burial], 
they haue two places or tombes built of 
around forme, a pretty height from the 
ground, fufficiently capacious and large + 
within they are paued with ftone, in a 
fheluing manner ; in the middeft of them 
a hollow pit, to receiue the bones con- 
fumed and wafted 5 about by the wallsare 
the throwded and theered carkey es layd, 
both of men and women, expofed tothe 
open acr. Thefe two tombes are fome- 
what diftant one from the other, the one 
is for all thofe that are of commendable 
life, and conuerfation, but the other is 
for fach as are notorious for fome vice, 
and of publique defame in the world for 
fome euill, by which they are branded. 
Touching the ceremony obferued in the 
burialls of their dead, whenfoeuer any of 
them are ficke unto death, the Herbood 
or churchman is fent for, who prayeth in 
the ear of the ficke man in this manner, 
O Lord, thou haft commanded that we 
fhould not offend; this man hath offend- 
ed: that we fhould doe good; this man 
hath done euill: that we fhould we 
fhippe thee; this man hath negleéted : 
Lord, forgiue him all his offences, all his 
cuills, all his neglects. When hee is dead 
the churchman commeth not neere him 
by tenne foote, but appointeth who fhall 
be the Naceffélars or be: they then 
carry him on an iron biere, for the lawe 
forbiddeth that the body of the dead 
fhould touch wood, becaufe it is a fewell 
to the fier they accompt moft holy 5 and 
thofe that accompany the dead are inter- 
dided all fpeech, becaufe the graue or 
place of the dead is a place of reft and 
filence. Being come to the place of 
burial, the Nacefflars or bearers lay 
the body in, and the churchman ftanding 
remoate from the place, vttereth che 
words of buriall in thismanner: This our 
brother whilft hee liued confifted of the 
fouer elements ; now hec is dead, let each 
take his owne; earth to earth, aertoaer, 
water to water, and fier co fier. This 
done, they pray to Serfan and Afid to 
whom was giuen the charge ouer Luci- 
pher and the euill fpirits, that they would 
keepe the diuells from their deceafed bro- 
ther, when hee fhould repayre to their 
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Lorp. holy fier, to purge himfelfe : for they fup- 
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days together, and offer up their prayers 


v~ pole the foule to be vagrant on earth for 


three dayes after his deceafe, in which 
time Zucipher molefteth ic: for fecurity 
from which moleftation it flyeth to their 
holy fier, feeking preferuation there : 
which time concluded, it receiueth iuftice 
or reward, hell or heauen. Vpon this 
opinion they all (as their bufynefs will 
permit) affemble themfelues for three 


atmorning, noone and eucning, that God 
would be pleafed to be mercifull to the 
foule departed, and remit the finnes thac 
the party committed in his life time, 
After the three dayes are expired, and 
that they thinke the definitiue fentence 
is paft what fhall become of him, they 
on the fourth day make a feftiuall, and 
conclude their mourning. 


The Author's Conclufion to the Reader. 


UCH in fumme (worthy reader) is 

the religion which this feét of the 
Perfees profefle: 1 leaue it to the cenfure 
of them that read, what to thinke of ir. 
This is the curiofity of fuperftition, to 
bring in innouations into religious wor- 
thippe, rather making deuifes of their 
owne braine, that they may be fingular, 
then following the example of the belt 
ina folid profeffion. What feeme thefe 
Penfees to be Vike in their religious fier? 
but thofe fame gnats, that admiring. the 
flame of fier, furround it fo long, till 
they prooue ingeniofi in fuam ruinam, in- 
genious in their owne deftru@ion. And 
if the Papifts would hence gather ground 
for purgatory, and prayers for the dead, 
and many other fuperftitions by them vied, 
to be found in thefe two feéts, we can 
allow them, without any fhame to our 


profeffion, to gather the weedes of fuper- 
ftition out of the gardens of the Gentile 
idolaters, But the catholike chriftian in- 
deed, will make thefe errours as a fea- 
marke to keepe hisfaith from thipwracke, 
To fuch 1 commend this tranfmarine col- 
leétion, to beget in good chriftians the 
greater deteftation of thefe herefies, and 
the more abundant thankigiuing for our 
calling, according to the aduife of the 
apoftle, Epbe/: iv. 17. This I fay, and tefti- 
Jie in the Lord, that ye henceforth not 
as other Gentiles walke, in the va of 
their minde, hauing their onderandings 
darkened, being alienated from the life of 
God, through the ignorance that is in them, 
becanfe of the blindneffe of their heart: but 


rather that we may pray, that God would 
eftablifh ys in his truth; his word is that 
truth. 
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An ACCOUNT of the wonderful Prefer- 
vation of the Ship TERRA, NOVA of 


London. 


HE dangers we ran thro’ in this 
paflage, and the diftrefs we were 
in, were fo extraordinary, that 
they cannot but deferve a place 

among the many relations the publick 
has receiv'’d, of ftrange thipwrecks, and 
unaccountable efcapes and deliverances of 
veflels reduc’d to the utmott extremity. 
Tho’ here be no new difcovery, or de- 
{cription of nations before unknown, but 
a paflage fo much frequented, yet the 
circumttances of itare fuch, and the pro- 
vidence fo fingular, as are fearce to be 
parallell’d in any other voyage. I have 
been particular in the circumitances, as 
believing they would be acceptable to all 
that have any infight in fea-affairs, and 
reprefent the whole matter the more live- 
ly. As to the truth, I deliver it not 
upon hearfay, but as an eye-witnels, pre- 
fent at every part, and void of any mo- 
tive to draw me away from it, befides 
that there are doublefs many ftill living, 
who might difprove me fhould I be any 
way inclin’d to romance. In fine, this 
may ferve as an encouragement to all 
that venture upon the fea, ever to hope 
the beft in danger, and to confide in 
that providence which deliver’d me when 
all human hopes feem’d to fail. 


On the 17th of Augu/ 1688. the fhip 
Terra Nova, Capt. Daniell commander, 
arriv’d at Port Royal in Famaica. His 
grace the late duke of Albemarle was at 
that time governor of the ifland ; but 
whilft we lay there unloading and pro- 
viding for our return, the duke fell fick 
and dy’d, Upon his death, the dutchefs 
refolv'd to return tor England with 
her whole familys and, in order to it, 
agreed with our commander to take 
aboard as paflengers fifteen of her men- 
fervants, which, with two brothers we 
had before receiv’d, made feventeen. 
‘They laid in a plentiful ftock of all man- 
ner of provifions, as theep, hogs, curkies, 
hens, 3c. with a fufficient quantity of 
Indian wheat, and other forts of grain to 
feed them during the paflage, according 
to all probability. The fhip being well 
fitted, and the provifions and paffengers 
aboard, we fail’d from Port Royal on 
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the 24th of December, being Chriftmas- C. May. 
We were richly loaden with fugar, “WY 


eve. 
logwood, ‘Yamaica pepper, hides, indigo, 
farfaparilla, €c. belides my lord duke’s 
coftly furniture, fuch as rich hangings, 
curious chairs, large looking-glaffes, and 
all other choice goods, But above all, 
in the great cabin, was a large cheft, 
fo heavy, that five or fix men could but 
juft draw it along the deck, full of pigs 
of filver, bags of pieces of eight, and 
fome gold. 

This treafure brought us into fome 
dangers for the night after our depar- 
ture, a floop came up with us, and bear- 
ing along our fide, after haling us, pre- 
tended to be fent on purpofe with fome 
letters from the then deputy-governor, 
and defird we would fend our boat 
aboard for them, they having no boat, 
or elfe they would lay us aboard on our 
larboard quarter, and deliver the packet. 
Our commander fufpeéting fome knave- 
ry, commanded them to keep off till 
day, and then they might deliver their 
meflage, ourguns and fmall-arms being 
all ready to fire upon them if they offer’d 
to come near us. However, they ven- 
turd fometimes to make up towards us, 
but our commander threatening them 
hard, they fell aftern of us agains and 
at lalt, feeing us refolute in keeping them 
off, they durit not attempt us, but made 
away, firing two guns with fhot at us, 
which we return’d in like manner with 
intereft. 

Being rid of them, we pafs'd by the 
iflands of Caimanes, and that of Pinos, 
fo round the weft cape of Cuba, call’d 
St. Antonio, in 21° 52/ N. lat. and then 
*d the gulph of Florida, which we 
Jin few days with fafety ; and being 
got into the open fea, we ply’d to the 
northward till we got to the weftward 
iflands, of which Corvo is the moft nor- 
therly in lat. of 40°%9/ N. Our com- 
mander fearing the north winds, ftood 
on, till plying to the northward, till we 
got into the lat, of 45° N. It was then 
the beginning of February, atwhich time 
we met with very hard winds, for the 
moft part eaft foutherly ; and being gor 
fo far northerly, we defiga’d not to raife 
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out of the lafhings, and they were quite 
Joft ; but the fame fea wath’d our theer. 
anchor off our lee-gunnel, where the was 
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©. Mar. our lat. any more as yet, but were forc’d 
A™ by the violence of the faid winds to ply 


with our three courfes, for about feven 
days, our topmatts ftruck and lowerd 
fnug down. , 

On the 8th of February 168%. the time 
when the fun enters Pies, the ftorm 
ceas’d, and it prov’d a pleafant morning, 
with a fine eafy gale, tho” in the fame 
corner ftill, which made us all fall to 
work with willing minds; fo we fway’d 
up our topmafts, fer our topfails, and 
Jet out all our reefs, But at noon, when 
we expected a good obfervation, having 
had none for fome days, we found the 
weather thickened again, and look’d 
foul, the wind at the fame time fhifting 
to S. E. and beginning to blow hard. 
We reef’d our topfails again, then handed 
them, lower’d our topmatts fhug down, 
as before, and lay fome fhort time under 
three courfes. Towards night, perceiv- 
ing the weather grew {till worfe, and 
the wind ftronger, we handed our fore- 
fail, and lower’d the yard clofe down a 
portlongs; then did the fame by our 
mizen, and before night reef*d our main- 
fail; but at lait finding the wind too 
fierce for us tohold that fail, we lower’d 
our main-yard fnug down a portlongs, 
and furl’d the fail. Having then but 
one mizen-fail, which was to the yard, 
our commander was loth to venture it 
in the force of the wind, and therefore 
order’d a main-bonnet fhould be fpread 
on our weather quarter ; which done, 
and our helm clap’d aport, being then 
our lee-fide, the hip anfwer’d our ex- 
pectations, and lay very well, looking 
upon the fea all night, 

About four in the morning, the com- 
mander confulted with us all what was 
beft to be done, the wind raging, and 
the fea running very high; and it was 
agreed to let her lie as fhe had done all 
the night, not daring to feud, left the 
fea fhould overtake us, or for fear of 
broaching to, and fo foundering the ship. 
This was the gthof February 168%. when 
about fix of the clock in the morning, 
day appearing, as I ftood at the fteerage 
door, a violent fea fell in upon our deck, 
and floated our deal yawl, which was 
then ftow’d in our long-boat on the deck, 
clear over our lee-gunnel 5 but her pain- 
ter being made faft to the ring of our 
Jong-boat’s bow, fhe tow’d by it under 
our lee, till we prefently cut her loofe, 
and never faw her more, Next our fprit- 
fail broke loofe, and in a moment was 
gone clear out of the boltrope. No 
fooner was this paft, but a fecond violent 
fea broke in upon us, and carry’d away 
our tow-bowers and ftream-anchor clear 


ftow’d ; however, the ftopper to which 
the ftock was lath’d, holding, and the 
bill of the anchor lighting upon the up. 
per channel-wale, there the remain’d 
tho’ without board. Fearing left the 
paft unhappy accidents fhould be fol. 
low’d by a worfe, our men went for- 
ward upon the forecaftle to overhaw! our 
runner and tackle, whilft I ftoéd in the 
lee-feuppers with a pair of flings to fling 
the anchor that lay quite without board. 
We were at leaft half an hour flinging 
and hooking the tackles, all which time 
I was, without any intermiffion, beaten 
by the fea continually breaking in; yet 
we compafs’d our defign, and lafh’d the 
anchor, with a rope thro’ the fcuppers, to 
the gunnel. 

This done, and having try’d the pump, 
and found the fhip tight, we went in to 
refrefh us, it being about eight of the 
clock in the morning, our paffengers all 
abed as if they had been afhore; butour 
commander bearing an equal fhare in our 
labour, and endeavouring to fecure all 
things. When we had fet all to rights, 
and provided the beft we could for other 
accidents, I brought fome bread, and 
every one having taken what he thought 
fit, for we had plenty enough of that 
and other provifions for along H/¢/!-India 
voyage, yet, asit happened, little enough, 
tho’ it had been much more, as will ap- 
pear hereafter, I went to the leeward, 
and ftood looking forward out at the 
fteerage door, when ona fudden a pro- 
digious wave broke to the windward of 
our fhip, and fell with fuch violence up- 
on us, thatit fet us alla fwimming, fearce 
knowing whether we were within or 
without the fhip, buc that on me roul’d 
the men, chefts, handfpikes, fhot, and 
whatever lay to windward. The fame 
fea broke away our ftarboard gallery, in 
which were all our compaffes but wo 
that ftood in the bittacle in the fteerage, 
and ftav'd all the great cabbin windows, 
fo that it was like the reft, full of waters 
and the cheft of drawers, cabbin table, 
chairs, and what elfe lay to windward, fell 
all upon the captain, keeping him ftriving 
for life under water. The paffengers 
far’d no better; for being in clofe low 
cabbins, they were almoft fmother'd be- 
fore they could get out. The violence 
of this fea had quite overfet our thip, fo 
that the coamings of the main-hatches 
lay under water, and a man might have 
walk’d apon her ftarboard fide without- 
board, as he could before upon the main 


deck, We could not have lain qereve 
this

this condition without perifhing, and 
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that fell upon him, he call’d to me to C. May. 


therefore it pleas’d God, that the fame 
fea which overfet us, raking us along on 
our weather quarter with fo much vio- 
lence, hove our fhip quite round againft 
the fea, fo that, tho? thus overfer, being 
fo violently tofs'd round, the brought the 
fea under our lee-bow, and that fide of 
the thip which before was the weather 
fide, became the lee fide, Having now 
the fea under our larboard bow, it gave 
her fuch a fecond tofs, as fet her upright 
again; and being ata ftand, the water 
fell from off the deck, 

Tho’ this difafter all together was not 
the work of a minute, yet the damage 
our thip fuftained by it was incredible. 
Ic carry’d away her head and cut-water, 
broke the boltfprie within a foot and an 
half of the ftem, bore away the fore- 
malt clofe by the forecaftle, the main- 
maft within five foot and an half of the 
deck, and the mizen-maft, which was 
ftept in thegun-room, clofe to the quar- 
ter-deck, It wafh'd away feven powder 
chefts plated fait to the deck with wind- 


ing plate, off the forecaftle and quarter- 
deck, flav’d the long-boat in her lafhings 


all to bits, and in her drowned and 
wath’d overboard fix hogs, as many 
fheep, and fome goats, belides fix hen- 
coops full of hens it carry’d away 5 and 
in one hen-coop left on the quarter- 
deck with about two dozen of hens, there 
was not onealive. Thirteen turkies were 
drowned in the forecaftle, ftanding on 
the guns, two tire of water-cafks walh’d 
off the main-deck, and a {pare topmaft 
which was broke into three pieces, two 
minion guns, carriages and all, were loft 
from off the main-deck, on each fide the 
bulk-head of the fteerage, tho’ well lath'd 
with new britchings and tackles ; two 
falconets and a paterero were taken off 
the quarter-deck, and both the bulk- 
heads of fteerage and great cabbin ftav’d 
to bits, fo that there was not the big- 
nefs of a trencher to be found of them. 
But the worft of all was, that it carry’d 
away our ftarboard-fide, fore and aft, 
from the fteerage to the cook-room, as 
if it had been faw'd clofe by the deck, 
and at the fame time ftav’d our bittacle 
to math, with one of the compaffes that 
were in it. The dith of the other com- 
pafi, by great providence, rouling about 
among the other broken things, was 
taken up by the duke’s firft gentleman, 
who threw it carelefly into his cabbin, 
without confidering of what value and 
ufe it was like to be to us, but the box of 
it was loft, 

_ When our captain had, with much 
Gifficulty, clear’d himfelf of all the things 


know how things ftood, who foon ace 
quainted him how all our mafts were 
gone, and we lay like a wreck. Here. 
upon we run to clap our helm a-weather ; 
and coming to lay hold of the whipftaft, 
T found it was fallen into the gun-room; 
and going down to fee the caufe of it, 
was almoft up to the knees in water upon 
our lower deck, which, with the beat- 
ing of the fhip, wath’d from fide to fide 
in fuch manner, that I had much ado to 
feramble in to feel for the tiller. Hay- 
ing av Jength waded thro’, I found the 
tiller lying in the gunroom on the deck, 
broke off thort at the rudder head. Whilft 
I was thus groveling in the dark, I felt 
my body all over cover’d with rats, as 
thick as they could ftand upon me, on 
my coat, arms, neck, and my very head, 
fo that I was forc’d to make my efeape 
into the light to get rid of thofe vermin. 
Going up to fee if we could by any 
means get the ftump of the tiller’ from 
the rudder head, we perceiv’d our rud- 
der hanging only by the upper gudgin, 
and floating in the fea acrofs our counter 3 
and in lefs than a glafs’s time it broke 
clear away. 

All this while our gunnel lay open, 
the water continually pouring down into 
the hold, and we could not tell which 
way to remedy it to prevent foundering, 
Our mafts and yards lay ftill under our 
lees and the thip driving, in the trough 
of the fea upon them, it was hard to get 
rid of them, and it was altogether impof- 
fible to fave any, becaufe of the violence 
of the wind and fea, and the rouling of the 
fhip. All our main chain-plates, both 
of fhrouds and back-ftays, both to lee- 
ward and windward, broke off fhort as 
if they had been glafs, and not one of 
them held: {0 did all the chain-plates be- 
fore, excepting the two aftermott plates 
of our larboard fhrouds, which alone 
held, and kept the wreck under our Ice, 
till at laft our boatfwain cut them away 
witha hatchet, and then they drove away 
achead of us. Our mizen chain-plates 
broke ail to windward, but thofe to lee- 
ward held; by which means we fav’d 
our mizen fhrouds, which, with one 
half of our crofs-jack yard, and a piece 
of our enfign-ftatl, was all we could fave 
of our wreck. Befides, we found our 
gtindftone at the end of our windlafs, in 
the corner of our ftarboard gunnel ; 
which was very ftrange, confidering, that 
before we loft our maft, the ftone lay in 
its trough, and that nail’d down to the 
deck, between the guns by the flecrage 
door; yet the trough was wafh’d over- 
board, and the ftone roul’d fo far for- 
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bulk-head to our fteerage, rather to Keep 
out the wind than the fea. Then our 
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©. May. wards, and lodg’d in that unlikely place 
AY very unaccountably, confidering the roul- 


ing of the fhip; and we fhould have had 
a great mils of it, had it been loft. Nor 
was it a lefs providence, that our main- 
maft and all the rigging falling over- 
board, did no harm to neither of our 
pumps; for had they been fpoil’d, we 
‘could never have out-liv’d the next day. 

Next we mutt contrive to fecure our 
broken fide, and keep the water from 
running down into the hold; for our 
jhip, by the fhuffing of the wind, lay 
again with her broken fide to windward, 
and the weather continuing tempeftuous, 
we were afraid the fea would drive away 
our other gunnel, by beating upon it 
continually ; befides that, the water which 
broke in upon our deck, was conftantly 
ranning down into the hold betwixt the 
fide and the ceiling. The firft thing we 
did was to ftretch a coil of two inch rope 
from the timbers of the forecaftle to thofe 
of the quarter-deck, fore and aft, in the 
nature ofa rope-maker’s walk when their 
tenterhooks ate all full of cable yarns. 
This we did to lay hold of as we walk’d 
along the deck, becaufe, having nothing 
to fteady our hull, the roul'd intolerably, 
and it was almoft impoffible for a man 
to keep his feet on the deck, without 
holding. This done, the boatfwain and 
T having a bolt of Holland’s duck deliver’d 
us by the captain, and our pockets 
fall of nails, we ftretch’d the faid duck 
from the top of our broken gunnel, afore 
all along the deck, tacking it down with 
here and there a nail, both within andwith- 
out the deck ; and, to keep it the clofer, 
our commander bor’d fome hoops taken 
of an old cafk, and drawing them out 
ftrait, we nail’d them upon it. It had 
been impoffible for the boatfwain and 
myfelf to have done this, had we not 
had two long pieces of new rope about 
our middles, which were made faft at 
the other end to the rings on the deck, 
and two men attending us, they were let 
Ioofe or fhorten’d as we had occafion. 
With all this precaution and care the 
work took us up about two hours; dur- 
ing all which time, the fea continually 
beating in over us, we could fcarce keep 
‘our eyes open to fee what we were doing, 
or have full time to breath for fear of 
the water, which never ceas’d falling up- 
on us. 

By that time we had done, it was near 
night, and our commander had made two 
Jong hofes of canyafs, and nail’d them 
to the pumps to convey the water we 
pump’d out of the hold, over-board ; 
and whilft the pumps were fixing, we 
tack’d up a main-topgallant-fail for a 


captain encourag’d the men the beft he 
could to ftand by one another in their 
diftrefs, which they promifing to per. 
form, he fat him down on the fteerage 
with an half-hour glafs, the only one that 
had efcap’d breaking, betwixt his legs 
and four men were fer to pump, being 
reliey’d every half hour by four others; 
which was continu’d for cighteen hours 
inceffantly ; at the end whereof, to our 
unfpeakable joy, we found the pumps 
did fuck. What water was betwixt decks 
we were fore’d to cut holes to let out, 
the fcupper holes being all ftop’d, except 
what was let down into our run, at the 
powder-room feuttle; which was done 
by our boatfwain, who feeing fo much 
water between decks, took up the faid 
feuttle, thinking ir might have drain’d 
down there to come to the pump: but 
we paid dear for this his indifcretion , for 
the water gufhing down there, fell into 
our bread-room, and damnify’d half our 
bread. Thus ended the gth of Febru- 
ary. 
The next morning after our pump had 
fuck’d, we found feveral great leaks in 
the run of our fhip, which were occa- 
fion’d by the breaking loofe of the rud- 
der-bands, and the leaks were in fuch 
places that there was no coming to ftop 
them; only the upper gudgin being 
nail'd to the rudder, was hung upon an 
iron hook drove thro the ftern-poft 5 
which drawing, and the hole being left 
open, I ftripp’d an ear of Indian wheat, 
and thruft the husk of it ftrongly into 
the hole, where it remained till the thip 
got anew rudder. The other leaks were 
a continual trouble to us; for befides 
them our fhip was as tight as a drum, 
notwithftanding, all the damage receiv’d. 
About eight of the clock in the morning, 
this roth of February, to lighten the fhip, 
our commander caus’d fix minion guns 
to be hove over-board, which was done by 
giving them a run out at the port-holes, 
on the lee fide, where they ftood in the 
fteerage. Then we got up feveral #¢/- 
India hogtheads of Jamaica pepper in 
baskets, and threw ic over-board, with 
feveral casks of indigo, and the duke’s 
curious chairs, and cafes of all manner 
of goods, and rich hangings, as allo 
abundance of logwood and other goods = 
but the indigo feattering about the decks, 
fpoil’d all our beds and cloaths, fo that 
not one man had a dry or clean rag tO 
puton. Still the ftorm continu’d, andthe 

pump was ply’d day and night. 
We were now tird, and, what was 
worfe, muft think of retrenching our al- 
Jowance, 
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by the fea water 5 but it lafted not long. C. May. 
We always drank it in private, becaufeif “W™ 


fowance, for we had fed two days on the 
hens and turkies that were drown’d, 
which was dainty fare 5 but no more be- 
ing left, and we not knowing how long 
we might remain in that condition, judg’d 
it convenient to begin in time, and re- 
duce our felves to fhort allowance that it 
might Jaft the longer, about half of our 
ad being damag’d by the 

he cook had every day a pail full of 
it deliver’d to him, which he heated in 
the furnace, and then every fix men had 
a mefs bowl of it full: this we eat with 
fugar, having’ cut a hole thro’ the bulk- 
head of our bread-room, to come ata 
hogfhead, which prov'd very good, and 
was a great help to get down that wet 
bisket. This choice fare lafted us about 
ten or twelve days, and agreed with us 
well; butafter that, the wet bread grew 
perfeétly rotten, mouldy, and of feveral 
colours, fo that we could eat no more of 
it, but hove what was left over-board in 
ballaft baskets, and our allowance ftill 
grew harder. I had hitherto kept the 
Key of the bread, but now obferving that 
fome men mutter’d, as believing I could 
go to it when I would, and fo far'd 
better than they 3 therefore to fatisfy all, 
I deliver’d up the key to the captain. 
From this time our allowance was fetcled 
all alike to men and boys, our comman- 
der himfelf not excepted. When we 
were rid of our rotten bread, we liv’d for 
fome days upon the provilions that were 
laid in for the fheep and hogs, being Jx- 
dian wheat, which lay about the gun- 
room damnified by the fea-water: this 
we boil’d fometimes whole, and fome- 
times, when we could, would beat it in 
2 piece of canvafS, and eat fogar with it 
to get it down. When the Indian wheat 
was done, then every fix men had two 
pounds of bread for a week ; four times 
a-week ftockfifh was boil’d, and then 
every fix men had a pound and an half 
and three times a-weck beef, each time 
aimall piece between fix ; alfo puddings 
three times a-week, each time a pound 
and half of flower betwixt fix, The meat 
was water’d, and puddings made with 
falt-water, and boil’d in the fame, as 
were the {tockfifh, and eaten without any 
oyl, butter, or other thing, whatfoever, 
Our allowance ef drink was a {mall cocoa- 
nut-hell a-man, being about half a pint, 
or little more, deliver’d every night by 
the captain himfelf, or his fteward, and 
then the fpike cut off clofe till next night, 
The carpenter and F had a thirteen gallon 
cask of lime-juice, after all the rum was 
gone, which we broach’d, and when we 
could come at it without being feen, 
drank it with melafies, or fugar fpoil’d 
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any man faw another eat or drink, he 
would beg moft earneftly, tho” he knew 
not what it was; for our fhort allowance 
pinch’d hard. 

I was often commanded to go hel 
ftow the dry provifions with the fteward, 
they being apt to fhake loofe in the laza- 
retto under che cook-room, which was a 
very agreeable employment, becaufe I 
always found fome featter’d peafe lying 
about in the fcuppers, which I put in my 
pocket; and tho” they were fwollen and 
ready to burft with falt-water, Teac them 
very greedily in fome corner, not dar- 
ing to be feento eat upon the deck. 
Other times going to fcurtle a cask of 
beef, and giving out the allowance to be 
put into water, L put into my pocket all 
the loofe bits I found in the pickle, or 
could pick off the pieces, and would af 
terwards privately eat them raw without 
bread. But when the fteward went down 
for {ugar or bread, I had always fome 
pretence, as looking to the powder, or 
the like, to go down with him; and when 
his head was thraft thro’ the hole in the 
bulk-head of the bread-room to come at 
the fugar which was in the hold, then 
would I Ruff a pair of Turks boots I 
wore, as full of bread as I could, fo as 
not to be difcovered, and getting up in- 
to the gun-room where my chet lay, 
put our my cargo there in the dark; 
which done, I got again into the bread~ 
room, and waited till che fteward came 
out, begging abit of bread of him, which 
he feldom refufed me. This lafted not 
long, for at laft the fteward found the 
bread in my boots; and tho” he faid 
nothing to any body but myfelf, yer I 
loft the favourable opportunity, and was 
forc’d for the future to fare as my bre- 
thren did. When we could gather rain- 
water on the quarter-deck, we boil’d 
peafe, and not elfe ; and tho’ they were, 
when boil’d, as hard as fwan-fhot, and 
as bitter as gall, yet they went down 
pleafancly enough without butter. Very 
often when the beef was laid in water, it 
would beflic’d away, and half of it eaten 
raw, and yet we never knew who did it. 
The manner of dividing our victuals was 
thus. When fix men had their allowance 
given them, it was laid down fairly be- 
twixt them, and divided as equal as pof- 
fible ; then one man ftood afide fo that 
he could not fee it; and another point- 
ing to a piece, ask’d who fhould have 
it? and he that was nam’d by the other 
that did not fee, took it; by which 
means we had no difpute about victuals, 
There were abundance of parrots aboard, 
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and almoft ftarv’d for want, and the 


~W™ duke’s feryants would commonly fll a 


parrot for a bifket to any man thatcould 
pinch one out of his belly, which feveral 
feamen did, and brought fome of them 
home, tho’ many dy’d by the way. I 
brought a delicate bird to Plymouth, 
which coft me five dollars in the Wet 
Indies, andithought it harder to maintain 
that poor creature aboard than I have 
fince done a wife and two children. Rain 
water fav’d ina blanket was often fold 
by the men for a royal plate, or fix- 
pence a pint to the paflengers. 
But to come now to the manner of 
building our bulkheads, we had, as I 
faid before, fav’d half our crofs-jack, and 
a piece of our enfign-ftaff; with thefe two 
we made a pair of fhoves, and fixing 
them on the deck over our ftarboord 
pump, lifted it clear off our lower deck. 
Then I went down into the hold, or well, 
and having made way by removing fome 
fticks of logwood, I gotat our dry oxe- 
hides, and rouling them clofe together, 
madea fhift to hand up fixteen of them 
through the hole of the pump. ‘Then 
the pump was again lower’d down into 
its place, we ftruck our fhoves, and with 
the hydes we made up our bulk-h 
which when dry did very well, bue 
as wer they Mopp’d like a piece of tripe. 
All this while the weather was no way 
favourable, and we were {pent with labour, 
d had not a dry thread to put on, and 
for about a week the boatfwain’s eyes and 
mine were fo fore with the great cold we 
had taken, thatwe werenot able to do 
any thing, but fit all day ina dark hole ; 
but with our furgeon’s affiftance we foon 
recoverd of that diftemper. However 
the blifters we hadon our knees by na 
ing Holland’s duck on the fide of our fhip 
troubled us long after. The foul weather 
held us full twenty days without any abate- 
ment, and all this time we drove in the 
trough of the fea, the fame fide fill to 
windward. However by the difh of our 
compafs we always obferv’d her drift ac 
cording to judgment, and now and then 
took a bad obfervation, and every day at 
noon lay flat on the deck to write down 
cur paft four and twenty hours work. 
Onthe 21ft day it prov’d fair weather, 
and being on the deck we fpy’d a fail to 
windward of us ftanding to the eaftward 
with his larboard tack aboard, the wind 
being now welterly ; whereupon we fird 
four or five guns out of our forecaftle 
onthe ftarboard fide, andat laft perceiv’d 
the fhip bear down upon us, to our great 
joy, as hoping for fome relief, When 
fhe was within a bowshot to windward 
and a head of us, difcovering usto bea 


wreck, fhe hoifted out afmall boat ; and 
in her fent four men, two of whom were 
Dutch and Portuguefe. 1 was the only 
man that could ipeak to them, having 
learnt fome Dutch in my youth, when f 
lived two years in the city Zufphen. The 
Dutchmen told methe thip was a Portugues 
homeward bound to Brazil, of abouc 5 
or 600 tuns, asI remember. A Port 
guefe anda Dutchman were left aboard our 
fhip, and the caprain and I went aboard 
the Portuguefe. The Dutchman interpre- 
ted betwixtthe Portugue/é captain and me, 
and I told our commander what the Dutch- 
man faid; wetold the Portugue/é the con- 
dition we were in, and heartily begg’d of 
him to afford us a {pare yard or top-maft 
to make usa jury-maft, He had three 
or four of each fort lafh’d along his gun- 
nels and upon deck. Our commander 
offer’d him goods or money for them, and 
defir’d he would fare usa compafs. “The 
proud fellow ftood on the deck with his 
hands in the fleeves of his watch-coat, and 
without returning any anfwer to our re- 
queft, afk’d, How far we thought the 
rock of Lifbon diftant from us? we an- 
fwer’d, about 160 leagues eaftward 5 then 
the Portuguge, fhrugging his fhoulders, 
told us, he could not fpare us fo much as 
a compas, for fear the fame acciden: 
fhould befall him in failing thofe 160 
leagues, as had happened to us. Bue in 
cafe we were willing to quic our fhip and 
bring our provifions and water with us, he 
would receive us aboard, and carry us to 
Lifton, Hereupon our captain refolving 
to ftay by his fhip, left him, and the un- 
natural monfter never fo much as afk’d 
him to fit down, or to drink a draught 
of water; fo we went into the boat again, 
and return’d to our own fhip. swe put 
from his fide, he order’d fome of his men 
to throw usa piece of wood, which was fo 
rotten that itdidus no fervice. Our com- 
mander made their men drink fome rum, 
and then fent them back to their own 
fhip, w 
hours time time was out of fight. 
before the boat went off, our commander 
call’d all the feamen and paffengers to- 
gether, and told them, if any had a mind 
to go aboard the Portuguefe whilft the 
boat was there, he would fend them away 
with a competent allowance of provilion, 
he being refolv’d to {tay by his ship. 
To which the duke’s chief gentleman 
made anfwer, he would ftay and fhare his 
fortune, andallthe company refolv’d the 
fame 5 whereupon the boat was difmifs'd. 
Within half an hour after the boat was 
gone, the boat-fwain began to revile me, 
as if [had been the caufe, that he and all 
the fhip’s crew were not taken oe 
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the Portugue/es but our captain hearing it, 
took him up feverely, and never lik’d him: 
well after. 

The weather now growing fair, and the 
water fmooth, a black we had aboard, and 
I, were let down in ropes out at our great 
cabbin ports, with each a pocket full of 
{pikes and a hammer, to try if we could 
flop the leaks made by the tearing of 
the rudder bands; which with great trou- 
ble we perform’d,driving in two and thirty 
fpikes between us, about a foot and a 
half under water: which made our hull 
fo tight in the run, that fhe made not a 
drop of water there all the voyage after ; 
fo that we had no more trouble of the 
pump. The fame black that afternoon 
going up on the poop, happen’d to drop 
the piece of our enfign-ftat¥ over-board, 
and knowing we fhould be ata mighty 
Jofs for want of it, he boldly leap’d into 
the fea, and brought ittousagain, which 
after ferv’d us for amizen-matt. Being 
now fomewhat favour’d by the weather, 
as hath been faid, we began to confule 
how to get newmattsand yards. In order 
to it, with the help of our former fhores. 
viz, the piece of our crofs-jack yard, and 
the piece of our enfign-ftaff, we got 
up the ftump of our mizen-matt, which 
was about feven foot long ferv 
and no more. Our carpenter pro 
meer bungler, and unfit to do any thing, 
the captain himfelf made a pair of crof 
trees on one end of the aforefaid ftump 5 
then I faw’d away all the fplinter’d part 
of oar main-matt down to the found wood, 
and about two footanda half lower down 
I faw’d the remaining ftump one third 
part through, and with a coopers-ads I 
hollow’da place in the faid ftump of the 
main-maft, large enough to contain the 
ftump of the mizen-maft when plac’d in 
it. Thefe owo ftumps we {pik’dand would- 
ed together, and, with wedges drove 
within the woulding with a maul, fecur’d 
them. ‘Then taking out the ftump of the 
boltfprit, whofe ferviceable timber was 
not above three foot and a half, we fix’d 
that to the lower part of our main-matt 
in the well, which, with the help of ano- 
ther man, I plac’d in the ftep, and {pik’d 
them together, then woulded and wedg'd 
them fecurely. So that when we had 
done, our main-maft was about feventeen 
foot high above our upper-deck. The 
Piece of bolefprit was lower’d down to 
me through the hole of the pump into the 
well. Whilft I wasin the well, I knock’d 
down two boards at the bottom of it to 
getat the ground tire of fugar, and beat- 
ing in the head of a hogfhead, found all 
the faid ground tire was quite out, and 
Pampt over-board.. The piece of our crofs- 
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jack yard made us a main-topmaft. A C. Max. 
main-yard we made with a fpare tiller we “4 


had in the fhip, and the tiller that broke 
in the rudder head. The top-fail yard 
was a main-top gallant yard that lay be- 
tween decks. Our mizen-fhrouds made 
us main-fhrouds, and for the top-matt 
we made fhrouds of two inch rope. Our 
main-top gallant fail was a main-topfail, 
and we le a main-fail out of an old 
fore-fail. Thus the main-mafts, yards and 
ils were fix’d. 

What to do for a fore-maft we knew 
not, but being one day in the gun-room, 
I perceiv'd a beam under the great cabbin, 
which was loofe upon the ceiling,not bolted 
nor kneed. Having accquainted the captain 
with it, he view'dit, and had it cur down 
at both ends, and carrying it on the deck, 
he himfelf lin’d it all round with three- 
inch plank, after which we clapt eleven 
wouldings on it, and having fix’d ona cap 
J crofs-trecs, we ftept it in the ftump 
of our fore-maft, and made fhrouds of 
two inch anda half ropes, fo was our fore 
matt fix’d. For a top-mattto it, we took 
our whip-ftaff, and to ftrengthen it with 
afmall gouge, on that fide we defign’d to 
ftand aft, we goug’d a feore, into which 
we puta long pivce of a fpare iron-bolt 
ofabout two inches and a half in fize, and 
having woulded it fecurely with  feven 
yarn fidner, we got it over head, and it 
prov'd ferviceable all the voyage. Our 
boltfprit was the long-boat’s davit, Iafh’d 
to the flump of the cut-water, and fpik?d. 
Te was lafh’d with ourtwo main-top gal- 
lant clunings, and our fore-fay, being a 
two inch anda half rope, came over the 
roule, and then reev’d upwards through 
the hole, where the Janier of the davit 
was wont to be reev’d, fo with three or 
four round turns about the davit, we 
hitch’d the end on the ftanding part, and 
belay’d it. Our fore-top fail was the fore- 
top gallane fail, and the yard belonging 
tothe fame fora fore-top fail yard, which 
wentas a down-hall top-fail. Our fore- 
yard was made of pieces of three-inch 
plank nail’d together, and then woulded. 
We made a fail to it of our fprit-fail top- 
fail, adding two cloths to it in the middle 
of the fail The mizen-maft was made of 
the piece of our enfign-ftaff, on which 
we carry’d our long-boat’s main-fail with 
a reef in it. We alfo made a ftay-fail, 
which was hoifted up to the head of our 
main-maft, and belaying the tack forward, 
we haw]?d aft the. sheet. 

This was the belt fhife we could make, 
and had then about 269 leagues to the 
Jands-end of Exgland. It pleas’d Gad the 
wind from this time always. continu’d 
wefterly, and yet, the. greatelt of-eur run.

The wonderful Prefervation 


©. May, with all our fails drawing, was fearce a 
“W™ knot and a half, thatis a mile and a half 


an hour, fo that we could fearce perceive 
the fhip’s motion through the water. Our 
lame fide we had made up by clenching 
2 piece of our main-theet we had fav'd 
about a timber on the quarter deck, which 
with a fmall gun-tackle we brought 
taught forwards upon the fore-caftle, and 
belay’d the fall. Then we few’d the wet 
hides round this rope with fome marline 
and a boltrope needle, and then nail’d 
them without board with {mall battens to 
the fide, which ferv’d to keep off the {pray 
of the fea. We endeavour’d to fteer with 
our head fails, but they not being enough 
tocommand her, it was an unfpeakable 
trouble ; for when our courfe was to be 
north-eaft, fhe would take a fling and 
Jook fouth-weft. Then the way to pull 
her about was thus: We had lafh’d two 
of our burton clocks forward, one at each 
cathead to a timber of the gunnel, and 
having aboard two {mall warps of about 
129, or 130 fathom long each, one of 
thefe warps being reev’d ina block to the 
uttermoft end of it, wedid bend a grap- 
nel, which hada crofs made of three-inch 
plank flipt over the ring down the fhank, 
and a coil of old rope coil’d round the 
faid crofs, which was of two pieces, each 
five foot and a half Jong; this rope was 
feiz’d fecurely fatt to make it hold water 
taught, and on the fluke of the iron grapnel 
was a nun-buoy made faft, to Keep it 
from finking. Then veering this out to 
the better end of our warp, all our peo- 
ple, being 31, would turn violently to, 
and by meer ftrength pull her about the 
right way again. It would fometimes 
take up two or three hours to get her 
about, and in five or fix minutes fhe would 
look again as fhe did before. Thus were 
we continually plagu’d till our commander 
found out another way to fteer, which 
was very ingenious; but it fomewhat 
hindred the fhip’s way. 

‘The thing was this; we took the end of 
our flream cable, about five inches and a 
half in fize, and veer’d out at the larboard 
{tern port in the great cabin about five 
or fix fathom, and bringing the end upon 
our poop or quarter-deck, there we hada 
crofs made of three-inch and half elm 
plank, about five foot and a half in length, 
bolted in the center with a fhort pump 
bolt, and having a {mall ring over the 
fmallend of it, we forelock’d it, and then 
drove two fpikes in each quarter; then 
clench’d them fecurely ; and in each end 
of the crofs we bor’d with a large auger 
two holes, into which we drove two 
trennels ; then we coil’d-an old rope about 
the crofs, and between the two trennels, 


the crofs,and through them feiz’d this rope 
very faft, andon one end of the crofs we 
bor’d ahole, and there fplic’d in a wood- 
en buoy, to keep the crofs from finking. 
Then we took a round turn about the crofs 
with the end of the ftream cable, and 
clench’d it round the ftanding part of ic; 
which done, we hove the crofs, thus fix’d 
tothe cable, over-board, and veer’d it a- 
ftern about twelve fathom ; next we took. 
one of our fmall warps, and reev’d one 
end of it through the block at our cat-head. 
‘on the ftarboard, and the other on the lar- 
board fide, and paffing the ends of the 
hauler or warp round our quarters, we 
brought them into our great cabbin ftern- 
port, and clapping bothends on the ftream- 
cable with rowling hitches, and feizing 
them faft, yeer’d the crofs in all about 
fixteen fachom aftern. Then we belay’d 
the cable to our main-matt, and with good 
cafkets feiz’d it fecurely to the rings of 
our ports, along the larboard fide within 
board, in the great cabbin and fleerage, 
and with a piece of two inch and a halt 
rope, we made two fmall farvices {plicing 
in each an iron thimble. Thefe farvices 
we clapt upon cach part of the warp with- 
inboard, abaft the windlafs on deck, and 
hook’d therein two fmall tackles. They 
being hook’d in the farvices, and the other 
blocks hook’d in the eye-bolt, where our 
top tackle was wont to be hook’d at the 
bulk-head of our fteerage, and a man 
ftanding on the main-hatches with a tackle~ 
fall in each hand, when he faw the fhip 
fall off, he flack’d the lee-tackle, and 
hawl’d lightly the weather-tackle, and the 
fhip anfwer’d immediately. And if the 
fhip came too near the wind, he flack’d 
the weather-tackle, and gently hawl’d the 
Jee-tackle, and fo fhe fell off without any 
trouble. So that in fhort one man could 
fteer the fhip, and fhe anfwer’d as well as 
fhe would before the rudder. All the harm 
was, that the draughtof water of the crofs, 
did hinder our way. 

By thefe contrivances we were fitted for 
failing, and hada little eafe from labour s 
but our fare was fill very hard. And 
therefore for fear we fhould be drove to 
greater diftrefs, we made tryal of eating, 
hides, both by boiling and broiling, but 
ftill found them not catable, for the firlt 
way they were but meer thong, and the 
latter no better than a burnt fole of a thoe. 
Some days after we had fix’d our new 
rudder, we met with another ftorm, which 
lafted a few days, and one night we fhipt 
a fea, which falling upon the bunt of our 
main-fail, tore ittorags, and carry’d our 
main-top maft by the board. The maft we 
foon got up again, tho” about two foot 
fhorter than before. We cut up an old 
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want of twine to fixit, we cuta piece of 
awhite fteering haufer, which we open’d 
and made hemp, and holding one end in 
our teeth, with our hands made fmall 
threads, and the captain and boatfwain 
fewed them up. Thus we made the fail, 
and quilted itall over, and it prov’d fer- 
viceable. When it blew fo hard, thar 
we were fain to lie try, we would bowfe 
our ftream-cable up to the cat-head, with 
that part of the haufer or warp that lay 
to windward, and belay him faft, fo that 
as we drove to leeward, the crofs would 
always check her bow to windward, by 
which means, and the help of our main- 
fail, the always tended the fea well. A 
great dog we had, who before our mif- 
fortune was as fat as bacon, was now 
grown as lean asa rake, and fo ravenous, 
that he was ready to feize upon the men ; 
him we now threw over-board. We had 
contriv’d to make a box to our only 
compafs left us, which the captain had 
‘one day upon deck, and coming down, 
left it wrapt up in his watch-gown. Our 
black going up, put the gown about his 
fhoulders 5 but being {till very cold, left 
it again carelelly with che compafs upon 
deck; and foon after he was gone, we 
hearing a rumbling above, a man ran up, 
and found the difh of the compafs ftand- 
ing faft on the top of our lee gunnel, but 
the box it hung in before was fallen over- 
board. ‘This was the ftranger, becaufe 
our thip being but 130 ton burthen, the 
gunnel was very low on the quarter-deck 5 
and had this compafs been loft, we had 
been in a miferable condition, being ftill 
many leagues from land. The ftorm 
continu’d about 48 hours; and tho? the 
wind was fair, we could carry no fail to 
it, which made us lie a-try. 

When the weather broke up, we out 
with all the fail we could make, and 
crouded on to the eaftward, with the 
wind fometimes right aft, and fometimes 
upon our quarter, a brisk gale, yet fhe 
feldom ran aboye a knot and half, or 
fix miles in four hours; but if ever fhe 
happen’d to run cwo knots, or eight 
miles in four hours, we were all over- 
joy’d, and prefently began to reckon 
how long we should be getting into the 
foundings. At length, when by our rec- 
koning we judg’d we could {trike ground, 
our deep-fea lead and line were brought 
out, ‘and having hove it over-board, we 
ftruck ground the firft caft at 100 fa- 
thom water. But when I drew up the 
lead, I perceiv’d two of the ftrands of 
the deep-fea line quite broke afunder jut 
above the eye of the line, fo that only 
one ftrand brought up the weight. Then 
going to hang iron a cleat at the main- 
matt, the ftrap was fo rotten, that it 
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broke from the lead, fo that it had aC. Max. 
double efcape in the fea, being fo near “W™~ 


failing in two places; and if thar had 
been loft, we had none left aboard, For 
joy of ftriking ground and preferving our 
lead, the captain made a half powder 
barrel of punch, and gave every man a 
large cocoa-nut fhell full, which was 
about a pint. By our foundings we guefvd 
our felves to be upon one of the outward 
banks coming into the channel from the 
weftward, fo we held on our courle with 
very brifk wefterly winds, and a day? 
good obfervation, often heaving our lead. 
At length, by our account, obferva- 
tions, and foundings, we judg’d our 
felves very near the channel, and ex- 
peéted by the next day at noon, to fall 
in about fix leagues to the fouthward of 
Scilly. That night I was upon deck from 
twelve ull four in the morning, and, 
according to my commander’s order, 
carefully fteer’d E. N. E. it being a clear 
moonlight night. ‘This was the 11th day 
of April, 1689. and at 4 in the morning 
Twent off, leaving the boatfwain upon 
deck, and my orders. When day ap- 
pear'd, one of our paffengers coming 
upon the deck, and looking forward over 
our larboard bow, the weather bei 
foggy, he thought he difcover'd a par. 
of rocks; and acquainting the capta 
with it, he was of the fame opinion, and. 
took them to be the rocks by Scilly, call’d 
the bithop and his clerks. Hereupon he 
calls for me up, and asking what courte 
I fteer’d, all I could fay didnot per- 
fwade him that I had fteer’d E. N. E. 
according to his orders, but was pofitive 
Thad fallen afleep, and not minded which 
way we went, concluding we were loit, 
as notable to avoid being upon the ifland 
of Scilly : however, he order’d in a hurry, 
the fhip to be brought to, with our lar- 
board tack aboard, to ftand for Milford 
haven. [us'd all poffible means to con- 
vince the captain, that I had punétually 
fulfill’d his orders, yet we could not 
guefs what thofe we took for rocks fhould 
be. We held on our courfe for Miijjord 
haven; but the fog clearing up in half 
an hour, we difcover’d thofe we had 
taken for rocks, to be fixteen men of 
war, with fome yachts, and other ten- 
ders in their company, which prov'd co 
be admiral Herbert, or lord Torrington, 
hound for Bantry bay, where, on the firft 
day of May, he engag’d the French Het. 
The leet difcovering us, and judging 
we were in diftrefs, the Ruby man of 
war ftood with us; and being come long- 
fide of us, hois’d out her boat and came 
aboard. ‘They cold us, King James had 
lefe the kingdom, that the prince of 
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C. Max. declar’d againft France, which was all 


They took a particular ac- 
count of all our damages, and then re- 
turn’d to their fhip, and made fail to the 
fleet, our commander having defir’d them 
to acquaint the admiral with our condi- 
tion, and beg the affiftance of fome ay 
to tow us into any harbour of England, 
for fear the wind fhould come about eaft- 
erly, and drive us out to fea again, where 
we mult all perifh. The commander of 
the Ruby went and acquainted the admi- 
ral with our diftrefs; and Capt. Green- 
ville, commander of the Advice, and 
youngeft fon to the earl of Bath, whom 
the voyage before we had carry’d from 
Smyrna to Conftantinople, being there pre- 
fent, and hearing the thip’s and com- 
mander’s name, acquainted the admiral 
with it, and had orders to fail after us, 
and tow us into Plymouth, We were now 
in defpair of any help, the fleet bein: 
almoft fail’d out of fight, wheg at Tale 
we difcover'd a great {hip lig all 
the fail fhe could after us. She ¢ame up 
with us, and prov’d to be the Advice 
aforefaid. The lieutenant came aboard, 
and acquainted us his captain had orders 
to tow us into Plymouth: then our com- 
mander order’d the tarpaulins to be taken 
off our hatches, and the hatches unlaid. By 
the by I mutt obferve, that thefe tarpaulins 
were no other but fome of the duke of 
Aljemarle's rich hangings curioufly paint- 
ed in oyl colours, which had lain there 
ever fince our misfortune, and kept out 
the wet to admiration. When our hatches 
were open, we rous'd up the end of our 
beft bower-cable, and brought it to the 
windlafs; and then paffing the end of it 
out at the hawfe, we bent it to a warp 
we had on board from the man of war; 
then we veer’d the cable out, and their 
men rouz’d the end of it on board their 
fhip, where making it fift on one quar- 
ter with a {pring from the other quarter, 
they tow’d us after the rate of eight knots 
a glafs, that is, eight miles an hour, or, 
ten leagues and two milesa watch, which 
is four hours. 

When we were faft tothe man of war, 
our commander gave up the keys of the 
bread-room and lazaretto, and order’d 
we fhould all have what bread, meat, 
and drink we would, which we were very 
greedy of ; and yet when it was drefs’d, 
we had very little ftomach to it. The 
Advice tow’d us in as far as the buoy in 
Plymouth found, where fhe caft us off; 
then we rouz’d in our cable, and by the 
help of their pinnace and our fails, we 
ran our fhip faft a-ground at low-water 
thark, under the Lammey, and againft 
the Barbican at Plymouth; then running 


our {tream-anchor and cable out to wind- 
ward upon the flood, we veer’d her into 
the harbour between the old caufey and 
the Barbican, and warp’d her up to Smar’s 
key, thoufands of people flocking on the 
fhore to fee us. This was on the r1thof 
April, 1689. Abundance of people came 
from all parts of the country to fee the 
wreck fhip, by which name the is calla 
at Plymouth to this day. Here we entred 
a folettin proteftation againtt the fea, 
drawn by Mr. Samuel Eojtlick, notary. 
publick of that town, and fign’d by our 
commander, the boatfwain, and myfelf ; 
but neverthelefs the Cambridge man of 
war prefs’d eight of our men the next 
day ; and had I not by chance made my 
efcape down thro’ the hole of our pump, 
into the well, they had carry’d me away 
too, The next morning their prefs-gang 
came to befet me before day, but I kept 
clofe in my hole till they were gone; then 
T made my efcape in a fmall boat to one 
Madam Spark’sat the Friery, where I was 
Known, andthe lady kept me above a 
week in her houfe ; till having an oppor- 
tunicy to ride out as far as a place call’d 
St. Auftin, where my patents dwelt, 1 
had the fatisfaction of feeing them again, 
and they new rigg’d me. When my com- 
mander fent me word that the prefs fhip 
was gone, I return’d to Plymouth, and 
by that time he had gor our boatfwain 
clear. Here we new rigg’d, got new 
mafts and yards, bolefpric, fails, and 
rudder, but did not repair our fides or 
bulk-heads till fhe came to London, where, 
T fuppofe, our malts may now be {een 
lying at our captain’s houfe near Rother- 
Fith church. From Plymouth we went in 
company with the fleet that came from 
Bantry engagement, to Spithead, where 
I and all the fhip’s crew, except the 
commander, his fervant, and the black, 
were prefs’ to fail in his majefty’s fhip 
the Old Lion, Capt. Charles Skelton com- 
mander 3 from aboard whom I was one 
of the 106 men put afhore fick at God 
port, upon the king’s account. Our thip 
went away to Chatham, and I left my 
cheft with our old boatfwain, who being, 
carelefs, confum’d and loft all my books, 
inftruments, and cloaths, and among the 
reft, the journal I kept of this voyage. 
Thus have I given an exact account, 
to the beft of my knowledge, of all our 
proceedings, without deviating the leaft 
from the truth, which whoever is pleas’d 
to read this relation, I hope, will give 
credit to, and not think it too tedious.

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An ACCOUNT of the King of Mocha, 
and of his Country. 


HE refpe& which is due to this 

Mabometan prince, ought not to 

be paft by in filence; for his 

qualifications are very eminent, 
and the country which he inhabits, ex- 
tremely pleafant. 

Twill begin with the climate, which is 

very temperate, efpecially near Kuddera, 
which is dignified with the palace of the 
king; the air likewife is healthful, and the 
fituation delightful, and the land, in fome 
places, is enrich’d with very pure pleafant 
fireams. Inthe winter, indeed, the cold is 
tharp and penetrating, efpecially in the 
mornings and evenings, beyond what the 
latitude of the place might feem tothreaten 
for allaying of which the natives feldom 
make ufe of any ftove or fire upon their 
hearths, but only burn fome rich per- 
fumes that are warm and fragrant; the 
fmoke of which diffufing itfelf thro’ the 
room, and by continuance condenfing, 
does both afford a moft grateful {mell, 
and revives and cherifhes the cold and 
benumb’d fenfes, whereby their {pirits 
re both refrefh’'d, and their garments 
re perfuum’d with coftly odours: for 
this is a place confiderable for myrrh 
and manna, for incenfe, caffia, balm, 
and gums of feveral forts, all which are 
here in great plenty, and are therefore 
purchas’d at an eafy rate. And notwith- 
ftanding its nearnefs to the fun, yet are 
not its beams fo very fcorching, but 
that an Englifs cloth coat may here be 
worn in moft feafons of the year, with- 
out any very great inconvenience, 

The richnels of the ground produces 
yearly two crops of corn, both of wheat 
nd barly, and other grains, by the 
plenty of which the poorer Arabians have 
their wants very happily fupply’d. Nor 
is there wanting great variety of the 
choiceft and moft excellent fruits, fuch 
as grapes, apricocks, peaches, quinces, 
pears, mangoes, dates, mulberties, oran- 
ges, plantains, figs, limes, pomgranates, 
Se. which are neither of an ordinary 
fize, orcommon tafte, but are large and 
fair, pleafant to the eye, and delightful 
tothe palate. The peaches continue from 
the larter-end of May till the beginning 
of December 5 but the grapes hold in fea- 
fon till Fanuary, of which there are 
abundance, and of fundry kinds: for 
nature here is fo luxuriant, that plenty. 
feemsto vie with variety, and ’tis dubious 


whether fhe pleafes herfelf more in the 
multitude of her productions, or in the 
delicacy of her increafe. 

The beef that is eaten here, and fed Meat. 
on only by the poorer people, is but 
coarfe, but the mutton compenfates for 
it, being fine and fweet, and apt to in 
vite the moft delicate palate, The coun- 
try abounds with ftore of wild beafts and 
fowls, with antilopes and deer, with 
hares and partriges, wild pigeons, and 
efpecially Guiney hens, and upon the fea- 
coafts with plenty of fifh: and nothing is 
wanting, either in the agreeablenefs of 
the climate, or the fertility of the foil, to 
reprefent us with a faint idea of ancient 
Canaan, that lovely bleffed place, which 
as this approaches in ficuation, fo we 
may fancy that it docs in fome mea- 
fure in quality too, And were we to 
judge of the fature blifs of its natives by 
their prefent felicity, we fhould then con- 
clude them to be in reality the happicft 
nation in the world: fo that confidering 
the conftant moderation of the weather, 
and the diftance of it from the exceflive 
heats and colds, from the intemperate 
rainsand drougths ; confidering the great 
plenty and varicty of moft delicate and 
grateful fruits, and the great abundance 
of frefh and healthful provifions with 
which this kingdom does fo much flourith 
and abound, this country may very well 
challenge its claim to that epithet which 
befpeaks its felicity, and jultly deferves 
to wear the title of Arabia the happy. 

And as the people are extremely bleft miasi 
in the temper of the air, and the fruic-tams 
fulnefs of the country, fo is the country 
equally happy in the probity of its inha~ 
bitants, in the exercife of their tempe- 
rance, lenity, and juftice; for their re- 
ligion feverely prohibits the ufe of any 
ftrong drink, which might be apt to un- 
man their faculties, and tempt them to 
diforder and excefs: and honefty is fo 
much the practice of the natives, both 
abroad and in private concerns, that rob- 
beries here are very rarely heard of. Yet 
if any one here has been fo grofly mi 
led, as to fall into fo deteftable and un- 
common a crime, they will however ex- 
tend their clemency in his punithment, 
and not immediately deprive him of his 
life, who only robb’d them of their goods, 
but infliét the penalty upon the offend- 
ing part, and cut off that hand ety 
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did the fa&; fo that here you may fee 
forty or fifty camels loaden with the 
richelt goods which Arabia affords, fome- 
times with gold and filver, paffing the 
road without any danger or difturbance, 
and only driven by fix or feven men. 
And that which inclines thefe gentle 
Arabs to fo much innocence in their lives, 
and the obfervance of fo harmlefs a de- 
portment, ought in a great meafure, in 
my opinion, to be afcrib’d to the royal 
example of their kings, men generally of 
fingular behaviour; which leads me now 
to Ipeak of the prefent king, and his 
eminent qualifications. 
of The kings of Mocha and the parts ad- 
jacent, boaft their defcent from the grand 
ht'brophet Mabomet, and Ha/cem his great 
grandfather. Nor do the eaftern princes 
deny them this pretence, which renders 
them both renown’d at home, and gives 
thema fingular veneration among all the 
Mahbometan emperors abroad ; and there- 
fore both the great Mogul, the great 
Turk, and the Perfian monarch exprefs 
their refpeé to him, not only in fine 
words and formal compliments, but in 
yaluable and coftly prefents, in fuch pre- 
fents as become the riches of d/ia, and 
their ealtern grandeur to beftow ; and 
for this reafon he is allow’d not only to 
live tribute-free, exempt from the impo- 
fitions of any fuperior and more power- 
ful prince, but receives confiderable do- 
nations from other kings. 
‘This prince is dignified with the title 
both of prieft and king; and as he is 
ftil'd Ammam, which in their language 
imports a king, fo is he likewife call'd 
Xeriffe, which fignifiesa high-priett; for, 
according to the original cultom of the 
world, every man, in matters of private 
perfonal concern, acted as his own prieft, 
as we read both of Cain and Abel, Gen. 
iv. 3, 4. But if the facrifices of a fa- 
mily were to be perform’d, and obla- 
tions offer’d upon their account, the fa- 
ther officiated then as prieft, as Noab did, 
Gen. viii. 20. and Yob for all his fons and 
daughters, Fob i. 5. But when men be- 
gan to multiply in the earth, and families 
united into focieties, and rank’d them- 
felves under one common head, as for- 
merly they were under only one father, 
then was the prince of each fociety alfo 
the fupreme prieft ; and both among the 
Greeks and Romans, and other nations, 
were originally the high-priefts of their 
country, as Plutarch tells us of the Greeks, 
in his Queft. Rom. and Virgilin his Zn, 1. 


Rex Anis, rex idem hominum Phabique 
Sacerdos. 


The fame Anius was both king of men, 
and prieft of Phebus; and being honour’d 


with both thefe titles, this king of Mocha 
does endeavour to maintain as well the 
piety of the prieft, as the dignity of the 
monarch: for the eaftern fovereigns being 
commonly abfolute, and reftrain’d by no 
laws, but only their own judgment and 
authority, do neverthelefs rule their fub- 
jeéts with that moderation, and fo tem- 
per their meeknefS with their fovercignty, 
that the lives of their fubjeéts are com- 
monly as fafe in their hands, as if they 
were guarded by the ftritteft laws of 


Europe, And therefore tho” the prefent The pron 
that king.” 


king has weilded his fcepter wit 
compaffion, that Gxteen are the moft that 
have been put to death fince he afcended 
the throne (which is no lefs than fifteen 
years) yet is he reputed a prince fevere 
and rigid, tho’ the criminals condemned 
were notorious offenders in their efteem, 
But he quits himfelf clearly from any im~ 
putation of this kind, by his conftanc 
exercife of mercy, which is fo much his 
favourite and beloved virtue, that he 
fhews it upon all occafions, and mea- 
fures his kindnefs fo much by the diftrefs 
of thofe that are miferable, that fcarce 
any were ever yet known to depart from 
his palace without fome relief anfwerable 
to their needs: for tho” he is attended 
with numerous guards, and is careful to 
maintain in all places the port and dig- 
nity of a king, yet he laysafide all awful 
majefty when mifery and diftrefs appear 
before him, and commands very ftrictly 
his great retinue to make way for the 
clamours of the calamitous, that the 
meanelt peafant in his kingdom may not 
be deny’d to approach his perfon, when 
his extremities call for his aid ; at which 
times he both vouchfafes to cherifh them 
with kind expreffions, and bountifully to 
fupply their needs; and takes a pleafure, 
upon all convenient occafions, in difpen- 
fing his royal liberality with his own 
hands. A. certain portion of victuals is 
provided by his appointment every day, 
and diftributed in doles at his own gates. 
And upon Fridays, which is their weekly 
folemn feftival, and upon all other reli- 
gious days, his charity exceeds the com- 
mon bounds, and flows in a larger 
current of liberality. In all the publick 
entertainments which are made for the 
nobility and ftate-officers, the poor have 
conftantly a fhare in them, and are as 
conftantly taken care of as the principal 
guefts that are invited ; for the king 
Commands that fuch a quantity of freih 
provifions fhould at the fame time be 
made ready for them. At other cimes 
their fare is but ordinary and mean as 
their condition, and is frequently no bet- 
ter than camels fiefh, effpecially that © 

the barren females; the others are bee

ufe of for burthen and increafe. How- 
ever, we read, that among the ancients, 
erfons of the beft quality in Perjia trea- 
Prd their friends upon their birth-days 
(which were ftated feftivals) with a whole 
‘ox, and a whole camel dreft. Herod. in 
Clio. and Antipbanes apud Athen. L. 4, 
fays, That a camel ferved up bot, was a 
feaft for a king. 

‘When the winter approaches, which is 
not too fevere in thefe parts, the royal 
bounty, as if it glory’d in patronizing 
the neceffitous, takes likewile care to pro- 
yide fome raiment warm and convenient 
for fuch as are defticute of cloathing, to 
prevent their fente of mifery in that fe 
fon, and that nature might not be 
preistd by labouring under the want of 
neceffaries, Nay, the king himfelf, and 
Tikewife the young princes of the blood, 
do often part with their own cloaths from 
their bodies, to cover fuch as they find 
naked, tranferibing herein’ exactly 
precept of our blefied Saviour, Lute 
11. He that bas two coats, let bim impart 
to bim that bas none, Thus he lives an 
illuftrious example to his kingdom, of all 
thofe princely virtues of meekne(s, cha- 
rity, juice, and humility, which render 
him more belov’d than fear’d; and is 
ambitious to fhew his greatnefs rather by 
his aéts of mercy than his power, as if he 
made ufe of that exalted ftarion wherein 
he ftands, only that he might, with more 
advantage, fee and faccour his peoples 
wants, And certainly this charity will 
hide a multitude of his fins, and plead 

werfully inthe excufe of the errors of 

is mind and education. And this mer- 

ciful Mabometan fhall find more favour 
with that Almighty Being, whofe glory 
it is to excel in mercy, thas the greateit 
zealots for the Chriftiam faith, whofe 
fouls are not inflam’d with this divine 
temper. 

Andas his. kindnefs is thus confpicuous 
to all that are. in want, fo is he likewife 
very bountiful and princely in his favours 
to all his fervants and dependants, as 
particularly Mr. Henry Watfon, an Englifh 
fargeon, has obferv’d, who is capable of 
confirming this relation; for the king 
hearing of the fame of the Englifh in this 
art, fent for this gentleman to entertain 
him as his phyfician and furgeon 5 for in 
India they generally praatifein that double 
capacity. When he arriv’d ae Mocha from 
Surat, which was in the {pace of 28 days, 
he was detain’d by ficknefs for wo months 
in that city, before he was able to travel 
tothe court. During which time his fa- 
Yary was 125 rupies a month, befides an 
allowance for domeftick expences. When 
the recovery of his health prepar’d him 
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for undertaking the journey, the king 
fent him a curious Arabian. horfe, and 
appointed both 4 linguift and 2 cook, a 
groom and footman to attend him; and 
upon his arrival, receiv’d him with a 
gracious countenance, and allow'd him 
to kifs his hand. Befides his monthly fa- 
lary of 125 rupies, the king order’d him 
adollara day for the inaintenance of him- 
felf and feven fervants, befides three 
pounds of lower, one pound of butter, 
One pound of coffee, one theep, wax- 
candles, and oy! for his limps, and daily 
provifion for three hories. 
The firft patient whom this new phy- 
fician undertook to cure, was the queen, 
who labour’d under a tedious confum- 
ption, of which fhe was recover’d in 
four months; which was fo grateful to 
the king, that he immediately fene him a 
curious horfe and rich’ farniture, and a 
confiderable fum of gold. Which pre- 
fent was feconded by the queen with a 
purle of gold, a rich piece of fowerd 
filk, and feveral yards of choice Englife 
broad-cloth; who at the fame time alfo 
cloath’d all the fervai 
him. Several likewife of the fons and 
daughters, who were head of very dans 
gerous diftempers, never faitd 
itowing fome generous prefent fuitable to 
their high birch. Nay, the very open- 
ing of a vein, or a doieof phyfick, were 
always gratify’d with fome confiderable 
reward, And when fome urgent occa- 
fions call’d the phyfician’ from the coart, 
and he went to take his lait leave of his 
generous matter, he found him very 
averfe to grant him a difcharge, en- 
quiring, with much concern and tender 
nefs, whether any of the dometticks had 
given himvany private diftaite or affront. 
Bur when the king faw himiprefiing, and 
refolv’d to depart, he fent for him into 
his prefence, and conferr’d) om him 2 
mark of honour, as.a farewel fign of his 
royal favour, and generous’ resentment 
of his eninent fervices; and therefore 
he commanded a couple ot fpearsito be 
fhak’d over his heady and prefented him 
with a delicate horfe and fine fword ; and 
after that they call’d him Sheak, which 
is a ceremony fomewhat refembling the 
making of a knight with us. Befides this 
lie gave him a writing, to which was 
afix'd his hand and feal, allowing him 
the privilege of all his own goods cuftom- 
free ; and another with the fame privilege 
for the goods of all Ergi/s merchants that 
cameintotheportof Mocha: butthe latter 
of thefe two was loft upon his departure 
from the kingdom, when, in his voyage 
towards Surat, the Eropean pirates made 
him and his companions a prey. 
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Some REASONS for the Unhealthfulne/s of 
the Ifland of Bombay. 


INCE cheunhealthfulnefs of this 
place is fo fatal to the Europeans, 
and fuch a prejudice to the com- 
modioufnefs of the harbour, where 
the captains are forc’d to exchange the 
lives of their failors for the fafecy of their 
thips ; I think it fit therefore to infift 
more particularly upon the reafons of this 
fatality ; that when the caufes of it are 
underftood, all poffible care may then be 
taken for preventing fuchan evil. That 
which therefore contributes confiderably 
to this fad and deadly inconvenience, is 
the overflowing of the tide, which from the 
time that it is half flood, cill it returns 
thither again, overfpreads one half of the 
whole ifland. This makes the ground 
which is overflow’d, very waterilh and 
marfhy, and thereupon very thick and 
plentiful exhalations are rais’d by the 
conttant vigor of the fun, and thefe being 
impregnated with the ftcam of the dead 
fifh that are left behind at the retiring of 
the fea, are render’d extream noifom. 
Another reafon, and that which is a- 
kin to this, is the laying abundance of 
fall fith at the roots of the:trees, in 
the time of the rains, to make them 
the more fruitful, The putretaction of 
which not only diffufes it felf into the ad- 
jacent wells, which are often at no more 
than twenty or thirty yards diftance, but 
likewife fcatters a moft fetid and naufeous 
ftench into the ambient air, whereby the 
inhabitants are as much infected by what 
they breathe, as what they drink. Befides 
in the months of Offcher, November, De- 
cember and Fanuary, the eafterly winds 
bring every morning great ftore of very 
thick and humid vapors upon the ifland. 
To thefe may be added the exceffive 
rains which fall from the month of May 


till September, infomuch that fometimes 
they continue without any great inter. 
miffion for three weeks, or a month. At 
this time the natives throwup little banks 
three or four foot deep, to confine the 
water where the rice grows from falling 
away, fo that the whole ifland feems 
in a manner to be under water, from 
whence arife fuch conftant powerful ex- 
halations as if the air ic {elf were half 
chang?d into the element of water ; and by 
this means the walls of their houfes are 
all over cover’d with thick drops. Thefe 
prodigious damps therefore infinuating 
themfelves continually thro” the pores, 
which are all of them open’d by the heat, 
and mixing themfelves with the blood and 
humours, produce abundance of difeafes 
even among the natives themfelves, par- 
ticularly rheums and agues, diftillations 
and catarrhs, which degenerate often into 
fevers, and thefe terminating in a Aux, 
commonly putan end to the patient’s life. 

The caufe therefore of the unhealthful- 
nefs of this ifland are various, fome de- 
riving themfelves from the natural fitu- 
ation of the place, and others fiom the 
carelefnefsand imprudence of the natives 5 
and tho’ it’s impoffible to preferibe a means 
for preventing all this, yet fomething 
may be thought of to alleviate thefe dire 
effects ; and for the reft, whatever is with- 
inthe reach of human induftry and pru- 
dence, ought not to be neglected: parti- 
cularly this, of building their houfes two 
or three ftories high, according to the 
cuftom of the Portugue/e, who are much 
lefs fubject to thefe difeafes than the Eng- 
lip, whofe apartments are commonly 
upon the ground, which indeed prepares 
fo many of them fo early to take up their 
reft in it, 
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A ACCOUNT of a JOURNEY 
made thro Part of the Low-Countries, Ger- 
many, Italy and France. 


PRIL 17. 1663. St. Vet. being 
Friday, Mr. Rayand my elf took 
horfe at Leeds in Kent, and rode 
Canterbue 4 -™* to Canterbury 20 miles, and 15 
1 miles further we arrived at Dover, where 
we ftay’d all night, and met the reft of our 
company, viz. Mr. Willughby and Mr. 
Bacon, with two fervants, who came poft 
from Gravefind. 
pos April 18. In the morning we went up to 
iecafle, the caftle, feated on a high hill, garifoned 
by 150 foldiers, and governed by C. Sireud 5 
‘without the walls isa deep trench, and with- 
in nigh 30 acres of grounds here ftand the 
rainsof achurch, and the palace, a compact 
building, now fomewhac defaced ; a broad 
pair of ftairs make the afcent into two or 
three large rooms; fome fmall impreffions 
were made by cannon bullets in the fiege 
1648. Within the caftle wallsare three wells, 
one in the outward fpace about 6o fathoms 
deep ; a ftone let down perpendicularly in- 
toit, ftrikes againft the fides many tmes. 
Another wellat the palace in the inner fpace 
about So fathoms deep 5 it has a little houfe 
cover it, where they put two afitsintoagreat 
wheel which being mov’d round by them, 
brings up the bucket of water: the third 
well’ is near the broad ftairs of the palace. 
Ina little vault where beer is fold, we faw 
the brafS horn call?’d Fulius Ce/ar’s, the 
found whereof gave notice to the work- 
men to begin and leave off their days work, 
when they were building thiscaftle. Below 
the cliff, and under the caftle, isa platform, 
with guns that command the fea near the 
fhore. On the walls of the caftle are many 
platforms, having great guns mounted, 
among which one we obfery’d about 23 
foot long, made in Flanders, 15443 the 
bore of it is fmall. In this caftle we fawa 
Turky ram with four horns, two of the 
horns recurved like a goat's, the other two 
hanging down by his cars, which were 
much larger than our ordinary fheep’s 5 
his fhout was arched, and his tail cut off 
becaufe it trail’d upon the grounds the 
body feem’d not much bigger than our 
common fheep ; the wool was coarfer. 
The town of Dover is large and long, 
ficuated under the cliffs ; it is @ corporation, 
and fends two parliament-men to the houfe 
of commons. The haven has a peer of 
wood, and not far off is a ware-houle of 
an indifferent bignefs. 
Before we entred the packet-boar, we 
pay’d to the clerk of the paflage four- 
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pence cuftom for a trunk, and two-pence 
4 portmanteau, four fhillings and ten-pence 
for tranfcribing a pas for four perfons, and 
three fhillings and fix-pence for tranferib- 
ing a pais for two perfons. To the water- 
bailiff one fhilling; to the mafter of the 
ferry one shilling and fix-pence a man 3 i.e. 
one fhilling town-cuftom, and_fix-pence 
for himfelf. To the fearcher, fix-pence a 
man for writing down our nates, and w 
gave him two Mhillings and fix-pence be- 
caufe he did not fearch us. 

April 18. About two in the afternoon we 
went aboard the packer boat ; abour eight 
in the evening we were becalin’d, and were 
forced to lie two leagues fhortof Calais ull

eight leagues from Dove 
fhillingsa man for our pa 
lings for the ufe of the mafter’s cabbi 
French boats met us off at fea, and boarded 
us, and paying thre ad to the 
mafter of the ferry, enter’d one of the 
boats in the haven’; but before they would 
fec us afhore, after much wrangling with 
thofe brawling tharking fellows, we were 
forced to givethem fix-pence apiece. When 
we came to the town gate, the fearchers 
opened our portmanteaus: they can demand 
nothing for fearching, except any new 
things are found, as filk flockens, laced 
bands, &. for which there a confi 
cuftom mutt be paid. When we c 
our inn, we repos'd our felves till noon, and 
then walk’d over a large fquare marl 
place,where there isa market twice a week, 
‘viz. on Tiefdaysand Saturdays. town- 
houfe (maifon dela Ville) hatha fair tower 5 
the hall for lawyers courts was burnt down 
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1659. We view’d Noftre Dame church, N.Dame 
and faw many altars drefe'd with pidtures, hire. 


&c. The high altar is curious 
adorned on one fide with the fta 
Jemagne, on the other fide with tl 
Se, Louis, and on the top the virg 
To this church belong 20 priefts, the ch 
of which is Le Doven. On the north 
of the church is a monument ereéted to * 
Andrew Young, an Englifoman, Baron de 
Baume, who dy’d 1637. In the church- 
yard the tombs are fet up on the wall, asin 
Scotland. “While they are at their devoti- 
ons, the poor will beg, of flrangers and 
others in the church.

we were brought intoa little parlour, and 
difcourfed through a wooden grate with 
two of them, (one could fpeak a little 
Englifo). They fold us feveral things 
made of ftraw, and faints bones wrought 
up in wax, and made at Rome, which were 
imprefs’d with the faint’s effigies ; they did 
not give them immediately to us with 
their own hands, but put the leffer thro? 
the grate, and the bigger things into a cy- 
lindrical box, which having a hole in one 
fide, they turn’d the box, and then we 
took the things out of it. They would 
not fhew us their faces. _Befides the grate 
they have a curtain within, and they have 
a maid that ftands nigh the altar to put 
out fome of the candles when fervice is 
done. They chufe their abbefs once in three 
years. Another nunnery call’d the Hajital. 

At the convent of the Mixnums who 
are of the order of St. Francis de Paclo, 
we fawa poor maid in the church, who 
(they fay) was three years before mira- 
culoufly cured of a palfy and afthma in a 
quarter of an hour’s time, by praying be- 
fore St. Francis his picture, fhe herfelf 
telling us that fhe was thus fuddenly re- 
ftor’d to her health and ufe of her limbs, 
after the had been four years diftemper’d 5 
her piture hangs up there, praying to that 
faint, and underneath are her crutches. 
‘And we alfo obferv’d a great many legs, 
arms, hearts, &¢. of wax, being refem- 
blances of fuch partsas were curd. ‘The 
friars brought us into their parlour, where 
the flory of St. Francis is painted in fe 
ral piGtures, and we were in one of their 
cells, where they fhew’dusa piece of our 
Saviour’s crofs brought out of England, 
anda piece of thefpunge us’dat the paftion. 
They haye a {mall library, and garden 5 
20 monks did belong to this place, but 
now they are reduc’d to 12. Their cells 
aiemark’d 1, 2, 3, &c. 

‘April 20. being Rogation week, we faw 
their proceftion. 

‘We went to the Capuchins chapel, but 
faw nothing there remarkable. 

Calais is populous, it hath two gates, 
one at the haven, and the other very hand- 
fome, call’d Ja Porte Royale. The houfes 
are much after the Scotch fafhion, built of 
brick, and tyl’d; their windows are half 
glats, and the lower half isa wooden cafe- 
ment. The great church (Nofire Dame) 
anda large {quare ftone building, were built 
by the Engli/o. Many of the women wear 
green rugs in cold weather about their 
heads and fhoulders, like the Scotch plads 5 
they cal]’d this rug we mante. 

‘A ftrong old wall made by the Engli/s 
encompafies the town, and a deep trench 
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full of watér round about it, and without 
this crench is a new wall, buile abouc 3 
yearsago, with two trenches of water abo. 
it. They would not fuffer us to go up any 
fteeple to view the town, nor permit us to 
go into the citadel, which is large, and 
within the walls of Calais two forts be- 
fidesand bulwarks without the walls. The 
number of the foldiers in garifon is fome- 
times 2060, fometimes 3000, more or lef. 
The prefent governor’s name is Monf, Le 
Conte de Chano, one of the four captains of 
the king’s guard, marefehal de Camp, coun- 
fellor to the king, governor of Calais and 
le pais Conguis. Soon after we came to Ca- 
Jais we fent our names to him; drums and 
trumpets gave us their flutes, Old Calais 
is not far diftant. Hereabouts and in the 
town are 22 windmills. 

‘The government of C. 
and four efchevins chi 
every year the eldeft efthevin is deputy 
mayor, None cin be mayor except he 
hath firft been treafurer and four times 
efchevin. There is a court of juftice to 
decide controverfies between merchants. 

The Hugonots or Proteftants that are 
freemen, arenot capable of the aforefaid 
honours; the governor can arbitrarily dif- 
pofe of the town offices. 

On the fands near Calais we found grow- 
ing Rbamnus 1% Dig. and Cochlearia mi- 
nor rotundifolia. 

April 21. paying firft to the fearchers 
at the gare five-pence a portmanteau, and 
five-pence a trunk, and five-pence for a 
pafs through the Gate, and cleven-pence 
for a pafs to Greveling and Dunkirk, we 
went into our waggon, and travelled by 
Oye in a fenny level. Some diftance be- 
fore we came to Greveling, our porman- 
teaus were vilited by a troublefome fearch- 
er, notwithftanding the pafs we procur’d 
in the morning ; then we ferry’d over the 
river 4a in a boat, which was pull’d over 
by a rope that crofs’d the water. Four 
leagues trom Calais we arriv’d at Greve- Greveling. 
ling, palling firlt over five draw-bridges. 
Many trenches, ftrong bulwarks, anda 
firm wall about this place. The houfes are 
poorly built, being a frontier of Flanders 
which is divided from France by the das 
the ftreets are broad and well paved s we 
faw Notre Dame church, and gave a vilit 
to the Englifh nuns of the order of St Engi 
Clare; the name of the abbefs was Taylor 5 Nuns 
fhe fpake very civilly to us, and told us“ 
they were in number 44. They live very 
ftrietly, and never fee the face of any mans 
the bars were of iron that we difcours’d 
through, They have a large houfe and 
garden, About eight years ago part of 
their chapel was blown up with the maga- 
zine of the town. The abbels is chofen 
for life by the major vote,

‘Another nunnery of 14 black nuns. 
Anda monaftery for 14 recollets. 

‘A large market-place, where are mar= 
kets on Wednefdays and Fridays 

He that is governor of Dunkirk is go- 
yernor of this place. They would not 
permit us to walk the fortifications. 

After dinner we pafs’d in fight of Bor- 
dorgh fteeple, and riding a fandy way by 
little hills, we faw the ruins of Mardyck 
fort. The country hereabouts is much 
fpoil’d by wars. 

In the evening we entred Dunkirk, and 
the next morning, April 22. we had 
drums beating at our chamber door. 
About five or fix months before, the town 
was garifoned by 5000 Engli/h foldiers, 
but now fold to the French king for 
5,000,000 livres the governor is mon- 
Feur 2 Strade ambaffador at the Hague, 
deputy-governor is the marquis 
effant there are about 3000 in ga- 
rifon. The foldiers have two or three 
fireets of uniform lodgings, two ftories 
high, three beds in the lower room and 
two above, and three foldiers lic in a 
bed. We went ina boat to the fort built 
lately by the Englif; it is on the find, 
which by fome winds ié fo driven, that you 
may walk over the walls. The Engli/b 
made two firm bulwarks which com- 
mand the fea, and under them isa broad 
platform, and then a thick wall (not yet 
finifh’d) and within the wall is a paflage 
for foldiers to ftand in, and fhoot through 5 
a trench round befidess beyond the fort. 
towards the fea, is another fand. The 
are three gates befides the watergates the 
town is not o populous as Calais, Molt 
of the dead are buried in a church with- 
out the fuburbs, anda little chapel called 
St Louis. The Stadibuysis a good ftone 
building ; there are three market-places, 
one for corn, another for fith, anda third 
for herbs, called the green-market. 

There are three gilds or fraternities, 
firft, of thecrofs bow; fecond, the hand- 
bow third, the mufket, St. George is 
patron to the firlt, Sc. Sebaffian to the 
fecond, and St. Barbara patronefs to the 
lat. 

Dunkirk townis govern’d by 16 magi- 
ftrates, who out of their own number make 
ayearly choice of two bailifis and a burgo- 
mafter. The freemen cleét the 16. 

The buildings are fair and uniform, 
and the ftreets broad and handfomely 
pay’d. St. Peter’s-ftreet is fo called from 
his ftatue ereéted there. 

We vifited the Engli/h nuns of the or- 


of der of St. Clare, which are 10 in number : 


they told us, that they came from Greve~ 
Jing, and that 17 of their order remov’d 
themfelves to Rowen. They never eat 
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to fee one or two of them in their habits, 
but would not difcover their fices. ‘The 
abbefs’s name is Browne. They perform 
their devotions fix times in 24 hours. They 
wear a cord about their waift, with which 
they difcipline themfelves. 


We went then to another nunnery of Englith 


Englips called the rich nunnery, and being Betstic 


admitted into a parlour, a curtain was 
drawn, and we had freedom to fee and 
difcourfe with the ladies; about five or fix 
giving us the entertainment of their com- 
pany through an iron grates the lord 
Rivers’s daughter and one Mrs. Carew 
were two of the ladies we faw 5 the ab- 
bels of Guant is their abbi Thefe nuns 
tranfplanted themfelves hither about a 
year ago, and are 13 in number, which 
is not limitted. If any defire to be ad- 
mitted, they have twoyears tryal che firlt 
year they may go abroad, the fecond 
they are more ftrict, but yet have liberty 
to recede they havea fchool-miftrefs to 
teach young gentlewomen to work, fing, 
&c, Thefe nuns {ay their publick prayers 
five times a day, {pend two hours in re- 
creation among themfelves, and the reft 
of their time in private. They told us, 
that at Sc. Ozer’s are kept the bodies of 
two or three Englifh faints. The Bene- 
difine nuns are ftinted in time for work, 
and an hour before dinner is allotted for 
mental prayer. 

At the cloifter of the Annunciata are 
white nuns, 

The black fifters or nuns attend on the 
hofpital. 

‘We faw a proceffion of 13 recollets ; 
they are barefoot, but go on wooden fan~ 
dals. In this town is a cloifter of Carme- 
lites and another of Minnums. 

The jefuits havea fair college and a 
handfome church 5 two tall marble pillars © 
fupport the gallery the organ ison. Here 
are many pictures reprefenting the fufier- 
ings of jefuits in Japan. Arms, legs, 
&. of wax hangup on the walls of the 
church. On the left hand of the high 
altar was written Sacellum religuiarum. 
Theconfeffing feats are handfome. 

We view’d the great church, which is 
fair and large, adorn’d with good pidtures, © 
as the ftories of St. Sebaftian and St. Aga- 
tha; the virgin Mary is well drawn; and 
there isa very great pidture of the refur- 
rection at the weft end, drawn from a 
litle original, “Rattobamar the author. 
The high altar is very fumptuous, buile of 
marble, and encompafted with black mar= 
ble pillars; two ftately high candlefticks 
(nigh 10 foot high apiece.) There are con- 
tinual prayers faid whilft the facrament is 
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Sxirrox. fet on the altar, two of areligious order 
\“Vv™ being on their knees, till other two come.

. bridges, we entred Nieuport 


We obferv’d the ftatues of St. Law- 
rence and St. Giles, &c. In this church 
are 15 chapels. A canopy of wood ftands 
over the fronts the fteeple is of a good 
height, having many bells in the win- 
dows that chime tunes. Every one of the 
chapels is covered witha pyramidal pin 
nacle. The roofs of the wings or ifles of 
the church are fallen down, and that which 
remains is the nave or body, and the choir, 
which is mach higher than the body. 

The key is of a great length, andis 
handfome 5 on the wall of the fhore ftands 
atower or Pharus. The town on the other 
fide, is ftrengthened with the fame wall, 
anda deep broad trench, and fortify’d with 
good works without the fuburbs. With- 
out the outworksare three or four draw- 
bridges. 

We took notice here of two forts of 
fithes, viz. firft, the Marner, and another 
which fome call’d Tench. We met with 
another fith call’d Potfoeft, i. . Scorpana 
Bellonij. 

‘April 23. Toa waggon we rode over 
the place near the fhore where the Exgli/> 
encamp’d, and fought 1658. with the Spa- 

ards andafter four leagues riding, on 
our right, fawat a diftance Vierne, and 
two leagues further, paffing over three 
and then 
went to one of the garifon captains, who 
ing whence we came, &c. difmifs’d us. 
his place is well ftrengthned, and is 
poffefs'd by the Spaniards. Phe governor’s 
name is Don Francifeo Gon/ales a? Alvedo, 
The ftreets are well pav’d, are broad and 
ftrait ; the houfes are low, but uniform ; the 
market-place is a pretty fquare area ; the 
ftadthuis is indifferent. A tower at the 
market-place which hath many chiming 
bellsin it. A handfome key by a long 
and fafe harbour, atthe entrance whereof 
ftands a tower. The place is not popu- 
lous, and the inhabitants that are, main- 
tain themfelves by fithing. 

Nine magiftrates, two burgo-mafters, 
and one baliff, rule the affairs of the town. 

Five convents, viz. 1. White nuns of 
the Annunciata. 2. Penitents of the order 
of St. Francis. 3. Recollets. 4. Car- 
thufians. 5. The monks of St. Norbertus 
his order, clad in white. 

We view’d the church of Nétre Dame, 
which hatha ftately large and high porch 5 
the apoftles ftatues ftand on the pillars of 
the body of the church, and St. Nor- 
bertus among the reft. About the frame 
of the canopy which is carry’d over the 
hoft is written, Ecce panis Angelorum. 

After dinner we travell’d over the place 
where the famous battle was fought be- 


tween 
Spain’s forces ; and on the fandy hills we 
obfery’d a black crofs erected in Perpetuans 
rei memoriam: then we rode over a fandy. 
fhore, and in the evening arriv'd at Ofend, 
Having paffedover three draw-bridges, 
we came intoa neat {quare market-place, 
where one of our company went to the 
captain of the guard to be examined 
whence wecame, &. At night we fent 
our names to the governor’s deputy, there 
being no governor at prefent; bur Don 
Pedro Cheval is expected 5 there were nor 
above 500 or 600 foldiers that garifon’d 
this exactly fortify’d place, and the curious 
bulwarks. The town is indifferently full 
of inhabitants, who are under the govern- 
ment of eight magiftrates, one bailiff, and 
one burgomatter, who are chofén every 
year, two years, or three years, as the 
commiffaries of the country pleafe. 

There isa little fquare market-plice 
for cattel. The key is handfome and 
broad, and the haven is large. 

The great church is indifferent ; bue 
having no chapels, the altars are fet again{t 
the pillars. At the high altar is a. fair 
picture of St. Peter fifhing. At the welt 
end hangs this infcription. 


Ab infidijs Gallorum liberavit ros Dominus. 

Anno 1648. 15. Fun. 

Two monuments, one of the laft go- 
vernor. 

The prifon is well built, and hath a 
beautiful tower, with many chiming, bells 
in it, The king of Spain hath granted 
many immunities to this town. ‘There are 
but two gates, and but two monatterics, 
one of Capuchin, the other of Facebin or 
Dominican nuns. 

April 24. we took out places in a 
boat that went aleague, being a fourth 
part of the way to Brugess and then we 
came to S/uces, and entred another boat, 
which brought us betimes in theafternoon 
to Bruges. In our paffages the boatman 
pay’d fomething at two bridges, which 
were remov'd alide, to let the boats pafs. 

The city of Bruges hath very fair ftreets, 
well pav’d, ftraitand broad, the citizens 
houfes are handfome, five or fix ftories 
high; inthe market-place,a {pacious fquare, 
we faw a multitude of people about a tage, 
where actors entertained the company with 
dancing, &. this week being a time of 
jollity, there being a kermes or fair. The 
‘gentlewomen in their coaches rode through 
the principal ftreets, and obferve a tour 
as our Englifb gallants doin Hyde-Park, 
andthe ladies are treated with fweet-meats, 
Ge. And yerivis reputed a great abfar- 
dity to eat apples or any thing elfe as one 
walks in the ftreets. 

We 
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We fawa very tall man, 27 years old, 
born at Schoonboven in Holland, hisname 
is Feanne Taeks; 1 ftood under his arm- 
pit with my hat on, which wastwo yards s 
from his middle finger’s-end to his elbow, 
26 inches and a half; the length of his 
hand from the tip of his finger 11 inches. 
His finger wasas long as my hand, cight 
inches. He {poke Englifb, having fome 
years fince been in England. 

We obfery’d the burial of one in the 
Dominicans chapel, the friars firft carry’d 
a crofsand banner, then followed thecorps 
borne by four of them fome diftance be- 
fore they entred the church they began 
their finging, which continued a good while 
after they came in; one of the monks 
going round the body with a pot of in- 
cenfe, witha bruhh fprinkled holy water ; 
then he read fome prayers, and all chat 
while two of them rung a bell near the 
dead body, which was then carryed to the 
grave accompanied by three or four of 
the Dominicans, the reit went to the choir 
and fang: at the grave one of them took 
‘a fpade, and threw earth on the fect, mid~ 
dle and head of the coffin, then incenfe 
was fhaken over it, and holy water fprink- 
led about. 

‘The Dominicans church is large and 
handfome 5 on the pillars ftand ftatues, and 
the entrance of the choir is marble. 

We went to the erufalem church, 
which we were aflured exaétly refembles 
that at Jerufalem; it was built by one 
Merklier, who travel’d three times thither 
about 300 years ago, to take a crue firr- 
vey of all particulars. His and his wife’s 
monuments are before the altar, juft in 
the fame place where queen Hellen lies 
buried at Ferufalem. At the eaft end be- 
yond the fouth corner, is our Saviour’s 
tomb, and on the fide wall is written, 
Eterit fepulchrum ejus gloriofiam 5 the tomb 
js one entire ftone feven foot long, 
breadth is one foot nine inches, the 
two foot nine inches. The effigies of 
our Saviour lies ina hollow of the wall, 
the length of it is near five foot, all mar- 
ble, and of fuch ftone as that at Jerujalem, 
and all the dimenfions of this place agree 
with that. All the walls areblack’d oyer. 
‘A double red woollen-cloth, and over that 
a linnen of net-work, cover’d the figure 
‘of our Saviour’s body; on Good Friday 
and Afenfion-day, vwo foldiers ftand with 
halbards at the entrance, who take care 
that all may fee that come on thofe days. 
About two foot feven inches from the 
tomb-ftone, is an unpolifh’d ftone, like 
that at Ferufalem whereon the angel fac, 
and its dimenfions are exaétly the fame. 
Over a vault where pilgrims that dye 
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here, are buried, isa marble ftone (four Sxirrox. 


foot two inches broad, and feven foot 
eight inches long) which is marked with 
crofies thus. 


An artificial rock is behind the altar, 
whereon are exprefs’d three crofits, three 
death’s heads, two ladders, two whips, a 
pair of pincers, three nails, two cords, 
the crown of thorns, the lanthorn, the 
fpunge, a torch, the pillar, the purfe 
of money, three dice, a bucket, the 
coat, &c. Fourteen ftepson each fide of 
the altar, lead up into another chapel, 
the fteeple is of a parallelogram figure, 
with the corners cut off. A piece of the 
crofS is kept at this altar, and over the 
altar is a pitture of the paffion. On the 
top of the fteeple we went into a copper 
globe, where a dozen men may ftand, 
and above this is a piece of a wheel, like 
that piece of St. Katherine’s wheel at Fe- 
rufalem. 


In this city are five gilds or fraternities ; cild

In the Sacriflerium or veltry, we faw 
four veitments of cloth of gold, fet with 
diamonds and other precious ftones of a 
very great value ; three keys to them are 
Kept by three perfons, one by the provoft, 
another by the edituus, and the third 
by the chapter; they are only worn at 
Eafters they were given by Charles V. 
or fome of that family about his time. 

The Jefuits chapel is a fair high build- 
ing, the front very noble, and over the 
entrance is written 


D.O.M. & S.P. Francifeo Xaverio Sacrum. 


Seven fair arches within the chapel, 
which is pleafantly lightfomes there are 
good piétures, and the confefling feats are 
of handfome wood-work. In the middle of 
the chapel ftooda table, having a piece of 
Xaverius his hand expos’dina rich...... 
and many filver candleflicks about ir; a 
great deal of marble and filver was about 
the altar, and two very high brafS candle- 
fticks, and over the altar were reprefented 
foldiers converted by Xaverius, and angels 
in theclouds. The pavement of thischa- 
pel is finely variegated with croffes after 
this manner, 


In acloifter of this city is a mor 
of Maximilian arch-duke, which is 
but once in a year ; his head and ott 
bones are preferved, by which fome judge 
his heighth was ten foot. The oc- 
cafiomof his death is thus reported: In a 
dearth, the monks of that convent hoard- 
ed up corn, which the arch-duke under- 
itanding, he commanded it to be fold at 
reafonable rates to the poor; whereupon 
the monks revenged themfelves by murder- 
ing their prince, to whom the king of 
France was related ; and he fo profecuted 
them, that he caufed them all to be hang’d, 
and that monument to be ereéted to the 
arch-duke’s memory. 

At St, Servator’s church we hearda Ca- 
puchin preach, who threw off his mantle 
when he began to be hot with toffing his 
body to and fro, and fpeaking huge car-

That of St. Bernard is a handfome build- 
ing, having a very fair and high cloifter, «

fuch a boxas the nuns ufe to put their work 
which flrangers buy of them. Under the 
cloifter isa fair arched vault full of provi- 
fions ; this abbey was founded about 20 
years ago, and hath 36 fathers or monks, 
and 14 lay brethren or fervants belonging 
to it. 

The other abbey of St. Bartholomew af- 
forded us nothing remarkable, befides ap 
altar (in the Refeétorium or Calefaétorium) 
of fhells, curioufly made; on the wall 
hangs this infeription.

Channels of water run through many of 
the ftreets, which channels have their fide: 
dup. The brafs ftatues of Si 
Fobn, St. Nicholas, St. George, Gc. give 
names to the bridges they ftand on. The 
comedians chamber is a good building. 
The Bifcayers have a houfe in thiscity. Nigh 
the cathedral is the bifhop’s palaces Pala- 
tium la Franche and the Stadthuys are both 
well adorn’d on the outfide with ftatues of 
princes, &c, The Stadtbuys hath a very 
ftately high towers the prifon-and the 
fencing hall, avery longand large build- 
ing isnear the market-place, which is fpa- 
cious; thereisa large beaft-market. The 
cloifters about the town hall are by 
merchants to walk in a pait of ftone- 
ftairs lead up into walks like thofe in 
our Royal-Exchange, tho? not fo hand- 
fome, and the fhops are but meanly fur- 
nifhed ; Mons pietalis is written on the 
gate of a houfe, where things pawn’d 
Kept, and which are forfeited, if 
not redeem’d within a year and fix weeks, 
and the overplus the things are fold for 
is given to the owners. Here we firftob- 
ferv'd the Low-Country cuftom of tying 
a linnen cloth about the knockers of doors, 
that a woman inthe houfe 
maléfactor flees into fuch a 
ina fafe afylum. 

This city hath nine gates and many 
bridges; it is fenced with a thick earth- 
work, and a hedge grows round the bort- 
tom of its two trenches befides and bul- 
warks; on the mounts of the works are 
windmills with fails, that have their beams 
on one) fide. In one mill we faw them 
with ftamps beat fheepfkins in oil and 
make parchment ; of calf-fkins they make 
vellom. 

‘The Spanifh foldiers beg with their 
fwords by their fides, in the churches and 
ftreets; they have their lodgings in builds 
ings like our alms-houfes. 

Nigh the city wall, we faw a pleafanc 
water-work 5 ina yard flood Neptune and 
other figures, andon afudden the fpecta- 
tors were eatch’d, and fprinkled with wa- 
ter, which is fore’d up little pipes, and 
through the pavement, and the water 
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thap’d in fome places into ftars, Ge, The Skvros 
ftars are made by a circular piece of WY™.

&c. by uling fome of the oy! ina lamp 
that hangs before the altar of our lady of 
Suecour’s chapel in Bruffels: She was cur’d 
26th of dugujt, 1660. Madame Man- 
rock (who has @ fitter in the nunnery at 
Dunkirk) and Madame Monjon, and Ma- 
dame/akeman (who has a brother in the 
college at Rome) were of the company 
we faw. Madame Knatchbull, Sir Norton 
Knat: s fifter, is the abbefs. There 
are 33 dames of the choir, and 16 lay- 
fifters, who help as fervants in ordinary 
occafions that belong to this convent. 
“Vhey fay their devotions feven times in a 
day, They fay their matins. over-nighe 
avg of the clock. In the morning they 
rife at 5, and work before dinner an 
hour and an half, without {peaking a 
word, except the priorefs gives them 
leave. An hour after dinner, the time 
we were entertained by them, and an 
hour after fupper, is allotted them for 
recreation, In the afternoon they work 
anhour and an half, and they go to fup- 
per ats of the clock, and to bed at 10. 
They teach young gentlewomen to fing, 
@c. who are at liberty to return home 
when they pleafe. We faw fome of their 
work, which was an imitation of flowers 
and greens in a pot. They have a fair 
building, and a large garden.

We went up Bellefort tower about 400 
fteps high, having a great chiming wheel 
of brafs, and many bells, among which 
avery big one called Roland. 

The ftadthoule is a ftately great build- 
ing. In the court we faw what Golnitz 
mentions; and befides faw this written ; 
Pace cum Gallo pafla. Ina fair chamber 
hang the piétures of the duke of Saxony 
and the duke of Cleve; the battle of 
Pavies the family of Spains Charles V. 
refigning his kingdom to Philip IL. Charles 
V. leading away an African woman cap- 
tive, having two horns on her head, an 
elephane’s proboftis, anda lion under her 
arm ; the emperor of Germany crowned 5 
Romulus and Remus, with many other 
good pictures, ase in this place.

The city is of a large compafs, which 
made Charles V. fay, He could pur many 
cities into his glove, Ghent in Erench fig- 
nifying a glove. There are ficlds of 
corn, and large gardens in it, ‘The mar- 
ket-place is fpacious. Guluitz fays there 
are 13 market-places. Before the prifon 
ftand the ftatues of prince cardinal the 
king of Spain’s brother, and the king of 
Spain. 

We were told of a trooper that fhot 
againft the piéture of the virgin Mary 
painted on a ftreet wall of a canon’s houfe 
who belongs to St. ‘Fvhn’s church, that 
the bullet reflected back, and fhot him 
dead. This might have happened from 
any other wall; but becaule of this pic- 
ture the accident is turn’d into a miracle. 
About five or fix years ago the houfe was 
burnt ewice, and this picture efcaped. 

There is a large building where many 
women refort and live together in a kind 
of religious way, being habited fomewhat 
like nuns ; but they are not obliged to 
a perpetual virginity, having freedom to 
marry when they can get husbands. They

and a water-work in the midft of a laby- 
rinth of arbors. Near the palace lies a 
good ftatue of Mary Magdalen, the ftatue 
of Charles V. and a Hercules ftanding 
againft a pillar, and another of Hercules 
firuggling with Anteus. The riding 
place is juft by, and a gallery where we 
heard our voices eccho’d ten times di- 
ftinétly; the wind hindered, elfe we were 
affur’d we might have heard the eccho 
35 times. Organs are here mov’d .by 
water. We faw at this place two eagles, 
two white Mo/covy ducks, and an oftrich 
which was about an ell high, the feathers 
of the body black, except the tail and 
the wings, which were white and little; 
great eyes and large ears, a long neck, 
being moft of it covered with a whitith 
down ; large noftrils, a broad head and 
bill; ic had fhort thin blackifh hairs on 
the head, long legs, both legs and thighs 
naked, It had two toes, and no heel or 
potticus. 

The palace is a ftately building, Ina 
gallery there are ftanding the {latues of 
13 emperors, viz.

We endeavoured to fee the galleriesof 
pictures in the palace ; but meeting with

We faw the ftable, and therein fix 
mules, and two Lnglif horfes much'va- 
lued. The manger is of free-ftone. One 
of the grooms wip’d our thoes; which 
ceremony was requited with a piece of 
money. Here we took notice of a fheep.« 
brought either out of Armenia or Africa\s!ars 
it was of a good ftature ; the rail wasas 
broad as the buttocks, and hung divided, 
the weight whereof was between 15 and 
20 lib. 

Over the ftable is.an armory, where arm: 
we faw Charles V. his armour inlaid with 
gold, his bafton, fword wherewith ‘he 
ufed to knight men, coat of mail, gun 
with feven barrels in ic, his fhield which 
he ufed when he vifited his miftrefs in the 
night; a fpear came out of the fide of 
it, befides that in the middle; if any 
thruft were made at the fhield, the fwords 
point was catch’d in it and broken’s his 
hunting fword with a: point like'a spears 
another rich fuit of armour of his, curi- 
oufly carved into figures of horfemens 
worth 100,000 florins’; archduke Albert's 
rich armour, and his fighting armour, 
his fpear, ftandard and fword; the fwerd 
Henry IV. of Fravcy fent him‘as.a-chil- 
Tenge to war, which was requited ae 

a fic 
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a fuit of armour which the archduke fent 
Henry WV. the fkin of the horfe which 
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was, ‘ Of a woman begging jultice of Sxitrox 
“ Trajan on a foldier that kil’d her “WY 


brought the archduke out of the battle 
of Niexport. This horfe was then thot 
thro’ the neck, and the mark may be 
flillfeen; a year after, on the fame day 
the fight was, this horfe died, and hath 
a Latin epitaph, which we obferv’d to be 
as Golnitz hath tranfcrib’d ic. The per- 
fpective the archduke us’d to view the 
enemy thro’; the armour, fpear, and 
Jance of Philip lz Bon, two fuits of armour 
of prince Erneft’s, two of duke d’ Alva’s, 
and two fuits of armour of prince Parma 
one hath five fhots in it; the armour of 
Leopold, prince cardinal, and Don John 
of Aufirias the armour of one of the 
houfe of Lorrain thot thro’ and kill’d ; 
36 fuits of armour of feveral princes, and 
the arrows of feven princes ; the effigies 
of Jfabella in armour on the horfe the 
rode on when fhe entred her Brujel) her 
ftirrup. The hiftory of Pyrrbusis curioully 
carved with a diamond on a shield, A 
gun that will kill 600 foot diftance, the 
Tength whereof is indifferent, which was 
prefented by the king of Hungary to the 
prince cardinals a fpear-head with two 
Tittle piftols; Indian armour made of 
whale-bone, and cover’d with fine work 5 
Indian bow and arrows ; the great Turk’s 
quiver; a great fword fent from Nuren- 
burgh, from whence, they fay, is fent 
one every year to the magiftrates of 
Brufils, 

The ftadthoufe is a very fair and uni- 
form building, having a ftately high 
tower. We were in feveral rooms of it, 
and faw many piétures, One was ex- 
plain’d by this infcription, viz.

In this city are many convents; one 
of Engli/b nuns of St, Bruno’s order, and 
other nuns called by fome the galloping 
nuns, becaufe in afternoons they have 
liberty to go abroad. 

At this time there was here a Afi 
a famous preacher, who had a licence to 
preach before he was 20 years old. 

There are about 500 Beguins that live 
together in one place, fix in a build 
who wear a flat black ftraw-hat, and a 
black plaited mantle called a Ayici 

The Quefils are maids who vow virgi- 
nity for what time they pleafe. They 
wear great hoets on their forcheads, made 
of ferge. Married women and maids 
that have not made any fuch vow, may 
wear velvet hoets. 

Dogs of a maftiff kind draw little 
wheelbarrow carts with confiderable bur- 
thens, a porter holding up the end be- 
hind,’ Thefe dogs are frequently thus 
ufed, and underftand when to ftop and 
turn as carters horfes do, and will ftrive 
to outgo other dogs that are drawing the 
fame way. 

Brufils is a populous city, much fre- 
quented by the nobility and others that 
attend the governor’s court. The build- 
ings are very fair, and the ftreets broad. 
That fide of the city the palace is on, is 
ona hill, 

We obferved here waggons with crofs 
chains that hang near the ground, fothat 
when they are filled with wood, &c. they 
hang down with a long and low belly.

their heads much fhaven ; then went fing- 
ing-men with their heads fhaven after 
them canons with rich copes ; fome canons 
went before them, having only their long 
forrs on their arms, as we had feen them 
in other places; in the midft of the canons, 
two finging-boys in copes 5 after the ca~ 
nons, eight beadles, with maces, in gowns 
that reach’d not much further than their 
knees; and many other fervants, in the 
fame habit, came before the reétor of the 
univerfity, whofe habit was a black gown, 
witha high collar which was rais’d almoft 
as high as his head; over his fhoulder 
hung a purple hood lined with a white 
furr on the edges; a prieft’s cap of a purple 
colour, which fome of the canons alfo had: 
after him follow’d the mayor’s fervants, 
and then the mayor, behind whom came 
three or four halberteers, and one with a 
long black rod.

The univerfity hath 43 Collegia and 
Pedagogia, which with the founders names 
are printed in acatalogue. ‘The feveral 
faculties are diftinguifhed by difierent, 
habits, caps, &c. The divinity ftudents 
have high {quare caps, each corner whereof 
is pinch’d into a high peck, and their 
gownsare fhap’d like the reétor’s. Other 
ftudents, except at their exercifes, wear 
none. 

There ate four Pedagagia of the afore- 
faid number, in which only philofophy is 
taught by two profeffors, call’d Primarius 
and Secundarius ; the Primarius reads in the 
morning, from halfan hour after fix in the 
morning to halfan hour after feven, then 
the feholars are at mafs till eight; and 
when that is done, they go to their pri- 
vate ftudies till 10, and then that pro- 
feffor reads again till half an hour after 11. 
The Secundarius reads from half an hour 
after one in the afternoon till half an hour 
after two ; he begins again at four, and 
reads till balf an hour after five. 

The Primarius hath fix guilders a quar- 
ter of every gentleman, and the Secundarius 
hath two patacoons a quarter of every 


gentleman 5 thofé of an inferior rank pay 
but half fo much. : 

All the ftudents write after the pro- 
feflors, whofe readings are divided into 
Diéfata, which are chefes or propofitions ; 
and Annotata, which are folutions of ob- 
jeétions. When they are admitted, the 
firft thing required is matriculation, and 
to fwear their belief in all the doérines 
of the Roman church. 

No ftudents are allow’d to wear fwords; 
they are preferr’d out of the four Peda~ 
gogies after this manner. The profeffors 
chufe 12 out of each who are of two years 
ftanding; and thefe 48are publickly ex- 
amined, and about 12 of themare chofen 
and have burfes given them 3 burfes fignify 
their diet, chamber, anda greater or leflér 
ftipend, as the burfes are, andit is counted 
very creditable to be chofen into one of 
them; he that is firft eleéted hatha bell 
rung for him in his college 48 hours to- 
gether ; when they are thus chofen they 
may go into what college they pleafe, 
and ftudy what they pleafe ; thefe are ufual- 
ly preferred to be profeffors,canons, &c, 

Young fludents give their names to the 
prefident of their college or Pedagegie, 
and for every time they are abfent from 
Jeélures they pay a ftiver s for every time 
they mifs a publick exercife in law or phy- 
fick, they pay three ftivers, and if they 
be to exercife themfelves, 20 ftivers. 

The degreesare Bachelaur called Dottifi- 
mus Dominus. Licentiate, in phyfick call’d 
Pei us in law Con/iltifimus ; in divi- 
nity,Zximius. Doétorsin medicine and law, 
are called Clarifimis in divinity, Eximius 
Dominus, or Magifter nofter. After two 
years ftanding in divinity, they may be 
Baccalaurci currentes, after another year, 
Baccalaurei formati, and feven years after 
this they may be Licentiati. They are fel- 
dom doétors of divinity till 50 years of 
age, unlefs very eminent and deferving.

Leon acarmelite friar is the moft emi- 
nent preacher in this place. 


There is great jollity at thetaking of the 
licentiate’s degree 5 an invitation is made 
to a treatment for all the doétorsand op- 
ponents ; to whom glovesare given. The 
graduate prints his te/és, and ufually adds 
ajocular queltion, which they call an im- 
pertinens sand he is attended from the 
{chools, with drums, trumpets, &. At 
his lodging a bell is hung up which. is 
rung fora day, and a night. The gra- 
duate, if he has none before, may chufe a 
coat of arms, for his degree makes him 
2 gentleman. 

Mr. Fortefiue, Mr. Plompton, Mr. Con- 
Stable, Mr. Short, and Mr. Brian an Irith- 
man, being ftudents here, civilly thewed 
us many remarkables. 

At the fchools, we faw the divinity 
fchool, a room full of long feats in the 
middle ; and went into the anatomy thea- 
tre, amean place; the law and philofophy 
fchoolsare like the divinity. In the fame 
building is the Curia Academica, where 
the rector and the fenate (which confifts 
of all the doétors and the moft prudence 
licentiates) meet about univerfity affairs. 
‘The restor fits at the upper end inachair, 
and the reft fit on benches on each fide. 
The piéture and arms of the prefent pope 
Alexander VMN. here. And fome other 
piGures. “The archives are kept in this 
place under feveral locks. 

The fchools are one pile of building, 
called the halls, becaufe formerly the 
clothiershall. Under fome of the fchools 
are butchers fhambles. At the exercifes 
a profefior is ufual prefent, who either 
fits in his feat at the upper end, or walks 
up and down while he moderates. 

The colleges are but indifferent ; Colle- 
gium Vandale is the belt. Callegium Trin. 
is a new ftructure with a very fair front, 
ibrended for philologers. 

‘ollegium Pontificium was built by poy 
VamanteMiccie alos they ngs wie 
he wasa ftudent here, threw up his cap, 
and promifed to build a college as high as 
his cap flew, if ever he fhould arrive at 
the popedom. 

Wewalk’d up to the caftle, which is 
feated on ahill, whence we hada profpedct 
of the city’; in the houfe Jives one of fa- 
mous Puleanus his fons.

We vifited the Exglifb nuns of the us 
giffiine order, and difcourfed with the lady 7 
priorefss the curtainbeing drawn open, we 
faw their habit, which is linnen uppermott, 
and woollen next their fin, hey rife 
to their devotions at midnight, and have 
fervice five times a day. We heard here 
afermon made by father Fobr/ion, in En 
Jie, who fat in a chair with his back 
againft the altars he had a rich cope ons 
and once he took the hoft and fhew’d it 
to the auditors.

women. Thole that are longeft done look 
belt, the others being of a blacker colour, 
which in time, he faid, would be of the 
fame colour with thofe that look beft. The 
hair of the head, beard, teeth, all the 
vifcera, arteries, veins, nerves, mutcles, 
brain, utera’s, clitoris, penis, &c. are pre- 
ferved here in their natural’ fituation. De 
Bils told us, That the univerfity of Lou- 
vaine hath agreed with him to be a leétu- 
rer for 200 /. per annum for him and his 
fon. He underftands not Latin, but muft 
read in Dutch or French, and Gut/ebovius 
is to interpret them into Latin, The fecret 
of his art is feal’d and lock’d up in the_ 
Archivi, and de Bils is {worn to reveal his 
art to none but Gui/ebovius, and he is alfo 
obliged by oath to difcover it to no per- 
fon. The receipt of the embalming pow- 
powder he valued at 6000 /. 

This day we hired places in'a waggon, 
and rode pleafant way (above a mile) with 
trees fet in order on each fide; then came 
over a bridge, and travelled by the river- 
fide, pafling by Vilworden cattle, and went 
thro” the town, a mean place, yet well 
fortify’d with" a thick earth-work, and a

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On one fide of the outward area are 
two chapels, one above the other, only 
for private devotions. The infide of their 
walls are fac’d with marble, Several 
tables hang here with the names of all 
that belong to thac fociety or colleges 
when any travels abroad, they pull out 
his name. Oppofite to thefe is the great 
and publick chapel, a ftately ftructure, 
the front whereof is very beautiful; the 
pillars within are marble; wwo little cha- 

els, one on each fide: on the fouth is 
Our lady’s chapel, the walls of which are 
all marbles in one of the ftones is a Hower 
moft curiouly inlaid; a rich altar here, 
and rare pidtures, fome drawa on the 
marble. The S. chapel is dedicated to 
Ignatinss a gallery over each. ifle of the 
chapel, and two chapels at the upper end. 
On the roofs of the ifles are many excel- 
Jent pictures drawn by Rubens. Every 
quarter of the year they change the pic- 
ture over the high altar. ‘The pavement 
js variegated black andwhite into croffes, 
as at Bruges. In alittleroom they open’d 
three or four preffes, and fhew'd us the 
filver heads of S.Sufanna, and other faints, 
fet on rich cabinets, their bones being 
here preferved. We faw alfo here a piece 
of the crofs, a piece of the fpange, and 
two or three of the thorns in our Saviour’s 
crown, all fix'd within cryftals, and 
richly adorn’d with jewels. Th this place 
queen Chrifiina usd to hear mats at a 
window looking into the chapel. We 
came into the Sacrifiia, and faw many 
Fich embroidered altar-cloths, one of 
Englify work; in the veltry, a neatly 
pav'd, and handfomely wrought roof’d 
place, We faw a great quantity of plate, 
and in one of the drawers, a great many 

andkerchiefs to cover the chalice, We 
defcended into fome vaults, where, in 
the fide-walls, are empty {paces propor- 
tioned to the fize of a coffin, which are 
morter’d up; fome of them have brafs 
plates inferib’d with the names, @¢. of 
thofe buried. Here is a little chapel- 
svault where one Houtappel and others of 
his family are buried. This perfon left 
to this college 400,000 /, At this altar, 
two or three times ina year, mafles are 
faid for their fouls. They’ were great 
benefactors, having built the chapel, ec. 
The jefuits expeét much at the death of 
one of his daughters. In their Oficina 
pharmateutica we obferved curious fhells, 
and artificial imitations of nature, a death’s 
head made very exactly of marble, two 
eyes, &c. feveral animals hung up, two 
great filk-cods made by Indian worms, 
fn Indian idol with a radiat head, a long 
Tndian dart, a fair, large, and true con- 
cave fpeculum. Inthe garden were many 


good flowers and plants. In this ‘college 
isalay-brother that draws fruits and flaw- 
ers excellently well. 

Plantin’s. pinane nee isa very neat 
place. Within the court, over the gate, Pi 
&ec. are the ftone effigies of Fohannes ‘Ma. 
retus, and under him is written, xatione 
refia Balthafar Maretus 1642.

Tn a druggilt’s fhop we faw an Arma- 
dillo,, a duy'd Sturgeon, Libella piles, Dia- 
bolus maris, Lacerta Mar. qnamola, alice 
{quare fith having a round mouth, wo 
horns before on the head, and as many 
at the tail, Porcus Hrinaceus Mar. Stella 
Brafil. fpinofa, Tatau. Crocodilus, Alligater 
Guiana, Prifis. Crifebay. India idols paint- 
ed, two unicorns horns, one of which was 
of whitith colour, cight foot and two or 
three inches long, a fea fpider.

We heard in St. Fame,’s church a mi- 
nim friar preach a Latinfermon. Before 
the fermon, thofe that were to receive 
the facrament the\ next day, put their 
alms into a box, and kifs'd the hott, 
At our lady’schurch we faw. the bifhop 
* of Antwerp enter the choir, having «rich 

mitre on, fet with: precious tones, two 
or three filver wands, .and the pedum 
and a book carry’d before him. “While 
he was celebrating the mafs, one of his 
attendants did take off his mitre, and 
fome of the canons that were employ’d 
atthe fervice, kifs'd/hishand ; and when 
they brought the book to him, they kis’d 
his ‘hand. His name. is. ‘Fa/par Capello, 
an Italian born, but of Dutch. parents. 
This church isa great building, having 
a. very fair tower or fteeple ; within are 
three rows of pillars on each fide, and 
altars againft moft of the pillars: feveral 
pictures drawn by Rubens, &c, A ftately 
marble porch adorned with ftatues, makes 
the entrance into the choir of this church, 

Over thealtarin our lady’s chapel, is a pic- 

ture made by a black-fmith (who wrought 

the curiousiron-work over a well in the 
piazza near this church.) It is reported, 

That this fellow was in love with a gentle- 

woman who had refolyed never to marry 
any but a pictare-drawer 3 whereupon 
this man induftrioufly apply’d himfelf to 
that art, and attained to fo great a per- 
fection, that he drew this picture, which is 
well efteem’d. The telling of the num- 
ber of horfe-heads in this picture, requires 
a very attentive eye. A large lanthorn 
on the top of the church, and thereon 
great figures of men, 6c. which are fo 
Proportioned, that they appeared in their 
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natural bignef§ to thofe that ftand on the Sxirrox.

We fiw a great proceffion, which is 
every year about this time, being a ker 
mes or fair: it began carly in the after- 
noon. Firft came the feveral trades, with 
their enfigns carry’d on poles by fellows 
in red mantles. ‘Two fhips were carry’d 
before two ranks of feamen; wood- 
mongers, bakers, ‘cutlers, fmiths, mil- 
ers, butchers, fifh-mongers, fkinners, 
&c. every trade hath its chaplain in a 
furplice and cap. The fools-hatural, 
maintain’d by the city, bring up the rear 
of thefe, who are clad in parti-coloured. 
coats, After a good fpace follow’d the 
church-wardens and their chaplain, then 
the monks of feveral orders, 1. minims, 
2. capuchins, 3. bogaerdens, 4. Augu/tine 
cremites, 5. Carmelites calceati, or brothers 
of our lady, 6. minnebroes, 7. domini- 
cans (the bithop of Antwerp is of this or- 
der 5) every. order had a banner carry’d 
before them. Next came a crof 
two candles before the canons of 
and after them a pedum was carry 
fore a mitred abbot and his monks of St. 
Norbertus his order; then came the ca- 
nons of N. Dame, and a pedum before 
the bithop.

This ship was drawn on 
little wheels by men who went under the 
keel, and direéted its motion. Many 
fea-boys {tood init, and three little boats 
attended, which were alfo moy’d by men 
underneath. Next came a whale, in the 
belly whereof ftood a fellow who fquirted 
water out of the mouth of it. A dol- 
phin follow’d, and on one of the banners 
was written, Jn beneficii Delphini ; then 
Neptune and Thelis in their chariot drawn 
by two fea-horfes ; on one of the banners 
of this pageant was written, Diéfo citius, 
onanother, Zquoraplacat. An elephant 
came after them, and on his back ftood 
Fortune on a globe inferib’d, Sors omnia 
Verfat. Wild men ran on each fide. Par- 
nafjis hill, and on its top ftood Pega 
between two angels, and three mufes on 
cach fide, and three before Apollo, play- 
ing on a violin over the laft three, and 
they finging; he was crowned with a 
Jawrel; one fate behind him, who was 
perhaps Muemo/yne: water fprung up out 
of feveral places of Parnafus, The giant 
fate a very great heighth in a chariot 
drawn by four horfes; on either fide of 
the horfes went nwo men with axes in 
their hands, and juft before them went 
two men carrying two hands upon long 
poles. On the fore part of the chariot 
was written, 


Immanes fubigit Virtus animofa Gigantes s 
Brabonis reperit fabula prifea fidem. 


Behind on the chariot was written, x. 
cio xxximt. Petrus Van Alf Pittor 
Caroli V. Aug. Caf. fecit. On the giant’s 
left fhoulder was a red fearf, and on his 
right a gilt chain; a huge truncheon in 
one hand, and his other on his fword- 
hilt, Eight young giants followed him, 
four men and four women. After thefe 
follow’d Brabo, having a kettle-dram and 
four trumpets before him, and a man car- 
rying the giant’s head by his horfe-fide 5 
then a piguae tad on horfe-back with his 
banner: a Black-moor carry’d his fword, 
and after him follow’d a troop of young 
Tads with banners in their hands, and 
armed with head-pieces ; in the rear came 
pages, a cook, farrier, Gc. a camel led 
by a black. The virgin of Antwerp 
with many little girls were drawn in a 
chariot by four horfes; over the virgin’s 
head was written Antuerpia. She delivers 
the keys of the city to the governor of 
the Spanifh countries when he makes his 
entrance. The Salutation, being a girl 


who fits in a chariot reading, whilea 
dove hovers over her head, and an angel 
appears by her. On. the chariot is writ

fan Before this went a chariot drawn 
by four horfes, wherein the three. angels

ravit: the Refirrettion drawn by four 
horfes; on the two fore-horfes, the fun 
and moon, and on the two hindmott, a 
feythe and an angels in the chariot, the 
effigies of our Saviour fitting in triumphs 
death ftands at his feet, and many, in 
white feem’d to rife out of their graves. 
Hell came next, being, a chariot tull of 
ugly horns, hair-crocodiles, Ge. drawn 
by two horles with ferpents hanging about 
them. After a good fpace came nwo of 
the gilds armed with guns, then St. Mi 
dhael leading, the devil, and after him fol- 
low'd the other four gilds (before every 
gild the bows, crofs-bows, &r. of the 
gilds, were carry’d) with their chaplains. 
‘An hermit in @ capuchin’s drefs, with 
beads anda crofs over his fhoulder, came 
before St. Chriftopher, who was about five 
yards high, in a red gown, with a white 
girdle about his middle, and on his brealt 
a round filver plate witha crofs. On his 
fhoulders he carry’d our Saviour drefs'd 
in a blue mantle full of tars, holding 
globe with a crofs upon it, Many wild 
men in habits made of ivy-leaves, and 
children antickly drefs'd, went up anc 
down. Towards the clofe of all came? 
horfe drefs'd up ina dragon’: in. Inone 
of the banners was a globe pictur’d, and 
under it a battledore, and under that is 
written, Concilio Themifticlea 3 in other 


banners, the picture of the city and

We faw the eafterling houfe, 2 far 


and large building, : 
The Heffen houte is an indifferent build- 
ing for merchandizing.

The Englifh burfe is a fquare and little 
area, having iron bars about it. 

The great burfe is like our royal-ex- 
change, but not fo handfomely adorn’d. 

We attempted twice to fee the caftle ; 
the firft time we were denied entrance, 
becaufe, they faid, we were Englifo ; and 
the fecond time, the foldiers pretending 
we were Germans, procur’d us leave of 
their governor Don Ferdinando Sorlis. We 
firft went over two draw-bridges, and 
faw the works. The figure of this cita- 
del is pentagonal, having two triangular 
out-works or fconces; a neat ftone-wall 
fac’d the very thick earth-works, which 
are planted with rows of lime-trees, a 
broad and deep trench goes round, With- 
in isa large area, and the governor hath 
a fairhoules uniform rows of lodgings 
for the foldiers ; the inmoft is cloifter’d : 
they have a chapel here. Under the 
works are the magazines. Between the 
citizens houfes and the caftle, isa great 
void fpace, where none are fuffer’d to 
build. 

Quingue folium fol. lacin, fublus Incanis fl. 
Jut. found here, 

We faw the monaftery of St. Michael, 
where an abbot and 63 monks of the 
order of St. Norbertus live, who are 
efteem’d_ rich, and always entertain the 
prince of thefe countries when he comes 
to Antwerp. The monaftery hath a fair 
entrance. Many of thefe monks have 
livings in the country, where they fome- 
times officiate, Their church is hand- 
fome, having cight chapels of curious 
marble-work. Apoftles ftatues ftand on 
the pillars; a fair marble entrance into 
the choir. Mot of the marble-work was 
made by one Jobs Van Mildert (whole 
monument is in the body of the church) 
and his fon. Over che high altar is a rare 
pidure drawn by Rubens, who made it in 
that place, and had 100 florins a-day for 
14 days. He alfo drew the abbov’s pic- 
ture of that time. There have been 42 
abbots here. In the middle of the choii 
lies buried the heart of J/abella, the wife 
of Carolus Audax, and daughter of — 
king of France. Her effigies in brafs is 
on the tomb-ftone.

‘The cloitter is tairly glafed, and in a 
window is painted the tory of St. Nor- 
bertus and St. Bernardus bringing the wae 
pope to his chair, which another had 
nfirped, In their library isa prefs where 
they lock up heretical books. Here we 
faw a curious manufeript of the bible, full 
of fine pictures, written by one Conrade 
of this cloyfter, Anno 14... 

When prince cardinal was here, the 
monks entertained him with the baiting 
of a bull. 


‘We faw another proceftion. Firkt came 1 prov: 


the feveral trades ; after them came the/** 
gilds. The matter of the crofs-bows com- 
pany had a gilt parrot hanging at his 
breaft, and another fitting ona ftaff he 
carry’d in his hand, and a bow and ar- 
rows hung at his back. This mafter was 
made fo, becaufe he fhot the parrot off a 
pole, After the gilds were patt, the 
people threw herbs in the ftreets, and then 
came the friars of the feveral orders, and 
after fome diftance, a great many citizens 

in two ranks, with wax-torches lighted 

in their hands; and we obferved poor 
boys going along by them, catching the 
drops of wax, which they fell to the 
chandlers. Many of thefe that carrry 
torches, give fomewhat yearly to the ca~ 
thedral, for which they have torches 
Jow’d them in this procefiion ; others that 
go out of a more fudden devotion, buy 
them at thistime: the wafer and chalice 
is painted on every torch. 
the canons of St. Yames, &c. and after 
them, muficians and finging-men, and 
the canons of N, Dame before the bifhop 
(over whom was carry’d a canopy) with 
the hoft in his hand. The church-war- 
dens follow’d, and the magiftrates of the 
city, with a blackwand and halberts be- 
hind them. 

Antwerp hath ovo burgomalters, a mar- 
grave, a {cout (like our attorney. gene- » 
ral) and 18 magiftrates, nine of which 
are chofen every years but firft the king 
confirms them, or commands a new 

election 5 
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election: the margrave and {cout are for 


~w™ their lives. 


Ttisa cuftom here, if a ftranger marries 
‘a wife in this city, fhe is to haveall her 
portion again, if her husband dies firft, 
and if fhe dies firft, leaving no children, 
the portion returns to her friends. 

‘At Minheer Happaert’s, 2 canon. of 
N. Dame, we faw very rare pieces, being 
firft draughts of the beft painters, which 
he purchas’d with 6000 florins ac_ the 
auétion of Rubens’s goods, who order’d 
by will that they fhould not be fold *till 
14 years after his death, left ir fhould 
be difcover’d from whence he had his beit 
defignations. This canon told us, that 
Rubens had moftof them from Fulia Ro- 
mand, who was excellent for invention and 
defigning. We faw alfo fome of the 
draughts of Raphael Urbin, Titian, Mich. 
Angelo, Polydore, 8. Among the pic- 
tures we faw Charles the Fifth’s, and Pdilip 
the Firft’s. This canon was very civil, and 
very ingenious in drawing, pictures of 
flowers, fruits, €¢. In his garden) we 
met with the bithop of Antwerp, whofe 
hat was lined underneath with. green, 
and! over his Dominican habit he had a 
cloak his attendants were two. priefts, 
and a fervant: here, and in. Francifcus 
van Steerbeck, a pricit’s garden, we faw 
many rare plants. 

This city is moft neatly buile with fair 
brick houfes, none being firffer’d to re- 
pair thofe built of wood. The ftreets 
are broad and well paved. In the chief 
freer call’d the Mere, and other large 
ftreets, the ladies, in fummer evenings, 
make their tour a-/a-mede with their 
coaches ; and fometimes they ride on the 
walls of the city, which in fome places is 
planted with rows of trees. The carth- 
work, and the other fortifications, are 
neatly faced with a good ftone wall 5 and 
without is a deep and broad trench of 
water, Curious winding bridges, with 
iron rails on each fide, lead into the city. 
The country about it islow, and the river 
Scaldis runs by the fide of it. One hun- 
dred fifty cuts of famous picture-drawers, 
made by Vandyke and printed at Antwerp 
by Giles Henricks, are fold for five ftivers 
apiece. 

Hevartius the hittorian lives here. We 
met with Mr. Coleman at dntwerp, who 
was lately of Trinity College in Cambridge. 
This Coleman was fince executed at Lon- 
don for high-treafon. 

‘At this place, Louvain, Mecklin, Ge. 
we faw dogs draw little carts, as at Bru/~

May 15.\ The paffige-boatbeing gore, 
we hired at the Zngli/h Key, about ten’ in 
the morning, a little boat, and with’ 
good wind fail’ by fevéral forts*on cach 
fide the river Scaldis,” and overtook ‘the 
patfage-boat about thre leagues from 
Antwerp ax Lillo, where we had our'things 
fearch’d by the ftates officers, | Phence 
we had a double’ gale/and good tite (tio? 
fometimes our vetlel {truck on the ground) 
and faw many fortifications on ech fide 
the river, which in fome places is very 
broad, At eighteen leagues from ni 
werp we came to the ifle of Walcheren, 
and paft by a block-houfe,call’d Ramekins, 
and then ‘entred a ftrait channel which 
brought us to Middleburg, a City well 
built and fortified, and much privilég’ 
by an imperial charter 5 they tiy no ¢ 
tizen of this place can be'arrefled elfe 
where. We walk’d into'a handfome mar- 
ket place, and viewed" the Radthoufe} 
which is adorn’d on the outfide with fta- 
tues of dukes, &. Here we faw two 
eagles which the charter obliges this town 
to keep. Three are four channéls of wae 
terrun through as many ts, Which 
a great conveniency for traders. We 
fearch’d in two of the biggeft churches, 
but could not find the tombs of William 


carl of Hilland and Adrianus junius. 
The mufket gild is a fair houfe. The 
poor work in a fpin-houfe: A caflle is 


the armsofthe town, About 20 churches 
here. The round church isa pretty build- 
ing. 

Lutherans and Anabaptifts have liberty 
of confeience here ; and the Fews have 
fome indulgence ; the French haye a 
church ; and we heard Mr. Spang a Sco 
minifter preach to the Lnglifh conge 
tion in a little chapel: the reader firlt 
read two chapters, and rehears’d the be- 
lief, every, one being then bare, and fer 
a pfalms then the minifter began his firlt 
prayer, made a férmon, and in his Tait 
prayer, pray’d for the king of Eng 
the prince of Orange, faves general 
the magiftrates of the town: the wor 
fat together on benches in the middle of 
the church 5 and the men, at the naming 
of the text, were uncover’d, as we ob- 
ferv’d in Scotland. 

“The inhabitants here feemed much more 
devout than we obferv’d afterwards the 
Hollanders, and other proteftants in Ger- 
many, Switzerland, and France 5 having, 
a more ferious fenfe of religion than an 
we could meet withal out of Znglana, 
and obferving the Lord’s-day with great 
refpect. 

With relation to this town I fhall add 
the following from Stat.

Tn one Cliver’s houfe we faw thefe ra- 
rities, viz, a rattle-fnake’s fkin, f€a- 
horfes teeth, a whale’s penis, a trumpet 
made of the bark of a tree, Guaiana cro- 
codiles, unicorns horns, zé/so a fifh, jaws 
of a fea-cow, fea-hog’s head like that of 
adolphin’s in Bellonius, fea wolf, fea por- 
cupine, feacarp, oftrich egg with faces 
carved on it, twelve dodecaedrons of ivory 
one within another, king’s crab, a cir- 
cumcifion-knife made of a blueifh ftone, 
dragons teeth, #. ¢. the petrified teeth of 
a fhark, an Indian axe made of ftone, 
many curious fhells, &c. 

Atthe exchange, being only a cloifter 
‘of three fides, we met with one Mr. Hop- 
Kins an Englify merchant, who civilly 
Tent us twenty poands, tho” he never faw 
nor knew us before; which is not ufual 
for merchants to do, who feldom truft 
thofe that bring them bills of exchange 
and letters of credit further than their va~ 
lue extends. 

One day after dinner we walk’d a. cu- 
rious paved and fhady way, which was 
miark'd at four equal diftances by ftones 5 
the middle ftone had 1654 engraven gn it. 
We pafi’d by the country houles of Jobn 
van Everfon vice-admiral of Zealand, and 
Minheer Lambfo's one of the ftates ge- 
neral ; over the gate of the Jaft was writ- 
ten, Fiat, voluntas Dei. After an hour’s 
walk we pafs’d over two draw-bridges and 
entred Flujsing, and viewed the fortifica- 
tions, which towards the land are thick 
earth-works handfomly pallifado’d and 
well ftrengthned with a broad trench full 
of water, which is kept up higher than 
the level of the country. Here is an in- 
different market-place, and a little fquare 
for a fith-market; many large and hand- 
fome channels with broad keys within the 
town. 

The ftadthoufe is a neat, compact and 
fquare building, The ftreets are not 
{0 Jarge and the houfes not fo fair as at 
Middleburg, - There are two land-gates. 
The arms of the town is a pitcher, With- 
out the walls is a long houfe where they 
make cable-ropes, 

An Englifp church here. 

Tn the evening, paying three ftivers a 
man, wecame on a payed road ina wag- 
gon to Middleburg.

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Another day after dinner, walking an Sxivox. 
hour ina ftrait paved way, we came to 
Veere, fortiGied with a ftrong work and a Vecre. 

The town is but 
fipall ; it hath a broad and fair marker- 7% Pre 
place, a ftadthoufe, and a Sicat church 5 nian 
two fair channels and broad keys within 
the town; but one land-gate, and a little 
poftern, which we went out at, and 
walk’d on a high bank by the fea-fhore, 
which is raifed to defend the country from 
the encroachments of the fea, and hath 
all along, where the tide beats, a ftrong 
kind of mat faften’d into the ground to 
Keep the fhore from being wafh’d in. 
Much land hath been lately recover’d and 
banked in. 

We returp’d through Armiiyden, alittle Armuy- 
Place confifting of a ftreet of houfes, “# 
trench’d about s formerly it was confi- 
derable for trade ; and paffing by many 
falt-houfes, half an hour’s walk from 4y- 
muyden, brought us back to Middleburg,

‘An Efcutcheon hangs up for Sir Tho, 
Ajlafoury, bart. and another for Ancient 
Apply. 

In the fame place where grave Henry 
lies buried, is preferv’d a pidture drawn 
either by Julio Romano or Raph. Urbin. 
When Spinola took Breda he would not 
fuller prince Henry's monument to be de- 
faced. Here is a curious brafs font; and 
afair organ, with this written onit, Deum 
colite in organo. Here are alfo two chro- 
nograms mention’d in the hiftory of Spi- 
nola’s fiege of Breda; and at the weit 
hangs this infeription, wherein the nume- 
ral letters of the five laft words make the 
year of our Lord when this city was re- 
taken by the ftates,

We faw the caftle, and were in the 
prince’s palace, an indifferent building. 
A neat cloifter on two fides ot the court. 

We walk’d the fortifications of the 
caftle, which are very ftrong, having 2 
deep trench about, and were fhewed the 
place where the turf-boat entred, which 
covered 70 men that furpriz’d the caftle 
for prince Maurice 1590. The ftory of 
it was thus related to us; that when the 
boat was admitted in, the fkipper made 
the guard drunk, and employ’d porters 
to carry fome of the turfs away, but 
would not fuffer all to be remoy’d ’till the 
foldiers were ready, who then came out 
and kill’d the centinels and guard; and 
immediately fir’d the bridge towards the 
town, and planted piecesagainft it, entred 
the palace, and took the governor’s fon 
prifoner (the governor being abfent) who 
hada letter in his pocket which difcover’d 
the whole defign, which he durft not 
break open, becaufe his father was once 
much difpleas’d with him for opening a 
etter in his abfence: prince Maurice lay 
not far off with his army, and upon notice 
given made his approaches, and the next 
day, March 4. 1590, took the town. 
This boat was kept *till Spinela gain’d the 
place 1625, and then it was hewn in pieces 
and burnt. Over the gate isa fair cloi- 
fter’d walk. The garden isneat, and fer 
with many maft trees. 

The prince hath a pleafure-houfe not 
far from Bredab. 

We viewed the city walls, which are 
very ftrong, having two trenches of water, 
‘one of which is very broad, and without 
them half moons, &c.

The exchange is over a channel 
of water between two very: long Streets s 
one fide of the exchange isa cloifter : the 
ftreets. are pavid with ftone in the middle, 
and on each fide with brick fer edge-ways, 
We obferv*dthchoufes here,at Middleburg, 
Bredab, and other the ftates towns, to 
have their upper ftories bending more for- 
ward than the lower, being defign’d to 
hang over fo, that the rain might not 
cafily beat in. One of the water-ports is 
apretty.buildings the key is fair, having 
Tir great aplatform near it. The great church. is 
chrch. very large and handfome, having double 
ifles on each fide the choir: a pinnacle was 
defign’d to be built on the fteeple, but the 
workmen perceiv’d the ground not firm 
enough to bear fo great a weight: off the 
fteeple we had a good profpeét of the 
country and city, faw Bredab tteeple, and 

feveral parts of Brabant.

Anionides Vander Linden, 
who difcourfed de Tuff, that the caufes of it 
are crudities arifing within the ftomach, 
which ftimulate the fuperior orifice, and 
fo the motion is communicated to the 
diaphragms, and then to the lungs. This 
he difcover’d as a new thing to his au- 
ditors.

At another lecture we heard him dif 
courfe concerning the Faba Veterum; that 
in N. Holland they give fufitages with 
beans, and are therefore call’d boon- 
men; and that the fruit of the Micus Jn- 
dica breeds an infect which makes the Ji- 
dian cochinele ; and that in Italy (which 
we obferved moft in § and Calabria), 
they ufe the pith of 
inftead of tinder; and fo he interprete 
that in Hefiod, iv xand vdgbint, (Fc. how 
that Prometheus brought this fire from 
heaven in the hollow of a ferula. 

At the fchools fome profeffors wear 
gowns, others only their cloaks; and 
when they begin to read, they turn up 
an hourglafs, and conclude ufually with 
that time. 

In the divinity fchool we faw their 
manner of performing, a publick exercile. 
At the fchool gates itood a beadle with~ 
out a gown, having a filver ftaff, where 
he ftay’d for the coming of the profeffor, 
who was in his gown, and the refpondene, 
who was in his cloak; then the beadle 
ufher’d them into the fchool, where the 
profeffor took his feat, and the refpon- 
dent his under the profeffor. The printed 

. Thefes 
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sxnrox, Thvefes were fome of them difperfed the 
ww~ night before at the printing-hovfe, and 
now by the relpondent, who diftributed 
them in his feat. After thar he made a 
Latin prayer, and read the beginning of 
his Thefes, Immediately an. opponent, 
firfk craving leave of the profefior, ar- 
gued againft them. After him two more 
carneftly contended who thould oppofe 
next, till the profeffor commanded one 
of them to be filent. When three oppo- 
nents had done difputing, the refpondent 
concluded with another prayer, and then 
thank’d the company for their prefence 
and patience, ‘The opponents were not 
taken off, but of their own accord pafs’d 
from one argument to another; and 
when they had done, they gave the pro- 
feffor thanks for the, fayour and leave, 
The opponents fit in no. certain feat, but 
any where among the auditors, If any 
profelfor of the univerlity comes in curing 
the difputation, the beadle brings him to 
his feat; and when all is done, he at- 
tends the profeffor of the chair and the 
refpondent no further than the ichool 
gate.

which are afterwards not to be obferved, 
the intermediate cartilages hardening into 
bone. 

‘Another large skeleton of aman, cu- 
rioufly coloured with -black and white. 
The white fignifics the infertion of a 
mufcle, and figures and characters are 
plactd where every mufele rans an exact 
and curious fcheme of all the ¥a/a in the 
lungs, and two fchemes,of thofe in the 
liver, one of which is like that in Dr. 
Glifin de Hepates the muteles of the 
hand preferv’d like Monfieur de Bilshis 
bodies, which an Horne efteemed not 
much of: by the fame art, he faid, he 
hath preferved the Inteflina in fit, A 
fcheme of the fpermatick veins, te/fes, 
&c, the bones found in the ghandula pi- 
nealis of men, which were very finals 
the Labyrinthus, Cocblea, Tympanum, Mal- 
kus, Incus & Stapes, being ‘the inftru- 
ments of hearing; two books with figures 
of the feveral members of aman, ex-+ 
preffing in colours the true figures of the 
mufeles, Ge. which were drawn by his 
own direction; the bones of the ear ina 
child, which differ little from thofe in'a 
man; the Vertelre of a fetus, which ma- 
nifeftly confift of three bones. Dr. Van 
Horzetold us his opinion, That the blood 
returns not by veins into the fpleen, but 
transfules itfelf thro’ the parenchyma of 
the fpleen, and at laft enters the pafiage 
of the Vena Splotica, the Fibrille ferving 
only for fupport. He faid, he could 
never obferve any Anajtomafes between 
veins and arteries, bue between the 
branches of feveral veins. 

We went to the burg deferibed in 
wf. Ath, Batavia, Te isa round hill, 
ving a high wall about the top of it, 
from whence we hada profpect of a great 
part of thetown, Inthe middle, upon the 
top, is byrinth of narrow walks, and 
a well here, wherein, they fay, fith were 
found that did relieve the city when it 
was befieged.

The ftudents are governed by Pre- 
feéti, and have lectures read to them 
every day. 

The prifon is a fair building, Ina 
little yard by it ftand two pillars, over 
which they lay a beam whereon they 
execute malefaétors, who are (after they 
are dead) removed, and hung on a gal- 
lows without the walls, where the bodies 
remain till they are confumed. 

‘There are three fair hofpitals; one of 
them is for fick perfons, who are very 
carefully look’d after, and vifited often 
by the phyfician, who brings with him 
ftudents to inftruét them in the practice 
of medicine. Another hofpital is for 
youths, who are habited in red. 

Twenty-feven alms-houfes, 

‘The ftadthoufe is a handfome building. 
On the tower of it, every night, is a 
trumpeter that founds every hour; and 
when any fire happens, he founds an 
alarm. A guard is kept here every 
night of 30 foldiers, and at every gate 
are 10 foldiers, 

Every hour of the night a fellow goes 
up and down the ftreets, and makes a 
noife with a rapper, and with a loud yoice 
tells what it is o’clock,

The prince of Orange hath a Palace 
here, an indifferent building, not fi, 
from the fehools. 

The clothiers hall is a handfime 
ftruéture, adorned with figures of theens 
cloathing, being one of the chief trades 
of Leyden, Grograms are made hete. 

‘The ftreets are large, fairly built, and 
neatly pav’d, channels of water running 
thro” the midft of mott of them. ‘The 


houfes here (as in moft other cities of 


Holland) are cover'’d with gutter-tiles, and 
theroofsare made very loping, purpofely 
that the rain-watet may the better fall 
into a channel or trough which conveys 
it into aciftern, where it is kept for ufc. 

Very winding entrances at the city- 
gates; a large trench round the wall, 
and another trench within, at that parc 
of the town where the new buildings are, 
which are many, and are moit of them 
inhabited by weave A pall-mall, and 
pleafant walks of tilia or lime-trees, with- 
out the walls, 

Sledges are us’d here, and little carts 
with a long beam, drawn by one or two 
men, and crowded by another behind. 

The arms of Leyden are wo crole 
keys, 

Many ftudents live up and down in pri- 
vate lodgings, whowearno gowns. When 
they are admitted to be of the w erfity, 
the Retfor Magnificus gives them a feal, 
which excufes all payments of excile. 
The profeffors have each of them abour 
300! fterling per annum. Wany fudent 
defires to have lectures read to him in 
private, he goes toa profeffor, who runs 
thro’ a whole faculty, which is call’d Col- 
legium inflituere 5 for this a gratuity mutt 
be given.

Below ftairs are many arched walks, 
and a dungeon, One Quelinus is the 
architect of this place. It is faid the foun- 
dation coft 100000 /. 

Anmfterdam hath four burgomatters, nine 
efchevins, and 36 of the Vroet/chap, and 
a (cout. (Quarjitor.) The Scabini are 
thus chofen, 14 perfons are clected by the 
Vroet[chap, andout of the 14 the burgo- 
matters take feven, and two more out of 
the efchevins of the laft year; thefe are 
judges in all cafes, 

The Vroelfchap continue for life, and 
when one dies the reft yote another into his 
place, but never any nigh related to any 
of the Vroetjchap, neither fon, brother, 
&c, till beyond the coufin german. See 
Grot. Apologet. ¢. 9. where is mentioned 
this government fettled by law, by Maria 
Burgund. 1476. 

All that have been efchevins can only 
chufe the burgomafters. 

None formerly could have been burgo- 
mafter except his father wasa freeman at 
leafta year, and fix weeks before he was 
born; but of late they have made a con- 
ftitution, that he that pays 500 gilders 
fhall be free, and feven years after is capa- 
ble of being burgomatter. 

Any one may be alfo privileged as a ci- 
tizen for 50 gilders, but then hall not 
have the capacity of being madea burgo- 
matter.

116 women in the old womens ho- 
fpital, two lodge in every chamber ; and 
in the old mens hofpital two men alfo in a

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chamber. Thefe two hofpitals make aSxirrox. 
{quare cloifter, the men and the women ~V~ 
have each their dining hall, and both fexes 

employ their time in feveral works, 

All the hofpitals are neatly kept, the 
fick people lie in cabins on each fide of a 
fair walk, and in the middle is a pulpit 
where their minifter preaches to them. 

The Rafpelbuis for rogues hath over the Tie raf! 
entrance written Ca/tigatio ; here fome men ##s jer 
of better quality are kept more private!" 
from the view of all comers. 

The Rajelbuis for whores, @e. 
common whores in one part, thofe of the 
better fort in another, and in a third di- 
vifion are diforderly women that are kept 
more private, being putin by their parents. 

Many children habited half black and 
half red, who diet and lodge at the hofpi- 
tal, but work the reft of their time at 
feveral trades under feveral matters. 

The eleemofynary houfes are fair build- tlm, 
ings. 

‘Het Dolbuis is an hofpital for mad peo- p, 
ple, who are lock’d up in dark rooms, 
having a hole in the door to look out at; 
a pretty garden in the middle of thecloifter. 
‘Another court, where are kept the maddeft 
folks. 

The Exchange is like ours at London, rie ex 
but not fo handfome, and it isnot an exact change 
{quare, being longer than it is broad 5 here 
are 36 niches, but not ftacues in them. 

Here wealfo took notice of feveral maps 
of houfes tobe fold, which were hung up 
and down the pillars, &c. Men of feveral 
nations reforthither, but the moft frequent 
ftrangers are the Fews, who fill one walk gems 
of the Exchange, and livein one quarter of 
the city together, in fair ftreets, they are 
reckoned to be about 20000 ; they often- 
times meet with affronts in the ftreets, and 
lofe much time in their publick traffick, 
viz. from {even in the evening on Fridays, 
all Saturday and Sunday. 

We went to their fynagogue, a large zy,ip na 
place above ftairs ; the women are not {een gerne. 
in it, but have a gallery round the top 
with lattice windows ; they wear no fuch 
ftuff (like a Scorch plad) as the men do 
over their faces, and hats which they never 
pull off in their fynagogue. He that 
reads ftands ina great defk, and makes a 
tone in his reading; the people alfo read 
either in the Hebrew or Portuguese bible in 
a finging tone; fome men that were mar- 
ried the day before came to the reader, 
and fpoke fomething to him which our 
interpreter faid was what they gave to the 
poor, which he prefently publifhed : Their 
law, and fomie parts of the old teftamenc 
were folded up in rolls, within an embroi- 
dered covering, the tops of the umbilicus 
or fick they roll’dthem on, were cover’d

atthem ; the bridegrooms came from that 
end of the fynagogue where they are 
lock’d up in prefiés, and brought them 
feverally to the reader’s feat, where they 
were untied, and all this while there hs 

reat finging among the people ; then the 
eerder oF rabbi read fomewhac, and che 
bridegrooms return’d to their places. To- 
wards the latter end of their fervice, the 
reader and all the bridegrooms went round 
to thew themfelves, with the law, Ge. 
untied in their hands, and the boys were 
very earneft to touch the covering with 
their hands and faces, and all this time 
the whole company made loud fingings ; 
when they came to the prefits they put in 
the law, &e. and then one faid fomewhat 
in a tone, and lock’d them up. The 
rabbi,’ while he was reading, had a litcle 
filver rod in his hand ; at one time, for 
a good while, read at a table. This de- 
yotion was begun early in the morning, 
and lafted till noon ; after dinner they be- 
gan again. We obferved fome of the 
Jews to bow at times, (quer, whether at 
the name of Febovab 2) they feemed very 
carelefs, difcourfing and laughing with 
ftrangersin the midit of the fervice when 
they were difmiffed, many of them went 
down finging till they came to the ftreet. 
The minifter or prieft hath his feat under 
the reader: 

The bride was attended only by wo- 
men. Maids wear their own hair, but 
after marriage they cut it off and wear 
locks. 

On the Yews fabbath (Saturday) the 
fame thing is read feven times over toge- 
gether for every day of the week. Lamps 
hang up in this fynagogue. 

Every ew wears within his breeches or 
doublet a fquare piece of parchment with 
a Hebrew benediction in it, &e. It is of 
this figure, witha circle about two trian- 
gles, having at each corner the name of 
anangel, viz. Michael, Gabriel, Raphael 
and Uriel. 


At their... . they cover themfelves ; 
within their fynagogues hang little ftrings 
in which is woven the word ‘fehovab. 

The men are moft of them of a tawny 
complection with black hair ; fome haye

clearer fkins, and are fcarce difcernable 
from the Dutch, Gc, They carry much 
rfume about them. 

Amfterdam allows them great freedom, 
fome of them are rich, but moft are very 
poor. In one of their houfes we faw a

We faw in this city a tragedy called Ta- 
merlane well a&ted in a convenient play- 
houfe 5 in the cockpit the ordinary peo- 
ple ftand for four-pence apiece 5 places in 
the boxes are ten-pence a place. The 
actors cloaths were very rich, and habited 
like the nations they reprefented, the 
commanders of armies were on real horfes. 
Between every act che mufick played, and 
after all the tragedy was ended, began a 
farce or ridiculous aétings and jeitings. 
Thefe comedians are two days in the week 
at this city, and two days at the Hague, 
being allowed by the ftate 5, part of what 
is received the poor have.

The Lutherans have alfo a church, and 
the Papijis are tolerated. 

Ifany are permitted to have their liberty

top of the fteeple (where there is a large 
ciftern of water ready to quench fire) 
whence we had a view of the town and 
adjacent country 5 in this fteeple lives a 
man with his wife and family.

This church hath an organ in it, and a 
gallery over each ifle as at the efits in 
Antwerp. Twenty feven bear the name 
ftill of canons, who have a revenue in 
land, &c. Any perfon may buy one of 
thefe places, butif he dies within 21 days 
after, the fale fignifies nothing. Two 
minifters were banifhed hence for queftion- 
ing the right of difpofing them into lay- 
hands. 

In the chapter-houfe is an elephant’s 
tooth made hollow, which was formerly 
ufed asa horn to wind and call people to 
church. A piéture of Heary TV. two brals 
idols with wings, named by the fellow 
that thewed them Fupiter and Pluto, The 
picture of our Saviour going to the place 
of crucifixion drawn by Lucas of Leyden. 
The old MSS. of the revenues are locked 
upin a great prefs; three long unicorns 
horns for which 30000 gilders have been 
offered ; formerly they were ufed as can- 
dlefticks nigh the high altar. In the Ji- 
brary are many old books chained ; fix 
large MSS. of the bible fairly written 


and painted by one mans on the door of

the Jibrary is written this rhyme, Pro 
Chrifti laude, libros lege, poftea claude, 

Anna Maria Schurman, a learned wo~ 
man, lives in this city, who is unwilling 
to be vifited by ftrangers. She is about 
5oyears old. 

On one of the bulwarks ef. the town is 
a phyfick garden ftored with good plants. 
‘Tho. gardener’ pretended he knew their 
names in [ebrew, Greek, Latin, Engli, 
Dutib, French, 82c. 

In Uirecht velvet, taffety, grogram, 
and ribbands are woven. 

June 18. We came by boat in two hours 
to a village, where we entred another 
boat which carry*d us over the river Leck, 
to Vianen, a little wall’d place trench’d 
about. A ftadthoufe here, two burgo- 
matters, feven fcabini, a fcout, and 20 
of the Vroel{ebap. 

The earl of Brederade is lord of this 
place, where we faw the tape weaving by 
a wheel, which moves many fhuttles at a 
time. This/is forbidden at Utrecht under 
pain of death, and is prohibited in the 
cities of Holland, except Harlem. 

Here we hired a waggon (the wag- 
goners throwing dice who fhould carry 


us) and in three hours arrived at Leer. 


dam, 2 fmall place wall’d and trench’d 
about, privileg’d from taxes, ec. and 
is under the prince of Orange. The go- 
vernment is by a fcout, feven feabini, 
two burgomafters, and 12. of the Vroet= 
febap, andafecretary. 

Our hoft at this place brought us in an 
extraordinary dear reckoning, which, tho? 
very unreafonable, we could not get any 
abatement of; whereupon we went and 
complain’d to one of the burgomatters, 
who gave us no relief, but left us to the 
mercy of the tharking landlord. 

We faw an eagle which waslately taken 
hereabouts. We were here told, That 
the juice of black currans gives white 
wine a tatelike Rbenifb. 

June 19. We travell’d in our waggon, 
which was drawn by three horfes abreaft, 
over a river at the end of Leerdam, and 
foon after pafs'd thro’ Afperen, a fmall 
place wall’d andditch’d about 5 after three 
hours riding, we came to the river VYa- 
balis, over which we ferry’d to another 
wall’d town call’d Bommel, a pretty place, 
having a handfome broad ftreet and mar- 
ket-place before the ftadthoufe. Here is 
a fcout, two burgomafters, and cight ma- 
giltrates, 

Four companies of foldiers (one of 


which is Scots) garifon this place. 


Hence we went and ferry’d over the 
Moje, a pleafant ftream, and pafs’d by 
a ftrong fort called Creveceur, neatly 


trench’dabout; and alittle further, came 
Vor. VI. 
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by 4 clen, alittle fort, and then rode upon Snirrox. 
a bank raifed in the midft of a country ~¥~ 
that was very much cover'd with water, 

Where we pafs’d over the Lech, Vabal, 
and the Moje, the three ftreams were 
much of the fame breadth. 

Some diftance before we came'to the 
Bojeh (four hours from Bommel) we pals'd Both. 
thro’ a water, and went over two draw 
bridges, and entred this place, which is 
differently built from the towns in Hol- 
land, the ftreets being indifferently pay’d, 
and the houfes boarded on the out-fide 
like the houfes in the Scots cities, only 
the boards are placed another way, i. ¢. 
tranfvérfly. This town is upon a litte 
higher ground than the circumjacent coun- 
try, which is fenny, the greatett part of 
it being. overflowed with water. The 
town runs out a good way in length, and 
is encompafs'd with a ftrong wall and a 
deep trench. The river Dommelt runs by, 
and is convenient for the bringing, of 
commodities. 

‘An upper and an under {cout, 2 pre-~ 
fident, and feven feabini (no burgoma- 
fters here) govern the inhabitants. 

‘"Fwenty-one companies of foot, and 
four troops of horfe garifon this place. 
Mioheer Beverwart, who is of the houfe 
of Naffaw, is governor : the earl of Ofory 
married his daughter. 

St. Fobn’s church is built of ftone, and 
is like our cathedrals, The porch is 
handfome, double ifles. The entrance 
into the choir is a ftately marble porch 
adorned with ftatues, as in St, Mary's 
church at Antwerp. The altar pillars of 
marble are ftill preferved, and two white 
marble pillars curioufly carv’d, with the 
ftory of our Saviour’s birth and afcen- 
fion. ‘Towards the top of the choir, 
ona great efcutchcon, is written,

After we had baited at Bry, we tra- 
vell’d over an open heathy country, and 
by degrees left the level, and afcended 2 
good heighth, whence we had a profpeét 
Of Macftricht, the Mofe, &c. and feven 
hours from our bair we came to the out- 
works of Mag/richt, where a fentinel sue. 


rang a bell, and the foldiers examin’d us, ftricht. 


and then lifted up a great beam for our 
waggon to enter the gate. This town is 
built like the Bo/ch, and is divided by 
the river Moje into two parts; the leffer 
fide is called the ck, and isjoynd to 
the other by a {trong broad-ftone bridge 
with nine arches. 

A ftrong wall and good trench about 
the town, befides many half-moons, &c. 
Part of the bigger fide of Mag/tricht is 
fituated on a rifing ground, and there- 
fore not fo {trong as if it were in a level. 

The greateft number of the inhabitants 
are papilts, who have their religion pub- 
lickly tolerated. About 20 cloifters in 
this place, which at this time made a 
great jangling with their bells, to put 
people in mind of their prayers for fair 
weather.

Hollan- Maeftricht was the latt place we faw be- 
és, 6 longing to the united provinces; there- 
whim fore, before I take notice of any new 
country, &c. I fhall here fet down fome 
particulars Lobferv’d, viz, That, in thofe 


qt 
territories, every notary writes his name Sxirow. 
over his door, Ax gr. A. B. Notarius pub. WV 
Hus : and the doétors of phyfick and apo- 
thecaries have Latin fentences on their 

houfes and thops. The Hollanders houfes 

are nicely clean. The entrance before 

the doors of their houfes in cities, is cu- 

rioufly paved with ftone; and the neat 
figured pavements are ufed about their 
chimnies, and fometimes round their 
rooms, Before many of their doors are 

ftone rails to lean upon, Molt of their 

beds in inns are like cabins; and their 

being fhort and narrow, makes them in- 
convenient, The boors oF country people 

come riding’ to marker with provifions in 

neat waggons drawn by two horles 
abreatt, “When waggoners and porters 

are to be hir’d, they in moft places throw 

dice who fhould be employ'd. 

The Hollanders of the meaner fort are 
generally very furly, efpecially inn 
Keepers, watermen, and Waggoners : thele 
laft bait themfelves and their horfes very 
often s andthe’ true Dutch is'always eat- 
ing when he travels by boar, coach, or 
waggon. ‘Their ufual diet is ftrong Norsb~ 
Holland cheefe, and hung beef dry’d'in 
the fmoak. At ordinaries the firft difh 
is a fallad, which they call Siz, Boil’d 
fpinach is ‘a great dith with them, and 
every meal is ufually ended with this va- 
riety of cheefes, viz. Cummin:feed, North~ 
Holland, Ingelet, and green cheefe. Strong 
beer, which they call thick beer, and 
Rberif wine and French wine are the 
drink moft efteem’d. The inn-keepers, 
in many plates, exact according to the 
rich habit and quality of their guefts; for 
the fame ordinary a man of meaner ha= 
bit and quality thall pay lef. 
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CNpUNE 22. We went by waggon up 
a hill near Maeffricht 5 at the fide of 
whichhillisan arch’dpaflage, which 
runs (as we were told) two hours in 

Jength, whence they bring ftone from a 

quarry: this was probably fomeadite toa 

mine; for riding further upon the Downs, 
we faw three or four more fuch paflages, 
and obferyed earth caft up, as atthe en- 

trance of mines. From thefe hills we had a 

very pleafant profpett of Macfrricht,. the 

Moje, and the adjacent country.; On the 

left fide of the river we) faw Weft, a 

wall’d place under the bifhop of Liege, 

and Nevan, a caftle of the king of Spain's. 
hen we came down intoa lower,ground, 

we rode by Vivenan, where there is a 

nunnery; and on the right hand,was the 

firft place we faw vineyards planted on 
the fides of the hill; and then we came 
thro? Herfial, a_village (where, 500 or 

600 boors live) belonging: to the prince 

of Orange; and. an hour. further we 

reach'd Luick or Liege (fourleagues from 

Magjricht,) A {entinel opening, a gate, 

fuffer’d us to enter the walls of this city, 

which are on, this fide very {trong and 
high; alfo works and a. trench. of water, 

Other parts of the city on the hills have 

a wall not fo firm. 

We faw St. Lambert’s church, an old, 
building, having many porches, or en; 
trances of ftone, much adorned, with, fta- 
tues. The church within is handfome, 
having a large brafs crown that hangs 
down in the middle of it. Under an al-

Over the entrance into the choir is a 
large cheft of filver, gilt, adorned with

The finging-boys wear red gowns un- 
der their furplices: the canons have 
purple habits like robes. ‘ 

There are belonging to this church 
60 Canonici majores, 12 mediocres, and 
13 minores feu parve menfe, and above

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Go Beneficiati. The Can. majores mutt be 
all of noble extraét, excepting fome few 
that are chofen for their eminency in 
learning. ‘Thefe 60 canons chufe their 
prince and bithop. 

The city of Liege hath a mayor put in 
by the prince, and continuesas long as he 
behaves himfelf well. ‘The prince no- 
minates his counfellors. He hatha vice- 
mayor.

A fenate of 30, anfwerable to the 
Vicetfebap in Holland, who are in office 
forlife; and when one dies, the'reft elect 
another, 

Two burgomafters are chofen every 
two years by the fuftrages of the feveral 
companies of trades. 
ite, That all citizens, of what qua- 
y foever, are obliged to be of the com-

In the fubarbs we went to the Guliel- 
mites cloifters which is an indifferent place, 
moated about. In the body of the church 
lies the tombftone of Sir Fobn Mandevil, 
having his figure‘on it ina brafs plate. It 
was formerly near the high altar. See the 
infeription in Ortelii Itiner, In the vettry 
the monks fhew’d us two great knives 
which were given him by the emperor of 
the Turks, being fuch as the grand feignior 
himfelf ufed. They fhewed us alfo Sir 
Fobn Mandevil’s faddle, bridle-bit, and 
fpurs, 

Thefe friars had a white habit, with 
black down the middle before and behind, 

Over the gute of this monattery ftands 
the ftatue of St, William, and thefe fen- 
tences, viz.

The Englifh jeluits have a college in 
this city, which is a pretty building ona 
hill, having 70 fteps up to its every 10 
fteps hath a landing-place, Hereare hand- 
fome gardens one above another, In the 
uppermott isa fummer-houfe whence there 
is a pleafant profpeét of the city, river, 
hills, &. In one garden we faw many 
curious inventions of one Linus of this 
fociety, who ereéted feveral dials, and in

Ac this college we heard a philofophical 
difpute, one Odoardus Turnerus refpon- 
dent, and Gervafius Montefortivs fcting 
profeffor, The company face round on 
benches, the middle of the room being 
free from people. Among the opponents 
we obferyed an antient canon of a church, 
difputing very eagerly according to the 
Jeluits cuftom. 

Thefe difputations are once ina month. 
A mathematick fchool here. 

OF this fociety is one Digby, a brother 
of the earl of Bri/tol. 

Thomas Compton Carleton of this houfe, 
hath written a book intitled, Prometheus 
Chriftianus. 

The language commonly us’d by the 
people of Liege, is different from French 
and Dutch, which are both frequently 
fpoken here.

fhops s the inner court is kept fhut, which 
is cloiftered only on two fides, having a 
garden and fountain in the middle ; the 
rooms are but mean for a prince’s houfe, 
and neither well furnifhed nor well kept. 

Many of the women here wear hats. 

Armour and guns are made good and 
cheap at Ligge. 

This city is pleafantly fituated by the 
river Mgt, and environed almoft round 
wich hills, the river divides itfelf here, 
and hath feveral ftreams running through 
many parts of the city here are feveral 
bridges, one a very fair one of ftone 
with fix long arches, the two middle-moft 
arches are each of them more than 20 


yards wide. Nigh the river is a place 
where fometimes are tiltings. 


ens houfes are moft of timber, 
fome of the fronts are covered with boards 
as in Scotland, others with flates, the reft 
as ours in England 5 the ftreets are not 
broad. 

A convenient key at the river,, where 
are many of thofe long boats we obferved 
at Dort and Utrecht. 

On the brow of a hill which hangs over 
the city is the fort or caftle that commands 
the town. 

‘All belly provifions here are ¢heap and 
plentiful ; in the hills about Liege are a 
great many cherry-gardens and orchards. 

The country people are civil, well 
‘d and kind to ftrangerss the wo- 
generally of a dark compleétion, 
and not fo handfome as the Hellanders 5 
they doa greatdeal of drudgery, and the 
poorer fort carry coals and other burthens 
on their backs in baskets of a peculiar 
figure, towards the bottom being of a 
conical fhape, wherein they can. put a 
flaff and reft themfelves ftanding without 
fetting down their burthens. 

We took notice of many poor and beg- 
gars every where, butnot importunate if 

d 


Here they ufe a fort of firing they call 
hot-fhots, which are round balls made of 
ditt or clay, and coal beaten fmall and 
mixed together, and then dried in the fun 
thefe ferve to flake the heat of the fire, 
and keep coals from burning out too faft, 

At Namurs and this place ftone jugs 

and other pots are made. 
Some diftance from Liege we came upa 
fteep hill, where we were let down five or 
fixin a basket intoacoal mine 130 yards 
deep; the coal is like our ftone coal. 

When we came down to the bottom we 
were each of us drawn ina fledge, by two 
little boys toa fledge, who faftned their 
two chains tied about them to the fledges, 


and fo drew us through a low, narrow and 
Jong paffige (on each fide there being fup- 
ports of wood) to a large {pace where we 
fiw many miners at work. A horfe 
turned about an axis perpendicularly fix’q 
and winding up the rope we were hoiftea 
out of the mine-pit. 

June 25, in our two hired waggons or 
carts, each with a fingle horfe, we went 
very lowly over hilly and ftony way, and 
had in profpect on our left hand Franchi. 
mont caitle ; foon after we hada view of a 
deep valley, in the bottom of which is the 
Spaw, where we arriv’d this nighc ; 
feven leagues from Liege, and is a little 
walled place with indifferent buildings in 
it, the inhabitants receive no fmall benefit 
from the frequency of ftrangers who come 
hicher every fummer, and drink the me- 
dicinal waters fo much commended and 
{poken of in the world. 

In the market-place isa well or fpring, 
the water whereof gives aninky or vitriol 
tafte ; the virtues of it are’ niéntioned in 
this diftich written on it,!

beg’d of us very infolently, and ftopp'd 
our carts becaunfe we gave them fome liards, 
which they threw away 5 bue giving the 
value of three or four thillings they feem’d 
fatisfied, and let us pafs on to Limburg, 


* three Jeagues from the Spaw, where the 


fentinel flay’d us at the gate till he fene in 
our names to the governor 5 the walls of 
this place are very ftrong, having a deep 
dry ditch about them 5 here is one indif- 
ferent ftreet, which is but hort, tho* 
broad : This town is little, and ficuated 
upon a hill on the weft-fide isa fteep pre- 
cipice, and below runs the river Wefer. 
Avone end is the cattle. “The monuments 
of fome of the dukes of Limburg in the 
church, were demolith’d by the Hollanders 
when they had this place in poffettion. 

Le Conte & Avendon is governor. About 
300 foldiers in garrifon now. 

After we had refrefhed ourfelves with a 
bait, we travelled a road infelted with

thro’ a wood at two hours anda half 
trom Limburg, we came toa little village 
called Haglienjtall, where by reafon it was 
night and dangerous to go further, we took 
upa bad lodging, and lay in the ftraw on 
@ floor next to the ftable. 

June 28, we pafs’d thro? a wood, and 
in an hour and an half’s time arrived at 
Aken, where the fentinels examined us, 
and let us enter the gates: This city is 
of a good length, and hath a double wall 
abouc it; the ftreets are meanly buile. 
About feven years ago a lamentable fire 
happened, which confumed(they fay) 4500 
houfess it is reported the capuchins cloifter 
ftrangely cfeaped the flames, all being 
deftroyed round about while the monks 
wereat their devotions, and none endea- 
vour’d to preferve their building from 
burning. 


In the market place isa large and hand- 
fome fountain, with this infeription about 
the edges of the bafon.

Here are kept the gofpels written by 
the evangelifts own hands, the iron crown 
which the emperor is crown’d with, and 
Charlemagne’s {word, which the emperor 
holds at his coronation, and is obliged to 
wear ic by his fide three days together, 
with this he makes his nobles ; every coro- 
nation they are now fent to Frankfurt. 
The chair where the emperor ufed to fit 
when he was crown’d here, the fides of it 
are ivory, and the bottom is part of 
Noah's ark ; this chair was found in Char- 
Temagne’s grave, in the middle of the 
church, when his body was taken up entire 
above 300 years after his burial ; he is 
laid now by the fouth wall of the church 
near the choir, and his effigies is placed on 
‘a tombftone without any other infcription 
but, Gloria & Honore Coronajfti eum 
Damine. 

In the middle of the choir is another 
tomb without any figure or infeription, 
which they fay is over Ocho TIL. Imp. 

Between the body of the church and 
the choir, isa little chapel dedicated to the 
virgin Mary, where but feven perfons may 
fay mafs, viz. The pope and fix canons 5 
the bottom of this altar is part of Noab’s 
ark 5 many relicks are kept here ina gold 
cheft, which are fhewn off the fteeple 
but once in feven years; one of the moft 
precious and holy relicks is the virgin 
Mary's {mock ; thefe following verfes 
hang behind the altar, and mention that 
and the reft of thofe objects of devotion 5

A. wooden cafe or prefs covers a very 
rich pulpit of gold adorned with precious 
ftones, it ftands on the fouth fide nigh the 
entrance into the choir. 

‘The finging boys wear red gowns faced 
with lambfkin, the furr whereof fits about 
their necks likea ruff. The canons have 


one Cheyny, an Englifb man, among them, 
A dean here. 

At the fouth fide isa great pair of bras 
gates, and one of them hatha crack in the 
brafs, occafioned, asthe legend fays, thus, 
“ When Charlemagne began the building 

of this church, the devil came and 
ask’d him what he intended ; the em 
peror told him he defigned a playhoute, 
which the devil being well fatisfied with, 
he departs, and the emperor fets up 
up fome altar-tables 5 and then the devil 
comes again to him and enquired what 
thofe meant; Charlemagne replied, they 
were only for gamelters to play on, 
which encouraged the devil to give his 
afliftance towards the building, and to 
bring a great pair of brafs gates on his 
fhoulders, which he lets fall, and runs 
away atthe fight of a crucifix, and in 
that fall one of the gates crack’d.” 
Nigh thefe gares ftands a pillar with a 
gaping wolf on it, anda hole in the mid- 
dle of his breaft, and it is reported the 
devil went in at the wolf’s mouth,and came 
out at the hole. 

Thirty churches in this city. Eleven 
nunneries, 

The jefaits are building a fair college. 

The proteftants were formerly allowed 
their liberty here, but we were told that 
they endeavoured to fettle themfelves in 
the government, and to banifh the Roman 
catholicks, whereupon Spinola came and 
reftored the papifts, and turned out all the 
reformed. 

Aken hath a jurifdiétion of three hours 
riding, round every way, and in ic are 
200 villages. 

This is an imperial city, free from im- 
pofitions of the emperor, only they affit 
him with fome foldiers againft the Turks.

The Lutherans and Roman catholicks 
have churches here, and the Jefuits have 
a college without the walls. 

Here are two burgomaiters, feven fea- 
bini, anda scout, who are all Calvinijts. 

Over againft St. Gewer isa town and 
cattle called Wellnich ; anda little further 
on the right hand, we went by Wael 
town and caftle, belonging to the eleétor 
of Triers ; and afterwards on the left, we 
pafstd by Cu), a walled cown and cattle

Hereabouts we obferved great floats of 
timber, which were guided by feveral men 
who moved two long oars at each end, 
which ferved inftead of rudders: on thefe 
floats fometimes paffengers will travel. 

Tn large boats we faw great cranes for 
the raifing, €3¢. of great weights. 

In the great boats belonging to this 
river Réene, are-very long {tems like oars, 
which are always on the right fide of the 
boat. % 

A little diftance from Bacharach, on 
each fide of the river, is'a walled town, 
and caftle, oppofite to each other. This 
night, three miles from Heirtefenach, we 
lodged in Heinbach, on the right fide of the 
river: over-againft it is a walled town, 
called Lewry. 

uly 9. we came by Dreckbaufen, a little 
walled place, on'the right hand, belong- 
ing to the eleStor of Mentz 5 and a little 
farther we paffed by A/pitboufe cattle, on 
the fame fide ;\ and not far from that, 
another: then we came by Mowe Tower, 
which ftands in a little ifland, and is fa- 
mous for the ftory of a bithop’s being d 
voured by rats in a time of dearth, &c. 
Over-againft ic is a caftles and a little 
farther, on the right hand, we went by 

‘ing, a pretty walled town. Some diftance 
hence, on the left, we had Rodefheim ; 
then Gifonand Elveldt, a walled place, and 
Wallop, where we obferved ftorks and 
their nefts on chimneys. 

Ringcow, famous for wine, on the left 
hand of the river. 

‘Atnight we came to Mertz. 

In this journey from Collen, many rare 
plants were found. The Rbene is of a 
great breadth from Collen to Widich 5 but 
afterwards, to Moufe Tower, it is much 
fireighten’d by the high rocks on each 
fide, whereon are large vineyards, and 
below, near the river, are large orchards. 
From Moufe Tower the Rbene is much 
wider; and in it are many little iNlands 
near Meittz, where we ftayed the longer 
in expectation of fome fatisfaction we ho- 
ped to receive concerning a clock invented 
iachimus Peckerus Math. Anateet Med. 
Prifefl in this city, who has written about 
a dial on a tower nigh the marker- 
place, Motus Phyfico-Mechanicus quoad du- 
ranlem materiam perpetuus: but we were 
fraftraced when we went up and viewed a 
great machine, and faw nothing to move 
Without weights; however many things 
in it were worthy obfervation. At prefenc 
the defignis laid afide; for this invention 
will never effect a perpetual motion. The 
Rhene about Collen, Mentz, &c. to about 
Bajil, is of a whitith colour and muddy.

This city hath a praetor or ftadtholder, Seven. 
two queftors: the firft of them is called 
rentmafier 5 — fenators. 

The archbifhop or eleétor of Mentz, is 
chofen by the twenty-four canons of §, 
Martin's, out of themfelves. Thofe ca. 
nons are barons and noblemen. When an 
of chem dies, the reft elect another out of 
the domicillares. 

The prefent elector’s name is Yobannes 
Philippus & Schaenborn : he is alf bithop 
of Wurtzburgs and within thefe few weeks 
was chofen bithop of Worms. 

The arms of the bifhoprick isa wheel ; 
derived, they fay, from Willegefus, the 
firt bifhop, who was a wheel-wright’s 
fon, a Saxon: and he ufed to remember 
his extraét, by faying, Willege/e, Willegele, 
recogita unde veneris. 

The buildings of this city are old and 
indifferent. We were told the prefent arch- 
bifhop and his brother intend to build ma- 
ny houfes, and make the ftreets large and 
handfome, thefe at prefent being narrow 
and badly pav’d. Several great houfes of 
noblemen are here. 

The prince’s houfe is a fair building, 
moated about: a fine ftruéture was erecting 
now, which is to be joined to it, if they 
be not hindered by the foundation finking 
much, About the city is a ftrong wall, 
and many well fortify’d works. Ayo 
1661. a handfome new gate was built, and 
the wall eaftwards newly repair’d ; where- 
on is infcrib’d

Within one of the forts ftands the ruin of 
an old ftone tower, {aid to be Drujis his 
monument, and called by the Germans, d- 
glefteine. 

Two towers here; one built by the 
matter, the other by the fervant: and the 
ftory goes that in their competition who 
fhould make the beft building, the fer- 
vant {tole the corner ftone from his ma- 
fter’s tower, which is the reafon it ftands 
awry, though it be better work than the 
fervant’s which ftands ftrait.

tables are written the names of all thatare a monument for George bifhop of Worms, “VW

the wall of the fame chapel is a bifhop’s 
effigies with this infeription about it:

In the middle of the church is a little 
chapel, whereon is St. Martin's ftatue on 
horfeback, cutting off a piece of his cloak: 
for a poor man, having nothing elfe to 
give the beggar. In the pavement is a 
greatcircle, which fignifies the compafs of 
the great bell at Erfurt. St. Foachim?s 
head, the body of one of the children He- 
rod killed, part of Yofepb of Arimathea’s 
body, are reliques in this place. 

Here is a clock that fhews the increafe 
and decreafe of the moon, the daysand the 
months of the years the twelve apoitles 
reprefent the months, having under them 
an emblem that fignifies the employment 
of every month. 

Tn the cloifter is an old chair, where fer- 
vants ufed to be manumitted ; and there 
are many monuments: the principal are 
of George von Swolbach 5 Burckman; Zu- 

icflen ,, Georgius a Schiremberg, Prapofitus 
& Epifcopus Wormatias Henry von Selpont 
Vice Dominus. 


On the north wall of the church is a monument thus oddly infcrib’d;

banners, and two men, dreft antiquely, 
carrying a faint’s effigies ;_ then boys fol- 
Jowed, and two banners before another 
images after thattorches, a crofs, feveral

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Skirros. men, a rich filver crofs and banner, Do- 
O™ minican and Francifcan friars, mufick, and. 


little boys dreft like thofe that carry’d 
the images, ringing little bells in their 
hands; then came the hoft, carry’d under 
a canopy by the fuffragan bifhop, who is 
deputed by the princes afterwards fol- 
lowed the image of the virgin Mary, at- 
tended by many girls and women fing- 
ing, Se. 

We were told this legend here: that 
neay Mentz a drunken fellow {wearing he 
would kill the next man he met, a cru- 
cifix coming by him, he ftruck at it with 
his fword, which made the crucifix bleed, 
and the fellow immediately funk up to the 
knees in the grounds where he ftood till 
the magiftrates apprehended him. 

The firft funday of every month is the 
Jefuits featt. 

‘The fecond funday is the Auguttines. 

The third is the Dominicans and Fran- 
cifcans. Any that ace admitted into their 
fraternity, have their names written ina 
book, for which they ufually give two or 
three fhillings; then they are obliged to 
fay 150 Paler nofter's, every day, and to 
fait every wednefday : they of the Domi- 
nican fraternity are called Rofjerucians, and 
wear a label about their bodies ; and they 
of the Franciftan, wear a cord about them. 
The fourth funday is the Carmelites, who 
oblige to feven Pater nafter’s, every day, 
and feven Ave Maria’s, and to faft alfo on 
wednefdays; if they eatfieth, they muft 
read the matins of the virgin Mary: they 
wear a label about their necks. 

All of thefe fraternities are bound to re- 

ceive the facrament on thefe featts, being 
firft confeft; and if any one dies before 
the faturday following, he will certainly 
(as they fancy) be delivered out of purga- 
tory. 
The archbifhop of Mentz is of the Car- 
melites fraternity, in whofe church we had 
a fight of him, the fufiragan celebrating 
mats, his mitre being taken off and put 
‘on, as we obferved at Antwerp. At one 
time four of the prince’s fervants came in 
with torches, and two ftood on each fide 
of the altar and made low congees, firft 
BER the weft and then towards the 
eaft. 

The women of Mentz, and hereabouts, 
wear odd kind of caps, which they call 
peckerboets; becaufe bakers ufed to wear 
them. 

The bridge here over the Rhene is of 


wood, and bends like a bow againft the « 


fiream. 

July 13. before we enter’d the Frank- 
furt boat, near the river lay a rude old 
ftone with thefe charaéters fearce legible +

Crofs the Rhene we came into the river 
Mene; anda mile from Mentz, on the 
right hand of the river, we paffed by 
Rufflbeim, ahandfome fort of the landt- 
grave of Darm/tat: a little farther on the 
Teft hand we went by Eter/keim, a {mal} 
walled place s and three miles from Menrz, 
con the left hand, we came by a walled 
town called Hochjt, garrifon’d by the elec- 
tor of Mentz’s foldiers: a fair houfe here 
ruined by the wars. A mile from hence 
we landed at Frankfurt, where foldiers 
examin’d us, and wrote down our names 
and after we came into our inn we wrote 
our names ourfelves, which were fent to 
the burgo-mafter. 

The river Mene is very pleafant, and 
the country between Mentz and Frankfurt 
isa level, except fome diftance on the left 
fide the Mene, where there is a ridge of 
hills. We obferved here, and in the Rdine, 
their fifhing nets, which are faften’d to 
two bending fticks which crofs one another 
in the middle, where a long pole is fixed 
to them, and that pole may be moved 
upon a crotch fet upright in the boat, to 
littand let down the net. 


a is the crotch: 2 is the pole faften’d to 
the middle of two crofs fticks at ¢; which 
have the net faften’d to their ends dd dd. 

At Frankfurt, we faw the difcalceate 
Carmelites cloifter ; and went into thei 
church, an old building: over the high 
altar is a pi€ure welldrawn ; and juit be- 
fore the altar lies a tombltone, with the 
effigies of Nobilis Domine de Trimberg. In 
the north wall of the choir is the ftatue of 
a citizen of this place, who was a great 
benefaétor to this convent: he is habited 
fomewhat likea religious knight. Anold 
altar-piéture in this church, which is cu- 
rioufly painted, and hath rare carved work 
about it, relating the ftory of St. Anne: 
in their refe@ory, a fair large room, the 
walls are painted with the ftory of Elias, 
the Carmelites being perfecuted from mons 
Carmeli, and of St. Lewis his receiving 
them. Their library is furnifhed with 
books of all faculties. ‘Twenty -feven 
monks dwell here. 3 

We vifited the curia or ftadthoufe: a- 
bove isa large arched room, where a court 
iskept: in this place the emperor (if he 
be eleéted here) dines at a table by him- 
felf, and the electors, by themfelves, 2¢ 
a table, The room where the cree

is chofen is notvery great, having a long 
table in it, with fourteen chairs about it, 
and feats round covered with green. In 
this room hang very immodett pictures. 
By the favour of one of the confuls we faw 
the Bulle durea, a written book, having 
agreat gold medal hanging to it: on one 
fide is the emperor Charles the 1Vth’s pic- 
ture, and round aboutit is written, 


Karolus quartus divind favente clementid 
Roman. Imper, Semp. Aug. 


On the other fide is the city of Rome 
figured, whereon is written, Aurea Roma 5 
and round about, 


Roma caput mundi regit orbis frana rotundi. 


In a lower room of the ftadthoufe the 
fenators fit; on the walls of it are the pic- 
tures of the emperors eleéted here, with 
inferiptions fignifying the time of their 
election, Se. viz.

The government of this city is by a Govern 


praetor, two burgo-mafters, fourtecn fca- m« 
bini, and forty-two fenators. In the fenate- 
houfe there are three feamna 5 the firft for 
the fcabini, the fecond for the literati, and 
the third for the opifices; which lait are 
never advanced higher: but when one of 
the feabini dies, another is chofen out of 
the literati. The forty-two fenators have 
the chief government s and the people 
are not allowed any fhare, by reafon of 
their rebellion, 1614, againft the magi- 
ftrates. The two burgo-mafters, or con- 
fals, are eleéted yearly by the fenators 
out of themfelves. 

In that rebellion, the rabble killed fome 
of the Yews: but the chief of the tumule 
were executed, and their heads were fix’d 
on the bridge; and the principal leader 
had his houfe pull’d down, and a ftake 
fet up there in perpetuam rei memoriam. 

This city is well buile with timber hou- 
fes, which have eaves very much hang- 
ing over. Before their doors are pillars 
of ftone. Bookfellers have great fhops 
here. In the market, and two other pla- 
ces, are three handfome fountains; the 
market-place is fair: towards one end of 
the city, is a large Space. The fortifi- 
cations are very ftrong and neaty having 

a deep 
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a deep trench round, full of water, and 


v™ furnifh’d with fifh, which none dare take

without the magiftrates confent: at one 
of the gates, ftanding on a draw-bridge, 
we faw great ftore of large carps, which 
expected bread we threw in,and which they 
ftrove for, and greedily devoured. Over 
the river Mane is a famous ftone bridge, 
with about fourteen arches, that joins the 
greateft part of the city to the other part 
called Saxenbaujen. 

Tt isa cuftom here, ifa child dies under 
Six or feven years, none but women ac- 
company it to the graves but if it be 
more, then both men and women go along 
with it. 

The country about Frankfurt is rich, 
pleafanc and woody. 

The Fews are permitted here, and are 
numerous: they are allotted one part of 
the city, where they are lock’d up every 
night. Their houfes are very old and 
mean. Mott of the men wear-ruffs; and 
the women are habited with a black man- 
tle: their head-drefs is of linen, which 
fticks out much on either fide: feveral of 
the women alfo wear ruffs.. All the Fews 
weara little yellow mark upon their cloaths 
for diftinétion fake: they are generally 
very poor, and ufe the trade of brokers. 
At our inn we were much troubled with 
their importunity to fell uscloaths. They 
aré counted thieves: but if any of them 
be taken, and executed for theft, he is 
firft choaked, and then hung by the mid- 
dle and legs. One about two years before 
was fo executed: but his brethren ftole 
away his body, and threw it into the river. 

All the magiftrates, and the greateft 
part of the inhabitants, are Lutherans, and 
have five churches: the papifts have St. 
Bartholomew's, a collegiate church, where 
the emperor ufed to be crowned: in the 
middle of the choir is an ancient monu- 
ment without any infeription, which we 
were told is an emperor’s tomb. 

Here are two convents of men, viz. 
Dominicans, and difcalceate Carmelites ; 
and one cloifter of women. The reformed 
are reputed about one thoufand in number, 
who formerly had a church within the 
walls, and then juft without the town ; 
but that being fired malicioufly, they have 
now one fome diftance from the city. 

Every Friday morning, the icholars 
that are maintained by the city, fing at 
the magiftrates doors 5 and afterwards the 
Lutherans havea fermon. 

The Englifh church that was ufed in 
queen Mary’s days, ismuch decay’d 5 and 
the Lygli/h houfe is now a granary or ftore- 
houfe. 

The houfe where the emperor lodges 
when he is crowned here, -hath a ftone 


front; but within the walls are of timber. 
&c. It belongs to a nobleman, $ 

One Mr. Francis Balde, our merchant. 
was very civil to us. One Sheyrem lives 
here, vile turns ivory curioufly: and one 
Myrian lives herey who is a very good 
piéture-drawer. In the druggitts thops are 
feveral rarities: in one we faw an entire 
Lacertus. fyuammajus mar. whichMr. 71. 
loughby bought ; in another we faw two 
cups of ivory, curioufly turn’dandcary'd « 
one reprefented the hunting of the wild 
boar. The ftory of MZ. Curtius we faw in 
a very curioufly carv’d filver plate, which, 
with the ivory cups, were made by one 
Yaeyer of Augiburg. Ae Adrian Sonemans 
a druggift, among many other things, he 
fhewed us Grapazlt de Mer Bellonii, which 
hecalled a remora, and was valued by him 
at 10 ducats, 

About half an hour from the city is 
pretty fpring, called Ping? 
about ; where the bakers, every 
fide, come and dance, &c. three days 
together. 

About an hour’s diftance from Fa 
fart is aftinking well, and within the 
in abrewer’s houfeis another; which are 
probably the fame with the fulphur well 
at Gnaefburg in Yorkfbire. Tobacco is plant- 
ed about Frankfurt. 

July 17, we went by waggon abo 
half an hour’s diftance from Arankjur 
through the firft pine woods we faw in our 
travels, which lafted almoft to our lodg- 
ing this night at 2 village called Gerri- 
Soeim, three German miles, or hours, from 
Frankfurt. 

Fily 18. At twoof the clock this morn- 
ing we fet forth and came to Kern/heim, a 
little walled place by the Rhene fide, be- 
longing to the elector of Mentz, where 
we ferry’d over, and then rode through 
woods and deep waters, which were ocex- 
fion’d by the overflowing of the Rbene, 
and the late great rains, a great part of 
the levels with corn, &c. near the river, 
being now under water, Six hours, or 
German miles, from Gerrefheim, we came 
to Worms, where foldiers examined us; 


then we enter’d one wall, which encom- Worm. 


paflésa great fpace of ground round ano 
ther wall, with which is the city, much 
ruin’d by the wars: the building old and 
mean. 

On the outfide of the bifhop’s palace sii 
are painted the fybils, and verfes under p 
them; and under the bifhop’s arms are 
written thefeverfesafter the bifhop’sname.

Government is by three ftadtholders, & 
who govern by turns every year, and 26%” 
fenators, two of which are confuls. 

A long German mile from Worms we Frankea- 
arrived at Frankendal; where, after fome dil. 
examination by foldiers, we were admit- 
ted into the gates: thecentinels ftand with 
long ftavesin their hands, thathave on the 
top a great knob fet thick with iron fpikes, 

At our inn we wrote our names, which 
were fent to the burgo-matter.. 

The fituation of this town is in a level, 
which was at this time much overflowed 
by the Réene’s {welling over its banks : 
the water came within the walls of this 
place, and drowned many gardens. The 
ftreets are broad and ftrait; but the buil- 
dings are low and indifferent, and the

A Journey thro’ Part of the 


Sxirrox. town isnot large: there is a pretty marker- 


place; and in the middle of it is paved 
a triangular figure, a triangle ftone being 
the arms ot Frankendal, which was ftampt 
‘on piecés of gold and filver money in the 
year 1623, when the Spaniards befioged 
the place. 

The fortifications are neatly kept, ha- 
ving a broad trench of water about them : 
in one of the hornworks, cowards Worms, 
‘is a little houfe, where fix troopers watch 
every night, two of them riding by turns 
the round of the town; and jult under the 
Jine, a corporal and two files of foldiers 
have another little houfe, who are ready 
torelieve the others in cafe of neceffity. 

Here are three reformed churches, the 
High Dutch, Low Dutch, and French each 
of which hath four magiftrates for life: 
when one dies, the church he belong’d to 
nominates three or four, and recommends 
them to the town of Neuflatt (a little 
walled town, five hours walk from hence ) 
and there one of them is elected. 

The twelve magiftrates chufe a burgo- 
mafter every year. 

The prince elector palatin appoints a 
High Dutch man {cout or ratfheeren, who 
hath moft power, and is in office guamdiu 
febene geffirit. In criminal cafes they fend 
to the prince, who fends them his deter- 
mination. 

An upper lieutenant, whofe name is 
Wilder, is governor of Frankendal: the 
garrifon confifts of five companies, two of 
which are citizens, who watch, fixteen at 
a time, every night. 

Without the works ftands a mark to 
fhoot at; where, upon fome folemn times, 
a filver plate is fhot for.

Here we began to reckon our expences 
by patacoons and wifpenies. 

Fly 20. we went by waggon a German 
mile through Ober/beim, which isa {mall 
place, well walled; but hath few houfes 
in it: and two miles and a half farther we 
came to Spire, where foldiers examin’d us, 
before we enter’da wall that encompaftes a 
larger {pace of ground than the outward 
wall of #orms does about an inward wall. 

The buildings of this city are larges but 
old, and of timber work : water rans thro” 


the high-ftreet which brings to the cathe- te a. 


ral, a ftrong ftone building, and high “” 
roofed, Inthe body or nave of the church 
are the monuments of feveral bishops, fome 
of which we took notice of, viz.

The cloifter of this church is paved 
with nothing elfe but grave-ftones, and 
hath many monuments in the wall ; in 
the middle of the area of the cloifter is a 
reprefentation of our Saviour praying on 
mount Olivet, his difciples afleep by him, 
and Judas coming to betray him to fol- 
diers, It is a curious piece of work in 
ftone, and is covered witha fair tiled ca- 
nopy fupported by pillars 5 underneath 
it is a little chapel. 

At the weft cad of the cathedral is a 
large porch, and fome diftance from it is 
a fountain bafon, round the edges whereof 
is written,

The bithops palace is a fair building.

The government confifts of four con- 
fals and 24 fenators. 

We faw the chamber where Luther met 
Charles V. in, 

In one of the rooms belonging to the 
imperial chamber, isa throne at the upper 
end for the Fudex Camera, and ina fquare 
before were benches covered with cloth. 
The marquefs of Baden is now judge, and 
in his abfence three prefidents fupply his 
place, appointed by the emperor. 

The imperial chamber is a court that 
confifts of 36 affeffors, each elector and 
every one of the 10 circles of the empire 
fending two delegates. 

This court decides controverfies (that 
arife between princes of the empire) by 
majority of votés, ‘and the fubjeéts of 
many princes in fome cafes may appeal hi- 
ther but that is feldom known ; fome 
Princes have jus non Appellationis, among, 
which the prince palatine, which he lately 
obtained at the dict. 

There is another chamber of equal 
power (they fay) with this, ac Vienna. 
Lobacco is planted hereabouts, and we 
obferved fome fields of fpelt-corn.

July 21, we went by waggon about two 
German miles andan half, and then were 
ftopt by the Rhene’s fudden drowning the 
highway, and the meadows thereabouts, 
fo that we were forced to ftay a good while 
ina little village tilla boat came from the 
other fide, which carried us thro” woods, 
and over many meadows before we got to 
the ftream of the river, which we crof’d 
over very fafely to Manheim, which is a 
place neatly fortified, and is advantage- 
oufly fituated at the meeting of the two 
rivers, the Rbene and the Neccar ; the 
works are of a large compafs; the houfes 
arenew, and are low and little, but the 
ftreets are defigned to be uniform, and all 
the buildings alike in broad and ftrait 
ftreets, which are not yet paved; the wars 
deftroyed all the old town. 

The citadel is very neat and large, hav- 
ing curious works, anda deep trench about 
it, two draw: bridges bring into the area of 
it, where the prince hatha palace, and the 
foldiers uniform lodgings building. 

In this town the prince is initituting a 
Gymnafium, and hath beftowed many. pri- 
vileges on the inhabitants. 

The prince Palatine takes great delight 
in this place, and vifits it very often, and 
was July 22, here; he fentfor us, and 
was pleafed very familiarly to difcourfe 
with usa good while; Mr. Willoughby de- 
livered him a letter of recommendation he 
brought with him from doétor Wilkins, 
who had been the prince’s chaplain when 
he wasin England. We met with feveral 
of the attendants that {poke Engli/h. 

We obferved at the chamber door 
where the prince was, one of his guard 
with a musket itanding fentinel, and when 
the prince walked out he had two fuch 
mufketeers went before, and two followed 
him. 

The gate towards the Neccar hath 2 
fair {tone front, and this infeription,

‘This day in the afternoon we hired a 
waggon, and ferried over great waters, 
which had drowned a greatdeal of ftand- 
ing corn we could fee under water ; after 
fome diftance we landed, and rode by a 
walled town of the prince Palatine called 
wind. alt mile from Manbeim, and two 
hours further leaving a caftle called... . 
on the left hand (feated on the hills which 
ranalong to Heidleberg) we arrived at Hei- 
deberg, firlt pafling over a long wooden 
bridge on ftone arches crofs the Neccar. The 
bridge iscoveredon the top, and boarded 
oneach fide ; atboth ends of irareguards 
which examined us a little; at our inn 
we wrote our names, which were fent to 
the governor. 

We faw feveral of the colleges, which 
are but indifferent buildings, and tran-

A ven by the founder Rupertus, Co. Palat. 


and confirmed by the pope and emperor 5 
but four of the philofophy profeffors are 
admitted into the fenate, This fenate con- 
firms or eleéts anew the philofophy pro- 
feffors every year, the other profeffors 
continuing during life, and when one of 
them dies the fenate nominates two, and 
the prince appoints one of them to fucceed 
in thevacant place. The Reéfor Magnifi- 
cus is much like our Cambridge vice-chan- 
cellor in his power. 

‘This fenate hath abfolute power over 
the ftudents in criminal matters, &c. yet, 
after fentence, the prince fometimes par- 
dons, The 4idilis, Prafettus rei Vinarie, 
Prafetius rei frumentaria, Queftor, &c. 
are chofen yearly by this fenate, 

‘A fludent, a year or two before, was 
condemned to die by this fenate; but 
being a fubject of the king of Denmark, 
and he interceding, he was fent home 
into his own country, 

The Reélor Magnificentifimus hath no 
power in the univerfitys he is always a 
prince or fome great nobleman : the pre- 
fent prince and his fon have both had 
this title. This year the earl of Witten- 
berg is Reélor Magnificetifinus, who is 
not permitted to enter the fenate, 

The Prepofitus of the cathedral at 
Worms is perpetual chancellor of this uni- 
verfity, and fubftitutes a vice-chancellor, 
who at prefent hath no authority; only 
in promotions or conferring of degrees, 
his leave is asked pro forma, 

‘The promoter is ufually the dean of 
the faculty the graduate is of which 
office of promoting every profeffor of the 
faculty takes by turns. 

‘The degrees conferred here are in phi- 
lofophy Magifiris but of thefe there have 
been butfewlately, notabove three the laft 
royearss Licentiati @ Dotiores in law and 
medicine; Baccalaurei, Licentiati€8 Dodores 
jn divnity ; of late years there have been 
but fewdodtorsof divinity created. Degrees 
are given without any regard to the time 
of the ftudent’s being in the univerfity, 
who is firft examined by the faculty, the 
Reflor Magnifieus being prefent; and if 
he be not judged fuflicient, he is required 
to fludy for fo long a time as they ap- 
point. When that time comes, he is ex- 
amined by all the profeffors, the Reéor 
Magnificus being alfo prefent: (the firlt ex- 
amination is called Examen tentatorium, the 
fecond, Rigorofum.) If hebe then thought 
fufficient, he is to difpute publickly /ub 
Prefide, and after that he makes a lec. 
nure inhis faculty, and a fpeech s then he 
asks the vice-chancellor leave, uf det fa- 
cultatem Promotori ipfum Promovendi (this

isdone pro formd, the univerfity not being 
obnoxious to the vice-chancellor) which 
being publickly Aoi the promoter, 
in the name of the prince Palatine, and 
by the leave of the vice-chancellor, pro. 
nounces him doétor, and bids him afcend 
in fuperiorem cathedrams then he kifles 
him, puts a ring on his finger, gives him 
a book firft fhut, then open, and Jaftly 
rs on his cap. The graduate fwears, 

y touching with his finger the two 
beadles maces fet up leaning one againft 
another, whilft the Syndicus, who is regi- 
fter of the univerfity, reads the oath. — 

After all thefe ceremonies the profef- 
fors are feafted by the graduate in a great 
room called the Prytaneum, which is alfo 
ufed as divinity fchools; the prince him- 
felf, or the marfhal of his houfe, is pre- 
fent at the featt. To fave charges, two 
or three candidates endeavour to be pro- 
moted together. 

The government of Heidleberg city is Sve 
in four burgomafters anda praetor. 

The city is divided into four quarters. 

Here are five jurifdiétions, 1. Aulica, 
under which are the nobility, the mar 
fhal of the prince’s houle prefiding : 

2. Cancellaria, which comprehends the 
counfellors, dogtors of law, advocates, 
Gc. 3. Bellica, the general of the army 
being prefident: 4. Academica, wherein 
the above-mentioned fenate governs, and 
the Reéfor Magnificus prefides: 5. Civica. 

The members of each of thefe jurif 
ditions may refufe to be try’d by any 
but their own court and judges before 
whom the aétor muft implead them ac- 
cording to the maxim inlaw, for /e- 
quilur forum réi. 

The prince Palatine can make laws and 
repeal them, treat with foreign princes, 
make war and peace, and impofe tributes 
arbitrarily on his fubjeéts without the 
confent of any. Many of the princes of 
Germany being limited in their power, 
can lay no taxes on their people without 
the confent of the {tates of their country, 
asthe earl of Wirtenberg.

Over the entrance 
of the grotto that is finifhed, is the 
ftatue of the gardener, in the fame po- 
fture he received the prince when he firft 
came into the garden. Here are many 
pretty water-works, viz a lyon fucking up 
water, the fpringing of water out of a 
flower-pot, a ball playing upon the top of 
a ftream that is forced up, a conical cap 
of tin born up by the fame ftream, which 
reprefents a periwig, the water is fhaped 
like great drinking glaffes, water playing 
on the organs, and water {pringing out 
of the pavement and the fides of the grotto, 
In one of the grotto’s the water petrifies as 
it drops. 

In the garden lies a great figure of an 
old man, which reprefents the river 
Rhenes which figure {pouts water out a 
great heighth. Another figure reprefents 
the river Neccar, Here are two little ponds 
for fwans to keep in,

On the palace building are many ftatues 
of the gods, virtues, €c. and 16 ftatues of 
princes from Carslus M. to Frid, 4. On 
the gate thar leads into the palace, is a 
Dutch infeription, fignifying the building 
of it by Ludovicus V. 1519. 

The palace was built at three feveral 
times, one part is called the Eyglifb build- 
ing.

Under one of the towers is a cellar Great za 


where the great tun ftood, which held 
132 fuders. At this time a new one was 
building, which is to hold 150 fuders (a 
fuder being equal to four hogfheads, ) A 
pair of ftairs leads up to the top of the tun, 
where was a gallery for perfons to fic, and 
drink in. Many other veffels for wine in 
other cellars, which are large veftels, 
neatly made, and called the whelps; 16 
of them are equal to the great tun. 

Before dinner, the prince pafs'd by the 
door of the room, and, with his own 
hand, received the petitions delivered by 
perfons that ftood there, 

A guard of 30 Switzers brought up the 
meat to the prince’s table, which hath a 
canopy over it. Several ftrangers fat down 
with the prince. Two tables more in the 
fame room, one for the marfhal, with 
whom we dined ; the other for the officers 
of the family : all chings were ordered with 
great decency, little noife, and no de- 
bauchery. 

Tn the hall adjoyning to this room, 
ftand two pillars of ftone in the middle; 
one of them ftands a little awry, having, 
been fhot twice with a cannon bullet about 
the middle of it, where there now fticks a 
bullet that beat out another ; which fhots 
broke away part of the pillar now repaired. 
The firlt bullet was fhot by the duke of 
Bavaria’s party 3 and the laft by the 
prince palatine’s foldiers. 

In this palace we faw a fallow deer 
fpeckled with white, and a tame wolf. Be- 
tween the walls of the caftle is a large 
broad paffage, that goes round underneath, 
which is ufed for cellars and other neceffary 
offices. 

From the caftle isa fair profpeét of the 
city, river Neccar, and the level country 
about the Rene. Here isa new fortifica~ 
tion which commands the Neccar. 

After dinner the prince fent for us into 
a withdrawing room, where he was pleafed 
to thew us great kindnefs, and entertained 
us with difcourfe concerning feveral things. 
Here we faw a very good wind-gun, 
clear ftones made out of pebbles, a purfe 
made of alumen plumofum by a monk of 

— order 
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Sxrrox. ——— order in Sicily, This purfe we threw 

~Y™ into achafing difh of hot coals, and letit 
Jie till it was red hot, and then took it 
out again, without any prejudice to the 
purfe. 

The prince We {pent moft of the afternoon with the 

El. library. prince in his library, which is well furni- 
thed with choice books in all languages. 
His highnels was exceeding affable, and 
willing to fhew us his collection of coins, 
both modern and ancient, which he was 
very well fkill’d in the knowledge of as 
to all particulars. He hath a feries of 

Coin Roman coins in gold, and another in filver. 
We faw a coin of Virgil and his Mecenas. 
Among his confulary and Greek medals we 
faw Philip, Alexander, Epaminondas, Themi- 
fiocles,and many commonwealths of Greeces 
Hebrew, Arabic and Persian, Numidian or 
Gothifb coins; Several common-wealths of 
Sicily and Magna Gracias the coins of all 
the princes in Germany in gold, &c. the 
medals of the moft remarkable fieges of 
late years in Europe, and monies of feve- 
ral nations in gold and filver, &c, a Swe- 
difp dollar, being a large fquare piece of 
brafs, ftampt at the four corners, and in 
the middle, a gold medal for the young 
prince, whofe name (Carolus) and piéture 
isonit; and on one fide is written, Fuvat 
‘yfque morari. We faw here the globe of 
Rupertus the emperor, which was adorn’d 
with jewels, and Rupertus his crown very 
richly {et with precious ftones. Other very 
valuable jewels are in the prince palatine’s 
poffeffion; a picture of the emperor’s 
crown, fword and globe. The prince told 
us, that Conradus the emperor added the 
arch over the imperial crown, and that 
formerly the prince palatine carried the 
globe before the emperor, but now he car 
ries the fword, and the duke of Bavaria 
hath the globe. 

We faw two fair and full unicorns horns, 
and a great boar’s tooth, which winds al- 
moft into a perfeét circle. We faw alfo 
feveral of the prince cpalaaiies anceftors 
pictures curioufly carved in wood, and kept 
within little boxes: and among the coins 
we obferved thefe, viz. of Geleton a city in 
Greece, Ptolomy, iMands of Greece, Rhodes, 
the fieges of Leyden, Harlem, Bredab, New- 
arke, 8c. the battle of Lipfick, &c. 

Ina gallery we faw many pictures, one 
very large, reprefenting the family of this 
prince, wherein were his father, mother, 
brothers, &. 

This prince palatine’s name is Carolus 
Ludovicus, who fpeaks thefe fix langua- 
ges, viz. 1. Latin, 2. Italian, 3. French, 
4. Englifh, 5. High-Dutch, and 6. Low- 
Dutch. 

He is married to Charlotte the landgrave 
of Heffia his fitter, with whom he lived 
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two or three years, and by her hath two 
children (now living)a fon, young prince 
Charles, and a daughter, Bat very hand- 
fom; but the prince not enduring his 
wife’s ill conditions, he feparated himfelt 
from her, and entertained one Daggerfield, 
the daughter of a gentleman belonging to 
the duke of Wirtenberg, by whom he hath 
had four natural children. The prince al- 
ots his wife one part of the palace, and his 
miftrefs another part: the firft was at this 
time drinking the waters of Swoldack. 

The court was now in mourning for 
prince Edward the elector palatine’s bro- 
ther, who died lately at Paris, His high- 
nef is very diligent in minding his affairs, 
and his fubjeéts have a great affection for 
him. He gave orders we fhould pay no- 
thing at our inn while we ftaid at Heid/e- 
berg. 

The upper lieutenant or governor of the 
city fpake very good Engli/b, having been 
in our late civil wars. He told us, there 
came fo many ftrangers that pafs through 
this place, that he ufually {pends every 
night about half an hour in reading their 
names; for the inn-keepers, €c, are obli- 
ged to fend their lodgers names every 
night. We were much beholden to this 
gentleman. 

And to the afore-mentioned Mr. Rooke- 
wood (a Suffolkman) who had formerly been 
a Carthufian monk, He told us, he was 
tranflator of the myftery of jefuitifm out 
of French into Englifh s and that there was 
lately fent hence a troop of horfe to aflit 
the emperor againft the Turks. 

The prince palatine hath three fifters, tive 
one married to the duke of Brunjwvick, and te: 
another, elder, to whom Carte/ius dedi- irscy. 
cated - - - and Schooten his book - ~ - Lo; 
She is Prapofita of a monaftery in Erfurt, 99% 
butis herfelfa proteftant, it being ufual in 
Germany for Roman catholic princes to be- 
ftow church preferments on proteltants, 
and for proteftant princes to give Roman 
catholics preferments. 

All the prince’s foldiers are clad in blue. 
They guard the city gates. Heidleberg is 
indifferently built, buchath a double wall 
and trench about it. In the ftreets are fe- 
veral fountains. Very good orders are kept 
here in the night, tho’ we obferved great 
numbers of people in the day, by reafon 
of a fair, which lafted the time we faid. 
We faw here a whore paffing with a Nu- 
mella about her neck. f 

The citizens can raife two companies of 
foot, and one troop of horfe, which are 
under the governor’s command while they 
are in arms. 3 

In the city fuburbs is the prince’s ftable, 7 
which is very ftately, of a great length, 
pav’d with free-ftone, and iupported by 
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two rows of ftone pillars, having a foun- 
tain in’ the middle of it. Not many hor- 
fes in it at this time, the difeafe being 
here, and moft of them fent into the fer- 
vice againft the Tiirks, 

‘There are pleafant gardens without the 
inward wall of the city. 

Rowan coins, and other antiquities are 
found hereabouts. The ruins of an old 
temple are fill to be feen on a hill’ over- 
againit Heidleberg's and, on a hill above 
the palace, isa ftone they call Koning al. 

‘The prince palatine tolerates Iutherans 
and papifts, which latter have a church 
without the walls, that, in the morning, is 
dreft up with piétures, lamps and images 5 
but, after maf, &c)is done, all thofe 
things are prefently remoy'd, and the 
proteltants have the ufé of the fame church.

About a German mile farther 
we palied through Graffe, a finall place, 
where our waggoner paid toll to fome offi- 
cers of a caftle here, that belongs to the 
marquis of Zourlach ; and half a mile from 
hence, we arrived, at this night’s lodging, 
in.a village call’d Linkenom, in the jurifdi- 
ion of the fame marquis, who is a luthe- 
ran, The country hereabouts is a plain, 
for’d with pine woods, &, 
Vou. VI. 
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Jilly 26th, we travelled four German Sxinrom 
miles to our baiting place at Raftack,a large ~V~ 


village 3 and two miles farther, pait thro? 
Stolebowen, a little wall’d town with de- 
cay'd buildings, where our waggoner paid 
a toll; and, after another mile, came to 
another wall’d place call’d Lichtenow, both 
which laft places are the marquis of Ba- 
dens s and, half an hour from Lichtencw, 
we lodged ina village named Ser belong 
ing to the carl of Hanaw. This day we 
patt through woods. We obferv’d the 
inn keepers, Gc. in this journey to be very 
kind and civil. Between Heidleberg and 
Lichtenow grew great {tore of Turky wheat, 

July 27. We pals’d thro’ fome waters, 
and over many bridges, and crofi'd a pret- 
ty river which runs into the Rbexe, which 
hath a bridge ‘over it, where we pals'd, a 
Jitthe before we entred the city of Strasburg, 
at the gates whereof foldiers examin’d us. 

‘That bridge is thaped like an S, having 
pieces of timber laid loofe on it (as on 
other bridges hereabouts) to take away 
upon a fudden occafion. A guard of 
foldiers ftands at the entrance of the 
bridge. A fhort fpace from it we went 
over another ftream of the Rhene, and 
pafs'd clofe by a lite fort, and paid 
three wifpennics at agate. This day we 
travell’d about three German miles, After 
We ‘came to our lodgings, we fent our 
names to the burgo-matters of Sirasburg. 

In this city is an univerfity, having 
cloitter’d building where are chambers 
for ftudents; and the choir of a church, 
which we guef'd might be the place the 
odors are promoted in. In th y

Many of thefe 71 are gentlemen, but 
moft of them are citizens, and are all 
chofen for life by a council of 300, that 
are cleéted 15 out of each of the 20 
trades or tribes the city is divided into, 
having 20 chambers to confult in. 

Ifany of the 71 dies, the 300 chufe 
another into the place after this manner: 
ox. gr a burgomafter dying, another is 
eleéted into his place five years after ; 
and when a magiltrate dies, half a year, 
if he had been in office the other half, or 
ayear after ; for none can be chofen into 
a burgomatter or magiftrate’s place, till 
the courfe of him that is dead, comes 
about again. 

If a ftadtmafter dies, they chufe his 
fucceffor eight days after. 

Tf any aitte 15 or 13 dies, they elect 
fucceffors before the deceafed are buried. 

The votes of the 300 being equal in 
the choice of a burgomafter, then the 
15 P. Patrie examining the fuffrages, 
if there be two competitors, give a piece 
of gold to one, and a piece of filver co 
the other, each piece being fecretly wound 
up in twodiftingt papers; this done, the 
15 afk the 300, whether the gold or the 
filver fhall have the place; and by name- 
ing one, that perfon is ele€ted who hath 
it. 

What cannot be decided in any of the 
20 chambers, the 71 determines; and if 
the 300 divide their voices in the eleétion 
of other officers, the 71 makes a con- 
clufion, 

In this city are feven Lutheran churches, 
one papift church, two convents for men 
and two for women. The reformed that 
live here have a church an hout’s di- 
ftance from the town, in the territory of 
the earl of Hanaw. 

The earl of Furftenburg is lately chofen 
bifhop of Strasburg; but the citizens will 
nor fufferhim to lodge here in an inn 
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above eight days, nor in his own pala 
Rene ahs cescati i age 

The women here are generally hand- 
fome, and of a good complexion. The 
ordinary fort cP aaetee and young wo- 
men twift their hair with a ftring into 
two long braids, which hang down be. 
hind them. 

The people are very induftrious. 

Strasburg is large, and fairly built with 
ftone and timber houfes. The market- 
place is a little fquare. The butchery is 
very handfome, and nigh the water-fide, 
being the more convenient, becaufe all 
their cattle are kill’d here. 

The fortifications are very ftrong, 
there being a double wall; and on one 
fide is a trench without and another with- 
in a wall. In the trench without the out- 
ward wall we faw many carps, which are 
fed like thofe at Frankfurt. On the gate 
are thefe inferiptions,

The river Elle runs thro’ part of the 
city, and isa clear ftream mingling here 
with the Rhene, which is of a muddy or 
whitith colour. Water paffes thro” two 
or three of the ftreets. 

Juft without the walls great quantity 
of Aqua Vite is made, none being ful- 
fer’d to make any within the city. 

They mingle here with their wine, an id #1 
acid water, which is brought 10 hours ‘4 
off from Socoreburne, not far from Stut- or" 
gard. 

Every day about 11 of the clock, a 
bell is rung, and then all perfons, where- 
foever they are, fay fome prayers, asthe 
Bel do at the ringing of the Ave Mary 
bell. 

Our merchant was one Heer, who was 
very civil to us. 

‘The arfenal confifts of three large and ayn! 
long houfes, each houfehaving two rooms, 
well ftored with all forts of arms; among 
which we obferv’d thefe following parti- 
culars: a huge jaw-bone of a whale 
three brafs guns, 20 foot long apiece, 
which, they told us, would carry a mile; 
four new brafs guns call’d the four ele- 
ments; a brafS pot which was fent from 
Zurich with hot bry made of buckwheat, 

&c, the meaning of it was, that the city

great pots or kettles which are usd when 
lotteries are made. The duke of E/- 
pernon’s arms ftand in a prefs; they 
are richly inlaid with gold, and are va- 
Ju’dat 300 crowns of gold. This duke 
was governor of Metz in Lorrain. Many 
mufkets inlaid with ivory, which are cal- 
led Spanifh hooks, the fhoulders of them 
being crooked ; a chariot with five guns 
and fevenlong fwords; another chariot 
with nine pikes, and underneath, a little 
piece; thefe chariots are to be plac’d in 
lanes; 12 little brafs guns marked with 
the figns in the zodiack ; 12 brafs guns 
called the apoftles: moft of thefe pieces 
may be turn’d about without moving 
their carriages: many double pieces 3 
two great {crews to remove towers; ban- 
deliers made of horns a tilting ring made 
by the earl of Turtefon when queen Ghri- 
fina of Sweden was here on her birth-day 5 
the picture of Solyman baffa taken prifoner 
1590, by afoldier of Strasburg. Thisbafla 
was kept here a good while, and then 
fent to Vienna, where he died eight years 
after he was a prifoner, The baffa’s fci- 
miter, fhield and armour, and the fol- 
dier’s fword, mufket, thefe are kept to- 
gether in one prefs. The emperor gave 
this foldier a {pread-eagle in his coat of 
arms, After his return hither he was 
made a burgomafter. The emperor’s 
ftandard hangs up, which he brought 
with him. It hath the letter R anda 
crown on one fide. On the out fide of 
one of the walls, is the picture of Antoine 
Franboine, a foldier of Antorf. He was 
cight foot and an half high. 

The great church is a curious ftone 
building. The entrance at the weft end 
is adorned with many figures. The body 
of the church is fair, having an ifle on 
each fide lower in the roof. In the fouth 
ifle is a well of water. The choir is fmall. 
At the entrance of it are a great pair of 
brafs Valve. 

We faw here the famous clock de- 
feribed by Tom. Coryat. Towards the 
bottom is a great circle with the calendar 
(a figure pointing to the day of the 
month) and within chat are 15 other 
circles, each being divided into 100 parts, 
the calendar lafting from 1573. to 1672. 
the explanation of the 15 circles is thus :

The clock-work was made by one [tac 
Habrechtus of Strasburg. 

When the clock ftrikes, a little figure 
keeps time atevery ftroke with a {cepter, 
and another igure turns an hour-glafs3 
and 12 (apoftles) follsw one another, 
and a cock crows. Many other things 
are very obfervable here. 

Near this clock lie two huge bell- 
clappers. 
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After we had procured leave, and paid sreepe 


fomewhat for a little brafs token, we went 
up the fteeple, which is very curiouly 
built. Towards the top it leflens, where 
there is a curious atch of ftone like a 
cone. 1 went up as far as I could, and 
was under the place called the crown. 
The fteps I afcended were 6403 but, to 
the very top, are 662. In this fteeple 
two men watch every day, and four every 
night. Here is a ciltern of water always 
ready to quench fire. 

July 31. we rode in a coach-waggon 
three German miles and an half to our 
lodging ata village call’d Tivelfheim, be- 
longing to the bifhop of Strasburg. 

Augift 1. We travell’d three miles, 
and pafs'd thro? Marklejbeim, a finall 
wall’d place under the bifhop of Strasburg, 
where our charioteer paid nine batz. Two 
miles further we rode in fight of Brifach, 
on the left hand of the river Rhene, which 
is a ftrong place feated on a rock, and 
gatrifon’d by the Frese, who have all 
Afatia to the walls of Bafl.

Auguft 2. We rode thro? woods; and a 
German mile andan half from Lodefhcim, 
Ball. we arriv’d at the gates of Bajil, where 
we ftay’d till fermon was done; then the 
gates were open’d, and the foldiers ex- 
amin’d us before we entred the walls. 
Govern ‘The government of this city is thu 
ment. the citizens are divided into 15 tribes; 
each of which hath the privilege of eleét- 
ing 12 men called fexers, becaule fix only 
are regent every half year, 

The council or fenate of 60 is thus 
chofen, The 180 fexers elect two-out of 
a tribe, which are called tribunes, and 
are for life; and the whole council elects 
the other 30, viz. two alfo out of cach 
tribe. Thefe are properly called fena- 
tors, 

Two confuls or burgomafters chofen 
by the 30 fenators. 

Two Tribuni plebis, or tfunt-meifters, 
chofen by the tribunes. 

One burgomafter, and one tfunt-mei- 
fier rule every year alternately, 

The burgomafter gathers the votes 
when a counfellor or fenator is to be 
elected. 

‘The fenators govern half one year, and 
halfthe next. 

‘The counfellors that were ig authority 
ihe preceding year, debate firft, and agree 
upon what is to be propounded to thofe 
in power, who may confirm or reject the 
propofils. 

The 60, and the burgomafters and the 
tfunt-meifters judge criminal caufes.

matters. In weighty affairs the 64 call 
together the greatcouncil, which confifts 
of IX viri, the tribunes, and fenators, 
and the 4 Capifa; in all 144, 

The rufticks in the jurifdidtion of Ba/il, 
are in great fubjedtion to the better fort ; 
and if they fail to pay their rents or debts, 
the landlord or credicor hath power to 
apprehend them with a bailiff and two or 
three halberdeers, who take the fellow, 
and tying a rope about his middle, lead 
him to prifon 

‘The ecclefiaftical government is in a fe- 
nate, which confifts of the three profeffors 
of divinity, four fchoolmafters, and all 

the minifters ; and when a benefice is va-

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The paftors or minifters in the city, 
haye certain ftipends, bur thofe in the 
country are partly paid in tithes, and 
partly in ftipend, 

The minifters, after examination, are 
called candidates. 

We. vifited the Cellegium Baftint vii 
where we faw the auditorium juridicim 2 
medicum,. philajophicum, & theairum ange 
tomittm, the room where the fenate of the 
17 profeffors meet, There are three pro- 
feflors of divinity, three of law, three 
of medicine, and eight of philofophy. 
They reid every day of the week, except 
Sundays and Tburfdays, and have fo {mall 
ftipends, that they will fcarce mai 
them. Pope Pius Il founded this uni: 
verfity. 

Belides the profeffors of divinity, there 
are few thactake the degree of doétor, 
except fome who are obliged’ by their 
places to be doctors. 

In Jaw there are doctors and licentiates ; 
in medicine only doétors. 

In philofophy, Studiofi, Baccalaursi, @ 
Magifiri 

Erafmus founded'a college here for 20 
feholars, who are maintain’d by its 18 
of them are ftudents in divinity, 10 of 
which are Bajilienjes, and the other eight 
Extrane. ‘They may tive there as long 
as they pleale, provided they follow tha 
ftudy, and live unmarried, and the magi- 
ftrates command none of them to another 
manner of life. 

"The other two maintained by this foun- 
dation, are the beadle and a fchoolmatter, 
the regent of the college, without whofe 
leave none can lodge one night out of 
it. 

About three years ago, on the 3d of 
April, was a jubilee oblerved according 
to the oldconititution once in 100 years, 
and all the proféffors carry’d| the univer- 
fity ftatutes and privileges in pomp thro” 
the ftreets. 

In the dog-days four or five of the ftu- 
dents read lectures, and therefore are cal- 
led Profeffores Canizular 

‘The univerfity library is well Mtored 
with choice manufcripts and all forts of . 
books ; among which is a Compeni 
Grammatice ina large folio. Here, in 100 
leaves folio, is the rationalis divinorum: co- 
dex officioram, which, at firlt fight, looks 
like a MS. but is printed per fobs Fu)

Under the Auditorivm philofophicum is 2 
cellar where 18 countrymen were kept 
prifoners for a rebellion, that fix of them 
were hanged and one beheaded for: 
which rebellion was occafion’d by the 
bailifi’s hard ufage, whereby the poor 
people were much opprefs’d in little 
matters, 

Dr. Fabricius of Heidleberg, gave us let- 
ters to Welftenius, a profefior of divinity, 
who had formerly been in England, and 
was very civil to us, His father isa con- 
ful of this city, and was fent by the 13 
cantons to the convention at Munjter 
1648. being very much in efteem. 

Every parith hath a library; and at 
CE the great church is the Biblistheca Amber- 

bachiana ; which library Era/nus had fold 
"before his death to a Poli/ gentleman, 
who never paid the money, and fo it fell 
to Amberbachins, who was made Erafinus 
his heir by his Jaft will and teftament, 
which we faw written with his own hand 
in half a fheet of paper, dated 12 die 
Feb. 1536. Here we alfo faw thefe fol- 
lowing, pictures drawn by Holbenius, who 
was born in this city ;  /olbenius hirnfelf, 
his wife, and two children; two pictures 
of Erafinus ; Ambrofius Amberbachius bro- 
ther to Holben; the Cadaver of our Savi- 
ours the firft draughts, in paper, of the 
pictures painted on the ftadthoufe; the 
pafiion of our Saviour in feveral pieces ; 
St. Martin ; Samuel meeting Sau! coming 
from the battle of the Amale 3 a pic- 
ture of Sir Thomas More (to whom Llol- 
benius was commended by Erafnus) and 
his whole family, being about ro perfons, 
among which is He Peterfon Tho. Mori 
Mario, Chorza Mortis, &c. We faw 
here feveral printed pi€ures of the virgin 
M our Saviour, &c. printed 1511. 
and made by Aller? Durer Noricenjiss a 
box full of Diplmata given to Erajinus 
by the pope, emperor, kings, @c. the 
ring Hrafmus usd to wear on his thumb, 
having his motto, Terminus, on it; the 
manufeript of the book Zra/imus wrote 
at Cambridge, and dedicated to the bifhop 
of Lincoln’ the title of it is, Quo paéto 
efficiat ut ex inimicis capiat utilitatem Plut. 
Cherfonefis. Among the medals that were 
thewn us, we obferv’d a fair one fent by 
the king of Poland to Erafmus; on one 
fide whereof is the king’s picture, and 
this infeription,

Mercury, Vex 
nus Cinfiia, having a pear) hanging from 
her girdle before 3 Jupiter 5 Jupiler Pul- 
minans; an Arufpexs two ftones like two 
white loaves joyned together; many of 
Amberbachius’s papers, wherein the anti- 
quities of Augufta Raur. are defcribed. 

Theuniverfity intends to build a place 
for this library, and that under the 
BexBivniewy. At this we were defired to 
write our nanies, and give a golden du- 
cat, according to an odd covetous cu- 
ftom, 

We vilited Dr. Felix Platerus Archiater 
his collection of rarities’; among which 
we faw many forts of minerals, ftones, 
dry'd fithes, @c. with their names writ- 
ten; alamp within a brafs globe, which, 
turned any way, would ftill keep in its 
right poftare; lachrymal urns 5 painted 
books of quadrupeds, fithes, and fowls ; 
Indian habits on two ftatues; skele- 
tons; the pidure of a giant's skeleton. 
Thefe things were collected by Thomas 
Platerts P. and Felix the uncle, but are 
now fomewhat neglected, tho” kept in 
two rooms and good order. The doctor’s 
fon who fhewed us them, brought usa 
book wherein we wrote our names, and 
then gave a golden ducat, it being co- 
vetoully expected of us, 

Great The great church was built by Henry II. 
urth. emperor, who married Cunigunda daugh- 
ter of an Englifh king, and St. Pantalus, 
an Englifoman, who was the firtt bifhop 
of this place. Itis built of ftone. Againtt 
a pillar on the north fide of the commu- 
nion table (which is of fine marble) 
ftands the monument of Erafmus. Ina 
fair carved feat the two regent burgo- 
mafters, and the two old burgomatters 
have velvet cufhions; the ftatt-{criver 
and the rott-feriver fit next; then the 
fubftitute and the under-fubftitute ; and 
next them the two fergeants or meflen- 
gers. Underneath fictheir fervants, who 
are habited with black and white coats, 
and tall ftecple caps, Over againtt thefe 
feats are three rows of feats, where the 
men fit when there is a funeral, the wo- 
men fitting near the pulpit. The pro- 
feffor’s feat is on the fereen which divides 
the choir from the body of the church: 
is church hath double ifles. An organ 
ere. 
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The people make a great external thew 
of devotion; when ney come in firft, 
they fay their private prayers. The fer. 
vice begins with the organ and finging of 
a plalm; then the minifter prays, and all 
the people ftand up, bowing at the name 
of Jefuss and when the fermon begins, 
all fit down, and the men put on their 
hats; and that done, the minifter prays 
again, and the people ftand up, and the 
organ concludes all. 

In this city are rr or 12 churches where 
are fermons every day. The Italians and 
French have churches, but none are tole- 
rated befides the Calvinifs, all the inha. 
bitants being of that perfuafion, 

The chapter-houfe is now ufed as a 
large chamber for... . 

Near it is the Auditorium Theologicum, 
where are many infcriptions, which you 
may {ee printed with all the epitaphs, 
Gc, in Bajil, Two towers, on one of 
which we had a pleafant profpect of the 
adjacent country, the fituation of the 
city, which lies on each fide of the Rhene, 
joyn’d by a bridge of 14 arches, half the 
fides or pillars whereof arewood, and 
the other half ftone: that part on Ger- 
many fide is the lefs, and is called little 


This city is indifferently large, and 
well built of ftone; the houfes fair and 
high, and many of them painted on the 
out-fide. One tradefman’s houfe is curi- 
oufly painted by ZHolbenius, but the pic 
ture begins to decay by reafon of the 
wall, which fuffers more by the weather, 
than the paint does, 

‘The city is feated on hills, fo that there 
is fearce one ftreet ona level. Here are 
counted about 300 fountains, every fireet 
having one, and almoft every houfe of 
note is furnifh’d with a fountain, 

The Armamentarium is well provided 
with all forts of arms. 

On a wall belonging formerly to the 
Dominicans convent, is painted Cb 
mortis; where is defcribed Calvin preach- 
ing to the pope, emperor, a king, cardi- 
nal, bifhop, nobleman, Jady, ufurer, 
foldier, beggar, Gc. who are all dan- 
cing with a figure of death. A 

‘The ftadchoufe isa handfome building, 
having, the walls well painted on the out- 
fide. In the court where the magiftrates 
fit, is a rare picture of the paffion of our 
Saviour, deferibing his being at mount 
Olivet, his burial, anda foldier, moft live- 
ly reprefented, throwing dice for the 
coat. Holbenius was the painter. In this 
court, the benches where the new fenate 
fits, are before that of the old fenate, 
On the wall is written, Deo dedicata & 
Virtuti. 0 MDC 
Virtuti, Anno mpoux, The 
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‘The graver fort of citizens and ma- 
giftrates wear ruffs and ftecple caps ; the 
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been a Roman city: We faw here the Skwrox. 
ruins of a building guefied by Amberbachius AV 


profeffors and minifters wear the fame, 
with gowns which reach no further than 
their knees. 

At a burial we obferved the men went 
firft two and two together, then the wo- 
men two and two, who hada white drefs 
about their heads, and a long piece of 
white linen which hung down their backs. 

‘At the entrance upon the bridge isa 
gate and clock, which hath the figure of 
a man’s head, that puts out its tongue 
every minute ; we were told it is in me- 
mory of a fellow who fhould have be- 
traycd the town a good while fince. 

The tradefmen of Ba/il we obferved 
exaéted much for their wares, but in our 
inn we had plentiful of provifion very 
cheap. The countrymen hereabouts wear 
ftraw hats, and the women have very fhort 
coats, a little below their knees ; about 
their waftes they have a tin girdle, and 
on their heads ftick little caps. 

There is a bifhop who has the title of 
this city, but he is not fuffered to lodge 
in it one night: He coins money, which 
is not current at Ba/il: He lives at Bron- 
dint, and is chofen by the canons. 

We were civilly entertained by Ulrich 
Hugo our merchant, to whom we were 
recommended by Mr. Balde of Frank/urt. 

We shad fome difcourfe with Hieron. 
Baubinus, (fecond fon of Fob. C. Bawh. the 
elder brother is a Benediétine monk at 
Paris,and che fourth brother lately chang’d 
his religion) botannick profefior, with 
whom we walked about an hour’s diftance 
from the city, but found no remarkable 
plants, by reafon of the Réene’s over- 
flowing its banks. 

An Englifb gentlewoman, related to the 
Afions in the welt of England, and to the 
Cartzwrights, is married here to one Meyer, 
a citizen of this place. 

David George, who fied hither out of 
Holland, died in Ba/il, and immediately 
after his death there was a ftorm of 
thunder and lightning, and a thunder-bole 
broke into the houfe where his body was. 

Within half an hour of Bafil is djatia, 
belonging to the French king s and within 
a German mile on the other fide of the 
river is the margrave of Tourlack’s jurif- 
diction. 

The jurifdiction of Ba/i! extends into 
Switzerland halt aday’s journey ; about 
100 villages in it. 

The miles in Switzerland are longer 
than thofe in Germany, 

Aug. 10. We went by horfe with the 
meffenger, and abouta German mile from 


tuzila Bail came to Augit, or Augufta Rauraco- 
Rauace- rym, a fimall village, which had formerly 


to have been an amphitheatre: Many 
coins are found here. We then pafled 
clofe by a walled town near the Rhee, 
which belongs to the archduke of Injpruck, 
and as we travelled this day wild fir trees 
were obferved, the firft time we faw them. 
The country hereabouts is called Freetall, 
and is under the archduke afore-mention’d. 
In the afternoon we were ftopped about 
two hours in a little village by a torrent 
of water that came down the road with 
a ftrong and deep ftream, occafion'd by 
fudden rain, which prefently abating, the 
ways were foon paffible ; then we pafled 
over a bridge at the river ——, where there 
was but one (a very large) arch, and came 
thro’ Bruck, a pretty little walled place, 
having one handfome ftreer, built with 
high and fair ftone buildings, and foun- 
tains in the ftreets. 

Note, In Switzerland we obferved every 
town and village to have fountains. 

Some diftance from Bruck we ferried 
over another river, called —-, being a 
great and ftrong ftream our boat went 
crofs by the help of a rope which went 
over the river, Late at night we arri- 


ved fix miles from Ba/il at Badeit, where paden, 
in our inn we réfrefhed ourfelves in one of Baris, 


the baths, which are reckoned to be about 
fixty innumber : They are fall, and that 
I was in was within the houfe : The water 
was hot, but by opening a pipe of cold 
water you may temper it as you plea: 

We bought here dice petrified, which 
are often found in the ground hereabouts. 

The Venetian refident was in the fame 
houfe we lodged in: He was lately in 
England, but now his ordinary refidence 
isat Zurich. 

Baden is a little diftance from the baths : 
Tt is a walled town, feated on the fide of 
a hill, near the river Limagis. At this 
town the delegates of all the cantons 
meet, &e, 

Aig. 11. We paffed at Baden over a 
bridge which is covered Jike that at Hei- 
dleberg, and afterwards went along by the 
river’ Limagis, and by fair vineyards, 
where we obferved the vines faftened to 
Fuga, and not poled as in mott places 
nigh the Rhene, and as afterwards we 
faw in Italy and France. 

Two German miles from Baden brought 


us to Zurich; which city is pleafintly zurtcs 


fituated nigh a great lake chat runs into 
the river Limagis below the town. This 
lake hath part of the city on each fide of 
it, and hath over it three bridges, the 
broadeft of which is an herb or fruit mar- 
ket; at another bridge (of wood) is a 
water wheel, which, by a chain of little 

buckets, 


i 
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Ssirrox, buckets, conveys water into aciftern. Juft 
~~~ where the lake begins to narrow above the

town, are two rows of ftrong ftakes, that 
go crofs from one fide to the other, to keep 
from a furprizal by boats; and within 
them, in the middle of the water, is an 
earth work for cannon, &c. The lake is 
ofa greenifh colour; but feveral brooks, 
anda little river called the Se/e (that runs by 
the walls, and is conveyed over one arm 
ofthe lake in an artificial channel ) change 
itintoa whitifh colour. This city hath the 
lake on one fide 5 on another a pleafant 
level; and, on the third fide, a hilly 
country, which is well ftored with wood. 
Nigh the fruit market is a kind of an ex- 
change, where are many fhops for {mall 
wares, viz. ribbands, gloves, &. Two 
large fepta or places in the water, where 
fifh are preferved: and not far from the 
earth work, is a tower prifon in the water, 
where malefactors are kept. Nigh the 
water-fide are fome houfes with fair por- 
tici of ftone. This city is about the bignefs 
of Ba/il, having handfome ftone houfes, 
and fome very fein Many fountains in 
the ftreets. The fortifications are very 
good without upon the hills, &c. a line, a 
trench, an inward wall, andanother trench. 
No guards nor centinels at the gates; but 
moft of the inhabitants wear their {words 
when they walk upanddown. The citi- 
zens wear black cloaks and round black 
(with hat-bands) like the fophifters in 

idge, and fome of their caps are 
clofe to their heads, with a little place to 
put their fingers in and pull them off by. 
Thefe are worn by mourners, and are like 
the caps the common Italians wear. This 
city is full of inhabitants, who are confi- 
dent, and have a good efteem of them- 
felves. 

We obferv’d, the fhuts and windows of 
fhops to here be kept open by great ftone 
weights as at Bafil, and on the outfide of 
the houfes lictle bells, fome for the door, 
others for the fecond and third ftories, Gc. 
feveral families living one over another in 
the fame houfe. In the fifth market are pic- 
tur’d the fifhes taken in the lake, the 
months when they are in feafon, and the 
prices they are to be fold at, according to 
feveral lengths and weights. 

There is much paper made here, which 
is fent into the low countries. The gold- 
fimiths is the chief trade of Zurich. Neat 
bafkets made hereabouts. No wine per- 
mitted to be drunk but that made in this 
country. 

The granary is a fair building ; over 
one of the doors is this infcription,

‘The hofpital is newly built, having a 
cloifter within, where are maintained poor 
men and women, boys and girls, who are 
all kept to work in their feveral work- 
rooms. The boys and girls have {chools 
befides. If they refufe to work, they are 
lock’d up in rooms or prifons, and chains 
put about their legs. 

‘They behead malefactors as they and, 
the executioner prefently doing his work 
with a {word at one blow : fome as they 
go to the execution repeat the lord's prayer 
continually. 

We went to vifit Dr. Swoitzius a profeftor 
of divinity, who was abfent from home, 
having letters of recommendation from 
Dr. Wetftenis of Bajil. 

St Felix church is a little place for ti 
chiefeft ; we faw no monuments here, it 
being not the cuftom of this city to ercé 
any. 
The Auditorium is a fair room, where 
difputations in divinity are held, and 
tures read by profellors who do pro- 
mote here in divinity. The profeffors of 
theology are two, and as many of phi- 
lofophys but there are none of law and 
medicine.

and concordances, &c. Among the bibles 
we took notice of or 4fo g 
printed at Zurich by Chriftopher Froehower 
16th Augw?, 1550. All the books 3 
lock’d in within iron bars. We 
here a letter written in Lavin by the lady 
‘ane Grey's own hand 1 
and another to him from ‘fa 
dated at Broadgate 4 Ka 
alfo three letters patents 
Bullinger, in one of which he beftows on 
him a canon’s place in Chri-Chureb, Ox- 
ford. A Hebrew MS. in 16° was thewn 
us, which is very curious, given by the 


duke of Roban. “In this library isa clock 
invented 
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invented by one Zinggivs a minifter, who 
contrived it according, to Copernicus’s hy- 
pothefis, having many motions in it, which 
are related in @ printed paper. Any ci- 
tizen that defires the freedom of this li- 
brary gives 10 florins in money, or in 
fomething; equivalent ; a ftranger gives 
but five florins. Every one that is pro- 
moted to any honour gives alfo a prefent 
to the library: Thefe citizens may take 
books home with them if they will: The 
ftudents of the Gymnafia may ftudy here : 
The library is opened on Thurfdays and 
Sundays after fermon. Every day of the 
week there are fermons in four churches. 

In our return out of Italy in April 1665. 
we obferved many other particulars in 
this city, viz. being at the great church 
on a Lord’s day, we faw the manner of 
their fervice : The women have their feats 
in the body of the church, fitting all with 
their faces cowards the pulpit, which is 
at the parting of the choir from the nave ; 
when they come firft into their feats they 
take by the hand thofe that are next to 
them, and after that ftand a good while 
faying their private devotions: The men 
do the like: The pfalm to be fung is 
written at the church doors, and when 
they begin to fing the clerk fteps from 
his feac and ftands by the fchool-boys, 
who fit under the pulpit, who fets the tune, 
and thenall the congregation prefently joins 
with him, never reading the verfe firft: 
They have no organs in their churches 
here : After the pfalm is fung the minifter 
prays a little while, and fays the Lord’s 
prayer to himfelf upon his knees, as the 
Lutherans do: Themen ftay till the text 
is read before they put on their hats: The 
fermon is ufually about an hour long: 
They bow’d at the name of Jefus, as the 
Grifons do: When the minifter has made 
his Jaft prayer, another pfalm is fung ; 
and after all isdone, many ftay a while, 
and ftand faying fome private prayers. 

None but married women have black 
gowns without arm fleeves, plaited be- 
hind with long hanging fleeves, in one 
of which they hold their hands, as in a 
muff: They wear a great deal of white 
linen about their heads, as we obferved 
at Underwalden, Se. covering. all the fore- 
head and eye-lids, and all the chin to the 
under-lip. The widows have the fame 
habit with the married women, only upon 
the crown of their heads they wear a round 
piece of black, as at Uri, &c. Little girls 
and unmarried women wear furr caps, and 
fome of them have their hair hanging 
down behind in two braids : Moft of the 
unmarried women and fome of the men 
wear ruff and long bruthy beards, 
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the profeffors at Ba/il, and round caps. 

‘The government is thus 5 the inhabi= Govern 
tants are divided into 12 tribes, or com- 7"?! 
panies, viz, 1. Saffran, i. e. merchants 
and apothecaries. 2. Mcifen, wherein are 
included vintners, innkeepers and painters. 
3. Schmid, &c. i. ¢. fmiths, pewterers, 
brafiers and chirurgeons. 4. Pfifter, &c. 
i.e. bakers and millers. 5. Mezker, i.e: 
butchers. 6. Kerver, i. e, tanners. 7. 
Schiimaker, i.¢. fhoemaker. 8. Zimber- 
liits, i. ¢. carpenters, turners, joiners and 
bricklayers. 9. Schnyders, i.e. taylors, 
wooll-drefférs and fkinners. 10. Schifitits, 
i. ¢. watermen, fifhermen and ropemakers. 
11. Kembel, five Camelus, fo called from 
the picture of that animal on the hall be- 
longing, to fuch as fell butter and cheefe, 
cheefemongers, makers of nut oil and oat- 
meal. 12. Waag, five Libra, which is 
painted on the weavers-hall. 

Every one of thefe tribes chufes two 
fwelvers, or Tribuni Plebis, which are 
in all 24, who with 

12 Senators chofen out of the tribes by 
the council of 200, 

6 That are elected by the fame 200 
where they pleafe, 

4 Tribuni Nobilium, chofen by the 
gentry, 

2 Senators elected alfo by the gentry, 

2 Coff. or burgo-matters, chofen by 
the 200 out of the 12 tribes. 

Thefe 50 are called the leffer council, 
half of which, viz. 12 fwelvers, 6 fena- 
tors, 2 Trib. Nob. x fenator Nob. 3 of the 
free eleétion, and 1 Coff (in all 25) rule 
by turns every half year, and are called 
Concilium Novum, the other half being 
called the Concilium Vetus. The Conc. 
Novum judges in criminals, and all the 50 
in civils, The 50 meet every week, and 
if any decree, &c. be pafled, it is dated 
in the prefence of the Concilium Novum & 
Vetus. 

The great council of 200 confifts of

The four ftadcholders or Procofft are 
chofen by the 200 out of the 24 Trib.

Two fecklemafters or treafurers are cle- 
Ged by the 200, either out of the 12 fena- 
tors, or the 12 fwelversin the Concilinm 
novum. ‘The fore-mentioned officers are 
confirmed, or new oneseleéted every half 
year, viz. at Chrifimas, &c. 
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Sxivros. "The landtvogts are chofen by this great 
~Y™ council, which affembles on important 
occafions, 

‘The beadles or under-officers wear 
white and blue coats, which are the co- 
loursin the arms of this city. Thefe men 
are fent by the magiftrates with wine to 
welcome ftrangers of quality. 

Auguft sz. We rode with the meffen- 
ger, and pafs'd thro” Bullé, a mile and 
an half from Zurich ; then went one mile 
further thro? Eglifaw (in the jurifdliétion 
of Zurich) fituated by the Rhene, which 
is here but narrow, having a bridge 
over it, which is cover’d like that at 
Heidleverg: hence we travell’d to Wa/- 

Wallefill. rfall, which is amoft remarkable village, 
fo call’d from the great fall of water or 
cataract of the whole river Rhene, It 
falls a confiderable heighth off a rock ; 
and the water breaking and dafhing into 
pieces, maks a noife that is heard a good 
way; and when the fun fhined upon the 
cloud or mift raifed by the waters fall, 
we obferved a perfect rainbow. On 
the fhore here are a kind of pumex- 
ftone ; and many good plants grow here- 
abouts, 

Half an hour from this place we ar- 
rived (four Germanmiles from Zurich) at 

Schafihas- Schaffbaufen, a city feated by the Rhene, 

fen. where there is a bridge, part of fix ftone 
arches, and part of wood, which leads 
over to 2 little place called Vuertalen, 
under the republick of Zurich. From 
this bridge to the water-fall it is unfafe 
for boats to pafs, by reafon of great 
ftones, ec. in the river, and therefore 
commodities are landed at Schaffhau/en, 
and carted to a place below the cataract, 
where they are put into other boats that 
go down the ftream. 

Schaffhaujen is well built of ftone, have- 
ing two fair ftreets in it, well paved; fe- 
veral fountains up and down the city, 

Arfenal. Thearfenalis a pretty building, where 
is inforibed over the door, aboye the 
imperial arms,

This city is wall’d and trench’d about, 
and hath a new fortification on a hill. 
At the gates are kept but flight guards, 
Every citizen, when he walks abroad, 
wears his fword; and our oftle ar the 
inn, when he was to fhew us about the 
town, took his fword with him. 

Every Thurfday at eight of the clock 
in the morning, is a fermon, and then 
the city gates are fhut. The minifters 
ufe no extempore prayers, but have the 
fame form with that of the lower Pals- 
tinate, No organs in their churches, nor 
will they permit any images. Minifters 
are ordain’d by impofition of hands, a 
conful being always prefent. 

Three minifters, five fenators, and the 
proconful (who is prefident) punish of- 
fenders againft the church with a pecu- 
niary mulkt, i 

The fecretary of this republick, Z0- 
lias Beyer, told us, That they were here 
great admirers of our puritans; and at 
the mention of O.C. in difcourfe, he 
pull’d off hishat when he faid, Olivarius 
beate memoria. 

The manner of government we had Gyees 
information of from this perfon, viz. that ms 
this city is divided inco 12 tribes; each 
of which chufe two Trib. Plebiss which 24 
are called Senatores ordinarit. The Sena 
tus major confifts of the 24. Tr. Pl. and 60 
more elected, fiye out of a tribe, by the 
12 companies. RG, 
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Note, the father and fon, or two bro- 
thers, cannot be fenators at the fame 
time. 

Two confuls, two quettors, one pro- 
conful, one cenfor, and one adile are 
chofen every year by the greater fenate 
but ufually the old ones are confirmed. 

The fenate of 24 try all caufes. When 
a controverfy arifes, the actor goes to 
the conful regent for that year, and de- 
fires an advocate: the conful is then 
oblig’d to appoint a day, and names one 
of the fenators for his advocate, who is 
{worn to plead the caufe without taking 
afee, &c. The caufe being heard, the 
fenators are afked by the confuls what 
fide they are for; and thofe that are for 
the plaintiff, lift up their hands, and the 
conful tells their {uffrages. On fuch an 
occafion 12, with the conful who pre- 
fides, make a fenate. Note, if any of 
the fenators are related either to the 
‘Ador or Reus, they mutt prefently with- 
draw. And if a father intends to difin- 
herit his fon, he muft firft acquaint this 
fenate with his defign; and they take it 
into confideration, and determine the 
affair. 

Every fenator hath the yeatly allow- 
ance of 52 florins, and nine Modii of 
corn. 

Four fenators, the proconful, and the 
fecretary decide controverfies. about li- 
mits, &e. 

To the fenate of 24 belong the chief 
fecrerary, under-fecretary, and the beadle, 
who wears a green and black coat. 

The country people are in abfolute 
fubjeétion to this city. 

No tribute is paid to this common- 
wealth, except half a dollar for 100 flo- 
rins, 

The gentlemens fons have more por- 
tion than the daughters. 

In inferior families the houfe comes to 
the youngeft. 

‘This republick was lately drawn into 
a war by the Zurichers, who had one 
Wertmiiller for their leader. 

There is an emulation among the pro- 
teftant cantons. 

One Stockerus, that is now a queftor 
regent of this city, was embaffador to 
©. C. to intercede when the Engli/o had 
war with Holland. 

About a year ago died one Haes, a 
minifter, who had lived in England, and 
could fpeak Englifb. 

The Switzers are all ftout men, with 
Jong beards, and are a cleanly people, 

‘The eaves of their houfes hang over 
very much, 

Auguft 13. We went with a meflenger, 
and rode thro’ woods; afterwards pafs'd 
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a bridge over the Rhene, and entred a 
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walled place s then baited at Turger, a ~~ 


village, being a prefecture under feven 
of the cantons; hence we travell’d by 
the Rbene fide; and a lake called Under- 
Zee, and went over a high hill ftored 
with rare plants. When we came to the 
city of Conftantz, four German miles from 
Scaffhaufen, we were examined by fol- 
diers ; and after we Came to our inn, we 
fent our names to the governor. This is 
an imperial city, and is feated very plea~ 
fantly ina level ground by the Rbenc-fide, 
and at the end of the Bodenza, which lake 
the Rbene runs thro’. This river, up- 
wards from Scaffhaujin, we obferved to 
be of a greenifh colour. 

About 100 foldiers are in garifon here. 
That fide towards the land is fortify’d 
with a line and ditch, a good diftance 
from the wall; but that towards the wa- 
ter, only with a wall. A great part of 
the wall hath water within and without. 
In a little ifland without the wall, isa 
Dominican’s cloifter, and a little bulwark 5 
along bridge, partly of wood and partly 
of ftone, which leads over to a little part 
of the city, well fortify’d with an earth- 
work and deep trench. Here is a Bene- 
diétine’s abbey. The ftreets are fair, and 
well built with ftone houfes, Over the 
door of the cuftom-houfe, where the 
council of Conffantz fate, is written,

befieged it, being kept as a memorial of 
that fiege. 

The Bogatdeens (the third order of St. 
Francis ) cloifter is inhabited by twenty 
monks, who civilly fhew’d us their {mall 
library, anda little chapel called Capella 
B. Maria fib Tilia, having this ftory 
painted on the wall, That Confians the 
emperor paffing over this very place, 
his horfe fliptinto the boggy ground, but 
at the fame time the V. Mary appeared 
under a lime-tree, and freed him from 
that danger and a terrible dragon that 
watch’d for him 5 whereupon Confans 
made a vow, and built this chapel, and 
gave the firft beginning of this city, which 
is called by his name. 

Th this convent we faw the prifon where 
Jobn Hus was kept, and the monks fhew’d 
us a great hole in the wall, which he had 
made with his nails; and a lirge room, 
where, they faid, the councel fat that 
condemn’d him. 

The government of Conjtantz is by two 
confuls and twenty-four fenators. 

Augift 15th, we hired a boat, which 
rowed us in the Baden-zee, obferving, on 
the left hand of us, the lake to extend a 
great way, where we had a profpect of 
Oberlin, a free city; and, on the fame 
hand, faw Langeerden, a little village, with 
a fort in the water, which belongs to the 
carl of Montfort. Afterwards turning at 
a point of land, we faw high mountains, 
and Lindaw, which city we arriv’d at four 
German miles from Conftantz. Affoon as 
we landed at one of the ports, we were ex- 
amined by foldiers, who took our names. 

This city is imperial, paying no tribute, 
but gives fomewhat towards the war with 
the Turks. The jurifdiction of this place 
reaches three hours diftance round about, 
having eight villages under it. 

The fortifications are, a ftrong wall 
round, and many good bulwarks in the 
water (the city being encompafs'd with 
the water of the lake.) That fide which 
is neareft the land, is the ftrongeft forti- 
fied, and hath a bridge 200 paces long, 
half of which is ftone, and that half next 
the town, is of wood. The Swedes army 
lay before it, but could effeét nothing. 
Towards the lake is a double wall, be- 
tween which are vineyards, that afford 
100 fuders of wine every year. 

The ftreets and houfes are not fo fair as 
thofe at Conftantz, The market-place is 
fmall, having a handfome fountain in it; 
and in the ftreets are other fountains. Some 
of the houfes have rows or portici before 
their fhops, and are til’d with gutter 
tiles. 3 


The government isas follows, there are 

3 Burgomafters, who rule by 
turns every four months, 
15 Rattheeren. 
2 Geheymen Rathheeren, 
19 that judge in civil crufes, gs 
debts, Se. 

1 Called an Amman, 

Thefe 40 are all for life, and out of 
themfelves choofe the burgomafters, 

Tf any of the 15 dies, the reft of the 15 
eleé&t one out of the 195 and, if any of 
the 19 dies, the reft of the 19 choofe a 
citizen into his place. 

On great occafions 20 of the ableft ci- 
tizens are added to the 40. 

In the market-place ftands great lime- 
tree, which is much obferv’d, and jis 
ftlamp’d on very little pieces of bras 
money. It grows between the Lutherans 
great church and the Roman catholics, 
who have only this here. 

On Sunday Auguft 16th we went to the 
great church, an indifferent building, and 
obferv’d the Lutherans, when they firft 
came in, ftand looking towards the eaft, 
and faying their private devotions. The 
women fit in the middle of the church, 
and the men round about, and in galle- 
ries. The publick fervice begins with the 
organ playing, and then all the congrega- 
tion ftands up, and look towards the ealt, 
and fing ; and, at the fame time, a fing- 
ing-malter and boys fing in parts; buc 
no pfalm, &¢. is named publickly. After 
this the minifter, in his gown, comes up 
into the pulpit and prays, the people 
ftanding up, looking towards the eaft, and 
fometimes bowing of their bodies. The 
minifter, at the conclufion of this firlt 
prayer, fell down upon his knees, and was 
filent a good while, and then rofe up, 
and immediately the people turned their 
faces towards the minifter, who read the 
gofpel,_and made his fermon on part of it. 
After fermon the minifter faid a fhort 
prayer, the people turning to the eatt, 
and then the organ play’d, and all fung 
before the minifter gave his blefling, after 
which the organ play’d again, and there 
was a mufical concert of men, boys, Gc. 
When all was done, we took notice of 
fome women, who, with their books in 
their hands, faid fomewhat to themfelves. 

We faw here a chriftening ; the minifler 
took the child from the godfather, and 
baptiz’d ic, the father ftanding fome di- 
ftance off: They have but one godfather 
and_one godmother ata time- 

Every morning and evening there are 
publick prayers; and every Friday the Lu- 
therans have a fhort faft, and the city 


gates are fhut cill eight in the wen 
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The women here wear (fome of them) 
great white dreffes of linen about their 
heads, like the Jews at Frankfurt, and 
fome are drefs'd in their hair; but they all 
wear rulis, 

Wind-guns are made in this place. 

The earl of Montfort lives about three 
hours from Lindaw. 

Augufi 17, we took pot horfes, and 
rode two German miles to Wangen, a little 
walled free city, and took frefh horfes 
here, then pofted ic two hours farther to 
Laykirke, another walled imperial city, 
where we had new horfes, and rode by 
great pools, and through many fir woods, 
and pa(s'd in fight of the carl of Tiele’s pa- 
lace, fituated on the hills on the left hand. 
Some diftance from Laykirke we ferried 
over the Eile, where they were building a 
wooden bridge, Towards the evening we 
came to Menningen, a frong, imperial city, 
which we entred after the guards examin’d 
us. The town is large, and the ftreets 
broad, with water running through them 5 
the houfes are low and indifférent. All 
thefe poft towns are roman catholick. Here 
we changed our horfes, and travelled two 
German miles, and, about midnight, 
reach’d Mundelbaim, a walled place, un 
der the duke of Bavaria, where we lodged. 
After fome difcourfe with a watchman, who 
was in a room over the gate, he firft lec 
us come through an outward gate, and then 
fhut it, keeping us on horfeback between 
two flrong gates, in a clofe place, while 
he examined us3_then he opened the in- 
ward gate, and difmif’dus. Thefe gates 
were large and ftrong, yet he opened and 
dhut them without coming out of his room. 
Above cight German miles from Lindaw 
to Mundelbaim. 

Auguft 18, we hired poft horfes for a 
double ftage, and rode over moors, and 
through fir woods, and, at four miles 
end, came to Landsberg, a walled town be- 
longing to the duke of Bavaria, feated on 
the afcent of a hill by the river Lech. The 
houfes here are well built, and in the mar- 
ket-place is a fountain, ereéted 1663, ha- 
ving ftatues upon it, and cafting up a 
Pleafanc ftream of water at leaft fix yards 
high very plentifully, Here we took frefh 
horfes for Munichens but, before night, 
one of them jaded, which forced us to 
take up three German miles fhort, atStegen, 
a village on the Ammer-zee, which isa lake 
three miles long. Here we had the Alps 
in profpeét, covered with fnow. The little 
boats ufed in this lake are made of one 
Piece of timber. Stegen feven miles from 
Mundelbaim, 

4ugufi 19, we performed the reft of our 
fage, travelling through pine woods, and 


over a plain, whence we defcended into 
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another level, where is fituated the city 
of Munichen. When we came to the gates 
of this place, we were ftriétly examined by 
foldiers, who took our names, and car- 
ried them to the governor, ftaying above 
half an hour before we were permitted to 
enter into the city, which is well fortified 
witha lineof agreat heighth,a deep trench, 
an inward wall and another trench. 

The ftreets are very fair, being broad, 
ftreight, and well built with great houfes, 
many of which are painted well on the out- 
fide, and inferiptions on them. 

_ The river Jar runs by the walls of this 
city. 

The market-place is large, and the 
fhops here have handfome rows or pordici. 
In fome places they are double. In the 
middle of this pi ftarely high pillar 
of marble, with the gilded brafs ftatue 
of the V. Mary onthe top. On the cor- 
ners of the pedeftai are four brafs Goures 
of angels treading, upon thefe four animals, 
whofe names are written upon fhields, viz. 
1. Super Afpidem. 2. Et Bafilicam, 3. Et 
Leonem. 4. Et Draconem. 

On one fide of the pedeftal is inferib’d,

Between the choir and the body of the 
church, isaftately ftone arch ereéted by 
Maximilian duke of Bavaria, Behind and 
over the feats of the choir, are apottles, 
faints, and fathers carved in the wood.

In this church hangs up a ftandard 
taken from the king of Bobemia (the prince 
Palatine) ac the battle of Prague. 

On the fouth fideis a Dutch infeription, 
a monument which fignifies, « 15 
«© 2 Nov. died a gentleman called Carl 
Rheckh, counfellor and chamberlain, 
&c. who had by his wife Katherin 
(her name before was Hifivinnen) that 
1595. 21 Decemb. 10 fons and 
daughters, whofe figares are all in 
«© marble.” 

A clock here which fhews the motions 
of the planets, and hath the blafphemous 
figure of God Almighty drawing and 
fheathing a fword, the virgin Mary and 
our Saviour moving their hands when it 
{trikes the*hour. A bird firft moves on 
the top, and makes a noife; the virgin 
Mary moves her right hand, then her 
left, and at laft both together. 

Every Monday the duke comes hither 
to the proceffion againft the Turks, this 
being the feventh week fince he firft be- 
gan. 

In this church are many curious altar- 
pieces ; amongit the reft is the picture of 
St. Bartholomew, much efteem’d. The 
bones of St Apollonius and St. dlfativs are 
kepr in two altars. 

Englifo nuns of the Benedictine order 
live in this city, who difcourfed more free- 
ly than thofe at Ghent, Gc. thefe coming, 
into a little parlour without any grate 
between them and fome of our company.

The church within is a magnificent 
building, being one large and high arch. 
In the choir are feats, which we never 
obferved before in any Jefuits chapel. 
In the body of the church are feats like 
thofe in our churches; and the reft of 
the churches we faw in this city, have 
fach feats. Atthe afcent into the choir 
is an altar, behind which is a marble ere- 
ed, with thefe three inferiptions,

After'we had procured leave, we went 
to the duke’s palace, which is a very 
ftately building, where we faw a long 
(but narrow) gallery hung on cach fide 
with the pictures of towns, &c. to the 
number of 38, taken in the upper Pala- 
tinate. Huge ftags horns, Ge. ftrgngely 
branched, kept here. 


We pafs’d then thro’ many fair cham. 
bers, which have doors of Mofaicwork, and 
curious entrances of marble. In fome of 
the chambers were fair ftoves, in othery 
rich chimnies, over which were the heady 
of emperors, Se. viz. Maximilianus Uy. 
Ba, D. SRI. Eledtor, Offavianus Aug. Cn. 
rolus M. Sc, two little rooms or cabinet 
clofets, one againftanother, all of marble 
moft curioufly wrought, very rich flones 
being inlaid? a room where are the pic- 
tures of the prefent emperor and the feren 
eledtors : a thort gallery with the pidtures 
of this duke, his dutchefs, father, 
mother, grandfather and grandaother, 
great-grandfather, &c, a long and nar. 
row gallery, having a curious roof, where- 
on are painted all the dukes of Bavari; 
and all the rivers in Bavaria, and Bava- 
ria in the middle treading upon a barrel 
of fal, The two long galleries are very 
pleafant, having thorow lights, but they 
are fomewhat too narrow. All the! 
rooms are above ftairs, paved with vari- 
egated marble, and every one differently 
inlaid. Some of the roofs are of curious 
wood-work, others of curious plaifter 
fret-work. We came down into a large 
{quare room called the four-fhaft, from 
the four ftately marble pillars which fup- 
port it, each pillar being of one piece. 
‘We were in two little chapels and one 
great one. We then afcended 52 marble 
fteps, each ftair being four yards long. 
About half way is a landing place, where

gatden, and figures of a dog, cat, pea- 
cock, flowers, &c. At the other end of 
the garden is a rare grotto made of fhells, 
where are alfo many figures of beatts, 
birds, and fithes, all exaétly made of 
fhells. The walks are paved with little 
ftones, handfomely inlaid: in another 
private garden is a ftately fummer-houfe, 
with a fair Mo/aic table in the middle. 
The Antiquarium is a long arch’d room, 
moft rarely adorned with a multitude of 
antient heads, veffels, &c. Many of 
the heads are joyn’d to modern figures 
a fine perfpective of marble Mo/aic work 
a brafS figure of a gardener pruning a 
tree in an odd pofture; an idol brought 
from Mofo, aed was an oracle; the 
face, hands, and feet of it are black, the 
habit white, with figures of men, &c. 
on it, allof marble; many curious foun- 
tains in the gardens and courts. In the 
firft court is a great ftone which weighs 
364 li. and was thrown with one hand 
by duke George Chriftzpher, who did allo 
fpring up with his foot 12 feet high, a 
nail being fix'd in the wall at that heighth. 
Cunrad, a lord of this country, fprung 
up nine feet and an half, and one Philip 
Springer, eight feet and an half, Dutch 
verfes by the three nails, exprefs the par- 
ticulars. 

After we had obferved this, we walked 
to the great garden, where are fair fifh- 
ponds, and water fpringing out of the 
fides of chem; many fountains and laby- 
rinths; if one of which is one of the 
dutchefs’s dogs buried under a little ftone 
thus infcrib’d,

Rare plants are kept in this garden ; 
among which we took notice of coloca- 
fia and aloe; which laft had one ftalk 
fprouted up as high as fome trees, An 
aviary here, which they would not per- 
mit us to fee. On two fides of the gar- 
den are two long open galleries, which 
are too narrow for their length; one of 
them is very long, where are ftatues of 
Hercules his labours, piétures of the feve- 
ral months, &c. Here is the ftory of 
this Bavarian family painted in great 
paper frames, being the draughts of fo 
many pieces of hangings (kept in the 
Palace) having infcriptions underneath, 
which I endeavoured to write out, but 
was forbidden, I know not why, to pro- 
ceed any further than thefe following I 
tranfcrib’d, viz.

they put out their heads when they look 
out. In many inns when they bring up 
wine they bring alfo bread, with pepper 
and falt, on a trencher When we firft 
came’ into our inns, the mafter, miftrefs, 
and fometimes the fervants and children 
of the houte, would come and give us 
their hands, and do the like when we went 
away 5 and almoft all perfons, as wag- 
goners, fervants, &c. would take us by 
the hand when we gave them any thing 
In fome places the maid-fervants, when 
we were ready to go away, would prefent us 
with nofegays, which we requited with 2 
fmall piece of money, About Bavaria 
we obferv’d when any one bad another 
good morrow, the other would fay, Deo 
gratias. Wine is dear about Lindaw, and 
all the way to Munichen, being fold for 
10 wifpennys the quart; the JVeccar wine 
is much efteem’d in Bavaria: The women 
about Strasburg in Switzerland, and in 
thefe parts of Germany, wear their hair

They plough about Siras- 
burg, Be. with oxen, which are yoked by 
the horns: The country houfes are built 
low, with eaves that hang over very 
much ; and the countrymens houfes here- 
abouts are made of fir. 

‘There are four places in Germany which 
they call boors, viz. 1. Liege, 2. Collen, 
3. Exfur, and, 4, Bamberg. 

In Bavaria and the adjacent parts of 
Germany the countrymen wear ftraw-hats.

Augu(t 23.(Sunday)wewentto one of the 
Lutherans churches, where we obferved 
not much more than we did at Lindaw. 
"The people did not turn their faces to the 
eaft; but the minifter did, when he fell 
down on his knees, and faid the Lord’s 
prayer, at the conclufion of his firft pray- 
er, all which time the people ftood very 
devoutly repeating that prayer to them- 
felves. After the laft prayer, a clerk 
began a pfalm, which the congregation 
joined in without the organ; but, after 
the bleffing, the organ, voices and inftru- 
ments gnade a concert; and, when all 
was done, many of the people ftay’d a 
while, and read fomewhat, with much 
devotion, in their books.

At even, fong we obferved the monks 
come out of their choir, (which is not 
publick as in other churches) and divided 
themfelves, half on one fide. and half on 
the other, a lay-brother carrying, before 
each fidea lighted candle; then they ftood 
before the two chief altars, and one of 
them fprinkled holy water about, and after 
they had fome fervice they returned into 
the choir again. his is, they fay, en- 
joined by the pope for fome difpute they 
haye about fome little circumftances.

Udalrico 
prodigiase vindicata. 

Tn this city by che habits you may 
know the women of what religion, quality 
and condition they are of, ¢x.gr. wheth 
they are widows, married Women, or 
ms ids, whether they are merchants wives, 

The Roman Catholick gentlewomen 
wear their hair loofe,; but the Lutheran 
gentlewomen tic their hair up under-a hat.

‘Thefe burgo-mafters rule two every four 
months, one,being’a Lutheran, and the 
other two papitts, ‘taking place’ by turns,

A great council of 300, on the 3d of 
Auguji every year, confirm or cleét new 
officers, if they mifbehave themfelves ; but 
ufually the fore-mentioned continue for 
life. 

- Every magiftrate that fits on caufes 
thrice alweek, is allow’d a dollar for every 
day he is prefenc. 

Note, When a citizen marries the daugh- 
ter of a Patricius, he is immediately repu- 
ted a Schallhaff, or Patricius madernus. 

‘We obferv’d one morning, when there 
‘was a council, two chains chat crofs’d the 
market-place near the ftadthoufe. 

The beadles, or under-officers of the 
town, wear party-coloured coats of green 
and white. 

‘The night-gate, where people are let in 
when itislate. There is firfka great gate, 
then a bridge over the trench, a little iron 
gate, a draw-bridge, and three gates to 
be paffed before they are admitted within 
the walls. The gates, and the draw- 
bridge are all moved by wires, which 
openand fhut the locks, doors, and draw 
up, and ler down the bridge. They that 
move the wires, ftand in a lodge over 
the inmoft gates. We pafled through fuch 
a gate at Mandelbeim. They that enter 
here muft pay a fimall piece of money. 

All the doors of private houfes in this 
city are opened and fhut by wires, which 
aré moved by thoft thatare above ftairs. 

‘The water-works we obferv’d to be 
after this manner. 


The wheel A, turned by water, moves 
the axis B, C, which axis hath at d, half 
its circumference cogg’d, and the other 


half ate, is with coggs. The fuckers s 5, 
at de, have teeth, and, when the coggs 
of the axis meet with the fuckers teeth, 
the fuckers are alternately mov’d up and 
down, being joined by the chain fto the 
pully g. The fuckers draw up water 
through the valves ii, and, when one 
fucker draws up the water, the other 
forces up the water through the pipe P P, 
into a high tower, where there is a great 


ciftern,’ where the water is diftributed in- 
to the fountains and private houfes, 

There were many of thefe, and other 
wheels and fuckers, and one wheel thie 
brings up water in pitchers fix’d round in 
the wheel. 

A little ciftern, by which they know 
the proportion of water, how much wil] 
run in an hour, &c. We faw here a little 
brafs figure given by the duke of Niu. 
burg. 

In a private houfe we faw Archimedes 
his Cochlea, which is double, and ufed to 
raife up water. 

We faw accidentally the latter part of a 
marriage-folemnity among the Lutherans. 
When the minifter had done, the organ 
play’d all the while the company were go- 
ing out of the church. The men came 
firft two and two together, every one hay- 
ing. an Armilla of box on his wrift. Then 
came the women by two and two, drefi'd 
with white linen about their heads,very like 
the jewith women at Frankfurt, and habit- 
ed in gowns like our fophifters in Cam- 
bridge, only they had neither capes nor 
fleeves, Every woman had alfo an Ar 
™ of box. After thefe followed the 
bridegroom, with a garland in his hac, 
which fome of the men that went firlt 
alfo had. After him went many men, 
and next came little girls before the bride, 
and many women. Almoft every one 
gave fomewhat to the the poor as they 
came outof the door. 

The ftadthoufe is avery fair buildin; 
the neatelt, that at Amflerdam, we 
yet faw. Over the entrance into it is 
written, 


Puttico Confilio, &F Publice Salsti. 


_ Within, on the firft floor, is a hall pav’d 
with marble, and eight {quare pillars of 
marble fupport the ceiling. Over this is 
another hall of the fame bignefs, having 
the pavement and eight round pillars of 
marble. In this ftory is the council room, 
in the middle of which isa grate, even wi 
the floor, through which heat is convey 
out of a ftove underneath. In the third 
ftory is a very ftately large and high 
room, with a marble floor, but without 
pillars. In all our journey hitherto we 
faw not the like. The roof is curioufly 
painted, and the walls adorned with the 
pictures of Ce/fars, 8c. and richly gilt. 
Here all the magiftrates are chofen. On 
each fide of this great hall are two rooms 
(which have doors made of pear-tree ) for 
the feveral magiftrates, nor marbled, but 
plancher’d in the floor. In one of them 
were fome pictures of Kagerus his drawing, 
and, on a wall, is Solomon's Deere 
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done by the fame hand. Three pictures 
reprefenting a Monarchical, Democratical 
and Ariftoctatical government. 

The prifon is behind this ftadthoufe. 

One Cornelius Walpergen, Chriftopber 
Beck was one of our merchants, who is a 
Calvinift, his, and one family more, be- 
ing, all in this city. 

We were civilly entertain’d by one Hue- 
vener a Patricius and 2 Ratfheer, at whofe 
houl we faw an Aviarium in the garden, 
and fountains, one in the middle of a table, 
where he plac’d a little figure in a thooting 
pofture, and, out of his gun, water pro- 
ceeded. A pretty littlegrotto made of petri- 
fied earth, &c. About halfan Engli/a mile 
out of the city, he fhew'd us his pleafant 
gardens nigha little river, where he hath 
a wheel which forces up water to ferve 
feveral fountains. In the middle of the gar- 
den is a pond, where he keeps Indian and 
Turky ducks, and many water tortoiles. 
An artificial rock, out of which water 
runs plentifully, and drives four or five 
Tittle wheels. “A little ifland, and an ar- 
bour in the middle of it, raifed upon a 
higher ground than the reft, which was 
almoft level with the fuperficies of the 
water, An artificial grotto, where were 
two figures, one in a fitting pofture, with 
a book in his hand; the other a grim fel- 
Jow ftanding in acorner. Ata whiftle, a 
fervant ftanding behind che cave, privately 
caufes the water to overflow the level of 
the ifland, and the floor of the cave, where- 
at the company being much furpriz’d, 
endeavoured to keep themfelves dry in 
the highelt place, which is near the fellow 
in the corner, who, affoon as they came 
near him, kick’d them, and ftruck them 
with his hand, and the other with his 
book was remov’d. When we were thus 
frighted, a whiftle, or any other fign, 
commands the water down again to its 
ufual heighth. Over this cave isan arbour, 
and, by the fide of it, a little tower, where 
there is a bell, and two or three ropes, 
which, if pull’d, a dih is turn’d with wa- 
ter in it, that runs down on the ringer, 
if he does not carefully avoid it. Atthe 
fame time this difh is pull’d over, a head 
is mov'd, which looks out of a window. 
A. little fummer-houfe, where the figure 
of a man throws out water. Above, on 
the rail of a balcony, is a pipe, on which 
is fix’d the figure of a drunkard, who fpews 
out water, and, when he is taken off, 
other figures may be put on like chofe at 
Heidleberg, €c. “Another fountain, where 
the water came up very plentifully through 
a greathole; and, to make a ftrange un- 
expeéted fight, fix ducks, which are put 
into the water privately, are forced to 
come up outat this hole. In the middle 
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of a garden ploris another pipe, on which Sktvron. 
feveral thingsare put, which move round ~~ 


with the water. In the fummer-houfe we 
obferv’d a board, with round holes made 
at equal diftances, which they play with, 
by throwing brafs pieces ((tanding ata cer 
tain diftance.) They reckon fo many to- 
wards the game as flip into the holes. In 
this garden is a pretty perfpective at one 
end of the walk, where are three wooden 
pillars ona fide in a perfpective way, and 
painted. A door alfo is opened, and then 
there appears a little model of a houle 
built upon arches, placed a little diftance 
off, and behind that are planted four or 
fix fmall fir-trees; all which together 
make a very fine perfpective, 

We were beholden to one Mr. Perke- 
nair a merchant, and had fome di(courfe 
with one Mr, String l the town fecretary, 
who had been in England, and could fpeak. 
alittle Lnglifh. One Mr. Cock, a Patricins 
was very civil to us3 he is reputed a 
learned man; he makes glaffes, and tries 
chymical experiments, who hath been in 
England. He gave us fome hints concern- 
ing a dial, which he prefented to the duke 
of Bavaria. In aglals were putof oy! of 
tartar and fpirit of wine an equal quan- 
tity, wherein fwims a hollow globe of fil- 
ver, with a little piece of a loadftone, or 
{mall piece of iron touched by a magnet, 
in the middle of it, This ball fwims be- 
tween the two liquors, and round the 
glafs are defcrib’d the twenty-four hours, 
and on the globulus is fix’d an index or 


litele fith, This glafs muft be plac’d over 
fome clock-work that moves a load- 
ftone. 


Such a dial Gafendus writes of in his life 
of Piereskius made by one Linus (an Eng- 
Hie) Jefuic av Liege. 

This imperial city of Augsburg is in- 
differently fortified ; the town is large, the 
ftreets broad, and the houfes very. fairly 
built of ftone. 

Mott of the men wear black cloaks ; the 
better fort have them long like mourning 
cloaks. Many coaches kept here by the 
Patricii, &e. The coachman fits on the 
left horfe, as they do in molt parts of 
Germany. 

This place is not very populous for 
the bignefs. In fome of the ftreets grafs 
grows. Before moft of the tradefinens 
fhops are feats, where the mafter, mi- 
ftrefs or fervant fits. 

Mott of the women wear blue or green 
aprons. Their cloaths are made fhort- 
waifted, and they have, round their wailt, 
a filver or tinfel chain with their knives, 
&e, 

In this city are made odd knacks, as 
pictures of habits, chains for fleas, &c. 
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Auguft 28. with a coach and four horfes 
we rode through fome fir woods; and, 
after fix German miles riding, we pafs'd 
2 wooden bridge over the Danube, which 
is here about twice the breadth of the Cam 
at Cambridge, and, on the other fide, 
took up our lodging in Donawert, a pretty 
wall’d town of the duke of Bavaria’s, fitu- 
ated on the rifing ofa hill. 

Augilft 29. we pafs'd very bad and 
dirty way, and came thorow fir and pine 
swoods, and through two wall’d towns, 
Monbaim and Papeibeim. About the 
middle of this day’s journey, we travell’d 
by a great monaftery, called Kaifer’s cloi- 
fter, feated in the woods, At night we 
reach’d Weifflenberg (five German miles 
from Donawert) a wall’d and free town, 
Here we obferv’d, on the gate and ftadec- 
houfe, a hand cut off, and an ax painted, 
to admonifh falfé witnelles, &c. 

The inhabitants are all Lutherans. 

Nigh this place is Wilvdurg, a Mrong 
fort on the top of a hill, that belongs to 
the marquis of An/pach, a Lutheran. 

Auguft 30. we teavelled a litele way, and 
?d through a fmall wall’d place calld 
infeldt, and, before we baited, we faw 
on the right hand a nobleman’s caftle 
flrongly fituated on a hill, and at three 
miles diftance from Pleinfeldt, we baited 
without Rof’, a wall’d town of the mar- 
quis of Anjpack’s ; and afterwards we rode 
by two ftone crofiés, which, they report, 
are {et up in memory of two huntimen, 
who fhot, and killed one another in thefe 
two places, 260 paces afunder, having this 
day travelled feven miles from Weifenberg, 
fandy way, and through fir and pine 
woods. Two hours from the two crofies, 
we arrived at Nurenberg, where, entring 
the out-works, foldiers examined us, and 
then we pafv'da draw-bridge over a dry 
trench, lin’d with a ftone wall on both 
fides, and came through the wall gate, 
nigh which is a ftrong ftone tower, with 
many pieces of cannon on the top of it. 

St. Laurence church is a fair ftone build- 
ing, having ovo organs in it. In the fouth 
fide of the choir is a handfome monument 
thus inferib’d in High-Dutch.

Round the choir isa ftone-gallery, 


The place where the facrament is kept. 
is made of one curioufly carv’d ftone, 
which reaches to the top, Under it an 
three ftatues of the workman, viz. 1, When 
he began. 2. When he finifhed the work, 
3. When he died. They fay, he loft his 
fight with poring on (and carving it,) 

In the middle of the choir hangs a cr 
cifix worth 20000 J. Sterling, of beaten 
goldin a great bag, which isnever fhewn 
to any except twelve magiftrates be pre- 
fent. ‘The altar picture defcribing the paf- 
fion of our Saviour is curioufly drawn by 
Henrich Wendener 161.4. 

We faw a fmall chapel built in imita- 
tion of our Saviour’s tomb by three Pa- 
tricit, who travelled to Feru/alem purpofely 
to fee it. 

The hofpital is a fair houfe, having a 
neat and large church. In the Sacriftia is 
an Ajlum. 

‘The caftle is in the higheft part of the 
city, being built upon a rock, with a very 
deep and broad dry trench round about, 
On the inner wallare the prints of two 
horfe-fhoes upon a ftone, which were 
made by a horfe, whereon one Eppene 
Van Caligne, a prifoner, efeap'd, by leap- 
ing over the trench in this place, holding 
a gold and filver cage of birds in his 
hands.

The ftadthoufe is a ftately building. ; 


Within isa little court, and a fountain in 
the middle of it. Above ftairs are two open 
galleries, where the ftoves are kindled that 
warm feveral rooms. Over the ftoves are 
ornaments of ftone. The uppermott gal- 
lery hath a fine fret-work ceiling, repre- 
fenting Patricii that run a tilt, {peétators, 
&c. The chambers are handfome, furni- 
thed with good piétures. In one roomis a 
curious perfpeétive of the hall below, and 
the citizens homage to the emperor. At 
one corner is written,

In the middle chamber of the upper ftory 
are fair pi€tures of Fred.

A fair picture of thole 
who were feafted here together at the pro- 
claiming of the peace. Among the reft we 
obferved Carolus Guftavus, the prince pa- 
Jatine of the Rbene. A pidure of the 
ftadthoufe, and wine given among the 
people then. A picture of the hofpical. A 
night-piece. Below ftairs is a long arched 


hall, with the emperor’s iru, oe 
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painted on the fide ; at the upper end is

On the wall of the ftadthoufe is made 
a frog, which a ftranger is to take notice 
of, that he may mention that as a tefti- 
mony of having {een this place. 

Before one of the doors of the ftade- 
houfe lies the longeft ftone that is in the 
Street’s pavement. 

Nigh St. Lawrence’s church are three 
fountains ; that in the middle is very 
handfomely adorn’d with iron bars and 
brafs figures 5 and thofe on each fide are 
painted, and thus infcrib’d under the im- 
perial arms,

In the other ftreets are many fountains, 
one very fair of ftone in the market-place, 
which is a broad fquare piazza. There 
are alfo many wells in the ftreets, having 
a crofs beam of ftone that refts upon two 
pillars, on which hang two buckets at a 
well. 

The Domo is nov fo fait a church as 7, 
S. Lawrence's ; the body of the church is 
very narrow, the ifles being, as broad or‘? 
broader, but not fo high ; in the middle “" 
of the choir, before the thrine where 8. Se- 
baldus’s reliques are kept, ftands a wooden 
crofs, made by Albert Durer, which the 
duke of Bavaria offered its weight in 
gold for. 

On the north fide of the choir is written,

Two organs here, and a fair pulpit of 
wood: Here are fix or feven altars, where 
maf is fuid in High Dutch < Before a little 
altar, on the north fide of the high altar, 
is a burning lamp: The high altar is of 
wood, and richly gilc: Round the walls 
of the choir-ifles are fair pigures. In this 
and all other churces of the Lutherans 
here every woman hath her coat of arms 
or mark on her feat. 

NN. B. In this city the Lutherans fem 
to be nearer the Papifts than any we yet 
faw 5 they preferve images in the churches 
and on the corners of {tree 


We faw the funeral of a widow in thet fineat 


ftreets: Firft, four high poles like banners 
were carried, then followed many finging 
boys 5 next about fix minifters in furplices 
and round caps, after them came the 
corpfe, and thena great number of wo- 
men: No men at this folemnity belides 
the minifters. They bury all in church- 
yards without the city. 

On the church doors hung a table, with 
a writing that fignified the death of « 
perfon of quality. 

Th one of the churches we obferved the 
Lutheran fervice in the morning : In the 
choir fat fix minifters in their furplices ; 
one of them went to the altar between 
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the choir and the body of the church, and 
whilft he read with his back to the altar, 
every one ftood with their faces weftward 5 
when he had done, he returned to his 
place, and then a great company of boys 
fung in the ftreets. 

Several boys that are maintained by 
the magiftrates go about the ftreets finging. 

Every morning there are fermons in the 
churches. 

The Roman Catholicks have one fmall 
church. 

The Calvinifts are many, who have a 
church about a mile from the city. 

Thorow this city runs the river Menus, 
having many bridges over it, one, near 
the fhambles, (which are very fair) being 
one large arch 3 at a corner of the but 
chery is an ox carved in ftone, and this

In this city are many hot-houfes; in 
one of them we obferved 2 paved room, 
kept very clofe, and heated by ftoves 5 a 
little time makes thofe fweat thac fit here. 
In thefe houfes are alfo artificial baths, 
which the better fort have in their own 
houfes. 

The government is in 42 magiftrates, 


» which confift of 


26 Burgomafters, two of which are 
regent every four weeks. Eight fenators. 

Eight for thefe trades, viz, 1. Gold- 
fmith, 2.Butcher. 3. Tanner. 4. Taylor. 
5. Baker. 6, Brewer. 7. Furrier. 8. Lin- 
nen-draper. Thefe eight fit in council once 
in four weeks, to advife about trade. 

‘Thefe 42 magiftrates cr ratfheeren chufe 
anew burgomatter (when one dies) out of 
the cight fenators. 

In great affairs. a council of 500 citizens 
is affembled. 

Triumvir 

Five of the fenators judge caufes. 

We were told that but fome of the Pa- 
irician families were capable of the magi- 
firacy. 

In ecclefiaftical matters the 
are governors, the eldeft minifter called 
difpojitor, and the next two called feniores : 
They have no power to excommunicate, 
the magiftrates determining. 

This city had formerly a burgraffe, the 
marquifs of Brandenburg, (fome faid the 
xl of Aufpach); but now there isno bur- 
graffe, and a great enmity between this 
town and that family. 

Every evening about nine o’clock a 
fellow goes up and down the ftreets fing- 
ing, and gives notice of the time of night, 
and bids tae people put out their candles.

About the fame time and at three in the 
morning trumpets are founded, 

The houfes of this city are high, and 
very fairly built of ftone ; the ftreets broad. 
and handfome, but the buildings are nor 
fo uniform as thofe in Holland = one thin; 
they are to be blamed for, which is the 
cafting of dung into the middle of fome 
ftreets: It is very ufual here to fet pots 
of flowers, &e. on ledges without the 
windows of their houfes. 

Tucfdays, Thurfdays and Saturdays are 
market days ; all things are fold very 
cheap s birdsalive of all forts are brought 
every day into the marker, and they fell 
(toeat) jays, ftarlings, wrens, titmice, &c, 

The women (moit of them) wear great 
fur caps, fome of which are worth ten 
dollars apiece, and have fhort cloaks about 
their fhoulders ; others have green plads, 

Many curious knacks made in this city. 

At our entrance into Nurenburg we ob- 
ferved a ftone channel that convey’d water 
in their ground. 

Sept. 3. We hired our Augsburg coach, 
and this day in the afternoon rode through 
fir and pinewoods, and after three German 
miles travelling came to Altorf, a little abort. 
walled town, the houfes indifferently built. 

An univerfity in this place ; the college 
ke fome of our lefler colleges in Cam iiy. 
, having a fountain in the middle: 
38 ftudents are maintained here by the ma- 
giitrates of Nurenburg, who appoint a 
prafeét that governs the town for life. 

Doétors of law, phyfick and poetry, 
batchelors of divinity, and matters of arts, 
are the degre:s conferred here, 

The phyfick garden is well ftored with 7 
plants, (among which we obferved as a5" 
rarity here our comnion furz) where we 
received great civility from doctor Mauri- 
tius Hoffmannus, who hath publifhed a ca- 
talogue of plants: He fhewed us many 
curiofities, viz. Fungi Monflrofi, repre- 
fenting feven heads of Turks found here- 
abouts in 1661 : Pila Marina, found plen-

Sept. 4, we coach’d it, being a very 
bad way, (in many places mended with 
wood, as is ufual in Germany,) and through 
woods, pafling by an old caftle on a bill 
on the left hand of us, and at two miles 
diftance from Altorf, after a fhort exami- 
nation by foldiers, entred Nieumarkt, a 
Tittle wall’d town of the duke of Bavaria’s, 
having one broad ftreet, and a fountain 
in the midit of ic; two miles further we 
lodged this night in the ftraw at a poor 
village call’d .... where we found Cormua 
Ammonis and their matrices. 

Sept. 5, we rode through woods, and 
at three miles diftance came to Hemming, 
a little wall’d place under the duke of 
‘Newburg 5 here we obferved, as we did at 
Rott, Altorf, &c. thatas foon as we came 
into the town, a trumpeter on a ftecple 
founded, From hence we went over hills 
and bad ways, through woods, and then 
over a bridge crofs the Nab, a pretty 
river that rans into the Danube. The 
villages hereabouts have been much 
ruin'’d, the houfes are built of ftone, 
very low and mean, covered with wooden 
fhingles, whereon great ftones are laid, 
the windows are fmall. In the evening 
we came into profpect of the Danube 
and the city of Regensburg or Ratishon, 
then pa'd through a great village called 
Stastamboff, and went over the bridge 
(where foldiers examined us) crofs the 
Danube, and fo made our arrival at 


- Ratisoon, 


That bridge hath many guards and 
fentinels about it, it is long, broad, and 
built of itone, having arches, anda pave- 
ment of fqusre free-ltone : In the river 
here are little iflands, one of which is 
large, with fome houfes in it, being 
join’d to the great bridge by a wooden 
bridge of fix arches. In this iland noble- 
men, €c. come and fpend part of their 
fammer evenings, taking the air and dif 
courfing together. Many mills here, 
which have water wheels made after this 


manner. 


The Danube affords feveral forts of 
fifhes. 

On the fhore we found Limacis fpecies ? 

Jn the iflands are many mills to faw 
wood (Note, that in Germany but one faw 
is moved by a wheel) grind corn, blow 
forges, beat leather, millet, pepper, €2c. 
we obferved the millet and pepper was 
put into mortars where the ftamps beat 
the grain to powder. A mill nigh the 
bridge, where {words, Ge. are fharpen’d ; 
on the end of the houfe is a figure of a 
man holding his hand over his eyes, and 
looking towards the great church, con- 
cerning which we were told, that two 
workmen, the mafter and the fervant 
ftrove who fhould finith their work firft, 
the mafter undertaking the church and 
the fervant the bridge, which being firft 
done, the fervant went up to the top of 
this houfe, and fat crofs, looking towards 
the church to fee what his mafter had 
done s but the mafter perceiving himfelf 
outwrought, for anger threw himeelf 
headlong from the church, and broke his 
neck. 

This city is indifferently built of ftone, 
but the ftreets are narrow ; many noble- 
mens houfes here which make fome fhew 5 
fome houfes are painted on the outfide, 
moft of their roofs are not fteep like thofe 
at Augsburg, Nurenburg, Sc. but rather 
flattifh. Many fountains in the ftreets 
and market-places. 

Some women here wear furr caps, but 
moft very broad brim’d hats, with litle 
crowns and cloaks. 


The chief inhabitants are Lutherans, Trinity 
who haye feveral churches, one of which “™® 


is dedicated to the Trinity, being a fair 
broad building, fomewhat like Covent- 
Garden. In all their churches they have 
galleries, and in thefe parts they have 
altars. On the Lord’s day we obferved 
part of their afternoon fervice, viz. The 
minifter in his furplice went to the altar 
and read, then the whole congregation 
fung, and the organ play’d after that he 
read again, and repeated the Lord’s 
prayer aloud, and then they fung again, 
without the organ ; inthe pulpitafter the 
minifter had read, he repeated the Lord’s 
prayer a fecond time, and theCreed, then 
they fung again without the organ. 
The minifter repeated the Lord’s prayer 
a third time, but that was Co himéelf, all 
the congregation being filent. 

The great church is well built, the 1h 
body being high and fairs in the middle 
of it is a very handfome monument of 
marble with a brafs figure of a bifhop 
praying to a crucifix; on three fides of 
itis infcribed,

Twelve chofen by the trades. 

Six of the fenators are burgomatters, 
and when one of them dies, the eldeft 
fenator fucceeds. 

Every two years a chamberlain is cho- 
fen by the fenate. 

The emperor makes the magittrates of 
this city, noble, who are all Lutherans. 

The under officers wear red coats lined 
with gree 

The imperial diet fits in Ratisbon, 
which is a council or parliament of the 
whole empire, every elector, ‘prince and 
city fending a deputy. 

We faw the rooms where the dict 
affembles ; firft the Churfurfts Camer, 
where the eleétors (or their deputies in 
their abfence) chancellors and fecretarie: 
fit; in this and another room we obferved 
fweetmeats ftood ready in difhes 5 over 
the door here is written,

The fpiricual 
electors have a feat at the end on the right 
fide of the room, and the temporal on 
the left ; below all the fecretaries of the 
eleftors, Gc. have their feats. Rich 
hangings adorn’d this Sall then. They 
intend to build a new Sall after this 
feffion. 

The 3d room we faw is the Rycx/att 
Camer, where the city. deputies fit: 

The 4th is a handfome room called 
the Furjens Camer, in the middle is a 
table the Rycx marfhal, the fpiritual and 
temporal electors fic at. In this chamber 
isa curious brafs clock made in imitation 
of the great one at Strasburg, having 
figures, &c. that move; the moft re- 
matkable motions are the three caftern 
kings palling by the virgin Mary, and 
each of them giving her a bow of their 
bodies. 

The Jefuits have a college here; and 
Bleau ot Amfterdam hath a bookfeller’s 
fhop in this city. Nigh this city the 
river Regen runs into the Danaw by Rhein 
bawfen, a village. 

Sept. 11. we hired a boat, having a 
Jittle cabbin in che middle of deal boards, 
which carried us down the Danube to 
Vienna ; we palv'd this day by hills on 
the left fide of us, and meadow or plain 
grounds on the right; on the left hand 
we had Thonaftau a little village and 
caftle feated on ahill; a river here runs 
into the Danube. This caftle about 30 
years ago was taken by fome Bavarian 


the Danube is kept up by adam, and is 
brought about clofe to the walls of Strau. 
bing, where there isa wooden bridge of 
four arches. We met on the river many 
great boats, fome with people that fed 
from the country about Viewna, for fear 
of the Zurks, and fome laden with fale. 
The duke of Bavaria appoints a go- 
vernour of this place. In one of the 
churches we faw a monument of doétor 
Joban. Talfmer der Artaneii of Zumpurg. 
Sept. 12, We pafs’d on the left hand 
by Pogen, where a church is buile on a 
high hill; four miles from Siraubing we 
went under a wooden bridge of about 30 
arches, here on the left fide of the river 
is Derckendorf, a.wall’d place of the duke 
of Bavaria’s ; a little diftance further we 
pafs'd by the mouth of the river Jer, and 
afterwards on the right hand had a pro- 
fpeét of Offerboven, and not far from 
thence on the left fide came by Hoffkirchen 
a fmall village; a little further on the 
fame Shore is Hilckersberg, a {mall caftle 
on a hill ; hereabouts the fhores began to 
be rocky, and all along in the river we 
faw great ftore of wild ducks, lapwings, 
herons, &c. we pafs'd under a wooden 
bridge of 12 arches, fupported by {tone 
(on all the bridges of this river that we 
pafs’d under is a crofS crected about the 
middle) and arrived cight German miles 
from Straubing at Vilfhoven, a little walled 
town on the righthand, well built of tone, 
having one pretty little ftreet, and three 
handfome fountains; at one end of the 
ftreet is a fair tower. Ona gate that leads

This place is feated at the meeting of 
the river Jr and the Danube, on the weit 
fide of the Jz, over which isa bridge that 
leads to a town called Infar, right againft 
which, on the other fide of the Danaw, 
is Iiz(at, fo called from the river Itz or 
[fius. Here there isa cattle on a high 
hill. From V#/boven the hilly fhores, on 
both fides, were fhaded with pine woods, 
&. and from Paffaw we obferved the 
Danube to have a fwifter ftream than 
before. We pals'd by Schaaider/nifell, a 
houfe built upon a little rock on the right 
hand; and’farther on ftands a rock in the 
river, with a crofs upon it. Then we 
wentby a caftle on the left fide, and after- 
wards, on the fame hand, feven miles 
from Pafaw, fiw Nayboufi caftle on a 
hill, where fome rufticks that rebelled 
againft the emperor garifoned themfelves, 
and chained up the Dazube. This rebellion 
was about 34 years ago the author of 
it, one Stephanus Fatinger. General Pa- 
penheim flew thoufands of them in battle, 
and difperfed the reft, and the ringleaders 
that were taken punifhed according to 
their defert. In the evening we came to our 
lodging at Ach, a pretty {mall village of 
the emperor’s, on the right fide of the 
river in the upper Auftria. The people 
of this country are efteemed very ftout 
and hardy. 

Below this village, for fome diftance, 
there are no hills by the Danube. 

Ath is 12 German miles from Vilpboven. 

September 14. Early in the morning we 
took boat, and had, on the right hand 
of us, a rock called Mons Calvariz, there

being a pretty little chapel buile upon ir, 
Hereabouts again we began to have hills 
on both fides the river; and, from thar 
chapel, we obferved fix altars before we 
came four miles from eb to Linz, a very 
neat handfome city on the right hand,“ 
feated on the fide of a hill. The houfes 
are fairly built of ftone, and have all of 
them flat roofs. The market place is very 
handfome, being a large fquare piazza, 
with two fountains in it. The ftreets are 
badly pav’d. On the higheft part of the 
town is'a fair palace of the emperor's, 
where there is a pleafant profpeét of the pace 
Danube and the adjacent country. On the 
palace-gate is inferib’d,

At this city lives the earl of /eifénwolef, 
the emperor’s deputy, or Landihauffman 
of the upper dijfria, the emperor having 
fach a deputy or governor in every one 
of his countries.

diftance we obferved but fall hills on 
the fhores, and’ in fome places levels. All 
along in the river are many little iflands. 
‘A mile from Lintz we pafs'd by a hand- 
fome houfe of a nobleman, feated on the 
left hand upon a hill. Two miles farther, 
‘on the fame fide, is Mathaufen, a pretty 
village, where we faw the ruins of a wooden 
bridge, which crofs’d the Danaw. Before 
we came to this place, we had a profpect 
of a pretty town called Jntz, {eated on 
the right hand, by the river Zs, fome di- 
ftance from the Danube. Seven miles trom 
Lintz we had hills again on both fides the 
Danube; then, on the left hand is Greine, 
a village where the earl of Lichten/tein’s 
houfe is fituated on a hill, and where there 
isa neatcloifter. A little below the Greine 
isa little village on the fame fide, where 
we fafely pats'd'a dangerous place call’d 
_ Strom, the Danube being here much 
Mreightned by the fteep fhores, and the 
ftream running very fwiftly among rocks. 
On the right is a crucifix upon a rock, 
andon the left hand a ftonetower. Then 
we pafi'd by a deep and ftrong whirlpool 
calPdithe #erble, nigh a rock on the right 
hand, which makes a promontory in the 
river, whereon ftands a tower. Within 
this Iaft year fifty perfons perithed here. 
When we had efeaped thelé two places, 
ab St. Nicholas, a {mall village on the lett 
fide, a fellow came to us in a little boar, 
Unies an alms box with the image of 
S. Nicholas, and begg'd our charity. Some 
diftance farther, under a high hill on the 
Jefe hand, is another fmall village, which, 
of about two years ago, was in great dan- 
ger by reafon of the forefaid hills falling 
down, making fo great a noifé, that it 
was plainly heardat Zps, which is a little 
place we pafs'd by on the right hand of the 
river. On the left fide we went by a val- 
ley which parts the upper Aufiria from 
the lower, and where, nigh the Danaw, 
we faw many at work ereéting a new 
fortification. An hour before we faw Ips, 
is a caftle on the lett hand, that belongs 
to the earl of Hasis. Atnight, 11 miles 
from Lintz, we arrived at our lodging in 
Marpach, a fmall village on the left hand, 
where we could find only ftraw to lie on, 
the people having fent away all their beds 
and houfhold ftuff for fear of the Turks, 
who were about 100 Engli/h miles off. 
September 15, about one of the clock in 
the morning, haying the benefit of a clear 
moon-fhine, we entred our boat, and paft 
by Melke, a rich cloifter on the right 
hand 5 and, at fix miles diftance from our 
Jatt night’s lodging, we went by a fair 
houfe of the earl of Deernftein on the left 
hands and hereabouts we had a profpeét 
of Kerwin, a rich abbey, ftrongly fituated 
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upon a high hill on the right hand, fome Skiwrox. 
diftance from the Dae eae abbey “YY 
the Swedes attempted to take, and were 
repulfed at. About nine miles from Mar- 
pach, we pafs’d under a wooden bridge of 
about 20 arches, at alittle town called 
Stein, on the left hand: it is wall’d, bur 
feated under the hills, yet the Swedes 
were notably beaten here, after they had 
entred it, tho’ afterwards they took it, 
and plunder’d, &c. Clofe by, on the 
fame fide, we landed at Crembs, a pretty 
walled town, trenched towards the river, 
but fituated upon the fide of a hill. The 
fireets are buile with handfome ftone hou- 
fes, many of which are painted on the 
out-fide, Hereabouts we obferved fome 
vineyards. 

The Jefuits have an indifierent church 
here, on che higheft part of the town, and 
a handfome pair of ftaits, covered and 
painted within. On the top is written,

From this place we boated it fome di- 
ftance, and then the Danube grew much 
wider (the hills having narrowed it before) 
having a plain country on both fides, 
where are many woods, inhabited now by 
the country people, who fed into them 
for fear of the Turi Six miles from 
Crembs we pals'd by Deuliy a fmall walld 
town on the right hand, and, on the dame 
fide, afterwards came by a caftle upon 2 
rock, and a little village called Gre 
Steins and farther, on the fame hand, had 
‘a profpect of Greij/tzin, a caitle upon a hill, 
and Cornaber, a walled town ina plain, 
both fome diftance from the Danube. This 
laft place was taken by the Swedes, who 
defended it notably againft the Imperia- 
lifts, Hereabouts the river was very 
rough, the wind being ftrong againft the 
ftream, which runs from Liatz very 
fwift. A mile and a half before we reach’d 
Vienna, we pulsed by. Claijfternaiberg, a 
little wall’d town on the right hand, 
where good wine is made, and where there 
is a fair rich abbey. About an hour be- 
fore we came to Vienna, we faw a wooden 
bridge crof one arm of the Danube, and 
went down one of the fmalleft ftreams, 
which brought us by vineyards. On the 
right hand a fair hofpital, and feveral 
houfes of the fuburbs of Viexnas where 
we arrived this day about four in the af 
ternoon, having travelled this day by wa- 
ter 19 German miles.

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Sstrrox. We obferved the Danube to be of a 
“y~* greenith colour, and to have many mills, 

the wheels whereof are placed between 
boats, and turned by the ftream of the 
river. 

‘The Danube hath many iflands in it. 

We took notice of fome Hungarian 
kine, which are large, and have great 
heads. Their skins are {ent from Vienna 
to Nurenberg. 

Our boat was fold here for about a 
dollar, which, at Ragensburg, coft about 
8 florins; moft boatmen returning back 
a-foot, €@c. unlefs they have a conveni- 
ency to encourage them up ftream again. 

That fide of Vienna we entred, hath a 
new and very ftrong thick wall of ftone 
a building (the greateft part being finifh- 
ed) without the old wall, On the gate 
is written, 


Leopoldus R I AL A. mb cexi1. 


The inward and old wall was built with 
the ranfome money of Richard the Firft 
king of England, who was treacheroufly 
imprifoned by the archduke of Au/ria in 
his return out of Palafine. The outward 
and new wall is very ftrong and high, 
the baftions are exceedingly ftrong, and 
between every bulwark, there is a ftrong 
horn-work. ‘The trench is very deep and 
broad, bur, at this time, moft of it was 
dry, which they can fill with water when 
they pleafe. At one or two places they 
were repairing the walls. We walked 
round the out-fide of this city, and obfer- 
yed they had newly pull’d down many 
hioufes of the fuburbs, and madeall clear a 
good diftance from the line or breaft- 
work, which goesround (except towards the 
river) and is fome diftance from the trench. 
This line is kept up, or pallifado’d with 
great wooden ftakes fharpned at the top. 
The ground, from the out-fide of the line, 
is made with a declivity, which is to give 
the defendants the more advantage againft 
the groer the enemy. Thiscity is {o well fortified, 
me that if there be a fufficient number of re- 

folute foldiers, there is little danger the 
urk will be mafler of it on a fudden. 
ome fay, there muft be 50000 men to 
garifon it. 

One bulwark, or rather a horn-work, 
towards the Danube, is built at the Jews 
charge, who have a place allotted them 
to live in, called the Jews town. 

Upon the wall, and on feveral bulwarks 

are inferiptions, fome of which I tran- 
feribed, viz.

This city is very populous, the ftreets 
(except thofe at London) the moft frequen- 
ted we yet faw. The buildings are fairly 
built of ftone. Some of the ftreets are of a 
handfome breadth, but moft are narrow. 

The fuburbs are large, notwichftand- 
ing many houfes have been pulled down 
near the fortifications. 

In one market place there are two foun- 
tains; and there, on the wall of a houfe, 
is the pidture of an elephant with a man 
on the top of him, all in full proportions 
and this is written over it.

Blau of Amfterdam hath a hop of 
books in this city. ;

The feats of the choir are of well 
carved wood work. Nigh the high altar, 
above the aftent, are feats alfo on cach 
fide, The emperor hath a ftately gilt 
feat on the fouth fide of the choir, being 
much glaffed, and fhaped like a crown.

On St. Damian and St. Cx/mus holy-day, 
a Latin fermon was made in this church, 
the dean, two or three days before, in a 
printed paper, inviting all phyficians, chi- 
rurgeons, &%c. to the folemnity. 

At the entrance into the cathedral, near 
the bifhop’s palace, isan ancient Roman 
ftone, having the figure of aman and a 
woman, and between thema child. Un- 
derneath them are three greyhounds hunc- 
inga hare, and this infeription.

We faw a funcral in the ftreets, and. 
obferved banners carried firft; then fol- 
lowed many men and women in grey 
cloaks. After them came pricfts in fur- 
plices, then croffés and banners before the 
corpfé, which had a fall crucifix upon 
it. After that the mourners, the men 
having a black cloth covering, their faces. 
‘At lait came gentlewomen, &c. 

We took notice of fome priefts, who 
had a white fillet faftned about their necks, 
hanging down the middle before over their 
caffocks, to the very ground. We obfer- 
ved monks in a white habit, who are of 
the order of the golden-hill. 

Within a gate, about the middle of 
the city, are coats of arms painted, and 
verfes written, fome of which are thefe

The emperor hath’ a council for Ger- 
many, and another for Hungary, and when 
they fit, ftri& watch is kept about the 
court, and chains crofs the gate, and in 
the ftreet nigh it. 

September 19. O. 8. being, the! 29th Sep- 
tember according, tothe Roman account, and 
Michaelmas day, we went to St. Michael's 
church, a mean building, where the abbot 
of the Benediétine abbey performed high 
mais, the emperor being prefent in a feat or 
gallery on the left fide of the alear.. When 
fervice was done, we obferved many cour 
tiers to come before the emperor, who 
had on his right hand cardinal Carafa the 
pope’s nuncio, and on the left the Vene- 
tian ambaffador. The guard of halber- 
deers went on each fide, being clad in 
black liveries with yellow lace. On their 
halberds the imperial arms were engraven. 
The emperor’s pages are many of them 
earls, &c. and are habited in the fame 
livery. He had no ford and maces car 
ried before him. He is of an indifferent 
ftature, black hair’d, of a dark com- 
plexion, and thin vifag’d, and very like 
the piéture on his money, excepting in 
his under lip, which is not altogether fo 
large asis there reprefented. 

Jn this day's church mufick we remar- 
ked a trumpeter, who founded in a con- 
cert very skilfully. 

Among, the courtiers we obferved fome 
Hungarians, who were richly habited, 
either in blue or red velvet, according to 
the mode of their country. 

In this city we faw a great number of 
Hungarians, whofe habit is much like 
the Rufians, wearing fuch fur caps and 
boots as they do. In their caps they have 
two or three long feathers, and in their 
hand a pole-ax. Their {words are long 
fcimetars with broad blades. At their 
right fide hangs a bag, and about their 
middle they wind a fafh, which they call 
a Neu. Their breeches are made ftrait and 
clofe. Moft of them are habited all in 
blue, without band, cravat or cufis. Some 
of the better fort wear ‘black, and fome 


(Germ: 


haye coats like the Rufians (J obferved in 
London.) Many of their heads are fhaven, 
except one lock, which they let grow on 
the top of their heads. We faw fome of 
their gentlemen on’ horfeback, with lvo- 
pards fkins wrapt about them, and many 
footmen: attending. The Hungarian wo- 
men wear fur coats, fomewhat like thofe 
the Holland women wear. The linen of 
their heads hangs a good way down be- 
hind. Some of the men were all in red, 
Some of the Hungarian priefts were in blue 
cloaks. 

The chief noblemen in Hungary are, the 
carl of Batt Ryan, the earl of Eajterba/l, 
the earl of Sirene, the earl of Nido, the 
earl of Artedeé, the earl of Ka/).

The fith market is plentifully ftored ; 
and the herb-market is in a fair piazza, 
A bird-market in another place. 

Land-tortoifes are fold here for about fix- 
pence apiece, which are good meat when 
their heads and feet are cut off they are 
found in thefe parts in muddy ditches. 

The Turks being not far off, abated 
much the frequency of this city, which 
at other times ufed to be more populous. 
On Friday Sept. 18, news came Neuhafa 
(the governor whereof was one Wal 
was furrender’d to the Turks the night 
before, and that they were drawing near 
to Presburg, ec. and that the earl of Si- 
rene, and the earl of Bavian were at the 
head of two armies to oppofe them. 
Many Hungarians every hour of the day 
came flying into this city, but they were 
many of them commanded back again. 

The difcalceat Auguitins fteeple hath 
thefe infcriptions on it.

We obferved every day while we were 
here a very great number of waggons 
laden with corn, and other provifions, con- 
tinually coming into the city, and every 
Waggoner and countryman was armed 
with a musket, Gc. 

At a butcher’s houf in the fuburbs we 
faw buffala’s lately taken from the Turks, 
they were fhod with iron, and are ufed to 
carry and draw great weights. 

Ona houfe in the fuburbs is the picture 
of the Hanjen fish, n about Comara 
in the Danube; itis of a great bignels, 
and frequently brought hither in Lent 
time ; of the fpermatic veffels ’tis faid the 
Tebthyocalla is made. 

We walk’d out one day through two 
villages, and among many Vineyards, and 
about half a German mile off had a fair 
profpe&: of Vienna and the adjacent 
country. 

In the villages hereabouts are many 
inhabitants; the little river Wiew, which 
gives name to the city, runs, into the Da- 
nube on the eaft fide of the town. 

We walked another day over a wooden 
bridge into a large ifland nigh the city in 
the Danube, where are very large fuburbs, 
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and beyond them walk’d ina long walk of 
poplars, longer than the walk at S. 
James's park ; at the farther end are 
woods, where we faw fome rare plants. 

A. large hofpital is in the fuburbs, 
which hath a handfome church ; over the 
door whereof is written,

We heard a fabulous ftory, that many 
years fince there was a dragon about Brune 
in Moravia, which deftroyed men and 
other animals ; but he was at laft kill’d 
by eating a dead calf thae had its belly 
fillP'd with lime, which firing after the 
dragon had drank, deftroyed the monfter. 

One Piftalozzi an Italian merchant fur- 
nifh’d fome of our company with monies. 

The emperor hath a {ervane that plays 
admirably well at tennis, and can beat 
the emperor ar fetts, with a dollar inftead 
of a racket. 

We bufied ourfelves with feveral per- 
fons in procuring Babemian, Hungarian, 
Polonian, and Turki/o words. 

Here we had opportunity to take notice 
of meafures and weights ufed in thofe 
parts of Germany where we had been, viz.

vineyards on each fide; and leaving hills 
onthe right hand of us, we arrived four 
German miles from Vienna at Trayskirkes 
agreatvillage, where there isa little cattle 
trenched about. 

‘Sept. 25, We took coach about five in 
the morning, and rode very fmooth, 
heathy way, having on the right hand 
mountains, and on the left a large plains 
which extended beyond our fight. At 
four miles from Trayskirke we came to

After we had baited at this place, we 
travelled farther in the plain, and pafs’d 
through a pine wood, and at two mile: 
diftance entred a valley, and two miles 
further, where the valley was narrow, be- 
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sirerox. tween high hills covered with pines and 
A~ vineyards, this night lay ina village called 


Pruck an- 
Miners 


Gluksitz. At molt of the villages we 
pated through from Vienna, we obferv’d 
the road bars of wood, with part of 
the branches of the tree remaining and 
fharpned. 

The houfes in thefe villages are covered 
with fhingles of wood, and are built of 
ftone ; but che poorer houfes are buile of 
wool. 

Sept, 26. At two German miles diftance 
from Gluknitz we came to Schaydwyen, a 
village with a gate, and little wall at each 
end, feated between the mountains, and 
watered with a {mall river, which is 
covered with wood as itruns through the 
middle of ic 5 we {aw here the head of a 
white boar fix’d toa door. At this vil- 
lage ftood ready yok’d 10 oxen, which 
drew our coach up a long afeent over the 
mountains that part dyjiria from Stirias 
here we faw the Larch tree (Larix) grow 
plentifully 5 Cylaminus. ‘The Platanus, 
violins and other mufical inftruments are 
made of. See my collection of plants. 
‘Afterwards a mile further we came to a 
little wall’d place call’d Mertzujeblag, 
where we baited: about this town there 
are many mills driven by the river Muercz, 
where fcithes and fickles, &c. are made 
from hence we travelled through Langen- 

a village, having a caftle near ic 
nahill; and then pafs’d by the afore- 
faid river to Kriegla, another village, 
where we crof’d the river, and pafs'd by 
acaltle upon a hill on the right hand 5 
we pafs'd fome part of this day through a 
pletfant valley, between woody moun- 
tains, and at night lodged three miles 
from our baiting place, in Kimberg, a 
large village, where we paid 15 and 16 
Krei s for a meafure of wine, which 
was as dear again as we paid at our dinner 
this day. 

Many of the women in thefe parts, as 
in Awiria and Bavaria, wear very broad 
brim’d hats, with fmall crowns made of 
firaw, which the better fort have black’d. 

‘Sept. 27. We travelled in the fame 
valley as the day before, and went through 
Kaphuberg, « great village, and pafs'd by 
many other villages and _gentlemens 
houtes, and caftles on the hills ; after- 
wards, three miles from Kimberg, we 
came to Pruck ander Muer, fituated at the 
meeting of tworivers 5 itis walled about, 
(part of the wall running up a hill) and 
hath one indifferently handfome ftreet ; 
the houfes are flat roof’d. It hath a 
caftle on a hill; the market-place is 
large, having a fountain in it, and a 
well, with the ornament of well-wroughe 
iron over it ; a wooden horfe ftood here 


(as we obferved in many towns of Auftria, 
&c.) to punifh fome malefactors on, 

‘At this place we paid one gilder and 
fix kreticzers for a meafure, or quart of 
wine. 

Without the walls of this town we 
pafs'd over a wooden bridge crofs the 
‘Mur, now a fhallow river, and then tra- 


yelled in the vale two miles to Lewben, Levies 


a yery neat walled town, with a narrow 
trench about it 3 the ftreets are fairly 
built with flat roof*d houfes, it hath 
fountains, anda fair market place. Hand- 
fome iron cages in the market places of 
Pruck and Lewben. 

The Jefuits have a handfome college 7 
here. wf 
We met with waggons of falt here. 

Much iron made hereabouts. 

A little after we left Pruck, we had the 
profpeét of a nobleman’s houfe on a hill, 
and a fair large cloifter not far from the 
town; and then rode over a hill, and in 
the evening lodged at S. Michael, a vil- 
lagea mile from  Lewhen. 

In thefe parts we obferved many men 
and women with great bronchocele’s, or 
fwellings under their chins, called by fome 
Bavarian Pokes ; fome of which were 
fingle, others double and treble 5

We obferved alfo many of the ordinary 
fort to be ideots, and fearce found of 
mind. 

Through this valley we had ftony way 
all along the road 5 but the ground feemed 
to be good meadow and pafture ; there 
are no vineyards, tho’ the fides of the hills 
feem convenient. 

Some of the mountains we paf'd by 
were very high, but covered with larch, 
fir-trees, &e. p 

The inclofures of grounds are fenced 
with ftakes, and pales or arms of trees fer 
obliquely, and faftned to the ftakes by 
twifts of withy, &c. Thefe fences may 
be removed, if need be, with no great 
difficulty. 


We obferved in our inns the kitchen 
chimnies to be made much different from 
thofe in England, the hearths being rais'd 
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ground, and placed ufually in the middle caftle of the earl of Dietreck/lein’s, feated ~V~ 


a good height, (about a yard) from the end whereof we went by a fair and ftrong Seivrow: 
1 


of the kitchen s fo that che cooks may go 
round about the fire ; the tunnel of the 
chimney hangs direétly over the hearth. 

Sept. 28. We rode by the river Mura’s 
fide, and pafs’d through a well cultivated 
valley, and at two miles diftance went 
through Kobencz, and hereabours had a 
profpect of Steckaw abbey, on a hill on 
the righthand. Three miles ftom S, AZi- 
chadl We came to our baiting place at Kni- 
defied, a Vittle wal?d town, having an 
i nt market place. We travelled 
the fame valley, and palsd by 
noblemens caftlesand houfes. In the 
evening we came over a hill, and four 
miles after dinner lodged in S. George, 
by the river Mur, which runs into the 
Dravus, and that empties itfelf into the 
Danube. 

Tron mills in many places on the Mur, 

Sept. 29. We travelled ftill in the fame 
valley, and after four German miles came 
to Necmareh, a lictle walled place, having 
a cattle ona hill ; after we had baited 
here we followed the track of another litcle 
river which rans into the Dravus nigh 
Volckmarck, palling through a narrow 
y_ between high hills, and ac a mile 
and a half from Newmarck we went by a 
final caftle feated upon a high and fteep 
hill ; and half a mile further we came 
through Frejfac, a town that is walled, 
and well trenched on three fides with a 
water ditch ; on the other fide upon the 
hill are built three caftles, one of which 
is indifferent large. This place is de- 
’d, and the houfes are old. Some 
cloifters here. A prefides, un- 
der a bifhop. 

A mile from Freifac we arriy’d at our 
lodging this night in Hirt, in Carinthia, 

Sept. 30. We rode arocky way, pafs'd 
through valleys, and at three miles dif- 
tance came to S. Vit, a little wall’d 
ving a fountain in the marker 
place 5 after dinner we travelled three 
German miles in the vales, “&c. and at 
night lodged in Vilkircken, which was for- 
merly a large fair village or market town, 
there being a fquare piazza, with a foun- 
tain in the middle. About three years 
ago a fire burnt ali down. 

At S. Veit’s we were informed the em- 
peror coins money 3 and that at Gratz 
there is alfoa mint. 

The rooms in our inns had arched 
roofs of ftone, and iron rings in them, 
through which poles are put to dry linnen 
on.

‘on a high hill 5 afterwards we defcended 
intoa pleafant valley, and then pafs’d over 
the river Dravus, a pretty navigable river, 
which runs by the walls of Villach (where 
we baited) three German miles from our 
laft night’s lodging 3 it is a well-buile 
town, having a broad ftreet and a foun- 
tain in the midft of it, From hence we 
travelled a good diftance, and came over 
a long wooden bridge crofs the Gaile, a 
fair river that runs into the Dravuss then 
werode among high mountains, and pais’d 
very rocky way, and at night lodged in 
Orleficin, a village, with a little caftle 
built ona fmall hill. 

We obferyed the mountains in fome 
places ploughed a great height, and took 
notice of their drying of buck-wheat by 
faftening it to poles fet upright in the 
ground. 

At Vilkircken, where we lay Sept. 30; 
we obferved the making of a k 
fritters, fhaped into flower-de-lys, ec. 
firft they put an iron fo fhaped into boil- 
ing {eam, and then dip it into a dith of 
cold batter, and prefently took it our, 
which gives that figure or any other they 
have moulds for. 

Ofeb. 2. We travelled among the high 
mountains, and rode bad way } at two 
miles diftance we baited in Clayn Tarvis, 
a village 5 afterwards we came to the be- 
ginning of the river Timent, which ‘rans 
into the Adriatic fea, and a mile further 
pai'd through Malvareat, a large village, 
from whence we had a German mile to 
our lodging this night in Ponticba Venera, 
fo called by the Maliaxs, and Ponteville by ¥*

This day (O#. 3.) we pals'd by our 
lady’s chapel on the top of a high moun- 
tain, and prefently after we left Clayn 
Tarvis we obferved a herd of goats fol- 
lowing a goat-herd, who had -ftrange 
fhoes which turned up with long toes, 
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Ssirron. and had great iromnails in the foles of his 
“~~ fhoes to climb the mountains withal. 


The women in thefe parts wear their 
hair braided, and linnen about their 
heads. 

Offob. 3. We pafv'd over the river 
Timent, where a bridge parts Carinthia 
from Friuli; half this bridge is wood, and 
belongs to the emperor, and the other 
half is ftone in the Venetian territory :

About a German mile off we came to 
Claufen, a little village with a fort, which 
is built under the mountains, and hath 
two draw-bridges on that fide we entred, 
where before we were permitted to pafs 
we deliver’d the aboye-mention’d ticket 
of health. Onthe gate of this fort were 
feveral inferiptions, one of which I tran- 
feribed, viz.

From hence we travelled along by the 
river Timent, where we obferved fir- 


timber fometimes floating down, and 
fometimes where the rocks tlopp'd is, men 
endeavouring with long hooks to put the 
timber into the force of the ftream, 

At two German miles diftance from 
Clanjen, we baited at Rafivta, a villace 
and then wentto Vewjonga, a pretty finall 
town walled and trenched about; here- 
abouts we came among: vineyards, and 
wine was fold for about fix Venetian foldi 
the boccale. 

About two Salian miles from Ven/y 
we arrived at the beginning of the plains 
of Friuli, and lodged this night in. Zi 
Pitelleito. 


Before I conclude my Account of Ge 
many, it may not be amifs to take notice, 
that Wendelin, in his politicks /. 2. ¢, 30. 
fays, there are in Germany 100 bithops 
and archbithops 3 156 abbots, abbefiés, 
preepofiti, and commendatoress 76 dukes, 
20 marqueffes; 4 landgraves ; 281 earls, 
among whom 29 are princes ; 19 bur- 
gfayits 313 barons; about 75 imperial 
Cities, formerly there were 225.

Afver dinner we pafs’d thro’ St. Daniel, 
where at this time was a fair much fre- 
quented by the country people. ‘This 
place is walled about, and fituared’upon 
a hill, 

After we left this town, we forded the 
river Timent fevetal times, which divides 
ivfelf, and makes a great beach of ftone: 
fand, gravel, &c. thatis overflow’d'fome- 
times by the’ floods that come from the 
mountains; then we afcended a. little 
cliff or bank, and entred the walls of 
} . another indifferent town, have 
ing portici before their. houles, built of 
ftone. A caftle here. Afterwards we 
pal’d over two large beaches, and rode 
in barren plains. About 10 [aliax miles 
hence we came to our lodging in Sanéfo

This day we pafs’d by two or three 
fmall caftles feated on hills, but of no 
remark, and had a ridge of mountains 
on the right hand of us. The country 
about the villages was well tilled, Sorghum, 
Turky wheat, and other grain being fown 
between rowsoftrees fet at regular diftan- 
ces, and vines climbing about the trees. 

The wine hereabouts was farce fit to 
drink, The country people in Friuli, &c, 
hire Jands of the owners for half the pro- 
fit the grounds, €c. yield; which, in 
fome parts of England, is allo practifed, 
where the landlord and tenant are at 
halves, which fignifies the fame with this 
cuftom.

came to Trevifo (Tarvifium) a large walled 
city, built indifferently with old houtes.

at five miles diftance from Mejire, landed 
at our inn door in Venice; having tra- 
vell’d 13 days together from Vienna, and 
in this journey rode about 312 Lnglifh 
miles. 

Between Trevifo and Mefive are many 
pleafant Ville or country-houfes, not 


Jarge, but very pleafant in their avenues 
walks, and gardens, having ufwally a 
little chapel at one corner of the garden, 

‘The following obfervations I made at 
three feveral times I was at Venice, 

The firft time I ftay’d from the 6th of 
Ofober 1663. till the 3d of December 1663 

The fecond time was from the 6th of 
January 1663 till the rit of Fed. 1663, 

The third time was from the 1oth of 
Feb, till the 13th of March 1664. 

We went up St. Mark's tower, which S 
is {quare and high, built in the piazza of " 
St. Mark, and ftands at fomediftance from 
the churchand other buildings. We firtt 
came up 36 floping afcents (there being an 
afcent without fteps on each fide of the 
tower) and above them went up 14 {te 
a ladder of 4 fteps, and then two ladd 
more of 27 ftaves, into a balcony with 
brafs rails, where we took a pleafane view 
of the city and the circumjacent iflands, 
The city runs out towards the arfenal a 
good way in length, but fhews a great 
place in the bulk or body of it. The 
ftreets are fo narrow, that moft of them 
are not large enough for above two or 
three to walk abreaft, without crowding 5 
and the houfes are fo thick built, that, 
from this fteeple, we could fcarcely dif- 
cern one ftreet diftinétly. 

On the four fides of the top of the 
fteeple, is carved in ftone,

We were told, that Henry 
France rode up this fteeple on horfeback, 
to a portico fomewhat below. the balco- 
nies, Before the fteeple below are fair 
marble rails; and on that fide, the fteeple 
is adorned with ftatues, Ge. Schotius, in 
his itinerary, fays, The foundation of 
this cower coft as much as the fuper- 
ftrugture, On the top of it 
figure of St. Mark, gilt, blefi 
people. Nigh it, and juit before 
Mark's church, are three high 
ereéted. 

The piazza of St. Mark is magni 
being curioufly buile with fair ho 
which are uniform, with handf 
fic or cloifters. This piaz 
accounted two piazzas, the longeft 
againft the weft end of St. Mari’s cli 
andthe other that looks towards 
io Maggiore.

other. Thefe pirates had enriched them- 
felves very much; but want of provifi- 
ons obliged two of them to come afhore 
here at Venice; who, affoon as they were 
landed, plotted to poifon the other two 5 
who, being left on thipboard, confpired 
againit the two afhore ; fo that two poi- 
foned the drink, and two the meat, and 
all four died, leaving their eftates in the 
Venetians pofleffion, who placed thefe 
ftatues in memory of them. Not far 
from thence, at the corner of St. Mark’s 
church, ftands a thick and fhort pillar, 
where any one that is to be banifhed, 
muft ftand in the view of all people. 
Nigh this pillar I once obferved an offi- 
cer, witha red cap, anda cecchino fa- 
ftened to it, repeat aloud what was firft 
read to him. We heard a nobleman of 
Vicenza proclaimed banditto, Fan. 8, 

The piazza of St. Mark is neatly pav'd 
with bricks fet edge-ways, and fo are 
mott of the ftreets. 

On that fide of the piazza the palace 
is of, the noble Venetians walk in the 
mornings, &c, no man elle being fuf- 
fer’d to walk among them: itis called 
il Broglto. 

Every Saturday there is a market kept 
in this piazza. 

Every Swiday morning there is a fer- 
mon preached bya Dominican friar ; and 
during the fermon, a fellow gathers 
peoples charity in a bag at the end ofa 
ftick, At the end of the fermon the 
auditory fung a Salve Regine upon their 
Knees. 

The pulpit is placed nigh the cloifter, 
under the palaces and on it hung the 
picture of a duke praying to the virgin 
Mary ; and underneath is written,

atthe upper end; all this feemed to be 
done in fome confufion, the gentlemen 
walking up and down difcourfing one 
with another, and many crowding to- 
wards the upper end, where fometimes 
they laugh’d'very loud, At the oppofite 
end, againft the duke’s fear, fate two or 
three fenators in fcarlet, and on the right 
fide of the room. The duke, fenators, 
and many noblemen went into another 
chamber, whence, after fome ftay, they 
return’d into the great room again: then 
a company of young hofpital boys in blue 
were placed before the duke on’ the 
afcent, and every boy had a billotting 
box divided into two loculi, one’ marked 
D. fi. the other D. xo. and a Teather 
purle by their fides with green and white 
pellets in them. Mott of the noblemen 
then feated themfelyes on the benches, 
tho’ fome ftood, and others walk’d ; 
and when any namewas mention‘d aloud, 
the boys went with their boxes, €. and 
repeating the name, gave a pellet to 
every. gentleman, who put it into which 
box. he pleafed. ‘When all the fuiffrages 
were thus’ gather’d, the boys return’d to 
the afeent, and empty’d the negati 
boxes. into a wooden bafon, and the af 
firmative into another: thus the boys 
did for the Space of two hours, The 
names mention’d were put to the vote 
for feveral places vacant. 

After the council door is fhut, none 
are fuffer’d to enter the palace, bya 
guard of halberdeers thar ftand at the 
palace gate. 

We obferved fome of the gentlemen 
(fach, I believe, who had then places 
given them by vote) that went to the 
reft from one to another, making con-

morning in fummer, and fometimes on 
other days, atthe ringing of 2 bell, the 
gfeat council aflembles, and ftrangers 
are fuffered to be prefent, there pane a 
bench appointed for them on the left 
fide of the room. We were feveral times 
there; and once obferved, when the 
duke came in with fome fenators attend- 
ing on him, one went into a pulpit on 
the right fide of the room, and read 
fomewhat out of a paper; and then at 
the upper end where the duke’s feat is, a 
paper was read. After which, gilt boxes 
were brought; and then fome names 
being read and pronounced aloud, many 
of the nobility went to the further end, 
and came thro’ the long middle feats ; 
ond coming to the upper end, took little 
ox, VI, 


the duke was abfent. 

The Capi di Dieci wear black gowns, 
with a red flap or ftola over their fhoul- 
der.

A great cryftal lanthorn, with a cryftal 
cup in the middle of it, made by one 
Advocato Graffa, a citizen of this place, 
who carry’d it to Con/tantinople and other 
parts, bue could not fell it to any ad- 
vantage; fo he brought it back again, 
and prefented it to this commonwealth, 
by whom ic was placed firft at the high 
altar in St, Mark's, and afterwards re- 
moved to this armory 3 the workman be- 
ing rewarded with 400 Venetian ducats 
per annum for four generations, We faw 
la ferratura della Natura della fua moglie ;

In the portico of St. Mark’s church is 
a great ftone in the pavement, whereon 
seror Frederick kneeled when) he 
ed himfelf to the pope. No in- 
(as is mention’d by Scbotius 
idem et Bafilifeum conculcabis) 
but the figure of a lozenge in lieu of it. 

St. Mark’s church hath over the great 
entrance, a moft curious pitture of St. 
Mark: \ifting up his hand to heaven. Ic 
is made of mofaick work, and underneath 
is written,

‘The pavement of this church is curi- 
oufly inlaid; in one place are figured two 
ling a fox, and in another four 
Schottus, in his itinerary, makes 
mention, That Foach. Abbas Sanclorius 
taufed them co be made, and intended a 
prophecy by them. 

Behind the high altar is a leffer altar, 
having two fpiral alabatter pillars fo tran 
parent, that the light of a candle may be 
difcerned thro’ them. Thefe, they re- 
port, did belong to Solomon’s temple. 
Here are alfo two jafper pillars hollowed 
and filled with wax. 

In a little chapel on the fouth fide, is a 
large marble ftone on the wall, whereon, 
they fay, St. Fobn Baptift's head was cut 
off, there being fix’d to it a brafs bafon, 
witha head in it of ftone. 

In another chapel is a marble with the 
figure of the virgin Mary and our Saviour, 
wherein are three holes, one at the virgin’s 


breatt, the“other two under our Saviour’s 
feet, with thisinfcription under all,

On the ground ftands a large li 
catvecunsParlon marbles abd didtionkon 
on the fide of the altar.

The front or weft end of the church is 
adorned with carved work; and over 
the entrance ftand four brafs horfés in the 
full proportion, excellently well made, 
which were brought from Cox/tantinopl: 
Underneath are many porphyry pillar 

Tn this church hangs (from the middle 
of the roof ) a faggon, whereon was writ 
ten, 


apxxr, Verona fidelis. 


Several little {quare pieces of gals, be 
ing inlaid and painted with different co- 
lours, make the pictures in the walls and 
roofs of this church. 

On the fouth fide of St. Mark's is a 
neat little chapel, where are four hand- 
fome ftatues, each having an infeription,

here by fome friends of a perfon dange- 
roufly fick, who foolifhly and fuperftiti- 
oufly believed, that, if either of the lights 
went outwithin 24,hours, the fick perfon 
would have died in thattime; bacif he be 
to recover, they will not go out, tho? ic 
blows and rains never fo much. This day 
was rainy, yet the candles kept lighted. 

The fchuola of it, Roch isa large build- 
ing, with a magnificent front of marble 
pillars. Inthe old church clofe by, which 
is fair and large within, are ftately mo- 
numents of dukes, &c. 

St. Roch’s church hath a fair frontif- 
piece. 

‘We faw this procefiion following: firft 
went a large figure of St. Rach, and two 
ftandards with pieces of plate hanging on 
them ; a greatlanthorn ; another lanthorn 
between four ftandards with plate ; about 
40 great filver ftandards, with lighted 
tapers in them, carry’d by menin white ha- 
bits ; 70 leffer filver ftandards with lighted 
tapers; then muficians clad in whites a 
huge wax candle and a rich crucifix s fix 
ftandards of filvers a relique, and a ca- 
nopy followed to cover it if the weather 
prov’d rainy ; four more filver ftandards 
with candles, and two priefts before St. 
Roch ; acanopy four filver ftandards 5 
eight priefts; mufick, a very rich cruci- 
fix of gold; many Venetian gentlemen, 
with lighted wax candles in their hands, 
who were habited with white caps, Gc. 
having. taffels hanging down each fide of 
their breafts; a crofs wrought in red. 
Between every 10 of the afore-mention’d 
40 ftandards, came a great deal of plate 
faften’d to a frame ofa pyramidal figure. 
There were many men to keep all in or- 
der, with torches in their hands, drefs’d 
in white. Some of them carry’d wooden 
bowls, whercin they catch’d the droppings 
of the wax-candles, This proceffion went 
thro? St. Mark’s church (clofe by the hig! 
altar, which is very rich with jewels, &c. 
and is {eldom opened, only now, Ofober’8. 
and fome other times of the year) and 
afterwards round the piazza. 

We went toa nobleman’s palace called 
Legé, where the queen of Sweden lodged. 
In the court within are heads of the Roman 
Cafars of ftone, made lately. 

Near this palace, before their banifh- 
ment, the Jefuits had their college, where 
they attempted to buildtoo large church, 
which now remains unfinifh’d, which, they 
fay, difpleafed the ftate. They are now 
reftored again. One day we obferved a 
Jefuit going with many little boys in white 
habits, two and two together, finging as 
they went: and another time we meta 
Jefuic with many blue-coat boys going 
two and two,

We went to Grimani’s palace, which 
does now belong to the patriarch of Agui- 
kia. The front of it towards the grand 
canal, is very fair, and adorned with cu- 
rious pillars, Sir YZ. Wotton fays, The 
cornices of this front are too large; and 
obferves the Atrium Grecum, or antiporch 
of cight columns of the compound order, 
the fhafts whereof are made of brick. 
Over the doors below are figures with in- 
feriptions, viz. 


Bacchus dulce Venenum, 
Spera ut Mortali:

On the out-fide of the gate towards the 
water, is written,

Above ftairs is a Jarge room with pic- 
tures of cardinals, and two old and very 
great maps, one of the whole world, 
the other of Ztaly, both made by Foannes 
Bellis. In the chambers are fair mo- 
faick tables inlaid with precious ftones:

We faw here a little cabinet, wherein 
was one cock to fire fix little piftols. 

Every Saturday during the war with the 
Turks, the doge of Venice and fenators 
make a proceffion thro” the palace, pi- 
azza, and St. Mark’s church. The man- 
ner of it was obferved, viz. firft came fix 
ftandards with lighted tapers, and a filver 
crofs in the middle of them; then many 
furplicesmen finging (fome wich lights in 
their hands) immediately before the 
gofpel of St. Mark, written by himfelf, 
and carry’d in a rich cabinet by four in 
farplices. Over it was a canopy fup- 
ported by four more in furplices. Asthis 
relick pals’d by, the people kneeled. Then 
followed many with lighted tapers 5 after 
them, canons, and the Primicerius of St. 
Mark, who had his fquare cap on his 
head. After him came feveral noblemen 
in fearlet and purple gowns, and three 
or four in black gowns (which all the no- 
bility of Venice are obliged to wear in the 
city after they are 16 years of age) then 
the duke himfelf in his fearletrobes, with 
a coif upon his head, and his fearlet cap 
(having a gold embroidery about the low- 
er part of it) inhishand. This duke’s 
name is Dominicus Contareno, and he is 
about 63 years old. After him came four 
in fearlet and two in purple; and in the 
rear ofall, a great many Venetian gentle- 
men, and a rout of old women. 

We faw the arfenal, where over a fair 
gate is infcrib’d,

When weentred the gate, we left our 
fwords theres and then a guide carry’d 
us round the arfenal. Firft we faw two 
chambers well furnifhed with arms ; 
among which the arms that Tiepelo, 5 
Venetian nobleman, had defigned to ule 
againft the ftate, He was accidental} 
fain by a woman, who let a peftle fall upon 
his head from a window near St. Maris 
gate; many arms taken from the Turks; 
the arms of St. Theodorus the helmet of 
Bartolomeo Coglioni’s horfe’s head; the 
arms of Frid. Barbaroffa’s fon, who was 
taken prifoner by the Venetians, 

Over a door into another room is 
written,

Here we faw a faddle and a helmet for 
a camel, taken from the Turks; an exact 
model of Sebix. . . with the hills and 
country about it; which place the Vene~ 
tians ftoutly defended againft the Turks; 
Scanderbeg’s arms. We were afterwards 
brought thro’ an open place, where many 
anchors lay, among which two very great 
ones; then we came into a great fhop, 
where fmiths were working at feveral 
furnaces, preparing of irons for the build- 
ing of gallies; a room where the ftores 
are laid. We took notice of an iron 
bullet, with four irons like fhort fwords, 
made after this manner 5 


Che 


A is the bullet, e¢e¢e are the four 
fwords, which are fhut clofe cogether 
within the cannon; but when it is dif 
charged, they open feveral ways. 

We faw two rooms where were only 
nails for the gallics, every gally having 
40 long and weighty nails: 72000 irons 
kept here. 

in another place we faw a chair or 
pulpit, wherein the duke is carry’d on 
mens fhoulders into St. Mark's church 


(after his election) where he is fhewed to 
the

the people, who have money thrown 
among them by the duke but if they dif. 
like him, he is prefently put out of this 
feat. We faw the making of the gallies 
ribs at a fire in a great room. Oars 
madehere fo large, that they have feven 
men to row one oar, Oars taken from 
the Zurks; then we came to the place 
where guns are founded, and where they 
are weighed in a great pair of {cales, 
‘They are lifted into the fcale by a crane 
moved by a large wheel. On the crane 
are written thefe figures, 284, which fig- 
nify fo many pounds weight a French wo- 
man weigh’din thefe fcales: a place fup- 
ported by brick pillars, where they make 
cables 170 fathoms long, In one room 
was a great deal of faltpetre ; and in 
another they make pullies, which are 
Jaid up in the next. We faw two guns 
taken from the Turks, and a cannon taken 
from the emperor of Germany at Kleifich ; 
it was broke into four pieces, becaufe 
they could not bring ic whole thro” the 
mountains. We faw feveral rooms well 
furnifh’d with armour hanging on the 
walls, and placed on frames. Inone large 
room Henry III. of France was entertain’d 
at dinner; and in that fpace of time a 
galley was buile in thisarfenal. A curious 
Wrought long gun was caft at the fame 
dinner-time : guns taken from the Turks 
at Tenedo: a large gun with three, and 
another with feven Gores; a {mall gun 
cover’d with leather made in Germany: 
arms in two rooms for 3000 horfe: one 
room full of foot-arms: four Janthorns 
taken at the battle of Lepanto: arms for 
10,000 horfe in another room; and in 
another, arms for 12 gallies; and in a 
third room, arms for 10,000 foot: arms 
for 50 gallies more: {hops where {mall 
guns and mufkets are made: a model of 
Ciiffz, with the circumjacent country in 
Dalmatia taken from the Turks Anno 1648. 
@ very great mortar-picce: many wheels 
for carriages of guns: a great gun found 
in Candia, all of gold and fiver: many 
carriages in a readinefs: lances and co- 
Jours taken from the Turks: a room cal~ 
led by fome the garden of oranges, which 
is full of bullets. We faw many matts, 
The gallies are preferved from the wea- 
ther and rain under long roofs fupported 
by ftone pillars: feveral gallies taken 
from the Turks : the general’s galley ; his 
name is Morifini: the old Bucentoro. We 
went into one galley, and obferved the 
captain’s cabbin is raifed higher than the 
deck, and is ufed as the laft refuge or 
caftle when the enemy hath boarded the 
galley. The deck hangs over on each fide 
the body of the veffel; and the outfide 
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where the foldiers fight, 
round; the rowers have their feats under- 
neath, 
is a galley richly gilt and carved’ within 
and without: they told us, the gilding 
coft 34000 crowns, At the middle of 
the entrance ftands a fair gilt ftatue of 
Standerbeg, under whom is written, 


M. Ant. Dunanimis. Frat. Baf; et Au. Cur. 
Opus. 


Over the deck is arichly giltand carv’d 
cover fupported by gilt figures. Hereare 
four rows of feats, where the fenators fit. 
At the upper end is the duke’s fears and 
on the left hand of him fits the pope’s nun- 
cio, and on the right, the emperor's em- 
baflador ; the reft of the embaffadors fic 
in their order, On fome folemn feftivals 
this Bucentoro is ufed, but more efpecially 
onaféenfion day, when the duke efpoufes 
the driatick fea, by throwing 2 gold ring 
into it every year. 

We faw much timber feafoning in water, 
and the cellar of wine, which furnifhes 
enough every day for 2300 workmen, who 
have two thirds water to one third wine, 
mix’d for their drink in great coppers 
every workman may drink when he pleafes, 
We were informed, that the workmens 
pay evety Week in the arfenal, amounts to 
5000 Venetian ducats. 

The arfenal is walled about indifferently 
ftrong ; it hath 12 towers, and watches 
keptevery night; channels of water round 
the wall. 

At a little chapel clofe by, is a narrow 
flit in the wall, where was written,

On Thurfday, Ofober 15. We took a 
gondola at the fifhmarket near the piazza 
of St. Mark, and made this following 
circuit thro’ the grand canal, and the 
canale della Gitedeeba, Firft we pals'd by 
a tower called la Donna di mar, built on 
a point of an ifland on the lefthand ; and 
a little diftance further on the fame fide, 
came by la Salute, a round church fairly 
built, having an angel on the cop, and 
the front curioufly adorned with marble 
pi then pafling by many gentlemens 
palaces on each fide, about the middle of 
the grand canal, we went under Ponte 
Rialto, and fome diftance further, by a 
palace on the left hand, where the Turkifb 
embafladors usd to lodge ; afterwards 
came by the palace of Grimani on the 
right hand, and S’ta Lucia 5 and atthe 
end of this channel we turned to the left, 
and went undera wooden bridge at S’a 
Chiara, then by St. Andrea, and thro’ a 
fhallow water by St. Marta, where we 
entred the canale di Giudecha, and pafs'd 


Under coats of arms is infcrib’d, 


by the Gie/uati, a fair building; the Of 
‘pedal dell” incurabili on the right hand, oe 
were in view of Redemptor's church, and 
le Citelle, two round buildings ; and re. 
turning by the aforefaid la Donna # mar, 
landed at the piazza of St. Mark. “+” 

We obferved one day a funeral paffing 
the ftreets,  Firft came a crofs, then ban- 
ners, furplice-men finging before the 
corps, which is laid upon a bier dre(s'd 
up ina monk’s habit (with which it was 
buried) having the hands and face naked, 
and a little crucifix lying by the body. 
Juft before it went a mourner in a friar’s 
weed, with his face covered (only two holes 
open for his eyes) and a lighted taper in 
his hand; and after it followed a grear 
number of men, two and two together, 
with lighted tapers in their hands 5 which 
tapers are given by the deceafed’s friends, 

‘At Venice every mats faid for the dead, 
coftsabout 8d. One gave enough lately 
for 12000 mafits. 

Nigh the fith-market, by St. Mark’s 
piazza, is a large houfe, over the door 
whereot is written,

Thurflay, Oder 12. being all-faints 
day, lilo nove, we faw this proceffion, 
which began in the duke’s palace. Firft 
came 24 mint-men in long blue cloaks, 
having red caps, on cach of which was 
faftened a cecchino of gold; then came 
four in fearlet ; next two or three noble- 
men in purple gowns : an antient gentle- 
man (whofe fon is a cardinal) came 
immediately before the duke, who was 
attired with a cloth of filver robe, flow- 
ered with gold, having great gold but- 
tons before, and his cap embroidered 
like his robes; about his waift a girdle: 
on his right hand went the pope’s nuncio, 
and the bifhop of Beziers, the French king’s 
embaffador, on the left. The dake and 
embafladors were covered : gentlemen held 
up the duke’s train; and after him came 
20 fenators, two and two together, in

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their red damafk robes, with fhoulder-Skwvow.

ieces of damafk over their left fhoulders. ~V~ 


hen they came into St. Marl’s church, 
the mint-mafters ftood on each fide, and 
at the entrance a canon {tood ready with 
holy water in a filver thing, which he 
fprinkled in the duke’s, nuncio’s, and 
embaflador’s faces, and afterwards in the 
fenators. When the duke entred the choir, 
he kneeled a while before St. Mark’s al- 
tar, which was opened this day, mufick 
playing all the time. ‘Then the duke re- 
turned, and placed himfelf in that part of 
the choir, where our mafters of colleges, 
and deans of cathedrals fit: after a little 
fpace of time four canons came to him, 
and faid fomewhat; then made their 
congees, and returned to their feats on 
the fide of the altar. The nuncio and 
the French embaffador fate next to the 
duke, and the fenators were placed in 
two ranks on each fide. When the high 
mafs began, the two organs (one on 
cach fide of the altar) play’d, and the 
vocal mufick made a concert, One of 
the canons who miniftred to the prieft 
who performed mals, read a chapter in 
the Revelations, with a finging tone, ina 
pulpit then he brought the book to the 
duke, who kifs'd ir. “After this, another 
chapter was read in the pulpit, lighted 
tapers and a crofs being carry'd before 
the book. The duke, nuncio, &c. were 
fmoaked with an incenfe pot; then a re- 
lick was brought to them, which they 
kifs'd. There were many other foolith 
ceremonies which were ufed during the 
time of mafs. When all was done, they 
returned to the palace in the fame order 
they came. 

This day on the three high poles before 
St. Mark’s church, were hung up three 
flags. 

St. Peter’s church is a fair building, s: 
where are feyeral inferiptions mentioned 
by Sanfovinus, who defcribes the city of 
Venice. Wt is faid, the chair St. Peter usd 
when he was bishop of Antioch, is kept 
here; alfo three hairs of our Sayiour’s 
beard, the chalice he us’d with his dif 
ciples, and many other relicks, The 
picture of the three eaftern kings isa 
good picture, 

Some of the altars are not yet finifh’d. 

A large cupola in this church, with 
balcony round the infide of 

The patriarch of Venice 
joyning. ‘The prefent patri : 
‘Franciféo Morofini. In a piazza here is a 
fteeple not unlike St. Mari’s tower. This 
palace, church, &c. are in the ifland of 
Caftello, which is joyn’d to another by a 
large wooden bridge.

Behind St. Peter’s church is a houfe,

Not far from Ponte Rialto is a fair 
courts; church pav’d with fine marble: the 
high altar is rich. Three cardinals of the 
family of Cornara, are buried here, and 
Catharina Coruara queen of Cyprus. Fran- 
cifeus Venorius, Laurentius Priolo, and Hy- 
eronymus Priola, dukes of Venice, have 
ftately monuments here. A fair tomb of 
Andreas Delpkinus Procurator D, Marci. 
‘The roof of the church hath’ cupola’s like 
thofe at St. Mark’s. One cupola is very 
large, with a balcony round the infide of

On Offober 30. many pictures were 
hung both without and within a) Jarge 
room, which hath an’ altar in: the fide of 
it. Oppofite to it is.a fair double afcent, 
(bung alfo with fair piétures) which 
brought us into a large room or chapel. 
The pictures were fent hither this day. by 
mercers and) other. tradefmen belonging, 
to this fraternity. 

S. Georgio Maggiore isachurchbelonging 
e. to amonattery of Benediétines, which is 

built in an ifland over againft (and fome 

diftance from) the piazza of St. Marks 

a neat area before the church, which isa 

ftatcly building ; the front whereof is 

adorned, with ftatues,. pillars, and two 
heads, viz, of Tribunus Memus and: Seba~ 
Sianus Nantes, both dukes of; Venice: the 
firft of them retiréd, and Jived-a monk in 
this cloifter, as appears by the infeription 
under him, printed: in the afore-menti- 
oned Sanjovings, who takes notice of 
many. particulars heres fome of which 
we faw. The church within is very fair, 
haying thick pillars, and!in.the middle a 
large cupola, round the infide whereof 
isa balcony: the payement: is. of fine 
marble. Ac the high altar is St.Stepben’s 
body kept; and behind the altar is the 
choir, where the feats are in the manner 
of anamphitheatre. Pidtureshere drawn 
by, Tiné?oretus; the monuments of  Zani, 
and Leonardus Donato, dukes of Venice. 
In the north wing of the church is an-al- 
tar, where are fair marble pillars ; in one 
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of which fome peoples fancies are ftrong 
enough to fee our Saviour upon the crofs 
naturally reprefented ; and at the fame 
altar they alfo fancy a death’shead in the 
marble table; but the ornaments of ic 
hindred our fight of it. 

The convent hath two fait cloiftera 
courts; one of which hath double pillars, 
whole diftance and proportion we ob. 
ferved, viz. thediameter of the pedettal 
is 18 inches and an half, the diftance be- 
tween pillar and pillar five foot and almoft 
feven inches Ionic. 

The aree of the courts are planted 
with cyprefs trees. 

We went up a very fair afcent, which 
is adorned with the ftatues of Venice, sc. 
and came into the Dormitoria, where the 
cells are on each fide of the long walks, 
one of which is very broad and long, and 
makes a fine perfpectives nigh this there 
is a portico, whence we had a view of 
the city and the water about it. Here 
we obferved the Jonic pillars, their diame- 
ter 13 inchesand an half, and the diftance 
fix foot feven inches. The Refeéforium is 
a Jange place, at the upper end whereof 
isa great picture deferibing the marriage 
feaft in Cana, drawn by Paolo Verone/e, 
In the wall of this room is a marble pul- 
pit, where a chapter is always read at 
meals. Over the entrance within is writ- 
ten, Silentiam & Pax; and on each fide 
of the door is a fair ciftern of marble, 
haying pillarsof the Corinthian order, their 
pedeftals are 19 inches in the diameter, 
their diftance fix foot four inches. Pillars 
at the aforefaid afcent, of the Corinthian 
order ; the pedeftals 20 inches in diame- 
ter, and the diftance five foot feven inches, 

The garden is very pleafant, having 
fair arbour’d walks, €c. From a terrace 
walk we had a profpect, and obferved a 
great fpaceof mudatan ebb tide; which 
mud in the winter time fmells offenfively, 
but in the fummer gives no ill fcent. 
Many fuch muddy places about the city, 
and’ we were told that the fea retires 
from it. 

SS. Giovanni & Paolo is a large and ss.G 


fair church within 5 the pillars are high, s\ ~ 


and the pavement is finely marbled. 
Round two of the pillars nigh the en- 
tfance into the choir, are many pictures, 
and other devout expreffions of fuch per- 
fons as fondly believe they have been mi- 
raculoufly cured at the altars nigh thee 
pillars. Fair monuments here of dukes, 
noblemen, €c. among which the combs 
of Edward earl of Windjor, &c. the lord 
Henry Stuart, who died 1637. when the 
lord Wefton was embaffador in’ Venice s 
three ftatues on horfeback, with inferip- 


tions mentioned in San/ovinus+ the horles 
are 
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are brafs. This chureh belongs to the 
Dominicans. We obferved feveral per- 
fons to fit here with their hats on; one 
was a clergyman: and within the church 
doors we faw poor old women fpinning 
and begging. 

Before this church is the figure of Bar- 
tolomeus Colzonus on a brafs horfe upon a. 
high marble pedeftal. 

We heard good vocal mufick in a 
mendicant nun’s chapel, which will be 
very handfome when it is finifhed. The 
entrance into it is adorned with fair 
marble pillars. We obferved all the even- 
fong, the men fate with their hats on. 

Nigh this nunnery isa ftately hofpical. 
Before the entrance into the fore-men- 
tioned chapel, is a large portico, where- 
in are thefe twovinfcriptions, viz.

St. Geminiano’s church is oppofite to the 
weft end of St. Mark, at the further end of 
the piazza, where, on November 10. I ob- 
ferved very much plate hanging on the 
pillars, and about the roof, but moft nigh 
thehighaltar, which made ‘a very refplen- 
dent fhew, by reafon of the many lights 
placed here, 

Nov. 11. Being a day devoted to the 
Maionna della Salute, there were many 
maffesfaid at that church, We pafs’d over 
a fair wooden bridge made upon boats 
crofs the grand canal, and, among.a crowd 
of people, went into'the Salute, firft afcend- 
ing a fair ftone afcent, and viewed this 
flately building, which is of a round form, 
and is high and large; the roof was not 
quite finifhed: Four curious white marble 
Pillarsinigh thealtar. The duke, pope’s 
nuncio, and French embaffador, with fome 
of the fenators, came by water from the 
Palace, in a gilt barge covered with red 
velvet, and drawn by a leffer boat with 
rowers$ then followed two other barges 
with fenators, trumpeters, and officers. 
On the barges were flags, banners, &c. 
When they landed, there went firft 30 
mint-men in long blue cloaks, the fore- 
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moft of which carry’d flags and inftru- Saivron, 
ments, then fome in red, and gentlemen “YY 
before the duke, who was habited in his 
robes and ermins. Juft before him was 
carty’d a rich cufhion and a gilt ftool, 
On his tight hand went the pope's nuncio, 
and on the left the French embaflador, 
both with their hats on, One carry’d an 
umbrella behind the duke, and three 
gentlemen heldup his train. After them 
came 40 fenators in their damafk robes, 
who had fome of them purple pieces of 
velvet, which they threw over their left 
fhoulders, The firft of the fenators car- 
ried a great rich fword. After the duke 
had faid his private devotions, he feated 
himfelf in his throne fome diftance from 
the high altar on the left hand, and on 
each fide of him fate the nuncio, french 
embaffador, and fome of the fenators. 
Oppofite to the duke fate the reft of the 
fenators. In the time of mafs (which was 
but fhort) a relick was brought to the 
duke, &c. which they kifs’d ; and when 
mafs was done, they returned to the bar- 
ges in the fame manner they came. A 
Tittle before the duke landed at the Sa- 
lute, many filver ftandards with lighted 
candles, went over the bridge, and fetched 
many canons, and a relick, which they 
placed upon the high altar: and when 
mafs was finifhed, they carry’d it back 
again with the fame folemnity. Among 
thofe that went in this company, there 
was one habited in purple, which all gave 
refpeét to, whom we guels’d to be the 
patriarch of Venice, In the Salute we ob- 
ferved a great number of beggars, fome 
felling little candles and books ; and we 
took notice of begging women in nuns 
habits. 

After this we came to St. Mari’s piazza, 
where three flags were hung up on the 
poles. The duke, &. came thro’ the 
palace into St. Maris church, where he 
made his private devotions, and then he 
went to his feat. After that, high mafs be- 
gan, and there pafs'd this proceffion fol- 
Towing, -by the altar, Firft came many 
lighted candles in their filver ftandards, 
carry’d by men in white habits, having 
St. Mars lyon wrought in red upon theie 
breatts, the effigies of a faint, and a rich 
gold canopy by it;, other effigies of faines 
in filver, and their canopies; then fol- 
low’d the feveral orders of friars (the Je~ 
fuits were not in this proceffion) with theit 
banners. Among. the orders came fome 
boys and youths in religious habits; then 
the canons of feveral churches, As every 
one pafs’d by the altar, they look’d down- 
wards, and made a low bow to it firft, and 
then to the duke. Before all the procef- 
fion was ended, the mafs was ended ; and 

then 
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then one ina furplice (who ftood all the 
while to keep order) fpake to the fathers 
and canons to fing Te Deum, which was 
begun by thofe that were nigh the altar, 
at the conclufion of the mais. During 
the mafs a relick was brought to be kifs’d 
by the duke, &. good mulick all the 
while ; and many muficians with their in- 
ftruments went in the proceffion. 

S. Maria Formofa hath a large piazza 
hear it. 

Nigh S. Fufa we obferved prepara 
tion for bonefires, which were made up- 
on the election of a new pivoan at this 
church, 

We were mich beholden to one Borrel 
of Collen, a merchant, who fhew’d us 
great civility. Hefpake Enel, and car- 
ry'dus one day, in his gondola, to Mu- 
¥ano, which is fome diftance from the ci- 
ty, and confifts of fome iflands built with 
many houfes, moft of which are inhabi- 
ted by glafs-meh. 


Making of We faw fome of their furnaces, and

obferved the making of looking-glaffes 
after this manner. Firft a workman dipt 
one end of an iron pipe intoa crucible 
with liquor that was in the furnace, where 
he curn’d the iron three or four times, and 
takes up fome quantity of the liquor, 
which he carry’d toa fmooth iron, and 
rolled it thereoti; then he blowed it, 
and rolled it again; after that he put it 
into the crucible, and took up more of 
the liquor, and turned the iron round 
fome time over the crucible ; then he blew 
again a little, and brought itto the fmooth 
iron, where ke blew it, and rolled it, as be- 
fore; next he rolled his iron pipe over a 
tub of water, and cooled it by {prinkling 
fome on it; then he wentand took more 
liquor out, which herolled, and blew with- 
in the furnace, refting the iron onan iron 
like an andiron {pits move on. He came 
then the laft time to the fmooth iron, and 
there roll’d and blew the glats bigger and 
bigger. After this he put it into the fur- 
nace, and turned it about a little while; 
then he took it out, and placed it over an 
iron held crofs, where he tutned it about, 
and another pinched ita little with a kind 
of tongs or pinchers, whilft the glafs was 
blowing; then he that pinch’d it, took 
a fharp iron, and made at the end of the 
glafs, a hole, and immediately it is put 
into the furnace, and turned about; then 
prefencly taken out, and placed over the 
crofs iron, and is widened to its full big- 
nefs by the pincers or tongs which the 
other man ufed whilft the glafs was tarn’d 
about: after that the glafs was meafur’d, 
and put into the furnace where it was 
roll’d again, then prefently taken out, and 
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given to another fellow (who ftood upon 
a bench) where, with a pair of fciffars, 
it was cut half thro’ the length ; then 
where the pincers had made a furrow or 
circular impreffion near the icon pipe, 
a little water was put, and the glaf 
knock’d off, but it was firft faften’d to 
another iron at the other end; then the 
glafS thus inverted was put into the fur- 
nace and rolled, and prefently given to 
the man again on the bench, where the 
glals was cut quite thro’; immediately 
then ic wasknock’d off upon a great peel, 
whereon it was flatted, and then both 
peel and glafs were fpeedily put into the 
furnace, and oftentimes (four times ) 
changed the ends which were put in, firft 
one and then the other ; after that they 
took it off the peel, and placed it ona 
{mooth ftone on the top of the furnace, 
where it was to be nealed many hours, to 
avoid breaking. While the glafs was 
upon the peel, they flatced the glafs often- 
times with an iron, and a piece of wood 
like an oar. The afore mentioned 
pincers were waxed when the glafs was 
widened, which caufed frequent flafhes 
within. 

The Venetians ufe glafs chamber-pots, 
which are preferved from breaking by 
being put into ftrong flafks. 


We faw at another furnace ( where j,,;: if 


drinking-glafies are made) the making disty. 
of a wine-glafs with many ornaments, s/4j«. 
Firft the workman faftened an iron to 
each thigh, and, as he fate, took outa 
Title liquor with his blowing-iron; and, 
after he had blown it a little, he rolled it 
about within the furnace ; then he took 
out more liquor, and blew again; after 
which a hole was made at the further end, 
then put into the furnace, and taken out 
again prefently, and the hole was widened 
by the pincers; fo the body of the glals 
was made: the foot of it was made after 
the fame manner, only at laft it was flat- 
ted broad enough. ‘The round pedeftat 
was fafhioned in a hollow iron icrewed 
within, and faftened to the flat bottom by 
putting a little frefh liquor, which cements 
both together, and to the bottom of the 
wpper glafs by the fame. The handles 
and other ornaments were made at feveral 
times by feveral dropsof the liquor, which 
is fhaped as the workman pleafes, who 
turns them into their forms with a lictle 
pairof pincers, Crucibles in this furnace, 
with feveral coloured liquors. : 
Ac one houfe we faw a great quantity 
of cogallie or pebbles, of a glittering 
white colour, which are found in the 
river .... inthe dutchy of Millan. 
Thefe pebblesare broken witha Ihgeainess 
a 


hialy.) 


and afterwards into powder, by ftamps, 
which are moved thus, 


Oxen on a floor above move the wheel 
A, which turns the axes BB B, fup- 
ported by the pofts P P P P P P, and 
thofeaxes lift uptheftampsS SSSSSS SS, 
that beat the itones to powder, which is 
mingled with an equal quantity of kali 
afhes, and then melted together in the 
furnace. If the afhes of kali or berillia 
be too ftrong, then they put more of the 
beaten ftone, 

They have obferved that they cannot 
make fo good glafs on the other fide of 
the ftreet, or in any other part of Murano, 
Venice, 8c. as they do where we faw the 
furnaces. 

In a thop at Venice we faw the grinding 
of looking-glaffes, after this manner,

AB is a fmooth iron (placed on a 
table) wheteon is fprinkled water, and 
the duftof a ftone called...... CDisan 
iron frame, wherein the glafs is fix’d by 
acement. £ isa knob of wood plained 
very fmooth, and which refts upon the 
glais. F is a handle that is joyn'd both 
to the knob, and to the ceiling at G, the 
motion whereof grinds the glafs. 

St. Barnaby’s bridge is noted fora fight 
at fifty-cufly every Suiday in warm wea- 
ther, between the Ca/tellani and Nicolite, 
two factions maintained among the com- 
mon people, in memory of the Ifrians 
Realing away the brides and their portions 
one night out of S. Maria Formofa; but 


the Caflellani overtook them, and reco- 
Vou, VI. 
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vered all again. The two parties meet 
on the top of the bridge, and beat one 
another with their fitts only. Some are 
thrown down into the water, and others 
(but not often) are more dangeroufly 
hurt: fometimes fome are kill'd. Noble- 
men ftand by, and encourage each fide 
all the while. 
We went by gondola beyond St. Pietro 
di Caftelio, to an ifland (not far from the 
cattles) where the Carthufians have a cloi- 
fter, which bath a large meadow and vine- 
yards before it. In their garden we faw 
many pots of flowers, &c. which arc kept 
alive all winter, by removing them out 
of the air in the night-time, and fecting, 
them in a little room where the pans of 
coals keep them warm. Spani/h jafmine 
and many flowers grew againit the wall, 
which are fheltred by a penthoule and 
mats. The monks cells are round a court, 
about 25 in all. Every monk hath alitde 
houfe and garden by himfelf. In onewe 
had the freedom to obferve thefe parti- 
culars. In every one of their gardens 
there is a well, and they keep land-tor- 
toifes in banks of earth, which lay about 
feven or eggs apiece in the fammer time, 
in holes they ferape for them. Thele 
eggs are thus buried in the earth, with- 
out any other warmth, till the next fpring, 
when young tortoifes come forth. They 
are counted pretty good meat, and are 
eaten by thefe monks, Every cell hath a 
neat out-room and a prefs of books. 
Within that room isa bed-chamber clean- 
ly and neatly kept. They do not lie in 
fheets, but between warm blankets on 
ftraw. Their habic is of white ferge, 
having a cope of the fame, which they al- 
ways wear over the other: their cuculli 
are alfo of ferge. They wear no linen 
Shirts, and are fhaven very clofe on their 
heads. Their rules are ftriét, being not 
permitted to fpeak one to another, but 
only on Sundays and Thurfdays, and great 
feftivals before and after dinner, when 
they dine all together in the Ref 
If any ftranger comes to fpeak with o: 
of them, they firft afk leave of their 
prior. He and the fub-prior (bue none 
of the reft) have liberty to go out of the 
convent. They go to the choir about 
five hours of the night, which is about 
midnight, and ftay two hours, then return 
again to their beds, and at 12 hours they 
are in the choir again 5 after that they re= 
tire to their cells, and before dinner they 
have their devotions once more, and in 
the afternoon fay their velpers. They 
have their meals (except on Stindays, Sc.) 
brought to their feveral cells. We ob- 
ferved one of them thus ferved at fupper + 
a feryant unlocked a little wooden win- 
6M dow 
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dow by the fide of the door, and put in 
there a pot of wine, three potched eggs, 
a little dith of boiled {pinach, a piece of 
cheefe, and two apples; thefe the friar 
within takes and puts upon his table, 
which is let down from the fide of a wall, 
within which appears three or four thelves 
with glafies and other conveniences 
like a cup-board. The Jay-brothers of 
this order have the fame fafhioned habit 
with the fathers, but the colour is like 
the Capuchins. Every une the prior, 
or fome delegate from every convent of 
this order, is lent to their general council 
heldat the grand chartreufe nigh Grenoble 
in France. 

Sc. Bruno was the inflitutor of this order 
of friars. 

Nov. 18. We went with our padrone, 
or matter of our lodging, to a court in 
the palace, where all ftrangers are obli- 
ged to fhew themfelves (this is called the 
nd then they are permitted to 
{tay what time they pleafe in the city. 

St. Steffano’s church is handfome, have- 
ing within over the weftentrance, a ftatue 
of Domiricus Contarenus on horfeback, 
and an infeription under him, printed in 
Sanfovinus p.133. Nigh this church is an 
indifferent piazza, and adjoyning is a fair 
cloifter. 

We wentonce after fapper to fee a co- 
medy, where at the door we paid 16 foldi, 
when others paid but fix foldi apiece. In 
the cock-pit were chairs, let for eight fol- 
diachair, many of which were befpoke 
d marked. Round about were four or 
five rows of boxes of a fmall fize, where 
the Venetian gentlemen and others fate. 
The flage was very mean, having four 
great tapers on it, Before the play be- 
gan, the gentlemen and company were 
impatient, and call’d out often, Fuora, 
Fuora ; and they made a great noife 
when they flamp'd and whiltled, and 
call’d to oneanother, Thofe that fate in 
the boxes did frequently fpic upon the 
company in the pit, fo that all appeared 
very rude. We obferved but three aéts 
in the play, which was very immodeft 
and objcene ; nothing that was fober 
would pleafe the company, who were 
ready to hifs, and they difguft any thing 
at wasnot filthy. ‘The gentlemen, and 

fome with their wives or whores, came 

masked and difguifed. Some of the 
noblemen that {tood near the ftage, would 
often interrupt the aétors, and difcourfe 
with them.

‘andes Antonio Caralo de Vera, Spanifh em- 
“baffador. In the middle of St. Mark’s 
church was fet up a cupele covered with 
black. On the top of it were fet many

the choir and body of this church hung 
black, whereon was painted the embaf 
fador’s arms, deaths heads, the arms of 
Venice, 8c. In the body of this church 
was creéted’ alfo a high cupele, with a 
pyramid of lighted candles on the to 
and two broad pair of ftairs up to ae 
middle of it, one towards the wett door, 
and the other towards the choir, At the 
bottom of both thefe afcents, on each fide, 
ftood a large ftatue made of cloth, &c. 
black all over; and at the top ofthe 
afcents were leffer ftatues, befides four 
about the body of the cupele, every 
ftatue having a lighted candle in his hand 
There came in at the weft door of the 
church, firft a great number of banners 
and images, among which were lighted 
tapers; next fome priefts in their {urpli- 
ces, then more tapers; and there fol- 
lowed cight religious orders with theit 
banners, befides friars of mount Oliver 
and two orders mores canons in blue 
habits with furplices over them, having 
a blue flappet over their left thoulders, 
After them came canons of eleven feveral 
churches, which may be diftinguished by 
their tippets over their furplices, viz. 
fome had gold tippets flowered with v 
vet, fome fearlet flowered with gold; 
others red velvet ; blue, and flowered with 
gold; gold, and flowered withred velvet s 
gold, and flowered with green; broad 
gold tippets flowered with red; red 
flowered velvet with a gold lift; black 
velvet and gold edges, with the piéture 
of the virgin Mary wrought in it. After 
thefe went many other canons before the 
ftatue of the embafiador, drefs’d up in his 
own apparel, having his Spanijo hat on 
his head, his fword lying upon him, and 
his {purs on. Over him they carry’d a 
canopy, and candles before and behind 
the herfe; then came the duke’s officers 
before the duke ; after him went the 
pope’s nuncio and the French king’s em- 
batfador; then fome fenators, and 24 
clofe mourners, who had long, black gowns 
which trailed on the ground, and a black 
mourning hood. Each mourner had a 
Venetian nobleman went by his fide; and 
after them came hofpital boys and girls, 
The embaffador’s effigies was laid in the 
cupele, and the duke feated himfelf in 
the choir, and againft him w: feat 
eredted, where one of the Somaski order 
made an oration in praife of the deceas’d 
embaflador. This friar’s order hath its 
name from a place in the territory of 7 
nice, and was founded by Hieronymo Me 
ayty 
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ainy, 2 nobleman of this ftate. 
difler le from the Jefuits in their ha- 
bit, Ge. In his fpeech he faid the em- 
haffador was defcended trom Numa Pom- 
piliusand M, Aurel. Anton. and thacmoft 
‘of the kings in Zwrope, efpecially Arra- 
gon and Hungary, were related to his fa- 
mily, ‘The embaffador’s father was oan, 
Autonius Comes de Rocha, a great fcholar, 
and his fon’s cutor. That the embaffador 
underitood Greek, Latin, Italian, French, 
and Dutch that he was the youngeft in 
the king of Spain’s council. He died of 
alate epidemical diftemper, which kill’d 
many peoples and that in his ficknefs he 
told the Venetian fenators, It was his 
greatelt comfort he thould leave his bo- 
dy where his mind had always been. He 
concluded his oration with faying, That 
he might ufe the fame epitaph Hermolaus 
Barbarus did, who was born at Venice, 
and died at Rome; Non potuit nafei nobili- 
3 mori; fo the embaflador was born in 
pain, and died at Venice. His wife’s 
name was Avida de Guzman, &c, to whom 
part of the fpeech was directed; for he 
told her, She might be comforted, be- 
caufe her husband died in favour with his 
prince, and was buried by the Venetians 
rigid: magnificentia. 

When the fpeech was ended, the Pri- 
miterius of St. Mark, who had a mitre 
on his head, and feveral priefts perform’d 
fome ceremonies at the cupele, with fing- 
ing, &c. After that, the embaffador’s 
ftatue was carried into the chapel of Ma- 
donna di Rofario, where it was laid upon 
the ground, and fome fervice faid over it 5 
then the ftatue was carry’d out to another 
place, and fo the folemnity ended. Ufa- 
ally the burial of a duke does not exceed 
this. 

Every fchuola of this city is obliged to 
fend 28 ftandards with their candles, to 
any fuch folemn funeral. 

‘Adjoyning to the {chuola of St. Roch, 
isa convent of Francifcans, where, round 
the walls of a great cloifter, are fixed 
many marble monuments, and the walls 
painted. The like we obferved in other 
cloifters of Venice. 

The fchuola of St. Mark is a large

Mak. building, with a curious marble front. 


The lower room of it is long, with two 
rows of pillars; at the further end where- 
of is an altar. Two fair afcents lead up 
toa very great room, which hath a roof 
rarely carved, and the fides adorned with 
pictures. At the further end of this is 
an altar. ‘This place is adjoyning to the 
Dominicans at St. Giovanni & Paolo. 
One day we hired a gondola for ro fol- 
di an hour, and went by St. Georgio Mag- 
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S. Spirito, Povegia, &c. on the lefthand of 
us, having monatteries in them. We 
were told, That in S. Spirito there did 
live 10 or 12 monks of the order of St. 
Servadore, who took too much liberty 
and pleafure ; and that the whole order 
was abolifhed by the pope about 10 years 
ago, and all their revenue in the Venetian 
ftate, forfeited to the ftate. Then four 


miles from the city we came to Malamocco, Milamoc:

Againtt this place we faw feveral great 
fhips of the Venetians. 

One morning we hired a gondola and 
two men, giving them nine livres for 
heir attendance on us the whole day. 
Firft we pafs'd by a final! ifland with a 
convent in it called St. Chriftopher ; then 
by St. Michael, a neat cloifter in another 
ifland, the monks whereof are habited in 
white, and are of the order of St. Yobn 5 
afterwards we went by Murario, and pre- 
fently encred a channel between the La- 
gune on our left hand, having on our 
Tight, at fome diftance, the Lazaretto 
nova, a fair large building ; and on the 
fame hand had a Francifcan’s cloifter, 
and thefe iMlands, viz. St. Giacomo di Pa- 
lude, Sarrafiand Majorbo ; then we came 
to Buran, which is almoft as big as Mu- 
rano, and is joyn’d to another ifland by 
a long wooden bridge. Oppofite to Bu- 
ran is Torcella, where they build great 


boats. Five miles from Buran (having 
pafs’'d a very large water frequented by a 
multitude of coots and fea-cobs) we caine 
to wo Vallés; one is great, belonging 
to Zani, a Venctian nobleman, and the 
other belongsto Malpicro, another noble- 
man. A Vallé is a large {pace of water 
enclofed about with reeds fapported by 
itakes, Without the reeds are ftakes to 
keep boats off from injuring them, and 
within is a fmall ifland, wherein dwells a 
Keeper, who would not permit us to en- 
ter, tho? we requefted it very carneftly 
but we were informed, that the ufe of 
them is both for the catching of fifi and 
fowl, For the more eafy taking of fith, 
the reed-hedge is indented into many cor- 
ners, and within lower reeds are placed, 
which are fet in this manner like a 
the nets being drawn into the corne: 
Atone part of the vallé is an Arundi 
tum, The great number of fih invites 
many fowl, which are moft frequent in 
the mornings and evenings. Once or 
twice a month the owner gives leave to 
many people, who come in gondola’s, 
and fhoot what they can; for the fowl 
are not eafily driven away, notwithftand- 
ing the continual fhooting and Killing, 
A Valle yields a confiderable profit, and 
fome are let for about 400 ducats per # 
num. Oyters are kept in thele vallés, 
which are 10 miles from the city.

The laft time I was at Venice there were 
alfo feveral Englifh, viz. the earl of Sun- 
derland, Sir Edward Stradling, Mr. Henry 
Savil, Sir ‘Foba Williams, wwo Mr. Skip- 
withs, Mr. Soames, Dr, Paman, Dr. Crofi, 
Dr, Stokeham of Padua, Mr. Lawrence, 
Mr. Wormly, Mr. Grofvenor, a merchant, 
Mr. Smith, Mr. Fames Oxinden, Mr. Brawn, 
Dr. Brown of Norwich hisfon,; Mr. Maj- 
Jingherd, Mir. Hobfon and Mr. Dryden, 
merchants of Venice; Mr. Stanton and 
Mr. Bifhop, merchants that lately came 
from Aleppo, 

The carnival began the next day after 
Chriftmas day 5 but it was prohibited for 
fome time by the council of ten, but af- 
terwards permitced again. Thistime there 
isa great deal of liberty and licentioufnefs. 
The gentlewomen difguife themfelves and 
go masked ; and ufually there follow’d 
after them fome men likewife in mafque- 
fade. Sometimes there are thoufands in 
mafquerades, walking for the molt part 
about the piazza of St. Mark. Onetime 
we obferved a company drefvd all in a 
yellow ituif or coarfe filk, having tauny 
vizards, and huge rofes on their thoes, 
knots on their garters, hat-bands, &c. of 
the fame ftuff. Tirft came two of them 
with ftaves, making way thro’ a crowd of 
fpectators, then two or three trumpets 
founding ; next followed five with yellow 
Spears, then one who reprefented a king 
‘with a crown of feathers, his train held 
up by two boys, and five or fix attend- 
ants followed with fpears in their hands. 
We faw many other extravagant inven- 
tions; fome had baskets of eggs attend- 
ing on them, which they threw: at thofe 
that look’d out of their windows. Some 
of the eggs fhells are fill’d with rofe-water 
to throw at their friends, and fome are 
filP’'d with ink. Some of the maskers play 
on inftruments, others dance, &. Many 
Women were difguifed in the noblemens 
gowns, others were habited in pricfts caf- 
focks. Oneday therewere five or fix French 
officers richly habited, who came to fee

Venice and the carnival, but were more 
gazed at than any of the maskers, 

In the carnival time there is a publick 2 
ballallow’d forthe ordinary fore of people, 4 
who may in feyeral rooms play at card. 
In one large chamber we faw, abour the 
beginning of the night, a great number 
of people, At the upper end of this room 
two fiddlers play’d, whilft feveral walk’da 
dance; and round about on benches fate 
many whores masked, who expected when 
any of the company would take them out, 
andlead them round in the dance. Ifthey 
were fomewhat pleating in their carriage, 
then their mates would withdraw, and 
difcourfe with them a little more priv 
ly and if they liked'them when they faw 
them unmasked, a bargain was ftruck, 
and away 3 if not, the masked whore was 
placed in her feat again, and then fhew 
free for any other. Every round of the 
dance each couple paid a foldo to the mu- 
fick, In the middle hang a branch’d 
candleftick, and many lafcivious pictures 
were expofed here. 

The opera’s of Vi 
in carnival time, with a g:

triv’d the feenes.) In the morning we 
hired chairs in the cockpit for five, pay- 
ing wwo livres, belides four livres apiece 
for our bolletini or printed tickets. About 
two hours of the night we took our feats, 
which weremarked with one of our names, 
and obferved the playhoufe to be oval 
and high built, having feyen ftories of 
little boxes or balco’s for the noblemen, 
merchants, €c. who pay a fet rate for 
every box; and the firft time they take 
them, they pay a y 


s rate before-hand. 
Juft before the ftage the muficians have 
a place. 

The name of the firft was Rofilena. Be- 
fore the curtain was drawn up, a trum- 
pet founded, anda violin anfivered it 
very well. ‘The fcenes were ftately, and 
feemed natural. In the prologue fome of 
the actors hung in the air, and then Hew 
crofs the ftage, and one Hew downwards, 
who reprefented a fury with two boys 
holding him by his legs, and then he flew 
up again, (See the fchemes afterwards of 
this and the feenes motion.) The remoy- 
ing of the foenes was very neat and artifi- 
cial; clouds feemed to move, and the 
walls of a cattle to be blown up. There 
were exaétly reprefented gardens, houfes, 
&c. Oneach fide of the flage was a fair 
ftatue. There were but three atts in this

Roman born, and is reputed to have the 
beft voice in the world, Afcer the two 
firft_aéts there were iantick dances rarcly 
perform’d by perfons drefi'd like Arme- 
nians and pages. When any thing pleas’d 
yery well, the company cry’d out, Bien, 
Bien! The gentlewomen came in mat 
querade; but when they were in their 
boxes, they pull’doff their yizards : they 
wear broad falling lac’d bands, The noble- 
men were indifferently filent; and thofe 
in the boxes did nor fpis fo often into the 
pit, as they do at the common plays. 

We faw another play (at Grimani’s the- 
atre) called Scipio Africanus. Before they 
began, the trumpet and violin play’d, then 
the curtain was drawn up, and there ap- 
pear’d a magnificent fcene reprefenting an 
amphitheatre fill’d with {pectators; and 
at the further end fate Scipio Africanus in 
his triumphant chair, before whom gladi- 
ators danced, and fought very well. After 
this there was remarkable, the flying down 
of one (like Fortune) with a fail from a 
tower, and two more falling from another 
tower; adance of fpiritsvery antick ; an- 
other dance of martialifts. Ships were burnt

and aflame ismade: other curious repre- 
fentations and fainperfpectives, Ericiea’s 
part was acted by her that aéted Rofilona, 
who, acquitted herfelf very well, and re.

We faw a third opera, which was at

perfpestive. In the prologue Juno and 
Pallas hung in the air in their chariots, 
which moyed crof the top of the ftage. 
At the end of the two firft acts, were 
dances, the firft perform’d by pages, and 
the latt by fencers, who fenced very neatly 
and artificially, making their thrufts re- 
gularly, and to the humout of the mufick, 
which play’d all the while, Allwas fang, 
and one woman, Deidamia, receiv'd great 
applaufe; but the humour of the play 
feem’d much like the two former, have-

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ward and backward, ex. gr. when x v is 
drawn forward, then bc is pull’d back- 
ward, the cord y moving on the pully 2. 
‘There is a man always ftands ready at M7, 


who, upon a fign given, lets the ftone 
fall, and changesa great number of fcenes 
on a fadden, there being many of thefe 
hooks and anime. Before another feene 
Epa ftone muft be wound upagain, 

hofe fcenes which fall downwards as 
arches, &c. are let down bya long axis 
above, juft in the fame manner, 

The frames of the fcenes move within 
the flits 0 ¢ 9 0, &c, made in the floor of 
the ftage 4. 

The floor of the ftage rifes as prof 
do from the eye. craig 

The pictured fcenes are very lively at 
good diftance, and by candle-light ; bur 
near hand the work is very great and 
coarfe. 

The curtain before the ftage, is drawn 
up by a great many ropes lapp’d about 
an axis, whichis alfoturn’d by the weight 
of a great ftone. 


The Engine usd to fly down witb, 


ABCD are two furrows in a long 
frame crofs the top of the fcenes. EEE E 
are four wheels belonging to a chariot that 
hangs underneath, and wherein an actor 
fits, who flies down by the help of two 
fmall chains H H, which chains un- 
wind off.the axis at GG; and as they 
unwind, a rope, tied to a beam at K, is 
wound up on a wheel i, and the chariot 
runs from Mto K. Another rope ty’d to 
the back of the engine at MZ, unwinds off 
an axis at Z; which being wound up 
again, draws back the engine. 

In the carnival time there is a publick 
allowance of playing at cards in the ri- 
dotto, a great hall where, in the night, 
we faw many large rooms fill’d with game- 
fters, Several Venetian noblemen fate be- 
fore a table and a heap of gold; and 
many that play’d with them were in maf- 
querade, “In a cloifter underneath were 


many porters and water-men_ playing, 
The game is baffet, after this manner: ¢ 
he that keeps the bank or ftock of money, 

fhuffles the cards ; then any one that ftakes 
what he pleafes, names a card, as ace, 
two, &c. no matter of what fuit; then 
the banker turns the cards with their faces 
upwards, and deals two at a time, lay 
them down by him till the card co: 
which, if firft of the pair, the dealer wins s 
but if the fecond of the pair, the other 
wins. When that card is dealt out, an- 
other card is named, and fo on till they 
be dealt; and if the card call’d for be the 
Jaft of the firft pair, the banker lofes no- 
thing; but if it be the firft of the firft 
pair, he wins two thirds of the ftake, 
which is the advantage the dealer has by 
a fafard (this being fo call'd.) Asmany 
as will, may play aca times but they 
mutt carefully mark their card. If the

card named be in the firft pair before the 
pack be turned with the faces upwards, it 
is no fafard, for either the dealer or the 
other wins, #5 the card is firft or lait. 
Many that play, come in mafquerade, 
win or lofe a great deal of money, go 
away and never {peaka word. The banker 
is obliged to pay as far as his bank will; 
but if he hath fot enough, he léaves his 
bank to the winner, and goes his way. 

Che gioco guadagna, che metle perde, che 
taglia ariecha, is a proverb. 

The cards in uf here are the fame in 
number with ours, and are divided into 
four fits, viz. 1. Spadi, 2. Bajioni, 3. De- 
nari, 4. Copi, being differently painted 
from ours, The king is known by his 
crown ; the cavallo, or a man on horfe- 
back, is inftead of the queen; and the 
fanti or footman inftead of the knave. 

Ponte Rialto isa bridge of one very large 
arch over the grind canal, and is very 
broad, having Shops of each Gide. This 
bridge being engrav’d, and common to 
be met with in every nation, I fhall refer 
thereto. 

Nigh this bridge is a building whereon 
is written, 


Principatus Leonardi Latredani inclyti Du- 
Gis MDXX1I. 


The Jews have their quarters in a part 
of the city where they are fhut up every 
night, a ‘few and a chriftian keeping the 
keys of the gates. In this place call’d the 
Gheto, they have a large piazza buileabout 
with houfes feven and eight ftories high, 
three of four families living in a houle. 
They have five or fix fynagogues, 

‘We met with one Few who {poke Eng- 
lifh, and had lived with his uncle Ferdi- 
nando, a rich merchant in London. He 
told us many of thefe particulars follow- 
ing, viz. That the Fews in Venice were 
about 4000, men, women, and children, 
and were divided into three nations, 1. the 
Halians, 2. Spaniards and Portuguefe, 
3. Lewantins. Each nation hath its judges, 
the Jfalians three, the Spaniards and Por- 
saguefe three, and thé Lesantins one, chofen 
by the feveral nations once in three years, 
who govern and order chief affairs. In 
every fynagogue they alfo have rulers or 
elders, cholen once every year. In the 
Spanifh {even are elected, but in the others 
the number is uncertain. 

They read the law and the prophets 
once over ina year. The law is divided 
into 52 Para/a’s. Every day of the week 
they have fervice three times, viz. in the 
morning, afternoon, and the evening ; 
and thricea week they read the law, viz. 
on Mondays, Thurfdays and Saturdays. On 
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Mondays and Thurfdays they read it only SktraN. 


in the morning; but on Saturdays chey 
read it both in the forenoon and afternoon, 
When the law is to be read, the rulers of 
the tynagogue appoint every time feven 
readers, the firft of which muft be of 
Aaron's family, the fecond of Levistribe, 
the other five are taken out of the com- 
mon Ifrael. 

They obferve three feafts, the paffover, 
the feaft of tabernacles, and the giving 
out of the law. The pafloveris kept cight 
days: the firftand laft day are folemniz’d 
in the fynagrgues ; but the other fix are 
obferv’d only as holy-days, being oblig'd 
not to work in that fpace; but may go 
abroad and take theirpleafures. When the 
Jaw is read over. it is carry’d round the 
fynagogue within, with grat finging, &c. 
Thoie that carry the law, buy that ho- 
nour, and the money is beitowed on the 
poor, and for the maintaining of the fyna- 
gogue. The paffover is no: kept here 
with a lamb, but with unleavened bread 
made into cakes. When they are at fer- 
vice in the fynagogue, they cover their 
heals with a veil, at each corner whereof 
is written the name Jenovan, that is 
wrought in, On each arm, and on their 
brealts they wear that name. The rulers 
of the fynagogue chufe a rabbi, who 
preaches to them once a month, and is 
allow'd about 100 /. fer anum fterling, 
There i8 no creation of rabbi’s, or or- 
daining of minifters ; only thofe that have 
ftudied, and are learned, are ufually cle- 
&ted by the rulers of the fynagozue, to 
be minifters. All the Fews children are 
taught to read the bible in Hebrew; and 
he that teaches them is allow’d as much as 
the minifter or rabbi. Circumcifion is 
ufually perform'd in the parents houtes. 
The father redeems the child by giving 
the rabbi or minifter fome pieces of filver s 
but if the parents be poor, he goes to the 
mother, and tells her, God hath given the 
child to him, but confidering the would 
be a good nurle, he beftows that money 
on her to bring up the child. If the pa- 
rents be rich, and the prictt not poor, he 
gives the money to the poor. 

One Saturday morning we faw their fer- 
vice, which was perform’d ina finging 
tone that continu’d a good while; then 
one ina large defk (having four marble 
pillars fupporting a canopy over ic) fung, 
and all the congregation fung, ftanding 
up with their faces towards the end of the 
room, where the law is kept in a prefs, 
with a curtain before it, and adorned with 
marble pillars, and rails about it. When 
they had fung thus for a long time, he in 
the defk, and one or two more, fetch’d 
the law, all the people ftanding up, and 
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sximrox. finging very loud, till the law was brought 
(V™ and Jaid down in the desk, They went 


on one fide of the fynagogue to fetch it, 
and brought it the other fide, one of the 
{ynagogue carrying it, and the reader fol- 
Jowing him. When they came up into 
the desk, the filver tops of the Umbilici 
were taken off, and an embroider’d cloth 
unbound ; then he that broughtit, open’d 
the law, and held ic up towards the con- 
greguion,, turning, himielf round.) We 
Obierved when they were bringing, the 
Jaws fomne of thefynagogue windows were 
open’d. ‘Lhe reader, read. aloud, in the 

, and then he that brought it read to 
himfelf, and after adiule time he whif- 
per’d fomewhat to the reader, who fpoke 
it our aloud: we) werertold, it was his 
charity to the poor, for redeeming, of 
Sfews in flavery, Ge.) After this manner 
feven went up into the desk, re ; 
1 as they came down and went by fome, 
they {aid fomething tothem, We obferv’d 
fome of thefe feven, when they were re- 
turn’d to their feats, touch’d many near 
them on the tops of their hats; and fome 
of the feven went to others and were 
touch’d themfelves. When the feven had 
done, the law was carry’d back the fame 
way they fecch'd it, all the people ftand- 
ing up, and finging aloud, Before itwas 
put into the preis, fomewhat was fung 
near that place, and after that, all ftood 


y made a prayer, 
s brought out, we 
oblerved between their prayersand hymns, 
a boy thatiung forsome time alones and 
after the feven had read, a boy read fome- 
what out of a book in the desk, in a fing- 
ing tone. 

Between their prayers, before the read- 
ing of the law, one in the desk fpoke 
fomewhat in Italian (which we did not 
Il _underftand) to the congregation ; 

nd the reader, between the reading of 
the law, {poke alfo in Italian to fuch as 
ow'd monies co the fynagogue. After- 
wards the other fellow told them in Italian, 
that one (naming him) would preach in 
the afternoon. 

‘This morning fervice being done, they 
went home to dinner, and return’d pre- 
fently after to the fynagogue, where they 
did as in the forenoon; then we heard 
a Few preach in thedesk, Hedifcours’d 
in Italian, with his hat on, and his veil 
about his fhoulders. He fpoke con- 
cerning Facob’s prudence in getting his 
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brother’s birthright; and he ufed much 
aétion with his body and hands. After 
he had done, a prayer was faid, all the 
people ftanding up, but none uncovering 
their heads (which they never do in thee 
fynagogues) they all at that time mur 
tered fomewhat. When the fermon was 
ended they all thanked him aloud. 

All the Yews wear fuch veils in the 
fynagogue as they do at Am/lerdam ; but 
thefeiat Venice only cover'd their fhoulders 
with them, and not their heads, except 
the reader and one or two more. 

The fynagogue we were in, is large, 
and towards the roof, hath an oval gal- 
lery Jaticed, where the women come once 
or twice in a week, 

There were many brafs candlefticks and 
lamps, fome of which, before the place 
where the law is kept, were lighted, 

Thefe Fews have procedures among 
themfelves againft creditors, &c. and do 
alfo ufe the laws of Venice. 

Under every fynagogue are entrances, 
with benches round, where many that 
come too late, fivand fay their devotions. 
None of them dare to attempt the pro- 
nouncing of thename Jenovan, All 
the men wear hats cover’d with red 5 the 
women have. a head-drefs hanging, back- 
ward in their necks, and fome of them 
wear red head-dreffes. The Levantine 
Jews wear turbants, and are girtabout the 
middle of their loofe gowns, their habits 
being not much different from the Turks. 

We went into fome of the Fews houfes 
and fhops, which were crowded up with 
all forts of houfhold-ftuff, they generally 
trading in buying and felling of old 
cloaths, &c. 

The Fews {wear too freely per Dio fanto, 
&c, 

In this city many Greeks are tolerated s.Gory 
the freedom of their religion ; and they 
haye a church dedicated to St. George, ¢ 
which is not large, but adorned with pic- 
tures, and a cupola in the middle of the 
roof. ‘The high alear hath many piétures 
of Chrift and faints about it, and on cach 
fide is a little altar, Before them is 2 
fereen or partition of wood, with a door 
before every altar. On the outfide of the 
partition are the pi€ures of our Saviour, 
the virgin Mary, St. George, St. Nicolas, 
nfis, Cofmas, Bec, before which ftand 
ight candles in high brafs (tandards. On 
each fide of the church are double feats 
or ftalls, Over the door to the great al- 
tar is the picture of our Saviour’s head, 
and this underwritten,

We obferved one Sunday, before they 
began their fervice, many Greeks, affoon 
as they came into the middle of the church, 
turned their faces towards the high altar, 
crofi’d and bow’d themfelves three times, 
and afterwards went up to the pictures, 
and before each of them crofs’d and bow’d 
themfelves three times, and then kifs’d 
them. Many of the people then feated 
themfelves, and put on their hats; the 
better fort, among which fome Venetian 
noblemen, fate in the ftalls near the altar, 
and thofe of leffer quality took their pla- 
ces in the lower half of the church, and 


many ftood on a mat which covered the 
pavement: the upper half or choir had 
no company but thofe inthe ftalls. The 
archbithop of Philadélphia, and many 
monks attending him, came into the 
church; and making their reverences to 
the altar, the bifhop went to his chair 
raifed two fteps on the fouth fide of the 
church, having @ carpet under his feer, 
and the monks took their featsin the ftalls 
on each fide of the choir. Immedi: 
the altar door was open’d, and a curtain 
drawn, then the prieft that was to offici- 
ate, came to that door, being habiced

Sewrox. With a rich cope, open before, under 
A\~ which he had a long coat embroider’d, 


and atippet before. The prieft ftanding 
here with an incenfe pot in his hand, cen- 
fed the pictures with a great deal of reve- 
rence, and then cenfed towards the bilhop, 
who receiv'd ic with a bow and opening 
6f his hand, and after that he cenfed the 
monks and people. A boy that ftood 
by him, kiG’d the bithop’s hand, and 
then the prieft read in a finging tone ac 
the altar ; a boy anfwered, and theipeople 
crofs’d chemfelves ; the prieft read again, 
and the boy anfwered: after that the 
monks and priefts in the choir fung firft 
on one fide, and then on the other. The 
prieft and boy-fung again, and the monks 
and priefts fung agains after this there 
were uwo furplice boys, girt about the 
middle, one from the right, and the other 
from the left door of the high altar, ftand- 
ing, fome time by the doors; then they 
came towards the candles, where they allo 
ftooda while; afterwards wencup the fteps 
before the altar door, one ftanding on 
each fide of the afcents then they went 
down, and each of them tooka ftandard 
with 2 lighted candle in it, firlt making, 
a low reverence to thealtar, and then to 
the bifhop. With thete candles they went 
towards the lefe door of the high altar, 
and expected a little till the rieft came 
out with a book in his hand, which he 
brought to the bithop (the bifhop wich 
the priefts ftood bowing together to the 
altar) who came down one ftep from bis 
chair, and kifs’d it the prieft then made 
a low bow to him and the altar, and re- 
turn’d by the middle door, the boys and 
candles going beforehim, All this time 
the people were very devout, bowing their 
heads, Gc. The boys brought the candles 
to their places, and put them out, the 
monks and priefts finging. The prieft 
then read, and the boy anfwered; the 
monks, &. fung. A fellow went up a 
ladder and lighted the candles by the 
Jamps (feven of them) that hang before 
the piétures, The prieft faid fomewhat 
at the door towards the people: a boy in 
the middle read ; and at his beginning to 
read the prieft faid fomewhat again. When 
the boy had done reading, he kifsd the 
bifhop’s hand. The prielt faid fome- 
what, and the choir fung. A defk covered 
witha carpet is brought to thealtar door, 
and the boys take their candles, and ftand 
fome diftance off before the door, whilft 
the prieft read the gofpel (part of the 
x cap. Lu.) in a finging tone, the people 
being very attentive, tho’, at other parts 
of the fervice, they were remifs in their 
devotions: the desk is removed. About 
the beginning of the prictt’s reading the 


gofpel, the boy faid fomewhat, and ar 
the end all the people crofs’d themfelves: 
the bifhop blefs'd the people. The altar 
curtain was drawn, ae prieft read and 
boy anfwered; then a paufe, the prieit 
at that time reading a myftical prayer, 
The prieft then read aloud, and the boy 
anfwered ; a fecond myttical prayer, T 
boy anfwered, when the priéft read again; 
athird myftical prayers and fo til) there 
were ten myftical prayers; between every 
one the prieft read and the boy anfwered: 
then all the peopie crofs’d themfelyes, 
and the choir {ung whilit the prieft cenfed” 
The two boys with their candles making 
their vows to the altar and bifhop, went 
to the north door of the altar, where they 
waited a little for the prieft, who came 
out, the boys going before him with their 
candles, and one boy before him, cen- 
fing as he went, and another boy follow'd 
with two tapers held crofs-ways. The 
prieftheldin his righthand the cup, which 
was covered with a filk or cloth, having 
the picture of our Saviour on it; and 
when i: was brought out, the bifliop re- 
fee the creed and the Lord’s prayer, 
In hisleft hand the prieft held over his 
head the bread, which was alfo cover’d; 
and in this pofture he went to the middle 
of the choir and faid fomething 5 then he 
went: to the bifhop, who ftep'd down 
from his feat, and bowed with his bare 
head toward the altar, all the people be- 
ing then extremely devout, bowing their 
heads and croffing themfelves: the prieft 
then returned, and read at the high altar, 
and the boysand monks fung. “Lhe wo 
boys brought their candles to their places, 
and put them out, After this the prielt 
came tothealtar door, andcenfedas he did 
before 5 then feveral collectors went about 
with filver difhes, and defired peoples 
charity ; andall the poor people then inthe 
church went up and down begging 5 in 
this time the prieft faid fomething at the 
altar door, The boys candles are lighted 
again, and they fetch’d the prieft out of 
the lefc door, carrying the candles before 
him, and the boy who read in the middle 
of the choir, cenfed him. The prieft now 
came out with the bread in his right hand, 
and over his head fomewhac veiled in his 
lefehand, Behind him followed the boy 
with the two tapers held crofs-ways: the 
prieft went again to the bifhop, as before. 
He return’d to the altar, and then there 
was finging. The boys ftood with their 
candles before the altar door, where the 
curtain being drawn open, the prieft held 
the cup, all che people bowing 5 then the 
prieft faid fomething, and fet the cup 
again upon the alcar, bowing, to it feveral 
times, and croffing himfelf, The choir 
fung,

fung, and the prieft went ‘to the left altar, 
and read there, the boy anfwering. “Chen 
the prieft came out into the body of the 
church (after he had faid fomething at 
the altar-door, and the candles were put 
out by the fellow that lighted them, and 
after the confecrated bread was brought 
in a filver dith, by 2 monk, from the 
altar, who held it by the archbifhop) with 
his cenfing-pot, and a little book in his 
hand, the choir finging all the time. 
Then the prieft went to the middle door, 
and faid fomething there, and after that 
came out, and ftood before the door before 
he went laft in. The bread in che dith 
was cut into many pieces, and, as the { 
vice was concluding, thofe of firft quality 
(after the monks) came and took the bread 
out of the bifhop’s hand, firft kiffing the 
bithop’s hand, and ate it, and then the 
ordinary fort of people received the bread, 
and after them the prieft that officiated 
took the difh, and carried the bread to 
the women and the pooreft forcat the lower 
end of the church. Every one of the 
Greeks that took bread, went to the faints 
pictures and kiffed them. 

After all was done (leaving our fwords 
without) we went into their Santi fa 
rum, which fome of their priefts feemed 
very angry at. 

They ufed no holy water in this church, 
and have no images. 

The archbifhop was an old man; his 
name was Michael, butnow changed. He 
is chofen by the patriarch of Con/tanti- 
xople. He had a long ftaff, black and fil- 
ver’d over. The top of it was like a 
crutch. His habie was purple, having 
hanging before him three lifts of red be~ 
tween filver laces, and a piece of blue 
taffety on each fhoulder, and a piece at 
that part of his habit which covered his 
knees. He had on his head a black cap, 
not unlike that the vulgar Italians wear, 
and over that a black ferge hood, which 
hung loofe about his neck and fhoulders, 

The monks wear black gowns with open 
fleeves. Over their heads they have fuch 
caps and hoods as the bifhop’s is, and, 
when they walk abroad, they wear broad 
brim’d hats over all. Thefe monks are of 
the order of St. Bafil, and never eat flefh. 
They change their firft names when they 
enter into the order, Every prieft that 
officiates in the church, may marry, and 
he wears a black gown like the monks. 
They never cut their hair. 

November 22. being a holy-day, there 
was a canopy fupported by four filver 
ftandards, plactd in the middle of the 
choir of the Greek church; and then we 
obferved thefe particulars: When the poor 
went up and down begging, the pricft 
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thing, and, while the people received the ~~~ 


cd, he faid fomething again in the fame 
‘The boys that carried the candles, 
were, this day, habited in red, having a 
litele white crofs on their backs. The prieft 
had hanging behind his neck the piéture of 
our Saviour, and Greek written about it, 
Under the canopy ftood a desk, and on 
it a picture, which was kifs’d after the 
receiving of the bread. ‘The boy read at 
this defk. 

November 30. being a feltival dedi- 
ated to St. Andrew, Stilo veteri, which the 
Greeks fe, we obferved in their church, 
a gilded defk, on the middle whereof the 
picture of St. dndrew was laid. Before it 
flood two filver fandards with lighted 
candles. When the people came in, they 
bowed, &. to the altar ; then went to 
this picture, and kifs'd St. Andrews foor. 
‘The prieits that officiated, before they put 
on their veftments, bowed and crofs’d 
themfelves together before our Saviour and 
the virgin Mary's pi@ures; then kifs'd 
them and the piéture of St. Andrew on the 
defk 5 after that they habited chemflves. 
When the archbifhop and monks attend- 
ing him came in, the altar door was im- 
mediately opened, and the curtains drawn. 
The bithop crofs’d and bowed him: 
before the altar; then went to our S: 
our and the virgin Mary’s pictures, and 
afterwards to St. Andrew's, the monks 
finging in the choir all the wh 

The archbifhop came then into his feat, 
and four priefts came out in their veftures, 
and another prieft in a white fattin habit, 
over whofe left fhoulder was caft a long 
and narrow fafcia of red, whereon was 
wrought the word 2710s, fix times. In his 
hand was the cenfing pot. Two little 
boys in fcarlet habits brought a bundle of 
veltments, which were put on the bithop 
(his ordinary habit being firft taken of ) 
at his chair, in the fight of all the people, 
by the four priefts, who firft kifs’d his 
hand, and when they took up any vefture, 
they kifs’d it, and then the bithop kifs'd 
it before he had ic put on. He was 
habited with feveral things, and over all 
had a loofe cope, open before; and about 
his neck was hung a {quare embroidered 
piece of cloth, and a gold picture or re- 
lick. All the time he was dreffing, the 
prieft in white crofs’d him, and fung fome- 
what, and fometimes the choir fung. The 
fervice was not much different from that 
formerly obferved 5 only thefe particulars 
we took notice of, viz. that, while the 
boy read in the middle of the church, 
the bifhop, who went into the altar-room 
prefently after he was habited, fat in-the 
door before the altar, the white prieft 

6P holding 
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Sxirox. holding a filver candleftick with three 


candles in it, ftanding at one fide of the 
door. This prieft came and ftood feveral 
times before the altar, and fung fome- 
what. The bifhop’s ftaff was given to a 
little boy, who was in his ufual habit, 
and ftood on one fide, without the altar 
door, holding up the ftaff. The prieft in 
white went with his book up into the 
pulpit, which had a candle on each fide, 
the two boys with their candles, and the 
boy with the bifhop’s ftaff held up be- 
tween them, going before him, and ftand- 
ing on the ground before the pulpic all 
the time the prieft was reading in the go- 
fpel. The bifhop at one time came to 
the altar door, and having a filver candle- 
ftick with three candles, bleft the people. 
At other times he held the candlefticks 
within nigh the altar, and three or four 
times came to the altar door with one 
candle in a fingle candleftick, and blefs’d 
the people. The pricft in white ftand- 
ing one time before the altar-door, had 
his red fa/cia tied about his fhoulders 
in the form of a St. Andrew’s crofs. 
When the cup and bread were brought 
out, the two boys took their caudles, fol- 
lowing the boy with the bithop’s ftaff, 
then came the white prieft with the book, 
and in the middle of the church faid 
fomewhat towards the people. Next came 
a prieft with the cup, and he faid fome- 
what in the middle towards the people. 
A him a third prieft, with the bread 
over his head, {peaking alfo in the middle. 
A fourth prieft came with a faint’s bone, 
and he faid fomewhat. The fifth prieft 
brought another relick, and fpake fome- 
what towards the people. Behind all came 
the boy with hiscrofs-tapers. The prieft 
in white went towards the altar-door, 
where the bifhop ftood, and cenfed him, 
then took the book, and kifs’d it, and 
Jaid it on thealtar-table. This prieft then 
went in, and the next prieft tood before, 
while the bifhop cenfed him, took the 
cup, kifs'd it, and plac’d it on the table 5 
then the third prieft, whom the bifhop 
cenfed, and took the bread, &c, The 
fourth and fifth priefts were alfo cenfed 
by the bithop before the altar-door ; but 
he took not the relicks from them, they 
bringing, them in themfelves. Every time 
the bifhop took the book, cup and bread, 
he gave the cenfing-pot to a fervant. One 
of the monks in the choir repeated the 
reed and Lord’s prayer this day. The 
bithop, at the conclufion of all, came out, 
and feated himfelf in his chair, where he 
gave out the bread as at other times. 
When he went firft into the altar-room, 
the choir fung three times about the patri- 
arch of Conftantinople, three times of this 
bihop, and three times ay1os Qz05. 


Many Roman catholick beggars with 
their beads in their hands, came hither to 
receive alms, &¢. and fome of them, we 
were told (notwithftanding the Roman 
priefts forbid them) came to be cured b 
going into the altar-room, where a Gree 
prielt fets his foot on their heads, and 
fays fomewhat. 

Some of the Greek women wear long 

black veils. 
__ When we returned from Rome to Venice 
in February 1664, being lent-time, we 
obferved thefe following particulars one 
morning in the Greek church, viz, We 
heard a fermon in Greek. Betore the 
preacher began, he bowed himfelf to the 
people, and kifs'd the pulpit; then he 
prayed a while to himfelf, and after that 
faid an Ave Mary, with his face towards 
the crucifix; then began his fermon, which 
Jafted fomewhat more than an hour. Two 
or three times he made great paufes, and 
the people feem’d to applaud him by 
hawking and {pitting much. While the 
colleétion was making for the poor, the 
preacher exhorted the congregation as 
they do in popifh churches. 

One Suaday in lent, after fermon was 
done, the fexton brought a difh into the 
middle of the choir, and, on each fide, 
placed a ftandard with a lighted tap 
then two boys, habited with white froc 
took two other candles, and making their 
ufual-reverences, went to the nerth door 
ofthe altar, and expected the pric!t, who 
brought out a filver difh upon his head 
(a boy with a cenfer perfuming him) which 
he placed on the desk, and then took out 
of it a filver crofs, and many nofegays, 
laying them on the desk s then the prielt 
went round about it, cenfing the four fides. 
This done, the archbifhop came and ftood 
before the desk, a prieft ftanding on 
each hand. After certain prayers and bow- 
ings the bifhop kifs'd the crofs, and 
turned again to his feat. The officiating 
prieft did the like, and then took the crois 
and nofegays in his hand, and goes to the 
middle door, where he ftood before it. In 
the mean time the Panis benediétus is dittii- 
buted as formerly, After that the people 
went to the prieft who held the crofs, 
which, bowing themfelves, they kifvd, 
and the prieft gave every one a nofegey> 
and they put fome money into the filver 
bafon held by one that flood by. 

The Armenians have a {mall, fquare, 


round with gile leather, where there is an 
altar drefs'd like the papifts, being ador- 
ned with piétures and candles, ce, The 
altar is in a hollow of the wall, and in 
the middle of itis a gilded tabernacle, the 


front whereof hath a crucifix. On the right 
fide

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low-roof’d room for their church, hung 29 
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fide is our Saviour’s, and on the left the 
irgin Mary’s picture, There arealfo the 
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red. The prieft crofs'd his forehead andsurrow. 
breafl, and tured about blefling the ~V~ 


‘ures of St. Fobn, St. Peter and St. Paul. 

From the middle of the roof hung a brafs 
branched candleftick, and before the altar 
three Jamps, the middlemoft of which was 
lighted before they begun fervice. The 
pret was an old man, with a long 
white beard, habited in a flower’d cope, 
(like the Greeks) gircabout, Over his neck 
was put a flower’d tippet, which ftood up 
behind like a high collar. On his head 
wasa fine wrought cap, The deacons ot 
affiftancs were drefs’d in a long white habit. 
Some of them had a red crofs wrought 
behind, and letters written, and a red 
cro{s below their breafts, The people 
crofs’d themfelves with holy-water three 
times. 

One Sunday morning we obferv’d the 
manner of their fervice. Firft, we took 
notice of the prieft in his ordinary wear- 
ing habit, reading and praying at the 
altar, Atone time he kneeled before it, 
and bowed his body and head nigh the 
ground for a good while together, pray- 
ing all the times then he went intoa by- 
room or veftry. After thisa deacon lighted 
the uppermoft candle on each fide, and 
he goes into the veftry ; then two deacons 
came out finging. Next entred the prieit 
in his habiliments, holding the cup, which 
he fet upon the tables then he turned 
about and bleffed the people. The prieft 
then kifs’d the altar-table, and one of the 
deacons cenfed him and the people. The 
prieft drefs'd up the cup by covering it, 
Sc. He ftept down, and prayed towards 
the altar with his hands fhue, three dea- 
cons finging. ‘The prieft faid fomewhat, 
and the deacons anfwered. One of them 
took a little glafs plate and crufe, another 
held a handkerchief, and the prieft wafh’d 
his hands, the deacons faying fomewhat. 
The prieft bowed low towards the table, 
and turned about bowing towards the 
people, then fpoke fomething in a mourn- 
ful tone, a deacon anfwering. The prictt 
ftood up and fpoke fomewhat, then turned 
tothealtar, prayed and bowed s he fpread 
ourhis hands, the deacons anfwering. The 
prict prayed and kif’d the table, he 
uncovered the cup. Two deacons fung, 
and one gave him the wafer, which he 
blef’d or confécrated, and puit it into a 
plate, then covered the cup. He poured 
wine into the cup, which he confecrated 
by croffing, €. then he laid the plate 
upon the cup, and over all a red filk 
cloth. He muttered fomewhat, three dea- 
cons all the while finging. He opened on 
the right fide of it. A fourth deacon now 
camein, and the finging ftops. The prieft 
fpake fomewhat, and two deacons anfwe- 


people. The deacons fang again.” The 
prieft {aid fomewhar, the deren nte 
ing and finging again. The prieft mutter’d, 
crofs’d, and bowed towards the altar. One 
of the deacons laid a napkin upon the 
prieft’s hands, then he took the evange- 
lifts, kiffing the book, and laid iton the 
napkin. The prieft faid fomewhat, and 
the deacons fing. The prieft elevated the 
book, and turned about towards the north, 
fouth, eaft and weft. A deacon cenfed the 
people, and they crofi’d themftlves. A 
deacon kifS’d the book, and then the 
prieft waved it over his head, the ai 
ants: or deacons ftooping all the while. A 
deacon took the book from the prieft, 
kifs’d it, and laid it upon the table, all 
the deacons ftill finging. The prieft mut- 
ter’d, and then faid fomewhat aloud. A 
folding ftool or desk was brought into the 
middle, upon which the cpiftles were 
laid, and in the book one of the deacons 
read. After the deacons had fung a while, 
the deacon read towards the people, hold- 
ing a fmall wax candle in his hand, This 
done, two deacons held each of them a 
lighted candle behind the prieft; all the 
deacons fimg 5 the epiftles and ftool desk 
were taken away ; the prieft blefs'd the 
peoples a deacon afcended one ftep on 
the right fide of the altar, the two dea- 
cons holding their candles on each fide of 
him, while he read the gofpel, which done, 
he turned to the altar and prayed, the reft 
of them muttering fomewhat. One of the 
deacons candles was put out, and the other 
was carried about by the other deacon, 
who cenfed the people, and they crof'd 
themfelyes. The deacon that read the 
gofpel continued praying s the prieft kifs’a 
the gofpel, and faid fomewhars all the 
deacons fung. The two next candles on 
either fide of the altar were lighted; the 
prieft faid fomewhat, turned about, and 
blefs’d the people ; a deacon took off the 
prie(t’s embroidered cap, and laid it upon 
the altar. Then a third candle on cither 
fide was lighted; the pricft faid fome- 
what s the people kneeled, and fome kifs'd 
the ground, the deacons crying Ob; the 
prieft blefs'd and kife'd the table; he cen- 
fed the cup and pidtures; the deacons 
kneeled. ‘The prieft elevated the cup which 
was covered, a deacon cenfing behind him. 
The prieft waved the cup over the table, 
and then turned round, and waved it to- 
wards every quarter ; the people ftood up + 
the prieft cenfed the cup; water is brought, 
and he wafhed his fingers ; the deacons 
fung, all the while; the prieft uncovered, 
or folded the cloth to the edge of the cup ; 
he bleft the people; the deacons fung;

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Sxuvox. the prieft kifVd the edge of the cup, and 
“V™ a deacon kifs’d the right fide of the table, 


and then the right fhoulder of the prieft ; 
this deacon kifs’d, then another, and fo 
this Ofewlum Pacis was communicated to 
all the people, who kifs’d firft:che right 
fhoulder, and then the left crofs ways. 
The prieft blel’d the people, and he 
quite covered the cup. The deacons fung, 
and the prieft faid fomewhat, and blefs’d 
the people, The deacons fang. The prieft 
mutter’d, then fpoke aloud. On the right 
fide of the altar a bell was rung. The prieft 
crofs’d the cup, and mutter’d fomewhat. 
The deacons fung. The prictt took off 
the filk cover, and then the little difh, 
out of which he took the wafer and kifs’d 
its he laid it then in the palm of his left 
hand, croffing or confecrating its he kifs’d 
th , and the people crofs’d and beac 
their breafts ; the prieft covered the cup 
again, elevated and waved it over the 
table, he mutter’d fomewhat. The dea- 
cons fung. ‘The prieft blefi'd the people s 
he crofs’d, bow’d, and kifs’d the table 5 
he crofs’d the cup and uncover’d ; he took 
off the dith, putit on the cup again and 
erofs’d its he laid on the filk cover and 
mutter’d fomewhat. The deacon that read 
the gofpel kifs’d each fide of the table. 
The prieft frid fomewhat, and the deacons 
fang their anfwers ; they fung a great 
while rogether, and loud. ‘The prieft mur- 
ter’d. ‘The deacon who read the gofpel 
Kifs’d the left fide of the table. The prieft 
faid fomewhat, and the deacons anfwer’d 
finging. The prieft blefe’d the people. 
Alms-boxes went about ; the prieft turn’d 
and blefs’d the people. The great candles 
were lighted. A deacon or prieft in black 
faid fomewhat, the reft in white anfwering. 
The prieft fpoke fomewhat, and is cenfed 
on both fides by a deacon, and then all 
the people were cenfed. The deacons fang. 
All the people kneeled the prieft bleffed 
them. The deacons kneeled. The prieft 
andall the people bowed; he kifs’d the 
table and crofg’d the cup, took the dith off. 
The bell was rung again, and the prieft 
elevated the wafer ; he laid down the difh 
and elevated the cup, the bell being rung 
a third time; he put the difhon the cup, 
and the filk cover on that. The prieft 
crofs’d himfelf and faid fomewhat. The 
deacons fung, The prieft uncover’d the 
cup; he took the wafer and put it a little 
way into the cup, and there holding it, 
turned aboucand fhewed it, All the people 
rofe up. The prielt fkeeped the wafer with 
his finger in the wine. The deacons fang 
outofabook. A great wafer was brought 
by one of the deacons to the deacon in 
black, who confecrated it 5 then the dea- 
con that brought it carried it to one fide of 


the altar, and broke it in pieces, Phe 
prieft held his fingers either in the cup or 
over ita good while together. ‘The prieit 
bowed down with his mouth over the cup, 
and ate fome of the wafer; then he drank, 
and thewed the cup round, holding it juli 
by thebrims ; the remainder of the wafer 
he fopp’d in the cups he bowed to the 
cup and eat the wafer. The great candles 
were putout, Thebell rung. More wine 
was poured into the cup, which he drank 
off, and more wine was putin the laft time, 
which he fhaked about betore he took all 
off; he wiped his mouth and the infide 
the cup very clean with a handkerchief, 
then laid on the plate, and thereon the cloth 
he wiped it with, and over all the red filk 
cover. ‘The prieft’s cap was put ons he 
Kifs'd the table; a napkin was put on his 
hands, and one of the deacons gave him 
the gofpel (which was covered with filver.) 
The prieft came down a ftep, and pray’d 
with his face to the altar. The deacons 
made a doleful groaning, then they fung, 
The prieft faid fomewhat, and turn’d about 
to the people, fome bowed and touch’d 
the ground, croffing themfelves, The 
prieft holding the gofpel, ftood towards 
the people, who came and put their bene- 
volence into.a dith held by a deacon on 
the left fide of the prieft ; they kifs’d the 
gofpel, and then the pricft’s hand, and 
receiv’d a piece of the wafer, confecrated 
by the deacon in black, of a deacon on 
the right fide of the prieft, All the can- 
dles were put out, but one on the right 
fide of the altar. The prieft ftood with 
his face to the people, and read out of the 
gofpel ; then he elevated and waved it, 
holding it always on the napkin. The 
prictt then fpoke fomewhat, and the lait 
candle was put out 3 he bowed, crofied, 
turned about, and blefied the people ; he 
uncovered the cup, and all the people left 
him alone ftanding ac the altar table. 

On each fide of the altar were five can- 
dies, anda very great one, fet gradually 
one higher than another. 

Before the fervice began, we obferved 
‘one habited in a purple veil, and a cap fet 
upright like a Capuchin’s, 

The holy lamb was piétured. before on 
the altar; the men put their curbants off, 
and many of them their fhoes, yet fome 
of them had their caps and.turbants on 
fometimes. 

There are but two priefts in Venice, who 
are ordained by their patriarch. They 
have one patriarch at Con/tantingple : He 
muft not bea married man, tho’ widowers 
are capable of that dignity as well as 
thofe that never had wives. He lives 
among a kind of monks they have.

The Armenian priefts muft marry butonce. 

‘The priefts in {trange countries in their 
habits differ not from fecular perfons, but 
in their own country they wear black. 
The ufual habit of the Armenians is after 
the eaftern fathion, with a turbant, &c. 

A prieft is obliged to lie in the church 
two or three nights before he celebrates 
mafs. ‘The deacons are {eculars, who yet 
muft have their heads fhaven, and none 
elfe may affift at maf or make refponfes, 
unlefS he hath fome particular command, 
or @ ceremonious inftitution. 
Phe feculars in the Turks and Perfians 
dominions may nor walk abroad after it 
is night, a prifon or feverer punifhment 
being the penalty ; but the priefts have 
liberty at all times, and may go with 
their Wives whither they will, there being 
at this time in the Lazaretto of Venice a 
pricit’s wife lately come out of the Levant. 

The Armenians and Grecians have great 
enmity between one another, and we 
were told the Turk and Perfian will not 
permit cither Greeks, Georgians, or Arme- 
aians to carry their wives, &c. out of 
their country, becaufe they want people 
to breed ; for every male, after 15 years 
of age pays to the Perjian an anhual rates 
a Greek gives about four rials and an half 
an Armenian about five rials, but the 
women are poll-fiee. The reafon why 
the Armenian pays more than the Greek 
is, becaufé they wrote Mabomel’s life, 
with fome circumftances that difpleafed 
the Mebometans ; before this, they affifted 
the Turks againft the Greeks. 

They have mafs on Sundays and holi- 
days, and they eat fifth on Wednefdays and 


Fridays. They keep Lent very ftriétly, 
eating neither flefh nor oil, and drink no 


wine, feeding only upon herbs, &c. 

In Armenia, and thofe parts where the 
Armenians are molt frequent, are Greeks, 
Surians, Facobites, Maronites and Georgians, 
all in friendfhip with the Greeks, but the 
Armenians. Nigh Aleppo live Jacobites. 

We were told, that if any one omits 
communicating, the oculum pacis in the 
mafs, it isadeadly fin; this kis begins 
when the prieft fays the Pax Vebifeum in 
their language, which is always ufed in 
their fervice. The prieft, when he turn’d 
his body, always turned from the right 
to the left. The Armenian lay people re- 
ceive not the cup. 

After a lay Armenian hath had three 
wives, it isiinlawful to marry a fourth. _ 

In the voyage of father Philippe, a 
French man, 1.5. c.5. ’tis faid the pa- 
trarch of the Armenians privately confe- 
crates a king of that people. 

At one fignior Bovi’s I bought fome 


Armenian books, and there I faw many 
Vo. VI, 
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pictures of Armenian men, and two pic- Sxuvox. 
tures of Armenian women, their habit not “~V~ 


much differing from the ufual reprefented 
in printed books concerning the Ea/t [n= 
dians.  Signior Bovi hath printed a good 
part of the Armenian bible, but fome think 
it will fcarce ever be finifh’d. 


We had fome difcourfe with Boos fer~ Geor 
vant, who was of the Georgian religion, gis 


and born in Georgia, The Armenians and 
they are different in their religion. They 
have an hereditary prince or duke, whofe 
territory is fmall, and not rich, but his 
power is abfolute. The city of his refi- 
dence is called Padian, Not long fince, 
the Perfian took a town from them, and 
afterwards refolved to banith them thence; 
which the Georgians underftanding, they 
made a confpiracy, and on a fudden de- 
ftroy’d all the Perjians in the city. 


Wevifited one Rofachio, areputed aftro- Rofichio'r 


loger, who was a mountebank that fold 
medicaments in the piazza of St. Mark, 
He thew’d us his collection of rarities, 
which were kept in pretty good order. 
His leffer things were in boxes divided 
into fmall partitions, with a wire-grate 
over them, fo that they were all expos’d 
to view without danger of being mifpla- 
ced. We obferved the tail of the Pa/fi- 
nacapiftis 5 maxilla pifcis Lamia, (an fhark?] 
Jerpens volans, which had a long furrow 
on either fide, in which were cartilagi- 
nous parts (he faid) when it was alive, thac 
ferved for wings ; a Pyraujtes or falaman- 
der, fhaped like a lizard, but broader 
and flatter and bigger than a rat. It had 
five claws before and behind on every 
foot : the tail confitted of 20 annuli fpinaji. 
Itisfoundin Africa, A great chamaleon ; 
a lion’s head; a ferpent curioufly and 
lively reprefented ina carved ftones the 
horns of the Gazella Ind. and of the Rupi- 
capra or Gazella Alpina, called Gimps s 
a huge Indian Scollop fhell or peéien; a 
Bacburlars head, which is a bird taken in 


~May about Modena: he told us, it hath 


much kindnefs for a man; the skeleton 
of a Marmotto; a living Marmotto, which 
fleeps all winter; they are taken in the 
Valteline Alps, &c. He had five forts of 
parrots in cages, which hung in a cham- 
ber together, warmed by a fite in the 
middle of the room; a fine paraquito 
with a red bill, a very long tail, a black 
{pot and ring about the neck ;_white hol- 
Jow /ubuli, furrow'd on the outfide, which, 
he faid, are found between Bolonia and 
Florence: he faid they were excellent 
againft fore throats, hoarfenels, Gc. if 
hung about one’s neck. Thefe we found 
in the fhore of the river Tanner, nigh 
Afie, in our journey to Genoa. ; 
We faw a pretty puppet play, which 
had changes op fcenes; and the figures 
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were moved by indifcernable wires from 
above, and were made to act and dance 
with much art. We faw here a Marmotto 
awake; it is Mus Alp. the head of it was 
like a rabbet, belly reddifh, other parts 
of 2 grifeous colour mix’d with fome red ; 
the tail black at the end: each fore-foot 
hath four digits, which he ufes as fquir- 
rels do; the hinder feet have five toes 
apiece; the head is deprefs’d and black- 
ih 3 it Meeps in the winter under ground 
upon the dips; it eats bread, nuts, &c, 
this wasa female: itis fhorter and thicker 
than a rabbet, and in the upper jaw are 
two ftrong and long incifores, 

The minthoufe is a ftately building 
behind the Procuratorio Nuovo. On each 
fide within the entrance, is a huge marble 
ftatue; a fquare court, where, in one 
place, we faw the furnace they melt bral 

ates in, which are afterwards cut into 
lon; 
{ciffars fix’d in the ground. A workman 
took a good quantity of thofe fquares, 
and put them into a large frying-pan 
among glowing charcoal; then the work- 
man took the pan, and fet up one foot 
on a ftone, and Jaid the handle over his 
Knee, and ventilated the coals and pieces 
of brafs together ; and when he perceives 
the brais is turn’d into a darkith blue co- 
Jour, he, at feveral times, tofs’d out the 
coals into another pan on the ground, fo 
that at laft nothing remains but the brats 5 
which being thrown out and cool’d, they 
are fteep’d for fome time in oyl, and then 
one takes a difh-full, and one by one 
beats them into an orbicular form with his 
great hammer and anvil. After this they 
ate beaten with the fame hammer again, 
which makes them more round; then 
they are brought to the ftampers, who 
{trike one impreffion of iron on it, as it 
lies on another iron impreffion fix’d like 
an anvil, 

In the fame manner we faw Cecchini 
ftamp’d. There were many at work, 
but moft were employ’d in the making 
of brafs foldi. 

The values of money are very uncer- 
tain at Venice, the council of ten crying it 
down one week, and within few weeks 
after the people raife the value again. 

When wereturned from Rome to Venice, 


= we vilited one Signior Travaglini, a very 


ingenious perfon, andan admirer of Des 
Cartes. Heis a good chymift and natural 
philofopher. From him we receiv’d infor- 
mation how to makea pi/vis fulminans,viz, 
Take one pt. of Sal Tart. two of fulpbur, 
and three of nitre, which muft be allbeaten 
together in a mortar, and mingled very 
well. This powder we faw put into a 
Spoon placed over a flame or bot coals; and

when the fulphur began to melt, and all the 
powder began to look black, a great clap 
was given like that of Aurum fulminans, 


Be told us alfo, that Vitrum Antimoyi; 
colore Rubini preditum, is thus made, 


Be Equal parts of common falt and antimony, 
reduce them to a fine powder, and mingled 
swell, put them into an earthen pot, which 
mitft be placed upon the mouth of a glafs 
furnace, where a reverberatory flame is 
made; there let it ftand for three or four 
days till the antimony be calcined let the 
powder be then wafh'd and freed from the 
Salt: after it is dry’d, put it into a cru- 
cible with a little crude antimony and borax, 
and then melted, it is of a rubin-colour.

He fhew’d us the furnaces where caftile te mai, 
foap is boil’d, and this account he gave ing of 


us of the Fattura or making of it. 
Tt is made of the bef? olive oyl, and a lixivium 
The lixivium is made of the afbes of kali 
and other feansoreck brought from Spain, 
and by us in England called Berillia: of 
this Berillia two thirds, and of the ordi~ 
nary fea-coreck one third, Thefe are ming 
led and broke into pieces with a hammer, 
and then they grind them into powder with 
a flone, as we ufeto grind apples for cyder 5 
after that they fift them, and the powder 
then is mingled with a little flaked lime, 
and made up into fmall pellets, which they 
put into leeches or troughs, and there pour 
water upon them to make a lixivium. The 
caldrons they boil the Joap in are of a buge 
Size, which have at the bottom a copper 
veffel, but above that the fides are built of 
Sone, very clofe cemented together, and 
bound with irons, and round about enclofed 
within a cafe of wood. Into the/e caldrons 
they put a great quantity of oyl, one third 
part of the measure, or more or lefi, as 
they pleafes then they fill up the veffil 
with the lixtvium, kindle a fire in the fur- 
nace, and fo caufé all to boil continually x 
and as the lye boils away, they fill fill it 
up with new lye, till all the oyl be confumeds 
and being united with the falt of the li 
um, is turned into a Joap, which rifts con 
tinually up to the top like a feum, swhich, 
by degrees, condenfes there: ‘this feum rifes 
as long as there is any oy! remaining, and 
fo the cremor of foap grows thicker and 
thicker. Thofe that are fkilfidl can tell by 
their finell when the oyl is all boyled away. 
The lixivium is counted firong’ enough Jo 
long as it will bear an egg. The water 
they ufe here is taken out of the fea, but it 
may be as well made of frefb water, To 
haften the making of the lye, they take fome 
of the boiling lixivium out of the caldron s 
to which purpofe there is a pipe that con- 
veys it out of the caldron into a pit or 
trough, which, with cold water, they a 
po)

upon the afbes to expedite the feparation of 
the falt. When the oylis boil'd all away, 
then hey let all cools and taking off the 
crigf of Joap, they give it up, thre a bole 
in the plancher, into another room, where 
it is fpread upon a floor, and Jmoothed the 
thicknefi of a brick, cwith a brafs inpru- 
ment wfed by one man's band. “After the 
foap is dried, they cut it into the fhape of 
long bricks, there being nicks in the borders 
of the beds the foap is fpreadin, on purpofe 
to dirett the infiruments to cut it into oblon 
parallelograms; this done they pare ibe 
pisces, and free them from impurities which 
may flick to them as the foap is fpread in 
thebeds 5 for they are firewed altdays with 
lime-duft to hinder the foap from fficking, 
They ufe a plane to pare with, and the 
pieces are divided into left with a wire, 
‘and then knock the feal on. 


The reafon why they mix kelp with 
the Berillia, is, becaufe the latter alone 
would make the foap too foft, and the 
firlt too brittle. 

To colour the foap green, they take 
the juice of Bets, a good quantity of ir, 
and put it into the caldrons with the lixi- 
vium and oyl. The Germans defire it 
thus. Perhaps the nitre in the juice may 
add fome vigour to the foap. 

‘The fire is continual, and the liquor al- 
ways boils till the operation be finifh’d. 


The canons della Donna di Loreto wear 
purple habits. 

One day when we were at Vertice, a 
good quantity of Lngli/h fearlet cloth was 
Burnt publickly in St. Mark’s place, ic 
being unlawful here for ftrangers to bring 
in fome commodities, which they burn 
affoon as difcover’d. Wine is given to 
the hofpital, but the casks and boats it 
is brought in, are burnt. 

The wines in requett are, 1. Vin, Rofo 
& Garbo; 2, Vinum Creticum five Malvati- 
cum 3. Vinum Hifpanicum ; 4. Vinwn Ce- 
fonanum. 

The citizens and noblemens houfes of 
Venice, have all their doors to the ftreer, 
open’d by a latch which is lifted up with 
a wire that is pull’d above in the upper 
rooms, as we obferv’d at Augsburg in Ger- 
many. The upper rooms are floor’d with 
a fine plaifter, which is laid very fmooth, 
and colour’d with a fhining red very neat- 
ly; and in the middle of the room they 
ufually Jay a long piece of green cloth 
to walk on, 

Sanfovinus, in his defcription of the ci- 
ty, fays, thereare 70 parithes in it, every 
parifh havinga church. The compafs of 
Venice is eight miles. Ie hath 31 mona- 
feries for men, and 28 nunneries. There 
are more than 450 ftone bridges, between 
9 and 10,000 gondali, The grand canal 
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to St, Clara, 1300 paces, 

A Venetian Braccia is equal'to 263 inch, 
which is to meafare cloth by: 
meafure is equal to about 25 inches, 
25% inch. 

About the middle of Ofober 1663. there 
wasa great ftorm of thunder and lighten- 
ing one night, and foon after the winter 
began, which was very fharp fometimes ; 
and about the beginning of February the 
weather grew warm again. 

Some of the Venctian noblemen are fo 
poor, by reafon of their debaucheries and 
ill husbandry, that they go to ftrangers 
lodgings, and beg their charity. At feve- 
ral times there were two ufed to come to 
our lodging in their gowns and caps, ask- 
ing our relief with a great deal of humi- 
lity. We were told, that there isa pub- 
lick purfe to maintain them, and that 
fome of them do live according to their 
quality, keeping houfe, a gondola ortwo, 
and yet go up and down begging. 

When any die in a fhop-keeper’s houte, 
the thop windows are fhut up for three or 
four days, and on the outfide is written 
the death of the perfon, ex. gr. Per le 
Morte del Fratello del Padrone, which in 
Englifh ignifies, For the death of the 
matter of the houfe his brother. 

There is in Venice fometimes a naked 
man or woman hired for the painters to 
draw the mufcles of the body by; the 
naked perfon being expos’d in a publick 
room provided by the matter of the aca~ 
demy, every painter giving fomewhat, 

Venice treacle is famous, and is care- 
fully compounded by feveral apothecaries, 
two or three noblemen, and two or three 
of the phyficians college, being always 
prefent, 

A young Irifh prieft vifited us, who is 
tutor to a fon of procurator Mocenigo, one 
of the richeft noblemen in this republick. 
All commerce with Am/lerdam and Hol- 
land, was, by bando ot proclamation, 
forbidden here, becaufe of the plague, 


fers. 


We obferved a great number of ber- remacie- 


nacle fhells fticking to the fides of an old fhells. 
Englifh veftel which lay here at this time. 
Thefe bernacles we afterwards obferved 
fticking to the back of a tortoife we took 
between Malta and Sicily, and faw them 

in the fifh-market at Rome. 

The Venetian noblemen, in the wiater, 
have their gowns furr’d ; and one fide be- 
fore is lined with the white or belly of a 
Mufeovy {quirrel, and the other fide with 
the back or grey of the fur; which they 
changed, In the firft part of the winter 
they folded the white over the grey, and 
after Chrifimas the other. They girt in 
cold weather their gowns about oN 
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black leather girdle fringed, having filver 
buckles before. The place where they 
walk in the piazza, is call’d i Broglia. 

All the young women (except the or- 
dinary common whores) are clofe kept 
within by their jealous husbands and pa- 
rents: and the gentlewomen, when they 
go abroad, asto mals; &c. are attended 
by old women, who obferve their behavi- 
our; the old woman being one of the firft 
things the husband provides after he is 
marry’d: and one old woman will under- 
take the careof three or four gentlewo- 
men, getting a good living by this means; 
and fometimes they prove bauds under- 
hand. Few women walk the ftreets be- 
fides the old bawds, &c, who wear ablack 
fearf or white linen over their heads and 
fhoulders.. Thofe of better quality have, 
inftead of a black fcarf, a white one, 
which they put. over head and fhoulders 
in the manner of a veil, and thew but little 
of their faces abroad in the ftreets. Moft 
of the noblemens daughters are put into 
nunneries after they are come to fome 
age, where they live till they are marry’d 
out. The fuitors fcarce ever fee them 
till the wedding day, all the bufinefs be- 
ing tranfaéted by the parents and the me- 
diation ofan old woman, &c, The greatelt 
matches are folemnized with balls and 
open houfe-keeping, for three days for all 
comers, and then the gentlewomen meet 
and play at cards together by themfelves. 
No women but fuch as are counted cour- 
tifans look out of their windows. The 
Venetian women are generally of a low fta- 
ture. Thofethatare fattifh, and but indif- 
ferently handfome, are reputed beauties. 

‘The inhabitants of Venice cloath them- 
felyes very warm in the winter. The 
thop-keepers wear gowns, and moft of 
the women have loofe coats lined with 
fur; and fome of the men and women 
have their fhoes Jined with cloth, &c. 
The hoftefles in inns, when they go up 
and down their houfes in the night, carry 
a little iron lamp in their hands, which 
is like the old Roman ones. 

The common fort of people, as porters, 
gondaliers, &c. are infolent exactors of 
ftrangers, if they be not agreed withal 
before you hire them. 

‘The generality are well habited ; and 
every one of the loweft quality (except 
beggars) wear a gold ring or two, and 
the women have alfo bracelets, &c. 

The beggars that are lame, &c. lieon 
bridges at church-doors, Gc, and beg for 
§. Antony's, for S. Antony of Padua’s fake, 
&e. 

Moft tradefmen make no confcience of 
asking, at leaft ewice as much as they in- 
tend to take, tho’, at firft, they will re- 


peat variety of oaths, that they cannot 
afford the commodity cheaper: yet they 
have this good quality; if they give you 
bad money, they will change it four or 
five days after. Their fhop figns are taken. 
down every night. They write under the 
fign what it is; and fome of the figns are 
abfurd, as the two Jefus’s, the two St, 
Peter’s, &c. 

The Venetians (as all Italians do) {wear 
frequently, per Dio, per Dio fanto, per 
Diana, Corpo di Chrifto, per Chri, Cof- 
petto di Dio, Cofpetto di Diana, &c. Some 
will make a crofs, and then fay, per quefla 
Croce. Others will fay, per Catzo di Dio, 
per Puttano di Dio. When they fcornfully 
admire any thing, they fay Catzo, Heibo': 
and if they fee any thing very ftrange, 
they will fometimes crofs themielves. 

The Venetians are not counted by the 
higheft fons of the church, very good 
catholicks, and therefore they fay Vencti- 
ani mezo Chriftiani, i, ¢. Venetians are half 
chriftians. 


The Jtalians roaft their meat over the Tslian am 
coals, and boil their meat for the moft /™. 


part in pipkins. They {trew feraped cheefe 
on moft of their difhes, and eat much 
garlick, which they put into moft of their 
fawces. Vide Mr. Ray’s obfervations. 
When three perfons walk together, that 
every one may have the middle by curns, 
they walk thus, 4B C, from one end of 
the walk to the other. B fteps back to 
the left before 4, who coming behind, 
fteps into the middle; then 4 fkeps back 
to the right before C, who coming be- 
hind, fteps into the middle. 
There is this ufual Latin rhyme onthe 
monks, 
Monachorum Stomachi 
Pocula Bacchi 
Vos oftis, Deus oft Teftis,

The Italians have a {port which they call 
Gioco @amore (digitorum lufus feu micatio) 
which is thus; two ftand together with 
their hands clutch’d, and both of them, 
juft at the fame time, jerk ott their hands, 
‘and ftretch out what number of fingers 
they pleafe, each of the players naming 
anumber; and he that chances to name 
the number of fingers thrown out by both 
parties, wins. Zx. gr. if one throws out 
three, and the other two, and one fays 
five, he wins; but if both hic on the 
fame number, and fay five, neither win. 
A game or fet is to win the firft five, ten, 
@e._ All the artis in fpeaking the num- 
ber, jerking out the hand, and ftretching 
out the fingersin the fame inftant of times 
for if they fhould not do fo, he that can fee 
the others finger firft ftretched out, might 


always win. Three, four, or more ne, 
Dey 
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play together s but ufually there are but 
wo, tho’ many will very attentively look 
on. 
This was a {port among the old Ro- 
mans for Cicero, in his third book of 
offices, page 129, fpeaks of a common 
proverb; Cum enim fidem alicujus, bonita- 
tongs laudant, digaum effe dicunt, qui cumin 
tenebris Mices (i. e. Mices digitis) 1.e, Sach 
a one is a very honeft man, you may 
truft him. 

Their clocks here have their dials mark- 
ednot as ours, but are figur’d from one 
to 24, and they count from fix of the 
clock at night, ull fix in the evenings 
therefore if iv be our feven ac night, they 
call it one hour of the night, and fo the 
clock itrikes, and fo iv is for the day. 

The firlt foundation of St. Mark was 
Jaid on the firlt of March 421. and there- 
fore they begin the year on that day, fays 
Tati. 

We faw at Venice a very little man, 
three quarters of aJraccia high his name 

1s Daniel Sack, aged 46 years, bora at 

. His voice was manly; he hada 
beard and face ikea man: hishands and 
fingers were monttrous, having fhort pads 
and fingers without any bones in them t 
his feet and toes were not very unlike 
his hands: he ftood with his legs acrofs, 
and ate tobacco, &c. ‘His father was.a 
handful higher, and lived at this time in 
Genoa; and his mother came of a {mall 
generation which hath continued for many 
ages in Japan, 

‘All that come from. Turky or any ins 
feéted places, are (hut up in the lazaretto 
(a place where all neceflaries and conve: 
niencies are provided) for 40 days; but i 
any, of the company fhould fall fick in thao 
time, they areconfin'd for 40 days longer. 

From) Vente to London the merchant 
pays for freighe ufually about 4 /. 10/2.

Jo. Baptift.. Ferro, an apothecary of 
Venice, is very well skill’d in plants, and 
hath fair books of dry’d plants, and one

‘The ground in Italy (as we obferved) 
did nor chop or open with chinks in the 
heat of fummer, as it does in England.

11, Blues take one part of ftrow-blue, 
one third gle marine, ie mollic, which 
goldfmiths enamel blue with, grind in 
water; &c, 

Note, To work the grey or ground co- 
four, take of the fame grey colour about 
the bigne& of a fmall nut, grind it two, 
hours upon a copper-plate; take alfo as 
much gum arabick as the bignels of a 
pea, grinditand keep it if a copper dith + 
mingle the fame quantity of gum in wa- 
ter, and pour it upon it; and if in fam- 
mer (to keep it from drying, and! to 
make it flick the better to che glafs) pour 
a drop ortwo of ftale ; with this draw the 
out-lines upon glals, and let it dry a day 
6r two; then with a great foft pencil or 
brufh Jay another ground very {mooth of 
the fame grey; then let it dry as before,

with a pen withouta flit, fcratch away the 
ground colour (where you would heighten 
the colour) to the bare glafS: let the glafs 
be very dry, and lay on the carnations for 
the face, hands, &c. then thered colours, 
if there be need of any, and then the whites 
for linen, fattin, Gc. then blue, green, 
and purples and laft of all the yellow up- 
on the bare glafs, on the wrong fide of it. 

Note, Ail the colours are laid on in gum 
water. When this is done, lay a floor of 
unburnt lime in an oven ; upon that lay 
clear glafsa finger’s diftance from the fides 
of the oven, or elfe it will break ; upon 

the clear glafs lay the painted glafs, with 
the coloured fide upwards 5 upon that lay 
a floor of unburnt lime very finely pow- 
der’d upon which, if you have more 
painted glafs, lay another floor, with the 
colours downwards, and, as near as you 
can, the fame colours one above another, 
green over green, &c. and fo one floor 
of glafs and another of lime, &c. Over 
the uppermoft floor lay four or five panes 
of feveral colours, as green, red, &c. 
fome allo at the bottom under all, and 
fome above all, and fome in the middle 
between the floors. Thefe are to be taken 
‘out with a pair of tongs to fee whether 
the glafs be burnt enough; for if they 
Jook clear and tranfparent, they may all 
be taken out; but as long as they appear 
dark and not pellucid, you muft let them 
fie in ftill: the mouth of the furnace muft 
be ftop’d with thin tiles, leaving a litcle 
hole in the middle, and at every corner, 
to putin charcoal. When the oven has 
been heated three or four hours with char- 
coal, put in beech: wood, very well dry’d, 
for eight or nine hours, or till the glafs 
be burnt enough. Let the furnace or oven 
cool for three or four days before you 
take outtheglafs; forifitbe not through- 
ly cool, the glafs will break; and after 
it is cool’d and taken out, rub off the yel- 
low on the back-fide with a hard brufh, 
there being always enough of the tinéture 
drunk in by the glafs, The lime floors 
muft be halfa finger thick, and muft al- 
ways be fpread fo that the glafs may be 
in a plain. 

The panin the furnace muft be two feet 
Jong, one foot and an half broad, half a 
foot deep, the fides of the pan about a 
finger thick, This pan mutt be fet upon 
aniron grate ina greater furnace, fo that 
there may be a hand’s-breadth diftance 
quiteround the fides, anda hand’s-breadth 
above; but underneath where the fire is 
to be Paty two hands-breadth : the thick- 
nefs of the fides muft be half a brick, Both 
the trough or pan and the furnace mutt 


be made of the beft earth to endure the 
fire, The furnace is left quite open 
tops and at equal diftances are laid three 
iron bars or plates crofs-ways, which are 
three fingers broad. Upon thefe mutt be 
laid thin tiles made of the fame earth, ig 
number eight, four in a row on either 
fide, made fo, that every tile may reft 
upon half of two of the bars, and in the 
middle there muft bea hole lefi, and ong 
aceach comer. By ftopping oF opening 
thefe five holes the fire may be increatet 
or abated; the chinks between the tiles 
mutt be ftopp’d with lime mingled with 
hair, or any good cement. At the front 
of the furnace are two holes, the lower- 
moit, under the grate (upon which the 
trough ftands) to put in fire at; the up- 
permoft abovethe grate, thro’ which they 
take out the panes of glafs, to fee whether 
the painted glafs be enough. ‘Thefe mutt 
both have floppers fitted for them totake 
out and put in, asin chymical furnaces, 
Thurfday, Decemb. 3, About an hour 
before day we entred the Padua bark, 
large boat covered like our barges, and 
went from the middle of the grand canal, 
pals’d by Santa Chiara and the Giudicha, 
then came by a pair of gallows in the wa. 
ter, whereon hung the quarters of Turki/s 
pirates 5 after this we went by St. George 
++. a monaftery in a litde ifland ; anda 
good diftance off, on our left hand, faw 
the ifand calld St. Angelo, where gun- 
powder is made for the republick of Venice ; 
then came into the mouth of a river be- 
tween marfhes ; and at five miles diftance 
from the city, pafs'd by Fi/ina, a {mall 
village on our right haad, where the boat 
was difmifs’d which towed our bark, every 
one giving four foldi, Here came out a 
long-boat with 10 or 12 oars, who pre- 
fently boarded us, and fearched all trunks, 
portmanteau’s, &c. One gentleman had 
all his ribband taken away, which he had 
bought to trim a new fuit with, becaufe 
it was whole in the piece. At this place

ive miles from this Muice we came by 
Oviage, a village on the right hand, and 
pai'd thro’ a third Muice (having pafsd 
the fecond foon after that which is de- 
ferib’d) we came here into the Brent, a 
Jarge river, which hath along wooden 
bridge over ir, The ftream of the river 
3s divided at this place into two currents, 
and makes a fmall ifland, on one fide 
whereof is a row of mills driven by the 
ftream. We paf’d a fourth fluice five 
miles before we reach’d Padua, and left 
the main river on the right hand, entring 
aftraight cut, which latted to the walls of 
that city. At the fourth fluice there is a 
brick bridge of two large arches over the 
river Brent, and a bridge of one arch over 
the fui At every fluice is an inferip- 
tion fee up by the republick, fignifying 
the feveral rates, 

Between Fujina and the fourth fluice are 
many pretty villee or country houfes feated 
by the water-fide, that belong to Venetian 
noblemen. One about the middle of the 
Way is large and handfome, which is D. 
Valerius his fon. From the fourth fluice 
to Padua there is no building worth the no- 
tice. Two miles before we arriv’d at Pa- 
dua, many porters got into our boat, being 
importunate to carry our luggage; and 
landing, at the portello gate, where there 
is a fair afcent by ftone fteps, a great 
number of rude porters crowded into the 
bark, for to be employ'd in carrying the 
pafiengers things. 

During our ftay in this city we obferv’d 
thefe particulars following. Firft we went 
to St. Anthony's church, call’d il Santo, 
which is a fair and large building within, 
On the north fide that faint’s body is en- 
fhrined in a chapel adorned with admi- 
rable braf fculpture, expreffing the moft 
notable circumitances of St. Anthony's life: 
the figures of men and women are lively 
carved, The workmen were Tullius Lom- 
bards and Foan. Sanfovinus. Devout 
people go behind the altar, and kifs the 
marble that contains the faint’s body, 
which, they fay, always gives a feet 
fell, that more probably is caufed by 
perfumes the monks craftily will have 
the people believe to be the odour of a 
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dead carcafs, 
recovery froma licknefs, gave to this 
altar a picture of mafty filver:

‘There isamarble afcentto the choir,and 
a curious carv’d pair of braf gates between 
a marble rail. This was given by a friar, 
and the value of it is efteem’d at 2500 
crowns. In the roof of the church are fix 
cupole. Behind the choir isa walk, and 
many chapels round about. In the cha- 
pelat the eaft end is a ftone thusinicrib’d 
to Andreas Argolus, a mathematician.

Decemb. 15. Being Chrifimas day, new 
ftile, we heard one of the Francifcan fri- 
ars this church belongs to, make a fermon 
in the afternoon. After he had done, 
two (of the four) organs play’d, and 
other mufick till the evening. Before the 
mufick began, the prior with fix monks 
in their cloth of filver copes, went to the 
north fide of the choir nigh the altar; 
then two others ftood (each with a candle 
in his hand) before them, whilft the prior 
faid fomething, and crofs’d himfelf ; then 
he fate down in a red velvet chair, have- 
ing three monks on each fide of him, 
who fate down by him, and pull’d white 


coifs over their heads, and the two candles 
were carry’d away, 

We heard a fermon another time in 
this church: the friar firft bowed to the 
crucifix in the pulpit, then crofv'd him- 
felf and faidan Ave Mariz. He repeated 
his text in Latin. About the middle of 
the fermon feveral of the lay-brothers 
went up and down among the people with 
little purfes at the ends of long ftaves, 
receiving of alms. 

Cardinal Bembi’s monument is in this 
church. 

Santa Fuftina’s church is flately within, 
finely paved with marble. Ic hath great 
pillars and cupoli in the roof: it is after 
the fathion of S, Georgio Maggiore at Ve~ 
nice, but bigger. ‘The front was not yet 
covered with marble, as is intended, 
Here are few altarsand ornaments, ex- 
cept what is in the choir, the convent of 
Benediétines this church belongs to, be- 
ing charged with taxes during the prefene 
war with the Turks. St. Fujtina’s body 
lies under the high altar, which hath a 
canopy over it that hangs down from the 
roof. The altar is marble, and curiou!ly 
adorned with Mo/aick work. Behind it 
is this infcription,

On each fide this altar isan organ very 
richly gilt. Behind thealtar is the cheit, 
the feats whereof are wood, and rarely 
carved with the ftory of our Saviout’s 
miracles and fufferings, Before every 
ftall isa box of bran or faw-dult, which 
faves the floor from fpit. The middle of 
the choir is neatly paved, and a long 
box of bran ftands there. At the eaft 
end is a rich picture. 

The convent is great and well built, 
confifting of four or five fair courts: one 
is large, and cloifter’d with handfome 
pillars. In one of the cloifters are thele 
infcriptions,

The univerfity hath this government 
The ftudents are of 34 nations, divided 
into two bodies, 22 are of the univerfity 
of jurifts, (of which number the Exgli/> 
nation is one) and 12 of the univerfity of 
artifts or phyficians. 

Not under three of a country, that are 
matriculated, make a nation, who once 2 

ear eleéta conful ; if they be under that 
number, the fyndic of that body the na- 
tion is in chufes 2 conful where he ple: 

Thefe confuls chufe every year by bi 
lotting two fyndics ; one is called fyndic 
of the jurifts, and the other of the artilts- 
each being chofen by the confuls of the 
two bodies diftinétly. 

The fyndic of the jurifts may, if he 
will, be Reéfor Magnificus; but of late 
the charge of maintaining fo great an ho- 
nour hath perfuaded them to be concent 
with the title of fyndic, finding the ex- 
pences of a good table, and the keeping 
two fervants in livery, to be enough for 
fach an office: All the profit he receives 
is a ducat from every doétor created 
here,

The fyndic hath power to command 
any feholar to his lodging, and confine 
him, if there be fear of quarrelling, &c, 
if the fcholar difobeys, the fyndic hath au- 
thority to.expel him. 

The fyndics and confuls make the two 
univerlity fenates. 

None of the profeffors, or any that 
have taken the degree of doétor, can be 
of this government, 

The confuls, in proceffions, take place 
of the profeffors. 

Every nation hath a profeffor, or perfon 
of note, who affifts them in bufineffes ; he 
is complimented by the conful, and ufu- 
ally he is prefented with a new-year’s 
gift, which all the nation contributes to- 
wards, giving about half a feudoa man. 
The conful looks after the nation’s af- 
fair, and the fyndic minds the bufinefs of 
all the nations he is chofen for. 

Every nation hath a beadle, who brings 
the book of matriculation to fuch as are 
to be admitted in the univerfity, and 
therein they write their names, and give 
a piece of money to the beadle. The 
Englifh give a piltoleaman, whereof five 
livres of Venice are given to the beadle, 
and the reft is kept for the benefit of the 
library belonging to the nation: The 
conful hath the books in his cuftody. 

In each body, or univerfity, the fyndic 
isone year an /talian, and the next year a 
Tramontano. 

The day before a doétor is created, the 
promoter accompanies him to the great 
~ college, which is held at the Doma; in an 
adjoining room there are three urns,in which 
are placed the names of all the books the 
puntia or quettions are taken out of ; the 
candidate takes out two of the books 
names, and then the punéa of thefe two 
authors are put feverally into two urns, 
and the candidate draws one out of each, 
The candidate from that time to the fame 
hour the next day is to ftudy, and make 
afhort difcourfe upon it. The next day he 
comes with the promoter and hears mafs, 
a beadle with his mace attending on them ; 
after that they go up to the foremention’d 
room, where the promoter leaves the can- 
didate alone for a good while; then the 
promoter returns and fits by him behind 
a table at the upper end of the room. 
The bifhop, or in his abfence a canon, 
who fits in a chair on the right hand, 
and dottors of the faculty, that are gen- 
uemen of Padva, with the profeffors of 
the fame faculty the candidate is to be 
created doctor of, take their feats, (being 
oneach fide of the room) none elle being 
admitted except the fyndic, who fits next 
to the bifhop. When the difcourfe on 
the punéta is read, three doétors are chofen 
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by lot, the two firkt difpute againft the Sxuwros. 
punsta, and the third propounds a cafe, “> + 


which the candidate is to refolve ; when 
this done he and his promoter go out, 
and then the doctors and_profeffors ballo 
whether he fhall pafS or no: If he hath 
all their votes, there is written in his pa- 
tent, Nemine penitus atque penitus contradi- 
cente ; and if he wants a - - - - tho’ he 
hath above half, there is put into the 
patent, Pro majore parte, which pro ma- 
jore is counted a great difgrace, and the 
candidate may refufe it, and try for his 
degree the next year. When the vote is 
pafléd, the promoter brings him in again, 
and the beadle opens the door, fignitying 
to the fcholars without, that he is made 
dogtor, which news is received with their 
applaufe, crying Viva, Viva, and fome 
of his friends throw verfes about in his 
commendation; the {cholars then croud 
in, crying Viva, Viva, again: The bithop 
then makes a fpeech to the new dottor, 
anda fhort one to the company 5 after 
that drums without beat, and the promoter 
makes a fpeech, ufing the ceremonies of our 
univerfities, giving him a book open and 
fhut, a ring, kils and cap; then the 
feholars cry Viva again: At lait the beadle 
places him between the bifhop and the 
fyndic, and then the new doétor thanks 
every doétor in the room: After this he 
pulls off his gown and walks home, being 
attended by his friends, and fometimes 
with the folemnity of drums beating, 
The charges of this publick creation ar 
about 100 crowns; and the papifts who 
are made doftors fwear to the pope’s bull, 
which proteftants refuling, the republick 
of Venice allows a private college, (held 
at the {chools) confifting, of cight doctors, 
who ballot and ufe all the foremention’d 
formalities except fwearing to the bull : 
Here five fufirages are called a Pro majore, 
and fix, feven, or eight are Nemine contra 
dicente, and the expences amount not to 
much above 40 crowns, half of which is 
depofited before the balloting, and is 
paid whether the candidate pafies or n 
Part of thefe new doétors charges goes to 
the publick ftock, which pays for the 
arms, infcriptions, and ftatues ereéted to 
the fyndies and confuls. The doétor of 
phyfick’s cap hath narrow brims, and the 
body of it folded into welts, 


We heard fome of the profeffors lec= Feravios 
tures, but thofe we were molt pleafed “ler 


with were Ferrarius’s ledtures. He ufually 
had many auditors, and at feveral times 
we heard him difcourfe of thefe particu- 
lars, viz. 

1. That the Romans brought in feveral 
Monje, or tables, one after another, with 


dithes on them, called, prima menja, je-

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SKinror. cunda, tertia, Fe. fometimes they were 


~\™ fo luxurious as to bring in 25. 


He read 
on this verfe of Virgil, 


Poftquam exempta fames epulis menjieqs 
remote, 


He explained the Promulfidarium Guf- 
tatoriwn, that it was a table brought in 
before the folid meat came, whereon was 
placed muljim, or guflus, i.e. wine 
mingled with honey ; next to this they 
had a table of flighter fare, among which 
they ufed to have artificial eggs made 
of meal, and little birds pepper’d ; 
on the table they had the Zediac pic- 
tured, and thereon were fet Fercula, or 
difhes of meat anfwering to the figures 
of the figns, as two mullets on pi/ces, &c. 
He fpoke of the vaftnefs of their lances, 
fome for winter, which were called drgen- 
tum Hyemale, and fome for fummer, call’d 
Argentum Zifiivum 5 fome of thefe weigh’ 
roolb. He mentions one that weigh'd 
500 lb. for which they build furnaces on 
purpofe. He fpoke of another way of 
feaiting without tables, when a fervant 
held a difh to every gueft. 

2. That there were three forts of Pur- 
1. Of the fhell; 2. Of an herb, 
and the third made of cochineal, now in 
ules the laft fore grew fo rare among the 
ancients, that the kings took it upon oc- 
cafion of great folemnities from one of the 
gods. He fiid that the Roman boys went 
in the fame habit with the fenators, who 
did not wear purple gowns, butover them 
a piece of purple which came over each 
fhoulder, and about the middle made a 
point where the flaps or ends met, and 
were called thence Clavius. 

3. He dileourfed of the Vafa Argentea, 
Aurea; Myrrbina and Vitrea s he {aid the 
antients had the art of carving glafs, which 
was often broke under the workman’s 
hand, and for that he quoted out of 
Martial,

The Vafa Myrrbina were not known by 
the antients what matter they were made 
of, becaufe the Romans had them from the 
Parthians. 

4. He read on Theopbraftus his charac- 
ters, and difcourfed on the defcription of 
aruftick, that he wore fhoes too big for 
his feet, that he wore nails in his thoes, 
and tuck’d up his garment immodeltly, 
whence he inferred that the Grecians wore 
no breeches; and proved alfo that the Ro- 
mans had none, becaufe Ca/ar when he 
was kill’d in the fenate-houle, let down 
his habie to cover his nakednefs, which 


he was unwilling fhould be expofed to 
publick view after his death. 

5. He read about the Palladium, and 
concerning Talimanical figures, which 
gave him occafion to tell feveral ftories, 
among the reftone of his knowledge, that 
when he went to fchool a Spani/h lieute- 
nant was troubled with an ague, which he 
cured by writing a few words to this fenfe, 
Febre fuge, and cutting off a letter from 
the paper every day, and he obferved the 
diftemper to abate accordingly 5 when he 
cutthe letter F. laft of all, the ague left 
him 5 the fame year about 50 more were 
reported to be cured after that manner. 

6. He difcourfed on the Lujtrum, (he 
faid Luftrum did alfo fignify Popina) why 
it fignifies five years, becaule the Fxva 
of animals were then thewn publickly to 
the people, who did /Prare thofe entrails, 
and were at the fame time cenfed. The 
Lupercalia were facrifices to Pan, who was 
called Lyceus by the Greeks. The Luperct 
were the priefts of Paz, who ran about the 
ftreets naked, with whips (made of the 
fkins of goats cut into thongs) in their 
hands, whipping men and women they 
met with ; the women would put out their 
hands, and be greedy of their blows, 
fecunditatis caufi. This cuftom he faid 
came from the Mendufii, people in 

yt, who did Hirco fubjicere Uxo 
he Purgatio publica et privata 5 thefe 
purgations were called Februa, thence the 
time was called Februarivs, the firft month 
of their year, On the 24th of Zune, be- 
ing the Natalis Dies of the city of Rome, 
it was a cuftom to leap thro’ fires, and in 
the dutchy of Milan (his native country) 
Ferrarius had obferved on the fame day 
dedicated to Fohn Baptift, boys and men 
to leap through fires. The Romans cal- 
led this feaft Palillia, from Pales the god- 
defs of corn. 

The Amburbia was another kind of 
purgation, when they went about the city. 
The Ambervalia, when they did ambire 
arva. 

7. He told a ftory of a duel, or mov0- 
machia (dueling he faid is the fame with 
bellum) between two fellows who were thus 
fitted to fight; the hair of their heads was 
cut off, that there might be no fpell in 
their hair; their nails were cut, and their 
habit was of leather ; then a tub of greafe 
was brought, with which they anointed 
their cloaths. Each had a club in his 
hand of the fame length and weight. Be- 
fore they fell to blows they were both 
fworn upon a bible, concerning the matter 
of their ftrife ; one fwore the thing was 
true, and the other denied ic upon oath.

He fpoke againft fingle combats, and 
the thootings too frequent among the ftu- 
dents, Se. 

We heard ... . Marchetti read in the 


“phyfick {chools about the Eryfipelas, and 


after his leéture (as at the beginning) his 
auditors cry’d Viva. When he had done 
here, he went to the hofpital nigh the Fran- 
cifcans, where in a little room he dif- 
courfed about the Partus Ca/arius, having 
the dead body of a woman before him. 

At another time he demonftrated the 
way of tapping the Abdomen for a dropty. 

We heard Krancifeus Bonardus, pro- 
teétor of the Englifh nation, make one 
leéture in the phyfick fchools. 

We heard alfo Stephanus de Angelis (a 
monk of the order of the Holy Spirit, 
whofe habit was of a cinnamon colour over 
white) read ona problem in the third book 
of Luclid, and demonftrate the longitude 
and latitude on a fphere. 

Tf any fCholar comes late toa lecture, 
the reft ufually thew their diflike of it 
by ftamping with their feet. When the 
profeffor has done they cry Viva s then he 
comes down, and the {cholars make a lane 
for him within the {chool, and as he paffts 
along he gives them his thanks, and then 
he flands juft without the door and falutes 
all the fcholars as they come out. After 
this, many of his auditors attend him home. 
Mott of the profeflors wear gowns. They 
walk in the cloifter about half an hour 
before the beadle cries bora Domine, then 
the profeffor follows the beadle into the 
fchool, and all the auditors that belong to 
his le€ture go in prefently after him. 

There are about 11 or 12 fchools, an 
anatomy theatre, and a room where the 
fyndic and the confals make an univerfity. 
‘There are three terms in a year, which 
they call Terza’s 5 about fix or feven days 
before the end of a term, the fcholars 
ufually break up, that is, when the pro- 
feflor begins his lecture, the auditors pre- 
fently make a great noife wich ftamping, 
and will not permit him to fpeak. This 
term we were in Padua, the republick of 
Venice fent order there fhouid beno diftur- 
bance, and commanded all profeffors to 
continue their lectures notwithitanding the 
feholars knocking and ftamping + in thac 
order a confiderable abatement was threat- 
ned out of the profeffors ftipends, for 
every leéture they fhould mifs. The order 
was obeyed both by profeffors and ftudents. 

The phyfick garden is of a round figure, 
and kept neatly 5 the botanick profeffor is 
Georgius é Turre, who in the fammer reads 
leétures on plants 5 he is allowed here a 
very convenient houfe to dwell in. 

Almottall the Padua ftudents (efpecially 
the Italians) wear piftols in a girdle under 

Vou. VI. 
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their cloaks, One day being at the fchools, 
a piftol was obferved to be difcharged, 
which happen’d by accident, a feholar 
fhewing a new piftol to another, and we 
took notice that all the ftudents about the 
fchools run out, and had their piftols in 
their hands, imagining the beginning of a 
quarrel. 

In this city none dare ftir abroad after it 
grows dark, for fear of fcholars and others 
who walk up and down moft part of the 
night, with carbines and piftols, 20 or 30 
ina company, every one habited in dark 
cloaths, their hair under a cap, anda 
pair of pumps made of an old hat on their 
feet, that they may walk foftly and firm. 
The fereets are generally cloiftered, and if 
any come within hearing, every man ftands 
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behind a pillar, and they call out Che Che va li 


va li? i, e. Who goes there? and they bid 
them go back 5 but if there be another 
party on the other fide of the ftreet, and 
they will not retire, then they fhoot at one 
another, and will keep each other from 
moving for a whole night ; and at laft, 
without any mifchief done, will fuffer one 
another to pafs. If one fhould be wounded, 
and he cries to confeffion, they immedi- 
ately carry him to his lodging (the other 
party giving leave) and privately endea- 
vour his cure, or if he dies they bury him 
very filently. When they go thus abouc, 
they ufually put fomewhat in their mouths 
tocounterfeit a ftrange voice, that they 
may the better conceal themflves when 
they take to the contrary fide, If they be 
not well skill’din the ftreets, and do not 
underftand how to keep their pillars, there 
is great danger. Sometimes they will let 
one or two perfons’ pafs by them, if they 
have no fufpicion of another party or Chi- 
vali (for fo they term thele diforderly 
night walks) and if ftrangers ; tho” the 
fafer way is to retire, for oftentimes the 
Chivali’s are in drink, and fome have been 
Killed for venturing too far. Every night, 
during our ftay in this city, we heard fre- 
quent fhootings, but nomifchiefdone, ex- 
cept one fcholar’s being Nightly wounded. 

The city of Padua is governed by a

Gam- 
baro. 12. Leone. One told us, that they 
have diftiné&t courts? For every fentence 
given they receive four livres; and for a 
contumacy, i.e. when one is cited and 
does not appear, eight foldi. From thefe 
are appeals to the vicariws, and from him 
to the podefta, and fometimes from the 
podefta to the council of Quaranti at 
Penice. 

The Orjo hath 100 ducats per annum, 
and the reft (except Camelo, who hath 
but 25) 50: 

The notaries who make all publick in- 
firuments, deeds, &c. for every 100 du- 
cats in the bargain; have 24 foldi for 
their fee; and for 1000 ducats and up- 
wards, tho’ the fum be never fo great, 
they have five ducats. 

When they begin a fuit, the actor goes 
firft to an advocate, and then fees a com- 
mandadore orpratco to find out the Rews, 
and demand fatisfaétion, which, if re- 
fus’d, he is cited to appear in court. 

All the Padua gentlemen above 30 years 
old, make a great council, and, by lot, 
chufe 32, who are the private council. 
Four of thefe are Afeffores with the po- 
defti, four are fupervifors of the Mons 
pielatis, five are Provifores fanitatis, and 
if the plague be in the city or country, 
five more are added. 

The privy council hears civil caufes. 

An hundred thoufand ducats is the ufual 
tate given by a gentleman of Padua to 
be made a nobleman of Venice, 

The hofpital hath a diftin& govern- 
ment to take an account of the revenues 
(valued at 15000 ducats per annum) and 
to infpeét other affairs. The Collegium Ju- 
viftarum chufes by lot 12 noblemen of 
Padua to be governors; and they elect a 
prior (who is alfo a gentleman) once a 
year, and theft officers following, for life, 
viz. a fub-prior, who is a citizen, and 
hath a houfe, &c. allow’d him; three 
doétors of phyfick, who have each 80 
ducats per annum, and prefents on great 
feafts. They are obliged to come every 
day and vific the fick. There is alfo a 
‘Medicus Afiftens. A chyrurgion that lives 
in the city, hath 30 ducats per annum; 
and a Chyrurgus Afiftens, who may give 
outward medicines, hath fix ducats per 
week, ahoufe, bread, wine, &c. The 
Afjftens every morning, enquires after the 
condition of the fick, and relates it tothe 
doétors when they come. Two apothe- 
caries ; two priefts; the Agens, who gives 
out all neceflaries for the fick ; an Jnfir- 
marius and an Infirmaria, who let blood 
and attend on the fick perfons, looking 
after the rooms, cloaths, &%c. two cooks, 
two butlers, one baker, a lawyer, a por- 
ter, Ge, 


No fick perfon can be admitted here 
by. the Chyriergus Affiftens, if he hath the 
itch, or any incurable difeafe, unlefs he 
procures a leer from the prior, one of 
the 12 jurifts, or from one of the doctors, 

We vifited. . . . Marchetti, younger 
brother to the profeffor we heard in ‘the a 
{chools, who hath many curiofities in ana- 
tomy. We faw the veins, arteries, and 
nerves dry’d, and laid out diltinétly ac. 
cording co their natural fituation, as well 
as could be done, on three boards,to which 
they were glewed. The Nerous /extiparis, 
and the veins of the pulmo were not done, 
becaufe they would have obfcured and 
confounded the reft. The veins, Ge. 
are taken out whole, by beating the pc- 
renchyma, &c. and often macerating in 
hot water. 

‘We faw alfo upon a board the branches 
of the Vena porta in the mefentery, liver, 
and {pleen, well pictured. 

The great hall call’d Palazzo della Ra- 
gione, is a very large room, fomewhat 
narrower and fhorter than Wejminjterhall. 
Tt hath a ftone pair of ftairsup to it At 
the upper end is an infeription to Livy 
and Speronius, both which are mentioned 
in Schottus, Here is alfo ereéted a marble 
effigies of a lady, with this following in- 
fcription,

The ftory of this lady’s death was thus 
related to us; That about midnight fhe 
was affaulted and ftab’d by one that would 
have violated her chaftity and fhe cry- 
ing out, her fon overheard her; and 
coming to her chamber-door, was thruft 
back by a bloody hand, and ftruck 
over the face. The murtherer prefently 
efcap’d, and enquiry was made afcer him. 
The magiftrates peptone’ her husband 
upon fufpicion, but he cleared himfelf by 
proving his abfence from Padua at the 
fame time. A nobleman of Padua was 
alfo feverely examined and rack’d, but he 
did likewife acquit himfelf, Notwith- 
ftanding, the fore-mentioned fon imagin- 
ing him to be the author of the murder, 
procur’d fome Bravi, who were difguis’d 
in ruftical habits, and they fhot him dead 


as he was coming out of the Santo one 
morn-

morning from mafs. Some of the Pa- 
dua gendeman’s company let fly immedi- 
ately, and kill’d two of the Bravi. The 
reft hafted away with the marquis’s fon 
to the neareft gate, where they had horfes 
ready. The marquis’s fon was publifh’d 
a banditto for this fact. He wene after- 
wards to Rome, whence he was alfo ba- 
nifh’d for giving a cuff on the ear to one 
of the pope’s court. 

Many in Padva think the marquis him- 
felf, being jealous, was the catife of his 
wife’s death 5 but to the beft of our en- 
quiry little fatisfaction could be given. 

Courts of judicatureare keptin this hall, 
which is well foored with a plaifter. On 
each fide of it isa portico with marble 
pillars and rails of a red colour, and below 
on each fide is another portico, Over 
four doors here are the marble _piétures 
of four famous men, and infcriptions 
under them printed in Schottus. 

1. Paulus the juritt holding a book, 
whereon is written, Locus reéte jus appel- 
Tatur. 

2. Albertus, having a book thus inferib’d, 
Beati qui cuftodiunt judicium, et factunt ju- 
ffitiam in omni tempore. 

Over this figure is a pi@ure of the Tri- 
nity, being here blafphemoufly repre- 
fented by an old man with three faces and 
three beards, 

3. Livy, with a book wherein is written, 
Parvus ighis magnum fepe excitavit incendium.

Adjoyning to this hall is the podetta’s 
palace, where, in one room, are many 
inferiptions fet up by the univerfity in 
honour tothe feveral podetta’s,

‘Three in- 
feriptions are under the piéture of Fran- 
cifeus Grimanus ; the pictures of Hierony- 
mus Fupinianus, and Joan. Venerins, have 
alfo inferiptions. A coat of arms here 
with Richard Trevor Conf: Anglis, written 
on it. A handfome little court with a

The domo is a very mean church: the 
choir is raifed up many fteps, Tn the fouth 
wing isa handfome brafs canopy over an 
altar of marble.

Under the choir 
is the body of St. Daniel (one of the 
patrons of Padua, whofe feattis 24 Dec.

tented at many things in his own order, 
&c. and afterwards we heard he made a 
private efcape out of this college, and in 
difguife went for England. ‘ 

There were not above 12 or 14 Jefuits 
in this place; that order being little re- 
garded in the ftate of Venice, efpecially in 
Padua, tho? they behav’d foberly.

St. Auguftine’s church is a good old 
building, the body whereof is fupported 
by tall round pillars. The choir is be-

In this city we faw the making of viol- atating 


ftrings, after this manner. Firft they take vil- 
the {mall guts of lambs, weathers, kids, 
wolves (but ufe no cats guts) and after 
they have feparated them, and cleanfed 
them from the mefentery, excrements, &, 
they put them into the river for half a 
day, and then keep them for eight or ten 
days in water mingled in a great tab with 
a good quantity of Griepoli, i.e. tartar, 
and a fmall quantity of Roch Allum, 

Note, That this water at the beginning 
is not fo ftrongly impregnated as at the 
latter end. 

Before they ufe the water, they fcrape 
off all the fat, &c. with a piece of cane 
hollowed like an apple {coop then they 
take feveral dithes of the water, and fteep 
the guts in them, and draw them every 
day twice out of the water, and twice out 
of dithes without water ; thus they are or- 
der’d for eight or ten days together 5 for 
the oftener they are drawn fo, the fairer 
the ftrings are made. The workmen have 
fmooth thimbles of brafs, thro’ which the 
guts are drawn. When they are wrought 
enough, they wind the gut upon the frame 
ABCD, onthepegsabcdefg bik. 
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The guts are twifted after this manner 
on a frame EF G H fatten’d at 0 to the 
wall.

The middle of a gut is put about the 
peg #, and the ends of it are faften’d to 
two hooks vv, where the gut is twifted 
by the wheel S, till che gut is fhortned to 
the length of the frame ; and then the 
ends vv are tied to pegs at nm, two fticks 
being put between the two parts of the 
twifted gut or ftring, to keep them from 
touching one another ; Many ftrings are 
thus twifted and faftned to the frame, 
which is put into a pit about the length 
and depth of a grave, having on one fide 
of it within, a hole where brimftone is 
burnt, and the pit being shue clofe with 
a wooden cover, the fmoak of the brim- 
{tone {mothers within, and makes the 
ftrings look white : After an hour or two. 
the frame is taken out, and the ftrings are 
expofed to dry 5 and as the feafon of the 
year is, fo they are fooner or later dry’d ; 
then the ftrings are oiled by drawing them 
thorow a piece of ahat that is oiled : After 
they have expos’d them todry, they take 
a fmall rope, made of horfe-hair, and 
fteeped in the fame liquor where the guts 
were, and rub it on fix or feven ftrings 
atatime, and then oil them, and at lait 
tie them up in little bundles for fale. 

The fmalleft ftrings are made but of 
one gut, and the younger the animal the 
finer the ftring ; the greater are made of 
10, 12, and fo on to 100 twifted to- 
geth 

Note, That the ftrings are double on 
each fide of the frame. 

, _ We faw in Padua the manner of dref- 
fing fins with the hair on : Firft they foak 
* the raw fkins in a river a day or longer, 
then lay them on a floaping block, as in 
tanning, {craping them witha two-handed 
knife 5 after that they foak ina vat, which 
holds ten mattels (every mattel is +* + inge- 
JSteria) of water, wherein are mix’d 60 1b. of 
falt, and 12 facks of meal; every fkin lies 
in this water, according to its bignefs, as a 
fheep-fkin, a month or two; hare-flin 
two or three days: When they have been 
half foaked in this lixivium, they work 
them upon a femicircular iron, with a 
double edge) fix’d intoa poft; this makes 
them fypple, and then they put them into 
the vat again; and after they take them 
quite out of the vat, they dry them in 
Morey.

We had fome difcourfe with him, but 
found him then uncapable to fpeak any 
good fenfe: His dinner and other meals 
are brought to him, but he never eats in 
the prefence of any: His fervants force 
him to bed every night, and he hath often 
new cloaths, which he burnsor tatters out 
prefently 5 he was at this time very meanly 
habited : He hath five or fix Lyglifh fer- 
vants: His overfeer or fteward is a Bre/- 
cian; his name is Carlo, and he {peaks 
Englih well. We were in Chrifimas time 
invited to dinner, with the reft of the 
Englifh to the duke of Norfolk's houfe. 

We were civilly treated by Dr. Murry, 
a Scotchman, at his creation-dinner, when 
he took the degree of dogtor. 

We vifited Dr. Cadened, a Scotchman, 
profeflor of logick in this univerficy : He 
formerly liv’d in Vicenza, and there taughe 
gentlemens fons, till the Jefuits came and 
fet up fchool. 

The Englifo that were in Padua while 
we were there, were Dr. Stokebam, Dr. 
Wiillughby, and Mr. Szvale. 

White earthen ware is made in this city 
of clay brought from Vicenza, 

We hired horfes one day for four livres 
a horfe, and rode five miles to Abano or 
Apona, afmall village, where we view'd 
the baths, which have very plentiful fprings 
that rife out of a rocky hillock, and there 
make feveral channels, the brinks whereof 
are crufted very hard by a fale or ftony 
matter the water is impregnated with, and 
a pure white falt foots out of the banks 
where the waterruns. The water is fo hot 
that the country people bring their hogs 
hither to fcald off the hair. Sheep will 
drink of it where it is cooler, and will 
lick the falt, One of the fprings drives 
an overfhot mill, where we obferv’d the 
wheel cover’d with a hard dark cruft or 
ftone, which they are forced to beat off 
with a mattock, at leaft every month : 
Ac this mill there is none of the fore- 
mention’d falt. The bottom of the chan- 
nels hath no ftony fubftance; the water 
looks greenifh: “Leaves and pieces of 
wood are crufted over with ftone, At the 
mill, befides the ftream which drives the 
top of the wheel, there isanother channel 
of water, which (if there be occafion) is 
Tet out upon the fide of the wheel. The 
fprings are within two or three foot of 
one another ; one is {6 temperate that a 
man may indure his hand in it for fome 
time. Towards the bottom of the hill is 
a publick large bath, and juft by are 
four or five baths in houfes, like thofe ar

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‘The water here differs Sxirrow

places, ‘Thefe baths are ufed by fuch as 
have the French pox, &c. A mile off is 

a fountain, called Fonte della Madonna, 
which is not fo hot as thef at Apona, but 
is fold in apothecaries thops for to drink. 
About half a mile off are the Luganean 
hills, on one of which is a Benediétine 
cloifter. 

_ As we returned to Padiva we took no- 
tice of a handfome palace on the left hand, 
and obferv'd the country peoples houfes 
and barns to have long Portici before 
them. The ground is well tilled and 
planted with rows of trees, and vines 
twifting about them. About the beginning 
of Yanuary they prune their vines. 

A little before we enter’d the city we 
pafied over a branch of the river Bachi- 
tione, and obferv’d the courfe of its ftream 
from A to B. 


AB is the river, C Bisa branch that 
runs under the walls, C D is the other 
branch which turns backward, E was the 
bridge we paffed over, a quarter of a 
mile from Padua. 

We hired horfes (ten livres a horfe) and 
went four miles bad way to a village call’d 
I! Ponte, from a bridge over a pleafant 
ftream ; then rode on a firm caufeway, 
by two great mills, and feveral {mall 
country houfes belonging to gentlemen, 
and feven miles from Padua came to Pol- 
verara, a village where we, obferv’d a 
fort of poultry mention’d in Scho/tus to be 
the biggeft in Jtaly, Ge. yet they are 
fhort of his defeription, tho’ fomewhac 
bigger than the common fort of cocks 
and hens: they are never of any colour 
but black, and have great tufts of feathers 
on their heads, and the like under their 
lower mandible, and both hens and cocks 
have horned combs 3 whence they are 
vulgarly, and perhaps corruply, called 
Galline defchiati, i.e. criftati. 

The country people feem to be poor, 
but are very civil to ftrangers, being ready 
in their anfwers, when they are afked the 
way to any place, &. They drink wine 
mix’d with a greater quantity of water. 

Fan. 6. We went in the Padua bark 
to Venice, and efcaped the fearchers this 
time.

Eagune were ftopp’d a while by the 
fearchers, who felc every one’s pocket, 
open’dchefts, &c. We were all nightin 
the boat, and the company contributing, 
we bought faggots and made a fire in the 
middle, fo entertained ourfelves with dif 
courfe of two merry monks, one a Be- 
nediGtine, and the other a Francifcan mi- 
noris objerv. At fan-rifing the 2d of Feb. 
we arriv’d at Padua, and there imme- 
diately hired a fmall narrow coach, drawn 
by three horfesabresft, paying four livres 
apiece to Vicenz: 

We went out at the gate called Sava- 
zorola, and pafs’d over the river Brent, 
and at nine miles diftance came to our 
baiting place at Sacco, a village : Near it 
are fome neat gentlemens houfes,and on the 
Jeft hand faw an old caftle on a hill call’d 
Monte Calfo. After that we travelled a 
pretty ftrait caufeway, having feveral fall 
palaces on each fide, and we obferv’d the 
country well cultivated, as in Friuli, about 
Tre and Polverara, &c. Nine miles 
from Sacco we entered Vicenza: A little 
before we arrived there we went over the 
Tifena, a (mall river. 

This city is pleafantly fituated, partly 
on a plain, and partly on a rifing ground 5 
it is indifferently walled with brick, and 
is much lefs than Padua + In many places 
are Portici betore the houfes; the {treets 
are badly paved: Here are fome ftately 
palaces, among which that of count Zriffint 
ismoft noted. Juft without the walls are 
vineyards, which afford very delicious red 
wines, known by their epithets Dolce & 
Piccante, fold tor 12 foldi an ingefteria 5 
a white and fweet wine and a four wine 
fold here.

(like thofe in the pit of our play-houfes) 
covered with boards: The roof is well 
painted with birds, clouds, &c. The 
Orcheftra is large, where the gentlemen 
and ladies fic in chairs. The ftage is cu- 
rioufly contriv’d into five perfpettives, 
builcof and reprefenting houfes,€%c, There 
the mufick plays, and the aétors come out 
into the pit, where they dance and act: 
The front of the ftage is adorn’d with 
ftatues, pillars, &e.

90 ingefteric of the 
juice of lemons, 30 ingefterie being put 
in ata time. Black colour is given by 
a liquor, wherein there is 100 Ib. of Va- 
lonia, 40 or 501b. of galls, that give it 
a glofs; and after that they put the filk 
in vitriol and honey. 

Juft without the gate that is towards 
Mons Bericus, we pafs’d through a fair 
arch of ftone, and prefently afcended many 
ftone fteps, more than at the Englifh Je~ 
fuit’s college in Liege ; after a good 
height we came to a refting place, where 
are two infcriptions mention’d in Schottus. 
Then mounted higher, and near the top 
of the hill entred a fmall chapel of Our 
Lady, wherein is obfervable a multitude 
of little piétures, figures of men, &c. in 
wax and wood, crutches, and the like, 
being fo many memorials of miracles 5 
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among the reft on a beam was a Tittle Sximvow. 


gallows, with the figure of a man hang- 
ing, which reprefénted an innocent per- 
fon, who was condemned to die, bur b: 
our lady's affiftance he fell down alive, 
and was freed. 

From this hill we had a rare_profpeé 
of the city, country and mountains, 


Some diftance hence we vifited a neat count Ca. 
palace of count Capra, who was bandito’d, pra'spx- 
and fled to Injpruck, where he did fome /* 


mifchief he loft his life for. 

The palace is fituated on a hill, and is 
commonly called La Rotonda: The figure 
of the outfide is {quare it hath on each 
fide a fair afcent to a ftately portico, fup- 
ported by fix pillars; underneath are 
rooms for the ordinary offices, as bake- 
houfe, kitchen, &. ‘Over them in the 
middle is a round hall, with a painted 
cupola, like that of the prince of Orange's 
nigh the Hague, but lef’, and not fo fairly 
adom’d. Four great valoe opened to- 
wards each portico, where the light came 
in. This houfe hath three figures, a fquare, 
a crofs, anda circle.

ABCDis the fquare; EE EE are 
the four entrances from the porlici, that 
make the crofs; F is the round hall. 

There are two chambers in each corner 
fquare, fome of which are finely painted 
on the roofs, 

We faw here a Mo/aick table of wood, 
defcribing a pair of tables, and Gioco del 
Occho, 


Feb. 4. Hiring horfes we rode fix miles Gugozn. 


under the fides of hills on the right hand, 
and arrived at avillage calledGu/teze,where 
we took two guides, who with lighted 
ftraw conduéted us into a great cave, 
which is reputed feven miles long, and 
was probably a place of fecurity in time 
of wars and perfecution 5 for we obferv’d 
two entrances, which formerly had gates 
to them, and have holes near them, as in 
caftle walls to fhoot through. We went 
about a mile under ground, and took no- 
tice of large fpaces, fome of which were 
Jow-roof’d, and others indifferently high, 
but none fo high and large as in Wokey- 
Hole in Somerfetfrire. One room was 

clos’d 
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Suro. clos’d up with a wall, and call’d Camera 
Sw™ @ Ammunition. They thew’d us a rude 
fone, which they call’d Pietra Ditocca. 
Here was formerly a quarry, where they 
digg’d out ftone, for we obferv’d the im- 
preflion of cart-wheels within the cave, 
and three or four great ftones almoft hewn 
out of the rock, Many valt rude pillars 
fupport the roofs, from whence hung jta- 
laétites, i.e. water petrified. Ac this time 
we found agreat number of bats clinging 
to the fides and the roof of the cave : 
We faw a great oven, made by art in 
the rock, which was ufed by thofe that 
fled hither. A water ftopp’d us from 
going, further, and in that water we took 
Squille (which they call) Venetiani, bat 
are truly Pulices Marini. The cave and 
water was now very warm. 

Defcending the hill we came into ano- 
ther cave, being only one large high-roof’d 
fpace, whence are ventiducts or channels 
cut out of the rock, that convey a cold 
wind into an adjoining palace belonging 


to Tridentus, a nobleman of Vicenza. 


When they would hayea cool air, they 
fhut up the gate at the entrance of the 
cave, and open a door at the end of the 
channel, which lets in the frefeo, every 
room having a hole in the wall or pave- 
ment to admit it.

Feb. 5. Hiring horfes for four fivres 
apiece, without a guide, we fet forward 
for Verona; we rode a ftrait and broad 
way, through a pleafant valley, having 
hills on each fide of us, and at ten mikes 
diftance came through a large village, 
ficuated on a hill, called Monte Bello, a 
caftle on a hill near it of the fame name, 
Six miles further we baited at Villa Nova. 
a fmall village. Then we travelled in 
fight of Soave, a walled place, with a 
caftle on a hill on our right hand. Three 
miles from our baiting place we pafied 
through Caldere, another village, and faw. 
two or three caftles upon hills on the 
right hand, and nigh the road a hand- 
fome cloifter, feated on a hill, and be- 
longing to white monks. Four miles fur- 
ther we came through S. Martyz, a village, 
and then to S. Michael, where there is 2 
{mall cloifter of eight white monks, who 
have a pretey church, called La Madonna 
della Campagnia, The church is after this 
figure :

We faw the garden of fignior Horalin sini 
Fujti: Kirk we entered a fair garden, fet seo" 
about with tall cypreffés, and then we 
nded many fteps, at the upper end 
whereof was a pretty grotto cut out of the 
rock, and a cage of birds; we made thence 
another afcent, and faw a little chapel of 
our lady, cut alfo out of the rock, and 
therein we obferved two marble pedeftals 
for tapers to ftand on, which were like 
the pillar we faw in Zurich library, being 
naturally inlaid with feveral colour’d ftones 
From hence we went up many ftairs withi 
a place like a fteeple, and came intoano- 
ther garden planted wi cyprefles, Ot 
Here we faw aloe trees bearing feed, and 
there is a fummer-houfe with two or three

rooms and a kitchen 5 another fummer- 
houfe at the other end of the garden, 
whence we had a fair profpect of the city 
and country : A well of water, fountains, 
Gc. are cutout of the rock ; One quarter 
of the lower garden isa little iland, with 
a narrow mote for fwans, very handfomely 
adorn’d with ftatucs and marble walls,

€c. Credulous people believe there is no 
artificial conveyance of water, but that 
all is fapplied from the ftone only.

o% where we faw a great many fait rooms 


fornifh’d with excellent pictures both an- 
tient and modern. ‘The lateft were made 
by one Girslamo, a Fleming. Here were 
feveral little bral ftarues; a very rich 
fall crucifix of wood rarely carved; a 
gilded elephant, having on his back a 
caitle witha clock within it. Some other 
curiofities, as petrified fhells, horns, and 
a very curious peéten, of a fcarlet colour 
on the outfide and round the edges of 
the infide, having many pricks upon ic, 
Signior Marco Sala, ‘an apothecary, 


0 St- hath many of Calecolarius his rarities, and 
Ky Mult others; among which we obferved fal 


fale; fal Ammoniacum, yellow as it is 
found in the earths plumbago, which is 
fomewhat like our lead-oars lapis al- 
dergicuss terra rujma; matrix aluminis 
Seiilis fidphur naturale, a gum called 
charagna Ind, two filique like a pair of 
horns; a roundith Guiney fruit divided 
into fix quarters; fungus cervinus s folium 
caryopbylli Pli, fagara minia Avic. which is 
a little red bean witha black {pot frutto 
del bdellio s meben Bobem. areca, which 
isa long reddifh and Mhining fruit ; ca-

‘The government of this city is after Govern: 
this manner. ‘The nobility chufes a geeae ™- 


council of 122, who, every year, take 
out of themfelves 50 by lot, which con- 
flitute the leffer council or fenate. The 
yemaining 72 are divided into fix twelves 
or muta’s, cach twelve ferving two 
months. ‘Thefe difpatch ordinary affairs, 
affemble the 50, and propound matters 
to them. When their two months are 
expired, they cannot meddle for that year 
in affairs, 

The 122 are divided into two thirties, 
and two thirty-ones ; and every year 
either 30 or 31 go out of the great coun= 
cil, and the fame number comes in; fo 
that every fenator continues four years 
together: the fifth year he is uncapable 
of any office, but the fixth year he is 
ufvally chofen again, tho? they may chufe 
new ones if they pleafe, which they never 
do unlefS the old have committed fome 
fault, 

The 122 are chofen out of 50 families; 
and there is a Jaw, that but three of a fa- 
mily can be in the great council at the 
fame time. 

There are alfo thefe confiderable offi- 
cers, viz, 

1, Della cafe Mercante, 

2. Two proveditori, who look after the 
revenues, and govern by turns every 
three months. They are chofen every 
fix months. 

3. Two cavallieré di commune, who have 
charge over the bread, flefh, weights, 
fhutting of fhops on holy-days, @c. They 
are changed every fix months. 

4, Thirteen criminal judges, vz. 1. the 
Podefia, 2. Vicario, 3. Giudice del maleficia 
4. Giudice del Grifone, 5. Giudice della re- 
gione Leone, All thefe five are ftrangers, 
the other eight are Verone/e gentlemen, 
four of which are doétors of law, eleéted 
‘out of the college of Verova, and four 
that are only gentlemen. 4 

There are three colleges’ of notaries 5 
1. Nobili, 2. Cittadini, 3. ordinary no- 
taries. 

The podefta and capitaneo are fent by 
the Venetians. We faw a malefactor that 
was hang’d in the chief piazza, and was 
left on the gallows till the evening, when 
he was taken down by this proceffion, 
viz. firft, fome boys went before a crofs 
and ablack banner, then two black Jant- 
horns with lighted candles; and after 


them came many men, habited in elk 
their 
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sxwros. theit faces covered with a black hood, 
A~™ and they finging a doleful vane. 
In. this city are garifon’d 10 or 12 
companies of foot, and two troops of 
horfe, which are well paid by the flate 
of Venice, Every horfeman hath 13 du- 
cats per men/zm. ‘The horle are efteeny’d 
better than the foot foldiers. Many Ger- 
mans, Grabats, &c. among them. , 
Here and at Vicenza we obferved at 
meals only adark coloured falt,like brown 
fugar, which they bring always in a plate. 
The white falcis prohibited. 
"Lhe air of Kerona is very fubtile. 
The wines here are, 1. Mojcatello, a 
fweet white wine, which hath a talte of 
moik; 2. Vino Garganico, which is arich 
white wine, not fo ftrong as the others 
358 4, Vino Negro, Groffo F Picciolo, 
Feb, 9. Wegave 25 livres for a coach 
and four horfes, that carry’d us this day 
to Mantna. We firft travell’d a ftrait 
and good way thro’ a field country s and, 
after 10 miles, came to Villa Franca, a 
large village. Here we pals'd by an old 
brick caitle, and paid ovo foldi a man 
as we pafs’d thro’ a gate of a brick wall, 
which was built by one of the Scaligers, 
and runs along from to - a 
Two miles further we arrived: at our 
baiting place in S. Zeno, A mile or two 
from thence we went thro’ S. Sebajtian, 
a lite village under the duke of Mantua, 
and then. rode worle way. . Six miles 

Mamie: from S, Zeno we came to Marmirola, 

Jo. where there is.a curious: palace of the 
duke of Mantua’s, newly built for fum- 
mer pleafures. ‘The rooms are very 
neat, and richly adorned, with pictures 
and ftatues, Here is a cage of birds; 
and before the palace is  pleafant_foun- 
tain reprefenting a rock, having feveral 
ftacues onit. Some diftance round about 
ftood other ftatues, and a little grove 
about all, 

In an old caftle near the palace are 

Avimal: Kept feveral animals, viz. 1. two badgers 
chained, having little boxes co run into; 
their legs and bellies black, a great pot 
of white down the middle of their heads, 
and another of black down to either eye 5 
the hair greyifh, long and tiff like hogs 
briltles:, “Dhey eat bread, fruit, Gc. 

2. Sandy-coloyred rabbits; with them 
was kept ' 

3. A gazella, about the bignels of a 
fawn, with very liwe legs; of a dilute 
fandy colour, the belly white, and the 
horns. wreathed, but not hook’d, like 
the rupicapra, elf. like to the gimps. 
Qu. Whether. this was not generated by 
a deer and a.gimps? 

4. Gatto-lupo, of a fandy colour, 
having a fhort tail tipt with black, about 
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the bignefs of a mungrel maftiff, being 
between a wolf anda fox. It hath long 
black hair hanging from his ears, and a 
wattle of black hair under each nether 
jaw. Under his chin was white, his feet 
broad like a cat’s. 

5. Two gatto-pardi, male and female, 
much lef than the former, being hardly 
fo big asa fox his tail tipe with black 
the belly white, the reft of the body of a 
dilute fandy colour, and {potted over 
like a leopard. Both this and the gatto- 
Jupo had faces like cats, and are carni- 
vorous. The male gatto-pardo was not 
fo fierce as the female. 

6. A lufty he-lion, haying a long tail 
tipt with black. On each foot he had 
four claws, and a little claw above them 
behind. When he lay down, he thruft 
out his penis, which feem’d crooked, and. 
bended backward coward his tail. 

7. A great bear. 

8. Two great eagles of a dark ferru- 
gineous colour, and feathered almoft to 
their claws. 

In the road a laden camel was met by 
fome of our company. 

From Marmirolo we travel’d a very 
ftrait, but bad way, fhaded on each fide 
with tall trees, which continu’d about 
three miles to a little chapel on the right 
hand, where the road winded a litle to 
one fide; but after that it continu’d 
ftrait to Mantua. 

‘A Dominican friar who had been pro- 
feflor of philofophy in Bononia, and who 
at this time was reader of divinity in the 
Dominican cloifter at Verona, travel’d 
in the fame coach with us to Mautua 
He was very civil, and willing to inform 
us of thefe particulars, viz. That the Scal- cxf 
gers came firft out of England, that in 
Verona, on the laft Sunday of the carni- 
val, are races of men, horfes (inftead of 
women which ran formerly) and afles 
that run thro’ a long flreet, without ri- 
ders, a premium being, given to the 
owner of the horfe, Gc. that wins. That 
in thefe parts all the children have equal 
portions; and the wife, if her husband 
dies firft, carries her portion or dowry 
back with her: but if the dies firtt, then 
the children the leaves, take equal parts + 
and if fhe hath no children, half her 
dowry goes to her husband, and the other 
half to her parents, &. _ 

If a woman hath children by her firlt 
husband, and, marrying again, hath chile 
dren by,afecond husband, when fhe dies, 
her eftare is equally divided amongtt all 
her children by both husbands. 

If a young woman marries an old m2, 
fhe will firft have a dowry or jointure 
fettled upon her for life,

When we arrived at’ Mantua we fir 
pafs'd a fentinel at a_paled gate, then 
entred agate at the Fortezza (where we 
paid three foldi a man) which is ftrongly 
fortified with a good wall, and a very 
broad ditch of water ; fome diftance 
thence we pafs'd another gate, and then 
went over a long bridge ;_ a good way 
farther we went through a very long por- 
tico (like Heidleberg bridge) and ented a 
third gate, where foldiers examined us, 
and took away our fire-arms, Here they 
gave us this bolletin, viz, 


Gratis. Adi. 19 Feb. 1664. N. B. Inglefe 
Hi quale viene da Verona et 2 @anni 20. 
con barba, Occhi Neri, Carnagione Com- 
mune, entra in Mantua per Porta 
hauendo....... diffe di Volere.. .

We got into the city juft before the 
ringing of the 4ve Maria bell, when they 
always fhuc the gates. After we had 
taken up our lodging, we carried the bol- 
letino toan officer, who writ it out into 
@ great book, and made a mark on it, 
then returned it to us again, and gaye 
us another fcroll, which we delivered to 
our hoft, having paid five Mantuan livres 
for it. 

The duke’s palace is an indifferent 
building without, but within isa ftately 
{quare and high hall, or guard-chamber, 
in the middle whereof hangs a coronet 
and four funs about it; towards the top 
are pictures of horfes behind curtains. 
The roof is fairly painted. Next to the 
hall are three handfome rooms adorned 
with good pictures ; two of thofe rooms 
are chambers of prefence, having canopies 
in them 5 the roof of one is prettily 
fretted into a labyrinth, and in feveral 
places of it is written,

we obferved’ nothing befides the holy 
water bafons of ftone, which were carved

_ We endeavoured to fee the duke’s ca- 
binet of rarities, bue were refufed. 

‘The ftable is a long 
fides, anda courtin the middle 5 one fide 
was fill’d with horfes and mules; and about 
half the other fide was a ftable, and the 
other half a riding-fehool. Two hundred 
horfe kept here, among which we took 
notice of three white ones {ported curioufly 
with black ; over every horfe’s manger 
was the horfe’s name written. 

S. Peter’sis the cathedral, a very pretty 
church, having two rows of pillars on 
each fide of the nave, or body of the 
church, befides a row of little chapels 
on each fide. The roofs both of church 
and chapels were neatly wrought and 
painted ; handfome ftatues ftood beeween 
the chapels and pictures of faints, round 
the body of the church above the pillars. 
Without the church-door we read this, 
printed, viz.

The dukes of Mantua lie buried here 
under the choir. Behind the high altar 
table isa fquare place built of ftone a good 
heighth, having round about it a portico, 
and round the top a ftone rail. On a 
graveftone here was written, 


Lampridium Carum Mufis bic Mantua Ser- 
vat. MDXL. 


Nigh the welt-door ftood a great bell 
made with cight furrows in it, they faid 
it was never rung but once, and chen all 
the women in the town that were with 
child mifcarried. Round about it is writ 
ten in old charagters. 


Guido de Gonzaga Prapofitus Ecclefie ma- 
joris Mantua proprtis manibus fecit banc 
Campanam in bonorem pretiofi fanguinis 
Chrifti, tempore illupris Principis ‘Fab.

The Palazzo di Ragione is above ftairs, 
asthe great hall at Padua, and is a long 
and broad room, on one fide whereof is 
an antient effigies of Virgil, On the out- 
fide of this building is another old flatue. 

The corfo, where horfes run races, is 
a handfome long ftreet with palaces on 
each fide, among which is one old and 
fair palace belonging to count 7u/lus. 

The butchery is a long and handfome 
building that ftands by a channel of water 
which divides the city into two parts. 

The duke’s name is Carlo Gonzaga UL. 
ayoung man. He married dna Maria 
of the archduke of Zn/pruck’s family, but 
he hath greater kindnefs for the countefs 
Margarita ot Cual. His foldiers have 
but 20 foldi per diem, which pay. is too 
little, and therefore many run away ; he 
hath alfo fbirri, who walk the ftreets with 
carbines, and fecure the highways on 
horfeback. He hath about 50 Switzers 
for his guard, who, with his pages, &, are 
habited in a yellow livery with black lace. 

Leti fays, thav 24 carbines attend the 
duke’s perfon, and that he hath 800 horfe 
well efteem’d thro’ all Italy, and 12000 
foot ; but two troops of light horfe 
enroll’d, The country yields 60000 
doppie per annum, and Montferrat 13000. 
He fays there are 6000 eqs, who pay 
20000 feudi ; but we were informed the 
‘Fews were about 700, who live ina part 
of thecity (Gheto) by themfelves, and are 
known by an orange, tawny, or filemot 
ribband in their hats. Lei fays the Man- 
tua mills pay. 4000 fcudi, and that there 
are 45000 chriftians, from whom is ex- 
pected 70000 fendi. 

The duke hatha council of ftate, con- 
fifting of fix noblemen. 

A minifter of ftate, who reprefents the 
duke in hisabfence, difpatches the greateft 
affairs, punithes the noblemen, and de- 
termines fuch controverfies among, them, 
which the inferior magiftrates have no 
power in. 

Ac this time there was no minifter of 
ftate ; the laft, which was marquefs Os- 
tavio Gonzaga being lately dead. 

A council call’d Magiftrato Ducale, con- 
fifting alfo of fix, and a prefidents thefe 
refemble our court of Exchequer, and de- 


termine differences between the duke and 
his people. : 

_ Count Paniffa was prefident at this 
time, 

Another council of fix fenators and a 
prefident, who judge in all civil and cri. 
minal caufes, which are firft broughe to 
the Capitano della juftitia, whofe fenrence 
muft be confirmed by that fenate, and 
figned by the duke. Lefer civil caufes 
may be determin’d by the Capitaro and 
fenate. 

Four fecretaries of ftate. 

In this dukedom are about 102 burgi, 
or terre, over which are appointed to 
many commiffaries or governors, 

The duke makes knights, which are 
call’d Cavalieri del Redemptore. 

Of this duke’s family are thefe three 
fmall princes feudatory of the empire, 
1. Prince of Novellare. 2. OF Bozalo, 
3. Of Guaftallo, which do all coin money, 
have power of life and death, and are 
only obliged to be at the duke of Adfan- 
tya’s court three months ina year. 

The duke of Mantua iscall’d alfo prince 
of Solfrino. 

Caflione is another branch. 

The prince of Mirandula’s name is 
Picus. Mirandula is about the bignefs of 
a citadel, and hath but one gate. 

The duke’s Bucentoro is a large boat, 7 
but no ways comparable to that at Venice. 

We faw a rich gilded waggon of the 
duke’s. 

Before the houfes in the piazza, are 
fome cloifters or portici. 

The common people here are but poor, 
and they fpeak the Italian more corruptly 
than che Venetians. This city is not po- 
pulous, yet about the market place we 
obferved a good number of people, it 
being Carnival time, and there was much 
mafquerading, and every night an opera, 
ora ridiculous comedy, 

The palaces are more plain, and the 
houfes have lefs windows than thofe in the 
ftate of Venice, 

None of the inhabitants wear ftiletto’s, 
or daggers, as they do in Venice. 

We obferved a great company of 
{chool-boys walking two and two toge- 
ther, and clad in blue gowns with hang- 
ing fleeves, 

We went up a high tower, where on 
the top lives a poor man and his family 
his bufinefs is to ftrike the bells every 
hour, &c. Hence we had a large pro- 
fpect of the city, which is great, and is 
fituated in the Jake. -

Feb. 11. About 22 o'clock, after we 
had received our fire-arms we left at our 
entrance into Mantua, we took our places 
in a bark, and delivered a bolletin to a 
fellow there. Then we went through a 
fhort channel, and came into the lake, 
on our left hand having a view of a long 
brick bridge, confifting of about 45 or 
50 arches, which lead to S. Georgio, a 
fuburb as ftrongly fortified as the Fortexza 
we enter’d Mantua at. In the lake we 
fw a very great number of coots, which 
the duke will not fuffer any to fhoot at. 
After fome timé we came to the river 
Mintio, which comes out of Lago di Garda 
at Pyebiera, a fortified place of the Ve- 

fans, and in its paffage makes the lake 
of Afantza, which is five miles long : 

Ten miles from Mantua we pafled a bridge 
and fluice at Governo, where having baited 
about an hour, we came into the river Po, 
which is about the bignefS of that parc 
of Danubius we faw. The country on 
each fide the Po is very rich : 
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Eridanus, quo won alius per pinguia culta, 
Tn mare purpureum violentior influit amnis. 
Virg. Georg. 1. 4. 


‘Ten miles further we paffed by Ofia on 
the Ift hand ; and three miles thence on 
the fame fide the pope’s country began: 
Seven miles further we pafled by Mafie on 
the left hand ; and feven miles more, at 
break of day, (Feb. 12.) we arrived at 
Stellata, a large village of the pope's, 
where we refrefhed ourtelves with cakes 
and Aqua Vite, while the watermen pro- 
cured a bolletin or pafs from the fort, 
which hath a fmall place ‘ealled Figarolo 
oppofite to it; then we rowed on, and. 
wentin the right branch of the Po, which 
here makes a great ifland, * Fight miles 
from Stellata our bark ftopp’d ata village 
call’d i! Ponte, where a great mahy porters 
were ready to carry the baggage into a 
leffer boat, which we enter’d after we had 
pafs’d under a long portico like a corn 
market-houfe: In this boat we pafs’d a 
narrow cut of water for four miles, and 
about noon came direétly to. the walls of 
Ferrara. 
for our paffage in the laft boat, and half 
a Venetian {cudo a man for our paflage 
from Mantua to il Ponte. 

Before we enter’d Ferrara we took each 
of usa bolletin, and left our fire-arms.

Both the judge and confuls are elected 
but for one year, but they are moft com- 
monly re-eleged the fecond years and 
the third year new ones are made. 

Feb. 12. In the evening we went out 
at Porta Paula, where we left our bol- 
letin, and met with our arms: Here we 
refufed to take a pafé to free us from the 
trouble of fearching, having no forfeitable 
goods ; and then we walk’d almoft a mile 
on a high bank, having a fenny country 
on each fide, and enter’d a fmall bark of 
the couriers, where we found a croud of 
paffengers. Before we fet forward we 
paid five juliia man then we were rowed 
about 17 miles, and at a village call’d 
Mal-Albergo, we remov'd into a larger 
bark, which was towed by one horfe 5 
we obferv’d the country to be low and 
fenny, but as we went up ftream the 
country mended. A mile or two before 
wereach’d Bolonia, we took notice of many 
Jong and narrow ponds, with rows of 
ftakes in them, wherein hemp is wretted ; 
and hereabouts are paper and iron mills: 
We pafi’d through about ten fluices or 
fottegni, which keep up the water of the 
Renus, a narrow ftream that runs to Mal- 
Albergo. Yn the fame boat we had the 
company of an ingenious Auguftine monk, 
a Theatin, a Francifcan of S. Anton. di 
Padua, and an Oliverian, or white monk. 

Feb. 13. Having travelled by water all 
night, we arrived about 22 hours under 
the walls of Bononia, and gave in our 
names near the landing place ; then hired 
Camere Locante, being three chambers 
with three beds, for 2 $ paulo’s a nighe, 
and bought our own  provifion. This 
evening a fervant of our lodging went 
with us to the cardinal’s palace, and took 
a bolletin, which allowed us to lodge in 
that houfe. 

In the piazza before the palace is a cu- 
tious large fountain, with the figure of a 
Neptune, and four angels: Over the en- 
trance into the palace is a fair and great 
ftatue of pope Gregory XIII. bleffing with

A ftately afcent by fteps leads up from 5.Pee- 
the piazza to S. Petro; church, the > 
front whereof above the entrance is not 
finifh’d ; the lower part is crufted over 
with ftone. The church within is very 
large, the nave being broad and high, and 
the ifles not much lower, being alfo of 
a good breadth. The church is nor buile 
with regard to the four quarters, as others 
are, but the\high altar here is plac’d fouth- 
ward, whereas in others it is caft.

N.S. We obferv'd the ce- 
remonies of a Confuloniero’s ( Vexillifer 
Fuftitie) encrance into his office: In the 
morning, from the cardinal’s to his own 
palace, fand was ftrewed in the ftreets, 
and in one of his chambers we faw him 
fitting on a carpet with the old Confalo- 
tiero, and the feven Antiani, any one 
having leave to pals through and fee 
them: While they were fitting here, feven 
of the city trumpets founded in his pa- 
Jace, and then play’d on other wind mu- 
fick’; after them came five city drums, 
which beat fome time, and then a great 
company of the poorer fort crouded into 
the court, and had bread thrown them 
out of a window, which fome of them 
receiv’d in bafkets on poles: Verfes in 
commendation of thenew Confaloniero were 
caft abouts then came the guard, or whole 
company of Swifzers, who had each of 
them two great rings of cake given them, 
and after that they march’d back, the 
captain being habited with his red and 
flit trunk breeches as the common foldiers ; 
after him came three Switzers with. long 
naked {words on their fhoulders; then 
the company followed, in the middle of 
which were halberts inftead of pikes, every 
Switzer carrying, his cake upon his halbert, 
and the mufketeers on the left arm: A 
Ticcle diftance from the Confaloniero’s houfe 
they gave him a volley of thot: Many 
fervants in liveries, and five with fhort 
filver maces, came then before the old 
and new Confaloniero, and the doctor of 
law on his right hand; the old Confaloniera 
was in his cloak, and the-new one in a 
fhort gown lined with white furr; the 
doéor of law was in a profeffor’s gown, 
lined alfo with fach furr 5 then came fix 
Antiani in their furr’d cloaks: Thus they 
Proceeded to the cardinal’s palace, where

low food by, holding a banner; then 
came the new Confaloniero and kneel’d 
down, kif’d the book and the cardinal’s 
hand, lays his hand upon the banner, and 


takes che upper feat of the old Confaloniero, 
for on the right fide of the chapel was 2 
bench, whereon firft fat the old Confalo- 
niero, @c. After this the banner was 
carried out, and the Antiani were fworn 
in the fame manner: Ac the conclufion 
the cardinal and the Confaloniero rofe and 
faid fome prayers where they did at their 
entrance 5 the new Confaloniera ftay’d in 
the palace, and the old one, attended 
with fome Switzers, anda great company 
of gentlemen, went to S. Petronius, per- 
form’d fome devotion there, and fo re- 
turn’d to his houfe.

circle of cogs moves a little wheel that 
turns the fpindle, which draws the filk 
from the reels or fwifts that hang upon 
long axes below the fpindles: fn the 
middle of every fwift hangsa little wooden 


ball, from a ring of wood through which 
the axis of the {wift paffés, and the ring 


being lof, the ball always hangs down 
wards, tho’ the fwift be curn’d round: 
The threads, before they are wound upon 
the fpindles, go throught little eyes, that 
guide them right upon the fpindles, which 
eyes are all faftned ina long bar of wood;

Penna marina, or Nacra 
Marfil. PYitis, i. e. the fifth ftone. A 
picture of the antient rack, or Equuleus, 
made after this manner :

We faw here a fan made of wood and 
wire ftrings, which make a mufical found 
when it is ufed. 

There is a lively picture of Aldrovandus, 
in a large room where his library is kept. 

We were told that his wife did much 
affift him both in writing and enditing of 
his books. 

Dr. Montalbanus was now about pub- 
lithing Aldrovandus’s Dendrilogia. 

Giacomo Zenon, an apothecary, thew'd 
us much civility, and permitted us co ex 
amine his Mifzum, which was well ftored 
before the duke of Modena bought the 
chief rarities, Yet we obferyed here a 
ftringfal of Cocéi Congitani, which hath a 
cortex of a ruffet colour, and within are 
black; the filk within the Pina marina 5 
Ufnia in a folid piece of cryftal ; a pretty 
microfcope; Corallii (pecies, fotind nigh 
Leghorn; Corallum nigrum; Succa de Ba- 
daios, which was like bitumen; a neat 
Conchylium with a-limbus revers'd ; three 
folid piecesof cryftal with drops of water 
in them ; Alabaftrum Cydonoites ; the hind 
foot of  caftor, which was given him 
for the foot of a dragon; a ftone like 


wood, round the middle whereofa fofea 
like 
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like iron; Pefte Suillo, having a high back, 
andmuch rougher fkin than thetea-dogs ; 
a piece of an elephant’s tooth petrified s 
Ocymoides mufeofuss Tuber monsfrofim ad 
Cyparifi radicem; a monftrous branch of 
the Rhamnus 2. Cli: it grew thus, He 
fhew'd us many dry’d'plants, which 

were glewed to fmooth boards white- 

ned with ceruffa; which boards he

Antonia at Padua) which cars 
hath, the whole Jength of ic, a long and ey ip, 
fair portico towards the ftreet, the walls fer. “a 
whereof are painted with the legends of 
faints, Before the entrance is ereéted

Within are handfome cloifter’d 
Y™ courts, and fair dormitories. The church 
is large, and well furnifhed with good 
monuments, among which that of pope 
Alexander V. 

S. Paul’s church is very handfome, 
where the high altar is curioufly adorned 
with marble, and two marble figures 
reprefenting an executioner beheading 
S. Paul. 

S. Michael in bofco, is a monaftery of 
Olivetani, pleafantly feated upon a high 
afcent without the walls, whence we took 
a large view of the city and adjacent 
country. ‘The church is very neat, and 
the choir is divided from the body by 
marble rails, and paved with marble. 
The feats are curiowly wrought with 
Mofaick work reprefenting a clock, a 
cage, birds, &c. At this convent is a 
little court’ with an oéangular portico 
about it, the walls whereof are in fre{co 
curioufly and lively painted with legends 
of this order. The painter’s name we 
Jearned in this infcription,

The Dormitorium is very fair and long. 
‘Ac the upper end of their library isa 
great pidure on the wall, made by Afper- 
tino of Bolonia, All the books were 
chain’d, and this Anathema befides, viz. 


X. Nullus ex bac biblio- 
theca nec libros nec feripta extrabere pre- 
Sfumat. 


The Refeltorium is a pretty room, 
which had all the monafteries of this or- 
der in Italy, painted on the walls, There 
are two handfome courts cloifter’d, and 
a large fable, where we obferved every 
horfe to have a box on one fide to eat his 
meat out of. We faw here great orange 
and lemmon trees in pots, which in fum- 
mer time are placed abroad. Many olive 
trees grow about this cloifter. 

S.Ste- S. Stephen's church belongs to the Ce- 

Pica leftin monks. It confifts of four churches ; 

Cefn, One Of which is round, and reprefents 
that at Ferufalem. They fhewed us a 
place like our Saviour’s fepulchre; a 
great ftone that is the juft meafure of his 
grave; a room like that the laft fupper 
was celebrated in; a cock on a pillar, 
Signifying S. Peter’s denial; 2 pillar juft 
Be cursevicur’s heighth, and they’ re- 
port that none elfe can be found but 
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Utaly, 


what are either too high or low; ftone 
fteps like thofe he went up at when he 
entred the judgment-hall; a fhort pillar 
like that our Saviour was ty’d to when 
he was whip’d. One of the friars cold 
us, that one of thefe churches is che 
antienteft in Bolonia, which was formerly 4, 
the cathedral. The body of S, Pusranin, 
is kept here, and in old timeit wae reco, 
puted for the bodies of St. Peter ang Pal ar 
S. Paul, which drew many devout People, po, 

Y > Bolon 
that have worn ftone fleps before cheig wre 
fhrine with their kneeling : but upon (as “ine 
they fay) better authority, it was provid 
that their bodies were not here, but at 
Rome, and therefore an excommunication 
was publifh'd againft this place, and the 
church for many years thut and ftoptd 
up with earth, tho’, after fome time, it 
was open’d, and ufed to this day. 

At the Jefuits we endeavoured feveral 74 
times to vilic Ricciolus (then fick) and 
his aftronomical inftruments, which we 
were promifed by a Jefuit fhould be fhewn 
us; but we were every time fruttraced, 
tho’ Ricciolus himfelf appointed us a day 
on purpofe, and told us they should be 
ready for our fight. One Tilenws, an 
man, and Netkerbill, an Englifoman, 
live in this college. 

The Dominicans church hath a 
before it, where are two tall and pil- 
lars with the effigies of two faints upon 
them. Feb. 21. O.$. in the afternoon, 
this church was much frequented by 
many of the nobility, and a great com- 
pany of others, who came to perform 
their devotions towards the chapel of the 
rofary, one of the friars ina white habit, 
faying the rofary over, and the people 
on their knees repeating it aloud after 
him. That chapel is very curioufly 
adorn’d ; and oppolite to itis another 
handfome chapel under which the head 
of S. Dominicus is kept. The feats of the 
choir are of curious Mofaick or inlaid 
work. Scbottusfays, the bible written by 
Efitras his own hand is preferved in this 
convent. We were not permitted at this 
time to fee the cellar here, which was {aid 
to be the biggeft in Maly; but in our re- 
turn from Rome we went down into it, 
and found it to confift of many long 
vaults ; but it is not fo large and ftately 
as we expeéted. In the cloifter we faw 2 
little cell with an altar in it, over the 
door whereof is written,

We fearch’d in thisand other churches 
for Aldrovandus his monument, but could 
neither find it nor hear of it. Many 
Germans are buried at this Dominicans 
convent. 

The Servite have a fair church, and, 
before their cloifter, a handfome and very 
broad portico. The dormitories are large, 
and over each cell is the igure of fome 
eminent man of this order. One of the 
courts is very fair, being high buile and 
neatly cloifter’d. 

At the Auguftines church in a lite 
chapel behind the altar, isa large piéture 
that deferibes all the religio. 

We went up the Torre delli Afinelli, a 
very high and flender fquare ftceple of 
brick. We afcended by 44 ladders, which 
had about 452 fteps. From the top we 
had a full profpect of the city and coun- 
try, which appeared like that in Lom- 
bardy, being {potted very thick with 
country houfes. Eaftwards we had a 
long profpect of a high way, which goes 
in a direét line from gate as far as 
our eyescould reach. Clofe by this tower 
is another call’d Yorre Garrifenda, which 
ftands leaning much to one fide. Te wants 
of the heighth of the other very much: 
but it is reported that two workmen emu- 
lating, one endeavoured to make this as

Nigh the palace is the prifon of king 
Entius, built on purpofe to keep him in, 
where he died, but was buried at the 
Dominicans. 


accompanied in the ftreets with a long 
train of footmen and bravi,which the pope 
connives at. Many of the gentlemen, 
befides their fwords by their fides, have 
always a footman or two with them, who 
carry along basker-hilt fiord under their 
arms, and another hanging by their fide 
One day while we ftay’d in this city, one 
of the family of Sax Pietro was fhot dead ; 
and we were told, thar the grandfather, 
father and fon of another family, were 
Kill’d fo, tho? they were always reputed 
very peaceable, 

Many sbirri, or officers with carbines, 
walk’d up and down, as in moft cities of 
Tialy. The ladies are not led, as in Ei 
land, by the hand or arm, but a fervant 
holds up his arm, and the gentlewoman 
fupports herfelf by laying her hand upon 
him. 

On the outfide of the palaces are irons 
fix'd, which ferve to hold torches in great 
proceffions. The houfes are buile of 
brick. 

We found diet and other things dearer 
herethanat Padua. The wine of this place 
is generally white, and of a {weet tate.

a new building, confifting of feveral 
rooms, the roofs of which are fairly gilt 
and carved, and they are defigned for to 
place curiofities, that were now moft of 
them in cheft without any order and me- 
thod. One chamber is intended only for 
precious tones ; another for plants bought 
of the aforefaid apothecary, and that are 
to be hung up like pictures in frames. 
Two other chambers are for defigns, or 
firft drauzhts of the moft eminent painters, 
. OF Témpefta, Tindoretus, &c. Here 


are 1000 defigns of Lud. Auguft. and Ay. 
nibal. Curetz, famous limners of Bolegna 
all fet in rich gilt frames with glaffes be. 
fore them. Another large room, whence 
we had a profpeé&t of the garden and . 
country, and here we remarked thefe par- 
ticulars, viz. Caput bumanum petrific. 
Achen'segg, having on one fide the figna- 
ture of the fun impreft, which the father 
faid he faw laid, 11 Aug. 1654. ub bora 
Eclipf, 5 petrified bacon ; a lachrymal 
urn of glalss two very large eagle ftones 5 
the bible curioufly written in three fol, 
and adorned with rare pi€tures in the 
margent 5 /apis /pongites, which was al- 
moft as light as fponge iff; a great 
Lacerta Squammofa cum lineis albis tranf.

Oculus Cati s two pieces of a Minera, 
with two great pieces of Smeraldus; Pto- 
lomy MS. a refemblance of a boccale 
within a folid cryftal, We faw one ca- 
binet with an excellent colleétion of en- 
taglie, and other jewels, vz. A nicolo 
(i. any gem of two colours, whereof 
one is carved into fome figure upon the 
other) of a Moor’s head neatly fhaped on 
a white, which coft 200 ducats ; another 
nicolo with a lucid head ; a Roman facri- 
fice in a cryftal, curioufly made by @ 
Vicentine, it coft 500 ducats ; an antient 
head of Yupiter in agate. A cabinet of 
Greek and Roman brafs medals, among, 
which an Otho thus infcribed, IMP

A prefent or regalio made 
by the city of Palermo to pope Urban 
VILL. wherein is reprefented angelsand a 
faint praying, all curioufly carved in red 
coral and fet in gold. A dance deferibed 
in miniature (j. ¢. a pidture made only by 
points) done by one Bonaventura, a Fran- 
cifcan of Bologna 5, there are 200 of his 
defigns in this Mufewm. A Hydra with 
feven heads, the middlemoft of which 
was biggeft, and had two canine teeth, 
and fix litcle ones'between, a long tail, 
two fect, with four claws on each, and 
five rows of tubercleson the back. Charles 
V. brought it (they fay) out of Africa, 
and gave it to Gonzaga of Guaftal, and 
thence it came to this family. Very pro- 
bably this Hydra was fidtitious, the head 
being like that of a fitchet, or of that 
kind, the body and feet were of a rabbet 
or hare, and the tail was made of a com- 
mon fnake’s fkin, the back and neck co- 
vercd with the fame. Many of thefe ra- 
rities were bought of Zenon the: apothe- 
cary for 300 doppii, and this duke’s fa 
ther was bargaining with Septala at Milan 
for 1000 doppii for his cabinet ; but the 
duke died (about 28 years old) jutt before 
the’ bargain was concluded. “This palace 
isnot very large, and_makes no fplendid 
thew, but within are feveral rooms richly 
furnifh’d with gold, and red velvet 
hangings, and rare pictures drawn by 
Titian, Dorji, the three Carezzi, Paulo 
Veronefe, Procafine, Belline, and ovher the 
beft matters of that art.

A rain or tree-frog 5 a tor- 
toife ; a hippocampus s a toad; a whelp, 
with an eye in the middle of the forehead ;

We faw the theatre, 
folemnities comedies are aéted 5 the roof 
is very curioufly carved and gilt, and the 
balconies or boxes, and thé feats in the 
pit are neat ; che {tage is like thofe at the 
Venice opera, but longer ; and the feenes 
are moved by machines above and below 
ina different manner, for the floor of thé 
flage is fometimes removed, and the fun 
and ftarsreprefented. About 200 perfons 
attend this theatre when there is any play 
aged 5 it will hold about 30c0 people 5 
the muficians play béfore the ftage. In 
fome adjoining rooris we fiw plaifter’d 
figurés of famous perfons belonging to 
the duke of Modena’s family, which were 
placed in a mortorio at the ugiine

This theatre was built by Gapar Viga= 
rini, a Modenefe, who was fent.tor by the 
French king to Paris, where he hath con= 
trived a larger theatre, and was allowed 
a great penfion from the king. Ga/par’s 
fon is now in good efteem at Paris. 

A theatre in this city only for danci 

Modéna is a pleafant and pretty city; 
not very large, but well peopled ;. the 
piazza is handfome; the houfes are built 
of brick, and moft of them have portici, 
as at Padua and Bolggna, the ftrects are 
indifferently ftraic, and not badly paved; 
and one broad ftreet fairer than the reft 
they make the corfi of horfes, &c. -in. 
The walls of the town are indifferently 
high and thick enough, haying a broad 
ditch with Water in i¢ in fome places, and 
without that isa line or breaft-work, and 
feveral half moons. There are feveral 
ftrong bulwarks on the wall. 

S. Geminiano is the Domo; a fmall and 
indifferent church, where it 
raifed on pillars a great hel 
which is an altar, and fome relicks pre- 
ferved. 

About this church are many antient mo= 
numents, with inferiptions, fome of which

The duke’s palace hath two ftately and 
high built courts ; one of which is building 
Of brick for ftables, the duke being well 
furnifi’'d with about 500 faddle-horfes 
and coach-horfes, Over the mangers is 
written the name of the horfe, as Superbo, 
Todifio, 8c. We faw here two magni 
ficent coaches, one of red velvet with 
very rich embroider’d curtains, and four 
chairs of the fame within it. In the Hi: 


middle of the coach-roof was a looking. ### 


glafs, the coach-box and the coat of 
arms behind of mafly filver gilt, and the 
pole and wheels plated with filver, and 
gil. The other coach was of cloth of 
Glver, with curtains of the fame embroi- 
der’d, and four chairs within it. The 
coach-box had figures and other ornas 
ments of mafly filver; and the pole and 
wheels were likewife filvered. 

In his garden we faw a male and two 
female lions ;_ and an oftrich fairer than 
any we yet faw. 

The theatre is reputed very noble, 
which we had not leifure to procure the 
duke’s order to fee. 

The duke hath another palace juft with- 
in the city-wall, where he enjoys the fref= 
coin the fummer-time, There is a large 
fountain of grotefco work before this 
palace, and many fountains in the rooms

Ranttius Farnefius is the prefent duke 
of Parma, who was firft married into the 
family of Savoy, and his fecond wife is 
the widow of the late duke of Modena. 
Switzers are this prince’s guard, and at 
this time there were many French foldiers 
quartered in Parma and other places of 
the country, The duke hath 3000 foot 
and 1000 horfe in pay. Upon occafion 
(‘tis faid) he can raife 20000 foot, and 
yooo horfe more. 

The duke hath the’ title of duke of 
Civita di Penna in the kingdom of Naples. 

‘This city hath neat ftreets with brick 
houfes, a pretty (uare piazza, and one 
avery long and fair ftreet. It is indif 
ferently fortify’d. The duke of Parma 
(lays Leti) pays the pope 100,000 feudi 
per annum. 

We faw here a German woman without 
hands, who fate on a table, and per- 
form’d thefe things with her feet only, 
and very ftrangely. Firft the took a glats 
of water, drank a little, with which fhe 
wafh’d her feet as others do their hands, 
then took a handkerchief and wip’d them: 
after that fhe open’d a little box and 
took out {mall beads, which the threaded, 
and with them wrought part of a purfe. 
She few'd linen very neatly ; then the knit 
part of a ftocking with a great deal of 
fleight. She wrote very well, and wound 
up a bottom of yarn with much dexte- 
rity. She turned a Jittle wheel with one 
foot, and with the other fpun very rea- 
dily. She fnuffed a candle, and play’d 
upon two or three forts of inftruments. 

t Parma we were exceedingly incon- 
venienced by the exaétion of the poft- 
mafter, being at his pleafure, for the 
hire of horfess for they force {trangers 
to take them of the poft-matter in thefe 
parts, it they remove out of the city with- 
in three days, no man elfe (as we were 
told by many) daring go lec horfes within 
that fpace 5 but ifa iranger ttays longer 
than three days, he may hire where he 
pleafes at a far more reafonable rate than 
at the poft-maiter’s, The reafon of this 
trouble, they faid, was our hiring a coach 
at Bologua, which belong’d to the Modena 


At Parma Mr. Henry Maffingber: 
our company (having been with us fome 
time at Venice, allour ftay at Padua, and 
in our journey from Venice hither) and 
wentfor Genoa, &c. 

Fe). 26. We took our places in the 
poft-coach, and at the gare ftay’d a good 
while for our arms 5 which being brought, 


an ill-condition’d fearcher, becaufe we 
would not give him what he defird, ex. 
amin’d our portmanteau’s, and receiy'd 
his labour for his pains, there being no- 
thing of datii or cultom. Then we rode 
on the Via Emylia; and, after fix miles, 

ferry’d the river Zaro, which wathes over 
much gore and beach when the floods 
come down from the Apennine mountains, 

Here we paid three juli, ‘They fay the 
keeper of this ferry pays 2000 Parma 
livres tothe duke every year. Hence we 
travell’d by Guelph cattle, a little place 
on the left hand, and, nine miles from 
the ferry, we came to Burgo S. Donin, a 
great place, having a piazza anda long, 
ftreet. Eight miles further we wene 
thro’ Fiorenzola, a town like the afore= 
mentioned Borgo; and, juf without it, 
crofs’d the river Arta, a {mall river at 
this time, butin rainy feafons a great wa. 
ter, that covers a broad beach. A long 
foot bridge of brick here. ‘This day we 
obferved the country we rode thro? to be 
fomewhat like the eaftern parts of Eyg- 
land, not level, but rifing now and then. 
We faw large fields not divided'with rows. 
‘of trees, and fome paftures, and vineyards 
planted with low vines. The furrows of 
their plowed lands were flatted, and the 
ridges not fo crooked as with us in Eng- 
land, and made like beds ina garden. 

‘Tartufule are found hereabouts, 

Feb. 27. We travell’d till on the Via 
ZEmylia, and after 12. miles riding came 
to Piacenza. About a mile before we 
reach’d this place we pa(s’d betweeu two 
ftone pillars fet upon old pedeftals with 
infcriptions, and thereabouts the Guajla 
or open fields began, Weentred at Por- 
ta di 8, Lazaro, where we received a bol- 
Jetino, and gave fomewhac to the fearcher, 
leaving our fire-arms we took a fign to 
fetch it again. Afloon as we came to 
the poft-houfe, we took away our port- 
manteaus with us toa fmall inn withouc 
the walls, giving a little piece of money 
to the fearcher, who did not ask us for 
any bolletine we receiv’d when we came 
into the city. The bolletin was printed 
in this form.

a mile from Piacenza, ferry’d the Po, 
giving a julia a man, The ferry-boat 
was mace of two boats, turned by a ftern 
that guided it as it was carried downwards 
by the ftream; and it was faftened bya 
rope to another that was fix’d crofs the 
tiver upon mattsin little boats, 

After this we rode 13 miles to Cajtigno, 

a great village in the dutchy of Milan, 
where we met with a fearcher chat let us 

pafs without trouble. Two miles hence 

we paid two juli for ferrying over the 
river ddda ; and, two miles further, pafs’d 

a wooden bridge crofs the Serio (which 

runs into the dda) and paid one julio, 

We then came into the Venetian territory, 

and lay this night in a village call’d Mon- 
tedon, it being too late to reach Crema Crema. 
five miles off, which we did the next 
morning 28. Feb, after a flight examina- 
tion, and paying one Henctian livre, toll. 
We rode this day ina low fenny country, 
which feemed an unfrequented way, 
Shaded with fhrubby wood, 

Crema is a fmall city and frontier place, 
gatifon’d by the Venetian foldiers, who 
Were at this time but few in number, 
about 400. It hath a ftrong wall and a 
ditch of water, many horn-works, a litcle 
old caftle of brick, and a line without the 
ditch, The place is well inhabited. 

The hofpital is neat, and the piazza 
is pretty. ‘There are four city gates, two 
of which are always fhuc, and the other 
two that lead towards Milan and Breia, 
were kept open, 

We faw the domo, the Benedictines 
church, and a little church in the form 
of a cro, call'd Madonna della gratia, 
the walls whereof are well painted, 

We faw the podefta of this place, ha- 
bited in a gown with Mlceves hanging 
down, and a broad furred cap on, He 
was attended by 12 halberdeers in red 
and yellow liveries, that marched two 
and two before him. After him follow’d 
two in furr’d gowns, feveral attendants, 
and the chief of the town. 

The gentlemen meet in council the Govers- 
latter end of Fanuary, and chufe town- ment. 
officers, as three Proveditori, and others. 

The river Serio runs by Crema. Fine 
white (or nuns) thread is made here by 
the Augultine nuns, and brufhes made 
of the roots of capreole, which is fup- 
pofed to be Gramen ftopariam Ijcbami pa- 
niculis Lob, The nuns thread is twifted 
after the fame manner as the filk is at 
Bononia. 

The Venetian coin went high here, a 
feudo being worth 12 livres. No Venice 
foldi to be met with, but what {mall 
money they have is Parma and Milan

Feb. 29. Wehired horfes (feven livres 
a horfe) that were very good; andafter 
we left the walls of Crema, we paid five 
perpaiola’s of Parma, or a Venetian livre, 
at a long wooden bridge crofs the Serio 5 
which we paf’d. Ona {mall pyramidal 
pillar, with a little figure on it, we read 
this infeription, viz. 


Cavete omnes manu lingudve clam autvi quen- 
quam bicledere, quia meritas luetis penas, 
MDXXXXY. 


Three miles from Crema we rode thro? 
Ofanengo, 2 village ; and three miles fur- 
ther, Romanengo, a great village or burgo, 
with a little old caftle in the dutchy of 
Milan; then thro? Tizengo, a {mall place, 
and, four miles from Romanengo, came 
to Soncii, a little wall’d town, ditch’d 
about, having fome few foldiers of the 
king of Spaiv in it, _Schot/us mentions this 
place as noted for cakes of fweet almonds, 
and candlefticks made of Orichaleum. In 
this journey we drank a very ftrong and 
whitith wine, made at De/enca, not far 
from Pejcbiera. Near Soncin we ferry'd 
the Olio (at this timea fhallow river) and 
paid four perpaiola, This is a pals 
(where we faw two fellows guarding with 
their carbines) into the Venetian territory, 
which we entred again, Two miles 
hence we travell’d clofe by Larzi nova on 
the right hand, which is a fmall, but a 
ftrong place of the Venetians, having a 
ftout wall, broad ditch, and bull- 
warks, with a line without the ditch, and 
is well guarded and watched by many fen- 
tinels on the walls. The road hither was 
very bad, the country being a fenny and 
unull’d ground, full of fhrubby woods, 
‘Two miles from this fort we had a ftrait 
way, which brought us thro? Lorzi Vec~ 
chia, a great village with a ditch only 
about it, and, two miles further, baited 
ata village call’d Curfan. After dinner 
we travell’d a fair and ftrait way for four 
miles to Legrado, another village, where, 
and at Lorzt, much flax is fown, and linen 
made, Then the way benta little, but 
continued ftrait for five miles more; and 
the remainder of the way (five miles) 
was crooked and {tony to Bre/ia ; where, 
after a fhort examination of the fearcher, 
we took up our lodging at the fign of the 
tower, an inn of good entertainment and 
kind ufage. The walls of it within the 
court are painted with the arms of the 
great princes of Europe, and this infcrip- 
tion concerning them.

fufpeéted it. There are about 300 foldiers 
in the cattle, and about 700 more in ga- 
rifon within the city, which is furrounded 
with an old wall, and without that with 
another, which is a ftout ftone wall, and 
a broad dry ditch without all. There is 
on one fide of the caftle a mountain fome- 
what too near, but a deep and broad ditch 
beween, and a very ftrong bulwark de- 
fend it. From the outfide of the caftle 
ditch we had a fair profpect of a fall 
valley (between the lps and the cattle) 
built very thick with houfes. We walk’d 
up a neighbouring mountain to a little 
chapel, whence we had a pleafant view 
of the city and circumjacent country, and 
we thought it a delightful fight to fee this 
mountain and the neighbouring Alps fpot- 
ted with many houfes, and planted with 
vineyards, &c. We obferved’ on that 
hill fome {nake-ftones, and one fhew'd us 


The city is divided into two parts, each 
having 2 conful eleétedby the great coun- 
cil’s ballot, 

In the fith-market we took notice of a 
little fith with a fearlet belly, called San- 
guinuole, and broughtfrom Lago de Ife. 

March 2. We hir’d horfes for feven 
livres of Venice a horfe, and at the gate 
gave a fmall matter to the fearcher for 
not fearching ; and at feven or eight miles 
diftance went thro” Ho/pitaletto, a village, 
and five miles further rode thro’ Cocai, a 
large village, having in profpeét on our 
right hand a monaftery upon a hill, and 
Rovado, another village. Many olive 
trees grow upon the hills hereabouts. Six 
miles more we baited at a great village 
called Palazol, which is fituated on two 
fteep banks on each fide of the river Olio, 
where we paid a perpaiol or four Venetian 
foldi. Ac this place we left the way to 
Milan, 10 miles off; and after we had 
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travell’d about feven miles, we had a 
pleafant fight of Bergamo, and rode upon 
the edge of a level on our right hand, and 
‘on our left hada large plain of pafture 
ground. We had this day a full view of 
the dips, and moft of the way ftony. Two 
miles before we reach’d Bergamo, we paid 
two foldi a man for pafling a ftone bridge 
over a wath, and in the evening lodged 
our felves within the walls of Borgo S. Le- 
onardo in Bergamo, 

We walk’d up a high hill, and entred 
the city walls; which are very ftrong and 
high round about, having a dry ditch 
without, ‘The caftle commands the city, 
and hath a paflage under ground that leads 
to the podefta’s houfe. The caftle is com- 
monly call’d Capella; ic is but fmall, yet 
ftrongly fituated on the top of ahill. The 
city wallsare well guarded by foldiers in 
the night time. Where one of the bul- 
warks now is, there was a Dominican 
cloifter, which, upon fome fufpicion, was 
removed down to Borgo 8, Leonardo. The 
city is well peopled with tradefmen, and 
there are but few noblemen here. The 
ftreets are narrow, built on a declivity 
with fair houfes. The Piazza Vecchia isa 
pretty place, and the Piazza Nova is large. 
Within the walls of the city we took no- 
tice of avalley in it, and a profpect of the 
neighbouring mountains and adjacent 
country. 

The domo is a mean church, in the 
middle of which was a fquare of tapers 
about a black velvet cufhion under a bi- 
shop’s mitre, intimating the death of the 
late bifhop. 

S. Maria Majore is built in form of a 
crofs, the roof whereof is in part curi- 
oully painted and carved, and part is not 
yet finithed. ‘The organs are richly gilt ; 
and in the fcreens that divide the choir 
from the body of the church, are four 


ftories, viz. 1. the drowning of Egypt in 
the Redjea; 2. Noah's ark; 3. David's 


killing Goliab; 4. Fudith cutting off Ho- 
Lofernes’s head, rarely well expre(s'd by 
mofaick work in wood. We obferved a 
prieft preaching in his furplice, tippet, 
and fquare cap on; and there were many 
boys with fuch fquare caps, and habited 
in blue coats.

Tomafo, or di 
Piguole; the three laft are fome diftance 
from one another, and below the city:

above the city, but under the caftle-hill.

Silver moneys went at Bergamo as they 
did at Breftias but the gold doppio of 
Spain was worth no more than 33 livres 
of Venice, 

The republick of Venice fends hither a 
podefta, a capitaneo, a camerlengho, 
and a caftellano. 

The inhabitants have a great council 
of 100, whereof 50 go out every year, 
and 50 are chofen into their places at 
Chrijtmas by the council of 100.

While fome of us travelled from Crema 
to Milan, Mr. Willughhy went to Lodi and 
Como, of which places he gave this ac- 
count, when he met usagain at Milan,

livers the book that is ask’d for by any 
one that will ftudy here, who muft then 
fit down in a chair on one fide of the 
room 3 here are many piétures of the moft 
famous faints and learned men, among 
which is Sir Tho. More. There are alfo 
many pictures in two or three little rooms, 
and the picture of a phoenix with this 
rhyme,

In a little garden is a fair aloe-tree re- 
prefented in brafs, which is a fountain.

We look’d into Gefrerus his works, 
printed at Frankfort, and obferved on the 
top of the title page, Damnati Authoris,

Septala, a canon of S. Nazaraus’s church, 
who fhewed us his Mu/exm, wherein we 
obferved the piétures of fuch of his family 
who had been in dignity, among which 
one was a commander in Spain and the low 
countries, and two had been archbifhops 
of Milan, He brought us into two large 
rooms well furnifh’d with books, and 
therein faw the fkeletons of an oftrich, 
wolf, &. he formerly kept the oftrich 
alive, and he preferves an egg fhe laid 
here. Above ftairs we came into a cham- 
ber furnifh’d with ral forts of Specula, 
all made by himfelf one of them is very 
large, that burns at 16 yards diftance ; 
another that is plano-convex, through 
which two perfons may look together, 
and fee one another’s face very plainly. 
Several multiplying glaffes. ‘The piéture 
of a Toucan, or Pica Brafiliana, which 
hath a white breaft, red belly, black 
back, and the extremities of the tail 
white. Little infants made in wax very 
lively by himfelf, Neat ftraw hats. Zzi- 
taglie of Amilcar, C. Marius, Ful. Cafar, 
Seneca 5 Cicero cat in a Nicolo. ‘Two 
watches that are cylindrical placed on a 
declining plane, which they move leifurely 
down, and when they are at the bottom, 
they are, inftead of winding up. remov’d 
to the top of the plane, whence by their 
own weight they defcend.

A hand, and ribs of a Syren, 
A {mall clock made in imitation of “that 
at Strasburg. A large cabinet curioufly 
adorned with pietra imbofeata. An agate; 
having the fignacure of a horned moon in 
it. Another agate in the fame cabinet, 
with thefe figures, 410519, difcernable 
in ic. Within the cabinet, Muricis Spe- 
Cies Ipinis reflexis et afperis. Piktures of 
faints made of feathers at Mexico, Aranea 
odorata lincis areis tranjuerfis. Great va- 
riety of fhells. A cabinet with 4800 an- 
tient medals. Oculi Cati Orient, The 
head of Donra Bona, queen of Poland, 
curiouly carved ina great {aphire, for 
which he was offer’d 80 piftoles. Many 
modern medals of gold, brafs, &. a 
feries of confular coins before Chrift. 
Great ftore of rare pieces of coral; a red 
iece excellently carved ; white coral, 

alfo carneous and black, &c. Red coral 
growing out of a concha and an oyfter 
thell ; another piece out of the branch of 
a fea plant petrified ; red coral growing 
over the black, and burft by it. 100 
deaths heads on the ftone of a fruit. The 
paffion of our Saviour, and the city Fe- 
rufalem, with many other curious knacks 
of ivory, fmall and finely wrought by 
Septala’s own hand. ‘Three rings wreath’ 
together, but not touching one anothe 
Avunicorn’s horn. A cryftal made arti- 
ficially round, with about 24 points. 
Cryftal wherein we faw gold, fraw, &e. 
A Turkifp piftol finely wrought. Two 
great Turkifh knives perfumed, which he 
brought from Con/tantinople. An agate 
half full with water. A rich knife brought 
out of the Mogul’s country. A Perjian 
knife, witha theath adorned with jewels. 
Balfama de Tolu. The figure of S. Antonio 
di Padua made of Calambucco, which 
fmells {weet and ftrong. An ordinary 
flone within a fphere of cryftals, Purfés 
made of Japis asbeftos. A great piece of 
ambergreece, Zibet di Nowa Zemla, which 
fmell’d very ftrong. A ftring of Calam- 
bucco beads. He caufed two antick heads 
to ftart out of a frame, move their eyes 
and tongues in a frightful manner. Four 
pretty inventions which he called his per- 
petual motions, 1.

In his work-rooms we obferved the en- 
gine he grinds cryftal and other ftones in, 


CD isa great wheel placed horizontally 
on a table; and compaffed with a cord 
E E that goes alfo round a leffer wheel 
A, which is moved very faft by one’s foot 
that moves a hanging frame G ii on the 
axis ii, and fo the turning iron that is 
underneath towards one fide of the great 
wheel at B. The ordinary workmen of 
the city have a handle on the upper-fide 
at K, with which they turn that wheel. 
The wheel A hath a fuperficies of brafs, 
copper or lead, and thereon the cryftal is 
held faft, being often wet with water 
wherein the duit of Smyris hath been dif- 
folved ; but for the laft polifhing they dif- 
folvea light ftone called Saffo Morto, found 
in this territory, and ina little river be- 
tween the city wall and the Lazaretto. It 
is faid that white ftones will never die ; 
when they look of a rufty colour they will 
ordinarily diein three or four months, and 
after that they begin to be foftand dry, and 
ina month or two’s time will fall to duft 
and quite diffolve. Some of thefe dying 
ftones will fall into thin plates or fcaiole, 
but they ufe only fuch as fall to duft, 

He had many turnes, wherein he makes 
glaffes for telefcopes, mingling with the 
water [Spoltilia ?| Tripoli, and Stanno Bruf- 
ciato, &Fc. He thew'd us a tube made of 
avery light wood, call’d Legne d’ Agellas, 
in which he fix’d five glaffes, and through 
them we plainly read what was written in 
fmall letters on a little ftone upon a chim- 
ney crofs the ftreet ; the writing was this, 
Si oculus tuus fuerit fimplex totum corpus 
lucidum erit.  Manfredus Septala 1645. 
Another telefcope with four glaffes. A 
{mall microfcope with but one glafs, which 
reprefented to us hour-glafs fand as big as 
kidney beans, of a white colour, and 
feem’d as if they had been polifh’d. In 
another microfcope one of his grey hairs 
appear’d as large as a reed, rough with

Spina, and pellucid s through the nriddle 
of it we difcern’d a line of black, which 
he faid was the ficcus nutritius of the hair. 
In another he faid he could fee the atoms 
magnified, but we could not difern them.

He had one 
room in which were feveral forts of mufical 
inftruments, moft of which were of his 
own making, and whereon he could play 
well.

‘The new building isa very large {quare, 
ftately built, having a fair portico round 
it of marble pillars. In this hofpital are 
eight leffer, yet handfome courts: a pretty 
chapel : an apothecary’s fhop: two phy- 
fick gardens, and all other conveniencies, 
among which we obferv’d one furnace that 
ferves 40 ftills. In two fair rooms hang 
the founders and benefactors pictures.

Over the entrance 
is the converfion of S. Pau, well exprefs’d 
in marble, and on the top is an image of 
the lady of Loreto: and we obferv'’d a 
bafket carv’d in ftone, which did exaétly 
refemble one that was fullied with ufing. 

S. Celfus hath a front fairly adorn’d. 

S. Lawrence is an oftoganal church, 
wherein we fawa very rich marble pulpit 5 
before the entrance into this church ftands

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16 old pillars, fuppos’d to be part of Sxirrox. 
Hercules's temple: Not far from hence is 
a pillar, hereon was written, Colemne In- 
fame, becaufe a magician’s houie ftood 
there, who poifon’d the city. 
S. Ambrofe’s church is an old building, Ambrots 
where under the choir lie the bodies of 
S, Ambrofey Ludov. Wl. and king Pepin, 
High brafs and iron rails part the choir 
from the body of the church, and about 
the high altar are four curious large por- 
phyry pillars. In the nave or body of 
the church ftands a pillar, with a brafen 
ferpent upon it, which a prieft told us 
was brought from the emperor's court, 
and that half of it was made of the fer- 
pent the Jraelites had in the wilderne! 
Acthe weft end isa fquare old portico ; 
and at this church they fay S. Ambrofe 
ftopp’d Theodofius the emperor. 
Near it is a little chapel, where is 
written 5 
Hic Beatus Ambrofius baptizavit 8. Augus 
Slinum, Deodatum et Alipium. Hic B.

The church of S. Ambroé belongs to 
+++ + monks, who have two very fair 
courts, anda fine rail of marble going up 
fairs : In their Refefforium we faw a pic- 
ture drawn by one Califto Lodicenfis, which 
is much efteem’d. 

S. Francefeois.a fair old and long church, 
having a handfome monaltery adjoined, 
where over the door of the room the no- 
vices are kept in, is written ;

Nigh this cloifter we faw a pillar, where 
many formerly fuffer’d martyrdom. 

S. Vittore, belonging to white monks, 
isa very neat church, moft curioufly gilt 
and painted all over, a rich tabernacle at 
the high altar, and the feats of the choir 
are curioufly carv’d ; the Sacri/fia is hand- 
fome, and the cloifter is ftately, confift- 
ing of two fair courts, with double por- 
tici, and underneath the whole building 
are open vaults ; one of the friars told us 
3000 people might be lodg’d heres 45 
monks live in this cloifter ; the abbot hath 
fix fair chambers for the fummer time, 
and there-are large vineyards and gardens 
about it: They have an arched fubterra- 
neous paflage for the novices to come in 
at, without being feen or taken notice of 
byany : We faw a piéture here well drawn 
by one Fr. Caftello, a Milane/e, now living. 
The Dormitorium is handfome.

the beft was the king of Spain’s bible = 
Over the infide of the door is a long ex- 
communication againft any that fhallfteal 
any books here. Next to the library is 
the inquiifition prifon, a dark-and difcon- 
folate cell, over the door whereof is written, 
Ad miliora tanéndum, by the picture of a 
bird ina cage. 
Signior Cavalliero Abbate Piate with 
much civility fhewed us thefe rarities, viz.

the dike de Crecquy twas kill'd by if March 
17, 1638. af the fiege of Bema. 

Within this wall is a fquare buildin 
moated round, buile by the Hiéonti, foe 
merly lords of Milan.” The governor of 
the caftle lives there, whofe name is do 
Balthafar Marquadel i 

Without the French wall isa ditch, and 
a finall bulwark at each of the four cor- 
nets, and below the wall is a very ftron; 
new fortification, with good bulwarks facd 
with brick, having a deep broad ditch 
without, and between every bulwark a 
hornwork, and a line round all: Towards 
the front are two ftrong old towers, buile 
by the Viconti, as appears by their arms 
on them: The foldiers were now about 
600, (to defend it 6000 are needful) who 
have fair buildings within the walls of 
the caftle to lodge in. This caftle feems 
fomewhat lefS, but is much ftronger than 
that at Antwerp: Within it rifes a river 
that drives a powder-mill, and runs away 
under the walls: Adjoining to the old 
caftle (the goyernor’s palace) isa large 
prifon, where at this time was kept pri- 
foner the governor of Trin, for delivering 
it up too eafily to the French, Se 

On a tower of the governor’s palace is 
the figure of an angel without a head, 
which they fay was thot off by a male- 
factor, (condemn’d to die) who aim’d at 
it, and was therefore pardon’d.

There are 3000 foot and 1000 horfe 
foldiers, befides 100 buomini @arme, all 
Spaniards, Two thoufand of thofe foldiers 
are quartered abroad, and 1ooo in for- 
trefles, befides the 500 in the caftle of 
Milan, which are felected out of the 3000 
foldiers where the caftellano pleafes.

We obferved many doétors of law, who

Good filk ftockens and waiftcoats are 
made here, 

Without the walls is the lazaretto, a 
low but uniform building (except one fide 
not yet finifh’d) having a fmall portico 
round the infide. They told us there are 
here 365 chimnies. ‘The fquare within 
is a green above four times as big as the 
greatcourt in Trinity-college in Cambrizec, 
in the middle whereof is an o¢togonal cha- 
pel with a portico about it, where all the 
lazaretto may fee the prieft when he ce- 
lebrates mals. 

At Milan we faw the beheading of a nes 
malefaétor, who was a gentleman of B. 
gamo, that was condemned for murder. / 
This proceffion accompanied him; ficlt 
went the executioner, who was difguis'd 
in a fackcloth robe, and hooded like a 
Capuchin; his face covered, only two 
holes left for his eyes, and a knotted cord 
ty’d about his middie. In his hands he 
carry’d a death’s head and a crucifix, and 
was barefooted. After him followed wo 
gentlemen habited in fhort furplices, with 
white fhort cloth cloaks overthem; on 
the left fide whereof was a crucifix 
wrought. They had white hats with theic 
brims turned up, and lighted tapers in 
their hands; then followed many nob! 
men and merchants, two and two in the 
fame white habit; and after them came 
the malefator in his chains, ‘holding a 
crucifix in his hands, whereon he look’d 
very ftedfaltly, and repeated his prayers 
all the while. On his right hand went a 
capuchin, and on his left one of thofe in 
white cloaks, Juft before him went 2 
prieft with an attendant that carry"d a po 
of holy water, which the capuchin of 
fprinkled on the malefactor and peop 
The Ave Maria was the prayer they te 
peated continually; and palling by 
church the condemned perfon kneeled fi , 
fome time. Halberdeers and fome with 
carbins and piftols attended near the exe- 
cutioner, and many with carbins after the 
malefaétor ; who being, thus brought to 


an open place nigh Lorzwzo, there was

an engine placed within a rail that the 
malefactor laid his neck on, which was 
chop’d off by the falling of an engine up- 
onit. He made no publick confeffion, 
but the people were exhorted three or 
four times to fay the dve Maria before he 
kneeled down and was executed, the cru- 
cifix being placed before him. The e 
cutioner took up his head and thewed it, 
till the body was carry'away on abier by 
fome in the white habit, who fung a dole- 
ful cune asthey went, 

March 10. In the morning we went 
tothe Dati graide or cuttom-houle, where 
we had our portmanteaus fearched, and 
the padlocks fealed to avoid the trouble 
of fearching at the city gate and other 
Places in the ftate of Milan. We alfo 
paid 412 foldi for a bolletino ; then we 
took our four hired places in the Turin 
coach, giving 34 piftole. Going out of 
Milan, we thew'd our bolletin atthe gate, 
which would not fatisfy the fearchers 
there, who expeéted fome little matter 
that we gave them. Affoon as we were 
out of the walls, two foldiers ftop'd us, 
and requir’d a bolletin for our perfons, 
and therefore would have exaéted on us 5 
but after fome time f 
with them, and giving them 10 foldi, we 
rode awa) 

This day we travell’d fome miles in a 
ftrait broad way, having the river Bachi. 
Ho on our right hand, obferving man 
barks full of people that came from Bu- 
falara. We crols’d over the river at a 
bridge, and rode then on the other fide 
of it, taking notice of great plenty} of 
rice fown in the low grounds, Thirteen 
miles from Milan we pafs'd in fight of 

‘lt, a large Terra or village on our 

ittle way off the river; and 

ir miles further, by a fair palace of the 
ifeonti {eated by the Bachilio, where we 
faw many wheels with buckets to water 
gardens with. We rode three miles fur- 
ther on a narrow bank by the fame river, 
which was hereabouts fhaded with fhrubby 
wood, and in the evening we lodged at 
a {mall village called Bufalora, where the 
country women wear ruffs about their 
necks, 

March 11. We pafi'd over a bridge at 
Bufalora, and two miles thence ferry’d 
the river Tifon, paying there two Milan 
foldi. ight miles further we went thro? 
Nevara (where we thew’d our bolletin, 
and gave afoldier a fall piece of money.) 
‘This is no great town, nor much 5 
pled: there are fomehandfome houfes in 
it. At this time there were making bul- 
warks and an out-line with ftakes round 
about, Hence we wravell’d very bad way, 
and obferved a country like the ait parts

of England. Nine miles from Novara we 
came ‘thro’ Bargbetto, a fmall village, 
where we fhew'd our bolletintoa fearcher, 
and gave him a litle money. Half a 
mile thence, we went over a brook that 
parts the dutchy of Milan from Piedmont 3 
and nigh Vercelli we ferry'd the river Seno, 
paying 13 foldi, and two quactrini when 
we arriv’d at the gates of that place, 10 
miles from Novara, At the dogana here 
the datiarii would have fealed our pore: 
manteaus again, becasfe we bronght a 
bolletin from Milan; but being unwilling 
to have a conftant charge, we refusd 
their fealing, and therefore they fulpegted 
we had merchandize. 

This city is poor and meanly built, Ie 
hatha large piazza, ‘The inhabitants are 
few, befides a garifon of the duke of Sa- 
v0y’s foldiers. The Spaniardreftord it to 
him when the French gave back Trin and 
Yalencia. The people here have ever 
fince been difcontented, and many of 
them re to other countries, becaufe 
the duke of Savey oppreffes them with 
ten times as many taxes as the king of 
Spain impofed, 

March 12. About half a mile from the 
city four fellows with carbins ftop'd our 
coach, and examin’d our portmanteaus, 
but were much difappointed after they 
had waited for our coming in a rainy 


morning, and finding nothing of merchan- 
dize. They were fent hither on purpole 


by the officers of the dogana, After eight 
miles, which were bad and dirty way, 
we baited at a terra call’d S. Germans, 
Ten miles from thence we lodged in 
Siar, a large terra, 

March 13. We journied on a heath 
about eight or ten miles to an inn near 
Chivas (Clivacium) where, by reafon of 
land-floods, we were forced to flay all 
night. Chivas is a poor, yet fortified, 
place, tho’ no garifon in it now. This 
day we paid 24 foldi for ferrying over the 
Daira. In the fame inn lay the marquis 
of Crefientiz, and count Tiffin. We met 
here with an ingenious Auguitine friar, 
who told us of one Langhton, an Englifh- 
man, who lived in the {ame convent with 
him at Bergamo, after he had dwelt in a 
noble Venetian's houfe. He was thoughe 
to beno Roman catholick, and they could 
never hear of him fincehe went from them. 

March 14. We paid two Savoy foldia 
piece for ferrying the river Orvo 5 then we 
travell’d bad way thro’ a woody country, 
and forded feveral {trong currents oc 
fioned by late rains in the mountains, We 
then ferry’d over the Stura, paying two 
and half Savay foldiaman. Ten miles 
from our laft night’s lodging we went

The prefent duke of Savoy is Carlo 
Emanuel, about thirty years old, of indif 
ferent flature, and of a carelefs, or rather 
wild carriage. He was at this time in 
mourning for his mother Chriftina di Fran- 
da, called Madama Reale, and hisdutchels 
Francefca Bortona, called la Ducheffa Re- 
ale, who died at 16 years of age. The 
duke himfelf is called Sua Altezza Reale.

who left two fons, viz. Emanuel Philiberto, 
about 36 yearsold: he isdumb, andliv 
at Turin; and Eugenio, now in France. 
2. Prince cardinal Mauritio,who quarrell’d 
after Viffor’s death, with Madama Reale 
for the tuition of this prefent duke. A 
difpenfation was granted him to marry 
Ludovica Maria, his niece, and this duke’s 
filter, who buried the cardinal Maurice 
her husband when fhe was 35 eaiols

Lenrietta Adelaida, the duke’s fecond 
lifter, is married to the duke of Bavaria, 
and the third fifter, Marguerita Yoland, 
was lately buried by her husband the duke 
of Parma. Tt was thought the duke of 
Savoy would have a fecond wife (out of 
France) having no iffue by her.

The Domo is an indifferent church : 
thehigh altar hath eight fair, black and tall 
marble pillars, A “monument to Argen- 
terius the phyfician, and a vault here that 
the duke’s family lie buried in. 

On25 March, N.S. beingLady-day, we 
hearda fermon hereabout the virgin Marys 
and towards the latter end of his difcourfe 
the preacher paufed whilft there was a 
collection. At the conclufion he bleffed 
the people, and made a crofs towards them 
with his hands. The duke and his fitter 
lovica Maria and four courtiers were 
prefent in one feat, and many court ladies 
in an adjoyning feat. A guard of Switzers 
with halberts, and about 12 other fellows 
attended with carbins, 

Before the duke’s palace is a large pi- 
azza, which hath two fides fairly buile 
and cloiftered ; the third fide was the pa- 
lace of Madama Reale. Ina ftrait line 
from this piazza is a beautiful ftreet that 
rans the whole length of the city, fo that 
the duke hath a pleafant perfpective from 
his palace to one of the city gates at the 
further end. All the houfes of this ftreet 
are uniform brick buildings four ftories 
sh, plaiftered over with white, and in. 
habited by tradefinen. In the middle of 
the ftreet’s length isa large piazza, have- 
ing on each fide a broad and fair portico 
before noblemens houtes and fome fhops. 

The palace, or citizen’s town hall, isin 
his pizzza, where are pretty rooms with 
painted roofs, 

The government of this city is by 60 
Nobili, who make the great council, which 
meets about Michaelmafs, and chwsfes the 
feveral officers. When any of the great 
council dies, the reft chufe another, and 
the duke confirms or appoints another, 
Some fay they prefent two or three to 
the duke’s choice; two confuls out of 
them{elves, and one out of the merchants,

Next we came into a larger court, 
where at the further end was the chief 
building of the palace, and on one fide, a 
Jong and fair ftable well furnith’d with 
horfes. In the middle of the court a foun- 
tain is intended, and a garden making 
on the oppofite fide to the ftable. Ino 
pretty hall are fair and large piétures of 
hunting, wherein are reprefented the duke 
of Savoy and his late wife on two ftately 
horfes ; 2. the duke of Bavaria and his 
dutchefs ; 3. the duke of Parma and his 
ladys 4. prince Philitert; and 5. two 
court ladies, all on horfeback, 

Tn the other rooms are many pictures 
of birds, &c. fome very lafcivious. Here 
were large looking-glaffesand fome hand 
fome beds. Where the beds flood, the 
fellow that fhewed us the palace, bade us 
be uncover’d, A {mall chapel where the 
patron faints of hunting, S. Hubert, 
S. Aigidius, &c. are painted on the walls. 
Over the high altar is the picture of our 
Saviour’s paffion between two ftags horns. 
Many white and other pheafants (about 
100) were kept together ina yard. A 
little river runs clofe by this palace; and 
the adjacent country feems proper for 
hunting, which this duke is extremely 
addicted to. 
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generally {peak French Smerox. 


yard is equal to 232 inches, Mex/urer 
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Sxirrox. In our return this evening to Turin, we 
met with the duke in his coach and fix 
horfes, with many attendants, going to 
la Venerie. 

Hehath another palace called Millefiore, 
three miles another way from Turin: and 
jolt without the city is Valentin, a third 
palace of the duke’s. 

The Parco is a pleafant fhaded place 

by the fide of the river Doira, 
Protefants At Turin we were told that the Gene- 
- brines or Barbetti live in a valley of the 
_ Piemont Alps, called Lucerne, and are the 
“© only proteltants in Italy, ‘They have no 
towns but live difperfed in houfes and vil- 
Jages among the mountains, They are 
about 15000 people in all, 1500 or 2000 
of which are ftout fighting men, and are 
divided into 15 companies, One Jean 
Saneval is their chief captain, and a good 
foldier, The duke of Savoy is their prince, 
who endeavoured by force to alter their 
religion, €c. but they defended them- 
felves in the ftrait paffages of the moun- 
tains, and kill’d many of his foldiers. 
Oliver Cromwel affifted them with monies 5 
and by the mediation of the cantons of 
Zurich and Berne, they were reconcil’d to 
the duke, Theft proteftants fay they 
have been of thatreligion for 1200 years. 

Lett that at Mondovi (Mons Re- 
galis) 35 miles from Turiz, the inhabitants 
are divided {till into the factions of Guelphs 
and Ghibellins. The Guelfi are known by 
wearing a black or white feather on the 
right fide of their cap. They lay knives, 
{poons, and forks on the right fide of the 
trencher, break the bread on the fide, 
and cut apples lengthways, and lemmons 
crofsways. The women carry nofe-gays 
on the left fide. The Ghibellini do juft 
contrary. 

March 17. We hired four horfes of a 
ine for 44 Spanifd piltoles, to carry 
four of us to Genoa, the Vitturine going 
a foot, and paying for himfelf and the 
horfes on the road. 

We left Turin and rode thro’ a fuburb 
of it called Borgo del Po, and pals’d a 
bridge over that river, and then went a 
mile by the river’s fide, under a ridge of 
hills adorned with many pretty and plea- 
fant palaces. After that, we came into a 
narrow ftony valley, and afcended a fteep 
clayey hills not far from the foot where- 
of grew thefe plants, Dens Caninus flo. albos 
Doronicum offic. Hepatica tri- 

3 Hyacinthus Botryoides. From this 
hill we went down to Chier, alarge wall’d 
town five miles from Turin, indifferently 
built, having in the middle of it a trium- 
phal arch of brick ereéted to Viétor Ame- 
deus, this duke of Savoy's father. We then 
trayell’d a valley full of meadows and 
paftures, and two miles brought us to a 
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large village called... and a mile 
unten we went by the walls fae 
Nova; and one mile further we baited 
at... a little village. In the afternoon 
we rode over fhady hills, and pafs'd by 
no confiderable town or village. Towards 
the evening we came into another valley. 
and twice forded a river that runs into 
the Tanaro. ‘This night, 20 miles from 
Turin, we lodged in Affe, a place indif- Ans, 
ferently walled, and guarded by foldiers, 
who let us go in and out without exami- 
nation. The houfes here are but mean. 
March 18. We travell’d three or four 
miles by the river Taner’s fide, having it 
on the right hand; and ina bank, asalfo 
on the fhore, we found great variety of 
ftonesrefembling oyfters, icallops,cockles, 
pettines, and belemnites; and the subuli Pita 
firiati, which we firft faw at Rofachio’s int! 
Venice, and are the ftalks of Eguifetum pe- 
trified. We rode meadow ground and 
fome corn fields, and went by a large 
village call’d Non, and Felizan, which 
was formerly walled ; and fix miles from 
thence, baited at leffiandria, a large and Aletia. 
well fortified city, the works whereof are dri. 
now repairing, It is divided into two 
parts by the Taner, which {eems as big 
here as the Po near Turin; and we went 
overa fairlong brick bridge, with a hand- 
fome cover fupported by ftone pillars on 
each fide. A foldier accompanied us 
from the gate to the inn, where an officer 
came to us, and civilly afked what news, 
@&c. The houfes here are meanly built 
and low. The cathedral is not confide- 
rable, but hath a large piazza before it 5 
and at one corner of the piazza is a tri- 
umphal arch ereéted to Phil. IV. and his 
queen, asis intimated by thefe infcriptions.

‘After dinner we were ftopt at the gates 
by the fearchers, who begg’d 2 Tietle 

piece 
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piece of money ; then werodea little way 
and ferried the river Bormia, paying 10 
foldia man; from hence we travelled in an 
open plain of com fields, &c. and pat'd 
by Figarsle, a village belonging to the 
dutchy of Milan, and 12 miles from Alef 
Jfaniria we lodged ac Nove, a large town 
and pretty well built, it belongs to the 
flate of Genoa. 

The corn fields in Piedmont and thefe 
patts, are not fo neatly cultivated as in 
Lombardy, having no rows of trees, &c. 

‘Lhe women hereabouts have yellowith 
hair, which they wear hanging down about 
their fhoulders, 

March 19. We rode over many plea- 
fant and fhady hills, and after five miles 
riding pals’d through Gavi, a pretty little 
walled place, fituated under a high hill, 
on the top of which isa ftrong caftle fairly 
built, and ftrengthned with good works 
five miles further we baited at Foltagio, a 
well built town. From hence we mounted 
a winding way about cight or ten miles, 
and came tothe top of a high mountain, 
whence we hada profpect of the fea, and 
Borgo di S. Pietra nigh Genoa and we 
defcended five miles in a paved way toa 
fair inn called Torre d’amico, and rode five 
miles further ina narrow valley to Genoa. 
From that inn we obferved the fides of the 
hills well peopled, and built with many 
houfes not ill built; many chefnut trees 
grow on the hills, and near Genoa are 
large olive grounds. After we left Volta- 
gia we met and overtook about 500 or 
600 mules and afles laden, Borgo di 8, 
Piciro is by the fea fide, well ftored with 
pleafant and ftately palaces, and gardens 
full of orange-trees, &c. When we had 
pafs'd through this Borgo, we entred the 
outwall of Genoa nigh the Pharos, and 
rode by the haven’s fide, then came thro? 
agate wherea guard of foldiers was kept, 
and a good diftance further came to the 
gate of the inner wall, where we deliver’d 
our fire-inftrument to an officer. This 
night we went to the palace, and took a 
bolletin, which was after thisform, viz.

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The weather Was, 22, 23, and 24 Skirrox, 
March, very windy and cold, and on the 
mountains within the walls of the city 
much fnow fell, tho? fearce any fell where 
the houfes of the city are. 

There is a proverbial faying of this 
place, viz. 


Huomini finza fede, Donne fonza Vergogna 
Mare fenzapefce, G Montagne fenza arbore, 


Which laft is not true, the hills being 
covered with wood. 

No coaches are ufed here, but a great cyfema 
many horfe-litters carry’d ufuially by Tufty 
mules. 

Noneexcept foldiers, or fuch as have li- 
cence, can wear fwords, piftols, &c, inthe 
night time. Ifany do, andare apprehended 
by the sbirri (who are up and down the 
ftreets) they are punifhed. When any one 
is kill’d, the murderer flies to the next 
church, 

Montferrat wine drunk in this city ; it is 
red, and ofa very pleafant tafte, as if made 
with rafp-berries. 

If one that kills another flies to Corfica, 
they fay he is free from jultice 5 and fo if 
any efeapes from Corfica to Genoa, 

The fifh-market afforded variety of Fifh-mare 
ftrange fithes, which are fold by a few filh-* 
mongers thac are locked up ina greatiron 
cage, where they weigh our the fith to the 
buyers who crowd about the cage, The 
price of fith is fet by officers, and the fifh- 
men pay two thirds toll. If any fifherman 
does amifs, his thumbs are tied together 
behind him, and in that pofture he ftands 
fome time within the cage. 

‘There are few fifhmongers falls befides 

whatare in the cage, 
he Jefuits church is fmall, but very yjairs 
rich, being, curioufly adorn’d with marble déureh, 
and inlaid work, gilding, pidtures, &c. 
The duke hatha private paflage out of his 
palace into this church, and hatha gallery 
here very richly gilt. ‘The Jefuits have a 
good intereft in Genoa. 

The Dominicans church is an old and pe 
long building. CMD 

Strada Nova isa narrow ftreet, confift-Strada 
ing only of nine or ten palaces, which are Nov2- 
all very magnificent. One of the palaces pate of 
belongs to prince Doria, who is an admiral prince Do- 
of the king of Spain’s gallies, and honour'd tia 
by him with the title of duke, who hath 
another palace without the inner wall nigh 
the haven, which we faw, and obfery’d 
feveral particulars there, viz. on the roof 
of an entry is the piéture of an ox, who 
always turns his tail co the beholder, which 
way foever he looks. The garden is di- 
vided into quarters by myrtle and box- 
hedges 5 and in the middle isa ftately foun- 
tain, having a large figure of Neptune, at 
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made of white marble; a fine walk overa

along and very high bird-cage or Avia 
rium, made of iron bars and brafs wire 
within it grew tall trees.

Behind the palace we 
afcended a hill, where there is a fair fifh- 
pond, which is fupply’d with water by a 
pretty fountain out of « neighbouring rock. 
Here isa huge ftatue of Fupiter, and under

Spinola’s palace is curioufly painted on 
the outfide by one Cambiaza, a Genoefe. 
Within the houfe isa double portico, the 
uppermott of which is painted on the walls 
with the chief cities of Italy, &c. 

Strada Barbais not much interior to Stra- 
da Nova, being anew ftreet that confifts of 
¢ight or nine palaces, one of them belong- 
ing to Fra. Maria Barba, we faw: Ic 
hath within a triple portico, one overano- 
ther. The rooms were kept very neat, and 
richly adorn’d with antientand modern fta- 
tues, and excellent pictures of S. Francis, 
S. Hicrom, a Venetian Jady drawn by her- 
Self, S. Paul's convertion, S. Francis tempt- 


ors chofen every year, go- 
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ed by the devil in feveral Shapes, tapeftry 
with excellent imagery work, a looking- 
glafs adorned round’ about with curious 
figures of horfemen, &c. in filver. A plea- 


fant oran; ii 
ge garden belongs to this houfe, 
and three fair fountains in it. 


The Annunciata is a church of 
calceat Francifcans, the roof whereof is ata. 
richly pictured and gilt, and fupported by 
curious marble pillars: the altars, nor yet 
finithed, were ftately, and built of marble, 
This coft was beftow’d by a noble Genoefe. 

The duke’s palace is a large building pies 
with a great area or court, where are two palace. 
ftatues of marble. Under one is infcrib’d,

Four or five hundred German foldiers 
are a conftant guard here, 

The armory at the palace is furnifh’d srmey. 
with arms for 304000 merl, We faw feve- 
ral arms made for Genoefe women in the 
year 1311. who had defign’d themfelves 
for the wars in Palatina ; a leather cannon; 
a halberd with two piftols in it; anda 
fhield with 120 piftols. 

We faw fome of the duke’s chambers, 
which are furnith’d only with his private 
goods. He fits in the audience chamber 
under a canopy of ftate; the walls are 
hung with curious hangingsexaétly repre~ 
fenting the figures of men, 3c. in the ftory 
of dam and Eve in paradife. In one 
room were two large maps of Genoa, and 
two pictures of Calumbus. One reprefents 
him fixing a crof on the American thore, 
and beating down the Jndian idols; the 
other relates how he prefented his difco- 
veries to king Ferdinand and queen I/a- 
bella. The duke’s chapel isneat, and the 
walls well painted with the ftory of Colum= 
bus, &e. Over his placing the crof in 
America is this written, 


Chriftopborus Columbus Genuenfis mundo ve~ 
teri novum, novo veterem patefecit et 
Deum, 


Tn the leffér council-room the duke, Gu- 
bernatori and Proteétori fit at the upper end 
within a round rail. The great council- 
room hath a roof rarely carved in wood. 
At the upper end is alfo a round rail, and 
in the walls are marble ftatues to Ja- 
nus Grillus, Fulius Sale, Tho. Ragio, Paulus 
Spinola, Baplifta Grimaldus, Anfaldus Gri- 
maldus, Vincent Odonus, Fr. Lercano, Aili-

We faw the duke habited in a red 
velver gown, with: large fleeves, like the 
Cambridge bachelor of arts, bur fome- 
what fhorter; the wings of the 
gown like our aldermens His AN 
cap of red velvet was fhap’d in- 
to a high {quare, thus: 

The Gubernatori and Protoctor? wear 
black velvet gowns, and fuch {quare 
caps, with ruffs about their necks. 

We had fome difcourfe with Durazzi, 
a Genvefe gentleman, who had been in 
England, and an ambaflador in France, 
tho’ he feem’d to be but a young man. 

We obferv’d before a hearfe in the 
ftreets, a company of men that went two 
and two, with lighted torches in their 
hands, and difguiied in fackcloth which 
covered their faces, only leaving two 
holes for their eyes. 

We were told, that there is a fociety 
of ordinary citizens who pay a piece of 
eight every year, and when any dies, he 
is buried at the charge of the company- 

An antiquary thewed us a {mall brafs 
medal of Orho, which feem’d to be no 
counterfeit ; a brafs Britannicns, and 
a brafs Gordianus, which had thefe words, 
IMB. CAES. M. ANT. GORDIANVS AFR. 
Ava. on one fide ; and yicrorra Ave. 
sc. on the reverfe. ‘This antiquary 
foolifhly overvalued them at 100 pittoles 
apiece, 

Mr. Zbo. Kirk (my merchant) Mr. 
Eltham, Mr. Cock, Mr. Langhorn, Mr. 
Shugsberry, Mr. Welfh and Mr. Legat, 
Engiify merchants at this time in Geioa. 

The Englifh fetch from Genoa filks and 
oranges, which grow there very plenti- 
fully. Letters are going about 21 days 
into Exgland. "The Bancho is a large 
open hall where merchants meet. When 
any veffel comes in, a flag on the lant= 
horn gives notice to the city, and the 
thip muft thew a bill of health before 
at can “have-pratique, or leave to trade. 

On 34 of March 1664, being holy 
thurfday, there was great folemnity, and 
about noon a proceffion began, which 
Jafted till two hours in the night. Firft, 
there came a little girl finely dreft up, 
having a lap fall of flowers, then follow- 
ed fix or feven girls in black and white 
veils, who fang fometimes ; after them 
came men difguis'd in grey fackcloth, 
fome barefooted, and with great torches 
in their hands lighted ; between every 
two was carried by boys {ome reprefen- 
tation ofour Sayiour’s paffion. Many 
difguis'd with black fackcloth, having a 
crofs in the middle. Six difcalceate 
Francifcans finging. Six _penitents clad 
in fackcloth, having their backs bare, 
which they {courg’d as they walk’d, with 
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cord whips, 
Cfive or fix in a whip) which fetched 
blood every ftroke. Some of thefe whip- 
pers were hooded, fo that their faces 
could not be feen; and fome ‘went bare~ 
foot. Many of the whippers that went 
in this proceffion feem’d to make but a 
fport of it. And we were inform’d that 
they are porters, and mean perfons hired 
by the rich to undergo this penance en- 
join’d by the priefts. ‘A crucifix and feve- 
ral difguis'd in black. Six more difealeeate 
Fraiiciftans, and fix whippers. ‘The Sans 
ta Citta, a pageant carried by men, Black 
difguis'd perfons, and eight or ten whip- 
pers. After thefe followed the five 
Quarters. of the city ; in each quarter 
were four companies, and about 200 
perfons in each company. In the firft 
quarter came the company of, 1. S, Gia= 
como della Marina, which confifted of 
two in white difguifes, four pages before 
a little boy on horfeback, many in whice 
habits, with fome reprefentation of our 
Saviout’s ftory carried between every two 
by boys. A crofs. Black habits with 
grey tippets over their fhoulders: A crofs, 
More in difguifes. Another crofi, and 
two more in black. Six  difcalceate 
Francifcans. More in black. A pageant 
of $. Giacomo di Gallicia, reprefenting 
S. Fames beheading. Many lighted tapers 
placed round him, and two whippers fol- 
lowed him. After this manner went the 
companies of, 2S. Antonio. 3.8. Croce s 
and, 4. S. Maria in the firft quarter, As 
alfo the fecond quarter confifting of thefe

All this day there were feveral com- 
panies or guards of foldiers in many pla~ 
ces of the city ; and many Sbirri went 
upand down. We faw many Corfican 
foldiers, that march’d before the fer- 
jeant-major who walked on foot,  atten- 
ded by many Gencefe gentlemen richly 
habited, and with fair plumes in their 
hats. 

In Genoa we firft had the opportunity 
to fee galley-flaves, who are moft Zurks 
and Moors ; they are generally habited 
in coarfe hair habits, with a) Cucullus 
to put over their heads ; fome’go bare- 
legg’d, and all have an iron lock faftned 
to their left foot; they have a mainte- 
nance from the ftate, and are employed 
to make cables, €c, Many of the flaves 
have liberty to go up and down ‘the city 
in the day time, and fell ftockings, her- 
rings, ec, but at night they muft return 
to the galleys and lodgings within the 
arfenal- 

"The Genoefe have two large fhips of 
war, and fome galleys, befides brigan- 
dines. 

Genoa is built round the haven in form 
of a bow, and the ftrects are on the ri- 
fing of the mountains which hath the 
new ftone wall on the top, that encom- 
pafies feven ‘or eight miles, a great deal 
of waite ground, and large fuburbs. 
Within thisis a {trong inner wall. 

"Dhe new mole or pier with a tall pha- 
ros or lanthorn, is curionfly built of 
ftone, which they fay coft as much as 
the new wall, 

‘The old mole or pier is on the other 
(fouth) fide of the haven, which is now 
very fecure. Within the haven are feve- 
ral landing places they call Ponti, as Ponte 
di Mercanti, Ponte Reale, &c. In the 
middle of the laf is a fair fountain, 
and here is a fair and ftrong gate built 
by the Protector di S. Georgio. 

The Genvefe are very fulpicious of 
ftrangers, as Dr. Yurdly of Lrinity col- 
lege in Cambridge lately experienc’d, 
who was apprehended and fearch’d, for 
drawing witha pencil the remarkable 
buildings. 

They at prefent have war with no 
prince or ftate, only there is fome quar- 
rel between them and the Malte/e. ‘The 
inhabitants do generally follow the Spa- 
nife fahions, the men being in ftrei 
breech, and the women in farthingales. 
They {eem’d to be of a furly ill-con- 
dition’d nature. 

An aquedué conveys plenty of water 
from the ‘mountains to all parts’ of the

city, and drives many mills. On the 
north of Genoa is the: tiver  Porcifera, 
and on the fouth the river Bifagno,

Every one that goes by fea from hence 
to Ligors, takes a certificate or bollétin 
of ‘health at an office, where in’ the 
walls are places like the Denoncievat Ve- 
nice, and there is written, vif aif 
officio’ di fanita. 

April 1. We hired a felucca (which isa 
{mall boat with a fteerfman and. fix oars, 
that are ufed by watermen ftanding and 
rowing, with their faces the fame’ way 
the boat moves) for four piftoles, to 
carty us to Ligorm, ‘This day inthe after- 
noon, we row'd nigh the fhore or Riviera 
di Gertoa, which is hilly, and fall of plea 
fant houfes to Porto Fino, As foon as 
we were come out of the haven, ‘the 
watermen mutter’d| over fome prayersto 
out lady, who is much reputed for ‘her 
miracles in a church nigh Genda, We 
came to Porto Fino, and then refolv’d to 
go by fea all night, that we might reach 
Ligormthe next day; In the evening the 
boatmen faid their prayers again, and we 
compos’d ourfelves for fleep. Sometimes 
the {ail was fet up, burfor the moft part 
they row'd, ‘Towards the morning we 
had a ftiff wind that blew our felucce 
(before the fail could be Joofen’d) clofe 
to the rocks, and broke one or two of 
our oars, We obferv'd a fhining light in 
the bubble of fea-water that the motion 
of the oars made. 

Apri} 2. We went into Porto Venere, a 
Jittle wall’d town with a caftle, having, 
two iflands before it, which make a fe- 
cure haven ; after the watermen refrefh'd 
themfelves with a breakfaft, we were 
much troubled to perfwade them further, 
but at laft they went off, and fail’d crofs 
a fair bay, call’d Golfo Spezzia, palling 
by on onr right hand, a pentagonal tower 
built on-a rock in the {€a, and on our 
left hand faw another fort. Five miles 
from Porto Venere we reach'd Lerict, a 
little place belonging to the Genoefe, 
whence we could’ not force the boatmen 
farther, and {fo paid them three piftoles, 
and’ gave the poftmafter feven teftons a 
man for riding poft ro Luca, The firlt 
ftage was to Serzana, a ftrong town of 
the Genze/e, and we rode on mules thefe 
four miles over olive hills, having on our 
Jefe hand feveral towns built on the fides 


ofthe hills. “At Sarzana we took Hors, 
an 
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Cathedral, 


Alegind. 


and 10 miles thence artiv'd at“ Ma(fz 
where we lay this night. 

Maffia is a final city on the fide of the 
Kills, belonging to a prince whofe name 
is Gybo. On the town gate is infcrib’d, 


Albericus Cybo Mala/pina facri Romani im~ 
Perit civitatila; Maffe, Bc. princeps. 


He coins money, and hath much ‘re- 
venue out of the marble quarries at Car- 
vara, &e. He is titled alfo duke D’ Ayrelio 
in the kingdom of Naples. 

April 3. We took new poft-horfes, 
and rode at the foot of the hills, having 
onour right hand a fenny level, and pad 
thro” olive woods, obferving the country 
to be very thin of houfes and inhabitants. 
About three miles from Maffz, we went 
thro’ a pafi guarded by a new tower or 
fort of the duke of Florence. About 
three miles further, we came thro’ Pietra 
Santa, a ftreight ftreet walled, belonging 
to the fame duke. Five miles before we 
reach'd Luca, we travell’d over a craggy 
hill, and then defcended into a well’ cul- 
tivated, tho’ narrow plain, and after a 
mile’s winding road, we had four miles 
of ftreight road, and then we enter’d 
Luca at Porta S. Pietro, where all ftrangers 
muft enter, and at no other gate. We 
gave our names here, and receiy’d a bol- 
letin for to lodge in thecity. But three 
gates at this place. None of the citizens 
are permitted to walk in this town with 
fwords, or other arms, nor any ftrangers, 
without leave firft from the magiftrates. 
Some Frenchmen that travelled with us 
from Lerici, prefam'd to walk with their 
fwords, but prefently a dozen Sbirri 
went after them with their muskets, and 
perceiving them to be ftrangers, com- 
manded them to their inn. 

One Signior Gio/eppe Baroncini fhew'd 
us many remarkables of this place. 

"The cathedral is a neat building ; in 
the north fle is a pretty round chapel, 
whereis kept the Sandfus Vultus, a figure 
in wood reprefénting our Saviour on the 
crofs; this they fay was'made by S. Nico- 
demus, and they ftamp the figure of it on 
their money. ‘Thefe eafter holidays it 
was expos'd to view, the people Kneel- 
ing before it, and a prieft rubb’d their 
beads on the legs of this image. Nigh it 
is written on a pillar,

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The Ofivetans church, isa neat place, 
dedicated to St. Pontianus, where, on 
an altar of the north fide, is an in{crip- 
tion, I writ out the beginning of, viz.

No jefuits fuffered to live in Luca, 

‘The government of this common- 
wealth confifts in a council of 160 noble- 
men, who muft be all 25 years old. 
Thefe chufé out of themfelves a lefler 
council of 36. 

In neither of thefé two councils can 
be two brothers, or a father and fon at 
one time ; and when any of the council 
die, they chufé none into their room till 
the time of eledtion returns. 

Nine Antiani are eleéted every two 
months, by the 36, three out of every 
quarter of the city. ‘Thefe muft be 30 
years of age. ‘They haye no ftipend but 
meat and drink, They are called I//u- 
Lriffini. 

A Gonfaloniero chofen alfo by the 36 
for the fame time, who with the Antiani 
mutt refide in the palace, which is guard- 
ed by 80 Switzers. The Gonfaloniero 
muft be 50 year old ; and he hath no 
Stipend bur his meat and drink, and his 
being excus'd from taxes, 

None can be Gonfaloniero, except he 
hath been firft Antianus, and none can 
be Antianus, unlefS they have been of the 
36, but not of the 36 that rule at pre- 
fent. The Gonfaloniero is called Excel 
Jentiffimo, and wears a red filk gown. 
‘The Antiani wear black filk gowns, with 
long narrow fleeves and caps, like the 
doctors of law at Padua. 

A Podefta (a ftranger) elected by the 
36. He hears civil and criminal caufes ; 
When a malefa@or is condemned by him, 
the fentence muft be confirmd by the 
160, andthen there are four Protettori 
of the Incarcerati that fupplicate the 36, 
and if they do not pardon or remit of the 
punifhment, he is executed the next fa- 
turday. 

None can be of the government but 
noblemen; and none of the 36, bur thofe 
that are noble for feven defcents. The 
greater council, for a great fim of money, 
or defert, may make noblemen. 

‘The gentlemen that are not in govern- 
ment have the charge of military affairs, 
and every night is equally divided by 
four of them, 


Every quarter or cerciero of the city is 
diftinguithed by itsarms or banner Paint. 
ed on the corner of the ftreets, with the 
name of the bulwark they are to defend 
viz. Quartiero di Papagallo, Stella, &eo,? 

For at the ringing ofa bell, all are in 
arms in their {everal ftations, The ex- 
tent of the country belonging to Luca is 
not above 10 miles any way ; the city 
is placed in a level that is encompaii’a 
round, except towards the fouth,. with 
high hills, ‘They fay they can’ make 
3ooa0 fighting men to. defend their city 
and country. 

Luca bath very neat wails ftrongly de- 
fended by good bulwarks, and ftore of 
cannon above and below ; a double row 
of trees is planted on the walk upon the 
walls, without which is a broad dry ditch 
that may be filled on occafion with water, 
and beyond the ditch are ftrong hale 
moons, &c, It is very pleafant, and free 
for any ftranger to walk the walls, 

‘The people are very civil and kind; 
and the women walk up and down with 
more freedom than in other places of 
Italy, "They follow the French fathions ia 
their cloaths. Whores are tolerated here, 
and when they are weary of their trade. 
they may turn nuns, which they call 
Convertiti. 

The water of this city is very goodand 
pleafane. The ftrects are pav'd with broad 
free ftone, and kept very clean. 

Over the gates is written, Libertas. 

The Gonfaloniero’s palace hath large 
rooms for himfelf and the Antiani, who 
have lodgings together in a place like the 
dormitorium ofa cloifter ; over each of 
their doors is a faint’s name written, as 
S. Martinus, S. Paulinus, &c, 

Here we read this following infeription 
on amarble fix’d in the wall.

April. We hired a guide and a 
horfe for four julii, to carry our luggage 
to Pi/a, whither we travelled 10 miles 
on foot this day. 

We went out of Luca at Porta di S. 
Pietro, and walk’d about three miles ina 
firait road, where we {aw fome pleafant 
fummer-houfés, and two miles further, 
we baited at a village called S. Giacomo, 
where we obferv'd in the church, the 
prieft and country fellows fitting and fing 
ing. in the choir, as the monks, €c, 

At this place they make olive-oil after 
this manner ; 1/7, ‘They gather. their 
olives in Oéfober, when they begin to 
fall, being blackih and thorow ripe 5 
for thofe that are greener make a worle 
oil ; then they dry. them in the fun, and 
after that bruift them under a {tone that 
is turn’d by a horfe (as apples are bruis’d 
for cyder in fome parts of England) 
then pref them in bags or frails of withy 
or reed, €c. and at laft pour hor water 
upon the oil, which carries all the dregs 
down to the bottom of the veffel, 

At Montpellier they make oil after the 
fame manner, only after the firft preffing 
out of the oil, they pour hot water into. 
the fiails, and prefs them again, which 
is repeated a third time, and the oil 
is skimmed off. 

Luca oil is much efteem’d in foreign 
parts, as England, &e. 

From S. Giacomo we walked up S. Fu- 

, a high cragay hill, and then came 
down into a plain belonging to the duke 
of Florence ; five miles from our baiting 


,, Place we enter’d the city of Pi/e; ob- 
ik 


ing by the way, a long aquedud& 
with large arches of brick (fome fay there 
are sooo arches) that brings water from 
the hills between Luca and Pifz to this 
city, where it furnifhes many fountains 
with an excellent water that is much 
efteem’d, and fold at Ligor, Under the 
arches of this aqueduét hung many long 
and white ftalaétites, or droppings of wa- 
ter, c. petrified. "This aquedué was 
buile by Cofaus and Ferdinand dukes 
of Florence. At Pifa we obferv'd thefe 
particulars, 

‘The church belonging to the knights 


tin of * St. Stephen, and dedicated to that 


faint, hath a curious marble front, and 


the roof within is painted with ftories 


and victories over the Turks, as the arms 
of the Medici, and this inferib’d, Qui

Two monuments 
erected to Matthaus Rinuccinus, and 
lianus Medici, both archbithops of Pi/a, 
the latter perfuaded the French king to go 
back when he was entering Italy with a 
great army. Round the body of the 
church were red velyet hangings and 
rich altars, Six great filver candlefticks 
ftood before the high altar, and on each 
fide of itisa piéture with thefe infcrip- 
tions,

This city feems fomewhat larger than 
Luca, is meanly wall’d, and without any 
fortifications, the houfes and ftreets are 
indifferent, and not much frequented by 
people ; the trade being removed to other 
parts, fince the city and commonwealth 
was reduc’d under the obedience of the 
duke of Florence. 

The river -4rnus runs thro’ the middle 
of Pifz, and is a large and pleafant 
ftream ; over it are three bridges, one 


fairly built of ftone, where twice a year, 
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wiz. on S. Antony's day, and the laft 
day of carnival, is a fight among the ci- 
tizens, who divide themfelves into two 
parties, one called Tramontano, and the 
other Mezoziorno, cach haying a general, 
and is fubdivided into fix {quadrons, the 
names of which are,

All diftinguithed by their feveral ban- 
ners, and painted fhields they call. Zar= 
gow, which are made long of wood, and 


the only weapons they thratt, fence and _ 


knock with. ‘The two parties mect upon 
the middle of the bridge, and at the 
drawing away a fail or curtain between 
them, and the found of a trumpet, they 
begin the fight, which continues for half 
an hour or an hour. Every one is arm’d 
with a head-piece, back and breaft-plates, 
and buff gauntlets ; very feldom any are 
Kill'd or defperately hurt, Every fqua- 
dron prints a little paper, which they de~ 
dicate to the ladies. We were inform’d 
the occafion of this cultom was from a 
fight here formerly between the Pi/ans 
and their enemies of Majorca, who were 
beaten hence. 

Sir Jobn Finch is profeffor here of ana- 
tomy, and with him lives Dr. Robert 
Baines, Me, Clutterbuck hath a houfe 
here and at Ligorn. 

April 7. We went in the Navicella 
(as they call ic) or lite boat, like the 
Padua bark, in a narrow cut of water, 
and obferv’d on our right hand a woody 
place (half way to Ligoru) where the 
duke of Florence hath a park, decoys, 
@e. on our left hand we had a fenny 
countty covered with reeds and water, 
8c. In five hours time wearriv’d at Li- 
gor, where the foldiers examin’d us at 
the gates, and one foldier was fent with 
us to the governor’s houfe, where we lefc 
our fire arms. 

We ftay’d here till April 16. this time, 
and from the gth tothe r2th of Fuly, 
when we returned hither from Naples.

Ligorn ig of an indifferent bignels, the 
ftreets broad and ftreight, centring in a 
large piazza where the merchants meet. 
The houfés are not tall, and are not ill 
built, Round the town are ftrong forti- 
fications, a caltle towards the fea, and 
towards the land a high earth-work and 
ftone wall, with feveral mounts and ba- 
ftions, belides a broad ditch and out 
works. None are permitted but foldiers 
to walk on the higheft part of the wall, 
but a little lower is a publick way. On 
one fide, without the wall, isa fore wich 
a ditch only abour it, and towards Pijiz 
is a fuburb confifting of two or three 
ftreets, called Venetia, having a channel 
cof water running thro’, and a flight w 
about it, ‘There are ftriét guards at eve- 
ry gate, many centinels on the walls who 
have each of them a watch-houfe, with 
a bell thar they ring every hour when. 
the centinels are chang’d, ‘The chief 
fereet is from one gate to the other; at 
the land-gate are planted cannons which 
command the piazza, Guards of foldiers 
ftand in feveral places of the ftreets. The 
duke’s gallies lie within a port that is 
wall’d and buile about. 

On the key is erected a ftately marble 
figure to Ferdinand duke of Tu/cany, and‘ 
at each corner of the pedeftal is a brats” 
figure of excellent work, and reprefent~ 
ing four flaves. 

‘Many flaves go up and down the 
ftreets with a lock on one foot, and they 
are employ’d in all fervile works, as 
porters, €/c. Some cry Pi/2 water which 
is alfo fold by the apothecaries for two 
gratz a flask. ‘The flaves have a mar- 
ket within the town, and another nigh 
the gallies, for the felling of cheefe, &e. 
‘At night they lodge in the gallies, but 
are becter ufed here then at Genoa. 

"Towards the haven is a ftrong cattle, 
having fea-water round about it, ‘The 
mole or pier is long, and fecures many 

fhips 
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fhips that lic within it; the lanthorn is 
a tall tower in a rock within the fea. 
On another fide of the haven are two or 
three lanthorns more. Ligorn road is 
fafe for fhips. ‘They drink here red Fi 
rence wine, which is fomewhat like, but 
ftronger than French wine. It mingles 
well with Pit water. Verdea is a whitifh 
wine of a pleafant tafte, and is fold here 
for about two julii a flask. 

Great variety of fifh taken in thefe 
feas. 

At the theatre where comedies are 
fometimes acted, we faw a German wo- 
man dancing well on the ropes, and her 
daughter and two youths fhewing many 
tricks on the ropes. 

April, 16. We went aboard the S. Ger- 
truda, a ship of Anjterdam, of 600 tans, 
having 26 guns, and Cornelius Ktaufen Vos, 
captain, carrying with us a bill of health, 
which is after this form. Under the pic- 
ture of the V. Mary, and our Saviour in 
her arms, the duke of Horence’s arms on 
her right hand, and a caftle with a flag, 
(the arms of Ligoru); on her left, was 
this written,

April 17. We weigh’d anchor and 
fail’d with a good gale, and in a dmooth 
fea, in fight of the iflands Gorgona, Ca- 
praia and Corfica (shich is mountainous) 
‘on our right hand, and pais'd between 
the ifle of Eva and the continent, after 
thar between two rocks, one on the left 
hand called Palmaiolia, the other . . . 
"Thro? a perfpective we oblerved Elva to 
be mountainous, and fav Porto Ferraio 
which hath a ftrong caftle firuated on a 
hill. We were becalm’d almott all night, 

April 18. Wehad a gentle wind in the 
forenoon ; and about noon a ftrong gale, 
which grew lef after fome time 5 then 
we were becalm’d ; and after that a {tiff 
gale again: thus the weather was variable 
till night, when ie began to blow hard, 
continuing fo all night and the next morn- 
ing. We {fail’d this day towards Monte 
Chrifi, and pais'd by Formiges and Gigio, 
two iflands on our right hand, and {aw 
Porto Hercule and Orbitela on the con- 
tinent. 


April tg. We paf8d by Sanuti, an 
ifland not far from Civitd Vecchia, and 
about noon failed by Oia ; then we were 
becalm’d ; but in the afternoon the wind 
prov'd very fair, which continu'd but a 
fhort {pace, being becalm’d again till fome 
hour inthe night, when the wind grew 
ftrong, and blew till the next morning. 

April 20, We had a calm for fome 
hours, “till a little before dinner, when 
the wind blew fair, but all the afternoon 
we were becalm’d, and before the watch 
was chang’d at night, the wind was fair, 
and we fail’d till the next morning. We 
pais'd by a promontory, called Monte Cir- 
celio ; and on our right hands, had Palme- 
rola and Pontia, two iflands ; ‘and a roc! 
called Botto. 

April 21. We had a calm, and then 
a {mall gale carry’d us in fight of Gaeta; 
againft which place lay two finall iflands ; 
in one of which isa little rower, with 
fome guns in it: we pa{3d then between 
the iflands of [/ébia and Caprea, and’en- 
ter'd the gulph of Naples. A felucca came 
to the fhipa good diftance from Naples, 
and was difpatch’d prefently away with 
a letter to a Dutch merchant in that city : 
After dinner we failed not far from Cale 
Ov, and then a boat, row'd by eight or 
ten flaves, met us, having an officer in it, 
that examin’d what the thip’s lading was, 
whence fhe came, and what news, €c. 
‘Then our fhip difcharg’d fix guns; which 
were anfwerd by a Holland fhip now in 
the Spanrard’s pay. After that, a felucca 
brought an officer from the office of 
health, who demanded our bolletin we 
took at Ligoru: then Dutch merchants 
came in their felucca’s, and prefented the 
captain of the fhip with fallads, oranges, 
wine, bread, €2¢. receiv’d their letters, 
and drank a welcome cup, but enter'd 
not the veflel, We caft anchor iome 
diftance from the mole or pier, and 
this afternoon faw a Neapolitan and Genoe/é 
galley bringing in 16 Turks, and’ 6 Chr:-

boat: At their arrival, the 
cattles fignify’d their joy by 
When our fhip enter’d the gulf, a flag 
was hung out of che Cz/ile Ove and the 
Caftello Nove, to give notice to the 
city. 

Tn this Dutch thip we obferv’d great 
neatnefs and order ; every half hour the 
fteerfman, (in a room between the deck 
and the captain’s cabin) at the ringing of 
a bell, is chang’d: He had two compatles 
plac’d before him, and a lanthorn in the 
middle for a candle in the night-time. 
The bell was rung alfo every time they 
chang’d the watch, and for prayers, 
break- 
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breakfaft and dinner. ‘Their prayers were 
made in the fteet-room ; one of the fea= 
men reading a chapter, and then they all 
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We faw feveral filver figures of fairies, Sivas. 
viz. S. Maximus Xaverins, Francifeus “V™~

fing a pfalm. Moft of the fea-men lay 
jn hammocks; over the captain's was the 
pilot's cabin 5 and undernearly the gun- 
ner’s room were fwords, piftols, half- 
pikes, carbines, &. hung up. 

April 22, About noon two on three 
dons came inva felucca with the Spanifh 
colours, and ftay’d by the fhip’s fide, 
while the feamen went down into the 
boat, where they were numbred about 
45, befides the captain and four of us 
Englifp travellers, with a Dutch merchant, 
Gia, Bap. Vanden Broeck, conful ac Meffina 
for the Dach nation: After this, the fhip 
had pratique, and guns were: difcharg’d 
‘Then we went in a felucca, and landed 
within the peer or mole of Naples ; 
where, as foon as we arriv’d, a fearcher 
came, whom we gratify’d| with two Caro- 
Jini: after this, we went and gave in our 
names at an office, and had another 


“fearcher begging our courtefy ; and then 


we march’d to our lodging. 

Before we took fhipping for Mefina, we 
fay’d av Naples till 27 April ; and after 
our return from thence, we ftay’d at 
Naples from 13 Fuxe till 30 at 

April 23. We faw part of a proceflion, 
which was manag’d by the Jefuits ; this 
day being devoted to St. Gennaro, filk 

carpets, €2c, hung out of the windows, 
and in the middle of the ftreet was erected 
a handfome arch cover’d with gilt and 
painted: cloth; withinit was analtar, and 
oppofite to it a chair of ftate for the 
vice-roy. Here were thefe two infcrip- 
tions.

Dominicus, Antonius, Andreas, Patricius, 

jomtas  maany forts of friars, and the 
people very zealous in rubbing their 
beads on each faint. Before S. Gennaro’s 
blood came fome canons, and after it 
foliow’d a mace, and then came the arch- 
bifhop’s vicar. We obferv'd the vice= 
roy in a fédan, attended by many Swit 
zers, in red velvet breeches and caps 
with feathers ; and after came the 
gent, a nobleman: of Naples, who 
alfo attended by Switzers. 

We hireda felucea, and went by mount 
Paufilippus, a promontory, which hath 
oppofite to it alittle rock, called, 
on which is the image of 
Then paf'd by Nifes 
with a caftle on the top 3 and near it is 
the lazareteo, buile ona long rock. We 
them arrivid at Puteoli, a {mall decay’d Per 
city, where the people brought us fhells, 
alk Coins, Eze. to fell. Here we took one 
ald Cicero for our guide, who fhew'd us 
thefe following, remarkables. 

Caliguia’s Bridze, of which remain 
feyeral arches that went crofS three miles 
to Baia, where we faw anold arch that 
was part of the houfe where Agrippina 
was kill’d ; another old arch, part of 
Hercules's temple: We went up a cliff, 
and behind the promontory of Mifenus, 
obferv'd fhady fields, that they call’d, the 
Campi Blizii. We went into a large cave, 
made by art, and fiypported by three rows 
of about 15 fquare pillars ‘and here we 
every one lighted a candle, and entred a 
dark hole'; whence we di 
the Cento Camarelle of } obferving 
arched paffages, broad enough. for two 
men.to walk abreatt : thefe patti 
crofvone another, and were divi 
long tooms by wally that had holes in 
then» to ereep through ;. in the walls of 
one-room were hollows to fet lamps in, 
andione paflage had an open end that 
look’d into the fea, 

‘Almoft crofs the promontory of Mifentis 
is the Piféina Mirabilis, a ftately anti- 
quity, fapported: by 43 tall pillars. In 
the middle is'a long place lower than the 
reff of the pavement, which argues it 
was\formerly: a receptacle of water, con- 
vey'di thither by channels; the outward 
crut of the pillars is obfervable, being 
perfeét ftone, which they fay wasi made, 
by Ne’s order, of marble duft and 
whites of eggs. : 

Nigh the Pifcina Merabitis is a {mall 
round. Jake clofe) to’ the fea, and) called, 
Mare Mortnnm: 

We faweil Sepitichro degli Gentile, which 
is a: little old: building, that hath round 

7 N ~ about 
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Monta Nuova, about 126 years ago, 
in the year 1538, was caft up by an earth- 
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Scirroxs about within, holes like thofe in pigeon- 
W™ houfes; there were about go holes, and 


in every one was fix'd a large urn of earth, 
wherein the antients put the afhes of the 
dead. 

Hereabouts was the Mercato del Sab- 
bato ; and we took notice of many ruins 
that they fay were fhops ; fome of which 
had the infides of the roofs well carved ; 
and in the walls were feveral hollow places, 
where they probably fet their wares: at 
the further end of every fhop is a nick, 
and a fcollop carved on the top 

With lighted candles we went down a 
hole, and entred the Sepulcbro d’ Agrip- 
pine, a low, narrow and. fhort arch, 
curioufly wrought with the figures of ani- 
mals, &2. 

"The Pifcina Hortenfii is a ruin’d place. 

Almoft round this bay, near the fhore, 
and under the water are many ruins of 
houfes, and on the cliffs fome ruins of 
palaces ; among which that of C, Marius. 

A ftrong caftle built by Charles V. 
where about 70 foldiers keep garifon. 
Under the caftle are the ruins of the city 
Baie ; the temple of Venus ; the tomb of 
Diana ; the baths of Trullius, which are 
ftopp’d up by the fea-fand; which are re- 
moved when the baths are us'd in May 
and June. 

‘The ruins of Fulins Cefar and Nero’s 
palaces: ‘The la(t had a private way with- 
in the cliff. 

"The Stufe of Tritola are in the fide of 
adliff; which we enter’d with lighted 
candles, going into a narrow paffage ; 
whence comes always out a fuffocating 
fume, which is very prejudicial ro any one 
that ftands up ; therefore we crept upon 
our knees, and held our heads down- 
wards ; and the further one goes in, the 
more one muft ftoop. We went as far 
we could well endure the heat and fume, 
and faw another paffage within this of the 
fame nature, Atthe farther end is water. 
It is obfervable, that the lower fides of 
the paflage are rocky, but the upper parts 
(when the fume paffes) of a fulphureous 
clay. Here difeafed perfons fic and {weat 
a prefcrib’d time, and then go to bed in 
old rooms (which are about ten) in a 
long dark paffage, call'd, the Sybils Grot. 
In many of thefe rooms are three places 
cut out of the rock to lay beds on, and 
a floping ftone for a pillow. 

Juft before we enter’d the foremen- 
tion’d Stufe, we obferv’d that the fand 
under the fea-water nigh the fhore was 
hor, bue the fea-water cold, 

Balneum Ciceronis isa large round cave, 
arched under the cliff, the roof whereof 
is fomewhat defac’d: there are feveral 
bathing-places, but the water in them is 
now falt. 


quake : It is of a fandy colour, and looks 
differently from the neighbour-hills : 
There grows on it only Erica Arborea, 

Monte Barba, antiently Abulus’s mount, 
where the Vinum Falernum grew. ji 

The ruins of Ful. Caefar his mole, and 
part of a lanthorn, 

A mile from PozZuoli is a Francifcans 
chapel, dedicated to St. Gennaro, where 
one of the friars fhew’d usa {tone that he 
faid he was beheaded on; which ftone is 
fix’d nigh an altar, and hath red {pots 
in ir, that the Francifcans believ’d were 
St. Gennare’s drops of blood: On the 
other fide of the altar was the figure of. 
that faint’s head, which, they fay, fome 
hereticks would have carry’daway by {ea 5 
but the thip would not ftir as long as the 
head was on board. 


Solphaterra, isa little level furrounded Solpi 


with a hill: Here we faw three feveral 
places, out of which we obferv'd {moak 
and burning brimftone to arife ; and we 
gather'd flires fulpburis near one of the 
holes, about which the ground was very 
hot. We took notice when we threw 
great ftones againft the ground of this 
level, it echo'd a noifé as if underneath 
there were a great hollow ; and near the 
place the brimftone came out, we heard 
a loud murmuring like the current of a 
river. Brimftone is made here for fale, 

On a long furnace are fix’d many pots 
fill’'d with fulphur-ftone, 
which melting, the earthy 
parts fink to the bottom, 
and the brimftone iwim- 
ming on the top, runs out 
at b, into the receiver ¢, 

We walk’d thence to the fea-fide, and 
faw bathing-places ina cave cut out of 
the rock, warm and falt water being con 
vey'd to them by a channel from a well 
in another cave, ‘This place is called 
Cantarello. 

"This day being the 24th of April, was 
the firft time we oblery’d an Stalan 
drunk. 

The houfes at Nuples are large, high, 
and fairly buile of ftone, with fiat roofs 5 
fome of the ftreets are broad, and that 
call’d the Loledo ftreet, is long and ftately, 
where one Vander Enden of Antwerp hath 
a large palace, who came hither in a 
mean. condition, but is now very rich, 
and marries his children to the greateft 
nobility of Naples. 

In Naples, on the cor 
frets, are in{criptions, prohi 
to dwell in them. 

The watermen and country fellows 
are very well reprefented in the en 
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of Maffanello, before Howell's hiftory, 
They havea broad band few’d to their 
fhirts, which hangs behind their necks. 

In the fammer-time, fellows cry up 
and down the ftreets 49ua Frefea, Aqua 
Ghiacciata, i. e. cold water, ice-water ; 
having little veffels at their backs, which 
have ice or fhow mingled with the water : 
a glafi-full cofts a Bolognino. "This city is 
of a great length and good breadth. Be- 
fore the laft plague, the inhabitants were 
very numerous, and ftill there is a great 
concourfe of people. In that ficknefs, 
they report, 120,000 dy’d within fix 
weeks time. Many ftreets in the fub- 
urbs ; the walls not worth any notice. 
Four caftles; viz. 1. S. Elmo, upon a 
high hill. 2. Cafello Ove, 3. Cajjello de 
7Ovo upon the haven, which they fay was 
formerly Lucillus his palace. 4, Caftella 
Carmine (which Ma(fanello had in his 
poffeffion) command the city, being 
guarded by Spaniards. Without the city 
towards mount Ve/uvins, are a great 
number of gardens ; in every one of them 
a well, whence water is drawn out by 
an fe torning a wheel with buckets, 
which pour the water out into a great 
ciftern for the ufe of the garden, Many 
gentry live in Naples, where all provifions 
are very cheap, except bread. ‘Two forts 
of wine frequently drank here : 1. Lacbry- 
ma Chrifti, which is ted, and fomewhat 
too fweet. 2. Cerelle, whitith ; both too 
ftrong to drink at meals. At the cloifter 
of S. Fra. di Paolo, the friars fell feveral 
forts of excellent wine. Here is plenty 
‘of oranges and other fruits; and com- 
monly fold long capers, and another fruit, 
call'd, Mazliniano, (being a fort of gourd) 
almoft as big as a quince, which they 
likewile pickle as they do capers. ‘Their 
chamber-pots are cylindrical glaffes, fet 
in neat flasks, with a cover made of 
wicker. ‘The brafs and filver_ money 
coin’d in the rebellion 1648, is ftill cur- 
rent here. At S. Severinus, the monks 
of the Benediétine order fell wine. At 
Naples we eat raw artichokes with pepper 
and oil. Sedans frequently ufed here. 
The King of Spain allows every trooper a 
horfe’; which has one of his cars cut off, 
that the horfe may be difcover’d if run 
away with. "The troopers ride with their 
fwords drawn thro’ the cities. 

We were told, that eunuchs may be 
priefts, and fay maf, becaufe they carry 
their Zefes about their necks, 

John Van Limpert, whofe brother tra- 
veiled with us from London to Veuice, 
fhew’d us many remarkables in the city. 
Here, and at Mefina, many of the cart- 
wheels are made of one folid piece of 
wood, without any {pokes, 


a marble figure of the river Nifus, and 
an antient head, call’d, Caput Neapol. 
The houfe it ftands nigh, is the oldeft 
houfe of the city. We obféry'd one night 
feveral boats fithing near the fhore, haying pining in 


a fire at one end of the boat ; and a fel- # nisl. 


low ftood ready to ftrike the fith with 
an inftrument like that we catch moles 
with, 

April 26, Yn the morning we went by 
felucca, towards mount Ve/ivius, and 
fnelt a ftrong fmell like Petroleum, which 
they told us comes out of a rock under 
water, and in the hot months the oy] lies 
in great {pots upon the fuperficies of the 
fea's it is taken up with cotton, and fold 
to the apothecaries, A little from thence 
we landed, and hired a barefooted guide 
for three carolins, to hew us the way up 
to mount Ve/uvins, now vulgarly call’d, x 
Monte Suma, Wewalk'd a‘continual afcent vias 
from the fhore four miles to the top, where 
we climb’d up a fteepy place that tired 
us: upon the top we look’d down into 
a great hollow within the mountain, and 
at the bottom fawa round bank or circle 
of earth, out of which brake many finokes 
of brimftone. Dr. Mapletoft went down 
within the mountain, as he himfelf told 
us, We return’d by an eafy de(cent in 
adeep fand. Near the top we obferv’d 
a burnt ftone, wherein were {parkles like 
gold and filver ; on thefidesof the moun- 
tain are deep channels, which convey 
away water and ftones, €¢, when there 
are eruptions; all about was a burnt far- 
face ; here and there fome freeftone. Abro- 
tum Campfire, Genifia Hifp. Colutea Vefic. 
€ Acetola Ovilla, grew. neareft the top. 
Near this mountain is Zorre deb Greco, 
which gives name to the Greek wine, that 
is ftrong, and colour'd (but nothing fo 
pleafant) as Canary-fack. On the shore, 
at the foot of Ve/uvius, we tafted a frefh~ 
water fpring, even with the fuperficies of 
the fea. 

“April 27. 
wards the mole. 1. A banner, with a red Jer. 
crof} in it; then ro flaves founding of 
trumpets ; next a crucifix, carry’d by a 
young woman, and on her left hand ano~ 
ther finely drefs'd ; after them follow’d 
many girls and young women, two by 
two, and behind them came nuns: in 
the middle of the mole ftood two rows of 
chriftian flaves, with beads and candles 
(which are malefaétors condemn’d to the 
gallies) ty'd fix together with chains 5 and 
a company of priefts and finging-boys 
about a pagcant of the virgin Mary. The 
flaves founded their trumpets 5 and fing- 
ing boys fung towards the galleys, which 
anfwer'd witha yolley of fhot and noife of 

trumpets: 
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We faw a proceffion to- 4 proce

trumpets: little guns on the ground were 
fired at the entring into a church, where 
none but the flaves were permitted to go 
in to hearmafs, Thefe flaves were then 
confefs'd before their going to fea, 

We obferv’d, one day, a Vénetian 
aftrologer (as he call’d himfe!f) or moun- 
tebank, who fat on his horfe, and dif 
cours'd’ to the people of the ftars, Ge. 
and he fpoke to a fellow in the crowd’ 
througha long whifpering-pipe of tin, and 
then gave him one of his medicines. 

Fune rz, After we return’d from Sicily, 
we faw the granary belonging to the city 
of Naples, which is under-ground, con- 
fitting. of 30 feffie or grotte, fupported’ 
by pillars: they fay: here is always ftore 
enough to:provide the city feven years: 
I believe there might be enongh to fup- 
ply for two or three years. The corn is 
kept here cool in the fammer, and warm 
in the winters it is turn’d over very 
often, fome faid every two days. The 
Neapolitan bakers are oblig’d to buy here 
25,000 tumult every month’; and if they 
have occafion for more, may buy ir where 
they pleate. Five confervaiori delle fol ; 
four chofen by the nobility, and one by 
the commonalty, overfte this granary. 

une 14. We-walk’d up to the Car- 
thufians cloifter, (which is under caftle 
S. Elmo) where we faw their finallichurch, 
more polite than the Amunciata at Genoa, 
dedicated to S, Martin, curioufly adorn’d, 
all the pillars and! walls being crufted 
over with fine inlay’d work of marble, 
brought from Carrara; very excellent 
pictures over the altars, and two in the 
choir, made by a Flemming, who was 
rewarded with 2500 ducats. Here is 
one large cloifter, being the moft curious 
and neat place of this nature that ever we 
yet faw; all the pillars and’ pavement of 
the belt marble, and at each corner, over 
doors, the figures of the virgin Mary, &c. 
were rarely carved ; from a’ balcony, on 
one fide, werhad a delightful profpect of 
the city, country and mountains; and 
from: another part of the cloifter, looked 
over thei large and pleafant gardens on 
the fide ofthe hill; and the-{éa, with thar 
part of the city near Ca/felle Ovo, came in- 
toview, We faw here'a huge ciftern to 
receive rain-water in.

We vifited the Auguttins 
cloifter, who have a church, calld, «Fo, 
4 Carbonaria;, where, behind the altar, 
is a ftately maufoleam of marble ; om 
the top is the figure ofa man on horlé- 
back; and underneath is written, in old 
charaéters, Divus Ladiflaus ; inthemiddle 
lies the image of a bifhop, who ereéted 
this monument to this king of Hungary, 
when the excommunication was taken off 
for his fighting againft the church: un~ 
detneath is the King’s effigies, in a fitting 
pofture, with his wife Fobanna by him. 
In a large, round chapel, fome of the 
monuments of the Caraccioli are worth 
noting ; and behind the aforetaid maufo- 
leum is a fair tomb of one of them ; and 
on the wall, his face and upper part of 
his body naked is painted.

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‘This was the portico to the temple of 
Caftor and Pollux. We obferv'd here a 
great Snes of womens hair hanging 
up, offer'd after the death of their hui- 
bands, fignifying their fature chaftity. 

June 16, We walk’d early in the 
morning, about three miles, to the top 
ofa hill, paifing through pleafant woody 
places, where the Camardoli dwell, a fort 
of Eremites, habited in white, who have 
every one alittle houfe and finall garden : 
there are 13 houfes in three ranks on one 
fide of a pretty church, (where are 100 
confeffing-feats) ; and on the other fide, 
fix houfes in two ranks: they havea prior, 
and are efteem’d wealthy. From this hill 
we had a fine profpect of Naples, the ad- 
jacent country, hills, fea, Mf. Pau/ilippus, 
Lacus Agnanis, Pozzuoli, Baie, We 
had here a {trong finell of brimftone from 
mount So/faterra two miles diftant. 

une 18. We went thtough Portadi 
Ghaii, where are fet up, in two iron 
grates, two heads of rebels in the tumults 
1648. A row of houfes here ruin'd by 
the command of the vice-roy, who com- 
manded then; the moft confiderable con- 
fpirators living here. Beyond Caftel/o 
Owo we walk’d along the marina (or 
fhore) before a long front of houfes, and 
came to mount Paufilippus, a promon- 
tory; about which, in the fummer even- 
ings, the nobility, €. take the fre/éo or air 
in their felucca’s. Ithathapaffage cutthro” 
broad enough for two carts; the length 
js about halfa mile, and is level with the 
roads without: towards Naples the paf 
fage is higheft, and in the middle it is 
Joweft: light comes floping in from the 
top 5 and about half way on the fide to- 
wards the fea, is a {mall chapel within 
the rock, where a monk fays mafs every 
day : at the entrance of either edge the 
light may be feen quite thro”. It is all 
the way pav'd, When it is obfenre, paf- 
fengers coming from Naples, call out to 
thofe they meet, Alla Marina, keeping 
themfelves on the right hand, or towards 
the mountain ; and thofe that come from. 
the other end, cry, Alla Montagna, keep- 
ing themfélves on the left-hand, or to- 
wards the fea. 

Jutt before we went into this paffage, 
towards the top, on the right hand, is a 
monument within the rock, which is be- 
Tiev'd to be Virgil’s tomb. Virgil. Georg 
1. 4. fpeaks of his ftudying here.

I 
went in, and fiay'd a confiderable while, 
perceiving no inconvenience by ftanding 
upright init; but putting my head down 
within a fpan of the bottom, a fudden 
fell of an arfenic vapour ftifled my 
breath, and oblig’d me to withdraw my 
head prefently upwards ; for it is a mortal 
fame that arifés, which we experimented 
in thefe creatures. x. A large grafs-hopper 
was kill’d in about a minute’s time: 
2, A beetle, in a quarter of an hour. 
3. A chicken ina minute. 4. ‘Two frogs 
in three or four minutes. 5. A little 
dog in lefs than a quarter ofan hour : 
the dog, chicken and frogs had fome life 
Jeft when we took them ont, bur we 
could not recover any of them prefently 
into thelake, 6. A large fake was quite 
dead in the fpace of half an hour. We 
were told, that about 22 years fince, a 
nobleman of Naples, theduke di Matalone, 
{tified one of his flaves here ; whom he 
vainly endeavour’d to recover by throwing 
him into the lake. ‘The fides of the cave 
are tinétur’d green, as high asthe vapour 
rifes, and arehot ; but above that height 
the fides are rocky and white, crafted 
over in moft places with a thin fragile 
fabftance. The water of the lake is freth, 
and affords fifh ; it if about 1g paces 
diftant from this grotto.

At the Dominicans, call’d S. Tho, 
Aquinas, we went into a narrow fchool- 
room, where the ftudents wrote after a 
civilian that read, who was often inter- 
rupted by the fcholars ; and he familiarly 
difcours’d with them in the midft of his 
leéture. In another fchool, a friar was 
reading divinity. 

On Fune 22, the weather was very 
cool, by reafon of the rain and thunder 
we had. 

One evening (the ufual time for execu 
tions here) we faw a fellow hang’d that 
kill’d his wife: the gallows was erected 
before her father’s houfe : one riding on 
an afs came before him, with a large ban- 
ner folded up; which in time of joy is 
open’d; then follow’d a crucifix, and 
fome in white difguifes : after the male- 
fa€tor had done his devotion, he afcended 
the ladder, kiffing every ftep he went up, 
and ftanding there about a quarter of an 
hour, one of the difguis’d gave him an 
exhortation; and at fome fign or word, 
the hangman turn’d him off, and to 
ftrangle him the fooner, leap’d upon his 
fhoulders. Before and after the execu- 
tion a trumpet founded. He hung all 
night, and then was cut down.

Before we entred the ftreight between 
Calabria and Sicily, or the Faro di Mefi- 
na (by our feamen called the vale of 
Meffina) a pilot came tous, ina feluc- 
ca, and demanded 15 crowns, but took 
to pieces of eight, to guide the fhip into 
the port of Meffina, the entrance being 
dangerous by reafon of the ftroom or 
current here, which fometimes fhip-wrecks 
veflels, either on Scyl/a, the rocks of Ca- 
labria, or Charybdis, the finds of Sicily. 
"Two months before, an Englifh thip, cal- 
led the St. George, was run afhore on the 
fand for want of a pilot. At night we 
got into the haven, but had no pratique 
till next morning, 

Sunday, May x. When a felucca, with 
officers,came and enquired the fhip’s lading, 
&c. and told the number of mariners and 
paffengers, and took our bills of health, 
and foon after they gave us pratique. 
Dutch merchants came then aboard, and 

Meffina, five of the fhips guns were fired to falute 
the town. 

We made our ftay here, before we 

went for Masta, till s May; and after 

our return, ftay’d from 22 May till 6

Near this novitiatory isa fortification, 
over the gate whereof is written, B Forté 
Dulcedo, and oyer another, under Fupi- 
ter’s eagle and thunderbolt, Hotem re- 
pellas longius. 

We faw an engine for filk like that at 
Bononia and Vicenza, only this was mov~ 
ed by a man that walked round within 


the engine. 
: ‘The 
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The prefent vice-roy’s name is Franci/co 
Gaetano Ducq de Sarmonetti; his palace 
is large and handfome, having a profpect 
upon the key. 

‘The ancients called this city Zancle, 
i.e. a {cithe, to which is refembled the 
Jong neck of land that hooks in the 
haven, which is very fecure, and deep 
enough for fhips of 600 tuns to ride in, 
and unlade, at the very key fide. At the 
farther point of the promontory, or neck 
of land, is a large and ftrong’ fort, cal- 
led Sa/vadore, with a lanthorn on the top 
of it. About the middle of the neck isthe 
Carmelites convent, and about the begin- 
ning of it is afquare wooden building, 
called the Lazaretto; the Me(fine/e would 
have made it of ftone, but the Spaniards 
would nor fuffer it, for fear that it might 
have been, upon occafion, turn’d into a 
fort. 

The key is very broad, where the 
coaches of noblemen make the corfo ; 
the front of houfes, upon the key, are 
adorned with fair balconies, ftately built 
and uniform. Here lie always the four 
galleys, tartano’s and felucca’s. Upon 
the Key a great many gypfies have little 
fires of charcoal, which are blown either 
by their wives or children, and the men 
work fimith’s-work, 

‘There are no gates to the city walls. 
Here are great Yorgi or fuburbs. 

Meffina is Situated under high moun- 
tains, and runs out in length by the 
haven’s fide. It is indifferently built 
Cexcept the Key-fide) and the ftreets 

are naftily kepr. 

‘The vice-roy of Sicily is chofen by the 
King of Spain every three years, and he 
ufually ftays 18 months here, and 18 
months at Palermo; which two cities 
have great emulation, each pretending to 
be head or metropolis of the kingdom ; 
and the cities, in Sicily, divide themfelves 
into their parties; Catania, &c, for Pa- 
lermo; Syracufa, Trapanum, &c. for 
Mefina. In the tumults at Palermo, 1648, 
the Me(finefe continued faithful to the 
king of Spain. The Palermitani would 
have made the prince of Botero king, 
whofe family is ftill banithed from com- 
ing to either of thefé cities without leave 
firft from the vice-roy. 

The king of Spain here calls himfelf 
prince in all fpiritual caufes, and there 
lie appeals, from the bifhops, to a judge 
called Monarchie Spiritualis judex, or 
inguifiter, and, in petitions, he is ftiled 
Beatiffime Pater, ‘The kings of Sicily fay, 
they are born Legati d@ Latere, and have 
power to punifh all clergymen. 

_ Baronius, in his 11th tome, impugns 
this right; and therefore that book is fe- 


verely prohibited in this and the Neapo- Sxirbows 
wre 


litan kingdom. 

The Meffinefe are counted uncleanly, 
proud and ill-conditioned towards ftran- 
gers, bur the Palermitant, they fay, are 
of a contrary temper. 

‘The gentries coaches, in Meffina, thott 
of them drawn by mules, and whenthey 
dtive with four, they have a poftilion. 

Banditi, and other malefactors, efcape 
hither out of Cafabria, and thofe of Sicily 
efcape thither, where the vice-roy of 
Naples hath his jurifdi@ion, ‘The inhas 
bitants, when they walk a mile or two 
out of their towns, carry long guns 
with them, for defence againft them. 
Some years fince, a gentleman was taken 
out of the ftreets of Afeffina, by the bana 
diti, in the evening, and while we were 
gone for Malta, another Meffane/e gen- 
tleman, travelling between Ae/fiza and 
Melazzo, was taken by them ; but both 
were ranfomed, 

None are permitted to catry piftols 
in Sicily under a great penalty, except 
thofe of the Santo Officio. 

Great quantities of filk are made at 
Meffina and Reggio in Calabria; there 
fore many mulberry-trees are planted, 
and the leaves fold to feed the filk worms, 
which they call Cavalieri. 

Any ftranger may bring into Afe/ing 
what he pleafes, without trouble of fearch= 
ing, but going out, the Guardiani or 
fearchers examine him ; they attend up= 
on the Marina, or the fea-fhore, and ob- 
ferve what goes out of the port. None 
are faffered to carry away above 16 
fendi, like our Engii/b cuitom, forbid: 
ding the tranfport of above 5 /. Ster. 

‘The killing of calves is prohibited in 
Sicily. 

No youths (imberbes juveites) can tra- 
vel here without a pafs. 

Mefina ait is counted good for foré 
legs, and bad for the head-ach, @c. Reg 
gio is elteemed good for the head. 

The fenate-houfe at Meffina isan ins 
different building. Inthe piazza before 
it, isa fair fountain. When any decree 
is publifhed, a trumpet founds immedi- 
ately after, as we allo obferved at Cataé 
nia and Syracua. 

The Meffanefe pretend great privi- 
leges from Charles V. and if the people 
are difpleas'd with the viceroy, the ju- 
rati_ intimate as much to him, and they 
fay he then departs from the city; elle 
a great bell is rung, and all are in a fads 
den tumult. ¥ J 

"The government of this city, fee in 
iy colleétion of governments, and in 
Mr. Ray, All the monies of Sicily are 
coin’d in the Zecco or mint of Meffna: 

Provi* 
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Provifions are fold at a reafonable rate, 
tho’ the markets are not well ferv’d. 

‘The Spaniards have thefe forts. 1. 
Caftello del Salwadore, on the very point 
of the neck of land at the haven’smouth ; 
it is upon a rock, and the fea deep 
enough for a good frigate to convey men 
in by the boltfprit. 2. Cz. Matagrifoni. 
3. Gonzaga. 4. Cafielazzo. Thele three 
Jatt are fituated upon hills, andthe fe- 
cond and third without the city walls. 

The Meffanefe, befides their walls, 
have alfo their forts, 1. 5. Giorgio. 2. 
S. Vincentio, 3. S. Giovanni, Bc. See 
the map of AMeffina. 

Many Sbirri, or fuch as belong to the 
juftitia, walk up and down the ftreets 
every day, with a long gun on their 
fhoulders, a great horn of powder, anda 
large bag of fhot by their fides; they 
wear a long dagger behind them, and 
tie their hair up behind their ears. They 
have bailiffs here, that are known by their 
long wands. 

The French trade much hither. 

"The vulgar Meffane/e, at the firft ac- 
cofting of a perfon, fay Salute. 

"They {peak here, and all over Sicily, 
and the kingdom of Naples, a very cor 
rupt Jtalan. 

In Calabria and Sicily they make great 
ftore of cheefe, which is very hard and 
white ; but the better fort is alfo hard, 
of various fhapes, and made of Bufalo’s 
milk, but called Ca/eo di Cavallo. 

In Sicily and Malta, they eat great 
{tore of chichelings raw. 

Sicilian horfes are counted good. Sici- 
ly, according to Cluverius, is 600 miles 
in circuit. 

Meafures ufed in Sicily; four Mun- 
delle equal to one 'Tumulo, 16 ‘Tumuli 
equal to one Salma, and one Salma of 
corn (wheat) is worth now 24 Tare. 
Manganello equal to 12 tb. 

Good corn at Catania and Trapano. 
Coral at Zrapano. 

Salt at Marfala. Meffina filk. Syracufa 
and Augufia wine. 

Ata mountain called Cafellum S. Fo- 
Lannis, axe falt-ftones ; it is near Enna. 

We were told, that at Tiapanum is a 
famous ftatue of the virgin Mary. 

‘The king of Spain hath one million of 
ducats yearly revenue in Sicily, befides 
donatives, fays Brietius. 

At Palermo are two long {treets, and 
they crofi one another ; the palace, foun- 
tain and theatre, are remarkable there, 

When the Sicilian vefpers were, Sper- 
linga, a city ona hill, in the middle of 
the ifland, did not confent to the plot 
againft the French, but were fayourable 
to them ; whence this verfe,

Muy 22. Was this proceffion: Drum- 
mers, baftard wenches, or poor girls, 
veil’d and led by old women to church, 
where they communicated, Six of thefe 
wenches are married every year by the 
hofpital they were maintain’d in, and 
haye each of them too fendi. 

May 23. There was a great deal of 
jollity ; the caftles and forts fir’d their can- 
non, a great number of banners, car- 
pets, tapeftry, €c, hung out of the 
houfes, and every fhopkeeper dreft_ up 
his hop with his wares, making altars 
and curious reprefentations; but the moft 
fplendid and rich, were the goldfiniths 
and drapers, having before their thops 
(at this time) gilt and painted rails 
adorn’d with ftatues. ‘The ftreets are 
crowded day and night with a multitude 
of fpeétators. In the night was the moft 
fplendid thew, the fhops having tapers 
and candles good ftore, and paper lant- 
horns hung from moft windows ; upon 
the windows and balconies, lamps ftood 
very thick ; fo that. the whole city 
feem’d to be of a flame in the night, 
which we obferv’d fome miles diftance 
off at fea when we came from Cztania. 
Micy 2t. The eve of the feaft, arriving 
at Me(fina at three hours of the night 5 
thefe fire-works made thena very great 
refleGion in the air, which was difcern'd 
afar off. On one of the banners was 
written Magna fides, "The gentry and 
jadies in coaches rode the Corfo or tour 
in the chief ftrect. In a goldfmith’s 
fhop were two or three figures covered 
over with checquins. 

May 23. All day and night the fame 
jollity continued, and in the morning was 
another proceffion ; after the drummers 
went feveral men and boys with baskets 
full of bread, rice, €c, for the prifoners.

‘The, cheefemongers and. viétuallers had Sxinnox

their fhops, and in thefe booths, cheefés 
and pieces of bacon, €c, hung very thi 
All this. feftival soo sbirri kept guard. in 
feveral places of the city. 

May 24; Was the great feat day fo- 
Jemniz’d with the fime jollity, which was 
much difturb’d after dinner by great 
rain and thunder, and at night the fame 
bad weather difordered the proceffion of 
all the religious orders, who went two 
and two, with lighted torches in their 
hands, every order having its crofs, ban- 
ners, and a relick carried on mens fhoul- 
ders; and in this proceffion the copy of 
the V. Mary's letter was carry'd. They 
came to the domo (a fair church) which 
was gaudily dreft up with gile hangings, 
pictures, &c, and as they began to enter 
the domo, a ftately fire-work (reprefent- 
ing wheels, €c.) of a great heighth, be- 
gan to play. Inthe church, at the high 
altar, fix mitred perfons thew’d the hoft 
tothe people, and then they all gave a 
great fhout. Nigh the viceroy’s palace, 
was another fire-work, and in the great 
ftrect were erected feveral arches with 
inferiptions, pictures, €/c. All this night 
the thunder and rain continued, and the 
tempeft lafted till next morning. 

"The Bancho, or exchange, is an open 
place (part of which is built) like thar at 
Genoa, but not fo big, where is this in-

We vifited Dr. fo. Petrus Corvin: 
Nephew to Dr. Petrus Caftellus Row 
the famous phyfician, who led us thro” 
a fubterraneous paffage from his houfe to 
thecity ditch ; which being dry, is al- 
lowed by the Meffane/ for a phytick z 
garden; it is of good length and breadth. ¢ 
Cafellus was the firft botanick profettor 
here ; he divided the garden into 12 
quarters, called by the apoftles names 
Under one of the city bridges is a fchool 
where boranick feétures are read, and 
under another bridge is a room where 
skeletons of animals are prefery’d. Cor 
aR vines 
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vinus fhew'd us his ftudy left him by 
his uncle, who in two quarto volumes, 
deferib’d in painting and writing feve- 
ral infeéts, which Corvinus confefled him- 
felfnot able to be at the charge of print- 
ing. 

“Phe Studio or {ehools, is an unfinifhed 
building frequented by few ftudents.

Plavidius Reina, a Bolognefe, is chief 
profeflor, and none but a ftranger can 
be in that place. 

‘The hofpital is fair and large ; over 
the entrance of it is written, Hic fides 
operatur per charitatem. 

Another hofpital where poor girls are 
maintained till~day of marriage, €&c, 
and have then roo feudi given them. 

One afternoon while we were at Mef- 
fina, came into port two Malta gallies, 
hung full of colours, flags, banners, 
€&c. upon the mafts, fails, &c, which 
made a very fair fhew ; which gallies 
received pratique, and then they 
gave four guns, anfwered by C2. Sai- 
wvadore with three ; then gave the 
viceroy four, who anfwered alfo with 
three. At laft the gallies of Sicily were 
faluted with four, who returned their 
welcome with three fhot. They came for 
money, which they had of their receiver, 
who colleéts all their revenues in this 
ifland. 


Part of the 
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The knights of Malta havea church 
at Meffina, called the Priorato of S, Fobn, 
where the priefts that attend wear a white 
crofs on their lefc fhoulder. 

On Corpus Chrifti day, was a great 
proceffion, and we took notice of one or- 
der of friars habited in white, without 
fhoes or ftockings, having only fandals 
on, They are of St. Carlo Borromeo’s 
order. 

In the fenate-houfe, we obferv’d in 
the hall a great many piétures explain’d 
by their inferiptions, viz. Digito feribe- 
bat in terra, Joan, vi. Reddtdit Chiro~ 
graphum fuum, Tob. ix. Scripfit univerfis 
populis, Dan. vi. Mittam literas ad re- 
gem Ifrael, Reg. iv. Gc. where the words 
Litera and fcribo, Ge. is only mentioned ; 
all referring to the V. Mary’s pretended 
letter to this city. 

Here are preferv’d three old figures, 
1. Scipio Africanus. 2. Annibal Barchi- 
nus. 3. M.. Cicero. Over a door is 
written, Gramerci a Meffina.

May 26. We hired a boat with three 


men and a boy, and with a good wind, pevvio i 


foon arriv’d at Reggio in Calabria, 12 Cisiia. 
miles from Meffina. It is a bifhop’s fee, 
but feems to be a poor place, and is 
meanly built ; it calls itfelf Cita fedele. 
Towards the fea-fide it is well fortified 
with walls, €&c, Without the walls are 
large gardens full of fruit trees. Great 
quantity of filk is made here, which they 
fell at Meffina. The king of Spain and 
the priefts have their fhare in the filk. 
Here they make pretty ftraw-boxes. 
In the gardens we faw pots they pre- 
ferve grapes in all winter, which have 
large bellies with narrow mouths, and 
almoft half one of the fides is to be open'd 
for the putting in of the bunches, after 
that it is fhut up clofe. We faw the 
Hirundo Pifcis here. _ Monte Afpero not 
far from hence, noted for fimples or rare 
plants, And fix miles offis S. Agatha, a 
ftrong city in the mountains. A little 
diftance without the walls is a chapel, 
and over the door of it is’ written, 
Chrifus 
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Chrifins nobifeum fat : 

Petrus Apofulus, et Paulus Doéfor Gen- 

tium, ipfi nos docuerunt legem tuam, 
Domine. 


Within the chapel, behind the taber- 
nacle, is preferv’d within a glafs, as a 
relique, a piece of the pillar which they 
fay fhined when S. Paz! prezch’d here 5 
it was broken by the Turks when they 
took this place, and this piece was kept 
at Meffina, till they brought it hither ; 
the Jefoits would have carry'd itto their 

. college, but many men could not then 
moveit ; but refolving to place it in this 
chapel, one man’s ftrength was fafficient, 
‘This infeription on the wall conceriting it.

Wereturn’d at night (having the wind 
favourable) to Meffin2. 

‘May 28. We hired a boat, and went 
terra terra to the tower or Pharos of 
Charybdis (nigh the Phargs are lakes) 
by reafon the current was againft us; and 
s. then we crofs'd over to Ca/abria, and went 

clofe to a rocky fhore, till we came to 

Scylia, now called Czpo dello Scigtio, where, 

on the point ofa rock, is feated a ftrong 

caftle, and behind that isa large village, 

18 miles from Mena, Here we ftay’d 

about two hours, but could not fee any 

of the fword-fith (Pe/ce /pada) taken, 
but faw the fifhing boats, and were in- 
= formed of the manner of fithing. Six 
men fometimes belong to a boat, which 
hath a little maft in the middle, and above 
half way up the matt isa round board, 
whereon one of the crew ftands obferving 
the motion and cries of a guardiano or 
fellow’s hand and voice, who watches up- 
on a tower, ot high rock, on the fhore, 
where the fith difturb the water; and 
upon his notice,then the boatmen row and 
turn the boat about very fwiftly, and the 
man upon the maft perceiving the fith 
near ; comes down, and takes a launce or 
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harping iron, which hatha long rope at Siro. 
one end, and that he throws atthe fifh, “~~ 
which being ftruck, plays about till it 

is faint, and then they take it up into 

the boar, 

This fifh is very largeand long, of a 
darkifh colour on the back, having a 
long fnout like a broad two-edged fword, 
and fharp at the point. ‘Phe under jaw 
runs out burt a little length. It has no 
teeth. About the middle of the back is 
a great fin, and not far from. the tail is 
afmall fin. A pair of fins behind the 
gills, and a pair behind the vent. ‘Che 
tail is forked, and near it are two cal- 
lous fubftances like two fmall fins. ‘The 
meat of this fifh is much efteem’d in thefe 
parts, the flefh of it being fold for 36 
grani per rotam, and at Mefina for 50 
grani. All the fleth is very firm, but the 
beft of it is under the belly. We faw 
feveral of thefe fithes they had taken, 
and obferv’d three priefts fifhing for 
them. 

In the afternoon we returned to Me/~ 
fina, having the current or ftream againft 
tus, therefore kept clofe to the Calabrian 
fhore,then crofs'd over to Sicily, where we 
went ribbaribba, or terra terra, i.e. by 
the fhore, till we came to Mefina. ‘They 
told us there are eight {trong currents 
they call Reme, contrary to one another, 
four always defcendente, and four mor- 
tanite. 

Between the Pharos and Mefina, is 
around chapel with a portico about it, 
under a clitf, and called Afadonna dello 
Grotto ; then we patt by a handfome 
pleafure-houfe of a nobleman, which is 
called Paradi/. After that we cameby 
a monattery, where fome live according 
to the rules of S. Bafil the Greek father ; 
a little further we pafs'd by afair convent 
of the Francifeans di Paolo. Nigh ir isa 
large village, Between that convent and 
Meffina are pleafane walks of poplar trees, 

the coaches take the evening 
frefeo. 


‘At Mefina we obferved many fifher- 
boats with fire in an iron grate at the 
ftern, which in the night go out to fea, 
and take great ftore of Sardene, that 
flock about the light. Needle-fithes taken 
here at one time of the year, which they 
fay are purfued by the Porcopifce, againtt 
whom they defend themfelves, by ga~ 
thering in a round body together, and 
pointing their sharp fnouts outwards, 

Great variety of rare plants about 
Meffina, and in Sicily. 

A Mefina affai polce, polvere @ px- 
tane, is a proverb.

May 5. We imbark’d in a felucca 
with fix rowers, and a padrone, who 
fteer'd ; and having a favourable wind, 
paid in fight of /a Scalera, a fmall town 
on a hill, where is the monaftery of S. 
Placidius belonging to the Benedictines ; 
Taormina ; and rowed between Czpo dé 
Mblini and three rocks, called Li Fava- 
gliuni, antiently Rupes Cyclopis ; then 
‘came into profpect of Avis, a finall place 
ona hill, and early in the afternoon ar- 
riv’d at (60 miles diftant from Maffinz 

Catania, where we took up our lodging 
this night, provided our own meat, and 
paid for the drefling, according to the 
cuftom of the country. The fhore is 
rocky near this city. I fhall take farther 
notice of this city in another place, 

May 6. We took boat, and crofv'd 
the gulf of Catania; then pafs’'d by du- 
gufa and Lifola de li Maugheft, antiently 

“zp/is, a peninfula ; about noon arriv’d 
above 50 miles from Catania. 
"Phe fhore istocky hereabouts, where we 
obferv'd beacons with ftraw, which they 
fire when the Zurkifh pirates come 
nigh, 

“This city is only the infula which was 
antiently Ortygia, having on the eaft a 
haven, called Portus Marmorus (ininor), 
becaufe the bottom, they fay, is paved 
with ftone: and on the weft is Porto 
Magno, a haven which Strabo, p. 271. 
fays, is 80 tadia or furlongs large. "The 
ftreets are but narrow, and the houfes 
mean. Nigh the cathedral is the bifhop’s 
palace and the fenare-houfe, with another 
fair building before a {mall piazza. This 
ifland is join’d to the terra sirma by one 
gate, called Porta Realis, where are four 
or five arches remaining of the Zemphim 
Diane. On this fide is a double wall 
the innermoft very ftrong, and the other 


well built: and without the walls on 
this fide is a good counterfearp, and a 
Jarge ditch of water, having the fides 
Jin'd with ftone ; but towards the Porto 
Magno it is not fo well fortify’d. ‘The 
caftle is called Marietto, feated on the 
point of land towards the fea. Santa 
Lucia is protettrice of this city, whofe 
body is carry’d to Venice. The women 
here and at Catania, when they walk 
abroad, wear long black mantles, that 
reach to their feet, and cover their head 
and faces with a long peak. ‘The wine 
hereabonts is much in efteem, being 
ftrong and ofa red colour. It is fold 
here for four grani per quartuccio, 

‘Syracufe not well peopled, 

Antiently Syracu/e comprehended 180 
fiadia or 22 miles and a half, and was #. 


- divided into four parts; viz. 1. Acra- 


dina. 2. Tycha. 3. Neapolis. 4. Ortygia 
Infula, where was the fountain of Are= 
thufa. Epipole was the farther part on 
the continent, where were quarries of 
ftone, called by Brietins, in his geogra- 
phy, Lapidicina Tyrannorum, and Latomie 
Career. 

We were beholden to Padre Polycarpo 
a Carmelite monk, (who with our leave 
came along with us from Meffina, and 
was going to Masta) and P. Bernardino of 
the fame order, who procured a gentle- 
man’s coach, and carry’d us three miles, 
and fhewed us the ruins of old Syracu/e. 
We obferv'd a place, called Auricula 
Dionyfii, which is a cave refembling the 
windings in the car, where, they fay, 
the tyrant had a chamber adjoining, and 
could hear all that was faid by thofe im- 
prifon’d here. Nigh this is another cave 
more lightfome, and fupported by pillars 
cat rudely out of the rock ; and juft by 
is a tower upon a flender rock. Jn ano- 
ther cave they now make falt-petre, and 
cords. Half a mile from the prefent 
town, we came to a church dedicated to 
S. Autonio, where each of us tooka lighted 
candle and entred the catacumle ov 
antient vaults, formed into feveral ftreets, 
having on each fide long arched caves full 
of Joculi ot graves, of the length of men 
and children; a. , the fubrerrancous 
paflage or ftrect, c. the entrance into the 
cave, 9.0.0, the graves cut out of the 
rock. 


In many places we faw round arch= 
ed rooms fhaped like cupola’s, which 
were open on the top. Some think 
there were covers to every grave. Som 

o! 


(Italy, 


of thefe paflages are faid to reach a great 
way under ground, and fome we obferv’d 
above ground. Nigh the cave, about 
Dionyfius’s ear, ave the ruins of an am- 
phicheatre, the lower feats whereof are 
cut ont of the rock. 

May 7. We entred our felucca, and 
the padrone fent 4 tar? to the caltle ; 
then fometimes failed, and fometimes 
rowed, and paf’d by cape Majfa Ulivier:, 
Razi Canzir, the iflands Longhina and 
Bindicari ; and in the afternoon we 
landed at Capo Paffaro, antiently Pachy- 
num Promontorium ; which about four or 
five yearsago, they fay,was feparated from 
the continent of Sicily, and is now a little 
ifland, where isa final caftle garrifon’d 
by 12 Spanifh foldiers and a caftellano. 
About 40 miles from Syracufe to this 
place: Where we ftay’d one day and two 
nights, the weather being not favourable, 
but were not permitted to lodge in the 
caftle, but in a little chapel, and there 
lay upon a hard bed (on the floor) that 
the prieft lent us, On the fhore, between 
Syracufe and cape Paffzro, we obfery’d 
many ftone pillars fet together at fome 
diftance one from another, which have 
covers of reeds laid over them for the 
fifhermen to lodge under, €&. in fifhing- 
time. 

"The Carmelite fryar who came with us 
from Me(fina, was very civil and help- 
ful to us ; he feem’d to be not very {u- 
perltitious, when he fet our meat and 
drink down upon the altar-table in the 
chapel we lodg’d in ; but then, he fhut 
the door, and fwept all clean before he 
open’d it again. 

He was born in the ftate of Venice ; 
and he told us, he was employ’d by the 
Venetians at Conftantinople as a fpy, and 
by means of a renegado there did difco- 
ver fome affairs ; but at laft he was dif 
cover'd, and forc'd to retire privately, 

He hath travell’d Germany, the Low= 
Countries, France, Spain, Turkey, and 
Perfia; and fpeaks thefe languages, 
French, Spanifh, Latin, Greek, Italian, 
Turkifb, and Arabick. 

From him we teceiv’d many informa- 
tions, viz. That in the college of car- 
dinals, four ought to be monks; but at 
this time there were but two; viz. one 
Jefiuit, and one Dominican. 

The Francifcans general affur’d the 
pope of 30,000 Francifcan fryars (ex- 
cluding the Capuchins) fighting men, 

‘That there are many orders habited 
like the Jefuits. x1, The Theatins, who 
are diftinguith’d by their longer beards. 
2. Thomafini, 3. Barnabini. 4. Thofe 
of S. Antonio, who wear a red crof$ on 
their left fhoulder.

{tuff hanging behind and before; the 
head or cucullus is of the fame; about 
their middle they wear a leather girdle: 
when they go abroad they wear a white 
oucullus : they wear no linnen fhires, but 
inftead of them linfey-woolley, which 
they change twice a week in the fummer, 
and once a week in the : at their 
firft inftitution they wore no shoes and 
ftockens ; but afterwards they had lib 
to wear them: but Santa Therefi 
Spain reform’d them, and oblig’d them 
to be difcalceate again, By their rules 
they are not permitted to eat flefh, except 
when they are fick, or travelling by feal 
When they vifit any fick perfon, ch 
muft not beg any thing for themfeives or 
convent. Ifa Carmelite travelling, comes 
to a convent of the order, and the prior 
denies him admittance, he is, ip/o fuct 
depriv’d of his place. ‘The travelling 
monk hath his feet ufually wath'd by the 
prior prefently upon his arrival, and his 
garments, ifhe will, changed, and is treat 
ed with great refpect for four or five day 
like a ftranger. Ifa monk falls fick} he 
is then under the care ofthe inyirmaris, 
and the prior hath nothing to do with 
him till he recovers : the prior is to watch 
with him every night the firft hour, if 
the provincial be not in the convent; 
then the reft take their turns to watch, 
two and two at a time. 

The prior is chofen by the chapter 
once every three years by major voice. 

The generals of this order are two} 
and continue three years: one for Italy 
Germany, @c. the other for Spain, he 
ing fix provinces under him. In topos 
graphical maps of their convents, Spzi 
is omitted, but in the reft of Zurope are 
about 200 convents. At mount Carmel 
there is one; five in the R-Indies 
that at Goa is a ftately cloifter, Four in 
Perfia ; five in Syria and Palefina ; and 
fix in the We-Indies. Nigh Lyons they 
have 33 Cure, and great pri 
jurifdiétion of theirs, where they have 
a cattle, and fend a {ecular judge to con 
demn malefactors to death. 

If a monk of this ‘order lies with a 
woman, he is prohibited fiying of maf 
for three or four years, and he hath no 
faffrage ; he is declared infamous, and 
obliged to chaftife himfelf publickly once 
a week, If he afterwards repents, and 
lives honeftly, lie is reftor’d to his voice, 
and other privileges, but feldom or never 
eleéted into any place of note. “If again 
he commits the fame fault, his penance is 
double, and he is enjoin’d to fatt with 
bread and watet : If he be guilty a third 

+S time, 
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time, a greater penance is requir’d, and 
he is immediately expell’d the order. 
They wear a wooden crofs on their left 
breaft, thus fhap’d +-. 

May 9. We lanch’d out with our fe~ 
lucca in the morning, and ventur’d rafh- 
ly 30 miles to fea; but having contrary 
winds, and rough waves, we were forc’d 
back to the firlt fhore, (we endeavour'd 
to landat Puzzalu, butit was dangerous, 
byreafon the wavesbroke violently againft 
the /piaggio or rocky fhore) and came to 
a promontory, call’d Punta di Circiola, 
where we ftay’d till May 12.) where is 
a little haven for boats, and always a 
watchman or g#ardiano, who hasa horfe 
ready to ride up into the country, and 
give notice of any Turks upon the coatt. 
We lodg’d in his fmall hut, confifting of 
a low ftone wall, and a cover of boughs 
of trees; and bought wine and fome 
provifions, which, with a tortoife we 
took at fea, made good chear. 

This tortoife was large, and eat pretty 
well roafted and boil’d, the younger the 
better ; the liver tafted well, and the 
blood of it boil’d in the throat is good 
meat, and eats.as well asa blood pudding, 
We took feveral in our return from 
‘Malta ; fome as they lay fleeping, or 
very ftill upon the fuperficies of the fea, 
were taken up by the boatmen, who 
brought the boat filently near “em ; others 
they come nigh to with their boat, and 
the cortoife being difturb’d, a mariner 
being ftripp’d, leap’d into the fea and 
dived after it, and broughe it up with 
the belly upwards, having more ftrength 
fo to command the ftruggling of the 
tortoife. Upon moft of the tortoifes we 
faw little crabs {ticking to them ; and on 
one ftuck a great bunch of bernacle- 
fhells, which were large, and full of a 
purplith water ; over the flefh within was 
a white membrane ; and in fome we 
difcern’d plainly a mile or fpawn, and 
they moved their cirrbi or feather'd parts 
in and out as they pleas’d, 

Many rare plants here, and echini 
Spatagi, with other hells. 

‘May 12, At break of day, rewarding 
the watchman, and the boatmen, giving 
him a tar’, we fet forth, and had calm 
weather, fo that we rowed almoft all the 
way ; and about half way over, came 
into fight of Gozzo, an ifland near 
Malta ; and in about fix or feven hours 
time fafely crof3'd this canal of about 60 
miles, and fafely arriv’d at Ma/ta, having 
moft part of the way mount Ztna and 
the Sicilian fhore in view. At our firft 
appearance, a flag was fet up on the caftle 
wall, (when fhips and other veffels are in 
fight, they alfo fet up figns) ; and when 


Part of the 


we were entring the port, a fentinel call'd 
tous, and ask’d, What news? Whence 
we came? &c, Thena felucca met us, 
with an officer of the Sunitd, who en. 
quir’d, What news? €&c. and took our 
bolletins of health, and gave us pratique, 
Early in the afternoon we landed, and 
obferv'd upon the fhore many people 
gazing upon us. During our ftay here, 
we took notice of thefé particulars. 

One morning we {aw the grand mafter 
coming from mafs ; many Knights went 
before him: his name is Nicholas Cot= 
toner, of Majorca, whofe brother was his 
immediate predeceffor ; this gentleman 
is antient, and of mean ftature ; hishabit 
was a gown with flecves fomewhat like 
our lawyers, whercon a crof upon the 
left thoulder, and on his breaft he wore 
another crofs; after him follow’d his 
counfellors and pages. It being the cuftom 
for ftrangers to give hima vific, we went 
to his palace, and pafs’d thro’ a hall, 
where were pictures of all the famous 
fea-fights the Malte/e knights have been 
mafters in: at the upper end was a canopy 
and chair of ftate. ‘Then we came thro” 
two or three rooms to the great matter, 
who fpoke very kindly to us. 

Brietius fays, the revenue of the order 
is 300000 aurei, befides what they get 
from the Jurks : and’ the great_mafter 
hath 60,000 aurei per annum. 

The government of Malta, and 
of the Citté Notabile or Vecchia, fee 
in Mr. Ray and my collection of govern 
ments, 

The knights being divided into feveral 
nations, every nation hath its albengo or 
hall, where they dine and fup. We went 
to that belonging to the French; which 
is a fair building, having a large hall, 
buttery, &c. There is an alberge defign’d 
for the Engli/o, but at prefent nothing 
befides a void {pace of ground wall’d in ; 
which the order will not fuffer fhould 
be put to any ufé : yet, hoping that the 
Englify nation may turn Roman Catho- 
licks, and have occafion for it, they chufe 
aprior of Eugland; at this time Cavaliera 
‘Mellino is prior. Every nation hath its 
fuperior, one of the antienteft_amongft 
them, who wearsa crofs upon his breait, 
and another upon his left fhoulder, and 
fits at the upper end. Thefe fuupe- 
riors are the gran croce, and of the great 
mafter’s council. ‘The Englifo are now 
made uncapable of having a great matter 
of their nation, Hl is attended by 24. 
pages, who muft be nobly born ; and 
when they are grown. men, they are ad- 
mitted into the order. ‘The number of 
knights amounts to fome thoufands, but 


moft are abfent, being cither in the gal- 
leys 
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Jeys or with their friends in their own 
country. About 800 were now refiding 
in Malta. 

Such as are taken into the order, muft 
prove their noble defcent for four gene- 
rations, and muft fwear before the gran 


Groce and great mafter, and vow chaftity, 
poverty and obedience. None can wear 
the crofs till they have been abroad in 
fervice three years ; but they are ufually 
difpenc’d with after ayear. ‘They wear 
a crofs on their left fhoulder, and a filver 

crofs hangs at their breafts, thus 

fhap’d ; but the crofs they have 
wh in their bannersis like the Bng- 

D> pe crof, and is quarter’ with 

the great mafter’s arms. The 
knights take place according to their 
feniority. They lodge, where they pleafe, 
in the city, 

They were firtt call’d Lo/pitatieri, from 
an hofpital dedicated to S. Yobn Bapti/t 
at Hiernfalem. Then they were call’d 
knights of Rhodes ; which if_land they 
were in poffeflion of from 1308 till 1522, 
when they were beaten out by Soliman 
the Grand Turk. And 4. D. 1530, they 
had Malta given them; Clement VII. be- 
ing pope, who wasa knight of this order, 
and Charles V. emperor. 

They take this oath; which I fhall 
tranfcribe out of Bofius his hiftory Della 
S. Religion’ di S. Gio. Gierofolimitano, 
pag. 63.

About the porto are thefe three cities. 
1. Citta Valetta, 2. Citta Vittoriofa. 3. 
Citta fenglea. 

La Gitta Valetta is not much above 100 
years old, being begun 1566. It is built 
upon part of a tongue of Jand, between 
the Marfa or chief port; and Marfa Ma/- 
cietto (where fhips make their quaran- 
tine, and in the midft of it is an ifland, 
where the lazaretto is built : it feems al- 
moft impregnable, haying very ftrong 

‘ortifications round, and a ieee rocky, 
cliffto the N.W. and S.E. andat the point 
of land a ftrong cattle, called Cz, S, Kimo. 
"Two of the walls bulwarks have large 
portici (to walk in) built upon them ;_ and 
on one is a pretty garden and fountain ; 
and near the water-gate is a handfome 
garden with fountains in the ditch. Great

platforms. 

This place was formerly a void {pace 
of ground, and in Arabick was call’d, Sech 
e Ras; and where Cz, S. Elinois, La 
Guardia. "This city is 1500 rod Ccanne) 
long, and 380 broad. The ftreets, nov 
yet pav'd, are eight in length, and there 
are 12 crofs ftreets, all running in ftrait 
lines, but the rock they ate built on, 
makes them uneven, there being many 
afcents and defcents, yet the two chief 
ftreets are indifferently even; in one of 
which, chief merchants and citizens live ; 
and in the other, nigh the palace, many 
knights dwell. Abela, in his defeription 
of Malta or Malta Muprata, fays, There 
are 1891 honfes, and 10,744 inhabitants. 
The houfes are generally low built, and 
all lat roofed, the roofs havea firm plai= 
fter, whereon they fleep in the fammer 
nights in the open air without prejudice, 
the air being very clear; and tho’ it is 
the moft fouthern part of chriftendom, 
yet here is ufwally a freth and gentle 
breath of wind that tempers the heat ; 
people living toa good age in this place. 
‘The market-place is neat, having a piaz= 
za rounded with a portico full of ftalls, 
all built of ftone. Great {tore of provi= 
fion here every day of all forts, and for 
a reafonable rate, though moft of it is 
brought out of Sicily; whence they 
bring beef, veal, lamb, wine, fow from 
#na, &c, (Snow is fold for one tare per 
rotam.) ‘They had pretty ftore of ftraw= 
berries at thistime, and little freth cheefes 
like curds ; good little cheefes made of 
fheeps milk. It is a faying here, La 
gallina in [acco, & lv formagin in gabia ; 
i.e. Hens in facks, and cheejes in Coops or 
cages: For the country people bring 
thofe commodities fo to market, 

"Towards the land or S. W. isa ftrong 
and high wall, a deep ditch cut into the 
rock; as are alfo the bulwarks, and half 
moons, having deep ditches ; and with« 
out them, a curious breaft-work or coun= 
terfcarp. Over the gate here is in+ 
ferib’d,

Two bow-fhoots beyond this wall, 
there is another very ftrong, almoft 
finifh’d crofs from one port to the other, 
where are good bulwarks, a ditch, and 
a countérfearp cut all out of the rock. 
Thefe bulwarks, and thofe at the city, 
are made hollow, to blow up, if there 
be occafion. Between thefe two walls is 
a large and void {pace of ground, which 
can receive all the inhabitants in the 
country, if they fhould be urged to it by 
anenemy. On one of the fartheft bul- 
warks, the Capuchins have aconvent and 
gardens. A bulwark that had gunpowder 
in it, was blown up by lightning a few 

ears fince. In this {pace is a pell-mell 
of an elliptick figure. Thefe verfes at 
one end ;

St. Fobn’s church is but a final cathe- 
dral, not yet finifh’d ; the roof whereof 
was now painting by a knight of the 
order, who will deferibe the whole ftory 
of that faint. Here are very neat chapels, 
fome richly gilt and painted. ‘The great 
mafter hath his feat under a rich canopy 
on the north fide of the altar ; and round 
about are benches with carpets for the 
ran croce. All the priefts that officiate 
here, wear the Malte/e crofs on their 
cloaks, as the knights do. A rich marble 
aftar on the fouth fide of the high altar. 
Under the choir is a handfome vault, 
where the great mafters are buried ; and 
there are many effigies of great mafters, 
with epitaphs; wz. to BR Martin de 
Redin, F. Fo. de Lafcaris, &c. One of 
them we ttanfcrib’d.

‘There isa cloifter of noblewomen of 
this order, who wear the crofs_on black 
upon their breafts and left thoulders, 

‘The knights, on fome occafions, wear 
red garments, which reach down to 
their feet, and have a white crofs before, 
and another behind. 

Seven galleys belong to the order, and 
in each are s00 men. 

Several of the knights have leave to 
fet forth thips againft the Zurks ; and at 
this time about 20 were abroad, 

We faw two veflels, which were newly 
brought in, that were taken after two 
days fight.

The armory at the great mafter’s 
palace we fiw by? the favour of a com~ 
mandador, who civilly thew’d us a Jong 
and high-roofed room, filled with arms 
fot 30,000 men. ‘The arms are kept in 
good otder. We obferv’d a leather can- 
non, having the arms of Wignacourt 
great mafter, who defended Malta againft 
the Turks. We faw alfo a litle room full 
of arms, and walk’d toan upper portico 
of the palace, where were fair and large 
cages of birds ; then came intoa hall 
where is painted the feveral circumftances 
of the fiege of Malta. 

Cavalier Spinola, a Genoefe; and fecre- 
tary ofthe treafury, has a neat palace, 
which we faw ; it hath handfome rooms, 
well adorn’d with piétures, maps, @e. 

On the eighth of September the Turks 
retir’d from Malta, and ever fince the 
great mafter on that day holds a ford 
while the epiftle is reading. 

We crofs'd over the port to Citta Vit- 
toriofa, and vifited the Carmelite monks, 
who have a little cloifter, and many finall 
gardens ; in every one of which is a well, 
dnd in one a grotto, with a {pring of 
water that makes a little pool. Here 
Sig. Alfonfo D'efelaus, conful for the 
Engiifo and Dutch nations accompanying 
us, produc’d a paper written at Briftol in 
Englifo, being a certificate under the 
hands of five merchants, Tio. Speed, &. 
that two women, quakers, .. . . Buans 
and Aya Chivers, fome time fince pri- 
foners in Malta, were fafely arrivd at 
Weymouth in Dorfetfbire, A. D. 1663. 
Which perfons Sig. Defélaus reliev'd and 
freed out of the inquifition, where they 
had been kept three years; and the con- 
fal undertaking to fend them home, he 
gave 500 fendi bond for their return. 
Mr. Ray tranflated the certificate into 
Latin, and we both attefted it was faith- 
filly done, before father Polycarpo and 
a German friar of the fame order. 

Citta Vittoriofa, formerly call’d i} Borgo 
del Caftello (S. Angelo) @ marc, is large, 
upon a neck of land that runs into the 
port ; the caftle built upon the very 
point: the ftreets are narrow : 782 houfes, 
and 3063 inhabitants here. For the de- 
fending itfelf againft the Truks 1565, 
it is now call’d, The Vitforious City. And 
over agate is the inféription following,

here ; walls and bulwarks aboutit: and 
for defending itfelf againft the Turks. 
hath deferv'd the title of Jz Gittd Invite, 
‘A chain is drawn from hence to the Rergo 
del Caftelto, that the fhips and galleys, 
which lie here, may not go out without 
leave. Here they repair and build vef- 
fels, We row’d then to the further end 
of the great haven, where is great ftore 
of mud, and wild-fowl very many. 

Many gardens about thele cities. 

Hiring each of us an afs for four tari 
an als, Cwhich beafts ftand ready at the 
gate to be let) we rode out into the 
country, and obferv’d) our aflés to. have 
their nofes flit for the better fetching of 
their breath; and when we firft went 
out they carried us very faft without the 
encouragement of whip or fpur, but 
afterward they grew duller, At four 
miles diftance from the new city we atri- 
ved at a village called Ca/it/ Kurmi,a large 
place, where St. George's church is very 
neat, and the altars curioufly carv’d and 
adorn’d with ftatues, &2c. wrought out of 
the Malta ftone. About two miles far- 
ther we came to Cafal Sebuch, where 
S. Philip's church is a pretty building, 
with neat altars, Ge. ‘This is counted the 
biggeft Ca/:l in the ifland, and is called 
by fome, Milano di Malta, haying about 
500 inhabitants in it. All the houtes here 
are low built (as they are in all the vil- 
lages) and flat roofed, and moft of them 
without windows towards the ftreet and 
highway. ‘The people live neatly, hav- 
ing orange gardens, &c. We were civil- 
ly entertain’d by one that lives in this 
place, whofe name is Gio/eppe de Mege. 
‘The country, we obferv’d, is moft or all 
of it rocky, witha little furface of earth, 
which is induftrioufly improv’d, and par- 
cell’d out into clofes and {mall plots, di- 
vided by walls of ftone. At. this time, 
being Alay 15, we faw them reaping of 
corn. Store of pigeons in the Ca/a/s, 
which none dare fhoot. 

Abela in his Malta illufirata Says, 
there are 16,000 terre lavoraticoie Jal 
mate, half of which is fown every 
year, and produces 70,000 or $0,000 
Jaime of corn; whereof 40,000 falie 
of ‘barley. 

They makealfo every year of cimino

12,000 
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12,000 caitara, and about 14,000 cay- 
tara of cotton ; which is fold abroad. 

‘They fell much of their grapes in the 
market, and therefore make not above 
150 (fometimes 300) buts of wine, 

The ifland Gozo produces by. eftima- 
tion, abouta third of what Malta pro- 
duces, 

‘The product of Malta is counted worth 
780,000 fcudi, and that of Gozo 250,000 
fendi. 

‘They fuffer no muck or dung of horfes, 
&e, tolie in the highways, but immedi- 
ately carry it away in baskets, as at Gaunt, 
Ge, in Flanders. 

‘There are about 35 Cafals or villages 
in Malta, and they fay about 25,000 
fighting men- 

Four miles from Sebuch, we dined ina 
cloifter of bare-footed Franciftans, at the 
Borgo or Rabbato of the old city, called 
Gitta Notabile, and gave them eight tari 
of Sicily. A little diftance from hence 
ftands a pillar, whereon they fay St, Paul 
preach’d, and his voice was heard all the 
ifland over; and near it is the grotto of 
St. Paul, but big enough to receive two 
men, where they dig a white earth, they 
make a terra figil/ata of. Over the grot- 
toot cave is aitmall chapel, where is kept, 
asa relique, the hand of S. Publius, and 
the walls hung with pidures of knights 
and ladies of this order of Hierafalem, 
canonized for their fanétity, At the 
grotto are thefe two inferiptions.

‘The Citta Notabile is fituated on a hill 
well walled about ; there are fome new 
fortifications not finithed. Ie is indiffe- 
rently large, but meanly built, and not 
many, inhabitants in. it, confidering its 
bignefS. ‘The bifhop hath a palace here, 
In the cathedral the grand mafter hath 
his feat, and they preferve a fword in 
this church, that was left here by Charles 
the fifth, ‘The Carmelites, Auguftines, 
and another order of Francifeans, have 
convents in and about this city. 

See the government in my collec 
tion, ec. 

‘Two miles from hence we came to Bof- 
chetto, the grand mafter’s pleafure houfe, 
built {quare, with four towers. In the 
middle is a hall painted with ftories of 
Verdala grand matter and cardinal. We 
had here a great profpeét round the 
ifland, and {aw Sicily; a defcent from the 
houfe into long and large gardens, fet 
thick with olive and orange trees,” &c. 
A vivarium for rare animals but at 
this time there was nothing remarkable. 
Several fountains and {ports of wat 
Through the middle of the gardens, is 
a ftrait walk, between pillars, about 
which vines twiftthemfelves, and in the 
fammer make a long arbor. 

At S. Antonia, a village, the grand 
mafter hath another pleafant garden. 

The women in Masta are counted in- 
famous ; they are generally habited as 
at Catania and Syracufa, in black, and 
cover their faces with a black peak

We were much difturbed every night 
with gnats, they call mo/ehetti, which ve- 
nomed our faces and hands more than 
thofe we have in Bugland. 

‘The butchers Kill all their meat with- 
out the new city, nigh the fea-fide. 

The common people eat chich-peafe 
raw in the fammer-time. 

Turkifh flaves and Moors are the ufval 
fervants in Malta. 

‘The cats of this ifland are much in 
efteem ; they are of a curious dark grife- 
ous colour. 

We faw no beggars here within the 
new city, &e. but only withour the 
gates. 
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‘The natives of the country {peak little

that the Moors fpeak ; but in the cities, 
moft {peak Italian very well. 

Tn Malta they reckon the hours of the 
day as we do. 

Every Dutch, Enzlifb or Hamburgh

‘About cight or ten miles from Cit 
Valeita, is the Cala di S. Paolo, or the 
place where S. Pau! landed, and handled 
a viper without hurt: and fince that, 
they fay, there have been no vipers or 
fnakes in the ifland ; and that they were 
converted into ftone. Here, and in other 
places, great variety of {tones reprefent- 
ing animals, and fome they call ferpents 
eyes, ferpents teeth, tongues and! eggs. 
Bafoui di S. Paolo, Gc. The ferpents 
teeth are the teeth of a tharke petrify’d. 

‘We took a licence to depart, and a bill 
of health for Me/finz, which cofts two tars.

Between Malta and Gozo (Gaulos) lies 
alittle ifland, call’d Contino, which for- 
merly was call’d Ephajtia, five miles in 
circuit: Good {tore of corn grows there. 

‘About noon the 17th of May, after 
the padrone of our felucca had his oars 
deliver'd to him, which were {ecur’d by 
an officer during our ftay in Malta, as 
We took boat, and deliver’d our licence 
to depart, to an officer, giving him a 
piece of moncy : then we rowed by Torre 
Orfa, a fort on the other fide of the 
haven’s mouth, where a guard examin’d 
us, whither we were going ; and gave us 
leave tobe gone. We had a calm and 
{mooth fea, and rowed all the way; and 
in the evening {pied fome boats near the 
fhore of Sicily, which we fear’d might 
have been Tirks, therefore delay’d our 
paflage to the Sicilian fhore till it was 
dark, and then arriv’d at the primoterreno 
or fit land ; whence we went clofe by 
the thore, where the guards and fentinels 
asked us, whence we came? what news ? 
&c. And then we came to P, 
where we flept in our felucca til! mor 
ing. We obferv’d this night the bubbles 
of fea-water, made by the ftrokes of the 
oars, fhine like great {parks of fire ; as 
we took notice going by fea in the night 
from Gera. 

May 18. We rowed ritba, rilba, or 
terra, terra; i. e. near the fhore-fide, 
and faw many huge and long nets laid for 
catching of the thynny fith; and in the 
afternoon reach’d Syracufe: where we 
ftay'd all night, and made obfervations 5 
which fee, May 6. pag. 616.

May 19. We entered our felucea, and 
law many thynny nets all the way to 
Catania, where we arrived carly in the 
afternoon. 

‘This city is indifferently buile, but more 
peopled in proportion than Syracufe, the 
ftreets are narrow and crooked ; ftrong 
fortifications towards the fea-fide, but 
towards the land but flightly. walled. 

An univerfity here of no great note. 

The Benediéines cloifter, called St. 
Nicolas, is a handfome fquare pile of 
building, having a neat court and foun- 
tain in the middle of it. There isa fair 
dormitorium, having a double walk. 
About fifty monks live here in abundance, 
being provided with plenty of wine, €2c 
their gardens are large and well ftored 
with oranges, €c, 

At the town-houfe we faw fome an- 
tiquities, viz, an Egyptian obelisk with 
old charaéters on its on the top is one 
or two figures, and this writing, /rcens 
ex Gynmafio, Ancient heads, viz, Zina, 
Galatea, Offris, Ful. Cafar, &e, And 
thefé two infériptions I tranfcrib’d, 


See Gualtheri inferiptiones Sicit. 

S. Agatha is the cathedral, an indif- 
ferent building; the ftory of that faint 
is carved in the feats of the choir, and 
round about are the pictures of feveral 
faints, and among them one S$, Euplius. 
On the fides of the choir are two monu- 
ments with thefe epitaphs,

S. Agatha’s body is enfhrined within 
a chapel, and under the cuftody of four 
doors, In the fame chapel is'a monu- 
ment of Ferrandus Cuneufius, viceroy of 
Sicily. 

We walk’d up the fteeple, and took 
a full profpect of the city, country and 
fea ; and on the fteeple a fentinel Keeps

watch. 
ferv'd to ufe the 
nifera that catch’d fire as well as tinder, 
All provifions are very cheap here. 
Good ftore of Lartufuli: ov Tubora Lorre 
are found hereabouts, well tafted and 
whiter than thofe we ate in Lombardy, 
May 20. We took a guide and horfes 
for eight Jeri, and rode a ftony and 
fometimes pav'd way, being a conftant 
afcent, and pafs'd by an aqueduct thar 
brings water four miles (and in the way 
drives three or four mills) to the Bene- 
digtine convent at Catania, We went 
through thefé villages, Lucano, Tremofi= 
areand Lavatiade ; and afterwards paled

through a very rocky and burnt place, as, &tna, 


where we faw the ruins of fome houfes 
and trees overturned by an eruption of 
tna, now called M. Gibello, 
from Catania we came up to a cafal or 
village called Lepidara, obferving in 
fome places a well cultivated country, 
and in other places nothing but rocks: 
After we had refrefhed ourfelves a little, 
we took a foot guide, and another hori. 
man that was arm’d, to guard us from 
the banditi, and then rode up fix miles 
the mountain of Zina, and came to a 
great deal of fhow, and faw great pits 
where they keep fhow all the year long, 
covering the pits with boughs. Up to 
this place the land was fown with corn. 
And here grew oaks and other trees, but 
many of them had not yer put forth their 
leaves. The fnow they carry to Malta, 
Ge. We ventur’d no further up the 
mountain, it being at Jeaft four miles 
more to the top, and the fhow lay thick 
the greateft part of the way, but on the 
top there was none. Some diftance from 
the higheft part is a tower they call Torre 
del Filofofo, from Empedocles, who, they 
fay, ufed it for to make obfervations of 
tna, &e. 

Anno Domini 1537. There was a great 
eruption, and we took notice of a vaft 
quantity of matter which ran down ina 
broad ftream, confifting of matter like 
the cinders of iron; fome of the ftreams 
ran down to the fea-fide, They call that 
ftony matter Sari, which in fome places 
within fome fpace of time) turns to a 
powder or duft which enriches the foil. 
Saffton and rhubarb. grow here. "This 
mountain begins at Catania on this fide of 
Sicily, and is counted 70 miles in cir- 
cuit. 

May 21. We went in our felucca to 
Taormina, half way from Catania to Me/= 
fina; itis a place of no note, only there 
is a fair cloifter of Dominicans, Here 
they did formerly make fagar of the Can- 
ita Mele or fagar-cane which grew in this 

place ;

place ; but thefe four laft years they 
have not employ’d their fugar-works. 
We faw the working-houfe, and were 
‘told that when the cane is cut in pieces, 
thenground under a great ftone, as cyder, 
Ge. in England, after that it is prefled 
in a ferew, and the liquor put over a 
furnace, where it boils x2 hours and af- 
terwards it is boil’d again over a refining 
furnace 12 hours more, and at laft the 
fagar is put into conical pots of earth, 
which fhapes them into fugar loaves, 
mixing nothing with the fugar. 

On a fteep rock near Laormina is a 
village, and on another, a caftle called 
Mala. 

About three hours of the night we 
reach’d Me/fina, where officers and sbirri 
nigh the bulwark, commanded our fe~ 
Iucea to fhore, and fearch’d for banditi, 
and we were forced to lie all night in 
our boat, the officers of the Sanitd being 
gone home, and fo we could have no 
pratique till next morning, when we de- 
liver’d our Malta patent of health. 

We paid qo feudi for the felucca to 
Malta and back again, and gave the boat- 
men two feudiat feveral times to drink. 

‘Fune 6. We took our patents of health 
for Naples after this form. 

Under the arms of the city, and pic- 
ture of the Madonna della lettera, was

Round the feal was written, 5. P. Q.R. 
Decreto Meffana nobilis et regni Caput. 
"Chey coft us three tari. We gave the 
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fearchers four tari for being civil to us, 
and then embarked in a felucca which 
carried us to Salerno for fix feudi apiece. 

Twelve miles from Meffina, we came 
to the Pharos, and then engolfed forty / 
miles to C. Baticano (leaving on our !™ 
tight hand ScyHa, Bagnare, Nicoterra, 

c.) and eight miles further lodged at 
Tropia, a little poor city built ona high 
cliff, where there is a bithoprick worth 
6000 ducats per Aunum, which belongs 
immediately to the King of Spain, 

Here we obferved a ftrange cuftom 
(ufed by the ancients) at a burial of a 
woman; many women (like the prafice) 
howling in a lamentable manner, and 
with their hair dithevelled about’ their 
fhoulders ; and in that pofture returned 
to their houfes. 

We bought our provifions here, which 
our boatmen dreft for us. Good red 
wine at this place. 

Fune 7. A guard-boat came and fearch- 
ed what goods we had in our felucea, then 
we crofs'd 60 miles the gulf of S. Eupbe- 
mia, paffing at a good diftance in fight 
of Nocera, and came to Mantia, a city 
upon a cliff; afterwards went by Be/- 
monte and Fredo, mall places, and 12 
miles from Mantia (near it a mountain 
called Monte Cucutz, from its figure like 
a melon, came to St. Lucido, where we 
lodged in a cloifter of Francifcans, but 
bought our own provifions drefs’d by our 
boatmen. S. Lucido isa little wall’d place 
belonging to a marquefs, who hath his 
caftle here, 

Fune 8, At break of day we entered 
our felucca, and at four miles diftance 
from St. Lucido pafs'd in fight of Panta, 
a little city built on a cliff, and be- 
longing to a marquefs, where are relicks 
of S. Francis di Paula, and a red carth 
that they make fine pots of After- 
wards we came in fight of Guardia, and 
pafs’d a promontory at Citraro, where we 
bought variety of good fruits. Then we 
were in fight of Belvedere and Diamante, 
belonging to Don. Fra. Caraffa a prince; 
a little further, pafs'd by Cerel/e (where 
is a good fort of white wine) and a 
little ifland called Iola di Corelle (where 
vefléls anchor that load with the raifins 
of Belvedere, which are in much efteem. 
Having made about 60 miles this day, 
we lodged at night in a ftrong tower on 
a rock (which cannot be climb’d with- 
out a ladder) called Zorre del Arco, 
where the fentinel fet up a light for ships, 
and fo did many other towers on this 
fhore, This fort guards a port called 
S. Nicolo, where gallies may fafely an- 


chor. Our boatmen flept in their felucca 
fome 
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fome diftance from the fliore, for fear of 
banditi.

une 9. We crofs'd two large gulphs, 
Policafro and... . having a very fx. 
vourable wind. We paffd by Cenzola 
and Polinaro, and having failed and row- 
ed 80 miles this day, we came to our 
vepofato or lodging “at Chinpa; here- 
abouts we firft met with Cicada and Man- 
tes, and other infeéts among the olive- 
trees. In the fame houfe with us lodged 
fome banditi, who were well armed with 
guns, piftols and thort fiwords, like dag 
gers, their hair braided and tied behind 
their heads, after the fame manner the 
sbirri go in thefe pares of Italy. 

They were going for Salerno and 
Naples by felucca, but upon fome in- 
telligence they fhould meet with fevere 
entertainment, they returned the next 


day. 

The coatt of Calabria is but meanly 
inhabited, and very poor, the people be- 
ing much opprefs'd by their lords, who 
impofe great burthens upon them. 

June ro. We went by C. del Abbate, 
and a caftle on a cape called Lazarel- 
Jo, then pafs'd by a little rock near the 
fhore, having a crofs on it, where they 
fay St. Paul preach’d ; afterwards we 
came to a little town on a cliff, called 
Europola, where the padrone of our fe- 
lucca delivered a bill of health, which 
every felucca that goes from Meffina to 
Naples, is bound to do; hence we crofv'd 
the gulph of Silerno with a favourable 
wind to a fort fome diftance from Vetari, 
where we hired a little boat, and pafi'd 
by Vetari_a pretty place where they 
make glafs, and where there is a fair 
Hofieria or inn ; then we reach’d Saler- 
no, having travelled this day by fea above 
70 miles. 

In the fame felucca came with us from 
Meffina, a Maitefe Francifean, whom we 
_ afterwards met with at Rome; he was 
Gneeraing of the Min. obfervantia, his habit was 
Wein" Of coarfe grey hair cloth, having a round 
in.obf Cucuilus or hood that covered his head, 

which was all fhaven, except a ring ot 
border of hair cut thort ; they wear alfo 
s that ufuially Hangs down 
ks; they wear no fhirts, ftock- 
ings nor thoes, but only fandals ; they 
may eat flefh, and live by charity, and 
have an offi proper to their order 5 
when they goabroad, they put a cloak 
or rather a cope of the fame coarfe ftutf 
with the reft of their habit; the cord 
about the waift is bigger than that the 
Francifcans of Afffinm wear, but les 
than the Capuchins.

In the fame boat came with us part of 
the way a prieft who liv’d about Ci 
Senza in Calabria, He gave us fome 
account of manna which is gathered 
there in the hot months ; See Mr. Ray's 
Catal. Plant. Anglia in Fraxinus. 

‘This prieft faid there are two forts, r. 
Manna di Corpo. 2, Manna is called For- 
zatella, which is bitterer, and not { 
good and fine asthe other ; that di Corpo 
he faid was made by the Cicadas per= 
forating the leaf ofthe afh-leaf, and then 
the liquid matter comes out, ‘The For= 
Zatella is out of the branch. 

At Salerno we ftay'd till Fune 2,and 
obferved the fituation to be very plea- 
fant under the hills and near the fea-fide, 
The houfes are but indifferent, and the 
ftreets narrow. Many fountains here. 
Good wine alfoand cheap, and plenty of 
excellent fruit. Salerno rice is in efteem. 
A great fair kept here. 

S. Matthias is the cathedral, an in- 
different building, where there is an al- 
tar dedicated to pope Gregory VII. with 
his effigies upon it, and upon the wall is 
his epitaph.

At S. Nicolas the Francifcan cloifter, 
we vifited a monk, who is chymift and 
apothecary to the convent ; here we 
obferved a Balneun Vaporofum, which 
was thus made, a is the mouth 
of the furnace o. 0.0. 0. are holes 
wherein pots are placed with their 
mouths above the fuperficies of 
the furnace, which have receivers faftned 
to them. 

Here is no univerfity now, but we 
were fhewed ina valley the ruins of the 
old Schola Salernttana. 

Good plants grow hereabouts, and at 
Monte S$. Angelo, fome diftance off. 

An aqueduct here. Beyond Salerno is 
a fair plain country, where there is a 
town called Roma Vecchia. 

June 12. We hired places in one of 
the coaches which pafs frequent every 
day between Sulerno and Naples, paying 
feven Curolini a man. Wehad the com- 
pany ofa friar of the order of S. Hiero- 
nymo, Who was habited in murry, with 
a round Cucullus or hood hanging behind 
him. They wear fhoes and ftockings, and 
have a leather girdle. ‘Their heads are 
not fhaved like other monks, but only a 
round {pot like the fécular priefts ; they 
have a long cloak of a murry colour when 
they are abroad, and have a black hat. 
‘This friar was very kind-to a woman we 
believed to be his wench. 

We obfery’d many sbirri guarding in 
every village and place we pafs'd thro’, 
this road being fometimes much moleft- 


ed with banditi, who are in the kin, 
CRAIN ESV BD: sic 
We rode a plain way on the fide of a 
mountain, nigh cardinal Sabellicus’s pa- 
Jace, who was formerly archbifhop of 
‘Salerno : we pafs’d thro” a pretty village. 
called... . and by an aqueduét, then 
went thorow Cave (a bifhoprick) being 
a handfome long ftrect cloiftered, or with 
Portici on each fide ; afterwards we came 
to Nocera another bifhoprick, where 
fome of the ftreets have Portici. At No- 
cera, under the V. Mary's pidure, is 
written, Ne tibi fit grave, dicere femper 
Ave. About half way to Naples, we 
baited at Zorre del Annunciata, and then 
travelled thro’ Zorre del Greco, a fair 
village (where is a gallows, anda long 
infcription by it) fituated under ML Suma 
or Vefuvius, and pafs'd thro’ another 
village, where is an infcription relating 
to the eruption of Véfuvius, and over 
Ponte di S. Magdalena ; and in the after= 


noon arrived at Naples. Ni 


From Cave the country is plain, and 
was fairly cultivated with vines, corn, 
and trees fet in ranks, as in Lombardy 3 
and between Salerno and Cave, we rode 
ina narrow valley, having mountains on 
each fide covered thick with trees. 

‘Fuie 30. In the afternoon we went by y, 


felucca, in company with Mr. Chambers fren 
an Englifo merchant, and one Sig. Gio- Ni « 
Liga, 


feppe conful for the Englifb at Caflello a 
‘Mare, 20 miles from Naples, firft giving 
our names at the Dogaya or cuftom~ 
houfe, and then rowed by a palace where 
the new viceroy now refided, beyond Af. 
Paujilippus, while the old viceroy was 
removing ; and pafs’d by a very large 
and handfome palace (not yet finifh’d) 
of the duke of Medina. We went then 
by Scbola di Virgilio, and fix miles from 
Naples lay under a tent (the boatmen 
carry’d with them) on the fhore of the 
ifland Nifeta. 

July 1. We row'd by Pozzuoli, and 
in fight of Baie, and went near the pro- 
montory Mifenus, which was formerly 
perforated for boats to pafs thro’. We 
had a fair profpeét of the ifland Pro- 
chita, feated between Icbia (an ifland) 
and the continent; it is very fruitful, 
and not mountainous, and towards the 
fouth hath a fair caftle; we engolfed 
fome diftance from the fhore, where are 
Cuma, Patria, and Dragone, to Gaeta, a 
walled place of the Spaniards upon a pro- 
montory, the wall compaffing in a large 
and void {pace of ground, Between 
Patria and Dragone, the river Valturno 
runs intoa bay. Ten miles from Gaeta 
wearriv’d and lay at Sperlonga, a poor 
walled place belonging to a prince cal-

This day we came 60 miles, and went 
in fight of thefe iflands, Webia, Ven- 
totiene, Santa Maria, Palmarola and 
Ponza. 

Fuly 2. We went ro miles, and pats'd 
by Zerracina, which is under the pope; 
hereabouts is a low thore or Spiaggio, be- 
Tonging to the duke of Sarmonetti, who 
is at difference with the pope about 
building fome watch towers, there being 
none from M. Circello to Aftura, and a 
promontory, at the further point whereof 
is M. Circello, wherein is S. Felicita, 
where we obferved about our felucca, a 
fy called a Grouge, like a Cicada, but lef 
fer. Forty-five miles from Sperlonga we 
lodged in the cattle of 4@ura, which is 
guarded only by a Cafellano and two 
foldiers under the pope’s command. Here, 
and very nigh the fhore, are the ruins 
of fome antiquities, viz. grotto’s or ar= 
tificial caves under ground, and at the 
fea-fide, in the water, are the remains of 
old buildings which fome guefs were 
baths ; we faw three feveral fquares of 
them which are thus; 4, B, C, D, is the 


. . who is now a prifoner in Por- 


foundation remaining of the outward 
wall, and the long fquares within are 
the foundations of the {uppos'd baths. 

Our Padrone of the felucca took here 
a bolletin, which he paid five julii for. 

July 3. We embark’d and paffed by 
Capo @ Antio, Nettuno, S. Lorenzo and 
Pateruo, and having gone fifty miles,came 
to the Spiaggio or fhore nigh the river 
Dybur, and lay under our tent upon the 
fand, nigh a tower called $. Michael. 
‘The air here is counted bad, by reafon 
of a waterifh or moorifh county near, 
and great ferenes or dews that fall here 
in the fummer. 

Fuly 4. We pafs'd the Fiumaria, or 
the mouth of Zybur, and with a favour- 
able wind went this day 90 miles, and 
were in fight of S Giorgio, Palo, S. Seve- 
ra, S. Marinella, P. di Civita Vecchia, 
and Civita Vecchia, which we could dif- 
cern was well walled, belonging to the 
pope, who hath five gallies there. Hence 
our Engi:/b Ships fetch allum. The air 
there is counted bad. ‘Then we till 
kept /argo or at diftance from the fhore, 
and went by Corneto, M. Alto, Capalbio 


and Aufedonia, and were in fight of Por= Sxirrox. 
ae) 


to Hercole, a wall'd town on a high cliff, 
and belonging to the Spaniards. Iola 
@ Hercole is a little diftance from it. 
Afterwards for 14. miles we fetch'd a com- 
pafs about Monte Argentaro, and lodsed 
this night at S. Stefano, under a fair 
tower defended by 14 Spznifh foldiers, 
Five miles from hence is Orbitelio, a city 
of the Spaniards feated in the water, on 
the narrow of a promontory. We faw at 
a diftance this day, the iflands of Gianuti, 
Zanara and Gigio, anda litle one nigh 
S. Stefano. 

Tuly 5. We ftay'd all the morning (by ” 

reafon of ftorms with terrible thunder 
and light’ning) and in the afternoon en- 
golfed in fight of Zélamone (which is un- 
der the Spaniards) and at 25 miles di- 
ftance arriv’d at a finall port under a tow- 
er called Calo di Furno belonging to. the 
duke of Florence. Here we found fhells 
which are commonly called Guiney mo- 
ney. 
Fuly 6. We went but 18 miles this 
day to a tower called fo Molino, being 
in the duke of Eorence’s country ; but 
the king of Spain’s country mingles with 
it. There are four towns together of 
which every other belongs to the duke. 
We had here great tempefts or Burako’s, 
‘The country hereabouts is pleafant and 
woody, but defolate. We found Gicade 
here, and the Opercula Conchanim, cal= 
led by the Italians Occhie di S. Lucia. 
Troia isa {mall ifland with a tower, a 
cannon fhot from Jo Molino. The wind 
in thefe feas is obferved commonly to 
blow from the fhore in the morning, and 
from the fea in the afternoon, 

Fuly 7. With a favourable wind we 
‘came to Piombino, a walled town of a 
prince of that name, who is of the family 
of the Ludovifii. Here our boatmen 
paid about half a pezzo or feudo coll, 
Then we went by Populonia, P. Barata, 
S. Vincenti, Caftagneto, and Vada (about 
four miles into the fea from Vad, they 
fay ruins are feen fometimes of an old 
city). At night we lodged on the thore 
under Ca/figlione, a tower in the duke of 
Florence's ftate. ‘This day we pafs'd in 
fight of Elva. Every night except at 
Afiura and Sperlonga, we lay under our 
tent, 

The prince of Piombino coins money, 
and has a fhare in the ifland of Biba. 

"The duke of Zi/eany hath only Porto 
Ferraio, and the king of Spain Porto Lou- 

one. 

‘July 8. Early in the morning we rowed 
in a tumbling fea, and doubled the cape 
of I Nero, where our boatmen faluted 
the V. Mary in their fuperftitious way 

en 
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‘Ssrox- Then pafsd in fight of i Greci, a large 
‘-W™ building where troopers quarter, and then 
LIGORN: we enter’d the mole of Ligori, deliver- 


ing our bills of health on the fide of the 
mole. Then a foldier out of one of the 
forts, called to us, and asked whence we 
came, &e. 

‘Allalong this fhore of Italy, we obfery- 
ed the fifhing-boats always under fail, 
with their net-lines faftned to them. 

We travell’d by felucca 1233 Italian 
miles, viz. 


From Genoa to Lericé, 65 
The journey to Malta, 460 
From Meffina to Salerno, Raz 
From Naples to Ligorn, 366

July 12. We took our places in the 
boat or Navicellz, and in five hours 
went from Ligorn to Pifa, where a 
fearcher enquir'd into our portmanteaus. 
At night we gave our names to the 
inn-keeper. 

Fuly 13. Inthe afternoon, paying two 
pieces of eight, and one fourth of a piece, 
for our two places, we took coach for 
Florence, At the gates of Pifa the fearch- 
ers ftop’d us a little: moft part of the 
way we travell’d this day was a plain 
road. We rode 10 miles from Pifz thro” 
Cafcina, a {mall walled place, then went 
in fight of Santa Cruce on the left fide of 
the river Araus and M, Opoli on the 
right, and hercabouts pals'd clofe by a 
monattery of the Socclauti, which is a 
rich place, and pleafantly feared; the 
woods we travelled through belonging to 
them, Ten miles from Ca/cina we ftay’d 
at an inn called Sca/a ; and about mid- 
night took coach again, and crofs'd the 
Aanus twice. Av break of day, July 14, 
we made a long afcent thro’ M. Lupo, a 
walled place, and for three or four miles 
travelled among hills; after that we had 
eight miles in a plain country, and ar-

At the palace of Valore, we obferv'd 
in the front feveral figures of mens heads, 
and under fome thefe inferiptions.

Poggio Imperiale is a little palace of the 
grand dukes about a mile from Porta 
Romana, a pleafant walk of cyprefs trees, 
leading up a conftant and caly afcent 
to the honfe. ‘The court-yard is made 
into the figure of a theater, having a low 
wall whereon are ftatues. 

Within fome of the rooms of the pa- 
Jace, we faw feveral excellent pictures 
drawn by the moft eminent matters, Ti- 
tian, Rubens, Ge. St. Maithew done by 
Alb. Durer, deferves the rich filver frame 
about it, a copy of the Adam and Ev, 
which we faw the original of at Nuren-

Durg. PiGtures of th duke’s relations, 
and of moft of the princes in chriftendom. 
"The tory of §. Francis neatly painted on 
a looking-glafs. Many heads and fritits 
drawn by a Woman, 272. Giodanna Gar- 
Zone, now at Rone, A picture (being 
inlaid work) repréfenting antick mask- 
ings. ‘The figure of a fhake twifting her- 
felf together, reprefénted very natural 
in marble. A final! chapel “here, the 
walls whereof within richly made with 
marble mofiick work deferibing pots of 
flowers, and the floor of the chapel 
was of thé fame ‘work, A foiintain in 
the yard, where is a ftatue in acumbent 
pofture, made by Mich. Angelo, ad 
highly eftcem’d. 

S. Michaels church is a tall {quare 
building, having on the outfide many 
fair ftatues both of brafs and marble, 
Here we heard good vocal and inftra: 
mental mufick on St. Ani's day, atid there 
was a trumpeter that founded his notes 
very fwveetly. 

While we were at Florence thefe Bng= 
Iifomen we met with, Mr. Henvy Maffing- 
Lerd, Mr. Smith and Mr, Comarr, two of 
the king of Bag/aid’s muficians, Mr. Can- 
tam and Mr. Ley, merchants, Sir Fohu 
Williams, Mr. Chitterbick. Dr. Kitton 
a phyfician was very civil to us, Mr. Fo. 
Cooke, of the Inner Temple, was here, and 
going for Conftantinople. Sit Bernard 
Gafeoigne was now at Florence his own 
country, who belongs to thé Bvigli/> 
court, 

S. Maria delle Fiore, or the domo, is 
“the cathedral church, which hath its out= 
fide neatly crufted over with marble ; 
thefront is not yer finithed. Within, the 
church is fupported by éight pillars fee 
at fiich diftance, that they do very little 
hinder the fight of the ifles, the arches 
from pillar to pillar being almoft as 
Wide ds the nave of the church. ‘The 
cupola is large. On the walls are 
many inferiptions, fome we tranfcrib’d, 
viz.

Here are the monuments of Marfilius 
Ficinus the philofopher, and Lud. de Mar- 
filiis an orator, Fottus (Giotto) a pain- 
ter and architeét, that defign’d the 

7¥ Campanile. 
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Gampanile. He was a poor boy firft, that 
kept fheep, but delighting to. make fi- 
gures in fand, €¢. he arrived at a great 
skillin painting, being taught by Cia- 
bue, the firft reftorer of that art in Flo- 
rence. Andr. Ferruzzi carved the head 
of Marfil. Ficinus. 

One Philippus an architeét, that buile 
the roof of this church, and i:tonio 
‘Squarcia Lupo, an organift, buried here. 

‘The cupola is painted with the defcrip- 
tion of the day of judgment, by Feder. 
Zucchero, who is found fault with by 
Borghini in his Repo/d, for reprefenting 
luxury tormented in her privities by the 
devils, Upon the top of the cupola is 
a brafs globe which can hold 32 men, 
that may ftand in it. ‘The cupola was 
contrived by Phitippus Brunelle/co. 

‘There are two altars at the weft end, 
and none elfe within the body of the 
church, and inthe cupola is the high 
altar, and one behind it. ‘Two large cha- 
pels here. 

Marble ftatues of apoftles, and the 
Florentine bihops and faints, adorn the 
body of the church; about the choir is 
very good baifo relievo work in marble, 

"The Ganpanile or fteeple is tall, {quare, 
and rarely well crufted over on the out- 
fide, as the domo, with marble ; it ftands 
at one corner disjoined from the church ; 
ftatues adorn the lower part of it; it is 
416 {teps to the top, whence we had a fair 
profpect ; bur this fteeple is not fo high 
as the braf$ globe on the cupola, On 
the lower part of the Czmpanile are {mall 
carvings reprefenting the arts and {ci- 
ences, 

"The Baptifterium dedicated to S. Fobu 
Bapt. is a large oétagon ; on each fide 
of the entrance is a porphyry pillar, and 
within are 12 pillars, which have thafts 
that feem to be ancient. The roof is 
painted after the Greck manner, and the 
pavement is remarkable, being variega- 
ted with finall pieces of marble, like the 
teffelated work. Some fay it was former- 
ly a temple of Mars. About the Bap- 
tiflerium are curious brafs ftatues, and 
there is a pair of fair braf$ gates wrought 
with ftones,as thofe at the domo in Pi/a. 
The two porphyry pillars. are chain’d, 
and it is faid they were brought from 
Pifa. 

‘Ona handfome tomb in the Bapri/te- 
rium lies the figure of a pope, and this

‘Towards each fide of the piazza isa

kings, popes, €. Behind the choir is

The great duke endeavours to. divert & 


the people with many fports, and chiefly 
with races, which we faw feveral times 
in a ftreet called if Corfo, which is nar 
row, but about a mile long, One even- 
ing we faw the duke pafs there in his 
coach, follow’d by many noblemen on 
horfeback, two and two together; after 
that were brought about eight race-hor- 
fes, which the grooms in their feveral 
ftalls fet together at one end of the ftreet ; 
on every horfe back are plaifters faftened, 
and to them tied ftrings, which have 
fharp rowels at the ends, that are clap’d 
under their belly juft before they ftart ; 
a fellow called the owners of the horfes 
names over, and crofs the ftreet is a rope 
drawn, and let loofe at the found of a 
trumpet when every horfe is fwvitch’d, 
and without any one on their backs, they 
all run the length of the Cor/o, where at 
the other end is the Pal/io, a large piece 
of velvet, or cloth of gold, &. that they 
run for; at one race a boy was fet on 
one of the horfes, and at firft got the 
ftart, but was foon overtaken by other 


horfes, and fo loft the race,

We faw a feaffold one day ereéted un- 
der the grand duke’s palace, where fe- 
veral fellows fought two and two toge- 
ther at fifty cuffs, who were parted by 
theduke’s command, and rewarded with 
money. 

A race run by affes, and by carts and 
waggons, the great duke ufually prefent. 

A pole fet up that was greas’d, and 
the boy that could climb up to the 
top was to havea couple of hens, that 
hung by ona rope. 

July 23. Was a feftival for the taking 
of Siena ; a cavalcade of Cavalieri, ra- 
ces, and a few fireworks on the cupola 
of the domo, Campanile, and near the 
palace of the duke at night; the people 
deeming to rejoice little on this occafion. 

Between the goldfmith’s bridge and S. 
Felicita, is the ftatue of two wreftling to- 
gether. 

S. Lorenzo isa neat church, fo con- 
‘beas triv’d within, by reafon of neat flender 
pillars, that you enjoy a fight of the 
whole church at once, On the wall is 
painted the ftory of $ Laurence’s mar 
tyrdom, which Raph, Borghini finds fault 
with, for making the emperor’s courtiers 
(prefent) too naked, and for placing the 
vittues amongft the crond. Here are 
two braf$ monuments well carv’d with 
the ftory of our Saviour, and each fup- 
ported by four marble pillars. At one 
corner of the church is a little fquare 
chapel contriv’d by Mich. Angelo, who 
made here three monuments for three 
great dukes; the figures of men and wo- 
men in leaning poftures are very lively, 
but made too naked and immodeft, and 
fome figures are not finithed ; two fta- 
tues of dukes of Tu/cany are excellently 
well done, being in a majeftick fitting 
pofture. Many of the duke’s family are 
buried here in marble and wooden cof- 
fins, as feveral infcriptions do exprefs.

Being the feat of S. Rocco, 
interceflion, they believe, freed 
the city once from the plague; there was 
much devotion in his final chapel, atid 
at night wine was diftributed among the 
people. 
We walked to the pleafant woods of 
ina, where are little confervatories 
of ice and fnow in iflands moated about ; 
here is one walk about a mile long, and 
another of tall pines two miles long. Ma- 
ny green lawns within the wood, which 
is not above one fourth of a’ mile 
broad ; hares, pheafants, ficedule (bec- 
cafici) Ge. are frequent here, none un- 
der penalty of the gallies, being fuffered 
to fhoot or kill any without licenfe. 
About the middle of the long walk of 
pines is the milk houfe called Ca/eina. 
Coming back to the city, we crofs’d over 
a litle cut for water, which was de- 
fign’d tobe made navigable to Pife, but 
the charge of fluices was too great. This 
wood did belong to the prince cardinal 
now dead, and now prince’ Matthias is 
heir to it. On the other fide the Arnus 
is another narrow wood. 

We vbferved the manner of taking 
beceafici ; a large net is hung upon long 
poles feta pretty diftance afunder, and 
two or three fellows beat the buthes, and 
fright out the birds, which lighting on 
the net (thar is juft by) are catch’d and 
knock’d off with fticks. Thefe birds are 
about Adgig? in great requelt. 


‘The citadel isa well fortified place. 
where there ate arms ready for 4000s 
men. 

‘The grand duke’s gallery is a ftately 
building, confifting antes fides, anid, 
of a parallellogram figure 5 it is between 
the old palace'and the river raus ; un- 
derheath are the duke’s ftables, and over 
moft part of it a neat cloifter or portico, 
where are many rooms for officers be. 
longing to the gabels, &. In the fecond 
ftory are fair rooms where the beft ar 
tifts live, who work for the ereat duke ; 
and in the third and higheft ftory, is that 
which is properly the gallery, and. goes 
the three fides of the building ; it is of a 
handfome breadth 5 the floor is pav'd 
with brick, but the roof painted with the 
famous men of Floreize, noted for learn- 
ing or arts. On each fide areiplaced on 
pedeftals, many ancient and modern 
heads and ftatues in marble, and fomein 
brais. There are feveral large piétures 
of princes, and in {mall frames, fome pic- 
tures of famous men in the world ; thofe 
we took notice of were jo. Acutus 
Angus, king James, O. Cromwell, and 
aniong the ftatues we obfeiv'd thefe, an 
old. ftone relievo work, being a man 
leading a horfe, a curiots brafs head of 
Miob. Angelo, and this underwtiteén,

There are feveral clofets in the gallery, 
and we faw four or five of them, which 
had many rarities in them; fome we 
took notice of, wiz. the picture of Cupid 
whifpering in the ear of a naked Venus, 
drawn by Titian, and was now copying 
by Mr. Comar, ‘The skin of a cervus 
rangiferus, whofe body was as tall as 
moft men, and his horns very broad and 
branched. The skin of a morfus or fea- 
horfe, which was bare, his body very big 
and long, his legs fhort and feet divided 
into four claws a thortith tail, a vaft head, 
fall ears, broad nofé; in the upper 
Jaw, two fhort but great teeth ftanding 
outwards, and two leffer within; two 
rows of teeth ran along the middle of 
this jaw and the lower, in which are alfo 
two long furrow’d teeth ftanding out- 
wards, and two a little fhorter in the 
middle of them. ‘The walls of one clofer 
well painted with the great duke’s terri- 
tory and the adjacent countries; a vait 
terreftial globe ; a {phere of wood; a 
cabinet adorn’d with brafs heads; two or 
three porphyry heads of dukes of Jo- 
rence; a table of mofaic ftone-work, repre- 
fenting a landskip ; another mofaic table 
of wood with flowers, and one of ala- 
bafter ; apicture of a man, and looking 
under it, reprefents a woman ; a mofaic 
ftone table, reprefenting Ligorne, where 
Japis lazult is laid for the fea; a large 
ebony cabinet adorn’d with curious little 


piGtures; within it is a fquare that is 
turn’d upon an axis ; the firft fide hath 
our Saviour’s paffion curioufly made in 
ivory, by Mich. Augelo ; the fecond fide, 
the 12 apoftles in amber ; the third fide, 
a ctucifix, Be. like the firlt fide, of white 
amber ; the fourth fide, *-°“'- along 
table of oriental alabafter; dam and 
Eve's pidture, Lid to be Alb. Durer’s 
original ; an offogonal table, moft richly 
inlaid with pearls, rubies, and other 
Precious ftones, which reprefene flowers 
very exaétly: this table is valued at 
To,000 crowns, A large cabinet fet with 
Precious ftones, among whicha vaft reby, 
and a great but rough pearl : this calsinee 
is worth 50,000 crowns, Many anticnt 
idols and lamps in brais ; a little figure 
made of a turcois-ftone bigger than a 
hen’s egg; acup made of an hora, they 
pretend an unicomn’s; the iron nail, half 
whereof was gold, turn’d into that meral 
by Zurnitius Bafilienfis, bue it {eem'd to 
usa cheat, and was foldred to the iron ; 
a tenuifolius plant neatly figur’d in filver ; 
over one clofet was a cupola 
mother of pearl ; another inlaid ta 
with flowers and infeds made of pre 
ftones; a branched amber candleftick ; 
feveral old idols ; a crucifix of coral; a 
unicorn’s horn fo call’d ; a prefs 
ivory work curioufly mutn’d sd 
Of S. George on horieb 
the piéture of a cardinal well don 
mofaic work ; a little Roman ftone 
this inferiprion ;

In an entry hung a large landskip, 
drawn only by apen. Ina little room 
we faw the altar that is making for the 
chapel of S. Lorenzo. 'The front and fides 
of the altar-table is rare mofaic work: 
in the middle is the ftory of Mofes; 
and on each fide are flowers and birds, 
that feem, by reafon of the excellent 
fhadows, to be baffo relievo. Red grapes 
are reprefented by amethyfts. The pede- 
ftal is made of feveral rare ftones, Under

the tabernacle is the laft {upper and twelve 
apoftles, all of inlaid work. ‘Three fur- 
row'd pillars of cryftal, cach bigger than 
@ maids arm, on each fide of che nich 
where the pyxis is to ftand. In che up= 
per rooms of the old palace is the ward- 
robe ; arich treafury, whereare 13 large 
preffes full of plate, among which we 
obfery’d filver wrought bed-pofts ; the 
furniture of horfés fet with precious 
ftones ; a prefs full of good plate; a

"The duke’s picture is kneeling to an altar 
made in baffo relievo of precious ftones, 
and adorn’d with jewels. Great topazes 
‘on this altar, which is valued at 100,000 
crowns. ‘The outfides of thefe preffes are 
painted with maps of moft countries in 
the world. A great number of pictures 
in this room, among which the king of 
England's. ‘The piéture of a woman 
well made in turkey-work. Ina piece 
of tapeftry are three or four figures of 
fall proportion, done moft lively. In 
‘one room, the profpects of the piazza 
wecchia ; the duke’s palace and annun= 
ciata are drawn in fre/co. In the portico, 
atthe end of the gallery, is the ftatue of 
Fudith with Holojernes his head in her 
fand, all of brafs. Phe ftory of Perfeus 
in marble; and a Roman carrying a 
Subine away by force, with an old man, 
jn one piece of marble, rarely made by 
%, Bologna. 

‘The armory is in the gallery, where 
thefe particulars were fhewn us = Perfian 
arms for horfe and man; a loaditone 
that will draw up 65 Ib. a neat figure of 
ahorfe made in bras, by 7.

In one room is the skin of a young 
elephant, which was alive about fix years 
fince ; it coft the duke 100 piftoles: the 
body of it was bulky, the legs thick and 
fhort, no joints fcarce appearing; five 
tmgule on each foot, and the lealt toe is 
innermoft ; the toes of the fore-feet are 
{harper than thofe behind 5 the eyes are 
fmall, pro ratioue corporis 5 large and 
broad flapping ears; the pr: is begins 
from the nole, and leffens by degrees, 
reaching to the ground, with which they 
fay it could draw a fword. The skeleton 
we took notice of ; the head of huge big-

an elephant fhould kneel: the metacarpus 
~ bones are five, which anfwer to digits, 
but are only” five sngule ; the bones of 
the carpus are eight ; the radins thwarts 
the cubitus on the forefide, and is articu- 
Jated with the exterior procefs of the bra- 
chinm, and interior procefs of the carpus ; 
the /capule are much like thofe in other 
animals: the firft pair of ribs are join’d 
per barmoniam, they are broad before, 
and ferve inftead of clavicule ; no fibula 
in the legs, only femur and tibia ; alarge 
patella, having. a finus excavated for it in 
the joint of the knee, which bends for- 
ward, and is made for kneeling: to the 
talus'is articulated the calcaneum, like a 
man’s heel, and before to a long bone, 
to which are join’d thefe three, viz. 
"The innermolt digitus. 2. The 2d digi- 
tus. 3. The 3d digitus. ‘To the qth 
bone of the tar/us the 4th and sth toe is 
join'd: the cavity of the cerebellum 
feem’d like that ofa man’s.

We faw the great duke’s rich coach, 
which they fay coft at leaft 60,000 feuds : 
the coach-box, and behind, and wh 
plated with filver and ri 
thick embroidery of gold m 
filver was the curtains, lining within, 
feats, coachman’s cufhion, and the fur~ 
niture for fix horfes ; in the roof of the 
coach are the dake’s arms fet within a 
flourifh of mafly gold ; the field was /apis 
Jazuli, and the pellets rubies ; 12 bars 
of fteel neatly wrought (which coft each 
350 feudi, as we were told) faften the 
coach, axle-tree, &c, together ; on each 
corner of the coach ftood a curious 
flourifh, cach having four figures of 
mafly filver, and gilt, 

Nigh S. Mark's church is the vivarium, 
where many wild beats are kept in feve 
ral {quare courts wall’d about; and on 
the walls are galleries, whence the duke 
and others are {pe@tators when fome of 
the beats are brought to fight together. 
We faw three lions, a tiger and a leopard, 
which differ but little in colour and big- 
nef; two bears ; a grifly wild boar with 
black fhort ears, a long fnont, black 
feet and tail. 

S. Mark’s church belongs to the Domi- 


Mirandula and Politianus are bury’d. A 
little chapel here, handfomely crofted 
with marble, at the charges of the Sa/wiati, 
anoble family. Another chapel, where 
a faint of late date, viz. S. Anthony, 
once archbifhop of Horence his body is 
enfhrin’d.

cans ; itis little place, where Picus «

We faw the famous chapel at S. Loren- 
zo, which is an offogonal cupola of a 
good height, where te great dukes are 
to be bury’d: pare of the infide is finift’d, 
the wall being crufted over with jafper, 
porphyry, €¢. which are made into large 
oétogons, and look very rich and magni= 
ficent. A green and yellow jafper from 
‘Sicily make the pedettals of the pilafters. 
‘A green jafper from Corfica, and a red 
jafper from Cyprus made ufe of here. 
Towards the bottom of the walls, in 
mofaic work, are the arms of all the 
cities under the duke, vz. 

1. Montepulciano. 2. Borgo S. Sepol- 
chro, 3. Cortona. 4. Volterra. 5. Arezzo. 
6. Piftoia. 4. Pifa. 8. Florence. 9. Bie- 
fola, 10. Siena. 11. Graffetto, 12. Maffa. 
13. Moute Alce. 14. Suana. 15. Giufium. 
16, Pientia. 

On every fide is defign’d a monument 
for a great duke, and their ftatues are to 
be plac’d over their tombs. Thefé inferip- 
tions are already here ; viz.

The duke’s palace is a noble building, Te» 


three ftories high, with a ftately front,“ » 


and is fituated on a rifing ground ; within “““, 
isa large court, the three fides built and 
cloifter’d ; the out-fide is after a rough 
manner ; the pillars of the portici and: 
the windows are handfomely contriv’d : 
a little pond (in the court) within a 
grotto, rail’d aboutwith iron, and adorn’d 
with ftatues ; one of them a Mo/és, much 
efteem’d: Here is ftore of fith, which 
have a fapply of frefh water from a plen- 
tiful ftream that rifés in the middle, a 
great height, almoft to the top of the 
grotto, which is above four mens length. 
We then faw a large green {pot of ground 
built about with feats of ftone, like a 
theatre, ‘Thence we went up to a fair 
pond, rail’d about, and fet round with 
figures. Above this is the fortezza, 
which isa pentagon citadel well guarded 5 
it hasa great command of the city: and 
here they fay the duke lays up money 
every year. Hereabouts is erected a great 
ftatue of Coruucopie in marble, with 
this infcription ;

Nigh this is a fubterraneous pond, 
farnifh’d with water dropping from the 
top ofa cave. We walk’d thence to a 
long walk, with a pleafant arbour on 
one fide made of lemon-trees: at the 
upper end is the reprefentation of Adam 
and Bue, and the ferpent with the face 
of a handfome woman ; all cur out of 
one picce of marble very curionfly. 
‘Another walk between a row of bay and 
jlex trees ; at the end of which are an- 
tick ftatues. We deftended a broad and 
long green walk, having a long arbour 
‘on each fide, and is adorn’d with ftatues

and in the midi a call fountain wich 
fome figures, and a valt ciftern cut 
out of one ftone ; a pleafant walk of 
cyprefs-trees ; a pretty fountain of a 
marble figure, pouring water into a large 
tub made of whice marble, and a boy 
that thratts againtt it, is of che fame piece 
of marble: many gardens for herbs and 
flowers, ‘This garden is about 14 mile 
in compafs, and is uneven, being up-hill 
and down-hill. A foldier of the guard 
went along with us, whom we rewarded 
with a tefone. Nigh the court of guards 
lies a rade load{tone as big as two horfes 
can well draw, 

Ac the Buptifterinm nigh the Domo, on 
28 dug. were 18 Turks chriften’d ; and 
fome of the ceremonies we obferv'd ; 
viz, a long feaffold was built from the 
chief door to the altar ; in the middle, 
two or three priefts ftood about a large 
filver font, and the Zurks being ask’d, 
Whether they would be baptiz’d? and 
anfwering, Yes; a prieft then took a 
filver cup with water, aud poured it on 
the middle of the Zurk’s head; another 
prieft all the time reading the form of 
baptif : after that, the baptiz’d perfon 
had a crucifix and a candle deliver’d to 
him, and then was feated under the 
altar, Oil was fprinkled into the mens 
codpieces. ‘The women-Turks after bap- 
tifm had a white yeil put over their 
heads, and on that a fine wrought coro- 
net; and both men and women were 
habited in white. When they had fate 
fome time, the mufick play’d ; a banner 
then went firft ; after that, an old bap- 
tiz’d Turk, and young fellow ; boys next, 
and girls and women, every one having 
a godmother on each hand. When they 
came to the middle of the feaffold, every 
baptiz’d Turk kneeled down toa crucifix, 
and crofs’d themfelves, €c. and at aft 
all went in proceffion to the dununciata ; 
fpittle, oil, &. were ufed in the bap- 
tifm, 

Auguft 29. wasa great holiday for the 
birth of the virgin Mary. 

"The family of count de Monteacuto 
had, as they fay, by S. Fra. of Affignius, 
this favour procur’d, that before any of 
that family dies, a lighted torch fhould 
appear on the top of his houfe. ‘ 

At Florence and Siena, every wife 
goes abroad in the company of her hus- 
band, mother or aunt, All widows are 
known by their black habit, with wide 
fleeves. 3 

None dare thoot pigeons in the duke’s 
ftate, under penalty of the galleys. 

The nobility have every one fome 
profeffion, either merchandizing, felling

the phyficians ; 
phyfician and lawyer, with whom they 
are agreed at an annual rate. ‘The or= 
dinary fee for a lawyer is about half a 
crown, but fome Engi merchants have 
brought in the bad cuftom of giving 
more, asa piftole ata time, &e. Every 
nobleman and gentleman {ells wine out 
by the flask; which is fignify’d by hang- 
ing over the door a wicker-bottle or 
flask ; and there is a little port-hole in 
the gate or wall, where they take in and 
give out bottles. No perfon of quality 
will drink in a tavern or inn; and i 
deed they have little invitation, chole 
houfes being worfe than our ale-houfes 

The fhopkeepers and che vulgar fore 
are a little churlifh to ftrangers, but 
thofe of better fafhion are more courte- 
ous, There is a faying, 


Fiorentini Ciechi, Pifani traditori, 
Sanefi pazzi, Lucchef fignori. 


‘The gentlemens daughters are boarded 
in nunneries for about 10/. per anaun 
fterling ; and there they are taught to 
work, fing, @c. till they marry. French 
modes are follow’d here ; and it is the 
cuftom (ufed in few places befides in 
Italy) to falute the ladies by pulling off 
hats when the men pals by them, A 
ftranger may hire a coach for $5. per 
day ; and any of the Florentine gentry 
will lend their coaches. 

They ufe generally flask-bottles for 
their wine; of which the chief are verdea, 
a whitih fweet wine, and red wine like 
claret: they ftop thofe bottles only with 
alittle ftraw, and put a little oil in the 
neck of the glafs. ‘They cool their wine 
by putting ice or fhow about the bottle, 
or elfe put the bottle in a bafon of well- 
water, which is cool in this city. 

Here, at Naples and Sicily, 2c. they 
pour water into the glafs while they are 
drinking. 

Pane di Bocca they call their beft bread, 

which is white and well made, without 
yeft, 
"The common fort of people will re- 
freth themfélves in hot weather, by eat- 
ing two or three pieces ofa green pom- 
pion, Kept cool in wells ; they call ir Cu- 
cumere ; the meat is red within, and the 
feeds black ; the tafte is very waterith 
and unpleafing to thole that are not ufed 
to it. "The ladies will eat of it, and drink 
ufually after it Vino Greco. x 

They have alfo a melon with a white 
pulp ; and the beft melon they call e- 
Tone di Mele, having a very red pulp 
and rough coat, It taftes pleafantly.

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The air of this city is counted good 
in the fummer, and bad in the winter, 
by reafon of the benumbing cold, which 
caufes apoplexies, &c. In two or three 
places, fome make and {ell beer.

ways, clofe together, and thwart them 
cd, and over the commiffures of them, 
is laid a gutterstile at ¢ #, with the con- 
vex fide up. 

Every night all ftrangers names ate 
carried by the inn-keepers, €c, to the 
Piazza Vecchia. None are fuffered to 
walk after the bell rings at three hours 
of the night, with fword, dagger, or 
knife. 

A guard every night watches the gold- 
fmith’s bridge, another the filk hops, 
which are together ; and sbirri_ walk up 
and down the city. 

"The filk trade is much decay’d here ; 
the greateft quantity they fend to Lon« 
don. 

Boys and young fellows play at bowls 
in the middle of the ftreets. In the city- 
ditch gentlemen play with wooden battle- 
dores and a wooden ball, which they 
ferve with their hands on a pent-houfe. 

There have been thefe dukes of Fio-

Ferdinand II, was the fifth duke of 
Tufcany at our being in Florence ; he hath 
reigned 44 years, and he married Vitto- 
ria di Rouera (now living) of the houfe 
of Urbin ; the brought the duke a large 
reyenue, and hath thefe children. x. Co/- 
mis, the great prince. 2. Another born 
four or five years fince. The prince mar- 
tied Margarita, fecond daughter of the 
duke of Or/eans. She is now in great 
diftontent, and difpleafed with her hut 
band and the court of Florence, becaufe 
her French fervants were fent away for 


their great infolencies. She never ay 
pears in Aokee without her mask on. 
and has fearce feen her husband this half 
year, who is alfo difpleafed at her nurfe 
lying with her. When the duke of Cre- 
qui (the French ambaffador lately at 
Rome) was here, the defir’d a divorce, 
and repayment of her portion, which 
‘was 40,000 piftoles. 

‘ob. Medicis the cardinal, is the er 
dulce uncle, who hath a fair one 
nigh S. Mark’s ; the duke hath two bro- 
thers, Matthias, governor of Siena, and 
Leopold, There were two more, viz. 
Fobannes, a cardinal, and Franciftys, 

The prefent great duke is ¥ ftudious, 
and trades much in merchandife, He hath 
always two favourites, an old man and 
ayoung man: In the fummer time he 
drinks nothing but fimall beer, and after 
dinner goes to bed and fleeps till the heat 
of the day is over, and then the ftreet 
before his palace is chained up, that no 
carts nor coaches may difturb him. 
Every night the keys of the city are 
brought to him, and he has good in- 
formation of all affairs. Juftice is well 
executed here againft criminals who are 
fetched out of churches, ‘The pope and 
the great duke have agreed, that any 
offender may be purfued that hath done 
mifchief in one, and flees into the other’s 
country. 

Almoft every fummer evening there 
is a tour of coaches in the chief ftreets, 
and on feftivals the great duke, dutchefs, 
€&c. are prefent, the duke always rides 
in a coach drawn but by four horfes, 
with a poftilion ; the dutchefs was al- 
ways mask’d, and rides ina coach with 
fix horfes. 

The duke allows his refident at Lon- 
don 300 4. Sterl. per annum, and the king 
of England gives him his wine, which, 
they fay, he makes advantage of, by 
felling it to the vintners for 100 /. per 
annum. 

‘At this time (the plague being in Eng- 
Jand) all letters from England were 
opened and air’d at the Lazaretto over 
brimftone. 

‘The great duke is not well belov’d by 
his fabjects, who are opprefs'd with a 
multitude of gabels,! No gentleman can 
marry his daughter, but pays 8 per Cent 
of the portion. No cow can enter the 
gates of Forence but muft pay three 
crowns to the cuftomers. Eggs, fruit, 
and all manner of finall commodities pay 
taxes. A Camera locanda, or lodgings 
give yearly a confiderable tum. 

Oranges were formerly here very plen- 
tiful and cheap, but fince a gabel was 
tais'd on them, and the monopoly 

bought, 
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bought, the Gexcefe (from whom the 
oranges came) have brought few hither, 
and therefore they are now very {carce, 
and the monopolilt like to lofe by his 
bargain. 

No perfon without ficence can keep a 
gun or piftol in his houfe, 

‘Theduke’s guard are not Switzers,but 
Germans from Aufria and thofe parts ; 
they are roo in number, and fo ap- 
pointed by Charles V. He hatha horfe- 
guard of Germans, who ride in the city 
with their fwords drawn, Marquefs Vi- 
tello is captain of the duke’s guard. 

Marquefs Sa/viate was lately fent into 
England to congratulate the king’s re- 
turn. 

‘The duke hath one or two parks which 
are look’d after by an Fuglifh park keep 
er. The duke is ata fer rate with his 
cook to ferve his table, and he allows 
his fervants board-wages. He is alfo 
agreed with his baker at a yearly rate, 
who pays him r1ooo ducats per annum, 
for the monopoly of baking. 

There are three dukes fubjects. 1. 
The duke of Northumberland, called 
by the vulgar people Duca di Berlick. 
2, The duke of Saiviati. 3. Duke Stroz- 
zi, Marquefs Riccardo is the richeft 
nobleman. 

The duke of Northumberiand is not 
very rich ; his daughter is married to a 
fecond husband the marquef$ Paleotti, of 
Bologna ; fhe was one of the dutchefs of 
Savoy's ladies, and had her portion given 
her by that dutchef% This duke of 
Northumberland hath a writing wherein 
one of his anceftors, a knight, was in 
Henry Vllth’s time, authorifed to un- 
dertake the king’s affairs in Jtaly. ‘This 
duke hath one fon a page to the duke of 
Bavaria, and another in the college at 
Douay, who is like to be preferred by an 
uncle, a bifhop in France, to an abbot’s 
place. 

One Paolo Bocconi, a botanift, is now 
employed by the duke in Sicily. 

The Italian red wines are deeper co- 
Joured than the French, becaufe the liquor 
ftands longer together with the prefi'd 
grape ; Hyofeyamus albus fteep'd in Vino 
Grezo is ufed by the country people, to 
make them fleep. 

Pruneole (Fungi Species) much in re- 
queft, and eaten as a dainty. 

Dr. Kirton gave us thefé informations. 

The country people about Florence 
when they fiweat for the French Pox, are 
put into an oven, keeping their heads 
out. 

About Florence the people are troubled 
with worms in their blood, and other 
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Parts; and a kind of cancrous humour Serow- 
; uw 


corrodes their flesh away. 


MEDICINES. 


Dr. Kirton told us, he has one Arca= 
num (which he will leave to his heir) to 
cure the Freiich pox in a fhort fpace, and 
perfeétly ; he purges them feven or eight 
days, The chief ingredient is Sena. In 
twenty days the cure is perfeéted, and 
he never fails. 

‘That Fonfeca the pope’s phy fician late- 
ly cured a nun of a leprofy, by giving 
only vipers to eat for 15 days. 

He knew by his own experience at 
Padua, that hens, &c, would eat vipers 
very greedily, and that the fowls will tafte 
rarely well. 

Riveritts’s prefeription of Crocus metal. 
in a dlyfter for the dugina, has been fac- 
cefsfully experimented by him. He has 
alfo given Aqua Benedifia Rulandi. 

The hemorrhoids are cured by bathing 
the fundament with heated urine. And 
a glifter of one’s urine is good for the 
inner hemorrhoids. 

The fpleen cured by opium in a plai> 
fter at Padua. 

For the Hydropbobia, ‘Take of box, 
penyroyal and primrofe (leaf and root) 
and boil a competent quantity of each in 
milk, and give to man, dog, €2c. bitten, 
the fooner the better. 

Sir Theod. Mayern’s Decottum noftram 
Cordiale, was nothing but the decoétion 
of C.C. 

Two or three fpoonfuls of juice of ca- 
momile, with a few drops of fpirit of 
vitriol given ina pottinger of broth to 
one in a fever, is a good medicine, and 
feldom fails, if given before the cold fit 
of an ague. 

Drawing of blifters is good for any ach 
in the joints. 

A man’s own urine gargled, cures a 
fore throat and the tooth-ach. 

Vipers have firft theit heads and tails 
cut off, before they are ufed in medi- 
cines. 

Vomiting is feldom preferib’d by Ita 
lian phyficians. 

‘The root of Bardana major in powder, 
to the quantity of a dram given in broth, 
is a certain remedy for a pleurify. 

Mercurius dulcis, with dalep Diagridi- 
um, €¢. is a good medicine for a cough, 
fpitting of blood, &e. 

Dr. Kirton faw a fellow Prey re- 
covered from a paroxy{m of the falling 
ficknefs, by cutting off fome of his hair, 
and putting it into his hand. 
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To, make new wine tafte like old. 


‘Take the afhes and falt of vine, and 
make them up into a pafte with the fpi- 
rit of wine ; tie this up in a cloth, and 
hang it within the bung-hole of the veffel 
of new wine, inthe {pace left empty for 
the bag to hang in, which will drop now 
and then, and in two or three days will 
precipitate all the foeces, and the wine will 
drink pleafantly, 


The city of Florence, reputed the fair- 
elt in Italy, is divided into two parts by 
the river Arnus, a fhallow ftream, over 
which are four bridges ; one is built with 
goldfmiths fhops ; this and another 
(which at each corner hath a fair marble 
ftatue) are remarkable for their arches, 
which are made flatter than ordinary 
arches are. In this river are barbles in 
great plenty, and almoft every houfe 
near the river hath a great net at the 
end of a pole. 

The buildings about the old palace 
are very mean, but the ftreets about the 
Annunciada, Santa Trinita, and the duke’s 
palace (which formerly belong’d to the 
family of Pith?) are fairly adorn’d with 
houfes of the nobility, amongft which 
that of Strozzi is taken notice of by 
Sir H. Motton. Some have the ftones of 
the outfide rough hewn, which they eall 
Maniera ruftica. (ron rings fix'd in the 
walls of their palaces, which are to tie 
mules, €&. to. 

The ftreets are pav’d (as at Luca) 
with broad free ftone, which are made 
rugged for horfes to go on without flip- 
ping ; the kennels run under the pave- 
ment. 

When any horfe, €c. dungs, there 
are men and boys, with affes, that ga- 
ther it up prefently, and carry it away 
in wooden panniers out of the ftreetsand 
the highways. 

The Fews have their gheto here, and 
are much favoured by the great duke ; 
they have bought the monopoly of 
making all forts of buttons, which is the 
chief trade they imploy themfelves in. 

Here are many hofpitals; but the 
faireft is that of Santa Maria Novella, 
having a handfome portico in the front, 
buile by the opera, i.e. revenues of the 
hofpital: (his word opera is frequently 
written on graveftones in Florence.) 
70,000 fendi per ann, is the revenue. 

Some of the country people are pretty 
rich, and are worth 1000 piftoles a man, 
which they get by looking after gentle- 
mens eftates and vilJa’s ; for which they 
hove the vintage, Gc. They bring wood 


and wine, @e. for the moft part on 
mules and affes, 

Agia di Nocera (a city in the pope’s 
territory) is fold by apothecaries for above 
a teftone a bottle, and is preferib’d in 
fevers. The apothecaries here abate 
much of what they fet down in their bills, 
A teftone is the ufual fee for bleeding. 

When Sit Fobn Finch, and Dr, Baines 
were laft here, they prefented the grear 
duke with Bnglifp hortes, Irifh dogs, the 
London polyglotta bible ; and the duke 
beftowed two cabinets on Sir Fobn Finch, 
and a gold chain on the doétor.

big, made by Barthel. Ammanati; une 
der Neptune are two fea-monfters which 
throw out water. Neptune rides in his 
chariot drawn by four brafS horfes ex- 
cellently made. They feem to be fwims 
ming inthe fea. A very large oGtagonal 
bafon of marble, on which are placed 
four fea nymphs in brafs, and at each 
corner is the figure of a fawn or faryr 
holding a fifh {pouting out water under 
their arms.

‘The old palace is a large and high pile he ola 
of building, with a tall Campanile ; the Palace. 


great hall is about the bignefs of that 
at Augsburg ftadthoufe, but not fo plea- 
fant and lightfome ; in this the walls 
are well painted, and the roof pictured. 
The labours of Hercules are here in di- 
ftiné& ftacues. By the entrance into this 
palace isa Hercules killing Cacus, made 
by Bandinello, 1534.

guftines, who have a large and neat 
church; in the choir is a ftately marble 
altar under a canopy, fupported by four 
marble pillars; the monks fit about it 
in an oétagon of marble. 

The Carmelite Calceati have a good 
cloifter. 

We informed our félves of fome {tones 
they find not far from Florence, at Ri- 
magio three miles and a half off, and at 
Ponte Arrignano 12 miles off, where they 
dig ftones with the fignarures_of herbs, 
trees, and reprefentations of landskips. 
In the Aruus_is a yellow ftone they po- 


lith well. Black flate is brought from ?' 


Genoa. Brochotelto is a kind of fine agat 
or marble from Spain, ‘They polifh 
ftones with Lufro, Geffo, @c. and faw 
them afunder with a little bow, having 
a brafs wire ftring, wetting the ftone 
often with... 
‘A handfome ftone table of mofaick 
work will coft here about 800 crowns. 
The Florentine language is the moft 
pure Italian; but a great imperfection 
in the pronunciation may eafily be ob- 
ferved 


» 


ferved in the inhabitants of Tu/cany, cf 
pecially about Florence; for they peak 
their words in their throats with a ftrong 
afpiration ; therefore this faying, La 
lingua Tofeana in bocca Romana: the 
Romans {peaking moft diftinétly. 

‘Two millions of feudi the duke’s reve= 
nue, but he fpends not above one mil- 
lion per annum. 

‘There are two hundred horfe that 
guard the fhore every fummer night, but 
there goes out only thirty ata time, and 
are allowed four feudi per ‘menfem a man. 

Forty thoufand footmen enrolled, and 
one thoufand horfe divided into twelve 
companies, and ruled by ftrangers. 

‘The Florentines are prohibited to keep 
arms in their houfes. 

‘Sept. 1. We hired two horfes for 20 
julii, and travelled this day to Siena. We 
went out of Florence at Porta Romana, and 
rode a ftone caufeway moft part of the 
day ; we firft pafs'd between fome hills, 
and had a pleafant profpeét of the coun 
try which is very hilly, and after four 
miles went by a fair Carthufian mona- 
ftery, and four miles further, came thro’ 
S. Cafciano a walled place on the top of 
ahill, and when we defcended, had fome 
level prow in a a narrow valley ; here 
we left the ufual road by Poggi-bonzi 
Gwhere is made the beft perfumed to- 
bacco-fnutf) and fay’d four miles riding, 
then came to a {mall village S. Bocco, 
and eight miles ftom Ca/ciano baited at 
S. Donato, a {mall walled place ; thence 
we had ftony and mountainous way, five 
tiles to Caffellina, another little walled 
place, and two miles further had rocky 
fteep way ; but the laft five miles we 
had very level and good way to Siena. 

The domo hath an afcent by feveral 
fteps at the weft end, which is beauti- 
fied with carvings, ftatues, @c. and at 
the entrance is a ftone of the pavement 
thas inferib’d, Caftiffimum virginis tem= 
plum café memento ingredi. The church 
is of a good fength, cruited all over, both 
within and without with marble. The 
walls and pillars within are of black 
and white marble. Round the body of 
the church and’ choir are the heads of 
all the popes (except two or three of the 
laft) in lone. ‘The prefent pope hath 
his tate in a fitting pofture, and this 
underwritten, Alexander Septimus Ponti= 
Sex Maximus, Auto mocrv. 

Under the pope's heads are the empe= 
rors, and againft the pillars ftand marble 
figures of the apoftles, Here is a rich 
gilt organ given by the prefent pope, 
and an altar building nigh. his ftarue. 
"he pavement before the high altar, and 
half the church pavement is of mofaick 
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work, made by Michellino Sane/e, where- 
in are deferib’d fome bible aoe that 
of Abrabam with his fon at facrifice, and 
Mifes ‘ixiking the rock, is curionfly and 
exaétly done. About the choir is good 
Painting in fre/co, drawn by Sodoma. ‘Two 
great filver candlefticks ftood before the 
altar, and at the altar are 14. brafs an- 
gels, each holding a lighted candle, In 
a little room called the Libraria, the ftory 
of Zineas Sylvius the pope, is admirably 
well painted on the wall, one {aid to be 
done by Petro Peruzino, and the other by 
Raphael Urbin ; under all are infcriptions, 
one wastranicribed, viz. 


Eneas Sylvius & Bafilienfi Concitio in ube 
teriorem Britanniam Orator ac Scotiam 
ad Regem Calexium miffus, & tempeftan 
te in Norvegiam pulfus et per Britan- 
niam Reges {peculatores eludens Bafi=

‘The pulpit is of ftone well cary’d. ‘The 
cupola is covered with lead. 

La Madonna isa pretty church, hung 
round with pictures of miraculous cures, 
Ge. 

‘The Dominicans church in Campo Re= 
gio is very broad and without pillars ; 
here many Germans are buried. 

‘The Auguftines is like it, but leffer, 
they have two neat courts cloifter’d 
about. 

The bifhop’s palace is built of white 
marble, 

We faw the hofpital and the prince’s 
palace, where prince Matthias the gover- 
nor lives, who is guarded by Switzers. 

The palace of pope Zueas Sylvius 
(Pins 11.) 

A {trong citadel commands the city. 

‘The Carmelites is a pretty convent. 

The piazza is large and very hand- 
fome, refembling a cockle fhell, and is 
well built about with tradefmens houfes, 
&e. a {quare fountain called Fonte Brande, 
three fides whereof compaffed with a 
ftone wall whereon figures of marble in 
baffo_relievo. 

La Sapienza is the {chools, an indif- 
ferent building, where are fome ftudents, 
and about 40 profeffors. 

Moft of the houfes in Siena are built 
of brick ; they are tall, and generally 
handfom, only they have paper win- 
dows inftead of glafs, 

"This city is fituated on hills, and is 
very pleafant, the ftreets cleanly and 
neatly paved with bricks fet edgeways. 

Wine here fold for one julio a flask, 
which is {emewhata {maller meafure than 
that at Florence. It feem’d to have a 
tafte of vitriol.

A Journey thro’ Part of the 


In feveral piazza’s, the arms of the 
city (Romulus and Remus fucking the 
wolf) are erected upon pillars. 

Atthe Palazzo di Signori is torre di 
Mangio, a tall {quare tower, whence we 
rook a full profpeét. The Capitan, who 
jsa Sanefe, lives here. "The roof of one 
room we faw moft excellently painted by 
Michellino. 

‘A void {pace of ground between the 
inner and outward gates. 

There is a faying, Siena fi vanta di 
quattro Cofe, di a €3 di Campane; dé 
Bardalfe e di Putane, 

‘Siena almonds are counted the beft, 
and of them are made excellent march- 
panes. 

‘Sept. 3. We agreed with a vitturine, or 
meffenger, to provide us horfes and diet, 
till we came to Rome; and going out 
of the gates of Siena, the fearchers ftop- 
ped us, becaufe our wallifia or port- 
manteaus were not fealed at the dogana, 
Gwhich cofts two julii a portmanteau.) 
But the vitturine telling them we were 
Germans, (who have great privileges 
here) they let us pafs. At fome miles 
diftance we paft by Cuna, a fimall walled 
place, on our right-hand ; afterwards 
we came through Ronconvento a walled 
rown, where Henry the VI. emperor, 
died.’ To this place we had good way, 
and obferved a corn country ; here 
began a hilly road; we dined at Tornieri, 
17 miles from Siena; three miles from 
hence we rode through S. Quiricho, a 
walled town, on the top of a hill, whi- 
ther the duke of Grecgui retired when 
he received the affront at Rome; 14 
miles more we travelled a mountainous 
country, and rode up a high aftent to 
Rodicofani which hath a caftle on the 
very top of the hill, and lodged this 
night at the pofthoufe, a fair inn. | This 
day we obferved a Kind of fledge to 
carry dung in. 

‘The rivers Arbia and Ombrone we 
paffed over near Bonconvento, and had 
Monte Alcino on our right hand. 

‘Sep. 4. 'Two hours before fun-rifing, 
we took horfe, and rode fix miles 
defcent on the mountains, and three 
miles further left the great duke’s country, 
and went over Ponte Argentino, a fair 
bridge, built by Gregory XIU over the 
river "Three miles more brought 
us up to the top of a hill, where we 
paid thro’ dgnapenciente, (a long ftreet 
init) walled about. Four miles thence 
werode a plain way, ona high ground, 
and came down a craggy hill, to S. 
Lorenzo, a finall walled place; then 
we travelled a fenny country, by the 
fide of Lago di Volfena, which is about 


30 miles in circuit, compaffed with hills 
full of wood, and ftored with coots and 
other fowls; and four miles from St. 
Lorenzo dined at Volfena, a finall and 
poor walled place, with a caftle. Here- 
abouts we obferved the burning of chaff, 
and met many affes laden with flax ; and 
many pilgrims were in this road, who 
begged of us. From Volféna we went 
through a wood, on a craggy hill, and 
after eight miles came to Montefia/ione, 
a walled town, on the top of a hill, 
where we had a fair profpect of Viterbo, 
and the circumjacent country ; here we 
drank of a whitith fweet wine, called 
mofchatella. From M. Fia/cone we made 
afteep defcent at firft, and then rode an 
eafy defcent in a champion country, till 
we came to the city of Viterbo; a mile V 
or two before we arrived, the fnell of 
a fulphur well, a mile from the town, 
was very offenfive to us, 

‘The domo is but a mean ftructure, 
where Alewander VI. Adrian V. and 
Clement WV. are buried ; we faw a tomb- 
ftone with the effigies of pope Fob, Lufi- 
tana XXI- 

‘This city is large and pleafantly fitu~ 
ated on the rifing of a hill; the houfes 
are indifferently built ; many tall iquare 
towers in the city. An old caftle and a 
piazza before it, where isa handfome 
fountain, and in the chief ftreet ancther 
large fountain. 

‘After we had viewed Viterbo, we took 
horfe, Sept. §. and came up a woody 
and delcended by IJ Lago di Vico, 
formerly called Lacus Cyninus, about five 
miles in circuit. In that wood we ob- 
ferved tall and large oaks. ‘Then we 
had good way fix miles to Ronciglione, 
a walled place, on the top of a hill, 
and here began a champion country, 
where we travelled five miles, and pafs'd 
by a final lake, juft before we aicended 
to Monte Rofi. Lhence we went feven 
miles to Baccano, and Jodged this night 
in a fair new inn, built nearia little lake, 
compafied round with hills. The. air. 
here is counted bad. 

In this journey we obferved out 
horfes to ftand ftill, when we chirped 
them, which in other countries would 
encourage them to go fafter. 

Sept, 6. We went through a wood 
called It Boféo di Baccano, formerly Mefia, 
which was fome years, fince noted for 
robbers, and gave occafion to this proverb, 
Par che Siama nel Bofeo di Baccano, 
ufed by thofe that are ina fufpicious 
place, We travelled a good but hilly ways 
and obferved this morning very thick 
mifts, in the Campagna about Ronit, 


which feemed to ftand in the midi of 
lake.

lake. Two or three miles before we 
teached Rome, we faw Nerc’s tomb, and 
then rode between the villa’s and large 
gardens; over the gate of one, was this 
thime, Pura, pudica, pia, miferis mi- 
Serere Maria. "Then we pats'd over Ponte 
Molle, antiently Pons Milvius, over the 
Tybur, and rode a mile in the Vie Fla- 
mina, a btoad and ftraight way, well 
paved, and on each fide were gardens 
and villa’s; this way brought usto Rome, 
where we entred at Porta Flaminia, now 
called dé? Pépolo, where we gave one of 
‘our names, and a fellow with a paper in 
his hand, went with us to the dogana 
where our portmanteau’s were fearched, 
but no prihted books prohibited, being 
found, we were difmifs'd, and gaye a julio 
to the fellow, and another to the 
fearchers. As foon as we entred P. det 
Popolo, which is a ftately gate, on the 
ete Hind is a church dedicated to Santa 
Maria det Popolo, with a handfome piazza, 
having in the middle an obelisk and a 
fountain, and fronting tothe gate is Santa 
Maria di Monte Santio; and S. Maria 
delli Miracoli, fair buildings. 

At this piazza de P. del Popolo, three 
ftrait ftreets begin; 1. Strada Paulina, 
that leads to the piazza di Spagna, 2. 
Strada del Corfo, above a mile long which 
brings to the capitol. And 3, A ftreet 
that leads to Palazzo Borghefe. 

The particulars obferved during our 
flay at Rome, were thefe ; 

Porta del Popolo was contrived by Mich. 
Angelo, on the outfide of it ftand the 
ftatues of Peter and Paul. 

The pantheon is now called the 
Rotunda, dedicated to All Saints, which 
hath a large portico in the front, fup- 
ported on the outlide by eight great 
pillars, and 6 remaining of eight within 
the portico; every pillar being one piece 
of ftone, It hath no light within but 
what comes in at a round hole on the 
top of acupola, which is divided into 
five rows of fquares, and in every row 
are 28 leffer {quares, under them are 14 
windows or arches filled up with brick, 
which this temple is built of; where the 
cupola begins to arch, there is a wrought 
ledge. There were fix niches that are 
now fix chapels, befides the high altar, 
and each hath two ftriated pillars before 
it, and between each chapel is an altar: 
‘The architrave, and each fide of the 
entrance into the pantheon is one piece 
of ftone ; here are two infcriptions figni- 
fying the repair of the portico by Urban 
VIII. who took away the brafs and 
lead from hence, and therefore this 
pafquil was made then, Quod non fecerunt 
Barbar ; fecerunt Barbarini. 


See the infeription in Roma Moderna, Sxivrox- 
Pag. 324. es 
‘The pantheon is 144 foot high, and 
as many wide, ‘The pavement is figured 
into {quares and rounds interchangeably, 
the fquares are grey marble compafled 
with a border of porphyry, and the 
rounds are porphyry of one ftone. “Mott 
of the white ftones on the Pavement 
contain exaétly three Roman feet, and the 
leffer in porphyry, one foot and a half 
Agrippa built the pantheon, 
On all-faints day the pope and cardinal 
ufe to vifit this church, and printed papers 
are pafted on pillars, Gc. fignifying 
every time a mafs is {aid atthe high altar 
here, a foul is freed out of purgatory, 
which is an indulgence firft granted by 
Gregory XUI. 
‘The gate or entrance into the pantheon 
is all of one entire marble ftone, and i 
between the jambs or fides 19 fer +4 
Greaves onthe Roman foot, p. 127.

‘The pantheon is entirely compofed of 
the corinthian order. Freart. pag. 3. 

Sept. 8. At 8, Auguftin’s church was 
kepe the feltival of Thomas di Ville nova, 
a faint of a new ftamp. 

The Piazza Naona, anciently Circus p 
Agonalis, is a large and long place, in X 
the mid{t whereof ftands an 
obelisk, called Obelsjco Pamfilio, 
ereéted by Inmocont X. whofe arms, the 
dove, is upon the top of it. It ftands 
upon an artificial rock, out of which 
guth great ftreams of water, which are 
received in a huge bafon, where is a fith, 
among feveral others, figured, that the 
fuperiluous water runs away in At each 
corner of the rock is a large marble figure o4,/,1. 
reprefenting four great rivers, ‘The 
hicroglyphicks on “this obelisk are 
deferibed by Karcher the jefuie. ‘This is 
the ftatelieft fountain in Lurope. In the 
evenings of fummer holydays, the water 
of this fountain is let run about it, and 
coaches make their tourabout it, friving 
to get into the file or rank. 

There are alfo in Piazza Naona three 
other fair fountains. 

Prince Painjilio's palace is inthe Piazza pi 
Naoua; he was formerly aicardinal, but 
had a difpenfation to marry. 

S. Agee is a handfome new church s, sgncte 
building at the charges of prince Pam- 
filio.

i's ftatue is at a corner of the Pafjuiae 
bookfellers fret; it is only the Bu/une 

of an ancienc ftarue much broken, and 

is called Pa/quin, from «taylor who had 
formerly a fhop here, where there ufed

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Srirrox. "The obelisk in the piazza of S. Peter’s 
was brought from Nero’s Circus, behind 
the church, and Sixtus V. employ’d 
Dominicus Fontana, an architect, to erect 
it here. It is without hieroglyphick 
figures, and is 72 foot high ; befides the 
pedeftal, which is36 foot high. On the 
top Fulius Cafar’s afhes were preferved, 
but now there is a crof§ on the top, with 
a piece of our Saviour’s crofs, and indul- 
gences granted of ro years, and as many 
quarantains, at the faying to it, three 
Pater Nofier’s and three Ave Mary's 
for the exaltation of holy church. ‘This 
obelisk was formerly ereéted to Augufus 
and Tiberius. 

Obelisks are called Giulie by the 
vulgar. 

In the piazza of S. Petcr’s is one fair 
fountain, with plenty of water, on one 
fide of the obelisk, and another is de- 
figned on the other fide,

having four rows of great pillars, in the 
middle a coach may drive, and on each 
fide people may walk; a balcony round 
the top. From hence a double row of 
pillars lead up to the entrance of the 
vatican palace, whence there is a long 
gallery to the caftle S. Aigelo. 

S. Peter’s church is a moft magnificent 
ftru@ure, having a noble afcent by fteps 
to a portico, in the front, as large as 
many fair churches. ‘There are {even 
gates to this church, and the Porta Santta 
is in the portico, which was now walled 
up, but in the year of jubilee the pope 
breaks it down, with great folemnity ; 
over the portico are huge ftatues of 
apoftles, &c. The Porta Sanéta is 11 =222 
foot wide between the jambs or fides. 
‘The great gate, in the middle, covered 
with brafs, is rx 7242 foor wide between 
the jambs. Eight vaft pillars fapport 
the body of the church, which are crufted 
over with marble, and are adorned with 
fainted popes heads; angels and doves 
are carved over each arch of the pillars. 
Mich, Augelo was the architeét employ’d 
by Fulius 11. Two large ftatues, one of 
which is remarkable for treading on a 
brafS terreftial globe. Every altar is 
adorned with ftately marble pillars. 
Behind the high altar were four vaft 
ftarues gilding, of the evangelifts, made 
by Cavaliero Bernino, which are to 
fippore S. Peter's (an old gilt) chair, 
which now ftands on the top of an altar 
on the north fide. In a chapel on the 
fouth fide is kept a wreathed pillar that 
(they fay) belonged to So/omon’s temple ; 
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and more of thof pillars are 
in the altars of the Ean prelyed 

S. Peter’s chair was expofed to view 
January 8. and the people had their 
beads. ees av it, 

‘The high altar enfhrines the bodi 
S. Peter and S. Pant, in a defcent ieset 
about ; over the altar is a brafs canopy, 
with feveral brafs figures, fapported by 
four wreathed pillars of the fame metal, 
brought by Urb. VILL. from the pantheon, 
Cavaliero Beruino contriving it. They 
weigh 151794 Ib. 

Wetook a bolletin or little paper fealed, 
which we left at a door on the north 
fide of the church, and there went up 
an eafy fpiral afcent to the top of the 
church, where we had a pleafant view of. 
the feveral cupola’s, and walk’d upon a 
flat, which feemed likea piazza. At the 
entrance into the great cupola is this 
infcription, on a ftone,

We had then another eafy winding 
afcent, and went up fome ftone ftairs to 
the convexity of the cupola; and read 
another infcription, wz.

We had a profpeét down into the 
church, where the high altar appeared a 
mall thing, and men and women like 
black {pots in the pavement. 

We came then into a room under the 
brafS ball, where fome ufe to bring wine 
and refrefh themfelves after the pains of 
getting up fo high. We went into the 
brafS ball, which will hold 32 men; the 
fun fhining made it very hot being there. 
From this church we hada large profpect 
of the city, country, and fea. 

In this church the head of Thomas 
Becket is kept for a relique. 

Tn four chapels of the cupola are pre- 
ferved thefe four reliques, vz. 1. The 
Sudaritm or handkerchief of Veronica, 
Gvwhofe ftatue is erected here, made by 
Fran. Mochi) which is called alfo Ii Volto 
Santo, becaufe they fay our Saviour left 
the impreffion of his face on it, when he 
went up to mount Calvary.

4 S. Andrews head, whofe ftatue was 
made by France(co Biamminigho. 

A marble balcony over each of! thofe 
figures; where on certain feftivals thofe 
reliques are fhewed to the people. 

Behind the high altar is a handfome 
monument to Panivs WI. Farnefius Pont. 
Maw. where are two rare marble ftatues, 
one a lean fhriveled woman, the other a 
handfome wench, which was formerly 
naked, but now covered with’ lead, 
becaute (they fay)’ a Spaniard was in 
love with it. 

Another fair tomb to Urbanus VIII, 
Ubertinus Pontifex Maximus, a death 
being figured writing his name on a black 
marble. 

The cupola’s of the ten chapels are 
richly gile and painted within, and their 
walls crufted with marble. ‘The great 
cupola within hath this infcription,

‘Above that, in mofaic work, are 
pictured the four evangelifts, and over

Qn the fouth fide of the church is a 
brafs ftarue of S. Peter, (which fome 
think was an antient ftatue of Saturn, or 
of Fupiter Capitolinus) in a fitting 
pofture holding out his right foot, which 
fome put their heads under, after they 
have made their prayers to this faint’s 
figure. 

The figure of Iunecent VIM. in brats, 
lies on a monument. Another figure 
fitting ina chair holding in his hand the 
fpear's head that pierced our Saviour’s 
fide, which was fent to him by Bajazet 
the great Turk, 
nt the tenth’s tomb. 

Dec. 29. In the great chapel on the 
north fide of §. Peter’s, a cardinal 
performed maf’, many other cardinals

door ftood the memorial of Innocent x, 
hung about with efeurcheonsand candles, 
placed round, this being the anniverfiry 
of that pope. 

A curious monument of Le XT. who 
was pope but 37 days ; baflo relievo-work 
adorns the tombftone; at each end fits a 
fair figure, and the pope fits in a’nich, 
being a marble ftatue. The monument of 
Gregory XI. ‘fhe relievo on Leo XI his 
tomb, is the ftory of Henry IV king of 
France; his fidelity paid to the'church of 
Rome, and his {ub{cription before this 
pope, when’ he was cardinal’ Jegate in 
France, 

A curious monument to’ ‘Mathilda, 
who gave to the popedom the country 
called” S. Peter's patrimony; in’ baffo 
relievo is reprefented the emperor Henry 
IY. kiffing the pope’s toe ; a boy holding 
the imperial crown, and the’ countels 
Mathilda ftanding by. Her figure of 
marble ftands up in a nich, with the 
triple crown in her hands. ‘This inferip- 
tion underneath.

Several confeffing feats in this church, 
which are for feveral nations, as is 
intimated by their titles, viz. Pane 
tentia pro lingua Anglic.

The priefts, while they fit in thefe 
confeffing feats, have long wands in their 
hands, with which they touch the heads 
of people who defire it, and pafs along, 
bowing their heads to the prieft, who 
by that touch, with the wand, fignifies 
pardon of all ‘venial_ fins. 

The roof of the north wing of the 
church is richly gilt, and in the middle 
of itis written Pawlus V. Pont. Max. A. 
Mpexvy. 

‘Thefe piétures we took notice ofS. 
Paul, and S. Antony the firkt eremite, 
drawn by Mutiano. Ananias and Sap- 
phira, by Chriftopher Pomaranci. ‘The 
crucifying of S. Peter, by Dominico Pa/- 
fignaio. The falling down of Simon 
‘Magus, by Giovanni Senefe. 8. Peter 
curing the lame man nigh the temple~ 
gate, by Fran. Givoli, a Florentine. S. 
Peter raifing up a dead woman, by 
Cavaliero Giovanni Baglioni, §, Peter 
walking on the fea, by Bernardo Cafello.

We went down into the vaults under 
§. Peter’s, having a lighted torch to fhew 
tis many monuments of popes, cardinals, 
&c. among them we faw the porphyry 
tomb of Adrian VV. an Bngtifo-man. A 
very large porphyry ftone over the 
emperor Otho 11. The tomb of Aofius 
Wignacourt, great mafter of Malta. Seve- 
ral chapels, altars, pitures, old {tones, 
&c. in this fabterraneous place. 

Palazzo di § Officio is near S. Peter’s, 
and nigh it is the Campo Sento, which 
they fay confimes dead bodies in 24 
hours. 

Engilifo-men in Rone, when we were 
there; Mr. Fames Oxinden, Mr. Fames 
Palmer. Mr, Hud/on 4 roman catholick, 
Mr. Edward Aithan a Roman catholick, 
Mr. Broome an Englijh merchant, kept 
houft here. Mr. Compton fice bifhop of Ox- 
‘fordyand bithop of London. Mit. Waters,Mrr. 
Pajchal, Mr. Laur. Threele, Mr. Golding, 
Mr. Lowther, Mr. Farewell, Dr. Feanes 
once feholar of the houfe at Zrinity-col- 
lege in Cambridge, and lately fellow of 
Magdalen-coliege in Oxford, Dt. Paman 
fellow of S. Fobn’s in Cambridge, Mr. 
Soames. Earl of Sunderland ; lord Caftle- 
maigne ; lord Hinchinbrooke the earl of 
Saridwich’s fon ; Sir Edzward Stradling ; 
Mr, Henry Sevil; Mr. Wormly ; Mr. 
Slingsby Bethel Mr. Steele, once recorder 
‘of Londou ; Mr, Townly ; Dr. Gibbs, who 
formerly praétifed phyfick, but now de- 
votes himfelf to poetry, and is lately 
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made, profeffor of humanity in the Sapi- 
enza. He told us he hath equal skill in 
making Greek, Latiny Italian, Span 

French and Bugiifo verfes. He'alfo writes 
exadtly like printing, and makes coats of 
arms, Sieg, &c. with his pen very curi~ 
oufly. ‘bomas Normington, who calls 
himfelf father Leander, a Benediéine 
fryar; Mr. Brown Dr. Brown of Nor 
wich’s fon ; Mr. Lrumbalt, fellow of Ail- 
Souls in Oxford. Sir Edward Widrington 
came a pilgrim hither. Somer/et is one 
of the oratorians at Rome: Mr. Noell, 
lord Cambden's eldeft fon; Mr. Skippwith 
‘The rector of the Engii/h jefuits-college 
his name is Anderton. One Anderton 
waited on cardinal Carlo Barberino. One 
Sands in the duke of Brunfwick’s retinue. 

J alfo procured a lift of what Englify 
nobility and gentry had been at Rome, 
fince the year 1651 ; including the above, 
to the number of 349. As alfoa lift of 
the cardinals, anno 1665. [Both which, 
at this diflance of times (1732) we think 
too immaterial to infert. The reigning 
pope then was Alexander Chifius.) 

At Palazzo di Chifi in Traupevere, p, 
we faw two roofs of rooms curioufly 
painted; one done by Raphael Urbin, 
the other by feveral of his {cholars. 
A head drawn in charcoal, by Michael 
‘Angel. A cupid defiring a wife of 
Jupiter. A fealt of the gods. A goddefs 
drawn in a charriot by two oxen. _Her- 
cules Killing a lion and the hydra. 
‘Yupiter and-Ganymede. ‘Three cupids 
fhooting at . . . . in the fea. Many 
Roman inferiptions. An old ftone with 
feveral fafces, in relievo. 

"The amphitheatre, commonly called ;; 
I Colifeo, is much larger, but more ruin’d, pi, 
then that at Verona, only more of the 
outward high wall is here remaining. It 
was large enough to contain 85000 men. 

Meta Sudans is built of brick, between Mera sa- 
Confantine’s arch and the amphitheatre. dans. 

The arch of Titus Vefpafianus having views Ve- 
curious baffo relievo work, reprefenting ‘pal: ar’.

‘The capitol, vulgarly call’d, the cam- 
pidoglio, is upon a bill, being built on 
three fides with fair buildings, and por= 
ticoes on the two fides, but nothing re- 
maining of the antient capitol. In the 
middle of the fquare is an excellent braf3 
ftatue of an Hors with the figure of the 
emperor Af, Aur. Anton. on his back of 
the fame metal; the horfe’s foretop is 
turn’d up into the fhape of an owl, 
which fignifies that it was a Grecian 
piece. 

On one fide of the confervatorio is the 
figure of a lion killing a horfe, whofe 
head is modern ; put on by Mich. Angelo. 
"The ftatue of Minerva. The ravithing 
of the Sabins, in curious baffo relievo 
under the figure of Severus and Mam- 
mea, The ftatue of Cou/t. M. The head 
and hand, €¢, of a Cyloffis, that repre- 
fented Apollo. A monument, with an 
infcription beginning thus; Offa Agrip- 
pine, Ge. "The ftatues of Fulius Cafar 
and Augupus. The ftatues of Urania and 
Hadrian. Four fquare {tones with curious 
baffo relievo, deferibing a facrifice and 
triumph of AL Aurelius. A brats head 
and hand of Commodus. A fair afcent by 
fteps lead up to the campidoglio ; on each 
fide at the bottom is a lion, having water 
running out of their mouths; and on 
each fide, upon the top of the afcent is 
amarble horfe led by a flave, and the 
trophies of Marius, 

"The head of Scipio fix'd in the wall of 
the capitol. In the hall are the ftatues 
of Greg. XIU. Paul, WI. Charles king 
of Sictly. 

"The ftatue of Mavforius in a cumbent 
pofture, much decay’d. A columua ro- 
frrata, with an infcription written in old 
‘Latin, The Roman meafares and the Greek 
foot are mark’d out in marble. Over 
the figure of a fturgeon-fith is written,

temples buile by the Romans, 

Curia Calabra, behind the: capitol, 
hath only the architrave and capitals of 
a porch remaining. 

Half way in the ground ftands three 
pillars, with: * * ESTITVER ~~ © ins 
ferib’d. 

On the pedeftal of @ finall pyramid in rie pyr 
an obfcure place not far from Palazzo di mid 
Farnefe, is this infeription in memory of 0% 
the affrone the Corfican foldiers offer’d to." jl” 
the duke: of Grecqui his lady, who was Fre 
affaulted by them in her coach, and one 
of her pages kill'd ; there having been a“ 
quarrel between the embaflador (Crecgai) 
his fervants and thofe foldiers.

At Monte Cavallo ftand the ftately Mont 
and curious ftatues of two men holding ‘° 


two horfes, the workmanthip of Phidias Quire 


and Praxiteles. 

Quattro Fontane is near M. Cavallo, 
where four ftreets meet, and at each 
corner is a fountain. 

‘The pope's palace at M. Cavallo is 
along building ; within is a fair large 
court, One day we faw the pope Alex. 
VII. coming out from a chapel where he 
had faid mafs: before him went feveral 
gentlemen ; a prieft in a blue habit with 
2 gold crofs : and when he came out into 
a prefence-chamber, many kif8’d his toe ; 
and one German prieft, after he had 
faluted the fhoe, begg’d, alond, an in- 
dulgence for himfelf and 20 of his friends. 
"The pope gave his benediation, by’ lift- 
ing up two of his fingers. He went into 
his fedan, and was follow’d by fome car+ 
dinals in coaches, and bifhops on mules 5 
next came his light horfemen, about 205 
every one with a lance and a banner on 
it; then three trumpets and a kettle- 
drum before a troop of cuiralfers all in 
armonr ; round about the fedan went a 
guard of Switzers in their red and yellow 
liveries ; a company of musketeers {tood 
nigh the palace, who all were in a ready 

ure, and kneeled as the pope went 
by. He had a red habit over a sees 
an 
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Sxipron. 


Villa Lu- 
dovilia, 
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and ai gold 'tippet ; his hat was red, and 
plaited. In. this equipage he went. to 
S.Augoftino on 11 Septemb..and vifived 
the altar of S. Tho, di Viila Nova. 

'The great chapel in this palace is one 
arch, well wrought and gilt, All the 
rooms were hung with red, and above 
the hanging is fre(co-painting. We faw 
neat models of this, and~ the vatican 
palace, with their gardens ; and the roofs 
of them might be lifted up,-and all rhe 
rooms diftover’d a model of the pantheon, 
and one of the domo at Siena ; a death’s 
head in marble, rarely done by Bernini 5 
aneat clock, made by Campani, wherein 
a death walks with a flaming fword at 
the ftriking of'every hour. The gardens 
are pleafant and large, with fine water 
works, No ftranger can fee this palace 
but when the pope is abroad, as he was 
at this time in the country at Cafello. 

An obelisk, with hieroglyphick figures 
on it, ftands in the pizza of Porta def 

Popolo ; on the pedeftal is an infeription 
concerning dugufius, Ke. viz. 


Imp. Cafar Divi F. Augufus Pontif. 
maximus. Imp. XII. Cof. XI. Trib. Pot. 
XIV. Aigypto in poteftatem populi Ro- 
mani redutta Soli donum dedit. 


Another infeription of Sixtus V. his 
erecting to the honour of the crofs. 

Tt ftood in the Circus Maximus, and 
was, when entire, $8 feet long. 

The Villa Ludovifia is within the walls, 
where we obferv’d thefe remarkables : 
‘About 20 large urns, wherein, they fay, 
the old Romazs uled to keep oil. In rhe 
anticamera roof is painted Aurora in her 
chariot drawn by two horfes, efteem’d 
highly ; a marble ftatue of Venus, made 
by fob. Bologna ; arich bedfted, valu’d 
at 80,000 crowns: on the bed’s-head is a 
profpect of a town made in jalper ; the 
ground of it is /apis lazuli, a goddels in 
a chariot of chalcedony, &c. two very 
large topazes, nine great pearls are orna- 
ments of the bed’s-head, filver and gilt 
figures, the bed-polts are ofamethyftand 
Japis lazuli, rubies fet about the bed’s- 
tefter, granats, jafpersand agats towards 
the bottom ; a cabinet, having in the 
front of it a picture of Greg. XV. his 
face of chalcedony, and his robes of one 
ruby: many curious landskips of mofaic 
work; the nativity, and a Madonna, 
pictur'd by Raphael Urbin.s Francis Y, 
king of France, and ‘his phyfician, by 
Viniecio ; a Madonna in mofaic work, with 
pieces of fattin laid on for her garment; 
amodel of the bull in Pasazzo Farnefe ; 
amodel of Laacvon 5 alion killing a horfe, 
in a model ; and another of Antoninus on 


the capitol; the heads of Mf Autony, 

upiter, Seneca, Pompey ; the’ ftatue of 
the gladiator,’ who got Commodus on 
Hauftina; the pictures of Sufanna and the 
elders ; Lot and his daughters, and Lucre> 
tia Fudith Killing Holofernes, by Gar, 
cinos a German clock, where the pope 
and cardinals go in. proceffion every time 
it. ftrikes ; a curious ftatue of a dying 
gladiator ; the ftatue of Hercules; a 
great brafs head of AL Aurelius ; an old 
Woman painted rarely well, by Titian ; a 
crucifix, with a ladder and ten figures cur 
out of one piece of alabafter ; an herma- 
phrodite flecping ; the head, thigh-bones, 
&c, of a man petrefy’d together; the 
head of a fea-horfe ; feveral pidtures of 
ftone baffo relievo ; the head of the 
oracle of Apollo, a large porphyry ftone, 
bunches of grapes wreathed about his 
head ; two ftatues, refembling Amicitia, 
counted one of the beft antiquities in 
Rome s Sextius Marius killing his daughter, 
and then himfelf, is a rare piece ; Plata 
carrying away Proférpine, and his dog 
Cerberus, made by Cavaliero Bernino ; 
the dolphin with the dead boy on his 
back ; the head of Scipio Africanus, made 
of green Egyptian marble, which coft 
12,000 crowns; a large Egyptian idol ; 
the trunks or buftum of an old ftatue, 
an excellent piece of work ; the head of 
Olympia in baflo relievo ; cupid with his 
hand thro’ the mouth of a mask ; Cicero 
and Caligula’s heads, much eftcem’d, 
‘The gardens about this wil//a are large, 
and full of long walks and pretty groves, 
and round, void, fquare and oval places 
are old ftatues and heads fer thick. Fair 
vineyards and fountains. An in{cription, 
beginning thus; D. O. M. ML Aur, 
Mucianus, &c. Ina little garden, when 
we ftepp’d on one ftone ftep, it turn’d up 
and fore’d water up, thar wet the ftanders 
by, and thofe that tread on it. 

We gave the gardener one julio, and 
him that fhew’d us the rarities, four 
julii. 

The fountain of Mofes in Strada Pia, 
whofe ftory is in baffo relievo, is a ftately 
fountain, where a great plenty of water 
gufhes out of an aguedué?, built by 
Sixtus VY. who brought the water 20 
miles. Agua Grabra nigh this aque- 
duit. 

The ruins of Dioclefiazn’s baths are nigh 
the Carthufizus, who are making part of 
the old building a portico to their cloifter, 
and a crof$ building, with one broad arch, 
is their church, at the entrance whereof 
is a round arch’d place; eight pillars, 
with curious capitals, fupport part of the 
ftructure. Cardinal Acsat and Pius 1V- 
have their monuments here. 


Many 
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Many great ruins about this con- 
vent. 
s,Pietro ~ §. Pietro Montorio, antiently fons 
Noworio. Faniculus, is in Tranflevere, belonging to 
the Francifcans, who have a fountain buile 
by the king of Spain. In achapel here 
are two monuments, and an altar-piece' 
of baffo relievo, From this convent we 
had a large profpect of the city. We 
faw at this church the famous pitture of 
the transfiguration of our Saviour, drawn 
by Raphael Urbin. In the middle of the 
cloifter-coure is a pretty. round chapel 
with a portico of pillars about it, and 
underneath is another chapel. This was 
antiently Sace/um Tyburtine Sybilke.

i water, like a little river, empties itfelf 
out of an aqueduét that runs 35 miles 
from Lacus Bracctanus ; it was built by 
Augufus, and repair'd by Paulus V. and 
is upported by thick, {quare:pilafters, 
vila Pan- Villa Panfilia is without §.

gate, and is four or five miles in compafs, 
where we faw the ftatue of Seneca ; Mar- 
tius ty’d by the hands and feet to the 
ftump of a tree, an old piece, and taken 
notice of for the neat fect; a curious 
picture in black and white of the Baccha- 
nalia ; two defigns of Michael Angelo ; a 
laughing Pan, a Bacchus ; feveral night- 
pieces; one the picture of a man’s head, 
which cannot well be difcern’d without 
a candle ; the heads of emperors, &c. 
\ round a hall ; a curious ftatue, with his 
hands under his garment; a Paw with a 
lovely face ; the pigture of a countefs of 
Bedford ; a large porphyry veflel ; a 
fleeping Cupid; another Cupid, mask’d 
like Hercules ; a Venus drawn by the life 
after the fhape of a Courtifana ; two 
Cupids and two doves, with a cart full of 
flowers, €c. by her ; a modern Bacchus, 
his ftatue in porphyry ; the picture of a 
ftorm at fea; a rare picture of Sir Tho. 
More in fall; the ftorming of a caftle, 
by Tempefia; a wench looking lice and 
fleas in her {mock by the light of a 
lamp. 

Villa di Medici, belonging to the duke 
of Zufcany, is on Monte Pincin near Piaz~ 
za dt Spagna, where we obfery'd the 
ftatue of Apollo ; the famous Greek ftatue 
of Venus, under which is written, asevens 
Armonedresu Abivacss exmars the ftatue of a 
country fellow, (who was of Cateline’s 
confpiracy) in a bending pofture, with a 
knife in his hand ; a ftatue of Martius, 
larger than that at Villa Pamphilia: this 
figure, they fay, is imitated for fome of 
the poftures by thofe that reprefent our 
Sayiour on the crofs. ‘The two wreftlers 
are admirably well done. In the garden is 
an a finall Egyptian Obelisk; a neat brats

Qolumna Tajani is 128 fect high, erect 
ed upon a pedeftal (carved with armour, 
Ge.) each fide whereof is 20 feet; the 
pillar on the outfide is curioufly wrought 
with the ftory of Zrajan’s war in Da 


Peter. We went up to the top (aswe 
told) by 173 fteps; bur Ciaconus, in his 
deféription: of this pillar, fays there are 
184, and 43 little windows, 

An obelisk ftands before Sunéfa Maria « 
Maggiore ; and there is a curious furrow'd 
pillar brought from the Templum Pacis, 
whereon is ereéted by Paulus V. a brafe 
figure of the virgin Mary. « 

S. Maria Maggiore is a long and large s 
church, where we faw two curious 
chapels: in that on the fouth-lide are 
two ftately monuments; one with the 
ftatue of Pius V. and ftories in curious 
ftone baffo relievo, reprefenting his mak- 
ing M. Ant. Columna general againft the 
Turks, Ge. and his affifting Charles 1X. 
of France againft the proteftants. ‘The 
other monument hath the ftatue of Sixtus 
V. and the ftory of his building an hofpi- 
tal, canonizing a faint, ereéting of obe= 
lisks, building of the aqueduét, €c. all 
curioufly done in ftone baffo relievo. In 
the chapel on the north-fide, which was 
built by Paulus V. is his tomb, and the 
monument of Clemens VIII. both adorn’d 
with baffo relievo work, ‘This is call’d 
Capella Paulina, having the better paint 
ing; and that Capella Sifina, having the 
beft fculpture. 

In the portico of this church is an old 
ftone fix’d in the wall, deferibing by 
carved figures the manner of our Sayiour’s 
lying-in the manger, €c. over it is this 
infeription :

Before the high 
altar is pope Martin V. his brafs figure 
lyingona tomb. Storiesin baflo relievo 
in the wall. Pope Sy/vefter’s monument 
here. This pope Alexander VII. hath 
ereéted one to Alexander ILL with his 
infcription.

‘The Baptifierium here is a diftin@ 
building, where Conftantinus M. was 
baptized, and his ftory is painted there 
in frefeo on the cupola, by Tempepas 
Conftantine’sbattleat Pons Milvius, where 
he overthrew Maxentius, is pidtured on 
the walls. It is an oétagonal building 
appari by eight very fair porphyry 
pillars. 

‘The font Conftantine was chriften’d in 
is kept here. 

Behind the choir of S. Fobn Lateran, 
is this inféription oma ftone,

Onithe outfide 
of the portico are rhyming verfes, which 
fee in Roma Moderna.

We left oun fords with the guard, 
and walked up the inner works, which 
confift of avery ftrong and high wall, 
with four towers or baftions, well furnifh- 
ed with cannonand fhot ; round each ba- 
ftion is an iron rail forthe fentinels to 
walk fecurely ; the body of the caftle is 
theantient Moles Adriani, or Adrian's fe- 
pulchre ; here are feveral large rooms, 
(two ofthem halls) painted in frefco by 
Guido Reni, Perino di Vega, &c. On the top 
we hada profpest of Rome, the Tyber, 
€€c. An angel offtone ftands here, which 
formerly {tood on a tall maft erected here, 
Dut'was {truck down by thunder ; hence 
we obferved the-out-works of the caftle, 
which are five ulwarks encompaifed 
except towards the river) with a ditch 
and a counterfcarp without it. Between 
the four towers andthe five bulwarks. is 


a good fpace \of ground, where are the Skirrow. 
foldiers lodgings, magazines of powder, “V™. 
corn, &c. We faw here our Saviour’ 
head in marble made by Sanfovinus ; the 
old heads of Roza, Hadriavus, and An- 
toninus Pitts, a piece of cannon left by 
the duke of Bourbon, having the Porcu- 
pine, his arms, on it. Another gun with 
the Barberini’s arms, {aid to be made in 
England. Ina yard below, under cover, 
are 50 large cannon, one of which isthus 
inferib’d, Ex clavis trabalibus Porticus 
Agrippa. It weighs 800 lb. and was 
made only of the brafs nails in the por- 
tico of the Rotunda. About 300 foldiers 
guard this place. 

On one of the inner baftions, fome 
great perfons that are condemned, have 
the favour to be beheaded privately. 

Here were now prifoners, the prince 
of Matrici, who was committed 17 years 
ago, A bifhop that has been prifoner 
three years; and about a year .... 
Bove a nobleman of Bolognia, for kil- 
ling another. Five hundred thoufand 
crowns are treafured up here, that were 
laid in by Sifus V. 

Nigh the bridge of S. Angelo, is a ftone 
erected with a mark how high the 
river Zyber once flowed, intimated by 
this infeription.

S. Spirito is a fair and large hofpital, 
where one morning we faw a phylician 
making his vifits. In one long and large 
room are the ordinary fort of people ; 
another room for women, butat this time 
none of that fex were fick here; and 
gentlemen of decay’d fortunes, Ge. have 
their apartment. In the wall cowards 
the ftreet, isan iron grate big enough 
to receive thro’ ita little infant, there- 
fore many women that have baftards, 
or are not able to maintain their child- 
ren, inthe night will put them in at 
this grate, and lay them ina hollow cy- 
Tinder (like thofe in nunneries) and 
knocking againft the board, an officer 
within prefently attends and takes out 
the child, which is taken care of by the 
hofpital ; the revenue of this place is 
very great, ‘They fay there are fome 
times 800 children at nurfe, &c. An 
organ plays in the long room, while the 
fick are at dinner and fupper. The 
prieft and all the fervants belong- 
ing to the hofpital, wear on their 
left fhoulder a white crofs of this 
figure. 

S. Onupbrio is onthe M. Faniculus 5 
whence we had a profpeét of the city, 
Tyber, S. Peters, &e. 
nites S. Andrea della Valle, is a church 
dreadella belonging to a french convent, where 
Vallee Pius IT. is buried; the cupola, and over 
the altar is curioufly painted. In a chapel 
are brafs copies of the virgin Mary's, and 
our Saviour’s {tatues in $. Peter’s church, 
made by Michael Augelo. 

‘This church and many others, was. 
hung very thick in the front with ef 
cutcheons of death’s heads, &e. 

Campo di Fiore is a large market-place. 
, At Cavatiero Franc. Corvino's mufeum, 
Corrine’ we were civilly entertained’ by him, and 

fhewed thefe rarities. A medal of t- 
tila; the head of an Indian bird, called 
‘Machoy, with two teeth before in the 
upper jaw, and four grinders on each 
fide. Unguis Aicis Ind. lacbtymal urns ; 
particles of gold within the body of cry- 
ftal; Cornu avis pifeatorii ex India ; 
Cucurbita quadrangularis Ind. nigra ; Ro- 
frum Avis Serre ; the black and white

— Capcapha 
Arabum; Capbas ; Phafeolus Brafil. max 
ximus purp. variegatus ; Guaivo from 
Goa ; an Bgyptian idol of wood; a Sj- 
rews vib; manus bominis marini; a child 
five months old preferved in a glafS full 
of white liquor ; fcorpions and a Lacerta 
ftellaris preferved fo in another glafs ; 
minera purp. Argenti ex Polonia ; a cru- 
cifix made of red, yellow, white and 
black amber ; another amber crucifix of 
red amber,! given him by the king of 
Poland ; a skeleton in wax made by 
Mich, Angelo; Cocus Maldavicus'; Ra- 
dix Contrayerve cum foliis ; Aurun po= 
tabile; Effentia Lapid. Bezoar. a cup 
made ofa Bezoar ; Balfamum Arab.; the 
leg of a mummy, which he faid was 
part of an Zegyprian queen ; a {partow 
preferved with balfam, &c, Pifcis Icb- 
neumon ; feveral pictures done in minia- 
ture by his fifter Magdalena Corvino, 
Tarantula Apula, which he kept fome 
time alive ; and the poifon ofit, he faid, 
broke two glaffés; the nut, he faid, the 
Balfamum grew in. He called his embalm- 
ing matter Gabaros.. He hath a pretty 
garden of rare plants. 

‘At cardinal Rondine’s palace is the 
arms of the king of England, and the 
arms of an Englif> cardinal, viz. the 
field fable, a cro{s argent with four heads 
of the firit, a lyon gules, a rofe gules be- 
tween two birds ina chief. 

Tenplium Saturni, or the Frarium, is” 
now a church dedicated to S. /drian. 

"The temple of Romulus and Remus, is 
now S. Gofinus and §. Damianus church. Ro 
The fir entrance is a round place like 4 
the Rotunda, having a cupola in the mid- "™ 
dle. On the walls are painted an obe- 
lisk, anda triumphant pillar, with in- 
{eriptions to thefe two faints ; the body 
of the church is {qnare, and the relicks 
of the old temple may be eafily per- 
ceiv’d in the femicircular place the high- 
altar now ftands in, the walls whereof 
are pitured with mofaick work, repre- 
fenting our Saviour, fheep, €e. 

S. Theodore, fome fay, was formerly s. Theo- 
atemple of Romulus and Remus, who dor

perdus, and made the Via Nova’; to this 
temple the Roman dames ufed to carry 
their children when they were ill. Four 
niches within this church. On Con- 
feantine’s arch we obferved- (as others 
have done) the lower figures of the baffo 
rclievo to be of meaner work than thofe 
above, which are fuppos'd to have been 
remoy'd from Zrajai’s arch, 

Volia is a place becween Confantine’s 
and Titus’s arch, called fo from Vellere, 
becaufe the ancients here did pull off the 
wool (wellere pecus) before the art of 
tharing. 

Sept. 24, Was a great feftival at Santa 
Chiara, belonging to Francifean nuns, 
where we heard one Vittoria a nun’s 
voice, which is highly efteemed ; and we 
faw here the princefs Mafimi, reputed 
the handfomett lady in Rome; fhe was 
formerly called princels Conti. — Princefs 
Rofana, and the prefent Spanif> ambat- 
fador’s lady (who was the of Don 
Lewis de Haro) were alfo at this mufick. 

Sept. 25. We hired a coach for a 
piftole, with fome other Engli/h gencle- 
men, androde out at Porta S. Fobannis, 
where we obferved the ftately ruins of 
an old aqueduct, which was called Agua 
Claudia, and at Porta Major it divides it 
felf one part towards M. Palatinus. 

We went a champion country, and 
made a conftane afcent, till we arrived 
at Frefeati, anciently Ti/culana Civitas, 
now a little town, Here we faw thefe 
noble and pleafant Villa's. 

Mondragone, a large building in the 
Villa Borghefe, where there is a gallery 
hung with pi@tures of birds, beafts, Gc, 
the picture of Orpheus 5 two large marble 
heads ; a little wooden crucifix (they 
faid) was made by a blind man. A hall 
full of popes, cardinals, emperors, monks, 
€&e. pictures. Ina garden, water-fports, 
and upon the running of a great {tream 
of water, artificial thunder and rain, 
Fine thady walks and pine-woods, alfo 
large vineyards, where are two villages 
ot Caftelli. Belides Mondragone are two 
other Villa’s, viz. Villa Borghefe, and 
Villa Tufculana. 

Belvedere, or Villa Aldobrandina, now

belonging to prince Panfilio, where we Sxivrox. 
faw pleafant caftates or falls of water, ~V~ 
and heard artificial thunder, and. ait 
forced by the water, which made the 
figure of a Centaur blow a horn very loud. 
Pan played loud alfo on his pipes, A 
pair of organs played, and feveral figures 
feemed to found their inftruments all by 
air forced. We obferved a little how 
thefe noifes were contriv’d ; a wheel like 
our chiming ones in fteeples. was turn’d 
about by another mov’d by water, and 
the chiming wheel had cogs which {truck 
up thekeys of theorgan. Inthe middle 
ofa room, a ftream of air came out of 
a hole in the floor, and did bear up a 
hollow braf$ ball that dane’d upon the 
air-ftream. On each fide of a door were 
two cold ftreams of air. PiGtures in fre(co 
drawn by Dominicbini, Water ran down 
two eall’pillars wreath’d about, Curious 
fhady hills and gardens here. 


Villa Ludovifia, hath a very high Villa Lu 


ftream of water forced up, which is feat- Sov! 
tered, and falls like rain, with the noife 
of thunder. A handlome cafeate of water, 
and above that a fountain and: pond, 
with pleafant fhades and walks. Below 
the garden isa piece of ancient build- 
ing with about 18 arches of brick. From 
thee gardens we had fair and. delightful 
profpeéts of Rome and the country, and 
clearly difcerned the fea and coaft. 

Prince Ludovifia is now viceroy for 
the king of Spain at Sardinia 

We ate this day ofa fruit called La- 
zarole (Mefpilus Aronia) which is as 
big as a cherry, of a yellow colour, 
and taftes pleafantly tharp. Styrax Ar- 
bor grows plentifully about Frefeati 5 
half way from Rone, are’ the ruins of 
Gordianus’s palace. 

‘At night we returned to Rome.

Here is a very neat marble fhrine for 
the ftatue of 9.

Curia, (Calabra?) and between the 
capitol and Mons Palatinus was Curtius’s 
vorago.

Nigh the Campo Vaccino is an old 
portico, by fome called Porticus Nerve ; 
by others Templum Fortune, but more 
properly gueffed to have been Zemplum 
Templum Merve, becaufe at the entrance is the 
Minerve. figure of Minerva in baffo relievo; the 
architrave’ was well carved, but itis now 
much defaced. 

In Campo Vaccino the 25 Off. wasa 
fair kept, where we bought Mires Avel- 
Janei Mofchatelle, or dormice, which we 
kept tame ; they would feem almoft dead 
when numb'd withcold, but the warmth 
of fire would prefently revive them.

On St. Mark’s palace, where the Vene= 
tian ambaffador dwells, is the figure of 
Agricultura, iv baffo relievo, fomewhat 
defaced, On the fame wall is another 
ftone with Diana and her nymphs. Ac 
a back entrance into this palace is the 
body and head of a woman, being a 
large ftone. 

One evening ftood a Jefuit, upon a y+. 
ftallin the Piazza Naona, and preached preachivg. 
with much aétion and poftures of his 
body ; and at the conclufion, a crucifix 
was brought to him, which he kneeled 
to, and with great devotion prayed to it 
and embraced it ; the congregation feemed 
greatly affected, by kneeling at the fame 
time, and beating their breafts. The 
Jefuit having done, invited the people 
to another’ fermon ; he kiffed the feet of 
the crucifix, which was prefently carried 
in proceffion, with two candles before, 
and the crowd following it ; fome priefts 
finging, and the people anfwering. 

Gallienus’s arch is built plain, where Gyijequr: 
two keys hang by a chain, faid to be the arcé. 
keys of Tivoli. 

‘A place with three niches of brick, 
wherein Marius’s trophies ftood. We 
walked thence a pleafant way to Porta 
S. Laurentii, anciently called Lyburtina, 
Taurina and Efguilina, where we faw 
the entrance of Sixtus V- his aqueduct 
into the city, having run along the wall 
from Porta’ Majore, antiently Labicana, 
Prenefina and Nevia; whereon are 
old infcriptions. Here began the Via 
Labicana and Prenefina. Saft within 
the gate isa tall brick pillar which for- 
merly had a pipe of water, and therefore 
probably it was a Meta Sudans. 

Santa Croce is a mean church for the 
building, where are feveral relicks, viz. 
St. Thomas's finger which he put into 
our Saviour’s fide. Two /pine of the 
crown of thorns, a piece of the crofs, 
€@c. Here is a garden enclofed by the 
city wall, and the ruins of Ampbitheatrum 
Caftren[e. In the vineyard are the remains 
of the temple of Venus and Cupid.

Inthe middle is a fair marble 
fountain decagonal, as the figure of the 
temple is. An eremite lives at S. Bibi- 
aia. 

Sanéta Maria Tranfevere is a pretty 
church, the pillars whereof are antient, 
and each of one ftone. Before the high 
altar is the place where they fay a foun- 
tain of oil fprung up at our Saviour’s 
birth. Over it is this diftich, with falfe 
quantity 


S. Francis, written in mani volumes, 
by Luke Wadding of Limerick one of the 
fame order, whofe piéture hung up here. 
He was in great efteem with five popes ; 
and by his induftry the foundation of 
this convent was begun for 50 monks ; 
which number is now leffen’d to forty, 
by reafon of the difturbances they 
lately met with in Ireland. We {aw 
alfo the pi@ture of one 7%/2, who was 
a knight of the order of St. Fobn of 
Ferufalem, and was prior of Bigland in 
queen Mary’s time; after her death he 
was favour'd in the king of Spain's court. 
‘They have a paffage out of this monaftery 
into prince Ludovifio’s gardens, who is a 
great patron of theirs. ‘This place is 
pleafantly and healthfully fituated, and 
it commands a view of all the city and 
the cavipania about it, 

Behind the duke of Florence his palace 
in Piazza Madama are the ruins of

They began the cavalcade at Porta del 
Popslo, and rode to mount Cavallo, where 
the pope expeécted his nephew in the con- 
fiftory ; who, at his arrival, kif’d his 
uncle’s toe, and then his holinefs kifs'd 
him on both cheeks; afterwards he went 
to all the cardinals prefent, and they 
gave him every one a kifs.

In the confervatorio we faw the ftatue 
of Hercules in brafs ; the ftatue of Virgil 
and Gicero, with the cicer on his left 
cheek ; the head of L. Cornelius Pra- 
felius; the brafs fhepherd pulling a 
thorn out of his foot ; Mithridates his 
head in relievo ; Fa/i Confulares ; a brafs 
figure of the wolf fuckling Romulus and 
Remus, the wolf’s left hinder foot was 
ftruck with a thunder-bolt in time of 
facrifice, which wound js ftill to be feen 
on this figure; a brafs head of Fun. 
Brutus ; the ftatue of one of Conftant. M. 
his fervants ; the ftatues of Dea Cybele, 
Silentium and Abundantia ; the ftatues of 
Carolus Borromaus ; ‘fo. Franc. Aldobran- 
dinus ; M. Ant. Columnia, and of Alex, 
Farnefius ; a room with fre/co painting, 
done by ‘fob.

In another 
room the ftory of king Pepin in frefco 5 
the crowning of Carolimagnus, by Gait 
dentio ; a chapel and its cupola, painted 
by Marcello Venupi, Micbacl Angel's 
feholar ; a copy of Sauta Maria Mag 
giore on a pellucid white marble: the 
original of itthey fay was drawn by St. 
Luke, and is kept in Capella Panta at 
‘Santa Maria Maggiore: the roof of one 
room painted with the afvenfion, penti- 
coft and M, Tabor, by Gusdo Rem. In 
the Sala Regia kings embafladors have 
audience ; the walls pictured in fre/co, 
where is defcrib'd the throwing of Coligné 
out ofa window at the Parifian maflacre: 
his death was approv'd of by the French 
king and cardinal .. . . and applauded 
by pope Sixtus V. Rex Colinst Necem 
probat, written here. 

Inthe Sale Ducale are dukes embafladors 
receiv’'d; feveral rooms for the pope's 
feveral guards ; a ftatcly gallery painted 
in frefco, with the maps of every country 
of Italy; Malta and Avignion are de- 
ferib’d by Iguatins Dantes a Domini 
friar ; topographical maps of the chic 
cities, and an intimate of what famous 
battles, and in what place ; the great 
chapel, where, at the upper end, is the 
famous frefeo piéture of the laft judg- 
ment, drawn by Michael Angelo, who, at 
‘one corner, has painted the matter of 
ceremonies to Pax/us WI. for affronting 
him: he is reprefented naked, and in 
hell, a ferpent twifting about him, and

This is call’d 
Capella Paulina, the little chapel, where 
the pope fays maf every morning, 
when he lodges at the vatican) and hears 
a fecond mafs faid by his chaplain. On 
holy Wednefitay noblemen, Go. receive 
the hoft from the pope’s own hand at this 
place.

The gardens of the vatican palace 
are very pleafant, with fair fountains 
and water-{ports: one of the gardens is 
on the vatican hill, and hath pretty thady 
walks ; and the other is planted thick 
with orange-trees : one fountain hath an 
iron thip {pouting out water. We faw 
here the braf$ pine-apple, which ftood 
on the top of Moles Adrian’ ; the famous 
buftum or trunk of the body of Hercules’s 
ftatue, having this written under it; 
“Amonrdin® Niseess Abnra@ ixeler’ Laocoon 
with his two fons twifted about by 
fakes, made moft lively out of one 
marble, by three famous {culprors of 
Robodes, viz. Agefander, Polydore and 
Artemidorus : two Veneres, one made a 
little modeft as the went to bath herfelf, 
Apollo, is curioufly fhap’d. Hercules ; 
Auntinous ; the famous rivers of the world 
reprefented by figures ; many old faces 
like vizards fland on the top of the wall, 
which were removed from the pantheon. 
At the end of the corridore or gallery is 
a fountain, where is a noted ftatue of 
Cleopatra in a cumbent pofture, 

We gave two julii to one gardener, 
and three to another. 

November 4. We faw the vatican 
library, which confifts of one very long 
room, and a large room or two befides 5 


the walls whereof are curiou 
with ftories of Sixtus V. €c. and the 
old famous libraries are painted in frefeo, 
ina great room, All the books are lock’d 
up in preffes, f0 that we faw only fuch 
as are ufually fhewn to travellers, wiz, a 
manulcripe with guadrupeds, birds, fithes, 
Ge. rarely well piétur’d in {mall ;’ Petru 
Candidus was the author. 'This book 
was brought from Mantua. Two antient 
parchment rolls, with painted ftories of 
the bible, and ‘a Greek explanation ; 
therein we obférv’d the manner of the 
antients firrea, being an inftrument fhap'd 
like a Y, the forked parc being fix’d un- 
der the malefactor’s throat. A manufcript 
of Virgil, reported to be 1000 years old. 
Mutins his hiftory of Federico duke of 
Urbin; a manufeript curioufly adora’d 
with miniature pi@ures ; another m: 
feript, being the hiftory of Franc. Maria 
duke of Urlin, with excellent miniature, 
defign’d by Raphael Urbin, as fome 
think ; a Hebrew manufeript of a vat 
bulk, for which the ews offer’d its 
weight in gold; the gofpels of S. Like 
and S. Fobn in Latin, written in golden 
charaéters ; the evangelitts in Greek, 
written (they fay) by S. Chry/ofom ; the 
manufcripts of card. Baronsus; the ads 
of the apoftles, very neatly written in 
letters of gold, given by a queen of 
Cyprus to Iunocent VU. “The annals of 
Mexico, reprefented by pictures ; antient 
pugillares ; Fragmenta Terentit, the moft 
antient of any book in this library ; 
Thomas Aquinas his Sermoues Domintcani, 
a manufcript, wherein is his own hand- 
writing ; a Greek martyrofogia manufcript 
with piétures ; a muffle, with curious 
miniature painting ;  Petrarch’s verses, 
written by his own hand ; a manuferipe 
of Henry VIII. king of England, againtt 
Luther, wherein is the king’s own hand- 
writing ; many letters of dune Boller, 
in Engi ; the feptuaginta bible, manu- 
feript ; the gofpels in Greek, which were 
formerly fang in their churches ; letters 
of S. Carlo Borromeo. 
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In the vineyard of St. Pietro in Vineulis are feveral ftone pedeftals, with 
thefe infcriptions.

Near thefe ftones isan old building ofa 
femicircular figure, which is part of Zitus’s 
baths, commonly call’d Sette Sale, 

Nowemb. 7. In the afternoon we went 
to S. Peter’s, where we faw cardinal 
Francis Barberino archipresbyter of the 
church, attended with a double file of 
canons; fome in a dark colour’d habit, 
others with a white fur. In the north 
wing the cardinal made his private de- 
votions, and then fat himfelf down ina 
chair, and the canons round about on 
benches. Many cringing ceremonies were 
made to him; and one brought a bafon 
and ewer with water, which he held 
whilft the cardinal wath’d his hands; then 
they took offhis upper robe, and habited 
him with feveral veftments and a rich 
cope ; they laid afide his {quare cap, and 
firft pat onhis head a rich mitre, and then 
another mitre. ‘Thus dreft, he fix'd him- 
felf in his chair, and good vocal and in- 
ftrumental mufick entertain’d fome time. 
When the Gloria Patri was fung, the 
canons took off their caps, but the cardi- 
nal only bowed his head. 

Novemb.§. We faw cardinal Barberin 
in the fame place he was feared in the 
day before. Four organs play’d, and a 
very full choir of voices fang. After the 
high maf, in the Lalco, over the figure 
of S. Veronica, a piece of the crof$and 
the holy lance, and the volto fanto were 
fhewn to the people on their knees, beat- 
ing their breafts: we obferved one 
prieft among the crowd feem’d a little 
unfatisfy’d till he had put on his fpeéta- 
cles, and usd the help of a perfpedtive- 
glafs. The cardinal and canons were 
alfo upon their knees ; two in furplices, 
with lighted tapers in their hands, and 
one holding a gilt crucifix, ftood before 
the cardinal. 

‘At the Oratorians cloifter, Saita Maria 

‘allicella, Novemb. 
13, in the evening, we went into a 
chapel, where many people were feated 
on benches in expectation of whit fol- 
lowd: Firft, mufick began; then a 
ther pray’d at the altar, and the people 
fomerimes anfwer'd ; after that a lictle 
boy mounted a pulpit, then kneeled and 
crofs’d himfelf towards the altar, and

bowing to the company he put on his Sktrrox, 


hat, and made a fhore exhortation to vir. 

tue in Jtalian ; when he had done his 
Speech, he concluded with the fame cere= 
monies he began withal. Then there 
was a good vocal mufick 5 and after that 
a father took the pulpit, and paid the 
fame refpect (as the boy did) tothe altar 
and people before he fat down, and dif 
cours’d about half an hour on a divinity 
point in Italian, He finifh’d juft as a little 
bell gingled, which rang alfo at the be- 
ginning and ending of the boy’s fpeech, 
Voices fung again,and the father concluded 
all with fome prayers at the altar. 

At Santa Maria and Santo Gregorio in 
Vailicella we heard part of an oratorian’s 
difcourfe. Every day (that is not a felti- 
val) except Satirday, there are four dif 
courfes, each half an hour long, and it is 
concluded with a fhort vocal mufick. 

‘This church hath a ftately front, and 
the infide will be very rich when the roof 
is finifh’d ; the cupola is painted by P. 
di Cortona. On the north fide of the high 
altar is a curious chapel crafted with 
marble, where the body of Filippa Nerio 
isien rd, The convent is a large and 
high building. 

Novemb. 14, Nigh the bridge of St. Exec 
Angelo a gallows was ereéted for the exe- 
cution of a man and awoman. Firft, 
came an officer on horfeback, wearing a 
gold chain with the pope’s pidture hang- 
ing at it ; many sbirri attending on him ; 
then follow’d a crucifix and the two 
malefaétors (accompany’d by feveral in 
black ditguifts) who went into a little 
chapel near the gallows, and the perfons 
in difguifes fang. After fome time the 
man was brought out, and plac’d before 
the crucifix, while the boia or hangman 
ty'd his hands ; then the executioner and 
one of the difguis'd led him towards the 
gallows, and up the ladder, with his 
back always toward it, holding the pidture 
of a crucifix before him ; after a little 
time the hangman fpeaking two or three 
words, he turn’d him off, and imme- 
diately leap’d upon his fhoulders. “When 
the fellow was difpatch’d, the hangman 
comes down, and fetches the woman, who 
was executed after the fame manner.

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sxwrox, Santa Maria del Popolo hath neat 
chapels adorn’d with curious monuments 
of cardinals, bifhops, &. "Two fine 
marble pyramids ftand for tombs in one 
chapel, erected to two of this pope 
Alexander V1. his anceftors ; viz. Au- 
giftinus Chifius, and Sigifmundus Chifius 
‘Senenfes. The high altar is richly dref3'd 
up by this pope, and on each fide of it 
is an altar-picture {et in marble between 
two white marble figures: one of thefe 
altars was done at the coft of cardinal 
Padrone, and the other by don Augu/tino 
the pope’s brother. In this church is 
the monument of Hermolaus Barbarus ; 
and of one who dy’d with the bite of a 
cat. We faw here the popifh ceremonies 
ufed at the baptizing of a child ; vide 
Rituale Rom. 

We walk’d from Porta de} Popolo un- 
der the city wall, to Porta Pinciana, 
antiently Col/atina, and took notice of one 
corner of the wall that ftood very much 
inclining over the highway. A great part 
of the wall is built with arches (in fome 
places donble) on the outfide, like thofe 
at Frefeati, under prince Lrdovifin's 
garden. Very probably this is the remain« 
der of the old wall, by the littlebricks on 

the outfide, and the manner of building.

Novenib. 20. being S. Andrew’s day, 
Santo Novo) his head was fhewn at 
S. Peter's; and the pope and cardinals 
heard a fermon (preach’d by the magifer 
{facri palatii, a Dominican) in the Capella 
Pawlina, (which chapel was built by 
Paul Wi.) where the famous picture of 
the lait judgment is, drawn by Michael 
Augelo. After the fermon, one of the car- 
dinalsfaid maf: at the elevation, the pope 
came down from his feat, and kneeled 
before the altar.

fide of him, holding up his robes; fix 
fwitzers with naked fwords went jut be-~ 
fore him. Thus they walk’d thro’ the 
Sala Regia into a little chapel curioufly 
dref3'd up, like fome of the fcenes we 
faw at the Venetian opera, having the 
clouds fill'd with reprefentations of angels, 
&c. Here the pope ftay’d a while ; and 
then returning with his mitre on his head 
into the hall, he thence retir’d with his 
cardinals into more private rooms. 

About this time the winter weather 
began with frofts and cold rains. 

S. Sylvefter in Montibus is a yery neat s. Sylver 
church within, fupported by marble’ pil- 
lars, and the roof well gilt ; on the top 
of the high altar is written : 


Filia Patris, Mater Filii, Sponfu Spiritus 
Santti, ora pro uobis Sancta Maria, 


Underneath is a handfome fhrine, where 
faints bones are preferv'd ; a defcent 
here leads into a fair old vault, where on 
a wall is inferib'd, Sedes S: Sylveftri Papa. 
On the north-fide of the church he is 
pi@urd in fre/éo, fitting in council with 
cardinals and bifhops, and a tranflation 
under-written out of Baronivs’s annals 
into Italian, fignifying that this church 
was built where Zitus his baths ftood, 
which baths were repair'd by Trajan); 
that it was the firft church the Chriftians 
had in Rome, and that Sy/veffer liv’ 
here ro years. This belongs to calceated 
Carmelites, 

S. Maria della Vittoria belongs to thes. 
difvalceated Carmelices; it is a pretty 
church adorn'd with good pi@ures: on 
the right fide of the high altar is another, 
lately erected by cardinal ~~ > * where 
are two curious figures of S. Tberefiz, 
and an angel in white marble; and on 
each fide are figures in baflo relievo of 
feveral that had been cardinals of the 
fame family. In this church hangs up a 
banner, which they fay was the king of 
Sweden's. In it is pidtur'd the triple 
crown, the keys, a cardinal’s cap, a 
mitre, a prieft’s cap, €%e. and this writ- 
ten, Extirpentur ; and underneath this 
infcription : 


Pragenfi Peditum D: 
fider defenfione in eadem vittoria gi 
verat Beatifima Virgini dicat © offert. 
A. D. 1630. 


From that victory and others this church 
hath its name. 

Turkifo colours with Arabick charac- 
ters, kettle-drums and fiwords hang up 
here. 

Prince 
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prince Pa- ‘Prince Palefrines or Barbarines palace 
leftrine* hath a fair and large hall, where are 
#4 horfes of feveral nations painted, and the 
roof is curioufly piétured. Here are two 
noble ftair-cafes in the top open to the 
air, one fpiral and the other {quare ; 
fome old ftatues preferv'd at this place, 
and the figure of a lion in ftone. In the 
court-yard lies an Egyptian Obelisk 
with hieroglyphicks, broken into three 
pieces. Within the palace are excellent 
pictures, viz. a profpect of M. Vefirvius, 
and the laf violent eruptions of it; the 
three kings of the eaft, by Cavaliero Cala- 
brefe ; a little chapel painted in frefeo, by 
Cortona ; feveral prospects, by monfieur 
Pufis. Tn the roof of the middle cham- 
ber is painted Providentia, with all the 
virtues, and the terreftrial globe, by 
Andrew Scacchi ; God the Pather is pic 
tured in another roof, by Camiféo ; the 
nativity, by Romanello; a white marble 
boy lying on his back ; the marble heads 
of Urbanus and his mother Don Ant. Bar- 
berino, &c. Dea Natura; the three 
modeft pictures of the Gratie holding 
up a basket of flowers ; the picture of a 
man 118 years old ; the ftory of Lazarus, 
by Paulo Veronefe, a Venus, by Titian ; 
an Indian bedfted painted with American 
birds: it was given by the king of Spain; 
the pi@ure of Tobias ; his fon and the 
angel ; Adam and Eve hiding themfelves, 
by Dominico Pafignano ; Abafuerus and 
Efther, by Guerfint Daffanto ; faint Mary 
Magdalen with our Saviour in the garden, 
by Annib. Caruaggic ; the head of M, 
Auvelius with the laticlavia ; the heads of 
Philippus Arabs, Blius Cafar,and Alius 
Hadrianus ; the picture of St, Sebajtian’s 
throwing into a privy; M. Parnaffus 
painted on a roof in fre/co, by Andrew 
Camifeo ; a fine mofaic table ; Diogenes 
lying on a marble couch ; Latona with 
her children ; Phebus and Diana when 
they were hinder’d by rufticks, and dif* 
turb’d going into the water.

S. Stefano rotundo was the antients 
Tempium Fauni, very remarkable for its 
form of building.

The outward circle 
hath 44 pillars, all Zu/can, except at D, 
where are four ftriaced pillars fomewhat 
taller than the reft, with Corinthian capi-

is mark’d. A is the high altar, on each

This church is large, and the walls 
painted in fre/eo, by Nicolo Pomerance. 


S. Pietro in Vinculis Con M. Efquilinus) S. Pietro. 
is an indifferent church, where we faw 
the ftately monument of Fusins II. (whofe 
body’ is in S. Peter's) ; feveral Ratues 
well made, but the notableft is that of 
Mofes, done byMichael Angelo ; a pretty 
monument, erected to Marianus Petrus 
Veechiarellius ; two curious marble ske- 
Jetons holding up his marble effigies. 

This church belongs to the Canonict 
Regolari di S. Salvatore. 

On the Zorre di Conti, a low and {quare 
tower of brick, are thefe verfes:

Ath 
where we obferv’d their high altar, like » 
that at Venice; but Romifh mafles are 
alfo faid at four chapels here. One 
morning we faw the Greck finging-boys 
hearing the Latin mafs. The Greek Greek 
prieft fat behind the high altar fereen, church.

the baptizing of our Saviour, by Albano ; 
our Saviour’s beating the money-chan- 
gers, by Michael Angelo Caruaggio; a 
‘Madonna, by Audrea del Sarto; Chrift 
lying dead in the virgin Mary’slap, paint- 
édona marble, The gallery is fill'd with 
ftatues, three ranks on a fide: among 
them we took notice of the Minerva 
worthipp’d in her temple; two hunt 
men, each with a horn in one hand, and 
a boar’s head under one arm, and a dog 
behind them ; Hercules ; a little model 
of the ftatue of M. Aurelius at the capi- 
tol; Dea Vefa; the heads of Fanus, 
Homer and Pindar ; a Harpy, a modeft 
Venus ; a goat; two feet of an old ftatue, 
which are very neat ; the heads of Nero, 
Alexander M. cardinal Gitytinano, of lapis 
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Lydicis ; Fupiter 5 a horfe’s, a bull’s and 
a deer’s head ; a fair table of porphyry ; 
a little figure of Nilus ; three Cupids 
tumbling and fleeping together, all of 
one ftone; Dea Natura. In a yard 
ftands.a marble bafon with baff relievo 
figures on the out-fide. They fay, the 
very {culpture of this place coft $0,000 
feud.

S. Pietro im careers, a {mall chapel, 
where they fay heand S. Paul were im- i 
prifon’d together, formerly call’d the 
Tullianum ; it is not far from Arcus 
Septimii, and is cut out of Mons Pala- 
tinus. 

We walk’d a mile out at Porta Pia, and s 
faw the church of Santa Conftantia, for- 
merly a temple of Bacchus ; it is buile 
round, and is lef$ than S. Stefano Rotun- 
do. The niches BC D are three doors ; 
and at A probably was another, where 
the Sepulcbrum Bacchi, or rather Ara 
Bacchi now ftands. Eis the high altar, 
which is a huge hollow ftone of porphyry 
wrought in baffo relievo, on the out-fide 
with Bacchi, gathering and. treading of 
grapes: one end and one fide is the 
fame work with the other end and other 
fide ; a cover of ftone (porphyry) lies 
onthe top. Between A Dand D B, &c. 
are x2 leffer niches, where, it is likely, 
the Dit majorum Gentixm ftood ; and 
now there are the piétures of the 12 
apoftles.

S. dgnefe’sis a pretty church; over the 
ifles and the weft end is a portico with 
old piliars and marble ballufters. ‘This 
portico is even with the highway, yet 
the welt door is equal to a lower ground : 
at the high altar is a fine marble cupola, 
fupported by four neat porphyry pillars, 
erected by Paul V. The fignte of St. 
Agnefe ftands upon a curious pedettal of 
one agat. ‘The roof of this church is 
well carv’d in wood. ‘There is a ftately 
defcent to this church from a garden be- 
Jonging to ~ * monks, 

S. Sufanua’s church hath a fair front, 
in hath much fre/eo painting. 

S. Bernardo is a large round building ; 
the cupola of it made within into neat 
iets This was one of the feven 

‘orrioni (towers) belonging to Divclefian’s 
baths ; and Ano 1598, converted into 
a church by Catherina Sforza, countels 
of S. Fiore. 

At Santa Maria Minerva are the 
monuments of Pau! IV. and Urban Vil. 
In the fteps without the church is car- 
dinal Cajetan’s. Behind the altar are 
two ftately tombs of two popes. Nigh 
the altar is the figure of our Savi- 
our, done by Michael Angelo. In a 
little chapel is a handfome tomb for Pau! 
the IVth’s mother. Nigh the father 
general’s lodgings hang the pictures of 
famous men of the Dominican order. In 
one frame are thofé that have been faint- 
ed,and thofe of royal blood, who derive 
themfelves from the {ame original with 
S. Domi among which are the late 
emperors. ‘In another frame are all that 
have been popes and cardinals of this 
order. In the third, all the Magiftri S. 
Palatii ; and in a fourth, fuch as have 
been bifhops and archbifhops. Round 
the upper part of a gallery are painted all 
the generals of this order ; a picture of 
fuch as they fay were kill'd’ by the Abi 
genfes ; two brothers piétured, who 
were twins, profefi’d themfelves of this 
order at one time, and dy’d in one and 
the fame day ; the pi@ures of famous 
nuns of this order; the pi@ure of a 
Deminican, who was a great necroman- 
eer, but by a fpecial favour of the 
Madonna was converted.

‘The Auguftines library is called Bibsio~ 
theca Angelica, from one Angelo Racca of 
this order ; it is ftored with many books 
out of Holfenius’s library. Two friars 
always attend to deliver out what books 
are defired by any ftrangers, who have 
freedom to ftudy here.

A little chapel, where they fay S. 
‘Fobu was put into a cauldron of oil. It 
is fituated on M. Cwliolus, and near it is 
a great piece of an old brick building. 
Maria in Campitelli bath this in- 
{eription on the front, SacrisDeiparee Na- 
talib. and under one ftatue is written 
Deipare Sponfis, and under another 
Diepare Pater. This place belongs to 
the Chiorici della Madre di Dio, vulgar= 
ly called Preti di Luca. 

S. Maria inviolata is not far from the 
Collegium Romanum in the Corfo ; which 
hath a fair front with a portico one over 
another, built by the prefent pope Mex= 
ander VUl. In the lower porch is a pai= 
fage down to the place where S. Pau! 
lived two years, and there is kept. the 
pillar he was Sourged at.

Rome. 

Palazzo Farnele, or Palazzo di Duca, 
is a ftarely building, where the French 
amba(fador lodged ; we faw here the fa- 
mous ftatue of a bull by dpol/onius and 
Tauvifeus ; the naked marble figare of 
Augufius on horfeback ; the ftone figure 
of a goats many old heads great and 
final. In the hall is the ftatue of Alex- 
ander Farnefe treading on a naked man 
and woman, witha Viéforia ftanding by 
him; in one room very good frefco 
painting. In other rooms the French 
king's, the queen’s, the queen mother’s, 
monfieur’s, and princefs Henrictta’s ; a 
fall ftatue of Meleager’s in red ftone; 
an Egyptian idol; a picture of a woman 
finging, and a fellow playing on a lute, 


well drawn ; an old head of thiowdoyios « 
a gallery roof rarely well painted by 
Anmnibal Caruaggio. Vefpafian’s Congits 
is preferv'd here. The roofs of little rooms 
curioufly painted. 

At the Rotunda thefe epitaphs were 
traniiribed.

Dec. 26. Six of us, (viz. Mr. Steele, 
Mr. Zownly, Mr. Soames, Dr. Paman, 
Mr, Ray and myfelf) hired a coach 
with four horfes, for four crowns, and 
rode to Ziv0li (going out at Porta S. 
Laurentii) 18 miles from Rome. Tivoli, 
anciently Tibur, is a fmmall city on the 
fide of the Apennine hills: in the piazza, 
ftand two old figures like Zgyprian idols. 
Here we faw the river Anzio, now called 
Teverone, make a great Cafcata or cata- 
raét, and then run under ground for a 
little way. This place is called Bocca 
del inferno, where are feveral Cafcata of 
leffer ftreams, that fall into a plain, called 
Piazza @Hercole. On the top of a 
fteep rock, are the ruins of Zemplum 
Herculis, which by fome is called Zem- 
plum Sybille. We went down into fome 
caves (where they uféd to make oil) 
called Grotta di Sybilla. 

Palazzo d’Efe is on the fide of a 
hill; in the gardens are fountains of old 
Rome, having a channel imitating the 
Tyber, with the Infula, &e, Stanza di 
Diana, a walk with two channels one 
above another, with artificial eagles 
and boats {pouting out water, are 
worth one’s fight. Five or fix fountains 
playing one above another. Artificial 
thunder, vulgarly called Girandola, is 
made in this garden ; we had feen and 
heard the curiofity of it; but late rains 
had too much fouled the pipes the water 
was to run thro. A large and black 
marble ftatue of an Zeyptian idol ; from 
fome of the walks we had a full view of 
Campania and St. Peter's cupola at Rome. 
Many olive-trees grow about this place. 
Without the walls of Tivoli we took 
notice of an old (as I remember) o¢to- 
gonal temple. Returning the fame way 
we came, about fix miles from Tivoli, 
we came to the fulphur river, which is 
warm, of a greenith colour, and  ftinks 
very ftrong, and taftes naufeoufly ; it 
petrifies the channel it runs in, and 
makes little white ftones called Confetti 
di Tivoli, being very like fagar comfits 
in thape. Before we reached this rivuler, 
we crofs’d the Teverone at Ponte Lucano, 
where is an old and large round tower 
of ftone, with feveral inferiptions on it; 
one of them was tranferibed, wz.

under ground ; where we {aw the antient 
grots, where they fay the chriftians 
hid» themfélves in time of perfecution. 
Many old infcriptions of fepulchres up 
and down thefe grots, and in the fide of 
the paflage are hollows, fuppofed to 
have been graves; there are a great num- 
ber of ways which are ftopp'd up, lett 
people fhould lofé themfelves. Thefe 
are much inferior to the catacomb at 
Syracufe. We went down on one fide 
of the church, and came up on the 
Gther fide, In this church were fhewn. 
us feveral reliques, vz. the prints of 
our Saviour’s fect, and one of the 
arrows St. Sebafiian was fhot with, ec. 
From this place we fode to St... .. . 
where, in the middle of the church, is

We faw, (Fan.2.) atthe Jews fynagogue 
a circumcifion, which was celebrated, 
before dinner, after this manner ; a prieft 
andanother brought out a little caffet, and 
fang in a howling tune for a quarter of 
an hour, then the child was brought in, 
and laid on a cufhion between a man 
and a boy ; the fivadling cloaths being

with his thumb nails, he tore the fore-

more wine, and fung’ out very loud; 
the child crying, they put a little wine 
into its mouth, and on its yard they laid, 
or fprinkled gum-dragon, and then a 
long piece of .. . , was faltned to the 
yard, and feveral pieces of linnen with 
holes for the Penis to come through ; 
this done they tied it down, and fwadled 
the child, who was delivered to the 
women relations. ‘The prapstinm was 
buried ina bafon of puzzolan carth. 

The Jews have a large Gheto; they 
are permitted to eat the fiefh of bufola, 
beef, mutton, &c. They wear red hats 
as at Venice, but are poorer then they, 
thefe being forbidden all profeflion of 
merchandife and trade, except brokerage. 
They go up and down felling and buy- 
ing old cloaths, and every Wednefilay 
keep a great market, having ftalls on 
Piazza Naona full of old {uits of apparel, 
&c. Some of them, as they walk the 
fireets, cry things for fale; and {ome 
carry inftruments to card wool with, 
giving notice to the pcople that employ 
them by firiking two fticks together.

Caruaccto, Cain killing his brother Abel, 
by 4b, Durer, An idol called Archilec, 
of touchftone, ftands on a dial of ftone, 
whereon is an antient infeription, and 
fome of the zodiac figns, Several tables 
of Pietra Lattaria, which is of a whitih 
blew colour. ‘The angel commanding 
coett and the Virgin Mary to fice, drawn 
y Raphael Urbin. Noab’s ark, by Ba 
fina. The converfion of St. Paul, by 
Michael Angelo. "The facrificing of Haat, 
by Titian. “Our Saviour’s nativity, by 
Pietro Parugino, which is imitated by 
Raphael Urbin, when he was firlt his 
feholar. S. Francis, by Guido Reni.

We vifited Cavaliere dal Pozzo, who 
moft courtcoufly obliged us with a fight 
of his cutiofities, among which we ob- 
ferved the copy of a {tone relievo in Bar- 
berini’s palace, which reprefents on a 
veil] the dream of Alexander Severs ; 
the figures here were i plano, and hung 
up in frames, Brafs modern medals fix’d 
in long frames. The famous women are 
together, among which is queen Byiza- 
beth. Malian princes, popes, cardinals 
and religiofi, among which is Savanarola 
and P. Yovius. French ‘princes, empe- 
rors and princes of Germany, among 
which is Henry VII. Four folios pic- 
tured with plants well done. Many 
pictures of birds, Gc. in loofe papers. 
"The picture of an onocrotalus, pheni- 
copterus, ‘Dhe picture of a boy that de- 
fended philofophical thefes when but 
ten years old, now grown.a moft igno- 
rant man. His ftudy is well furnithed 
with books, An o@aganal table with 
fhelves round the fides for books. Sa- 
wianus’s filhes done'to the life in minia- 
ture, A great number oflarge volumes 
filled only with all forts of antiquities. 
In one all the inftruments wfed in facri- 
fices ; in others were remark’d thefe par- 
ticulars, wiz. one playing on an inftru- 
ment like anvorgan, and another blow- 
ing with bellows. Little figures of child- 
ren 5 a hare, &c. which were ancient 
Grepundia found invurns, Pondera an- 
tiqua Crotalim, a mufical inftrument 


fhap'd thus, which he faid is now 

fed in the Freich galleys; the ES 
‘Siftrum, he told us, was made of 

Corinthian bras, and the crofs bars in it 
were loofe, which being moved to and 
fro’, made a mufical noife. A lamp with 
the Calige exprefs'd. [qu ?]

The picture of a ftone 
Priapus preferv'd by the duke of Ji 
cany, the lower parts like a ion ; figures 
of animals, €&%. hung round the glans. 
Ina book’ of birds, the piéture of a 
white parrot, Porphyrio, fo called from 
its colour, it is bred in Serdinia, having a 


red bill and feet, the claws thus 

divided. It feeds itfelf with its he 
teeth, and catches fies with them. 

Turdus indicus, which is ved and pretty 
frequent in Spain.

A dolphin brought to the 
fifh-market in Rome, having one fin on 
the middle of the back, a pair of fins 
under the gills, a longith inout, wide 
mouth, a forked tail, and is well arm’d 
with fharp teeth. Zebra an Indian ** + 
with a skin ftreak’d blackifh, or rather 
tawny and white. Bos firepticeros, with 
fhort and thick horns. Jznavus Hifpa- 
norum. Sagoviits, a fort of jack-an-ape, 
with large white ears. An Egyptian 
moufe with long hind-legs, and very fhort 
ones before.

Autoninus’s pillar piétured, 
alfo all kinds of mechanical meafares, 
A chopping-knife and a faw the martyrs 
were put to death with, were found in 
churchyards.

A {mall brafs figure of For 
tuna, with along Zrabalis in her right 
hand, and. a Cornucopia in her left ; this 
explains that in Horace, Sava neceffitas 
clavo trabali.

Fan. 23, Being Candiemas day, St. N. 
atthegreat chapel in the pope’s palace, 
cardinal Antonio Barberino {eated before 
the high altar, diftribured wax candles 
to the cardinals and others; the pope 
ufed to perform this ceremony, but he 
was indifpofed this day ; fome faid he 
counterfeited himfelfill, becaufe he would 
not give audience to cardinal Or/ini, who 
was going into France for an Abbatia the 
King intended to beftow upon him, 
which cardinal Aldobrandini had. This 
Orfini within thefe fix months came over 
tothe French faction. After the candles 
were diftributed, the cardinals made a 
proceffiion in the great hall, carrying 
every one a lighted taper, having their 
mitres and copes on ; before them went 
feveral bihops with mitres, and among 
them one withouta mitre, who, I think, 
was an Armenian bifhop.

When the pope dies, every houfe is 
obliged to fet out a light every night ; 
which cuftom is ftriétly obferved all the 
time the Sede vacante. ‘Vhe bells at the 
Campidoglio are never rung but at the 
pope’s death. When a new one is cho- 
fen, his friends and relations ranfack and 
carry away what they can find in his 
palace. One had been formerly elected 
pope, but he wanted thofe fingers ufual- 
Jy lifted up when the people are bleffed, 

Cardinal H/2 is altogether of the 
French faction, who fome few years fince 
gathered 800 men againft the pope 
in the city of Rome.

This pope dlexander VII. has laid 
on 14 new gables, and they fay it is ne~ 
ver the cuftom of the fucceffors to cafe 
the people of thofé laid on before their 
time. This pope is a Sexe/e, his name 
Fabius Chifius ; he was legat in Ger 
and hath related his travels in Latin e,, 
among many other poems of his: he is 
very careful of his health, never going 
abroad without the advice of his phy- 
ficians, who told him the air of St. Peter’s 
would be bad for him this winter, and 
therefore it was reported the canoniza- 
tion of a Spanifh and a French faint was 
deferred. Don Mario is the pope’s bro- 
ther, whofe palace was repai 
Antoninus’s pillar. Cardinal Padrone Fab. 
Chigi is his nephew (fon to Don Maria) 
who is counted a lover of women, and 
has, they fay, been infeéted with the 
French pox. Don Agofinn is another of 
his nephews, and fon to Don Mario. 
The pope's Stafieri or fervants in the 
fummer, wear red filk coats made like 
the Spanifh foldiers, and in the winter 
they wear red velvet. The captain of 
the guard of Switzers is always nigh the 
pope, and is privately armed with piftols. 
Don 4gofino is prince of Farne/e, a place 
in the ecclefiaftical ftate, given in ex- 
change by the duke of Parma. Don 
Sigifmondo is his younger brother, and is

Cardinals, when they ride incogniti in 
their coaches, order the tafels to be ta~ 
ken off their horfés heads, and then the 
coaches of inferior perfons are not to {top 
as they pafs by. Dukes and princes have 
the like tafféls about their horfés, and 
their coachmen fit on velvet cufhions, 

The title of Atezza, i.e. highnefs, is 
taken away from cardinals that are prin- 
ces, and all have the title of Eminenza, 
Cardinals pull of their hats or caps on- 
ly when they drink the pope's health, 
but ambaffidors ftand up, Cardinals 
{wear in the pope’s hand, but governors, 
&c. that are not cardinals, fwear in the 


Camerlengo’s (chamberlain’s) hand. 
‘The 
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‘The chief families in Rome, are the 
Colonne, Orfini, Conti and Savelli. 

Widows are here diftinguithed as at Flo- 
rence, by their great fleeves ; young mar~ 
ried women and maids do wear curled hair, 
which they defire may be of a reddih co- 
Jour; they wear little farchingales,and have 
fhort fleeves behind them thus thap'd, 
and before and behind hangs down 
a Jacinia, Young women never walk 
the ftreets without their mother or 
fome old woman at their heels, as young 
boys, fons of gentlemen, &c. have always 
priefts attending them. The women wear 
much of ordinary blue, red, &c, druggets, 

Great number of courtezans live in 
Rome, fome of them live fplendidly, bue 
none can ride in coaches without licence, 
and then the curtains muft be drawn : 
they dare not come where the facrament 
is, or where any feftival is kept ; and 
about Chrifimas, the men are ftriétly 
forbidden to vifit them, under a penalty 
that reaches both. Thefe and herericks, 
as they call the proreftants, are buried 
in a place by themfelves without Porta 
del Popolo. 

Burdafties are kept by noblemen, and, 
as fome fay, by cardinals. 

The king of Spain's embaffador, on 
St, Peter’s day, prefents the pope with a 
Neapolitan horfe, and 5000 fcudi. 

Great linen is ufually dried on iron 
bars, that run from houle to houfe crofs 
the ftreets, which the people had rather 
do than pay gables for carrying it out and 
in at the city gates. 

Every parith prieft is obliged once a 
year to bring to the vicegerent the names 
of all that live in the parith. 

Variety and plenty of wines at Rome, 
as Vino Albano (which is moft common 
and is pleafant, of a whitith colour) 
Greco, Vernatico, Monte Fiafcone, Monte 
Portio, &¢. that which is well cafted they 
fay is Boccato. 

Porters are not fuffered to carry bur- 
dens on feftival mornings,

amethyfts are found ; and in the moun 
tains fouthward of Madrid, is cryftal ;

water. 

This winter there were at Rome two 
brothers, titular dukes of Brunfeick ;

Moft of the canons 
there are Roman Catholics, who choofe 
one time a Lutheran, and the next time 
a Catholic bifhop.

Hiring two horfes 
for nine feudi, we began our journey for 
Ancona, and fet forth about noon; we 
rode over pons Milvius, which at each 
end has a wooden bridge, to break down 
on cccafion of war. The Zyber was very 
high at this time, almoft even with its 
banks. Seven miles from Rome we paid 
through Prima Porta, a fall village, 
and then travell'd hilly ground on the 
Via Flaminia, which is pav’d with broad 
flints ; and in fome places we olferv’d a 
ridge of ftones fer on each fide of the 
way, and at about every two paces 
diftance were fix’d ftones higher than the 
reft ; we took notice of fome old ruins, 
and one round building with broad but- 
treffes. Nine miles from Prima Porta, 
we lodg’'d at Cafteliiove, The Campagnea 
of Rome is not well inhabited. 

We paid two piftoles for our horfes ar 
Rome, and one more at Spoleto. 

Fan. 25. We mounted before break of 
day, and went feven miles to Arignano, 
a little wall’d place, and eight miles far- 
ther came to Civit@ Caffellana, another 
{mall wall’d town, where we crofs'd over 
the river Zriglia ; from hence we had 
12 miles off a profpect of Caprarole, a 
famous palace made into a pentagon ; it 
belongs to the family of Faruefe: there 
we were told is a whifpering-place like 
that in the duke of Mantua’s palace of £. 
Four miles from Cafellana we din’d at 
Borghetto, a poor wall’d palace, where 
our patto or encertainment was but bad. 
In the afternoon we rode over the Tyler 
at Ponte Felice ; which was begun by 
Sixtus V. and finith’d by Clemens VIII. 
On our left hand we faw Mugliana, and 
two little caftles. Four miles from Borg- 
hetto we pafs'd by the ruins of the antient 
city Otricoli, and went over a hill, where 
the new town, afinall and mean place, 
is built, On an altar-ftone here, is this 
infeription, with a prejericulum on one 
fide.

Hence we travell’d a ftony and hilly 
way eight miles to Nerai, a {mall city 
with a caftle on the top of a hill, a mile 
‘or two before we reach’d Naru, where 
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we lodg’d this night. We rode by a Skirox.

very fleep and high precipice. 

We obferv'd in this journey Eremites, 
that fprinkle holy water on paflengers, 
when they beg their charity, 

Fan. 26, We went feven mites ina 
pieatant valley cultivated like Lombardy, 
and the highway was ftrait till we came 
to Zerni (antiently Interamna) a pretty 
city built in a plain. In the midft of the 
piazza ftands an old pillar before the 
cathedral church, which féem’d to have 
beena Roman temple. Hence wetravell’d 
and afcended a high hill. Soon after we 
left © ** * feven miles from Yerni ; and 
feven miles farther, we rode through 
Spoleto, a large city on the fide of a hill, 

[ere we chang’d our horfés, and had a 
profpeé of a large and pleafant valley 
that reach’d to Fidigno ; it was vl’d as 
the country in Lombardy, Bight miles 
from Spoleto we pafs'd by Trevi, (antient- 
ly Mutufee and Trebia) a wall'd town 
upon the top of a hillon our right hand. 
"The way this afternoon was very ftrait 
and very good. We lode’d this night at 

ligno. 

his evening we faw the comet nigh 
Aries, with its Darba towards the Pleiades, 
but it was very dim. 

Fan. 27. We took a litter (as we did 
at Spoleto) and freth horfes, which car- 
ry’d us a mountainous way up four miles 
to Bala a {mall village, where they make 
paper. We had here a pretty profpect 
in a narrow valley, and had a good road 
the higher parts of the mountain, where 
we met with fhow. We dined at Serra- 
valle, and there chang’d our horfes 
again. This is a little village by the 
river Chiente, that runs in a narrow 
valley, 14 miles from Fwligno hither. 
In the afternoon we travelld 14 miles 
more, and lodg'd at Falcimarra, a {mall 
village, feared in the fame valley and 
the river Chiente. 

Fan. 28. Two hours before day, we 
took frefh horfés and another litter, and 
rode feven miles to Tolentmo, a little wall’a 
city, where wehad freth horfes again, and 
thenwent 10 miles to Macerata, (antiently, 
according to Ferrarins’s Lexie. Geograph. 
Alia Ricina and Helvia Ricing) leaving 
the high mountains of the Apennine bee 
hind us. A little before we enter'd this 
place, we paG’d under a fair new arch 
with the half figure of cardinal" ° 
of brafs upon it, Macerata is indifferently 
large. We thould have chang’d our horfes, 
but travelling on, after dinner we met 
with fome on the road, with whom we 
chang’d horfes; and eight miles from

Here we obferv'd an inferip- 
tion on the fide of a houfe, fignifying that 
the Santa Ca/a had refted there. Many 
poor boys were importunate beggars as 
we came up to this city. 

We went four miles up hill and down 
hill, and in very bad and deep way, pai- 
fing by an aqueduét, and at night arriv’d 
at Loreto, where every innkeeper we faw 
invited us into his houfe. 

The church dedicated to the virgin 
Mary is built like a cathedral, where the 
Rory of Santa Cafa’s removal from place 
to place is hung up, and tranflated into, 
1. Hebrew 2, Arabick. 3. Greek. 4. 
Latin, 5. Sclavonian. 6. Dutch. 4. French, 
8. Spanifo. 9. Italian, 10. Welch. x1. 
Englijh. 12. Scotch. 13. and Trifa \an- 
guage. One facher Gorbington a Jefuit 
turn’d ir into the four laft. See Mr. 
Ray’s travels. 

A fair brafs font here, which is well 
carved. A pretty monument of cardinal 
Cajetanus. "The church-gates are brafs, 
and wrought with relievo figures, repre- 
fenting {tories in the bible. 

A French Jefuit introduc’d us into the 
treafury, which is a large room with a 
painted roof; within feveral preffes and 
jron grates we faw many rich prefents 
made to the Madonna of Loreto, by 
princes, @c. We obferv'd particularly 
the wood at Vincennes nigh Paris, in a 
filver model ; a crown of gold fet with 
pearls, given by “°°” * ” princefS of 
Tran[ylvania ; the crown and fcepter of 

queen of Sweden ; an emerald, 
prefented by wife of Henry ILI. 
king of France; a large heart of gold, 
given by Henrietta Maria queen of Eng- 
Jand: On the outfide of it are thefe three 
letters, 1H S, made of fair diamonds ; 
opening it, on one fide is the Madonna 
pidtured, and on the other, the queen's 
pidture curioufly drawn, (tis faid by 
Cooper) and her name is thus written, 
Henrica Maria Regina Anglia. A gold 
chalice fet with’precious ftones, by the 
emperor ; a little book of gold fet with 
camei,€ic, and adorn’d within with pictures 
of the virgin Mary, &c. furniture for 
an altar worth 120 fendi, by Camoski 5 a 
heart with two great diamonds; a bafon 
and ewer of Japis Jazuli, the pieces being 
foder’d together, by count Olivares; a 
chalice of Japis /azuli, one entire ftone, 
by Henry 111. of France ; the picture of 
the Madina, made of feathers ; a velt- 
ment for the image of the virgin Mary, 
fer with diamonds, by Iabella governels 
of Flanders ; a {pread eagle, fet with 
diamonds ; that diamond in the breaft is 
Jarge: a diamond valu’d at 12,000 crowns, 


by don Carle Doria; a diamond, fe 
by the prefent king of Poland, worth 
8000 fcudi. The family of the Medices 
have been great benefactors. This Pope 
hath yet fent no prefent. A model of 
Taberna in Calabria, twice freed from 
fieges ; a model of Augufta Pratoria 
(Agta); a model of the city Nantz, 
1633. The flory of our Saviour’s nati. 
vity, carved in box, given by a Germay 
Capuchin ; part of the evangelifts, written 
fo {mall that it cannot be read without 
the help of a glals ; Jepis bezoar occid. 
given by a Jefuic. 

Within the area of the cupola of this 
church ftands the Santa Ca/a, crufted over 
on the outfide with marble rarely carved 
with flory ; vide the piGures of it. At 
the weft end is a window, where they 
fay the angel faluted the virgin Mary: 
In the middle of che north fide was the 
old entrance, now ftopp’d up, and four 
other entrances are now made ; oyer one 
is written this diftich: 


Nullus in Orbe locus prelucet San€ior ifto 
Quag; cadit Titan, quaq; refurgtaqus. 


A ftone table is preferved under the altar ; 
the image of the virgin Mary, which 
they fay was made by S, Luke, hath 
hanging before it a great gold lamp, 
given by the Venetians, ex voto, when 
they were infected with the plague ; 
which ’tis faid abated prefently aicer this 
prefent was made ; two large cornucopia 
of mafly gold ; three /cudelle or poringers 
are preferv’d here, wherein pepople rub 
their beads; an old piece of a plank 
wrapt up in an embroider’d cloth was 
fhewn us for a great relick, alio two 
gilt ftars of wood ; the bell which caufes 
the peltilence to ceafe, &c. when it is 
rung; the pavement is of marble, which 
hath many times been cover’d with iron 
plate, yet both that and the pavement 
have been worn away ; but a wooden 
beam, plac’d in the pavement, is reported 
to remain miraculoufly the fame without 
wearing. ‘The walls of this houfe are 
built of ftone of a reddith colour, fhap'd 
like bricks; and at Nazareth they find 
the fame kind of ftone. They have a 


legend that Suarez defired one of thefe reed. 


ftones to be put into a chapel he was 
building, like this, in Spam ; which was 
granted by the pope, and it was fent co 
him while he was at Zrent, when the 
council was there: but Suarez fell im- 
mediately fick, and till he fent back the 
ftone to Loreto, had no hopes of re- 
covery ; but, it was obferv'd, as the 
fione was brought nearer and nearer £0 


‘Sauta Caft, fo he gradually recover'd. 
This 
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Ancona. 


‘The ftone is now diftinguifh’d’ from the 
reft in the wall by an iron grate about 
it. At the upper end of the choir is an 
efteem’d picture of the Fews accufing the 
woman of adultery. 

‘The apothecary’s fhop hath all the 
gally-pots painted with Roman and Sacred 
fhory, by Raphael Urbin. The duke of 
Florence offer'd as many of filver in ex- 
change, but it was refus’d. In the cellar, 
which is large and well {tor’d with wine, 
we faw three feveral colour’d wines 
drawn out of one tap. 

‘At the fteps leading up to the church, 
is a fair brafs ftatue of Sixtus V. who 
made Loreto a bifhoprick ; a pretty foun- 
tain in the piazza, one fide whereof is 
double portico’d, belonging,to 24. canons, 
A dung-hill place was thew’d us, where 
they fay the Santa Cafa refted before it 
came to the place it is now in. 

Loreto confifts of one fhort ftreet on the 
top of a hill, and is walled about ; it is 
three or four miles diftant from the fea ; 
mott of the houfés are inns or shops, 
where they {ell beads, meafares of the 
Madonna, &c. without the walls is an 
indifferent ftreet. 

Fanuary 30. We took frefh horfes and 
rode deep and dirty way, up hill and 
down hill ; and eight miles diftance we 
pafs'd through Camerona, a {mall walled 
place on the top of a hill. Seven miles 
further we arrived at Ancona, a pretty 
large and well built city, but the ftreets 
are narrow and not well paved. 

The Bancho or exchange is a fair 
place like that at Genoa, having the roof 
well painted, and a balcony looking into 
the haven ; over the entrance is a ftone 
figure of one on horfeback removed from 
Sajans triumphal arch (on the mole) 
which is built of large Parian marble, 
and is very handfome' and kept: entire. 
At the end of the mole is a fort, where 
there is a light-houfe to direét thips in 
a dark night; for there is a rock not far 
off that is dangerous: On the top of a 
hill is a {trong fore (finithed by duguf. 
Chifiys the prefent pope’s nephew) which 
commands the city. Ruins of the old 
port are {till remaining. 

S. Cyriacus, the domo, is feated on a 
hill. The monument of Van Loofen of 
the Bofeb in Flanders here. 

A pretty new play-houfe was built up 
for this: carnival.

as a_man can lift, and many mutcles 
are found in one of them ; they are fed 
by the fea-water, &c. that runs in at 
little paffages. ‘Fhe meat is delicate and 
fold dear. 

In the road from Rome, vines are 
faftned to reeds. 

Hiring for feven feudi 
two horfes to carry us to Ravenna, and 
to fee S. Marino by the way ; we had 
a good road on the fhore, nine miles 
to a long wooden bridge over the 
river Fumefino, and pad by a ruin’d 
caftle ; eleven miles further, we rode

{mall city, with low walls and a hallow 
ditch ; it hath a little port and haven, 
anda {trong fort towards the fea.

our vitturine, we procur’d two freth 
horfes, and rode by a cloifter of white 
monks, two miles from Rimini; five 
miles farther we began to afcend a moun- 
tainous country, and enter’d the terri- 
tory of S. Marino, pafling through a 
fimall village with a cattle, call’d Serram 
valle ; and three miles thence came up 
to the borgo of S. Marino, where we 
dined at the fign of this commonwealth’s 
arms, which are three towers on a moun- 
tain, and this underwritten, Libertas per- 
petua. This borgo, like fome of our coun- 
try villages, hath but mean buildings ; 
in the middle there is a piazza with a 
portico before the fhops, and a market 
kept here every Wednefiiay, which from 
Chrifimas to the end of carnival, is fre- 
quented by people with a great number 
of hogs, fometimes amounting to four or 
5000. This borgo is fituated direély 
under a precipitous high rock, whereon 
is built the city of S. Marino. “Two ways s Mano. 
lead up to it; one very fteep, the other 
more eafy and winding : In the firft isa 
crofg cut in the rock, call’ Croce di Cava- 
liero, becaufe a knight was kill'd there 
in Malatefa’s time. At the city gate 
we left our fwords, which were return’d 
us again by the favour of the captain of 
the militia, and permitted to wear them. 
This city is on the ridge of the highett

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mountain in thefe parts, having a per- 
pendicular precipice on: one fide, and

Faccie delle Canne, 
Mattone Cotto, Tavella Cotta, and Coppa 
Cotto are the fizes of bricks ; andin ftone 
are carved the meafures for corn.

Here are four convents ; the diftalceate 
Francifcans min, obfery. the nuns of St. 
Clare ; and without the walls are the 
Capuchins and the Servites. 

"The jurifdiéion of this republick is 
about eight miles in compas, and three 
miles in length. Four caftles fubjeét to 
it: 1. Serravalle. 2. Fretano, 3. Moite 
Giardino. 4. Fiorentino. 

About 1500 fighting men in this com- 
monwealth) We faw no foldiers, only 
fome sbirri at Serravalle, Ata diftance 
we faw the garden of S. Marino, nigh 
Monte Albo, where they hang malefac- 
tors ; under the fortrefs they behead fome 
offenders. Without leave none are fuf 
fer'd to wear {words or piftols, but dag- 
gers are allow’d. There belong 25 finall 
pieces of cannon to this republick, two 
culverins and about 50 horfe pittols. 

We were told, if any one kills another 
in his own defence, he forfeits 100 /tudi, 
but the magiftrates remit all but 25. 

The little river Canova bounds the 
territory towards the north, where are 
eight corn, and two powder mills. doqua 
della valle is a water, they fay, Springs 
out on S. Fo. Bapt. at night, and cures 
all difeafes but the French-pox. Wehad 
a profpect of a very mountainous coun- 
try, and faw S. Leo, a ftrong fort of the 
pope’s, whofe country environs this re- 
publick on all fides. 

The bithop of this place is alfo bifhop 
of S. Leos Monte Feltre, and Ja Penna. 

"The cathedral dedicated to S. Marino, is 
pretty large, where his head is preferved 
within one of filver. Behind the chapel 
devoted to the facrament, are two hol- 
Jows in a rock, which, they believe, were 
$. Marino and S... . beds, who were 
both ftone-cutters, and made thefe pla- 
ces with their own hands. Another 
place cut out of the rock, where S. Ma- 
rino wled to chaftife himfelf, and in a 
garden we faw of that fort of garlick he

In the Francifcans church is a taber- 
nacle of wood pitch’d over, whereon the

The repub- 
lick gives maintenance to'a  phyfician 
and a chirurgion, 

When the parent dies, children have 
equal thares. 

Good Mo/chatel/a wine grows in this 
territory, and they have olives and fheep, 
but breed no cows. ‘The foil is indiffe- 
rently good, 

The republick {ends ambaffadors, and 
prefents of cheefés, made of fheeps milk. 
They have enmity with no prince ot 
ftate, nor particular friendthip with any 5 
and in the feveral wars of Italy, lived in 
peace, ‘Their commonwealth is 1163 
yeats old. Little or no impofitions on 
the people. But one coach here, which 
is kept by fignior Giacomo Bellozzi.'They 
ftamp no money. 

Cardinal Carolus Barberino is their 
protector at Rome, 

On S. Bartholomew's day is a great 
fair for calves, €3c. which is encouraged 
by reafon of the fmall gabelle that is 
paid; for whether more or lef are 
brought, they fay but a julio is the 
cuftom. All the foldiers are then in 
arms, and ftand in the afcents up to the. 
city. When they march the captain of 
the militia goes firft, then the two cap- 
tains of the republick, with the gentle- 
men after them; the fiera, who carries 
the colours, followed by the lieutenant 
and four ferjeants. 

The inquifition can do nothing with- 
out leave firft from the magiftrate.

Every Wednefday a court is held to 
hear caufes, in the Borgo. 
We returned in the evening to Rimini.

The domo is a large church, with 
double ifles; the body is painted in 
frefco, with ftories, and the end of the 
choir is pictured in mofaic work, with 
18 arch-bifhops of this city, and 11 of 
them have a dove fitting on each of their 
heads, fignifying their being chofen by 
divine infpiration, for at their feveral 
elections a dove appeared, and came, and 
lighted on their heads. ‘The pavement 
is antient teffelated work; the fteeple is 
round, and {o are the fteeples of many 
other churches here. 

La Claffe is a.monaftery of the Mona= 
chi Claffenfes, who wear a white habit 
and white hats. One of their cloiftered 
courts is ftately ; their church, dedicated 
to S. Romualdus, is neat, tho? fmall. 

S. Apollinaris is a large church, with 


old ftone pillars’; the pulpie is of ftone, 


and they fhewed us the chair of S, Apol= 
Jinatis, who was made firft bithop of 
Ravenna, by 8. Peter. This belongs to 
the Francifc. difealceati, who have a fair 
cloifter. In the portico, before the 
church, are thefe two Romazinferiptions.

On the north fide of the city is the 
river Marecchio, and a little diftance 
without the Porta Cybo, isan old gothie

Porphyr. ; underneath, they fay, was ano- 
ther church, now filled “up with earth 
and water. ’Fhis Rotundz is buile of 
ftone, on eight arches in an octogonat 
figure, and the outfide, except towards 
the cornice is oStogonal; upon the arches 
were placed round, a portico of pillars, 
now thrown down. ‘Thefe two infcrip= 
tions here under two relievo figures.

Vitale, which is fill'd up almoft half 
the'heighth of the pillars to make it more 
dry and healthful; there are eight pillars, 
and between each are two pillars. ‘This 
church is crufted over with marble, 
wherein are odd reprefentations, viz. 
the legs of a man, a man’s face and 
bones like a skeleton, Under the altar 
of S.Vitale is a well, where he was 
drowned and martyred. ‘The altar table 
is of oriental alabafter which is tranfpa- 
rent, tho’ above three inches thick ; the 
pavement is old‘ and teffelated. _A little 
chapel wherein’ is’ a well, they fay, full 
of martyrs blood, which one pope 
doubting of, put his ring in, and had 
it taken out bloody, whereupon he 
beftowed great indulgences, and called 
this chapel Sandfum Sanéfornm, into 
2 which

the Rothnda, which is Reswdn 


into which no woman muft enter; the 
bodies of S. Urficinus Epifcopus, S. Ec- 
clefus Epifeopus, and of S. Vittor Epifco- 
pus here. A fquare ftone in the pave~ 
ment of the church, whereon the martyrs 
fuffered. Within an altar is a ftone 
with two hollow impreffions, made by 
S. Urficinus; his knees, when he was 
beheaded, who carried his head in his 
hand for a quarter of a mile. Under 
the marble head of Fu/inian, is written.

"Phere is a fquare leaning tower of 
brick belonging to the council-honfe. 

Ravema isa large, but meanly built 
city. It is ill ferved with fh, which is 
brought from Rimini and Cefenatico. 
We met with bad oil and wine here, but 
their cheefe and pine kernels made fome

Juftings and maskings, this carnival in 
the piazza before the palace, where the 
governor cardinal Piccolomini vefided 
whofe guard of Switzers were in the 
fame livery with thofe at Rome, as all 
the cardinals (who are governors of 
cities) guards are. 

Half a mile from Ravenna we obfer- 
ved the ruins of an ancient round build- 
ing. 

Feb. 5, Paying 12 julii for two horfes 
to Fuenza, we rode 16 miles ona caufey, 
having the river Montone on our left 
hand. Four miles before we came to 
Faenza, we entred the road from Loretto, 
which was a bad way, and under the 
piéture of the Vigrin Mary, we faw 
written,

We dined at Fuenza (Faventia) 4 rrcnza: 


large town walled about, having a long 
and fair piazza; Mayolick or earthen 
ware, that is much efteemed, made her: 
We paffed through a borgo, trenched 
about, and went over a bridge, and under 
a tower in the middle of the bridge, 
which is crofs the river mone, before 
we came into Faenza, Nigh this town 
is a church dedicated to S. Maria Pa 
radifi. 

‘Afcer dinner paying fix julii for freth 

horfes, we rode ten miles in a ftrait 
road paffing through Gajtello Bologne/e, 
a little walled borgo, and went over the 
river... ... - A little before we came 
to it, a quarter of a mile before we 
reached Imola, we forded one ftream and 
ferried over another (giving one julio 
for a horfe) called San Ermo. Comelia 
or Forum Comelits, is 

Imola, which is a city fomewhat lef tm 
than Fvenza, the piazza is indifferent, 
with large portici before the fhops. 

Feb, 6. Paying fix julii, we took frefh 
horfes, and rode 10 miles to S. Nicolo, 
paffing firft through Cajflello S. Pietro, 
and at S. Nizolo changed horfes for fix 
julii more, and travelled 10 miles farther, 
to Bononia. r 
river Idice, and feveral others going over 
bridges, and had ‘a firait rode moft 
part of the way. We ftaid at the gates 
of Bononia till we had licence from the 
confaloniero to enter; there being fome 
faipicion of us, becanfe we had no bills of 
health. A long and fair portico on one 
fide before we came to the gate.

This day we croffed the jononie 
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Sxirron. "The country between Ravenna and 
YY™ Boionia is fruitful like Lombardy. 

Fufing a _ This afternoon we faw juftings per- 
Bononia. formed by two cavaliers ona fide, who 
were in armour, cap 4 pe, and were 
richly adorned with huge plumes of fea- 
thers, €c. At the founding of a trum- 
pet they ran a full gallop at one ano- 
ther with their lances having a long 
partition of wood between them ; fome 
of their lances were broken, and fome 
beaten out of their hands. 

Feb. 7. In the afternoon we gave the 
Florence procaccio or courier a chicquin 
a man for our paffage by water to Venice. 
All this night and till noon next day, 

Feb. 8. We were journeying 4 miles 
to Ferrara, where we dined and then 
took boat again and went three miles 
in a channel that brought us to the 
river Po, where at a place called Ponte, 
we changed our boat. And all this night 
went 30 miles to Corbola in the Venetians 
country, and at five miles diftance we 
pafsid through a Sofegno or Porta into the 
Cavanella Nova. , . miles from thence 
we breakfafted next day, 

Feb. 9. At Loredo, a village; after 
that we went againft the ftream in the 
river dige [ Athefis] for five miles, and 
then entered at another fluice or foftegno, 
a channel, paffing through a fenny 
country for rs miles, and then went 
through Chiozza, a place in the fea built 
on two or three iflands, having long 
wooden bridges that joinit to... . A 
fort is not far diftant, Here we came 
into the lagune, and went in a channel 
marked out by ftakes on each fide, and 
five miles from Chioggia were forced by 
contrary winds to lie all night in Pa/e/- 
trina, @ place built on a long ifland, 
that reaches to Malomocco. 1n this jour- 
ney, from Bononia, our boat was iome- 
times drawn by horfes. 

Feb. 10. We fet out before day-light, 
and at ro miles diftance entered the port 
of Malomocco, and viewed the outfide 
of two caftles that defend that paflage ; 
five miles from thence we pafs'd by the 
town of Malomocco, and five miles far- 
ther arrived at Venice, when at the 
office of Sanita we delivered our bills of 
health we brought from Bononia. 

We ftaid in Venice till March 13. take- 
ing Mr. Nathaniel Bacon into our com- 
pany, who left us at Naples, and went 
with Mr. /ilughby to thefe parts, and 
coming to us, while we were at Rome, 
he fell fick in his journey of the fimall- 
pox at Bononia, and returned then to 
Venice, 

March 13. We took a gondola, and 
at feven miles diftance from Venice, came

to Mefire, when we hired places in a Metre, 
coach for two livres a man, and To miles 
riding brought us to Trevi/a. Trevife. 

March 14 We had three horfes for 
ourfélves, and one for our’ viteurine 
giving four hungars for Trent. ‘Pwelve 
miles from Trevi/a we pais'd by caftle 
Franco on the left hand ; and 12 miles 
further din'd at Baffano, a Pretty wall’d Ballino, 
town feated by the river Brent. ‘To this 
place we travell’d in a plain country 5 
and juft here we entred the mountains, 
and rode along the Brent’s fide, till we 
took up our lodging this night at Ponte 
di Sigifmondo, (14 miles from Baffano) 
where we paid 12 fold? a man for paffing 
the bridge. - 

Women hereabouts wear falling bands, 
Vitriol is made nigh Pertineo, 

March 15. About three miles from 

P. Sigifmondo, giving, about 1 + foldy a 
man, we came into the arch-duke of 
Infpruck’s country, going through a gate, 
where there is a houfe built in the fide 
of a fteep rock, which none get up to 
without the help of a ladder or rope. 
After we had rravell’d 18 miles, we baited 
at Borgo; and 13 miles further lodg’d in 
Pergine, paffing a little before by a cattle 
on the top of a round hill on our right 
hand, and by a lake on our left. 

March 16. We travéll’d five miles 
ftony way, and fteep defzents, with high 

pices nigh the road fide, and then 
arrived at Trent, TRENT. 

At thedomo, on the front of the choir T dame. 
is an infeription in memory of the coun- 
cil ; and a monument to Marthiolus, with 
an infeription under his head. See the 
infeription in Mr. Ray. 

‘This is a fmall city, but well built, 
having two fair ftreets. he prince or 
bithop’s palace is large, and fortify’d with 
bulwarks towards the city. 

S. Maria is an indifferent church, (be- s. Maria, 
longing to the order of Ph, Nerio) where 
the council was held. 

"The river Athe/is runs by the walls of 
the city, and has a good bridge over it, 
cover'd with a penthonfe of wood. A 
rich valley and high mountains about 
the city. 

Sigifmundus ** * 
fpruck is the prefent bithop of Trent, 
chofen by the canons of the domo. If 
he marries, they may choofe another. 
Under him in fpirimuals there is a vicario, 
whofe jurifdiétion reaches 20 miles be- 
yond Bolzan. In temporals is a 
governor and a council, confifting of two 
canons, four deputies of the city, who 
mutt be dotors of law, and the podefta, 
who determines civil and criminal caufes, 


but from him may be an appeal to the 
council 5 


++ arch-duke of Jir- Govera- 
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council ; all thefe for fife, if they be- 
have themielves ‘ell. 

In Tyra! they have watér boiling al- 
ways in their kitchins, and when there is 
‘oceafion they put fome of it into a fry- 
ing-pan, where they prefently boil 
meat. 

They have alfo a dith called in Tta- 
Tian, Menefira @Ove, thus made ; they 
put beaten eggs into the boiling water 
in the frying-pan, and ftirring them to- 
gether, they {érve it up. 

‘March 18. Mv. Bacon, Mr. Ray, and 
myfelf, bought horfes, and rode 15 
niles to Solurne, and thence five miles to 
Borgo, a pretty village, and feyen miles 
further lodged in Bronzolo. We ob- 
ferved in the vineyards of this country, 
three poles fet up thus together,

with a traf of hay or ftraw on the top, 
and about them the people dance in 
vintage time. 

‘A gelding is called a Hangar. 

March 19. We went eight miles to 
Bolzan, which is a large town, pleafantly 
fituated in a fruitfal valley by the river 
Athefis, and five miles farcher baited at 
Zerli. Len miles more brought us to 
‘Mara, apretty town having one ftreet, 
Jong and cloifter’d. Six miles from hence, 
we mounted a higher ground by the 
Allige (Athefis) and lodged in a village 
called Raveland. Men and women wear 
ruffs hereabouts, and are like the Swit- 
zers. "The women have great broad 
brim'd hats, Very little or no Italian 
fpoken by the ptople.  Featherbeds ufed 
here inftead of blankets; and ftoves are 
frequent 

‘March 20. We made a conftant journey 
by the Arbefis, and pafi'd thro’ Ja Torne, 
baited at Scbfanilem, then came thro’ 
‘Male another village, and a quarter of a 
mile from thence, to Ghirentz, a {mall 
place within a {quare wall ; then we be- 
gan to travel on fnow, and at night we 
lodged ina little serra or village called 
Tavers, about 30 miles from Reveland. 

From Trent to Glurentz, we rode good 
way in a pleafint valley, in fight of 
gentlemens caftles. 

Mareb 2x. We rode about one half 
mile, and pafs’d thro” Moriaftero, a vil- 
lage belonging to the Grifins, afterwards 
came to $. Maria, and by reafon the 
fhow began to grow foft, and therefore 
bad for our horfes to travel on, we ftop'd 
about noon at Gérfs, fix’ miles ftom Za- 
vers. 
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Thefe three villages ake th RWkria ; Suerow 


Cerfs is ‘entirely Broteftant. S, Maria 
mix'd of proteftants aid Reman catho- 
licks. Monaftero is all Rayan ‘catholicks, 
Thefe three make 4 Commitinita, and eve= 
ry year all above 15 years old, give yates, 
by lifting up their hailds, and chafe t2 
Furati, fometimes 16, who are to eee 
12 others, who with the Cz/féllano OF 
Purfenburgh, mike choice of a Maefrat 
alternis wvicibus out of the three fore= 
mentioned villages, and with him they 
determine all caufes. If the prifonér 
hath not eftate enough to defray their 
expence, then'the charges are born by 
the Cafellano of Furflenbureh, who 1s 
made by the bithop of Chur. 

At S. Maria the catholicks have their 
mafles firft, and afterwards the prote- 
ftants have theit fermon in the fame 
church, where fome altars were thrown 
down by the proteftants about ten years 
ago. 

‘At Cerfs the minifter preaches flinday 
and tuefday mornings, and in the fum- 
mer time, twice every funday. 

Tn thofe three terre or villages are 
about s00 men. ‘s 

Inthefe parts of Rbetia, the people ufe 
ho taper candles, but light themfelves 
with a little cotton fix’d on a piéce of 
tallow.

A isthe handle they hold the candle- 
ftick with three feet by. 

B. is the cotton and tallow. 

In thefe mountainous countries Rapi= 
capre, called Gimps and Chamoth, are 
frequently taken and killed ; and no- 
body prohibited to teddle with them. 

‘March 22. Tn the worming when the 
deep fhow was hardhed by the froft, 1 
as to bear our hotfes, we pafS'd over a 
mountain called Bufolora in fix outs 
time, and in the middle or half way, we 
went by a wooden crof that bounds che 
jurildiétion of S, Maria froin that of Zér 
netz, and by Furno, a fingle howfe near 
that crofs. Six houts from Cerfs, we 
baited at Zernetz, a large ferva or vil- 
lage feated nigh the river Oeni/t, in the 
valley of the lower Bngadine ; after that, 
we rode four good hours in the uppet 
Engadine, anti paid thro’ feveral villa- 
ges, among which Zuotz is the beft, arid 
this night aiid the next lodg’d in Poute, 
adinall terra in the Lygddiné, where oe

the inhabitants are of the proteftant re- 
ligion, who {peak an odd language, called 
Romaunitfh (which is alfo fpoken by the 
other Gri/ons) compounded of high Dutch, 
Italian, Spanifo, French, and their own 
idiom ; they have feveral dialects “of it, 
and thofe in the lower fpeak differently 
from thofe in the upper Engadine. The 
new teftament and pfalms are printed in 
this language, which the minifters preach 


in.

Moft of the people underftand and 
{peak Italian well, being near the Valte- 
line, where Italian is poken altogether. 

The bread of this country is black 
and hard ; they have no bad cattle, and 
they make very good cheefe. 

The fnow covered the country this 
time we were here, very thick, and their 
winter ufually lafts fix months at leaft. 
Upon the fhow they draw fledges, which 
are changed at feveral ftages, when they 
bring wine out of the Vasreline, and mer- 
chandizes from thence and other places. 
Their carts are fmall, and made to go 
clofé to the ground. They bring wine, 
€8c. alfo upon horfés backs. When the 
fledges are changed, other perfons drive 
them, that fo feveral may have the be~ 
nefit of carriage. 

Mott oftheir houfes are built of ftone, 
and handfomely plaifter’d over ; on the 
outfide, fentences and the owner’s name 
are written; their ftoves or Stufe are

retty rooms, wainfcotted with fir ; 
Facer caSibeetais | es 

We faw no tradelmens thops befides 
fmiths. 

The Grifons pay no gables or taxes ; 
and they have no fortified places. There 
are about 17000 fighting men of the pro~ 
teftant party, 

They have great {quare tables made 
of one flate ftone, which are brought 
from Glaris in Switzerland, and on them 
they will ordinarily fum ‘up their ace 
counts with a piece of chalk. 

Over their rivers are large bridges of 
one arch, made of wood, after this man- 


The Engadine is in the Lega della 
Cafadi Dio, 

See the Grifins government in Mr, 
Ray’s and my collection. 

Under them is the Vasteline, which is 
all Roman catholick, except fome few 
who enjoy their religion privately. ‘The 
people in the Contado di Chiavenna are 
alfo papifts. None of them pay more 
taxes, than for the maintenance of their 
podetta’s. The podefta or governor of 
Chiavenna has 3000 florins for two years, 
The podefta’s of the Vaitelize have the 
third of malefactors eftates. 

The women in the Lugadine wear 
much linen about their heads and necks, 
and in cold weather many wear muiilers. 

‘They fearter earth on the fnow, when 
they would uncover their corn, 

March 24, We hada very difficult 
paflage over a high mountain, having 
very cold and fhowy weather, ‘and the 
wind in our faces ; Mr. Ray loft his fight 
for fome days, and his fingers were fo 
benumb’d with cold, that he had not the 
perfect ufe of fome for fome time after. 
We were fix hours going to our bait atan 
inn, that is counted but four hours from 
Ponte ; an hour and a half more brought 
us to this night’s lodging at Borgogue, 
a_proteftant terra. 

In this Communita the people of Bor 
gogue, and two other serve which are 
proteftants, chuie feven, and they elect 
14 Furati (but none mult be choien out 
of the féven) wiz. nine out of Bor- 
gogne, three out of one serra, and two 
out of the other. 

March 25. We travelled thro” ban, 
nigh Belfort, a very mean and old cattle, 
and baited at Lays, four hours from 
Borgogne ; Avan, Belfort and Lans, are

popith terre. From Laws we rode bad 
fnowy way over another mountain, and 
came to Perpan, a proteftant terra ; thence 
we went a conftant and fomerimesa fteep 
defcent till we came to Coira, where we 
arriv’d in the night. This day we rode 
eight hours, every hour about 2 4 Italian 
miles. 

Coira or Chur is a {mall city, meanly 
wall’d, feated by a little river in the be- 
ginning of a plain and pleafant valley : 
‘This river, half a mile off, runs into the 
Rhene, which hath its two ftreams, viz. 
the farther Rvene arifing at the mountain 
Grifpalten ; and the hinder Rhene arifing 
at the mountain Vogelberg, united about 
five Italian miles ftom Chur, at a place 
call’d Damintz. 'The inhabitants are pro- 
teftants, who have organs in their 
churches, In the caftle is the bifhop’s 
palace, and lodgings for 24 canons, who 
choofe the bifhop. In their cathedral 
they fhew’d us the pi€ture ofa Francifean 


friar, who, they faid, was kill’d about $ 
five years fince for attempting to preach “

March 29. We travelled very good 
way to Mayenfeldt, a proteftant town of 
fmall note, and four hours journey 
brought us to a ferry over the Rbive, 
and our bait at Ragatz fubject to the 
Ss ; them came to Sargaus, and 
four hours from Ragatz lodged at Wa- 
lenfiatt, where isa lake, anda fifh taken 
in it, called weifs-fifch, 

March 30. Giving three florins, we 
boated our felves and horfes, and by 
reafon of contrary winds were fix or feven 
hours pafling the Walenftatt Zee or lake, 
which is not above three hours length. 
We landed at We/en, a {mall village be- 
longing to Switz and Glarus, and two

Glarus. Here Mi fathaniel Bacon eft 
us, and went for Zurich. 

Glarona ot Glarus, is a large borgo, 
being without walls, fituated in a narrow 
valley, between high mountains s two 
parts of the inhabitants are proteftant, 
and one part Roman catholick, and the 
government is proportion’d between the 
two religions. . Vide the defetiption of 
the government, ‘The reform’d call them- 
felves Stadt. or Citta, the papifts Ort or 
Cuntone. Chey both make ufe of one 
church here, the Roman catholicks hav- 
ing maffes at their altars in the mornings 
firft, and then the: proteftants have

prayers, and on fundays fermons. S. Fre- 
delinus is counted the tutelar {aint of this 
place. 

Formerly they coin’d money here, but 
for fome years they, and the cantons of 
Zug, Underwdtden and Uri have forborn 
tomake any. No beggars here. 

The Italian language is called Walp 
by the Switzers. ‘ 

Marmotti or Mures Alpini are found in 
thefe parts; they fleep under ground 
from Michaelmas time till * * 

In the houfe where we lodged, we faw 
the horns of the Steinbeck Chex ?) that 
is taken in Valefia or Wailifoland, where 
they fay the old ftile is ufed, as ic is in 
all the proteftant cantons. 

April t. One hour from Glarus, we 
rode thro’ a terra called Nevels, two 
hours thence to Bilten_a proteftant vil- 
lage, and an hour further baited at 
Schitbelberg, a Roman catholick village ; 
two leagues thence pafi'd thro’ Lachen, 
fituated by the Rapper/iil Zee ; and in 
fight of Rapper/iil Cwhere there is a long 
wooden bridge crofs the lake) which is 
proteftant, and fubje& to Uri, Switz, 
and Glarus. A league, or hour from 
Lachen, we left the valleys, and mounted 
a fteep hill, and rode two hoursin fnowy 
way to Emfidie, a village fubject to the 
canton of Switz. Here is a Benedictine 
abbey, where within their church is a 
litde chapel crufted over with marble 
on the outfide, dedicated to the Madonna 
of Einfidle, and is within like that at 
Loretto. 

‘Lhe canton of Switz is protector of 
the abbey, and if any criminal caufes re- 
late to the j n of the convent; a 
judge is fent from Switz. Here, and as 
we obferyed at moft places of fuperftiti- 
ous devotion, are many beggars. 

April 2, We rode four leagues, de- 
fcending the mountains, paffing in fight 
of a fmall lake on our right hand an hour 
before we came to Switz, a borgo 
fituated ina rich foil full of paftures ; 
it“is much lefs than Glarus, but hath a 
Jarge piazza neatly paved. 

April 3. We had an hour’s riding to 
Brunen, a village, where for one louis 
or half ducat, and three batz, we hired a 
boat, and in three hours arrived at Fi/u- 
ellen, and half an hour thence arriv’d at 
Altorff. At Brunen we paid out of the 
half ducat, €c. eight Switz thillings da- 
tii for our horfes. This day as we 
pafs'd on the lake of Lucerne, we faw a 
great quantity of fhow fall from the top 
of ahigh mountain, that made a noife 
like thunder. 

Attorff is a pretty borgo, lefs than 
that of Glarus; the church is neat,

when his father was commanded, for nor’ 


faluting his cap, to shoot an 
head with an arrow, and in a {treet not 
far off, is a fountain with 2) and his 
fon’s ftatues, and arrows, with an apple 
reprefented ; and paffing on the lake, we 
were fhewn a chapel built in the fame 
place where Zell got away. ‘This being 
the occafion and beginning of the Rej2 
pub. Helvet. 1 fhall not here tranferibe 
the fubftance of the ftory our of Box. 
hornius’s univerfal hiftory, bur refer to 
him, pag. 817. An. 1298. 

With thote of Ur or Altorff, join'd 
Switz and Underwalden (Sylvania) 

The Valtelineand Lugano wine drunk 
here. te 

April 4. We took boat at Fluelfen, piv- 
ing one and a half Milan feudo, and in 
about feven hours time landed in the can- 
ton of Underwalden, and an hour after 
arriv’d at Stantz, the chief village in 
Sylvania inferior; (Stanner is the chicf 
in the upper) it is lefs than the borgo of 
Switz. A neat church here. 

The cantons of Swi Uri and Un- 
derwalden have no grounds but paftures 
that they look after, corn and wine be- 
ing brought from other places. 

High mountains and great lakes de- 
fend their countries, 

April 5. We rode almoft a league, 
and then took boat at Stantz/tadt, and 
in an hour’s time crofs’d part of the Lr- 
cerne {ea (which is the fame we pafsd 
April 3.) for about five batz, we land- 
ed at Winchel, and in two hours rode to 
Lucerne, a pretty city ({maller than 
Zurich) fituated at the end of the lake, 
which is fomewhat fhallow and muddy, 
and the air therefore is the worfe for it. 

S. Leodigarius is a pretty church, 
where we faw oe of the biggeft organs 
in Europe ; a corpulent man may pafs 
thro’ fome of the pipes. Round the 
church-yard is a handfome portico or 
cloifter ; two very long, and one fhorter ; 
foot bridges over part of the lake, cover- 
ed with pent-houfes, and in fome places 
painted with legends and facred ftory. 
In the fhorteft is the pidture of death 
Killing all forts of perfons. 

The Valteline, Lugano and Alfatio 
wines drunk in thistown. Corn is fown 
in this canton. 

The fefuites have a college and a 
gymnafium here. ‘The pope’s nuncio re- 
fides in this city. In thefe parts, as well 
as in fome places of upper Germany, the 
hoft, hoftefs, and fervants bid you wel- 
come, by taking you by the hand when

April 6. After five hours riding, we 
came to Zug (Tilgium) a {mall city 
and not populous, feated by the lake of 
Zug, which, they fay, affords so forts of 
fith’; the chief are, 1. Eels, 2. pikes, 3. 
carp, 4. efche, , alberlin, or weifs-fith, 
6. triffa or botatrici, 7. hailer, 8. perch, 
9. prafina, ro. reitell, x1. trout, 12. 
balla, 13. nafe, €&c. 

Good guns made here. They can raife 
in this canton about s000 foldiers. 

S. Ofwaid king of England is their tu- 
telar faint, and in the church they have 
relicks of his body, and his pidture on 
horfeback, as it is on fome of their mo- 
nics, 

Here we ate butter made up with 
fugar. 

Thefe Roman catholick cantons are 
moft experiencd in war, and boaft of 
themfelves very much. Before they go 
into military fervice, the captain mutt 
engage to fee them paid. 

Alfatia and Scapbufen wines drunk 
here. 

"Their horfes are fair to look on, but 
not good for hard working. ‘The {mall 
boats in their lakes are like great troughs 
made of one tree. 

In the church yards hang many holy 
water veffels over the graves ; and when 
any of the deceafed’s friends come by, 
they take fome of the water, crofling 
themfelves, and fprinkle it on the ground. 
Widows are diftinguifhed by a great deal 
of white linnen about their heads and 
necks, and on the top of their crown 
they wear a round and broad piece of 
black. 

‘At the latter end of meals they bring 
to the table ftewed prunes, a kind of 
ginger-bread, fagar-plums and almonds, 

The Switzer and Grifon men wear 
great trunk breeches, trim’d with fome 
ribbands about the knees. 

April 7. We pais'd thro’ a village cal- 
Jed Baar, one of the Communi of Zug an 
hour from thence ; a little after entered 
the canton of Zurich, and after five 
Jeagues journey arrived at Zurich, where 
we met with Mr. Nathaniel Barow again, 
who travelled after us to Geneva. 

April x3. We left Zurich, and pafs'd 
thro’ Ailfetten and Dietecken, two {mall 
villages, then rode over a fteep hill, and 
four hours from Zurich baited at Mehn- 
gen, 2 little wail'd place in the territory 
‘Of Baden, and fituated by a large rivers 
here we paid, as at feveral other places, 
a fall toll for paffing the bridge, Two. 
Jeagues from hence, we went by a fair 
caltle ona rock, and juit by pafs'd thro” 
Lentzburg, a litele walled town under the 
Borne/e, and two leagues further lodged

April 14. We came into the canton 
of Solotburne, after a Nittle way riding, 
and. at two hours diftance ero'u the rf 
ver * * * and pafs'd thro’ Often, a {mall 
walled town, ‘Three hours from thence 
we bajted our félyes and horfés, then 
travelled thro” 2itlifpach, alittle wall'd 
place in the canton of Berne, and hay- 
ing rode nine leagues this day, we arriv’d 


at Solothurne, a pretty city with an old SOLO- 
fathion’d wall abour it, whereon js a THURN- 


walk covered with a pent-houle. ‘The 
river **** rans by the walls. 
The country hereabouts is 
woody. 
April 1g. We went about’ three hours 
or leagues, and tranferib’d thefe verfes 
ona fair ereéed. upon a pillar.

Bere, being examined by fentinels at seRne 


the gate. 

On Sinday, at the French church here, 
while the fermon is preaching, and till 
the lafe pfalm is finging, the dcors are 
kept fhut. ‘The Durch have a fermon 
in the fame church at fix in the morn- 
ing. 

‘At the great church, which is a fair 
tone building, in the afternoon, we ob- 
ferved one ina desk keeping time with a 
wand, whilft two or three fackbuts play 
ed, and the congregation fang a ptalm; 
after that a minifter came to a desk in 
the middle of the church, and read a 
prayer, then pat on his cap, and ftand- 
ing inthe alley madea difeourfe in Dutch, 
and afeerwards catechifed litele girls ; then 
he, returned to the desk faying another 
prayer; and wind-mufick, with a pfalm, 
concluded all. Welaw a great bell in 
this church, judged to be bigger than 
that at Roban. 

‘At the boipital isa fermon on funday 
afternoon. 
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‘The minifters and many of the citi- 


[aly 


zens wear conical caps without brims, al- 
moft as high as thofe worn at Bajil. 
Others wear round caps, broader than 
thofe at Zurich. 

The women wear gowns fomewhat 
like the French mode, and furr caps on 
their heads. Widows have much linnen 
about their heads, and, as we obferv’d be- 
fore, on the top of their crowns ftands 
a black tower. Almoft all the men wear 
fivords. 

Thiscity is built on the ridge of a hill, 
with an eafy afcent, like Edinburgh ; it 
is of a good length, and hath two or 
three ftreets, befides the high-ftreet , 
which is very fair, all the houfes being 
built of ftone,but not of an equal heighth ; 
the eaves hang over too much. A neat, 
tho’ fmall portico on each fide, and 
a rivulet runs in the middle of the ftreet. 
Several fountains, one with the ftatue of 
a bear in armour. The river dar en- 
compafles the city almoft round, and 
faves the charge of a wall, At the up- 
per end of Berne is an old double wall, 
and without that ftrong modern fortifi- 
cations. In the ditch they keep deer. 
'The city is obliged to keep fix bears, 
which will climb high trees, as we ob- 
ferved. The founder of this city, Friburg 
in Switzerland, and Friburg in Germany, 
was Bertoldus V. Dux Zeringie, about 
the year 1191. 

Many /oéfie belong to this canton and 
Friburg, where proteftants and papifts ufe 
the fame churches one after another. 

Ateight of the clock at night, and 
four in the morning, trumpets found off 
a tower, and every hour of the night a 
trumpet is founded. In all parts of 
Switzerland that we faw, a fellow cries 
aloud in the night, and bids the people 
take heed of their lights 

April 17. We rode three leagues, and 
entered the territory of Friburg, at a 
bridge where we paid a finall toll; three 
hours thence we reach’d the city of Fri- 
burg, which is large, and built of ftone ; 
the houfes are like thofe at Berye, bur 
are without portici ; the ftreets are not 
ftreight but winding ; the chief ftreet is 
ona fteep afcent The river Suna turns 
about this city as the river does at Berie, 
At the upper end are fome fortifications, 
but much inferior to thofe ar Berne, and 
are commanded by a higher ground. 

S. Nicholas is the principal church ; 
fall, but indifferently handiome; at this 
city the king of Spain's ambaffador refides. 

See the government of the cantons in 
Mr. Ray's and my collections, 

April 18. We travelled four leagues, 
bad ftony way, among hills and woods ; 


one halftleague from it, 


afterwards came again into the ca 
Berne, and two fer further pad choot 
Milden, a final wall’d place ; two leagues 
of more ftony and hilly way brought us 
to our lodging at Montporvoyer, a little 
village. ss

We rode by the lake fide, and two 
leagues from Laufanne, we dined at Mor- 
ges, a fmall walled town; two hours 
further we went thro” Rolie, an incon- 
fiderable walled place, and two hours 
more lodged in Nou, a wall’d place. 
All thefe are Fuéfie or bailiffries belong- 
ing to the Bernefe, and each bailiff 
CLandvogt) hath a caftle to dwell in, 
and every Foéfia hath a pair of gallows. 
‘The people from Lau/anne, and {o along 
the lake, fpeak French, but the fubjects 
of Berne, that fpeak high Dutcb,are twice 
their number. The country by this fide 
of the lake is called Pays de Vaux, where 
grows good wine they call Vin de la Cofte, 
and is carried to Berve and Friburg. 

April 20. We rode thro’ Copet and

Many being in arms, and di- 
jamie vided into feveral companies, went into 


the plain palais, an open place without 
the walls, and fhot at marks the length 
of afield, every one before he fhoots, 
firft pulling a cord that rings a bell at 
the further end to warn the ftanders-by ; 
after fore time one that hit the mark, 
was faluted king of the harquebuffes 5 
then one of the fyndicks made a hore 
fpeech in praife of the laft year’sking, and 
exhorts the new King to be true in his 
office, &3c. ‘The new king made a reply, 
and the people gave their acclamations, 
drums beat, and the foldiers conveyed 
him thro’ crowds of {peétators to his 
honfe, where he treated the principal of 
the town with a fupper. 

May 3. The foldiery were more brave, 
and had the addition of a company of 
boys in arms, and a troop of horfe led 
by the marquis of Monpouilion, who 
married Sir Theodore Meyern’s daughter. 
In the plain palais was built a {mall fort of 
wood, which was affaulted by the horfe, 
and defended by the foot ; in the even- 
ing they returned into the city. As the 
King of the harquebuffes paffed by the 
gate, the great guns were fired, and be- 
fore him was carried a great naked fword ; 
a trompeter founding followed it, and 
then the king came on foot attended by 
the fyndicks and counfellors ; after them 
one carried a flag. Before one company 
went fix boys drefs'd like moors with 
bows and arrows in their hands. ‘The 
day before notice was given by beat of 
drum and proclamation. At thefe fo- 
lemnities the other gates were fhut, only 
that towards the plain palais left open. 
"They have alfo a king of the volunteers, 
and a king of the archers, each of them 
wearing (as the king of the harquebuffes) 
the arms of Geneva wrought in gold 
upon their hats. 

‘May 4. One of Paris was killed by 
another Frenchman in a duel ; they walk-

‘There are about 300 foldiers in con- Z#s#7* 
ftant pay, every common foldier has two 
crowns a month, and the captains eight, 
and are paid by the laft fyndick every 
month. ‘The guards are exchang’d (30 
at each gate) every night, and before 
they begin the watch one of the foldiers 
fays a prayer, and repeats the Lord’s 
prayer and the creed. The guards that 
are to relieve thofe of the night before, 
firft come to the palace, and before two 
of the fyndicks, the captain or leaders, 
draw each of them out of a hat, a pa- 
per with the name of one of the gates, 
and then one of the fyndicks gives the 
word. ‘This lottery is to prevent any 
captain that may have intention to be- 
tray his gate. 

There are many Corps du guards of 
citizens, who by turns watch within the 
city, and are fentinels on the bulwarks ; 
about 300 every night, but the moft of 
them give fix fols a night to fome of 
the poorer fort, who watch in their 
places.

"The inhabitants are guefs’d to be 
about 30000, and of them there are 
about 6000 fighting men; two galleys 
they arm in time of war, with 60 men 
apiece. A mall ifland at the going out 
of the Rbufiue may ferve for a fortifica- 
tion. Every inhabitant is well provided 
with arms. 

This ity is fituated on the afeent of a 
hill, and by the welt-end of the lake, 
where the river Rbofie runs out of it, 
which divides it into two parts, joind by 
two wooden bridges. One of the brid- 
ges is buile with houfes on each fide, 
that are inhabited by many workmen.

In the Gymmafium we faw the publick 
library ; where are not many books, but 
fome fair old manufcripts : among which 
the bible tranflated into French, 1294. 
by acanon of Therotienne, An Engli 
bible, printed here the beginning of 
queen Elizabeth's reign. 

‘The Genevois and the Switzers were 
partially enclin’d to favour the Hollander 
more than the Lngli/h in this war be- 
tween us and the Durch. 

‘A league from Geneva is the foot of 
mount Sa/eve, a long mountain in Savoy; 
upon the top of it cow-keepers dwell the 
fix fummer months, and make butter 
and cheefe. 

Two leagues from Geneva is mount 
Thuiry Fura) in the cerritories of France, 
and it will take near three hours to aftend 
to the top, where cow-keepers dwell three 
months, and make butter and cheefe ; 
and the other two months they come 
half way down the mountain. On this 
I obferv'd good pafture. Rare plants 
grow in thefe two mountains. 

‘The territory of Geneva is largeft to- 
wards Savoy to the eaftward. ‘The can- 
ton of Berne is very near on the N. E. 
The territory of France is nigh. 


One of the Syndicks had been a cobler 
or a fhoemaker.

allowed for the carriage of our portman- 
teaus two fols for four pounds weight, 
above five pounds ; and left Geneva about 
11 of the clock, then paffed over Pont 
@ Arve, where there is a Geneva guard ; 
and over the bridge isthe duke of Savsy’s 
guard, that fearches for falt, &%. We 
went through two or three villages be- 
longing to Geneva, and after two leagues 
riding, ferried over the Rbo/ue, paying 
five fols a man. Half a league further 
we came through Coulonge, a village 
where the Zyeuch king’s dogana officers 
fearch paffengers portmanteaus, &e. 
Half a league from thence we rode in a 
narrow paflage between the mountains, 
divided by the Rhofie on the left hand 
of us; and paffing through a fmall fore 
called Clu/a (where fix or feven French 
foldiers Keep guard) were cxamined 
whence we came, &c. About two leagues 
thence, we obferved the place where the 
river Rbo/ie, in the winter time, runs 
under great ftones for about half a ftone’s 
caft after, it pafféd through a channel 
three or four yards broad: Half a league 
further brought us to our lodging at 
Chapillon. 

Thurfday, Fuly 20. We fer forward 
about four in the morning, and rode 
gnountainous ways, paffing by a fall of 
water called Piffe Vache, which Golnitz 
in his itinerary, fays runs under ground 
into alake called Ja Bougie, that was on 
our lefthand, La Bougie is divided into 
two parts by a wall ; one part is marfhy, 
belonging to S. Germain, the other be- 
Tongs to Nantna, filled with water and 
ftored with fifh. We travelled through 
Nantua, a long town with portici like 
thofe of the Rue-bas at Geneva ; it is 
feated at the end of the lake we had on 
our left hand. This place is noted_ for 
good needles. It is three leagues from 
Chaftilion. "Three leagues further we 
baited at Cerdow, having rode between 
box-hedges anda hilly way, making a 
fteep defcent, jult before we arrived at 
Cerdon, where our chaffe-marin changed 
hishorfes. After dinner we afcended a

rocky hill, and then enter’d a plain 
which continues to Lyons. ‘Two leagues 
from Cerdon we ferried the river D’ Aine, 
and three leagues thence lodged at Ver- 
bonne. 

This day we took notice of fhepherds 
huts were made of ftraw, and placed on 
little carts. 

uly 21. At break of day we mount- 
ed} and after two leagues riding, came 
through a walled place called Mo - 
and three leagues thence, rode hilly ways 
till we came to Lyons, where we firft 
went through a fuburb fall of vidualling 
houfes. At the gate we received a billet 
for to lodge in the town ; then made a 
ftcep defcent in a well-paved way, and 
after weighing of our portmanteaus, we 
took up our lodging atthe E/cu d’or, or 
crown of France. 

‘This is a very fair city, part fituated 
at the meeting of the Soane and Rhofiie, 
and part onthe other fide of the Sone ; 
the honfes are tall and well built, only 
defaced by the raggednef$ of their paper 
windows. Great merchandizing here, 
and large fhops full of all forts of wares. 

We ftayed at Lyons till the 2sth of 
July, and remarked thefe particulars. 

Maifon de 1a Ville is a very handfome 
fabrick, having a fair fquare piazza be- 
fore it, with a large fountain. On one 
fide of the piazza is a ftately front erect

S. Nicy is a pretty church. 

La Charité is the hofpital; a great 
building. 

N. Dame de Fourier is on the other fide 
of the Szone, built on the higheft ground ; 
where there is a fimall pyramid ereéted 
to the virgin Mery. Here we had a full 
profpect of the city. 

Before another, is a fall pyramid, 
and thereon infcribed the name of God 
and Unity and ‘Trinity, in feveral 
languages. 

Without S. Fuf’s gate is a large 
fuburb. # g 

The Carmelites that go barefooted, 
have a pleafant convent, with large 
gardens, whence a fair view of the 
town. 

‘The Friars in this city are very im- 
portunate beggars, coming into ftrangers 
chambers. 

‘The feaft of S. Fames was kept while 
we were here; and we {aw this pro- 
ceffion, Firft went a great banner, then 
a great cake or loaf (called pain benedit) 
upon a fellow’s head; after that two 
pipes and a little drum, which made 
fome mufick in the interval, between 
friars finging. 

Belle Cour, is a {pacious wide fpace, 


where there is a mell, and a pleafant 
walk of trees by it. 

Mr. Palmer, brother to the earl of 
Cafilemaim, was at this time in Lyons ar 
the academy royal, and who lately 
turned papift. 

The proteftants are about 2000 {y- 
milies in this city, and have a temple at 
S. Romain, two leagues up the Szoxe. 
Monficur AMfoze an apothecary, and a 
proreftant, was civil to us, 

‘The monument of the two 
lovers is on the other fide the 
Saone ; it feems to have been 
fome Roman building, and is 
built of great Stones. A B 
are 2 {quare pillars in the fronr, 


Two forts, La Pierre Scize, on the tuo Fern 


Soane fide, 

For St. Fean, on the fame fide with 
the body of the city. 

The Saone is a very flow river, and 
there are crofs it one ftone and two 
wooden bridges. On one of them, a 
cuftomer demands a liard of every one 
that paffes over. 

Sc. 
Jarge and remarkable for a clock, with 
motions like that at Strasburg; every 
hour a cock on the top claps his wings 
twice, and crows twice, after that an 
angel comes out of a door, and falutes 
the virgin Mery, and at the fame time 
the Holy Ghoft, and afcends, and God 
the Father gives the benediétion. The 
minute motion hath an oval circle, and 
yet the handle or index always touches 
the circumference. Invented by Monficur 
Servier. 

We had good luck in feeing monficur a4. s 
corvier’s cabinet, his humour being very ¥ 
difficult, He wasa foldier in his younger 
days; but about 22 years ago he retired 
her, and invented many ingenious 
pieces of clock-work, machines of water, 
&c. which he hath defcribed with 
his pen, and bound them up together 
in a thick folio, and made the models of 
them in wood with his own hand, Thefe 
things we took notice of which we had 
not before {een in Italy and Germany. 

‘The hand of a minute-watch moved 
every time the ball fprings up in a 
certain engine. ? 

A lizard creeping up a perpendicular 
rule, fhews the hour of the day. 

A moufe creeping upon a rule placed 
horizontally, doth the like. Thefe are 
done by magnets. 

An hour-glafs, that turns of itfelf when 
the fand is run out, and at the fame time 
the hour-figure placed over the glafs is 
changed.

An atlas bearing a globe, and x 
its equator was fhewn the hour of the 
day. 

‘The clock upon a declining plane, does 
not go when placed upon an horizontal 
plane. 

A ball put in at the mouth of a wind- 
ing ferpent, runs through it, and after- 
wards paffes up the tail of another placed 
on a moveable axis, and comes out of 
his mouth. 

A tortoife put into a bafon of water, 
will never ftand ftill till he points to the 
time of the day. 

A baleftra to hoot granada’s at a 
certain diftance. 

A circle, with the feveral humours of 
perfons written on it, and if you touch 
the gnomon or index, it will point to 
the humour (as is pretended) of him 
that touches it. 

A door that opens both ways, 

‘© gates, when one fhuts, the other 


opens. 

‘Two dials a pretty diftance from one 
another; moving the index of the one, 
turns the index of the other; but when 
monficur Servier took a little piece of 
iron or load{tone (coloured white) out of 
the point or end of the index that was 
moved, the other would not ftir. 

A cannon to fhoot downwards ; it is 
placed on a declining carriage, an axis 
with cords winds it backwards and for- 
wards, and when the cannon comes to 
the further end, a circle of lead is round 
the mouth. 

We were told that the Germans living 
in Lyous have great privileges ; that they 
have diflin@ courts to judge civil and 
criminal matters, and when they c 
harangues to the king, they {peak 
ftanding. 

Upon the clock of the cathedral is

Tuefilay July 25. Hiring a pottilion 
for a louis @or a man, we left Lyons, 
and rode over a long ftone bridge crofs 
the Rbefye, and then paffed throngh a 
large fuburb, and entered on a large 
plain, where we travelled four leagues, 
and after that rode a pleafant country 
caft up into hillocks, and fix leagues from 
Lyons dined at Artas, having pafied thro’

ut one village before. After noon we Siisro% 


came through Mer‘eu, La Baflie, Cham- 
pier, and at night lodg’d in /a Frett, 
three leagues from Artas. 

Fuly 26. We rode a good way ina 
level valley, and at two leagues from 
ia Frett went through Moyran ; a little 
from thence we enter’d between the 
mountains, and travelled a fruitful valley, 
planted like Lombardy with rows of trees, 
and vines climbing about them: fome- 
times we mounted ftony hills, among 
them pali'd thro’ Rives, a village noted 
for its iron works; four leagues from 
Moyran we arrived at Grenoble, viding by © 
a double pell-mell juft before we enter’d 
the city. 
is night it fnowed on the mountains 
near Grenoble. 

Grenoble is a large city, fituated ina 
feuitfal and pleafane valley near the 
meeting of the river Drac with the Mere. 
The houfés are generally meanly buile, 
and the ftreets are not handfome. A long 
ftreet (on the other fide of the Mere) join- 
cd to the city by a wooden and a ftone 
bridge. On the {ame fide, upon the top 
of a high hill, isa fore called /a Bajtile 5 
a wall runs up that hill.

‘The cathedral is a mean church. 

‘The jefuits are building a neat chapel. 

‘The proteftants are here about 5000 ; 
their temple is within the walls, and is 
of an o¢togonal figure with a tall roof ; 
within are feats for counfellors of parlia~ 
ment, and perfons of condition ; a little 
gallery with jealouties or wicker windows, 
where many times popifh gentry, &c. 
fit incogniti, ‘Three minifters, 

D. Lefdiguieres palace has fine thady 
walks, anda fair garden. 

The bithop of this city is a prince, 

Within the palace is a room where the 
parliament fits ; the lacqueys will fuffer 
no fwords to be worn here, except you 
give them a fimall piece of money 

‘Antient inferiptions on fome of the 
gates, which are printed in Golnitz’s 
itinerary, f 

‘Three liards paid for every horfe that 
pafles the bridge with ftone arches. 

We vifited a garden of fimples be- 
longing to monfieur * * © ©” a counfellor 
of parliament (who was civil to us) and 
montieur Bernard, an apotliccary. 

Thurfaay Fuly 27. Paying four crowns 
for two horles and a guide, we imme- 
diately, out of the city, alvended the 
mountains, and at a leagne’s diftance, 
came through a village called Sapene, and 


a leagneand a half further, pafs'd thro” 
the valley of Chartrenj? village, ‘Thele 
8S valleys 
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Skwvox. valleys among the high mountains or 
YX™ Alps, ave well cultivated, having great 


ftore of oats and other corn, and meadow 
grounds. At a narrow paffage between 
two high precipitous rocks, we paffed 
over a bridge crof$ a torrent, and knock- 
ing ara gate, were let in by a fervant 
belonging to the monattery of the Char- 
treufe; then we afcended a mountainous 
way above a quarter of a league, till we 
pafled by a large building, where perfons 
of all trades live, and who are habited 
like the fathers of the Carthufian order, 
and work for the convent. A good 
diftance further up, we arrived at the 
Grande Cbartreufe, where the porter 


ask’ us whence we came, and called a 


lay brother, who introduced us into one 
of the halls appointed to receive ftrangers 
in. At the gate we left our fivords and 
piftols. Seven hours riding from Grenoble 
hither, 

‘This convent is feated under one of 
the higheft mountains in thefe parts, and 
difeovers fir and near into the adjacent 
countries. 

‘As foon as we came into the hall, wine, 
bread and cheefe were fet before us ; and 
one of the fathers, a very intelligent man, 
vilited and difcourfed fome time with us 
about the news of Kurcpe, which he was 
no ftranger to. A boy guided us up 
into the mountain, and fhewed us a neat 
chapel dedicated to $. Maria de Ca/alibus, 
which is prettily adorned with the letters 
of her name in gold, and with feripture 
epithets : beyond this we faw S. Bruno's 
chapel built on a rock. 

At night we had our fupper and beds. 
prepared for us, 

We obferved the friars at evenfong 
bowing their heads, as they fat, at the 
faying the Gloria Patri, &c. Sixty 
fathers, and as many lay brothers here. 

No women, but thofe of the royal 
blood can enter this cloifter, There are 
two Ways more to come to this convent, 
befides that from Grenoble, viz. one 
from Lyons and the other from Chambery. 

In their ftable they keep about 60 
horfes, befides mules and affes, 

Friday Fuly 28. We faw their church, 
a dark and narrow building; before the 
altar ftand four tall braf$ candlefticks ; 
within the choir the fathers fir, and with- 
out fit thelay brothers, ‘The fathers rife 
to their devotions at midnight, and are 
in the choir three hours; but then they 
flcep till feven’ or eight in the morning, 
when the maffes begin, The cloifter is 
a very long and narrow {quare ; we went 
into one of their cells, which are not 
Kept fo neat as thofe we faw at Venice. 
Ac meal-time, feveral fervants bring 


bread, wine, &. and)open alittle 
window by the fide of the cell-door, and 
there put in the provifion. On Fridays 
they faft ftri@tly, and this day we fay 
what they ate, viz. two or three fpoon= 
fuls of cold peafe (boil’d) four or five 
pears, and a few ftew'd prunes, and 
raw plumbs, belides a fimall pittance of 
bread and wine, and at night they had 
no fupper. 

In the Refeéforium are two tables, 
befides the prior’s at the upper end they 
dine here together only on Sundays and 
great feftivals. In the generai of the 
order’s lodgings, we obferved the piGures 
of S. Martin's av Naples, the Cortrofe of 
Pavia, and the convent nigh Avignon, 
@e. places belonging to this order. In 
the chapel is an altar-piece of great 
value, In the chapter-room is a large 
picture, how feven of this order were 
executed for treafon (they fay for re- 
ligion) in Henry the VIMIth’s days in 
England. Cardinal Ricbeliew profeffed 
himfelf firft of this order, "The lodgings 
to entertain princes in are neat; the 
chapel there is within crufted over with 
marble, 

We gave the cook a quart d’efcie, and 
having eaten our break-faft, and writren 
our names in a book kept by a porter, 
we mounted and rode back to Grenoble 
the fame way we came.

We ftayed in Grenoble till Tue[day 
Augup 1, and one day rode out, and 

twice fording the river Drae (which 
makes a great walh) ava league's diftance 
went over Pont de Clef, a large arch crofs 
that river, where we pay’d one fol a man; 
a league further we pafféd through a 
large village called Vif, and about a 
league thence by S. Bartholomew, an- 
other village, and Chafeau Bernard, 
where we faw flame breaking out of the 
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fide of @ bank, which is vulgarly eall’d Senos. 
Ja Fountaine qui Brite ; it is by a fall Te fou 
rivulet, and fometimes breaks out if cin o., 
other places ; juft before our coming, Bile. 
other ftrangers had fried eggshere. The 

foil hereabouts is full of a black ftone 

like our coal, which perhaps is the con- 
tinual fuel of this fire, 

Luefday Auguft r. We'took bone for 
Orange, and went down the rivers Yere, 
and the Rudne ; twenty crowns was given 
for the boat, and the paffengers pay'd 
proportionably to the length of their 
journey, fome more, fome les. Mr, Ry 
and I paid four one-half quart d’efeu 
apiece. After we had left Grenoble three 
or four leagues, we durft not ftir from 
the bank’s fide, a furious wind arifing 
and ftopping-us for the fpace of an hour. 
Then nine leagues from Grenoble we 
arrived at our lodging in Ja Faurie, a 
village on the right fide of the Nore, 

Wednefday Auguf 2. At break of day 
we entered our boat, and at two leagues 
diftance pafs'd under a bridge with ftone 
arches and a wooden penthonfe over it ; 
Romans a great walled place on the right 
hand; thence we went three leagues to 
the meeting of the Yére and the Rio/ie, 
where we obferved for a good fpace, the 
Tere kept itfelf unmingled with the 
Rdane, which was of a whitith colour 
and much troubled, the ere beng 
much clearer and greenith. A league 
down the Rhofie we landed at Valence, 
a poor city and univerfity, fituated on 
the left fide of the river ; afterwards we 
went by the Vivaretz and Sevennes, and 
pafled by Mousliner on the lefthand, and 
Viviers on the right, both walled, tho” 
mean places: and at 14 leagues from 
Ja Faurie, lodged at Bourg, a walled town 
on the right fide of the river. Many 
peages and tolls paid by rhe boatmen 
as we came along. 

Thurfday Auguft 3, After two leagues 
we came to Porit S: E/prit, a ftately ftone 
bridge with 18 great arches, and 4 little 
ones ; between every arch is a window. 
Vide Golnitz’s itinerary ; It is curioufly 
paved with fquare ftones a hand broad ; 
two coaches can’ go abrealt on it 5 it is 
not made ftrait, but bending out againft 
the ftream thus ;

The town of S. H/prit on the right 
hand is walled; a league farther we 
landed at a peage or toll-place belonging. 
to Orange (we might have landed a 
Teague nearer to Orange) where we gave 
435 fols apiece for a horfe to carry our 
things thither. We walked about two 

leagues 
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Sxinvos. Jeagues in a level and fruitful country to

GOGH Orange. In Valence, Bourg, and other 


places, we obferved meafures of corn cut 
in ftone, and little portals to lec the corn. 
out of them. 

Orange is but a {mall and meanly built 
city, and the walls are not confiderable ; 
but there are out-works, which if well 
Jook’d after, would render it very ftrong, 
by reafon of itsfituation ina plain, ‘The 
cattle is built on the highelt end of a 
long ridge of a hill; ic was formerly of 
greater firengeh, when ithad walled bull- 
works round about, which the French 
king in this prince of Orange's minority, 
cauted to be blown up with gunpowder, 
when at the fame inftant 30 (all roman- 
catholicks) were overwhelmed in the 
ruins, ‘The governor is count de Dhona; 
but his deputy or lieutenant is a French- 
man and a papift. Within the cattle 
were now about 100 foldiers, who civilly 
admitted us into the caftle, and fhewed 
us many great pieces of cannon, and their 
armory ftored with arms enough for 5000 
men. In the middle of the caftle is a 
very deep well of good water cut out of 
the ro 


ius hisarch, and Ja Torre ronde, 
are antiquities without the wall ; on 
fome of the engravings of the arch was 
written BODVACVS. ‘The Circus is a 
fiately ruin, within the wall, See Golnitz, 
and a little pamphlet of the antiquities 
of this place. 

"The people here are very civil, and of 
a much better humour than the French, 
When the French king had the city in 
his pofleffion, many of the gentry turn’d 
papitts 

‘Lhe univerfity is not confiderable, 
having about four profeffors, and one of 
them is one Guy CI think) a Scotchman. 

‘The roman. catholicks have now the 
ufe of tthe cathedral. ‘The inhabitants 
of this principality are at leat half 
proteftants, and who were fenfible of 
the change of governors. On the tower 
of the Mazifon de Ja Ville, we faw many 
falic weights nailed to the wall, 

‘The prince hath a parliament here of 
both religions, and hath paffed a publick 
amnettia of all offences, wherein he calls 
the king of England and the marquis of 
Brandenburg his uncles and tutors, 

In_a poor woman’s houfe, we faw an 
old Roman pavement of mofaick work, 
very curioufly reprefenting a cat with a 
Sid rat in its mouth; round about 
11 were fquares with this figure in 
! L— the middle of them, 

Friday Aucuf 4. Giving four livres 
and fiften fols for three horfesand a guide, 
we travelled a ftony way two Jeagues, in 


a country where thyme, lavender, box 
Ge. grew plentifully ; ‘many mulberry 
and olive trees planted in the fields. \\ 
paffed by Chafeau-neuf on the right 
hand of us, anda league farther ferred 
the river /a Nafgue, paying for each horfe 
one fol ; a league thence riding nigh the 
Rhofue, we entered Avignon ac port AVIG 
S. Lazare, upon which gate was written 
Clave Petri tuta. Having fhewed our 
bolletins of health which we took at 
Grenoble, \eaving our fire arms with the 
guard, and taking a note to lodge in the 
city, we came to a fign of a town called 
St. Flour, where we Jay till Monday the 
nth of Augup. 

In the cathedral, a fnall church fitu- 
ated on the rocks nigh the windmills, we 
faw an antient monument of Benedi- palace

Gus XML. Pope, a miller’s fon. ‘The 
palace is adjoining, guarded by foldiers. 
Chigi cardinal Padrone is legat and go- 


vernor, and monfignor Co/umnia yice- 
legat ; who (they faid) was fuddenly to 
be removed, becaufé he had given fome 
fufpicion ro the French king, by maki 
a Kind of fort before the palace gate, 
and laying up good ftore of corn. On 
the outlide of the palace, where the 
prifon is, are pi@ured hanging by the 
heels, the chief of the late rebellion 
againit the pope, and in the Bando 200 
piftoles are promifed to any that can 
bring the head of any one of them: 
thefe rebels live in fafety at Villeneuf, a 
place other fide of the bridge, jutt 
crofs the Rédne which belongs to the 
French king, who hath threatned to 
burn alive any that fhall offer to lay 
hands on them. Monfignor Lomellino is 
the new vice-legat. 


The Dominicans church is a large pomixi- 


building of one arch, can 


‘The Cordeliers church is larger; in Cordeiers. 


the Sacriffia they fhewed us a round 
leaden box with a leaden medal, plain on 
one fide, and on the other the figure of 
Laura, and thefe letters M.L. M.1. 
which is ‘interpreted by fome, Madonna 
Laura morta jace. "This medal, with 
Italian verfes on her written by Petrarch, 
in a neat chara@ter, was found in that 
box lying at her breaft, when Francis I. 
took up her body, who alfo made veries 
on her in French, which are kept with 
the others. Inan ob{eure chapel we faw 
her tomb-ftone. 

In St Martia?’s church we fearched 
for Cafimir king of Poland’s monument ; 
but could nox be informed where it was. 
Nigh the altar is a very ftately tomb, 
that reaches almoft to the top of the 
church, and below lies the figure of a 

bithop,

The cathe- 
dral 
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bifhop, and over him our Saviour and the 
apolties effigies, and fo upwards are many 
handfome marble figures. 

The Celeftins church hath a marble re- 
lievo altar, which they fay is but of one 
pitce, having many figures in it. ‘The 
picture of a fkeleron drawn by king Re- 
natus, who gave the altar, In che middle 
of the choir is a handfome monument of 
Glemens VIE, pope. In a long chapel ad- 


* joining is the legend pidured of S. Peter 


of Luxenbourg, &8c. Vide Golnitz, 

The coining-houfe is oppofite to the 
palace, and hath a new and fair front. 

The Jefuits have a pretty chapel, and 
an indifferent jiudinms in the area of it 
are dials, with direétions to know whatit 
is o'clock in fuch cities as are under kings, 
and in fuch as are under commonwealths 5 
the one is call’d Horclrgium Regivm, the 
other Ariftocraticum, in which they have 
placid Geneva. 

The gate on the Rbéne fide is open 
every day, but befides that, there is buc 
one more open at a time, and that they 
change every week. About 700 Italian 
foldiers in the city. Here are fome pa- 
aces and good houfes, but the generality 
of the buildings are mean, and the ftreets 
narrow 5 the inhabitants fear every night 
the rogues fhould creep in at their win- 
dows.

We faw the amphitheatre, the onttide mp 
whereof is very entire, and is two ftories are. 
highs the fteps or feats are ruin’d, and 
the Arena fill’d with houfes: Over thé 
great entrance are two half bulls in ftone, 
and on the oucfide is a wolf fuckling Ro- 
mulusand Remus, alfo a Triplex Priapus, 
or Penis wing’d, and the figure of a wo- 
man holding by a bridle. 

In a private houfe we faw eagles ex- 
cellently well made in ftone; a double 
ftatue of a woman having two bodies and 
four legs; it was made without a head, 
but now they have fix’d on it the head of 
an old man; fome will have this to be the 
Rate of Geryon, but Deyron contradicts it. 

A fimall piazza, call’d, Place de Sala- 
mandre, from a pillar with a filamandet 
upon it. 

La Maifon Quarré is a fair antiquity 
within the city, being one pile of building, 
adorn’d with fatues, pillars, &c. 

Without the port de la Couronne are 
many old inferiptions, and an antient ftatue 
with his hands upon his head. 

A little walk without the town we faw 
the ruins of the temple of Diana, which 
is under the fide of a rock, and clofe by 
is Fons Diane, which firft makes a deep 
pond, and fends water enough to furnifh 
all the gardens of the city ; in winter or 
any rainy feafon it overflows very much. 

‘La Torre Grande, on the top of a hill, 
isa ruin’d tower of the old Roman wall ; 
in other places are feen the ruins of the 
old wall. 

The circuit of this city was but 2060 
paces lefs than Rome, and was built for- 
merly upon {even hills, 

‘The front of the cathedral is adorn’d 
with antient carving. 

‘A large plain or level round the town, 
except on one fide, where feveral hills run 
along in a hill. 

The Splanade is an open walk without 
Port de la Couronne, fometimes frequented 
by_a great deal of company. 

inthe Maifon de la Ville are kept two 
or three crocodiles, (dead) which are the 
arms of Nines, and fignify their founders 
came outof Egypt.

Ta a court of this Maifon de ta Ville is

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monument of Dandalo, the general of the 
proteftants. 

‘The proteftants of this city are three 
parts of four, and they had two temples, 
but one is lately pull’d down: Every 
morning they have a fermon, and in the 
afternoon prayers: On Sundays they have 
four fermons: They have three burying 
places without the walls 5 and they hada 
College and profeifors, but now the Jefuits 
are mafters: The proteftants have a bell 
to ring them to church. 

We met here with two Lngli/) gentle- 
men, viz. Mr. Alred and Mr. Parker of 
Monmouth/rire. 

Wednelday Aug. 9. Paying four livres 
apiece for places inacoach of return, we 
travell’d four leagues to Lunelle, where we 
dined, and four leagues further arriv’d at 
J Abouta league from the city 
ry fandy way, the reft was pretty 
except now and then ftony. 
inf 11. We took two cham- 
bers, and paid five crowns a month ; and 
penfioned, i.e. dicted, at madam Miynot’s 
for ten crowns a month more. 

Thefe Evglifimen were at Montpelier 
while ftaid there: My lord Clinton the 
earl of Lincola's fon, Mr. Withers his go- 
vernor ; Sir Thomas Crew, lord Cretw’s fon; 
two Mr, Harveys, with one Spirito Rubatti, 
(uncle to him at Geneva) Mr. Peter Vivian, 
fellow of Trinity college in Cambridge ; Mr. 
Martyn Lyfter, fellow of St. Fobn’s college, 
ibid. Mr. Ward, Mtudent of Chriftcburch 5 
Mr. Whitcombe, Mr. Tanner, Mr. Spicer, 
of the Temple; Mr. Sampjfon, formerly 
fellow of Pembroke-Hall in Cambridge; Mr. 
Felop s earl of Alisbury, and lord Bruce 
his eldeft fon, with agreat train, his Jady 
and daughters being with him ; Mr. Ha- 
vers, formerly of Trinity college ; Mr. Ol. 
St. Fobu, formerly lord chief juftice, who 
went by the name of monfieur Montagne, 
and his lady ; Mr. Ellock ; Mr. dbdy ; Dr. 
Downes ; Mr. Poley ; Dr. Croone 5 Mr. 
Hewlett ; Dr. Moulins, a Scotchman, Mr. 
Norwood ; Mr. Deane; Mr. Dafbwood 5 
and Dr. Jeanes. 

At Montpelier they play at mall in the 
highways the players agree firft how far 
to play, and what ftone, &c. to touch, 
which is the ufual terminus of this {port : 
A that trikes firft, plays the pair, B plays 
Je plus, but if B ftrikes beyond 4, then 4 
plays /e plus ; if B gets another ftroke, 4 
plays ar two, and Brefts at one, &c. 

Verdet or verdigreafe is made here in 
great quantity, after this manner: They 
firit put wine into the bottom of a great 
earthen pot, and then fix two or three 
fticks crofs, upon which they lay pieces of 
copper, and on them grape ftalks well 
fprinkledwith vinegar, and fo lratim /uper 


Siratum, and the potis fhut clofe for five 
days; then they ferape off the yerder. 
and fell it for eight fols a pound. af 
Wednefday, Aug. 30. We rode out four 
leagues, and dined at Frontignan, a little F: 
wall’d place fituated by the eftang or luke, _ 
(in the middle of which is an iffand with 
the ruins of the bithop of AMontpelier’s 
houfe) and ina fertile foil under the hills, 
(warm’d by the fouth fun) which afford 
the noted rich Mo/chato wine ot Frontignan.+ 
Here may fometimes be bought good Bar- 
bary horles. At a quarter of a league 
diftance from Frontignan we forded the 
eftang, and then rode along the beach, 
between the eftang and the fea, toa cape 
call'd Monfleti, (one league from Frontignan) 
where rare plants grow, viz, Uva marina, 
Alypum M. Ceti, &c. On this promontory 
the French king is deigning a fort to de- 
fend vefiels in the haven or port. We 
forded the eftang again, and found all 
along great ftore of Anaroface Matthicli ; 
then rode by the fhore fide, and at night 
took up our lodgings at the baths of Ba- 
lerue, one league from M. Celi, (vulg. 
Cap de 
Thurfiay, Aug. 31. We went two fmall 
Ieagues, and dined at the poft-houfe in 
Loupian ; and three leagues further crofs’d 
the river Herault, by palling,a bridge, and

towards the evening arriv’d at Pezenas, Pevenss. 


and lodg’d atthe charrue. 

This 1s a very pretty city, and well 
built 5. three pleafant fountains in_ the 
fireets, and in the great ftreet a handfome 
walk in the middle for the citizens to walk 
in. About 160 proteftants live here, who 
go to fermon at Montaguac. The meeting 
of the ftates of Languedoc is often at this 
city, near which the prince of Conti, go- 
vernor of Languedoc, hath a pretty grange 
or country houfe. 

Friday, Sept. 1. Werewurn’d by Mor- 
tagnac, and two leagues from Pezenas 
pais'd by the abbey of Ville magne, and 
came through a town of the fame name, 
and two leagues furcher din’d at Mont- 
bazene : In the afternoon leaving the hilly 
and ftony way, we had better road two 
leagues to Verune, noted for the making 
of good burter 5 anda league thence came 
back to Montpelier. 

A league from Montpelier we faw a 
little pond, which is call’d Bunill a’ Eau, 
becaufe. the water feems to boil up in fe~ 
veral places it has a vitriol talte, and 
when there is water in the neighbouring 
ditches, the fame tafte is in them: This 
pond did not run over, tho’ always in 
motion. 


The Paferie or making of raifins was pasesie 


now begun in thefe parts, which is after 
this manner: They take a bunch of grepes 
an 
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and fteep them in boiling lixivium dll the 
fkins crack, then dip them in cold water, 
and hang them abroad till they are fuffi- 
ciently dried: They pucoil into the boiling 
lixivium. Vide Fob. Baubini Hift, Plant. 
White wax is thus made here: They 
firft take the yellow wax, and melt it over 
a furnace ; then dip in it a conical mould 
of wood, likea block fora fteeple-crown’d 
hat, (daub’d over with the juice of fhails, 
to keep the wax from fticking to it) and 
immediately pop it into cold water, which 
congeals the wax into a conical figure : 
After this they expofe thefe cones of wax 
to the weather and hot fun in a pav’d 
court, for 15 days or a month’s {pace, 
more or lefs, fometimes fprinkling water 


water, 


= 
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white wax, but found that air not agree- 
able tor it. In the fummer-time they con- 
flancly water the wax, but in the winter, 
&c. the dews, &c. fuffice. 

‘This is a weeding engine in the king’s 
phyfick garden : At A isa fharp iron thac

cuts up graf, as the engine runs on the 
wheels BB, 

The phyfick garden is well enough de- 
ferib’d in Golnitz ; it is divided, for flowers, 
the fempervirent plants, &¢, into feveral 
partitions: That wherein the ,profeffor 
fhews plants in is long and narrow, having 
four beds in it, where every plant hath its 
number, which makes it eafy to the learner, 
when he has the name and the figure where 
the plant grows. , Dr. Chiquenau is bota- 
nick profelfor, and chancellor of the uni- 
verfity s but Dr. Magnole, a young man, 
is a better herbarift. ker, an 


One, Sweeker, 
apothecary’s fon of Dantzick, colleéted 
and dried all the plants about Montpelier, 
and was here at this time. About 1300 
plants grow hereabouts. , 

‘Dr. Haguenst is a phyfician of great 
practice. 

Dr. Soligmiac is reputed a learned man. 


Dr. Jollie is x proteftant, anda very in- 
genious perfon,, and civil co the Engli/). 

Dr. Berberach isa good phyfician. 

_ The winter weather lafls not long, but 
is pretty fharp for the feafon: The fum- 
mer here is very hot: When the wind 
comes off the hills in the Sevennes, which 
lic northward, they account it wholesome 
to be abroad in the air 5 but when itcomes 
from the fea or fouth, few will ftir out of 
their houfes; the reafon mut be the ftag- 
nant waters between Montpelier and the fea. 

Montpelier is a city bigger than Geneva 5 
the fireets are generally narrow, bu the 
houfes high, fome of which are built of 
flone. No piazza befides wwo or th 
finall market-places: Nigh notre dame, 
(an indifferent church) and the ftreet_be- 
fore the white horfe inn, is large. The 
Canourg is throng’d every fair fammer 
night with the gentry, &c. it is about 
the bignefs of the trill at Geneva ; a church 
was ereéting in this very place, as appears 
by the foundations begun, but it was not 
brought to perfeétion, becaufe the king 
was jealous it might command the town, 
it being ona high ground. 

The poor people about Montpelier wear 
wooden fhoes in the winter-time, which 
they call Sabou. 

The Splanade is a large void {pace be- 

tween the town and the citadel, which is 
not very confiderable. The city is feated 
on a riling ground, and has no river nearer 
than an £aglify mile, (in the road to 
Nifines) at Cajtelneuf. 
‘The number of the inhabitants may be 
out 25,000, fome faid 21,000, accord- 
ing to a late account 5 7000 of them are 
hugonets or proteftants, who have two 
temples where they have fermons every 
morning: Lord’s-days after dinner little 
boys anfwer’d their catechifms with much 
coifidence. The elders fi about the pul- 
pit, thewomen in the middle ofthe church, 
and the men round about in galleries and 
other feats. There are very great con- 
gregations, that give good attention in 
fermon-time  buc when the chapters are 
reading before fermon, not a word can be 
heard by reafon of loud talking, and many 
were fo irreverent as to haye their hats on 
while they fung pfalms. Before any read- 
ing of chapters, if they fay any time, 
fome or other in the congregation will 
begin and feca pfalm, which the reft joi 
in. After fermon the collectors receive 
peoples charity at the door, the third part 
whereof belongs to the minifters. 

The fecond of November a faitwas kept 
very ftridlly here, all che hugonots fhutting 
their fhops, and, without refrefhing them- 
felves at dinner-time, remain’d the whole 
day in the temples : The people pe 

ingly 
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ingly repeat the minifter’s prayers, not 
omitting the bleffing. The proteftants 
have a burying-place without the city, 
and bury their dead either betimes in the 
morning, or after fun-fet, the king of late 
years not fuffering them to accompany the 
corpfe at any other time 3 30 perfons is 
the greateft number that can go along 
with it; the women are troublefome when 
they go, becaule they howl and cry in a 
ftrange manner. = 

By fome late ediéts of the king, none, 
upon pain of death, can turn Proteftants, 
that were firft Proteftants and after chat 
Roman Catholicks. As fevere an edict I 
was told was publifh’d again{t any monk 
‘or other ecclefiaftick that fhall turn Pro- 
teftant. 

The minifters that preach here, are, 
t. Burdeii, formerly an Auguftine monk, 
he preaches after the puritanical way in 
England, 2.Berlau, 3. Euftace, 4. Chouin, 
5. Carfenac. 

Serenades, are fets of violins that play 
in the night under ladies windows, their 
gallants going along, with the fidlers. 

The roots of Napus Satious make good 
pottage. 

In the vintage time the people are very 
bufy early and late, and many preffes are 
at work in the ftreets; but the grapes are 
firft trodden before they be prefs'd. Vines 
in Languedoc and Provence grow without 
fapporters, in large fields, and the trunks 
of them are cut pretty clofe to the ground. 

Green olives flit with a knife, and fteep’d 
in foap four or five days, then remov’d 
into fale and water, are frv'd up to table; 
the ordinary way is falt and water alone, 
but thofe are not fo foon fit to cat: Ripe 
olives are prepar’d in the fame manner. 

‘Many perfumes, effences and confedtions 
are made in this city. The queen of /7un- 
gary’s water is fpirit of wine diftill’d with 
tofemary flowers: Oil of cloves is made 
per defcenfum, viz. Take a bole head, and 
upon that or any other fuch veffel put a 
cloth with cloves in it, and over them a 
brown paper, and then lay a copper plate 
with coals. 

The prices of butchers meat are fet by 
the confuls every two years, and all forts 
of fifh are fold at fer rates, except foles. 
Tf one buys a fwine, and finds it infected 
with the meafles, he may return it back 
again, for itis forbid under a great penalty. 

‘The women here are efteem’d hand- 
fome ; but the generality of the people 
are fwarthy, and many of the women 
paint. The widows of the meaner 
fort wear a black hat of this ()

The Schole Placentine are the law- 
fchools. 

The building of the {chools is very 
mean. In one we faw the creation of a 
doétor of phyfick ; the profeffor firft made 
a fpeech, then mufick play’d, after thac 
the new doétor was adorn’d with a chain, 
and the girdle, and kiffed, &¢. then mufick 
again, and thenew doétor made his fpeech, 
then mafick again ; then he gave the pro- 
feffors, &c. thanks, and mufick play’d 
once more: Clapping of hands was the 
ftudentsapplaufe: The new-created doctor 
had a black gown and purple cap, and 
the profeffor had a purple gown and cap: 
The new dogor went up and down the 
town with the mufick before him, and a 
beadle with the mace, a profeffor on cach 
fide of him, and a troop of fcholars at his 
heels: In the fchool or room where he 
was created hang the pictures of many 
Montpelier phyficians ; 17 publick exer= 
cifes muft be ‘perform’d before you attain 
the degree of a doctor. There were {c- 
yeral women prefent while the folemnity 
was of creating this doctor. 

Every ftranger gives 20 fols to fee an 
anatomy. Dr. Chiguenaw is the prefent 
reader, 

The anatomy theatre is a building that 
ftands alone in a gardens it hach ftone 
feats, and over the door are fton °d 
witha lyon devouring a woman. They 
fhew here Rabiais’s robe, which is now an 
old, piece of fcarlet. 

Within the citadel is a large {quare; 
built round with foldiers lodgings: Ic 
hath four baftions, and but flight ditches. 
A fair piece of cannon, with Carolis V. 
written on it. 

Marquifs de Vards, governor of Ague/- 
mortes, captain of 100 Switzers, and for- 
merly nigh the king’s perfon, is now pri- 
foner here, and hath been for above five 
months ; his refufing to take madam Ver- 
nouille, the king’s miftrefs, to be his wife; 
being fappofed his greateft crime. 

We walk’d ad’ long league to Villenenf, 
a fall wall’d place, and 2 little beyond 
took boatand landed in Magellone, a rain’ 
palace, which was formerly the feat of the 
bithop, who has now his palace at Monts 
pelier, The church is {till entire ; over 
the entrance into it is reprefentec our Sa+ 
viour, and the four animals the evangelifts 
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are known by, and the figures of S. Peter 
and S. Paul rudely thap’d in bafio relievo, 
Thefe rhymes we found here 5

In the Maifow de la Ville at Montpelier 
are fair rooms, where are piétures of the 
confuls made every year, and the king 
that reigns is drawn in the fame piéure. 
Tn a great room chyrurgions are made 
mafters after a folemn manner, with mu-

The cabinet of monfieur Gilidert, an 
apothecary, has feveral remarkables in it, 
viz. the fkin of a lynx, a mummy, the 
horn of the ibex, minerals, fhells, ani- 
mals, &e, 
cabiner ¢ At the Jefuit’s college is one Frere 
the Felts Rochety apothecary to the fociety, who 
«lls fhew'd us his cabinet, viz. a whole dol- 

Phin; fithes, fhells, fkins, and fkeletons 
of animals; four or five fkins of flam- 
mands ; a model of the ftrong fort of 
Rofes, and the caftle dela Tritat in Cata- 
lonia; the true Balfamum 3 a bottle with 
a narrow top, which had a cock, when 
turn’d, would fpring water up a great 
heighth s a printed piGture, which if held 
obliquely to the light, feem’d painted 
with various colours: He hath a pretty 
garden of fimples. We obferv’d the man- 
ner of drawing water out of 2 well here 5 
a handle turnsan axis, the motion whereof 
is eas’d by a nut and a wheel with cogs, 
and when the bucket came up to the top, 
an iron turn’d the water outinto a ciftern;

¢ to the bucket B, which 
mounting, up to the iron i,

A vine crofs through a chamber, and 
afterwards branches and bears fruit ; a tri- 
angular ftick, he would have had us be- 
lieved the hugonots of the Sevennes ufed 
to force the catholicks into their temples 
with.

Monfieur Baldafti, a chymift, told us 
he could do ftrange things’ which he fo. 
lemnly attefted to be true, viz. That he 
could prepare a fubftance that fhould look 
like a real fruit, (and be yellow within) 
about the bignefs of a button or tartufle 5 
this afterwards he can digeft into a liquor 
that fhould breed living ferpents: He 
bragg’d he could difcover the name of 
any plant only by fecing the fix’d falt of 
it; if 4000 were brought one after ano- 
ther, he could diftinguith them: That 
out of the beams of the fun he could make 
a fubftance fhould at firft bea water, then 
a gum, and at laft a cryftal, which, if 
carried in one’s pocket in rainy weather, 
would reprefent a rainbow, &c. He faid 
that Petroleum is the fame with the oil 
of jett : He had an univerfal liquor which 
wil produce any plant out of its fix’d 
fale. 

The Patoiille isa night watch of 40 or 
50 townfmen, that walk the ftreets about 
midnight. 

In Languedoc and Provence are two ways 
of fetting vines, 1. @ Paguille, i. ¢, plant- 
ing the vine upright, which is the more 
ailing, for fometimes they continue 40, 
50, or 60 years: 2. The other way is by 
Putting a vine twig at the middle into the 
ground, and the two ends of it co lay outs 
this will bear grapes fooneft, but is not 
of fo long continuance as the other. 

I had two receipts from mont. Verchand, 
apothecary at Montpelier, the tranflation 
of which is as follows : 


To make grey Cyprus Powder. 


Take the mofs which grows on the branches 
of the bolmor fearlet oak tree, (in Latin ilex 
coccigera, or quercus) and wafh it feveral 
times in common water, till the fmell of the 
mofs is quite gone: then freep it in equal 
quantities of rofe water, and orange-flower 
water, and put it to drain in fome high 
place, where the fun does not come, often 
Stirring it; when tis very dry, reduce it to 
a wery fine powder, and with every pound 
weight of the powder mingle adram of good 
mufk, and half the quantity at leaft of civet. 

NB. Lt miuft be fcep?d three or four times 
in the rofe water and orange-flower waters 
and be dry'd each tine. 


To make a pafte for perfuming chambers. 


Take the roots of iris of Florences expres 
and Calamus Aromaticus, of each balf art 
ounces dry'd red rofes, fuseet marjoriim, 
cloves, cinttamon, of each two drams 5 lorax,

Monfieur Stevo, a Dane, was ac this 
time in Montpelier, and he is very happy 
in fome anatomical difcoveries, viz. the 
Dutius Salivaris, from the Parotides to 
the middle of the cheek : We were prefent 
at his diffection of an ox’s head, and ob- 
ferv’d a blade of graf that was forc’d up 
that Duéus: In a man the Duétus lies 
ftraic, but in a beaft oblique. 

One monfieur Lort makes counterfeit 
amethyfts, topazes, emeralds and faphires, 
which have very good colour, and by fome 
efteem’d the beft of that kind. ‘At his 
houfe we faw the experiment of atramen- 
tum penetrans, and learnt that yellow oker 
burnt proves a red bolus: The Zurcois 
flone is naturally white, but by fire is 
tarn’d blue; and by this art a bithop of 
Cominge got avait fum of money: Fluor 
Smaragdi, heated in a pan of coals, and 
afterwards put into a dark place, fhines 
very much: At the fame time feveral 
other ftones were tried, but did not fhine. 

We faw here a Valachian walk up a 


the ropes. loping rope, then he danc’d on a ftrait 


rope as high as the top of a tennis courts 
atter that hedane’d with two naked fwords, 
one tied crofs the right, and the other crofs 
the left leg; then he had two ropes tied 
to his feet, and a boy hanging by the 
middle in thofe ropes was fwung to and 
fro as he walk’d up the high ftrait rope ; 
at laft he cut capers, and ftood upon his 
head on the top of a pole as high as the 
tennis court roof. 

A Dutchman dane’d without a pole in 
his hand on a lower rope, and three or 
four times flip’d down and ftraddled the 
rope, and up again prefently on his feet ; 
he alfo cut high capers. 

_ Another fellow tumbled upon a bend- 
ing rope. 

Another on a fcaffold threw himfelf 
backward, and lighted on his feet; he 
threw himfelf through three hoops which 
were held up as high as hishead, but he 
had the advantage of a floping board, 
which he ran up, before he went through 
the hoops; he made ufe of the fame ad- 
vantage when he tambled over a boy’s 
head, who fat upon a tall fellow’sfhoulders, 
the boy’s head was higher than he could 
reach with his hands. 

Dec. 7. we began our journey into Pra- 
vence, hiring two horfes and a guide for 
five livres a day while we travell’d, and 


four livres a day when we refted. On 
the left hand we had Cafires, where mont, 
de Caftres, governor of Montpelier, hath a 
houfe 5 and three leagues from Montpelier 
pated by Lunelle Vielle; andshalfa leaone 
further to Lunelle Neufé, a large village s 
and half a league further we arrived ag 
Pont Lunelle, and lay there this niche. 

Dec. 8. We pated between Gallirreves 
and Lefnargues, (argues fignifies ager) and 
afterwards had Beawvoizin on our left 
hand, and four leagues from Pont Lunelle 
we din’d at S. Gilles. ‘The firft part of 
our journey in the morning was in a cul- 
tivated level country, but the latter part 
was hilly and full of fhrabs, In the atter- 
noon, nigh S. Gilles, we ferry’d the Petit 
Rhine, paying one folmarque and three 
liards, horfe and man 5; then rode three 
leagues (crofling the Camargue) to Arles, 
where each of us gave one fol for pafing 
the bridge of boats crofs the great branch 
of the Rhone. ~The Camarque is an ifland 
bones Teagues in compals, belongs to 
Arles, and nigh the city is planted with 
vines, and is well cultivated: They feed 
great ftore of theep on it: It is much like 
our fenns, and no pebbles or great ftones 
are found in it, which is the more taken 
notice of, becaufe on the other (Provence) 
fide of the river is the Crau, or Camps 
Lapidei, cover’d thick with them: The 
Camarque gets often upon the fea, as ap- 
pears by the feveral watch-towers that for- 
merly ftood on the fhore, and are now 
within the Jand. 

Dec. 9. Nigh the walls of Arles we rode 
thro’ a place where great number of antient 
chriftian monuments lay 3 and beyond 
them we pafs’d by an aquaeduét, which 
(a little aboye a furlong from the city) 
receives water brought in a channel from 
the river Durance, (four or five leagues 
diftance) which runs into the Rédne a little 
below Avignon 5 then we travell’d between 
enclofures, which were planted with vines, 
olive trees, &c. and din’d at S. Martin 
de Craw, (three leagues ftom Arles) an 
inn that ftands alone in the rau, or Campi 
Lapidei: After dinnér we went three 
leagues more in the fame ftone level, or 
Crau, and near S. Martin pafsd by an 
ilex wood, and two leagues trom our inn 
rode by Ja Tour d’Entrecens, having fome 
vood about it, and nigh ita finall lake 
‘of falt water. When we’ were crofs this 
plain, we mounted’a craggy country, and 
then came down into a narrow valley fer 
with ‘vines, and the fides of the” hills 
Planted with’ olives : We had on’ oar 
right hand a'caftle call’d Miramas, fearet 
ona fteep rock, and four leagues froni 
S. Martin de Cran, loig’d in S.Chaniis, 


a large village, a great part whereof is 
7 “built 
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built on each fide of whigh and long ridge, 
many of the houfes having rooms within 
the hills, and chambers quite through ; 
at the bottom of the ridge isa fubterra- 
neous paffige, or way cut from one fide 
to the other, like the paffage through 
M. Paufilippus nigh Naples : The earth is 
of a crumbling fubitance, and more eafily 
therefore co be cut through than that 3 
80 of my ordinary paces long this paflage, 
and broad enough for two carts to go 
a-breait: One fide of this town looks on 
the Martiques, a large branch or sinus of 
fea water. 

Dec. 10. We rode on the fide of the 
Martigues in a level ground, and ferried 
the Larc, and four leagues from S. Chamas 
din’d at the griffin: Thence we mounted 
to a village ‘on the top of a 
hill, and afterwards went rocky way, and 
four lesgues from our dining place we ar- 
rived at Marjlles ; where at our entrance 
the guard afk’d our names, and the country 
We were of. 

This city is ficuated under hills, which 
are thick built with Baffides, or fummer- 
houfes, moft ufed by the citizens in plague 
time ; the common report is there are 
24000 of them, but on a more modett 
computation, there are not above 6000. 
Marfeilles is large and well built; the 
ftreets handfome, but kept fomewhat 
naitily: A long and broad key, where 
in clear evenings a multitude of people 
walk, and all day long is frequented by 
merchants, feamen, &c, A great number 
of barks and fome fhips lay within the 
port, and 13 French gallies lay here. The 
port is oval, but not large as that at 
Mefina, and the entrance is not above 
four fhips breadth, which is fhut up by 
achain. A new citadel begun five or fix 
years ago is on one fide of it, which we 
were denied entrance into becaufe we were 
Englifp, but we had a full view of it 
without; it is buile of ftone, and hath 
very thick walls.

Many workmen are now employ’d in a 
work that will line all the entrance into 
the port; there will be three battions, ‘one 
Juftac the mouth of the port, within it a 
portico, and lodgings for foldiers, and an 
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Where the lower tire of guns are to be 
placed, and above is another fair platform, 
From hence they intend to make a pillage 
by adraw-bridge to the other citadel. Gn 
that fide is a room under an ofd tower, 
where the intendants of health fit and ex. 
amine fuch as come by fea: All letters 
and money brought from places fufpeéted 
to have the plague, are firft put into vi- 
negar; but corn and fith may be unladed 
without flaying a quarantine, for we ob- 
ferved a French boat newly arrived from 
Tunis unlading, of corn, The entrance 
into this port is bad, and in flormy wea 
ther fometimes fhips come in fo fuddenly, 
that they break the chain betore they can. 
have time to draw it up. On the upper 
part of the city are 18 windmills, and on 
the fame fide with the citadel, on the top 
of a hill, isan old fort. Two galliesand 
a galliot now building here, Juft before 
the port, and about a league off, are two 
large iflands 1. S. au iffle de Rat- 
toneaus 2.8. Fean ou ifle @ If: at thefe 
iMlands fhips make their quarantine, and 
two fall Exglifh veftels were now there, 
The publick houfes of office bi ing much 
profit to thofe that rent them. The pilot 
of the galley-royal wears the king’s pic- 
ture ina gold medil. 


S. Vidor is an old abbey near the city, s. Vitor, 


where there is nothing of remark befides 
a chapel under ground, which $, Magds= 
Tene hath made famous among the pilgrims. 
In the cloifter they thew the marks of the 
deyil’s. claws, ona pillar nigh a well he 
went down into, 

About cight years ago the king was here 
in perfon, but being much difpleafed with 
the'town, refufed to enter the gates, buc 
commanded a breach to\be made in the 
wall, which is not yet made up, and where 
at prefent. moft people go in and out 
‘At the fame time the king gave order for 
the razing the houfe of monfieur Glandewe 
de Nevizeles, who was fufpeéted as chief 
of the difcontents, and a pillar of infamy 
is erected where his houfe ftood. He lives 
now at Barcelona. 

Ludow. XMM. Be. Sub cajus, Imperia 
fumma Libertas, was infcrib’d)on the gare 
of the city that is now pull’didown. On 
one fide of this city are fome fuburbs, 
having an ‘open, place under, one part of 
the walls. » Few hugonots live here. The 
great trade of this place is the carrying 
ouvfive fol pieces, and felling them in the 
Levant, eight or nine tor a dollar. They 
export foap from hence. He that is conful 
of the Englifo nation hath ten dojlars every 
Englifo thip that comes into this port, and 
one ger cent. for the goods fold here. 
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Two Mr. Warrens, Mr. Long, Mr. Hill, 
Mr. Colfton, Mr. Williams, Mr, Stanly 
Jately arriv’d here from Alicant. 

Dec. 13. We rode one league and an 
half in a pleafant and fruitful valley, 
paffing by feveral paper-mills, and had 
on ourright hands S, Marcell. One league 
and an half further we travell’d in the 
fame valley watered by the river Vucaune, 
and dined at the blackmoor’s head in 
Aubagne, whence we had good way for 
a fhort league between the craggy tops 
of hills; then we began to mount ftony 
and fteep afcents, riding thro’ pine woods, 
where we obferved the bark of the pines 
cut off on one fide for about the heighth 
of a man; and at the bottom of the trees, 
a hollow made to receive the melted 
rofin. 

Three leagues from Aubagne we de- 
feended toa folitary inn call’d Ja maifon 
Brillé, where we drank good Vin Cuit, 
and had handfome as well as reafonable 
entertainment. 

Dec. 14. We rode about half a league, 
and came thro” a village call’d Bay 
palsd a good valley, and then travell’d 
a pav'd way between fteep rocks, where 
we took 2 watchman along with us, who 
conduéted us by the walls of Ollioles, a 
place infeéted fome months before with 
the plague. A good diftance beyond the 
town the watchman left us, and there we 
faw feveral watchmen that look’d after 
fuch as came to buy and fell, that they 
fhould not come too near thofe of Olliales, 
who pour'd the oil they fold, thro’ long 
channels of wood. Here are very large 
and fair olive grounds, and fome orange 
gardens. Capers grow hereabouts, being 
planted in the fides of ditches and walls, 
and planted in rows like vines in fields. 
‘A fhort league from hence we arriv’d at 
Toulon, riding thro’ a good country. We 
rode this day ewo leagues and an half, 

Toulon is a city fomewhat bigger than 
Leghorn, fituated on a level ground, and 
ftrongly defended by baftions towards the 
Jand, and hath but two gates. The key 
is fair, and about a quarter of an Engli/h 
mile long, very ftrait; and all the hou- 
fes on the key are of an equal heighth, 
In the middle of the key is the admiral’s 
lodging. There isa handfome and broad 
ftreet where markets are kept, anda pi- 
azza to fell corn in: another ftrait ftreet. 
The inner port is about half the bignefs 
of that at Mar/eilles, and the entrance is 
narrow and chained, Men of war and 
fhips of great burthen can come in. 
Without this is another large port or fafe 
bay, furrounded by a ridge of hills, 
and the entrance into that is commanded 
by a caftle or block-houfe. At this time 


almoft all the French king’s thips of 
belonging to this (Me aiken fa 
were in port, the duke of Beaufort being 
newly arriv’d from Tunis, where he het 
concluded a peace, and the report was, 
he had order to go out again to negotiate 
the like with thofe of Algiers, or to meet 
an Englifh {quadron failing into the Medi- 
terranean. The men of war belongin, 
to thisfea are 22. The admiral, named 
Philip, carries 72 guns, and hath about 
joo men aboard. Six new bottoms were 
now upon the ftilts, and one of them may 
poflibly be launch’d the next fummer ; 
but the reft will hardly be finifh’d in 
fome years, unlefs more workmen be em- 
ploy’d. Four or five of thefe thips are 
efteem’d able to engage in a battle; but 
the reft of them, if our Zngli/h feamen may 
be believ’d, are not confiderable. Che- 
valier de Paul is reputed a good foldier, 
but no fkilful feaman. Marquis de Mar- 
tel is another French captain; was for- 
merly a flave in Barbary, and there 
learn’d the Turki/h cruelty, which he now 
exercifes on all the prifoners he takes. 
Some fay the French on the Mediterra- 
nean underftand little of navigation, and 
thatthe be(t pilots and feamen are fetch’d 
from weft France: but others fay, that 
the Provengals are the beft feamen in 
France. 

Strangers are willingly receiv’d into 
the French fea-fervice, and about 80 
Englifo feamen were now aboard their 
men of war; but they hearing of the 
difference between England and France, 
are refolved not to fight againft their 
countrymen: yet fome few have been 
prevail’d with, by fair perfuafions, or by 
feat of undegoing a little longer the ex- 
tremities of hunger, &?c to enter into 
the French fervice. Others feemed very 
conftant and refolute againft all temp~ 
tations. 

The French men of war, two months 
ago, brought in two Englifh vefiels that 
were trading with Tunis, and funk ano- 
ther that made refiftance, killing 12 or 
13 Frenchmen, and wounding about 35. 
The Englifh matter and all his men were 
faved, except two flain outright, anda 
boy that died afterwards. The malter 
and his men were brought in hither: the 
fhip’s name was the Genoa merchant of

his own fhip again, Thefe fair cho? falfe 
words, and his ignorance of any quarrel 
between the two crowns, prevail’d fo far 
as to bring him into one of their velltls, 
where having fometime difcourfed with 
them about news, he defired-leave to re- 
turn into his own thip, which they per- 
fidioufly denied, andtoldhim in arough 
manner, He mutt goalong with them vo 
Tozlon. And becaufe he would not give 
order for his men to leave their thip, 
three foldiers threatned violence by pre- 
Jenting their {words points to his breatt. 
‘The French thips perceiving the Erglifs to 
make away, prefently overtook them 
(che Englifo veffels being laden with cur- 
rants from Zant, and bound for England) 
and forced the men out of them: then 
the French pretending a performance of 
their folemn promife, fent Capt. Deacons 
aboard his own thip with 40 or 50 French, 
and half a feore Lxgli/b, who had once 
thoughts of carrying the fhip away when 
they were out of fight of the reft; but 
the French outnumber’d them too much. 
Deacons faid, he had to the value of 
goo 1. on board belonging to himfelf. 
His chaplain was rudely handled, being 
cut over the head, as well as a feaman 
who gave no provocation. 

He was fearch’d by the French chy- 
rurgion whether he was a Jew 5 and tho? 
he affirmed he was uncircumeifed, the 
infolencenemy immodeftly examined him 
in publick. Such kind of ufage was 
aggravated by the barbarous welcome 
they found in Youle, where the poor 
feamen were fet afhore without providing 
any victuals or lodging for them. Some 
were beaten on shipboard, and moft of 
them plunder’d before the fhips or goods 
were adjudged in the admiralty court, 
Four of our thips they had forced in al- 
ready, and one more was daily expected, 
About 7o men belong’d to thele Zuglifh 
vefiels. It was obferv’d by Capt, Deacons, 
that the French pilots miflook 25 leagues 
in 50, failing towards this port. Braw- 
(fort does not underfand navigation. Syn- 
mond of the Plymoub vi 
wasofiereda piftole for every Eyglifh fea 
man he fhould perfwade into the French 
King’s thips; which he fcornfally re- 
fufed.

we came to S. Maximin, where feveral 
women came prefently to us, and were 
importunate to fell us variety of beads 
and medals of faints.

We travell’d thro? a village 
call’d Porcils, and about two leagues to- 
gether, rode over little valleys and low 
hills, We pafs'd in fight of Pournere, a 
Jarge village on our right hand, and then 
rode on a fair cavfey for about a league 
and an half. On our left hand we had 
Negreola, another village 5 and, five 
Teagues from S. Maximin, went thro’ 
S. Marc, a {mall place where they find 
jafper. We rode a hilly country, and 
had on our right hand S, Vidore, a tall 
mountain; and having journey’d fix 
Jeagues this day, arriv’d at dix. (que

We went up the cathedral at dix, and 
had a full proipeét of the city, which lies 
round, andis about the bignefs of Mont- 
jelier ; is fituated on a rifing ground, 
which afcends almoft infenfibly from 
S. Fobn’s chapel to the cathedral. The 
ftreetsare large, cleanly, and well pav’d, 
and the houfes handfomely built. The 
gentlemens palaces are very fair with 
itately portals 5 but not placing them in 
the middle of the front, diminithes the 
beauty of their outfide. A long and 
broad ftreet called Orbitelle, becaule be- 
gun and enclofed within the walls at_the 
Jame time the town of thatname in Italy, 
was taken by the French from the. . . . 
On that fide of the city are other new 
itreets and piazza’s. When Ortitello 
ftreet is finith’d on both fides, and the 
two rows of trees are grown up in the 
middle, this well-built city will be more 
fam’d for its building, &c. Hills co- 
ver’d with oliyve-trees encompafs the town, 
which wants a good river, the Larc, an 
inconfiderable one, running clofe by it ;

The river Durance is wo leagues off. 
The cathedral is but indifferent, and the 
Baptifierium is a {mall octogon fupported 
by eight tall pillars, each pillar of one 
ftone. Nigh the altar is the monument 
of Car. Il. king of Sicily: His marble 
figure lies on the lower part of the mo. 
nument, and above is crown’d by two 
other figures. See the epitaph in Golnitz, 

‘A chapel here called Nofire Dame de 
bonne Ejperances and without the city is 
a fmall oratory call’d N. Dame de bonne 
Voyage. 

Cardinal Grimaldi is archbifhop of Aix, 
who with the canons, once a year, fit on 
ftone feats erected in the church-yard, 
where the archbithop bleffes the people.

One league from Aix we rode by Aguilles 
on the left hand, and then travell’d a 
hilly country, and obferved many al- 
mond-trees and olive grounds which were 
the laft winter almoft quite deftroy’d by 
the weather, which was a very great lofs 
to the country. We had good way on a 
caufey, which probably was made by the 
old Romans. After three leagues riding 
from dix, we had a pine wood on our 


right hand, and a league further faw _ 


Pillifane, & village on the fame hands 
then paf'd over a fmall river about half 
a league before we entred Salon, a large 
rambling town walled about. 3 

The great church is tall, and indiffe- 
rently handfome 

At the Cordeliers church is Noftrada- 
mus's tomb, placed within the church 
wall, which, they fay, none dare open, be- 
caufe he prophely'd, that that man fhould 
die within a year after fuch an attempt.

Dec. 20. We travell’d four leagues ina 
ftrait line upon the Craw, till we baited 
ac S, Martin. Half way is erected a crofs, 
After dinner, at three leagues diftance, 
we atriv’d at Arles, which was antiently Aries, 
a kingdom, and the jurifdiétion of it is 
till call’ a Royauté, ‘comprehending 50 
or 60 leagues: the Crau and the Camar- 
ue belong, to it, and they get every day 
upon the fea. 

When the French king was laft here, 
he would be guarded only by thole of 
the city, which is placed on a rifing 
ground. From the tower of the rown- 
houfe we took a view of it, and obferv’d 
it to be larger and thicker built than ix, 
The ftreets are narrow and unhandfome. 
On the upper part of the town area great 
number of wind-mills. The walls are 
well built after the old fathion; and 
round a good part of the outfide of the 
wall, is the mall, which hath on the out- 
fide another wall of a little heighth. 

‘The cown-houfe was pulling down, and 
a new one abuilding. Here we faw the “ 
ftatue of Fupiter, and another of Diana, 
an excellent ftatue, found without her 
right arm about 12 years ago, when they 
were digging a ciftern under the temple 
of Diana, where at prefent remains an 
old arch and two tall pillars of marble. 
‘The amphitheatre hath two portici as that 
at Nifnes. No feats are remaining, and 
the houfes within and without much ob- 
feure the fight of it. Underneath at the 
great entrance isa large cave. 

The key by the river Rhdve is bue nar- 
row, tho’ of good length, where, in fum- 

ings, the citizens make their 
or walk. 


S. Honoratus is an old church without s. rono- 


the town, where, in a cave under the satus. 
high altar, we faw ftone monuments of 
fix or feven archbifhops of Arles. Three 
or four are laid one upon another, and 
in the middle is that of S. Jropbimus, 
whofe bones are ftill there; and in ano- 
ther there is always water, fometimes 
more and fometimes lefs, and thofe above 
and below are always dry (probably a 
cheat of the monks and priefts.) A great 
many fuch combs ftand abroad, with in- 
{criptions made by the antient chriftians, 
and moft of them are like thofe we faw 
at

We drank a good red claret in this 
city; and we obferved that here and in 
other parts of Provence they drink a 
whitifh and fweet wine they alfo call 
claret. 

Dec: 22. We croli’d the Rba/ire oven a 
bridge of boats, and then rode four 
Jeagues in the Camargue, and came to 
Ja Baron, a very {mall village on the fide 
of the petit Rhofie; and after we had 
travell’d one league more on the river’s 
bank,; we baited at the ferry, and paid 
three fols for our paffage over ; then had 
two leagues ina level, and a pine-wood 
on our right hand, a little before we 

‘Agufmor-came’ to Agusfmortes, where we were ex- 

te. amined by foldiers, and left our piftols at 
the gates... This place is garilon’d by 
about 300. foldiers, and is a long {quare 
town with tall and ftrong walls after the 
old fafhion; and without the walls are 
half-moons caft up of earth. They keep 
open butone gate, andnigh it isa round 
Stone tower called la Torre de Confance. 
‘A little channel brings boats to this town. 
The houfes are low; for without the 
town nothing can be feen but walls. The 
ftreets are indifferently broad and hand- 
fome. In the piazzais a long open por- 
tico for the market people, which alfo 
ferves: for a walk. Half the inhabitants 
are of the reformed religion, who have 
a témplé- within the town. Nigh. this 
place the foil is very good. 

Dec. 23: About half\a league. from 
Aeiidfnortes we rode under a tower ina 
marfhy. ground, which was guarded by 
two or three foldiers: on the top feveral 
{mall pieces: of canfion\-are mounted.

Nifines, 
fieur di Moulin of Aberdeen, who thew'd 
us a large teftimony under the hands of 
the miniiters, deacons, and elders of the 
proteftantsin Nines, fignifying his kx 
nefg to them in O. Cromwell's time. 
‘The minifters names ate By 
Cheiron, Arbufi, and Roure. 
We gave 30 fols a horfe, and 40 fols 
to the vitturine for our journey to 4’ 
non from Nifines, 
We vifited here monfieur Geyran,, a Geyrats 
counfellor, well skill’d in, Roman an- 
tiquities, and faw in his cabinet three 
folio’s of his own writing in Latin, 
1, Treats of oldsbuildings; 2. Infcrip- 
tions; 3. Medals. He isa great adver- 
fary to monfieur Deyran, who hath pub- 
lih’d the antiquities of Nijmes in, 4t0. 
Monfieur Ge ems to: bea carelefs 
man, not having his things in any order. 
He hath almoft all the baoks about me- 
dals, inferiptions, Ge. We took notice 
of Ly }. commen: 3 Savot Con 
ment fur des medailles anti 
Veterum niinmorum enor 
Tnzp.

March 1. We pafs'd by S. Gervais, 
Bezous, 8. Bonnet, and walk’d on the top 
of Pont du Guard, which is broad enough 
for a coach to pafs, In feveral places are 
ruins of thit aqueduct, which began ac 
two leagues from the bridge, and 
continued to, Nijnes, 
We dined a Romolin, and in the after- 
noon reach'd Avignon, 

Over the Rdofge we vilited the Carthue 
fianscloitter in Villencuf les Avignon. This 
cloifter is dedicated by Junccent VI. to 
5.M. Vallis Benedidtionis, “There are two 
handfome courts, and about 60 
fathers and lay-brothers. There is a 
fair refectory vaulted with timber. In 
the church hang up two  cxcellenc 
pictures of the thepherds and the three 
kings vifiting our Saviour, The falu- 
tation is drawn by Guide Reni: three other 
pictures by Migiard of Paris: another 
picture by Renatuskingrof Sicily, which 
is the crowning of ‘the virgin Mary. In 
two chapels are the monuments of Tnyo- 
cent VI. and Pesrus Cardin. Pampilonenfis, 
nephew to that pope: three piétures de- 
feribing thé! execution of fome Carthu- 
fian friars in England in Henry VII's 
tume, 3 

One monfieur le Brun, a phyfician, 
was very civil to us on Mr. Moulin’s ac- 
counts and menfieur Gifoni, an inge- 
nious fcholar who had lived in England, 
came and vilited us.

All the river and bridge at Avignon 
belongs to the Freich king. 

Lamellino is now vice-legate here. He 
has pull’d down the wall that Chigé, for- 
mer vice-legate, built before the palace, 
and inftead of it is making. a ditch, 

One Belkly and feven or eight English 
Roman catholicks weave filk ftockens here. 

At the mint we faw great Mtore of cx, 
Jol pieces coin'd, having cardinal Chit 
the legate’s piéture on one fide, ‘Thele 
pieces are fold in the Levant,

March 4. We hir’d, at 12, 10 fols, 
a horfe for Lions, and rode three leagues 
to the paper-mills at Sorga, a litule wall’d 
town where Jierrante Pallavicino was be- 
tray’d and apprehended by. the pope’s 
command; a league further we arriv’d 
at Orange, and there vifited M. Guip, 
profelfor, and Mr. Trelawny, Two pro- 
teftant temples and three minifters here. 
Mr. Wood, called Monfieur Sylvius, a 
Scot/man, is a minifter here. We hada 
very ftrong wind in our facesall day. 

March 5. We pals'd thro? la Palus, 
Montedragone, and two or three villages 
more before we dined at the golden cha- 
riot in Pierre latte, five leagues from 
Orange. fn the afternoon we went thro’

March 7. We went through Tbein, 
three leaguesifrom Valence, ‘und juft oppo- 
fite to Tournon, where the Jefuits have 
a ftately college. Two “leagues furthet 
we dined at the Dion @or in S. Valie, 
where gentlewomen begg’d for the ho- 
fpital. Two leagues thence we rode 
through S. Rombert, and two leagues fur- 
ther lodged at the angel in the Peage de 
Rofillon.

‘March 8. after. three league 
sre din’alnchelned Grohe tesa 
Jutt before we entred this city, in 
acorn field, we faw Pilate’s pyra- 

mid made of feveral ftones, and 
ereéted upon four pillars, thus : 


The fituation of Vienne is on the fide 
of the hills, and part of the town is on 
the other fide of the Rbéne, over which 
was a wooden bridge, which is now fome- 
what ruin’d by the violent ftream. 

S. Maurice is the cathedral church, a 
ftately building, the front of it adorned 
with the figures of faints, and hatha noble 
afcent to it of 32 fteps. 

In S. Peter’s church-yard are ftone fta- 
tues of twolions. Vide Golnitz. 

Two or three roman gates are fill re~ 
maining in this city, and over one is 
placed a large human head of marble. 

The church dedicated to the virgin 
Mary was a romifh tribunal, and is like 
the maifon quarreé at Nifmes, only that 
is longer and broader. 

The amphitheatre was partly on the 
fide of a hill, where forme of the Cave 
are yet to be feen. 

La Gierre isa little river here, that ruts 
jnto the Rbéne, and is ufeful to their 
mills, where they make fwords, &e. 
They faid many anchors and coutelaces 
were making now for Beaufort’s fleet, and 
they counterfeit Olinda blades.

Tn the afternoon we travell’d two 
leagues, and pafv'd through S. Saforin, 
and rode hilly way, but went over a 
plain about 2 league before we entered 
Lyons. 

At the gates we took a billet to lodge 
inthe city, and gavea piece of money to 
the fearchers, who were defirous to {ee 
what we had in our portmanteaus. 

This day the wind was more favourable. 
Tt fometimes laits with great violence 2 
fortnight or three weeks, and always in 
the fame corner. 

At Lyons we met with Mr. James Pal- 
mer, Vavely turn’d Papift, and the eatl 
of Cafilemain’s brother, the lord Clinton. 
Mr. Montagne (Mr. Oliver St. Fon) and 
his lady 3 Mr. Samplon ; Mt. Feffep + 
(Mr. Withers, and monf. Garzin, who 
‘attended’ on the lord Clinton) Mr. Elcock's 
Mr. Lifter 3” Mr. Abdy 5 Dr. Downs’; 
Sir Tho. Crew'; Mr. Poly 3 Mr. Scot, a 
Scotchman ; Sir Cha. Berkley, and Dr. 
Smith. One Fobn Anford, a ftocken- 
maker who lives at'Turin, was now here, 
going polt for Exgland, Being {ent thither 
by the duke of Saxzy. 

March 9. being Shrove Tuelday, N.S. 
in Bell-Cour were many mafquers on horfe- 
back, who had mallets with little hatchets 
faftened to them, with which’ they ftruck 
at a wooden cage, wherein was enclofed 
a lamb ; and‘hé'thatifirft broke’ the cage 
and kill’d the lamb, was adjudged king ; 
then the trumpets*founded, “and he “at

carried ina fumpter-horfe. By the Coche 
Peau, a conveyance by the river Sacne, 
we fent fome of our things, and paid but 
three fols per Ib. Dr. Moulins, Mr. 

r, Mr. Ray and myfelf, were in 
pany this journey, with fome Fyénchmen. 

We went very ftony way, and paf'd 
over hills, and three leagues from Lyons 
paf'd through Ja Brelle, and three leagues 
further brought us to our lodgings in 
Tarrara. 

‘This day we obferved oxen fhod with 
iron. 

March 7. we thounted before day, and 
tode over the mountain of Tarrara, where 
we found now. After three leagues riding 
we came through S. Savorin, and there 
abouts obferved a perpendicular {tone 
moved by water to bruife hemp, held un- 
derneath by two boys. Three leagues 


“further we dined at S. Nicolas in Roanne, 


‘and there ferried over the Zaire, each giv- 
ing two fols marqué. We pafi’da plea- 
fine valley, and. four ledgues from. our 
baiting place lodged in Pa/quandiere, a 
fnall village. a 
March 8. we rode for the moft part of 
'fout Ieagues hilly way, and dined av /* ju 
de France; in Paliffe, where thé count de 
S. Geran hath a houfe. _ The prefent 
count came thus to his eftate 5° his uncle 
being 
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Snrrox. beitig next prefumptive heir, made a com- 
Sv pact with a midwife, who deliver’d the

prefent count’s mother, but by cafting 
her into a fleep, the midwife perfwaded 
her into a belief fhe was deliver’d of a 
dead child, when the midwife conveyed 
away the little infant, who was bred up 
by a country woman, and being grown to 
fome years the countefs defired, and took 
him for her page, on whom fhe beftowed 
very good breeding; and in the mean time. 
the midwife, on her death-bed, confefs'd 
the cheat, and declar’d the page to be 
the countefs’s true fon. This difcovery 
oceafion’d a great fuit between the uncle 
and the young heir, but at laft ic was de- 
termined by the parliament of Paris in 
favour of the heir the countefs’s fon, who 
is now count de S. Geran, 

Four leagues from Palifé, having tra- 
vell'd good way ina pleafant country, we 
lodged atthe S. George, without the walls 
of arene, a {mall town. 

March 9. we travel’d feven thort 
Jeagues, and dined at the three Moors in 
Moulins, where many women came to us 
to fell their fciffars, knives, ec. Moulins 
js an indifferent city, which afforded us 
litcle of remark, befides the ftately mo- 
hument of Montmorency, who was be- 
headed in the Maijon de Ville at Toxlouje. 
The white marble ftatues of the duke and 
his lady lay on a tomb of black marble 5 
a fair marble ftatue ison each fide, and 
over them a marble urn, and other orna- 
ments. 

We rode feven leagues from Moulins 
in very good way (as we did in the morn- 
ing) and lodged this night without the 
walls of S. Pierre de Montier. Heicabouts 
began ftony caufeys. 

March 10. we rode five leagues, pafs’d 
a ftone bridge over the river Loire, and 
dined at the flower de lys in Nevers, where 
the poor people defired us to buy their 
bagatells of glafs. ‘This city is meanly 
built nigh the Loire, on a rifing ground, 
and hath an indifferent fair cathedral, 
where are feveral marble monuments; the 
fteeple of this cathedral is handfomely 
adorned with ftatues. 

After dinner we journeyed about two 
Teagues and an half, and tafted of an acid 
water {pringing up plentifully in the mid- 
dle of a court wall’d about. This water 
is much drank in Augujt, and is reputed 
for curing the ftone, &c. it isnear Pougue, 
a village. This medicinal well rifes in the 
level of a valley. Two leagues and an 
half further we reach’d Ja Charité, a 
wall’d place fituated upon the Loire; over 
the gate we entred at is written, 


In Varietate Securitas fub Lilio. 


Our inn was handfome, 
Croix dor. 

March 11. we took horfe about four in 
the morning, and rode three leagues to 
Pouilly, where we drank wine that place 
is noted for, Four leagues thence we bined 
at Cyne, a wall’d place, reputed for dos- 
{kingloves. In the afternoon we travell’a 
five leagues to Bony, and one league and 
an half further lodged in Briare, a fmnall 
wall’dtown. Acthis place begins chan- 
nel cut from the Loire to the Seine, the 
water being kept up by locks or fuices. 

On the other fide of the Loire, in Berry, 
and about two leagues from Cofie, is San. 
cerre, a town fituated upon a hill, for- 
merly a ftrong place, and well defended 
by the Proteftants about 90 years ago : 
they held out fo long that they under- 
went the greateft miferies of famine, fome 
women digging up their children they bu- 
ried three or four days before. See 
Hift. 1.55. Anno 1572. p.915, &e 

We met on the road many Savoyards, 
who were chimney-fweepers at Paris, &c. 

They come off the mountains of Savay in 
the beginning of winter, and return in the 
fpring. 

March 12. we rode four leagues, and 
dined at the Hjeu de France, in la Bujiere, 

a fmall village. Seven leagues further 

we lodged in Montargis, a city where we Montagis, 
faw nothing worth our obfervation. An 
indifferent caftle ftands here on a hill 5 
archbifhop of this city and the king fend 

a governor. 

In the road we took notice of many 
thatch’d houfes, and pretty country houfes, 
with high and fteep roofs covered with 
flare. 


the fign of the 


arch 13. we travelld about five 
Teagues, and had on our right hand Pont a 
Gajiin, a wall’d town, and a league 
thence dined at the angel, or maifon rouge, 
a houfe that ftands in the open fields. In 
the afternoon we went over a plain fowed 
with corn, and five leagues from our bait 
pais’d by Milly, a large wall’d place on 
our left hand, and one fhort league thence 
arrived at Corrance, where we lodged. 

This afternoon we faw on our right 
hand the wood of Fountain Bleau. 

March 14. we rode abouta league, and 
pafs’d among rocks, where travellers are 
often robb’d. About two or three leagues 
further we faw on our right hand Cordilly, 
a city ina valley, with many villages 
round it. Seven leagues from Corrance 
we dined at Juvifii, at the fign of the 
golden-lion. Three leagues thence we 
patv'd through Ville Fuifue, and there on 
the top of a hill, had a profpeét of Paris, PARTS 
where we fafely arrived after we had tra- 
yell’d two leagues more.

Nigh Paris we obferved feveral ftone 
quarries, where the workmen hoift up 
ftones after this manner. 


A fellow fteps up the cogs of the wheel 
A, and turns the axis B, which winds up 
the cord C that is faftned to the ftone D.

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Tn the Jefuits church, Rue $. Anthoine, 
is Lewis XIII’s heart kept in a golden 
cafe held up by two filver angels. In the 
fame churchisa fair altar, with about four 
brafé figures or ftatues, being the monu- 
ment of this prince of Conde’s father. 

Trode out of the city two leagues to S. 
Clou, where madame Henrietta dutchets of 
Orleans, our king Charles d's filter, 
hath a palace and gardens. In the parifh 
church of S. Clowis a fpiral marble pillar, 
and inferiptions to Hen. 111. whofe heart 
is kept here. In a chapel under the 
choir is the old monument of S. Clou. 
Two leagues thence we came to Ver/ailles, 
a pretty pleafure-houfe built by monfieur 
Foucquet. Here rare birds and other ani- 
malsare kept, but the Concierge would not 
Tet us fee them, or the rooms of the houfe, 
becaufe we had no ticket from monfieur 
. «+». In the rooms they fay are cabi- 
nets and Jooking-glaffes, Se. curioufly 
adorned with filver filligree work. Here 
I faw Lewis XIV. and his queen, attended 
by afoot company of Szi/i, armed with 
back, breaft and head-piece, 2 company 
of Swifi, with halberds, and a company 
of French foot, befides his guard in livery 
on horfeback, arm’d with carbines. The 
king hath alfo a guard of younger bro- 
thers, who ferve him volintarily, and 
wear whitith coats with filver lace ; they 
carry muskets. Out of thefe the king 
oftentimes choofes his officers. 

The lord Dowglas was formerly the 
‘rench king?s page, who at this time com- 
led a regiment of Scots, which the 
king of England fent for over upon the 
declaration of war between Trance and 
England. 

Every Monday comes out the journal 
des Scavans, a pamphlet written by one 
Galloyer a Parifian, and buta young man. 

Monfieur Yoncquet is profeffor in the 
king’s garden, which isa handfome large 
place, but that ac Montpellier is bigger 
and more pleafant. 

Monficur Marchand, formerly an apo- 
thecary, hath cravell’d fome parts of the 
Levant, and is very skilful in herbs 5 he 
hath the beft bortus Siccus that we ever 
fiw, the plants being neatly faftned on 
with a glew, which he freely told us was 
thus made, viz, Take of Jethyocolla and 
Lurcwoare ana, cut thefe fmall, and 
then boil them with Colocynthe, and after- 
wards diffolve all in vinegar. Among the 
dry’d plants Medica Ciliaris & ferrum 
Qquinum filiqud mudtiplici, are molt re- 
markable. 

We met accidentally with one monf. 
Crock, a phyfician in Amiens, who feemed 
to be a very ingenious perfon.

Lhe Quat- 
tre Scaramuccie was another pleafant Italian 
comedy, We ftood in the parterre, or 
pit, and paid 3o fols apiece for fecing the 
firft, and bur 15 fols for the laft. 

We faw a French comedy entitled, 
Lefourdie, which was better aéted than 
we expedted, We paid for feeing this, 
and ftanding, in the pit, 15 fols a man. 

In the Marais du Temple are another 
company of French agtors, who have ma- 
chines to moye their feenes. 

Monficur Le Dauphin hath his company 
of boys, who they fay aét very well. 

The Sale des Machines in the Louvre is 
mes. Made like that at Modena, and by the 

fame workman Gafpar Vigarini this is 

larger, and the roof of the theatre richer

Shirking is as Cor more) natural to a 
French-man as his oaths, and tho’ his car- 
riage be free, yet he is ftingy enough of 
his purfe, and will fooner lofe a friend 
than a folmarque, and finail interefts will 
govern his affections.

Malefactors receive their fentences on 
their knees, which pronounced, the 
hangman prefently ties a rope about 
their necks, and conveys them to the 
prifon, whence, after confeffion, they 
are immediately hauled to the gallow:

April 7, 8.N. After dinner, ard jut 
as Mr. Howlet, Dr. Ward, Mr. Wray, 
Dr. Moulins, Mr. Lifer and myfelf, 
were going out of our lodging, towards 
the Chaffe Marée (a kind of a cart, that 
fetches fifh fiom Calais) one of the 
French King’s officers, a captain de Guet, 
asked for monfiéur Moulins, and while 
he exchanged two or three words with 
him, he det his bafton (which he had 
under his cloak, in two ot three pieces) 
together, and preféntly came in eight or 
ten mufqueteers, who feized on Dr. 
Moulins, and hurried him away in a pr-Mos 
fedan to the baftile ; the captain firlt 5,75, 
read the order or warrant commanding mer, 
him to apprehend one Moulins, wherefo= 
ever he could find him, 

Mr. Howlet, Dr. Ward and Mr. Ray, 
went away this day for Eugland; but 
Mr. Lifer and myfelf, not ig thac 
way of travelling by the Chaffe Marée, 
ftaid a little longer in Paris ; in which 
time we could not learn any thing con- 
cerning the imprifonmentof Dr Moulins ; 
only gueffes were made that his chief’ 
crime was, he had lived too long among 
the French proteftants in Languedoc ; 
and that the French king fufpected he 
might difcover the prefent inclinations 
of that party after his arrival in Fig 
Jand, he being very intimate with fome 
of good quality that were difcontented 
with the prefent manage of affairs in 
France. 

When 0. C. was protector, there hap- 
pened this accident at Ni/mes ; the pro- 
teftants having a right to chufe magi- 
ftrates, the popifh party were refolved 
to hinder them by force on the day of 
eleétion, and had fome of the King’s 
guards, and all the papifts, in arms 
ftanding ready about the town-houte ; 
the proteftants, they alfo armed in great 
numbers, and one proteftant gentleman 
being nigh the door that led: into the 
Maifon de Ville, had a piftol in his 
hand, and being demanded why he ftood 
in that pofture, anfwered to defend their 
privileges; then they commanded him 
to deliver up his arms, which he refufing, 
the guard thor him dead, which gave 
fuch an alarm to the proteftants, that 
they immediately fired at the guard and 
others, and killed the bifhop of Nifmes’s 
nephew, and then turn’d the guards and 
the reft of the papifts out of the city 5 
after that they began to fortify, and had 
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many of their friends come in daily to 
their affiftance from the Sevennes, Ge. 
But fome more confiderate perfons con- 
fulting what was to be done, at laft 
nefolved to fend Dr, Modsins, then in 
Nifnes, into England, and acquaint the 
protetor with it, and to defire his inter- 
ceffion with the court of France ; fo Dr. 
‘Moulins immediately and privately rode 
away for Lyons, in bitter thowy weather, 
and in eight days arrived in Engiaud, 
having firlt waited upon lord Lockbart 
the Engli) ambaffador. 

In this journey Dr. Moulins rode pol 
with a Frenchman, that {ecing the pott- 
boy fall down dead with the extremity 
ofcold, opened his codpiece, and rub'd 
his Membrum. virile with fnow, till he 
recovered him, which he did in a little 
time, and the boy was able again to ride 
pott. 

Dr. Moulins ftay’d but a very short time 
at London, and then returned with Secre- 
tary Thurh’s letters to the Euglifb ambat- 
fador and cardinal Mazarine ; the poft- 
foript of the letter to cardinal Mazarin, 
was written with the protector’s own 
hand; the words were to this effet; 
As you foew kinduefs to the proteflants, 
fo you have me your friend or your foe. 

Dr. Moulins upon his arrival at Paris, 
delivered the letters to the ambaffador, 
within a fhort time ; he attended on the 
ambaflador to the cardinal’s, who read 
the letter, and then had fome private 
conference with Lockhart, and then Mou- 
Tins was called in, who heard the car- 
dinal promifé to the ambaffador, the 
proteftants at Nifmes fhould not be 
meddled with, and added, Mr. Amba& 
fador, Yau ki France is'not in a con= 
dition to deny England any. thing, Ac- 
cordingly orders were fent exprets to ftop 
the troops which were marching againft 
Nifines, and within a day’s march of the 
place when they received the orders, 

Dr. Moulins fent a note for fome lin- 
nen to out lodging, and Mr. Lifer re- 
turned by, the meffenger a little billet, 
which only condoled his misfortune, but 
the captain of the guard at the Baftile 
tore it in pieces, All this while we heard 
no crime ‘laid to his charge. He was 
kept a prifoner at the king’s charge, and 
well dieted. 

After the city of London was burnt, the 
French king fent a courtier, I think Ro- 
mingny, to Moulins, to acquaint him he 
fhould make any province in France his 
prifon, if he would give fecurity of a 
great fum of money, not to go out of 
it, which he faid he was not able to 
give. Some time after, the king offered 
him all France for his prifon upon the 


faid fecurity ; to which he anfwve: 
Gover duluth Emer ernn cc, 
told him be had done him no wrong, and 
then bid him begone out of France with 
ina fortnight. 

This relation I had ftom Dr. Moulins 
after his coming into Bugland,

who poffefs 14077 convents. 

‘Lo thefe clergy belong 259000 farms, 
and 17000 acres of vineyards, which are 
by them leafed out in France, not rec- 
Koning 3000 acres, from which they take 
the third and the fourth. 

‘The revenue of the faid church is 
eftimated at 920000 crowns per aznum, 
exclufive of the refervations in their 
leafes, which amount to 120000 crowns, 
conlifting of three pieces each. 

‘The {aid calculation was made by or- 
der of the affembly of the clergy of 
France, held in the Auguftines conyent, 
at the end of Pont-Neuf, in Paris, the 
16th of November 1635. 

April + Mr. Poley, Mr. Lifter, and 
my elf, gave 18 livres a man, for our 
places in a coach waggon that will hold 
eight perfons, We had in the coach 
with us one of Geneva (a Genevrite, as 
they vulgarly call them) who had lived 
many years, and married a wife in Vé- 
nice, but the aft year the inquifition 
took notice of fome that were pri- 
vately préteftants, and clap’d two in~ 
to prifon, "This man had knowledge of 
their defign, and therefore prefently re- 
tired out of Venice, and undertook a 
journey for London, where he refolved to 
end his days. 

We had alfo in the coach a ftour 
young Swedifp foldier, who had ftolen 
away a wench, and that morning we {et 
forward, three Frenchmen, pretending 
themfelves the king’s officers, attempted 
to get her away, and carry him to pri- 
fon, becaufe he had habited the wench 
which he fometimes called his wife) in 
mens cloths ; but the Swede outvapour’d 
them, and turn’d them down ftairs, an

vais, a large town, but the houfes low 
and built of wood. 

‘The royal manufaéture here employs 
400 or 500 men in weaving tapiftry, 
having feveral looms in long chambers, 
and painters are invited hither, to draw 
the pidtures that are to be woven.

‘Phe cathedral in this city is not fini- 
hed.

We rode five leagues, and 
dined in Berneil, a village five leagues 
thence, and lodged in Montreuil, a gar- 
rifon town, indifferently built, but well 
paved and fortified ; where we entered, 
there was a treble wall and good ditches, 
and where we went out, was a fteep 
defcent into a marfhy ground. 

April 6. We travelled two leagues very

April. 7. Saturday, We rode bad hilly 
way, three leagues to Murgui/e, a vi 
lage, and four leagues further to Cel: 
Halfa league before we came into the 
town, we deftended into the fenny coun- 
try about it. We pals'd alfo by a ftrong 
citadel, and among many little cottages 
which are ufed (as fome told us) for 
peft-houfés in time of infection, Entring 
Calais, the guards only examined how 
many Englifo and French we were in 
the coach. 

April 8. After taking a paftport from 
the sa and our things fearch’d, 
we delivered our pafiport, without the 
gate, and entering the Zvgiifh packer 
boat, fail’d two hours S$. W. to gain 
the wind, and in three hours, without 
once changing board, we fafely arrived 
at Dover ; a boat fetching us a fhore. 

My lord marquis of Donglas and many 
‘Scots came over in the fame packet-boat 
with us. 

A fearcher and a fellow that took our 
names at Dever, had their fees. 

Monday, April 9. 1 took pott with 
colonel Napier his fon, and my lord 
Napier, and rode 1§ miles to Canterbur 
where we faw the cathedral, which is a 
fair building ; fteps lead up into the 
choir, and other fteps up to the altar ; 
and behind that are two or three afcents 
to the upper end. We were fhewn the 
place Thomas Becket was thrown down, 
and the ftones coloured,as the papifts fay, 
with his blood. ‘The church under the 
choir is ufed by the Walloons, who ate 
confiderable in this city. The window 
in the north wing of the church was cu- 
rioufly painted. ‘There is old painting 
on wood, which reprefents the manner 
how Thomas Becket was Killed: The 
ftones where his fhrine was, até worn 
away, they fay, with peoples knecling. 
Abont 22 bifhops are buried in this 
church, I obferved the monument of 
Sic Thomas Fhoruburft, Killed at the ifle 
of Ret. Bifhop Gbichely, who is repre- 
fented by his figure in’ epifcopal habit, 
and by a {tone skeleton’ very well made. 
Henry VV. and his queen, lay on a fair 
tomb, Nicholas Wotton, the firft pro- 
teftant dean.
